Then, at noon, wewereat yfi. degrees of latitude, the weather wntinuing fairj but, to- 
wards night, the wind, ftill at South- Weft, rais’d fuch a tcmpcft, ihi^ive were forc’d to take 
in all our fails, ard go before the wind till thonext morning. Thofe aiy,ohg us who were not us'd 
totheS’ea, were fb lick, that fome vomited blood; but in regard we'nad'the wind a-ftern, it's 
violence hindred us not from keeping on our courfe, and making fifteen I .cagues that night. 

Some are of opinion, that the Uinch of the fait water, corrupting m the link, is that which 
provokes fuch vomiting. Others, on the contrary, aftirra, that it is cauud by the violent agi- 
tation of ihc Ship, which nukes the head turn, and the Ibmack to call up wlut is in it. I'iut 
certain it is, that both contribute thereto, in a*s much as it the agitation trouble the brain, the 
iUnch alfo offends it, and makes thofe heart-lick whofe fmelling is fubtilc, provoking vomiting, 
even without any violent motion,, wherever they are, not only at .Sea, but ailb any where elk. 
Thofe who conceive, that people ate not fubjeA hereto upon Rivers arc deceiv’d ■ for, belidcs 
that experience hath evinc’d the contrary, \vc have there the fame motion, and frelh water being 
corrupted, ilinks no lefs than the fait. 

The I j. we had fo great a calm, that the Ship being as it were Mnen’d to the fame place, 
we had the convenience to bring our Mulkal Inftrtiments upon the deck, to fing a Te and 
to give God thanks for our deliverance, out of the imminent danger we had been in the night 
betore.

Thofe who had the overffghc of 
cheCuftoraes, came immediately to fearch pur Ship, but finding noyMerchants goods in it, fur 
which they might challenge ought, they return’d back, and fenc us a Pilot, who conduced us 
rbtAmia^ ^hat night as far as before the City of Rtga. The Ambaftadours being got afhore, at the en- 
trance ofthe City found a coach, which the Governour had feni to meet them: but in legard 
w Riga, they were not far from their Inn, they would make no ufc of it, and fo kept on their way afoot*

Daring our abode in this City, which was almoft five weeks, in expefftation the Fens of thofe 
parts fliould be frozen up, and the fnow cover the Way, which we were to Travel in hledges, 
we augmented our retinue with fome neoeflaryperfons for that great jouniey, and wc had the 
leifure to learn the condition of the City, whereof we fhall here cive a fhort defbiption.

It is very populous , 
and very conlidcrablebccarfe of its Commerce, as well with the Engh^j and Hollaadcrs , Sir\d 
thelhnliaiickTowns, in Summertime , while the Sea is Navigable, as with the /utowi- 
tjifitfi'j-iites when the frolland fnow can bear Sledges. TheTraffickofit isfo great , that it 
hath almoil as many Shops as Houles. All Provilions are very cheap , bccaufc there is fuch an 
abundance of all , th it an Os may be bought for three Crowns , a Hog for one, and Fowl and 
Veniibn proportionahly , ail the Country Pcalants thereabouts having the liberty to Hunt, 
though they have not toiy other. Since the lail redudtion of it , they have no ocher Religion 
dure than tne Prof’ll nt, the Magiftratc and Inhabitants being all Lutherans, and fo zealous 
iniheirwiy, that they no lei's lute thofc of the Reformation, than they do the Catholicks, 
and M'lfcovites. There is no Inhabitant almoll but underilands the Highdutcii , the Sclavonian , 
and Curland Lang-iage. but the Magiftr.ue in his publick A£ls makes ufe only of ihe Highdutch.

Dr. Wendclin made ufe 
of that convenience, andfotookhiswayfor the City of Mejto. had yet another in- 
convenience, in that, Provifions failing us, our Ptsurveyois , who Mttfcmtts, were 
forc'd to go S and 10 Leagues from the City to get Fowl and Mutton.* Anirin regard we could 
notfofoon expefttheSwdiJbArabairadors , ours went with a retinue of twelve perfons to 
Reusl, where they were receiv’d with the liioottng off the great Guns, complemented, and 
KRenel. entertain'd with Prefents , by the Magiftrate, the Governour and {CTncipal •Citizens, who 
did us much honour during the flay we made There , which was lix woeks. Of Reuel, Nttrv* , 
and the reft of Livonia , we fliall fpeak in the enfuing Book. 

^Jlday 10. ‘jPhilifScheidingf Governour of IRm/, named to be Chief of the Pnibaflywhidi 
the Crown of Saeden fent to Mtifcovy , had information that his Collegues were come to " 2 ^. 
s/ 4 } fo that being ready for his journey, we left i?u«fithe following, the Governour cau- 
fing the Artillery to be difeharg’d at our departure. We came to Narva the i S'* and within a 
League of the City , met with Colonel Htnry Fleming, Eric ^yllenjitern , and Andrew 'Eure- 
Kr,defjgn’dfortheEmba{ryofA/i*jcOT/jy, with a very gallant retinue. The Governour caus’d 
»*«SuedishaII the great Guns to be difeharg’d at our entrance , as he had done the firft time. The Ambaf- 
Ambrtffk- fadorsrefolv’d the next day, t'mt to %<> to Novogorod, they would take the way of CarUlia,, 
by Sea , or the Lake of Lmga • whereof they lent notice to the Governour of Novogorod by 
an Exprefs , that he might take order for our reception , and that we might not be flay'd upon 
the Frontiers. For it is the cuftom of Mnfeovy and Ferfm to make ftranger Arabafiadors flay 
on the Frontiers , till the Governour of the Province hath fent intelligence to the Coui t of thetr 
arrival, and receiv’d orders from his Soveraign, for their reception and entertainitient. The 
j^jjj^^reafon whereof is, that the great DukeofAife/co'^, asalfo the King of 'Ferfta, defrays ilu? 
Tite5««J chafes of the Ambaffadours , both as to Provifions and Carriage, from their coming into 
Pcrltans tbcir Countreys , and to that end allows them a Conduftor, whom the Mufcovim call Frifit^, 
and the Terjtans, Mehemander, who provide for their entertainment and conveyance of their 
AmhafTa- baggage, andhaveaparty of ^uldiers for their Convoy. 

The Snedip Ambaffadors , having difpacch’d a MelTenger to Novogorod , left Narva the a %th, 
oiJMay, fay the way .of J£ 4 /i«w 4 , where they made accompt to pals over Whitfmttide, fo ro 
be nearer the Frontiers oi Miijcovy. In the mean time , we flay’d at Narva ; where 1 had the

After this banquet, which lafted about an hour, during which tithe, the Muketiers 

gave feveral volleys f^ch as they were, the Ambaffadors and the ‘Frijlaf departed ; the Suedes 
in twelve Boats, and the Mufeavites, with Colours and Drum, in three. J return’d to Note- 
bour£, where bur Ambaffadors continued three weeks, as the Tnjiifhad foretold. 

1 he Countrey, which the call Ojiwa, about Noi^bdurf, is very pleafant, fo 

that we wanted no divertifement, efpecially that of hunting. Within a quarter or a League of 
AToteifffar^ are two Ifles, diftant one from the other, as far as a Musket will carry, both well 
ftor’d witn wood, and fo furnifli’d with Fowl that our pieces could hardly be at reft for them, 
and the Sea-dogs, whereof there is an incredible number in the Lake, found ns exceBeijt fpor^ 
when they expos’d themfelves tarhe Sun along the Rocks. We had alfo the learned and.jdiver- 
tiveconVeirfation ofMr. who came, during that time, to Noteheur^^ vt^th a 

defign to'go into Mvfcovy, in the quality of Rcfident from the Crown of Sucdeii. This place is 
2&^t««t/-fituated at 53 . degrees, 30 . minutes, at the entrance of the Lake Ladoga, upon an Ille, which 
o»fl/tTote-thefaid Lake makes there in form like a Nut, which gives it the name.

So that we bought our provifioas our 
felves, which we found cheap enough, incomparifoncowhattheP«J?/i/pro/idedforus. Two 
Ctpeckj which make two fols French, would buy a tame Fowl, and fora peny we had nine 
Eszs- *We were allow’d every day two Roubles and five Copec^y amounting to four Crowns 
five pence, which found us very good fare. After dinner, we embark’d on a River which 


our Travels had we’ not feen fo many Children under 7 years ot age. 

Some of ours being gone to take the Air, they run after us, having Goosberics to fell, where- 
ofwe bought a hatful for a Cofeeib ’Twaspleafant'to fee thofe ChiJdren,to the number of fifty 
together, leaping about us, as we lay on the graft to eat onr Goosberries, fo drefs’d as that we 
could not diftiuguilh the Boies from the Girls, for both had their hair cut all oflF, excepting op- 
ly two muftaches, which were fuffer’d to grow at their Temples, and were clad in fcirts reach- 
ing to their ancles. Our Phyfician would needs make a difeovery of fexes among them, and ha- 
vi^ caught one ofthe Children by the (hirt, it happened to be a Boy, who told him laughing.

We got that fi* kaj^s to a Vilb^c called GrtmtA , which the Country people had alfo 

abfolutely ft«£ueft , whidi oblig’d os to ^e up our jUdging in the Fields , in a Meadow near 
a i^eat Pool , where we made three great nres : and in regard we had (lept almoft all day in the 
Boat, we fpent fome part ofthe night iu telling of ftoriea, and diverting our feives with the 
Bear. The Musketiers , who had Men fomewhatbufy with the Aquavitat, entertain’d us with 
fome fea ts of their aftivity. Here we faw abundaiicc of Oanes , and counted , upon the Pool, 
above 300 of them. 

The next day, Jd.t 6 , about three in the morning we profecuted our Vewage, and before 
noon got four leagues , to the VUlage of The Pw/sf, v»hom we had invited to dinner, 
bearit^the amcotjefm pronounc'd , made flie fign of the Orofs fcveral times upon hn breaft, 
and dctir’d to have our Prayer m writii^ , and liked it fo well , that he (aid , he couW not have 
believ’d , that the Gmims were fo good Chriftians , and fo juft men.

ThcPrieft being come to the 
River fide, fpent half an hour or better in linging and reading ; Then he took the wax Can- 
dles from the Clark, and extinguifh’d them in the Water, immitation of whom, the people 
did the like with theirs. Then the Weft dipp’d his Crofs three feveral times in the Water 
when he took it out letting it drop into a Bafin deftiny for the prefervation of that Water^ 
which they efteem’d moft lacred. This Ceremony over, the Women put their Children, great 
and fmall, into the Water, fome with their fliirts on, others naked. Thofe who" needed not 
the alfiftance of others leap’d in themfelves. Nay fome brought their Horfes to drink, that they 
might alfo participate of the vertuc of that Holy Water. This done, the whole Proceffion re- 
turn’d to the Church, where the Prieft, having given the people his benedidion, difmifs’d 
them. 


About 4 . afternoon, we got on Horfe-back, after we had difpos’d our Baggage into yo.

we met with this mistortone, that our Cook being gone'two leagues further to provide our Sup- 
per, we could not come up to him, 1 ^ reafon of the badnefs of the way, fo that we had a fleep- 
lefs nfeht of it. We met that day with feveral Officers, who, upon the Peace concluded between 
liiePmnders and Mufc&vitts at Smoknsksy had defired leave to go to their own Habitations. 

• The 4. we met at Sirmugora, where are frelh Horfes to be taken tip, with Colonel Fuchs . ,, - 

mAthe^.ztWolfolkj, yikh Colonel Chatles. They both honour’d our Ambafladors with 
viftts, which occafioning entertainments, begat alfo thofe, excelTes and diforders which ordinarily 
^i rfffld them in Germany •, in one whereof out Ttumpetter mortally wounded one of our Musket- 
eers, without any injury done him by the other. We left the wounded perfon behind, and 
gave money to thofe^ who were to look to him. Ifhe Trumpetter was kill’d afterwards, after he 
had been entertain’d into the Great Dukes fervicc, at our return from Ferfia, 

The f. we pafs’d through a Village, which the Inhabitants had forfaken, to avoid quartering 
the gerrrm Souldiers, who had been disbanded neer Mofeou, We lodg’d at night in the Vil- 
I^e In thole parts, we found many great blue ftones, which the Tyrant John "Baji-CsSmaSl 

Imts, had caus’d to be taken out of the Sepulchres, when he took the City of having 
defisn’d them to be brought to Mofeo ; but news being come that he was dead, they were un- 
Joi<fen in the high- way, where they have remain’d ever fince. 

They, we came !!»««<», a Village alfo 5 but at our entrance into it, our HorfeS begin toBndei»t 
wince, ftand upon their hinder feet, and beat the ground, as if they had been bewitch’d, where- 
of we could not imagine what (hoold be the caufe, dll that having alighted, we found them co- 
ver’d allow with Bees, which were bi^irming to fall upon us, and profecuted their animolity 
fo fttr, as to force os to keep them oft with our Cloaks, and other Garments, and to go and 
take up our quarters in the Fields.

Having march’d in this order, very flowly, till we came within half a Learae of tbe Cityj 
we met ten Courtiers ( orMeffengers ) who came one after another wii^ full fpecd towards 
us, to acquaint the Prtii^^ with the place, where they were whofe Office it was to receive us $ 
with order, one while, to match cm very flowly, another, to make morehaftc, to the end we 
fliould be much about the fame time with them at the place a^^ointed for our reception. We 
faw alfo feverai t^iufenktSf very well mounted and rkhly clad, who only rid at fome diftance 
from us, and return’d having taken a view of us. Within a quarter of a League of the ClQf, 
we pafs'd through a Body of above 4000 JUhifctwM, aH excellwitly well mounted and fum. 
ptuoufly clad. Moft of the Ambafftdors retinue came alfo to Hteer os, but were not per. 
mitred to come neer us, fo that we could only falute them at a diftance. 

Within a Piftoifliot thence we Jaw coming towards tB, two clad in coats of Purfled 

Satin mounted on two gallant white Horfes-Itiftead of Bridlcs,they had Chains of fliver, whereof 
the links were two inches broad, but no thicker than the back of a knife, and of fuch a compafs 
as that a man might throft in his fift into them, which made a ftrangemoife as the Horfes went 
along. The Great Duke’s Mafter of the Horfe followed them, with twenty led Horfes ail 
white, and was accompany’d by a great number of perfons both a foot and a horf-buk.

As focal as the Ambafladors were mounted, the Pri^ and Musketiets^ who had condhiQql 
us from the Frontiers, were drawn off. There were oroi^ht alfo tet other whit* Hodb m 
thedtieftft <ff our retinue, with Saddles after the Mnfcman fidhioo, of Cloaih of Geld and 
jfiSirWifiafe P*'*'®*''* ^ TriBeft took the Ambafladors between them, thot^ in Mofeeny^ be it

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.our entrance into the City , we had obferved whole fFrcets batnt down , the fire having been fo 1^4 
ifiolent, that it had reduc’d to a(hes above five thoufand hoafes ; , infomnch that moft of the In- 
habitants were forc’d to lodge in Tents and Huts. 

Ere we had taken a view of our Lodging, the prefents from the Great Duke’s Kitehin and 
Cellar were brought us ; Viz.. eight Sheep , thirty Capons and Pullets, great ftore of white and jreJhtnJ‘" 
brown bread , and iz forts of drinks , Wine, Beer, Hydrotneland Aquavitae, all brought in frefem to 
by 3 ^ tJ^infcowtes , who marching all in a file made the (hew fo much the greater. This donej Ambaf- 
the doors ot our Lodging were lock’d upon us , and a Guard of twelve Musketiers fet , to pt e- 
vent all communication between us and the Inhabitants , till after the firll Audience. The Prt- 
fitfs in the mean time fail’d not to vifit us every day , to afiure us of their rcadinm to lerve us. Gawf 
They had alfo left with us an Interpreter , to facilitate the fervice which the Musketiers were 
oblig’d to do us in the baying of our Provifions and other things. This Interpreter was a Muf- 
tovireborn, and had been taken prifoner by the IPaiiWiifera ; by which means he fell into the 
hands of Prince /(»«« who brought him to where he learnt the (jermaa 

1 ongue. 

I $• The Mufcovites celebrated the Feaft of our B. Lady’s afcenfion , and the fame day 
ended a Fall they had begun the firft of that moneth. The 1 7. was defign'd for our firft Audi- 
ence } but the Great Duke being gone out of the Pity to do his Devotions , we fpcnt the day in 
givi ng God onr humble thanks tor his happy condudl of us to the place for which our Embaffy 
was defign’d. We caus’d Te Dettm to be fung , with MuGck, and our Minifter to make a Ser- 
mon, at which, as alfo at the Dinner which follow’d it , wasprefent, by permilfion of the 
Great Duke , M. tjl^aticheron , who manag’d the Affairs of the Duke of Helfiem at 

t^Iofco , in the qual.ty of Commiflary. He told us , that the Mufeovitts thought our en- 
trance very handlome, and wondred much that Ihottld have Princes able to fend fo 

confiderable an Embaffy. They give all ftrange Princes the quality of Kntz . , though their Knez. 
arc properly no more than what Gentlemen are with us, and, thofe excepted who have pub- 
Itck employments relating to the State , the reft have no great Eftates , it may be , about 800. 
or 1000 pr aanmn. 

The 1 8. The two Prifi-fs came to acquaint us that the Great Duke would give us publick 
'Audience the next day. They defir’d alio, in the Chancellors name, a Catalogue of the pre- 
fents we were to make his Majefty. After Dinner , the younger Trifttf came to confirm the 
notice they had given us in die morning, viz., that on the morrow we Ihould have the honour 
to Idfs the Great Dukes hand. Wc ask’d him what the difchaiging of the great Guns the day 
before meant , and the {hooting we had feen out of our Windows m a great Meadow, He told 
us, it was only to make tryal of fome pieces which the Great Duke had lately order’d to be 
call. Others laid , that they had been difeharg’d , only to make it appear that the Mufemtes 
.lad not loft all their Artillery before ^mUnfeo , as fome would have had it believ’d. 

ip. TheTrijii^aame to fee whether we were ready for Audience j and having per- 
ceiv’d chgjjMir men had put on their beft Cloaths , and that all was in readinefs , they went im- 
mediateipPgivc notice thereof at the Caftle , whence were brought us the white Horfes whidh 
we had at our ]&uxance. About 9 of the Clock the Prifi^s return’d to us , having their ftript- 
fatir^oats carried after them , as alfo their Caps of Martins skins , which they left in the Am- . . 

baffadors Antichamber. We mounted with our Cloaks on , but no Swords , none being per- 
initted to wear any in the Great Dukes prefence, and rode towards the Caftle, the Cavakadc-’^^^jl^ 
beii^ as foUoweth.

Next went two Gentlemen of the Chamber , carrying ap on high in the Air , the Credential 
Letters from his Highnefs , one to the Great Duke , the other to the Patriarch his Majellies Fa- 
ther. His name was Philaretes Nikidits'y He dy'd after our departure from Holfttin, 
but we were told it would not be amifs to make it known we had Letters of credence 


for him. 

Then follow’d the ArnktlTadors between the two Trijhfs , having before them the Interpre- 
ters , on cadi'fide tour Lacqueys , and behind them , the Pages. 

It was , from our Lodging to the Caftle a good quarter of a German league , there being a- 
bove icoo Strelits or Mufketiers difpos’d on both lides of the Arcet , to make us free panage 
to the place of Audience. The Areeis, winders and houfes tops were full of people , who were 
come from all quarters of the City to fee our Cavalcade. We march’d in very good order , 
halting and advancing according to the orders , which the Courners , who rid with full fpeed 
from the CaAle, brought our j to the end we might come to the Hall of Audience, 

juA as the Great Duke were late in his Throne. 

Beingcome into the Cafile-Court, we pafs’d before the ^Freeafe, or the Chancery 

for Arangers affairs , where we alighted- After the Officers, and Gentlemen had taken their 
places, to wit, the Steward, intheheadofthePrefents, and the Gentlemen, with the o- 
ther Officers, immediately before the Ambafladors, we were brought to Audience. The Hall 
for Audience is on the right hand of the Cour : when there come any Ambafladors from Perfia , 
T iiriyi , or T artarj , they are carried up a ftone pair of Aairs on the right hand ; but in regard 
wewercChriAians, we cook the left hand , and were led through a vaulted Gallery, purpofe- 
ly that we might pafs by a very fair Church, where they were then at fervice. Before we came 
into the Hail, we law, in a ipacious vaulted appartment, abundance of people , and among 
others many antieni Men , venerable for their longfnowy beards , whereof fome fate , others 
ftoad along the walls , alidad in long Coats of Aript Satin , and Caps of Martins skins : they 
told «s they were his MajeAiesO'e/sa, that is, his principal Merchants or Factors, who had 
thofe habits out of the Great Dukes Wardrobe , that they might honour him in thofe kinds of 
Ceremonies , conditionally they return’d them aflbon as they were over. 

The Ambafladors l^ing come to the door of the Antichamber , they met with two Phjares 
or Lords, clad in Coats of Pnrfled Satin , cover’d with an embroidery of great Pearls, who 
were to receive them at their Entrance. They cold them that his CzaariekJAajK&y did them, and 
the Gentlemen of their retinue , the favour of admitting them into his Prefence. The Prei'ents 
were Aay’d in the Antichamber , and they conduifted into the Hall the Ambafladors with the 
Officers, Gentlemen, and Pages, there going before them John Hemes, the Great Dulm. 
principal Interpeicr. As foon as he had fei his foot within the Hall; he faluted his Majefl^ 
with a loud voice , wiflung him all prorperity and long life , and acquainted him with the ar- 
rival of the Ambafladors. The Hall was fauare , and vaulted , bang’d and floor’d with Tape- 
iiry. The roof was gilt , and had feveral Sacred Stories jointed therein. The Great Dhke’s 
Chair was oppofue to the door, againll the wall , rais'd from the floor three fteps, havig at 
the four corners Pillars which were Vermilion Gilt, about three inches about, with each of 
them, at the height ofan ell and a half, an Imperial Eagle of Silver, near which the Canopy 
or upper part of the Chair refled upon the fame Pillars : belides which the faid Chair had at the 
four Corners as many little Turrets ofthc fame fluff, having aifo, at the ends, Eagles, after 
the fame manner. W'e were told there was another Chair of State a-making, afout which 
were beAow’d 1600 Marks of Silver, and lao ounces of Ducat-gold for the gilding, and that 
it would amount to above a yooo Crowns. The defigner of it was a Gtmm , born at 
herg j his name , Bfsy Zinkgr^ 

The Great Duke late in his Chair , clad In a Iwig Coat , embroider’d with Pearls , and befet 
with all forts of precious Stones. He had above his Cap , which was of Martins-skini , a 
Crown of Gold, tefet with great Diamonds , and in his right hand a Scepter of the fame Me- 
tall , and no Icfs rich , and fo wei|hty , that he was forc’d to relieve one hand with the <n;her- 
Chi bKhfides of his Majefties Chair flood young Lords, veryhandfome, both as to Face and 
Body , clad in long Coats, of white Ihisaatk , with Qps ox a Linz’s skin , aod white BuskioL 
with Chains of Gold , which croffing upon the breaft , reach'd down to their hips. They 
laid over their flioalders each a Silver Az , ^whereto they pat ihdr hands , as if they h»l been 
going to give then: ftrokc. On the right fide of the Chair, upon a Pyramid of Silver carv’d 
thorougb, flood the Imperial Apple , ofmaflyGoid, rej^fontitg the World, as big as a 
Canon-bullet of 4S pound! wet^t* andatalikediflabce, onthefamefide, a Bafin and Ewer 
and a Napkin, to waft and wipe the &eat Dukes hands, after the Ambafladors and thofe of 
fheir retinue had Jdfs’d them. The principal 'Bojms or Lords of the Court , to the number of

They hping made a low reverence at their Entrance, were plac’d in the midft of thejje c<fe- 
Hall oppolite to the Great Duke , and about ten paces from him , having behind them the Offi- momes of 
cers and Gentlemen of their retinue , on the right, the two Gentlemen who carry’d the . 

dcntial Letters , which they held before them , and on the left, the Interpreter John Holmes 
This done , the Great Duke made a fign to the Chancellor, that he fhould tell the Ambafladors, 
that his Majefty granted them the favour to do him reverence. The. Ambafladors went one after 
another , and kits d his right hand , which he very gracefully reach d to them , an^ a fmi- 
ling countenance , taking the Scepter in the mean time in his left hand. Now it is to be obferv- 
ed , that in thefe ceremonies , he who kifles the Great Dukes hand is not to touch it with his 
own, and that only the Ambafladors of Chriftiaa Princes have the honour *to kifs it, which 
the and Terfums , much Icfs the Tmarians * have not. 

T his Ceremony ended , he caus’d the Chancellor to tell them , that if they had ought to pro-' 
pofe from their Prince , they might do it. Whereupon the Ambaflador Crufists made him a 
complement Irom the Duke our Maftcr , and his condoleances for the death of the Patriarch his 
Father , adding , that his Highnefs hoping we fliould have found him Jiving , had given them 
Letters of Credence for him , and that they had brought them along with ihofe his Highnefs 
ivnt to his Majefty. Whereupon he took the Letters from thofe that held them , and was ad- 
vancing to deliver them ; but the Great Duke made a fign to the Chancellor to take 
them , and having couimanded him to come to him, he whifper’d in his car the an-^ 
fwer he would make rhe Ambafladors. The Chancellor being return’d to his place , faid , 

The Grand Sei£»enr Cz^Air y and Great T)itk;.yC}‘C. tells thee, Thilip Crufiss^ and thee, Ot- 
ton‘BrHg>nM , Aniballadorsfrom theDukeofi/fi^«», that he hath received the Letters of his 
Highnels , that he w ill order them to be tranflated , and he will acquaint you with his intention 
by his ‘Ajt'rcf , and that he will make anfwer thereto. The Chancellor, who had not unco- 
ver’d hiinlelf, no more than the other Lords , took off his Cap when he pronounc’d the name 
of his Majefty , or that of his Highnefs of Holfiein. 

This done , The Ambafladors were feated on a Bench cover’d with a T 'orkie Carpet , which 
was fet behind them , and the Chancellor told them , that the Great Duke was pleas’d that 
their Officers and Gentlemen fliould have the honour of killing his hand. Which done , the 
Great Duke rais’d himfelf up a little in his Chair, and faid to the Ambafladors, Knex.'Pre^ 
dene jefeha jdoref ? Is DakeiredmcJUngoodhealth? Wheretoit was anfwer’d, that at our 
departure we had left him very Will, ^ed grant a good life andaUng^ and all happinefs to hit 
tJ^ajesiy and Highnefs. 

Then was brought in a Lift of the Prefents, which were fent in with it, and flood fome time 
before the Great Duke, till the Chancelloa ordered them to be taken away. The faid Chan- 



tween, the Crown of Sitedot and his Highnefs, concerning theCompawre of Ferfia, they might' 
have a private Audience together; which was accordingly granted. After this, the Great Duke 
caus’d them to be asked, whether they were in health, and whether they.wanted any thing, ^- 
ving them notice, that that day he would do them the favour to treat them with meat from his 
own Table. This was the firft pufalkk Audience the Ambafladors had. They were brought 
backtothe Antichamber by the fame Bojares who had receiv’d them at their entrance. We 
mounted at the fame place where we alighted, afnd return’d to our Lodgings, accompany’d hy^ 
our PrijlsfSj in the fame order as we had gone thence. We were hardly alighted ere there camcp^^j, 
in one of the Gentlemen of the Great Duke’s Chamber. He was of the quality of the Knex,, to tnatsth 
which his countenance and behaviour was faitable, being of great ftatnre, magnificently 
excellently well mounted and attended, and had been fent by the Great Duke, to treat the Am-®""* 
baffadors at Dinner. Affoon as he was coine in, he caus’d the cloath to be laid, on yvhich were 
in the firft place fet, aSalt-feHcr, andiwoVinegar-difliesofSilvcr, and certain drinking- cups, 
whereof three were of Gold, and two others of Silver, and fo big, that they were above a foot 
diameter, a great Knife and fome Forks. This Lord, feating himfelf at the end of the Table, 
ordered the Ambafladors to fit down by him, the Gentlemen ftanding before them. He caus'd 



in boi(’d, rofted and paftry. AB being ferv’d, the Knez. rife, caus’d the Anabaffiid«» to co^ 
btfofe the Table, and told them, there was the Provifion which the Cxaar had comanr 
to imteitain them wichaH, paying them to- be pleas’d with the erW^ent. Ibente 
gteaeCin, he caus’d to be fill’d with excellent good jHydr«pl«d. hjade w 
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■tA->A would have reach’d their arms over the Table, to take the Gobelet, but the uftmtt wouUl - 
not farter it, laying, that Table then reprefented the Great Duke’s, who permits none to go be- 
hind hts Table, and fo oblig’d them locome round about and t ike the Cup. This health was 
follow’d by that of our Pri-ce, which he began to the AmbH’adors, faying, God he.ilth 
andproffimy to Ins jHigimfs, andwidts htm lon^to coiinmte in Ageod mrefpondcnce and amity 
mth Ins Majefty- The third health was that ot ‘the Prince, the Great Duke’s fon. This done, 
they fate to the' Table, and fome Gobelets of a W ine made of Cherries and Mulberries were 
drunk about. The AnilalTadors prefented him with a Vermilion-giU cup, of the weight ot 
three Markj^nd a half, which he caus’d to be carried before him, as he return’d to the Caille. 

The came to tell us, that the Great Duke was pleas'd wc fliould go 
abroadfandgaveusthe liberty to walk about the City, and to that end Horfes Ihould be 
brought us from his own ftables, when ere we rtioukl delire it. We were alfo permitted to vi- 
ill the AmbalTadors, and to receive tticic Vifus. AH which were thought fo great fa- 
vours, that the themfelves were aftonilh’d at it ; for till then it had not been fut- 

fer’d,*that theOomelticksofftrange Ambafl'adors Ihould walk about the City, but, when their 
occalions oblig'd them t© go abroa'd, they were accompany 'd by one or more of the Muskeciers. 
Two ilayes alter, thcTnAj/accompany’dbyaGroorttof the Great Duke's rtables, brought 
iis Us horfes, andconduftedus to the Lodgings of the Swetijb Ambaffadors, whom wc law il- 
verai times afta', and held a very fair correl'pondence with tliem. 

23, The Arabafladors would have invited to Dinner Dr.lKfWf/i», the Phyfician, the 
Apothecary, and fome other fetvants of the Great Duke; but the Chancellor would not iutfer 
them to come, and forbad them feeing us for three dayes ; of which rigorous treatment we could 
have no accompt, till afterwards, that we were told, it was, becaufe, the Prefents bad not yet 
been valu'd, among which was the Cabinet made like an Apothecaries lliop, we fpoke of be- 
fore, which could not be valu’d but by them. 

The 24. Came before ojllofcou %Arndd Spirin, Farmer General of the Cnftoms in JUvtma, 
through which he had pafs'd, and was fent by the Crown of Smden to be prel’ent at the Nego- 
tiation, which the Ambaftadors thence were to manage for Commerce, wherein he was very 
well vers’d. The er, who knew him, made fome difficulty to entertain him in thac 

quality i perceiving the Siudes took it ill, they were at lall content to do it, and fent a iVi« 
fiitf to meet and receive him.

The ^ - 
had Caps, after the fafliion of calotts, befet with Peris, having in the midft a cluftre of 
Diamonds and precious Stones. The other two had their Caps of bkck-fox fur, according to 
the ordinary falhion. They receiv’d the AmbafTadors very civilly, and intreated them to fit 
down by them j but with all their civility they took up the beft places themfelves, at one cor- 
ner of the Hall, where the benches joyn’d. The Ambaffadors took up theirs neer them againfi 
the Wall . and there was brought a feat without any back, for the Chancellors or Seaetaries of 
State, oppofite to the others. John Helms, the Great Duke’s chief Interpreter, flood among 
our Prifiafs, and all the Gentlemen, with all the reft of our retinue, flay’d in the Antichamber, 
except only the two Secretaries of the SueSp Ambaffy and ours, as many Interpreters, and a 
Mujcmte(£:htk, who was taken in to take notes of what was treated of. All having taken 
their places, one of the Bojares ask’d the Ambaffadors, whether they were fupply’d with ne- 
ceffaryprovifions, or wanted any thing ?

underftand, you Lords Ambaffadors fr- m the Crown ofSuedtn, and Duke of Herein, that he 
hath caus’d your Letters to be tianflated into the Language, and that he hath alfo 

hearkned to the Propofitions you made to him, at the publick audience he gave you. Upon that 
they all rofe again, and tht other Bojare, uncovering himfelf, faid, The Grand Seigneur, Csum 
omGreat Du^, dec. ( not omitting any of the former titles, and fo fitting down, continued ) 
wiflies the Qjjeen of Sueden and the Duke of HelBein all profperity, and viftory over their 
Enemies, and tells you, that he hath read their Letters, and that he well underftands their in- 
tention. The third Commifiioner proceeded with the fame Ceremonies, faying. The Grand 
Seig»eitr,Qcc> hath feen the Letters you have brought him, isfatisfy’d, that all credence is c<> 
be ^veu you in what you fliall fay and propofe, which fliall accordingly be done. To which 
the fourth added. That his Majefty, theCw^jr, had appointed them Commiffioners, to receive 
from them, what they had to propofe and defire } and thereupon read the names of the Com* 
miffioners, who were.-

tongue. Wc would have done the like with ours } but being larger than the other, to forbear

Came in a Ambatiador , who was receiv’d with great Ceremonies, and 
Pent iiSoQo Horl'e tomecchim, yet in al! that Army there were feen but lix Co- 
Jours. Thefirft, which was that of the Duke’s Guard , was of white Satin, and had in the 
midft, within a circle of Laurel, an Imperial Eagle with a triple Crown, with this Motto, 
f^tnute fapete. One oi Critnfon Damask branch’d, having in the midll a Jmis with two 
faces. One of a plain red Damask , and the other three , blew and white , whereof one had a 
Gryffon, another, a Snail, the third , a naked Arm coming out of the Clouds , and holding a 
fword- ’Tis thought thefe were the devifesoftheGernid?; officers, during the War atS’iiw- 
lenfut. Every Colours was attended by Timbrels and Hautbois , but the white had lix Trum- 
pets , which made a wretched inharmonious noife. The Aws, and Lords that were fent to meet 
this Ambafladors , were excellently well mounted, upon Horfes that came out of Per/w, PeUnd^ 
and<germa;jy, very i ichiy fet out , having with them out of the Great Dukes Stable, twen- 
ty Kd Horfes , with great filver Chains inftead of Bridles , fuch as we have mention’d 
before. 

We, with the Gentlemen and Officers of the SttfiMj Officers retinue, made up a Troop of 
fifty Horfe, under the command of WolfmlfSpar , Gentleman of the Horfe to the Suedifh Em- 
bafi’y, who, as our Captain , march’d m the head of the Troop. We went a good league to 
meet the Ambailador, who no fooner perceiv’d us , but he look’d very carneftly upon us, and 
we upon him. We kept along with him a good while, to take the better notice of his retinue, 
and Cavalcade , which march'd in the order following. 

Firft, march’d 4d Strelits , having, inftead of Muskets, Bows and Arrows, and Cimitars 
by their iides. After them came a clad in a Coat of Brocado, and follow’d by eleven 

Men, clad in Red Branched Velvet, whereoffome were CrecMK and Merchants, fomc 
CreflLEccleliafticks' After them march’d the Ambaffador’s Steward, alone, and behind him 
a Gi ad of four, with Bows and Arrows. After them two Cavalliers very richly clad, im- 
mediately preceding the Ambafiador , who march’d alone. He was a middle-ftarur'd Man, 
much tann’d m the face, hisf&ard very black ; His under-coat wasof a Whiic-Flowr’d Satin, 
and bis upper Garment of Satin purfled with Gold, lined with Martins-skins. His Turbanc 
was white, as were alfothofe of his retinue. He was in a forry Wagon , of a white kind of 
Wood , but all cover’d with rich Tapeftry. The reft of his Train conlirted in above forty W'ag- 
gons of Baggage , which were every one kept by one or two Boys. Being come within a quar- 
ter of a league of the City , near , as he imagin’d , the place where the tMufsevhes would re- 
ceive him , he mounted an excellent jdrdbMn Horfe. Nor indeed had he rode a Piftol-ihot, ere 
he met the tvioTriJlafs appointed for his reception , with the Great Duke’s Horfes , according 
tothecuftom. The continued on Horsback , till the Ambaft'ador had alighted ; but 

he, on the other fide, ftirr’dnothisTur^nt, though the took off their Caps , 

when they pronounc’d the Great Duks name. 

Afwt this firft Complement , the Prifiifs immediately mounted; the Ambafl'adonr did what 
he could to be in the Saddle as foon as they , or fooner } but they had broi g!u him a very high 
Horfe ( w iih a Saddle yet much higher , according to the ^S^tufeovian faftiion ) and fo skittnh 
withal , that he not only.found feme difficulty to get up , but very narrowly fcap'd being hurt 
by him.

Our Ambaffadors had alfo Letters from the Eleftor of Sdxonj to the Great Duke, and 
thoughtfittodeliver them at a Publick Audience, for which was appointed St Michael’s day, 
Seft. *y. We went in the fame order as the time before, and the Letters were carried M. 
Vehterits upon black and yellow Taffata, which are the EleRor’s Colours. The Great Duke 
receiv’d them with much kindnefs, enquir’d after the health of his Eleftoral Highnefs, and com- 
manded we fiiouid once more be futnilh’d with meat from his own Table j which indeed was 
brought us, not ready drefs’d as the former, but we were left to order it as we would our 
felves.

But confidenng at 1.1ft , that the Adfici^Sea was not Navigable that time of the year, and l»e- 
ingwith.tlunwiiling to ftay there ihercrt of the Winter, vve conceiv'd it would bcourbtft 
courfe to be gone thence with the fooneft , and to profccute our journey by Land, tiiruugh Pi ujl 
yw, Fomtrama, and AftiklenbsHrg. 

The Ambafladors left Reml Jan. 30. having tabled moft of their retinue ivitli Mr. Htnry Ao- 
ftrt, and with a retinue of ten perfons, took their way to Riga The two fiift nights vve pafs’d 
overac a houfc belonging to Ji/wtJfl/wiilfr, Counfeliorof the City of Kml^ my Fa- 
chcr-in-law j where we were very well entertain’d. 

PfA a. vve came to PnrnoH , at which place God was pleafed to favour me with a . rear deli- 
verance , which was thus ; difchaiging their Canon at our entrance , the Tampion, which they 
had fbrcotten to take out of one of the pieces , paA’d very near me , and ftruck ag iinft the vvafl 
of the City Gate, where it broke, the fplinters of it flying about my head with fuch vio- 
lence , that, being ftiwm’d thereby , it was half an hour ere I recover’d my fclf. 

The City of Parn/ut is but a foiaU one , but hath a good Caftle , built of tv ood , and after the 
fontfiation ; to which the Houfes , the Gates, and the Churches are fuitable. Ic 
is feaicd upon the little River of Pnr/m or , which gives it the name , and which nfing 
out ofthe great Forreft near the little River Seen and the Cattle oi Weifenjltm^ and receiving 
inks paflage the waters of the Rivers Pete and difembogoesh (elf into the 

.Sea, near this City, which is divided into two pans, the Old and the New. Tis nombred 
among the Hanfeacick Towns , thuu;^ it hath not in a manner any other Commerce than that 
of Wheat- £rw,K.of&iMb», took it from the 7 Wea , in the year 1 1. but they recovered 

itagaunbyftratagem , intheyeat lydy. The Afa/ttwirw became Matters of it Jn/y 9. ly^y, 
but It was re-uniced to the Qrown of^olnud^ with the reft of Jbvoemn, by the Treaty of Peace 
made between that Crown and the Great Duke. In the year 1^17. the Sntdts took it, and 
have kept it ever fince. 

We met there with the Counters Dowa^XwTeiir, named tJH'/tgdaUne y of the houfe of 
llatdAs^ in JMfhr$a. The Ambafladors ftnt me, with two more of our retinue to complement 
her, and to make proffem of fcrvice to her in their names. She took it fo kindly, that not 
content to make us drink his Highnefle’s health three times over, flic forc’d ns to take the bowl* 
ootofherovvnh^s, andin the mean time entertain’d us with rauth excellent difeourfe, in 
commendation ofhisHiriinefs and that Embafly 5 asaifoconcemii^themanndls and Reiij^on 
of the Mn/eovites , wim a fweetnefs and gravity wl^h cannot vve# be exprefifd.

Du** 
ring his reftraint, his diverfton had been to learn by heart the four fitft books oiFergU’s uEneids, 
which he had, as they fay, admgitem.

thofc parts. It is now much bigger than it was then , inalmuch as, bciiues the luburbs , whiili 
are very great , there was added in the year 1 30.'. that partof the city which is called Ltbcmht, 
andintheycar !58.MhatofitH/j5/«/', botht which have their feveral Mjgiftrates , both as to 
policy and adminillration of Jullicc. The Palace ows its perfedtion to <-jeoi'^^c I'mieric^, of 
Jii.ujJcdttr^f’h , Duke of PmJJiu , who built it , about the later end of the lall age. Among »- 
therri-marKable things, there is a Hall , that hath no pillars , and yet is a t [. tieometrical feet 
in length , and jp in breadth ; and a fair Library _weu furniili'd with abund.iiia' of excclLat 
Books; among which, in drawers full of Books adorn’d with lilver, istobcfcen, that winch 
e^lk>t of y fiiilDukcof ‘PritJJhy made and writ with his own hand, for the 
inliri’dlion of his bon , and goverment of the country , after his death. The Univeiijty was 
f.ii.nded hy the fame Prince , who made it hisbulinefs to rentier tlvis city one itf the moll t miiidc- 
rable of all the North, The River ‘J rt^ely ot CIj> w.«j, which iifes m JLtfb«.;«/.»,and falls into the 
Gulf, called the Pripafy a league below the City, contributes very much to the iraprovcntent of 
its commerce ; and the City is fo populous, that many times there arc feven or eight families in 
a honfe. They generally fpeak the tJerman language , though there are li:w lahabitants bur 
have aUb the mththokoi Uthmnta and Conrland. There are brought thither, from 

‘Boljnd mi Lithiuma, Oak for Joyners work, Soap-alhes, Wax, Honey, Hydromel, Leather, 
Furrs, Wheat, Rye, Flax, and Hemp; and the Dnuby and £?;£bj?j Ships, bring Iron, 

lead, Tinn Cloath, Wine, Salt, Butter, Cheefe, cjbe. We fay nothing here of Prujfuty out of 
a fear of making too great a digrefiion, and mcdling with ought relating to the I iiffory of <^tr- 
maip which hath nothing common with our Travells; bat only, that the Crown of PuUwd 
hath quitted all pretcnlionof Soveraigpty over the Dutchy of ‘PrKjjM, by the lall treaty it made 
with his Eieftoral I ligbnefs of Br^deubtHrg. 

Elbing. W'c left Coningdatrg , Pth. 14. and came the next day to pMng , a City feared upon a River 
of the fame name, between the Lake ot XV^w/er , and the fVr/b/g , in the Royal, or Polilb 
Prwjjw. It is not very big , bur its ftreets are freight and fpacious 5 Md its fortifications, made 
by the late King of Smtdtn , during the laft War oi'Polandy before his entrance into (jermany , 
are very regular, if he who is Mailer of it, were alfo Commander of the Fort of 'Pilw , which 
the fileftor of ’Sr4iidetdnirg is poflefo’d of, at the entrance of the Pn^iafy it might be made a very 
confiderable place for Commerce. 

Dantfe *7* Pbmtjig , where we ftaid 1 d or 1 7 days , daring which time , the Ma- 

giflrates treated us with the ordinary Prefents of refrellmients , and the principal Inhidiitants 
gaveusfcveral noble entertainments. ThtTjlanders call this place ^dMiko, whence conics 
the modern iinrine word Itisnotvery antient, and yet it cannot be certainly af- 

firm’d whether it was built by the Dukes of PmerMta , or by the fince it fcenis to have 
its name from the later. It was a long time poflels’d by the Dukes of Pmetattia, and afterwards 
by the Kings of Pdattd , and by the Mafters of the TeHttaickfirder in Pri0a. In the year 145:4 
It redeem’d it fclf out of fubjeilion to the Order, and made a voluntary rendition of it fclf to 
C^miYy King of ‘Ptla»d. Ici 9 iituated in CaJJuhay upon the Vijim, and'i^dkiw^, which 
they fay is the Ertdanns of the Antients ( bccaule in that place there is found much yellow .sm- 
ber J and near the AffljZrfiw , which falls into the a quarter of a league below the City. 

But the River is fo ftiallow there , that great Ships cannot come up to the City : 
Towards <}ie Weft , it hath feveral mounts of fand , which they were h>rt’d to bring 
within tbe fortifications , beuute they commanded the city : though Canon lan- 
tioi be difchai^fd tb any great purpofe , when they (hoot point-blank downwards , and that 
there would net Ibve been ifttceenot:^ between the mount and the ditch, to put forces* in or- 
der , and to give an nfteidt. Towaids dke South and Ntwth , it hath a pleafanc Plain , and on 
the £aft, the River. It is well built, btut the ftreets not over-dean. The publick Structures are 
magnificent , and thoieofturfracepeidbm very cofimn^iuu^ and bandfome. On the othtr 
fiieoithttMdtfioMy lies part ^ the Sstbndbs , caAM^Imlmdy or ScotUmdy as large as a 
pretty little City, butitdepciidaiK>t<»|:lwCityi^!D4^^ buteitheBifliop ofCupvM. Ic 
hathitsfeatandfuffrageinthelXetsofPrikiird, even in thofe whidi pe called for the eleCUon 
of the King. 'Tis one of the four Gties , which have the faparintenikacy of all the T 
Aficdaiion , or HmtfttHUkyovim , and hath many other Privileges, that , though it cotv* 

trimes 
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■osributestoPfi^^fl!, and gives rf»e King halfthe duties tilled there j yet does it in a manner en- t^iiS 
joyanabfolutefireedoine. There is fo great a Commerce of Wheat in this City, that it is ' 

thought , there are fold every year above feven hundred and thirty thoufand Tuns , whereof 
twomakeaLaft. The Magiftracy confifts of fourteen Senators, and four Burgomafters j 
whereto are to be added the Governour , appointed by the King of Polmly feme Efeheuins, or 
Sheriffs, for civil and criminal caufes, and a hundred Connfeilors for afeirs of importance. 

Criminal caufes are finally judged, without admitting any appeal, asalfo Civil, not exceed- 
ing a thoufand Livers. It makes Statutes, and impofes taxes upon the Inhabitants , ac- 
cording to the exigencies of publick Affairs , without flaying for any fuperiour Per- 
miffion, and regulates the excrcife of thofe Religions that are permitted by the Laws of the 
I^pire.

' Titles oi Pomerania. Tis one o£ ii\e Hanfeatick Towns, and enjoyes many great Privileges, 
among others, that of obliging flrangers t » disburthen in the City all the Merchandifes which 
oafs through it, what nature foever they are of : as alfo chat the Gentlemen thereabouts cannot 
buildany Caftle or ftrong place any way within three Leagues from it. nay, that the Dukes 
ofTcjner^iwMthemfelves cannot build any Fort upon the Oder, or the Suisey or upon the 
Fri^af, between that and the Sea. But this advantage is loft by it's coming into the hands <if the 
Suedes.

I. re-united it to the Em- 
pire, andFresfcric^II.hisGrand-Son, gave it fome of thofe Privileges, which it enjoyes to this 
day. It lies in the at the cmrgnceofthe Country of Ho§?et», and is very well forti- 

fy’d, according to the modem forti 6 cation, having, befides the other advantages which it hath 
equally with the other Imperial Towns, that of the overfight of the tmonkk. Aflbeiation, 
whereof all the jirchm are kept in the Guild-Hall of this City. How conliderablc it is in the 
Empire, may be judg’d by the contributions it payes towards the charges of the journey to 
which amount to horfemen , and 177 foot , and^ reduc’d to money to 1980 Livers a month; 
As for its rank at the Diets , it hath a place alternatively with the city of IVmnes. In this city 
the Peace between the Emperor Serdinaad il. and Chtrifitm IV- King oi Denmark,, was conclu- 
ded, in the year I dip. The Bifiioprick of W'igrM , which was transfen-’d from t^ldenboarg 
to this city, isnowpoffefs’dby3F<ife»,Dakeof.&fili?e«, brother to Frederick., Duke of fid- 
Sieia, who lives at Here alfo 1 cfcaped another ^eat misfortune ; as I alighted off my 

horfe, 1 fell upon my Wounded arm , but ere I could get up again, Mandeljh’s horfe, which 
Was furious and skittiih , ftarcing thereat , flood up on his hinder leet , and vciy narrowly mife'd 
my head with his fore-feet. We iravel’d on, in the Afternoon , and c«ne that night to an Inn in 
AnsbocLthefuburbsof This little city , lying in , between XiwfeiftLand Fntx., belon- 

ged heretofore to the Carthajms but now it is polfefs'd by Joachim Bmtii , Duke of Holfiein , 
by the brmch of Soaderhorg , who is married to ‘Dorothea JUgufia , our Prince’s Sifter. U pon 
which accompt it was that he Tent a coach and fix horfes to bring us to the Caftk, where the 
Ambafiadors and fome of the retinue Cupp’d at his own Table , and lay there the nig^c 
following. 

The next day we broke our faft at the Caftle , which done , we were brought in the Duke's 
coach to our Inn , whence we contimied our journey, and got the fame day to Pretz., where 
there is a very rich and fumptuous Monaftety of young Ladies Mobly defeended , who ate main- 
tain'd there , till they leave the place to cmbtsu:e a married life. 

Kiel. t jiprU6. about noon, we came to Jute/ , a city fituated upon the 1Sabiik.Sea, and famous 
for a Fair kept there yearly at Tm/f^tide , which brings thither all the Nobility about the coun- 
jpt«orp. try, and a very @eat number of Merchant. We got the fame night to Cwrer/ , for which we 
are to ^veAlra^^icy God our humble thanks } and^the next day , the Ambaftadors made a re- 
port cttiheir negoriation. And fo much by way of acccanpt of our firft Voyage into vWn/irwy.

among us took for an ill om«i of the raisforwne that happen’d to us forae few dayes after. 

OJ. 1 8. about five in the morning, after prayers faid, we fet fail with a Weil-iouth-Weft 
wind, which growing higher at noon, was at mght hcightncd to a dreadful Tempeft. It con- 
tinu’d ail night, during which, we difeover'd, thatour Mariners wcie as raw as the Ship was 
new, which had never fecn the Sea till that time } and it was our continual fear that the Malt 
would Hip out of its place, in as much as,the ropes, being neWjftrctch’d fo,that tluy icciu’d not to 
have any hold of it. 

Theij?. wefounciourfelvestobeonthc Coafts of ‘jDfwmdrI;,, which our Captain t*»tik fur 
the nil' of and we perceived, that we had dirofled our cotirfc Hreight tuvsards the 

CJuunrry ofStijofffW} fo that if we had not at the break of day, difcover’dLand, and found wc 
wete at 4. fathom water, which ibon oblig’d us to alter our tourfc, there had been an end of 
both us and our Ship. About 9. ofthe clock we difcvwer’d the Ifiand of 'Jiornhelm, and the wind 
being fair, made all the fail we could. But about ten at nigln, when we thought our felves moft 
fecure, and made accompt to reft our felves after' the precedent night's toil, even, while ! 5 r/g. 
7)i<w, one of the Amlufladors,^ was charging the Matter’s Mate to be carcfull, and the otltcr an- 
twer’d, there Was no darker, lince we had Sea-room enough, the Ship, being, then under all the 
, fail the i wild make, ftruck againft a Rock which was cover’d by the water. The lliock made 
fuch a horrible noife, that it made all Itart up. Theatna 7 .ementwcwereinfurpris’d us fo, that 
gaiu/Lt there was not any one but might eatily be pcrlwadtd, that the end of both his Voyage and I ife 
Sack. were ncer at hand. 



At firft we knew not where we were, and in regard the Moon was but newly chang’d, the night 
was fo dark, that we could not fcc two paces from us, We put our Lantern at the C*ftle, and 
caus’d iimic Muskets to be ditchatg’d, to lee if there were any help to be had neer us. But no 
body made anfwer, and the Ship heginnii^ to lye on one Tide, our aftliftion btgm 10 tom into 
del’pair 1, fo that moil: call: themlelves on their knees, begging of God, with horrid cries, that he 
would fend them that relief which they could not expeft trom men. 

The Mailer hirafelf wept moll bitterly, and would meddle no further with the conduft of the 
Ship. ThePhylttianand my felf were litting one clofe by the other, with a delign to embrace 
one another, and to die together, as old and faithfiil friend*, in cafe we Ihould be wrack’d. O- 
thers took leave one of another, or made vows to Go 4 , which they afterwards fo Religioufly 
kept, that Coming to iienel, they made up a portion for a Poor, but Virtuous Maid, who was 
married ihere. 'The Ambaflador Crujitu’s Son mov’d moft compaflion. He was bur i a. years of 
age, and he had cafthimfclf upon the ground, importuning Heaven with incclTam cries and la- 
mentations, and faying, San of'DivUhitne mercy mmf\ whereto the MinUlcr atlded, Lord, if 
thou wilt not hear as, be pleas’d to hear this Child, and confider the innocence of his age. At 
laft God was fo gracious as to pceferve ui, though the Ship ftruck fevera! times, with grew vio- 
lence, againft the Rock. , 

About one in the morning, we faw fire, whence we inferr’d that wt were not far from Land. 
The Amba(iadorscommunMtheBk>at to becaftout, withdeiigntogetinto it, with each of 
them a Servant, and to go Ibre^ht towards the fim, to fee if there were any means to lave the 
reft : but no foonerhad they thrown in two Cabinets, in which were the Credential Letters and 
forac Jewels, ere it was fall of water, which had dmoftoccafion’drbclofs of two of oar peo- 
ple, who had leapt firft into it, thinking to fave thamfelvcs j in fo much that they had much 
ado to get into the Ship ere the Boat funk. We were forc’d to continue there the reft of that 
night, expofling to fee a period of that da^cr. 

Aibreakofday we difeover’d the lfleoiO/e4»d, and faw the ruins of iJDnnip Ship, which 
had been call away thereabouts a month beiore. The wind being fomewhat abated, two Fiftier.* 
'' men of the Ifle came aboard us, and Landed the Ambafladors, having a very conliderable re- 
ward for their pains, and after them. Tome of their reynac. 

About noon, we found the two Cabinet^ and when the Sea wah a little calm’d, many peo- 
ple cfthelilecamc in to our relief, to get oft our Ship from among thofe Rocks: butwiththis 
nmfonaiie, that as they would have let down the Anchor, which they had cairied in the Boat 
abmKahqidredpacesfrom the Ship, the Boat over-turn’d, fothat thofeinic were tolVd into 
theSei, OlhlfMAcn Mate went immediately with one oi the Itle boats to their relief j and in 
Kgard, aatlHty fome aught hold of the Boat, others of an Oar, or fomewhat

^ banks of Sand. The Slip iby’d ^ ^ AmffiSUfiHiW Cdmir^ whither they got ^ 
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Land, upon the firft of 2 {^ml>er, and came aboaniacer an old ruin’d fort, called Fermat. 1/2 C i 
Being come to Ceimsr, we fent back a Page and a Lacquey to Gottorp, to get other Creden- 
rials, the Sea-water having fpoil’dthofe we had at firft. it was there alfo taken into confidera- NOV eM; 
tioB, whether it were not our beft courfe to take our way by Land, through Smdett^ or pro- 
fecute out Voyage by Sea. The latter was refoiv'd on ^ and that we might do it with the lefs 
danger, we laid out tor a skilfoU Matter for the "Bultick Sea ; but there being none to be had, 
we took only two Pilots, who conduced us half a League through the Sand banks, till we 
were got into the main Sea. 

ITie 3. we continu’d our courfe, and pafs’d by a Rock called, the Stiedi^i Lad^y Vyhich we 
left on the lar-board. From Cdmer thither are accounted eight Leagues. 

About noon, \vefpy'dtheCaftle ofRorwhoint, in thellleofOfisai. At night we doubled 
the point of the Ifle, withfuchaTempeftfromtheNorth-Eaft, that the fore-part of the Ship 
was more under water than above it, and ev.er and cnon our fails were wafh’d by the Waves. 

Another misfortune was, that our Pump was oit of order , in fo much that till it could be 
made to do its Office, all the Kettles and other Vcfels were little enough to empty out the wa- 
ter. This trouble lafted till the next day at noon^ with fo much danger to us, that if the wind 
had not chang’d, it would have been impolfiblc for us to efcape Ihipwrack. But the wind being 
fomewhat better for us than it had been, we kept'^)n our courfe, and came towards night in fight 
of Zetland. 

The Ifle of Sotted is oppofite to the Province of Sc/»j<b'»4W4, 01 Schovtriy which hath 
the fame name given it, at j8.dcgr.-of Latitude. It is in length 18. German Leagues; 
breadth, between three and four. The Country is full of Rocks, Firre-Trecs, and Juniper- 
Trees, having Eaft- wards, many commodious Havens; tiSthokofOfiergaarySleidffy Sandmgy 
Naruigy and Heili^olm. Oflergaar is a fmall Ifle ftanding at an equal djftance from the two 
points of the great one, with a convenient Harbour, for thofe who can avoid the Sand-banks, 
which thereabouts reach out a good way into the Sea. Sleidrfis higher towards the North, than 
OsiergaoTy and hath a fafe Harbour agaiiift all winds, the Ships lying under the Ihelter of four 
little Ifles, or rather Mounts of Sand, which break the violence of the Waves. There’s but one 
Town in all the Ifland ; but there are above yoo. Farms, and the Churches are built within a 
League diftance one of another, as they arc in the Ifle of Oelandy fo that the Steeples give a great 
direftion to the Ships that fail that way. The Inhabitants are DaneSy and the Ifland was fub- 
jeft to the King of Demnarky tifl that after a tedious War it fulraiited to the Crown of Sttedefty 
to which it payes annually 100. lafts of Pitch. All their Traffick lies in Cattcl, andWood, for 
building and fire, and thence the beft deal Boards come. I would needs, with fome other Came- 
rades, goandfeetheTownofVFi/^ji. itisbuiltonthedefeentofa Rock, upon the Sea fide, 
encompafs’d with a good Wall, and forlifr’d with fome baftions. The ruins of 14. Churches, 
and feveral Houfes, Gates, and Walls of Erce-ftone and Marble, which we ofaferv’d there, ar- 
gue it hath been bigger than it now is. It is fatd, that the foundarions of it were laid, about the 
end of the eighth Age, and that it hath been fince fo populous, that it had 1 zooo. Inhabitants, 
for the raoft patt Merchants, notaccovmtingthe DantSy Suedesy VandolSy Saxonsy Mufeevitesy 
Jevfs, GreeksyTritpans^FeleSyZ.nALiwnmSy traded thither. There, they fay, were made 
the firft Orders concertat^ maritime affiiirs, Vfmm Laibeck^ and the other HanfeatulijZkks ftill 
make ufe of ; But now the Port is qwte loft, fo as that Ships cannot get into it. 

The j. the wind became more boifterous than before, fo that the Veflel, at every great Sea, 
was all under water. About i o. at ni^t, we founded,ii«t i» . fathom 5 whereupon we chang’d 
our courfe, and got into the main Sea, for fear of rajjaing againft the Land, which if we had,* 
we muft needs have been caft away. 

The 6 . we met a Holland yeffel, which directed us towards the Ifle of whither we Tagerdor^’ 

came at night 5 but, the fame night, we were again forc’dlntothemaia Sea. . 

The 7- at noon, we were upon the point of fi^ercm 5 but the hollers Mate was miftaken, 
who, thinkii^ the wind woow have carried us f^rth-ward, would petfwade Us if was Oetgm- 
^Inty and upon that prefumption, imprudently engag’d hmi^ ka ft mi& dangerous pafl'age,H°^. 
called tl« Hondepaig. He was convinc’d of his eoror, tfll he faW ahe Church-Steeple ' 

that ,we were forc’dTto return into the main^ Wfrbgsoarej;, hazard ttof We had run, at our en- 
trance into’ that pafTage. That.day, we met a bark^# whieh had loft its courfe 5 fo that under- 
ftanding we intended for 2 ?^^ fte follow’d us a while, but at night left us, and cift Anchor ^ . I 
BfcforeTiirerwrf, and, as we heard fince, came fafrly the next day to AUthea%tnoon,

Oar danger and fears encreas’d till three in the afternoon , that one of the Sea- 
men having got up into the fcuttle of the fprit-falc, told as , he difeover’d We got 

thither by 7 at night , and caft Anchor at t p fathom water, llhere we ftayd the p. and retol> 
ved , that thence-tbrward , Prayers ihould fac faid twice a day , to give God thanks f<» our de* 
liveraiKc the day before , from a danger we could not have avoided , otherwife than by puffing 
among the Rocks upon the Coafts of Fwhwd, as we mull: have rcfolv’d to do, if we had not 
diicover’d that Ifiand- The Ambafl'adors went afliore , to obferve the lituation of the Country, 
andrefreftithemfelves. AtnightitwasconIMer’d, whether we Ihould continue our Voyage 
bySeatoJWrfrw, orreiumtoRsnefi buithediverfiiyofOdnions wasfuch, that nothing was 
refolv'drai. About 9 at night, thcMaftercamctotheAmbalfadors Lodging#, to tell them, 
that the wind being , and forcing the Ship cowards the vShore , he faw no liklier way to be 
fafe than by making for RrwL The Ambafliidors hade him do what he thought moft cunvonent, 
and went aboard : out as they were weighing Anchor , the wind rifs fo, that there was no pof- 
libility of taking the courfc intended , fo that the Mafttf and his Counfel chang’d their dclign , 
and thought kbw to !y ftill at Anchor , for fear rfrunning-a-ground. But all to no piirptde. 
For being near the Ihore , the Orders given could norfae put in execution with diligence enough 
to avoid fiiipwrack. Ail could be done was to let down the Boat, and to fet the Anibal!a> 
dors afliore with fomc of their retinue. After the Ship had fttuck feveral times againft 
certain pieces of Rocks , whereof there is abundance all along the Coaft , it fphe and 
funk. All the mcri were fav’d , a good jarc of the goods , and feven horfes , whereof two 
dy'd the next day. 

We flicker'd our felves in Fifliets Imts , along the Sea>fidc , where we met with fooke iiw- 
nirns chat dwelt thereabouts who could f^ak nothing but the jatgon of the country. That poor 
refuge fav'd their lives who had efcapd the wrack ; dfe, their cloachs being aU wet about them, 
moft of them would have been flarv'd to death in the fnow , which fell the night fol- 
lowing. 

The I o. we thought Ht to try whedher any more the goods could be gotten out of the .Shqi) 
but the rough weather continuity , none wonld venture guiiy near it with a Boat , till that in 
the afternoon fome things were gotten out. Our Cloaths, Books, and ocher things we laid out 
a-drying, the Sea water haviiy injur’d fome, and utterly fpoiid others. 

The eceateft of our ItdTeswas chat of a Clock, worth four thoufrnd crowns, whidtthe 
horfes had broke to pieces , by ftriviiy to get loofe. 

This misfortune was follow’d by another, which choc^ we faw at fonte diftance, yet di- 
Ibu^usnolers} and chat was, want of jpeoyifloas. The Sea-water had fpoil'd ours, and 
our frir was , that the frofl forcing us to winter in the Ifiand , we mufl either k flarved , or re- 
duc’d CO the extrenuties of feeding on the barks of trees , as fome that had been call «wty there 
fome years beftwe , were conffisun'd todo. We had but little bread left , and the Bisket was 
fofoak’d in Salt-water, thatwc weiMiirc’dtoboyittinfrefli , withalinle CumminorFen- 
nel , and fo made a Potcigie of it for oar^maniRhi. Oat day , we cook in a Brook which fklls 
from the Mountains , umany fmall Fift« >a|j|fcnnd as two good meals.

The next day , we profccuted our Voyage with a very gohd wind and fair weather, thoefeh the 
Sea was a little rough. Having made two leagues , a fudden falaft coming from the Eaft, tnough 
the wind were North turn'd the Boat, in which I was, with the Ambaffador 'Brugma»,% 
much upon one fide , that it took in water 5 the forges at the fame time rifing half an cU above 
the brinck of it. All the Fifiier-men could do was to let dov^ the fail , and to run to the other 
fide of the boat to weigh it down. The blaft being over, we kept on our courfe, till a fecond 
put us to the fame trouble. We had three of them in lefs than two hours ; and this I think the 
greateft danger we had met with, in our Voyage: in as much as the Boat being bid, and ha- 
vii^ in it , eight Perfons , all the Silver Plate and other luggage , which in a manner fill’d it , fo 
as that one wave mi^t have overwhelm’d it , and call us dl away. But afterwards , when the 
Fifiier-menfaw the blaft coming, they turn’d the£dcoftheBoatto the wind, that the wave 
might not come with its foil foice upon it, and bwthat means we avoided the danger. Within 
three Leagues of Land we had alfo a violenLfljaWer of hail ; but what is moft to be admir’d in 
all this, was, that the Boat vvhich carried CMArabafladorCrw/w, though within Piftol-fhot of 
us, felt nothingof all this, but had fair weather ail along. 

Beinggottcn within Haifa League of Land, rite wind, (hifting to the South,, was juft in our 
teeth, aMhad oblig’d our Fiflier-men to return, if the hope of a three-pint-Flagon of ftrong 
water, which we promis’d them, had not given them the courage to let down the fail, and to 
row us alhore. This was the 1 8. at night, in EJihonie, after we had roved two and twenty 
dayes upon the ^altickj^cz, with all the danger that is to be expeAed by thofe, who truft them- 
fclves to the mercy of that Element in fo uncertain a fcafon. 

Hic . came to Hog^d two other barks forc’d thither by foul weather : Thofe we had left ' 
of ours in the Ifland pafs’d in them to the continent, whither they came the 24. with the horfes 
and ba^age. We went thence to Kmda^ a houfe belonging to my late Facher-in-Law, Jthn 
iJHider, diftant two Leagues from the Sea, where we ftaid three weeks, to refirelb our felves 
after fo much hardfitip at Sea.

Thence we went to ^xelj whether we came the fecond of Dtcembery with an intention to fo- ® ReueL' 
journ there fome time, whichwefpentin ordering our Cloaths, and the Prefents, which 
fait- water, and the other inconveniences enfuing upon the wrack, had much prejudiced. 

Hie Ambafladors having all their people about them at Reuely thought fit to publilh the Or- 
der whkh the Duke would have obferv’d through the whole Voyage. They had brought it 
with them feal’d with his Hignefte’s Great Seal : but they added fome things theitto, the better 
to prevent the diforders, which are but too frequent where there arc fo many Servants . But in 
regard they contain’d nothing extraordinary, we lhall not infert them here, and only fay, they 
were ill ofaferv’d .* -for the Ambaffador Brugmua having arm’d the Lacquies with Pole-axes^ 
whidi bad Piftolsin their handles, and given order they (honld not take any affront from the 
Inhalants of £e«e/, there hardly pafs’d a day during thiothree Moneths we ftaid there, -in ex- 
pedation of other Credentials, but there was fomefi^ing out and fighting.

Tis true it hath loll fomc of theie advantages lince the lall War ot Afnfeovy^ which were taken 
away, left, in imitation of fcveral other of the Mo//wf/tlii.Tovvns,’ it Ihould attempf a defc^lion 
from its Prince, yet does it ftiU enjoy marw other privileges, which have been confirmed to it, 
from time to time, by the Mailers of the Or<&r, while they were Lords of the Country, and 
afterwards by the Kings their vSucceflbrs. It obferves the fame Cullomes with Luhtek^ and 
hath a Conliftory and a Superintendent for &cletiallical atfairs, profefting the Protellant Reli- 
gion, according to the Jlujpourg Confenion,<Us alfo a very fair School, whence there come ve- 
ry good Scholars, who conlliimiute their llndWax 4 >erpf, or fome other UnivcilUies in thole 
quarters.

By the Treaty concluded between the King of Poland, and the Great Duke of Mafcovy, Jan. 

I j. I j8i. the Duke reftor’d to the Crown o£ ‘Poland afl the places of Livonta , thole excepted 
which the King of Sftedcnms poflefs’d of in SSihonj. Now, it is in a manner all under the 
power of the Suede. 

Ltvoma is , in all parts , very fertile , and particularly in Wheat. For though it hath fufFer-zw 
. edmuchbythe(!^«/cmt« , yet it is now more and more reduc’d to tillage, by fetting the 
Forefts afire, and fowing in the allies of the burnt Wood and Turf, which for three or four 
years produce excellent good Wheat , and with great mcreafc , without any Dung. Which is 
the more to be admir’d , in that ’tis known there remains no generative quality in the alhes ; So 
that it is to be conceiv’d , that the Sulphur and Saltpeter , which remain with the Cinders upon 
the earth , leave behind them a heat and fatnefs able to produce , as well as dung. Which con- 
ceit is not dilibnant from what Strdoo fays , at the end of his fifth book , where he fpeaks of the 
fertility ofthe Lands near the Mountain K^vw'lnd Mont-gihel^ in Sinly. There is alfo a- 
bundance of Cartel , and Fowl, fo cheap, that foany times we bought a young Hare for four 
pence , a Heath-Cock for fi^c , and accordingly "^ers , fo that it is much cheaper living there 
riian in Germany. 

The Inhabitants were a long time Heathens, it being in the 12 age that the rayes of the Sunnf 
of righreoufnefs began to break in upon them , occalion'd by the frequentation of certain Mer - 
chants of Premen, and the Commerce they were defirous to eftablifli in thofe parts. About the 
year n yS. one of their Ships having been forc’d by a Tempeft into the Gulf of which was 

pot yet known, the Merchants agreed fo well with the Inhabitants of the Country, that they 
refolv’d to continue their Traffick there, havbgwithall, this farisfeffion, that, the people be- 
ing very fimplc, they thought it would be no hard matter to reduce them to Ghriftianity. Me- 
nard, a Monk of Segeberg, was the firft that preach’d the Gofpei to them,aDd was made firft Bi- 
fliop of Lwstii.t, by Pope Alexander 1 1 1 . in the year 1 170. (^Menard wasfucceeded in the Bi- 
flioprick of Ltvoma, by Pcrtold, a Monk., of the Order of white Friers j but he, thinking to 
reduce thofe people rather by Arms than the word of God, met with a fuccefs accordingly, for ' 
having incens’d them, they kill'd him in the year 1186. and with him 1 1 000. Chriftians. tAlL 
bert, a Canon of Prertten, fuccceded Pertald, in the Biflioprick. He laid the firft foundations oftte Orders 
the City j^tga, and of the Order of the Friers of thejliorf fvford, by authority from Pope In- 4 Ijvon'- 
the third, and by vertue of a power he had given them, to allow them the third part 
that they fliould Conquer from the Barhanans. They obferv'd the fame rule asi the Temyiarsy 
and were call’d Fmw or of the Jlwrr /"wii, beaufe they had on their wWfe. Cloaks a

All the Champain Countrey, of the two Provinces oiLetthie and Efihonie, is- to this day 
peopled with thefe jS<iirh<0'n*»j, who have nothing of their own, but are flaves, and ferve the 
Nobility in the Countrey, and the Citizens in Cides. They are called Vntmehe^ that is, nop- 
<7mwa»f jbecaufe their language was not taidcrttood by the Germans, who went to plant in 
thofe qnarters 5 thongh that of hath nothing common vnth that of Sfihonie, no more 
than there is ktween them, as to their Cloaths and manner of Life' The Women of SJihoitJtt 
wear their Petticoats very narrow, and without any folds, like fades, adorn’d aba« pn tkk 
^cks with many little brafs Chains, having at the ends Counters of the toe metal^ and be- 
low fct out with a certain lacing of yellow giafs. Thofe who would ea^efe a ^ter bravery, 
have abont their Necks a Nedewee v plate^ of filvcr of the bigild& of a Cc<w«j,«f htdf-Crow% 
and the hi^att, one as big as a round Tnendia, but nqtftOjhHitittic dun die back of a 
knife.

Tis to the fame end that the Bride fcatters little pieces ot Cbath, or reel Serge by the 
way, cfpecially where crofs-ways meet , near Crofi'es , and upon the Craves of little Chi&en 
dead without baptifm , whom they bury in the High-ways, She hath a Veil over her face while 
il.e is at the Table, which is not long ; for, asfoon almoft as the Guefts are fet down, the 
married couple rife , and go to bed. About two hours after they get up, and are brought to 
lit down at the Table. Having drunk and danc’d till fuch time as they ai'e able to fland no long- 
er , they fall down on the floor , and fieep altogether like fo many Swine. 

We laid the Gofpel was preach’d in LivenU in the i % . age •, but the Livonians are never the 
jai (An- better Chtiftians for it. Moft of them ate only fuch in name , and can hardly yet ablhin from 
/mw. their Heathenilh Superftitions. Forthoi^hthey arci«hfr<Mf, byprofeffion , andthac there 
is hardly a Village out hath its Church and Minifter 5 yet are they fo poorly inflrufted , and fo 
fariromn^eneratton, thatitmay befaid, Baptifm excepted, they have not any Charaftcr of 
Chrifliantty. They very feldom go to Sermons, and never almoll Communicate. They cx- 
cufe their backwardnefs in frequenting the Sacranents , by allying the great iUvery they are in 
which, they fay, is fo infupportable , that tfwy have not time to mind their Devotions. Jf they 
go at any time to Sermon , or to the Communion , it is by force , or upon fomc other particn- 
Jaraccompt. To this effeft is a ftory was told me by , Provoft of the Church 

isiLmksnkmfm , which was , That having been fent for to comfort j and adminifter the Com- 
munion to a Country-fellow who lay very tick , he ask'd him how he came to fend for his Pa- 
llor in the condition he was then in, when for fo many yews before he had never bethought 
him of reconciling himfelf to God f The fellow ingenuoufly anfwcr'd , that , fur his own part *5^ 
he (hould not have minded it then , but what he did , was by the advice of a friend , who toki 
him, that ifhe did it not, he could not be buried in the Church- yard, nor carried to the 
ground with the ordinary ^remonies. 'Tis true, thegrofsandinexculablc ignorance of moft 
of the Pallors in thofe quarters , who mi^t well’come to be Catechiz'd thenucivet|. hadt con- 
tributed much to the obduraiion of thofe poor people: but the late King of Siudtn hath uken 
order, therein enjoyning, by a fevere Ordinance, the Bilhop of the Province, who hath 
his refldence in the Cathmral Church of iltwi, toconvocateaSynoil onceayear, for the re- 

f ulatioii of Church affairs, and then to examine, not only the ‘J^cipiendaries , bat allb ^ 
afiers themfelves , thereby to oblige them to apply themfelvcs to the conllant fttidy of the ho- 
ly Scripture. ' 

Sharp, it mul 1 be acknowledg’d , the flavery thefe people are in is great , and indeed infupportable ; 
sntj. but it is true withall ; that upon the ieaft liberty given them , they would break out into any 
exeravaganee. For being perfwaded that their mdecell'ors have been Mailers of the Country , 
and that only force hath enlkv’d them to the Cemms , they catntoc forbear their reftntments of 
it, anddifeovering, efpecialiyiB their drink, if any o^ottimity of regaining their liberty 
Ihonid offer it felf , a rtadinefe to profecute it. Of which they gave an evident example , whei^ 
upon the irruption of Colonel the Pcafiiws would fide with the Enemy, aad head 
tocher, to feeuxe their Mailers and deliver them up to the Talionilrrj.

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’Tisthefaraein£fffco»« ; but about when tbei^fants fwear at Law, they put aTiufj^o^ 
upon their heads, and take a white flick in their hands, exprefling thereby, that they are content, ^ ^ 

that they their Children, andCattel, may become Ay as that Turf, and that flick, if they 
fwear faifly. 

Thefe cuftoms favour of their antient Idolatry. The Minifters do all they can to weed it out 
ofthem by little and little : to which end we faw, at the Catechifm, Epiftles, and 

Gofpels, with their explications, which Henry Stahl, Superintendent of Ecclefiaftical affairs 
in tliofe parts ('aperfon much efleem’d for his Learning and pains in inffrufting thofe Barbari- 
ans') had caufed to be tranflated and Printed in their Language, to give them lome apprehenli- 
ons of Chriftian Religion.' But Idolatry and Superftition are too deeply rooted in them, and 
their ftupidity and flufabornefs too great to give way to any hope, that they will ever be fufcepti- 
ble of inftruftion. They do their devotions commonly upon hills, or neer a tree they make 
choice of to that purpofe, and in which they make feveral incifions, bind them up with fome red 
ftu^ and there fay their prayers, wherein they cefire only temporal bleflings. Two leagues 
&oaiKunda, between and there is an old ruin’d.Chapel, whither the Peafants go 

once a year on Pilgrimage, upon the day of our Lady’s Vifitation. Some put off their cloaths, 
and in that poflurc having kneel’d by a great ftone that is in the midft of the Chapel, they after- 
wards leap about it, and offer it Fruits and Fiefli, recommending the prefervation of themfelves 
and their Cattel to it for that year. This piece of devotion is concluded with eating and drink- 
ing, andallkindoflicentioufnefs, which ieldom end without quarrels, murthers, and the like 
diforders. 

They have fuch an inclination to Sorcery, and think it fo necelTary for the prefervation ofT^eirSer^ 
their Cattel, that Fathers and Mothers teach it their Children, fo that there is fcarce any Pea-*^"/- 
fant but is a Sorcerer. They all obferve certain fuperftitious Ceremonies, by which they think 
toeludetheeffedbofit, upon which accompt it is, that they never kill any Beafl, but they caft 
fomewhat of it away, nor never make a Brewing, but they fpill fome part of it, that the Sorce- 
ry may fall upon that. They have alfo a cuflome of rebaptizing their Children, when, daring 
the firft fix weeks after their birth, they chance to be lick or troubled with fits, whereof they 
think the caufe to be, that the name, given them at their baptifm, is not proper for them. Where- 
fore they give them another j but in regard this is not only a fin, but a crime which the Magi- 
ftrate feveircly punillies in that Counrry, they conceal it. 

As they are ftubbom in their fuperftitions, foare they nolefs in the exaft obfervation al'ihmthfiia 
their Cuftoms. To which purpofe we had a very pleafant, but true, ftory, related to us at Co- 
loat\de la Barr’s, concerning an old Country fellow. Being condemn’d, for faults enormous 
enough, to lye along upon the ground, to receive his punilhiaent, and Madam /l*£<wye,pittymg 
his alm^ decrepit having fo far interceded for him, as that his corporal punilhment fliould 
be chang’d into a pecuniary rauldl of about i y . or i d. pence, he thank’d her for her kindnefe, 
andfaid, that, for his part, being an old men, he would not introduce any novelty, nor fuffer 
the Cuftomes of the Country to be alter'd, but was ready to receive the chaftifement which his 
Predeceffors had not thot^t much to undergo,puc off his cloaths, layd himfelfupon the ground, 
and receiv’d the blows according to his condemnation. 

This is accounted no punilhment, but an ordinary chaftifement in For, the people,’' 

being of an incorrigible nature, rauft be treated with that feverity, which would clfewhcre be 
infijpportablc. They are not permitted to make any purchafe, and to prevent their fo doing, 
they have only fo much ground to manage, as will afford them a fubfiftence. Yet will they ven* 
ture to cut down wood in fome places of the Eorefts, and, having order’d the ground, fow 
wheat in it, which they hide in pits under ground, to be fecretly fold. When they are taken 
in this, orany other Wt, they make them ftrip themfelves naked down to the hips, and to 
lye down upon the ground, or are ty’d to a poft, while one of their Camera^ beats them with 
a Switch, orHoliywand, till the blood comes of all fides; efpecially when the Mafter fays 
Sticks nacl^mahapxema, Beat him till the skin falls from the nefli. * 

Nor are they fuffer’d to have any money jfor as foon as it is known they have any, the Gentle-

About half a league above this 
Town p. there is a fall of water , which makes a dreadful noife , and is fo \ iolent , that break- 
ing npMtftt Rocks, it IB reduc'd as it were to powder, which Ailing the Air affords a ftrange 
fight , bjf etidoR that the Sun fkining upon it , makes a kind of Rain-bow , no left pleafant than 
that fiatn'd fat the Quads.

were wont ta go to Mttfeovy made ufe of the Haven of Narva , whither there came in the year . 

1654. above fixty Ships, and took up, there. Merchandizes amounting to above yooooo 
Crowns^ Upon this they took occaCion to clcanfe and augment the Town , to build new and 
regular greets for the convenience of ftrange Merchants , and to facilitate the paffoge of Ships 
into the Haven. Q^een Chriflina of Saeden, exempted this City out of^e general Jurifdiftion 
of the Govcrnonr of the Province , and gave it a particular Lieutenant , to judge of affairs Secu- 
lar and Ecclefiaftical , without appeal to any other place. 

The Caftle is on this fide the River, and on the other, that oijuanogorod ^ which the Mitfco- Juanogo-; 
ndtts have built upon a very fteepy Rock , whereof the River oiNarva makes a peninfula , fo 
that the place was judg’d impregnable , till Gafla/vus <!Adelphtis took it , in the year 1617. At 
the foot of this Caftle IS a Town called to diftinguifli it from theTmo- 

wicl^or German “dS^^rva , whereof our difcourfe hath been. This Town is inhabited by natural 
Mafcevkes , but Subjefts of the Ctown of Saeden , to which the faid GuSiavm hath alfo joyn- 
ed the Caftle of Jaarngorod , where Nichola alien govern’d , at our paffage that way , in qua- 
lity of the King’s Lieutenant. 

The Country between Rtuel and Nj.Yva , as alfo generally all Ingermama and Livonia , have 
in the Woods , a great number of Beafts that are yclTowifb and blackj i^nd among others fuch 
abundance of Wolves and Bears , that the Peal'ants have much ado to keep them off their Cat- 
tel and themfelves. In Winter , when the ground is covered wiph fnow , the W olves , not 
meeting with ought abroad , will come , in the day time , into mens yards , and carry away 
the Doggs that keep them , and will break through the Walls , to get into the 
Scabies. 


’ We were told, that in the year 1634. upon the 14. a Wolf, notof thebiggeft, 

had fet upon i a. itPUnfcevian Peafants, who were bringing Hay to the City. He took the firft aHefimji 
by the throat, got him down, and kill’d him ; he did the like to the fecond. He flead the third’s 
head . eat off the nofe and cheeks of a fourth, and hurt two more. The other fix got together, 
put themfelves into a pofture of defence, ftruck down the Wolf, and kill’d Tiim. It was after- 
wards difcovered, that he was mad, for all thofe he had hurt dyed fo. The Magiftrateof ATiiriirf 
had caus’d the skin to be preferv’d, which was ftieW’das a thing very remarkable. 

We were told alfo that a Bear, findingaVeflel of Herrings, which a Peafant had laid down 
at an Alchoufe door , fell a-eating of them , and went thence into the Stable , whither the 
Peafants follow'd him } but having wounded forae of them , the reft were glad to get away. 
Thence he went info a Brewhoufe, where meeting with a fet of new Beer, he got fo drunk ^ 
that the Peafants perceiving he reel’d every ftep , and at Itiftfell afleepinkhe High-way, pmr- 
fu’d and kill’d him. Another Peafant having turn’d out his Horfe a-grazifirf in the night, foflnd 
him next morning dead, with a Bear lying by him , who had fed very hearts upon him. But as 
foon as the Bear perceiv’d the Peafant, he leaves the Pr^hetvas already affur’d of, got hold 
of the Peafant, and was carrying him away between his paws to his Den-, but the Peafants 
Dog having got the Bear by the foot, made him let go, and, while they were engag’d, the 
Mailer had time to get up a Tree and fave hirafelf. 

In the year 1 634. A Bear digg’d up thirteen Carcaffes out of a Church- yard , belonging to a 
little Village near ^^(arva , and carried them away with the Coffins. Nor is it long fince that a 
Lady of quality in thofe parts met one canyii’g away a Carcafs , with the Ihrowd trailing after 
it , which frighted the Horfe that drew the Lady’s Sledge, fo as that he ran away with her, 
crofs the fields , to the great hazard of her life. Many other ftpries were told us ; as that of a 
Bear who had kept a Woman i y days together in hisDen,and the manner hoW Ihe was dclivcr’‘d 
thence j but we fliall forbear any further accompt of them, as relating more to natural Hiftory 
than Travels. I fliall only add , that the Peafants , who arc not fecure from thefe Creatures 
when they goc but into the fields, efpecially in the nighttime, afeofdpiniwi, that the 
noife of a mck , they feften to the Sledges , frights the Wolves , and makes them run

As foon as the jpr*/?^, whofe nmevfiiCtnSf^mimfitdnMits jirhfMty had perceiv'd us 
and faw that the Anibafl'adors were alighting , he alfo came out of his Sledge. He was clad in a 
Garment of green flower’d Velvet , which came down to his Hams, with a great Golden Chain 
croffing over his breafl * and an upper Garment lined with Sables. As the Ambaffadors advanc- 
ed , he alfo came forward , till that being come up to them , and the Ambaffadors having put off 
rfieir hats , the Prijtaf faid , jiinhafftdors^ be meaner' i. The Ambaffadors teturn’d him anfwcr 
by the Interpreter , that he fa w, they were uncover’d , whereupon the read out ’of a 
Paper , That Knez. Peter iyikxmidrovfits Refuin , Weywede of ’Pl^egerody had fent him , by 
order from the Grand Seigneur , CzAtir , md Great Dideg z^icbm Federottits , Cenfervatsr of 
olltheRt^eSj ere. to receive the Ambaffadors Thdij^ Crafiiu, and Otton ’Brngmatt^ and to

This Caftle joyns to the City by a great Budge, 

from which, Duke John Saftlouus caus’d a great number of Inhabitants to be caft into the RivLr, 
as was faid before. Over againft the Caftle, on the fame fide with the City, is a Convent, 
fft-Antbo-dedicaled toSt.ax/»rhff»;i. The fay , he came from into ihofe parts upon a 

ny\Mo- Mill-ftone, upon which he came down the Tii'er, crofs’d the .Sea , and fo up the River 

to Novoforod. They add, that, by the way, he met certain Fiftier-men, with whom he 
bargain’d for the firft draught they (hould make : that they brought up a Chcft full of Priefts 
Veftimencs to fay Mafs in , Books, and Money, belonging to this .Saint , and that afterwards 
he built a Chapel there , in which they fay he lies interr’d , and that his Body is there to be 
feen , as enme as when he departed this World. Many Miracles are wrought theie , as they 
fay i but they permit not ftrangers to go in, thinking it enough to Ihew them the Mill-ftone , 
upon which the Saint perform’d this pretended voyage , and which indeed may be feen lying a- 
gainft the Wall. The Devotions performed there have been fuch as have built a very fair Mo- 
naftery in that place. 

We ftaid at Novogorod^ five days , during which the Weyvnode fent us a Prefent of 24 forts of 
meat , drefs’d after their way , and 1 6 forts of drink. The Chancellor, 'Bogdan Fcederonits O- 
boburoH, who had been our the former Voyage, fencusalfo divers delicacies. The

Tucre. leagues, to ^erodna. The 24. we went by land again , for the Ice began to give way , and got 

to Savoidoka I and thence to , feven leagues from our laft lodging, having, by the 

°*“^“’w:ay, pafs’d feveral Brooks with great difficulty, byreafon the Ice was loofe. The xy. we 
pafs’d by a great Village called behind which is the Brook Seflrea^ which falls into the 
River Dabna , and, with it, into Wolgda. We were forc’d to ftay the flakes of Ice with flakes , 
which we made a Ihift to fatten in the Brook , to hinder them from carrying us av^y. The next 
day we pafs’d it again , byreafonitwinds itfelfup anddownin thofe parts, am lodg’d that 
BefcHck. m^t at Befehiekj, feven leigaes from JT/w. The 27. we pafs’d two other little Brooks, and 
Z«fa2ouo gQj ^ leagues forwards , to Zerhix/nto. The 28, we got but three leagues , to Nicola-Darebna ,

Being 
come within half a league of the City, there met us many Troops of horfe, Mufc(man,TarurSj 
SLitifome^ermans, who having rid about our Cavalcade, return’d to the City, After tb^ 
came feveral other Troops, which divided themfelves, and encompafling us on both fidesjjroft^ 
duAed us to the City . jjlk 

About a quarter of a l&gue from the City we met two Prifitfs^ with a vtry noble attCTratlce, , 
and the fame equipage they had at our for mef reception. Being come within to. paces of us, 
they fent word to the Ambafladors, that they Ihould alight out of their Sledges, and come to 
them. The PriHafs neither alighted, nor uncover’d thcmfrlves,, till the Arabaflkdots had done 
both. They areenjoyn’d to proceed with this refervedtrtfs, and toftand very much upon the 
grandeur and reputarion of their Prince, upon pain of being caft out of favour, which difgrare 
is many times attended with whipping or cudgeling.

Our reception was after the fame manner as the firft rime, the more aged beginning in i 
thefe termesj The Grartd Setgaeitry Cxmr, md Great ‘Daks, Michael Fcderouics, c^c. ( re— 
peating all the other Titles) hath commanded as to receive thee, Philip Crafius, and thee OtronffXT*' 
Brugman, great eyfmbaf odor from the Grand Seignor, Frederick ^ Holftein, and to con- nmLjJa- 
duH you to hts Capital City of Mofcou« To which the other added ; His JlddjeJly hath appointed 
thefeTumeronins, or Gentlemen, hereprefent, Juan Juantofm Salmjtn, and my felf eAndreoo 
Juanomts Zdoaaeu, to he your Priflafs during the abode you Ihall md^e there. Then the Mafter of 
theHorfeprefented hiralelf, made his complement, and brought the Ambaffadors, two very 
ftately Horfes, white as fnow, and twelve others for the chief of their retinue. From the Gate 
to our Lodgings, we pafs’d through a double file of Musketiers, to the number of above 3000. 
and we weie lodg’d in that quarter of the City which is called Cataigorod, not far from the Ga- 
fiie, in a ftone-houfe, built by an Archbifliop named who fell into difgracefome years 

before, and was banifli’d. 

As foon as we had alighted, there were brought in, from the Great Duke’s Kitchin and Cel- 
lar, all forts of meats and drinks. And from that time during our ftay at Mofcou, we were al- 
low’d, everyday, fixty two Loaves, a quarter of Beef, four Sheep, a dozen of Pullets, 

Gcefe, one Hare, and one Heath-cock, alternately, fifty Eggs, ten pence towards Candles, and 
five pence for fmall things us’d in the Kitchin, one Pot of Sack, eight of Hydrorael, three of 
Beer, and three fmall pots of Strong- water. Befides all this, for a common ftock, a Tun of 
Beer, alelferTunofHydromel, and a Barrel of Strong- water. With this we had, fay way of 
extraordinary in the week, a poude, that is, forty pound of Butter, and as much Salt, three 
Pails of Vinigre, two Muttons, and a Goofe. This allowance was doubled at our arrival, as alfo 
upon Pii/m-Sunday, Eafier-iscp, and the young Prince’s Birth- day- but we had themdiefs’d by 
our own Cooks. The houfe-door was kept by a Defetnick^ or Corporal, who had nine Mul* 
ketiers about him : but the ‘Pri/^j/’s came every day, to entertain and divert us; and immedi- 
ately after our firftpublick Audience, or as foon as we have been fo happy as to have feen the 
bright eyes ofhisMajefty the Csrfwr, asthey exprefsit, they gave us the fame liberty as we 
had at our former Voyage. 

^rril 3. we had our firft publtck Audience, to which we were conduced with the fame Ce- AP R I U 
remonies as before, and, in our Cavalcade, we obferv’d the fame order as we had at our en- 


trance; unlefs it were, that the Secretary went next the Ambaffadors carrying the Credential 
Letters upon a great piece of Crimfon Taffata. The Musketiers had made a lane from our 
Lodgiiw to the Caftle, but all could not keep off the people from thronging in to fee us. 

The Courriers went and came, as their cuftome is, to give direftions for our march j to order 
it fo, as that the Great Duke might afeend his Throne, juft at the arrival of the Aitibafik- 


dors. 


The Ceremonies of the Audience were as is before mentioned. And the Propofitions made 
contained only complements, thanks for his Majefties favour , in granting the Ambaf&dors 
3 paffage into Ferjia, and delires to have fome fecret conferences. 

As foon as we were return’d to om Lodgings, came one of the Great Duke’s Carvers, na- 
med Smon Fetromts Luon, with forty diflies of meat from his Majefty', all Filb, fry’d 
things, andpulfe, it being in their Lent: and twelvepotsoffeveral forts of drinks. 

The Cloath being layd, and the meat ferv’d up, he prefenred,with bis own hand, to theAcgi- 
baffadors and ihofe of their retinue, to every one a Gofaeletfull of a very ftrong Aqua vitar, took 
himfelf a great Vemilion gilt-cup, and drunk the Great Duke’s health, then the young Prince’s, 
and then that of his Highnefs, obliging all to pledge him. He was prefented with a piece 01 
Plate gilt, and thofe who brought in the meat had two Crowns a-piece given them. 

We fate down; but moft of the dilhes being drefs’d with Onions and Garllc^> we eat very 
little, and fent the reft to our friends in the City. But what We {par’d in meat, we made good 
in ditok, whereto we were partly encourag’d by the Perfian Ambaffadors, who bcklg lodg’d 
near us, gave us the divertiferaent of their Bagpipes, andHautbois, and partly by the excellent 
Wines, which the Great Duke had fent us. 


we had our firft private Audience, with the ordinary Ceremonies, having the fame 
Commiffioners we had in our former negotiation, except the Chanccllour Juan Tarajpuits 
Granmatin, who, byreafonofage, had refign’d his charge, which was confetr’d upon Fedpr^

^ the Arabaffadors their ordinary Horfes , and fifteen others for their retinue* He order’d alfo 
to be kept for ns a place , near the Caftle-Gate , whence they drove out the people which had 
throng’d in to the number of loooo. The Tety&w Ambaffadors were plac’d Behind us, in the 
little Theatre we have fpok en of before. 

The Great Duke having been at fervice in our Lady’s Church , came out of the Caftle with 
the Patriarch in very good order. 

Firft, came a very large Chariot , made of boards nail’d together , but low , drawing after it 
a Tree, on which hung abundance of Apples , Bigs, and Grapes. In it were four little Boys 
with furpUfles , who lung the Hofanna. 

Then follow’d many Pr lefts , in their furpUfles and copes, carrying Crofles, Banners, and 
Images, upon long Poles ; feme of them fung, others caft Jneenfe among the people. Next 
came the Gofes or Duke’s Merchants j after them the , Clerkt , Setretaries , Knez. and 
"Sojares , having , moft of them Palms in their hands , and went immediately before the Great 
Duke, who Was moft richly clad , witha Crown upon his head, fupportedby the two prin- 
cipal Counfellors of State , KnezJuan'Borifomts Cyreask}, and Knez Alexey Mtchaeleuits 
WdH , and led, himfelf, by the bridle , the Patriarch’s Horfe , which was cover’d with Cloath , 
and made to reprefent an Afle. The Patriarch , who rid on him , had on his head a round white 
.Satin Cap , befet with rich Pearls , and about it a very rich Crown. He had in his right hand 
a'Crofs of Diamonds, wherewith he blefe’d the people, who receiv’d his benediction with grear 
fubmiffi on, bowingtheir heads , and inceflantly making the fign of the Crofs. About anti be- 
hind him were Metropolitans , Bifliops , and other Prims, whereof fome carried Books, others 
Cenfers. About fifty little Boys , moft clad in red, put off their Cafacks and fcatter’d them, 
along the way: others Iiad pieces of Cloath about an Ell-fquare , of all colours, which they 
laid on the ground , for the Great Duke and Patriarch to pals over. The Great Duke being 
come over againft us , made a halt , and fent his principal Interpreter , John Helmes , to ask a& 
terour health, and went not on till our anfwer was brought him. Thisdone, hewentinto the 
Church , where he ftay'd abouthalf an hour. In his return, he flopp’d again at the fame place, 
to give the Ambaffadors notice that he would fend them a Dinner from his own Table : which 
yet was not done , but inftead thereof , our ordinary allowance was doubled. 

The honour the Great Duke did the Patriarch in leading his horfe, is worth to him 4®o 
Crowns , which the Patriarch is oblig’d to give him. Upon TdnhSm 6 .vj ^ the fame Ceremo- 
nies were obierv’d all over Mnfcovj ; the Metropolitanes and Bifliops reprel'enting the perfon of 
the Patriarch , the Weiveodes or Governours, that of the Great Duke.

they kils each other , and their falutation is m thefe words , Chrips wes Chrefi , that is , Chrifi 
itnfeti y whereto the other anfwers , Wofiimvos Chrefi y that is. He is rifen indeed. No per- 
fon, what condition, fex, or other quality foever he be of, dares refufe thefe kifles, or the 
^gs, that are prefented to him. The Great Duke himfelf hath Prefeiitedfome to the principal 
dounfellors, and Lords of his Court. He is wont alfo, on EaHer-day , betimes in the morn- 
ing , to vifit the Prifoners before he goes to Church , and to order every one to have an Egg gi- 
ven him , and fome flieep-skin fur bmow’d on them , exhorting them to lejoyce ,• fince Chrjft 
dy’d for their fins , and was now truly rifen again. That done, hecaufes the Prifon-doors to 
be flint again, and goes to his Devotions. Their greateft rejoycings confift in Eeafts, and 
good Cheer; but specially in debauches,, in common drinking-houles , which are fell of all 
forts of perfons, Men and Women, Ecclefiaftick and Laicks, who get fo drunk, that the 
fkeets are pav’d with Drunkards. The prefent Patriarch hath prohibited them , and 
order’d that on Eafier-day no drinking places ftiould be open j but he is not much 
obey’d.

The I f. The Great Duke and Ducchefs return'd to iAfofem. The Duke was attended by®^^"'^ 
a great number of Lords: the Dutchefs had about her 35. Ladies, or Maids of honour4^*'^^_^ 
They were all on Horf-back, luting a-ftiide, cloath’d in red, white Hats on their heads, with^^e 
great red bands dangling at their backs, white Scarfs about their necks - they were moft 
wickedly be-painted.

Matkdm de Mishm , a Canon ojf Ciocovia, vdio frouri^’d at 
the beginning of' the laft age , feys , that , in h» time , it was twice as big as the City 
of Pra^t. The Tartars or Crim and Pneop, burnt it in the year lyyi. and the Poles 
fctita-nreintheyear itfu. fo as that there was notlui^ left of it but theCaftle; and yet 
how there are nnmbred in it above 40000 houfts, and it is out of all controverfie one of dm ' 
jfetenseft Cities in £urope.

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Tristrae, that, the Palaces of great Lords, and the Idoufesoffome rich Merchants excepted, t/oz; 
which are of Brick or Stone , all the reft are of Wood , and made up of beams , and crofs-pie- 
CCS of Firr- laid one upon another. They cover them with barks of trees, upon which they^t^W/iT 
fometimes put another covering of Turfes. The carelefncfs of the Mtfcmtes , and the difor-'^"«/«/ 
ders of their houfe-keepins are fuch , that there hardly paflfes a moneth , nay. not a week , but 
fome place or other takes fire, which, meetingwith what is very combuftible, does in a mo- 
ment reduce many houfes , nay , if the wind be any thii^ high , whole flreets into aflies. Some 
few days before our arrival , the fire had confumed the third part of the City } and about y or d 
years fince, the like accident had near 'deftroy’d it all. To prevent this, the Strelits of the 
Guard , and the W atch , are enjoyn'd , ' in the night time to carry Pole-axes , wherewith they 
break down the houfes adjoyning to thole which are a-fire, by which means they hinder the 
progrefs of it , with much better fiiccefs than if they attempted the quenching of it. -^d that it 
may not fallen on other more folidftraftures, the doors and windows are very narrow, having 
Ihutters of Lattin , to prevent the foarks and fiaflies from getting in. Thofe who have their hou- 
fes burnt, havse this comfort withall , that they may buy houfes ready built, at a market for 
that puipofe , without the white- Wall , at a very eafy rate , and have them taken down, tranf- 
port«J , and in a Ihort time fee up in the lame place where the former ftood. 

' Theftreetsof^oycfl«arehandfome, and very broad , but fo dirty , after rain hath ever fo 
little moiften’d the ground , thatitwereimpoffiblctogetoutofthedirt, were it not for the 
great Polls , which let together make a kind of bridge , much like that of the Shin , near Stm- 
imtrg which bridges, in foul weather, ferve for a kind of pavement. 

The City is divided into four quarters, or circuits, whereof the firll is called 
that is , the raid-City , as being in the midll of the others. This qnarter is divided from tlie mcL ^ ' 
reft by a brick- wall which the Mifeovim call crafne fiemn , that is red Hone. The Mes^ ‘ 
paffes ontheSouth-iideofit, and the River which joyns with the other behind the , 

feaftle , on, the North fide. The Great Duke’s Palace , called Crepfelena, and which is of great- Cremek'; * 
€£ extent than many other ordinaiy Cities , takes up almoft one half of it , ‘ and is fortify’d with 
three ftr ong walls , and a good ditch , and very weU mounted with Canon. In the midft of the 
CaftlearetwoSteqdes, one very high, and, cover’d with Copper gilt, as all the other Stee- 
ples of the Caftle are. This Steeple is called Jttan Wthks , that is , the' <^rm jehn. The other 
is confiderable only for the Bell within it, made by the Great Duke ‘Boris Gndenm ^ weighing 
35500. pounds. It is not toll’d , but upon great Fmivals, or to honour the entrance andani- 
ence of Ambaffadors : but to llir it there mull be 24 men , ' who pull it by a Rope that comes 
down into the Court , while fome others are above to help it on by riimfiing. The Great 
Duke’s Palace Hands towards the&rther fide of the Caftle, .with that of the Patriarch ,and , 
appartements for feveral Bsjms have places at C^urt. T^ere is aifo lately built a very £iir 
Palace of ftone, according to the Architecture, for the young Prince 5 but the Great 
Duke continues ftUl in his wooden Palace, as being more healthy than' ftone-ftrutoes. The 
Exchequer, and the Magarine of Powder and proviiions arc alfo within the Caftle. 

There are alfo witlmi it two fiiir Monafteries, oneformtai, the other for women, and 
above fifty Churches and Chapels, all built of ftone ; amoi« others, thofe of tbeB*

vinces u>diftant, and lituaced info different climates. Air and Earth are alike qualify ’d every 25^ 
where. About Mofeou and the adjacent Provinces , the Air is good and healrhy , fo that there Maieory J 
is no talk ofthc Plague, or any other Epidemical difeafe. Which was the reafon* that in the’ 
year id y4. attheb^inningofthe WarofSmofrwiikp, when the Infedlion made fuch havock 
in that great City, people were the more furpriz’d thereat , in regard the like had not been 
known in the memory of man. It was fo great , that thofe were feen dying in the ftreets, who 
thought themfelves well enough when they came out of their houfes ; and all Mafeevy was fa 
aftonifii’d at it , that all the Avenues of Mefam were bl ock’d up. 

The cold is fo piercing , that no fur can prevent the Nofe , Ears, Feet, and Hands from freez- 
ing and falling. At our firftVOTage thither, in 1^34. the cold was fo fliatp, that, in the"**' 
gjteat Market-place , before the Caftle , wefaw the earth open above twenty fathoms in length, 
and a foot broad. Wecould notgo yo fteps, withquthazard oflofingfomeof our memfers. 

Ifawr there by experience, what others have left in writing, thatfpittle froze before it came 
to rite ground , and water as it dropp’d. 

I obilrv’d withal , that the earth is open there in a manner as foop as in Germany , and that 
the fruits come much about the fame time } for the more the earth is cover’d with Snow, 
the mwe it keq>s in the heat requifite to promote v^ctation. The Ice and Snow together make 
the ways fo even, that it is much eafiet travelling there than any where elfe. For Winter-tra- 
velling, the make ufe cf Sledges, made very low, of the bark of Trees, cover'd 
wme coarfe|cindofCloatb. We lay all along in them, and covering our {fives witb 
skins, and the Sledges being cover’d with Sack-cloath, orfomc coarfe Cloath # we net 
,tdt not the cold , b»t even Sweated in the depth of Winter.

Country, in fuch abundance, that night and day they are extremely troubJefome, 
tihty. But, the Fens and Forefts, which Mufisvy is well ftor ’d with, hinder not but the Land they 
cultivate is very Fertile. For unlefs it be about where the foyl is barren and gravelly, 

let them take ever fo little pains with their groundsill other places, they will bring forth more 
W'heat and Pafture than the Countrey can confume. The Mlmders acknowledge, that Muf- 
cetiyistothem what wasfometimeto^iMJie. You never hear talk of dearth, though m 
the Pi evinces that have not the convenience of Rivers to tranfport their Com, the Inhabitants 
manure only fo much ground as will alFord them a bare fubliftence for the prefent year, not 
minding the future, as confident their ordinary increafe will never fail them. Thence it comes 
that fo much excellent ground lies fallow, producing only Hay, whereof they mow no more than 
will ferve their Cattel.

unfreeze ; but the Wheat is no fooner m the ground but it puts forth, and the heat of the Sun, 
which, as we faid, is al way es above the Horizon, advances and ripens it. So that Sowing and'' 
ihinhar- Harveft is all over in two moneths. Wherein tiit aJHufcovttes have this advantage over the 
LiTJonioKS, that they put in their Wheat dry, and ready to be thralh’d, whereas the Liveniatts 
are Lrc’d to ufe fire to di y it, by the help of a great Oven, built in the midft of a Barn, where 
they put their (lie-aves upon beams lay’d a-crofs, till fuch time as the heat ha(h fo dry’d them 
that beating them with a ftick, the Gram falls out, fo as that there is no need of thralhing of 
tieading it, as they do in the Eaft. - There is yet this further inconvenience, that the Wheat thus 
dry’d is not good for feed, and many times the Batns take fire, which fpreaJs into the houfes 
about them, and confumes all.

cfMuf- Mofeo, their arc excellent fruits, as Apples, Cherries, Plums, and Goof-berries. I have feen 
covy. Apples in beauty and colour much like thofe which are called ^Apfians, and fo tranfparenr, that 
holding them between your light and the Sun, you may eafily tell the Kernels. ’Us true this 
fruit having not time to bake in the Sun, ( it being rather a moderate flow heat, than an excef- 
five fcorching, that confumes the fuperfluousmoifture) will not keep, as it would do in Ger~ 
and other more Southerly Countrws : but the Commentator upon the Maps of is 
rfeverthelefs raiftaken, when he fayes, after the Baron of HerherSiein, and GuMtiin^ that the 
cold is fo great in that the Countrey cannot produce Apples or other fruits that are 

worth fending up to the Table. They have affo all manner of Pulfe, Pot-herbs, Afparagus, 
Onions, Garlick, Roots, Cowenmber, Citruls, or Gourds, and Melons, and of dicfe laft 
abundance, excellent good, and fo big, that at my being in Mafeovy in the year 1 543. a friend 
^^^‘^’’•^‘^'■prefented me with a Melon, that weigh’d forty pound. ThiMufeovites are very expert in the 
of their Melons. They fteep the feed, for the fpace of 48. hours,* in Cow’s milk, or 
• an infufion of fair water and Sheep’s dung : their beds they make of Horfe dung, as it is carried 
out of the Stable, fix foot deep, and then cover them with the bcfl mold, in which they make 
fiat Trenches, about a foot and a half broad. They thraft the feed fo dqfp into the bedj as that 
it may not only be fecur’d from the cold, and receive the benefit of the Sun-lhine, but alfo have 
the advantage of the heat which the dung fends up from below, covering it in the n^ht, and 
feme times all day long, with bells of the Country-glafs, or talk. They do not traiifplant 
them, but are careful to takeaway what is fuperfluous, and do what other things are common- 
ly prailis’d in other places, about that plant. 

We were credibly inform’d, thuneoit Samara, between and the there is a kind 
of Melons, or rather Gourds, that are form’d like a Lamb, whereof this fruit reprefents alltho 
members, being fatten’d to the ground by the ttalk, which is as it were its navel. As it grows 
it changes place, as far as the ftalk will give way, and, as it turns, makes the grafs to wither.

rauits being the firft that bellow’d any expence in Gardening, which he did with very gootWuc- ^ * , 

cefs- Nor is it long that they have had any other than wild Rof^s. Teter MarceUis , 
ComtnilTary from the King of Denmark^ and Dnkc of HolBeitt , brought the firft Provence- 
Rofes thither. 

The Heknd and ^frnun Merchants have but lately planted Afparagus there , which take ve- 
rywell, and are as big as a mans thumb. Nor have the been long acquainted with * 

Lcttice and other Salad-herbs , and laugh’d at the Strangers who fed on them ; but now they 
begin to like them. There are no Hazel-trees , nor Vines in ; but the Dutch bring 

fuch quantities of fcveral forts of Wine thither by the way of n/^rchangel^ that there is no want 
of any. There is alfo within thefe few years fome brought in from oAfirfxhnit ^ upon the Ri- 
ver of Wolga. 

tjidufcovy abounds in Hemp and Flax . and there is fo much Honey and Wax , even 
in the Woods , that , belides whao is fpent in Hydromel , and in Wax-Candles , in 
this Commodity confifts the greateft part of the commerce which the tJP{»jcovites have 
with Strangers , to whom they pat off yearly above twenty thoufand Quintals (or hundred 
weight ^ or Wax. 

AD being but a continued Foreft , thole places only excepted where the3Lhave Bx’ijrempm 

the Woods in order to agriculture , it muft needs be very well furnilh’d with all forS of Veni- 
zon and Fowl. Whence it comes , that Heath-cocks , Feafants of feveral kinds , and Patrid-r 
ges are very cheap 5 as alfo wild Geefe, and Ducks ; Herons and Swans are not much efteem’d; 
muchlefsThrulhes, Fildevars, Qijails, Larks, and other fmaU Birds , which the Country 
people vyill not take the pains to look after. There are no Storks in Mufcovy , nor yet in Li- . 
vanMi but abundance of Birds of prey , asFaulcons, Taffelsj&c. In the more Northerly Pro- 
yinces there are white ones , which are much efteem’d becaufe of their rarity. 

There is all forts of Venifon, Deer excepted; OfElks and wild Boars abundance. The Hares 
aregrey, but in fome Provinces they turn white in Winter, as in ; and yet inC>»r- 
land, which is contiguous to that Province , and divided from it only by the River Dune , the 
Hares change not their colour. Tis no hard matter to find the reafon of this change; which 
muft proceed from external cold ; fincel have known, that, even in Summer, Hares have 
chang’d their col^, when they have been kept fome time in a Cave. 

'The fame Forefts breed alfo abundance of Bears , Wolves, Linxes, Tigres, Foxes, Mar--. , 
tins, and Sables, the skins whereof are the moftconfiderableTraffick of the Country, fince*^*^*^^ 
that fome years , the Mufcovites fell to Strangers as many as come to a Million of Gold, befides 
what is fpent in the Country , or prefented to the Great Duke. The moft efteem’d Furrs are 
the skins of b'ack Foxes, Sables, Caftors, white Bears, Ermins, and Squirrels.^. 

The Bears and Wolves do abundance of mifchief , and are as dangerous upon the high-ways 
as the Robbers. For what we have faid <£Livoma is no lefs true of Mufcovy, viz. that , in the 
Wintertime, they break open houfes, and take away peoples Cattle, &c. as we have related 
in the fecond Book of thefe our Travels. We could add many other ftories of thefe Creatures, 
but in regard, they would hardly, for theftrangenefsofthem, be credited, at leaft by fuch 
as never heard any talk of thefe things , we forbear. When the Mufcovites^ take any of the 
Bears Whcl^ , they tame them , and teadt them a thoufand tricks , and, in time , come to get 
a livelihood by them. 

The Lakes, Ponds and Rivers affords aD forts of Filh, Carps excepted, which are not fojfoajjif ^ 
be had either in Mufcovy or Ltvoma. At ^firachun , we met with abundance of them , »» Mukc$ 
very large, buttoughandunfavoryj which is the reafon the Mtfcovites make no great ac-vy. 
comptoithem. 

Heretofore there were no Mines in ^Mufcovy , but fome years fince there was one found out AOwj 
ntuTuUy upon the Frontiers of TUrMrj , i zo leagues from tMofeo^ which affords only I- 
ron, where the Workmen are fuch as the EleftorofSAVff^^fent over to the Great Duke- Pe- 
ter MdreeUis , a Merchant, born at Hamhorough hath the management of it, who having 
built a Forge in a very pleafantVaUey there, which hath a Brook running through it, hath 
taken it of the Great Duke , frirnilhing him every year with a certain number of Iron Bars, pe- 
ces of ArtiUcry and Bullets. About ly year fince, information was brought to the Great 
DakiMichael Federouits ^ that Gold might be found in a certain Province in Mufcovy^ if any 
Would be at the expence to dig for it 5 but he who brought the firft news of it, inftead of 
riddfig himfelf , was utterly undone. Heretofore the Mufcovites were fimplc enough to cre 5 « 
dit; thefe informations , and to advance money upon the propofitions that were made ttrereui^ 
ottj/ but for fome years paft, they have been content to hearken to them; or if theyai^* 
any ntosey it is flppn good fecurky put in by the undertaker. I have feen an ^

Having not feen the more Norchcdy Provinces of Mafcovy^ as livpim, jHgarie^ ’Termie^ 
-ZJ^Sibirie, znASmojcdsy Ifliouldcontentrayfelfwith whatihavefaidof themin the beginning 
of this Book; But in regard this laft named Province is abfolutely unknown to all the reft of 
Simojede. Sitrofe, and that I have had the opportunity to difconrfe with fome Smyedes, and to learn 
front their own mouths the parucularities of their Country, 1 hope it will not be thought much 
if 1 make a fliort digrcflion concerning them. Being at MefctH, in the year 1 643. in the Great 
Duke’s Antichamber, otTefolfe-Pricas^ ftayingtiUa‘P«yw»Ambaflador were come out from 
A'.dicmce, that I might go in to have mine, I had the convenience to difcourfe with two De- 
puties of the Samojedesy who had been fent to the Great Duke with a prefent of many Elks, and 
white Bear-skins, which the Lords ufe to adorn their Sledges. I laid hold on this 

occalion to enquire of them fome part of what I was defirous to know concerning their man- 
ner of life- which I did with the more cafe, in that both of them nnderftood the Mufcovian 
Language. 

Tis certain, thefe people were antiently comprehended under the name of thofe whom they 
called Schites, and Sarmates, and chat they were not called Samojedes, till after they became 
Subj.dls to the Great Duke . for that word is fignifying£-«tew of themfelveSy as 

being compounded of that of himfelf, and I eat. They would argue thence, that 

thete peojAe suce Anthropophagi i for indeed, they did feed on mans flelb, even that of their de- 
ceas’d fri'ds, vvhich they mixt with Vtnifon, which was, and is ftill their ordinary nourifli- 
^ ^ menr. What we have faid difcovers the difference there is between this Province and that of S4- 
ietutbe- vihkh the ^lufcovites Sa 7 notska fmbla, fituated between ZitbiiwwM and Z-msM, 

me»Sa. and is part of the Kingdom of Pa/W ; whereas lies towards the Hypaborean Moun- 

mojede tains, on both fides of the River Oby, upon the Tartarian Sea, and towards the ftreight of 
andSaxoo-Weigats, as we faid before. I can hardly be perfwaded, that it is of the Samojedes, ^jdnpus 
groa. Curtifts would fpeak, when he fayes that the e^bii fent their Ambaffadors to ^Alexander the 
Great, and that inftead of we fliould read becaufe they liv’d upon the River O^j 
but of the Tartars, who are near the River Don, or Tanais, which divides i/ifia from Europe. 
'Tis ofthem rather than of the that might affirm, that they had no Ci- 

ties, nbrietled Habitations, but liv’d in Woods and Defarts, fliunning the converfation of men, 
and that if nAUxander went thither, he muft have Conquer’d impenetrable Eorefts, Rivers, Ice, 
fhe habha- and Snow, after he had triumphed over the Inhabitants. For though the Samojedes have indeed 
musrfth no Cities, yet &te they not Nomades, nor change their habitations as the T-srr.aw do. On the 
Samo edes their Cabans or Huts, which are covered vault- wife, are built half under-ground, and 

have in the middle a hole, which does not only ferve for a Chimney, but alfo for a door when 
the Snow is fb high, that they are forc’d to make ufe of that hole to let in air j Since that the 
Countrey being in the Frigid Zone, the Snow, which is there fometimes the depth of a Pike^ 
makes their doors nielefs. They have walks under their Huts, by the means whereof they may 
vifit and converfe one with another. And this kind of life is fo touch the more fupportable to 
them, for that the Sun going beyond the Line, and leaving them in continual darknefs for fix 
moneihs together, the liberty they might have to go abroad would be of no advantage to tfmn. 
Daring this long night, they have no otherlight than what their Lamps afford them, whfcb is 
but a lad and melancholy one, as being mauitain’d by the Oyl of a certain fiflr, of which they 
make provifion in the Summer. Which Seafon begms with them, as foon as the Sun comes to 
the oEquinoflaal line, and, emring into the Septentrional Signs of the Zodiack, melts the 
Snow, and brings them a day as long as the night had been tedious. Upon this accompt it is, 
that Olatis Magnus, vMltxmdsr Guagtnn, and others, have grounded fables of people that 
fleep fix moneihs of the year, or, as Swallows, and Frogs, die in the beginning of Winter, 
and rife up again in the Spring. They do not cultivate the Eirth, nor keep any Cattcl, which 
is, no doubt, becaufe the Earth would not requite their pains, and affords no Grafs. So that 
2^ aoa- having no Corn, they have no bread to masc ; and havingno Wool, they are forc’d to Cl oath 
themlelves with what nature and their Countrey can afford them. Their food is fifli, dry’d in 
the Wind and Sun, Honey and Venifon. Theyareof lowftature, their faces large and flat, 
wearing their hair very long ; they have little eyes, and Ihort l^s, and are not much unlike the 
Greenlanders, of whom we |hali have fonoiewhat to fay anon. 

TheCloathirgofiihe Samojedes is oi’S^es skins, whereof there are abundance in that 
Countrey, as indeed there is all over the North. This Creature, which is thought to be 
the of the Antients, is called by the modem lanTX&Rangtfer, from the w<^d 

by which name the Laplanders call it^ a beaft not known in thefe parts. Tis as big as a Stag, 
but fomewhat ftronger, thehairgrey or white, as they are in 5 <!»wje<fe, having the breafthigh 
with a long and rough hair, the hoofcloven, and the horn fobard^ chat making m impreflioA 
in the Ice, this animal goes as fecurely as if k were upon the ground, and fo fwiftly, that it will 
run above 30. German leagues in a day. The horns are higher than thofe of the Elk, and Ian- 
ger than a Stag’s, having two brow-anklers on the forehead, wherewith he breaks the 
get. water in Winter. Tisafociablebeaft, feeding in herds. It is tam’d without any 
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and is very ferviceable, efpecially in travelling, being fet before little Sledges, made like a 
Boat, which they draw with incredible force and fwiftncfs. ^ ^ 

The S<i»wje<a!ei wear very large Caps, madeof fitr, or pieces of Cloath of feveral colours, 
which they buy of the and are fo big that they fall down to their necks. Their 

(hirts are made of the skins of young Reaesy which are very loft, and have a fliort hair. They 
wear drawers under their (hires, and upon their fiiirts. Garments falling down to the mid- leg, 
border’d below with a very long fur. Thcfe Garments are made like thofe which are called Co- 
faques, open only at the neck. Their Mittens are fatten’d to the end of their fleeves, and the 
fur of ail their Cloaths is turn’d on the out-fide. When the cold is extraordinary, they put 
their Cofaques over their heads, and let the fleeves hang down, their faces being not ro be feen, 
but at the cleft which is at the neck- Whence fome have taken occafion to write, that in thefe ^ ' 

Northern Countreys, there are people without heads, having their faces in their breafts. 
alfo that there are fome have feet fo big, that one ofthem (hades the whole body, and that ha- 
ving cover’d themfelves with their feet, neither Sun nor Ram can come at them. But the er-^ 
tour came thus, that the SamejedeSy as alfo the Laplanders and RinlanderSy wea' a kind of 
fliooesorpatins, in the Winter time, to go upon the Snow, which are an Eli and a half long 
towards the Toe. The Finlanders and Laplanders make them as long towards the Heel as .the 
Toes, and call them Sakjtt ; but the Samo]edes do not lengthen them at all towards the heel, and 
call them Niarter- AH make them of barks of Trees, orlome very thin Wood, and ufc them 
with a ftrange agility. Colonel Tort, Govemour of T^^va, who had many Finlanders among 
the Soldiers of his Garrifon, would needs give us the pleafure of feeing them, when we pafs’3 
that way, having order’d them to ran down a Hill near the City, which they did with fuch (wift- 
nefs, that a horle at full fpeed would hardly have overtaken them. 

The Nerves and Veins of the "Rine ferve for Thread ^ among the Sainojedes , to fow their 
Cloaths ; their ’Boots they muKe of the flfrae ftuff, and after the lame maimer. They ferape the 
in-fide of •'hi bark of Beech , and what comes off is as fine as the (havings of Parchment or ivory, 
and very fe'ft , a. d leive them inttead of Handkerchers. They take a handful of it , and wipe 
their hands , .aces , or no.es therewith. 

The Relations ofthefecono Voyage which the Hollanders made towards the North , in the 
year i yp y . gwe the fame account oi the Samojedes as we do , and fay , that fome of their men 
goiaga.(hovt .nezt Wet£ats y after they had gone about a league, difeover’d ao.oray. 

Samojedes , fo accoutred as we have deferib’d them. They at firft took them for Savages , and 
were confirm’d in that opinion by the pofture into which the Samojedes put themfelves , making 
ready their Bows and Arrows , to Ihoot at the HeH.andcrs: bnt the Mkfeovian Interpreter, 
which the HoUsmders had with their\ , having told them they were frjends , and that they need- 
ed not to be afraid of them , they laid down their Arms , came up to them , and difeover'd ma- 
ny particulars of their Country. They were much taken with the civility of the Hollanders y and 
oiK of them took a Bisket that was preiented to him ; but he betray’d much diftf aft in the eat- 
ing of it} efpedally, when they heard a Musket ftiot, towards the Sea-fide, though far enough 
from them , they were fo frighmed , that it was no eafie matter to faiisfie them , that they 
were far enough from any danger. 

IhadthecuriofitytoaskoneofthofeS<iH»je<fef , what he thought of Mafeovy, and whe- 
ther it were a better Country than theirs , and the Mufeovian manner of Life , the more plea- 
fimt. He anfwer’d , that Mufeovy was indeed a pleafant Countiy , and the provifions of it not 
to be difliked ; but that their Country alfo had thofe conveniences and pleafwres , that werd 
not to be had elfewhere , fuch as were fo inviting, that he was confident , if the Great Duke 
had once a taft of them , he would leave Mofeopt , and come among them, to enjoy the fecurity, 
quiet, and del ighfulncis of their manner of life. They were, till within thefe lew years, 
gafis and Idolateis , infomuch as whenthe Hoianders made the Voyage I fpoke of there , they 
found the Sea-fide lull of Idols , for which the Samojedes had fo much affeftion, that they would 
notfafferone of them to be carried away. But they have been iince baptixed, and have em- 
brac'd Chriftian Religion , by theraeans ofaBifoopof'L^iifcivwSTiWhich the late Great Duke 
fent among them, with fome Priefts, to inttruft diem. , 

The Audior , who hath heie made onedigreffion , to fpeak of the Samojedes, though

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FredericiOlh King o£.De/mark.j coming to the Crown , in the year 1648. had, befidcs all o« 
ther Royal Vertues , a great delire to advance the Trade of (^roenUmd. Henry vjMtMer , Far- 
' mer General ot the outland cuftoms of DenmarK.y a curious perfon and rich , undertook ir, and, 
to that end , fet out a Ship in the year 1 6 > i . commanded by Cape. ‘Da^id Dannel , one of the 
moft experienc’d Mailers of his time. The firft Voyage having had the fuccefs was expefted 
from it, thefaid^«/lerfenthimagamtoG'rotf»l(J»dthenextyear, id5'3. Butas men of bull- 
nefs , how curious foever they may be , are carried away with fome other predominant pailion, 
there was nothing learnt in thefe two Voyages, at leaft thofe employ’d in them neglefted to 
make any relation thercofthat ever could be feen: but in the year 1654. a Ship was fet out, 
which going from Copenhi^en in the beginning of the Spring , arriv’d not on the Coafts of 
Greenland^ till the a 8 of pdy, at a place where the mountains were Hill cover’d with fnow, 
towards the (bore the waters frozen , and the bottom Co hard , that it being impollible the An- 
chor flionld fallen, they wereforc’d to let the Ship float upon the water, becaufe there were 
Rocks all about. As foon as this Ship appear’d upon the Coafts of the Inhabitants 

fet out above a hundred Boats , and came to view that ftrange ftru£lure , which was much dit« 
ferent from what they ordinarily faw. Ac firft they would by no means come near it , but fee- 
ing they were increated to come into the Ship , they at laft came , and in a few days were fo 
familiar , that with their commodities , which they truckt for fuch toics as we had , thsy 
brought alfo their Wives , out of an intention to make advantage of them by another kind of 
Commerce , which though it be not lefs known elfewhere , yet is not fo publickly praftis’d as 
among them , where fornication is neither crime nor fin. 

The 'Danes thought this freedom of the Greenlanders a good opportunity to carry away fome 
of them. The Ship being ready to fet fail for its ream, and the Savages coming frill aboard 
with their Commodities , a VVoman that had a great mind to a pair of knives which one of the 
Sea-men wore at his Girdle , offer’d him for it a Sea-Djgs skin, which the Sea-man refufing 
as too little , ftie proffer’d him a kindnefs into the bargain. The Sea-man had no fooncr ex- 
prefs’d his being well fatisfy’d with the proffer, bur ftie begins to unty the point (for they as 
well as the men wear Drawers , and would have laid her felf down upon the Deck. But the Sea- 
man made her apprehend that he would not have all fee what they did , and that flie mull go un- 
der Deck. The W oman, having got her Father’s leave , follow’d the Sea-man with two other 
aged W omen , a young Boy , and a' Girl of about i z years of age , who were to be prefent at 
the confummation of the bargain. But as foon as they were down, the hatch was ftiut, they 
laid hold alfo of another Man , and fet fail. The Savages perceiving they were trappan’d, made , 
a hideous noife in the Ship, ^ Thofe who were upon the Deck got into their Boats, and fol- 
low’d the Ship a great way into the Sea , to fee it they could recover the Prifoners. The Boy , 
who went down with the Women . got out at one of the holes the Cable is put out at, and 
fwam alhore. They alfo fent back one of the W omen , as being too old to be tranfported 5 fo 
that they had but four pesfons , one Man, two W omen , and a Girl. The trouble they were in 
to be among people they knew not, was extraordinary; but at laft, the kindnefs and good 
cheer wherewith they were entertain’d , won their hearts , together with the hope they wera 
put into , that within a lliort time , they fliould be brought back again into their Country 1 fo 
that when they came to jBerjjwj in their affliftionfeem’dtobe qnite over, nay, the 

Man thought the Women ot the Country fo handfome, and was got into fo good a humour, 
that, aLady of quality being come out of curiofity to fee thefe Savages, he proffer’d to try 
what Ihe had under her apron. This man dy’d in the Ship before we came to Denmark^, His 
Daughter feeing him in the agony of Death, bound up his head in his Cafaque, and fo let him 
dy. His name was thido , aged about 40 years. The older of the two women , aged about 
years , was called Kuneiing ; Ihe by whofe means they were taken , was about zy. her name 
£ahelaH^ and the Girls name was The Plague then very rife all over had ob- 

lige d the King to retire to FUnsbourg , in the Dutchy of Hoifiein^ where thefe (yroenUnders were 
prefented to him. He boarded them at a Chirurgeons , aad order’d them to be well entertain’d, 
as that at their return to Greenland , whither he intended to fend them with the fijfr opportunity, 
they might have occafion to celebrate the liberality of his M^diy, and the civil entertainment 
of his Subjeftg. The Kii^ honour’d the Duke my mafter fo tax , as to, fend them to him to Get- 
torpf where they were lodg’d in ray houfe for fome days, which I fpent in fifting.out theklua* 
mour and manner of life.

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might be defcended of thofe antient Chriftians , who fome time lived in Gioenland, in that flie 1 62 
was obferv’d to have fomewhat of Religion in het , or rather a particular Snperfticion , by the ^ . 
averfion flie had for flefli , which the other two did eat , fuch as that of thofe Beafts, which, be- 
ing held unclean , are not eaten in Europe. Their hair was blacker than Jet , and having roll’d 
it up together they bound it up on their crowns. As’ foon as their Maids become marriageable ^ 
they make feveral blew ftrakes in their faces , as the Amencms do. Thefe ftrakes reach from 
the lip to the chin , or they are drawn larger at the upper end and above the nofe , between the 
two eyes, nay there is one divides it felf and reaches over the eye-brows into the Temples ^ 
where it ends with a little branch. Thefe marks they make with a very fmall thread fteep’d in 
Train-oil , or fome other black fatnefe , which being brought between the flelh and the skin , 
leaves a mark which through the skin feems blewiln , much like the veins in a fmooth and de- 
licate compleiuon. They fliew’d me that their ears had been holed through , and that they were 
wont to wear Pendants in them. Their breafts were very unhandfome,the nipple black as a coal,- 
and the Breafts flagging and falling down upon their bellies , wherein the Girl had no advantage 
of the other tv^. They fuckle their Children , whom they carry on their backs, over their 
Iboulders. 1 have been told by thofe who have long obferv’d them , that they have no hair any 
where but on their heads , and are not troubled with womens monthly difcales. nM i A 

The ^roenlanders fpeak fall , and from the throat , fomewhat like the Tmars, elpecially they ^^^'***^ 
they pronounce very roughly the words that have a G. in them. They have no R- in their Ian-* * ’ ' 
guage , and when they are oblig’d to pronounce it , they turn it into L. ’Tis true , among fo 
many words as their language confifis of, there are fome Danijh , but very few 5 the reft lave 
nothing common with the languages that are either fpoken , or learat , or known in Europe 5 
nnlpfe ir might be faid that the word KeiUw comes from coelum , iboun^ from the Greek 
as fignifying the fame thing. It may be faid alfo that the word is Lutiue , but among all the 
reft, we (hall hardly meet with three or four that any way relate to any other language. And 
to the end the Reader may himfelf judge , we will furnifli him with fome ef thofe which arc moft 
common in ordinary converfation.

thek The GroenUnders call thofe of their Countrey lugHm, and ftrangers and Cloath 

elmUug, themfelves with the skins of Sea-dogs, and Sea-calves, and Renes, nauch like the Saimjedes. 
They wear under their Cloaths Waftcoat^ of the skins of birds, as Swans, Geefe, wild Ducks, 
and Teals, turning the feathers either inwatd or outward according to the feafons. The diffe- 
rence of Sex is not ealily difeover’d, unlet's ii be that the W omen are known by a piece of skin 
that hangs down before and behind to the half-leg, and by the capuche of their Waftcoats, 
which is made like ttiat the RecoIieSts, and large enough to hide their hair, whereas that of 
the men is narrower, and cut I ike that of the Francifeans. The mens breeches come down to 
their knees, and fometimes lower ; butthofeof the women arc {hotter, and hardly cover half 
the Thigh. 

theWorit- T'loy I've by hunting and fiflitrg, and make ufe, in thefe two exercilcs, only of Bows and 
MW- Arrows,' which are the only Aims they have. They have aifo a kind of hook, which they call 
Karlttfa, madeof ttie tooth tf the hlhTw-«i, which feme would have thought the Unicorn’s 
horn. Of this bone they make alfo the inftrumenc they ufe in Whale-filhiiig, at wh.ch they are 
very expert, taking that Creature much after another manner than is done by the "Bisk^yms^ 
and others who drive that trade. To that end, they have a very long thong, cut out of a Whale’s 
skin, and fallen to one end ofit the faidinftniment, which they calt at the Whale, and at the 
other the skin of a Sea-Calf or Dog blown up, which floating upon the water, difeovers the 
track of the wounded Whale. If Ihe be not mortally wounded, they purfue her, and Dart two 
or three times more at her, with the fame kind of inftrumeat, till fuch time as bloud and 
ftrength failing her, they come up, kill her, .bring her alhore, and divide her. The Whales fat 
is one of their greateft dainties, but efpeciaMy the Oyl, which is their beft fawce, aodthe^ink 
they beft love. Their ordinary drink is only water *, the Women I have feen , would never 
drink any Wine, nor eat of our bread, orfawces; for having no Salt, Spice, Sugar, nor Vi- 
negar in their Countrey, it is‘not to be wondred that we could not bring them to like meats 
drefs’d after our way. Yet do they not eat their meat raw, as fome would perfwade, but 
drefs’d, either by boyling or roafting. ’Tistrue, they love dry’d-Haberdine, orStockfllh, and 
fometimes eat it raw ; but that is not extraordinary even in (yrnnany^ where I have feen, at a 
defert at the Duke of Wol^emhutul’s^ Gammons of Bacon, and dry’d Salmon ferv’d up un- 
boyl’d. Their ordinary food, are Sea-Dogs, and Calves, Renes, Foxes, Houf- Dogs, and Fifli. 
When they ear, with one hand, they pur a piece of the flefh into their mouths, and witji the 
other cut off what they cannot get in, lb that the bits being as much as their mouths can hold, 
thfy.itiake vey ftraiige faces to get it down. 

3t%r gr0 Their way of living is fo different from what is feen elfewhere, that it is no injury to call them 

iav^es, Sxvages. They have no diferetion, civility, vertue, or* fliame. Their countenances are ever 
frowning, apd they very feldom laugh : they are timerous and difttuftful, and withall infolenr, 
ftubborn, and mdifciplinable. They are very nafty, and their Tongues iferve them for Hsnd- 
kerchers, as well for their Cloaths as their Bodies, fo that they may very juftlybe faid Co live 
likebeafts. Which yet admits of fome diftinftion, according to the fituatjon of feveral parts of 
the'Countrcy, it being certain, that the Pilot, who went from viithGodtshg 

Undemiti of whom Mr. makes mention, and who took hiscourfe more towards the 

South- weft, met with a people much m^redpcilc, and lefs Savage, than that which Undtnm 
met'withall towards the North. Our'thi;ee women, who had been taken at the entrance of 
Uavif-fkelght, were rational enough, and eafily learnt what they were taught. One of them 
imitated pretty well a head or hand, I was drawing with a piece of Charcoal, and the ot 6 «r 
ramein a fliort time to do thofe things, which women and maids ordinarily emplyy thcajipMs 
* ' abouts 
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about in our parts. They danc’d after a ftrange manner, lAit with fuch exaiiiiels as to time and x 
cadence, that the King ot 2 )e« 7 K 4 r^, having a Bail danc’d at FUnsbour^^ would needs bring in ^ 
ihofe three who came off very hanfomly, to the facMadiion of all: But they 

would never be got to learn our language, though they pronounc’d the and germm 

words diftated to them very diltindlly. 

There is no money in the Country, being yet fo happy as not to know the value of Gold and^Gro'=“^ 
Silver. Iron and Steel they moft efteem, and prefer a Sword or a Hatchet before a Golden Gup, rf 
a Nail before a Crown piece, and a pair of Ciiers, or a Knsfe, before a Jacobus, Their trucking 
is thus . they pnt all they have to fell together, and having pick’d out among the Commodities Stherm 
that are brought to them, what they like beft, they put them alfo together, and fuffer thofe they **«'*■ Coa*** 
deal with to ad^ or dirainifli till fuch time as they are content with the bargain. What they*”^,

1 *. in .ng th^’L 
that were in Demrmkj, that when any of them fell fick, one of the Cameradv. .. y down upi. r 
his back by him, and the fick perfon htring up bound about his head w ho ail’d nothing, puttir.g 
a Rick between the forehead and the cloath that bound it, the other railing up his head, fo a> 

'that the fick perfon might, atfirft, think it light, afterwards heavy, pronouncing and mutter- 
ing certain words. After which he begun again, and he who had his head bound up, leaned it 
down very heavy at firft, afterwards more lightly, the fick perfon ftill continuing his prayers 
and imprecations •, none being able to guefs at the myftery of this Caemony. They have nei- 
ther Magiftrate nor Superiour among them j their condition is equal in all things, only he that 
hath moil Children, moil Bows and Arrowsj, and kills moft Wildfowl, is the richeft and molt 
confiderable among them. 

For the colour of thefe people, it might be admir’d that in the coldeft Climate in the World, inhati- 
the Men Ihonld be of an Olive-colour, or rather fwarthy, if what’^'P/inj'faiesbe tru^ diatitw»«?f. , 
is the heat of the Sun that burns the skin, and makes the hair curl, and that cold whitens the^*^^ ^^ 
skin, and makes the hair of an Alh-colour. But we find the contrary by experience not only 
in the people we have fpoken of, hot alfo in thofe vrfio live at the MageSm Streighr, who are*!^, 
white, though as near the Sun as the Negroes cf Afmki The Inhabitants about the Cafe 
good Hefty are black, and yet the zvAhaUms, as alfo the Perpms, who arc in the 75s 

fame decree, are white. The Sthiepims are bne of a duskifli colour, and the Malwares and In- 
habitants of the Ifle of Ce<dw, who ate equally diftant from the Line, are black.

But it is time we return to our Mufeovites , whom we lhall confider, firft, in relation to their 
habit and ftature , then to that of their humour and manner of life. 

_ a They are for the moft part corpulent, fet, and ftrong, and of the fame colour as other £«- 
repaans. They much efteem great beards (when the muftaches hide the mouth) as alfo great 
writes. bellies j fo that thofe who are well fiirnilh’d about the mouth , and have good fat paunches, are 
very confiderable among them. The (jofes, or Great Duke’s Merchants , whom we found in 
the Antichamber, when we were brought to our publick Audience, had been chofen particu- 
larly for thofe two perfections , for the greater honour of their Prince. 

The great Lords fliave their heads 5 perfons of lower condition cut their hair, and Priefis, and 
others belonging to the Church , wear their hair fo long , that it hangs down over their llioul- 
ders to half their backs. Thofe Lords that are out of favour at Court , let their hair grow and 
hang n^ligently about their heads , thereby exprefling their affliction • no doubt after 
the example or the antient Greeks, whom the eA^ufeovitet are apt to imitate in all their 
actions. 


^ ^ The Women are well proportion’d , neither too big , nor too little ; having paflable good fa- 
CCS , but they paint fo palpably , thatifthey laiditon withabruflj, and had a handful of meal 
call in their faces when they had done , they could not disfigure themfelves as much as the paint 
does. But the cullom is fo general , that the moft handfome muft comply, left they fliould 
diftredit the artificial beauty of others ; whereof we faw an example in the wife of Knez^Juaa 
Borij^its Cirk^kiy who was the handfomeft Lady of all Mufetvy , and was loath to fpoil with 
painting , what the reft of her Sex took fo much pains to preferve thereby : but the other Wo- 
men inform’d againft her , and would not be quiet , till their husbands had forc’d that Prince to 
give way that his wife might dawb her face after the ordinary manner. So that painting is fo 
common in Mafeovy , that when any are to be married , the Bridegroom , that is to be , fends 
among other Prefentsfome paint to his Bride, aswefltallfccanonwhenwe come to fpcak of 
their marriages. * 

VArhahh Married Women put up their hair within their Caps or Coifs, but the Maids let theirs 
hang down their backs in two trelTcs , and tye it at the ends with a piece of Crimfon- 
iilk. Children under 10 years of age, as well Girls as Boys, have their hair cut, all except 
two muftaches which are left over the tcmplesj fo that there being no difference in their habits, 
that of their Sex is difeovered only by the brafs or filver Rings, which the Girls wear in their 


ears. 

Their habit is fomewhat like that of the antient Greeks. Their Ihirts are broad , but fo fliorc 
that they harffly cover the thighs. They are not gather’d at the neck, but lin’d with a triangular 
piece &om th^ flioulders to the-reinSjWhich piece is fow’ddown withCrimfon filk.Somehave un- 
der thcArmpits,and in the feams,a fiinge of Glk of the fame coloiir.The more rich have the neck- 
piece , which is an inch broad or better, the end of the fleeves, and the breaft, embroider’d with 
filkoff€veralcolours,andfometimes Gold and precious ft'oncs, and leave open fo much of their 
Waft-coats, that the embroidery and the two great Pearls , or buttons of Silver or Gold,which 
faften chefhirt before , may be feen. Their Breeches are laige , and gather’d towards the waftc, 
fo that they may be made larger or ftreightned , as our Drawers. Upon thefe they wear a kind 
ofWaftcoat , which they call K^m ^ reaching to the knees , with the fleeves 10 long, that 
they cannot thruft their hands through without making many folds upon the arm. The Collar 
of this Waficoat is above half a quarter both in height and bredth, fo that it covers the head 
behind. And becaufe that is very much Icen , the better fort ftice it with Plulh or Satin, Upon 
the Ktftan they wear a clofe Coat , which falls down to the mid-leg , and is called Fens. Thefe 
are adom’^ with cotton 5 and indeed , both the Kaftas and Fern are made of Cotton , Taffeta , 
Damask , or Satin , according to their quality who wear them. VVhen they go abroad they 
put on a Garment that reaches down to their heels, made of a violet colour, or dar^green 
cloath , with btftttms behind , down to the bottom. Thofe of the JFnez. and Sejarcs are made 
ofDamasi^, Sating or other rich ftuffl Ofthi’slaft ^nd are all the deaths t&k$n out of the 
Great Dull’s Wardrobe , for*^ thofe perfons by whom he is attended at publick cere- 
monies. 


Their Fenfy ot HmgreBrus y or clofe Coats, have a very broad Collar, falling down upon 
their Iboulders, with loop-buttons ofGoldan^ Silver, nay fome with embroidery at the o- 
pen places before , and i^ic fides. Thefli^ves are as long as the Coat it felf, but narrow j fo 
that when it is on , they hang down , and have this convenience that they ferve to hide a 
cudgel, or ftones, wherewith they many times furprize and kill thofe, whom they intend 

W^Caps inftead of Hats. The X/ux., !Bcjares,and Minifters 
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have them of bkck-Fox skins, or Sables, half an ell high, when they are prefent at any publick 
Ceremonies J but in their houfes, and about the City, they are of Velvet, lined with the faid^®:>, * 
Furrs but with narrow brims, layd all over with buttons and loops of Gold and Silver, or ^ 
embroider’d with Pearls, The c ommon People, in the Summer time, wear Caps of fome coarfe 
ftufF, and in Winter, of death, lin’d with Sheep skins, or fome ordinary Furr. Their boots 
arefliort, asthofeofthc‘Pak«<^en, and picked towards the toe, and are made of Lea- 
ther or Goats skin brought from Per/M, They have not yet the art of dreffing Spaniih Leather, 
nor the invention of tanning Ox-hides, otherwife than the foies. The Womens fliooes are half 
a quarter high at the heel, fet on with little nails, in fo much that they can hardly go in 

*"^^0 t^Mufeovim Women are habited much after the fame falhion as the Men, fave that their 
HortgrehneSi or Coats, are wider, and of the fame fluff as their Waftcoats. The richer fort 
have them layd over very thick with Gold, Silver, or Silk-Lace, and have buttons and loops of 
the fame fluff, orgeat buttons of Silver or Tinn, tofaflenthem. The fleeves are fo put on, as 
that they may thruft their hands into them, or let them hang down. They wear no K^tans^ 
much lefs ufe thofe high collars, which are thot^htfo ornamental for the Men. Their Smock 
fleeves are four or five ells long, and are fet m little folds upon the arm. The wear very wide 
Caps or Coifs of Efemask, plain or purfled Satin, embroider’d with Gold and Silver, and lined 
with Caftors, the hair whereof does in a manner cover all their forehead. Maids that are mar- 
riageable wear cloaih Caps, lined with Fox-skin. 

Itisnotlongfince. that ftrangers, whether Phyficians, or Merchants, as the French, Fng^ 

U(h fJollMtkrs and Germans, went in Mnfeovtan habits, to avoid the infolence of the people, 

•vho many times took occalion to affruni them, out of no other reafon than the diverfity of their 
cloaths. W the prefent PatriarJi, having obferv’d m a that the Germans who had 

thruft in among the to iee it pals by, betraid a certain irreverence at their Ceremo- 

nies efpecially at the Benediaion he gave the people, vyas incensed thereat, and faid, that thofe 
ftrangers, being not worthy to participate of the Benediaion which was given to the faithful, it 
were fit the Great Duke put out an Ordinance, obliging ftrangers to cloath themfelves according 
to the fafliions of their own Countries. The contempt of any Law is feverely punifli’d in Maf- 
C 9 vy : but the obfervadon of this was fo much the more difficult, in that, for want of Taylors, 
it was alraoftimpofEble for people to gee other cloaths within the time limited by the Ordi- 
nance. Yet were they forc’d to obey, which occafion’d very good fport, in that thofe who 
were fcrvants to the Great Duke, being oblig’d to be every day at the Court, and not daring to 
appear there in Mttfervian habits, they"^ ere forc’d to put on what they could meet withall, and 
to make ufe of thofe cloaths which their Grand-fkthei^ and Great-grand-fathers had worn, 
when the Tyrant John ‘Bt^ikuits forc’d them out ot Livonia, to go and live at Mofem 
fTwas a ftrange fight to fee them all in cloaths that were either too big, or too little, as having 
not been made for them, belidesthat there was no acquaintance at all between Breeches and 
Doublet, or any ciwrefpondence between the age wherein they had been made, and that they 
were then worn in. Ever fince that time every Nation is clad according to their own modes. 

The never change their fafliion, nor can 1 remember any more than one Lord, 

who took a fancy to the French mode. His name is Knez. eJM’ tkita Jotmouits "S^anoH, very 
rich, and of near kin to the Great Duke, who is much uken with hb humour and conveifation. 

This Lord hath a particular affeflion for Strangers, and goes in the French and Fohjh modes in 
his cloaths, efpecially when he goes either into the Country or a-hunring. But the Patriarch, 
whodiflik’dthatfeedominhiro, and was difplcafed alfo with another, which that f*rince took^,*'' 
to fpeak fomewhat flightly of their Reli^on, enjoyn’d him not to fpeak any further of ReE^ 
on. Nothing fo wretched as the cloathing of the Country people. It is of a very CSii.

^iufcovites y tookotf that little inclination I fometirae had to embrace that employment, 
whicti was offer’d me , not fo much upon the accompt of my abilities in AAronomy as , to en- 
gage me to continue m the Countrey , becaufe they knew , that I had cxa^fly obl’erv’d, and 
drawn into a Map the Whole cturfe of the River Wolga, whereof they were unwilling that 
grangers fliould have any knowledge. When I came to zJ^lnfcovy, upon the affairs of the Duke 
of Hoiflein my MaAer , in the year i ^ 43 . 1 (hew’d them upon a W all of an obfeure Cliamber , 
through a little hole I had made in the Ihutter of the window , by the iileans of a piece of glafs 
pol ilrd and cut for Opticks , allwas done in the ifreet, and men walking upon their heads: 
This wrought fuch an etf.£l: in them , that they could never after be otherwifc perfwadtd than 
that I held a correfpondence with the Devil. 

They efleem Phylicians , and Medicine, but will not permit that people Aiould mvike ufe of 
the fame means as is done elfewhere to gain the perftftion of that b’ciem e. They will not fuffer 
thcliody to be opened , that fo the caufes of difeafes may be found out , and they have a Arange 
averlion fdr Skiktom There is to this purpofe a pleafant Aory of a Dutch Surgeon who iiv"'d 
at t^iofeott fome years fince. His name was jQmrin , one much favou^r’d by the Great Duke ^ 
becaufe of his facetious humour , and his experience in the Art he profers’d. It happ.nM one 
day, that tliis good man diverting himfelf in his Chamber, and playing a Leflbn on the Lure,' 
theSrrf/ira, who are fpyirtg up and down every where, drew near ito the place where that 
Mulkk was : but perceiving through a chink , a Sk^Umt hanging behind him , which tlie wind 
coming in at the window caufed co move , they were frightned , and neported , that the Arange'’

Tistruc, The Aifw/tvwfw do not want ingenuity, but they employ their wit fo ill, that 
thy are not any of their aftions is direfted to vertue and the glory which ever attends it. The D,m^j 
ingenuoM Gentleman , who publilh’d the Embafly he was fent upon , into Mufcavy , from Frederk^U. 
rtmtratty. a very true Charafter , in two Lines, when he fays. That they are fub- 

tile, over-reaching, humourous, fclf-will’d, obAinate, infolent, and impudent, that they 
regulate their reafon according to their power, and that they have fliaken hands with all vertues, 
to run themfelves into all manner of vice. 

. Their induAry and fubtilty is chiefly feen in their Traffick , in which there is no craft or cheat 
Imc they make ufe of , rather to circumvent others , than co prevent being deceiv’d themfelves. 
1 to fee them fell Cloath at three Crowns and a half the Ell , which they had bought 

ofth^JEeig^atfour , and yet I was told they made a good profit tihtreby; for buying the 
Ckiaijk at afivfeWe months time for payment , and fejtog it for ready money , though at a low-

fin, in tfirir dealings , Wurprize %ofe Who Tade with them , giving this reafon , that the 
MerchaJiP is kb afafee his stdvsiit^e of the Wk tod^induAry God hath bellow’d on him , or ne- 
vefmeddle with Traffick. AbCbr^Mfo'tttiypiWciple, A ceftainiJjKtcb Merchant having noto- 
rioufiy over-reach’d CeyttaTtMafeovites-, 'JhgfeGwtlemep Were fo far from being troubled a}: 
it , that they fpake of him , as of an excellent ingenuous man , and defir’d they might go pailfr- 
nersrwith him , o«r of ahope they conceiv’d , that he would difeover fome great fecret to wmh 
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And whereas cheating cannot be cKerciVd without treachery, lying* anddiftruft, which are -ttfyC 
its conftant attendants , they are marvellonfly well vers’d in thefe qualities , as alfo in the Le- 
ftares of Calumny , which they commonly make ufe of againft thofe on whom they would' be e fyars 
revenged for theft , which among them is the moft enormous of all Crimes, and the moft fe- 
verclypunilh’d. To this end, they are fo ciinning , as to pawn at, or get fecredy convey’d 
into their Lodgings, whom they would accufe^ thofe things which they would have believed 
were ftollen from them , or they thruft them into their Enemies Boots • for in them the Mujee- 
mtet, commonly carry their money and Letters. T o make fome ^rovifion againtt thefe abuiis , 
the Great Duke made an Edift in the year 1634. enjoyning that for the future , allProraifes qt 
O bligations , whether for borrovying of money or pawning ; though it were betwefn Bathed 
and bon, Ihould be fet down in wriEing,and fign’d by both parties, elfc the debt to be loft. Here- 
tofore , cfpecially in the Reign of the Tyrant John Bafilemtt , there needed no more to procure 
a naan’s death or banifliment , thantoaccufehimof High-Treafon , without any Procefs, E- 
vidcncc , or Defence allow’d , all that were charged being punifh’d , without any diftinftion 
of Sex, Age, or Qaality. Calumnies, and falfe fuggeftions were fo common under tlat 
Prince, that mat^ ftrangers , even publick perfons , many times fell into thofe misfortunes, 
the Xyram never regarding their Charafter as Ambaffadois, nor that of the Princes by whom 
they were fent. Hebanilh’d, into Siherta ^ theEmperours Arabalfadour, and caus’d him to 
be fo ill-treated , that the poor man rcfolv’d at laft to change his Religion , hoping by his Apo- 
ftacy to alleviate his mifery. The Great Duke Mtchtel Federottits , fhew’d no more reipeft 
for the late King of France , when he fent the Marquefife of F.xtdml into Siberia^ where, 
by the Artifices of his Colleguc , James , he was a Prifoner 3 years , as we have menti- 

’ oned elfewhere. 

Tothispurpofe, tJ^artinTaar^ Paftw of 2\(vsn/4, who liv’d at under the reign of xpkafm 

the Great Duke told us this ftory. The Great Duke being troubled with xht^Jry, 

Gout caus’d to be proclaim’d, that whoever could give him any eafe fliould have very great re- 
wards. The wife of a certain ’Sojare, exafperated by the iD ufage flie had receiv’d from her 
husband, went and inform’d, that the 'Sajare had an excellent remedy for'the Gout j but had 
fo little- affeftion for his Majefty, that he would not communicate it. They fent for the man, 
who was not a little aftonilh’d when he underftood the caufe of his difgrace ; but what excufes 
foever he made, all was attributed to his malice. He was whipp’d, even to bloud, and caft in 
Prifon, where he could not forbear breaking out into paflion, and faying, that he faw wdl 
•enough.it was his wife had put that trick upon him, and that he would be'rcvcne'd on her. The 
Great Duke imagining thefe menaces proceeded from the trouble it was to him mt his wife had 
revealed what he would have kept fecret, ordered him to be whipp’d more crueOy than the tifnc 
before, and fent one to tell him, that if he did not apply his remedy, he Ihould prepare himfelf 
for prefent death. The poor fellow perceiving his d^ru^tion unavoidable, faidarlaft, that he 
knew indeed a remedy, but doubting of its certainty, he durft not try it on his Majefty j yet if 
they would allow him fifteen dayes to prepare it, he would apply it. Having that time grant- 
ed him, he fent to two dayes journey from upon the River Occa, whence 

he had brought him a Wagon full of all forts of Herbs, good and bad, and therewith prepar’d a 
Bath for the Great Duke, who thereupon grew fomewhat better. For whether it were that the 
Difeafr was declining, or that amobg lb many Hdttis of all forts, there were fome good for Ws 
Difeafe, he had fome eafe. Then were they confirm’d in the opinion they had before, that the 
Etyarea.denyal to apply his remedy proceeded from his malice, whereupon he had a more crael 
whipping than the two former times, and there was given him a prefent of four huadwid 
Crowns, together with eighteen Peafants to be his flaves ; with a ftrifl charge, not to escet- 
tain any animofity againft his wife, who made this advantage thereby, that, c^'cr 
liv’d very lovingly together. 

Bat now they proceed with more fcaution, and no man is condemn’d withoot ah oStaft infor- 
mation ot the Crime laid to his charge. And for the utter taking away of afi ealtomy, theAc- 
cnlfermnft be content to endure the Torture fieft- and-if, while he is in the Torment, he 
liftinhis'accufation, theaccufedperfonta^fopmtoit, nay, nSany times he is condemn’d wijfe' 
out fo nradh as bemg heard. We faw j#waoaple thfe in the wife of olie of the Great Du^s ,

The fierceneisofall other Nations, fome excepted, ai^ues fomething of Spirit and 

Generofity ; but the opinion the Mufiovkts have of themfclves and their abilities, is fottiflj 
grofs, and impertinent •, and the pride and, vain glory of thofe who are ever fo little advanc’d in 
Honours or Eftates, is infupportaWe. , They dphlbleTt not, but all their behaviour, words 
and aftions, difcover what they really are. this principle they ground the fond conceit 

they have of the greatnefs, power, and wealth of their Prince, whom they preferr before all the 
otherMonarchs ot ^“wope.Thence it is alfo, that they would nor have other Princes affume thofe 
qiul ties which may denote their competition with him. They fottiflily and infolenrly command 
Ambafladors to be uncover’d firft, and by force take all advantages over them imagining it 
were a great injury to themfelves and their Prince, to treat Strangers with any civility. Private 
perfons write and Ipeak in unhandfome terms, but fuch as give the lefs offence, in that they bear 
with the fame treatment from others. Tis true, they begin to learn a litje civility 0 nce they 
became fenfible of the advantages arifing to them from the Commerce they have with Strangers 
and there are forae life them with difcretion : but of thefe there are yeryfew and excepting 
Nikiu^ whomwehavefpokenof, and two or three more, it would be hard to find as manv 
others that deferve this commendation. , , , ^ 

Nor have they any more complyance one for another, than they have difence for flrangers* 
tor inftead ot being civil one to another, they tkke place, and all other advantages, one of ano- 
thw. When we were at iV»yi»(w;o^flrod, the Chancellor’s Steward coming to 1 ^ us the Am- 
bauadors invited him to Dinner . but when they were to fit down, the would cake place 
of him, which begat a conteftatjon concerning their quality.

Whore’s fpn and dog were the mildeft of their terms for half an hour 
and better, and that without any refpea for the Ambafladors, who were at iaft ibri’d to tell ' 
them, that they ha.l invited them to be merry, and not to be troubled with their conteffe. and 
entreated them, at that time, to eat and drink, and to take fome other, to decide their dirferen, 
ces. They took their advice, and grew fuch good friends, as if the entertainment had been aol 
ptimted for their reconciliation, vyhichfeera’d to be very fincere in their Wine which aerJT 
ding to their cuftbme made them kindly drunk. „ ■ > > - 

They are all much given to quarrelling, info much that in the ftreets they will rail at and 
abufe one another like Filh- Wives, and that with fuch animofity, that thofe who are no’t ac- 
quainted with their humour think they wiU not part without fighting ; fet they feldome come 
to thofe extremities, or if they fight, it is with their fifts, orfwitchcs, and the height of their 
rage is kicking, as much as they an, in the belly and about the Tides. Twas never yet known 
that any fought with Sword or Piftoi, or that they are fenfible of that gallantry 

wherein many would unjuftly place tnKcourage. The greaiXbrds, Knez. and ^aW fight on 
horfe-back, but the weapon is a good Whip, and fo they foon decide what differences £*»«« 
between them, ' . ,4 ?^ 

. When they quarrel, they forbear curfing, Wing and blafpheroing, but rhI « o^iotber 
thekex- Jfl fuch bitter and horrid expreflipns, as no fountry being able to parallel them, ’ris but difere- 
^rejsiam tion to forbear defiling this relation therewith. The language of Faihcis and Mothers to their 
Children, and of the Children to them again, is fuch as cannot be yiqaefs’d without herrour 
much beyond what the moft debauch’d perfons elfewhere are guilty of. Some years fila the 
Great Duke prohibited thefe infolcnces upon pain of whipping, and theMagifirate was order- 
ed to fend Strelits and Serjeants among the people to furptife Offenders, .and to fee them .imme 
diately punifii’d.

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, , There is nothing poHte in their converfation ; on the contrary, they are not afliam’d to yawn, j ^5^ 
belch, and ftretchthemfelves , where ever they are , their belching being the mote offenfive , ^ 

by reafon of the abundance of Onions and Garlick they ufe in all theit meat , which make theit 
breaths ftrong ppugh , without thofc exaltations. This they are fo accuftom’d to , that they 
flick not to do it in any company , the Great Duke’s prefence only excepted. 

They do not apply thecnfelves to the fltidy of any Art or Science , nor inqniie into the affairs xai ad- 
of other Countries , and confequently never difeourfc of any fuch thing : bnt it were well on the iiSd w 
other fide, if they could forbear talking of their uneJeannefles and brutalities, which they 
make their divertifement in their debauches. I fpeak not of the Entenainments of Great Lords, 
but of the ordinary company keeping oftlw M/tJeovites , where all their difeourfe is of the ab- 
hominations which they themfelves have done , or fecn committed by others j making oftenta- 
tion of the crimes which here would be expiated by fire , and the memory thereof buried in their 
allies. But as they are wholly given up to all licentionfnefs, even to fins againft Nature, not 
only with Men, but alfij with Beads, hewhocantellmoflftoriesof that kind , andflt them 
out in moft geftures , is accompted the braveft Mm. Their Fidlers put them into Songs , and 
their Mountebanks make publick reprefentations of them , and flick not to fliew their Breeches , 
and fometimes afl they have to their Speflators. Thofewho lead Bears about, Juglersj and 
Puppet-pift'yfets , who ereft a Stage in a moment , by the means of a coverlet , whieh , being 
ty’d about tKeir wafl , is brought over their heads , and within it fhow their Puppets , repre- 
fenting their brutalities, andfodomies, make fport to the Children , who are thereby induc’d 
to quit all fentiraents of fhame and honefty. 

Nay thefe are quire difearded by tht Mufeovitei. The poflnres of their dancing , and 
folence of their W omen , are infallible marks of their bad inclmations. We have feen at 
to» both Men and W omen come out of the publick Brothell-houfes ftark naked , and incite fome 
young people of our retinue to naughtineis by filthy and lafcivious expreflions. Idlenefs, which 
is the Mother of all Vices , and feeras to have been beftow’d on thefe Wbarous people as their 
portion , is that which makes them run into thefe excefles , whereto their drunkennefs does al- 
fo contribute j in as much as being naturally inclin'd to luxury , when they are once got into 
their Wine they mind nothing elle. / have to this purpofe a ftoty , which the Great Duke’s 
Interpreter told me when we were at ’’Jsl^ogorod". how that in the faid City , there is an anni- 
verfary devotion , to which come abundance of Pilgrims. He who is allow’d to keep a tipling- 
houfe, gets a permiffi on from the Metropolitan, *0 pitch feveral Tents, for the accommoda- 
tion of the Pilgrims of both Sexes , who are fure to be there betimes in the morning before fer- 
vice, andto take off fome Cups of flxong-water. Nay fbme of them infiead of minding their 
devotionsVpendtheday in drinking, whence arife fuch ftrangediforders, thath# told me, fie 
faw a Woman got fo drunk there, that coming out of the Tent Ihe felldown; and fell afleep, 
naked as (he was , intheflreet, in the day time. Which mveoccafion to ^ Mttfeovite , who 
was alfo drunk, to lye down by her , and, havingmadeufeofher , to fall alfo afleep in i^ht- 
of mtoy people , who having made a ring about them , only laught at the pofture they were in, 
till at laft an old man , conceiving a horrour at the fpeftacle , covet’d them with his own gar- 
ment. 

There’s no placd in the World where drunkennefs is more common than in Mtfeovy. All, of 
all conditions , Ecclefiafticks and Laicks, Men|||d Women, Old and Young, will drink 
flfoi^-watcratany time, before, at, and after their meals. They call it and 

fail not to o&r of it to thofe who vifit them . The lowdft fort of people , Peafants and Slaves , 
refbfe not the Cups wluch are given them by fome perfon of Quality , but will drink of it^l 
they lye down , and many times dye in the place. Nay their Great ones are not ^ free frbm* this 
vke , as for example , the ^tufeovion Ambal&dor , fent to Charles Ring of Sweden , ifrflihe 
year' i tfo8. who, forgetting his quality and the affairs bis Mafter ted entri^ed him w«h i took 
&iauch flrong-water the night before he was to have audience , that the next day betag found 
dead in his bed , they were forc’d to carry him to his Grave , inflead of condofting him to Au- 
dience. . • ' 


'The meaner fort of people think it not enough to Iky in thcf'lipln^-.houle till they have not a 
Cofec left m their purfcs , but manytiawftpawn rticir deaths there even to their fliirts , Which id 
no mmre than what is feen dayly durii^ our aboad at Mofiou. Being lodg’d at LtSeckzhottSk , 
as I went to "i^gvo^ored , in my Voyage to jMafeovy in 1 643. I faw coming out of an Ale-hwrfu 
not fiir thence^ieveral of thofe Drunkatdsjfome withdut Caps,others without Shoes oc'StO^ii^ 
fome without Waftcoats, and only their Shirts. One I took notice of above ihereft 

without basKeftofi, and in his Shirt, bnt mcet’mga friend by thei|iWay^S8K.«V 
T^te^jjpfe, he went bkok with hhn, and came not out agiin till he ted 
to him j "and ask*d him what he had done with his 
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houfe, whence 1 faw him come prefetttly ^fteatward naked as an Mmke, coverirg his privy . 
parts with a handful of flowers, which he had taken up at ihe door, and fo went very jocundly 
to his own houfe. 

Being in the fame City of ^Slwegorod at the time of our fecond Embaify, I faw a Prieft com- 
ing out of the Tipling-houfe, Who cotDing% our judging would needs give the benediftion to 
tic Stnltts, who flood Sentinel at the^iOor . bgSls JWifted up his hands, going to make the 
inclination ufed in that Ceremony, the head, ffa^twkh the vapours of the Wine, was fo 
heavy, that weighing down the whole body, the P<3|)e fell down in the dirt. Om Smlits took 
him up with much refpedi, and receiv’d his daggied benedifiion » it being, it feeins, a thing ve- 
ry ordinary among them. 

The Great Duke Michael Federoms, who was a fober perfon, arid hated drunkennefs, con- 
fidering with himfelf that it was impoffible abfolutely to prevent thofe escefles, made in his 
tljmefeveraldrdersfor the moderating of them, caufing the Tipling-houfes to be Ihut up, and 
prohibiting the felling of ftrong- water or Hydroitiel without his permifSon, and that thofe {da- 
ces where they were lold, Ihould fell only by the Quart and Pint, and not by Cups. This had 
feme efFe<ft, in that there was no more Aiamites feen in the ftreeis, but hindred not their being 
ftrew’d with Drunkards , the Neighbours and fuch of their friends, «shad a delign to be merry, 
fending to the Tavern for feverai Pottles of Strong- water, which rjhcy woai| be fure to turn off 
ere they parted. 

. The women are no 1^ given to drink than the men. I faw a pleafkht example of it at Nar~ 
-va, in the houfe where 1 lodg’d, whither many i^litfeovia»vionitn came one day to' their hus- 
bands, fate down with them, andtookofftheirCupsasfmartly as they did. The men being 
got drunk, would have gone home, but the women thought it not yet urac to draw off, though 
invited thereto by a good number of boxes o’th’ear, and got their husbands to fit down i^in,. 
and to drink roundly as before, till fuch time as that the men being fall^ down afleep upaa the 
ground, the women fate upon them, as uponi^enches, anddrunkontiHtbey alfo wcieforc’dto 
lye down by them. ^ 

James de Cekgm, at vVhoTe houfe Hodg’d at told me he had feen fuch another Co- 

medy athis Wedding j at which, the Mafeovites havii^.given their Wives agood banging, &tc 
down ^tlrunk with them,' till that being lay’d on the ground, the Women fate upon them, 
dad^ew fo drunk, till at lafl they lay doVvn among them. 

"iobacco was heretofore fo common thcre,,that it was generally taken, both in fmoakand 
powder.

.T1t«-p»verfediipofitfon«ftfce the bafenefs of their educaaonj ipid the' fiavery

They arc naturally fo much inclin’d to idlenels, that it were impoffible to bring them to take 
any pains, but by the Whip and the Cudgel, which yet they areiwf: much troubled at, as 
beinghardencdtoblows, by the cuftom which the younger fort have to meet on Holy-dayes, 
andtodivertthemfelvesby cuffing or fighting withflaves, neverbeing angry at what happens.

Asforflaves, their number is not regulated, fomc Lords have ab<we a hand^ of them jn^. . 
their Country-houfes and Farms, Thofe they entertam for tl»ck fervicc in the City j do not 4^ 
et in their houfes , but have board- wages, their allowance fofmaU, that it is as much as th^, 
can do to live upon it. And this is one of the chiefeft caufes of the many diforders and mifehiefe 
done at ejifafcou j there palTmg hardly anight but violences and murthers Sre committed. Gtsat 
Lords and rich Merchants have a Guard in their Courts, who watch all n^ht, and are oblig’d 
coexprefs their vigilance , by the noife they make upon boards with a flick, much after the 
manner of playing upon the Timbrels, which done,they give as many knocks as the Clock hath 
ftruck hours. But thefe Guards watching many Mes more for the advantage of houfe-breaker$ , 
than that of their Mafters, there is none ufed now, andnofervant-is taken into ahonfe, bwi 
upon good City-fecurity for his truth. ♦ . , 

This ^eat number ofllaves makes it unfafe to walk the ftreets of Mofeou, in. the ni^t ijpaa 
un-arm’d and without Company. We had the experience of it in fome of our fervawf 
feveral occafions. Our Mafter-Cook , who had been employ’d at a perfon’s of quality 
the AmbalTddors had Dined , was kill’d as he came home in the night } which misforjiijae faap- 
pai'd alfo to the Steward belonging to the Suedifi Ambafiador , Sftrmg. The Ljestpiiant , vvho 
had commanded our and Scotch Muskencss, in our Voyage wto in like 

HKifflier kill’d in the night , havit^ been with forae others at the Wedditg of a german Mer-> 
chants daughter. And as there palled no night airaoft withot^ miwjhec , fo thefe difyrders in-j 
creas’d towards great Feftivals , efpecMilly on flelh days , which they call Maffouttxjy. On ^ 
Jkfastin’sBn^ we counted fifteen dead bodies in the Court of a place where theyi^

At Hay-making time, the road between Mofco» and Tuere is very dangerous to travel, by 
rcafon of the great number of flavcs employ’d in that work, making their advantage of a Moun- 
tain whence they difcover thofe that pafs, whom they rob and kill, without any reparation to 
he expefted from their Mailers, who, not idlowing their flavcs what to fubfiftupon, are forc’d 
to connive at their Crimes. 

Matters difpofe of their flaves, as they do of any other moveable . nay, a father may fell his 
fon, and alienate him, for bis own advantage. But the ^JMufcovms have this piece of vain- 
glory, chat not only they feldom come to thofe extremities, but alfo had rather fee their Chil- 
dren ftarve at home, than fuffer them to go out any where to fervice. ’Tis only debt that fomc- 
tiraes engages them to make over their Children to their Creditors, the Boyes at ten, the Girls, 
at eight Crowns, a year, the Children being no lefs oblig’d to fatisfie the debt, than their fa* 
thers, as alfo to endure that cruel treatment, which defperate debtors are to expedl, or to fell 
themfelves to their Creditors. 

The fubjeilion in which they are bom, and the grofs feeding they have even from their in- 
good Soldi- fancy, at which time ih^y are taught to be content with any thing, makes them very good Soul- 
diers, and fuch as would do very great fervices under ftrange Commanders. For though the Mi- 
litary Difcipline of the Rtmmt allow’d not the lifting of Haves in their Legions, yet does it not 
follow, hut thittbt Mufeovttes, who are all fuch, maybe advantageoully employ’d in War, 
this being certain of them, thscihey are excellent good in a beiieg’d place, and will maintain it 
to the utmoft extremity. Ofthiswchave an example at Notebmrg^ where two men made 
their capitulation in the year i f/ 9. The T?oles, who had belieg’d the Caftle of SmkslSf fet it a 
fire as they were giving the aflault ; yet the A^ufeovites made good the breach and mahitain’d 
it, even when the fire reach’d their Cloaths. At the fiege of the Abbey of 7 adis, in Livofiuty 
they held out till they became foweakned for want of Provilions, that they were not able to 
keep Guard, nor to meet the Snedes at the Gate. 

They arc not indeed fo fortunate in the field, and very feldom gain’d any battel againft the 
Telesox SuedeSy their Neighbours, who have alwayes almoft had the better of them, fo that it 
prov’d a harder matter to purfue them, than to avoid their blows. But certain it is withall, that 
thefe misfortunes happen to them through the want of experience and condufl: in their Generals, 
rather than of courage in their Soldiei s. 

n* Siege For as to the difgrace the receiv’d at the Siege of SmeUmks, in the year 

cfSmcr- it is to be alcribed to the Generals perfidtoufnefs, who paid his Mafler for his imprudence in put- 
lens^o, ting the command of his Army into the hands of a Stranger. He was a Telandery named Her- 

ntiittSchemy Whotocurryfivour with the Duke, had been fo low- fpirited as to receive re-bap- 
tization. The Army he Commanded, confifted of above a hundred thoufand men, among whom 
were above 6000. OermaaSy and fevetal M»fcovia» Regiments exercifed according to the ^er- 
man difcipline, and commanded by ftrange Officers, French, GermanSy and Scow, three hun- 
dred pieces of Cannon, and all other things requifite to canyon the Siege agaioft that place, 
which the Tales bid taken forae time before from the Adafcovites.The reduflion dfit had been fo 
much the cafier, in that the Gity is compafs’d but with one Ample wall, without ditch, or any 
kind of fortification. Whence it came, ihittbe^Germans, who had made a reafonable breach 
in it, propos’d to have it carried at the firft aflault. But the General oppos’d it, faying. That 
he would never fuffir, it Ihould be reproach’d to the Prince his Mafter, that he had rais’d fo 
vaft an Army to befiege a place, which a handful of (jennans would have taken in fo few dayes, 
and then prefently to disband it. The Colonels that were Strangers, on the other fide, confi- 
detjmg that the Great Duke’s reputation would fuffer by that Siege, and the Army it felf be de- 
if it were not employ’d, refoiv'd to give the aflault, and were in a manner Matters of the 
breach* wbtatheGeneial commanding the great Guns to be difeharg’d at them, they were 
foroM They complain’d of that procedure, fofiir as to make feme dfleoveries of 

their dlfixvflfo£hts fidelity 5 but he fent them word, that if they kept not within the refpeft due 
to their Gendtiiil, he ftiould fitjd a way to chaftife them, and that he would treat them as Mufea- 
vites. So thano^dwngBjfflidie any further attempt, the Army continu’d there fome time 
without doing any ttite'-and gsaVe thte King of Palaiid time enough to get toother a fmall body 
ofyobo.men, who poSefe’d themfelves of all the avenues, by which the ^idafeomes receiv’d 
their provifions, fcwstfaac within afew dayes their Army was more ftraightly befieg'd than the 
City it fetf. It hao been eafy for rfie Majeovian General to jurevent the Tdes from taking up 
thofe polls, but he gave them^hE leafifire fo to fractify themfelves in them, that it had been im- 
poffible for him to. force them in their quarter^ evenifhe had attempted it. The Mafeavian 
Army being induc’d to this extremity, the General, to hinder it from ftarving, was forc’d eo 
With the ‘PoUs-y to come in with the whole Army at mercy, and, with all that 
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lArtiDery, toleavehoftagesfor thcranfomcofall the Officers and Soldiers, which the Great j < 2 ^* 
Dake was oblig’d to pay. The General was fo impudent as td return to and ihew * ^ 

himfelfat Court, where he had friends enough toprotedl him, notwithftanding the charges put 
in againp - him by the Officers and Soldiers : but the people exprefs’d thcmfelves fo mov’d at his 
treachery, that to prevent an infurreftion, which tbreatned both City and State, they were 
forc’d to execute him publickly in the market-place. 

Moft ofthe great Ones had a finger in his Treafon, but left he might accufe any, they per- 
fwaded him that he (hould not be ftartled at thofe proceedings, that it was only by way of pa- 

f eant, to give the people fome ftttisfaftion, and tlut, before execution, his pardon would be 
ronght him. Which he the more eafily credited, for that his changing Religion had gain’d 
him the aieftion and favour of the Patriarch. But he had no fooner layd his head upon the 
block, ere a fign was made to the Executioner to ftrike it off. The fame day was executed alfo 
his Sod, who had forae command under his Father at the Siege of Smolemko. He was brought 
into the open place before the Oiftlc, where he was ftripp’d ftark naked, and whipp’d to 
death. All the reft of his kindred were banilh’d into Stberitt. This execution happened in Jme^ 

The M»fc 9 Vites fpend not much in houfe-keeping, nor the Bojares, as welt as thofe of a low- 
erconitition. It is not above thirty years, that their Lords and chiefeft Merchants have built 
their houfes of ftone : for before they were no better lodg’d than the meaner fort, in very poor 
wooden buildings. Their houfliold-ftuffare fuitable to their Lodgings, and commonly confift 
only in three or four pots, and as many wooden or earthen diihes. Some have pewter, but vc- 
jeyfew, andunlefsitbe fomefewdrinkingcups, andgobelets, thereisnotany offilver. They 
know not what fcowring means, in fo much that the Great Duke’s plate looks little better than 
the Tavern-pots, which are made clean but once a year. The better fort hang their rooms 
but with mat 5 and to fet them oat yet a little better, they have only two or three Images 
wretchedly painted. They have few feather-beds, but arc content with mattreffes, nay with 
chaff or ftraw, and if not that to be had, they lye upon their cloatbs, which in Summer they 
lay upon a bench, or table; in the Winter, upon their ftoves, which are flat, as in Livomtt. 

In this Country it is that Mafter and Miftrefs, Men and Maids, are (huffled all together into the 
fame room ; nay in fome places in the Country, I have feen the Poultry, the Pigs, had or- 
dinarily the fame Lodgii^ with the Mafters of the houfe, 

Tl\cy are not acquainted with our delicate meats and fawces. Thck ordinary food is coarfe 
Meal, Tutneps, Colcworth, and Cowcumbers, both 6efli and pickled Tbea: great delicacy'*^* 
isSalt-fifli, which being not well faked, infe^ the places near i^ ifechatyov may fmeff their 
Elh-markct at a great diftance. They cannot want Beef and MUttoil, thete being good pafturcs 
all over e^ufeovy, and the Forefts breed fuch abundance of Swine, that they muft needs be ve- 
ry cheap: but to avoid expence, as alfofor that their year hath more fefHiig dayes than fleflt 
dayes, th^ are fo accuftom'd to Filh and Pulfe, that they care not for flefli. Add to this, that 
their continual fafis have taught them fo many wayes to drefs their Fifli, Herbs, and Pulfe, 
that a man may well forbear thofe dilhes of meat which are much efteemed elfewherc. We laid, 
how tHkt the Great Duke wiUing to entertain us from his own Table, Cent us above forty dilhes, 
moft of Pulfe and Herbs. Among ocher things they make a fort of Pies, which they call Fira- 
gHtn^ about the bimefs and fidhion of a twopenny Loaf. TTicy fill the cruft with Fifli or minc’d 
meat, with ChiboTs and a little Pepper, andfiy themin aPanwith Butter, and in Lent with 
Oil. 'Tis no ill difli, and may be called the Btfcj^iu of thofe pans: 

The fpawn of Filh, efpecially that of Stmgeon, they order thus. They take off the skm, ve- 
ry neatly, and then fait them. Having been in fait fome eig^t or ten dayes, and by rhatskeans 
reduc’d as it were to a pafte, they cutitimofmallllices, putting Onions and PcHitf tO them, 
and they are eaten with Oil and Vinegar like a Salad. It eats much better, if, mfteadof Vine- 
gar, y (w put the juice Citron. Yet to love this kind of Sallade, a man be accuftoraed 
CO it, ehong^ they think it excites appetite and fortifies Nature. The call it Jk^

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I ✓ / then another row of Barrels, covering them with flxaw and planks, which are inflead of a vault 
to them ; for their Cellars are not covered. 

The care not much for nor French Wines, dunking them not ftrong 

enough ; but they love Hydromel, which they order with Cherries, Straw-berries, Miilberrie^ 
or Rafp-berries. That they make with Rafp- berries is the mofl pleafant of any. To make it 
well, theyputtheRafp-berriesa-foakinginfairwater fortwo or three nights, till the water 
hath got their tafte and colour. Into this water they put forae of the pureli: Honey , allowing 
toeverypoundofHony three or four of water, as they would have t^he Hydromel ftrong or 
finall. They put into it a Toaft dipp’d in the dre^ of Beer , which is taken out as foon as the 
Hydromel begins to work , left, continu'd longer , it fliould give it an ill tafte. If they defire it 
fliould be long a- working, they put it into fome warm place; butifitbefor prefent drinking' 
they put it in a cool place , where it foon gives over working , ^ then is taken off the Lees to 
befpent. To better the tafte of it, they put in a little bag of Cinnamon, and grains ofPara- 
dife, with fome few Cloves. Some inftead of feir water , fteepthe Rafp-berries 24 hours in 
common Aquavitas , which gives the Hydromel an excellent taft. 

Common Hydromel is made of the Honey-combs , which they beat in warm- water , ftirring 
it much , and after it hath refted leven or eight hours , they clfeinfc it through a Sieve \ boyl it 
feum it , and without any more ado expofe it to fale. ^ ’ 

ik txftn- Perfons of Quality difeover themfelves by their retinue and expence, which yet is not fo great 
fMo/Pw- as might be imagin’d. For though they have fometimes ja. 60. -or more Slaves about them 
their ftables weU fomifli’d , and make great feafts well fupply 'd with Meat, and all forts of Beer* 
wjne , Hydromel , and Strong-water , yet all comes from their Country-houfes and Dairies* 
fo as that they buy but very little. Their entertainments are fo many baits to draw in Prefents 
which they expeftofthofe that are not oftheir own quality, info much that they deerly buy 
the honour which the Knex. and *Bo]*res do them upon foch occafions. Strange Merchants know 
well enough what that honour is to coft them , and delire it not , but to gain the fkvour of the 
Great ones, whofe countenance they ftand in need of. The are fure to malcf two or 

three of thefe cntcriainments yearly in their Governments. 
vdxbigbtfi The greateft honour a thinks he can do his friend, is to let him fee his Wife to

Having dined with him , he made me withdraw into another Chamber , where he told me, that 
he could not make a greater expreffion of the refpcdb he had forme, nor a greater aclinow- 
Jedgment of the obligation he had'to his Highnefs , than to fliew me his Wife.

Thofe who may 
go out of the Country, and are permitted to Traffick into Ttrfut, ‘Fohmd^ Smden^ and (^ermany, 
carry thither SMes ; and other furs, Bax, hemp, and R»(/ic{-leather. 

Tradefmen find it not hard to gain a fubfiftence for their femilies , by rcafon of the plenty of 
all manner of Provifions. They are very handy, andeafily imitate any thing they fee done, 
though they are not fo rich in inventions as the Germans and other SuropMns j for 1 have feen 
fome ofthfiir carv'd works as well done as the beft in fothat ftrai^ers who are not

come out of the ftoves , naked as the back of a man’s hand , both men and women , and go into 
the cold water,* or caufe it to be poured upon them, and, in Winter, how they wallow in 
the Snow. Some ofour young men would often walk before thefe publick ftoves, to fee the' 
feveral poftures of the women that came out , and diverted themfelves in the water, and were 
lb far from being afliam’d, that they would talk wantonly with them , and were not trouWed 
when any of oui people came into the water to them. And this we faw not only in Mafeavy, - 
W alfo in , where the Inhabitants, efpedally theB»A*»rferj, who are fetled there, 

going out of thefe ftoves, in the coldeft of Winter , run into the Snow , and rub their bodies 
•with it, as if it were Soap, then return into the ftoves to take the advantage of a more moderate 
beat; and all this fo as that this change of contrary qualities does not any way prejudice theit 
health. The reafon then of it muft be Cuftom , in as muph as being thus ufed from their Child- 
hood , and that habit being as it were converted into a fecond nature , they are indifferently en- 
ured to both.heat and cold. 

, AtTs^arvavichdA^Mufcovian boysofabontS, p,orio. yearsofage, whoiti we employ’d 
about the Kitchio. Thefe would ftand half an hour together barefoot upon the Ice, like fama* 
nyGeefe, in the depth of Winter ,■ and never complain of cold. The ftoves belonging to the 
Germans , who live in Mafeovj and laojonia , ate very fumptuous , and it is no lefs plealant ba- 
thing in them. The floor is ftrew’d with Pine leaves beaten to powder, all forts of Herbs and 
Flowers, which raife a very fweetfmell, asalfothc Ly which they make very odoriferous. 
Along the Walls are feats , or benches , upon which a man lies to fweat' and be rubh’ff, fome 
higher than others , that one may take fuch a degree of heat as he pleafes and they are all co- 
ver’d with cleart Iheets , and pillows fiiU’d with Hay. Every one hath a Servant-maid, who ha* 
ving only her fmock on , rubs, wafhes, and wipes him , ahd what elfe is requifite. As (he comes 
in, fheprefents you on a Trencher, with fome Radilhllic’d, with a little Salt, and if you are 
known in the houfe, the Mifirefs her felfor her Daughter will prefent you with a certain com- 
pofition , confifting of Wine and Bcer,m which will be fome bread crum’d, Citron fiiced,Sugfir 
and Nutmeg. When this civility is omitted, it argues the Maftcr of the houfe hath no ^at 
refpedl for his Gueft. After bathing a man is put into a bed,then rifes to eat fomething, and ha- 
ving eaten goes to bed again to fleep. 

The Mufeovttes are of a healthy and ftrong conftttution , long liv’d, and feldomlitk; which 
when they are , their ordinary remedies , even in burning Feavers , is only Garlick and Stjtoi^ 
waters. Perfons of quality make ufe of Phyficians , though but within thefe few yeats < ai^wf 
perfwaded that remedies may do them good. • ^ 

Fornication is very common among them , and yet they permit not publick ftdv^ vSttiltt'ni- 
vers other Chrijiian Princes not only permit , but anthorife , and h»(re SoadVaiita^e ■

For they bring up their daughters in ve- 
ry private Chambers f efpeciallyperfonsofqualityj where they keep them lock’d up, fo as 
that the Bridegroom does not fee his Bride tilUhe is brought into his Chamber. ‘And thus it 
comes topafs, that he whothinks he hath married a handfom Maid, hath feme crooked piece 
put upon him 5 nay, inftead of the Mans Dai^hter he was to have , fome kinfwoman or fervant- 
maid is titrull upon him j of which 1 have fevcral examples. So that it is not to be wondred at 
that matrimonial difeontents are fo frequent among them. ^ * 

When theii Great Lords, and !2oj4r«difpofeoftheir Children in marriage ^ there is 

appointed on the Bride-groom’s fidt a Woman, whom they call buacha, and another on the 
Brides , who joyntly take order for the Nuptials* That on the Brides part , goes upon the 
Wedding-day to the Bridegroom’s Lodgings , and there makes ready the Nuptial bed. She is 
attended by above a hundred men fervants , who are «ll clad in Hon^elines , or long Coats, and 
carry on their heads, the things neceffary for the Bed and Chamber, where the newMar- 
. ryed couple are to lye. The Bed is made upon forty Iheaves of Rye, w'hich the young 
II man caufes to be rank’d in order , and compafs’d about with feveral Barrels full of Wheat. Bar- 
ley, and Oats. * 

All things being ready, the young man goes from his own houfe late in the evening, accom- 
pany’dbyallhisKinred, having before him, onhorf-back, thePrieft, by whom he is to be 
married. At his Bride’s door, he meets with all her friends, who receive him and his retinue 
and prefs them to fit down at a Table. Three diflies of meat are ferv’d up, but no body eats 0 ^ 
them, and there is left at the upper end of the Table a place for the Bridegroom t but while he 
is talking with the Bride’s friends, a young Lad firs down in it, and will not be gotten thence till 
the Bridegroom hath made him fo many Prefents, that he is content to give him the place. The 
Bndegroom having taken his place, the Bride is brought in moft richly Clad, having a Veil 
over her face. She is feated by the Bridegroom, but to prevent their feeing one another, they 
arefeparatedbyapieceofCrimfonXaffata, which is held up by two young Lads while they 
arefet. This done, thaBride’s5<Mch/* comes to her. Paints her, tyesupher hairin two knots, 
puts the Crown on her nead, and dreffes her in all things like a married woman. The Crown 
is of leaves of Gold, or Silver Gilt, beaten very thin, lined with fome filk fluff, and towards 
the Ears, it hath five or fix rows of great Pearls, which fall down on her breaft. The Robe, or 
tipper Garment, thefleeveswhereof areanEll and ahalfwidc, is embroider’d with Gold and 
Pearls at the extremities, clpeciallyatthcneck, which is three fingers broad, and lb heightned 
with Embroidery, that it looks more like a Da^ Collar than any thing eHe^ and this land of 
Robte’^ouBts to above a thoufand Growns. The heels of their (hooe% as well of thofc that 
arebettoath’d, as ofmdftofthc other women and maids, are above half a foot high, fo that 
being as it were a-tip-to^ they have much ado to ftand. The other Smeha Paints the Bride- 
groom, and in the mean time, thewomengacup onbeAches and fings feveral fooli& fongs. 
After this cmne in two young men richly Cad, carrying ktween them upon a Bm a very huge 
Cheeft, and fome Loaves, there hanging from the Becrfeveihl Martins skins. Tt<e*Bie is 
%ooghtin on the Bride’s part, and the Prief^ having bleffcd them, fends them to Church. At 
iaCt there is fet on the Table a great Silver- bafin, fill’d with little pieces of Satin and Taffata 
aboutfuchabignefiaswetefittomake little purfes of, little fquarc faeces of Silver, Hops^ 
Barley, and Oats ^ all raixt together. The having cover’d dift&idcs face again, takes 
certain handfuls out of the Bafin, and calls them among the corcjpmiy, who in the mean Tim e

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as if they would force bef away from her husband, but fee keeps fo clofe to him, that all their 
endeavours prove fruitlefs* The Marriage-Ceremonies being thus over, the Btide is put into 
her Sledge, which is encompafs’d with Ijx Torches, or Wax-candles, and the Bridegroom gets 
on horfe-back to return to his own houfe, where the Wedding is kept. 

Asfoonasthey are come thither, tho'Syidegroom, hiskindredandfriendsfitdoWnataTa- 
ble well furmfe’d with Meat, but the Wotnen carry the Bride to her Chnmber, take off hed 
deaths, and lay her a-bed. That done, tfiey make the Bridegroom rife from the Table, and 
fix or eight young men, carrying each a Torch in his hand, condufthim to the Qiamber. As 
they come in, they put the Torches into the barrels full of Wheat and Barley, and quit the 
room. They are each of them prefented with two Martins skins. The Bride perceiving the 
Bridegroom coming, gets out of bed, gets on a morning Gown lin’d with Martins skins, meets 
him, and receives him Very fubmiffively, doing him reverence with a low inclination of the 
head 5 and this is the full time that he lees the Bride’s face. They fit down together at a Ta- 
ble, and, among other Meat, there is brought them a roafted fowl, which fee !3ridegrooin 
puDs afurtder, calling away over his feoulders that pan which comes off firft, whether it be 
wing or leg, and eating the other. Having eaten, the young Couple go to bed, and all with- 
draw, faveonlyoneoftheoldfervants of the houfe, who walks before the Chamber-door, 
while the kindred and friends are bulled about all manner of charms, which they think may be 
advantageous to the New-married Couple. 

This fervant coming ever and anon to the door, asks whether the bufinefs be done. As foon 
as the bridegroom anlwers that it is, the Trumpets and Timbrels which only expeil the word, 
arc plaid upon, and make an excellent noife, till loch time as the ftoves are made ready, whertf 
the Ncw-mamed-couple bath themfelvcs, but apart. They are walli’d with water, Hydromel 
and Wine, and the bride fends to the Bridegroom a feirt, embroider’d with Gold and Pearls at 
the collar and extremities, and a rich habit. The two nextdayes are fpent in entertainments, 
dancing, and other divertifements, the Women making their advantage of the opportunity, 
while their husbands are drunk, to the lofs of their honours . 

Citizens, and perfons of meaner condition arc married with lefs Ceremonie. f he night be-*' 
fore the Weddii^ the your^ Man fends to his intended bride feme cloaths, a forc’d Coif, a 
pair of buskins, aGi^net with certain Jewels, abagfornighteloaths, a Comb and a Lpok- 
ing-glafe. The next day, thePtieftisfenifor, who comes with a little Sivet Crofr, amPis 
brought in by two young Lads carrying Wax-candles l^hced* As he enters fhe houfe, he gives 
the benediftion with his Croft, firll, to the two Lads^ then to thoft that are invited. Then the 
young Couple are fet at Table, the two- Lads holding a piece of Taffata between them; but 
when the SK^rlnedreires the brides head, a Looking-glals is brought, and the young Cou^ile 
joyning their cheeks, look and fmile one upon the other. The two Suacha’s in the mean time 
call hops upon them ; which done^ they are led to Church, where the Ceremonies ate fee fafee 
as for perfons of quality. 

As loon as the Weddmg is over, the Woinen mnlt refolve to live a retir’d life, and not 
out of the houfe but very feldom, receiving the vifits of their kindred and friends oftenfer

^ It is not to be much wondred that they are fo hardly treated by their husbands , for they have 
M^co^ ^«wd tongues , are given to Wine , and will not let flip the opportunity to pleafure a friend. 6o 
wtesheat that having all thefe three excellent qualities , they Cannot take much unkindly the cudgelings, 
tbeh wves which they from time to time receive from their husbands : but they take comfort from the ex* 
ample of their friends and neighbours , who, behaving themfelves after -the fame manner, arc 
accordingly no better treated. Yet can I not believe , what 'Barclay fays in his Icon Ammomm^ 
That the MufeovimWotatn are not perfwaded their husbands love them, if they are not beaten 
by themj at leaft I can fay this , I never met with any who were glad when they were beaten. 
They have the fame paflions and inclinations as other Women have. They are fenfiblc of good 
andoadufage, and it is not likely they fliould take the effefts of anger and dilpleafure for cx- 
preflions of kindnefs and friendlhip. 

It is poffiblefomefoolilh Woman might tell her husband fo in jeft , or that one diftrafted 
might defire to be beaten , fuch as Ihe of whom Betrtjtts^ in his Chronicle of zAInfcovy^ fpeaks 
of, who having lived many years in good correfpondence with her husband (who was an /w- 
Ua» , as he fays , though the Baron of Haber liiin affirms he was a german , and by profeffion , 
a Black-fmith , named Jordan ) told him one day , that flic could not believe he loved her, fince 
he had not yet beaten her. The husband willing to aCfure her of his real affieftion gave her a good 
cudgelling , and perceiving flie took a certain pleafure in it , made nfe of that excrcife fo often , 
till at laft Ihe died. But were it granted that this is but a ftory , as it feems to be no other , yet 
ought we not to judge of all the Mafeovian women by this particular example. 

/Uulwy. They think , that Adultry is notcommitted but when one man marries another mans wife : 
what ever elfe may be done amounts but to fornication , and when a married roan is taken in it, 
his punilhmcFit is whipping, and feme days imprifonment, or haplyheisfcntcnc’dtolive feme 
time on bread and water. Then he is fet at liberty , and may refent the complaints made by his 
wife againfl: him upon that occafion. A husband who can convince his wife of a milcairiage of 
this nature, may have her ihav’d, andputincoa Monaftery. Thofe who are weary of their 
wives, often make ufe of this pretence, accufetheir wives of Adultery , and fuborn falfe wit- 
neffes , upon whofe depofitions they are condemn’d, without being heard. Religions Wo- 
men are fent to her lodgings , who put her into their habit , lliave her , and carry her away by 
force into the Monaftery , whence Ore never comes out, having once.fuffer’d the Razour to 
come upon her head. 

The moft ordinary caufe of divorce ; at leaft the mofi planfible pretence , is devotion. They 
fay , love God better than their wives , when an humour takes them to go into a Monafte- 
tyt wrach they do without their confent, or making any provifion for the children they have 
ftad bi^ceji them. And yet this kind of retirii® out of the W orld is fo much approv’d among 
theta * ( though St. P4«I fays that fuch are Worfe than Heathens and Infidels ) that if the woman 
marry a^n , they make no difficulty to conferr Priefthood on this new Profelite , thoi^ be- 
fore he had been but a Tayler, or Shoemaker. Barrennefs is alfo another caufe of dn^^'kt 
Mafeovyt for he who hath no children by his wife may put her into a Monaftery, and marry 
again within fix weeks. 

The Great Dukes themfelves make ufc of this freedom , when they haye <»ily Daughters. Tis 
true , the Great Duke Be^ did not put his Wife Salome into a MonaIBe|:y , and marry Helene , 
daughter to Jdfchael Limki , aTolander, but upon his having no Children one and twenty 
years aftcrjnarriage ; but it is alfo true ; that, fome few days smor, Ilie was brought to bed of 
a Son , and yet fte was forc’d to continue there , becaufe lhe.had been fliave4»

They go not to Church the day they have dealt with a Woman, till they have walh’d them- 
felves, and chang'd their Ihirts. Thofethafr^re more devout go not into it at all, but fay their 
prayers at the door. Priefts are permitted t(^.fome into the Church the fame day, provided they 
have walh’d themfclvcs above and below thfetiavil, but dare not approach the Altar. The wo-, 
men are accompted more impure than the mefl, and therefore they ordmarily ftay at the Church- 
door all fervice time. He who lies with hSs wife in Lent may not Communicate that year 5 and 
ifaPrieft commit that offence, he is fulpended for a year : but if one that pretends to Prieft- 
hood be fo unhappy as to &11 into i^ he can never recover himfelf, but muff q^uit his preten-j 
lion. 


Their remedy againft this kind of uncleannefs is rather bathing than repentance, which is the 
reafon they ufe the former upon all occafions. Demetrm, who perfonated the fon of the Great 
DukeJohwjS^/ZSwwf#, who had been kill’d long before at Vghts^ never bath’d himfelf, upon 
whidi the ii^i^covkes fufpefted him to be a feanger. For perceiving he would not make ufe 
of a bath made ready for him eight dayes after his maniage, they conceiv’d a horror againft him, 
as a Pleathen and profane perfon, fought divers other pretences, fetuponhimintheCaftlc,and 
kill'd him the 1 9. day after his Wedding, as we (hall (hew hereafter. 

jTThe politick Government of Mufeevy is Mtnmhicd and deffotied. The Great Duke is the ^ "h 
hereditary Soveraign of it, andfoabfolute, thatnoXsea^or Lord in all his Dominions, 
thinks it an honour to alfume the quality of his Majefties (jolop, or flave. No Mafter hath more w, 
power over his Haves, than the Great Duke hath over his Subjefts, what condition or quality ' 
foever they be of. So that Mufeovy may be nnmbred among thofe States, whereof Jrifiotk 
fpeaks, when he fayes there is a kind of ij^omrchy among the Barbarians which comes near 
Tyrrfwwj. For fince there is no other difference between a legitimate Government and Tyranny,' 
than that, in the one, the welfare of the Subjefts is of greateftconftderation, in the other, the 
particular profit and advantage of the Prince, we muft allow, that Mufeovy inclines much to 
tXyranny. W e faid before, that the greateft Lords think it not below them to put their names 
in the daninutive ; nor is it long fince that for a fmall matter, they were whipt, like Haves, but 
now their leffer mifearriages are punifli’d with two or three dayes imprifonment. 

They give their Soveraign the quality of that is Great Lord, as alfo that of octroi 

CxAsuf, and his Czaarick. Since the Mufeavites came to underftand, that we call 

JKdyfer, who is the moft eminent among the Christian Princes of Suropef and that that word ^ 
comes from his proper name} who turn’d the Topular ftate of Kme into a Monarchy, they 
would have it believ’d, that their word CzMtr, hath the fame fignification and etymologie. * 

Whence it is that they would alfo imitate the Emperours of Oerw<®»y in their great feal, whiAiSeciasIl* 
had a Spread-Eagle, hut the wings not fo large as the Imperial Eagle’s, having on the breaft, in 4 rm^ f t 
an Efcutcheon, one on horf-back fighting with a Dr^on, reprefenting the Archangel St. 
chael, or rather St. George. The three Crowns, which are above and between the Eagle’s headsjj 
fignmt Mufeo^, and the two Kingdoms of exd ABrachan, The Tyrant 

’B^fihuits firft ufed thefe Arms, as willing to be thought defeended from the antient "Spyum Em- 
perours. The Great Dukes Interpreters, and the Germans, who live at ^Mofeou, call him in 
their langu^e Kayfar, that is to fay, Cafar or Emperour. But it is certain, the word Cxmt 
fignifies King, which m^ be feen in their Bible, where the Mufeovites, fpeakate of and 
his SuccelTors, Kii^sof zadifrael, they call them The<^eat DoKe'is injdeed 

KingineffeA, fince other Princes flick not to treat him with the word the title of 

Great Duke being much below what that great Prince deferves. Nor accordingly does be take 
the quality of Great Duke, when he affumes Knez,, but that m Qtand Seig- 
neur, as well as the Emperour of the with whom he may he paiaM'd, not only in r^' 

fpe£tof the extent of his Empire, but alfo by reafon of the aofolute power he hath over his 
Subjcifts. *

Yet are we not to attribute to the prefent time what may be read in the Baron of Heberfieh^ 
Taulnsjovim mAGtt^nia^ concerning the violent and tyrannical Government of the Great 
Intake: for they writ during the reign of Jflhs whofe Scepter was of Iron, and his 

Government more cruel and violent than that of any Prince mentioned in Hiftory. But the 
Great Duke that now is, is a very mild Prince, one that, accordmg to his Father’s example, in- 
ftead of impoverifhing his Subjefts, relieves them, and sufows films of money out of his Exche- 
quer, tofetupthofewhomabadycar, or forae other misfortune hath ruin’d. Nay, he hath 
the goodnefs to provide for fuch as are banifti’d into for thdr •Crimes, allowmg to per- 

fons oi quality, money-, finding employment for thofe that are capable of it} and difpofing 
Soldiers into forae place where they have Penfions or ordinary pay during life. So that what is 
moftinfupportable to them, when they arc out of favour, is, rfiat they have not the honours 
ftethebnght eyes if his Czaarkk Maitfy. For, were it not for that, this is become fo mild 
apunifoment^ that many fiave, in their exile, got that wealth, which they could not have ho- 
pM before. 

2 *« Great When wc faid the ftate of t^ufeovy was iJ^rouarchied ; we prefuppofc that the Prince is a

and inviolable. 

He only aeates Mj^dilrates , and depofes them , ejefts them, and orders them to be ptmilh’d, 
with fuch abfolute power , that we may fay of the Great Duke , what the Prophet Daniel fays, 
of the Kit^ of , That, he put tedei^h whom he would ^ and faved whom he would. He 

appoints Govemours and Lieutenants for the Provinces, for the dilpofal of the antient Demefn, 
and Adrainifiration of Juftice, who have, joyned with them, a 23e<^, or Secretary.* and 
thefetakeO^nizance of all matters, give final and abfolute judgement in allcaufcs, aiidcaufe 
their feuteoces to be put in execution, w itbout any appeal. 

And in this the (Srea^Duke follows the advice of the bell: Politicians , who are fo for from 
chatiges aBovrii^afurvivanCTtaGoflrernments, that they would have a Soveraign, f that it might be 
in his power to pumfli the mifiarriages committed by great ones in their Governments, and 
?*we»t their making intrigues to fettle thcmfelvcs in the Provinces ) to change the Govemours 
three Ixom three years to three years. 

)tm. He alone hadi the power to make War andPeace with other Princes. For thon^ he takes 
the advice his JC»ez. and yet does he not always follow it, but makes them know,

ijip. The Great Duke coins no Gold, unlefsitbe, that to perpetuate the memory of fome 
gread advantage gain’d againft his enemies ^ he hath fome Medals caft , to be afterwaids 
prefented to Officers that are Strangers , or to be fcattered among the Soiddiers of the viftori- 
ous Army. 

He only levies Taxes and impofitions, and fsegulates them according to his pleafnre, fo as 
that he takes five in the hundred upon all Merchandizes , upon the Frontiers of his Dominions , 
both coming and going out. t 

It is his prerogative to fend Ambafladors , to the Emferour , the Kings of Folaad, CDenma/^, Mufcovi-u^ 
Sueden, and other Princes his Neighbours. Thefe Minifters are either Weltkot Pefol , Grand . 

Courtiers, or , Envoys. Heretofore, efpecially inthe nmeof they^®'*”* 

treated Stiangers , even the publick Minifters of Princes , with much difrefpeft • but now it is 
otherwife. Ambaffadors are entertain’d with great avility ; and their charges^ defray’d from 
the day of their entrance into the Great Duke’s Dominions , to that of their departure thence ; 
they are treated aj great feafts, and have very rich Prefen ts beftow’d on them. Whence it comes, 
that other JSjwwpiftOT Princes make no difficulty to fend their Ambafladors thither, nay fome 
have their ordinary Refidents there , as the Kings of England and Sweden. All the Prefents 
made by the Great Duke confift in Furrs , and he never fends any folemn Embafly , but it car- 
ries fuch as are very confiderable for the Prince to whom it is fent. Thofe which the Gieac Duke 
EcedorJtMnomtsknt, inthe year i ypj. to the Emperour Rodolfhll, were very remarkable, 
which amounted to above a Million of Livers, or i ocooo. fterl. wz,. onethoufand and three 
ZimtUfs ( which we have faid clfewhere, makes twenty pair , and in worth about 
Crowns in Mufeovy ) of Sables , five hundred and xmexe&TtZmmers of ordinary Martins , fix-"^ 
fcorc black-Fox-skins , three bundled thirty feven thoufand ordinary Fox-skins, three thou- 
l^d Beavers, a thoufand Wolf- skins , and fixty four Elk's-skins. The ^opmeki make no 
Prefent from the Great Duke , but upon their own account they do , as baits to draw in others, 
and if they are not given them , they will have the boldnefs to ask for them. They defray fo- 
reign Ambafladors , not only as to provifions , but alfo provide for the carriage of them, and 
what ever they bring 4 and there are upon the Road appointed ftages for the accommodation of 
their trayelling, where the Peafants are oblig’d to be ready with a certain number of Horfes, 
and tocomeupon the firft order fent them. Nor is this done with 
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done with any grievance to thofe Pea- 
idesafalary of do Crowns 4 ». duly paid them, they have land enough al- 


low’d them for their fubliftence. They are freed from Taxes , and all other Charges, and have 
the allowance of fome z/€lntts every journey they make. By this means we travell’d from No- 
mgorod to Mefcon^ above 120. leagues , infix or feven days, and m the Winter in 

four or five. ’Tistrue, the Houfes where the Ambafladors are lodg’d, are fo poorly furnifli’d , 
that unlefs a man will be content to ly on the ground or upon a bench, he rauft brii^ a Bed with 
him: but the A/a/ctfww themfelves are no better accomodated. Heretofore they ftiut up the 
Ambafladors and their retinue in their lodgings , kept them in as Prifoners , and fet Sentinels at 
the door to hinder them from coming out ; or if they permitted fome of their people to goe a- 
broad into the (Sity , they were accompany’d by who obferved all ttor afrions: but 

now they are kept in only till the firft Audience , and in the mean they are vifited and entertain’d 
by two Frifitfs , whofe office it is , to fee them fupply’d with all things neceflary. Thefe take 
occafion to ask the Ambafladors , what the defign of their Embafly is , as alfo to inform them- 
felves whether they have any Prefents for the Great Duke, and in what they confift, nQt for- 
getting to ask whether they have alfo any for them. As foon as the Ambafladors have delivaed 
in their Prefents , the Great Duke caufes them to be valu’d by perfons that know their worrti. 
Heretofore , .the Ambafladork were entertain’d , after their firft pubhek Audience , in j^e Great 
Duke’s Chamber , at his own Table 5 bur fome years fince this enftom was abplj&’d, and they 
fend , to their Loi^ii^s , the Meat defign’d for their treatment. All AncdiaflMors who bring 
Prefi^ thither, receive others tor themfclves and their retinue ; nay they give Prefents to 
Gentlemen who come thither as Envoys , and to all thofe that bring but fo much as a Lett« 
from a foreki Prince. ITo make a fuller difcovery of the Political Government of Mufioiiy , it 
will not be mtich from our purpofe, byafliortdigrelfion , to give an account of what hath 
pafe’d there within this three hundred years. i 

The Great Duke &onof 3 «/ 7 /», came to the Crown very yputJg,

by hita o» all forts of perfons , throi^ his whole reign. They are fo horrid , that mvo? ma&foty <f 
other Tyeantdid the like 4 hrhstPauUttJoviHSj a Buliop, might forbosn, 
that tndMe of a Good and Devamt Chnfiim 4 finfc that i^^y 
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_✓ ✓ execute the Bunftions of Monks and Priefts; but he abus’d both God and Men, and had not 
1030. jfcjjtiments of humanity, fo far was he from having any of piety. He had feven lawful wives, 
and by the firft , two fons , fn/m and Fcedir , that is , John and Theo^e. Being once very an- 
gry with the elder , he ftruck him over the head with a Ihff hoop’d with iron at the end , fo as 
that within five days after he died of it. f^'hadby the lift, Demetrim, and dy’d the 28 of 
March iy84. feeling at his death fcfiiepatt'i^lhoTe afHiftions, which an infinite number of 
innocent perfons had fuffered throng his mean&: ' 

Foidorjtmomtr^ noweldellby hisBrother’sdeath , was crown’d the laft of the fame, 
year. He was 22 years ofage when he fucceeded his Father, but had fo little underftanding 
that, being not fit for affairs, the adminiftration thereof, with the Regency of the whole 
Kingdom was conferr’d on Hfgh-Stcward of yWayco'uy , and Brother in law to 

the Great Duke. Salomon Henning ^ in his Chronicle of Livonia, fays, that this Feeder was 
fofimple, that he could find himfelf no greater divertifement than tolling of the Bells before 
Service. 

On the contrary, knew fo well how to^anfwer the good opinion conceived of 

him , and to infinuate himfelf into the affeiftion of the people , that fome ftuck not to fay, that, 
ifGodlhouIdbepleafedtodifpofeotherwifeofthetwo hereihtar^ Princes, it was not to be 
doubted, but they would call in him, who gave fo many demonfetions <a an excellent con- 
duft. During the regency, Boris, perceiving that was the ijdofcjiikely to ftand in 

his way , refolv’d to remove him out of it. This young Prince was but nine years old, brought 
upinthe City ofiy^fiw, whither a Gentleman belonging to Rew went , and kiU’d him with 
his own hands. But inftcad of receiving the great reward he expefted for his pains, Boris caus’d 
him and all the Complices to be kill’d as foon as they were return’d to tMofeou, By this exe-*. 
tmtionoftheMurtherers, he, for fome time, kept undifeovered the true Author of die mur- 
ther; but, to prevent the people from conceiving him any way engag’d in it, by giving them a 
greater caufe or afili£fion, he caus’d feveralhoufcs to be feta-fire, andfoconfum'd a great part 
of the City} while, onthe other fide, he ordered the Caftle of to be demoSli’^ and 
banifti’d the Inhaintants, as if had countenanc’d the murther, and iheltred the ist)jtherers% 
ThewcaknefsoffadorJiMiKwiM, fenfible, though of notlui^cife, yet of his own weahntfs, 
left; the matu^aneot of ail affairs, to "Saris, who was in effeft what the other had ordy the 
imne ap^pearance of, yet didhe not think it fit to be over- forward, but let fome years pafs 
on, after wluch, Feeder M fuddenly fick, in the year 1 5^7. and died without chiidreni,, Wmg 
reigned twelve years. 

SorisGu- jSvw Was prwenily look’d upon. He, to divert the popular }eaIoufie,.was fo crafty, as, in 
dsrou. appearance, to refufe the Royal D^iiy, and, as we have faid before, to fty into a Moftaftery, 
while his Election to the Dukedom was, according to his fecret hiftru^lions, prefs’d by fome 
ftiends, by whofe opportunity he feem’d to be overcome, and to accept the Ofown, . . 

In the reign c£'S«ris happened a very remarkaWe thin^ through the impofture of a 
“Wi^wMonk, named GriskgVtrsfoja, bo»i at Gereflau, m a Nobleftoufe, but not very rich, one 
that had been thruft into a Monaftory for his ddbauebes, and lew’d life. He' was a very hand- 
ftnnep^en, and had an excellent Wit, which qualities an old Monk of the ftme Slbiitaftery 
inadehi?advitac^eof, to put this Impoftoriwo the World, and advance faiai to the Throne. 
The better to carsy on his defign, he made him leave the Monaftery, and^ go -into Lithuania, 
"wdicre he was entertain’d by a Great Lord, named jidm Wefnev/esski, into whofe favour he in 
a fhortinfinuated himfelf, by his ingenuity, andtheconftancyofhtsi^ices.' One day his Mar 
ftcr being angry with him, call'd him or Son of a Whore, and ftruck him. Grisk^ 

making his advantage of that dilgrace, fell a wcephg, and told his Maftcfj^ that if he knew who 
lie was, he would not call him Son or a Whore, nor treat him in that manncr» The cimofity of 
the Pel^ Lord was fo great^ as to prefs Gresk^ to tell him who he was. The lo^ftor made an- 
iwer, that he was lavwul Son to the Great Duke John S^ouks, that Berk ^ndenott won}d have 
mtKiher’d him, but the misfortune fell upon a Prieft’s Son very like him, whom his friends bad 
in his place, while he vvas convey’d away. He thereupon Ihews a golden Crofsbei^ 
wiriipeetj^ftones, which he faid was hung about his neck at his Baptifm. Adding that the 
fear of ftibg||li|to the hands of had kq>c him from difeovering himfelf dll t^. 

Upon n^dhlctaffshaiafelfat hft Lords feet, and intreats him to take him into his protei^dn, 
eiiiivenii^ his rdfljftoo fo many orcumtoces, and his a^ons with fo much Chew -Ve- 
rity, that hisMafter, perfwadedtefpokenotbing bat truth, iramcdiacely furnilh’ddMm with 
Cloaths, Horfes, andatt^anceliiefitta^the^atHefsofaPjaaGeof that quality#, The noife 
of it fpreads over all the Country, &ids c^itevery whee^ SBjd the pfefump^ grows fo much 
the ftronger, by reafon the GreatOnkeSsr*! grat &m of mony, to any that 

fhould bring in that counterfeit jPentetrim sljye Vliis MaJ^r, not {hltding him fafe at 

hishoufe, fends him into vvhetehek tecdv’ibysfyeiWl^rvedeoiSandmira, who 

mifeshimafufficicntaffiftancetoreftorehim tohisThrone, upon condition he would tol^^ 
.ftie Smms Catholick Religion in Mnfcovj, as foon as lie h,ad fttled himfelf in the 
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thereof. Vmetrm not only accepted of that condition, bat, being fecretly inftrufted, chang’d 
his Religion, and promifed to marry the Weymde’s Daughter, as foon as he Ihould be efta- 
bliih’d. The hope offo advantageous an allyance, and the zeal tbelTs^Wf had for his Religi- 
on, engag’d him to employ his credit and friends, by whofemeanshegot together aconfidera- 
ble Army, enter’d Mufcovy, and declared a Wm againft the Great Duke. He took in feveral 
Cities, debauch’d and corrupted moft of the Officers employ’d by Rom againft him, and grew 
fo profperous, that the grief "Boris conceived thereat ftrnck him fo to the heart, that he died of 
iCyji^r.iy idoy. The Knex.3.viABajarcs, Vthovieseax Mofesis^ immediatily caufed his Son 
Fesdor Borifouits toheaovmedy though very young ; butrefle^ngon the continual fuccefs ofFo^dorBo^ 
Vemetnus’s Aansy their minds chang’d, and deriving, from his viftories, an ill prefage againft ^ 
the new Great Duke, they conclu^d, that he rauft be the true Dmetrms, the lawful Son of 
John Bottoms, and that' they did ill to take up arms againft their natural Sovereign. It was no 
hard matter to inlinuate this into the people, whoprefently cry’d. Lave Demetrius, true Heir 
of the Kingdom, md my his Snemies ferijh. Whereupon they ran to the Caftle, feis’d upon 
the young Great Duke, imprifon’d him, ranfacked, mifufed, and forc’d away all the kindred 
and friends oi Boris ^tidenots, and af ffie fame time fent to in treat Demetrius to come as foon as 
he pleas’d, and take poCfeflion of the Kingdom of his .^ceftors. Theyalfo begg’d his pardon 
for what they had done through ignorance, upon the inftigation of Boris, affured him of their 
affeftion and obedience, and as a pledge of their fidelity, they profer’d to pur into his hands the 
deceafed Duke’s Son, his Mother, and all his Family, to be difpofed of as he fliould think it. 

Upon thefe overtures Demetrius fent a Deak^ or Secretary named Juan Bogdanou, with order 
to ftrangle the Mother and Son, and to give out that they were poifon’d. Which was accor- 
»ditMly executed the lo. of June i6oy. in the fecond moneth of the reign of Feeder Bo-

The I d. of the fame moneth, Demetrius came to Mofeeu, with his Army, which ftrangely a couutetz 
encreafed as he came along. The whole City went out to meet him, and made him Prefents. 

]He was Crown’d the a i . of July, with extrtordinary Ceremonies. And that there might be no 
queftionmade or the lawfiilnefs of his birth, he fent for the Mother of the true Demetrius^ 
whom Boris Gudenou aad (hut up in a Monallery, at a great diftance from Mofeou. He went to 
meet her with a Koble retinue of Courtiers, lodg’d her in the Caftle, where he caufed her to 
be treated with all magnificence, vifitii^ her every day, and doing her all the honour a Mother 
could expeft from a Son. The good Lady knew well enough, that Demetrius, her Son, had 
been kill’d, but Ihe cunningly diuembled it, as w^ out of the refentment (he had againft the 
memory of Gudemu, and the fear (be was in to be ill-treated by this counterfeit Demetri- 
us, as for that ffie was not a little pleas’d to fee her felf fo much honour’d, and enjoy the fwcet- 
nefs of a happy life, after the mifeties and affii^ons ihe had endured in the Monaftery, iince her 


Son’s death. _ J 

But when the Mufeovites found his manner of life different from that of the Great Dukes his jconCpi-: 
predeceffors, that hcyvasrefolv’d to marry a Komm Catholick^, the Weymde of SmdomiriKsracy^i- 
daughter, and ranfack’d the Treafuries of the Kingdom to fumiffi her according to the advance- gawfi th 
ment (he expefted, they began to miftruft him, and to perceive they had been miftaken. One of 
the principal nsmed Fi^li Zuskif was the firft that offer’d to fpeak of it to feme other 
Lords, as well Ecclefiaftical as Secular, and toremonftratetothem the danger whereto both*^*'**' 
the State and Relij^on were expos’d, , by the AJliance which that Counterfeit intended to malfe 
with a ftrange woman, and ofa contra^ Religion - adding, that, ofncceflity, he was an Im- 
poftor, and a lewd perfon. Upon this it was rcTolv’d he ihould be difpatch’d out of the way : 
but the Gonfpiracy being difeover’d, and taken, Demetrius got him featenc’d to death, 
but fent him a pardon upon the point of execution, hoping by that mildnefs, to gain the aflfeifti- 
on the e^fufeavites. Accordingly aU was quiet till the day of jiis marriage, which was the 
S*it£jHay,i6o6. The Bride being arriv’d, with a great number of Teles j Armed, and in a 
capaefty to become Mailers of the City, the t0Ldfedvites began to <^en their eyes . Zuski got 
£0 his own honfe, feveral LOtez, and Bejares, propos’d to their coaii^eration rfie preftnt State of 
AffiinS^'the unavoidable ruineofbotb State and Religion, andji profer'd, for the prefervatioa 
thereof mice more to expofe his perfon aid life. They ga^e him thanks, and promis'd to alEft 
him viitb. then; Perfons and Eftates, when there ihould be an opportunity to put their deiign in 
■execution. 'They had a fair one the laft day of the Nuptial folemnity, which was the ninth af- 
tec the Wedding, and the ly.ofefl'Lay. "The Great Duke aqd his Company being got drunk 
andtafleep, theAi^cwtff caufed all the Bells in the City to be rung, as they are wont in caie, 
of fire, to give an Alarm, whereupon they immediately put themfelves into Arms, and fet 
ontheQyftl^ where, having defeated the Peii/b Guards, and forc’d the Gates, th^ edUK 
the Great! Dukes Oumbier, who thought to avoid prefent death by leapinjZ oo&at a win^||V 
to the Coori, % hcpqto fave himfelf among the Guards, which were 
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j 626 » or no, to which having anfwer’d, that he was not , and thatflie never had but onc'Son, 
^ who had been unfortunately murther’d , they fliot the Counterfeit ‘JDemetrws in the head with 
a Piftol . They imprifon’d the pretended Great Dntchefs , with her Father and Brother , as al- 
^wz>T’ fotheTo/z/foAmbaiTador. The Ladies ^d Gentlewomen were abus’d and deflour’d , andabo\e 
ustoww. men kill’d, among whom were inany Jewellers, Merchants, who had abundance of 

Jewels about them. Dtmetrim's body was Hxipp’d, and dragg’d to the place before the Caftle, 
where it lay expos’d for three whole days. Af&Vhich they buried it , but it was immediate- 
ly taken up again , < to be burnt , and reduc’d to albes. 

This confpiracy thus fucceeding , the iI 4 «yt:cWM chofc into the place oVDmetritis , Knez 
Zoski ^aJiloHits Znski i the Ring-leader of the Enterprife, who was Crown’d i. ido6. But he 
made ^^s no fooner got into the Throne , ere another Impoftor difputed the pofle/Ron of it. His name 
Duy Gregori Schacofski , vvho at the pillaging of the Caftle , having found the Seals of the 

j (econi ' Kingdom , fell into a League with two tolauden , and made a ftiirt to go into ‘Zealand. He made 
Jmuifett ufe olf the fame invention as his Predeceffor , and took the name of Dmetrius, giving out, where 
Demem- became, thathehadefcap’d the Maflkcre , inthenigbtt^c , that they had kill’d another in 
his ftead , and that he was going into Poland to raife ano^r Army , to punifli the Mafeovttes 
for their infidelity and ingratitude. 

AtUti il^out the fame time ftarted up another inthe City oft^T/oyco/i. He was Clerk 

impsii>r.\ to one ofthe Secretaries of State, got into the field, made ufe ofthe fame impofture as the two 
others , and found abetters , by whofe afliftance he became Matter of many great Cities. This 
occafion’d many other diforders , which the countenanc’d out of their refeniment of 
the affront they had receiv’d from the ufeovnes. The events of the W ar , occalioned there- 
by, prov'd fo fatal and unhappy , that the quarrell'd at , and look’d upom 

him as the foie caufe of all their misfortunes. They faid , his Government was unjutt , becaufe 
unfortunate, and that there mutt needs be fomething fatal in his perfon, when viftory feem’d 
to ibun him , to fide with his Enemies. Three Mufeovian Lords , Znechary Liffonow , Mi- 
chael Molfantckj, and Juan Kefef ski ^ were the firft that amus'd the people with thefe reports, 
and perceiving thw were well receiv’d among them , proceeded in their defign , depriv’d Zns- 
ki of his Dimity , (nut trim up in a Monaftery , and had him lhaved. 

Upon this , the iGvez> and Bojares , to avoid the jealoufie , which the Ele£fion might raife aJ 
mor^thcmfelves, refolv’d to toke in a forein Prince. The Polanders Mil countenanc'd the fe- 
cond Dewetriut , fo frir as that they forc’d the former’s Widow to acknowledge him for her 
husband, and expected fatisfa^tton for the affront they had received at at the marri- 

age of Dormrim , fo that the Mufeovites willing to fatisfic the Polandtrs , and not finding any 
Ukdite Prince near them fo well qualified as eldeftfonto Sigifnmd^g of 'Boland, fent 
to the King, his frther , to defire , that he might accept of the &own of t^nfeovy. The King 
(holen ■ confentedi but theTreatyagceed upon, among other Claufes, had this, that John Se^ms 
Cziar of Zftski Ojould be taken out of the Monaftery , and , with Lome other Lords of his Kinred, fcould 
Mufeovy. be put into the hands of the King of PolM, who kept them, a long time, Prifoners at Smo- 
knsks , where ZmH , at laft, died, and his body was bmied near the High-way ,betwe<:n Thorn 
and Warfavf. StaniUm SoS^usks was, in the mean time , advanc’d with his Army to the very

Maffaaed with him. But news coming of the conclufion of the Treaty , they laid down their 
Arms, and had order, in the Prince’s name, to receive homage from the Mitfco-

were content , and , having taken the Oath of Allegiance , they reciprocally adminiftred it to 
him, andpennittedhim, withathoufandTo/ej , toenterthe Saftle, and to keep a Garri- 
fon there. The reft ofthe Army flay’d without the City, not doing any thing at which the 
Mafeovites might conceive any jealoufie. On the contrary , there was much kindnefs (hewn on 
botihlidcs, till that the Pc/fj , having crept by degeees into the City, to the number of above 
focchpufand , took up the Avenues of the Cattle for their quarters, and began to incommodate 
theCifizens, and to become infupportable, byreafonof their infolences, and th^ violences 
aSeMuf- *h®y^iy committed upon Women and Maids, nay, uponlhe Mkfeovim Smnts, at which 
covites . they fitot off thefrPiftols. So that the not able to endure them any longer, and

jSoif * Soldiers who moft deferv’d it } but the Mafimtos thought not that enough. The 
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On their fide, fearkig a general infurreftion, doubled their Guards, poflefs’d themfelve 
principal ftreets, and prohibited the Mufeovites to affemble, a^d bear Arms. This incens’d 
them fo, as that they all rofc, and met together in feveral places of the City, purpofely to ob- 
lige the Polanders to divide their forces. The Tolmders thought it not enough to Hand only up- 
on the defenfive, but fee the City on fire in three or four feveral places, thereby obliging the 
to run to the relief of their Wives ahd Children, and making their advantage of 
that calamity, they fee upon the t^ufeoviMf where ever they met them , and made fo horrid a 
flaughter of them, that it is faid, the fwo^atid the fire deftroy’d, in thofe two dayes, above 
zooooo. perfons, and all the houfes in tkAity, excepting the CalUe, the Churches, and fome 
few ftone-buildings. The Great Dttk;ei’s^«|feafury was ranfack’d, as aJfo the Churches and 
Monafteries, out of which the and lent into ItUnd, an incredible quantity of 

Gold, Silver, and precious Stones, ^ aq ^ Which. the Mufeovites do, to this day, r^ret the 
lofs of a certain Vnicern’'s Kor% emrlwfrwith Diamonds. They fay, the Soldiery got fuch a 
booty, that fome of ihethchat^d if^rPiftols with great round Pearls. Fifteen dayes after 
this difordercame.^,*rlM^i^^/ia*(r with a good Army, and befig’d the Po/dwdlfrj in the Ca- 
ftle, kill’d many <« them in feveral aflaults, and, at lafi, forc’d them to a compofition, and to 
depart the Kin^lbr. 

The having weather’d out all thefe calamities, proceeded to the Election of a Michael 

new Great Duke, a.nAc\ioiz Michael Fosderoms, thefon oi Fosdor Nikitis, aKinflHan,butfar^* 4 ''‘^“‘?^ 
remov’d, of Jtiftn Bajtlems. This man had forfaken his wife,for God’s fake, as they call it, and be- 
came a Religious man, whereupon he was mide Patriarch, and, in that dignity, chang’d thep”|*. ' 
mmt of Feedor, into thit of Phtlaretes. The Sop, who was of a very good nature, and much * 

’ inclin’d to Devotion, hath alwayes exprefs’d a great refpefk for his Father, taking his advice in 
affairs of greateft importance, and giving him the honour of admittance to all pubhek Audiences 
and Ceremonies, at which he alwayes gaVe him precedence- He’ died iq the year 1 633. fome 
few dayes before our firff Embaffy. 

The firft thing this new Great Duke did, after his eftablilhment, was, to make a Pcaqe wkh 
his Neighbour Princes, and to aboUfti the memory of his PredeceflTors Cruelties, by fo mild a 
Government, that it is granted, Mafeovy hath not had, thefe many ages, a Prince deferving fo 
great commendations fioni his Subjefts. He died July iz- 164?. in the 49th, year of his age, 
andthe33.ofhisreign._ The Great Dutchefs, his Wife, died eight dayes after him, and his 
fon, Kaex.fi/ 4 Uxei Michahms fucceeded him. 

The rc^n of Michael Faederouits was very quiet.' But as,- in the tihics of Bedt Cndenott, and 
^ohttBt^Hits Zneki, there were Counterfeit Dfewiema/#, fo, iti'i^fkhaePs.time, there ftar- 
ted up an Impoftor,who had the boldnefs, to aflume the name and and of S/^H JoHanen- 

itsZaski, Son to the Great Duke His name was Tima^a iu 4 Kk£tdi»a,^"“’^‘^j ' 

bom in the City of Vologda, in the Province of the fame name, and foh to a Linnen. Draper, 
inedJD«o^, ot Demeati Ankadim. The Father having obferv’dfomewhat of more than or- ' 
dinary wit in him, had brought him up to writing and reading, which having attain’d, he 'Ki%Drapn 
look’d upon as a very excellent perfon among thofe who have no further acquaintance with ’ 
Learning. The excellency of his voice, and his skill in finging Hymns at Church, recommended rr ^ a 
him to the Arch-Bifhop of the place, who took him into his fervice, wherein AA^tdiaa behaved j 
himfelf fo well, that the Arch-Bifliop having a kindnefs for him, married him to a Grand-^’' ' " 
Child of his. This AUyance, which might have been very advantageous to him, ptov’d the 
firft occafion of his mine : for he prefently began, in his Letters, to afiume the quality of Son- 
inrhvitotheWeyvrodeof P^kgda, sM Vellicoyermia. Havirg, after the wArch-bilhops di^tlli^ 
fquander’d away his Wife’s fortune, became, with his Family, to Mofcoa, where, i^on the 
recommendation of a friend of the Arch-bilhop’s, he found an employment in the Novafn^rvert, 
that is, the Office where fuch as keep common Tip-ling-hotifes are oblig’d to take »Bc Wine, 
fi^rotg-water, andHydromel, which they fell by retail, acd where they give art aecomptor 
what they have f^t. He was made Receiver there, but becamAfo unfeithful, that, the firft 
Acopfflpt he made he could not briig in what was due to the Piina, by’ apo. Crowns : and jin 
reg^iheycxpcaagreatexafliicfsuponfuchanaccomptin fijllajcovy, he put his inventioa 
opoh ^ rack to make up the faid fum.

tcife, mi the houfe a-fire,in which his Wife done thus, he went into Tolandy but fo fe- 

retrmi crecly,that it was thoughtat confiimcd him, with the reft of his family, 

teio/aiid, j-jjjigskt went away, about the 1^^ end ofihe^^ 1643. but hearing, in 164^. chat the 
Greak Duke was to fend an Ambaflkdor to the Kiag^^oUfid, and that his being at the Court 
ofW^<«ry^wasknowninihf«ye'<?v)i, he went in the 1 ^ 4(5 to Chmielniski^ <.3eneral of the 
Cofaques, and begg’d his prote^ion, againft the per&dations which he fuffer’d, upon no other 
accompt than this, that the Great Duke knew him to be a near kinfman to the Prince Jmn B^fi- 
louits Zuski. He had wit enough to carry on the Imppfture, and had got fuch an influence over 
Chmitlmsl^y that he b^an to grow conliderabk, when a Mufcovim Bofiani^ named Jacob 
JCoJloHy who had been fent to this General, knew him, and advis’d him to return to 

(tMofcoUj and endeavour, to make up the fum which w^.*due from him to the Great Duke, 
which Was not fo great, but, that having paid it, the intffceffion of his friends might eafily get 
his pardon : for it was not yet known, that he pretended to be foiftp the Great Duke John Bit- 
Jilemts Znski- But this courfe he thought not fafe, and, fearing he might be fecur’d, he went 
Vturn^ark ^be year I <548* to Confianmofky where he abjur’d the Chriftian Religion^ 'iWld was circiimci- 
fed. He flay’d not long there, but, fearing to be punifh’d for fome Criihes he had committed 
there alfo, he went into and fo to iZome, where he became a QahoUck. Thence 

he went in the year 1650. to and thence into Tranjilmniay to Prince ‘^^otsf^Oy who 
gave him Letters of recommendation to Qgeen Chriftina, oi Sueden. This Princefs receiv’d him 
kindly, and giving credit to what he related, allowed him an honourable fubfiftence. The 
Merchants, who were then at loon acquainted the Great Duke with 

this man’s Impofture, who ftuck not to give out every where, that he was fon to John Bifdomts_ 
Zwki- The &eat Duke immediately lent thither the aforefaid KofloUy who had lecn jhim With 
Chmielniski, to defire the Queen to deliver up that man to him: bur Timoskay who knew that 
enquiry would be made for him, was alrrady got away. His man, whofe name Was Kojikay or 
Confimtine^ whom fome bufinefs had detain’d alter his Mafter at Stockholm , was taken, and 
fent, well chain’d, to where they found Timska’s Mother and Kinred, whereof 

ioroc were put to the Rack and executed. Tmoska was taken at in Livonia, by order

The Letters which the Ctaar 
Writ upon that occafion are fuch as may be well infened in this place, that we may tl^reby

Sneden , to put thofe Traitors tnto the hands of the Gemlemartythom we bad Jem exprefslyfor that 
purpofe, it happened that at his comm£ to Reuel, wtth the Orders of the fatd ^uaf .Qmen , the 
Governour had already fuff 'ered one of them to tnJti kas efcape , fo that he could bring Mong with 
him but only the fatd Kollka. We have underfeed fince , that the other hath been tek^n and imps 
foned in the Country o/Holftein , wherefore we have thought fie to fend to your Highnefs our Pofla- 
nick, BafiUSpilki, accompaafdbyfomeefburSubpth, with Letters frotn our CziztkkMaje- 
Sfy, to intreat you, that you wiH be pleas'd to deliver up unto them, and to fend to us thofe

The Letters were dated the laft of O^ober, 1 65 z. after which the Great Duke fent another of 
the J ofJi*»«^r^, 1653. to the fame effefl:, favethat, at the end of the Letter, were added 
the lines following. Since that time, there came tons , inthemoneth v/ December , Peter 
Micklaf , ^Novogorod , who hath informed us , how that , in purfuance of your Orders , the 
faidTraitor had been fecured in jour Ducal Ctfjo/Neuftat, and that upon the Tlemonfirance made 
to you by the faidMickla£,^uhadtranJlatedhimtoCottotp, tobe there kspt under a good and 
fare guard. Wher^ere we fend baekjtgasn unto you the faidl^vkld, with Letters from our Cza- 
a.iick eJHs^eJh , to entreat you , to deliver up the fatd Traitor to him Bafili Spilki , that he 


anent wheretf our Czi3Xtck nJkfajefiyJhauferve your Highnefs , mfueb occafions as fhad prejent 
themfebves. This Bobber and Trotter to our Czaartek Bdajejiy , named Timoska , is <fvery mean 
Birth, thefonofaLinnen-Draperthatdealtonlyin coarfe cloaths , named Demki Ankudina, 
ef the Suburbs tf Vologii, His JHother is cedled Salanniskn , and his Son, who ts yet Itving, 
iXcreska. Timoska was an under Officer in the Nova Zetvert , and he hath robb’d our Treafury , 
hath kiU’d bis Wife, and, with his own houfe, hath burnt feveral other houfes that were near hts , 
yfherdoy many of our SubjeHs have been ruined. Wherefore klfowing that he cotildnot avoid death 0. 
therwife than by flight , begot away in the manner we have mentioned, ^iven at' our Czaarick 
refidenceofNldlcotv, the third of fivmvj , in the year of the Worlds Creation, 7161. and of the 
btrth<fourfraviour,i6f^, Afterthis, he alfo writ athrd Letter , of the 17 of the/ame 

year, upn which the Frifoner was delivered up to thofe, whom the ^reat T)u^ had appointed td 
receive him. 

One ofthefe Deputies was the fame whom Timoska had cheated of his Wife's coller 
hnd Pearls. To be GolSps is a great allyance in ^JMufeevy , beitdes they bad been felloW-Oifi- 
cersinthefameEmiiloyment, wherefore Sp»7J^ defined , his Hfehnefs woul^ive him leave to 
fee the Prifoner , and to fpeak to him in the prefence of fome Oracers of the Court. -But Tmos-. 
^ behaved himfelf as if he knew him not , and would not fpeak the Mufeovian , but the Fobft 
l^goage , purpofely t^ravel the other , who could not fpeak it well. Spilki asked him, whe- 
ther his name were not and whether he had not robb’d the Great Duke’s 

Treafury, and committed feveral other enormous crimes? Timosh^vssaAe him anfwer, that it 
might be Timoska Auk^na had robb’d the Great Duke’s Treafury , or converted his money to 
his own ufe , but that he was not concern’d in it. That his name was Johannes Sktenfs , and in 
the Teltfi language Zmbi , cunnii^ly avoidii^ to hint at what he had faid before , to wit, that 
he was Son to the Great Duke , John Bafilems Zuski. But when ask’d him, whether 
he remembred not his life pall; } the other derided him, gave him in)arions langm^e, and ad- 
ded , that he could not acknowledge him in the quality ot a Pofianick^, fince he was but a pooc 
Shop-keeper, and feller of Pins, alluding to his name, Spilki, which fignifies; a Pin-makez'* 
alEnwifc* would needs, one day, intreat his Hi^nefsofifff^»» to appoint his Chancellor , and 
fome others of his Councel , to receive from his own mouth the fiate of his affairs. They askt 
him what houfe and family he was of, and whether he were of kin to the Great Duke, why 
the Great Duke pcrfecuted him , and wherein he could any way prejudice him<? He attfwer’d , 
that it was known j his name was Johannes Sinenfts , and in the Polifn language ^ Zuski 5 that, 
at his Baptifm , he had been named T mothem ; that he was the Son of ‘B^iBI^itian Suiskii 
and tfcit he had been fo fumaroed , from a City in Mufwvy called Sum : That he was original- 
ly a Mefeavite , but born and brought up in Tdand , in the Province of Ifguogarkg- Seversk^io^ 
and thathe was hereditary Lord of Htdtgt^na Severska , upon the Frontiers ot Mufeovy ; That 
the Great Ddte was not his fvinfraan, in as much as the Great Duke’s Father had been but a 
Gentleman , whereas his was a Prince born , and that was the reafon why the Great Dalle pep- 
freotedhim. That tStte Cham oiTartary, who was then ingaged in a War againft die 
vitdand, would b|ve employ’d him in a War againft the Great Duke , but be had a ^eaair 
aflfcaion for the Country of his Predeceffors , than to trouble its quiet : That it was 
wer to fend above a 1 ooooo men into zAdufeovy , but that God , of his goodosfs^ 
ed his thoughts from doing any fuch thing.

The Tojhi- 
nick^y who doubted not, hut that, upon this Letter, he \*vould have made fuch a confeflion, 
as m^ht have convinc’d him , open’d , and read it inte prefence. But he had to do with a man, 
whom fo fmall a matter would not make to betray himfelf. He would perfwade them that the 
Pcfla»ickyfz$ a cheat , and that the Letter was counterfeited , that he had never writ it , and to 
make good what he faid , he writ another Letter of a Stile and Cliarafter fo far different from 
that of the former, that the mad to fee himfelf fo abufed , Sung it in his face. Ti- 

took it up, and tore it to pieces. ■ , 

But the diftraftion of his confdence was but too apparent in the inconfiftracy of his depofitj- 
ons , and the declarations he had made , both hv word of mouth and writing. For, one while, 
he faid ,, he was Son to the Great Duke. , Bi^ijumoiats Zmki i aitd-another , he faid Ws Fa- 
thers name was , though it was known , that, in that time, there were but 

three Lords oftheHoufe of and not any of them was of that name. Sometimes he 
would be thought a ToUnder , and would confidently maintain that he could make it as clear as 
the Sun at Noon , that he was no Mdfcmte , and that there was not any thing in his perfon , 
language, or manner of life which might perfwade the World that he was. Indeed his beard , 
was quite after another fafliion than the Mufcovitet ordinarily wear theirs. He had the Ltain , 
Itdiaoy CJerMi/w and Languages , fowell, astobeunderftoodinany ofthem, and he 
had fuch an art in counterfeiting all forts of hands, that it was hard to convince him by that 
which he writ in his firft employment. Nay he would have had, us fufpe£J: as coun^eited , the 
Letters fent by the Great Duke to our Prince , becaufe he had not figned them , afld mig^it have 
fiirpriz’duswith that allegation, had we.not learnt in Mufeovy y that the Great Duke nerer 
figns expeditions, but leaves that to be 4 one by the Secretaries of State. 
muUprc- 1 *niosk(t perceiving thefe evafions would not ferve his turn , fell into dcfpair , and would have 
cKreiU kill’d himfelf. For,^nguponhiswaytoTr<w»«wff«fe, to be Ihjp’d aw:ay, not far from 
om deati. S}at , he call himfelf down headlong from, the Wagon , and (liufiled himfelf under the Wheels , 
hoping they would pafs over his Body j but the ground beii^ foft and fandy , his fall did him 
no hun , and the Wagon was immediately ftaid } fo that they had the timt to return him to his 
place , where they faften’d him beyond all fear of lliewing fuch another trick. He feem'd to be 
in a veiy good humour all the way , yet fought all the means he could imagine , to compafs his 
owndeath , but he was fo narrowly watch’d , that at laft being out of ail hope to effeft jt , the 
joy he had exprefs’d before whs muph abated. Coming to T^vo^ored, he fell into fo deep a 
melancholy, that he was become abfoluteiydifconfoktc. Which yet hindred not but that a- 
raidft the greateft tortures he exprefs’d ana dmirable conffancy , at leaft if I may fo cdH the re- 
foime oteqacy , in whichheperfifted , astohisfirfrdepofitions ; whether it were his de%ri 
thereby to cdnnrm , inflrangers, the opinion he would have imprinted in them, or that he 
confidered with himfelf, that his confeflion would not prevent his death, nor alle^^te his 
misfortune. As foon as he came to Mofeon,, he was put to the torture-, jo the prefence of di- 
b tortured yers perfons of quality } but he impudently told them, that, of dll the ’Sojarety he would not 
vouchfafe to fpeak to any , but ICmz, Nikita JuMtouits Smtmow ; and him only, as knowing, 
him by fame, by reafon of his goodnefs and courage he fliould be glad to have fomedUcowrfe 
withall.

The next day they put him again to the torture, but he would not fpeak at 
all • fo that he was immediately earned to the great Market-place, where his fentence was pro- 
nounced, and prefently put in execution, ^ey cut off, with an Ax, firft, his right arm, below M 
the elbow, then the left leg, below the kne^" and afterwards the left arm and right leg, and laft 
of all the head.

1630. Knez.'BoriS Juanomts (J^orofoH^ fearing his enemies might take any advantage* of the 
Prince’s tender years, fo haftened his Coronation, that they could not fend for all thofc who 
are oblig’d to be prefent thereat, nor perform it with the requifite Ceremonies which are as 
followeth. 


They fummon to not only all the Metropolitans, Archbifiiops, Bifliops, Knez, ^ndri^ceic^ 

Bojares, but alfo the Principal Merchants, of all the Cities in the Kingdom. The day appointed mmis of 
for the Coronation, the Patriarch, attended by the Metropolitans, condudl the new Great Dnfte Cza - 
to the Church within the Caftle, where aScaffold is ere^ed three fteps high, cover’d with rich ^’s fotan, 
PerjMw Tapiftry, on which are fet three Brocado Chairs, at an equal diftance one from the®'’*'®** 
other. One is for the Great Duke, another for the Patriarch, and upon the third are fet the 
Ducal Cap and Robe. The Cap is embroider’d with Pearls and Diamonds, having upon the 
CrownaTaffcl, on which hangs a little Crown, fet as thick as may be with Diamonds: and 
the Robe is of a rich Brocado, lined with the beft kind of Sables. They fay the Great Dube 
*J)emetriiJi^onomachfoxln^iit, itth£taMngoi Kaffa,iaTartarie, and that he immediately de-* 
fign’d it for the Coronation of the Princes his Succeffors. ®

•‘offer up unto thee. Look down, from the higheft Heavens, upon this thy faithful fervant, 

“ who is here feated upon this Chair, and whom thou haft exalted to be King over thy people, 
•‘’whom thou haft redeemed by the blood of thy Son. Anoint him with the Oyl of gladnefej 
“ prote^ him by thy power j fet upon his head a precious Diadem j grant him a long and hap- 
“pylife. put into his hand a Royal Scepter, and make him fit upon the Throne of Jufli^ 
“Makelubjeft to him all barbarous Languj^es ; Let his heart and his underftanding alwgM 
continue itithy fear. In all the courfe of his life, let him be conftantly obedieqt tp

they may be received into eternal joys. Which Prayer the Patriarch concludes with thefe words,F«r 
thine is the Kingdom , the ‘Power, and the Glory % God the Father , (fodtheSon ^ God the Holy 
^hoB be with us^ and remdn with us. 

The Prayer ended , the Patriarch commands two Metropolitans to take the Cap and Robe , 
and having caufedfome of the to come upop the Scaffold, he commands them to put 

them on the Great Duke , whom he bleffeth a fecond time , by touching his forehead with the 
little Crofs of Diamonds. Then he caufes to be given to them the Ducal Cap, to he fet upon his 
head , while he lays , In the name of the Father , the Son , and the Holy Ghoft , and then 
blefles him the third time. That done , the Patriarch caufes all the Prelates to approach , who 
give the Benediction to the Great Duke , but it is only with their hands. That Ceremony end- 
ed, the Great Duke and the Patriarch fit down, but they immediately rife again, to give or- 
de'rforthefinging oftheLetany , whereof every verfe ends with (fojpodiymniluy , Lord, have 
mercy upon us , putting in ever and anon the great Duke’s name. After the Letany they He 
down again, and one of the Metropolitans comes up to the Altar, and fays llnging, Oodpre^ 
ferveourOizoLitand^reat’Duksofallthe Ruffes, wmm Gedhatkcutofhtslove bejlew’don us ,in 
good health , and grant him a long and a happy life. All that are prcfenc , as well Eccleliaflicks as 
Laicks repeat the iarae words, which make the Church echo again with the greatnefs of their joy. 
Then the^optrer come up to the Great Duke , finite their foreheads in his prefence, and kifle 
his hand. That done, the Patriarch comes up alone before the Great Duke, and tells him; 
That, {ince, through thtProvidenceof God , all the Eflates of the Kingdom, m well Fcckfiufiicd 
ae Temporal, have efiablip’d and Crowned him Great over all the and have entrujl- 

ed him with a (government and ConduB of fo great importance, , he ought to apply all hU thoughts to 
love^od, keephisCJorntnandments, adwtnsjler Juftice , and proteB, and maintain the true Greek'' 
2iefigien. That done, the Patriarch gives him the BenediClion , and the whole Aifembly goes 
out of that Church , into that of St. ejldichael the Arch-Ai^el , which is opppficc to the other, 
where they fing over the fame Letanies j which is done afterwards in that alfo of St. Nicholas , 
where they conclude the Ceremonies, and Dinoin the Great Hail ofthcEKike’s Palace. 

. After the Coronation , e/df/fjee* chang’d the quality of Oovemous 

into that rfFavonrite and Chief Minifter, and had the fame power in Affairs, as he had over 
the Prince’s perfon during his fathers life. He began his eftablilhment wIlK the great Employ- 
ments which he bellow’d on the Kinred of the Great Dutchefs-M./ther, for whom the Prince 
had a great Veneration : but under that pretence he kept them at a diftance from Court, which, 
as alfo the chiefeft places of pnblicktruft, he in the mean time fill’d with his own Kinred and 
Creatures , who wholly depended on his fortune. He permitted not any other to come near the 
Prince’s perfon , whom he would often get out ofthe Capital City, under pretence of Hunt- 
ii^, or ibrne other divertifement; fo to beget in him an averfion to bufinefs, that he might 
have the managemement of all thin^. He thought the only way to make fure of him , would 
betogethima \jVife, and to that end, he brought him acquainted with a Gentlemans Daugh- 
ter , who was an extraordin^ Beauty,but of mean eltraftion. Twas his defign to marry her 
Sifl:er,by that means to intcrefle the Great Duke more nearly in his prefervation. Thefe G^le- 
womens Father,was one lUa JDaniloKitsMdoJlauski,'i&cy much look'd upon by theFavottrite,noc 
only upon the accompt of his two fair Daughters, but alfo in r^ard of his conftant attendance 
on him. Sotliht upon the confidence he had ofhisaffiAion and imelity, he one day tookoc- 
cafion to fpeak to the Great Duke of him , and thence, to celebrate fo himly the beauty of thofe 
Gentlewomen , that , it rais’d in him a defire to fee them. The Great Duke feiit for them ,jim- 
der pretence ofaVific to the PrinceCfcs his Sifters, and having feen them’, faewasfo taken with 
the Beauty of the Elder, thatheimmediately fentone toteIlil/#7<>/I«8^i^«, that he would ho- 
nour him with Alliance , and marry one of his Daughters. The Gentleman receiv’d the meffage 
withmuchrefpeft, and return’d his humble thanks to the Great Duke for the favour he was 
pleas’d to do him. Soon after , they carried rich Prefents to the intended Bride , -and a good 
fum of money CO the Father , who, with others of the Kinred , could not, without that fup- 
ply, have appear’d at the Marriage of his Daughter. They were married on Shrove-Sandiy , 
in rhe but without any noife, left the confequences of that Solemnity might be firu- 

ftrated by Ei]^t days after, Morofou was married to Milojkftskie’s fecond Dau^^teT, 

and fo became Btt>dhcr-in-Law to the Great Duke. 

Ika Daaihuks fooner advanc’d to this new-axatnefs, but he would have 

He pull’d down a Wooden houTe that had been given him in 
the Caftie near the Great Duke’s Palace, and bwk a Sumptuous one of Stone in it’s place. He 
caft ofii by d^ces, the old Officers of the houft^ and brought in his own Kindred and Crea- 
tures 5 vvho being no lefsneceftitQus than the duef of their family, let flip np opport'inity of 
advantaging themfelves. Amwig others he made one lapmti Steppanoms FUjfeou Chief Judge 
of the Gitie of Mofeou, in that Jurifdiihon which they call Semsk^i Dttor. No Concullion, no

would reduce both parties to the uttnoft extremities- Hefuborn’d falfe Witnefles, whole em- 1^26, 

ploytnent was to bring in charges againft thofe, who were rich enough to redeem themfelvcs out 

ofhis psrfecutions, iinprifoning, and opprefling them till they purchas’d their Liberties with 
the mine of their Eftates j and of thefe inftruraents ofhis Tyranny, one was called Veter Ttcho- 
mitsTrochamotoit, his Brother-in-law. This was one of thofe, whom, in (sJM/tfcovjfy 
they call OcolnitSy out of which number ate diofen the IBojareSy and he had the management of 
theT«J^r/e'?w<«, that is to fay, was Overfecr of the Armourers, Ganoniers, and all the 
Mechanicks belonging to the Arfcnal, who were very much opprefs’d by him. For, inftead of 
paying them monethly, as they are wont to do in Mufcovy^ where all that are in the Great 
Duke’s fervice, are fo punftually pay’d, that if they come not the firft day of the morteth for 
their money, it is fent home to them j he, pn the contrary kept them feveral moneths with- 
out it, forc’l them to compound, and to g[Vt*acquittances for the whole fum, though they re- 
ceived but fome part. Befides, Trading Was obftru£lcd, Monopolies granted, and no Employ- 
ment could be had, but by dearly pufchafing the Favorite <iy}forofou’s good pleafure. One got 
a Patent, prohibiting the^i^iieiiicr ufe of the ordinary EUs, purpofely to oblige the people to buy 
IrononeswiihthclSeat Duke’s mark upon them; but inftead of felling them at 8. or lod.a 
piece, as they W»*!K worth, they could not be had under a Crown ; by which means was rais’d 
a vaft fum of money, by reafon of the neceflity there was of having them all over the Kingdom. 
'Anotheffi^tdouc the invention of raifmg the '?(»»(!& ('that is 40. pound ) of Salt, to thirty 
pence, which before coft but twenty. But inftead of making advantage of it, they found at the 
year’s end, thatthedearnefsofthe Salthadfohindredthefaleofit, that the Great Dukes reve- 
nue was not only very much diminilh’d, but abundance of fifli was loft for want of fufficient 
fairing 1 fo that had it not been their defign rather to opprefs the people than to promote the 
Great Duke's fervice, they would foon have put down that new impofition. The Inhabitants 
of Mofcoii, who had liv’d vem quietly under the late Great Duke’s reign could not but difcover 
their refentment of thefe prcitores. They had their aflemblies about the Churches, at the hours 
when their Devotions brought them thither, and rcfolv’d at laft to Petition the Great Duke. 

And in regard no one perfon either would or durft undertake the delivery of a Petition to him, 
they appointed a day to give it him themfelves, as he Ihould come out ot the Gaftle, to go to his 
devotions or divertifements. Their main fpleen was againft Lejonti Stef^anomts Plejfcou, to de- 
fire that his place might be fupply’d by fome perfon of honour, of whom they might expeft 
more Juffice. They had their Petition ready, and fought two or three times an opportunity to 
prefcnt it to the Prince ; but the Bojms, who attend him in thofe Ceremonies, took it firom 
them and only a report of it, as they had been inArufted by Morofon, the Petition was 

not anfwcred, nor the people reliev’d. This happen’d fo often, that the people at laft rcfolv’d 
to take fome other courfe, and to make their complaints by word of mouth, upon thefirft op- 
portunity that Ihould offer it felf. The 6. of July 1 64S. they took their advant^c of a Pro- 
ceffion which the Great Duke made to a Monaftery in the Citie called Stertenskie. The people 
were got together in the Market-place before the Caftle, to fee him pafs by, as they were wontj 
at his return, they broke through thofe that attended the Great Duke, came up to him, laid 
holdof his bridle, flay’d him, and entreated him to hear the complaints they had to make to 
him concerning the injufl^ and violences committed by deliring there might be put 

into\is place fome perfon of integrity, who Oiould better fupply fo important a charge. The 
^eat Duke though a little ftartled at their procedure, ftill kept his countenance, and feem’d not 
a little troubled at the grievances of his good Subjefts, promifed, that he would examine hoW 
the matter flood, and that they fliould receive fatisfa£lion. The people deflr’d no more, and 
were going away well fatisfy’d with that anfwer, when fome Bojares, friends of Tkjfeou, would 
needs give the people abufive language, thrufl fome of their horfes, and flruck others with theit 
whips, whereat being incens’d, they lo pelted their Lordfliips with ftones, that they were fbre’d 
to all fpeed they could to the Cattle, whither the people purfued them fo vigoroutty, that 
all the Guard could do was only to flop them till the others were gotten into the' Great Duke’s 
Chamber. This reliflance the StrehtSy rather inflamed, than abated, the people's fury, who 
threatned to force the Prince’s Lodgings, andtakeawayall ihey found there, if Flejfeou were 
not immediately put into their hands, z^dorctfeit came out into a Balcony, and endeavoured to 
appeafethepeoplci exhorting them, inthename of his Cerf^-Mr^Majefty, to go all to thdr 
homes, anS make no further tumult. But they told hiiri, that they had as much to fay^ to him 
as to the other. Accordingly, fome went immediately to his Palace, which was forc’d, ran- 
faci.’d, andderaolifli’dinamoment, having call out at a window one of his Servants, 
wodld have made fome oppofition. Their animofity was fuch, as that they fpaf d not ev» the 
their Saints, for whici they are wont to have a great veneration. Yet did

Salt and lay Gck in his bed, by reafon of an accident rfw^ bad happened to him three days be- 
fore" which was, that, meeting with a mad Ox , hisHorfedftarcedand threw him, fo vio- 
lently that he was in fome danger of his life. But hearing that ^/f rojfo^’shoufe had been ran- 
lack’d^ and not doubting but they would come to his, he hid himfclt under a heap of Birch,

edday-light to ^gin again.' Whereupon, Orders were fent to the Officers and Sou 1- 

diers, tomeetatftveralrendevouzes, in the City, and to come in to the Great Dukes relief* 
at the Caftle. They march’d with Drums beating , and Colours flying , and the Mufeovites 
infteadofoppoGngthem, gave them way, and told them., that they Iwd no quarrel a^infl: 
them, and knew them to be perfons of honour who apjuroved not the mifearriages of the Go- 
vernment. Being got into the Caflle , they took up the pofts of their Guards, and rfic Great 
Ikkc{tntoxitl^^"P^taJimomsMmmi»y whom be knew the people much' re^castd, to 
endeavour the breaking up of the AHembly. He catM to the people, cap in hand, and told 
them, that he conceiv’d they ought to be fansfy’d with the affurance,whid the Great Dtikc 
had them the day before , that he would remedy the diforders of which they compiamed. 

That his f^jc% hhd commanded him to tell them as much , and to advife them to go every 
man to his home , that he might the better perform; what he had promifed them. This meffage 
was well receiv’d , and the people made anfwcr , that they were not disfatisfied with the Greac 
Duke , but thofe who , under his name , abufed his authority , and that they would not ftir , 
till they had deliver’d up to them, Boris Jumomts MorofeUy Leonti Sttyyamutps FleJieoit 
T««r Ttchonomts Traatmifiou , that they might revenge, on their l^ds,, the m'ifchicfthcy had 
done the whole Kingdom.

<}£ Nikita JeMnottits’S^namu, and told them, that he was extremely troubled, to hear of the 
injuries aiid violences done by PUjfeoit and Trachantjloit , under his name, but contrary to his in- 
tention ; That he had put, into their places, perfons of integrity, and fuch as being acceptable 
to the people, would adminifter Juftice equally, and without corruption } and that they might 
not fail therein, he would have an eye over them ; That he repeal’d the ^i£): about the impo- 
iitionlaidon Salt, and that he would, with the fooneft, fhpprels all Monopolies} That they 
(hould enjoy all their Privileges, which if occafion were, he Would augment. Whereupon, the 
people having fmitten their forehead, and given his Majefly thanks, the Great Duke re-aflTumed 
his oifcourfe and faid. That it was true indeed, he had promis’d to deliver up to them th€ per- 
£oxi o£ Baris Jumoms eJHorefou^ and acknowledg’d, that he could not abfolntely juftifie him, 
but that he could not alfo refolve to condemn him j That he hoped, the people Would not deny 
thefeftReqoellhefliouldmaketo them, which was, that they would pardon Marofiuj only 
for ffiat time, as to what he might have difpleas’d them in j That he would be anfwerable for 
him, and dn^aflbre them, that ^^dero/oKlhouldfo behave himfeif for the future, as that they 
ffiould have occafion to fpeak well of hnn } That if they would not Sate him to be any longer of 
of hisCouncel, he would difmifs him } but that he ddir’d than to look on that Lord, as one 
who had been a Father to their Prince, and one that having married the Great Dutchefs’s Sifter, 
muft needs be extremely dear to him, and confequently, that it would be very hard for him to 
confent to his death-.The tears which concluded this difcourfe of the Great Duke’s, difcover’d the 
affi£rion he had for that Favorite, and fo mov’d the people, that they all cry’d out. Gad 
His Htghnefs alongandhi^y hfe. God’s and the Great Dnks^s will he done. The CxMr ctxt" 
ceived an extraordinary joy hcreat, thanked the people, and highly celebrated the zeal and 
afteftion they exprefs’d for his eftate and perfon. Some few dayes after, brofon appeared in 
publick, among thofe who attended the Great Duke, upon occafion of a Pilgrimage, which he 
made to the Monaftery of Troitz.a. He Went uncover’d, from the Caftle to the City gate, fe- 
luting the people on both fides with great fubmiffions; and from that time, belaid hold onkll 
cccalions to gratffie, and affift thofe, whoaddrefledtherafelvestohim, in any bufinefs they 
bad at Court. 

The ftory we have related confirms the truth of what we have laid elfewhere, that the eJH 
€evites, how fubmiflive and flavilh foever they may be, will endeavour the recovery of their 
freedom, when the Government becomes infupportable to them, and cafts them into defpair. I 
ffiall hete add another later example, which will be the lefs tedious, iR'tbat it hath fome depen- 
dence on the precedent, and relates very much to what we have feen, mach about the fame time, 
in all the ocfa^ Countries of £»r0pe. . 

TheGreatDukeofe^uycwyfentintheyear i<?49. a folemn Embafly to the Q^ecn of 
Sneden^ chief pacfon whereof was, theOcohitx^a^ 'Baris Jumemts Baskin, He had order, 

among other , to accommodate the difference , which feemed to threaten thofe two States' 
wnh an inevitable War, proceeding hence, that the Subjefks of both Crowns, left thek oWft 
balfitations , and got feto the other Kingdom to avoid the payment of their debts. And in 
gard th^for 31 years, that accompt had not been clear’d., and that there were more S/ude^

^ to iJMofcoH , in the quality of Commiffary for tire Queen of Sjtedstt , receiv'd , in Coyew, and 
300000. Crowns, and order was feat to a Merchant of , to 

provide as much Rye as (hould amount tojt»bDo. ,Q^wns. This interefs’d man caus’d all the 
JRye , wherever it were , to be feized^^^ihefi^i’^t private perfons to buy fo much as a 
bulhel without his perraiffion , whi«^^Hd^^S^ they were forc’d to buy at a dear rate; 
,The Inhabitants of Plefcou were fo ii^t lent 1 oppreflion , that they not only quarreTd 

at the avarice of the Snedes , but charg'd Pa^^wli^ prea^arication in his Employment, and per- 
fidiousnefs towards his Prince. They faid that .d/cr^it lscld correfpondente with Strangers," 
and prefuming that this negotiation was concluded , contrary to the Great Duke’s intention , 
they endeavour’d to engage the City of Novogorod in their quarrel , and went fo far on in their 
work, that fome of the chiefeft Merchants having declared for them, the Weymde had much 
ado to prevent an infnrrcftion of the whole City. Both thefe and the others refolv’d that they 
would flop the money , whenitwas tobe trani^xitted into Susde/t, and that they would no 
Jonger endure the Treaty of the Rye , becanfe it w<»ild in likelyhood ftarve the Country. With 
ihis intention they fent three Deputies to to wit, a Merchant, a Cofaque, and a 

Smlits , with Order to know whether this Treaty was made , and put in execution with the 
Great Duke’s confent. In the mean time , without expefting the recam of their Deputies , they 
ranfack’d Jhmlianm’s houfe , and toitur’d his Wife , to make her cotifefs , where her husbamd , 
who had made his efcape, had laid up his money. The W'eyu-We came, in hope to prevent the 
difordcr , but he was forc’d out of the City , and the neighbouring Nobility invited to come in, 
and joyn with them againft Monopolies and Patentees. Thefe tliree venerable Deputies were no 
fooner cometo but the caus’d them to be put into Irons , and in that po-^ 

fiure, fent them to j/o/ewi, whether came at the fame time the Wtywode of Plefcta^ hrtd the 
Merchant Amiliamu. Intelligence was brought , that thofe of Pkfeon had robb’d and abus’d a 
Merchant , whereupon the Great Duke fent back the and with him a 

to endeavour the further prevention of thefe diforders. Thofe of Plefcott , who at firil would 
not receive them , at length opened their Gates, but it was, to put thtWeynnode in prifo'n, and 
to affront the Boiate , who had the imprudence , at fo unfeafonable a time , to treat them with 
fo much feverity, that the peoplefell upon him with Cudgels , and purfu’d him. to a^hnaftery,' 
where he was fo beaten , that he was given over for a dead man. 

However, the Great Duke purfu’d the execution of the Treaty made with SuedeHy and paid 
money inftead of the Rye , fending along with the Saedijh Commilfiry a good Convoy of Stre- 
Ids , who were to bring him to the FrontieK of Suedes. He gave order at the fame time to 
andSfikifouits Gavettsky , Wafferable the Nobility of the neighbourii^ Provinces, and the foot-' 
Regiments of Colonel ^oyjKicbel, andCol. which made up above 4000 men, and 

to befiege the City oiPlefcoit. The Inhabitants, at 6rfl:, pretended to ftand out , but their cou- 
rage and flrength loon fail’d them, fo that they were forc’d to make an accommodation, at the 
cdl of the Authors of the Sedition, who were put to death, or fent into 

■Ihefe diforders have occalion’d a great’ change in the Affairs and Government of is^Hfeevj*

jareso^//- their perfonal attendance at tJkfefcait, ^hese thMLaice oblig’d to he every day at Court, and to 
£ed to /e^-fmite their foreheads in the Great Dvdtc’s pr^/lj^^holooks on this attendance of theirs as an 
itvD the atguraent of their fidelity, and an aifcance Eiitatc being in quiet, which might foon be di- 

flurb’d by the authority, thefe Great men might affnme in the Provinces, were they permitted 
to make their aboad there. 

Their Houfes, or Palaces, are great and magnificent, and they make great oftentation, as 
well in their expences at their houles, as in cloaths and retinue when they go abroad. When 
they ride, they have at the bow of their Saddle, a little Timbrel, a foot Diameter, which they 

ever and anon touch with the handle of their Whip, to make their way through the throngs, 
which are frequent in the Markets and Streets, tlie who have no employment at Court, 
and have not the means to make aw great appearance there, retire into the Countrey, where 
their manner of life is not much different from that of Peafanis. 
iky efiem They make very great accompt of the antient Mobility *, not only of that of their own Coun- 
xohthty. trey, but alfo of others ; which they very particularly inquire into, but above all, are very cu- 
rious in informing themfelves of the extraftion of thofe that are fent Ambaffadors in zMitfcevy^ 
They never match but with thofe of an equal rank with themfelves. 

The 'Bejares ire not only feen at publick Ceremonies and Audiences, but effrflively partici- 
pate of the management of publick affairs, and the decilion of Law-futes, wherein they afl'ume 
the quality of Prefidents. The Counccls for State-affairs are ordinarily held in the night time,' 
and the Counfellorsmeet at one in the morning, and are together till nine or ten. 

We (hall fpeak of the particular employment of the Bojares, when we have firft given a flfort 
accompt of the Great Dukes revenue, who, having an Eftate of a very vaft extent, confifting of 
a great number of Provinces, muft needs be very nch and very powerfull, as well in refpea of 
his Demefn, as the advantages accrewing from the Traffick made by his Faftors, and the Taxes, 
Duties, and Impofitions paid by his Subje£b. In times of peace, the Impofitions arc not great, 
but in the time of War, the Contributions are foexceffive, that when the Great Duke Mtchaet 
Tei^oHits, wastobefiegetheCitieof 5 »wc/e«;%, in the year 1631. he oblig’d the fubjeft to 
payhimthcPrttiJW, or fifth part of their Eftates j but the prefent Great Duke, at the ^gin- 
ning of the prefent War, contented himfelf with the tenth. The Knez, Bojaresy and Gentle- 
men pay no Taxes, but ate oblig’d, asarealfotheMqnafteries, to raife and maintain a certain 
number of men, horfe and foot^ proporrionably to their Revenue. 

The Cuftoms bring in fo conliderable a fum, that, feme years, the Cuftom-houfe of the Ci-i 
tvtoi Jrchmgel it felf payes in above 600000. Crowns. The Cructfnoudm, that is to fay,' 
the Taverns, where the Great Duke allows the felling of Wine, Beer, Hydromel, and Aqua- 
vita^ pay a vaft fum, fince be receives from three Taverns of the Citie of Novogmd ?&iOve 
izooy. Crowns, and that, fince this duty came to faelohg to the Sovereign, they are above a 
thoufand houfes, where the Great Duke ^one hath all the advantage made by th? falc of Wine 
and Aqnavirae. 

Seales alfo, and other Furs bring in much, becaufe he referves the Traffick thereof wholly to 
himfelf, as alfo that of CavoyATy and feveral other Commodities. The Revenue of the money 
which he lets out to his Faftors is not fo certain, as well in regard the Merchants profit is not 
alwayes the fme, as for that the Faftors fometimes break. At our being there he ^d put 4000 
Crovms in the hands of a Merchant named Savettty who inftead of improving it to his advantage, 
fquander’d it away in lets than three years, that he lived in The Great Duke, ordered

him, and bring him back into Coming to we had notice of his being in

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fervice, a great number offferwwwr and other Foreiner*, as well Officers as Souldiers, he is rA 2 ^- 
forc’d to pay them extraordinarily, and fome times before hand. The Embaffies he receives ^ * 
Hand him in no lefs than thofe he fends , forhedcf&aysallpablick perfons , and makes them 
very confiderable Prefcnts. The exponce o£ 4 d» 4 ii*ble , and the reft of his Court muft 
needs be very great ^ there being above ^ ri ioufand Perfons who have meat provided for 

AtDinner and Supper, there is no foiii||gp^o|i|grumpets , as there is elfcwhere, but one 
ofthe Officers goes to the Kitchin and jS^|^too|Sj^«md q^es Codufar KHfchmmi, that is, 

Tlic Grand Seigneur would befcrved, *ay^ai|hateiy the meat is carried up. The Great 
Duke fits at the midft of the Table ^ alon^Mi||wites the Patriarch or any other great Lord

He is no fuperftitious 
CaUmSi^ but ^ '^^^'very good fuccefs makes ufe of Chymical remedies: he is grown fo fa- 
mous , niuy the Prince , but the “Sojares and other great Lords about the Conn employ 

him. His falafy is 1 24 Crowns , a Month , befides a Pen! ion of fix hundred Crowns , ptr 
and he hath more Wheat, Early, Honey, and feveral other Provifions than he can fpend in his 
Family. The Great Duke is never purg’d , nor bled , but the Phyfiqian hath a prefent of a hun- 
dred Crowns , and a piece of Satin or Velvet , or a Zimmer of Sables , which is worth no lefs. 

^he Bojares do not give their Phyficians money , but a certain number ofFlitches or Gammons 
of Bacon, Sables, Strong- water , and other Provifions. They are obliged to go every day to 
Court, and to finite their foreheads in the Great Dukes prefcncc, or at leatt, before thofc 
who are entrufted with the care of his Cabinet of Druggs , and other Apothecary’s 
Huff. 

There are many Interpreters for other Languages , efpedally for the ^emm , the ‘Poltjh , the 
SHtdtJhj thtTurki^y aMtht Perpan, He whom the Great Duke does chiefly make ufe of in 
his moft important affairs is a D/me , and is fo generally vers’d in all the Buropaan Languages , 
that coming three years lince to the Court of Ftenna , with fmn JnemoHits "Bokl/dfous^i , and 
Juan ‘Polycarpi^a MtchatloK^ the Emperor lik’d him fo well , that, out of his own inclination, 
he made him a Nobleman. The Great Duke’s Court hath this common with thofe of other 
Princes , that Vice takes place of Vertue , and gets nearer the Throne. Thofe who have the bo* 
nour tobenearefthis perfon, are withal] more fubtile, more deceitful, and more infolent than 
the others that have not. They know very well how to make their advantages of the Princes 
feivour, and look for the greateft refpefts and humbleft fubraiflions imaginable, from thofe 
who make their addreffes to them j which the others render them , as much to avoid the mif- 
chief they might do them , as for the good they expeft from them. 

The Great Duke’s Council is divided into fix Claffes, or, as they call them. Courts of 
Chancery. The fir ft is for ftrangers Afl&irs j the fecond for Warj the third, for Crown- 
Lands and the Prince’s Revenue 5 The fourth receives the Accompts 01 Faftors , and thofe who 
manj^ the Taverns. The fifth takes Cognizance ofAppealsin Civil Caufes 5 audthefmh, of 
thofe, of Criminal Caufes. 

We faid before , that the are not only employ’d in State-affairs, but alfo inthede*' 

cifion of private differences, at which they preUde , alone, or with other Judges, accoirdin^ 
to the nature of thofe affiurs that prcfent themfelves. 

They call ‘Fekhkifi ‘Pricat , the place , where they regulate the affiurs of Ambafladors , ®jul-’ 
fo the Pofts of the Kingdom , and what concerns fuch Merchants as are ftraiyprs* Mirnff .

In the Ba/M Priced , all the Receivers of the Great Duke’s duties give in their accompts once 
a year. ThtBojaryKaez^MuhaelTemiutsTronski y V/ho is PttCiitntoi this PricatyUts a 
tax on forein Bread and Wine. He hath alfo th^t over-light of Weights and Meafures all over 
theKingdome. It is alfo his place, to pay thofe Strangers that are in the Great Duke’s 
fervice. 

The Sadmy Wolodimirsks ^ , and the Sndnoy Meskgtuksy Prkas , have for Prelident the Bojarf 
Knez, Gregory Smomms J^ndqn, who, in the former, judges the Knex. and Bojares j in the o-. 
ther , the Gentlemen and Officers of the Court. 

The Bejary Knez. Boris u^kxandronits Beppenia prefides in the Boshomy Prtcas , and judges 
Robberies upon the High- way, Murthers, and other criminal caufes.

The guilty perfon is kept fix weeks in- a 
very clofe Prifon, and fed only with bread and water y after which he receives the Communion, 
and hath his head cut off.

If it be the firfl oflftnee, they are whipt from the Caflle-Cate to the great Market pkeCf where 
the oflender hath an Ear cut off, and is put into prifon for two years, if he offends the fe- 
cond rime, he is punifii’din the fame manner, and i$ kept in prifon, till he hath company, to 
banifli’d imoSikm.

reading out of a Book, That done, th« FrjK^'^yi^the Godfiithers, the name of the Child, 
who give it him in writing. He puts the psi^ Mmmn Image, which he holds upon the Child’s 
breali, and having muttered over ceitaiii#j||iy«fevPe askes the God-father, whether the Child 
believes in God the Father, Son, and h^ they all turn their backs to the Font, 

to fliew their averfion and horrour for the thpFIjndflofcs which the Prieft is to make them af- 
terwards ; to wit, whether the Child whether he forfakes his Angels, and 

whetherheWfakes his Works.? The Godfathers anfiS^ to every queftioit, yes, and fpet fo 
many times upon the ground. That done, they face about to the Font, and then the Prieft, ha- 
ving asked them whether they promife to bring^jkhe Child in the true Religion, ex- 

orcifes him,*by putting h js hands upon the Chila^ Paying, Get om of this Child thou uneleoft Spi- 
rit, and my form holy GhoFl, and by blowii^ three times crofs, upon the Child, to 

drive away the Devil, by whom they believe Children are reaHy pofleffed before Bapeifm. I 
I have been told, chat now, the exorcifm is performed at the Church-door, left the Deuil, when 
he comes out of the Child, (honld profane the Church. Then, he cuts off a little of the Child's 
hair, and puts it into a Book, and halving asked the Godfather's, whether they bring that Child 
to be baptifed, he takes him, being ftark naked, into his arms, and dips him three times into 
the water, pronouncing the ordinary words of the Sacrament, I baptife thee in the name of the 
father, andeftheSon, and of the holy Ghofi. After the Baptifm, heputsacomof Salt in the 
Child’s mouth, makes the fign of the Crofs, in the fore-head, upon the hands, thebreaft, and 
the back, with an Oil purpolelyconfecrated for that ufe, and, putting a clean Shirt about him, 
fayes, fhou art as clem and as clear from thy Original Sin as this Shirt. The Ceremonies are 
concluded with a little Crofs of Gold, Silver, or Lead, according to the ability of the Parents, 
fuch as our Bifliops wear, which the Prieft hangs about the Child’s neck, with foftridl a« Ob- 
ligation to wear it all his life time, chat if it be not found about him at his death, they vHbld 
not bury the Carkafs, but drag it to the common Dung-hill. The Prieft docs alfo ara^-«he 
Child a particular Saint, whole Image he delivers to the Godfathers, and chaiges thtei to ob- 
lige the CbUd, whenheiscoHietoyearsofdifcretion, to have a particular devotion forhisPsw 
trone. Then he embraces, and kilTes the Child, and the Godfathers, and exhorts them to love 
ooe another, but above all things that they take heed of intcr-marrying. If it happens there are 
many Children to be Chriftned at the fame time, the Font is emptied io often as there are Chil- 
dren to be baptifed, and other water is confccrated j it being their perfwafion, that the former 
being foil’d with the impurity of that Child’s Original Sin who had been baptifed before, is noc 
fit to cleanfc a fecond, much iefs a third. They will not by any means heat this water by foe 
but, when it is very cold, put it into a hot place to make it a little warmer. Perfons of age 
that arc to be baptiled, fuch as Apoftate Chifiians, Turks and Tartars, receive their Baptifm in a. 
j Brook or River, where they are plunged over head and cars, be it as cold as it will, nay fome- 
times they break the Ice to get th^ into the water. Thus, above all others, are treated thofe 
whom they call Chaldeens, or Chaldaaas. Thefc are a fort of rafcally feUows, Who get' leave 
of the Patriarch to difguife themfelyes, by putting on Vizards, and torunupanddoeWMhe 
foeeisftom the i 8 .ofI>fcewh<r, till Tw/w-tide, with Fireworks, whereWith they fet fire in 
their hair and beards whom they meet. Their main fpleen is againft the Peafants, whom they 
force, every time they are met, to pay a Osyec ere they get out of their hands > and this they 
cxa£); with Inch infolence, that 1 have feen them fet a load of Hay on fire, and burn the Pleafant’s 
beard and face, becaufe he made fomc difficulty to give it them. They are all dirguird,'’and 
have on their beads great wooden hats, ffoitamcally painted, daubing their beards with honey, 
that the fparkles might not faften in them. Theft artificial fires they make of a powder which 
they call Flaua, made of a certain herb not known elfewhere. It makes a noble and very dc- 
li^tfol flame, efpecially in the night. But of thefc hereafter, when we come to treat of the 
works, nicfemen, as they fay, reprefent thofe who heated the Oven, into which

IhePaaiiarch, and zJ^ufcevtmLoxdswacttht more glad to receive him becaufe he 
Was accomplOd among them, aperfon of noble extraftion, and great worth, which yet was 
further hei^tned in him by his being vers’d in feveral Languages, efpecially the Fatm and To- 
Ufh. They receiv’d him with great joy, caus’d him to be baptis'd, and the Great Duke gave him, 
jvith the name of Lto yilexander ^ickjt and the quality of a Pennon of zoo. Crowns a 

moneth. He made his AddrclTes to the Princefs Irene Mtchaelema, and was fo fond as to think, 
the Great Duke would have btftowed his own Sifter on him ; fo that hedring, there were two 
perfons of quality difparch’d away to Negotiate the Princefl'c’s marriage with a forein Prince, 
he fell into inch a melancholy, that he came -not to himfelf again, tiU they had given him a 
Daughter of t’ne ot ihe greateil 'Bojares in the Kingdom. The King of Denmark^ coming after- 
wards to hea'* of this man’s carriage, and underftandng withail, that, far from being of the 
lUuftrious houfe ot he was a fubjeft of Count Gear’s, of ‘Denhof, in Boland^ and that 
he had furpriz’d him in hi8 recommendatory Letters, he lent notice thereof to the Great Duke, 
who broach’d him with his diffimulation and impofture, but differ’d him to enjoy what he 
ba^BSwiW’d on hmb which he does fiiil, under the name of Kne^ Leo zAlexoadroms SI^h~ 
fesk$t. ^ 

Colonel Lejley fell into that misfortune out of Wcaknefs. He had in thit quality ferv’d the 
Great ^ke, during the firft War of Snw/effji^, by which he had gotten a very great fum of 
money. But thofe of his profeflion being not aiwayes thebeft humands, he foon fpent what 
grewevery day lefsand lefs. To repair the breaches of his fortune, he thought it hisbeft 
coorfe to return which he did upon occafion of an Embaffy which the Qgcen of ^ 

Ssuden fent^ fome time lince, to the Great Duke, whereof Eric Gillenfiiern, a Senator of the 
Kingdom was the diief. But for as much as there was at that time, no iikelyhood of any War 
in z^fi/covy, and that the Great Duke was unwilling to burthen himfelf with Penfions, Le[ky 
fent him wor 4 that he would be content with fome Lands, which he would make what advan- 
tage he could of^ and thereupon got a noble Manner upon the 4. He was now in fuch a 
condition, as that he might have lived a Lord all the reft of his day es, if his W ife’s niggard- 
ly humour had not exafperated the Countrey-women againft thein. She treated them fo hard- 
ly, that bciim not aiw longer able to endure It, they complain’d of her, alleging that Ihe fortfl 
them to eat felh on rafting dayes, that fhe allow’d them not the time to make their incIinatlQtis 
before the Images, much lefs to go to Church, anff, whatwas worftofall, that Ihe had saken 
the Images from the Walls, and caft them into the lire. There needed no more to raaks-ber odi- 
ous fo the whole Nation.

bad been given him at his firft Bapttftn. According to the Law of the Country, his Wife was 
to follow his Sample, which to effeft, her Husband ufed all means imaginable, but found fo 

S eat a conftancy on'the other fide, that he was forc’d to recurr to the Authority of the Great 
uke and Patriarch. Thefe at firft went mildly to work, offering her very great advantages in 
their Rsli^on : but the young Gentlewoman, though but iji. years of age, was inflexible, caft^ 
her felf at the Great Duke’s feet, and entreated him rather to take away her life, than force her 
to embrace a Belirf, which flie was not fatisfy’d of in her Confcience. The Father us’d the fame 
fubmi/Iions, but the Patriarch put him off with kicks, and told him that (he was to be treated 
as a Child, that (he knew not what was for the good of her Soul, and that Ihe mutt be baptized 
whether flie would or no. Accordingly fhc was put into the hands of certain Religious Wo- 
men, who violently drap’d hfer to a Brook, where ilie was re-baptized, notwithftanding the 
proteftations Ihe made, mat that pretended Baptifm, which they then gave her againft her own 
confent, could not blot out the Charafter, which her firft trueBaptifm had imprinted in her 
Soul.

Upon the great Feftivals and Sundayes, they go thrice to Church ; firft in the morning, be- 
fore day, to Mattens, which they call Sajienm 5 at noon, to the Obedny 5 and in the evening, 
to Wadjehemi, otVefpers. The whole Service confifts in the reading of certain Chapters out 
of the Bible, Pfalms, and Sc. Athanafm’i Creed : whereto they foraedmes add a Homily out 
of Sr. Chryfijlome, and certain Prayers, which they fing, much after the fame manner as eyin- 
tiphona’s axe fung, faying ever and anon their Ge^odt TomiUit, Lord have mercy upon me, which 
the people repeats three times, making fhe fign of the Crofs. This done, the Prieft goes up to 
the Altar, attended by a Clerk, and fayes the Office, according to the Liturgy of great St. "Ba- 
fH. 'He pours Glaret- Wine and Water into the Chalice, with lome little bits of Bread, confe- 
cracesthem, and fayes certain Prayers, which ended, he takes out the Bread with a fpoon, but 
gives not ofit to any other, unlefsfomefick Child be brov^ht, to whom he gives the Comma* 
nion. If the Prieft hath known his Wife that day, he is not to come near the Altar, but muft 

The people ftand all the ferviee time, and inccCfantly bow themfelves 
efore the Images, pronouncing the They read only the bare Text of the Bi- 

ble, and certain Homilies, as we find before, giving this reafon for it, that the Holy Spirit ha- 
ving grounded the Church upon the pure Word of God, without any explication, neither are 
they to trouble themfelves with any, fince that the different interpretations ofit, do partly oc- 
cafion the Errours and Herefies, whereby the Church is divided. About five years fince, the 
Pcotopope of Morum, taking upon him to Preach, and making nfe of God’s Word, to exhort 
the people to Piety, the Patriarch depofed him, together with all the other Priefts that would 
have follow’d his example, excommunkated them, and banilh’d them into Sibm'rf.

Uiey fey, that they 
follow herein the opinion of bat jt is raoft likely they have it from the Creeks 

Church, with which, they fuffer not any that are carved or graven, as being forbidden in the 
Decalogue, but they have Inures painted with oil upon vv^jd, wretchedly coloured, and ill- 
proportioned, about a fool in breadth, fomewhat more in ITtey will not meddle with 

them if they are not made by one of their Religion, though ihey caia^ Bom tlw faeft Painter’s 
hand in Enrofe. At Mo/coh, there is a particular Market-place for where nothing elfe 

is fold, thoughthey call that kind of Commerce, bartering or trucking widMsoiiey, out of a 
belief they have, that the names off»»j»»^and/e/i»»^ carry not refpefltenou^ hi them, iot fe- 
cred things. Heretofore they oblig’d ftrangers to have of them in their honies, th« their MuJ- 
covutn Servanfe might be thereby excited to the cxercife of their Devotion : But the prefent Pa-' 
triarch permits not, they fiiould be profaned by the Germans^ infomuch, that Charies d» 
fJtioKlin^ having bought a ftonehoufe, the Seller fcrap’d the wall, whacan Image had been 
painted, and carried away what he had fcrap’d off. The Peafanrs would not permit us to touch 
them, not to turn our feet towards them when we lay down. Nay, forae were at the chai^ of 
Incenfe to purify them, after we had left their Houfes.. 

The waUs of their Churches are full of them, and they reprefent, for the moft part, aor Sih 
•meur, the Virgin ih&ry, St. Patron of t.JWwJcOTiy, or the particular Saints they make 

chmee of for the principal objeft of their Devotions. Thofe who commit fins deferving excom- 
munication, are oblig’d to caufe their Saint to be taken away, who is not to be fuffer’d in their 
Churches, no more than their perfons. Great Perfons, and Rich Merchants adorn their Images 
with Pearls and other precious Stones. All Mufeovites look upon them as thit^s fo neceH^y, 
as that without Images they cpuld not fay their prayers; which whenever they do, they al- 
wayesfei Wax-candles before their Saint, and look very ftedfiiftlytqpon him, as long as the De-- 
voitonlafts. . 

>Whaiae.^A(/irffvi»eomesincoaHoufe, or Chamber, hefaiesnotaword, till he hath fixe 
’ his eyes on the Saint he looks for, which they ordinarily hang in a comer behind the Table, or 
ifhe finds him not, heaskes, Jefile*Eochy where is the <^}dV Affoon as he perceives^ hi^ he 
makes him one very low reverence, or more, and pronounces at every tim^ Goj^a&Waimibur 
then he turns to the Compuiy and feluces them. 

The <u^/«^<w«e/refpe£l their Images, as if there were fomewhat of Divinity in diem, and 
they attribute unto them the virtue of Miracles, where^wc had this ^^le in the year 1 643, 
that an old Image beginning to change colour, and ttrllrn a littk reddifli, they immediately 
cry’d out, a t^lirack. The Great Duke and the Patriarch were fritted thereat, as if that red 
colour prefagy feme misfortune to either the Prince or the people j nay, they had fent out Or- 
ders for mraordinary fafts and publick prayers to be made all over the Kingdom, if d** Painters 
who were fent for to have their advife in this affair,’ had not aU affured them, that there was no- 
dwg they fiiould be troubled at, fince there was nothing extraordinary, but that Time, ha- 
#||| epnfum’d and eaten out the paint, had only difeover'd the firft colour of the wood, wbkii

Priefts have neverthelefsthe art to make them do Miracles, or to obferve 
fochHNm yi^l^ajg s oblige the people to extraordinary Devotions, which muft not waatdmie 

nut want Ids advantage.

It was then alfo obferv’d , that the Souliers, not finding any thing in their Houfes,' ' 
carried away the Images of the iJ^ufcovker^ M by that means obfig’d them to follow them , 
and to redeem their Sams at a very dear rate. ' ' 

The firft thing they teach their Chit&icn , is'tt)||l^ their reverences and inclinations to the 
Images. At Ladoga I lodg’d at a Womsms Hcmfe, who would not give his breakfaft to a Child 
fte had, who could hardly cither fiand er-fo M || i till he had firft made nine inclinations before 
the Saint, and as often, as well as be could ramWice it, faid his Gojpodi. 

Nor is it to be thought , bdt a number of innocent perfons there are 

fomefoweUinftruAcd, as to fe*idglimpfeof^th through thefe thick Clouds of ignorance. 

There was at Rnffm a iidf^ifechant , who is ftill living , one that came often to vifit 

the Ambafladors , and djyj^with irntm. He difcours’d very rationally , and would fay , that 
lKdidnotapp!x>vejJlhe«pd[|lw Which the reft of the i!>?f»/cow#fex have of their Saints, nor 
theworfhipc^iQM^pImi^, ai^he,did not expeft his Salvation from Colours, which he 
ijm^wi^«W5W*^.bandk and from wood, which it was in his power to caft into 

tfeeife^t.d|l|Wife^nd in the Holy Scripture , which he had attentively read over, much more 
l^andfuchfoundationsforhishappinefs, as could not be fhaken: That their 
nothing, when, inftead of eating Flefh, they glutted themfelves with the beft 
(ortsofraii, and the moft delicious Hydromel, and Aquavitae : That bread and water ra^bc 
fufficethofe who were defir ous to faft, and that prayer was the beft part of that mortification- 
,Thc Ambafladors ask’d him, why, having all thefe good fentiments about him, he had not 
withall the Charity to infpire them into his Country- men? He anfwered, that it was not his 
calling, and that, ifhe endeavour’d it, he (liould not prevail , becaufe he was already look’d 
on as aHerctick among them : Tnat he fuffer’d Images in his Houfe, but, only for the honour 
of God , and to honour the memory of the Saints : That he had a Piflaire of the King of Sae- 
den's , and kept it , for the Heroick aftions done by that Prince, and that he conceiv’d he might 
do the like with thofe of jF«y«x Chnii and the Sdrits , who had not only done great a^ons , but 
alfo Miracles. Wefoundby thefequelofhisdifcourfcthatheknewali the reafons alleged by 
the at the Council of C<?«/?i*«fi«5p/cagainftthofe whom they called Ice»<machi ^ in the 
year 787. agatnft Which Council CharUmMgn ailed , intheyear 797.thatof , in 

wluch the Dofirine of the ^mkj concerning Images was condemned and anathema-^ 
tized. 


.. Not long fince , a Protopope of Cafattsksyf whofename was fuait Neranm, fx^an to in-^ 
veigh againft the honour done to Images , charging thofe with Idolatry wIm) worihippcd Co-' 
lours and Wood. He faid , that if there were any veneration due to Images , that they were ra- 
ther to admire , in man , that of God , and to honour the Painter , rather than the Image made 
by him. But the Patriarch foon took an order with this Prieft , degraded him , and flxut him up^ 
in the Monaftery called Cameno , upon the River Wolga. 

When the wood of their Images comes to rot , they do not caft it away , but throw 
it into the River , that the water may carry it away j or they bury it in feme Garden < 
or Church-yard. 

The Ssiints o£ itMitfcovy y as well as thofe of other places, have their Miracles. FoJJivift 
fsws, they are all Babies, and that thoftcMfies related of them are ridiculous.. They have one 
of^a very late date , named Sudatworets 'Philip Metrof elite , of the Houfe of ColitZMH. He fi* 
ved in the reign of the Tyrant John ^Jtloms , and grevir famous for the remonftrances he mnie 
to that Prince of his wicked life. The Tyrant, troubled thereat , fent him into a MonafteigF fee 
fixttH i^ofeoHj fo as that he mi^t be no longer importun’d with his reproaches s but th« other 
toadc the Pen do what his tongue couMaot , and , from time to time , r^wfaftWl ahe Judge- 
ment of God to the Eyes of the Great Duke , fo preflingly , that other non ai>fc any longer 

to endure his reprehenflons, Cent o«e of his Servants to 'Th* fineenriofter found 

him ready enough tody, with this dv&e only, that ^ iaft^e^an^mg him with a Cord, 
he would ran him with a Knife mto the whi&te jKOonJifigiy dM. The Monks of the 

Monaftery put him into the Ctulogac of rfieirHo%- Martyrs , and fent his Body to be bvuied 
in the Wand of , in the Whm Sea , neat Arehmgel , where they fay he hath done many 
h^cles. The'parefent Patriarch perfwaded the Great Duke, that, while he was Metropolt- 
tafleof3?3^(7», and5«r^», he had beard that tn««yfick perfons had been healed there, attd 
that?

Which at leaft, is as certain as what the Miif- 
cowtM fay of the |reat number of the blind;, dumb, deaf, lame, perfons troubled with agues, 
and paraliticks, whom that body hath healed, fittteitwas placed in the great Church of the 
Callle. Atfirft, no week pafs’d, but it did ITO or fix Miracles: but now it doth not any at 
all, and theyfayitisbyreafonoftheincredlfit^ofthepeople, that that Virtue hath left the 
Saints Body 5 which they fay is ftill intire but it U forbidden, upon pain of death, for any 
man to lift up the cloath which covers it. 

IntheMonafteryof i a. leagues from they have another Saint named Ser- 

gitts. Hewas a very tall man, a thing the Mufcowtes havea great veneration for, and had fome- 
time been a Soldier; but the crimes and diforders he had committed in his youth, touch’d his 
Onfcience fo to the quick, that he forfook the World, and turn’d Hermite. He quitted that 
folitary kind of life, and got into the Monaftery of TroitAO, where he was foon cholen I^rntne, 
or Abbot, and did there, with his Difciple fo many Miracles, that, dying in the year 

1 563. they were both Canonized. They fay, their heads are there yet to be feen intire, and 
that when the Po/«We« befig’d that Monaftery, the head of only, forc’d them back in 
the midft of their aflault, and made them turn their arms agidnft themfelves. Of which yet there 
is nothing to be found in the Hiftory of that time, which fpeaks but of one fiegc of Treitza^ un- 
der a Po/»/h General, who was indeed forc’d to raife it, not upon the vigorous rc- 

fiftance of the Monks, or by the afliftance of Sergius by the Suee&Jh Army, vrtikh came in to 
the relief of the Muftovites. 

Since this Saint was buried there, that'Monaftery hath been called Zergeifski TroitKA, though* 
it be properly dedicated to the It is fo rich, that it maintains above 300. Monks, and 

•its revenue increafcs dayly, through the Great Duke’s liberality, and the alms of thofc who go 
thither to perform their Vows, they had made in their travels or ficknefs, and fettle Annuities 
for Services to be faid after their death. The Great Duke, who goes thither twice a year, lights 
offhisHorfewhenheiscome within half a league of the Monaftery, and fo walks it. Having 
ended his Devotions, he fpcnds fome dayes there in Hunting, during which, the Abbot main, 
tains him and his retinue, both with Man’s meat and Horfe meat.

place, near that ftreet where the Cutlers have their (hops. The Church is called ‘J’recifiet Ctd 
fa»sk^, the holy mother of Cafau, and many Pilgrimages are made to it. TTiey go alfo in Pil- 
grimage to the Monaftery of a league and a half from to the Sepuldire of 

their &int Warluaij who was born at 2 ^ogorodf and buried at Chutina^ whence they call his 
Feftival, ^rafnickWurloma Chutinskaga, 

•thtir _ As to their Churches, we faid, there were above two thoufand Churches and Chapels in the 

(Sntreixs, City and Suburbs of Thofe which ate offtone are round and vaulted, becaufe God’s 

Honfes to repreftnt Heaven which is hfe Throne. They have neither Seats nor Baches, 

, by reafon none fit down, but all fay their prayers either ftanding or kneeling. The lace Gkeac 
Duke, who was much given to Devotion, lay all along upon the ground, when he faid his pray- 
' ers. They have no Organs or other mufical inftruments in their Churches, not ufing any, out 
■ofthisperfwafion, that things inanimate cannot glorify God j Thai they were allow’d in the 
■ Paedagogyofthelaw, but that, under the new Teftaroent, they were no more to be ufed than 
any other of the Jewiili Ceremonies. The Patriarch that now is hath Ihewn his enmity to Mu- 
fick, yet greater, inprohibitingthenfeof all thofe mufical inftruments, which the Mufeovites 
were wont to make ufe of at their merry meetings. Some four or five years fince, he caufed all 
private houfes to be fearch’d, for Inftruments, and having loadcn five Wagons with them, he 
wait them over the River of iJ^/ofeou, where they were all burnt. Only the Germans kept 
j^ics, nor could the Patriarch, with all his Authority, oblige the Bojar, 'Boris Nihita Jstanou- 
itJ iiiwMirwftoputaway hisMuficians. There is no Stone-Church, but hath, in the midft of 
fontTwraatS, aTower form’d at the top much like the Knobs we fet on Bedfteads, havim upon 
it a triple CvoSs^ fsf which they fay they reprefent our Saviour, as Head of the Church, wvh®* 
that the Crofe Iwing the Ba^ of Qiriftianity, it is neceflary the Church of Chrift (hgw he 
known by it. They are ptoj^ianed by Strangers, that is to fay, fuch as are hot of 

their Communion ; i^n Which account it was, that when, at the b^inning bf our Travels, 
we entrdd into them, they canie and tlnfuft asont, and many times they IWepc after tis. If it 
chance a Dog gets in, they think it not enough to fweepihe Church, buvtfa^ 4lfo Inccnle it, 
and purify it with holy Water. They have aub very mudi|;efpb£lft)r theicjEhurch-yards, and 
foffrr not that any Ihould make their water in them. 

Their Bells are not in ftceples , but in a certain Engine , or Machine , near the Church , in yte 
Church-yard, and are for the moft part fofmall, that few of them are lyo. or zoo.pjMw 
weight. They toll them at the beginning of fervice , an^ at the Elevation of the Chahqmii^ 
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the Bread being pnt in immediately after Confccration , they make but one Elevation. The|^2^* 
Rope is not fatten’d to the Bell, bat to the Clapper , fo that om* man may toll three or four 
Bells at the fame time , if the Ropes be fatten’d to both his Elbows and both his hands , which, 
making a certain chiming , the Mufcovites arenJ^rh taken with. But this kind of chiming of the 
almoft infinite number of Bells , which they many times toll at the fame time in all their 
Churches , makes a very ftrange noife, to their who are not accuftomed thereto. 

They think this chiming fo necefiary , that, withdot it , the divine Service would be defeftive. 

Upon which perfwafion it was , that a ctttsa^PriB^ , who conduced the Suedtjh Ambaffa- 
dors , hearing that they were defirous to do t||eur l^evotions , it being Mtchaelmas-day , told 
them, that he could not imagine what Ihiftjjb^w^uld make to doit, fince he had not, by 
reafon of the greainefs of the Journey, brought any Bells along with him. 

There is no Church but hath am Image over the door j and at every comer' of a Street , and 
upon all the Gates of the City, jliw are Images, before which the ft.?*/»ycaw>fwmakeahalc 
to fay their addrclS the Gojpodt to the Croffes which are upon the Churches, 

fo that they fib Street , but they make a Ihort ftay to do their Devotions. 

The Eccleliiifil^jsifwoivemment confitts of a Patriarch, feveral Metropolitans, Arch-BifliopSjj,^ j. 
Btlhopsi Protopopcs, andPrietts. The Patriarch, among them, hath the fame^^^V ^ 

has in the Latim Church. The Patriarch of Confiaittimfk had heretofore 
t^eBomffllC^iffiofhim. In time, hecarne to have onlyt^ confirmation 01 him 5 but now of 
latCj he hath loft both. Filaretes T^kitits , the late Great Duke’s Father , was the laft that 
deftred confirmation from the Patriarch of Coniimtimfle. At prefent, the Patriarch of Mufco- 
igi is chofen by the other Prelates, who meet in the great Church within the Caftle, called 
•Sdtflr, and name two or three Prelats , of the moft eminent for Learning and good Life, and 
prefent them to the great Duke , who, after fome conference with the Prclats , proceeds joyntly 
with them, to the eleftion j unlefs thofe that are named be all of fucherainency , that they are 
at a iofs which to make choice of, and fo forc’d to it by iott which courfe they took at the 
Election of this laft Patriarch. He was a Prelate of the Second Order, and hath been named , 
with two other Metropolitans , upon the reputation of his good life. The lot falling upon him, 
all thofe of the Firft Order were difeontented thereat , fo that they put it to the Lot a fccond 
time, in which alfo it fell again to him : but the ambition of the other Competitors appearing 
ftill in their counaenances, the Great Duke was pleas’d to comply with them, and to put it to 
the Lpt a third time, which fell in like manner to the fame Perfon, upon which all acquiefe’d. 

His name is Nicon , and be had been before Metropolitan of'RoJim and J^rofoK , and is now a- 
bout4y years of age. He lives within the Palace , where he hath built him a houfe of ftone. 

He keeps a good Table , and is a perfon of fo pleafant a dilpofition , that he di&overs it in thofe 
a6kions that require the greateft gravity. For , a handfome Gentlewoman being prefented to 
him, forhisBencdidlion, after ihc ted been re-baptized , with feveral others of her Friends, 
he told her , that he was in fome doubt , whether he fliould begin with the kift , which is given 
to ^rof elites after their Baptifm , or with the Benediftioii. 

ThcPatriarch’sauthority is fo great, that he in manner divides the Soveraignty wiA the 
Great Duke. He is the Supreme Judge of all EcclefiafticalCaufes, and abfolutely difpofes ofc 
■what ever concerns Religion , with fuch power, that, in things relating to the Political Go- 
vernment , he reforms what he conceives prejudicial to Chriftian fimplicity and good manners 
without giving the Great Duke any accompt of it, who, without any contettation , commands 
the ordm made by the Patriarch to be eacecuted. He hath under him , four Metropolitans 3 
venArchbilhops, andoneBilhop. The Metropolitans are Aofe of.

Z—Z^mmdrhes^ Ktlari’s, zvAl£tmm’s, who are their Abbots, Priors, and Guardians, 
jrj, p The Patriarch, Metropolitans, ArchbiQiojjs and Bithops arc not to marry, but make a Vow 
/aMUw-ofChaftity, for the time they Ihall continue in that, Dignity, which, it feems, give them not 
rj> m>t. an indelible Charafter, as it does elfe wh«e, to thctfe that are advanced to it. They are forbid- 
den to wear Rings on their fingers. They wear no Drawers, nor Shirts of Linnen-cloath, but 
of Flannen, and do not ly upon Beds. 

Bom the Thofe that enter into any Religious Order eat no fle lh,nor frefli -Fifli ,and drink neither W ine, 
Aquavita:, nor Hydromel 5 but are oblig’d to content thenifelvcs with their ^uas, though 
when they are out of their Monafteries, they difpence with the rigour of that Law, and eat of 
any thing that is given them, making ufc ot their time fo well that many times they are glad to 
be carried home. 

VbeHuhits Theordinaiy Habit of the Patriarch, asalfoof thc Metropolitans, Afch-bifliops &c- and 
oftheEc- even of their Monks, is a kind of black Caffock, over which they have an upper-Garment of 
ck^tc]is. fjjjjg colour, not much different fi:om thofe of the other Mttfe^ttes. Their Hoods, or co- 
vering of the Head, isatleaft an cU and a half diameter, having in the midft around piece, as 
big as a Trencher, which hangs on the hinder part of the head. When they walk into the City, 
they have in their hands a ftaff forked at the end after the form of a Rjgfit angle, which ferves 
them for a Croiler, and they call it Po(^ 

What a vaft number of Priefts and Pfclefiaftkks there muft be about t^ofco», may be judg’d 
by that of the Churches, of which not any, that ever fo little exceed their ordinary Chapels, 
but have three or four, or more Priefts belonging to them. Thofe who are defirous to embrace 
that kind of life, addrefsthemfelves to the Patriarch, orfirftMetropolitanethey can come to, 
who eXamins them, and if he finds they can make a fhift to read and write, and fing in the 
Chufeh, he gives them Orders, and an Atteftation of their being received into the Pricfthood. 
At their Confecraaon, they are habited after the manner before mentioned, and have the hair 
cut off on the Crown of their heads, on which is put a little Gap like a CaBottt, which is the 
only Charadfer of their Priefthood. For they never take it off, but when they cut their hair, 
and he, who fighting with a Prieft, fhould make his CiU/for fell to the ground, would be feverely 
punifh’d, and bilg'd to pay him the BtcefHe, or a certain mulfl impofed upon him : whereas

otherwife a man may bang or cudgel one of that profeffion with the fame impunity as he may 
another, but to do it without any danger, he is only to take off his Caliot^ before he fells to 
work with him, and when he hath fumciently paid him, to be fo refpediful to him as to put it

Vhe Mefis The Trewyvyw and Ample Pricfts are obb'ged to marry once, but cannot the fecond or third 
ohb£i time, unlefs they quit the Priefthood. They allege to this purpofe the Text of St. ^P<wd, 1 Tim. 
to marry. 3 . whac the Apoftlc feyes, that a Bifliop Ihould be the husland of one nw/e. Which place they 
underftand not of though the Text exprefly mentions them, nor yet in the leaft ima- 

gine that the Apoftle fpeaks of one wife in oppofition to ‘Polygamy j bui infer thence, that there 
is a fteceffity that the Prieft fhould marry, that fo he may be the husband of one wife. Tbis 
point of the marriage of Priefts makes one of the principal differences between the 
with all the CJmi^Qiurch, and the which aUows not the marriage of Priefts. For 

confirmation of their opinion, they allege, as vvhat makes raoft for them, thefouith Canon of 
theCouncel, which was held at in Pafhltgonta, not long after that of iVics, which 

Anathemizes thofe who make any difticulty to receive the 'Communion from the hands of a 
married Prieft. But the jhtufeovim Priefts hold this befides, that they are oblig’d to be in the 
ftate of marriage, before they take Orders, and that they are to marry a Maid, andnotaWid- 
dow, ora Womanofafcandalouslife: in which pundlilio they are fo circurafpeft, tfeit if a 
Prieft, upon fearch made the the firft night of his marriage, find that Ws Wife hath been defi- 
led before hand, he muft either be divorc’d from her or from the Priefthood. The Prieft who 
hath given his Wife her benevolence in the night, is not to approach the Altar the next day; 
andasfoon as a Prieft is a Widdower, he is not to Adminifter the Sacraments any longer. He 
maybe^rcfoit at the Offices of and Vetxjerni'^ but is not admitted to that of Obednt^ 
at Communion is receiv'd, and cannot give his Benedi Aion to marriages.

Their Autterity of life is very great, in as much »s they live only on Salt-6fli, Honey, Milk, 

Cheefc, Herbs, and Pulfe , efpecially GowcumJiiBrsji freflj and pickled , which they mince very 
fraall, andeatwithafpooninfomeofthfiiiy!^'. They have this common with all the other 
Mttfcovites , that they can hardly write one in ten can fay the Lord’s Prayer , 

much fewer that are acquainted with the Cfrecd and the ten Commandments. Thefe Monks live 


build Chapels upon the High-wayty andlivcin Woods like Hermits ^ fublifting only by the 
Alms given them by -Travellers. . 

They faft Wednefdtejs imdFndt^s\, slid abftain fo ftriftly from all kind of flefli , nay , even ?,/; . 
from E|^s and thefe few years, foraeofthemore devout would not ufe 


any Sugar , beci^ liwy know that there are whites of Eggs ufed in the clarifying 
or it. 

TlWifyiswWil^ofmore fatting days than flelh days. For, bcfides the two days of every 
XhddilinCS of great Fettivals, they faft in iewffeven weeks together , though in the 
firfttWyeal Batter, Milk, andE^s, and this week is their C4r»Ai;.z/, during which they com- 
mit incNd&Mfiaxceires in drinking , and withall fuch infolences , as the Patriarch hath nor yet 
found any, way to remedy. The next week, they eat only Honey, Herbs, and Pulfe , and dunk 
only and Water j they bath , and cleanfe themfelves from the impurities they had coi - 
fia«icd in their exceflive debauches. All the reft of the Lent they live very temperately, and 
the moft devout cat no lilh but on Sund^s. Their fecond Lem begins eight days after I Vhit- 
fismide , and lafts till St. Peter's tide. The third is from the firft of , to the 1 6 th. and 

the fourth, from the i ^th. oi ISlovemher to Chrtjlmas. 'Tis true, there are Ibme abate of this 
meat Aufterity j but I never knew any , who did not ftriilly obferve abftinence 

during the Z<ewt.^ But as they will notbyanymeansbedifpcns’dwithasto that time , no not 
intheirgreateftlicknefsj fo can they not , on the other fide, be perfwaded to eat fi(h on Sun- 
days and Holydays out oiLenty as oelieving that it is of Apottolical inftitution that they fliould 
eat fteih on Sundays , and that they are bound to obferve the Rule which goes under the name 
ofStl CQnkm. in the Tomes of the Councels printed at Finice * which lays, that an Ecclcfia- 
ftick, who falts on Saturday or Sunday, is to be degraded, and if a lay perfon commit the 
fame fault, he is to be excommunicated. The fame Rule which enjoyns them to abftain 
from fiefli in Lenty forbids them alfomedling with their Wives during that time, upon 
fpecial penalties. 

Thofe who are come to years ofdifcrction are oblig’d to go to Confejfua^ before they 
municate. There are ve^ few but receive the Communion at and they prepare them- * 

fclves for it by extraordinary mortifications , for eight days tostther , during which they cat ' 
nothit^ but a hard kind of bread , and drink only Water and , which is fo fowr , that it 
caufes cripings in the belly , and brings them in a manner to deaths door. They make their 
Confeffionf&nding, in the midft of the Church, and before an Image, on which they have 
their eyes faftned , as long as the Confeffion lafts , making a very particular recital of all their 
fins , and at every fin expreffii^ their remorfe , and promifing amendment. The Prieft , with 
the abfolution, g^ves them a certain penance to do, which confifts for the moft part in pronoun- 
cing feveral times the ^a^^ody TemilHi , or in making a certain number of Reverences befoie the 
Saints , abftaining from Women for a certain time , ftanding at the Church door : or, if the fins 
beveryhainous , he enjoyns them to make ufe of a Holy- water , which they Confecratc upon 
3we0»-day , and is kept by the Prie^ all the year long for that purpofe , and not to be had of 
them for nothing. They make accompt that that water hath the.vertue to cleanfe them of rheir 
fins , and to reftore them into the flatc of Grace. 


They receive the Communion, ordinarily, upon Eve j atleaft they think it muft 
bcdonepp<waafrfting-day , and this they foftriAly obferve, that if one Ihould Communicate' 
on the Sunday , yet is he not to eat any flelh that day. They Communicate in both kinds , and ‘ 
mix water with the W ine. The bread they put into the Wine , taking out a morfel , together 
with fome of the Wine, withafpoon. The bread is leavened , and muft have been made up 
and i^ed by a Prig’s Widow i which they think to be fo Effeiuial to the Sacrament, that one 
of ^rincmal caufes of the Schifm between the Crmi^nd Lame Church , is , that the latter

It. When the Communion is to be Adminiftred to a lick perfon, they take a little out of the 
faid box, upon which they pour three drops of Claret-wine, and put it into the Chalice, ming- 
ling foraetimes a little water, and fo they gih?eit the lick perfon with a fpoon. But if, through 
weaknefsorotherwife, he be not able t9 get dom the bread, they ^ve him only a little Wine 
conlecrated. In the ordinary Adminiftfjition offle' Communion, they make ufe of a fort of 
Confecrated bread, of the fame form as the other, b»f not bigger than a half Crown, from 
which they alfo take away the Crucifix, and break it into as many pieces as there are Commu- 
nicants, call them into Claret- wine, and put thereto a little wmw water, becaufe no doubt 
but the blood and water, which came out of our Saviour’s fide, was fo. They hold TranftAfim- 
tmton^ and, at the Admiiiiftring of the Sacrament, the Prieft fayes thcfe words ; This is the 
true body and the true bloud of our Lord Jefus Chriji, which hath been given for thee ^ and for many 
more, for the T^mjfwn of thy Jins, which thou (halt t/dei in remembrance of him. Cod blefs thee* 
The more devout lort fleep alter they have receiv’d the Communion, that fo they may not Sin 
that day. What remains ofthe bread after ConfecTation ferves for holy-bread. They call it 
Kutja, and the .Sunday following, the Prieft gives a morfel of it to each of thofe who had 
Communicated the week before. There is no Child fo young but they give him the Communi- 
on 5 but it is only when he is Sick, and then but in one kind, till he be fevcn years of age, and 
then he is Communicated as the reft 5 for which they give this reafon, that about that age one 
begins to Sin mortally. No doubt, they have derived this cuftom from What was done in the 
third age, wherein St, Cyprian fayes, thit they Communicated Children immediately after bap- 
tifm, which cuftom was continued till St. time. ButinProcefsoftime the cuftom 

was changed, fincethat, Ntcefhorus, the ion of who lived in the 14*- age, affirms^ 

that in his time, they gave thofe Children, who were learning the firft Rudiments of the Sci- 
ences, but only the Conlecrated bread which was remaining after the Communion, In ojktuf, 
covy, they allb give the Communion to diftradfedperfons} but they only touch their lips with 
the bread after it hath lain a while in the Wine. 

The Prieft who hath kifs’d a dead body, or been at the interment of any, can neither confe- 
crate nor adminifter the Sacrament that day, for they hold him to be defiled. Nor is it lawful 
for him to Commnnicate a Woman in Child-bed, in the fame room where Ihe was delivered: 
but Ibe is obliged to get her fclf carried into fome other place, and to be waflied. Heretofore, 
they were wont to fend the Confecrated bread into the Gountrey, to thofe places which were 
deftitute of a Prieft ; nay, they gave of it to fuch as intended to travel, or were going to the 
Wars, who made their Confeflions before their departure, and were to Communicate when 
they had any convenience to do it, or were in any danger of death, fo to make it, as it were, 
their laft Futtiemn. Their cuftom of receiving the Confecrated Wine in the Church, and car- 
rying away the bread, to be taken at home • as alfo that praftifed by Anchoretes, who carried 
away both to the places of their retirement, is fo antient, that St. nay, even TertuUi- 

an fpeaks of it, as a thing very ordinarily done in their times : but this kind of Communicating 
is now abfolntely abolifli’d in as well as other places. Thofe who have taken theic 

Oaths in any Law bufinefs, or have committed mnrthcr, or any other hainous fin, are not to 
receive the Communion, but at the point of death. All that are fick to that extremity are Com- 
municated, and at the fame time receive extreme Undlion, but that once done, they fuffer them 
not to take any thing elfe, not ought of nourilbraent, unlefs they apparently perceive that the 
fickparty begins to recover ftrength, and gives them a great allurancc of the retrival of his for- 
mer health. Before the receiving of the Communion, they give thofe that are fick, fome fair 
Water, or Aquavit®, wherein fome Relicks had been put. There are thofe, who, in that con- 
dition, canfe themfelves to be fliaven, put on Monks habit, and become really filch j for, that 
once done, they are not fuffer’d to take any thing for the fpace of eight dayesj it being their 
perfwafion, that thofe who take that habit, which they call Seraphick., are not to be numbred 
among men, but are become Angels. And if, after thofe eight dayes abftinency, they recover 
their former health, they are oblig’d to perform their vow, and to go into a Monaftery, becaufe 
the Rafour hath pafs’d upon their heads.

The Priefts go all about 
the body, andincenfeitalltheway- toke 4 >lwrfvil fpirits, and withall fing certain Pfalms. 
The Kindred and Friends follow the tKxfy, out without any order, having every one a Wax- 
Candle in his hand. ^ 

Being come to thgCi a|pj^ Conin is uncover’d, and the Image of the deceafcd party’s 
Saint is held over vfflSSfe^the Prieft fayes certain prayers, in which there come often thefe 
words, Lordbifkf^fii*^ Rt£hteoiiJ»efs, as alfo fome paffages of their Liturgy, during 
which the cdntinues her lamentations, and makes the fame queftions fhe had done be- 

foee." Kindred and Friends take leave of the deceafcd, killing either him or the 

t kft the Prieft comes up to him, and puts between his fingers a piece of paper, 
whfch feted ofTcftimonial of his behaviour in this world, figned by the Patriarch, or the 
Metrojpdlftanc of the place, and the Confeflbr, who fell thofe papeis dear or cheap, according 
to their abilities who buy them. This Teftimonial, which is a kind of Pafs for his admittance 
►into the other VVorld, runs thus. We, vphofe xatnes are hereunto ftihferihed, theTatrtarch, or 
JIdjetrofobtane, andPrteftoftheCttieofT^domJ^kftowaand Certtpe, by thefe yrefents, that 
the "Bearer of thefe our Letters hath dveayes hved among us bkg a good Chr0ian, frofcjfmg the 
Greek Rebgion } and though he hath committed fome jins, yet that he bath confejfed the fame, and 
that thereupon he hath received abfolmon, and t^nthe Communion, for the Beynt^n of hts jins : 
That he hath honoured God aud his Saints i Thiahehathfatdhisfrayers, and that he hath f^ed 
on the hours and d(/^es appointed^ the Church, and that he hath carried himfelf fo weU towards 
me who am his Confejfor, that 1 have no reafon to complain of him, nor to deny him the aibfolution if 
'"his Jins. Jnwitnefs wheref, we have given him the prefent Teftimonial, to the end, that upon 
fight thereof, St. Peter open unto him the Gate of eterrud blip. As foon as he hath this Pafs- 
portdvenhim, the Coffin is Ihut up, and put into the Grave, with the face of the deceafcd 
turn’d towards the Eaft. Thofe who accompany’d him thither, do their Devotions to the Ima- 
ges, and return to the houfe of the deceafcd, where they find jDinner ready, and where, many 
times, they drown their affiiilion, with all other fentiments of mortality, in Hydrorael ana 
Aquavitse. Their mourning lafts 40. dayes, during which they make three Feaftsfor the Kin- 
dred and Friends of the deceafcd, tovMt, the 3d. the 5th. and the zotb. day, after the bwrial.

Some build Hurs over their Graves, which they cover with Mat, for the convenience of the 
Prieft, who, morning and evening, for the fpace of fix weeks together, is to make prayers 
there for the deceafcd. For though the do not believe there is any Turgatory, yet 

they fey there are two feveral places, to which the Souk retire, after their departure out of 
the body, wheretheyexpe£ftheday of Judgement: fome in a pleafant and delightful place, 
having the converfation of Angels ; others, in a fad and dark Valley, having the fociety of De- 
vils- That the Souls beii^ yet in their way, may be diverted out of the evil way, bythePray- 
ers cf Priefts and Monks, nay, that thefe have fogrpit an Intereft with God, as to obtain a cer- 
tain cafe and alleviation of their mifery, for thofe Souls which ate with the Devils, and to ap- 
peafc him againft the day of Jta^cmenc. Such as are of ability, gives Alms dayly during the 
fix Wedcs j which may indeed be ordinary among the eJUufeovites, who make no difficulty to 
inridi thesnfelves any way, and believe that fin is to be expiated by Alms. Whence it comes, 
that no Mkjeavite afmoft, but, as he goes to Church, or about his occafions, buyes bread, 
which he aftetwards diftributes among the poor, who, though very numerous, yet get fo much, 
tliat beii^ not able to confume all themfelves, they dry up the reft in an Oven, and make it a 
of Bisket, which they call Suchart, and fell it in the Market to Travellers.

We faid in the forc-§oing Book, that there 
is but one Biihop in all Mnfcov^, and that his Refidence is in this City of Colmina. 

Three vferjles above the City, near the Compit of Keluttn Ser^e Mompr^ founded by one 
a Saint among them, whom wchalMNfctpof elfewhere, and who is buried at the 
Monaftery of the iwv/w falls into theR^Ocr/i, which is incomparably much more 

delightful, and broader than the other. It comc^^roa-wards the South, and hath on both fides 
it a noble Country, well peopled, and very frmiJuI. Both Ihores are well furnifli’d with Oaks, 
which is a kind of rarity in thofe parts. Beii^ got afliore, we had a Sermon under a great Tree, 
which fufficicntly (haded the whole AlTembly.

T^tfenevogorod , where we found the fliip , called the Fredtric\^, which we had ordered to be 
built, by our Captain il/jcb^e/OrisSrj, whereofwefpokc in the beginning of our Relation. It 
was not quite finilh’d , by reafon the Mufeeviaa Carpenters , whom the Captain had employ’d 
about her , had Aot anfwer’d his expefiation 3 yet was it fo far on, that the Ambaffadors lodg'd 
in it , and fo forbore going into the City. It was built of Deal , being 120 foot long , and 40 
broad, having three Slafts , and fo ftat-bottom’d , that it took but feven foot water. It had 
many Chambers and Clofets, for the convenience of the Ambaffadors, the Officers and Gen- 
tlemen of their Retinue, and fome Iron and Brafe Guns, a great number of Granadoes and 0-’ 
ther Fire-arms. And as our defiga was to make ufe of it chiefly upon the Welga , which is full 
of Banks and quick-fands , it was fo built , as chat if there were no wind , they might ufe Oarsj 
and to that end , it had twelve feats , two Oafs to every feat. We had cauftd to be nude t 
doubk Shallop , for the convenicncy of unlading the Ship in thofe places where it might want 
water, as aifo to carry the Anchors, Cables, Sails, and other things neceffary for fo greats 
a Voyage, and to difeover thofe Banks and Sands in the Sea , which mi^t hinder oi 
iktard its paflage.

July ^4- The Ambafladors fent Monfieurfl| B i #y *od my felf, accompany d by our Muf- 
®m4» Interpreter and the'Tnj?#/, to the iryiiv<W,*i%o thank him for his civilities towards our 
people, during the flay they had made in the G(y, while the Ship was a building, which was 
alffloft a year , and to make him a Prefent of 4 Jewel worth a hundred Gowns. His reception 
ofusdifeover’d how magnificently he liv’d, and what a noble houfe he kept. For as foon as 
notice was brought him that we were come near the houfcj he fent two very handfom compleat 
perfons to meet us at the Gate. They conduced us through a very long Gallery, and at the en- 
trance into the Palace it felf, we met with two comely old men, richly clad, who brought us to 
the WeyweJe’s Chamber, who had on a Garment of Brocadoe, and was accompany’d by a great 
number of perfons of Quality. The Room was hung with Purk^e Tapiftry, and had in it a 
great Cup-board of Plate. He receiv’d us with much civility, and having accepted the Prefent, 
and anfwer'd our Complement, he delir’d us to take our part of a Collation, duiing which, his 
Difeourfe was excellent good, and fuch as we thought the more extraordinary, in that the 
tJMufcoviteSy for the moft part, contribute very little to any thing of Converficion. Among 
other things he asked us whether we did not fear meeting with the who in all likely- 

hood would fet upon us ere we got oflF the Wolgu^ and told us, they were a barbarous and inhu- 
mane people, and mote cruel ^an Lions, fliewing us at the fame time a Pi^kus^ Wherein was 
reprefented Si«?»j!/(>»’s engagement with one ofthofe Creatures. We made hktt anfwer, that 
we look’d on that Piece as a good omen, in as much as if the Cofaques were ftont as Lions, we 
fliould behave our felves, on the other-fide, Uk^ Sampfias^ Tht Weywode xtply’d, that he had 
that good opinion of us, nay believ'd, that the repute our Nation had gain’d, by the fertices it 
had done his CxMrtek^ Majefty, would frighten the Cofatpes, and hinder them from attemptin|' 
ought againfr us. 

The fever Wolga is four thoufand fix hundred Geometrical feet wide near Nif«, at the meet- 
ing of the two Rivers ; 'and whereas its waters encreafem the months by 

rcafon of the Sun’s having melted the Snow, and thaw’d the Rivers which fall into it, the Boat- 
men who go from to do commonly take that time, when there is watee 

eribugh to pafs over the Banks of Sand, nay indeed the little lilands which are very frequent in 
that River. This confideration, and the example of their misfortune, whofe Boats we had feen 
caftaway, and halfrotten upon the Sands, made us refolve upon our departure thence with the 
fooneft, before the waters, which vifibly decreas’d, were faUen too low, andfo we appointed 
it fliould be the 30th. of July. 

iieWoka' ThcPP<!i^4, whereofwe gave a fliortaccompt in the precedent book, is, in my opinion, one

vulet, which isbut four foot deep, is n^ frozen ( occalion’dby the violence of its courfe 
between two Mountains^ they think ids not without fome myftery, and they have fo great a 
veneration for it, as to be perfwaded, they cannot come near it, without danger of their lives, 
though the Mttjcovkes crofs it dayly without any* ' . , 

In their Saaifices to God, they kill a Horft, an Ox, wa Sheep, roafiing the fielh, and take 
acutthereofinaDift, and holding in the other hand another Dilli&ll of Hydromel, or fome 
other liquor, they cafi both into afire, which they make before, of the Creature that 

isfacrificed, which skin they hang upon a Pole laid a-crofs betwe^ 1 ^^’Trees. They intrest 
that skin to prefent their Prayers to God, or fometimes they make their immediately to 
God, and pray him to augment the number of their Cattel, or grant them foa^^er conveni- 
encics of this life, whidi are the only objeft of all their Devotions. Theyadwfeadfo the Sun 
and Moon, as Authors of all the Noble Produftions of the Earth; nay they are fo fondly fu*. 
perftitious, as to have a veneration for what ever prefents it felf to them in the night to their 
Dreams, and to adore it the next day, asaHorfe, a Cow, Fire, Water, &c, I roid theTV- 
t/T i fpoke of before, thatit wasmadnefs, to worfiiip thofe Creatures, whofe lives are at our 
difpofal j He reply’d, that it wlas better to adore things Animate, than the Gods ot Wood and 
Colours which the have hanging on their Walls. They have neither Churches, 

nor Priefts, nor Books, and the Language of the Certmijfes is peculiar to them, having in a man- 
ner nothing common with that of the tit'mTmars, nor yet with the Tmrkt^ j though ^»fc 
who are &bjc£l; to die Czjtar^ and fo oblig’d to converfe with the Mufeowtes^ make ufe alfo of 
their Language. 

They perform all Religions Geremwiies and Sacrifices near feme Torrent, where they meet 
together, d^ecfally when upon the death of any of their friends, who hath left any Wealth 
behind him, they make good Chea with the bmHorfc he had, which they pat to death with 
the Mailer. 

Polygamy is fo ordinary among them, that there are few but have four or five Wives, where- 
of they take two or three into the fame hoafe, and make no great difficulty to marry two <w 
t^ree Sifters at the fame time* 'Iheir Women and young Maids are alidad in a coarfc white 
Cloath, wherein they fowkpuqpthemfelves, that there is nothing to be feen but their Faces. 
Thofe that are betfoathed have a parttcnlar drefs for their Heads, which hath a pcdtfo. like a 
Horn, which feems to come out of the Head, about half an ell in length: At the e^jofltiac 
Horn, there is a Taffcl of filk, of diverfe colours, at which hangs a little Bell, TlieMeB wear 
a long Goat or Garment t>i co^e Linnen Cloath, under which.thcy wear Breeches. They, ail 
fliave their Heads, only thofe young Men that arc not married, leave on the Head a long trefs of 
Hair, which fome tycup into a knot upon the Head, others fuffer to hang down the Back: 
which particularity we had the opportunity to take better notice of at our return at Ci{an,

1 f continu’d our courfe, with the current of the water, which being very ftrong 
in that place by reafon of the narrOwnefeotftSb^River, brought us that day as far as the Vil- 
lage of Klujifeha^ z 6 . rferfin from Cofm^ lying amidft feveral .Sand-banks, which we had 
much ado to pafs tbrov^h. Some pare of that day, asalfoofthe next, we fpent in recovering 
our Anchors, whereof the Cables we©S broken j we at laft made a Ihift to get up the great one, 
and left the little ooffbrtli^Sls being loath to lofe any more time. Thence, we pafe'd by a 
Tavern called 30. mrfies from Cafan^ where we met with great Sand-banks ;

We difcover’d aSme fame time on our right hand, upon a little 
afeent, the City of Tetw, difl:ant&omCi5/k»izo,w«'j?«, having its buildings, as wcllpublick^^^'^ 
as private, difocdci^ly featter'd up and down. From this place to the Ca^tm Sea, there is no 
yifiageatafl.

City is feaced upon the Ctd^um Sea near ^firaehatt, and the Weymde, upon the expiration of 
his three years Government, wasdienretuming to Mofem, to make way for his Sucoeflbr.

The 2 o* There came fcveral Kflier-men of T«f«i aboard us, and brought ns fy large breams, 
which they had taken thereabouts , and fold them us for fifty pence. They have a particular 
way of fifliing. They feften to the end of a long cord , a pretty big ftone, which fails to the 
bottom , and at the other end of the faid cord feveral great pieces of Wood which fwira upon 
the water. All along this cord are fatten'd many little cords , each whereof hath a hook baited 
with a certain kind otfifli which is not of the leaft, but fuch as the others greedily feed upon. 
The fifli they take by this invention is ten or twelve foot long , the meat of it white, firm , and 
very delicate. In our return firom Terfia , there was one brought to the Boat where I was with 
theAmbafladorCrw/Sw, which was fo big, though there was nothing elfe eaten , byreafon e- 
very one liked it fo weU, yet wassail the company laiisfied , and there was as much left as fill’d 
a barrel, wherein it was pickled up. 

When the i^nfeevites travel about their own occafions, they make ufc of another invention. 
They fatten a hook to the end of a Cord , and tye the Cord about a piece of board of about ^ 
breadth of a man’s hand , plain’d very fmooth , and tinn'd over ; and drag it after the Boat , fo 
as that the current of the water caufing it ever and anon to turn up towards the Sun , makes it 
fliinc like the fcales of a filh ; by which means drawing the greater fort of fifli after it, they take 
more than they can fpend while they arc on the water. So that the ufctvkes , making no 0- 
ther provifion, for their journeys, but of bread twice bak’d or dried in the Oven , find it no hard 
matter to fnbfitt any where; not to mention , that their continual abltinences, and their Fails'' 
having accuttom’d them to be content with htde , and to care little for fiefli , they make a fliift 
to live upon any thing they can meet withall ; nay, in cafe of neceffity , upon the liquor which 
Nature fumiflies them witL 

At this place we let go the Boat which had carried our Provifions from ^ife, whi(;h being 
empty we had no forther ufe for : but we thought fit to fet it a fire , left it mi^t have ^en into 
the hands of the Cofaqius , who would have made ufe of it againil ns. About noon , we pafs’d 
by the liland oi^eumka , which is three werftet in length , and is only divided by a fmall Cha- 
nel, from a kind of Cape, or Promontory, called Ptlmto. The contrary wind forc’d ns to A*>- 
chor behind the liland , near the River , which, as they fay, is alfo a branch of the great 
River Kama.

The 22. With fome little difficulty , we pafs’d over three Sand Banks, whereof one is above, 
the other, below the place whence may be feen the Mountain tyfrbeuchim , which was on our 
right hand. It derives its name from a City , whereof the mines are yet to be feen. 

There m?y be feen from the River a great fttmt abotft: 20 foot in length, and as many in 
breadth, lying betwe^ two little Hills, having engraven on it the words followings ’BiiOefih 
time dobro tehee hudet j that is to f^. If thou raife me, thou Jhdt be veeU rewarded. We were told, 
that not long before, a great Boat being forc’d by contrary winds to make fome

The z S'. We faw on the right hand, a Mountain out of which the liiitfcovius get Salt, which _ 
they prepare in certain Huts, built for that purpofe at the foot of the Mountain, then expofe it _ 
to the Sun, and fend it along the Wolga for Mofiou, Oppofue to this Mountain is the Ifland of 
Xojiowata. The River hereabouts is very broad, by feafon of the lownefs of the Ihores on both 
fides. Not far hence there is another Mountain, at the foot whereof is the River Vffoy which 
though it there falls into the Wol^a, yet is united again to it, fixty mrfies below Samara. There 
are on both fides of the River pleafantPaftures: but not far thence there being thick Woods 
with a high Mountain adjoyning, whence RobSers difcover at a great diftance what Paflengers 
there are coming, it is very dangerous travelling that way. The Cofaqnes make their advantages 
thereof, and not a year before our paffage thaf way, they took a great Veffel loaden, belonging 
to one of the richeft Merchants of Near iJiis River we had fixty foot water, as alfo near 
the Mountain ‘Diw^n^orOi which wordfignifics, the Maids Mountain, and the Mafcovttes fay 
it derives its name from certain Maids tfeit had fometime been kept there by a vShce-Dwarf. We 
left it on the right handf It is*«ry high and fteepy towards the River, whence it may be feen 
divided into feveral HwSi, pfcafant to the eye by reafon of the diverfity of the colours, fomc be- 
ing red, feme blew, fiwne yellow, c^“c. and reprefenting,. at a great diftance, the ruins of fome 
^cat raagnifioeat ftrnfture. Upon every Hill or Bank is a row of Pine-'Trees, fo regularly 
planted, that a rpan might doubt whether it were not Artificial, were it not that theMmntain 
is inaccefitbleofall fides. At the foot of this Mountain there rifes another, which reaches along 
the River, for eight Leagues together. The Valley between thofe two Mountains, is called 
Jtdfla-aew-qm, that is to fay. Apple-drink, from the great number of Apple-Trees there, 
which bear Apples fit only for Cider. 

• The fame day we receiv’d Letters from Mofeou by an exprefs MeCTenger, who brought us al- 
fo Letters from 2 \^e, by which we underftood, that among our Mariners, there were four Co- 
faques, who came mto our retinue, purpofely to betray us into the hands of their Camerades. 
This notice, though we were caretull enough to look after our people before, added to our care, 
and made us mote vigilant. 

In the evening, after Sun-fet, we perceiv’d two great fires at the entrance of a Wood on the 
right hand, whichputtingus into a fear they might be the Coj^«ex who lay in wait for us, 
there were five or fix Mnsketiers fent to difcover what they where: but ours having (hot oft 
three Muskets, the othor anfwer’d them with the like number, and difeover’d themfelves to be 
had been ordered to Guard a Caravan, and were then returning to their 
Garrifons. The AmbafTador impatient to hear what accompt our men would bring, 

and thinking they ftay’d very long, call’d aner them as loud as he could, but the contrary wind 
tiindred them from hearing him ; and in that fufpence be would have had fome of the ^eat Guns 
difeharg’d at thofe fires j but the Ambafiador Crajius oppos’d it, and told him, that their quality 
obliging them to ffend onely upon the defenfive part, he would not by any means confenc 
thereto. 

In the night, between the z 6 . and zj. our Sentinels perceiv’d in a little Boat, two men, who^ 
thinking to go alotig by our Ihip-fide, were ftay’d, and forc’d to come aboard ns. They faid 
they were fiiher-men, and that the jMitfcovites, whom they called their brethren, fuffered them 
to go along with their Boats by night as well as by day ; but, in r^ard we were told, the Co- 
took this courfe, and were wont to come near Vefiels, to cut their Cables, we examin’d 
them apart, and finding their anfwers different, one fiiying there were 500. Cojaqnes waiting for 
us, inanlfienearSfltrfw/, the other denying they were kept all night, and the next morning 

we fent them by our Trtfiafto the Weymde 01 Samara. 

The zj. We faw, on the left hand, m a fpacious plain, not far from the River fide^ a Hill of 
Sand like a Down. The Mafeovites call it Sariol J^rgatiy and affirm, that a certain Tartarian 
Emperour, named AfonMew, whohadadcfigntoentert^xij/cOTiji, together with fevM Kings 
ofthe fame Nation, dy’dinthac place^ and that his Soldiers, infteud of burying him, fill’d 
their Head-pieces and Bucklers with Sand, and fo cover’d the body that it became a Moun- 



About a League from the faid Hill, and on the fame fide, begins the Mountain of Soccobei^ 
which readies 2 ong the Rtver-fide, as far as Samara, which is dillant from that place 15. 
werfies. It is very high, in a manner all Rock, cover’d with Trees, unlefs it be on the top, 
wiitte it is all bwe. The Mafeomtes take much notice of this place, bccaufe it is very dange- 
roMi^ palling thereabouts. We came near it about noon, but the contrary wind oblig’d us to caff 
Aik^qc. While we flay'd there we faw coming from the Ihore two 'great red Snakes, which 
got by the Cables into the &ip. Asfoonasthe A/'e/cwxVxx perceiv’d them, they intreated 
not to JkSt diem, but to ^ve them fomewhat to eat, as being a fort of innocent beafts, fent 
St. to bring us a &ir wind, and to comfort us in our affli^Hom . - 
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VA. 1.11JLV»V, iVJIUiiait^JlJLV.9* The River of Smar , whence it hath the name , by a little Banlc, whic j 
iscallcdSi«.S<«?n<«r,tUlsintothePro^«, three below the City , but is not ablblutely 
united thereto till after 3 o vferjies lower. 

We intended to make fome ftay near the City , in eipeftation to hear , by our TriSiafy what 
our Ptifonm had depos’d ; but the wind came fo fair for us, that we thought better not to let 
flip the opportunity we then had to make the greatftfl days joueney of any iince the beginning of 
^heMom- Voyage. Accordingly , we got at night , to the Mountain of the Cef^m , wh^rh is 1 1 y 
tai» oj the wrSies from Smmra , and fo the progno) ticacion of the eJ^nfceviati Mariners , by the Snakes 
Cofiques. proved true. From the City of Samara, to the place where the river Samar falls iwo the Welra 
there is all along one continued mountain. Near the fame place, but on the other fide of the Ri- 
ver, the River lAJetJa falls into it,fo that the tailing in ot all thefe waters together , does fo fwell 
the Walga, that in this place it is near two leagues broad. Afterwards , on the right hand may 
be feen the mountain called PeSicherskt , which is in a manner all <mc Rock, having very little 
upon it, and reaching near 40 werjies along the river fide. 

About 1 00 mrfies from Samara , in the midfl; of the river , is the Ifland oCBatrach and ten 
werBes lower that of Lopatw , which is five werjies in length , and lies oppofite to the river L*f- 
ran, which there falls into the , on the right hand. Afterwaxds,wepafs’d by many little 
Ifles, andcamevery late at night to the mountain of the Cofaqaes.. It is all bare and without 
wood. The Co/^aw who live upon the River Dm, and hald their ’retreating places in thia 
mountain , whence they at a great difiance difeovertd the Boats that were coming down and 
there appointed parties to catry on their Robberies , have given it the name, Rufe ever fince the 
IVdywofifff of S-jwj^rrffurpriz’d there a great party of Cejaques, whereof there vtrere five or fix 
hundred kill’d upon the place , they have forborn aflembling there in fo great numbers , and apr’ 
pear only in fmall parties. All thefe mountains do fometimes reach a great way into the Coi^ 
try , and fometimes they do but in a manner border theriver , to which they fme infiead of 3 
bank. We lay at Anchor all night , at the place where this mountain begins, and the nexn 
day, 25?. we pafs’d it, and, in our way , the river Pantztna , which falls into the on the 

right hkd, and having fail’d that day we caft Anchor at night near the if le%f Sa- 

gerinsks , where we fiaid all ni^t. Some Filhcr-men , who came aboard , gave us iixciligence 
that they had feen thereabouts 40 Cv/^gfwi, who had made their appearantj on the river iidr 
Here we told our people , that our Beer beginning to grow low , they mult l - 1 tberafdvcs 
for rhe future with water, into which they might put a little Vinegar, and fo mana Oxurae 
ofit. 

30. we came betimes in the morning to the mouth of the river Zagra , which falls in. 
tothem^/x^ontherighehand, near theIfleof2^^mw^, to which it gwes t^ name.* Fortv 
wer/fw thence , we pafs’d by the Ilk of Sofmn , where news was brought ua , that we» liould 
meet with the yoo Cofat^aes , of whom one of the Fiflier-men of bam^ had given us an 
alarm • whereupon all took Arms , and the Guns were made ready , but we faw rot 
anybody. ■' 

Towards noon, weeame over againft the mountain 'of which comes out fo faroothe 

right hand that at a great diftance , it fetms to dam up the river , which nevcrthelefe h faMU 
Iw thereabouts , that fome affirmed , tbeCefaqaes forded it. Not far off there is a 
ijmi, tsXMOwtzJsrot , andfeveral little Ifles . hill of copfes and bufbes , which the C>- 
know how to make their advantages of, inthecanrymgontbeir enterprifes. Tncrc we 
mer-withtwoFifliermen, who told ns, that lome eight days before, the Cefaqptes had taken 
a great Boat firom them, and had told them that within a fmall time, they expefted to come 
into thofe parts a great C?em«»lhip. In the evening, we called to two other Fifiier- men who 
coming aboard , we asked them vvhat they knew concerning the Cofaqm. The more ag2d was

he had feen 40 Cefaques retreating into the Wood , which we difeover’d from our bhip and

times 40,foot water.Betwcen thefe two Ifles we met with two great BoatSjhaving each of them 1^26 
40o.Mariners aboard it, one belong’d to the Patriarch,and was leaden withProvifionsj the other, ^ ^ * 
which was loaden with Cao-gwr, which is a paft of the Spawn or ^gs of Stutgeon faked, as we 
have faid elfewhere, belong’d to the Great Dulte. They gave us feveral Volleys of fmall ihot,and 
we anfwer’d their civility with a great Gun.Near the Me o£*&ko/,we met with four other Boats, 
coming from loaden with Salt -and Salt-fith, upon the accorapt of Grefpri 

tefy one of the richeft Merchants of %Mofem» The Boat-men told us that they had feen, near 
tt/^Bracha»y in feveral Boats, about 100. CofnuiHeSy who had fuffer’d them to pafe, without 
faying any thing to them. Not far from this llle may be feen on the right hand, the mountain 
oSSmiorva, which is above 40. in letignb. The word Smievfa lignifies a Serpent, and 
rhey have given the Mountain that name, becaufe it foraetimes winds itielf a great way into 
the Country, fometimes, it only border^ the River. The Mufeovitts would have it fo called 
from a Serpent, or Dragon^ which having done abundance of mifehief thereabouts, was kill’d 
by fome Meat Heroe, and^ititito three pieces, which were immediately metamorphofed into 
fomany ftones, andai>!fe|he(imtothfeday, tofuchaspafsthatway. From this Mountain, all 
along thc-plainmay mtemy Ifles, which they call Sarok^ojirowsy that is to fay, the Forty 
Iflcsi. 

Sfft> ikhetwesinthe morning, wemetwith threegreat Boats, between y. and 600. tun a SepTEM^ 
piece, which yet took up bucxz. foot of water- They tow’d after them a great many little 
Boats, in order to the unloading of the great ones, where the River is not deep enough* The 
biggelt of them carried Provifions for the Monaftcry o£ 7 Vo«*«, whereof we have fpoken elfc- 
where. The Salute was the fame with what we had made to thofe we had met before. About 
nine in the morning, wepafs’dinfight of the City of Sw4ro/. It isfeated at yz.deg. iz.min.a^csiy »/ 
elevation, in a great plain four wen/ej from the River, and upon a branch which the 
makes on that Iide. All the Inhabitants are Mufeovtm Musketiers, under the command of a 
Weywodcy fent thither by the Great Duke, for the prefervation of the Country, againft the 
TartarSy czHtd KahmeheSy who are poflefs’d of avail Country, reaching from thofe parts as 
fkras the C?^»4ffSea, and to the River Thefe make frequent incurfions as far as 

the River and are not fo inconliderable, but that they many times proclaim open VVar 
againft the Great Duke. From Sarmr* to Soratefy are sp. mrjies. 

Thcfecond, havir«afeirwind, wepafs’d in light of the Ifles of Krmfna and S*pmofk^y 
Whidh Meayt/a 0mdl;<uftance one &om the other, and came to the Mountain of jichmats Ktgmy 
which ends ajt^ Ifle of the fame name, yo. werjiti from S/erattf. This Mountmn affords a veiy 
ploi^Pcofped;, inasmochasthetopofitiscladwithaperK^y-exeellenc verdure^ the ai^ 
cent checqner'd with a foil or mold of Several difterenr colours, and the skirt of it is a very great 
lMak,ifoeven, that it feems to have been d«ie by hand. Twenty from the Ifle or -Arfc-

Mmmtiun. The t^ufeovites told us, that name was given it, for this resuon, that heremfore 
theTlW'#<»'^ had thereabouts furjffiz’d a Fleet, fo richly loaden, that they divided. 

We were no fooner paft by this Mountain, but we came in 
f ?ht of another, that is to fay. Chalk. It reaches along the River 40. vterftesy 

ha. g the top as even as if it had beep done by a Level, and makes an iidenflble defeent down to 
the River, at the foot whereof areixMtiiy Ttees planted checquer-wife. After this, we came to 
ani^erMoowain on which we beftow'd the name of the Mountain of Pillars, for as much as 


the rains having wa&’d away the earth in feveral places, they look’d at a diftance, like fo ma- 
ny Pillars, out of order, of feveral colours, Bfew, Red, Yellow, and Green. Here we^ met 
with another great Boat, the Pilot whereof fent us word, that he bad feen near 
jet. G^aqutSy who had fufifeied them to pafs without faying ou^t to them } but wicha^ that

the movmtain oiVr^fs Kard , which is i yo werfies from Saratof. They fty that a Tartarign 
Prince, named who giving Battel to the Coy^«ej in that place, was there kill’d and 

buried , gave it the name. Thence we came to the mountain , and to the fiver of 

the fame name- Jrrifesont ofthe torrentofX/oh^, whichfalls into the Dsw, which falls into 
the Etixine Sea , and divides and Europe. The Cofaques crofs this river in little Boats, and 
make their incurfions as far as upon the Wol^a ; fo that this is the moft dangerous place of any. 
We faw along the River-fide , upon the right hand feveral wooden Crofl'es , fet there 
to fignifie the Sepulchres of a great number of eJ^ufcovitei , who had been kill’d there 
by the Cofxques. 

Having pals’d this place , we perceived the Cararoan of Ter^ and Tartaryi it conlHied of fix- 
teen great Boats , and lix little ones. As foon as they faw us , the Mariners gave over rowing , 
and went only as the ftreafti carried them , to the end we might overtake them * which obligd 
us to make all the Sail we could , and to do what elfe lay in our power , till we got up to them. 
We foon exprefs’d our joy , by the noife of our Trumpets , and faluted the Caravan with four 
great Pieces j they anfwcr’d with all their fmall Ihot , which oblig'd us to give them another 
Volley. 

The principal perfons of this Caravan , who could not have all met till they came to Somaru 
wcre,‘a Prince , named y the Cnptxiy or the King of PeryZiw’s Merchant, 
Whom we fpake of before , a eJ^'/ufcovtan Pojlanic^y named -riUxtiSgfomowits RenutntzjkfiUf 
fent by the Great Duke to the Kins of Perfta , an Ambaflkdor from the Crim-Turtars , a Mer- 
chant, or Fadlor from the Chancellor of hrfut , and two Merchants of the Provide oi Kilm in 
Perfit. 

Immediately after thefe firft general expreflions of joy , we faw coming towards us a 
(tvtan Officer , attended by a confiderable number of Musketeers , who came to give us a Vol- 
ley, and inquire after our health , from the Prince of TVfarjy. As they came up to our Ship, 
the Strelits dilcharg’d then: Muskets , and then only the Officer came aboard , and made his 
complement. As foon as he left us the ArabaflTadors fent to the faid Prince, the Sieur VchteritSy 
who was accompany ’d by de MeilevtSe, and our Mufcovim Interpreter j and com- 

manded the Secretary of the Embaffy , who took along with him the Eer^ Interpreter , tp go 
at the fame time and complement the who had in the interim fent one of his retiime to 

do the like to the Ambalfadors. 

The Secretary coming to the Lar-board-fide of the C«pta,t*sVeirel, would have got up into 
k there, buthis fervants, acquainting him that the Mailers Wife having her lodgings on that 
^ . fide , it would not be fo fit for him, fo that he was forc’d to order the Boat to go about the Ship, 
and to get in the other fide. As we got in there ftood fewnal Servants, very handforae perfon^ 
CuptKf. “P > condufled us to the Kkytxs’s Chamber. We found 

him fitting in a Couch , which was raifed two foot hi^ , aivd cover’d with a piece of the beft 
kindofPoyww Tapcfiry. Hehadunderhimacoarfe piece ofT»ri^^ Tapeftry , fetting crofs- 
leg’d , according to the •cuftome of his Cotaitrey , retting his batk on a Crimfoo Satin 
cufliion., . , ' 



He received us witfr much dwlity, puttii^ his hands to his breaft, and nuking a !Rik1|i«|^illa-t 
, tton of the head , which are the ordinary Ceremonies , wherewith they receive 'thotti Peoinis , 
whom they would do rhegreateft honour. He intreatM us to fit down fay him, whidi out or 
complyanw wedid , but not without much trouble to us , as being not aflCftftomcd to continpe 
any long lime in tiiatpofture. He very handfomely receiv’d our com^et^bnt, and anfWer’dit 
with fo much of obligation and kindnefs , that we could not tHJt be mtrch taken with his civility. 
He told us among other things, that he was extremely dellrous to fee his own Country, and 
hisownHoufe, but the fatisfa^lion it would be to him to fee either of them, would not be 
comparable to that which he had conceiv'd at the firfi fight of our Ship. He added, that as fooi 
^We were come into ‘Perfia , we fhould find the rougbneft and barbarifm of the Natioi^ among 
^l^nwere, chang’d into an obliging civility, to pleafant converfation , and into a 
*wlpdw life abfolutely inviting , and that attended with a freedom, which Jhould be common 
y ^lilS ^'fflj^’fafrtbitants of the Country. That, he hoped, at .his arrival at the Court.

Bagdet % that he was then upon his return to i/^mhaa , and that he had order, m his way, to ^ — 
fee the Great Duke ; but that the Weymde would not permit him to pafs , till he had firft heard 
from the Court. That this was all he knew of it , and that the Ambafladors might guefs 
at the reft as alfo what may have beentheoccafionofhis Voyage and Negotiation. 

The other eminent Perfons o&the Caravan fent alfo to cocmlement us , and to make proffer of 
their Cervices, intreating us to keep them company , and afluring us of their affiftance if need 
were. After a general Volley of aU the Caravan , we parted, and kept on our courfe. At night 
wehadagreatTempeft, with two extraordinary Thunder-claps, and fome flaflies of Light- 
ning i but the weather foon became fair again, and we had a great calm. 

Sept. 4. being Sunday , juft as our MinifW was beginning Ws Sermon , came aboard us feve* 
tal'fmetrs t whom A/wJ&f the Prince of fent to tell us, that, his difpolition 

would not fuffer him to gtvc the AmbafljKlors a perfonal vifit , but as foon as his health w ould 
permit him to rake the air , itflionld be the firft thing he did. The equipage of thofe who came 
along with the Perfon<iaj|>lif)y’d in this Meffage may very well deferve a little remark from us. 

As to his Perfon , be was fomewhat of the talleft , his complexion of an Olive-colour, his haii? 
long, greafie, and black as Jet , and his beard of the fame colour and fafliion. He had upon his 
OE^ Garment, fomeblack-Sheep-skin, the woolly fide out, aCallot, or clofe Cap, on his 
head, and his countenance fuch as a Painter might well take for an original, if he were lo'rc- 
prefent the Devil. His retinue were in no better order, having about them only Coats, or Gar- 
ments of fome very coarfeCloath, brown or black. We entertain’d them with certain Gobe- 
lets of Aquavitae, and fent them fufliciently drunk to their Ship. 

-» About noon we came to the River of Bolloclea , in the mid-way between Kajimfchm- 
kf , and ZmzA , 90 i»erjies diftant from either of them. Having fail’d fixteen verges 
toher, we came to a very high hill of fand , called StreUne^ near which we ftayd ail 


night. 

Sept. y. we had hardly weigh’d Anchor , but the current forc’d us upon a fand-bank , where 
we found but five foot and a half water. While we were buficd about getting off the Ship , the 
Caravan got before us , and made towards with a defign to take in there fome other 

Muskettiers for its convoy to Jfireiehan. About noon, we got to a place whence we might 
have gone in Icfs chan a days time as £ir as the River *I>on , called by Ttolmey and other Antieut 
GeogMplKW Tofidt , whkh advances in that place as fer as within feven leagues of the Wolga. ^ ^ 

tak^kscoWfe tovdatds the Baft. A little lower , near MhtAsk^ Vtskg , the Wolga. divides sramhof 
h felt hAo tWo branches , b/hereof one , which takes into the Country on the left hand, goes* a wote 
courfe contrary to that of the great River , taking towards £aft-North-Eaft ; bat about one 
Imfit thence, it re-affumes its former courfe , and returns towards the South- Kift, fo 
to fell into the Caipim Sea. In this place I found the Elevation to be 4S degrees, yij 
minutes. 

Kve xverfies from the River , and feven from Zariza , may yet be feen the ruins of a City J 
whichthey fay was built by TkmferlfiWf. It was called that is to fay, the Royal 

City j its Palace and Waifs were of Brick, which they mil carry thence to build Walls ^ 

Churches and Monafteries at J^aohau ; even at the time of our paffage that way ; they were; 
lading I^eral great Boats with Brick , bound i<x the place aforefaid* 

In thtt piac^ we faw a Fiflier-man , who comkig clofe by our Ship^fide , took a Bkluga^ oit 
white*^, which was above eight foot loi^, and above four foot broad. It was fomcwhaif 
Bke a Sturgeon, but much whiter, and had a wider mouth. They kill it much after the fame 
manner as Oxen are kill’d among us , by firft ftuiming it with a knock with a maUot. Thty, 

IMd it us for fifty pence. . 

We overtook the C9VW4W , itZari&ay where moft of the Pafiengers were landed,’ 
ahil'I^g’d in Tents, upon the River-fide,diq>e£ting the Convoy,, which was to be’ fent from 
the adJacdKC Towns: bnt the wW being fiillfeirfo&us, wekept on mir courfe. The City of 
Zartadkdiihnt&QmSeratifiSctiiw^s^ andlles onther^iradeofthe River, at the bot- 
tomiofaBill , fottify’d wot five BafKons, aiKlasiaaiwvft)eden TowetV. It hath no other 25, <3^^

Behind this Ifle, there falls into the a 
3 °”* little River, which rifes out of the Dws, but it hath hardly water enough for little Boats, which 
I conceive may be the reafon, why Geographers reprefent it not m their Maps j there being on- 
ly Ifaae M^a, who hath put it into his, and calls it Kmem. The heats were there abouts fo 
ptitinthtmonsiiioiSepmhery asdiatofthe Dog-day es is not more infupportable in ^er- 
many j yet the Mafeovtm affirm’d, they were but ordinary. 

Seft. 7. The weather chang’d,and a Tempeft following, we could not advance much. Having 
fayl’d ten werBes, we faw, on theright hand, a Gibet erefted upon a high reddiffi Hill. It was 
thefirft wehadfeeninthofeparts, and we were told it was fet up by the W^mde of the next 
City, for the execution of the Cofaques^ he Ihould take within his Government, and that he 
gave them no other quarter, but chat their Camerades fuffered not the bodies to hang there 
above five or fix dayes. 

The fame day an humour took the AmbaCtador Brngmarij to caufe all the Servants belonging 
to the Embafiy to come before him, to whom he faid, chat he had reafon to believe, that there 
were many among them, who exprefs'd little kindnefs and refpcfl: towards him, and, if occafion 
ferv’d, would do him all the ill Offices lay in their power, and confequently that his deCre Wasi, 
that the Muficians, the Guards, and the Lacqueyes, Ihould take their Oaths to be faithful to 
him. Amfwer was made him, that his diftruii was ill-grounded j that they faw not any reafoti 
why they Ihould be oblig’d to a thing fo extraordinary, and that they were fo far from having 
any lU delign againft him, that, on the contrary, they were all ready to lay down their lives to 
do him any fervice;lMit that they intreated him, for his part, to fpare them as much as mi^t be, 
and to treat them more mildly than he had done t which he promifed to do, but it was one of 
thofe pr omifes that are either kept or broken. ^ 

The fame day we met with a great Boat, the Matter whereof fent fome Mariners aboard 
to defire us to pity their fad condition, and to relieve them with a little bread, in the extremity 
they were in, having not eaten ought for the fpacc of four dayes. They told us it was three 
weeks fince they came from and that they had been robfa’d in tiheic way by thirty 

CcfaqneSf who had taken away all their foovifrons. We gave them a fack foil of pieces of bread, 
for which they gave us thanks, with their ordinary Ceremonies, bowing their heads down to 
the OTound. 

eonyWerBesftomZariHiOi liestheIIleofiV4j{/&w/ii^, and oppofite thereto, on the rig^t 
hand, a great fiat Mountain of the fame name, between the Ifie and the Mountain there is a 
kind of a Grotty where the Cofaqmt bad, fome yearn before, kill’d a gre^t number of M^ca- 
mtSy who had lay’n there in ambufb, to furprife the others. In the evening, a certain Fifoer- 
man brought us a kind of filh which we had never leen before. The tJUdufcevites called it 
Txjhmkfiy and it was above five foot long, with a long and fotoad fnwK Ifite the Bill of a wild 
Drake, and the body foil of black and white fpots, like the Dk^s of but much more rcr 

gular, unlefs it were about the belly, where it was all white. It had an excellent good tatt^ and 
was at leatt as plea&it as that of Salmon.

There rofe a wind, which foon grew into a Tcmpeft, and brought us about noon JA26 

before the link City of Ttuirncgar. where we flay’d. It was but fo/ne nine years before, 

that the Great Duke had ^ven order for the building of tWs City, which lies aoo. vterfies fVom «/ 
ZofixA^ fome half a League lower than it is now : but the great floods having waft’d away the 
earth along the ftore, in fuch great quantities, that thecovirfeof the River feem’d to be there- 
by diverted, and that it would be ill coming alhore there, they tranflated the City to the 
^lacewhereitis now. It is feated upon a high ftore, on the right fide of the River, and is 
fortify’d with eight wooden Towers , and a Ramp«r wift thick planks, having no other 
Inhabitants than three or four hundred Souldiers, who are kept there to fecure the Countrey 

g ainft the incurfiems of the Cefaques 2fAKdpiHck^ Tartars, There is at each corner of the 
ity, which is fquare, a particular pkcflik the Sentinels toftand, ere^fedupon four great 
poles, whence they have a full profpeia into afpacious plain as far as they can fee, without 
the leaft interpofition of any wood, or other eminency. 

t What oblig’d the Greali Duke to order the building of this City, was, the mifchi«.fs done 
thereabouts by tbs tsat particularly, the defeat of a CaravaOf of i yoo. Mitfievaes : 

who were thdx%^ip^ fone ten years before. It had a very flrong Convoy, but the River 
being eactremely^fWifi; in that place, and the Convoy being gone before, the Cofaqaesy who had 
&fiGae 4 the ScJpteis to pafs by, came out of their Ambulhes, fet upon the Caramuy kill’d feyen 
or eight hunched men, and took away all before the Convoy could come up, the violence of the 
current noii: fufltring it to get up the River time enough to relieve them. Between that piacs 
and ibi^J^aehmy there are no Treeato be feen on the River- fide. 

The 10. We left TzMmgary but the wind turning againft us, we could hardly get ten 
yttrfiesthta. day. About noon, fome fifter-men brought us a noble Carp, which vveigh’d at 
leaft thirty paiaid% with eight other fift, of thofe they call thefaireftwchadfeen in 

all our Voyage. We would have paid for them, but they ref^’d our money, and told us, that 
they fift’d there for certain Merchants of t^efeetty who having farm’d the nfting of that place 
from the Great Duke, would be fure to have them feverely punift’d, if ever it ftould come to 
ihdr knowledge, that they had fold any fift. We foon found thenrdefign was to be paid in 
Aquavltae, accordingly a quart was ordered to be given them, wherewith they feemed to be very 
wm fatisfy’d. 

Sep* n. The wind and, nrtatliciifmr, wegqciao. werifes, but without any accident worth 
noting that about noon, we Mfl’d by ttw Mountain of Telapsoa, fo called, becaufe half- 
way betwe^ t./S(firaeha» andyZerl^^ ayo, werfies, tftknt &om each of them. We pafl’d over 
near the Ille of Kq^y where the Ambafiador Bragnutny who ms upon the 
beating that the Sentinel had difeovered a ^%at Boat, winch the current of the Biver 
fpmewhat near our Vcffel, and that upon calling to them, no body anfwec’d, commanded fif- 
teen Muskets to be ftot off, and at the f^e Bme, a gteat Gun to be fired. All took the Alarm;;, 
but hardly was every man got to Wsflatioti, ere they might perceive coming to the ftip-fide a 
(mail boat, s^ed by only one man, who givens this accompt of himfelf, that his boat was 
loaden with Salt, and that his fevenOunerades, being acquainted with fome of the Carman^ 
had been fo treated by them wnhAquavitae, that being all d^ afl^, he had been forc’d to 
let the boat go with the ftreasa. Qm Pilot knew the man, as being an Inhabitant of 2 ^, 
whereupon we gave him iftfRe QobeieKs qf Aqoavitm, and knt him bade to his boat. The nexR 
day, hecacae to acknowlet^ our kkdaefs tohimt, by a prefimt of certain Sturgeons.

• into the main river, at fome werftes thence. We were told , that was the moft dangerous place 
of all the river , by reafon thofe Robbers bad their rendevouz and retreating places thereaboute.

Sept- If. the wind changing , we fet fail by four in the morning , taking our courfe South- 
ward, and betimes in the morning, came before the Ifle of ’Bn/aa, if mrftes from jSShra- 
and afterwards to a fixthB^^nch of the River called Bdtzjtck^, within if vrerfies 
wanch ef plain, which reaches from that place to jijirachda , gave up the fight of the 

Wolgi City by 8 in the morning. Three werjies lower, and i i from the City, theie is a feveuth Branch

It will not be amifs in this place , fay a fliOTt digreflion , to ^ve an account of the fituation of 
of the qualities of the Country , and the life of the Inhabitants. The Antient Geo- 
graphers, as Ftolmy, Strahf and others, who follow them, had no knowledge of thefe TmetrSf 
no more than their neighbours, and have not made any mention of them, but only under a gene- 
ral name o^Scythuois and SammaiM , though they fliould indeed have been diftu^Qi’d into fo 
many different Nations, fuitaWetothediverfity theleis ioriieir Names, their fin^ge, and

manner of Life 5 in all which they have nothing common one with the other. kMettUM Jk Mp- 
a Phyfician , and Canon of Cr^couw, who liv'd at the beginning of^ the laft age, fays 
that thofe, who confound the Tartars with thofe Nations, which the Anticms called Geu, Sej- 
tbe^^ASarmata y are much miflaken , in as much as the Tartars have not been known, but 
fince the thirteenth Age. For in ttMay 1 2 1 1 . there appear'd a Comet , which, having us tail 
towardstheWeft, and menacing the i 3 a» and 5^*4, prefag’d the invalion which the Tartars 
made into thofe parts the year following. They were certain Indian Lords , who having kill’d 
their King, Doivtd, got away, firff, towards the Saxine Sea , near the Fdsts <tMmiAes , where 
Ifred the antient , whence they afterwards advanc’d towards the *Don , and thence to the 
iRfpeWolga y where they live to this day. The fame Author diftinguiflies them into fourfpe.*

wind blew from-wards the Eaft, or North-Eaft. Tistrae, the South-wind was there 
foraewhat colder, and brought with it the inconveniences, nay indeed the fcent, of the neigh- 
bouring Sea,wherewich it infeAed the whole Air. At our return that way,our flay there happen- 
ed to be in y«»e, fulyaxiijiH£uft, and yet the heats were not abfolutely infupportable, in re- 
gard they were moderated by the coolnefs, which the South-wind connnually brought along 
with it. But what is to be raoft admir’d, is, that, in this hot Ciiniat, the Winter, which lafts 
but two months , is fo exceeding cold, that the Biver is frozen up, and bears Sledges. Which 
is contrary to what other Authors fay of ic, yet the Reader may take it for moft certain. 

ThcIflandofi>«^wisfandyandbstfrcni infomuch, that feme Gardens, and T an^ «f cultiva-®5*5?e?f j 
ted by the Inhabitants of c/i5ftv*cb<i», excepted, it produces nothing at all, no more than does^^’s*^ 
the Continent, on the right hand } but on the left, towards the river Jatka, there are very good 
paftures. On this fide the WeftrWard, lies a long Heath of above 70 . German l4gues, 
reachmgasfiirastbejiwflfo&ea, and towards the South, another, of above 80 . leagues, alcaag 
theCaiyfcwScst! ail irfd found at our return from PerjSi, when it was our chance to mediire it, 
by eleven wnr tedious day es journeys. Yet are not thefe Deferts To barren, but they produce 
moreSak, tiahihe marines in fr^wce and Sp<»»do-' The Inhabitants of thofe parts call thfrp 
JKaf»ksvea, znd Gmjl(fski, which are ten, fifteen, und thirty werjfes &om 
ebaa^ and have fait veins, which the Sun bakes and caufes to fwim upon the face of the .water 
about a finger thick, much like Rock-Chnftal, and mfuch abundance, that, paying an Impdl 
of a half-penny upon every that is, forty pound weight, a man may have as much as 

►he pleafes. It finells like that of France, and the Mafeovites drive a great Trade with it, bring- 
ing it to the fide of the Wolga, where they put it up in great heaps, tiS they have the convenience 
oftranfporting it elfewhete. Fttrettu, lu his HtSiery if ^jiffcovy, faye^ that within two 
leagues of .AShttchm, there are two mountains, which he calls Js^a, which afifbrd fuch abun- 
dance of Rock-falt, that, if thirty tboufand men were perpetually at work about it, they wouM 
not be able to exhauft the pics. But I could learn nothing of thofe imaginary Mountains. Cer- 
tain indeed it is, that the falt-veins we fpeak of, are inexhanfiible, and that as foonas you have 
taken oflF one cruft or fece of ii^ thw comes up another. The fame Tetretas is alfo much mif- 
taken, whenhefii^fQIV that T erfit znd eyArmeaia, are fupply’d with Salt from thefe 

Mouiiwilte>^wlicm«4efc Countries have Salt marihes or their own, asalfo^«/nwj hath, as 
we Ibaft fee in the feque! of Ads Relation. 

Vii^j^achm to Coxian Sez, are twelve leases, and thereabouts, t^e ijler 
abound wiAfiih, that we bought twelve large Carps, for twopence, and two hu^red ►^Uog 
lilbff^ieons, which are.very delicate ther^ for hatf a Crown. It produces ajfo Lobfters, or Sea- 
crevices, which muluply in a manner to infinity, by reafon the Mafcihittes and Tartars eat not 
etf them. The Ifles Wliich are in the river afford habitarions for all manner of Fowl, efpecially

t r became a Monk. He was at that tinie Superior of the Monaftery, and fljH remembred feme (^er- 
jn 4 » words but very few. He was a very good natur’d Man, and fliew’d how much he was 
taken with our converfation, by the frequens vifits he made us : but as ioon as he had taken off 
two or three Diflies of Aquavitae, he was febjea; to the ordinary weaknefles of thofe of his age, 
threw away his ftafF, and fell a dancing, though not With over much confidence. 

Heretofore , all was inhabited by Tartars , who had their particular King , and held 

a very fair correfpondency with their Neighbours of CafnitLni Crim , with whom they alfo ran 
the fame fortune after their defeat. For the Great Duke, John ’Baflomts , having reduc’d under 
his Jurifdiaion the 'tmiors of Caf^n , in the year i y y i . two years aiter , fet upon thofe of 
gjoa , and took the City of tAj.hrachm by affault , Aug. i . i y y4. He forc’d thence all the Tar- 
tars and, havitigpeopled the City with he compafled it with a ftone wall , and 

added foihe other Fortifications: but it was the Great Duke tAikhael Taderomts , that made 
it lamer than it was, by adding thereto that part, which is called Strehtsuigored ^ fo called 
from the Mubkettiers , who are quartered therein. The City is eight thoufand 

Geometrical feet about I and that lide towards the River , which, in that place, is two thoK- 
fand, two hundred and fixteen foot broad , affords a pleafant Prolpeft , by reafon of the great 
number of Turrets and Steeples of ftone , which look very delightmUy at a diftance, but within* 

■ it is not anfwerabie thereto, the Houfes being all of Wood, {and Wot well built. Some told us, 
that there were in theCity above yoo grCatPicces of brafSjand atat)flgothM:»jroanyMortar-picces. 
The Garrifonconfifted of nine Trtc< 5 (Jer, or Regiments, in each of which were yeo Musket- 
tiers, under the command of two one Dsakj, andfeveral Captains, and other Of- 

ficers , who have an eye upon the 'fasetm , whom they have reafon to be diftniftful 
of. • 

This City being feated upon the Frontiers of two of the moft conSderabIc parts of the world , 
it may well b6, that not only the Tartars of Chrm , Trecof^ “Bitgar, and and the Mnf- 

covtteSf but alfo the Terfians and eyfrmematis ( who arc Ghriftians ) nay the Indims trade tbi<4 
ther; and thefeiaft have a particular market-place there Tot themfelves. All which improves 
the Commerce of the City , fo that the Cuftoms , Which there are very low, amount to above 
4 yooo Crowns a year. 

The Inhabitants of the Country , who are the Tartars of Crint and Nagda , are not permit- 
ted CO live within the City , but are thruft into a place without the City , which is hedg’d and 
palizadoed , o^' forc’d to live in Huts , which they fet up and down , in the open Fields, faecaufe 
they are not fuller’d to build Cities ,.nor to fortify their Towns nor Villages with walls. TheiV 
Huts are maob either with Bull-rulhes or Canes , being about twelve foot diameter, round , and 
towards the top , like the Coops wherein Chickens are kqpt in fampr. In the midft of that 
place , which ferves them for a Roof, there is a hole , through whidi goe? out a flick , having 
at the end a piece of coarfe Cloath , which they turn to the Wind , to facilitate the going oat 
oftheSmoak, add which they draw in , when the Turf, or Cow-dung, which they bum, is 
reduc’dtoalive-Coalor Alhes. When the weather is very cold , they put over the H»t aco- 
v^ing of coarfe Cloath, whiS^y they fo keep in the heat, that they pafs over whwtedays 
without ftirriijg out , with thfeir Wives and Children, hot feeling any inconvehithbe- They 
have no fixt habitation in the Summer-time, but flay in thofe places wherd|[^y find dte beit * 
Po^e for their Cattel. When that begins to fail, they put their Huts Ito Carts, and their 
Wives , Chihiren , and Goods upon Camels , Oxeh , ' and Horfes , and fo they ramble up 
and down the Country, whence it comes that the tJUitfcevites tail them Folm^^ Va- 
gabonds. 

At the begiiming of Winter they all come near and about Afrachatt , and lodge thenafeivet in 
feveral crews or troops , which lye not at fo great adiftance but that they can sdiiiefe ofle ano- 
ther againft the Mahnt^s Tartars , oiherwife called the Tartars their cctnmon and 

irreconcilable enemies , who make their incurfions up and down the Country , itcrstiAUtaikm 
Cation Sea , as far as Sorataf. The Tartars who live near the river Jatka are tkeir tor- 
men|OlKi^the other iide, diflurbing their quiet by continual Alarms, when the river is fro-' 
'VWkffli; it comes, that ^Mafeovttes^ to prevent their being ruin’d by the incutfioM of

All they have about them is a or Garment of a coarfe grey Cloath, upon which 

thofe of wear for the moft part a loofe Mantle of black vSheep-kin, with a Cap of the 

fameftulF, the Wool-fide outward. The Women, who are not unhandforn, are commonly 
clad in white linnen Cloath, and have about their heads a Coif of the fame ftoff; folded, and 
round, like ihofe pots whicliforae make ufe of in the Wars, having in the middle a hole, to 
put a plume of feathers in. Upon this Coif, and on both Tides, there hang a great mahy Cepecs 
or Mufioviait Pence. ^ . * 

They many times vow their firib-botn, orUJotfe one oftheir other Children, to God, or feme 
fawn, w Saint. And thattbefe may be diftinguifli’d from others, if it be a Girl 

file wears a Ring with a Ru^, a Tur<jiea« ftone, or Coral in the Noftril . If a Boy, he wears 
icinhisri^cear. Tjhciyj^ Save the lame cuftomj but of that more at large hereafter. 

Children go Hark mkedL aiaaiwallbig-belly’d. 

The Tm'm ito* rfieir Cattel, their hunting and fifliing fupplies them with. Their 

Cattel are l«i;gc«|R 4 n>r, as that of Poland. Their Iheep, as alfo thofe of Ter^^ have great 
«*yl% wiadhfUe^fat, weighing 20. or 30. pounds, the ears hanging down as our Spaniels, 
&it>noled. Ttieir Horfes are little and mifliapcn, but ftrong and hardy. They have fome Ca- 
md^ butthey have moft of them two bunches on their backs, which they call Bnggnr, thofe 
Whk^ have but one, and by them called Taw, are very fcarce among them. 

Their ordinary food frolh dry'd in the Sun, which ferves them inftead of bread. They have 
jilfo certain Caket made of Meal, Rice, and Miller, fry’d in Oyl or Honey. They eat Camels ^ *' 
itnd Horfe-flefh, and drink water and milk. Mares milk they much efteem ; with this they treat- ‘ 

«d«or Ambaffadors, when we gave them a Vilir, taking it out of a nafty Leather-bag, to pre- 
fentictous. 


They arc for the mott '^itt^fahurnttans, o£ the Turki/h Se£i, hating that of the ‘Per-rijeirSjUJ 
(tans. Some have made profeflion of the nJitnfcovian Religion, and have been baptiz’d. f"**. 
They receiv’d us civilly, at leaft as far as that Nation is capable of civility. One of their Princes 
would have given the Ambafladors the divertifement of Hawking, but the Weymde would not 
permit it. 

The time we flay’d at Afirtahm was fpent in providing all things neceffary for the profccu- 
tion of our Voyage. The ’’J^trjians of the Caravanne, and the Tartarian Prince fent often Ibme 
of their people to complement us t they alfo made us Prefenis, and came in perfon to Vifit us.- 
For, we had hardly call Anchor before tAffrachan, and made known our ‘arrival by the dif- 
diai^ii^ of the great Guns, but the Captiu, and the other ‘Perfian Merchants, who were there 
Imi a little before us, fent us a noble Prefent of all forts of fruit, zArpm's, Melons, Apples, 
Apricocks, Peaches, and Grapes, with this excufc, that being, as we were, ftrangers in the 
Countrey, they could make us no better Prefents, but when we were come to Ptrfia, they 
would be abfolutely at our difpofal. The Ambafladors having anfwer’d this civility, fent 
them , as alfo to the Tartaiian Prince , fome of all forts of diilill’d waters , and fweet 


meats. 

The next day after our arrival, we were Vilited by many Perpan Merchants, who were de- AmflwA 
firoostofee ourfliip. Not one among them but brought fome Prefent of fruit according togPPerfia 
the cuftom of rficir Countrey, which permits them not to come empty-handed before perfons « 
of quality. They treated us with much kindnefs and familiarity, which the more deli^tfuUy t*’ 
furpriz’dus, in that we had but then parted from a Nation famous for its incivility and ‘ 

rifm. And whereas thence forward we were to converfe and negotiate with Perjians, we thought 
it not amifs to allow them the libeny to do what they pleas’d m our fliip, and were extremely 
l^eas’d to fee them get all fo heartily and fo kindly drunk, that fome, as they parted, fell into 
thewat<K$ nay one of their Merchants, an aged man, falling faft afleep upon the Deck, flay’d 
there affn^hf. T^is good man was fo kind in his Wine, that taking a glafs of French-mne 
from one oftheAmbafladers who had drunk to him, and.perceiving they made him this com- 
plement, after the excellent Wines of his own Couherey, he could not tafte thofe of ours, 
he raadeairfwci^ that, thoi^hit were poyfon,- yet coming from the Ambafladors hand, he 
Would take it oflh .

The having left us, the Ambafladors^t to the Chief Weywo^, whofe name was 

FttJer P^a^louits y a Prefent,>^idh was a large drinkujg Cop Vermilion-gilt, intreattng his ad- 
vice for the continuation of their Voyage , and to know whether we Ihould profecutc it by Sea 
or by Land. ITie Weyxoode defir’d a days time or two to confider of it , and to take the advice 
ofperfons skill’d In Sca-afEiirs.* but we flay’d not for his anfwer, andrefolv’d, for fevcral r ca- 
fons, to continue our Voyage by Sea. 

Sept. 19- The T««rf<»--Prince having fent us word that he would give us a Vifit sdioard onr 
Ship, we fent our (hallop to Land, to brii^ him aboard. He brought with him another Tisr- 
r,*r-Prince , and a retinue of about 40 perfons , befides thofe who belong’d to eAkxei Saupmu- 
its, the Great Tsvkt’sPoflanicki He was habited after the Mufeovian faihion , his Veftroent em- 
broider’d wkh Gold and Pearls , and his perfon and deportment was (hitable to the greatnefs of 
his birth* forhehada very good countenance, a very clear complexion, and black hair, being 
about 28 years of age, ofan excellent good humour i and elo<joeot- He was receiv’d into the 
(hip with the noife of our Trumpets , and the fierine of th«ec g^t Pie«s, mid coiwuflbed to Ac 
Ambaffadors Chamber, through the Guards and Soldiers in their Arms. 

After fome two hours difeourfe , during which he was entertain’d with Mufiek , he defir’d to 
fee the (hip. He was (hew’d it all , and at Taft brought into the HaU, where he fotmd a Collati- 
on ready , but he would not fit down, and took leave of the Ambafladom, to retimo to the Citys 
At his departure, he had the fame honour done him as at his entrance.

the Collation, at which pafs’d feveral good difcourics , ourMufick playing all Ae time , they 
entreated us to ^e Aeirs leave to come in , which confifted of Hawboyes and Timbrels. Their 
Timbrels wer^ made of earth , and were not much unlike our Butter-pots , making a vejry 
flaange noife , though their playing on Aem was very regular and well carried on. The Colla- 
tion had put Aem into fo good an humour, Aat in their return we could hear their Mufick, nay a, 
good while after Aey were got into the City.

other a Freach-raan. They told us they had been five moneths at , and complain’d 

muAofrheilltreatmentthey had receiv’d there, in that they -were detain’d 80 Prifonare, and 
not permitted to go any farther. 

The feme day, Ae Ambaffadors acquainted the Weymde with their define to Vifit the T^ar- 
Prince, entreating him , to that end, to accommodate them with horfes for tbemfelvcs, and 
fome of their retinue 5 which he very civilly did, fending the next day, by Hs Oentleman of the 
horfe, to the River-fide, the number of hor&s we defired. 
itheAmhtf Being come to a Lodging prepar’d for us wiAoht the City , and having acquainted Ae Tartar-’ 
f^svi- Prince with our arrival, we walk’d towards his Lodging, where he expefted us. The Prince 
j&tfoTar-|iayn)g notice of it, met Aem in Ae Court, where he receiv’d the Ambaffadors very ' civilly , 
tar- rsttet and^€0|l<Iuacd them to a Chamber richly hung. There were with them Ae EoJLu/i^ .dkxei , 
and a Tmtar Amb^ador of Chrim, The Collation was Magnificent , and of the nobleftj&iws 
in the Coauarey , in great plenty. Our drink was Wine, Beer, Hydromel, and Aquavit*# of 
all enough: Ae Trampets, which the iPej'We had lent him, founding in the mean tsioe, and 
other MnfiA playing.- W(ien he drank Ae Great Duke’s and his ti^nefs our Miner's health, 
he flood , and prefenud the Cup wi A his own hand , to all the retinue^ even to Ae Pages, .d- 
lexei in. Ae mean time told ns Mfraclw of Afe birA and noble endowments of , endea- 

vouring to perfwade us, Aac he was not to tteianlpsd aoiuaig the oAer Mfrfis , or Princes of 
Tartary, but Aathewastohecoidkkr’dW awttygneat Prino?, and NcjAcw to K»ez.Jum 
^BmfeuitsCircaski, being bis brother’s ft>n, one of Acgteateft Lwrds of the great JDuke’* 
Court. He told us, that, when he did homage , the Czaar had done him very patticuiur £v- 
vonrs , and made him confiderable Prefents ; that he had a Brother at Qourt,a great Ff f » A e

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that his Sifter was to marry the King of Perfia , and that he might ferve us in boebr^-^/:

This Entertainment took us up feveraj hours, afty which the Ambafliidors would have gonene indw' 
tofecthe_Iiabitationsof theTVtiirj, without the City } but the Afftjcevttes very barbatou%&»j(’o/»Ij«' 
fliut the Gates againft them, which oblig’d us to return to the fhip. ^ Wuko- 

rhea 4 . The Peflumck^ uMexei^ gavetheAiHbafladorsaVilit, upon his own accompt. 
was kindly receiv’d, and after he had been Magnificently treated at Dinner, we fent him back to 
his Lodging, attended by twelve perfons of our retinue, who had each of them a Sable skin. 

This MufitvitCy who might be about fo. years of age, was an ingenious man, and had a great 
inclination to Learning contrary to the ordinary humour of thofe of his Nation He had learnt 
feme few Latine wor«, and was a Lover of tiw Mathematicks, whence it came that he Courted 
our Converfation, inordcrtotheadvanoeoiKiitofhis ftudks. He was fo fedulous, that in the 
fpaceoffivemoneths, that we wete in company together, both in Perfia and by the way, he 
made fuch a Progrefs theKtiiL;«|(sw;he could expreis himfelf well enough to be underftood in La- 
tine. Tis true, 'twa^(iS8l(yrtw^e Congruicy requifite, but what he had was very extraordina- 
ry in lufo the ufe of the Aftrolabe, as well to take the height of the Sun, 

and find one day, as to make ufe of it in Geometry. He had one made, by our 

Clptdc as foon as he came to any City or Village, he went out into the Street, to 

takfe she EleW^H of the Pole - which the M»fcoviteSy not accuftom’d to fee their Countrey- 
man employ'd in thofe excrcifcs, thought very ftrange.

great houfe, which, to that end, he had borrow’d of the and over againft it, he had 

hir’d another Lodging, wherehchadereftedaTheater cover’d with SPer/lrfs Tapiftry, for the 
Timbrels and Hawboye^ who cmitinu’d their Mufick from our arrival to our departure. 

The Sfoufe where the rfaft was kept, was all cover’d with Tarktjh ^Lnd Terfian Tapiftry.' 

The CuftzJ met the Ambafiadors in the Court, receiv’d them with great civility, and conduced 
them through two Cfaambos hung ail about, into a third, which was hung with Gold and Sil- 
vbtBrocadoe. 

In all the Chambers, there were Tables and Seats cover’d with the beft Terjum Tapiftry,' 
which the CuptzA had done purpofely for our convenience, knowing we were not yet accuftoraed 
to the mode of Perjia, where they lit upon the ground to eat. The Tables were loaden vvith all 
forts of Fruits and Preferves, as Grapes, Apples, Melons, Peaches, Apricocks, Almonds, Rai- 
Ikisof theSun, whercoffomewcrelittle and without ftones, Kernels of Nuts, Piftachoes, and 
feveral/ffdMMiftuits, preferv’d in Sugar and Honey, and over them were large pieces of Satin 
orTaffata. 

■We were hardly fet, ere came in the two Ambafiadors of Pe)rJ!a and Tohmdy who hiyl upon 
their ordinal Habits, the Veftiments which the King of had prefented them with, and 

Jacobin Frier had a Golden Croft upon his breaft as well as the ^Armenian Bilhop. They 
took their placesmext the AmbalTadors, and being well skill’d in the Latinoy Sfatiijhy haUany 
and Frawh Languages, their difeoutfes were accordingly without any trouble, and full of di- 
verfion. 

'Tfethccuftome oiTerfia to begin their Feafts vvith Fruits and Preferves. Wefpenttwo 
feonts in eatii^ only thofe, and drinking Beer, HydromH and Aquavitae. Then was brought up 
the meat in gjreac Silver Difiies. They were foil of Rice ofdivcracolo^, and, upon that, feve*

There is, among the reft, one Ifle 
named Teritl, 1 j. werjfrf from in which we faw a houfe built of wood, of a confide- 
lible height; having on the roof of it a long pole with a Sheep’s skull at the top of it, and we 
were told it was the Sepulchre of a Saint, near which the Inhabitants, as alfo fome 

among the *?«;/*(*)»/, when they rither take a Voyage, orarefafely return’d home, faenficea 
Sheep, part whereof ferves for the Sacrifice, the reft for a Feaft after the Saaifice. Having 
end^ their Prayers and Devotions, the Sheep’s head is put on the top of the pole, where it is lef c, ' 
till it be either reliev’d by another, or fall off of it fel£ The call this place Tatoiki 

MoMtx.ay that is to fay, The Sacrifice of the Tmm. Behind this lile, on the left hand, 
there were, upon a higji, but very fmooth afeent, a great number of Hurts. 

At night we came to another Filhing-place, ij. from the Sea, where the River is 

fhut in with a Palizadoe, and kept by a hundred Mafeovtan Musketiers, who keep a guard there 
againft the Cofuque Pirates. In this place we faw a great number of Dog-filhes, or Sea- hounds, 
as aifotffehat kind ofFowl which rails whofe Beaks are long, round, and 

flat at the extremity, as a Spoon beaten out. Putting its Beak into the water, it makes a noife 
not much unlike that of an Afs, whence it hath the name ; but particularly we took notice of a 
kjndofGecfe, or rather Cormorants, Whereof we made mention before. The i^nfeovaes 
rail them thtT erfttutSj mdAtMoorasciGutny^ Tombn. As to their feet, 

lej^s, neck, and colour, they are like other Geefe, but they are bigger in body than Swans. 

Thdr BiBsareaboveafootanda half lortg, and two fingers broad, and forked at the ewL 
TUoiet their Bills, they have a great bag of flirivell’d skin, which they can dilate fo, as that if 
•is able to contain nearthree Gallons of liquor, and they make ufe of it as a refervaiory fef the 
flik Uiey take, till fuch time as they can fwaBow them down. For their throats #|Mjij|Wide, 
that people are not only oblig’d to fliut them, when they make ufe of thefe Birds in as

“ The bottome is all muddy, having but between four, or four foot and a half water, which 

put us to incxpreflible trouble, and cook up our time fo, as that we hardly got four leagues in 
fevendayes. Our worft dayes were the 1 8. and ip. of OStober. The 1 8. we were got on a 
Bank, at five foot water, and having fpent as many hours in getting off, we found indeed fix 
foot water, but foon dilcover’d chat it was only a pit, which of all lides, had Banks, at four and 

four foot and a half water. . , „ r . . . 

Having with no lefs trouble, got again to the Bank where we had five foot water, the Wind 
being turn’d to the North- weft, the water fell fo fenfibly, that we bad but three foot, the 
Ship being as it were fatten’d in the mud. We unloaded part of our Provifions into the Tarta- 
rw» Boat that went before os, and fet all our people on work, to get off, but though they 
took incredible pains, fo as that they had not the leafure either to eat or drink, yet could they 
do no good, fo that all could be done was patiently to expeft the return of the water, which 
we comd not hope for but with the change of the wind. This was no fmall afflidlion to thofe, 
who confider’d that we were there at the mercy of the Cofaques, who might ealily have taken us 
prifoners, and forc’d us to ranfome our fclves. With all thefe misfortunes there happen’d to be 
luch a thick mift, that we could not fee from one end of the Ship to the other, and occafion’d a 
great overfight in us,by firing a great Gun, according to the order of the Ambaflador Srugmatiy 
at a Mu/covMtt Boat that pals’d fomewhat near our Ship : Thofe who were in the Boat return’d 
us their curfcs, and told us, that they might as freely pafs that way, as we, who were Stran- 
gers, and went by the Gr?ac Duke’s pcrmiffion, whom we were oblig’d to acknowledge for So- 
verai^ofthatSea, and tfleir Prince j that fince we were fo much given to fliooting, we might 
keep our powder to be us’d agamft the Cofaques' who not far thence expefixd us. This re- 
proach caus’d two other Boats to fare the better, andourfelves alfo, &r, inffead of in- 
jiurious fpeeches, they fcnt us feme of the fruits of Cirwjffw, to wit, an exedilent kind of Pesii% 
Nuts, and Medlars. . 

oii, a I . at night, we firft perceiv’d that the water was rifen to five foot, which begat in us a 
hope, that we nught put off to Sea. ThcTempcft, which rofe the az. with a South-iouth-eaft- 
wind, brought it up to nine foot } but it was fo violent, that not daring to make ufe of our 
Sails, we were forc’d to continue ftill at Anchor, and expeft fairer weatlier, which came not till 
five dayes after. 

The a 3 . in the rooming, the sky being clear, I obferv’d the Sun at its rifing, and found, that, 
in refpefl: of the Compafs, it rofe a a. degrees more towards the South than it fliould, by which 
means we difeover’d, that, in that place, the needle declin’d aa. degrees from the North, to- 
wn: is the vVTeft, 

The 47. the Tempeft being over, we return’d all our things into the .Ship, and difmifs’d our 
Boat, and, having hoifed Sail, got into the Sea ; but we hardly made a league, ere we were 
again in the mud, and Oblig’d to fend forriie Boat. But perceiving we had water enough, the 
a 8 . and feeing thirteen Sail behind ns coming out of tbe.Tf^i^ 4 , whom we conceiv’d tow the 
Cetravan, we order’d the Boat to be fent back. It was the Tanar-Psmcc, two Merchanw of 
Ptrjia^ and five hundred Mufmvim Musketiers, vwth their Colonel, who were going to relieve 
the Garnfon of Terfej.- but whatputusmofttoalofs,was, that, finding the Pilot, 

whom we had taken up at Mhachan^ abfolutely ignorant in the bufinefs of Navigation 9 and 
the Maps, by which we intended to direct our courfe, abfolutely fidfe, we knew not what re- 
folution to take. 

W e refolv’d at laft to addrefs our fclves to the Officer that commanded the yoo. Musketiers,* 
and to lend to him in the evening, while all the fliips lay at Anchor, to entr’^ar his affiftance and 
4 <j[viceinthatcon)unaure, and to defire him to give us an able man that might be our Pilot on 
the Cd}tan Sea. He came aboard us, and having drunk efficiently, he made us the greateft 
proteQationsoffriendlhipin the World, and told us, that the trouble it was to him to fee u$ 
in iSio&ifitfiieulties had bereft him of his fleep ; that his joy to find us in good health was fo 
mudi extraordinary, and that he would not fail to fend the Weym^ notice of it by an

'Sie Cupt- xhe next day after our arrival, the and the other Perfian Merchants fent a Prefent to 
the -AmbalTadors, which confifted of excellent Fruits, in great abundance, asalfoto ask them 
whether they were refolv’d to profecute their Voyage by bea, or would travel by Land, witit 
thisby way of Invitation, that if they would go by Land, there was an opportunity to do it 
with all imaginable convenience, in as much as, within tteee dayes, there was cxpedled at Ter- 
i^ae>/«/fow<?» Ambairador, who was upon his return from Terjia, and would bring with 
lum to the Frontiers, two hundred Camels, and a great number of Mules, which might carry 
our baggage. To this, it was added, that, by this convenience, we might pafs fafely through 
the Comtrey of the Tartars of DageMait, and avoid falling into the hands of their Sehmk^ 
or Captain, who was one of the gteateft Robbers in the World . and that we m^t be the fur- 
ther afliir’d there was no danger, they proffer’d us their company in our TttWels. This propo- 
fal was fo well receiv’d by the Ambaffadors, that they immediately fenrtothe to dc- 

lire his permiilion to take their advantage of this opportunity, and difpatch'd ouf ’Ter- 
/w» Intel prefer, tathe Frontiers of fix Leases from Ter^, to take order for the 

profecution of our Voyage by Land ; but being come thither, he found the Camels, and ail the 
other beafts fit for carriage, were return’d into Perfta. 

The Weywode had at hrft abfolutely deny’d us the Liberty of paffage 5 but as foon as he heard 
there was no convenience oftaking that way, hefentanOlficertotell us, that, though he had 
receiv’d no exprefs order from the Great Duke to permit any fuch thing, yet he wouW not flick 
to grant us paffage, and aflift us in order thereto what lay in his power. 
j mutiny . The night following, the Mariners, belonging to our fliip, fell into a mutiny, againft 
tn thejhi^. choel Coraes^ our Captain, and the noife was fo great, that many of them were put into Irons* 
The next day, an enquiry was made into the diforder that had been committed in the nieht

All along the wall , juft under the feeling, there hung two rows of dilhes, of wood and earth, 
ofdiverfe colours ; and the piflars, which underpropp’d the flru£lnre, were hung all about 
with excellent Cymitars, ^ivcr% and Arrows. The Princefs fat m a chair, having about her a 
black loofe Gown lin’d with Sables, and made after the fiilhion of a morning-coat. 

The Princefs’s name was IBtkg , and (he was of a very noble, ftaturc , and had a good counte- ^ 
nance , and might be about 4 j years of age. She wore, at her neck behind, an Ox-bladder, blown 
to the utmoft, which was wound about towards her hair , with a rich Scarf embroider’d with 
©old and Slfc , and had about her neck another Scarf, the two ends whereof hung down ovetj^ajfa^ 
her flioulders. Behind the Chair flood a Lady , who had alfo a Bladder at her neck, and weiors tjtk 
were told afterwards that it was the Badge of Widdowhood. On her right hand flood her Tartar- 
thrceSons,the two younger whereof were no better in Cioaths than the moft inconfiderable per- 
fons in the Country. Behind them , flood certain Servants , on whofe fore-heads and faces 
which diey had tom with their nails ) might ftill be feen the marks of their mourning for the 
death of the elder brother , who had been executed at ijMofeou. On the left hand flood , all in 
a file , tevcral T<wf/»-f , who were all very aged Perfons , and reprefented the Council and Of- 
ficers of iftc Court. The Princefs, having anfwer’d our Complement, ordered Seats to be 
broo^t} and a little Table fnrnilh’d with Fruits for the Collation, at which our drink was Hy- 
dromel and Aquavit*. We would have had the Princes to have fate down with us , but they 
wouldnotby any means do it, alledging, that it was not the Cuftome of the Country, and 
that the refpeft they oi^ht their Mother pemitted not their fitting down in her pre- 
fence. 


The Collation ended, and the Princefs and others of the Company haviig handled and 
taken particular notice of our Cioaths all over, the Princefe her felfprefentedto each of us, ^jStyoftjit 
large Cup, fiillofa fort ofAquavitaeextrafted out of a Millet, which we found as ftrong asTaitar- 
Spirit of Wine. The three P rinces Prefented us alfo with each of them a Cup, and intreated us 
not to take it ill , if th.y did the fame honour to our Servants. In the mean ame there was o- 
pened, behind the Princefs, a Chamb«-door, at the entrance whereof were to be feen feveral 
Ladies, and amongft the reft the PriiKcfs’s Daughter, who was bccroathed to the Sofhy of 
Ptrfta. 

She might be about fixteen years of age , and was very handfome , the clearnefs of her com- 
plexion having fo much the i^eater luftre, by reafon of the extraordinary blackncfs of her hair. 

Tfaefc Ladies (eemed to IM no iefs defirous to fee our Cioaths, than thofe who were in the Hall , 
chrufting one ani,iher towards the door ^ which they immediately fliut upon the leaft fign made 
to them by the Princefs: but they opened it again foon after, to take a further view of us. They 
call'd one of our fervants to them, to take the more particular notice of his Cioaths , the fafliion 
whereof they very much admir’d, as alfo that of his Sword , which they defir’d him to draw , 
that they might fee the blade of it. But the Perfitn Envoy , who every day vifited the Princefs, 
coming into the Room while they were fo employ’d, the Chamber door was immediately flint 
upon th^ , and we took leave of the Princefs and the Princes her Sons,2md went to view the Ci- 
ty. We there met with feveral W omen , handfome, young, and well made , havii^ on them a 
kind offinocks or ftocks of diverfe colours, who made no difficulty ever and anon to flay us, 
till they had taken particular notice of our Cioaths^ • .

He was no better dad than the other Tartars, having, ovef his old cloaths, 
a Cloak, of a fort of very coarfe Cloaih, but as to his corntenance and behaviour, he exprefs’d 
afiercenefsbeyondany ofthem, not diffembling the trouble it was to him, that we difeover’d 
3 greater refpeit for Afajfd thz.fi for him, andrefufingto ftand at the drinking of the Great 
Duke’s health. And when ejtlujfal intreated him to confider the place he was in, he confidently 
made anfwer, that he knew not whether the Country he was then in, were the Great Duke's or 
his own, and began to pick a quarrel wiA him, reproaching him, that, with all his gay 
Cloaths, he was but a Have to the tj^afeovke, whereas himfelf, though but in raggs, was nc- 
verthelefs an abfolute Prince,;that acknowledg’d no other fuperiqur than God ; inlqmuch that 
at laft, notable to govern his paflion, he abfolutely reflis’d to drink the Cz^'s health in any 
pofture, and went his waves. Some of his fervants ftole from our Minifter, a filver Spoon and 
a Knife, and cut off one of the fleeves of my Doublet j but they were forc’d to leave it behind 
them, it being engag’d under fomc other Cloaths. 

Prince e^Z/fiJ^ftaid with the Ambaffadors, and b^’d of them the pardon of the Mariner 
whom we had lent Prifoner to Ter)^. The Ambafladors very freely fatisfy’d his defire therein, 
and fo fent late that night, the Secretary of the Embaffy and another Otmtleman, to the Wty^ 
mde, to entreat him to return the Prifoner into our hands, and to defire jafHce of him againft 
the eJUnfcovian Pilot, who had run away from us two dayes before. A good while alter night 
a Lacquey was fent after us, to prefs our immediate return to the Ship, which was then ready* 
to fet fayl, to make all the advantage they could of the Wind, which for fome hours bad blown 
'very fair. We had difpatch’d all our bufinefs, when the Lacquey came to *» 5 but notwith> 
Handing all the expedition we could ufe, we found the Ship under fayl, but it was not long, 
ere the Wind , turning to the direft contrary point , forc’d us to continue in the fame 


place. 

Wey- The Weymde in the mean time fent us his Prefent, which confifted of a hundred pieces of hung 

wode’f Beef, four tuns of Beer, a puncheon of Erench Wine, a tun of Hydromel, a puncheon of Vine- 
Stejent. gar, two Sheep, four great Cakes of Ginger-bread, andfeveral Loafs of other bread. Ttee 
was beftow’d among thofe that brought the Prefent, about 20. Crowns, and good ftore of Aqua- 
vitte, infomuch that they went their way very well fatisfy’d. 

I o. the Wind coming to South-weft, we fet fayl at the break of day, intending to take 
the courfe of the City of Dwf'ewr, which is the ncareft of any of that frontier. About noon, 
we difeover’d a Bark, which at fiift, tookitscourfefoasif it Would have pafs’d on the right 
hand of us, then made as if file would come up ftrei^t to us, and not knowing well what rc- 
folution to take, they ever and anon made more or lefs ftiyl; whereby perceiving that thofe 
who were in it, were afraid of us, the Ambaflador gave order that the Ship (hould 

make ftreight.towards the Bark, put the Soldiers in their ftations, and commanded a certain 
number of great Guns to be fir'd at randome, the more to frighten them. The poor people im- 
mediately ttruck fayl, and came near us. They were Twyliiw, Fruit-lilerclKmis, and the B^k 
was then loaden with Apples, Pears, Quinces, Nuts, and other Fruits. The Mafter of it, who 
was Brother to our Pilot, feeing him among a fort of people fuch as he had never feen before, 
and believing he was their Prifoner, began with horrid Cries and Lamentations to bewail his 
Brother’s misfortune, as alfo his own, which he expeaed to fall into, though he cry’d feveral 
times to him, Ksrehma dafehman lardek^, Fearnot, they are friends, among whom / am wfth 
mj own confent . But the other would hear of no perfwafion to the contrary, imagining, that 
they forc’d him to fpcak to that purpofe, and could not recover himfelf out < 5 f the fear he was 
in, till fais Brother had acquainted him with the occafion which had brought him to our Ship. 
Then was it that he cook the courage to come himfelf into our Ship, with a prefent of all forts 
of Autumn, fruits, whereof he alfo fold good ftore, fo cheap, that a quarter of a hundred of ve- 
ry gte^ Apples came not to a penny. He was treated with Aquavitae, after which he return’d 
to his Bark very well faiisfied.

four or five hours of day- light remaining, the Ambaffadors thought it not amifs to go into the 
Ifland, to fee whether what they obferv’d there, were confonant to what the other had iviftfeen 
thercoj&s But all we could meet with worth our Obfervation was, only three great pok»ftlfen*4 

t^ether. 
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together , and fei up at one qf the points of the Ifland^ befet all about i^ith S6ots and Boughs > 1 62 
to ierve for a direftiontodie Mariners, and two ^eat Ditches, -wherein time before fire— I 

had been made. This , in all probability was done by the Cofiques , who make their fire*

* in the Night nme, Wherenpoahavingfbrrdthemup, we let the Ship go direftly before the 
wind by which m'eans we got two Leagues in lefs than an hour. We had, bcfides our double 
Shallop two other Boats, one whereof, which we had bought of the tjaiufcovites, was only 
for their convenience who founded the depth of the Water, and the other ferv’d for the unload- 
ing of our Ship which drew both of them after her. lliere were two Sea-men appointed foe 
the guiding of t^ Shallop, which, having in it only certain fmall Pieces, Bullets,* Chains, Cables, 
Pitch, and other things neceflary for Navigation, was made fo (hallow, that being ever and 
anon fill’d with water, the Sea-men, finding themfelves no longer able to guide it, came aboard 
the Ship andfaften’d the Shallop to the ftern. The other Boats were foon over- whelm’d with 
water and loft. The Shallop held out a while, but at length follow’d the others, and this 
prov’d the beginning of our wrack upon the Sea. Our Ship, which was built only of 

Pirt and had' been much endammag’d by the Sand-banks of bow’d under the high 

andWentwavesofthatSea,’asi(ithad beenaSnakc, and open’d in fo many places, that we 
were forc’d to be alwayes at the Pump, and continually employ’d in emptying the water that 
came m of all (ides. Our Pilot had not the lead (hare of the common fear and diftraai- 

on we were all in, and no doubt wilh’d himfelf in his own Ship, or nearer Land j in regard that 
had we been caft away there, we had all inevitably perilh'd. 

13. atthejbreak of day, we perceiv’d, that we had ftill kept in fight of Land, and we 
particularly difcovered the Mountain of which, as we conceived, could not be above 

ten Leagues diftant from us. The Temped: abating a little of its Violence, we hois’d the mizen 
Sail, am afterwards the main Sail, witharefolutiontoruntheShipftraita-ground. But ha* 
vin& the Night before, taken our courfe too high, and the wind continuing ftifl from the 
North- weft, wewere/orc’d to comply with it, and, to our no fmall JS^pet, pi^ beyond the 
Cky oiDerbent, along the Coaft, which, in that place, readies from North to South, 
but fo as that we could not find any Road or Haven, where we ra^hi fave oar felyes \ for as 
much as there being only Rocks at the bottom for the fpace of fix Leagues from the lamd into 
the Sea, it is impoiSble to make die Anchor take any hold. At kfl, about four, in the aft«:- 
noon, we caft Anchor, at four fathom water, before the Village of iVw/eirefb, which our Au- 
thors call die bottom muddy i but we thought not our felves more fafe at Anchor, 

than when we were tofs’d up and down in the main Sea. The waves were fo violent by reafon 
ofthc extraordinary roughnefs of the Sea, that it was not long ere they broke the hindges of 
the Rudder, which oblig’d us to take it quite off, and to fatten it with a Cable behind the Ship, 
left beating a^nft the Cattle it (hould tave broke it all to pieces ; the Water coming ftill into 
the Ship fo feft, that we were forc’d to fpend the remainder d that day, and all the night fol- 
lowii^inemptyir^it. ' ,,, 

The Tempeft abated a little of its violence the next morning, bem^thethe 14. of 
frr, and invited us to think fome courfe for the difembarking of our felvesj, but we had nei- 
ther Boat nor Shallop to help us to Land, and though wc had caus’d feveral Vollcyes of great 
and fmall (hot to be difeharg’d, to oblige the Inhabitants of the Conntrey to come in t» te>- 

lief, yet could we not perceive any body j but we had hardly made a (hift to clap a cettain 
number of deal Boards together like a flat-bottom’d Boat, ere we few coming towards us 
two Boats, which the Kawbai, or Judge of the Village, had fent to our relief in that extre- 
mity. , 

They brought us a prefent, of two baggs of Apples, -with a v^ obliging Complement, 
protefting that they were no lefs glad at our arrival, than we might be at theirs. Which done, 
they exhorted the AmbaiTadors to get out of the Ship as foon as they could poifibly, taking 
along with them what they accompted of greateft Value, and not to be over-confident of the 
calm, which, no doubt, would not laft many hours. TIk Ambolfadors took rfieir advice, and 
Mviflg put into the Boats what they thought moft confiderable, they ordered fome part of their 
d^etuiark tcSmue to go in alfo, and certain Soldiers with their Officers •, leaving in the ffiip the Skur 
mtipart theft Steward, and the Secretary of the EmbalTy, with an intent to fend for them as 

foo& were landed themfelves.

There was conftamly 
above a foot water upon the Deck, fo that we were not able to ftayuponit- and at laft lie 
Ship opening above, juft in the middle, we began to fear the abfolute diffolution of her. Wi

the Amfaafladors, whereupon we caft two others, both which" were loft about ii. the fame__^_ 

night, as alfo our Rudder. The biggeft Anchor held ftiU, butthe Vellfl d^ew fo much water ^ 

that the Pump being of no further ufe, we were forc’d to empty her with Kettles. About mid- 
night the wind came to the Baft, and broke off our main and mizen Mafts, and ovet-turn’d them 
into the Sea, the Ship (baking in tfiat interim with fo much violence, that the edges of her 
were ever and anon even with the water. The Sea-men intreated the Secretary, to give them 
leave to cut the Ropes that ftill held her, to fee if that would deliver us out of the exciremity we 
were in 5 which he made no difliculty to grant them. We had not eaten ought in three 
dayes, and watching, with continual labour, had thought us fo low, that having loft all cou- 
rage, together with the hope ofeverfaving our Lives, all our thoughts were taken up with the 
dUpofal of our felves for Death. OorCarpenterwastheonly perfon who had the courage to 
go under Decks, andtotalcefoIaigeadofcofAquavitae, that being come up on the Deck, he 
fell down dead 9$ ouj- feet. Nor indeed could we have imagin’d him to be otherwife, if the Ex- 
ludwions of the Affluayiab afeended from his ftomach, had not difeover’d the nature of his 
jwdifpofiuoq, TMSea-men remitted nothing of their labour all this time, and exhorted tfae'Y"*-?' 
l*ft to be of good courage, putting us in hope, that, within fome few hours, either the weather 
wofilddiai^ «r the Ambaffadors would not fail to relieve us, as indeed they were both oimofiha. 
ibem enmm to do alHay in their power for our prefervation. Nay the Ambaff^dor ’Brugmanzard. 
would, with his Sword drawn, have forc’d fome of our people to come in the two Boats to 
look afier us, but he could by no means prevail with them, to hazard ihemfelves. 

Peredving the day flipp’d away without any hope of relief, and fearmg the Tempeft might 
grow more violent the night following, I took the Mafter’s-raatc afide, and was defirous to 
know of him, whether, the Tempeft continuing in the height ip was then at, it would not ^ 
WBrbeftcourfetoruntheShipa-^oundtofavcthe men. Hisanfwerwas, that be believ’d the 
^p could not make any great rcTiftance, and that it were not amifs I took the advice of the 
Officers, and propofc it to the Captain and the Mafter, who both confefs’d, that the (hip 
was in fo ill a plight, that they were confident the Ambaflador Brngman himfelf would have 
commanded her to be rraa-ground, had he been among them: and yet they were withall of 
opinion, tha^ continaing their labour for fome hours loig;er, it was not impoflible but the 
Veffd m^t bp &ved. But thw difeover’d by their difeourfe thw mam fear to be, that, whe n 
there were no flnp, they would be look'd on as uielefeperfo:^ and that there migjht: be fome 
diTputeaboottheirwigesfoc the reft of the Voyage, {fence it came that they were unwilhog 
theflupfliouidberuna-ground. But the Sieurt^ckerttraod the Secretary, overc^sse withrhe^ 
importunities ofthe reft of the company to have that cowrfe taken, in fo ^eat an extremity, 
the Captain and Mafters-mate at laft gave their confent, provided a promife were made them 
in Writing, that the Ambafladors Ibould not call them to an accompt for their fo doing : which 
was accordingly done, and the Secretary drew up an Aft to that purpofe, which was figned by 
aO. But the Captain and Mafter bi^inning to make new diffiailties, after they had gotten a 


hazard of it, and he was fo earneftly prefs’d thereto, that he confented, after he had oblig^ 
theSieor'yckmtf andtheSaretaryofthe Emfaaflytpgive the firft ftroak upon thf, Cable- 
wfdch when they had done, the Sea-men foon made an end, and having ftruqk the only ft^l we sh} 
had left us, wemadeftrmttoland, and run the fliip arground, about thirty waiches d*ftan£r«»x«- 
fttro the place where the Ambaffadors and all our friflidsexpeffedue, with no I# tW’djle for 
vst than we had for o«r Selves.

who live upon that Sea. on the Eaft-fide, have fo ftrongly confirmed us in, that we lay it down as 
athingnolonger tobedifputed. • 

But what on the other fide is much to be wondred at, is, that though fo great a number of 
Rivers inceflantly pay the tribute oftheir waters into it, yet can it not be laid what becomes 
thereof. We at firft could hardly be induc’d to believe what was told us concerning all thofe 
Rivers j but when, at our return out of T«r/w, between ^fiht and Schamachy ^ which was 
twenty days journey , we took notice , that we had aofe’d above fourfeore great and fmall 
Rivers , we made no difficulty then to acquiefee in the Relations we had before received thereof. 
The moft confidcrable of thofe we faw , are, the tAraxts, or eAras , which is joyned to 
the Cyrus , wijich is now called Kury the Ktfiofetn, the 'BufiroWy the Atjai, and the Koifu, To- 
wards the North are the Rivers ofjaik^ and Jems 5 and towards the South and Eaft , the , 

the OxuSyani the Orxentes, which J^Curtm callsyTanats. 

And notwithftanding this vaft Contribution of waters , this Sea is not perceiv’d to be any way 
increas’d thereby , norcanitbefaid, by what paffages all thefe Rivers are conv^ed thence. 
Some are of opinion , that they are , by fubterranean Chanels return’d into the wcean. The 
Terjtans told MS, that ne?ix Ferebathy between the Provinces of , asA Mefendan , there 

is a Gulf, where all thofe waters are loft, as in abottoralefs place , and convey’d away under the 
neighbouring Mountains. But in regard a man muft confequendy to this affertion, imagine 
that Gulf to be as big as the whole Sea, tofwallowdownthevyatersoffo many Rivers, I can- 
not be eafily perfwaded to fide with the maintainers of that opinion. On the contrary , I think 
it may be probably held, that there may be alleged , Sot the Cajpian Sea, the fame reafons as 
arc n^ed for Ocean’s not overflowing the Earth , though an infinite number of Rivers fall into 
it ; To wit, that, befides the Mifts , which are very frequent there , and confequently confumc 
agreat part thereof, the reftisretum’d by fecret Chanels, to the fources of the Fountains and 
Rivers, according to the wife-mans faying, that the 2^t/erJ come Sea, and return 

thither again , whether it be that the weight of the Sea- water, which is not all within its Cen- 
tre f forces that which is ioweft into the clefts of the earth, as far as the fources, and chat this is 
done with fuch violence, that at its breaking out of the earth , it fpouts higher than the Sea it 
felf j or that there are in the earth certain veins, which, drawing the water to them , diftribute 
it to the Fountains and Rivers. The firft ratiocination is Juiius Scaltger’s , in his 46. Exercit*- 
turn, where he fays, that he docs not believe, the Argament which is deduc’d from the diffe- 
rence of the qualities of waters can deftroy the force oF his, in regard we find by experience,' 
that the water, paffing through the earth, is cleanfed from its filth , and leaves its Salt at the 
bottom , from which it is divided , much after the fame manner as if it were diftill'd through an 
Alembick. Which is evidently feen by this , that the greater diftance there is between the Sea 
and the Fountains , the fweeter their waters are. It is alfo acknowledg’d , that there is no 
Mountain higher than the Sea, which making but cwie part of the roundnefs of the Tcrreftrial 
Globe, the fwellings and eminendes, which are upon the earth are not higher than the Sea. 
Which I affirm to be fo much the more certain, upon this accompt , that , bmg , in my return 
from ‘Per/ia, between Schamachte and Derhent , at the Village of Soray, I had the curiouty to go 
up into one of the adjacent Mountains , where I took the Horizon with my Aftrolabe , and ha- 
vingjputmyJ?wprr<« intoit, 1 turn’d myfelf towards the Sea , wdiich was two Leagues diftant 
ffience,m^ could eafily difeern it.

It itebefides ourdcfign to engage into any difcuflion of Scaliger’s pofuion j who fays in his f3 
Mxetekation that the water of all Seas is Iweet, orfrelh, at the bottom, nor yet to examine 
the Reafons alleged by him for that opinion , as falling not under the fubjeft of our Relation. 

Bat this we (half prefume to affirm , that the Caspian Sea was not much known to the greekj , 
itithetimeofifle^rf»<^r, fince fays, in the feventh Book of his Hiftory , that that 

great Conqucrouriffu’d out his commands, that Timber fliould be fell’d in the neighbouring 
Mountains for the building of a Fleet , which he intended to employ in the difcovery of that 
Sea. It is certain aifo, that Cmna fpeaks not of it ocherwife than according to the know- 
ledge which fome had thereof, in a time when tliat of the Romans had not pais’d the Saphrates, , 
no more than their Arms. For though fays, 6. cfc. 17. of his Natural Htslory , thu 
Selemhm and Amiechm,th.t Succeffots of Alexander, made a difcovery of that Sea by Pamclns, 
their Admiral, yet he is withall forc’d to acknowledge, that there were many other things to 
be difcovered *, as it was alfo our intention , to make ufe, to that purpofe, of our Ship and shal- 
lop during the aboad we fhould make at the Court of Perjia , if our misfortune in being caft a- 
vray upon this Sea had not defeated os of our expcdations. Certain it is, that this Sea does 
neither Ebb nor Flow , nay that indeed it is not capable of either^ forafmucfa as it hath no com- simfier 
iQunicaiion or correfpondence with the other , Whfch, in that particular, follows the motio.i 

^^"^a^erSans Tartars^'And Mafcovites {sUoms venture upon this Sea but in the Summer- 
time and then dare they not hazard themfelves far into it j for failing only in wretched fmall 
Barks or Boats , they keep as near as they can to the fliore , and never are ouc of fight ot Land. 

It hath in a manner no fafe Havens or Harbours. The beft it hath , is the fame we fpoke of be- 
fore near Ter ^ , between the Ifle of Tx.enz.em and the Continent , at which place the P erfi- 
ms arc wont to caft Anchor , and flay for a night. The havens of Un^ran and Fer^ath 
are none of the worft , nor are they on the other fide the fafeft ; and the beft Haven ot all this 
Sea is on the fide of the grand Tartary , and near the City of tAh»kifchlak, which may 
be found in the Itinerary of oAnthonyJenbinfon, vtnda:thtazmQiMan£ujlaive, but mif-.r 

"l£tt*^*how ere it be Haven’d , we may confidently affirm this , that we have been long enough 
upon the QtBian Sea and its Coafts, to undeceive thofe who ate apt to believe, what is r^cliver d 
bvT«r«winhisHiftoryof«^»/c<wy, to wit, that the water of it is as black as Ink, and 
that it is fufl of Iflands , which are well ftored with Inhabitants , and have in them a gj^at num- 
ber of Cities and Villages ; both wmch we affirm to be abfolutely falfe. For the water W it is 
of the fame Colour, as that of all other Seas, and though we difcover’d but fome part ot the ^aj- 
tian Sea . yet having made particular enquiry as to this particular , all the Perfums, Tartars and 
Mafcovites 1 ever difcourfed with concerning it , unaniraoufly affur d me , that in all that bea 
there is but one Ifland, wherein there is, 1 will not fay cither City or Village, bpt fo rnuch as 
a Houfc , unlefs it be in that o?Enftl, near Fersdsath , where the paftures being very good, fucli 
as keep Pittel , have made certain Huts, not fo much for their fctled Habitations , as to pre- 
vent Aewiuries of the Weather at certain times.

Perfiaf7s told tde, that they flood not in need of any fuch Oyl to burOj lince that near the Ci- 
ty of under the Mountain of j8«r«j<*cih, there are inexhauftiblc fources of a certain Li- 
quor, which they call and make ufe of in their Lamps. And of this there is daily fuch 

great quantities taken up, that it is tranfported all over the Kingdome. 

Certain indeed it is, that there may be feen in thofe parts a certain kind of Filb, which they 
calliVk^?, that is, Glutton which hath a very Ihort Nofe, and the Head as it were within the 
Belly, having a round Tail, and being feven or eight foot in breadth, and not much lefs in 
length. It faftens it felf with the Tail to Filher-mens Boats, and, if they be not very careful!, 
over-turns them. ThePfrjfJ<*»^ toldusalfo, that the white Fillies, of which we have fpoken 
heretofore, do the fame, and that thence it comes, though the weather be ever fo calm, the 
Filher-men never venture far into the Sea. This is the only Creature, which may in fome mca- 
fure makegood what Powpflww il^^i^tfayes in his Geography, to wit, that the Ca^im Sea 
breeds fo great a number of monflrous Fjflies, which he calls Bellus, wild Beafls, that that is 
one of the main Reafons, why it is not Navigable. This filh delights much in the Liver and 
Flefh of Beef and Mutton, whence it is that the Inhabitants of KtUn^ cfpecially thofe who live 
towards the Mountain of Sahebelan, as being the moft hindred in their Fifliing, make baits 
thereof, wherewith they cover ftrong and fliarp Hooks fatten’d to Great Cords, with which 
they draw themio Land. Nor are we to credit what ihe flune ‘Btz^arrHt and Contarinm affirm, 
when they fay, that there is no other filh in the Seaj for, on the contrary, it is ex- 

tremely well ftor’d with fifti, and there are in it abundance of Salmons and Sturgeons^ as alfo a 
kind of Herrings s nay there are in it foine filh, which in other places are nunibred amon^ the 
frelh-water-filh, Indare had only in ponds . as for inflance 'Breams^ which they call Chafehatn^ 
and "Barbels^ which they call Schott : but the latter are tough and infipid, if they exceed two 
foot in length. There is alfo a kind of which they call Suggaht. Thefe are not eaten 
frelli, but faked and hung up in the fmoke, and their way of dreffing them, is, to lay them on 
the hearth, with a clean linnenCloath about them, and then to cover them with hot alhes, till 
fuch lime as.ihey are ready : being thus ordered, they make a very pleafant and delicious dilh. 
There are no Pikes nor Eels in all Per/w, infomuch that thofe T erf tans, whom the King fenc 
along with us into when they faw us eat Eeles, conceived a horrour thereat, as ta- 

king them for ^Snakes. TheKingofPcrJ*<jfiirms out the fifliing of the Ca^fian Sea, towards 
the mouths of Rivers, which brings him in very confiderable fums of Money, many times more 
than the Farmers make thereof,' for inflance, the City of Ktskffr, where a Farmer named 
Schemfi paid eight thoufand Crowns for the farming of five Rivers, which that year had yield- 
ed but fix thoufand. Their fifliing is only from September to eApril^ and during that time, there 
is a Palifadoe or kind of Hedge-made in the Sea at the mouth of the River, to hinder the filhing 
ofthofethathavenorigh^ofifli, within that enclofnre | but all the year befides it is indiffe- 
rently permitted to all, and in the Sea it feli^ at all times. 
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HeCountrey where we Landed, or rather where the wrack call us alhore, is ^ 
ca’ted Musknr^ and makes part of the Province of Schirmn, or the Antient ^ 03®® 
ej^edta, indcr the Jufitdi^lion of the Sidthm^ or Governour of J>crbenty 
anti comprehends, frcm the City of *I)erbent to the Province of Kilariy about 
two hundred Villages.

IGrmaS The Province of is alfo one of the greateft of the Kingdome of Perjta. It lies be- 
tween thofe of and and reaches as far as the Sea, jmdthe Ifland of 0 mm. The 

Country is fomewhat un-even, and Mountainous, but the VaUeysofit are very fertil and de- 
lightful, abounding in Fruit, and every where cover’d, and as it were firew’d with Flowery 
Specially Rofes, whereof th*s Province produces fuch great quantity, that a confidcrable part 
or its Revenue is rais’d out 'he water made of them. The Inhabitants call it Gulapy whence 
it may be well imagin’d that ihc v^/^ord Julip comes, and they drive a great Trade with it, efpe- 
ciaUy at J^^an. Th''*e v/iio Trade moft w it, are the Lursy who are a fort of people by them- 
felves, dillinguilh V’ ftom the other Terfians by what they wear about their Heads, which is a 
kind of Coi&re, that is longer and narrower than the ordinary Turbants,and there is faften’d to 
it a tuft or taffel, which hangs down over the Back. There is alfo in this Province a ve- 

ry foyerainagainft the Worms, which Is called Darit J 5 rww», as well upon acctHnpt ^ the 
Province, as alf® hence, that the Word X»m<*»fi^fics a Worm. And conceming this, there 
is a ftory of one of their Kings, who being in the folds oirHorfe-lMtck, heard himfelf call’d by 
fcis own name. He look’d back, as if he had heard the voice behind him, and feeing only a dead 
man’s skull halfrotten upon the ground, and doubting the voice proceeded thence, he asked, 
who it was. The skull anfwet’d, that that was all was left of what he had fometime been 5 that 
he had worn a Qrowm as well as himfelf and had Conquer’d feveral great Provinces, but that 
oefirousto^djtohisotherConqucfts, that of Kimwty he had been over-come and eaten 5 
exhorting him to relletfe on what he hadfeen, and to make his advantage of that Philofo^y.

theie parts that the palace of SMy^ftood, upon the River Vld, where King Ahafnerus^ King 
over twenty feven Province*^ made his great Feaft. Its chief Cities are Ahawas, l^mchorni^is, 

Scditrt axideArha», The heats in thefc parts are fo great, efpecially towards the 

South-part of the Mountain, that, in the Summer time, the Inhabitants arc forc’d to forfake 
the Cities, andretire themfclves into the Movmtain. 

Tzjftre is found in the Catalogue of the Provinces of P«r^, and it is the antient Mefopta- jprg- 
tnia. Now it is commonly called Diarbek^ and lies between the Rivers Euphrates and of 

which the Turks call ‘JAgei^ This Province hath been often taken and retaken by them from the 
Verfians^ fo that it is not alwayes under the Sch^tch’s Jurifdidlion, but then only when he 
lAmtt ox^^dat^ot Bdrykrty which fome affirm to have been the antient 

’Tistrue, is not properly in the Province of butinthat offr4C«», as are al- 

fo the Qties of Wafitb, Befre, Bufa, and Meddn. 

As to the City of Bagdati there is nothing fo certain, as that it was built, out of the ruins of 
the antient Bdjlon, but not in the fame place, in as much as Babylon ftood upon the Euphr^teSj 
which ran through it, as is cxprelTely affirmed by Srr.fjiff 5 whereas Bagdat is featcd upon the 
Ttgris, which joyns with the a League below the City. ThePer/t/9Ki arc of opi- 

nion, that the In^bicants of had heretofore their Summer-Houfes and Gardens at the 
*^lace where now {lands, uifomdch that after the deftrudtion of the City, they found it 
no great difficulty to remove their habitations thither. And indeed, the word Bag, which 
lignifics a and Bagdat, a place f$tU of (gardens, does in fome meafure conhrm their 

opinion. 

To refume our former difcOurfe, the Country where we were caft a-fiiore, is very plea(ant,tt«P«- 
it was all over green at the rime of our arrival, and the Birds, which were not yet fenfible of®’“"^/^ 
the Cold, otdinary in our parts, continued their Chirping and Singing till near the middle ofSouuiao* 
Becendfer, The foil there is very good, bringing forth Rice, Wheat, and Barley, in great 
abundance, TheymakenoHay,Decaufc their Cattle are out Winter and Summer 5 but if 
tlwy make any , it is only for the convenience of Travellers. Their Vines were fcatter’d up and 
down , Planted without any care or order , all along the Hedges the Vines bcirg Alien’d to the 
Tyrees, fo as that they fpread up to the extremities of the Boughs, from which the fmall bran- 
ches hung down three or four Ells in length. All the Province of Ktlm is fuB of them, and at our 
return , we faw very fair and very lai^ ones , at eA^fiora. The Country affords good ftore of 
Wild- fowl, efpecially Pheafants, as alfo of Hares, the Hunting whereof found us good {port 
during the aboad we were forc’d to make there. There is alfo in thefe parts a eemin kind of 
Foxes, which they call about the bignefs of thofe of £»r0j>e, ("of which kind there 

are alfo abundance , and the Inhabitants call them but inftead of Furr or Hair, they 
are cover’d with Wool , and have white bellies. Ears all black , and lefs Tatis than thofe of our 
parts. We heard them in the night time mnnit^ in Herds about the Village, and were not 
a little troubled at their Cries, which was a drawing and doleful noife, without any in- 
termiffion. 


The Inhabitants make life ofBufflestM; wild Oxen, more than they do of Horfes, baC in- 
ftead of loading them upon their B^cks, they make them draw Wood, or any other thinp of 
great weight. Their ordinary fuftenance is Fcny-greek , wherewith they fow whole Eeld^ as 
we do with Vetches and Lentills , and they cut it while it is yet green , Herb and Seed together, 
and fo give it thofe Creatures to eat. The Milk, I mean that of the Females, isfo fet,that it 
makes a Cream two fingers thi^ , of which they make excelient Butter. They never make a- 
ny CheefeofGow’s-milk, hutonly offfieeps.

We had no Bread j our Beer was loft with the fliip , and the Village had no fpring of frelli wa- 
ter* fo that we were forc’d to look after our Mouldy fcraps, and to content our felveswith 
the troubled water of a fmall Torrent , which pafs’d the Village , while onr fliip furnifli’d 
us with firing for the Kitchen and the Chambers. 

^ev. Ip. Schftchemrdiy GovcrnourofI>eri»e«rfent to complement us, upon the occafion of 
our arrival there , twoPerfons.very well clad , one whereof was Brother to the Kaucha of 
^tapdath. They deliver’d the Ambafladors the Sulthan’s Letter , which came with a Pre- 
fent'^of two Horfes, as many Oxen , twelve flaeep, twenty Pullets, three great Pitch- 
ers of Wine, one Pitcher of Water, two Paniers of Apples, and three facksof Wheat- 

Bat the Ambafladors coming to underftand , that the Sulthan’s Letter made mention only 
oidneHorfe, they would not receive the other, though the ‘Perfms earneftJy protefted, that 
the miftake came only hence , that the imagining there had been but one Ambaflador , 

had accordingly fent but one Horfe , and that they, coming afterwards to hear there were two , 
had bought another horfe, out of an afluranee that it was the S«/tb^’s intention to have done 
Brugmans gut notwithftanding all their allegations and inftances , the Ambaflddor ^rugntan would 
incmlitj. L jjo means accept of the horfe, for no other reafon,doubtlefs, than this, that his was not fo 
good as his Collegue’s. The Terfans were not a little troubled thereat , and look’d on it as an 
affront done the Sulthan , who refented it fo highly fince, that he did us all the ill-Offices lay in 
his power , being alfo further troubled in this refpeft, that, contrary to the cuflom of Perfm and 
upon the Ambaflador Brugman’% untowardnefs , his People had been fent away 

without Prefents* ^ ^ ^ . * 

-The 2z. the Ambaffadors fent Francn tJ’iieuner , one of our Retjnue , with our Terjian In* 
terpreter, to the or Governour general of the Province of Scfciriw, whofc ordinary re- 
fidence is at Scmachie , to acquaint him with our arrival , and to entreat him to fupply ns with 
all things neceflaty for the continuation of our journey. The Governour, who had heard of it 
by I'ome ether means had inamediately fent a to us ffothey call in Ferfta thofe 

vwho among the tJMhfemtes are called , whofe charge it is to conduft the Ambafladors 
through the Country, and to fee them furnifli’d with Provifions and Carriage ) but our people 
had mill him by the way. 

This came to our Quarters the zpi of November. He was raoft fumptuoufly 

Cloathed, and excellently well mounted , on a very gallant horfe , the Harnefs whereof was 
cever’d with Gold , and befet with Turquezes. He acquitted himfelf very handfomly both in 
his addreis and complement , with promifes of all the civilities and fervices it was in his power 
to do us, as long as we flionld be under his conduft , which was as far as Schamachie. Having 
anfWer’d his Complement , we invited him , and thofe who came along with him, to tafte of 
our fruits , and of all forts of Aquavitas , wherewith we were well ftor’d. We alfo caufed our 
great Guns to' be difeharg’d, and we entertain’d them with our Mufick, wherewith they feem’d 
to be much taken. As foon as the Mehemander was return’d to his Lodging , he few us a Pre- 
fent of five flieep, three Pitchers of Wine, and feme Pomegranates. . 

the laft, came back Francis ^eurier with the Interpreter , bringing this accompt, that 
th& Chm being] not at Scamachie^ at their coming thither , they had been oblig’d to follow 
him into the Country, where they had found him encamp’d under Tents, with a Retinue of a- 
boui four hundred perfons : That he had receiv’d them kindly , and had aflur’d them , that he 
had already fent^ Mehemandar , whofe care it fiiould be to fee the AmbaflTadors fupply ’d with 
all things neceflary for the continuation of their journey 5 that he had told them further, th at he 
heard the Ambafladors had a Retinue of about three hundred men , but they fliould he all wel- 
come, though they were twice the number ; That it was a great while fince wefirft heard of 
this Embafly , and that he was very defirous to fee us. To which accompt the Interpreter ad- 
ded only this, that the Governour had particularly defir ’d to be inform’d by him , of the quaiJi- 
■ ^ and humours of the Ambafladors, as alfo of that of the perfons whereof, our Retinue con- 
lifted, bur manner of life. ‘

The joy we might well conceive at our being in Per/i'i*, after fo troublefome a Voyage , 
wherein we had run through fo many dangers, was mnch abated by the inconveniences wh'ch 
the untowardnefs and humourfomnefs of one of the Chiefeft in the Company run us int o •• bur I 
(hall fpare the Reader thedilTatisfaili on of finding any thing in this relation but what is diver- 
tive. The better to overcome the affliftion it put us all into, vye, who were of Mifm,entTc 6 in- 
tred into a little fociety among our felves, and taking our advantage of the fair weather we had 
the firft of ‘December y we went all together in a Company about a quarter of a League from the 
Village, where we found out a little place, whereof the ilivuletmaketh althoft a Penmfula, fo 
pleafant and inviting, tharthe faireft Meadows in SWrape afford not anything fo delightful in 
thebeftSeafonoftheyear. The water came almoft round about that little parcel of ground, 
and the Pomegranate-Trees, which had joyn’d their verdure with that of the Vines, invited us 
to reft our felves under their lhade, and to divert our felves with the memory of our dear Coun- 
trey: to which divertifemcnt our Phyfician, Dt.Gratnatty contributed very much, by the good 
cheerheraadeusofGamons of Bacon, Neats Tongues, and two or three forts of Sack and 
Aquavit*, whereof he had ftill good ftore left. This was our diverrifement for feveral dayes. 

Decemk p. The Ambafl'adors were vifited by the fame Tartar Prince of Tarka, who had gi- 75 j«Tartari 
ven us a Vifit at Terki. He was accompany’d by his brother, and attended by a Retinue of about ^riact of 
twenty perfons. After his Vifit, he went to the next Village to look for Lodging,* there being 
none to be had in ours, and fent us the next day, as a Prefent, an Ox, fome Sheep, and 
great Paniers of Apples. Thatwhichthe Ambaffadors fent in return thereto, confifted in cct- 
tain Ells of Cloath and Satin, a Veffel of Aquavit*, and a Roll of Tobacco. And whereas he 
^d exprefs’d, that they would do him a great kindnefs to give him a little Gun-powder, to be 
reveng’d for the incurfions which Sulthan Mahomet had made into his Territories, the Ambaffai- 
dlors lent him a Barrel that weigh’d 8o . pounds. 

The return of ont njMehemandary who came back the fame day, made us the more joy fell, 
in that he affur’d us, that within ly. dayes, there fhouid be brought us out of Scmachie and 
Perl'ewr fuch a number of Wagons, Camels, and Horfes, as that nothing fhouid retard our 
journey any longer. 

According to this promife, the i a. there came in fome Horfes and Camels, but we heard of 
no more afterwards. The Mehemandar excufed himfelf upon the Snow that had fallen the night 
before, andfaid, that the were not wont to travel in the cold, and that the Camels 

whofe hoo6 arc not fo fiat as thofe of other Creatures, would not have been able to go by rea-' 
fon of the flipperinefe of the way. Whereto be added, that it had hapned, that whole Cara^ 

V4W had periftx’d, through cold, in the Mountains, for want of Wood and Lodging, which are 
very fcarce upon that Road, though there be but twenty Leagues, or Farfan^s, fronj Niafabath 
toScamachie. True it is indeed, that for fome nights we had Snow, but the Sun melted it as . 
foon as he appear’d over the Horizon. But how ere it happen’d, we were forc’d to ftay there 
ten dayes longer j which made us imagine that what was done was out of defign, purpofely to 
. defer our departure thence, till they (hould receive the Orders which they expefted from the 
Styfcy concerning our fubfiftcnce j for till then we had been upon our own charge. 

During our ftay at Niafd/athy the Ambaffador Britgman would needs cut fome certain beams, Brngtnaa’i 
which the Sofhy had, with vaft charge, brought to the Sea-fide, to be employ’d in the building ' 
of his (hips, and caufe Carriages to be made thereof for our. Artillery, not regarding the 
monftrances of the ‘PerfaaSy who told him, that if he made ufe of thofe beams, the Soyby could 
not build his (hips that year. The Ambaffador went on in his intended defign, and told thofe 
of our Retinue, who would have diflfwaded him from it, that it was the humour of that Nation, 
not to do any thing till they are forc’d to it, and that the only way was to domineer ovewbgia. 

But the Tey^f had afterwards,the advantage to laugh at os, when they furniHi’d us with fo 
few horfes, that being not able to draw our Artillery, we were forc’d to leave our Carriages 
behind, and CO load our Guns upon Camels. 

Deemb.z I . there came to us two MehtmandrntSy one &om Scamdichie^ the other from Der- 
bent, brii^ing along with them about forry Camels, thirty Waggons drawn by wild Oxen, 
and e^^ Horfes, which being loaden with the Ba^ge, went before, with fome of our fer-* 
vaats. B«t wfa«i the Ambaffadors themfelvcs were to go, and -that what belong’d to thde

The word fignifies a Fen, and the Village derives its name- from tjie Fenny places 

which lye about it, wherein there are many Springs, which fend forth their water with fuch 
violence, that there is no cold fo great as to congeal them. Whence it comes, that there .are 
abundance of Swans there, even in the Winter, whofedown is gather’d for ihe Sop/jy’s Beds 
and Pillows. This Village is inhabited by a certain people whom they call 'Tadars, who have 
their particular language, though with fome relation to the Turki^j and T erf an- Thejr Religi- 
on is the Mahumetane, inclining to the Turktjh^ but accompany ’d befides with innnite Saper- 
ftitions. Among others they have Ais, that they leave their meat after Jt i.s . irefied, to grow 
almofl: cold before they eat It, and it it happen that any one, ignorant of their cu' oms, iSould 
blow or breath upon it, they caft it away as impure.

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Caravanfera^ the weather was fair and mild. Upon the edge of the Mountain j and at the foot, 
of the Rock , there is a plain of about fifty perches fquare , which hath in the midft of it , a ^ 
very fair Well, built about with ftone, and about that Well may be feen the ruins of a very 
thick W all , flank'd at the corners with certain T owers and Bulwarks, wherewith that flrufture 
had fometime been fortify’d , as alfowirh two good deep ditches built about with Free-ftone, 
which fatisfy’d us they were the ruins of an impregnable Fortrefs. Towards the Northern part 
of the Mountain , we met with other ruins , which could be no other than the remainders of„ . ^ 

another Fort. They facilitated our accefs to an afcent , which was cut in the Rocks , and con- 
dufted us almoft up to the Top , where we faw a Vault , and the remainder of a third Strufture, 
which had fometimes ferv’d for a Dungeon, or place of retreat, after the lofs of the two 
other Forts. 

I imagine that this may have been one of thqfe Fortifications, which the Antients called 
TortaCal}U,oic Ferrea , whereof there is a delcription in the Greek and Latin Hiftories. Thep““£^J 
Terjtms are of opinion , that thefe ftruftures were built by Ifcander , fo they call i^lexandey cancerniu^ 
the Great, and that they were demolifii’d by Tamberlaue. We refted our felves upon thttkfeFer- 
Rock, where we fung Te 23c«?» , and renew’d among our felves the friendfliip , which vve had 
before mutually promis’d eadi other by moft unfeigned proteftations : and having gather’d cer- 
tain Figs off the Trees, which grew out of the clefts of the Rock, we got down again with lefs 
trouble and danger, by the ordinary path. 

The we left Bartnach , having very fair weather , the Sun cafting at that time a greater 
belt than it does with us in The Waggons, with the Baggage , took the way of the 

■plaifi towards "Bakjfje , and the Ambaffadors, with thofe of the retinue , who were on Horfe* 

^ back , took that of the Mountain. We Travcll’d that day five leagues , and came at night to a 
Village named within the Mountains. There, we met with abundance of excellent 

•Fruits , and good ftore of Honey ; but the water thereabouts was troubled , corrupted , and 
^unk. 

The next day, Decejjih. a/, we got five Leagues further, fo a Village named ^ymtaraas sepul^ 
three Leagues from Scamachie. This place is very famous , by reafon of one of their Saints chre efa 
named Setd-Ibrahtm, whofe Sepulchre is to be feen there. The Perfians affirm it to be very an* Perfian 
dent, and fo great a Veneration had for it, that T 4 njfcertee,who had no religious refpeft for'^'**”^i 
any thing, would not meddle with that Sepulchre, though he deftroy’d all elle that lay in his 
way. Thisftrufturehathits Walls, and its two Courts, as a Caftle. Our Ambaffadors fent 
the to the Guardian of the place, to entreat him, that they might be permitted 

to enter j but all they could obtain, was only to fee the firft Court, which was full of fquare 
fiones, which yvere fet up-an-end, to diftipguilh the Graves of private Perfons. _ 

I had a great defire, toget a little nearer, and, if it were poffible, to, fee the Saint’s Sepulchft. 27 ,, sepaii 
Whereupon, I return’d thither in the Evening, and fet down in my Table-Book the Arabian 
Ihfcriptions,' which I found Grav’d here and there upon the Walls. TUtTerffans, whoima-^f<^; 
gin’d what I did was in honour of their- Saint, fuffer’d me to proceed in what 1 was about. I 
made my advantage pf that liberty to flip in at the Gate of the fecond Court, where 1 found 
manyotherlnfcriptioiis. , Ibcftow’dabouthalfan hour in Copying them out, and perceiving 
they took no further notice of me, 1 ventur’d fo far as to open the Door which goes into the 
ftrudlBre it felf, which being made fall only with a wooden pin, it was no hard matter for me 
to open it, and to get in. It confifted of many arched apartments, .which had no light, but what 
came in by certain little Windows, which put me into a little fright. In the firft apartment, 
there was, juft oppolitc to the door, a Tomb about two foot high, having as many fteps to get 
up to h, and it was encompafs'd with a Balcony, or rather an Iron-grate. 

On the left hand , there was a door which led into a great and very lighiforae Gallery , the 
walls whereof were whitened, and the floor covar’d with rich Carpets. On the right hand, 

-there wer€,inanodjer apartment, which was Vaulted, eight high Tombs : and it was through 
this laft Vault, that people pafs’d into a third , in which was the Sepulchre of Se^- 
' The Tomb was two foot above ground , and was cover’d with a Carpet of yellow Damask. At 
the head and feet, as aHb.on both fides , there vvere feveral Wax Candles and Lanthorns, upon 
great feafs Candlefiicks , and from the Roof of the Vault there hung certain Lan^s. As I came

fhould be Bodies brought very low either by age or ficknefs : for full Bodies are fnbjeft to cor- 
ruption , in Tsrfta as well as other places 

Thefe two places are very farndus by reafon of the Pilgrimages upon which the rerfians refort 
thither , efpecially about the time that TiribMn hath a new Garment bellow’d on him , and 
that the old one is torn to pieces , to be diftributed among the Pilgrims. I'he Inhabitants of the 
Country relate ftrange things of the Miracles of thefe Saint's .• but in regard they can be no ocher 
than Fables , or' the effefts of Sorcery , and that the Perfaas are very apt to believe any fiories, 
and arc very much inclin’d to Sorcery , I thought it more diferetion to wave the relation of 
their impertinences. 

Upon the door of this Sepulchre , there was this infeription in jirabick^ Letters , jUla mufe- 
thi hil ebuady that is to fay, O ^od, open thts door. There are cut within the Rock feveral Cham- 
bers, Neeches, and Holes, in which the Pilgrims are lodg’d and do their i)evotions ; nay there 
are forae fo high , that they muft have Ladders of 12. or ij. foot long to get up to 
them. 

There w,ere three of us ventur’d to get up to the top of the Rock by dreadful precipices, help- 
ing one the other as we got up. There we found four fpacious Chambers, and, viiithin, feveral 
Neeches cut in the Rock, to ferve for Beds. But what we thought moft flrange was, that we 
Skis in found in that Vault, upon the very top of the Mountain, Mufcle-fiiels, and in feme places fuch, 
abundance of them, as would induce a man to imagine, that the Rock was made up of fand and 
Ur front In our return from Pery?4, we obferv’d all along the Sea, feveral of thefe fiielly 
Mountains, whereof we (hall give a further accompt hereafter. 

The Inhabitants of this Village of never drink any Wine, out of a fear, as ffiey 

fay themfelves, that, breaking the Laws of and the Dire£lions of the Akhorm^ the 

Holinefs of the place might he thereby prophan’d. At the entrance of the Village, near the Se- 
pulchre of Seid-Ihrdhim there is a great Vault, or Ceftern of j 2. foot in length and twenty in 
breadth, compafs’d with a wall of Free-ftone, which in the Winter time they fill with Water, 
Snow and Ice, to be us’d in the great heats and drought of Summer, as well for themfelves as 
their Cattel. 

The 29. the ftnt us word, that we might fend our Harbinger to Schamachis, to take 
up Lodgings for us, and that we might follow him in the afternoon. But after we had loaded 
part of our Baggage, and juil as we were going to take Horfe, the Chan fent an exprefs MelTen- 
. ger to us, to intreat us to continue that night at Pyrmarm. And that we might be allur’d, this 
, was not done out of any defign upon us, he fent us feveral refrelhment, and among other 
things, four great Pitchers, and two Leathern baggs full of Wine, good ftore of Pomegra- 
nates, Apples, Pears, .Quinces and Cheft-nuts, and to each of the ArabalTadors an exccffcnc 
Viefupr. Horfe fadled and bridled. We could not then imagine what might occafion this delay} but it 
fituontf was told us afterward, that the or Aftrologer, belonging to the Chm, had per-

^ssrecepti- next day, Z>fc. 30. we left about' eight in the Morning, taking our Way 

on of tfe to Schmaehj, into which we made a very noble entrance. Within two leagues of the 

Ambafftt- City, we met With oncafoot, who came to tell us, from the Cb4K, that we werewelcom, and 
dors St that he would come out of the City in perfon to receive us. This man march’d on fiill in the 
front of our Cavalcade. 'Within a league of the City, we met , with about thirty Gentlemen 
^ on horfe-back, very well mounted, who caine only to take a view of us, and immediately re- 
turn’d, in fuH fpeed, to the City. Afterthis, we met, near a certain Village, with about a hun-‘ 
dred men on horfe-back, who open’d, to make us way to pafs through them. 

About two Musket-lhot thence we met with another Troop of Cavaliers, among whom • 
there were twelve that had a particular Coiffure about their heads, having their Turbancs point- 
ed upwards like the Spire of a Steeple, wh ich they call Takia . and we were told it was by Pri- 
yilege that they were fodrefs’d, it being to fignifie chat they were of the pofterity and kinred 
of their Prophet Thefe faluted us with a low inclinau'on of the he«, and bid us wd* 
come, hyfalutingus mththeixX^hofcksh&y in the Turkijh Language, which they would rather 
Ipeak than thtfPerJian. 

Having kept company with thefe about half a Leaguo, we perceiv’d on our right hand a bo-' 
dy of about foo.tncn} and whereas we were told, that the Chan and his CaUntefy or Lieutenantj 
were there ip perfoo, it was taken into cohfidevatiim, whether we ihbuld keep on in the High- 
way, or turn afide and make towards them. The .i^baffador 'Srngman would have had t» 
keep on in the High- way, which led ftreight to theJCi£y,^gB^ that it was the* Chads duey^ 
who receiv’d us, and who ought to be his own Mailer of tfae'Ceremontes, ■ to come to as, Sm 
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our MehcmmdAr^ and others of the Company affuring us, that the High- way v.as very deep 1 ^ 2 ^ 
and dirty, and that the fields were more fit for the reception of the Amb'affadors, and the Com- ' * 
plements and Ceremonies occafion’d thereby, they prevail’d with us, fo that we went ftreighi T/aChan 
towards the Chun, who flay’d for us upon a little HiQ, and advanc’d towards the Ambafladors, «/''ch.iina- 
as foon as he perceiv’d them coming up. He had on his right hand fix men, very proper per- ^ 
fons. Arm’d with gilt Bows and Arrows; on his left, as many of his Guard, with their Mus-^'wrJ’rf 
kets, and after him cime a very great number of Gentlemen on Horfe-back, very well mount- 
ed, and clad in Garments of ‘Brocado^ and Mantles and Caps embroider’d with Gold and Silver. 

Being come up to us, he would needs do our Nation the greateft honour imaginable, which was 
by taking the Ambalfadors one after the other by the hand, contrary to the cuftom of the Per- 
fans. The firft Complements over, he commanded Wine to be pour’d into a filver Vefl’cl, 
drunk to the Ambaffadors, and oblig’d each of them to pledge him twice. 

The C4/mer, znd tJ^ufcoviatt Pejlanick^^ JUexei Sammuts^ who were about the C/aj 3, bid 
us alfo heartily welcom, and took us by the hand. 

■ As we march’d along, we had before us our loud Mufick, which ’confifted in Hawboyes, 

Timbrels, Cornets, and Tabours, but particularly in a kind of Inflrument, called Kirnnai. 

Thefe are made fomewhat like our Hawboyes, faye that they are of Brafs, being above eight 
foot in length, and at the extremity, above two foot Diameter. There were four of thefe in- 
ftruments, and thofe who play’d on them made a halt ever and anon, and flood in a Circle as 
our Trurapettersj holding up the end of their Kerremi to the sky, and making a noife, which 
hath not only nothing of harmony in it. but is more like a dreadful howling than any thing of 
Mufick. There were alfo common Hawboyes, which they call Snrnatzd, and earihen I’im- 
jbrels, made like our Butter-pots. Having march’d on a little way in this Company, the C^ia/e 
ordered all to make a fecond halt, that the ArabaCfadors might drink, caufing in the mean time, 
a certain B’uffoon, or Jeafter, one of thofe whom they call Tazjifch, to make wry- faces, and . 

Ihew a thoufand poftures. He alfo ufed Caftagnets, and fung very pleafant fongs. 

Within a quarter of a League of the City, there was a body or battalion of above two thou- 
fand foot, moft Armenians. This battalion confifled of five Regiments, diftinguifh’d one from 
the other by fo many Colours, which were fatten’d to the top of a great and Jong Pole, fo as 
that it Was as much as a man could do to carry one of them. They had their particular mufick, 
confifting of P^pes and other Inflruments, one whereof was very remarkable, and confifled of 
two brals Bafins, which they flruck one againft the other. AU thefe people bid us alfo very 
welcome, and exprefs’d their joy at our arrival, fame by clapping their hands, others by turn- 
ing their Caps about their heads, or flinging them up into the air. There the Governour 
commanded a third halt to be made, that the Ambaffadors might drink once more. Coming 
near the City-Gate, we were entertain’d with another band of mufick, confifting of TimbrelJs. 
Hawboyes, Trumpets, and other Inflxuments, which joyning with thofe of our Company made 
fuch a noyfe as would have drown’d Thunder it felf. 

The Chm invited the Ambaffadors with the chiefeft of their Retinue to Supper, and made 
them crofs the Court on horfc-back, till they came to the Lodgings into which they were to 
go j but the Gentlemen, and the reft of the Retinue were oblig’d to alight at the outer Gate. 

The floors ofall the Chambers were cover’d with very rich Tapiftry. The Pcrftans took off 
their Ihooes before they went into the Chambers ^ which put us to fo much the greater trouble, 
in that being all, in riding-boots, we durft not venture to go in, till feme of the Chms Do- 
mefticks took fome of the more forward by the hand and brought them in ; without putting us 
to the trouble of pulling off our Boots. 

We pafs’d through three very fair Chambers, and were brought into a fpacious Hall very 
fumptuoufly furnifh’d, and hung with excellent pieces of Painting, leprefenring thofe parts 
which are ’not commonly feen naked. In the midft of the Hall, there was a Fountain, the caft 
ofthewater reprefentingtheformofaGlafs. They had fet, to cool, all about the Fountain, 
feveral filver Flaggons, and Bottles of Wine ; and there were fevcral Tables cover’d with all 
forts of Conferves, The Governour knowing we were not accuftomed to fit d-Tivn after 
Terfim wiy, had caufed feats to be made, and the more to oblige the Ambaffadors, he fate,/ ,„,yiajj,' 
down, after our way of fitting, oppofite to the Fountain, caufing the Ambaffadors to fit down cob«4m> ta 
on his right hand, and on his laic, but upon the ground, the Calenter or Lieutenant, the the cufimt 
mtfehim or Aftrologer, his Phyfician, and feveral other perfons of Quality. The Gentlemen 
and Officers belonging to the Ambaffadors fate down on the floor, the other fide of the 
Hall. , . 

The tPf'fiiftcims flood before the Chatt. At the entrance of the Hall there were feveral 
young men, very hahdlbm perfons, having on Garments of Brocado, with their Bows and Ar- 
rows in the pofture oflhooting. AJl that were in the Hall, whether fitting or ftanding, had 
their backs to the Wall, and their faces towards the Chm and the company, fo as that not ©rie 
had his back turn’d to another, according to the ordinary cuftom, which they obfefvtfin all 
their Affemblies. ' ' '

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/ There were brought to the Company feveral little Tables cover’d with Fruits and Conferves^ 
fo beTerv’d to two at a time, while two Pages went round the Hall to fill Wine, it being alj 
they had to do, unlefs it were, when they had ended one round, to begin another. After ete- 
ry one had eaten fome few Gonfervcs, they were taken away, and the like Tables were cover’d 
with a very fine Cotton-cloath of feveral colours, to ferve the Meat upon. About an hour af- 
ter, the Meat was taken away, and Conferves were ferved up again, and after that began the 
Preparatives for Supper. The little Tables were taken away, that the whole Hall might be 
cover’d, upon the ‘Xapifey> with great pieces of Lirinen, winch were to ferve for a kind of 
Table-cloaih. The Butler having done his duty, the Carver comes in with a great Wooden

WehadMuCck, while we were at Meal. The Mufick confifled of Lutes and Viols, very 
poorly plaid on ; as alfo of Tabours and Voices, which made a wretched kind of Harmony, 
The two Pages who had fill’d the Wine at the Collation, danc’d to the found of all thefe Inftru- 
ments : fo that they feem’d as if they would give us a tafle of the deligh ts of the Terreflial Pa- 
racTife, after the h^fliip we had futter’d lince our coming from ^J^Jofeon. The Governour’s 
Palace lyeth upon the afeent-of a little Hill, whence might be difeover’d all the houfes about the*' 
City} and he had commanded all the Inhabitants to feta row of Lamp? in thei» windows, 
which reprefented to our eyes above twenty thoufand Stars, enough to difpei greateft dark- 
nefs of the night, and added much to the divercifement, which they endeavoured togive all our 
fenfes, while the Mufick of the Hawboyes and Timbrels made all the Rampiers of the City to 
refound again. 

The Governour, defirous to let the AmbafTadors fee how expert he was in fliooiing, bid 
them obferve one of the Lamps that flood near them, to fe-e whether he fliucs it out with the 
firft Musket-lhot : .which he did twice together, without miffing any one time. This I eaft ha . 
ving lafted till it w'asfomewhat lace in the night, and that we began to think it a little cold, the 
Governour carry’d us into another Room with a fire in it, where he call’d for Conferves, Wine, 
andAquavicar, which the were fo greedy of, that one of them, a perfon of quality, 

who never had drunk any before, and would needs do it out of complyance t<? us, took fo much 
felfvith of it, that the next day he was found dead in his bed. 

drinldi^ After this treatment, which lafted till midnight, the Chan permitted us to withdraw, ahd 
A^mvitst. affign’d us Lodging among the becaufe they were j but in regard our 

Hofts had had no notice of our coming, mid that our Baggage was not yet arriv’d, we found 
neither Beds, nor Benches, nor Tables, fo that idler fo good a Supper, we had a very iU night 
ofit, . 

Thelaftday of jDeem^er, the Cent the AmbafTadors feveral refrefhments. Wine, wild 
Fowl, and other Provifions. The Calmer or Lieutenant ordered to be allow’d us for our day- 
iyProvifion, feventeen Sheep, twenty Pullets, a hundred Eggs, a certain quantity of Salt, and 
Bread, fifty quarts of Wine, and twenty burthens of Wood. This was very punctually ob- 
ferv’d for the four or five firft dayesj but the being oblig’d to get in thefe Pro- 

vifions out of the neighbouring Villages, which he could not fo procure but that it was fome- 
times three or four dayes ere we could get our allowance, the cl?d« fent us word, chat it weie 
more for our convenience to fend to the Market for our Provifions, and that we might be aft’ur’d, 
that what we laid out ihould be reimburs’d at our departure thence. To that purpofe, he 
cahs’ditto be Proclaim’d by found of Trumpet, that all Provifions ftiould be fold to the Fren- 
C for fo they call the as well as the FnnthjItalianSy and Spaniards) at axca- 

foniblerate. 

We continu’d three full moneths at Sc^jwrfcbie, expeCling orders from'the Court for our ex- 
pence, smd the profecudon of our journey. The Governour and Calmer endeavour’d what they 
could, in the meandme, to cake this long flay of ours diere the Icfs leadious by the continual 
entertainments they made as, asalfoby the divertifements of Hunting, and the Vifits they of- 
ten gave the AmbafTadors, together with the frequent Prefents they fent them of Wine, wild- 
fowl, and fruits. , ■ •

We began this year with the Ceremonies of the PerSm Gentleman’s Ehtcrrraent, who had

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kill’d himfelfby his exceffive drinking of Aquavitar, at the firft Entertainment, which the Go- t/To- 
vempur had given us, -the day of our arrival. We lhall have occafion hereafter to fpeak of the ^'7* . 
Ceremonies of their Enterrments, and therefore Hiall give no further accompt of it here, than^ ^ 
that ordinarily the Bodies ar? carried into the Mofquey or Church, whence they Ire af- 

terwards tranfported to 5^/s«, Kufa, otNetfchrf, tobeinterr’d near their Prophet 
or near iome other of their Imms, or Saints. * 

fa/ttiorj 2 . the Governour and the Caknter vifited the AmbaOfadors, and brought along with 
them, Conferves and Wine, for the Collation. theChm’s dcfignwas,fto hear our Mufick, 
whereof he had heard much talk 5 and accordingly, he was fo taken therewith, that he impor- 
tun’d the AmbaiTadors to and fup with him at theCafile, and’ to bring their Mufick along 
with them. It confifted of a Violin, a Bafe-Viol, a Bandore, and a.Voice. The AmbaflTadors 
would atilirft have put him bfl^ but his iaftances were fuch, that they could not pofiibly do it ; 
infomuch that we pafs’d away the remainder of that day, in the fame Divertifements as he ha5 ' 
entertain’d us with the firft day of our arrival. Only there was this extraordinary, that the 
Governour ordered to be brought out of the Stable fome of his beft Horfes, to the number of 
twenty feven, among which there were three, which the Sophy had fent him, not long before, 
as fo many auurances of his favour. He caus’d one of the Gentlemen be longing to his Chamber 
to mount them all, and to take feveral turns thereon about the Hall, though the floor were co- 
ver’d with very rich Tapiftry. 

fan. f. the C^an Cent the Ambaffadors word , that if they were defirous to be prefent, 
the next day, at the Ceremonies performed by "the nArmenUns at the Confecration of 
their H<^y-water, at which he fliould himfelf be in perfon, he would order a particular place 
to be kept for them. The t^rmnkns call this fcaft Chatfeha Schuran. tltat is the Sapnfm of 
•tbeCrofs. 

The Ceremonies are performed without the City, near a Bridge called TuHeAwheri. Thez^Arme- 
jirmeniani celebrate this Feaft, as do alfo che i^ufcovites and fome other Chrijitans, upon the 
lixthofy<w«i«7, whichistheday ofthe£j>ipb;j«;)i, or appearance of the Star to the Kings 
Wife-men. They began it with a Mafs, which was faid betimes in the morning before day. 

After Mafs there was a Sermon preach’d, the former being faid in a manner with the fem.e Ce^ 
remonies as the Rmm-CathoUck^ do it in Europe. The Arabafladors, whofe Lodgings were 
near the Chapel of the udrmenians^ made no difficuly to be prefent at both Mafs and Sermon- hsffaderi 
and after the latter, they were Complemented by theBiftiop who had Preach’d it, and who-*/// at 
cameporpofcly for that Exercife, from the place of his or din3ry.refidence. , 

He gave them to underftand by an Interpreter, how glad he was to fee their Devotions ho- 
nour’d by the Prefence ofPerfons of that quality, fince it could be no fmall comfort to them, 
to fee in their Churches Europ&an Chriftians, who had never come into them before. Whereto 
hejadded, that their Excellencies the Ambaffadors knew not who he was, but that he fhould 
find a time to acquaint them therewith ; from which Difeourfe of his we inferr’d, chat he was 
fome Miflionary of the Tope’s, fent into thefc parts, to endeavour the Re-union of the Greek, 

Church with the 

He further intreated the Ambaffadors, to ufe their Mediation to the Governour, that they 
might be permitted to carry on the building of a Monaftery, which the Armenians had begun } 
which they promifed to do. 

About noon the by order from the Governour, brought us fifteen Horfes, upon 
which we rode to the River, which is about half a League from the City. Thofe poor people, 
who were come to the City from all the adjacent Villages, went out of it in Proceflion, with 
abundance of Images, Croffes and Banners, guarded to the River-fide by a ftrong party of Soldi- 
ers, which the Governour had aflign’d them, for their Proteftion againft the injuries and af- 
fronts of the Mujpilmms, op Mdmmetans, who make it their fport to abufe them- The Go- 
vernour hid caus’d a Tent to be pitch’d over againft the place, where the -Confecration was to 
be performed, very richly hung with Tapiftry, and had ordered a fumptuous Collation to be 
made ready in it. There were on his left hand the Mufeowm FofmkK, and a great number of 
Gentlemen, and the right he had kept void for the Ambaffadors, and fome ot their retinae. 

After he had receiv’d us, andmadcus fitdoyvn, he commanded the Armenians to begin their zSeCw- ’ 
Ceremonies. As foon as they begun Reading, at the fUver-fide, four men, ftark naked, leap’d . 
into-tbe water, andfwiwiupanddownfor acenain time, to open the water, which was 
Tittle frozen -'over. One of bur .Spaniels, which was wont to go into the water 
leap’d in after 'rfiera .* which found the Ter fans exceUent fport, who look upon,«,g- 1 %» - 
a Dog as fo unclean a kind of Creature, thatthey would not willingly one^ould toplh^Ji^s 
them } infomuch that they laugh’d to fee the Ceremonies of the Armemam prophan’d b^ 

Warer-Di^ . though indeed they lofdi on all thofe poor people do as fo much mummery. Ohr 
ly theGtwernour himfelf makes his advantage thereirf, inafmuch as the pains betakes 
fent threat, and confequently to proteft thofe of that Profeflion, brings lum" m , year^ a Pre- 
fent of athpirfandJ5rovw» from their Churches. .v •' ...

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After Che Biihop had read for an hour or better, and the Aflembly given over ftnging and 
playing on the Timbrels , he pour’d a little Confccuted Oyl into the Water, into winch he 
itfterw^rds dipp’d a little Crofs belet with abundance of Precious Stones , and at lafl: , holding 
Ills Crolier over the Water , he gave it his Oencd-ftion. 

Aiur that Ceremony , allthee/'/mcw/.wjtookofit, fome to drink, others towafli their 
faces withali. There were feme among them caft themfelves into it, but moft took only fo 
much of it as to fprinkle their faces therewith. Some of the Governours Domefticks made ic 
their rporc U‘ dalh the Priefts and the Women , nay fome were fo uncivil with them , that the 
Ctehimfelfwasafliam’d ofit, and oblig’d to commvtnd them to forbear their uidenelTes : 
though he hirafelf made his Jefter and others of his Servants Dance, purpofely to abufe the 
iArhumam , who Danced about their Btfliop. The Governours Phyfician, who was an 
i;«/;born, and a perfon ofnoReiigtcii , had the Impudence to ask the Ambaffadijrs , what 
they thought of Jf/w Obrif? , and whether they believ’d him to be the .Son of God. Anfwer 
was made him , that they believ’d him to be the True God , but that it was uncivilly done of 
the Phyfician to laugh at their Religion , and that they were not come thither to dil|^)ute it with 
bii'n- 

All the Ceremonies being over, they fell very ferioufly a- drinking , and the Governour took 
his Liquor lo liberally , that being well nigh Drunk , he left the Company , and got on Horf- 
back , without taking leave of any one. All the reft of the Perfitns follow’d him j which we 
were fo much the more lurpriz’d at , inafmuch as, not acquainted with their cuftom , we could 
not imagine what fliould be the realon of his going away : Being got on liorfe-back, in order to 
our return for the City , we met with the Governour , who ftaid for the Ambafladors* not far 
from the Tent. We underftood afterwards, and indeed found it by exprience, that the 'Perftan^ 
think it not much , to rife from Table, and go their ways , without making Excufe or Com- 
plement to thofe by whom they were entertain’d , who for their parts take the fame privilege 
to do the like with thofe whom they had invited , when they fiodthemfelves in fuch a condition 
as that they are not able to keep them company any longer. Of this we had many inftanccs, du- 
ring our aboad in ?erfia, and that fometimes, at the Sckwb’s own Table. 

‘futm.cry che.^r2«w?4« Bilhopgave the Ambaffadors a Vilic. He cattle to their Lodgings 
with the Crofs and Banner , havingmany Priefts marching before him , who were all in their 
Pontifical Robes , with Wax-Candles in their hands. As they came into the Court , they fell 
a llnging and playing on their Timbrels, Hawboies, and little Bells, and brought us a prefent of 
two Pitchers of Wine, and a dilh of Apples, in the midft whereof they had planted a Wax- 
Candle lighted. They Were above three hours in difeourfe with the AmbalTadors, concerning 
the bufinefs of their Religion , and when they took leave of them, they re-iterated the intreary 
they had made to them before , of employing their interceflion to the Governour, for the build- 
ing of their Church. 

Jan.io. Thi CalcMter , or King’s Lieutenant , entertain’d the AmbalTadors andalltheirreti- 
^*‘^®"‘nueat a very great Feaft: but faetore we fate down , he would needs give us the fatisfaftion to 
ter s ectii. ^ which was incomparably both better built and furnilh’d than the Governour’s. 

The Hall, where we were to Dine , was all arched and fet out with a certain Plaifter- work done 
in leaves and Branches , which argu’d much the Ingenuity of the Inventor. The Hall looked 
into a very fpacious and very fair Garden - the lituation whereof, we thought fo much the more 
advantageous , in that the Hall being h'gh, and the Garden very low , it n»ight be all feen out 
of the Window’s thereof. On one lide vt the Hall there was a Gallery , out of which ilTu’d a 
Fountain, which calling its water at firft very high, charm’d us with a low, but delighful noife, 
which the water thereof made by falling into another lower Bafin oppofitc to a Chamber under 
the Hall , and thence into a third which was in the midft of the Garden. The Governour, who 
was alfo at this entertainment, with thechiefeftof his Com tiers, had brought thither along 
with him the Marftial of the Sophy’s Court , who was then newly come from Jfpahan. The 
Feaft lafted till night , which being fomewhat dark the ^erfians brought us to our Quarters 
with Torches ; though they themfelves were fo well furnilli’d, as to Hand m need of conductors, 
at leaft as much as we did. 

Am- The r8. of January , the Ambafladors fent the Steward of their Houfliold , the Secretary of 
iajfadors [{,£ Embafly, and the Controller , to the Chan, to make him the ordinary Prefent, which was,

fore we left Ntafahatb j upon which the Ambafladors fent to him , to defire him to communi- 
cate to them the Orders of the Court, concerning the profecution of their Journey. Anfwer 
was made us , that he had not receiv’d any new Orders at all , and that , if we defired it , we 
might hear the Letter read , which he thereupon gave his Ph;^cian to read. The Phy fician , a 
perfon the fittcft in the World toreprefent a Fool in a play, after he had kifs’d the Letter , put 
it to his forehead, and atlaftreadit. The Contents of it, at leaftwhat heread, was to this 
efFeft; That the Exprefs from the Sa/rto of Perlim being come to the Court, before him

The Chan demanded of us a Cata- 
logue of the names and qualities of all of our Retinue ; nay, he would have had it exprefe’d in 
the faid Catalogue , what Profeffions they were of , and that we (hould not fail fettingdown, 
thatwehadaraongusaPhylician,aChyrurgeon, a Painter, and Muficians; which we wpuid 
notdoj but thought it fumcient, to give them, in writing^ only the names ©four people, and 
the Offices, and employments they were in , upon the accompt of the Embafly. We had a 
great fufpicion that the faid Letter came not from the Court , and that there was fomewhat 
more or lefs in it , and the more to be affur’d of it , we got the Courier to come the next day 
to bur quarters. The Wine we gave him , and the fmall Prefents which were fecretly made 
him, unlock’d the man’s breaft , and drew out the whole fecret. He told us , upon proipife of 
fecrecy, that the Governours Brother , having been, not long before executed, and that mis- 
fortune having, in fome meafure, engag’d the whole Family in the difgrace of the deceas’d , there 
was'not any mandurfl: undertake the delivery of his Letter to the So^hy, as being ignorant what 
the contents thereof might be:but that after a moneths delay,ore of the Kings Chamberlains ha- 
ving ventured to lay it at his Majefties feet , the Sofi would make no anfwer at all thereto , But 
ordered another to write to him , and fent him word, that there was n® anfwer to be made to

The next day I went again to the fame College, whether 1 had caus’d to be brought along 
with me a very fair Celcltial Globe, but, by miftake, I went to another School, where never- 
thclefs they receiv’d me very kindly. The Profeflbrs and Regents, as alfo the Students, very 
much wondred to fee me come with fo noble a Globe, and to underffand thereby, thacAftrolo-

inthemidft'oftheHall. As foon as they faw me coming in, they invited me to fit down by 
them. Tht (iMolU, whohadan J/cW<««in his hand, very fairly written, fuffered me to 
tarn it over awhile, which when I had done, he took it back from me, kifs’dit, at the beggii^r 
ning, and would have given it me to kifs alfo : but I only kifs’d another book 1 had in my hand, 
and told him, that, knowing well what book 1 had my felf, I made nodilfcdto to kifs it, bur 
not underftanding what was contained in his book, I lliould.not be too forwwlS^Jjcwoar it fo 
much. He laugh’d and told me I had done very well. There was among them an 
raedChalil, who vitis a. Adltnatjim, or Attrologer, born at Hetfa, near Meca, aged about dj. 
years. He underftood Aftrology, andreadf/KcWtofomeof hisDifciples. I prefently knew 
the book by the figures m it, hnd made him fome demonttations, as well as I could exprefs my 
felf in the Terjian Language : whereat the good old man was fo much pleas’d, that defirous, on 
his part, to fhew me what he could do, hetookoutofhisbofom a little brafs Aftrolabe, and 
'ask’d me, whether I had ever feen the like, or underftood the ufe of it. Whereto having an- 
fwer’d him, that I underftood it very well, and that I had one at my Lodging, he feem’d to be 
very defirous to fee it, which oblig’d me to go home to fetch it, and to bring along with me the 
Globe, which they wondred very much to fee, efpecially when they underftood that I had made 
it my felf-The honeH Arabian defir’d me to ffiew him, how I could fet down the Degrees fo ex- 
aftly, in regard they have no Inftruments wherewith to make their Circles and Degrees. I 
lliew’d him the invention o£it, and how in a Ihort time, and with little trouble he might attain 
thereto, for which difcovery, he acknowledg’d himfelf very much oblig’ d to me, inibmuch that 
ever after, heletllipnooccafion, whereby he might affure me of his friendihip, expreffingitag 
well by his frequent vifits, comity one day with abundance of excellent fruit, and diihcs or meat 
ready drefs’d purpofely to Dine with me at his own charges, as by his earneff proffers of all the 
fervice that lay in his power.

Governour, that he much wondred, how he durft fuffer thofc Chriftians to come into their 
Temple, that they had nothing to do there^ and that it was his beft courfe to difroifs them. The 
Molia was, at firff, a little ftartled thereat, but upon fecond thoughts, confidering with hiih- 
filf, that the arc never fqrbiddca the company or converfatioh of hedoufce- ■ 

ed this was fome trick pitt upon him ^ and havin|^eskw jffic fervant afide,. he underftood;,A^ 
hiiDi that it was not the butourinterfretef who had fsnt him, to hinder my 
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the Language. The next day, we had fuch another Meffage fent us 5 but we knew before both 1^37 
the Author and occafion of it, and therefore made no accompt thereof. Some rime after, there 
hapning fome difference between the Ambaffador Bmgmm, and our Interpreter, he acknow- 
ledg’d, that it was by order from his Excellency, that he had fent the faid fervant, to hinder my 
learning of the Language. Upon the fame accompt was it that the faid Ambaffador ordered me 
to tidact Terjia and Turkic into one Map, that fo I might be taken off the ftudy of the Lan- 
guage , at leaft as long as 1 fhould be employ’d about that teadious and troublefome piece of 
work. 

Febr~ 7. the Ambaffadors were vifitcd by a Monk, zRommCmhoUcka named eAmbroJte dos ' 

j/inios, hotmi Lisbon inTortugd. The accompt hegave of himfelf, was, that he came from ■ 
Tiflfs in Georgia, which lies about ten dayes journey from where he was Prior 

Monaftery oftheOrdcrofvSt. <tAugufim^ and that he had undertaken tjiat journey out of nocajjadorsi 
other defign, than upon the news he had heard, that a Potent Prince of Germany had fent a fo- 
lemn Embaffy into Peryjrf, and that he could not imagine, it fhould be upon any accompt fo 
much as the advancement of ChriBian Religion in thofe parts .* That he had been the more wil- 
ling to be at the trouble of rfiat journey, out of the hope he had, that their Excellencies the Am- 
baffadofs, would not take it ill that he had taken the freedom to wait on theta 5 not only to 
congratulate their happy arrival in Terfia, but alfo to ferve them in any thing lay in his powerr - 
That he had been feven and twenty years in the Kingdom, and that during fo long a Tra^l of 
.time, he had not been fo negligent in inquiring into the af&irs of the Countrey, and the hu- ■ 
mour of the Nation, as that he might not be in fome meafure ferviceable to them in their Ne* 
gotiation. 

We knew not, upon the firftpropofal, what to imagine of the intentions of this Religions 
Man, and therefore we thought fit to ftand as it were upon our Guard, till that after ten dayes 
oonvetfation with him, we really found him fincereinall his proceedings, infomuch that we 
made no difficulty to truft him abfolutely in all things. Befides the Tonugmz^ which was his 
Mother-Tongue, and the Latine, in which he entertain’d the Ambafladors, heunderftood alfo 
the Georgian, the Turkijh, and the Ferftan Languages, for the attaining of which laft, he gave 
me many excellent direflions. 

About this time, many of our people were troubled with burning Feavers, which was a con*- 
fequence of their abundant drinking of Wine, after the much Water they had been forc’d to 
drink before. The Wine ofTer^n* is very good, butftrong, and our people drunk fo ireely 
©fit, that the Ambaffadors were forc’d to forbid the ufe thereof by a very ftrift order. There 
were two and twenty of them kept their Beds at the fame time, but by Gods mercy, and through 
the extraordinary care of the Phyfician, not one dyed. 

The fame day, which is, according to the accompt of the Per/w»j, thezi. day of Raniefan,-^^^'^-^”^^ 
they celebrated their Aufibur, or folemn Feaft, in memory of Haly, their great Saint and Pa- 
tron. The-Ceremonies and Devotions were performed in a Houfe built for that pui'pofe, with- 
out the City. The Governour, his Calenter, and the other chief Officers, were in a Gallery of 
the faid Houfe, and oppofite to the Gallery, there was an open Chair, about eight foot highj 
which was plac’d under a piece of Linnen Cloath which had been pitch’d there, for the conveni- 
ence of the Chattb, that is, their Prelate, who fat in the faid Chair, clad in a blew Garment, prkfifk»i 
which is the Mourning-Colour of that Country. He fpent above two hours in reading in zfamly 
Book, which they tm ^MachielnanM, containing the Life and Aftions oiHdy, finding- with 
loud and dolefull, yetclear and intelligible Voice, and that without any intermiffion, unlefsit 
were when he came to fome remarkable Paffage, or fome Moral Sentence, whereof he only 
faid the firft Word, leaving the reft to be fung out by the other Priefts, whereof there ftood a 
great number about the Chair. One of thofe Priefts cry’d out at the end of every paffage. Luo- 
net doudai her k^fehendi -ddy had, that is, Gods Curf e be on him who kiU’d Holy : whareto the 
whole Affembly anfwer’d, wych that is, rather more than lefs. When becomes 

to riie paffage where Holy faid to his Children, ( there are fome believe he was well skill’d in 
Judiciary Aftrology, and that he fore-faw his own Death ) ihathe.fliould not- live long, and 
tbatitwouidnot be long ere he were kill’d by one of his Doraefticks, difeovering it fliould be 
*/^danmim dmi^Mekfjem, upon which the Children, with tears in their eyes, intreat him, 
to be carefidl «f his Perfon, and rather to prevent ‘eAbdurramm, then fuffer them, upon his 
Death, to becnane Orphans, deftitutc of all Comfort, and expos’d to the diferetion of their E- 
nemiesj whsi the dbir btlr, I fay, comes to this place, you fliall fee the Per/wsi weep and fob 
inoft bitterly; as they 'do sdfo when the Chathib reprefents how Haly was kill’d in their Mett^d, 
as he was at l^ayers, aniltbe deflate condition his Children were in upon his Death.^ 
the 0 atbih hath given ov& Residing, the Chan fends him a Garmenc of Silk, which he ^ 

dfately puts on, and then there were condufted, in tlroceffi on, threcCamels tarrying

which there were thruft four Ciraiters, but they were cover’d with fo many Ribbons, and other 
Toyes, that they could hardly be perceived ; and at laft many men carrying on their Heads 
little Boxes cover’d with Feathers, and Flovvers of feveral colours, in which the Jlehoran lay 
open, 

Thefe laft Danc’d and Leap’d, in cadence to a certain dolefull Mufick of Hawboyes, Timbrels, 
Flageolets and Tabors. On the other iide, many young Boyes Danc’d and Sung together, 

, clapping one another upon the (iioulders, and crying ifsder, Heder^ which is the name of Ha- 
Ij, Hafan, Hoffein • and with thefe Ceremonies they took their way towards the City. Upon 
this day the Death of Halj is celebrated all over Perjia : but Mdimnet^ their great Prophet, 
hath no particular Feftivai. 

The 14. of Februaryl was the new Moon, at which ends the Lent of the Perfims^ which be- 
gan the id. of which according to their accompt is the firft oi but in re- 

gard it was the eve of their Sabbath, which is Friday, their Ecclefiafticks thought fit to conti- 
bnfhTors ^ Feaft, the Chan made a great Entertainment 

t^eited% for all the Grandees of his Court, to which he invited alfo the Ambafl’adors with their retinue, 
the Chan, and treated them very Magnificently. 

An order' The 2 7. came back the Gourrier, whom the Ch4» had difparch’d thence ever fmee the 21; 
from the vvith exprcfs oiders.for our departure, with the firft convenience, for Isfahan. This good news 
put fome of us into an humour to go a Hunting. The Governour lent us his excufes, that, fome 
Xmiwe bufinefs of importance intervening, he could not go along with us j however, he fent us his 
Huntfmen, his Hounds, and his Hawks j as alfo a Leopard, which, being Excellently well* 
taught, flatted with as much fwiftnefs as a Grey-hound, and gave us all the fatisfaSion Hunting 
could afford. He difcover’d no Hare which he took not,, and came on at the ;leaft‘ call, with 
more command than any Setting Dog, leaping up behind the perfon who had the ordering, of 
him. The Chan had in the mean time caus’d a fomptuous Collation to be made ready for us' in 
his own Garden, without the City 5 but the perfon he had fent to invite us to pafs that way, 
mill: the Company, ■ and overtook us not till we were coming into the City • fo that it being too 
great a trouble for us to go then back again, he fent to our quarters fome part of the Meat 
which had been prepared for our Entertainment. 

MARCH firft of March, which according to their Almanack, called by them Tagmm, is the four- 

teenth of Scheual, the Terfians celebrated another Feaft, which they call Chmnmehater, in me- 
mory of the day, onwhichH/«^tookpoflel 5 onoftheEftate of hisCoulin and Father-in-law 
iJMahomet. The treated us again this day very Magnificently, near the River under a 
Tent, where, during the time of the Entertainment, he gave us the Divertifements of feveral 
forts of Dances, and among others that of a Youth of about twenty years of age, who Danc’d 
to the Mufick of two little Gimbals, which he himfelf play’d on excellently well ; as alfo that 
o{a.Mcor, or black who leap’d and danc’d between the Porcelane Dilhes, wherein 

the Meat had been brought up, withfuchexaftnefs, that he broke not one.' Nay, as it Ihould 
feem, all the people w'ere wiUing to contribute to our Divertifement, by the publick Acclamati- 
ons which fill’d every ftreet •• And the Chi«»himfelf would needs give us another tryal of his 
skill at the Bow. He told us that heretofore he had cut a Hair with his Arrow, at a confidera- 
ble diftance, and that he would try, whether he could do as much at the age he was of then, 
which was forty five years. Having therefore faften’d to a Horfes hair one rf thofe Rings, 
which the Terfians make ufe of to bend their Bows, and commonly wear them upon their 
Thumbs, and having caus’d the Boy that held it to ftand at the diftance of above fix paces, he 
cut it twice one after another with his Arrow., He alfo, with a Fire-lock, fliot an Apple, which 
he had caus’d to be caft into the Air. 

In our return'to the City, after an Entertainment whjeh had kfted fix hours, all the Officers 
tookoccafion, ina fpaciousplain, to give us a Tryal of the fwiftnefs of their Horfes. I muft 
needs confefs it is extraordinary, and that there is no Englifh Horfe comes near them: but it is 
certain withall, that this is all they teach them. They alfo gave us the Divertifement of their 
Engagements or Horfe-back, and their manner of Skirmifliing with their enemies, and Ihew’d 
us an incredible and miraculous Aflivity, not only in cafting their Switches, which, in that Ex- 
ercife, they made ufe of inftead of Javelins, Riding withfiillfpeed upon thofe whom they 
purfu’d, but alfo-in catching them in their lands when they were caft at them, and immediately 
Darting them at the purfuers. Of all thole engag’d in that Excrcife, the Chant Mafter of the 
Horfe behav’d himfeltthc'beft, and had beftow’d on him by way of recompence, one of the beft 
Horfes out of his Mailer’s Stable. ■ 

Amhr The ih ad o£ March, the celebrated another Feaft , which they call Tswr 

R/imi. fur-, that is, the fourth fad Sabbath , and it is the next before the Vernal Equinox, 

by which they begin their year . ei which they areperfwaded, that this Wednefday is the lac^ 
unfortunate day* And this, they fay, they know not only, by Tradition, but alfo by Experience, 

^ , - ' . . yyJjJcb 
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1627 the Saddles, andupon the Saddles, feveral 'Bows, Arrows, Turbants, and Flaggs 
a'* march’d one man alone, carrying upon the top of a long pole a kind of Tower c 
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which hathdilcover'd to them , that there never happen’d any thing but misfortune to them that 
day. Thence it comes , that they do not any bufinefs that day , they keep their Shops Ihut j 
Swear not, nor make any Debauches ; but above all things, take they an efpecial care , not to 
pay away any Money that day , out of a fear , they Ihould be oblig’d not to do any thing elfe 
all the year alter. There are fome who fpend the whole day in telling what Money they have 
in their Houfcs ; others go, without fpeaking a word by the way , to the River , for fome wa- 
ter, wherewith they fpt inkle- their Houfes and Houfhold-ftuff , thinking by that means to di- 
vert the misfortune which might befall them. If they meet with any one of their acquaintance , 
as they return home- wards, they caft fome water into his face with their hands , or haply, pour 
the wholcPitcher full upon him ; but this is a kindnefs they do only to their beft friends, out of 
aperfwafion, that thofe who are fo ferved , and have their Gloaths all wet, cannot fail being 
happy all the year after. Young people that are not Married, find alfo their Divertifement at 
this folemnity , which is, to walk up and down the Streets, or along the River fide, playing 
upon certain Timbrels of bak’d Earth , which they carry under their arms. Others carry great 
Staves in their hands, and go up to their knees in the River , to dafli thofe who come to fetch 
water, either by carting it at them with their hands , or taking hold of them, to wet them, or 
to rub their faces with the borders of their wet Garments , or haply they break the pitchers 
with their Staves. Thefe lart are look’d upon as ill-prefaging Birds , fo that thofe who can 
keep out of their clutches , think they have avoided many misfortunes that Ihould have happen- 
ed to them that year. Upon which accompt it is , that there are fome , who to avoid meeting 
with them , go and fetch in their water before day : but all thefe fopperies are done only in the 
morning, for as foon sis it is afternoon, they go a walking, and beftow the time in any of 
^heir other ordinary Exercifes. The Author of the Preface before the High-T^ntch Tranflation

ted this Feart ; but now, there is no track to be feen of any fuch thing. 

<i;^4rcb the tenth, that is, the ao. according to our ftile, ( for the Author means in all 
cestheold j they celebrated the firft day of their year , which they call ‘I^itras, with iay af tk 
folemnity; For though they commonly count their years from the Hegiu , or the day of Ma- 
fejjjwf’s flight , icom(J^ecatoMedmaj which is their Epoebe , and co-incident with the i 6 
oijdyt according to our Almanacks } yet fd it is, that, their year, confifting only of twelve 
Lunar moneths, and confcquently being eleven days Ihorter than ours, they take a certain day 
for the beginning of their year , which is that, on which the Sun enters , at the Vernal 
Equinox, in what quarter of the Moon foever it happens 5 bur of this we Ihall give a £mh& moneths, 
accompt dfewhere. 

The Ambaffadors fent fome of us to the Cartle to complement the Chan upon the beginning 
of thenew jiear, androwifiihim a good one. We found him at Table, having near him 
the JlSnattunt, or Aftrologer , who rofe up ever and anon , and taking his Aftrolabe, went to 
obfervetheSun, and at the very moment that the Sun came to the Sqmtor, he publifli’d the 
new year , the beginning whereof was celebrated by the firing of fome great Guns , both from 
the Caftle and the City- Walls, and at the fame time , there might be heard a Mufiefc of all 
forts of ihftmments. Oppofite to the Chm fat one of their Orators, whom they call Kajiechua»f 
who made an Oration , intermixt with more Faces and Geftures than any Player can Ihew on 
the St^c , fpeaking only of the Viftories obtained by the Kings of Perfii over the Turks, the 
Vsbeques, aM other enemies of that Nation. The remainder of the day was merrily fpent in 
Eating and Drinking, whereof we, who were fent upon the Complement, participated fuffi- 
ciently,for the Chm would needs oblige us to fit down at Table with him. I'he' Fertival lafted 
dfl the next day , and then the Chm made a great Entertainment for the Ambaffadors , whereto 
h,e invited alfo the Monk I fpoke of before. , 

oJHarchzo. the Cb<*w and the came to fee the Ambaffadors. They were both gotten 

fuiSciedtly Drunk , and the occafion of their Vifit was this, that the Chm being to take a 
Journey fas he would make us believe^ and not likely to return before our departure thence, 
he came £0 tell us, that he thought it unhandfome to go without taking leave of the Ambaffa- , 
dors. He ibcot^t along with him his orPhyfician, who had alfo fome fmatteringin 

Artrology, of that Profeffion have. His told him, after he had. obferv’d' the 

Slfy a while , that the Stars fignify’d it was an unfortunate hour to go into the Lodgings of the 
'Ambaffadors , and upon that PrediSion , thw fat down in the Court and fell a-drinking. The 
havii^ taken notice ofene of the AmbaffadorCr^ysw’s Pages, a bsantiful and well-tim- 
bred Lad , he defir’d him to come near him \ which when he had , addrefling his fpecch to die _ 
he ask’d him, whether he did not think him a fine Boy, and.wilh'd he bad^lfeu his 
his oiyft Son. The Phyrtciaii, having; taken another view of the Heavens , though the Air were 
not very and thatit was not near night, nia^emifwer, that if, after he eatnertly 
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_ view'd the Boy , and by that means Imprinted an Idea of him in his imagination , he went^'and

his Company believ’d as an Oracle j infomuclv, that having for feme time well confidered the 
Page, he got on Horfe-back and departed. . 

There was at Schamachie a Perjian Save , named Farnch , who being a Miifcovite by Birth , 
had been ftollen and fold into where he had been circumcis’d , while he was yet very 

young. Ke delighted much to be among ns, becaufe there were in our retinue fome perfons 
who could talk with him in his own Language : infomuch that being , by his often coraiiig to 
our quarters, grown familiar with fome, he came one day to tell us , that we fliould have a care 
On/ Peifi- of our Perjian Interpreter, whofe name was (jeorge PuBm-, for, to bis knowledge, he had writ- 
aiifmer- ten to fome of his Friends at , tothiseifeft; That, though he had liv’d a long time a- 

peter mong Chnfitans, yet were they not to inferr thence , that he had abjur’d the Mahumetane Re- 

fliould ere long be with them , to give them further afliirances of the con- 
trary. was a Pfr/M» born , and had, not many years before, travell’d into Sngkndy 

where he had been Baptiz'd. vSome years after, he went into Mnfeovy , where we found him * 
in the Refidencs retinue , who was his God-father • and coming to hear that we were 
togo intoAr/.s, he made fo many friends , and was fo importunate with the Relident, that 
at lafl, we gave him leave to go along with us as an Interpreter. Yet was he not receiv’d into our 
retinue , till he had oblig’d himfelf by a Writing under his hand , to come back with us , and 
by many folemn proteftacions affured us , that his going along with us was out of no other de- 
fign, chan to look after and receive whai was due to him of his Patrimony , that he might have 
fomewhat to Trade withal as a Merchant at his return. Accordingly, we were no fooner come 
to (^rdehil^ but we found the truth of what we had been told by Faruch: for, Ruftan, if 
foon as he was got to a place , where he might expiate his pretended fin , and declare himfelf 
with fafety , he went to the Sepulchre of their great Saint , Schich-Sejj, Wbl^lie-did his De- 
votions as a right Mahumetane : which that he had done , he got a formal Clftifldtte:' We 
fec'jr’d him it /^pac ban , but he made his efcape, and got into the Sanftuary, which they call 
nM/ia- Capl, That done, he caft himfelf at the feet of the King, and the Seter, or Chief of their 
Seft, exprefs’d h'is repentance in tears," begg’d Pardon , put himfelf dndcr tlic Kings procetTtion , 
and remain’d in 'Perjta. 

ft^iarch the Father tAmbrofio took leave of us , being to return to his Monaftery 
at Fifiis. 

March 24.. the CW fent away the New-years gifts , which the Governonrs are wont to 
fend the King at the beginning of the year , and which were at this time 10 much the greater, by 
how much the difgrace and death of his Brother impos’d upon him a neceffity of Courting the 
Kings favour. The Prefent confifted in a certain number of excellent Horfes, richly Hamefs’d , 
feveral Camels loaden with Leather , feveral rich Stuffs, and thirty bags full of Swan’s 
down : but what augmented the value of this rich Prefent, was a great number of handfome 
Boys and Girls, whom he fent along with it. The Chan went himfelf out of the City, with an 
intention, as was given out, to condudt the Prefent two or three leagues : but he returned not , 
leaving,.by that means, upon the Calentery the trouble of providing all things for the profecuti- 
on of our Journey. Immediately after the Chan’s departure , there was fent ,to our quarters 
the fum of fixcy Tumatns, which amount to about a thoufand Crowns, by way of re-emburfe- 
raent for the charges we had been at during our flay at Schamachie. 

But, in regard It amounted not to one half of what we might expedl, according to the al- 
tlte Am- iowance which was aflign’d us at our arrival , the Ambafiador Brugman , fending us to the Cor 
bijfaiors lenter about other bufinefs , charged us to ask him by the way , whether it were upon any or- 
re-emhm~ ggr from the King , or out of the Governonrs kindnefs cowards us , that the faid fum had been 
ptdthtit and to let him know , that though it was not the intention of the Ambaffadors to re- 

expenee. money, yet fince the CaUnter had fent it under his own Seal , they would carry it fo 

feal’d to Jjpahan: That they could not forbear complaining of the injury had been done them 
in keeping them there fo long, contrary to the orders they had received from Court, to take the 
fpeedieft courfc they could for their departure. 

The edenter made anfwer, that it lay not upon him to maintain the Ambaffadors, and to fur- 
nifti them with money : That it was not to him their Matter had fent them, but to the King, and 
that it was accordingly by his Majefty’s appointment, that he had fent the forefkid fum : That 
he could not hinder them from making their complaints^ but that they ftiould advantage rhem- 
felyes nothing thereby : That, few tl« clearing of himfelr, he would produce their acquittance 
at the Court, and chat the Chm and himfelf had fupply’d them out of their own , till the Kings 
Order was brought them ; liat he was much trouWed at the inconveniences which the Ambaf- 
fadors had been pu t to, durir^ the long flay they had made in chatCity ,but that it was not their 
fault, fince it had been impomble, in fo fliort a time, co get Horfes and Wagons enough ' for fo 
many people, and fo much Baggage, intreating us, ere wc went awafsn^'hoBoar him fo far aS 
to Dine with him once more, which we did, " ~ • , . . , 
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.(T£ircii the 17' there were brought US fixty Wagons fot the Baggage, and for the cjnvey-i^o<y 
an e of fotne of the Retinue who were fick, or not able to ride, and a hundred and twenty 
b’adle-Nags. We fent away our Steward with all the Baggage that night. 

But ere we take our leave quite of a place where we had ibjourn’d fo long, it will not beScamacke 
amifs to give here a Jhort accompt of the City of Scamacine. Father 'Biz^muSy in his Htjhry 
vf Perjia^ and Jofeyh ‘Barbara, in his Travels, call it fometitnes Smvmachta, fometimes Sitma- 
chia, or Sainachia, and the Spaniards write it Xamachi. Some Geographers place it in their 
Maps below Derbem, others place it above, and there are alfo fotne who put it in twice, for 
fear of failing. Its true name, according to the pronunciation of the Perftansj is Scmathte, and 
it lies forty German Leagues, or fix great dayes journey from Derhent : it being llippos’d a 
man takes the Mountain way, which is'very much about. Forifamangoa-foot, oronhorfe- 
back along the CaPfiim Sea, fay tne City oiBak^je, and the Mountain Lahatis, where the King 
hath a place for the receipt of cuftoms upon forein Commodities, he may eafily travel it in two 
dayes. The Camels ordinarily take the latter way, and perform their journey in four or five, 
and at moft in fix or feven dayes, according to the burthen they carry. Scamachie is the chief 
City of that noble Province, which the antients called (sJMedia «Atropatia, or Media Miner, 
and which is now called Schtraan 5 which is the more to be obfcrv’d, in refpeft of their mi- 
ftake, who place this City in It lies at thirty four degrees, forty minutes longitude, 

and at forty d^rees, fiity minutes latitude, in a valley between two Mountains, which hide it 
fo, as that it is hardly feen till a man comes to the very Gate. The Perfians affirm, it was 
built by Sehiraait Schach, and that it was heretofore much larger than it is now, fince there 
were in i t five thouiand houfes. It was deftroy’d by the Turks in the time of King oAbas, who 
perceiving the Emperour of the Turks took in only the flrongeft places, thereby to fecure his 
Conquells, and minded not open places, and confidering withaD, that fo many firong and for- 
tifiy’d places were rather a burthen than an advantage to him, and being in the midft of his King- 
dom were hard to keep, ordered the pulling down of the Walls on theSouth-fide of the City, 
where they were flrongeft. He took the lame courfe with the Cities of Tamis, ‘JX^chtsutan, 

Kentsut, &c. 

This South-pact of makes as it were a City by it felf, as being divided from the 

North-part, which is ftillcompafs’d with a ftrong Wall, by a little plain, which ferves for a 
common Market -place to both. The Perftans affirm, that the Grand Sei^eur having taken the 
City o£ Scamachie, took the ftones from all the Sepulchres, and therewith repair’d the Walls 
of it. The North-fide of the City lies at the foot of a little Mountain, and is fomewhar, but 
not much bigger than the other, containing but about nine hundred houfes. It hath but a poor 
Wall aoout It, which being but low, and having but a wretched Ditch,hindefs not but that a man 
may come into the City at any time. The City hath five Gates j its ftreets are narrow, and the its firem 
houfes low, and moft built of Mortar and Earth. There arc very few of Brick, ^n^^eufes'. 

The Inhabitants are partly ^Armenians, partly Georgians : who have each their particular Lan- ttsinhabi- 
guige, h> as chat they would not underftand one another, if they did not make nfe of the Tur- 
^tjh, wmch is common to both, not only in Sehiruan, but alfo all over Perfta. Their greateft 
Commerce lies in btuffs of Silk and Cotton, whereof there are fuch quantities made, that Wo- 
men, nay, very Children make a Ihift to get their living there, by fpinning fand preparing the 
Silk and Cotton for the work-men. Moft of their fliops are in the South-part of the City, 
where tuere is alfo a Bafar, or Market-place, into which abutt many ftreets, which are all co- 
vered, for the convenience of tne Merchants. Not far from this Market-place, there are two 
Store-houfes, containing many Chambers and Galleries, for the entertainment of forein Mer- 
chants, who fell by whoie-fale, and for the difpofai of their Merchandifes. One is called Schach 
Caravanfera, and is the place appointed for the itJMufcovkes, who bring thither Tin, Bujjia 
Leather, Copper, Furrs, and other Commodities. The other, which is called Lojgi Caravan- 
Jera, was built for the Tartars of Circajfia, who do not bring their Commodities thither, but 
lead them, they being only Horfes, Women, young Lads, and handfom Maids, wherewith 
they Trade among themi’elvcs in their own Countrey, where they fteal them upon the Fron- 
tiers of The Jews, who have alfo feme part of this latter Store-houfe aflign’d thern, 

upon this accompt, that the ipPlufcevites will not admit them into their Company, bring thi- 
ther, {tomTtdseferaha, the beft Woollen Tapiftry in the whole Countrey, whereof there is 
brought into but the reMp. Stu&ofSiik and Cotton, nay. Gold and Silver Broa- 
does, as alfo Bows, Arrows, and Cymitars, are fold there at a very reafonable rate. 

In our return'from Perfia, the Mufeovian Envoy Alexei Savinomts woulds needs go into the 
Storehoufe belonging to the Tartars, & being a perfon of a pleafant humour, he fell a cheapning 
of a Boy, about fifteen or fixteen'years of age’ who was handfom enough, and ask’d the 
what price he fee him at, who made anfwer, he (honld have him for a hundred Crowns, jilexei, 
who had no mind to buy, proffer’d hittttwo and thirty j but the Tartar laugh’d at him, and 
ving the Boy a clap upon the buttocks, told the a^ufeovite, that that very part of him was 
worth more. _ 
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I ^27, There are alfo in the City three Hmms^ that is, Baths, or publirk Stoves, the ufe where ’ 
of is as ordinary in Vtr^M as Mufcovy. There are two which are common to both men and wo- 
men, but with this diftiniiion, that the women go in only in the day-time, and the men in the 
night. The third which they call Hamm Sehach is only for the men. Hard by this third Bath 
there are two great Trees, for which the Terftans have a great Veneration, as having been 
planted by one of their Saints, nm\td' Schich-eJMmth, who is interr’d not far thence* in 3 
<iJMetzjd, or Church, where there are greater Devotions done than in other nJd^ettids "about 
the City, wherein^there are fix in all. 1 he Revenue of this Bath is fpent in Luminaries Cloaths 
' and other things neceffary about the holy Sepulchre. ^ ^ 

iSsChanV TheCk», orGovernour oftheCityof 5 c^.je/j«, hath alfo the command of the whole 
tharge. Province, joyntly with the Gitoer, or King’s Lieutenant. The Governour is entrnfied with 
the Adminillration of Juftice, as alfo the dilpofal of things Civil and Military, upon which lafi 
accoinpt, he is oblig’d to maintain a thoufand men, out of the Revenue of his Government and 
to be in a readinefs to march, upon the firft order he receives to that purpofe. The Kings lieu- 
tenant hath the overfight of his Revenue, and dilpofes of the Crown-Lands, but is not oblig’d 
to go to the Wars : on the contrary he is left in the Province, whereof he hath the foie com- 
mand during the abfence of the other. The Cham’s namtvJzsJreb, and he kept a very noble 
Court, though he were a perfon of very low.extraftion, fon to a Peafant of the Village of Ste~ 
rah, between Taarii and iArdehil ; but the lownefs of his extraftion was recompens’d in the 
great endowments he was Mafter of. The Perfans are very indifferent as to a man’s birth pro- 
vided he be otherwife a perfon of courage and worth, and Jreb had much of both, and had ac- 
quir’d fo great reputation by his valour, that Schach-Sefi made him Controller of liis Ordinance' 
when he befieg’d Ernm, which the Turks had taken from the Isrfms. He difeharg’d that trnft 
fo well, and in all other things anfwer’d the opinion the King had conceived of him, that he be- 
ftow’d on him then the Government of Scamacke, which became vacant by the death of Ter-' 
ruch-Chan, who was kill’d in the fiege we fpoke of before. Jrtb took no fmalf plcafure in 
fliewing us the wounds he had receiv’d in that War, and in telling us how many Turks heads lie 
had brought to his King, who fent him continually upon parties and forlorns, againft the Armv 
which was coming to relieve that place. 

The Governour and his Lieutenant had both very graccfoll and bold afpefts, and with that 
all the requifite qualities in Commanders, fave that they were both fo addiSed to Wine that 
they were feldom met falling : but the Governour had ftill this advantage over his Lieutenant 
that he was more apt to be overcome by it than the other. ’ 

I may boldly and truly fay, that, in all this City, I found nor the leaft track ofAnriquitv' 
For, though I took abundance of pains to find out that great Tower, whereof John Cartwride 
an Gentleman, fpeaks,m the relation of his Trawls into Perfa, where he fayes it is buHt 
of Flint and Free-ftone, and that they have thrull many dead mens skulls between the ftones 
yet could I not find any fuch thing, or learn any news of it. ’Tis true, 1 found two mens heads 
cut in theftone, at one certain place of the City-wall, but no body could tell me what thev 
Reprefented.' It.is alfo true, that, notfar from the City, there are to befeen the ruins of a 
Caftle, which had fome time been forcify'd, as the fame Author fayes elfewhcre. For it is cer 
that there are the reminders of a very ftrong place within half a League of the Citv and 
rtat towards the North-fide, upon a very high, and very fteepy Mountain, which is called jCife 

I had thecuriofity to go up to the top of the faid Mountain, and found nothing whole but 3 
very noble ^eat CeUar, and near it one of the deepeft Wells that ever I faw, both compafs’d 
with the belt free-ftone tliat ever was put in any work. We^were told that that Province had 
heretofore had ks particular Kings, and that Schirum Scach had built that Caftle, upon the ac- 
comptoi one of his ChaJJes, orConcubines, who gave it the name, and that it was Alexander 
the Great that deftroy’d chat noble Scruaure, which none ever after offer’d to repair. I am of 
opinion, that the Caftle derived its name from the neighbouring Valley, in as much as having 
r^mg through it a Brook, which makes it one of the moll deJightfiil places in the World and 
ttat being in the Spring cover’d with an infinite number of Tulips, which nature her felf is 
pleas d to pr^uce there, it is not to be much admir’d, that they caUed the place Kale KuleBan 
that is, “jeFort, otCs^kofTfifes, fince the give the name of or Kdkt of 

to all thofe places, where they would have it exprefs’d, that there is an extraordinary 
pleafantnefs. So that there is no'necelfity of feeking the Etymology of that name in Fables or 
m things vvhich might have hapned before the time of Alexmder the Great, whereof the Ter- 
pans have had nothing tranfmitted to them. 

SMes Wii KHleftm, between the Fort and the City of Scmachie, there are alfo two Chanels ' 

built in the form of a P^aSehgrm there is a very high Sepulchre to be feen, and all about it 
fevetal pieces of Cloath and Rags of all forts of colours, witi, Rotfeof Iron,- whbfe ends are like 
the tops of Arrows, andthey arefaftnedorty’dto the Sepulchre with a filk firing. Jb the 
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Other, there were two Sepulchres , adorn’d itiuch after the fame manner with the for- 

mer. Thefc are the Tombs of fome of their Saints , near which they often do their zSjcZl. 

Devotions. 

From this lafl: Chapel there is a defeent into a fpacious Vault , where is to be feen the Sepal- 
chre of |Onc of their Kings Daughters , named Amekk.Kanm, of whom they relate, that flie had '-J' 
lo great an averlion againft marriage , that her Father delirous Ihe Ihould match with a 7* srfer- 5^ 

Prince, file kill’d her felfi to prevent it. The fime Cartwright fay Sy that the young maids 
thofe parts go once a year to the Sepulchre of this Princefs , to bewail her death. It is peflibie, 
that, in his time, fome fuch thing mighfbe done j but let it be taken for certain , that that 
cuftom is now abfolutely abohfti’d , and that it is not Devotion, but the Heat , which obliges 
the Inhabitants, in the height of Summer, to retire to this Mountain , as alfo to KaUBm , for 
the greater coolnefs of the air : and that it is out of fuch a confideration, that they do their De- 
votions near thefe Saints more frequently in that feafon, than at any other time of the year. 
Tradef-raen, and perfons of mean condition, flay there only in the day time, and at night re- 
turn to the City j but the Cfo4», the , and perfons of quality have their Tents pitch’d 

there, and remove not thence during the three hotteft Moneths of the year. During which time 
they alfo drive their Cattel towards the Mountain of Elhoms , where they find not only a more 
temi«rate air , but alfo as good Meadow-ground as any in all "^erfia. That Mountain is part 
of Mount , and it is of fuch height , that though it be at a very great diftance from 

thence, inafmuch asitliesononefideofT<a&m7ij4», towards Georgia, yet may it bedifco- 
vet’dfttmKale Kulejihm, and the other neighbouring Mountains of It was upon 

this Mountain of Elhoars , as it is reported , that the ‘Ferjtam kept and antiently Worftiiped J'-e perpe. 
tl^ir perpetual Fire : but now there is not the leaft track to be feen of it, neither there, nor near tua'fii e of 
Jefcht , though Texeira , and thofe who follow him , would have us believe the contrary. True 
indeed it is , that there are , to this day, in the Indies , certain Religious men , who have a 
Veneration for the Fire , and keep it in with the fame care that the Perfians did heretofore j as 
we fliall take occafion to fliew in the fubfequent Travels of eJhlandelp into thofe parts. But it 
is time we return to the purfuance of our Journey. 

The Baggage being fent away the zy. of tJMarch in the Evening , the Ambafladors follow’d 
the next day, and were upon their way two hours before day. The AmbalTador Britgmm, who pti- 
was dif-fatisfy’d with the Treatment we had receiv’d at 5cam4cb« , would not permit theCi- 
lenter Ihould have the honour to conduft us, but gave order we Ihould diflodge and depart with- 
outanynoife, and that all Ihould go, while it was yet Night, afoot out of the Gates, where 
we took Horfe. Having Travell’d about two Leagues, we founda Sgotch-man of our retinue , 
vihokmta.ew 3 ,s Alexander Chmnhers, dead in the Waggon, though, at the Loadiig of the 
» be feem’d to be fo well , as that it was conceiv’d he might have gone through the 
Journey, which occalion’d us to make a Halt , todifpofe of the Body into the ground. We 
buried him atthe bottom of a little Hill, cover’d ail over, with Hyacinths, on the lett hand, near 
the High- way. 

Having got Haifa League ftirther, we came to the Sepulchre of another Saint , named Fyr 
t^ardeemn , in the Country of Fakerlu, where we were forc’d to take up our Quarters in the 
open Air, and without Tents, making a fliift in that manner to pafs over one of the fliarpeft 
Nights we had m all our Journey , by reafon of the Storm, which came attended by Lightning, 
Thunder, Wind, Rain, Snow and Froft ; the Ambaffador Brngman being defirous to outvy the 
Thonder, with our Artillery , which he caus’d to be fcveral times difeharg’d. The next day , 
the fame Ambaffador having obferv’d , that feveral pieces of Canon were left behind, faecaufe 
there were not Camels enough t<p bring them away , and that the Horfes were too weak to drawj;^^ 
them , would needs fall out with the eJHehemanaer , and was fo tranfported with Paffion, that mmmur 
he came to Railing , and Spetting when he nam’d the Chan and the Center , and faid that the of 
Chan had not been fo good as his W ord, and had ly’d in all he faid, but that he lliould refenc it, 
and that he would either have his Life, or the other Ihould have his- •''* 

Somewere of opinion, that he would ftay there till the pieces we had left at Scamachk were 
'brought up: but, upon the Remonftrances of fome others , that the place was too incommodi- 
ous; that w^ had nothing over our Heads } that we Ihould want both Wood and Provifions, 
and that the lick Perfons would not be able to endure the Cold , it was refolv’d we lliould go 
on, which we did , and came, after two Leagues travel to a Caravanjera, called Taehtfi , and 
having gone two Leagues further , we were got to the top of the Mountain of Seba^ 
tnachne. 

Upon the top of the faid Mountain there is a fair Plain, and an even and fertile ground , 
though in Winter, and at the beginning of the Spring, Rain, Snow and hard Weather are 
nb ftrangers there , and bring the fame inconveniences along with them , as they do in fome parts 
oxEarofe, But as foon as we were come to the brow or defeent of the Mountain, we few a 
clear Sky , achearful Sun, and difeover’d a Country wholly cover’d -With Verdure , in a fpaci- 
ous Plain, which reaching above ten Leagues , without any cXaielceHcy fo muth'as to‘ the 

' height 
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16^7, height of two foot, reprefented to us, as it were in a Map, the Courfe and Conjunaion of 
- — thole two Rivers, Jraxts ani Cyrtu^ which the Writings Antient Hiftorians and Geogra- 
phers have fo highly celebrated. This defeent was above half a league,- but eafie, and not very 
fteepy ^ fo that thofe who went fore-moft, looking behind them, law the laft of our company 
dofeending as it were out of the Clouds. 'We took up our Lodging that night in certain Omc^, 
or Huts, which the Tanarian Shepherds had fet up there near their Flocks. 

Noraades. 30. we got four leagues, along the Plain, as far as the Village of Kajtk. We met, in 

our way, with a company of Sheep-herds and Cow-herds, who march’d with their Houfes and 
all their Houflioid-ftuff, their Wives and Children, all as it were fhufHed together in Wagons, 
or pack’d up upon Horfes, Cows, AlTes, and other Creatures, not ordinarily us’d in car- 
riage, after a very odd manner, and fuch as reprefented a very Fantaftick kind of Tranfinigra- 
tion. 

Ever after that day, we had nothing but fair weather, a Sky clear, and without any cloudinefs, 
fave that when we travell’d over the Mountains, we might, in the Morning, fee the Heavens a 
little over-caft 5 but as foon as the Sun appear’d, all wasdifpell’d. 

<iMarch the laft, we travell’d two leagues, along the River fid^ to a Village named ' 
upon the right fide of the or the River, which the Antients called Cyrtfs^ all the Houfes 
mcoit- whereof were built of Reeds and Canes, and cover’d with Earth. About a quarter of a league 
junBioKof^^ove this Village, is the Conflux, or meeting of this River with that of <tAraxes , which is 
Cyrus ttid now called nArat^ at thirty nine degrees, fifty four minutes Elevation ; the Cyrm coming from 
Axis. Weft- north- weft, and the from South-weft. Thefe Rivers after they are met tt^ether are 

about four hundred paces in breadth. Their water is black and deep, and the brink on both fidcs 
pretty high. All along the River fide, and all the Meadow grounds of the Province of 
viett cover’d with Liquorice, the ftalk whereof is many times as big as a man’s arm and the 
Joyce, beyond all comparifon, fweeter and more plea fant than that of ’ 

APRIL. The River Kur ferves for a common Frontier to the two Provinces of ichirum 

rrc«- and there is a Bridge of Boats over it, near Tzjcxat, We pafs’d over it the fecond otJ-fril and 
, of found, on the other fide of the River, another Mehmandar, whom the Chm or Governour of 
^Sgjj-^riieWhadfenttomeetus, and to conduft us in the purfuance of our Journey, as far as the 
■ chief City of his Government. He had brought along with him, for the carriage of us and the ■ 
Baggage, forty Camels, and three hundred Horfes ; m regard, the way we were then to come 
into being very bad, by reafon of the continued Mountains and Valleys, we could not have made 
any ufe of our Waggons. He fnpply’d us with Provifions in abundance, allowing us, every 
day, ten Sheep, thirty 'Batmans of Wine, and Rice, Batter Eggs, Almonds, Raifins, Ap- 
ples, an 4 all fons of Fruits as much as we pleas’d. On Sunday, after Sermon, we departed, 
taking our way along the River Jlras, for above a League. We lodg’d that night within half a 
League of the River, at the entrance ofa great Heath in Hutts, which the vJkiehemandar had 
purpofely ordered to be provided, for our convenience. 

the third, we pafs’d over the Heath, which reaches about four BarfangSy ox Berjian 
Mu, * Leagues, and we were lodg’d again that night in Hutts, as we had beat the night before. We 
- hind of ft®*' afl tbst day in great Herds, a kind of Deer, which the Turks call Tzairatty and the Per- 
Deer. fitnSyX^huy which have feme refcmblance to our Harts, fave that they are rather Red than 

Fawn, and their Horns have no Brow-anc!ers, but ate fmooth, and lye backward like thofe of 
wild Goats. They are very fwift, and there are not any of that kind, as we were told, 
but what are in the Province of and about Schamachie , Karrabach , and Mer- 

rage. 

we were forc’d to leave the way of the Heath, though much the nearer, and to take 
another, which brought us, by a great compals of above fix Leagues, to a Torrent called Bal- ■ 
haruy out of thi s confideration, that if we had travell’d along the Heath, we ftxould have want- 
y .r id water, both for our ftlves and our Horfes. We found in that place abundance of Tor toifes, 

mmjes, which had made their Neils along the fide of the Torrent, and in the Sand of the little Hills 

.thereabouts, but all expos’d to the Mid-day Sun, fo to give the greater heat to their Eggs, which 
JftSat- cannot be hatch’d but in the Hot, or rather burning Sand. Perceiving fome men on the other 
tants. fide of the Torrent, fome of our people had the curiofity to crofs it, to obferve their manner of 
Life .* Them Children were ftark Naked, and Aged perfims had nothii^ about them but a Ihirt 
. or finock of Cotton. The poor people entertain’d usvery kindly, and brought us fome Milk. 
They thought that the King of BerfM had fent for us, to ferve him in his W ars againft the Tar^, 
out of which perfwafion, they pray’d for our good fuccefs, that God would make their and our 
Enemy fly before us, as far as Stamj^ly tfeit is, C^njiaatinotle. 

Betrirwan « wm^e the Heath of and came to the Mountain and Country of 

Setzdrwofty after we had twelve feveral times erofr’d one little River, which lay fo many times 
in our way. We got that day five leagues, lp^!d at night in al Village caQed S'chechmsrrdt. 
Moft of the Houfes wete built at the foot ofthe^oufitain, and>taeiWiimtheMoHntaifl,' amI 
were cover d with Reeds ; bat we found not any % Wage/for thofe who w^tlong 

" i with 
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with the Chm of Schantachie’s Prefent, for JJpdtan^ had made the Country people believe, as 
they pafs’d that way, that we were a fort of Barbarous people, who thought it not enough to 
take and-ranfack all, but did alfo abufe and beat fuch as entertain’d us : upon which accompt of 
us, they were all gone to hide themfelves in the Rocks of the neighbouring Mountain. There 
were feme of our company, who got up a very high Mountain to fee what Simples they could 
find there, and to take a view of the adjacent Country : but they found not any there, and the 
other nearer Mountains, which were higher than that we were upon, abfolutely deprived us of 
the fight of the Champain- 

They met not with any thing remarkable there, fave that upon the very top of the Moun- 
tain, there wasapleafant Spring, near which we law coming out of the cleits of the Rock a 
kind of Crabb, which fome among us, who had never feen any before, took for feme venemous 
Creature. The Author is of opinion, that it is a Sea-fi(h ; ‘but he is miftaken, for it is proper- 
ly no other animal than that which in X<2W« is called is found in .Rivers, and is of a 

different fpecies from the common Sea-crabb, which is called We fate down by the 

Spring-fidc, and, in what Liquor nature had furnifh’d the place with, drunk to our Friends in 
Germany. 

Ap-il 6 . We could not poflibly get above two Leagues, over Mountains and Rocks, where 
we faw a great number of Fig- trees, which the Earth produc’d there without any Cultivation. 

We came at night to a ruin’d Village, called Tijlfj but ere we had quite taken up our Quarters 
and unloaded^he Baggage, word was brought us, that it was the Plague, which, the Autumn 
before, had confnmed all the Inhabitants of that place; whereupon we immediately left it. The 
AmbafTadors caus’d a Tent to be pitch’d in the fields, but all the reft of the retinue had, at firft, 

, no other covering over thetr Heads than the »Sky, till the ^lehtmmdar hadfent for fome Tar- - . 

tartan Huts, which were brough t late in the night loaded upon Oxen. Thefe kind of Huts are 
madp of feveral pieces of \V oc which are fatten’d together at the ends, fo as they may be ta- 
ken a-funder, orfettogeth .nalhorttime. The Sieur 'UckmVx, whohadftay’d a while in 
the Village, to fee the Baggage loaden and convey’d thence, coming to the Ambafladors Tent, 
was fo rail’d at by the Ambaffador Trugman, who reproach’d him that he came from an Infect- 
ed Houfe, to bring the Plague among them, that he fell into a Feaver. 

There were fome in the Company, who finding the weather fomewhat dofe and cold, went 
and lock’d themfelves up in a houfe, where they made a good fire, and fpent the time merrily 
with the Wine they had kept the day before, diverting themfelves, and linging to drive away 
Melancholy, and to forget the froward humour of the Ambaffador Trugman, which they were 
as much afraid of as the unwholfome air. The Inhans had begun the building of a Caravanfera 
in that place, for the convenience of Commerce, which was grown to a confiderable height j 
but the Plague had hindred them from finifliing it. 

The 7. we had a very fad dayes journey of it, being forc’d, in a continual trot, to travel above feathers 
ten leagues, without ever baiting, in the cold, the wind, and thefnow, which not onelydif- * 

heartned our people, many whereof fell fick, but lay fo heavy upon the Camels, that divers of 
them fell down under their burthens. There is in thefe parts abundance of Mfynthwm, or ^ 
Wormwood, and we were told, that the Herb of it is fo venemous, that if Horfes or any nmsUerhl 
othc ‘Creature Cat thereof, they die immediately, upon which accompt it was, that we duift 
net unbit that o?y. About noon, we came in fight of a Caravanfera^ called Aggts, the ftruftnre 
wh?reofisott'>e> oblcftkindwehadfeen. Not far from it, we met a Terfian, who was CK-HieKing 
ci llently well mounted, and attended by two fervants, who told us, that the King had fent him finis am- 
to be our Meheinandar, to take order for our fubfiftence, and to Conduft us with the fooneft s'^^^eniu- 
tothj Court. We lodg’d that night in a Village called Tzmlity at the foot of a Mountain, 
where we found excellent Gardens, and abundance of fruit-trees, but no Wood for firing, Bafadm* 
fomuch that we were forc’d to make ufe of Cow-dung, Horf-dung, and Camels-dui^. We 
fent away that day our Forrager, to take up Qiyrters for us at Ardehit. 

The 8. having broke our faft, we got on Horf-back, and after we had travell’d three leagues 
along the Mountain of we came to the River which rifes out of the Moun- 

Uinof in the Counirey of Weereds’dit near the Village of Samajan, over a 
very fair ftone bridge, containing fix noble Arches, which were in all thirty eight fathom in 
length. About half a league thence, we came to the end of that day’s journey, to a Village cal- 
led Thdaedar, two little leagues from Ardebil, where we flay’d that night. The next day, be- 
ing Eafter-day, we faw how the Inhabitants dawb the Walls of their Houfes with Dung, that 
the Sun may the fooner dry it, and make it combuftible : but we were alfo in this place terri- 
bly perfecutedAvith Fleas and Lice, and other nafty Vermine, wherewith we were in a manner 
cover’d. 

The 9. we Celebrated our Eafter, beginning the Feftival with the firing of our great, G»n^ 
ara finall flior, which we ordered to be difeharged thrice. That done, we bad a Sextoftv arid 
did our Devotions. ' '

^ , was a perfon of an excellent good humour. Hecarae to Complement us upon occaGonofthe 
^”37* Feftival , and btoughc us a Prefent of five fifties dry’d in the Sun, a difli, full of Bread , |Pome- 
granates. Apples, and a fort of Pears 1 had never fecn before, faftiion’d like a Citron, and fiill of 
^ very pleafant juyce, and having a fweet fcent, pickled Cowcumbers , prderv’d Garlkk , and 
' - Schtroi-wne, which is the moft efteem’d of any that grows in Perjia. 

^prtlio. being Eaiier-Monday i we made our entrance into for the moft part 

with the fame Ceremonies , but with greater Pomp and Magnificence, than we had done at Sea- 
ftiachie. About noon, we met with a party of Horfe, which having faluted , and taken a view of 
us, immediately returned towards the City. 

She e». Near the Village of KeSterm^ ( which is fo noble a place , that viewing, at a diftance,its Stee- 
traace ples, oc Towers, whereof there are a very great number , and they make a very great fliew, in 

efthe regard they are built of ftones of feveral colours, we cook it for the City it felf, though they . 

Amhajjk- one from the ocher above half a league,) we met with, in the head of a body of Horfe, 

Calenter oijirdehd , whofe name was Taleb Chm, an aged, and very fpare man. Having fa- 
’ luted the Ambaftadors, he rid on one fide of them. Having pafs’d by the Village , we faw in a 
fpacious Plain, abundance of horfe and foot, who opened to make us way. Some paces thence, 
we faw croiSng the fields towards us at the head of a Brigade of above a thoufand Horfe,the Go- 
vernour whofe name was He was a low man , but of a good afpeft 

and pleaftnt humour. After the Complements reciprocaUy paft between him and ^thc Ambafla- 
dors, he rode in between them. Before our Troop , there march’d two youths clad in Sheep- 
skins of feveral colours , upon their clean skirts , and carrying each of them upon the top of a 
long and very flender pole , an Orenge. The poles , we were told , were made of a 
Date-tree. 

Thefe youths read and fung, out of a Book, certain Verfes made in honour ^ 

KyilyySm Schach-S^ They were Sons or Difci pies to a certain j^daUa^ of whom we ftiali 
fpeak hereafter. After them came others , who were cloathed in white , and had a wandc^fful 
Art in imitating the Notes and finging of Nightingales and other birds. On both fides march’d 
the Timbrels and Hawboies ; in fome places there were people dancing and finging at the fame 
time , and at others were fome dancing after another manner. Some caft their caps up into the 
air, and caught them again with cries and exclamations of joy. There were fome danc’d with 
little Garlands about theic heads, much like thofc we had feen at Sc^machie , when they cele- 
brated there , the death of ^ly. Near the City flood the Guards , in two files , having their 
Bows and Arrows in their hands, Coats of Mail about their bodies, and their heads cover’d 
with little Caps like Calottes, which they call eyimskin , in which they had plac’d abundance 
of Feathers, theends whereof, fome thruft through their Caps, into the skin. Many of them 
were naked down to the wafte, and though they had the flelhoftheir Arms and Breafts pier- 
ced with Daggers or Ponyards , yet did they not feem fenfible of any pain thereat ; whence we 
inferr’d there might be fomething of Charm in it , and that they were Sorcerers , there l^ing 
abundance that deferve that name in Terjia. There was alfo a Company of IndianSy who as we 
pafs’d by,, faluted us, after their way, with a low inclination of the head, putting their hands 
to their breafts. When we were come fomewhat near the City , there was fo great a conflu- 
ence of people , that we could not get a hundred paces forward without making a haltj info- 
much that they were forc’d to drive them away with Cudgels and Bulls-pizzels , fo to make 
them give way. And within the City, all the Windows, Houfes-tops, Steeples, and Tre^,were 
full of thofe, who came from all parts to fee our paflage through it. 

The Governour brought us, through a fpacious Garden, into a fair Summer-houfe , to which 
sSeffa®w- ten to get up , and treated us with a fumptuous Collation , in a very ftatcly 

5 honouring all thofe who came up with the AmbafTadors fo far as to prefent , to every 
htitnu ' one of them with his own hands , a Veflel full of Wine, while all the reft of the Retinue were 
treated below, in a Tent, which had been purpofely pitch’d there to that end. The Collation 
was accompany’d with the beft Mufick the Country could afford , as alfo with a Dance perfor- 
med by their orArchen, who dancing, in cadence , with their Bows in their hands, 

reprefentedakindofBalJ, which their exaftnefs of the obfervance of time made more delight- 
ful & divertive , than had been the fingit^ of thofe two youths, the fons of yihdalla , who with 
their Orei^es in their hands, veryferiouliy celebrated the praifes of their Prophet. After the 
Collation and Diverafetnent , tfae*Amba&dors were condufled to very fpacious Lodgings , 
which had been taken tip fur them in one of the nobleft parts of the City , which Lodgings had 
fometirae belong’d to high Chancellor of jPerjw. The reft of the Retinue were 

Lodg’d not far from them, in the neighbporhopdjWhere they were well accommodated, by thofe 
into whofe houfes they vvere receiv’d.

he had brought out of T^rkgy> The figure of it was ' «fid it ww three Stories , ib 

rais’dj 
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rais’d, that Art had not left' any thing to be defir’d. Every ftoiy had its Fountains, which 
caft their water higher than any part of the Houfc. The Walls were built of a fort of Glitter- 
itigftones, of all Colours, Blew^ Green, Red, and of all forts of Figures, and all the Floors 
were cover’d with the richeftTapiflry the Country could afford. All about the Houfe there 
was a fpacious Gallery , all built with Marble , and adorn’d with Painting, reprefenting Flov\-- 
ers and Leaves. At one of the corners of that Gallery, there was a little Couch or Chair of 
State , four foot fquare , cover’d with Embroider’d Tapiftry , having in the midft a C^lr „ 
wrought with Gold and Silk , to fignifie, that the King, palling one day through tArdebtl^ had 
relied hirafelf there . which chide the place fo Venerable , that, to the end none fliould come 
near it , it was encompafs’d with an Iron rail. The faid Snlfagar Chm had built alfo another h^vejor 
Houfe of Pleafure or Suiumer-houfe , in a great Garden , near a ftone-Bridge , without the 
ty; but at the time of our Travels that way , it lay defolate, as indeed it had been ever fince - 
the Death of Sulfagar , who had been Executed , upon the inftigation of Kmx^ogar , General 
of the Puritan Array. The other Houfe, which was within the City, had been bellow’d by the 
King upon Kelbele Chan , to be enjoy’d by him during his Life. 

Thenextdayafter our arrival, which was April ii. there was brought the AmbalTadors jh^bend; 
from Schkh-Sefi’s Kitchin, the Thabmck,-, which is a certain Quantity of Meat, fent in for three ’’ 

feeals, to fuch great Lords, and other Perfons of quality , as come into that City , according 
to a pious Inftitution , which hath been obferv’d about the Body of Schtch-Sefi, Author and 
Founder of the Religion of the Perjians , as alfo near that of the late King , whofe Sepulchres 
are at z/inkbil Our Thaberickyvis brought us in 3 z great Difhes or Baiins full of Rice, of all 
forts of Colours, upon which the Meat was laid, which confifted of Boyl’d, Roaft, Omelets, 
andPaftry, according to their way of Dreffing. Thofe who were appointed to bring us this 
'Dinner, carry’dtheDilhesupon their Heads, and fet them dowtuipon a Cloath, which was 
laid upon the ground . 

We were not over-pleas’d with this Entertainment, by reafon, not only of the trouble it was 
to us to lit down according to the Perftan way , but alfo becaufe we were forbidden to drink a- ferv^^ 
ny Wine at this Feaft of the Thtd/ericki However, we ordered our great Guns to be difeharg’d mthout 
at it , as alfo our Trumpets to found , and would have made a fmall Prefent to thofe who had Wme. 
brought it 5 but they delir'd to be excus’d , telling us, that the Devotion of the place permitted 
them not to receive any Prefents. 

The next day, there was fuch order taken for the Provifions of the Kitchin, that we had all 
the reafon in the wurld to be fatisfy’d therewith. We were allow’d every day fixteen Sheep ^ 
two hundred Eggs, four Batmans ( which come to 26 pounds ) of Batter , thirteen pound of 
Railins of the Sun, fix pound and 3 half of Almonds , a hundred Batmans of Wine , two Batf 
mans of Sirrup, Meal, Honey 5 and Poultry in abundance , befides the extraordinary Prefents , 
which were ever and anon brought us from the Chan 5 infomuch, that our expehee , during our fue ex- 
ftay at iA[rdebil^ amounted to, fence at

April, the I z. we receiv’d the firfl; vifit from the Govertiour , who, with much kindnefs, came jf,, 
to make the proffers of his fervices to the Ambafl'adors , whereof we afterwards found the real mttrs mjk 
effects, when occafion required. The fame day, hefentaway an Exprefs to Court, to give 
notice there of our arrival, and to receive orders for the profecution of our Journey , which yet 
came not till tvtfo moneths after. 

ApriL z I . an nyirmenian Billiop came to fee the Ambafl'adors. He was but lately come thi- "/ 
ther from the City of wasaPerfondifeonrs’dvery handfomely,’ and told us many par-"” 

liculars concerning the Hate of the Chriiiian Churches in o/ifia. Among other tilings , he told 
us, that there was near a Monaftery wherein there were above four hundred Religious 
men , and that there were in the Mountains, between Arm and Kar, above a thoufand Villages chun-hs 
inhabited by and that there were, Glides all thefe, near Cafmn andTaww above 

thoufand Families , which made up in all above five hundred Churches. Whereto he ad- 
ded, that the had, not long before carried away above fifteen hundred Chrtpans, and ve- , 
ry highly commended the King of Perfa^ for his Care in preferving their Privileges, and nqr bur^- 
thening them with Taxes, as the TVi^does , intreating us to recommend their concernments to 
the King, when we fhottld come to Court.

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of God : for fo they nnderftand the Hiftofy of the Sacrifice of e^hraham. All their Ceremo- 
ny conlifts in killing, before day, a Sheep, or Lamb, in the fireet, at their own Doors, which 
being cut into pieces , they diftribute them among the poor, who come to thole Doals 
in gre at numbers. They do not referve fo much as the skin ■ which they do, as they affirm, ac- 
cording to the example of cyibrdiam, who reserv’d nothing of the Ram, which he facrifiz’d in- 
fieadofhisSon. 

TluPiigri- It is about this time, that the goto do their Devotions Meca, as well as the 

mages of Turks. They fay that when he vvent into the Ark, took along with him feventy two 

tie Peril- Perfons, and for that realon, it is requifite the Pilgrims of Qiould amount to the number 
ans ani feventy two thou&nd 5 and that number ought to be fo exacily obferv’d, that if there be ei- 
Turks. Qj. [jg receiv’d there, as fuch, that year. But above all things, i^ 

is their main care, that that great number be compleat ; for otherwife, as they affirm, the An- 
gels would be oblig’d to come in, to make up what were wanting, and it were a wont of re- 
fpeft to thofe Spirits to put them to that trouble. The men put on a prticular Coiffure for 
this Voyage, which is a kind of Turbant of white Wool 5 ii} regard their Law forbids them to 
wear it of any Colour, or of filk at that time. They call this kind of Turbant Shbaran, and 
they cover their Heads therewith, only as they go ; fo as that one part of it failing down on one 
fide of the Head, paffes under the Chin, and is taften’d on the other fide. 

Pmticu- They commonly take their way through the City of Jern/dm^ where they do their firfi 
Ian of the Devotions. Thence they pafs through where they continue them, at the Sepulchre 

Pilgrmage oi Mdiomet, which they kifs with a profound Veneration, and then they conclude them at Me- 
wMeca. oiMon 'Stomz^edinAto they are cover’d only with a Ihirt, nay 

fome go naked down to the waile. In this pofture, they march continually, and after a very 
particular fafhion. For they arc oblig’d to go, after the rate of a trotting Horfe, or rather that 
ofa Came! galloping; and that with fuch earnefinefs, that they hardly take the leifure to eat 
and drink, or yet to fleep : and all, out of an imagination, , that the Sweat tliat Vio- 

lent Motion, and forc’d out of their Bodies, carries away with it all their Sins, artd cleahfeh 
them of all their filthinefs. The Women, who might not be able to bear the inconveniences of 
fuch a march, have the privilege to fwath up their Breafts with a Skarf, which hath a particular 
name, and they .call it Scamaehtz^. 

The tenth day of the moneth of Silhat^, is that of their great Devotion. That day, all the 
Pilgrims go to Mount Arafat^ which, they fay, is the place where the Patriarch es^braham 
Ihould have Sacrifiz’d his Son, and there they fpend the whole night in Prayers. Towards the 
dawning of the day, they come down, and go to the City of n^ieca, where their or 

Higti-Pneft, makes a Proceffion, conducing through the chief ftreets a Camel, which is ap- 
pointed for the Sacrifice. The Hair of this Camel is a very precious Relick among them ; 
whence It comes, that the Pilgrims throng, to get as near as they can totheBeaft, and to 
fnatch off fome of his Hair, which they fatten to their arms, as a very facred thing. The Hetzja^ 
after he hath walk’d the Beaft fufficicntly, UaAskAxsxto t\it Meydan, that is, the great Market- 
place, and puts him into the hands of the Baily, or Ju%e of the City, whom they call 
who, attended by fome other Officers, kills him with an Axe, giving him many blows in the 
Hea^ Neck, and Breaft. 

As foon as the Camel is dead, all the Pilgrims endeavour to get a piece of him- and throng 
with fuch earneftnefs and fo confufedly, with Knives in their hands, that thefe Devotions are.., 
never concluded, but there are many Pilgrims kill’d and hurt, who are afterwards allow’d a 
place in their Martyrologies. After all thefe Ceremonies, they go in Proceffion about the 
they kifs a Stone, which was left after the finifliing of the Strufture, and they take 
of the ater, which paffes through a Golden Chanel over the Mofqmy, and carry it away as a 
Relick, with a little piece of a certain Biackiffi Wood, of which 1 00 th .picks are commonly 
made. When the Pilgrims are return’d from their Pilgrimage they are called Hcaz-i, and they 
are as it were NazMkes^ dedicated to God, in as much as it is unlawful for them to drink Wine 
ever after. 

From this Pilgrimage, and the Sacrifice perform’d at zMica, we ftall take occafion to infert 
here, what the Ferfans and Turks relate of that of tAhrahim, as Mahomet hath drefs’d up the 
ftory, faififyingthe truth of it in all its circumftances. They fay in the firft place, that 

was the fern qf.44a<»', who was Graver to King of Sgypt, and that he married 

whowasfdIjcaiitifuIIaWopjan, that the King having caft his eye on her,- Abrahtm 
* grew jealous, and carried her away into iArdiia ; but finding that Ihe bore no Children, he 
there bought a Slave, named whom he carnally knew, and, by her, had Hag«r 
being near her time, .and nor able any longer, to* endure the ill treatment fhe receiv’d from 
refolv’d to run away. Abraham coming to hc» of her difeontent, and fearing &e might make 
away the Child, efpeciaily ifflie came to be delivw’d without the affittance of iome other Wo- 
men, follow’d her, and found her already deliver’d of a Son, ^fK^daacii^Wtth bis little feel 
upon the ground, had made, way for a Spring to br^kfoitfe.. - .iat Spring came

forth in fuch abundance, as alfo with fuch violence, that HAgnf could make no ufe of it 
quench her fhirft, which was then very |rcat. Abraham coming to the place, commanded 
hpring to glide more gently, and to fufter that water might be drawn out of it to drink, and ha- 
ving thereupon flay’d the courfe of it with a little Bank of Sand, he took of if, to make Hagar 
and her child drink. The faid Spring is, to this day, called Sernfem, from zAbraham’s makTng 
ufe of that word to flay it. After this Sara pray’d to God with fuch earneftnefs, that he gave 
her her fon 

' Sometime after Tfmael’s birth, the Angel Gabriel appear’d to Abraham, and told him, that 
God commanded him to build a houfe upon the River, vjhkhlfmaelhdii given the rife to: in ' 
anfwer whereto, Abraham reprefenting, that it was iropoffiblc for him to build any great 
flrudurein the midft of a Defart, where there Was nothing but Sand ; the Angel reply ’d, that 
he fhould not be troubled at that, and that God would provide. Accordingly, Abraham vis.s 
no fooner come to the place appointed him by the Angel, but Mount cArafat forc’d out of its 
quarries a great number of flones, which roll’d down from the top of the Mountain, to the fide 
of the little River, wherthc built a houfe, which hath fince been converted to a zJfdofqmy, and 
is the fame where the Pilgrims of Meca do their Devotions. The Strnfture being finilli’d, there 
happened to be one Angle ftone remaining, which began to fpeak, and to complain that it had 
been fo upforcunate, as not to be employ’d in that Edifice. But Abraham told it, that it fliould 
fo much the rather be comforted, in as much as it fhould one day be ki greater Veneration than 
all the reft put together, and that all the faithftill who came to that place fhould kifs it. This is 
the ftone we fpake of before. Thefe people fay, it was heretofore all white, and that the rea- 
fon of its being now black, is, that it hath been conftantly kifs’d through fo many ages. 

Sdrae years after, the fame Angel appeared again to Abr^am, who was grown a 

very rich and powerful man, and told him, that God intended to make the higheft tryal that 
-could be of his affeifion and gratitude, and that he would have him, in acknowledgement of fo 
many favours, to facrifize his fon to him. Abraham immediately confented, and being return’d 
home, bid Hagar call up her Jcai^and put on his befl Cloaths, that he might be the better look’d 
on at the Wedding, to which he intended to carry him. They departed the next day betimes 
in the morning, and took their way towards Mount Arafap, Abraham carrying along with 
him a good fharp knife, and feme Cords. But as foon as they were gone, Sceuhan,, that is to 
fay, the Devil, reprefented himfelf to inthe lhapeof a man, reproach’d her with the 

eafinefs, wherewith fhe had confented, that her fon fhould go 'from her, and told her, 
that what Abrdiam had related to her concerning the Wedding, to which he was to bring him, 
was pure forgery, and that he was carrying him ftreight to the Shambles. Hagar ask’d him 
why Abraham viiould ufe her fo, fince he had alwayes exprefs’d a great tendernefs to her fon. 

The Devil made anfwer, that God had commanded it fhould be fq ; whereto ffagar reply’d, 
thatfince it was God’s good pleafure to make that difpofal of him, it was but fit fhe fhould 
comply therewith. Whereupon the Devil prefling harder upon her, and treating her as an un- 
natural Mother, endeavouring by thofcaggravations to bring her into rebellion againfl God, fiie 
pelted him away with flones. The Devil’s endeavour proving unfuccefsfull that way, and too 
weak to overcome the obftinacy of a woman, he apply’d himfeif to tAhrahrem^ reviv’d in him 
the tendernefl'es and affettion of a Father, repiefented to him the hon our of the murther he was 
going to commit, and remonftrated to him the little iikelyhood there was, that God fhould be 
the Author of fo barbarous and abominable an a£hon. But Abrahemi, who was acquainted with 
the fubtilty and artifices of that wicked fpirit, fent him away, and to be the fooner rid of him, 
cafl alfo a ftone at him. The laft attempt the Devil had to make, was, to reprefent to’ Ijmael 
the horrour of death, and the unnatural procedure of his Father : but he found the fame" treat- 
ment from him, as he had from the other two, and had a good ftone flung at bis head. The 
Father and Son being come to the top of the Mountain, Abraham faid to his Soil Jfmael . My 
Son, I cannot im^ine thou knoweft the occafion of out'.jonrney, and the reafon why I have 
-brought thee to this place. It is only this, that God hath commanded me to facrifize thee : 

. whereto Ifinael mide anfwer, that fince it was God’s pleafure it fhould be fo, his will be done, 
01% 1 ft me entreat thee, Father, to grant roe three things. The firft is, that thou have a care to 
bind me fofaft, that the pains of death may not engage me to attempt any thing againft thee. 
ThefcccmdiSjthatthouwheithy knife very well, and, after thou haft thruft it into my throat, 
that- thou hold it very faft, and fhut thy eyes, out ofa fear the cruelty of the aftion difhearten 
thee from going, through with ir, and foleavemetoianguifh alongtime. And the third, that, 
when thou art reeirned home, thou remember my duty to my Mother. 

iAbrrdiamyhavmg promis’d to obferveall thefe things , and whetted his knife, binds his fon, 
direffts the knife to his. Throaty gnd, fhutting his eyes , holds it as faft as he could : bucfindin|^ 
when he opened his eyes agam, that the knife had made no entrance, he is extremely troabkl, ' 
and tries the edge ofjt upon a ftqai* which he cuts in two. He was foaftonifh’d tfereat, j^^ _ 
headdrefr’dhunfelftoflke Knife, ahdaskedit, why, having fo good an edge Xs^£oCuf»®ne, ' 

,it could not as wcU cm Sons Throat." The knife made anlwsr, thai-GodwouW iOt 'have it 
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16'' 7 Whereupon the Angel ^abriel took Abrahmn by the hand , and faid to him ; Hold a little 

_ God would only make tryal of thy faith , Unbind thy Son , and facrifize this Hee-Goat ; and 
immediately there came into the place a Hee-Goat , which Abraham offered to God, for a 
burnt-offering. 

They affirm, that the three ftones, vthich. Hagar, j^brahanimdljlmael C3.Q:a.t the Devil, are 
yet to he feen , near the High- way, between Medina and tMeca^ and that there are made there- 
of two great heaps of ftones , by the means of the Pilgrims-, who bring every one three ftones , 
to be caft at the Devil , at the fame place where thefe heaps are, to the end he may not diftraft 
them in their Devotions. 

Wefawalfothefameday above five hpdred Women , who were going before day to the

ibe'deaL Chutch-yard to Weep over the Gravcs of their Husbands , and others of their kinred. There 
were forae who had fomewhat to eat at the fame time; others had fome p.tiragesof the 
tAlchoran read to them ; and thofe of any quality had Tents pitch’d there , for ihcir reception, 
that they might not be expos’d to the fight of all that pafs’d by. 

This kind of Devotion for the Dead IS commonly performed in the time of their Om, of 
Lent. 

The Ambaffadors were again that day treated out of Schkh-Sefi's Kitchin. The meat was 
brought in, in fix great Copper Veffels turn’d over , which they call Lenkeri, and the Conferves, 
in nine great Veffels of Porcelain. 

The next day, the treated them very Magnificently, at a Dinner he had provided in one 
ofhis Summer-houfes. 

The zy. in the evening, the Governour communicated to the Ambaffadors the good news he 
jcquams received from Chan Rnjian, General of the King of Perjk’s Army , who had writ to him , 
them-aith that the Janixjtyies^ in a mutiny at Conjiantinofle , had kill’d the Grand Signior, and imprifon’A 
the -violent the moft eminent Minifters of his Court. The Perjkns exprefs’d their joy thereat, by the fire- 
deatbofthe works which the Governour order’d to be made , as alfo by the Mufick , which ecchoed all 0 - 
Gtand- ygr the City. The Ambaffadors did the like on their part , with their great Guns, caufing them 
to be fired fix times over , and ordering the Trumpets to found , and the Drums to beat , wliile 
from thereof of their Lodgings they could fee all the fires about the City. 

The Governour was fo well pleas’d to fee that the Ambaffadors concern’d themfelves fo much 
in the publick joy , that he fent them two fiaggons of Schtras Wine, with a Glafs-Veflel, full of 
Sugar-candy’d. 

the firft, we Celebrated the Birth-day of the Ambaffador Crufm ^ which was con-

The 4. the Ambaffadors receiv’d a vifit from the fon of SarurTaggi^ Chancellor oiTerJia , 
who was come purpofely from , accompany ’d by fome perions of quality, to fee the 
Ambaffadors. We entertain’d him with our Mufick, which he feem’d to be much taken with, 
'theAmhaf- suid treated him with a fumptuous Collation , during which, the great Guns were difebarg’d , as 
often as there was any great health drunk. 
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14^ the Per/W«f began to Celebrate a mournful Feftival, which they call tAfehur, 
lignifies ten, in regard it lafts ten days , and begins with the Moon of the moneth Mahe- 
ofthePes-^^' Ofall theforts and Se£fsof<i.J?-/<jb«wiet 4 »f, the Perfans only Celebrate this Feaft, in 
lians. memory of Hipin, the youngeft fon of Hdy , whom they accompt one of their greatefl Saints.* 
The Legends relate of him , that he was kill’d in the War he was engag’d in, agaihft the Cahf 
Jefied. '/^ewasatfirft ( according to their ftory of him ) troubled, with an extraordinary thirft, 
in regard they had depriv’d him of all water. Afterwards, he had feventy two wounds , which 
he receiv’d by Arrows , and at laft, Senan ben anefft run him through the body with a fword, and ' 
Sohmr Sultxjiufenki\Vdh.m o\xt-x\^t. That this Feaft lafts ten dayes, proceeds hence; that 
having left to goto PTa/vj, was, for ten days together, purfu’d by his Enemies, 

who treated him as we related before. During all that time, the Ter/i 4 «r go in mourning, ex- 
prefs much affliftion , fufter not the Rafour to come near their heads, though, at other times 
they make ufe ofit every day , live very fobcrly , drink no Wine,' and content themfelves with 
Water. The whole City of zArdebil was taken up in thefe Ceremonies and extravagant De- 
votions. In die day time, the Children and young Lads affembled themfelves in great compa- 
nies up and down the ftreets , carrying in their hands great Banners , at the extremities whereof 
there were Snakes of Paftboard winding to and fro, much like Meremys Caduceus. The Per- 
fans call them Efchder. They went to the Doors of their Metzdts', or MofqutySf and cry’d one 
after another thiUs^O Hoffein. In the evening, efpecially the three laft 

days of the Feftival, after Sun-fet, men did alfo meet in feveral places, under Tents, with a- 
'dOrange bundance of Torches and Lanthoms, having at the tops of their Poles Orenges, as the Chil- 
Bndof Ateti ai tyibdaUa, finging, and crying out as loud ^s they were able, thevc ja Hojfein , kndthat 
De-intkn. with fuch violence , that it chang’d the colour of their countenances. Ji/aving fung thus about 
an hour, they return’d to the Qty, andwentinthcotelfion with eheft Banners and Torches,

through the principal ftreets. The tenth day coficluded the Devotions of the Feftival. In the 
morning there was an Oration made in honour of Hoffein^ with the fame Ceremonies in a man- 
ner , as we had feen at the Feftival of zyil-j at Scamachie. Thefe Ceremonies were performed 
in the Court of the tJHefar oi^Schkh-Sefy where, near the Chancery, they had planted a Ban- 
ner, which, as it is reported, was made by the daughter of the daughter of Afaifemer, 

who caus’d the Iron-work ofit to be made of a horf-fliooe, which had belong’d to one of the 
horfes of tsAhaSy Uncle to Mahomet by the Father fide , which Schich Sedredia , the fon of 
Schkh-Sefiy hid broaght from Medina to eArdehl. Theyfky, that this Banner lliakes ofitffj;j.n,’{, 
felf, as often as they pronounce the name oi Hojfein , daring the Sermon which is made in ho- 
nour of him, and that when the Prieft makes a recital ofthe particulars of his death, how he 
was wounded with feventy two Arrows, , and how he fell down from his horfe , it may be feen 
(haken by a fecret agitation, but withaU fo violent, that, the ftaff breaking, it falls to the 
ground. I muft confefs, I faw no fuch thing, but the Perftans affirm it fo poiitively , that they 
think, it fliould not be any way doubted. 

i^ayi4> about noon, the Qovernonrfent the Ambaffadors notice,that they concluded the 
Feftival that night , and that if they would be prefent at the Ceremonies which were to be per- 
formed, they fliould be very welcome , and he would take it for a great honour done him : but 
jt muft be with this condition , that, complying with the Law of the Majfulmass , they were 
not to cxpeft any Wine at the Collation he intended to treat them withall. 

In the cloze of the evening, the AmbalTadors went to the Governour’s Palace, who mttthelafl 
them at the ftteet door. And whereas the Ceremony was to be done in the Court , they were ceremamn 
intreated to take their places on the left hand , where they had prepared Seats, cover’d with^.^^^^^‘* 
Tapifey, for them, and their Retinue , who would have been much troubled , to fit as the ’ 

fmt do. There were fee before them , upon a Cloath, wherewith they had cover’d the ground, 
feveral Veflels of Porcelain, with Suger’d and Perfum’d waters , and, near the Table, brafs 
Candlefticks, four foot high, with great Wax Candles in them , as alfo Lamps , fill’d with rags 
dipt in Suet and Naphte. The Governour took up his place at the entrance of the Court, on the 
right fide of the Gate , and fate upon the ground. Our people had ftanding before them great 
Wooden Candlefticks , or Branches , holding each of them twenty or thirty Wax-Candles. 

There were faften’d to the Walls thoufands of Lamps, of Plaifter,all fill’d with .Suet and Naphte, 
which call fo great a light , that the houfe feem’d to be all on fire. They had drawn crofs the 
Court certain Cords whereat hung Paper- Lanthorns , which gave not fo full , but , without 
comparifon, a more pleafant light , than that of the Lamps and Creffet-lights. The Inhabitants 
of jiirdebU are diftinguifli’d into five quarters , or profellions , who meet each by it felf, and in- 
treat fome of their Poets, whereof there are a very great number in to write them fome 

Verfes, m commendation of and and making choice of thofe among them whop^wt// 

fingbeft, they go and give the Governour a Serenade, who receives kindly, and beftows 
a Prefent of water fweetned with Sugar, on that band, which is moft excellent ,« either as toiits 
invention or Mufick. 

Thefe Muficians being come into the Court drew up in five bands , in fo many feveral places , 
and prefented themfelves one after another before the Governour; but, for the fpace of two 
hours, they may be rather faid to cry out and roar, than to fing; after which they all came by 
order from the Governour, to make a Complement to the Ambafladors, and wifli’d them a hap- 
- py journey, and good fuccefs in their Negotiation at the Court, 

In the mean time, there were dancing at one place in the Court feven youths ; aH naked , ex- 
cepting only thofe parts which modefty would not have feen by all. They called that kind of 
people and their bodies , from head to foot, were rubb’d over with Suet and 

Naphte; infomuch that their black skins being more Aiming than jet, they might very well be 
compar’d to fo many little Devils. They had in their hands little ftones , which they knock’d 
one againft the other , and fometiraes they fmote their breaft with them , to exprefs their for- 
row for the death of Hoffein. Thefe T'z.atzA^ are poor boys , who difguife themfelves in that 
manner, to get fome fmall matter by it , which is, that they are permitted., during the time of 
the Feaft, to beg Alms for imam's lake. At night, they do not lodge at their Homes, but ly in 
the afiie^ which are brought ocit of Schich-Sefi’s Kitchm. Some, inftead of Suet, rub themfelves 
with Vermtlion , that they may wake a more lively reprefentation of the blood of HojJ'em ; but, 
at this time, there were not any fuoH. After thefe Ceremonies , the Governour entertain’d the 
Ambafladors wirir noble fire-works ’ which moft of theTer/?(«w took very ill at his hands, and 
thought it not ova'religioufly done of him, to give fuch Divertifements to the CbriBians during 
the time of their which ought loreprefent only things conducing to fadnefs and af- 
fliction, - . * r lit 

Thefe fire-works of feveral fory excellent and ingenious inventions , as of little Cf- ' 

files, Towers, Squibs, QttckcrSj&c. Tii 4 Caftle,to which they firft fet fire, was three foot 
fquare, the Walls of Pap^ of all forts of Colours. They lighted firft feveral finaU>Wax- 
Oindlcs aboutthe moat <ai^vghich difeovyd the figures painted on the Paper. There came 





cat of it Squibs and Crackers for an hour and a half, or better, before the Caftle it felf took 
fire. Then they fet fire to another invention, which they call Derbende. It was a kind of Sau- 
cidge, about fix Inches thick, and three foot [ong, carting, atfirft, at both ends, a Ihower of 
fire, and afterwards feveral Squibs and little Serpents, which falling among the people, fet 
their Cotton Garments on fire 5 while they fir’d feveral forts of Crackers, which in the air, 
were turn’d to Stars and Other figures. They fet fife alfo to feveral boxes • but what we moft 
admir’d was a great kind of fire-work, which was faften’d to the ground with great Iron 
Chains, and call: out fire at the mouth, with fo dreadfull noife, that we were afraid it would 
have burft at lafl, and fcatter its fiery entrails among the company. This fire- work they cal! 
.Kumbaret. 


There were fome, who carry ’d Paper-Lanthorns upon long Poles, which were alfo fill’d 
with fquibs and crackers; but what diverted us mort of all, was, that, outofchofe Lanthorns, 
there came a piece of Lin nen, which, being folded together, andty’dupin knots, had. In each 
of thofe knots, feveral fquibs, crackers and ferpents, which having much ado to get out, made an ad- 
mirable fliew, by the windings which the fire made through all the folds of that piece of cloath. 
Others carried in their aprons, a certain compoiition, into which fome that pals’d by let fire 
fall, as it were negligently, whereupon, he who carried it ftiaking his aj^ron, there came out a 
great number of Stars, which burnt a long time upon the ground. 

In thefe Fire-works, the Ferfums make ufe of white Nafhte, which is a kind of ‘Fetrcolmn 
but in regard this Drugg is feldome found in Europe, there may be ufed, to the fame eflFtft, the 
fpiik of Turpefttine Kdtify’d. We faw alfo, at a great dirtance, in the air, certain flames, 
which vanifti’d as foon in a manner as they appear’d. 1 conceive thefe flames proceeded from a 
certain Drugg, which the ^fhfcevttes call ‘Flmn, which is a yellow powder^ made of a certain 
herb, commonly found upon the ground, in the Forefts that are planted with Pines and Birch, 
and is propel ly called in Latin, J^casthus, in French, Ermcheurfite, in Englilb, or 

Bears-britch. Every ftalk of this herb hath on it two Buttons, which are ripe in and 

then the are very careful! to gather them, dry them in an Oven, beat them, and 

keep the powder which comes from them in Ox-bladders, to be fold by the pound. It is usfd 
alfo in Medicine, as being a drier, and is adminiftred with good fuccefs in Wounds, and the 
Itch. But the Mufcovites ufe it for the moft part in their Divertifements, putting it into a Un- 
box made like a Pyramid, into which they thruft that end ofa Torch which is not lighted, and 
by that means make thepowder come out, which being very fmall, immediately faftens on the 
flame, and is lighted, and difappears almoft at the fame time ; fo that continually thrufting in 
the Torch, a man makes ever and anon a new flame, which is very lively, and makes the nobler 
fliew, inthatitisnotaccompany’dwithany fmoke. This powder will not take fire, if it be 
not ftirr’d after the forefaid manner; for if it be cart upon burning coals, or if a lighted candle 
be thruft into it, it would not take fire. 

Thefe Fire-works entertain’d us fo long, that it was%fcer mid- night ere we came to 
our Quarters, where we found not any thing colder than the Hearth ; for out of a prefumption, 
that the Governour would have ixearcd us at Supper, there had been nothing provided at 
home.

Hofl'aii ceflipn there were carried a great many E/cWerj and Banners, and there were led feveral excel- 
lent Horfcs and Camels, cover’d with blew Cloath, in which were to be feenraany Arrows 
quilted, as if they had been porpofely fliot into it, reprefenting thofe which xhe Enemies had 
mot 3X Hojfetn. Upon thefe Horfes rid fo many Boyes, who had before them empty Celfins, 
upon which they had cart a little Straw, or Hay, and they reprefented the great affliftibn of the 
Children of Hojfeim Upon fome of thofe Horfes, they had fet fair Turbants, Cimitars, Bows, 
and Quivers, full of Arrows. 

Alhoiy As foon as the Sun was up, there might be feen in the bafe-Court, a very great number of 
devoum. men, who det themfelves Blood in the arms, in fo great quantity, that a man would have 
ihought there had been many Oxen kill’d there. The young Ladcflafli’d and cut themfelves 
. above the Elbow, and clapping the Wounds with their hands, they made the Blood fpurt out 
all wer the Arm, and about the Body, and in that condition they ran up and down the Cjty- 
This Was donciin tememht^nce of the effufion of the innocent Blood of Heffein - out of a per- 
fwafion, that',' by this a£fioh, they expiated fome part of jthcir fins } which -perfwafion is the 
ftroHger, inas much airheyajPfritcpofiefs’d with an opi^on, that thofe, wfiodye during, this 
Fefiival, are infallibly favcd.. They fptak alfo with the fjimeaffttrance of their Salvation, who 
i^eduringihe Feftivalof«xfi^, and'in theklcnt. ' . 

"Atdebsl concerning the City of ArdebU^ Ardevil, and may be fbund in Maps 

'd^crihd. under the name of Ardenil, it lies in the fey j^e ah'rie^ts calfed Meem 

tMajor, the chief tides whereof 

'Mtane, Vrumi, Choi, Ardebil mnfl- - 
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t ies of all the Kingdotne, not only by reafon of the refidence which feveral Kings of Per/w made j ^ o 
there, but alfopatticalarly upon this accompt, that ScfeVfe Author of their Seft, liv’d and 
«ly'd there. Some are of opinion, that ic may be conjeftur’d, from the Hiftory of QjuntHs 
Qtmia, that it is the City which he calls ArbeU. In this Citie arc to be feen the Tombs and 
Monuments of the Kings of Per/w 5 and it is a place of fo great TrafRck, that it may be juftly 
nambred among the moft conliderable of all the Eaft. The Turktjh Language is much more com- 
mon among the Inhabitants , than the ^erfkn. I found the elevation of the Pole there, 
to be at thirty eight degrees, five minutes, and the longitude to be 8i. degrees, 30, mi- 
nutes. 

It is feated in the midfl: of a great Plain which is above three Leagues about, and compafs’d of 
all fides by a high Mountain like anAmphitheatre,the higheft part whereof, called which 

lies Weft-ward from the City, is alwayes cover’d with Snow. Towards the South-South-Weft, 
lies that Mountain of the Province of Kthariy which is called "Bahru, It is from thefc Mountains 
it procecdsjthat the Air there is fomtimes extremely hot fomtimes extremely coldjinfomuch that 
even in they begin to be fenlible of the inconveniences of Autumn, as alfo to be trou- 

bled with thofc Epidemical Difeafes, which reign there every year, and commonly carry away 
a great number of perfons. Nor was our Quarters free from them. For befides the great num- 
ber of fervants who fell lick, the AmbafladorSrajTH^w and our Phyfician lay in of a Feaver, 
but efpeciaUy the latter, who was reduc’d to that lownefs, that there was no hope of Life. In 
thcgreateftheatoftheday, and cxaftly at noon, thererofea kind ot a Whirle-wind, which 
fill’d the whole City wiih dull j but it lafted not above an hour. The reft of the day and night 
is calm, which gave occalion to the Proverb, S<i>a Ardebil, l^nrus Kardeoil, that is,

* Yet is it not the cold quality of the Climate, but its Situation that hinders the earth there to the air 
produce Wine, Melons, Citrons, Orenges, and Pomegranates, which are to be had in almoft««tJa 
all the other Provinces of Per/i*. Apples, Pears, and Peaches thrive very well there. Which 
istobeunderftoodoftheCity itfelf, and the Plain, in which it is feated: for the Air is 
comparably more hot and more temperate at the foot of the Mountain j whence it comes, that, 
thereabouts, you have all forts of Fruits, and the Trees, which, inA^ril, do but begin 
ahom Ardebd, were very forward at the Village of Alaru, at the foot of the Mountain Ba- 
krH. This particular oi fruits only excepted, the foil thereabouts is very good, as well {or Jod, 
arable Lands as Paftures : infomuch that the Plain, which is not very great, is able to maintain 
the Inhabitants of above fixty Villages, all which may be feen from the City. Befides all which, 
the Revenue which is rais’d for the King, from the Arabiaftani Shepherds, is very con- 
fidcrable, by reafon of the Liberty allow’d them to feed their Cattel thereabouts, and to Trade 
therewith in thofe parts, after they have purchas’d the Schach’s Prote^iion, or embrac’d the 
Religion of the Perfiaas, Some of the Clarks belonging to the Farmers of the Revenue afl'ured 
me, that widiin fifteen day es before, there had pafs’d over the City-Bridge above a hundred 
thoufand flieep, andfor every (heep, they pay four or two pence i?cr/, for their pa* 

flurage, and as much when tne owner fells them. This laft duty is called TsLoubaubeki 5 and the 
other Abfehur Elefchury or the duty of Water and Herbage, which the Turks call in one word 
Othbafeh. 

The <£ity is fomewhat, but very little, bigger than that of but hath no Walls.' 

No Houfe but hath its Garden, fothar, feen at a diftance, it feems rather a Foreft, than a Ci- 
ty. Yet arc there no other Trees about it than Fruit-Trees, inafmuch as the Country produce- 
ing no Wood fit for Building, nor indeed any for Firing, the Inhabitants are oblig’d to fupply 
themfclves, out of the Province of Ktlariy which is fix good dayes Journey diftant from it. 
Within a League of the City, South-ward, lies a Village named Scamafbu, out of which rifes 
a little River called Balachlu. Before it comes into the City, it divides it felf into two branches, 
one whereof divides the City, and the other compafles it 5 and is joyned again to the other, and 
fo fail tt^ether into die River Karafu. It is fo apt to over-flow in the moneth of Afrily when 
the Snow upon the Mountains b^ins to diffolve, that if the Inhabitants of the Plain had not 
the induftry to divert it by Trenches, which they make on that fide which is towards the City, 
it would drown them all. 

Offuch an inundation, there happened an Example in the time of Schach <tAba$y when the 
violehceof the water having broken the Dikes, over-rhrew in a moment a great number of Hou- 
iesj in regard, the Walls, beingbuiltonly of Mortar and Bricks bak’d in the Sun, there i's 
not any able to Hand out s^ainfl: the leaft inundation ; fo that the River carried aw'ay their 
Houiholdftuif, nay many Children in their Cradles ; as it had alfo near happened at the time 
of our being there, upon the i a. of e/ijpr*/, when there were a thoufand men at work day and 
night in makiig Chanels, and in turning the River by means of a Trench, which was made irt 
the plain upon the River fide, which over-fiow’d all the adjacent fields. The City befides a 
great number of narrow flrees, hath five very fair and broad ones, named DtrwanOy 
Niardavferj in all which they have been at the pains of planting

The Market-place, or is large and noble , as being above three hundred paces in 

Its length , and a hundred and fifty in breadth , and having , on ah lides. Shops fo orderly difpos’d 
tt-} ace. Merchandife, no Profeffion but hath its particular quarter. On the right hand as you 

come into it, you find, behind the Sepulchre of Sc^<cb-S«^, andthelaft Kings ofTerjia^ a 
^Ietz,id or Mofquay , in which lies interred Jrmn Swde, or one of the Children of their 
twelve Saints. Malefadlors and Criminals may retire thither for a certain time , and thence 
a7« Septil- eafily get to the Monument of Schich-Sef^ which is their great Sanctuary. As you come out 
ckeof of the Market-place; you come to a place which they call where the firft thing you 

Schich- meet with is a great fquare arched Building , called Katferie , where are fold all the precious 
SefiaS’as- (Commodities of the Country, as Gold and Silver , and all forts of precious /tones, 

and fi!k fluffs,. As you come out thence, you enter, by three Gates , into fo many flreets, co- 
ver’d over head, all beftt with Shops , where are fold all forts of Commodities. There are alfo 
in thefe flreets, feveralC'4r4i/4»/«m orStore-houfes, built for the convenience of iorein Mer- 
chants, as Turks, Tartars, Indians, &c. We faw there alfo two Chimfes, who had brought thi- 
ther, to be fold, Porcelane, and feveral things of Lacqm. 

There are alf> in the City a very great number of publick Baths, and (tJldetz.ids, the chiefeft 
whereof is chat which they call , <tJltetz.id AMne , which is feated upon a little Hill , as it were 
2 ids ffc. m the midft of the City , and hath a very fair Steeple. There, the greateft Devotions are done , 

Mofqueys, holy-days, and particularly on Friday , from which it derives the name. At the entrance of 
the ijifetzM, or Church, there is a Fountain, which the late Sara Chetze, otherwife called 
z^dimet jRifa , Chancellor of Terfta ; brought to that place , by a Chanel under 
ground, from the very fource, which is in a Mountain above a Leagiediftanc from the City, 
South-wefi-ward. 

. The Sumptuous Monuments of Schich-St^ , and the laft Kings of Perjia , are ncjtf the 
dm. The call that place , fJMefar, itid Ktbel-Chan , Govemour of the City did us 

.the favour to let us into them, xx^onWhitfm-Monday. He fent us word before hand, that, 
fince we were fo delirous to fee the holy Sepulchre , we muft be oblig’d to abflain from 
Wine that day , and that our Supper fiiould be Drought us out 6f Schich -Seji’s Kit- 
chin. 

U A l r The AmbaCfadors went thither immediately after Dinner, attended by all their Retinue, and 
their Guards. The Gate , at whichweentred, to get into the firft Court, is a very large 
Sehich-'^ one, and above it there wasa greatfilver Chain, reaching from one fide to the other, at 
Sefiv*- which there hung fuch another perpendiculary in the middle. ItisaPrefent, which A- 
pttlckre. gg^chan, Governourof Merragm, had, out of Devotion, made to the holy Sepulchre.) 
This firft Court is very fpacious. and pav’d all over with broad ftones , having on both fides 
great- Vaults , where there are many Shops , and backwards a very fair publiek Garden , open 
to all. ^ * , 

The Governour , having receiv’d us in the Bafe-Court, brought us to another Gate , over 
which there was alfo a Silver-Chain like the former, and it was an expre/fion of the Devotk® 
layitrtea o£ Makmed-Chon , , GoyemovT o? Kentzju At the entrance of this Gate, they deimii^ 
their Arms OUT A«Ds„ it being not lawful to carry any , of any kind whatfoever , to the place where the 
at the en- Sepulchre is j infomuch that if a Ttrfian were found but with a knife about him , it would coft 
trance, him his life. Thethrelliold ofthisC^te, as alfo of all the following' Gafes , was of white 
Marble, and round, and notice was given us not to fet our foot npem it, buttoftepover it,- the 
right foot foremoft , out of this reSedion , that having been kifs’d by fo many Millions of 
Millions of perfons, it were , as they fatd , very irraticmal that our feet fliould projdiane it. 
Thence we enter’d into another Court , which was at leaft as long as the firft , but much nar- 
rower, and pav’d after the fame manner, havingvaultsandlhopson both fi&s as the other. 
On the right hand , there came out of the Wall , a brafs-Coek , a fair Fountain ( the water 

whereof was brought a League diftanee thence ) that they might drink , who retir’d thither out 
of Devotion. Ac the end of this Court , on the right hand , we were fliew’d a very fair and 
fpacious Vault arched above, pav’d without , with green and blew ftones, and within, hung 
withTapiftry. In the nridft of this Vault, there were two &ir bra/s Gandlefticks with lights 
in them. AH along ifeWalls fate leveral Pr lefts , cloath’d in white , who fong as loud as ever 
they were able, expeeffing a great humility, and an extraordinary Devotion, by a continoat 
moving from one fide to the other j which morion was perfoimed by them all at the fame 
time, and with the fame taking, and that with fo much cxailnefs, that a m|n would have 
, thought they had ban all faften’d to the f®ne Cprd , and that they had been aB drawn at the

ifU ^ the Relations of the Terfians. Thence, we pafs^d a third-Gaf% ovet-which there hmg 

alfoaSilver-Chain, beftow’don theplace, by Gmirntmt ef K/^fan, iwe- 

ther 
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ther Court whichwaslefs than the two precedent, and pav’d all over with little fquare-ftones 

of feveral colours. We encred into the place where the Sepulchre was, by a Gate which was 

built like a great Tower, the Clappers whereof were all cover’d with plates of filver, and 
adorn’d with feveral R'ngs of the fame Metal, which Gate brought us into a great Stru<rtnre. 
ThepavetnentbeforetheGate was cover’d with Tapiftry, to exprefs the holinefs of the place; 
and we were told , that , for the faid reafon , it was, expefted , we fliould put off our 
Ihooes. 

The Ambaffadors, atfirft, made fome difficulty to render that refpedl, to a place, for which 
they could not haveany Veneration, but perceiving, that if they did it not, they would not have 
been permitted to go in, they at laftrefolv’d to comply with the cuftom. Hhi Ferjians, to let 
them know, th®y did not any thing, that might abate ought of their Dignity, told them, that 
Schavh- Abuts himfelf, when he came to fee the Sepulchre, many, times, put off his fliooes when 
he was come within half a League of the City, and came fo far bare-foot • but that they could 
not expeft that Devotion from us. We pafs’d thence into a very fair fpacious Gallery, hung, 
and cover’d with Tapiftry : and afterwards, we entced by another Gate, cover’d with plates of 
Gold, into another Sumptuous Strufture which was Arch’d, all about- Schach-Abas, being 
upon the point of his departure, into the War he was then engag’d in againft the Vsbeqim Tar^ 
tars, made a vow, and promis’d, to beftow a Golden Gate on the Sepulchre of Schich-Sep, at 
Ardebil, and another upon Imait Rtfas at Chora/aft, if his Armies had thefuccefs he expe^ed : 
which vow he very religioufly performed, immediately upon his return, having had all the ad- 
vantages over his Enemies that his own heart could have wifh’d. This Vault was about four fa- 
thwlil^uare, and was enlighcned by a great number of Gold and Silver Lamps; among which 
■there were fome, above three foot Diameter. On both fides fate twelve Hafifdim, or Priefls, 
having before them, upon Desks, great books of Parchment, wherein were written, in Capital 
Ar^tan Charafters, certain Chapters of the Alchoran, which they fung, much after the fame 
manner, as our Monks do their Vefpers, but with the fame motion as we had obferv’d at the 
Tfchilkchane. Having gone through that, Vault, we came to another appartnient, which was , 
divided from it only by xSilver Rail, though rais’d higher by three filver fteps, to get up into 
it. The Govcrnour, and our Interpreter Rpijim, having kifs’d thofe fteps, he went into it with 
the Ambaffadors, who took along with them four perfons of their Retinue. This apartment 
was much more richly adorn’d than any of the reft, and there was at one end of it another place 
rais’d a foot from the ground, the Rails whereof were of maffy Gold. It is behind that Rail or 
Partition, that the Sepulchre of Scfoieb-Seji istobefeen, built of white Marble, and not of 
Gold, as fome have written. It was cover'd with Crimfon Velvet, and rais’d three foot from 
the ground, being about nine foot in length, and four in breadth. From the Roof, there hung 
certain Lamps of Gold and Silver, and on both fides, two huge Candlefticks of maffy Gold, in 
which there were fee great Wax Gandies, lighted in the'night time. ' 

TheDoorofthatGoldenRailwaslock’d, and though the Ambafllidors were very itnportu- 
nate to have it opened, yet could they not prevail, tiitPerjians telling them, that the Laicks, 
even to the. King himfelf, were not permitted to come within that place. In the fame apartment to approach 
where we then were, wastobefeen, on the left hand, in a particular Vault, the Sepulchre oithSepuU 
Schach Ifmael, the nrft of that name ; asalfo that of Scach-Sefi’s Wife, and thofe of foSie'^’'^’ 
other Q^ens oiPerjk : but we were permitted to fee no more of them, than we could difeover 
at the meeting of the Curtains, which were drawn at the entrance of it: and from what we 
could judge thereof; there y?as nothing remarkable. There came all along after us a grave old 
man, who, with a perfuming-ppt in his hand, purify ’d the places, through which we had 
pafs’d. 

Having taken notice of all that was to be feen in that place, we were condu^kd through tfie,^ mrac/t- 
fame Gallery, towards the right hand, into another fpacious apartment, which was Arch’d illuusVmA, 
about and Gilt ; where we could not but admire the manner of itsjauilding, which being near 
as largeasafair Churdi, was neverthelefs fuftain-d by the ftrength of the Roof; and- without 
Pillars. This Hall is called and ferves fox a Lifaraty* The books were lay’d in_ 

Dra#er^ Ihuffied one upon another, without any order, but otherwife well enough kept.®’® '*”■? 
They vwre all Manuferipts, fome, upon Parchment, others upon Paper, ‘moft in 
and fome in the and Languages, but aft excellently painted, richly bound, and 

cover’d with Plates of Gold and Silver, carv'd, and branch’d. The books of Hiftory were en- 
rich’d with ftveralreprefentations in colours. In the Neeches of the Vault, there were above 
thite orfourhundr^ VeffelsofPorcdane; fome, fo large, as that, they contain’d above 40^ 
quarts ot Liquour. Thefe only are ufed at the entertainments, which are broughtfroni the Se- 
-pnlchre, w thc King'and other great Lords, who pafs that way : for the holinefs of that 
place permits not that they flfoold'Oiake ufe of any Gold or Silver. Nay , it is 
ported of Sehkh-Se^y that he, out of an cxceflive humility , ’ made ufe onely of \VoQd4ed 
Difbes. , • ' - ' , !i. 

Thence wc were brought to the Kitchin, the Dooi whereof was alfo- covet’d wit^ilPlates ofWsjtci/ji 
■ Bbr ’ Silver,- 
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1 627. Silver, and all things within it were fo handfomly; ordered, that it was not a little to be admir'd. 
The great Cauldrons were all fet in a row, ^and feal’d within the Wall, along which pafs’d a 
Pipe, which, by divers Cocks, fupply’d all the Kitchin with water. 

'iht cbarhy The Cooks of all degrees had every one his place, according to their fundiions and employ- 
ments. This Kitchin maintains every day above a thoufand perfons, accompting thofe belong- 
^ ingto the houfe, and the poor, among whom they diftribute tijrice a day, Pottage, Rice, arid 
Meat; to wit, in the morning at fix, at ten, and, in the after-noon at three. The two mor- 
ning-meals are upon the accompt of who, to that end, lay‘d a foundation of fifty 

Crowns per diem ; and the third is an Alms beftow’d there, by order from the King of Perjia. 
Befides thefe, there are fo many Alms diftributed there upon theacccrapt of private perfons 
that there is not only enough to maintain the poor, but there is much over and above, which is 
fold to thofe who are afliam’d to beg. At the time of thefe meals or diftribntions, they found 
two Timbrels, which, as they fay, were brought from zMedina^ with the Banner of Fatima 
by Scheich Sedredirt. * 

. , Going out of the Kitchin, we entred into a very fair Garden, where we faw the Sepulchres of 
y’U Sulthan Aider, Schach-Tamaty and feveral other Kings of which were in the open air.

4 Kahk. Schich-SedreSn ordered his Sepulchre to be built, after the death of his Father, by an Archi-i 
teS , whom he had brought along with him from Medina , and according to a Model which he 
drew of it himfelf fay Miracle ( for the Ferfians alfirm , that both he and his Father wrought 
many ^ which was, that having commanded the Architedl to flmt his eyes , he ravilh’d him in- 
to an extafic , dnrii^ which , he gave him a fight of the Model , according to which he would 
have that StruRure built „ and according to which it was afterwards done. Schkh-Tumd, ad- 
ding thereto the great Coiirt, and feveralHoufes, augmented it fo as that now it feeras a very 
noble and fpaciousCaftle, whither there comes every day fo great a number of perfons, to 
I^courfe, <Mc VValk, thattherc are few Princes Courts where there are more feen. The foun- 
dations ofifeveral Kings, its vaft Revenues , and the Prefents which are daily made thereto, do 
fo augment the Wealth of it, that fome conceive , its Treafurc amounts to many Millions of 
Gold, andthatjincafeofnecefficy, this might raife and maintain a very powerfull 

Army, and that it would fumilh more ready Money than the King could himfelf. Befides the 
Farms and Dairies which depend on it , it hath within the City of Ardtbil mo hundred Houfes, 
nine publkk Baths,. eight , or Storc-houfes , that great Vault, which is called 
the Kaiferky all the Meydan , with its Vaults and Shops, a hundred other Shops in t\it‘Fafar , 
and the Market-places , where Cartel, Wheat, Salt, and Oyl are fold. ThtCdlSlafnifchia yOt 
Regraters and Huckfters , and thofe who fell Commodities in open Market, having neither 
Shops, nor Stalls, pay certain duties thereto. Itispoflefs’d, about zArdebil, of thirty three 
Towns or ViBageSj and in the Province ofSer^, of five Villages. IntheCity ofTlsnw, ithath 
fixty Houles, and a hundred Shops , and two Villages without the City j feveral Caravanfsras 
and Baths , in the City of Cafmn , as alfo in the Province of Kilan and n/iSiara. The duties 
of iAbfchunod Siefchur, in the Province of Mok^n belong to it , and onemoyety of thofe of 
ChdebatyKerwemthyAnA H^ebteruthy not accounting what the Tartars and Indians , who 
make profcffioii of the Ferfian Religion fend thither , nor the Prefents, which are brought ftom 
all parts, in conftquence of the Vows , which they are wont to make, in great Journeys, in 
their Sicknefs , nay indeedinany bufinefs of Importance, which they very Religioully per- 
form. Befides all tfaefe,there are fo many Gifts, Donations and Legacies made to it, that rfiae 
pafles not a day , but i man Ihall fee going thither Horfes, Aifes, Camels, ^eep, money , and 
other things. All thefe things arc receiv’d by two Perfons , who are oblig’d by an Oath to.bc^ 
faitfafulio chat Cacred place, and they are ulkiJSfeffmtx^han, fromtfic„word.^e/»r,.v?lWcfi 

fij^eS' 
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llgnifiesaVow, and they have an allowance out of the revenue of a fair Village, which is 
Within half a League of the City , called Suhanahath • which was granted by Schieh Ifmael, to 
thatpnrpofe. Thefe Commifiaries are every day in an apartment on the left hand, as a man cowmjjj:'.- 
goes into the Metzid Tx^tUachme , and are fet on both lides of a Cheft or Box , cover’d with ms fir the 
crimfon Velvet , into which they put the Money that is brought them , as they do alfo that 
which arifes by the fale of thofe Horfes , Camels and Affes , which are beftovv’d on the Sepul- ^ 
chre: for the Oxen and Sheep are kill’d , and diftributed among the poor. They give thofe** 
who bring them a fmall Prefent , which is a handful of Annifced j and they are given to un- 
derftand thereby , that their Souls iliall enjoy ferenity and bliffc in the other 
World. 

They alfo give the Pilgrims who come thither to do their Devotions , a Certificate of their 
being there, and of the Prayers they faid there : which ferves not only for a Teftimony of the 
profeffion of their Religion , bdt alfo for a proteftion againft feveral ^fgraces and misfortunes, 
nay, which is more, ior the favingof their Lives. Accordingly, our Interpreter Rafian, ha- 
ving refolv’d to leave us, and fearing what might follow upon the complaint which the Am- 
bafladors Ihould make to the King ofhim , took three authentick Copies of fuch a Certificate , 
whereof two were found among his Cloaths, after his departure, and prefented, at our 
return, bythe AmbaffadorCr»y»i« , tohisHighnefsofi*(^ei», iriwhofe Library, they are 
ftilitobefeen. 

The call thefe Certificates Sijayetmme, and they are given, not only hare, at the 

Sepulchre of Scfefcb , butalfoatdyj/ejc^ier , ax. that oilman Rif a ^ and thefe latter areas 
efficacious, and have the fame authority as the former. Now that it may be underftood how 
Certificates are able to fave the Lives , either of a Malefaftor , or a perfon fallen into difgrace 
at the Court , I fliall here allege an example of it. Not long before the time of our Travels into 
thofe jiarts, it happened, thaiTzirra-Chan ^ who was a perfon of quality, and one fo highly 
in favour with Schich-Seji , that he concluded a Marriage between him and one of the Ladies of 
his Seraglia , coming one day fomewhat late to Dinner , the King ask’d him the reafon of it, and' 
faidtohini,%iling, thatirmuftneedsbethecareflesofhisnew Married Wife, kept him a- 
way fo long. He had the b o'ar.efs to make anfwer , that his Majefty had not mifs’d the mark ^ 
much, that indeed he had been dallying with a Woman, but that it had been with the Wife^^^f^^ 
ciAgafi’Beg^ who was then in the room , and difeharg'd the Office of Sfewrfr^s?, when 

told the ftory. The King was foftarcled at that infolence, that, blufliing, out of vexati- 
on and lhame together , he knew not how to lift up his eyes, to look on either of them ; which 
Tk,e}T4-d)(J« observing, and inferring thence , that he had laid too much, rofe from Table and 
went to his own Houfe. As foon as the King had taken notice of his departure, he call’d 
and faid CO him, Thonhafi feen, Agafi, after Vfhat manner Tzirra, not thinJ^ng it enoagh to 
have dijhonou/d thy Houfe y muji needs makgojientatton of his lewdnefs, and reproach thee with 
thyi^amyy ^dhdfoe the confidence to do it in my pre fence: Gothy ways ^ and bring me his head. 

Jfgafi obey’d , and went his way } but about fome two hours after , the King much wondring 
to find that ^/kgfi was not return’d , fends after him, to know what was become ofhim. The 
King had this account brought him , that Tz.irra and -tigafi had been found , like very good 
friends, making merry, and drinking together. Whereupon, the King not able to forbear 
laughing,mesout, O the poor Cuckold : but immediately after, reflefting on 

their procedure , and imagining , that it was a joy nt defign between them to put the affront up- 
on him, and that they laugh’d at him in their fleeves; he Coasmandtd .tiliculi-Chan , Brother^ 
toR^Bim,Chano£Tauris y Judge of the Province , to go and fetch both thek 

heads. Inthemeantime,.^^ij/»comingtohimfelf,andconfideringthatthcKingneverjeft- 
ed in tWngs of that nature, and that he might well come to repent his neglca in executing his 
Commiluon, took leave ofthe company and withdrew ; butTkirr<a, confident of the King’s 
favour, and prefuming on the familiarity there had been between them , was fo imprudent as 
toftay, as it were expefring the effeSs of his Prince’s indignation, and hid his Head cut off. 

-^atfiy making his advantage of 7«»r-*’s death , went in the mean time to the Sepulchre of I- 
manj^ay whence he brought one of thofe Certificates , wherewith, fome moneths after, he 
prefentedhimfelf before the King ; who, perceiving him coming at a diftance, could not forbear 
laughing, smdfaid to him , I comnendtheefor thy wit, my honefi kind hearted Cuckold , go thy 
wajSy J par^n thee for IxxxarsKxit^ s fdkii come, kifs my foot. Thus did this or Cer- 

tificate , fave oydgafi'Rekis his life , who was afterwards entertaip’d again into the Schach’s fer- 
vke , not indeed in the quality of Steward , but only as a Gentleman faeltmging to his 
. Chamber. ■ . , . 

Tet is it not to be thought, butthat thefe Secretaries, of whom fuch Certificates are bbtaine^ 
areguili^ of frauds and connivances in the difpofal of them> by deliver!!^ them fignedand 
cd , with fedanks to put in the names of fuch as may have occafion for them as my d|&^ by 
the Copy which is in his Highnefs’s Library at Gotterp. Of Schkh-Sef , :his Life aJ^^prades »

Another poor Peafant j who not able to pretend to any thing particular , which might diitinguifii him 
Sjnnt’sSe- frQtjj onher Inhabitants of the place , had alfo his Burial common with them. But Sedredia^ 

fulchte. finding the reputation of his Father’s Sanftity fo well eftablifii’d , that it was become in a man- 
ner Hereditary in his Perfon , would needs have it return backwards to his Grand-father , and 
to that end, caus’d his Rclicks to be uncover’d , and honour’d them with a Sepulchre , at the 
place where it is now to be feen. Some affirm, that in the fame Tomb are kept the bones of 
Seid-Sala^ 3 ndSeidKn^edin, Father and Grandfather of TLetm/; but others would have all 
the honour done to Sciia! alone. And it is poffible they may be all miftaken , it being 

very hard , that, after fo many years , their bones and aflies could be diftinguifli’d from thofe 
offo many others. 

7 l’e Tomh The Tomb it felf flood in the midft of a large Garden , and was built abfolutely round, rais’d 

iej'cnbei. ten fteps from the ground , adorn’d all about with glafs of all forts of colours, which are pre- 
ferv’d by Iron-grates , and had in the midft of its Roof , a great roUnd Tower, built of blew 
and green Stones. Thofe of our retinue, who were defirous to go into it, were forc’d to 
leave their Ihooes and Boots at the door, as alfo their Swords and their Canes. The building 
within was of admirable Afchiteiiure. The Roof, which was Azure Gilt , was joyn’d by bow- 
ing-Pillars, through which the light came in. The floor was cover’d with thc'richeft kind of 
Tapiftry , and the Walls, which were open of all fides , had in them other little Partitions, or 
Vaults , where they taught Children to read and fing the lAkhorm , fo to enable them in 
time to become Haffans , or Guardians of that Holy Sepulchre. We found here and there, up- 
on little feats. Books lying open , in order to the Tinging of their Service , after the fame man* 
ner as we bad feen at the fepulchre of Schich-SeJL The Tomb was about a man’s height , and 
an Ell and a half in breadth , of Joyners work , all the Jundhires being done over with little 
plates of Copper , and all cover’d with a piece of green Velvet. Over the. Tomb hung four 
Lamps , whereof two were of Gold, the other two of Silver , which two T^aire^ts Chihm , or 
fnuffers, were oblig’d to light at the cloze of the Evening , and to keep in all Night. Over a- 
gainft the Tomb, there was a little Chapel, kept for the Sepulchre of feveral other perfons of 
the fame Family of Schich. Sef.

' His Retinue was very well ordered , not exceeding fifty perfons, to whom his own Tem.^ 

^ perate Life ferv’d for an Example. He treated us three feveral times , but was guilty of no ex-* 
cefs, and feem’d.to be very temperate in all things, fave that he took abundance of Tobacco, fuck- 
ing it through a Pipe of Cane which was put into a glafs of Water, according to the ‘Perjim 
mode, and drunk very much , or Coffee ^ to nmderate the infurre^ions of the Cod- 
piece. 

Midichial What IS moft remarkable about is the fources of Medicinal Waters , whereofthere 

Waters, ^ Humber, and £>f feveral forts , whether in order to Health or Divertifement , to which 
the or Governour ^ proffer’d to bring us, and would have done it ^ had not the Ambafla- 
dors indifpofition, who wa? Jhen lick, prevented him. 

What we can fay of them upon the relations of the Terjians, is, that, at the foot of the Moun- 
tain there is a fourcc called over which Sulfak^-Chon, whom we mention’d 

before^kilt a fpacious Vaulted apartment. Its water which is almoft lHke-warm,and as clear as it 
is poluble water can be, makes a very pleafant Bath. . , 

Three Leagues thence, on the right fide of the fame Mountain, there is another fource, the 
ousSour- whereof are fo Sulptoeous and fo corrupt, that they infea all the circumambient' air. 

It is excellent good for the Itch , upon which accompt it is calkd tAhcotutf a word which in 
the Language fignifies that difeafe. / 

Somces tf Qnt of the fame Mountain, but from another part of it, there arife three other Springs of hot 
ht water, or boyling water, called eJHedy Daudau^ and ‘B^ndA»..Ths firfl-rifcs out of a little Hill, be- 
tween two fources of cold water. hath alfo not far from it a eold Spring, the water 

^ whereof is us’d to allay the contrary qualities, by the mixture of their waters, which are brought 
Serpents by feveral Conduits into the pdblick Baths, is admirable for the feveral effeib it , pro- 

difiwer duccs, being fometimes very wholfome, fomctiines of no ufe at all. To know when it may be

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About^ialfa League from the City, upon the right fide of the High-way, there is a Pond, 
or rather a {landing Pool, called Schtfrcoi, which is cover’d all over with great pieces of Salt- 
peter and Salt, as with a crufl of Ice, whither fuch as are troubled with the Itch, go and bath 
themfelves. * 


Having {laid two full moneths at Ardehil, the firft of Jme, came thither a Mekmander named j u 14 e; 
AbAfcult-Seg, with orders from the King for our immediate departure thence , he being charg’d iht mng 
to br ing us within fix weeks to the Court , where he faid the Ambafladors were with much im- 
patience expefted. But being himfelf an antieiit man, and confeguently not fit to be over-ear- 
neft in travelling , he left with us his fon , whofe care it was to condnft us to Ifi^ekAn. Thefe,^^ 
new orders oblig’d N'emefbeg , who had been our MehmanderSxom Scamachie ^ to take leave duSsr^ 
of us. We requited, in-fomemeafure, his civilities towards us, with’^a Prefent of four pair 
of Sables, five Ells of dark grey Cloath , four Ells of green Satin , the like quantity of blew 
Satimof ^enm , and four bottles of Aquavita?. 

did afl that lay in his power to haften our departure, and was fo eameft to iSnd us all 
neceflary convenioices, that he caus’d the Horfes and Camels to be brought to the very Doors of 
our Lodgings , theraore to oblige us to fend away the Baggage. But the AmEaflador Brugmant 
who was refolv’d to have the brafs- pieces, which he had kept till then, brought away along 
withuSj.would needs, in defiance of all perfwafion to the contrary, have carriages made for 
them# Whichtofatisfiehimin, the was forc’d to make nfe of certain Trees, 

which were an Ornament to the City, after many remonftrances , of the impoflibility which 
hfftold us we fliould meet with by the way , t® draw Artillery after us. So that we found out 
felves infenfibly engag’d to make a longer ftay there than we expefted. for, though they us’d 
aU pofiible diligence to make the faid Carriages, yet was our journey put oflFfor eight dayes 
longer. 

At laft, all things being ready, there was fent to the Chan three pair of the beft kind of Sables,’ ^ 
whereof the Perfums make very great account , aftriking-Clock, a Cheft, or Cellar, containing 
twelve bottles of and two pictures, done by our own Painter , reprefenting a Per- 

fonofqualityandaLady, drefe’d after the Frewb m<we. He fent back to the Ambaffadors,’ 
each of them an excellent Horfe , with their Bridles and Saddles , fet out with Silver-plates , 
two pieces of Satin, one red, the other blew, one piece of Gold and Silver Brocado , one piece 
of Cotton-fluff , with flowers of filk, and a piece ofCulhion Canvas, with flowers of gold and 
filver. , vs / 

June 1 0. the t^ebmander brought a hundred and fixty-Horfes, and twelve Camels, well 
for the Baggage, as the fix pieces of Artillery. The next day, we fent away both , and on the ™ ^ 

I a. followed our felves. The Ambaflador ‘Bmgman , who was -yet weak, though recovered 
ofhisFeaver, was carried in a Horfe-Littcr , and went away about five in the morning , at- 
tended by thirty perfons of our Retinue. Moft of the Inhabitants , who had no notice* of our 
departure , and had never feen any Litter before , finding it cover’d with Cloath, and compafs'd 
by men on Horfe-hack , imagin’d we were going to celebrate forae Fefiival in the Country, and 
that the Litter carried the myfteries of our. Religion. The Ambaflador Crujm went away a- 
bout eight , wirfi the reft of the Retinue. KeWele-Chan was gone before to a Garden , with- 
out the City, expefting the Ambafladors, that he might take leave of them, it being not their 
enftom, no more than it is in feme other places, to conduft Strangers at their departure, with ■ 
tbefamcCcremoniesasthey had receiv’d them, withall, it being, according to their perfwafi-# 
on, an incivility, to faring Inch as they had before kindly entertain'd, out of their Lodgings. 
'Accordingly, mex we had travell’d about a League, we met him in the fields, and with him a 
Snkhkn of TabrU^ who being Marlhal in the Perjim Army, had about him a confiderablc num-# 
bee of people, who were all cover’d with Tygres and Lynx’s skfais, and by their countenances 
flifeover’d the quality of tbar Mafter. Tfae Govemour carried the AmhmadiQt Cruftm into the 
Ottakiy orHatsoftheT4rt<or«#«wIhepherds, not much out of the High-way, whither he had 
brou^ aimndance of cold Me«:, Fruits and CJonferves. . 

Haying taken leave of h im, we profecuted our journey, over a high and craggy Mountain, 

^ we came to tfae Village otBufm,. whidt Kes in a bottom, four Le^es from 

'There we over-toofe our Baggageaixiotir Artillery ; but the WHmIs of the Carriages were fo ' 

I^t, that the Ao^af^tdor ‘Brugman was, with much ado, perfwaded, that it were more con- 

venknt to leave the fix greater Pieces there, upon the promife made by the Mehemand^y tbat ' 

he would get an order from the King to the Goyernour of ^rdehily to have them fent ' after 

tmd.to that end, he took the boreand fixe ofthem- We took along with us the two little 

Pieces, weighing each of them 30®# wc^t, and four raarrhefH^ Pieces;

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Villages and Huts, and excellent Meadows, all cover’d with fair Cattel. Having travell’d five 
^'^ 07 * Leagues, or better that day, \ve came at night to a Village called Sengoa^ where we found a 
The Pro- Melik., 01 Receiver general of the 'whole Province of Coded, which begins at that Village, and 
■mnee of reaches as far as the River Mfihfem. His name was 3 dnditr, and he had fucceeded his Father in 
ChalcaL employment , who had been fo much in favour with Schach-Jhas, that with one of 
the Women of his Seraglio , whom he married , he gave him tvvo or. three great Lord- 
fiiips. 

The-cerriep- The 1 4. otu* Way lay ftill over high Mountains, yet in our way, we pafs’d through three 
tiou of the Villages, where our iJHehemandar fail’d not, according to his cuftora, to take up Horles, pre- 
tending they were for us, that' the Gountrey people might be oblig’d to redeem them. Having 
Officers I xtzseS^&^GQ£farfangs, or leagues, weeameintoa very pleafant Valley, where we lodg’d near 
a delightful 1 Spring. And whereas we had feme occauon to ftay there till the next day at noon, 
Thad the leafure to obfCrve the height of the Sun there, and found, that we were at thirty feven 
„ degrees, and twenty minutes of the Line. In this place, we faw green Grafs-Hoppers, which 
pm' were above three Inches in length, and dne and a half in compafs. • 

The I y. prefently after DinW, we fet forward on our journey, and the Ambaflador Brag- 
mm finding himfclf a little more hearty, got on Horf-back with the reft. Before we got to the 
dreadful Mountain which the Perpwr call we came to a bottom, which pre- 

fented it felf to our view like an Abyls- "W e were two hours in getting down to it, and above 
three in getting out of it, though between the points of the Mountains, there feem’d not to be 
half a League dillance. It is a moft dangerous paffage for Travellers, who are oblig’d to come 
in ftrong parties, for fear of falling into the handset Robbers, whodifeover, atadiftance, the 
number of paCfengcrs, and accordingly judge whether they can engage them, or muft let theta 
alone. ; 

yiflinfpm, There runs through the bottom the River Kifiltfein, which falls intp it through Rocks und 
Precipices, with an inconceivable fwiftnefs, and a noife that ftuns the paffe'ngers. The waters 
of it are whitilh • whence it comes that in the Province of Kilan, where it falls into the Cajpim 
Sea, it is, in Tdtfman, called Iff truth. Schach-Tamas built a very fair Bridge over it, of Bricky 
containing nine Arches. The way was planted on both fidcs with wild Almond-Trees, Cy- 
prefs, and Sena- Trees. Having crofs’d the River, we came to the Afcent, which was very 
fieepy, though it went ftill winding till it came to the top of the Mountain, and it was fo hard 
to |et up, that to advance ought, we were many times forc’d to ftep up as if we got up, a pair 
of flairs: having in the mean time on our left hand. Precipices and Abyfles fo dreadfull to 
look on, that the Mule of a ej^afeovian Ambaifador falling down there, was never after 
feen or heard of : infomuch that thinking it not fafe to ride it up, we alighted, and led our 
Horfes. 

By that time we were got to the top of the Mountain it was night, and that fo dark, that we 
loft our way, in the abfence of our z^yllehemandar', who had flay’d behind in fome Villages in 
the bottom. We were gotten into very dangerous wayes, and went ftill a- foot, though the 
trouble we had been at, ( which had put us all into a fweat ) wearinefs, and the cold, wlucit 
beat into our faces, might well have prevail’d with us to make ufe of our Horfes. We were 
three whole hours, ere we overcame the darknefs of the nigiht, and all other imaginable incon- 
veniences i but at laft about midnight, we got to the Village of Keimzje, four Leagues from our 
laft Lodging. We flay’d there all the next day, as well in expeftation of our ^Mehemandar, 
afld to give our Horfes a little reft, as to re&efli our felves, after the precedent day’s wearinefs, 
with the Divertifement, which Wine, our Mufick, and the noife of our Artillery could afford 
SfeNfeh- We intended to give our a Ibarpreprehenfion, and reproach him with his 

tmadatt" negligence j but he foon flopp’d our mouths, telling us, that he could not but acknowledge 
fomplmni, himfelf oblig’d by his charge, to wait on the Ambafladors, and that he Ihould not have neg- 
lefted their lervice ; but that he had not the heart to hear the injurious, and blafphemous ex- 
preflions, which fell every foot from the Ambaffador Bragmart, which yet (hould not hinder 
nim from taking order, that we Ihould be plentifully lupply’d with Provifions j wherein, 
to give him his due, he foiled not, and contributed much to the good Cheer we made that 
day. 

^ The 17. we left Xmf 2:^, after the mid-day’s great heatwas a little over : but our aMebe- 
ftmdar, inft^ofCondufting us along the High- way, made us turn on the right hand, and 
Lodg’d us in a Village, called featedin a bottom, which was, of all fides, encom- 

paft’d with Rocks. Tht Meldz,^ or Receiver of the place, treated us with certain Bafins of 
Jruit, Apricocks and Grapes, which were not fully ripe, and a fackofWine, wherewith we 
made a Collation, wfhich ferv’d us for a Supper : for our Cook, prefuming we (hould have kept 
the High- way, was gone before Us with all the Provifions. 

Jane 18. wegotonHorfe-backaftet Sermon, and Dinner, marching after the rate of a full 
■trot, between two very fteepy Hills, andweeatae tffwut.midmgW^ Ute .Village of KmM, 
.which is two leagues or bett^ out of the High-way, and; fix ftoiaohr laft Lodging, amf we 
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were Lodg’d in feveralhoufes, fcatter’dupanddown, upon three hills. They had taken ^PiA 27 
forthe^mbaffadorsagreatunfurnilh’d houfc, at the entrance of the Village} but finding 
there was ho convenience at all for them , they refus’d to Lodge there 5 and having left two of 
their Guard upon the Avenues of the Village , to give an account of them to the reft of the Reti- 
nue they took up other Lodgings , and we after their example ^ though the Country-people, 
who were ftirpriz’d at our unexpefted arrival, and could not fo foon get their Wives and Daugh- 
ters out of the way , deny’d us entrance , and put us to the neceffity of taking upj Qa_arters by 
fotce half-dead as we were with cold, and fpent with hard travelling. But we were hardly 
laid down , hoping to reft our felves the remainder of that night , when our Trumpet founding 
tohorfe, made! us get out of our Beds, ro fee what the matter ftiould be. Being come to thcijerer/i- 
Trurapetter, he brought us to the Ambaffadors Lodgings, where we underftood that twenty a.m fit uf-i 
of the fame Village, all hors’d, had fet upon, abus’d, and dif-arm’d the Guardwhich'’*^^®-^'”-- 
theAmbafladors had left upon the Avenues of the Village, and that they had kill’d them, 
our Steward , with the <i^»fcovian Interpreter , who, by reafon of his ficknefs , had not ' 
been able to follow us, had not come up to their relief, and made the Hermans draw back, 
fearing there might be others coming after them. There was a Lieutenant with twenty Mus- 
ketierscomniandcd out , to clear the High- ways all about , and all the Retinue were Lodg’d as 
near as could be to the Ambaffadors. 

The 19. we continu’d in the fame place, where we caus’d Tents to be pitch’d. Here our 
Secretary fell fick of a burning Feaver. 

The next day, being the zo. we departed thence about two inthe morning, and march’d all 
the Fore-noon, which was extremely hot, through a vaft Plain , where we faw only barren 
*nd heathy grounds. About noon we came to the little City of Senk ^ , fix Leagues from Ca- ^ ^ 

mdil. The City is not enclos’d with a W all , but is otherwife fufficiently well built. Within senkai, 
half a League ot the City , we receiv’d from the Governour of Stilthanie , who was then in the * 
City, aPrefcntofcertamDilhesof AprxocksandCowcumbers, which were a great refrefli- 
rnent to us, in that exceflive heat and fultrinefs of weather. 

At the extremity of the Suburbs we were met by thirty perfons on Horfe-back , well fflonnf- 
ed , who receiv’d us in the name of the Governour of Sulthank , whofe name was Sevninduc Sul- 
than. Among thefe Gentlemen there was one , who, though he had neither hands nor feet, yet a- • 
made a fhift to guide his horfe , with as much skill as any of the reft. He was fon to one of the maaiMi 
principal Inhabitants of the City , who had been heretofore much in favour with Schach-Abai , neither 
the Grand-father of Schach-Seji , for his Poems, and other excellent Produftions of his Under- 
ftandiagi upon the accompt whereof, he was fo well refpefted at Court } that the King notf^*' 
only granted him the life of his fon , who for fome Grimes had deferv’d death , but would alfo 
continue him in his favour , contrary to the cuftom of the Country , according to which all the 
relations of a Malefadlor, or unfortunate perfon, participate of his difgracc or misfortune. 

The young man had been guilty of ftrange debauches and extravagances , even to the Ravifiiing 
of Maids and Women in their houfes , To' often reiterated , that they became at laft infuppor- 
tablC} fo that the ordered him , to have his hands and feet cut off, and caus’d the 
flumps of his arms and legs to be ihruft into boyling Butter , to flop, the blood. He had 
wooden hands , crooked ar the extremities , wherewith he made a Ihift to hold his 
Bridle. 

TheCity of was heretofore of a conliderable bignefs, and famous for its Trading,’ 

htfottTitmerkne deftroy’dit: but what reduc’d it to the condition it is in now, is the 
who hath taken and plunder’d it feveral times. Yet are there fome very handfome houfes in it , 
and thofe well furnilh’d , in which we were entertain’d with much civility , and our fick people telanej 
extrtoely well accommodated. The Sakhm came to vifit the Ambafiadors immediately after - 
their arrival , and made his excufes that he had not met them } which was upon this fcore, that 
having been wounded in the Ihoulder at the liege oiEmm , and the wound fcing lately open- 
ed , he could not h'ave waited on us in perfon. We fentto him our Phyfidan and Chyrnrgeon , 
whodrefs’dhim j which he look’d on as fo great a kindnefs>, that he thought it not requital e- 
noughtd.fend us a Prefentoffeveral excellent Fruits, but he alfo doubled the ordinary Allow- 
ance of our Provifions. 

All about this City , there are only Barren and, Sandy groundsj which bring forth only Bri^ 
arsofabout the height of a mans hand. ■ 

About half a League from it , there may be feen a branch of the Mountain Tmrits , vyhich A kand^- 
t\ity cd!i\Teyi{trEn}an^er ^ and reaches from North to South, towards KwdeBhaft , where 
may be feen, as they affirm , the Sepulchre of ond’of the raoft antient Prophets, from whom*^**^' • 
the Mountain derives its name". At the foot of this Mountain there is a very pleafant Valley^ 
which is checquer’d up and down with a great number of Villages. 

Jnneit, having ftay’d till the great Heat were over , we left S^a%» after Sufi-fet , taking 
our way, fw Moon- light , through a Plain of fix Leagues , at the end -whereof we onae , with - . , . . 
the Shn-riung , to Subhme, It had been fo calm and cold in the Night , that visr had. hardly 
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theu{eofout.Lirabs, fo that we had much ado to alight. Thisfudden change, from extreme 
cold , t(^ the exceffive heats of the next day , occalion’d the falling fick of fifteen perfons of our 
retinue at the fame time , all of a violent burning Feaver , the fits whereof were very frequent, 
accompany ’d with a benumd’nefs of all the Members ; but that misfortune hindred not but that 
they were fet on horfe-back , and though to avoid the heats of the day , we afterwards travel 'd 
only by night , yet were they fo far from over-maftering their former wearinefs , chat they 
were brought lower and lower. Two of our Guards took occafion to fall out at this place, and 
fought a Duel , wherein one of the two, who was a Scotch- man, named Thomas Craig , was 
run into the Lights , near the Heart, of which Wound he lay long fick, but at lalt was 
Cur’d. ' - 

Astothe City ofS«/fb4»«, it lies at eighty four degrees, five minutes Longitude, and at 
thirty fix degrees , thirty minutes Latitude , in a fpacious Plain , which is not , as Mr. Cart- 
wright writes , encompafs’d of all fides with a great Mountain • but it hath indeed on both 
fides , efpecially on the right hand , the Mountain of Ktidar. It makes a great Ihew at a di- 
ftance , by reafon of fome very fumptuous ftruftures , and a great number of fteeples, and great 
Pillars, which dazle the eye on the out- fide; but within it is in a manner defolate, and when 
a man comes near it , he finds the Walls almofteven with the ground. It was heretofore one of 
ihegreateft, and nobleft Cities of all Per/Za, being above half a League in length, as may be 
yet feen by the marks upon the way oitimnedan , half a League or better from the City , in a 
gate which hath belonging to it, and a Tower , which fome affirm Was heretofore part of the 
City Walls. Sulthan t^ahomt Choddende, having joyn’d to his other Territories fome part 
ciihehdies, as alfo of the zniTurky, built it out of the ruins of the antient City 

ciTigroftocerta, and made it the feat of his Empire, from whom it derives the name ofS«/^ 
thmia : inafinuch as heretofore j the Kings of were not called Scb/*clw, as they are novi^ 
but they affum’d the quality oiSalthan , as the Grand Seigneur does. ChetzA ^ King of . 

Ferfia^ whom Jos. Buerbarus calls Giaajmi , deflroy’d fome part of the City oi Sukhania , upon 
a Rebellion of the Inhabitants , and what he had left , Tamberlane made an end of. We law 
there the ruins of a very fair Caftle , which had ferv’d the Kingfor a Palace , and the City for 
a Cittadel, there being yet ftanding fome part oOts Walls , all built of fquare pieces of frce- 
ftone, and adorn’d with a great number of quadrangular Towers. The nobleft buildings iriir^ 
or Emerat , is the Metx.id or Moft^uey , where is to be feen the Sepulchre of tJMahuvied Chu- 
ddende. It hath three gates, very much higher than thoft of St. eJ^arks at Vemce , and 
arenotofBrafs or Copper, as ’Bizjtrrm relates, but of Steel, poiilh’d, and wrough Da- 
mask-wife. 

Thegrcatefrofthe three gates, which is over againft the oJMeydan^ or Market-place^ 
would not open , as they affirm , even though twenty of the ftrongeft men could be chofen 
fliould endeavour all thew could to thruft it open, ifthey-do not pronounce thefe words, Beask^ 
oAlyBu^scha, thztis,h opened for Aly’sfde ^ and then the Gate turns to and fro upon its 
hindges , with fo much cafe , that, no Child but may open it. The whole roof which grows 
narrower and narrower up towards the top, is built with white and blew ftones, which, infe- 
veral places, have very fair Charafters, and excellent Figures done upon them. One part of 
the frruilure was divided from the other by a brafs Grate or Rail , for the Sepulchre of Maho- 
»iet Chuddende , making a kind of Quire, where we fawfeveral old ti/4rdtck^Boo]is ,, above 
halfan Ell fquare, having Letters as long as a man’s finger, and black and golden Lines alter- 
nately. I made a fluft to get fome of the Leaves, which I ifill very carefully keep in the Prin- 
ce’s Library. It is fome part of the Paraphrafe upon the Mchoran^ which they call Semi Slkji- 
luby or Candle of the Heart j and begins with a Fable , the relation whereof the Reader may 
. haply think worth his reading. He fays then , that God banifli’d the Devils, and had fliut Hea- 
ven Gate upon them , yethadthey frill a defire to know what the Angels did, and what they 
faid ofthegoodor ill fortunes of men, that they might give them notice thereof, by the means 
ofFortune-tellers and Sorcerers. To dive into thefe feaets, they thought she only way was 
to get up on one anotheVs llioulders , tillfuch time as the lafr could put his Ear to Heaven- Gate. 
God^perceiving their temerarious attempt , darted on the head of the foreraofr of them a Star, 
which is called in ArabickSc^iW, which ftriking through all the Devils immediately reduc’d 
them to albes ; But that this judgement hinders not , but that fometimes the Devils make nfe of 
the fame means , to endeavour to dive into the fecrets of Paradice', though they are often pu- 
nilh’dforit. Thence is it, that when the Per^J fee one of thofe Meteors, which to our 
fight appear as Stars , jMid feem to fall down to the earth , they rejoyce thereat, and pronounce 
thefe words,

workmanihip, at the end of the Temple, on that fide where the Meherah or Altar, ftands. 
riiis grate is certainly one of the nobleft things that are to be feen all over Perfta, being made 
of Steel, polilh’d and wrought Damask- wife, the Barrs being about the bignefs of a 
mans arm, and fo neatly wrought that the Junftures are hardly difcernable. Nay fome affirm 
It is all of a piece, and that there were feven, years fpent in the doing of it, at the end whereof 
had it tranfported from the /W»er, together with the Gates of the to the 

place where they are now to be feen. 

There were in the fame Eineiat, twenty brafs Guns and a Mortar-piece, and among the refl-, AmUerf, 
four pieces of Battery, the others Quiverings, all fee upon carriages with four wheels. The 
Moriar-piece was mark’d with a fpread Eagle, above which were thefe two Letters A. and Z. 
and under it an A. The Balls were of Marble. The Tower was built in the form of an Ofto- 
gone, andcompafs’d about with a great Gallery, which had eight little Towers, up to which 
there was an afeent by eight low fteps. Ac the entrance of the Mofquey there was a fquare 
Fountain, into which the water was brought from a .‘'pring rifing out of the Mountain Keder. 

There is alfo belonging to it a very fair Garden, and a Summer-houfe. 

There is in the.fame City another fair Mofquey, founded by Sthach Jfmael, the firft of that 
name. The entrance into it is through a very f^^r and large Gate, over which there is a round 
Tower .* and the firft thing offers it felf to your view is a noble Pyramid, fomewhat decay’d at 
the top, having about it eight fair Pillars of Marble. Then is it chat you come into the Mof- 
^wjitfeif, which is very high and well arched, having a great number of Pillars which 
up- hold the Roof, with pleafant Galleries, and m the mtdft a rich Pulpit. This alfo hath 
a fair Garden belonging to it, in the micift whereof there is a Tower, whofe point ends in a 
‘Pyramid. 

Thefe ftruAures do in fome meafure oblige us to credit what ?anlm JovUu fayes, in the 1 4. Tamber- 
Book of his Hiftory } as alfo what f. ‘T'ercdiw confirms, 'mthtljit oiTaonbcrlane, to wit, thatf™*^^®'^? 
that barbarous Commander, who over-ran all that lay in his way like a Torrent, yet 
prefs’d a certain refpefl: for thofe things, which were, though out of fuperffition, accompted^.^jy,'’ " 
facred. ‘ 

Near this Mofquey there is alfo to be feen another great Gate, of free-ftone, between two 
Pillars, twenty fathom high, which feems to be antique, and had been built at the Ceremonies 
of fome Triumph j but it begins now to decay. 

The City hath about fix thoufand Inhabitants, who wondred very much to hear us relate, 
that fome of thofe who have publillied their Travels into Terjia, would make the World be- 
lieve, thatthecold weather forc’d them in the Winter time to forfake the City, and change 
their Habitations. For, it is fo far from being true, that there are many places in Terfia, where 
tfie cold obliges the Inhabitants to change their Habitations, that, on the contrary, it is an cffe£fc 
ordinarily caus’d there by the Heat. * 

True indeed it is, that there are fome places in that Kingdome, where the cold is very in- 
commodious, by reafon of the fcarcity of firing, as for inftance, nar Eruuit, at a place called 
Deralek^s, as being feated between two Mountains, and efpecially at the Village of Jlrfu. But 
it is not fo great as to oblige the Inhabitants to change their Habitations : for they only quit 
thrir upper Rooms, and retire into Cellars, built very deep under ground, not only to ferve 
them for a place of retirement- in the Winter time, againft the cold, but alfo in Summer, againft 
the heat.. 

Juuezs^ visldt Sulthanie, after we had {laid there three dayes, which were fpent up zTi&ii;eWmm 
down the Country, in getting us freffi Horfes and Camels. Thefick perfons, who by reafon 
of their weaknefs, were nor able to ride on Horfe-back, were difpos’d into fuch Chefts, as 
Women make ufe of when they travel. The call them KetzAwheu, and they are pot 

on Camels backs, like Carriers packs. The Phylician and my felf were fet U|k)n the fame Ca- 
mel, whereby we were put to two great inconveniences, one proceec^’ng from the violent Mo- 
tion caus’d by the going of that great Beall, which at every ilep, gave us a furious jolt j and 
the otherjfrom the infupportable {link of the Camels, whereof there being but one Boy to guide 
eight or ten, they were ty'd one to another, and went all in a file, infomuch that the infeftioos 
itnell of all that went before, came full into our Nofes. 

We departed two hours before Sun-riling, and travell’d that day fix Leagues, through a very 
fertil Country, all arable and pallure Lands, leaving, on the left hand, the little Mountains 
called where the King of 'Per/iia’s heft Race- Horfes and Marcs for breed are kept. 

About noon we took up our Lodging at the Village of Chorumdeh^ which lies on the fide or s 
Uttle River, having fo many Trees and Gardens about it, that it is not without reafon that name • 
is given it, which fignifies, a flace of Pleafure. 

The z 6 . we departed tlience in the night, and travell’d five Leagues or better, over Mountains 
and Valleys. 

The 17. we departed at mid-night, and, having travell’d five Leagues, we were got, by Sun 

C c a rifini 
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* might have the leifvire to fet his affairs in order for our-entrance, our Mcloefnatider carried us to 
a Village where we ftaid above two hours till fuch time as the Daruga came to receive us. This 
entrance was not accompany’d with the fame Ceremonies as we had feen in other places, in re- 
gard the Governour, having not the dignity of Cte, could not exprefs the fame Magnificence.! 
Yet was it handfom enough, in as much as the Darnga came attended by five or fix hundred men, 
horfe and foot. There came alfo to meet us an Indian Prince, accompany ’d by feme Gentle- 
men on horfe-back of his own Countrey, and follow’d by a great- number of Lacqueys and Pa- 
ges. He came ina kind of Chariot, having one other perfon with him in it. The Chariot was 
drawn by two white Oxen, which had very fliort necks, and a bunch between the two fhoul- 
ders, but they were as fwift and manageable as our horfes. The Chariot was cover’d above, 
and lay’d over two Wheels, whichiniteadofan Axletree, turn’d upon a piece of Iron, made 
fo crook’d at the middle, that it b sre the weight of the whole Chariot. The Charioteer fate 
before, and guided the Oxen, fatten’d to a Beam, which was made faff to the Horns, with a 
Cord drawn through their Noitriis. 

Being come within joo. paces of the City, we met with fifteen young Ladies, excellently 
well mounted, very richly clad in Cloath of Gold and Silver, &c. having Neck- laces of great 
Pearls about their necks. Pendants in their ears, and abundance of other Jewels. Their laces 
wc! e to be feen, contrary to the cuftom of honeft Women in Perfia. Accordingly, we foon 
found, as well by their confident carnage, as the accorape given us of them, that they were 
fome of the Em inentCurtezans about the City, who came to entertain us with the Divertife- 
ment of their Mufick. They march’d before us, andfung, to the found of certain Hawboyes, 
and Bag-pipes, that went before them, making a very extravagant kind of Harmony. And 
that we might be fure to fee the City, we were carried quite through it, and Lodg’d on thf 
other fide thereof. 

As we pafs’d through the iMeydan^ we faw feveral perfons playing on Timbrels,, and Haw- 
boyes, who, joyning with the other Mafeians^ accorapany’d us to our Quarters. The peo- 
pie came alfo thither in great numbers, fome ofthein having it putdnto their heads, that there 
were in the KetzatwehaSj fome great Beauties, whom we carried as Prefents to the King : but 
when they faw fick perfons with great beards coming out of them, they hung down their heads, 
and made all the hafte they could away. 

ihejitmti- I this City, contormably to the Calculation of the Perjians and e^rabians, at 8 $. de- 
o» c/Caf-grees Longitude, and at 3d. degrees, 1 s- minutes Latitude. It is one of the principal Cities of 
win. the Province of £rak,, which is the antient Parthia, wherein is comprehended as well Salthania, 
Zf tie ««#/■- as all the other Cities, from this place as far as It was antiently called a/drfacia^ and 
eat Ar- it is feated in a great fandy Plain, having, within half a dayes journey of it. Weft ward, the 
great Mountain of Slveendy which reaches towards the South- weft, as far as "Sagdat or Bdiyloit. 
The City is afarfangy or good German league in coriipafs, but hath neither Walls, nor any 
Htahaheve Garrifon kept in it, by reafon it lies at fo great a diftance from the Frontiers. ’ Yet hath it, with 
100000. jfjgfg difadvantages, above a hundred thoufand Inhabitants, whereof, if there were occafioji 
for them, a good part might be put into Arms. Their Language is the Perfian^ but fomewhac 
different from the common Dialeft, whence it comes that it is not fo intelligible to the other 
’Perjians, being much after the rate that the (yerman Language is to the Hollanders. The hou- 
fes are all ofBrick bak’d in the Sun, accordingto the Per/jijs way, having not any Ornament 
without, but within, they arc very well furmfli’d, as to Vaults, Wainfeoats, Paintings, and other 
Houfliold-ftuff. , 

The Streets are not pav’d, whence it comes, that, upon the leaft wind, the City is fill’d with 
duff. It hath no other water than what is brought by aquedufis from the Mountain of Slmnd, 
intoCeftems, wherein it is preferv’d. No houfe almoft but hath a particular place for the 
keeping of Ice and Snow, for the Summer. VVe were forc’d to get into thefe, to avoid the ex- 
ceflive heat. ' 

Heretofore, the Kings of had their ordinary refidence at this place, at leaft, ever after 

Schach^ Tamos transferr’d the 5 eat of the Empire from TmrU to this City. Some attribute that 
tra.pi&mon to Schach-Jfmaelj though the continual Wars he was engag’d in^ fuffered him not 
to ffay long in any one place. But it is not queftion’d but that he built the noble Palace' which 
ftands near the which hath belonging to it a fair Garden, adorn’d as well without as 

within ,-wkh building, Painting, and fuch other embellifiiments as are in ufe among the 
Perfms. • ' ■ ' ^ . 

lis Palace: ’Hicre Was another Garden oppofite to this Palace, which was above half a league in com- 

*pafs, and had feveral little Sttu£tures within it. This was one of the moft pleafant Gaidens 
that I ever faw, notonlyby reafonof the great number oTali forts of Trees, as Apples, Pears, 
Peaches, Apricocks, Pom^anates, Almonds, imd othpr Fruit-trees, but alfo by reafon 01 
the fair walks of Cyprefe, and the Trees callMTsi^^iW’, which gave Us a very pleafant Pro* 
fpcai^- ' 
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This City hath two great Market-places. . Cartwright names the bi^cr of the two oAmai- t 
dm^ani fays, that, in the T erf an Language , it fignifies a Horfe-mar^t. I could never find , ^37* 
that in any part of Perfa , there was a Market , purpofcly for the buying and felling of Hor! 
fes : whereupon, confidering with my felf that the Terfians , who call, by the general name of 
Mddan, all thofe Markets, where all things are indifferently fold, I imagine, that Author’s 
miftake proceeded hence, that, being ignorant of the htriadzAtmaydan ^ foteXl- 

maidan^ <j/, being the Article, without which the SPerytawi and Arahiaas never pronounce the 
wordA4^>^. The greater of thefe , or Market-places , isfomewhat longer, but 

liotfo broad as that of and hath, on the South-fide , feveral great places , built by 

fome of the Chans and Perfm Lords. The moft magnificent amongft them are thofe of Alla- 
teer^Chan, Govemour of Sehim ; that o? Alimh-Chan , Prefident of Juftice ; thaCofA/fj- 
-komet-Qim, or Governour of iCeattc ; and that of Sehkh- eyichmed-Chan , who was 
greatProvoftinthtreignof Schaeh-Abas, The other Market-place is called Senke-Jldaidan , 
and is towards the Welfpart of the City. In 'both the Market-places, as alfo in the Bazars ^ 
or Shops and Store-houfes , which are in the cover’d ftreets , there may be feen a great number 
of Merchants , and abundance of Commodities., which are to be bought there at a very .reafo- 
nable rate, 

I my felf bought Turquefes there , which they call Firufe, and are found in great quanti- 
tki max Nifahffr , and Ftrmk&t of about the bignefs of a Pea, nay, fome as big asJittle 
Beans , for two (hillings, or two and fix pence at the moft. Rubies and Granates were alfo ve- hes very 
ry cheap there. , 

Jn the Evening, after the (hdps are (hut, there is, on the Eaft-fide , another kind of Commodi- 
tiy expofed to me , to wit, a confiderable number of the Cahbeha , or common Traders , who 
there proftitute thcmfelves to any that will take them up. They all fit in a row , having their 
faces cotfer’d with a Veil , and behind them there ftands a Bawd , whom they call ‘Delal , who 
hath by her a bed , and a quilted coverlet, and holds in her hand a Candle unlighted , which , 
v/hen any Ci'ftonier comes, (he prefently lights, that he may look the Wench in the' face, and or- 
der her tv) follow him , whom he likes beft among them. 

On the Eait-lideot the City hes the Church-yard, where there is to be feen, in a fair Mof-HjgSepm 
quey , the Sepulchre of SchahefadeHojfem, one of the fons of Hojfein, at which the Oaths taken chre ef 
inLaw-futesareadrainiftrcdj a cuftora which is alfo obferved in all other parts oiTerfia, 
the places where there are any vSepuichres of Saints, or thofe of any of their kinred. • Whence 
it comes, that the Tirfans , when they, make fome difficulty of crediting what is faid to them , 
immediately ask , Scahe,Sade Hoffein^ple Mafef t that is, darfi thee affrtn that upn the 
Saints Seftdchre , or ufon the Alchoran ? Befides this eJMof^ttey or Metzdt there are about fif- 
ty more, the chiefeftwhereofistliat which they call Tzytm Metudy where they aflemble on ‘ 
Fridays to fay their prayers. 

There are alfo in the City of Cafmn many Caravmfiras , for the convenience of foreign Mcr- „ ~ 
chants , and a great number of publick Baths. There is one behind the Carden belonging to the 
King’s Palace , which they call Hrnian 'CharA>e. It is now half deftroy’d , and there is a fiory 
told of it , which I conceive pleafant enough to deferve infertion into this Relation. They fay , , , 

that there lived heretofore at a very famous Phyfician, named a black 
him, who had acquired fo great reputation , not only by the Books he had written in Medi-j^Lo^^ 
cine, but alfo by many other excellent produftions of his underftanding, that the Inhabitants man, ' 
have ftill a very great Veneration for his memory. Nay itistobefoundintheir that 

they gave him the furname of PKiyi , when in the 2 . Book, ch. 16 . they fay, Lokman hakimra 
kuftsndi MdsbeskiamHchti? Kuji, es hiedhdin. Herflz^ ifehan ksrdend^ men penis Kerdmst 
Ihat is , that the wife Lokman., being asked one day by what means he had attayn’d fo great Lear- 
ning and Knowledge , he made answer , it was by means of the ignorant and uncivil , for he hpl 
always dam wh %t was contrary to what he had feen them do. This Lokntm having attain'd a great 
agt-, and bemg upon hi&death-bed, fent for his Son , aild t^ him , that he would ’leave him 
an oeflimableTreafufe, andhaving commanded to be broii^t him three Glaffes, full of cer- • 
tain^^fedj^inal waters , he faid they had the vertue to raife up a Dead man to Life , if they 
we^apply'Abefore the body began to corrupt. That, calling upon the Deceas’d the water 
which was in the firft Glafs , the Soul would return into the Body’s that, upon the pouring of 
thofecond , the Body would ftand upfi^t } and that upon the third , the Perfbn would be ab- , 
folijtcly alive , "and inould do all things as before *, that however he had very feldome made ufe 
of tfajs Experiment, out of a fear of committing a fin, by undertaking to intermeddle* with 
that which is referv’d to God alone • and that out of the fame Confideration , he exhorted ffiai 
to be ve^ careful how he ma^ ufe o£k , as being a fecret rather to be admir’d; than'jpwt 
to eKperience, With thefe exhprtatiohsZ<o^hi*« dying, his Son was very mindful .of- the id'*! - 
vice he had'giycn him , and pretending the fame tendernefs of Conscience as hisEadter-^t^ ex*’ 
prefs’d before him, he referv’d the Glaffes till he might have occafif® to make ^ryid them ' 
upon himfelf. Aecxadicglybeing at the point of Death he comsBanW amaa-tte .waited on

1^27 to make ufeofthofeGlaffes^ as his Father had caught him. The man having caus’d his 

”?/ * Matter’s Body to be brought into the Bath we fpoke of before, poured upon it the two firft 
GlalTes, which wrought the effeft, which had promifed they Ihould; infomuch thar 

the Mafier fitting up , and impatient to return to Life , cries out, bris^ bru, that is to fay, four , 
pw ; at which words the fellow was fo frightned , that he let the third Glafs fall down to the 
ground j fo that the unfortunate Lohpuin Sade was forc’d to lye down again , and take the 
Journey which all other Mortals do. The Terjians confidently affirm , that , near this ruinous 
Bath, that Voice af briSy bru, is ttill many times heard. They relate feveral other fiories of this 
Lokinaa , but I fliall forbear any account of them , thinking it enough to have produced one , to 
Jliew the vanity of all the reft. 

Some years fincc , inthe timeofKing a certain man named began to takeup- 

1? ifa .% on him the quality of Schkh, or Prophet , and to broach a new Doftrine, imagining he might 
falfePro-^ in time, acquire the fame credit and authority , as had before rais’d Schich-Seji to fo great repu«; 
fhet. ration. The humour of the , who are extremely addifted to novelty, brought after 

him , in a ftiort time , above thirty thoufand men, who, cajoll’d by the apparent fanftity of this 
new Prophet, were become followers of him. Schach-Jhas ^ fearing this novelty might di- 
fturb the quiet of his Country , fent for making him believe, that he was defirous to be 
inftt lifted in the particulars of his Doftrine •• but when he was come , the King commanded 
him to confirm it by miracles , which Rifa not able to do , he put him to death as an

of the In- we camc into thofe parts. The great who liv’d in the time oi Schach-^bas, left, 

(lunPni/M athis Death, two Sons : The elder, who fucceeaed the Father , foon after died, leaving bo^ 
hind him only that Po//*g* , whom we found at Cafmn ^ who was but very young 

when his Father died. Choram, youngeft Son of that , and Uncle to young 

took his advantage of that Conjunfture , to uTurp the Crown , and accordhigly he was King or 
at the time of our Travels into The cruelty of CW^jmj’s reign , and the mild 

nature and inclinations of Talari , who in the mean time was arriv’d to a confiderable age, drew, 
upon him the affeftions of the People ,. and the hatred of his Uncle. In fo much, that Charam^ 
perceiving that it was the defign of the /«dwBf to bring his Nephew into the Throne, would 
prevent them, by difpatchingPo/^j^i oucoftheway , who having notice of his Uncles wicked 
intentions againft him , retires into Terjut , and puts himfelf under the Schach’s Proteftion. 
AH the time before , his Refidence had been at Ifpabm , where the King allow’d him a penfion 
of I zooo Crowns per 4». but he was oblig’d then to retire to Cafvein, by rcafon of a folemn 
Fmbafly , which the Mo^d fent to the King of Perjta , purpofely to demand him • though that 
during the fpace of three years that the faid Ambalfador had been there, he had not^irevail’d to 
have him delivered up. ' 

TheKingsofTfl^isliveinperpetual jealoufie ofthe/«ii<*»f , with whom they never, have 
any alTured peace , by reafon of the Frontiers of Candahar , which finds Exercife for both fides, 
as thofe of Babykn do on the Turks fide : infomuch that the Per/tam take their advantage of a- 
ny occafion,to foment the difeontents of the Grandees, as they do any other diftraftions tending 
to Civil War. W hence it comes , that they neVer deny their Proteftion to the Indian Princes, 
who are willing to retire into Perjia , to oblige by that means the tl^Iogd to affift them againft: 
the Turkj, , and to continue the Commerce , which the Perfans have with thUndians , from 
which PfjJ/£s derives fo great advantages, that the obftruftion thereof would be an infinite lofs 
to it. There are feveral inftances of thefe Proteftions under Schach-lfmael, and Schach-Tamas. 
Under the reign of the latter it happened , that Selim, who , as ■ eldeft of the Houfe , had fuc- 
ceeded his Father , died foon after , leaving only one Son, very jyoung , named Hfimdjnn. Tz.e- 
laledtn Ekker , younger Brother to the Deceas’d, who. flighting the infancy of his Nephew , 
takes polTeflion of the Scepter , and the more to aflure himfelf tnereof, he had a defign to mur- 
ther the right heir of the Crown. had notice of it , and got to Perfta. Txjeldcdin 

hearing of it , fent to demand him , with this melTage to the King of Perfta , that if he fent him 
not back , he would come and fetch him away with all the forces of his Kingdom. Schach-Ta- 
mas , who was then engag’d in an open War againft the Turks, not thinking it prudence to dif- 
Schach- oblige fo powerful an Enemy, caus’d to be hiddep , and that he might nor make a 

Tamas’s falfeOathi whenhcwastogiveananfwertotheEmbafly of Tz,elaledin , he put him into a 
evajtou. Cage , and caus’d that to be hung in a Tree , while he was to give Audience to the Ambaflador, 
to whom he protefted , that, HumajHnniJiderchdtimen^ is not npn my tands, and 

difmifs’d the Ambaffadmr with that anfwer. But having, afterwards, made a Peace with the 
Turk ., , he fent Hamajm with a powerful Armjr , commanded by Mehedtcdi Sukhan, againft 
Tz^eldedut, who was fo ftartlcd to find himfelf fee upon by fo ftrong an Enemy, that he 
■was forc’d to run away. HHtnajm defirous to requite the fervices. of Jifeh^ettU , beftow’d on 
him Lordfliips and great wealth in the Province of K^nJe , whcffi-Jie fettled himfelf, with the 
confent oiSthoch-Tamas, and where his Poftcrity ftill live in much 'a^it and authority..,.- ' , ■ 

- ' " The 
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^ The AmbafTadors fent fome of the retinue to vifit the Prince who receiv’d thenij fit- , 

tingonacufliionofVelvet, near a Fountain, about the border ofwhofe Bafin there was caft__2Zl 
pieces of Tapiftry, the ground-work Gold and Silver, and he had about him a great number of the Am- 
Servancs and Doraefticks. He took this for fo great a civility and kindnefs from the Ambafl’a- iaffadon 
dors, that he thought it not enough to exprefs how fenfible he was thereof in words, but would '*'*■* 
needs treat thofe that had been fent to him with a Collation of Wine and Fruits, and told them,'^'**^?'“‘^* 
that beingnot in a condition to entertain them, as hewilh’d, out of his own Eftate, he vvas 
forc’d to borrow of theKings favours to make them that treatment.The Ambaffadors intended to 
havegivenhim aperfonal vilitj’but the Pe?yi«wwoiild by no means permit it, alleging it was 
againlt the cuftom of the Country; where Ambaffadors are not permitted to make any Vifits 
before they have had audience oi the Kii^. 

thefD^r^^^invitedtheAmbaf&dOrstoaDivertifement, which he had appointed to JULY 
be made on purpofe for them, It was to be feen in the great z^Iaidaw, or Market-place, where Govern 
he had caufedTents to be pitch’d, tokeepofftheheatofthe Sun, and fome part of it to 
fprinkled with water, to avoid the inconvenience of the duft. Having difpos’d the people into a 
ring all about the place, and feated the Ambaffadors on high feats, there came in, firft, cmainDiverufe^ 
perfohs*who Were excellent at Vaulting aud fhewi'ng feats of Adlivity. After them came in three me»p. ’ ^ 
pairof Wraftlers, looft naked, having nothing cover’d about them, but what nature would 
have to be fo. Only two among them had Leathern drawers on, done over with Oyl, who dif- 
cover’d a miraculous adivity and ftrength of Body. After thefe had (hewn all could be exped?'^ 
ed from perfons of their quality, there were brought in two Rams, which run very furiouily 
one at the other as alfo tvvo Birds, fomewhat bigger than Parrots, which fought with great 
animofity. After thefe, there came in, with the noife of Timbrels, eight Wolves of extraor- 
gnary bignefs, fatten’d to long Ropes, whichthey let out five or fix times one after another 
among the people, but drew them back ere they did any hurt. And at laft came in a man cover’d 
with a thicK Mattrefs, who went boldly to one of the W olves, took him up by the Body, and 
carried him away. 

The Prince Tolagi would have given us the Divertifetnent of his Elephant, which he fent for 
to be brought thither j but he being then at Grafs, it was fo long ere they coxild bring him, 
that the' Ambaffadors, whowerealready weary ofaDivertifement, which had lafted but too 
long, aud found themfelves prejudic’d by the heat, went home to their Quarters. Some dayes 
afterwards, vve had a fight of that Elephant, at the Prince’s Lodgings, and we were not a little 
attonilh’d at his monftrous bulk, which exceeded the height of any two men, as being indeed 
without comparifon much bigger than any of thofe we afterwards faw where there 

was a great number of them. His leggs were bigger than any man about the watte, and his 
ears came down along his head, halfan ell in length, or better. He could do many tricks, and 
was govern’d by a little Boy, who by touching him in the fore-head with a little pole-axe, ve- 
ry (harp at the point, guided him, and made him lye down and rife up as he pleas’d. Whence j„trrtirBf 
may be correfled the Errour of the antients, who were oi opinion, that the Elephant could not the Amt-, 
lye down, as having no joynts in his Legs, and that that natural defedi was the occafion of his «««, 
taking, when coming to reft himfelfagainft Trees half fawn afunder, his weight forc’d them 
down, and that falling with them, he was not able to rife again. Thofe, who have written of 
the affairs of the Indies, have given an accompt of the mamier how they are taken, and there- 
fore we (hall forbear troubling the Reader with it here. 

The City of Cnfmn hath, towards the South-South-weft, the.Mountain of Blmnd, which 
is a branch of Mount Taurus, and the mofl<onfiderabIeMountain of any in Perjia, for its vaft tai» of ‘ 
and noble quarries, out of which white Marble is gotten, whereof there is fuch abundance, that Elwend, 
there is enough to fupply the whole Kingdome. The Perfims relate a pleafant ftory of a thing, 
which, were it true, would be very remarkable ; but admitting it is not, we (hall neverthelefs 
infert it here, as we have it from them, upon occafion of this Mountain. , 

They fay then, that, heretofore, a certain King of Perjk named Suhak,Mara», who was j fUafafsn 
-much pleas’d in taking journeys up and down, would needs once find out fome means to have/o*/. 
made in the open fields, fome Jamhas, which is a kind of baked pafte, uf'ed by the ‘Perftans in- 
fteadofHapkins. The Devil, defirous to' make his advantage of this irregular defire of the 
Kings, preientedhimfelftohiminthe (hapeof a man, made him an Oven, which a Camel 
might cafily carry, and defir’d of him no other reward, than that he might kifs the King’s 
(houlder. There was no difficulty made togrant him a thing of fo little confequence ; but the 
Devil, inftead of kiffing the king’s (houlder, apply’d his teeth thereto, takes away a piece of 
it, and imtnediately vaniflies. -Outof the wound, there came two Serpents, which were per- 
PKually biting at the head and ears of that miferable Prince, to get out his brains and , though 
they were often cut off, yet there immed lately ftarced up others in their room. The Devil, wao 
had done aU the mifehief,- having difguis’d himfelf like a orPhyfician, wentimd made 
proffer offaisfervicc at the Court, and preferib’d a remedy, which wras as bad, if nat worfe, 
than the evil it felf. ' He (aid, that fince thofe Serpents were fodefirous to feed, JSk: brains of 
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a man, and that, as it fliouW feetn, it was their only fuftenance, the heft courfe were, every 
*°P/* day to kill jvvo men, and to feed them with their brains. One of the chiefeft Grandees about 
the Court, moved with compaffion, to fee daily fo much innocent Blood fpilt, and coniidermg, 
that by the means of lb many raurthers, the number of the King’s Subjects would be infinitely 
diminifli’d, ordered that there fiiould be two men brought to the Stake, as they were wont be- 
fore, but that only one Ihould be kill’d, and that with the mans brains, thofe of a Sheep, then 
alfo new kill’d, (liould be mixt, and. that that Ihould be the allowance of the Serpents. Which" 
proje^i took fo fuccefsfuUy, that the faid Lord perceiving, that the Serpents were not fenfible^ 
thereof, he, at laft, caus’d the two men to be convey’d out of the way, and made ufe only of 
jlieeps brain. Among thofe who had moll contributed to the nonrilhment of thefe Bealts, a 
Black-Smith, named Churdek., was one, by which means almoft all his Children had been upon 
thataccomptdeftroy'd ; fothat, offeventyfix Sons, that he had had, only two were left. 
Growing defperate upon fo great a lofs, he reprefented to the other Inhabitants of the City, 
that it vws impolfible for them to endure that Tyranny long ; that there was no likelyhood 
nature Ihould have brought them all into the world, to be facrifiz’d to the appetite of one par- 
ticular man • that it were better to rid themfelves of the Tyrant, and in regard the State could 
not be without a Governour, that it was his advice, they Ihould bring in Kechefrovn ben'Fridm^ 
who had been put out by and was then Living, in the Deferts of the Mountain of El- 

wend. This CounleU was approv’d by the people, who defirous to have it put in Execution by 
thep'erfon who had- given it, entrufted the Black-Smith with the management of that great en- 
terprize, who, having fatten’d his Leathern apron to an Iron hook, led on the rett of the Male- 
contents and feiz’d the Perfon of Suh^ They went afterwards to the Mountain of Elwendy 
where they found Kechofroxv among the wild Beafts, and reftor’d him to his'Th'rone, The fii;J.f 
requeft that Kechfrow made to the people was, that S«k^might not be put to death ; which 
was granted, but they carried him to the Mountain of which reaches from that of 

Slve^d, towards Teferw/, where they made him go into a Cave, and hung him np by the feet. 
They fay, he is there Living to this day, and that the place of his punifliment is known by a 
fulphureous ftink that comes out of it. Whereto they add, that when a ftone is caft into the 
Cave there comes out a voicCj which fayes 'Txiramifenimer/if that is. Why doji thou fiin^ 
fiontsat me ? They fay alfo, that Kechofrow fo regulated his’expences, during the whole time 
of his Reign, that he gather’d vaftTreafures together, and that he put it up in the Mountain 
"BJeru in the Province of Ktkn, hiding it fo fafely ,by the means of a Thelefmat or 
till there happen a Conjunfture of the fame Stars, itwillneyer be dikqver’d. They fay the 
place is known, but that when any come near it, there arife certain winds, which not only 
blow out the lights, but alfo overturn the men who bring them. 

But the truth of all this ftory, is, that there are many Sulphureous Mines in thofe Moun-' 
tains, and that thewrinds, which reign there, are very natural, and ordinary, as well there as 
in feveral other Provinces of ferfia 5 as we had obferv’d before at Jrdebil. Nor is it unlikely 
that there may be a myftical fenle of this relation, and that the TerfmaSy who are much addift- 
cd to teach their Morality under Fables, would, by this fabulous Hiftory, condemn thofe Prin- 
ces, who, to fatisfie their irregular paffions, are apt to hear flatterers, who being ever guilty 
of wicked intentions, never give any good advice, and, to prevent the inconveniences arifing 
thereby, apply reraedies that aremuch more dangerous than the evil it felf, and luch as not 
only are dettru^veto the people, but alfo putting them into defpair, animate them into rebel- 
lion againft their Princes, who are, by that means, brought to great misfortunes. 
iheAm- 1 3.we left Ca/ww i the Tick perfons and the Baggage were fent away in the evening, 

blffadm the Ambaffadors follow’d the fame night. The next day, the 1 4. having travell’d through a 
Plain of three Leagues, weeametothe Village of .MTWre; whereof all the Houfes were co- 
ver’d like Vaults, fo that looking on it at a diftance, the whole Village feem’d to confift of fo 
many Ovens. The Ambaffador CVwjw;, the principal perfon of the Embafiy, began, at this 
place, to complain of fome indifpofition : infomuch that, not being able any longer to ride on 
Horffrback, he was for fome dayes following carried in a Litter. Our Mimfter was grown fo 
weak, that, not able to endure the jolting of the Horfe, he alighted ever and anon, and lay up- 
on the ground, thinking by that means to get fome eafe. Monlieur Mmdeljlo was the only per- 
fon, vvho had no touch of any ficknefs all along our Travels, vvhence it came, that he had the 
more convenience of obferving all the particulars thereof } which he hath done with fo much 
fcxaftncfs, that his Notes nnight make a confiderable Volume; 

We traveU’d that night feven Leagues, and were got the next day, being the 1 f- very betimes 
in the morning, to a fair Village, txmtk Arafeng. We found there, in a Garden which was 
feated on the right fide of aToitent, good ftore of Pomegranates and Almonds, which were a 
great refrefliment to us. In the evening, we profecuted our travels, and got fix Leagues further, 
over a very fmooch Mountain, and Lodg’d the 16. in the morning, at a Cttramnfera, named 
Chtskerii. It was all built of Free- ftone, and had feveral Vaults and Cambers ,difpos’d all about 
a fpacious Court, in the midft whereof there was a Well, corhpafs’dby an Iron-rail. Pjpon 
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ihe Walls of feveral Rooms , were to be; feen thenanaes and deVifes of feveral perfons of raoft t 
N atio*s , who, it feems, had been defirous to leave there behind them fome marks of their paf- ^ ” 37 * 
fage that way. We departed thence about four in the afternoon , and travell’d, that night, nine 
leagues. 

The 1 7, we ame betimes in the morning, in fight of Saba , but in regard the Sun was not 
yet up, we made ahaltatfomediftance from the City, to give them time to come out and 
receive us. 

TktTerJians put this City at 8y degrees Longitude , and Latitude ; but I found it at 24 - 
degrees, jd minutes. It is feated in a Ipacious Plain , within fight of the Mountain of Slmnde, thaef' 
which may be difeover'd thence , by reafon of its height , which reaches in a manner to the Saba^ 
Clouds. The ruins of the City of 3 ?^a are under the fame parallel with that of from 
which it is a good days journey diftant, towards the Baft. The ground thereabouts is of a ted- 
difii colour, and brings forth neither grafs nor fruit. 

The caufe of that barrennefs they attribute to the Malediftion , which was pronounc’d again/! 
it, upon the account of Ota^rSW, who was one of the principal Military Commanders, in 
thetiraeof/i/b^e*». This Onwr, whohad,atfirfl:,profefs’d friendlhip to Hojfein ^ prov’d the 
only perfon who would ferveje/i'd^^r againft him; upon this fcore, that Hojfein, being 
ofthc blood of and having acquir’d a great reputation of Sanfticy , iwt one Cap- 

tain of tMedina would take up Arms againll him , but only this Omar , who engag’d in a wai? 
againft him, uponpromife, that there fliould be beftow’d on him the City of with the 

Territories belonging thereto, which, long before, he had been very defirous of. But the death of 
Hopin, who vvas kill’d in that War , brought upon the Countrey , the Curfe, 
which, according to their faying, is ftill vifible there, in the colour and barrennefs of 
the ground. 

The City of is of no great bignefs , though it be numbred among thofe, which make ,, 
a fair ftiew on the out-fide , by feafon of its Towers , and other pablick ilruftures. The Walls 
of it are but of earth , and its houfes in a manner all deftroy’d : but it hath, in requital, verys^ba- 
fair Gardens , and rare and excellent Fruits , efpecially Pomegranates, and Almonds. Near the 
City, at the foot of the Mountain , there grows abundance of Cotton and Rice , which are the 
greateft Commodities they have to Trade in. We ftay’d there only that one day , and depar . 
ted thence in the cveoing , travelling the night following fix Leagues or better , fo that, the 1 8. 
by Sun-rifing, we were got to a Caravanfera, called Schach Fer<d>ath, The heat was fo exceffive 
that day , that though we wete all m our Drawers , yet could we not poffibly avoid the incon- . 
veniences thereof. . ' 

We ordered our Tents to be pitch’d abroad , fo to have the advantage of the cooliiefs , and 
the wind, which came from the ad joyniftg Mountain; but, about noon, the Sun fo heated the ^ 
Winditfelf, that the hot blafts which come out of an Oven could not be hotter- infomuth ' 
that we were forc’d to retire into the Caravanfera , where the heat was fomewhat jnore mode- 
rate. Nay, the ground it fclf, which, in thofe parts, is only Sand and Heath , was fo hot , ‘that 
a man could not go five or fix fteps , without burning his feet. About this time, both the Am- 
baffadors were very fick : but their indifpofition giving them alternately a little eafe , the 
weaker of the two made ufe of the Litter , and the other rode on Horfe-back. 

The ip. we travell’d five Leagues , and got in the morning before the City of Kom. Tfiirbimj'i,/ 
‘Darnga receiv’d us within five or fix hundred paces of the City , accompany’d by fifty Centk-*^^^ . 
men on Horfe-back, and certain Tumblers , among whom there were fome , who Went upon 
Stilts before the Ambaflador ®»-K^?na»,whofe chance it was that day to be alone on Horfe-bac^ 
andfliew’dathoufandtricksofaftivity, all the way to the Ambafladors Lodgings. As wS 
pafs’d through the Market-place , we found a great number of Timbrels, Hawboyes and Fifis’, 
whidh made a kind of Mufick after tJieir way , and their Inhabitants had water’d the ftreets , 
which being not pav’d no more than thofe of Cafwin and feveral other Cities of Terfia^ the duft 
had otherwife troubled and annoy’d us very much- 

The Terfims place this City at 8y degrees, 40 minutes Longitude , and at 34 degrees, 4 j nu- 
nuts Latitude ; but after I had made a more exaftobfervation thereof, I found on the ao. of**®**-, 
y-w^ipredfely at noon, that the Sun was 74 degrees, 8 minutes above the Horizon, and that 
the Declination , taken upon the fame Meridian , was 1 8 degrees, 3 j minutes j fo that the ele» 
vation of the jppie, could be but 34 degrees 1 7 minutes. _ 

The City of very antient. Ttolomy caHs it (fmiana , and heretofore it was of a 
extent , as may bellen by the ruins of its W alls , and other buildings , which are a great way mf4<h}4'' 
without Its prefmeompafs. ' 

It lies in a Plain , on the right hand of the Mountain of Elmni , which is difeover’d at a 
diftancebythewhitenefrofitsSand, ahdby the extraordinary height of its poifitst 
Mountain, therenfes, from two feveral Springs, a little River , Mmch making-bt^^fe^ Cha- 
nel at the entrance of the City , runs through fome part of it , and is one of thc'^^fei^fenyeni- 
ences belonging thereto ; but about three years before our Travek W$ty River : 

D d ' ' * oyer- 
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o /er-floWingby reafon of the Snow, which the precedent heat of the Spring had melted, broke 
down and carried away above a thoufand Houfes. 

There are in the Gardens, whereof there IS a great number , as well within as withont the 
City , all forts of excellent fruits 5 among others , a kind of Melons, which they call Scmma- 
jne, much about the bignefs of an Orenge. There are upon therind fpots of feveral colours, 
and they have an admirable fcent : but they, are more lulhious in tafte than the other Melons , 
which in fweetnefs exceed all thofe 1 ever cat any where elfe. 

There are alfo feme of thefe Melons at , where, by reafon of their fcent, they com- 
monly carry them in their hands ; bur they told us , that they were brought from the Village 
oitiAUerH^ where there grows abundance of them. The learned , Prufeffor of the O- 
j'iental Languages in the Univerficy of Leyden , gives a large account of them in his zAmbick. 
Lexicon , pag. 1 305;. There is alfo in the fame place a kind of Cowciimbers of extraordinary' 
largenefs , being above two foot long , and as thick as a mans Arm, which they call Chmchiar 
that is, crooked Cowcumbers , as having the form of a bended Arm. 

Thefe the pickle with Vinegar , without any Salt , but the tafie of them is not very 

pleafant , efpecially to thofe that are not accuftomed thereto. The ground about thefe parts is 
very fit for Tillage, and produces all forts of Grain , as alfo Cotton in abundance : but the 
principal Trading of the Inhabitants confifts in earthen Pots , and Sword-blades. Thofe blades 
which are made in this City are accounted the heft in the whole Country , and are fold fome- 
times at twenty Crowns a piece. The Steel, of which they are made , comes from the City of 
JSItrii , within four days journey of where there are found in the Mountain of Detm- 
very rich Mines of Iron and Steel. The Pots alfo made in the City - of jKcw, are very 
much efteem’d , efpecially the Steans, or great Pitchars 5 as well by reafon of the excellency of 
the workmanfliip, as-for this reafon, that it is conceiv’d, they will keep water frefli arid fweet , ' 
even in the greateft heats of Summer. 

The Inhabitants of this City are fomewhatlight-finger’d,.. and apt to find any thing lies in 
their way. Wehad hardly alighted , but our Piftols were taken away, and what was not 
lock’d up immediately vanilh’d. In this City fomc of our people began to be troubled with 
bloody fluxes, occafion’d by their excefiive eating ofMelons and other forts of fruits, and drink- 
ing water after fruit, and in the greateft heats. 

July^i. welefcjfom, an hour after Sun-fet, andtraveil’d that mght five Leagues. The 
next, the zz. We ftay’din a great Village, called Kafinabath, where all the Houfes of 
one whole ftreet were built fo as that they made altogether but one continued Vault , or kind 
ofCIoifter. 


The 23. we got feven Leagues, to the Village of Sen fen , where we found abundance of Pro- 
vifions and fruits, which the tJMehemander had appointed to be brought thither from Katfchm, 
a place five Leagues diftant thence. In this Village died one of our Interpreters for the Perjim 
Language, whofe name was Hewasby birthae^/w/cowe, but had been Circum- 

cifed ; upon which fcore, we left the body to thofe of his owp Religion, to be buried after their 


manner. 

The 23. in the evening we departed thence , and the night following , we loft a Mtifcovim 
fervant, who dy’d of the bloody Flux by the way. We kept the Body to have it buried at 
Coniito with that of another Servant, who died two hours after the former. 

We got thither the 24. but fo betimes in the morning, -that we were forc’d to ftay above two 
hours, before the Daruga could come to meet us , in order to our reception. He was accompa- 
ny’d by fifty Gentlemen on Horf back , and had appointed to be led feveral excellent Horfes co- 
ver’d with Lynxes skins , nor was the ordinary Mufick of the Countrey , wanting. At the en- 
trance of the City , he Ihew’dus two Indian Oxen , very black , and of great height and bulk, 
which had Bells about their necks , and Plumes ofFeathers in their heads , and at their Crup- 
aSeDanl- This had fome time been a Foot-man to , when being very young, 

*^key were forc’d to hide him from his Grand-father Schack-zAbhae j and Schack- Sef having no 
money to Jive upon , fold the Foot- man for fifteen Tamains , which amount to I'evcnty five 
.French Piftols. But coming afterwards to the Crown, he caus’d him immediately to be 
redeem’d , tmd , with the quality of Snlthan , beftov?’d on him the Government of 
Katfehm, - 

The put this City of Katfchan at 84 degrees, longitude, 'and at .thirty four diftant 

ttkjima- from the Line. After an exaftObfervation of three days, I found that it is diftant from it 
!Schaa thirtji three degrees and 51 nuBuiss, tfiat is, nine minutes lefs. The City is of a great length, 
its'^fgnefs reaching from Eaft to Weft , abovchalf a League. Its Walls and Baftions are ofakind 

' of Potters clay, and it lies in a great Plain j., the ground of vvhich is good enpugh for Tillage, 

and there may be difeovef’d frpmit , on tl^ right hand Mount Tmrta , <whic}i the ^erfms call 
Slmnd- As you come to the City , you pa 5 dirji^^ a place appointed for stilting and run- 
ning .at the Ring , which hath on both hides fevetal Piuars , * high Pole Ion 

fiiootingat the wooden Parrat. On the left hand ofCarocre;, yon leave 

' ' ' . Kinfs 
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King's Garden, wberein there is one Summer-houfe, Banding in the midft of it, and another 
near it upon the High-way. We were told that the former hath a thoufand Doors belonging to _ 
it, comprehending in that number the Windows, through which they pafs into the Galleries^®*# 
and Balconies. It is to be obferv’d withal!, that there is no Door but hath its Counter-door, in®"** ^ 
regard the Wall being above two foot thick, there is a Door on each fide of it: fo that the^°^* 
number is not fo great, as it feems to be at firft. In this Houfc, the King is Lodg’d, when he * 
comes to Katfchoft. 

The City, is no doubt, one of the raoft populous and mofl eminent for Trading of any in 
Ter fa, and the befb Built of any we were yet come to, whether in regard of its private Houfes, 
or its Palaces and Caremjanf era's ; but the Mafar and Maidm, and the other pnblick ftruftures, 
which have all their Store-houfes, Galleries, and Rooms for the Merchants, as well fuch as 
live within the Kingdom, as Foreiners, are the nobleft I met with in all my Travells into thofe 
parts. There is, in this City, at all times, a great number of forein Merchants, and above 
aU, Indians, who are affigned there a particular place for their Habitation and Trafiick ; as 
are alfo all the other Merchants. Tradefmen , efpecially fuch as make Silk-ftufFs , and 
Weavers of Gold and Silver Brocadoes , work in open places, where all the World may 
fee them. 

The Valleys are very fruitfull in Wheat, Wine and Fruits, which grow in fuch abundance 
there, that I find no difficulty to acknowledge, what Carmright fayes of thefe p^ts, to wit, 
that the pooreft, and mofl; indigent of the Inhabitants, have not only what is requifitc. for their 
fubfiftence, but alfo fomewhat of delicacy, and that what they mofl: ftand in need of is frcih 
water. For there is not any to be had without digging very deep into the Earth, and what 
ihere Was fo got we thought very diftaftfull to the Palat, and fo corrupt, that had there nor 
been an extraordinary neceffity, we Ihould have been much troubled to fwallow it. I muft with- 
al! confefe, that I could not obferve that excellent order and commendable policy, which Can- 
might fayes he had feen there in the Inftitution of Y outh, nor that they are more carefull there 
chan in other places, to accuftom it timely to pains-taking, fo to avoid idlenefs, and the incon.. 
veniences confequent thereto. True it is, that the great number of Children, which are ordi* 
narily to be found therein Families, which by reafon of Polygamy are very numerous, obliges 
the Parents to be the more carefull for their fubfiftence j but the Perfans, for the moft part are 
fo little inclin’d to pains-taking, that, commonly, you (hall either fee them walking in the 
^^ddan, or difeourfing in the Shops, while they leave moft of their work to be done by their 
(laves. Which happens hence, that being th'emfelves very temperate, and content with little, 
and on the other fide, Provifions being very cheap, they conceive they ought not to take 
much pains for what is faperfiuous, and thofe things whereof there is no great neceffity. 

So that there are even in thefe parts idle Perfons, and Beggers, as well as in other places. 

What the fame Ctrnvngwt fayes concerning the Scorpions, and other venemous Creatures, 
is very true. For of theft, there are, shmx. Katfchan, more than at any other place of Terfa,^“*^**^^^i 
and fuch as are fo dangerous, that they have occafion’d that Malediftion, uikrdt-Kafchan be 
deilet fenet : may the Scarf ion of Kafchan finch thee by the hand. We found fome of them in 
our Lodging, as black as cole, about the length and compafs of aman’s finger, and we were 
told, that thefe were the moft dangerous of any fort of them. 

THiey are fomewhat like our Crabs or Creviffes, fave that their Bodies are fliorter, they go 
fafter, and they have their tails alwayesftickSng up. Whence it comes that the Inhabitants ne-^ 
ver lay their Mattreffes, or Beds, upon the ground, as they do in other places ; but they fet 
tnem upon a kind of Trevets, or Frames, which they call TzMfay. They affirm alfo, that 
theft Beafts have a certain refpeSc for ftrangers, and that to prevent their ftinging, they are on- 
ly to pronounce theft w/ords, itMenk^ibem, laraaftranger. But for my part, lam of opi- 
nion, that ftrangers, who ftand more in fear of them than the Inhabitants, are only the more 
oblig’dtothemftlvesfor the Care they have of their ownftfetyj though I never could hear, 

' that thofe who are ftung by them dye of it. For they have a preftnt and eafie remedy againft 
this kind of poifon, by applying a piece of Copper to the place affeRed } for which Cure they dnmSy 
ordinarily make ufe of that Money, wbiebthey call and thence it comes, that they attfogamf 

fome ot italwayes about them 5 and having len that piece, for the fpacc of 24. hours upon^**’?’^ 
the part ftung,, they take it off, and put on the Wound a Plaifter made of Honey and Vi- 
neger. 

It was my mirfi^une to be the only man of all our retinue that had occafion to make triall^’^^*^ 
how venemous this Creature is. For lying down upon my Bed at Scamachie, in our rctum^^^,^ * 
item. Iff ahan, a Scorpion ftung me in the throat, where it made immediately a fwellmg a^ut 
the Imgth of my finger, yvhitS was attended with infupportable pain. As good fomune w.i^id " 
have it, our Phyfician, who lay in the fame Chamber, immediately apply’d thereto the Dyl of 
.Sceffpion, ,^ve me (bme Treacle, and put me into a fweat ; which deliver’d me ftom'ihe great- 
eft oi my pains at the end of three hoofs, but I had ftill fqme pain for the two following, 
but by aud it Vfas as if I had been prick’d with a Needle : ' nay indeedfor many, years

* much about the Sun’s entrance into Scorpio, 

Another There is alfo in thefe parts another fort of infeft of a making' much like a Spider, about two 
venemotts inches in compafs, and mark’d with feveral fpots. This infeft is commonly found lodg’d in ilo- 
ittjiB,. ny places, under a kind of Herb, whichthe call Tremtie, and the Turks, jMchfchan^ 

which is like ’Worm-' wood, <xc Jhfynthmn, but the leaves are much larger, and the fmell much 
fironger. ThePeryZwJcallthisinkftfwi^irf^i and it is that animal which, in Latin, is called 
Stellto, and a kind of infe^l, which the Italians and Spaniards call Tarantola. This Creature, 
inftead of flinging orbiting, lets fall its venom like a drop of water, which immediately caufes 
^jj{S,f.infufferable pain in the part where it fattens, and fuddenly making its way to the Scomack, 
fends up Vapours into the Head, and thefe put all the Members of the fick party into fuch a 
profound fleep, that it is impoffible to awake him, fave by" this only remedy, which is, to 
crulh one of thefe Creatures upon the wound ; out of which all the venom is by that means 
drawn out. 

Botif there cannot any of the fame Creature be found; there is another remedy may be 
ufed. The fick perfon is laid upon his back, that he may fwallow down as much Milk as may 
be. Then he is put upon a thing made like a bier, which, by cords fatten’d to the four corners, 
is hung up to a beam, and having turn’d the bier about, till the cords are all twitted, they let it 
go of a fudden, that the cords coming to untwift by a violent Motion, may make his head turn, 
and force out of his ftomack all the Milk he had fwallow'd. It comes frpm him all Greeniih, as 
' is alfo the cruds which come forth at his yard, but with great violence and extreme pain. This 

remedy does in fomemeafure Cure the fick perfon ; yet lo as that it hinders not, but that, at 
certain times, efpecially at the fame feafon of the year, he mutt expeft to feel much pain* 
This Creature is to be found only in the Country, fo that thofe who live in Cities fear it not, 
sheep eat there being none there, unlefs they are, through negligence, brought in the ftubble, wherewith 
tkje in- they cover their Houfcs. Biit what’s m oft to be admir’d in this animal, is, that the Sheep feek

ces are above two hundred Leagues diftant, and immediately vanilh’d. The Miller Married! the 
Cali’s Daughter, but died foon after, and was buried without the City, at a place where now 
there are feveral banks of Sand , which the ftory fayes , were brought thither by the 
, Wind, fince the Millar’s Death ; left the Friends and Kinred of Omar Ihould take him up to be 
Haffan burnt, zJMoHa Haffan Kafchi, who hath left this ftory in Writing, hath made a Proverb of 
Kafchi an which, with feveral other foiritual adages, he^iath inferred into the.

That Night we travell’d fix Leagues”' 
chan. am} came the next morning to Caravanfera, called ChotM Kaffm : but in regard k was very 
narrow, and withall very natty, we lodg’d our felves in a Garden ndt far from k, in the fliade 
of abundance of Cyprefs Trees and Pomegranate-Trees, upon the fide of a pleafant Rivulet, 
which, making a gentle murmuring noife, contributed much to the repofe, which, after the 
precedent night’s 'Travel,^ was but neceifary to us. In the Evening, we continu’d our Journey, 
and travell’d that night fix-Leagufes or better, through Deferts and Barren* grounds, and came, 

^ the 28. about four in the morning, to a little City, called by the Inhabitants of .the Country 
and by Contarim, in his Travels, j^thas: We took up our lodging in a Caravanfera, 

. within the City, which is handfome enough, furnifh’d with feveral Springs of frefli water, and 
well ftor’d with all forts of Fruits. As you come into the City, you leave on the right hand' 
two very high and picked Mountains, one whereof hath onthett^i^-it'sa.^cat Tower, buik 
by Sehach oAbas, in memory of the advantage, which onO.of his FalcOm had in that, 
i - over 
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over an Eagle, which, he fet upon , overcame, and kill’d, after a very fliarp engagement. 

of our Retinue being either Tick er overcome with wearinefs , only Monlieur had the ,, 

curiofity to get up the faid Mountain with his two fervancs, and to take a view of that firofture. 

■He found it Built of Brick, and that towards the foundation it was in an Odlogonal form, being 
about eight paces Diameter ; bat that as it went higher and higher, it by degrees loft that form 
and bignefs , and that above, near the top , it had fo many windows, that the light came in of 
all fides. The greateft Miracle of all is , how they could carry fo many materials up to fo high 
a place , to get to which, that Gentleman had fpent above three hours , and at leaft as much to 
get down again, with great pains and hazard. 

The 25. we got four Leagues further , paffing over a great Mountain, and lodg’d in a Cara- Comirm 
vanfera , called ‘Domhi , whither fonie of the Inhabitants of Ifpahan came to vifit ns, as they faid/'^'" 
from the Chancellor. There came thither alfo certain Dutch Merchants, cloath’d in Ferjtan ha- 
bits } 'but they made nodifcovery of themfelves. 

The night Between the laft oSfttly and the firft of , we travell’d four leagues furtherj AUG. 

and came the next day to a Village called Kaki We were lodg’d in the houfe of the 
JCmcha , or Judge of the place, where we continu’d all that day, and the night fol- 
lowing. 

tsAugufi 2. wc departed thence two hours before day , the Moon (hining bright , and got 
but two leagues further , to one of the Kings houfes , where we took up our quarters in a very 
fair Garden, which was our laft nights Lodging in our paflage to the City of Jjpahm. For, 
very betimes the next morning being the third of horfeswere fent us, to make our . 

entrance into the Metropolis of the Kingdom. Within a quarter of a League of the^City , we 
found one of the principal Officers of the Court , named Ifachan-beg, in the head of zee horfe, 
and fome paces thence , tviio great Lords, mmtASefar^^-begy2LnA-Ehas-bsg, who 

condoflied the Ambafladors to their Lodgings. The dull, which the horle , and the people who 
came to meet us , had rais’d, was fo thick, that we were got to the Gates, before we ima- 
gin’d we could have feen the City. Not only the ftreets and windows were full-of people, who 
out of curiofity were come to fee our entrance into the City , but alfo the tops of the houfes 
were covered with them. 

We were conduiled through feveral ftreets , through the Maulan , and before the Kings Pa- A\ e 
lace , to that part of the Suburbs which is called TxjiUfa , where we were lodg’d in the Quar- among tk 
ter of the chiefeft of the tyirmenian Merchants , who are Chnjitans^ and have their habitations Armem- 
there. We had hardly alighted, ere there were brought us from the King’s Kitchin the 
nary Prefents of Provi lions, for our welcome thither. They laid upon the floor of the Am- 
bafladors Room a fine filk Cloath , on which were fet one and thirty Djlhes of Silver, fill’d 
withfevcral forts ofCon.'''*Tves, dry and liquid, and raw fruits , as Melons, Citrons, Quinces, 

Pears, and fome others, not known in Europe. Some time after , that Cloath was taken away, 
that another might be laid in Ihe room of it ; and upon this was fet Rice of all forts of colours, 
and all forts of Meat, boyl’d and roafted , to wit. Mutton, tame Fowl, Filb, Eggs, and Pyes,^ in • 
above fifty Dilhes of the fame metal , befides the .Sallet-diflies , great Porrengers, and other- 
lefler Veflels. Prefently after Dinner , the Commiflary or Fa£lor for the Dutch Coxacosxce. , 
whofe name was Nicholas Jacobs Overfchle , who was afterwards Governour of Zetlan , for by tki 
the £41?-/ Company , came to vifit the Ambafladors , who being then looking upon theDu^h 
unlading of the Baggage ( though that fliould have been the employment of their Steward or*'"”'*: 
fome other Officer ) would have wav’d the vifit upon that pretence. But the Dutchman would 
not be put off his vifit , wherein he ingeiiaoully acknowledg’d , that he had received Ordep 
from his Superiours to oppofe our Negotiation ; but that nevcrthelefs , as to, what corcern’d 
the" Ambafladors themfelves, he IhouW do them all the civilities they could expeft from 
Mm. He feem’d defiious to drink , and we had the Complyance to give him his load ere he 
went away. 

The joy we conceiv’d at our having , at laft, arriv’d to a place, where we hoped to put a 
►period CO our Negoiiation , was foon difturbed by a moft unhappy accident , ^d the Divertife- tk " 
raents intoided us, were within a few days after oar coming thither j changed into a bloudy Indian 
Conteftation with the Indians , occafion’d by the infoknee of one of the Domefticks belonging 
to the zJA'Iogjil's Arabaflador , who was Lodg’d not far from our Quarters , with a Retinue of 
three hundred perforts , moft of them Vsbeqm. One of their Domefticks ftanding by , and,'”'-' 
looking on onr people unloading and potting up the Baggage , our Mehemandtrs fervant , na- . 
med Widichan , faid to him jelling , that it would fpeak more good nature in him , to come and - 
help them , than ro ftand as he did with his Arms a- crofs 5 whereto the other making anfwer 
fome what too ftiappilbly , ^ he conceiv’d, the ^Perjan ftrnck him over the pate with his 
The incens’d at the affiwt i rantoforaeofhis Camerades, who vvere lying hwd-by 
under the fliade of a Tree , ar^ made his complaints to them of the injury“4hediM re- 
ceiv’d upon which they all got up , and fell upon Weihehm , whore they wounded ^ ^ n^ad 
withfbnes. , ' • - 

Oui • 
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1 6'’ 7, Donaefticks perceiving this tumult , brought our Steward notice of it , who taking along 

___£/* with him five or fix Soldiers, andforae others of our fervants , charg’d the Indtms ( whole 
number was augmented to near thirty ) fo home , that they mortally wounded one , and por- 
fu’d the reft to their Quarters but what moft troubled the /Wwwf, was, that, in this engage- 
ment, they had loft a Sword and a Poniard, whereto a little Purfe was Men’d, in which 
there was fome fmall money , which our People brought home as a fign of their Viftory. The 
lndnfihans , at that time , thought it enough to threaten how highly they ftiould refen r that af- 
front , and that they Ihould take occafion to revenge their Camerade. Nor indeed were they 
unmindful of their threats; forthe Ambafladors having refolv’d to change their Lodgings, by 
reafon of the great inconvenience it was to them , that their Domefticks were fcatter’d up and 
•down the Suburbs , and quarter’d at a great diftance from them , and having appointed the fe- 
venth of for their removal , the took their advantage of that occafion, to be 

fatisfy’d for the affront they imagin’d they had received. 

We had fent before a Lacquey belonging to our Steward , and fome of our Seamen with part 
of the Baggage , to be, by them, conduced to the Lodgings we had taken up , which were 
within the City , a quarter of a League or better diftant from the former. Certain Indians 
who were lying under Tents to keep their Mafter’s Horfcs, which were then feeding between 
the City and Suburbs , knew him , as having feen him in the former engagement , fet upon 
him, and, thoughhegallantly defended himfelf with his Sword and Piftoi, at laft kill’d him 
with their Arrows 5 which done , they cut offhis head , tofs’d it up and down in the Air , and 
bound his body to his Horfe-tayl ; which drap’d it to a certain place, where the Dogs devour’d 
it. The news brought us of this Murther was enough to afliare us, that the Indajihans would 
not think that revenge enough , but that they were refolv’d to fet upon us with all their forces. 
Whereupon the Ambafladors lent out Orders , that all of their Retinue Ihould ftand upon their 
Guard, and come with all expedition to their Lodgings. But, before this Order could be put 
in Execution , the Indians had already poflefs’d themfelves of all the Avenues Of their Quarters , 
which they had in a manner block’d up : in fo much that none could get in , without running 
the hazard of being kill’d. However, reflefting on the imminent and inevitable danger it was to 
lie fcatter’d up and down in fevcral quarters, rooft of the Domefticks thought it their fafcft 
courfe , chough with fome danger , to make their way to the Houfe where the Ambafladors 
were , which was in the corner of a narrow ftreet. Moft of them efcap’d the fury of the Indi- 
ans^ but fome were mortally wounded , and I my felf came very near it , fori was no fooner 
got within the door , but an Arrow came grazing through my hair , andwasfliot into one of 
the Pofts. All their Arrows were made of Canes , having a fliarp and cutting piece of Iron at 
the end , and fo light , that the Icaft ftrcngth fent them away with incredible fwiftnefs , and 
they pierc’d where they lighted , as dangeroully as a Bullet from a Fire-lock. Which is the 
more to be obferv'd , in oppofition to that paflageof jQjanm Cnrtiw , where he fayes in the 
eighth book of his Hiftory , Bimm cubitorum fmt fagitta ( Indil ) quas emittmt major e nifa 
quam effetia ■, quippe telmn , cujas in lewtate vis emms efi ^ inhMli pondere onerapur. But be- 
iides thefc Arms , they had alfo Muskets, and Arquebufes, according to the Perfian way, which 
are of a very fmall bore, wherewith they fliot very exaftly. 

Our Lieutenants did all that could be expefied from perfons of courage and conduft, fetting 
their Soldiers in Order at the Door of the Ambafladors Lodgings , and*caufing fcveral Volleys 
of Musket-fliot to be difeharg’d at the Indians. But the Indians made their advantage of a Wall, 
whichferv’d them for a Parapet; and they had made feveral holes in it, that they might fliooc 
with lefs danger to themfelves , and more annoyance to us. On the contrary, our people, in- 
ftead of following their example ( whom fome would have accounted Barhartans , but who 
will not be found fuch^ and making their advantage of the Chefts,.and the Baggage, which 
were in the ftreet-, had no other Parapet, than their own Breafts , which were expos’d to all 
their Volleys. Orie of oiu: Canoneers , as he was going to level a fmall Piece at the Indians' 

■ was kill’d. • 

Sergeant Morrhoy , a Scotchman , feeing the Canoneer Fall at his feet , took up his Musket^ 
and fet himfelf in a pofture of revenging his Camerades death. He was fo fortunate as to kill 
five or fiy Indians , but at laft an Arrow takes him juft in the breaft , which, not at all troubled 
at , he pluck’d it out , and, having charg’d his Musket once more, kill’d another man, and then 
fell down dead upon the place. 

The Jlrmenians living thereabouts , who were Spectators of this engagement , could help 
us no otherwife than i?||fh their tears , whereby they exprefs’d th£ affliction it was to- them to 
fee the death of fo many poor Chriftians. At laft , the number of the Indians increafing ftill , 
the Muskets play’d fo fall,, t^t the Ambafladors were forc’d to command their people to come 
into the houfe , and , remaining in the, Court , to keep the Indians from getting into the houfe. 
B-it they making their advantage of our retreat, fell upon the Baggage, and ranhek’d it, and, 
not content with that , they forc’d their way jntp the next houfe to us, and becaufe the Mafter 
of it would have kept them from coming in , , they cut off one of his hands, and afterwards kill’d' 

Mm. 
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him. By which means getting up to the top of it, they could look into our Court, and fo forc’d j 
Our people to abandon it. Some of ours got up to the top of our houfe, and making their ad- _ 
vantage pf the Parapet, no InAim appear’d but they (hot at him, and no fliot but did execution. 
lA. whojhad an excellent faculty in the handling of Fire-arms', kill’d the Leader of Indian 

the party with a Piftpl-lliot. His death made them allfury, infomuch that they got out 
of the place where they were, with a defign to force our Gates •• which refolution of theirs ob- 
lig’d the Ambafladors to think of fome retreat, and to break down the Walls of the adjoyning 
houfes, where the ArmenimSj who lived in them, joyfully receiv’d us, and brought us Lad- 
ders to get down into a fair Garden. W’e all got down into it, but the pleafaninefs of the 
place, took us no more than a delicious Difli of Meat would do a Malefactor, that were going 
to his execution, in regard we expeCted death there every moment. 

While we were thus out of all hope of efcape, one of the Marihals of the Court came to us ik-Ring 
from the King, to bring us news of a Peace. He was come fome time before, with the fame 
orders, but the heat of the engagement had hindred us, as well as the Indmns from hearing 
what meflage he brought : for, the Inhabitants of Ispahan, perceiving the noife increafed, and*^**^' 
fearing a greater diforder, which might be of dangerous confequence among a people who had 
never feen any thing of that nature, the King fern thither a hundred Souldiers well arm’d, in 
the Head of a good number of the Inhabitants, but as foon as the perceiv’d that Body 
coming towards them, they difpers’d them felves. We were told, that the King hearing of 
the Murther, which was the Prologue to all this Tragedy, and withall that the hdiah Amba 0 a- 
dor had Conniv’d thereat, had Commanded his Head to be brought him 5 but that the Chan- 
cellor had moderated that fally of his PalTi on, by reprefencing to him, that both the Ambafla- 
dors were vScrangers, and his Guefts, and that it belong’d to their Matters, and not to him, to 
puijjfli them. . , 

This peace brought us alfo the liberty to go into the .Streets, where we found our Chefts 
broke open, and all the Baggage plunder’d, unlefs jc were certain Sawcidges, Neats-Tongues, 
and Gammons of Bacon, which the Indians, as being Mahametanes, had thrown by. Our lofs 
upon this occafio.n amounted to above four thoufand-Growns. The Kingdemanded a particular 
of it, and would have defray’d us ; but that kindnefs of his had not its effeft, for reafons but - 
too well known to all the the Retinue. 

In the fore- faid engagement, which 'Iafted above four hours, we loft five men, and had ten 
wounded. The Indians ^ according to the Informations we receiv’d from the Terjians, loft 
therein about four and twenty men, and had many mote hurt ; but the Indian Arabaflador had, 
fome few dayes after, orders fent him to be gone. This was the moft unhappy accident we met jmbaffa- 
with in all our Travells ; for, after we had efcap’d all the dangers, which we might well have dor dif- 
fallen into by the way, and the injuries might have been done us by the moft Cruel and Barba- 
tons people, through whofe Territories we pafs’d, this fad accident happen’d to us in the 
chief City of the Kingdome, where we thought to find reft after all the hardfliips we had en- 
dured. 

As to this Indian Ambafiador, he was a Myrfa, or Indian Prince, and had been fent to the 
Court of ‘JPerjia, by Choramfcha, King of the Indies, whom they call the Great Mogul, and nof^ 
as he is commonly called, Mogor. He had a very noble Retinue, and was ordinarily carried in 
a Litter, according to the making, more fit to lye down in, than to fit, which was car- 
ried by feveral Slaves, it being hang’d at a great Iron-barr made crooked in the middle. The 
, King of T'er/di, who knew 011 what occafion he was fent AmbaflTador to him, madehitK|hiy 
three whole years, before he gave him audience, ordering him in the mean time to be 
cently treated, infomuch that fome few dayes before our arrival, the King had fent him, befii^s 
many before, a Prefent of three thoufand Tumains, whichamounttofiftythoufand Crowns j 
the ArabalTador hirafelf, it feerns, defraying the expence of his Houfe- keeping. 

The Ambaflfador, on the othe other fide, demean’d hirafelf fuitably to this magnificence • 
for he (pent the three firft dayes after his audience in beftowing the Prefents he had brought 
along with him. Thofe he made the firft day, were in the name of the Creat^ Mogul 
■ffiade thefecoad, in the name of the Prince his Son ; what he’did, the third, was upon his own 
accompt. ; We were credibly inform’d, that the Prefents made by him attnounted to above a ^ 
hundred thbufand Crowns. Hisbufinefswas, to intreat the King f^^Perjk, to put into his®^ eccafi^^ 
hznds the Jl^ifaToh^i, Prince of the,Blood, aHdF^ephewtothe. 44 fl^»I, who had been forc’d 
to retire into Per^ to faveftis Life, which he was in danger to lofe, as he had done his King- . 
doitfe. The King CMtis’d himfelf, and generoufly made anfwer, that it were a breach of the 
■ Lavvs of Hofpitality, to deliver-up a Princ«, who, out of an afliirance of his friendfibip, had, , 
taken refuge in his Kingdome j that he was oblig’d in honour to treat him as a F^rfcnd,- 
and a Gueft , and to give^Mm-'C^ertainment as long as he ibould think fit to ttay in hifv 
Countrey.' - ■' ' ' , 

This was^all the Anfwer the AmbafTador could get, in relation to the Embafly j f«rt|l*f:he gen^ant^ 
might be affur’d, theyhadno great kindnefs for hiinfelf in particular, fecree orders vsrt fent .

T - to Hafiff- Chan Govcrnour df Herath, which is the moft confiderablc of any place towards the 
°07^ Frontiers of the that he llionld flop, in their paifage, four or five hundred Horfes, which 
the Ambaifador had bought, and feiu away by fmall parties, that, at his coming, he might 
find them ready upon the Frontiers : for the Indian Horfes are fmall and ilHhap’d, whence it 
comes, that the Indians are fo deftrous to have fome of the Ptrjian breed. The AmbalTador 
florm’d, alleg’d his quality, and urg’d it as an affront done his Matter in his perfon, and, that 
the King of Perfsa, who knew he had bought them, and had permitted him to do fo, was, no 
doubt, willing he (hould take them along with him. But Haffm-Chan made anfwer, that he 
was King in his own Province, that if he did ought prejudicial to the King's fervice, his Life 
fliould anfwer for it, and that he would not fuffer any Horfes to go out of the Country, it being 
to be fear’d they might afterwards be brought to ferve in the Warrs againfl: his Majetty, to 
whom he was to give a ftri^l accompt of ail his aifions. So that the AmbalTador was toxc’d to 
leave the Horfes behind him, and to fell them at fuch rates as the Perfians would give him for 
them. As for the in general, they are good Natur’d, Civil, Friendly, and their Con- 
verfaiion not unplcafant, provided they be not injur’d j but fo apt to refent any thing of aflront, 
that they are never fatisfy’d without their Blood, by whom they are offended. We know it 
oiherwife than by hear-fay. 

The next day after this unhappy engagement, to wit, the 8. of ulngnB, we chang’d our 
Lodgings, and, to prevent any diforder that might happen, efpecially upon the accompt of the 
Indians , the King caus’d prohibitions to be made, that not only any of the Ambafladots Reti- 
nue, butalfo, of the other nay even the Merchants of that Nation, whereof there are 
above twelve thoufand in llfahan^ fhould, upon pain of Death, be feen in the flreets, till we 
were gotten within the City. And that we might be the more fecure, wefound attending near 
©ur Lodgings, fome of the Guard, who went along with us to our ne w Quarters, which we 
were permitted to fortifieat the weakeft places, againft any attempt might be made by the In~ 
dianSj who might eafily and with advantage have aflaulted us in our Qjjarters, by reafon it was 
of a vaft extent, they having openly threatned to do it. 
iJieAm- The Strufturecdmprehended four great Courts, through two whereof there ran a Rivulet 
iaffaiors twenty five foot in breadth, planted on both fides with that delightfull Tree called Txinrtar 
change which made two very pleafant walks. The fame Rivulet ran through fome of the Halls anJ 
Galleries, and went under ground, under the main part of the Lodging; which was delign’d 
. for the appartment of the Ambaffadors. There was in the midft of it, and below, a fpacious 
HaH, built eight fquare, with a fair Fountain, and at every fide of the Oftagone a Door, which 
led into feveral Chambers. The firft Story had the fame appartments, but this over and above, 
that the Windowsferv’d for Doors, fome whereof led into Galleries and Balconies that look’d 
into the Garden, lome towards the Hall ; fo that a man might, out of any Chamber, fte 
what was done in the Hall. In the midft of the Hall, there was a Fountain, the Bafin whereof 
was of Freeftone. 

During our aboad at I^ahan, we were fupply’d with all things upon the King’s accompt, be-’ 
^leS/ng ing allow’d, every day, fixteen Sheep, a hundred of all forts of tame Fowl, two hundred 
trms them E^s, and a hundred "Batmans of W ine, with Fruit and fpice in fuch abundance, that we might 
Jtill. (jjyg made very good Cheer, had it not been for their ill management thereof, who had the 
di^ofalofthem, and who fquander’d away the Provifions, not only by Connivence, but alfo 
by exprefs order of one of the Ambafl'adors, I mean him of Hojnhormgh, who fent them to 
th€^^nematts, and, many times, to common proftitutes. Whence it came, that fome times 
our people made but one meal a day, nay fome dayes, the fervants and others had no cloath 
laid at all. 


jlitg. I o. the AmbalTadors fent fome of the Retinue to eAkxis SavinmitSy Ambaffador from' 
theDukeofe.J*/«/Mi 3 », to treat with him concerning their common affairs; and in regard the 
Perfians were not well pleas’d to fee us in our own Qioatbs, we put our felves into the Mafeo- 
theygt irt- <vian falhion, as coming fomewhat nearer their mode. About this rime, dyed fome of our peo- 
pie, who had been Wounded, in the Engagement with the InSan^, and, among others, one 
^ of our Guard, who had been hurt in the knee, with a poifoned Arrow. Our Harbinger died alio 

the fame day, but it was of a Blooay-fiox, which took him after he had been fufficiently ihaken 
by a Ttrtiem Ague, and difpatch’d him in a few dayes. VVe buried them both in the Church-' 
yard of the jitmentans, in that part of the Suburbs, which is. called TtalfaP 

the 1 6 . the Ambaffadors had their firft audience of the King, who fent them word^’ 
theWjkfi that they fliotild alfo have the honour to dine with him, and to that end, fent them forty gal3 
‘audience. Jant Horfes out of his own Stables, the Saddles and Harneffes whereof were adorn’d with great 
plates ofGold. , - p 

TfePfe- The Ambgffadors made ufe only of two, and alfo ordered the Gentlemen and the principal 

fintsmaie Officers to ride on Horfe-back, but the reft went a-£oot, in the following order. 

march’d three men at Horfe-back, two whereof were in compleat arms, hayibg 
mm. Flowtrs 
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Flowers, and Other Workraanfliip of Gold. The third was arm’d only as a Horfe-rcian, with 
Back, Breaft, and Pot, yet all very rich. 

After him march’d forty Perfons , having every one a Cafe of Piftols , the beft that 
could be had in the Low Countries , with their Holfters , the laps whereof were Em- 



broider’d. 

Next, four men, carrying two rich Cymitars, the flieaths whereof were of yellow Amber, 
garnilh’d w ith Gold, in very rich Cafes. 

Next, two men, with Walking ftaves-, done about with Amber, which the ^erjkns e- 
fteemaljoveGold, in very rich Cafes. 

Four men, carrying fo many great Candlefticks of Amber. 

Two others, carrying a Cabinet of white and yellow Amber. 

Four others, carrying a Cabinet of Ebony , garnifh’d with Silver , having within it, in Gol- 
den Boxes , feveral Druggs, Effences and Magifteries , and the coverings thereof befet with fine 
ftones , which fignify’d what Magiftery there was in every Box. 

And whereas it is the cuftom of the Country, that Ambaffadors are oblig’d to make {oTat'H^eAmhif- 
Prefcnts from themfelves, and upon their own accompt, the Ambafl'ador Cr«/w fent in an Ar- 
qucbufs, theftock whereof Was of Ebony, which cock’d it felf by letting down the Cock; 
veffelofkockQiryftal, done about with Gold , and befet with Rubies aqdTurquefes- a Ca- 
binet of Amber, and a fmall ftriking Clock. The Ambaflador Bmgmm prefenced the King 
with a gilt brafs Candleftick , that had thirty branches, having a ftriking Watch within the bo- 
dy of it; a pair of gilt Piftols, in very rich Holfters ; a very fair Hour-gl^fs; a Watch in a 
Topazecafc; a Bracelet of Diamonds and Rubies 5 and, a Writing, whereby were prefen- 
ted the two pieces of Canon, which we had left at Ardebd. 

• Every one had his place affign’d him , to the end that all things might b? prefented to the Pgj.jp 
King with the obfervance of fome Order ; but the Perfutns never obferve it in any Ceremony : am o^- 
infomuch, that they were no fooner got into the ftreet, but they were all in diforder, inijimewo 
march’d with fuch eonfufion, that the Ambaffadors Retinue could not make the Proceilion they 
expefted. . 

Firft, there fliould have march’d three Serge ants with Halberds, in the Head of fifteen Mtlske- 
tiers. After them the Mafhal, or Steward, alone, in the Head of the Gentlemen, who march’d 
three a breaft. Then, three Trumpeters , with filver Trumpets , and after them march’d the 
Guards^ four a-breaft , immediately before the Ambaffadors , who had on both fides eight 
Halberteers , and behind them the two Interpreters. The eight Pages follow’d, on horle-back, 
in very rich Liveries , and after them the reft of our people , marching three a-breaft, and eight 
deep. - . ' 

The Ambaffadors being come in this order, attended by a great number of and 

Gentlemen on Horfe-back, whom the King had fent to them , through the zJMatdas ^ 
to the Gates of the Palace-Royal , they were there received by Jefad Senhmt , who is as it ^ 
were the Introduftor , or Mailer of the Ceremonies. He commanded thofe who carried the Pre- ulncftk 
fents to make way for the Ambaffadors , whom he conduced into a Hall, where the Divmbeki^ 
or Judges, are wont to meet , for the Adminiftration of Juftice, and intreated them to reft'^ow. 
themfelves , till he had acquaintedthe King with their arrival. About half an hour after , fe- 
veral great Lords came to give the Ambaffadors notice, that the King expefted them. We 
were brought through a fpacious Court , which was of greater length than breadth , and in 
which there was on Wh fides, about fix paces diftancc from one Wall, another lower Wall , 

)uilt clofe to a row ofTz.imar-Ttces ^ and all along that lower Wall , flood the Musketiers * 
ind the other Guards, in a file on both fides. 

The Guards were diftinguifli’d from the Musketiers , by the Coiffure they wore about their 
leads ,, which was pointed , and fet out with plumes of Feathers , of feveral Coloursv They 
tali this kind ofCourts or Walks, Cheyma, and they afford a very, delightful pfofp^. At 
the end of this Court, there was a.great Hall, havinglightcominginofall fides, which was 
the place de.fign’d for our audience. It is called as. bung the- place, where the2?>/E?f? 

Kirg adiuinifters Juftice in Pctfon i there being a great ^fference between the Guftora of Per(ia,f^ 
and that otj^ujcovy ; where the Great Duke ham a partSuIar Hall , wherein he gives audience ' . 
to Ambaffadors whereas the King of Ter/i*' does it in thofe places where he accidentally is, 
either about oAerbufinefs, or for his Divertifemeht. Near the faid Hall, and under thofe 
Trees, betwco! ihf two Walls, there were to be feen fifty excellent Horfes , with their cover- 
ii^-CIoaths of BrOcadoj or Embroideftlwith Gold and Silver, and among thofe Tome zA*, 

Horfes, ready to be back’d , with their Saddles and Harnefs, cover'd all over^siAiith; 
plates of Gold , and befet ysfith abundance of prefious ftoijes. All the Horfes ftood in^bi 
Air, faftu)i’dbyoneof4hp;||ndtefeettoaftakeftruck»nthe^ound, and they w^ -

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Tilts Hall was rais’d three fteps from the ground, and was eight fathom broad, and twelve 
in length. There was at the entrance into it a Partition, Mktzruilcove, with Curtains drawn 
before it, of red Cotton, which were taken np and let down with filk firings. When tliey were 
drawn up, they refted upon the Chapters of certain, wooden Pillars, made Cylinder- wife, Em- 
bcllilh’d with Branch-work, Painted, and Gilt, as were alfo the Walls. On the left hand, as 
you came in, there were fome pieces of Painting, done in and reprefenting certain Hi- 

fiories. The floor was cover'd all over with Tapifiry, whereof the ground-work was of Gold 
and Silver, and in the midft of the Hall, there was a Fountain, and in the Bafin of it abundance 
of Flowers, Qtrons,’Orenges, Apples, and other Fruits, which fwom upon the water. A- 
boiit the fides of the Bafin, there were a great number of Gold and Silver Flaggons, and Bot- 
tles, which either had Garlands or Flowers about them, or pofies in their Mouths. 

The King fate upon the ground, having a fatin Cufliion under him, behind the Fountain, 
with his back to the Wall. He was about fevcn and twenty years of Age, handforae Bodied, 
having a gracefull Afpeft, and of a clear and fmooth CompleKion, foraewhat Hawk-Nos’d, as 
mofi of the 'Terjims are, and he had a little black Hair upon the upper lip. There was nothing 
extraordinary in his Habit, fave that his Cloaths were of Brocadoe, and that, at his Coiffure, 
there was a Plume of Heron- Feathers , fatten’d with a bracelet of Diamonds. He had alfo upon 
h\s KurS, that is, a kind of Coat without Sleeves, which the Ter/i/swr wear upon their Gar- 
ments, two Sable Skins hanging at the Neck : but for ought we faw afterwards, other Terfum 
Lords wore the like. The Cymitar he had by his fide glitter’d with Gold and Precious Scones j 
and behind him, up 6 n the ground, there lay a Bow and Arrows. 

On his right hand there fiood twenty Pages, who were, mofi of them, as we were told, 
the fons of 03 «ins, and Sidthatis, Governours of Provinces, among whom there were fome 
Bumchs. • • 


They were all very handfome, as to their Perfons, but it feems, they had made choice of the 
handfomeft among them, to hold the Fan, wherewith he inceffantly gave the King air. Thefe 
Fanns are made of a certain Sea-Creature, which they call and it is like aHorfe- 

lail. Near the Pages flood the or Groom of the Chamber, who hath the over- 

fight of them. Before the King flood Elf chick. a£aft hafcki, or the Lord Chamber lain of the 
Houfliold, having in his hand a Staff cover’d all over with Gold, as was alfo the great Button 
or Apple at the top of it. Within four paces of the King, and on his left hand, fat the Chan- 
cellor whom they call Ethemad Dmkt^ and .about him, theCfe^#, and great Lords of the 
Privy Counfell. At the entrance of the Hall, on the left hand, fat the Ambaffadors of an Ara~ 
bitm Prince, who had been fent to defire the King’s Protection againft the Turk ; and the 
‘Pofknkk.oi tJHiifcovyi 9/ilexei Savimms ^ and fomewhat lower were placed the King’s 
Mufick. 


2?* The Ambaffadors were receiv’d at the entrance of the Hall, by the Prince T^zAnkChan, KurtzJi 

bajfaiors ‘Safchi, of whom we fpoke before, and by Ahedi-bekj, ‘Eiivmbeki^ who took them under the 
brangk in Arms, one after the other, and brought them to the King. Thefe Conductors, as they led the 
to along, laid fuch faft hold on their hands, that they had not the ufe of them them-' 

felves. 


This Ceremony is very neceffary, and muft now be look’d on as a particular honour done 
the Arabafiadors, though it be faid, and that very probably, that with the fame labour, they 
ferure the Prince’s Life, againft the attempts there might be made againft it. But I would not 
liave any to credit what fome affirm, to wit, that this Ceremony hath not been obferv’d in Per- 
fsabm lince the Reign of Schacb-A^t 2Wid that it was occafion’d by the defign which fome Titr- 
kifi Ambaffadors had to kill him. For this cuftom is alfo obferv’d in the Seigmri Court, 
as well as in • nay it is my opinion, that it is for the fame reafon, that the King docs not 
give his Hand, but his Knee to dangers to kifs, 'to his own Subjects thinking it enough to pre- 
lent his foot. 

The Ambaffadors, as they came near the King, made a low Reverence, which he civilly an- 
fwered with a little Inclination of the Head, and a fmiling and obliging Countenance. Th^, 
were immediately led away, and intreated to fit down, on low Seats, which had been plac’d 
near the Lords of the Councel. The fame honour was done to fifteen of the Retinue, but they 
were forc’d to fit down a little more on the left hand, and upon the ground. The Pages, and' 
the reft of the Retinue, were conduCfedjnto the Couri^ where they werefeated, near thirteen 
VVomen-Dancers, who were very handfome Women, and very richly Cloath’d, and fate up- 
on Tapiftry, whereof the ground-work was Gold and Silver. 

Some of our people were perfwaded they were the ordinary Dancing-women belmiging to 
the Court, and ^ve that accoropt of them in the Relations they have made of their Travells; 
but it is certain, they were fome of the handfaneft Curtezansof theCity, who, befides the 
Tribute they yearly pay the King, are oblk’d to come to Gourt, to divert the Prince, when 
ever he fends for them. We were told, that a man mi^t have had his choice of them for « 
Twmin., 

The 
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The AnhsfTaclori having rellied themfeivesa liule, the King fent the Lord Chamberlain 
them, to know the Prince’s name, by whom they were fent, and the occafion of their Embafly. 

Which meffag; oblig’d them to rife up, and to go near the King, with their Interpreter, lo de- 
liver th/. C'edencials, which they accompany’J with a Complement, which was fo much the 
Ihorter, in regard the TerJiAas, who are no Lovers of long Speeches, would have thofe that 
approach their King to do ir with refpedl, and to exprefs that refpeft by a Difcourfe of few 
words. The Cnancsllor receiv’d the Credentials, and after the Ambafl’adors were feated again, 
ihtWakjenm, or Secretary of the Chamber, came and told them, that the Sefciacb would or- 
der their Credential Letters to be Tranflated } that as foon as it were done, his Majefty would 
give them a fecond audience, for their affairs, and that in the mean time, he delir’d them to 
Divert themfelves as much as might be. This done, the Prefents were brought in, which were 
carried, clofe by the King, into an appartment deiign’d for the Treafury, on one fide of the 
Hall, at the entrance of the Palace. 

While the Prefents were carried in, the Cloath was laid, that is, all the floor cf the Hall 
was cover’d with one piece of Cotton Cloath, on which were fet all forts of Fruits and Con- 
ferves, all in great Baling of Gold, whereof there was fo great a number, that there was hardly . 
place left for three hundred great Flaggons of the fame Metal, which were difpers’d here and 
there, only for Oftentation fake : io that which way foever a man look'd, there was nothing 
to be feen but Gold. All the Plate was plain and fmooth, fave only the Flaggon and Cup out 
of which the King himfclf drupk, which i.vo pieces the Perjians call Surhaht^ and Pidi, which . , 
were befet with Kubies and Turquefes. Withthefeconferves, we had excellent Seb'w-wine,^^^®" 
and they gave us the Divercilemeni of a fellow that (hew’d tricks of Legerdemain, who did be- ‘ 
jjond any thing I ever hiw of that kind before. About an hour after , the Conferves were taken 
away, that the Meat might be brought iii. The floor was laid with another Cloath, which 
was of a Gold Brocado, and there came in ten men loaden with Meat in great V eftels of Gold, 
made like the Milk-pails in France, which fome carried upon their Heads, fome upon a kind of 
B.irrows, which were alfo covet’d with plates of Gold. 

TbtSufffetz.i, that is, the Carver, having plac’d the Meat, fate down in the mjdft of tbi-fheCaiver^ 
Table, or floor of the Hall, to ik the Meat out of thofe Vefl'els, and difpos’d it into Dithes, and 
fent them, firft to the King, then to the Ambafl’adors, and afterwards to the Lords, and the 
reft of the Company. They underftand not what it is to entertain with fevcral Courfes, but fet 
down all upon the Table at once, and think they treat their Guefts very well. All the Dilhes 
were fill’d with Rice of all forts of Colours, and the Carver put the Meat upon the Rice, to wit. 

Mutton, boyl’d and roafted, tame and wild Fowl, Omelets, Pres, Spinage, Sowr-cruds, &c. 
infomucli, that m'any times, there was five or llx forts of Meat in the fame Dilh. This is done , 

bydefign, and for their own convenience j in regard, that, not fitting at a Table oppofite 
to another, but all of a fide, as the do, and confequently one man being not able tOt,„^flt 

reach to feveral Dilhes, they are ferved feveral forts of Meat in the fame Dilh. meat. 

But as we imitated the tyl/onks’ia our manner of fitting, fo were we as filent as they are at Silence at 
Meals : for there was not a word fpoken all the time we were at Meat 5 unlefs it were that the’”*'*^^ 1 
King himfelf whifper’d twice or thrice to the Chancellor. BAfthere was not that lilence ob- 
ferv’d at two or three other Entertainments we had at the Cdm afterwards ; for then, the King 
was pleas’d to fall into fome difcourfe with the AmbaflTadors, concerning the affairs of Swofe, 
and particularly concerning the Warrs’ of ^eriwny. 

We had alfo, while we were at Dinner, the Divertifement of their Mufick, and the Aflivity Mafitkl 
^itboitCiirtezjins. The Mufick confifted of Lutes, Violins, Flageolets, Hawboies, and Tim- 
brels, which he who play’d upon the Timbrel, accompany’d with a wretched inharmonious 
Voice, which diforder’d the little Confort there was in their pretended Confort. The Dancing 
of the Women was more regular, and though it was not confonant to the Mufick, nor the Way 
of Dancing among the yet was it not undelightf^ull, buthad its cadences and exaft- 

nefs as well as ours. 

While we were at Dinner, there lay hid, in a Door which was cover’d by the Hangings, over 
againft the place where the Ambafl'adors fat, a Terfm^ who underftood the Ponugnex. and 
Jtdim, to obferve their Demeanour, as alfo what difcourfe they might have with their Inter- 
ler, ^at he might give an accompt of what they faid concerning the fafhions and manners of 
that Court. The relation he gave in to the King of what the Ambafiador 'Sriignun had faid of 
®tui the Entertainments, and the manner of Life of the Perfians, prov’d to his 
difadvantage and Prejudice. Our Interpreter was a Penuguex., an aAugufiine Frier, about for- 
name was Father Jofefh, of the Rofary, a good natur’d man, obliging, and 
complaifanr, and a perfon that underftood himfelf very well ; inafmuch, as, having liv’d fftut 
and twenty years in Perfia, he was excellently well skill'd in the Language, and thrdoghly 
acquainted with the humour and cuftoms of that Nation. In his difcourfe with the Afflbaua- 
he inade ufe of the Latin Tongue , and fpoke ‘PortHgugx. to th5 ^jaiTador 
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They fat at Dinner about an hour and a half, and then the Cloath being taken away , there 
was warm water brought to wafli their hands. Which done, the Lord Chamberlain cry’d a- 
loud , Sti^re Hakine^ bcdoe douletine^ Kafler KHVfctme^ alia dielnm 5 that is , A^ake ns thank; 
fiil for this repall , proper the King’ s affairs , give his Soldiers and Servants courage this we 
pray thee, O God: whereto all the reft anfwer their Qrace being thus faid , they 

rofe up , and went oat of the room one after another , without fpeaking a word , according to 
the cuftom of the Country. Our came alfo to tell ns that we might withdraw, 

when we pleas’d j as we immediately did , making a low Reverence to the King. 

After this firft audience , we were permitted to receive the Vifits of all other Nations , who 
have any Commerce at a.s the French, Spaniards, Italians, Enghp and ‘Dutch. They 
tame often to fee us , and contributed much to our Divertifement , during the aboad we made 
in that City, The were the firft that gave ns a Vifit. Their Faftor , whofe name was 
Francis Honywood , came to our Quarters the 1 8 of AnguB , accorapany’d by a conliderable 
number of Merchants , who, to exprefs the afteftion they bore us , had all put themfelves into 
the German fafliion , though otherwife they went according to the mode of their own Country. 
The Fadior was an excellent good natur’d man, and exceftively civil. He immediately raadeprof- 
fers ofhis fervicetous, and afterwards made them good upon all occafions, and kept us com- 
pany moft part of that day. 

Thezi. TheKingfentthe AmbaftadorsaPrefent of Fruits, as Melons, Apples, Pears ^ 
Grapes, Quinces, and others , and, along with it , thiity great Flaggons of moft excellent 
Schiras-\V ine. 

The 24. the Ambaflador shad their firft private audience, concerning their Negotiation, at 
whichwastheKinghimfelfinPerfon , attended by the Chancellor , and a great number ofthe^' 
Lords of the Councel. This conference was not had in the Divan-Chane , but in another apart- 
ment, into which we were brought, through a fpacious Gallery, and afterwards through 3 
fair Garden, where thofe of our Retinue found their Divertifement , while the Ambaffadors, 
with their Interpreter , were employ’d about their affairs. The King had the patience to ftay 
there two hours and better , and as we came out thence , Dinner was going in , whereto all 
the Company was invited, all being placed , and treated in the fame manner as we had been 
before. 

CeUirate thc aS.the a/^«j’«j?jwFriers came to intreat the Ambaffadors to honour them with 

their Prefence the next day , at the Celebration of the Feftival of their Patron St. Aiignjline, 
of St. Au- They defired the fame favour of the tJ^Hafeovim Pojknick,, adlexii Savinoiiits , , as alfo of an 
guftine. tArmenian Bifliop , and the Bngkfh Merchants , who, though of a different Religion, and that 
in they would have made fome difficulty to be prefent at the Ceremonies of the Esh, 
man- Catholicity Chmch, live like Brethren and true Chriftians, among their common E-. 
nemies. 

There were in the Monafiery in all, but fix Spanip Adonis, and yet they had bviilt a very vafi: 
Strufture, with a very fair Church belonging to it, which had .two Steeples, but fomewhat low, 
a ftately Cloifter, feveral Cells, and a large Garden. 

The Ambaffadors yitent thithei^ Horfeback , in r^ard that , though the Monaftery were 
withintheCity, yet was it abo^» League from our quarters; and the Religious men, who 
receiv’d them at the entrance of the Monaftery , conducted them ftraight to the Church, which 
was adorn’d with abundance of Pifturcs , and Gilt in feveral places. They prefcntly began 
Mafs , during which we had pretty good Mufick , for one of their Monks had fome skill upon 
the Organ , and our Muficians had brought thither their Lutes and Violins. After Mafs , we 
were carried into the Garden, near a Fountain , and under the fltade of a Tree , the branches 
whereof were fo flill of Leaves , and fo woven one within another , that they coropafs’d the 
Fountain , and in feveral places reaching down to the ground , they made convenient feats. The 
d/ks in C^ock ftriking twelve , we were brought into a fair Hall , where we were feated at three feve- 
tbe Mona- Tables, which were plac’d all along the Walls, after the fame manner as may be feen in the 

fiery, Monaftcries of Religious men in Europe. 

The Tables were cover’d with all forts of Fruits, in dilhes of Porcelane, and the Cloath was 
all ftrew’d with Flowers. Every one had hisdifli of Meat by himfelf, plenty of all things , and 
all very well dreft’d, yet not without fome refpeft to frugality. After Dinner, which lafted 
not foloi^ as we had been at the entertainments of the or thofe we were invited to 
by fome fbrein Merchants, we return’d into the Garden, where .wepafs’d away the remainder 
of the day, under the ffiade of the fame Tree. 

SEPT. With the begbniiig of September , we began to be fenfible of a change of the wea- 
ther The great heats were fo much abated , that the Nights began to be tedious and 
ywoArrae- troublefome , efpecially to thofe who had not been carefuU to provide themfelves good 
man Lords Coverlets.

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with them. They were all three perfons of an excellent good difpoGtion , free in their Conver- ' j 
fation and Civil , which gain’d fo much upon the nature of the Ambafi’ador jBr«^?n(?»,who lov’d ^ 
people of that Kidney , and was himfelf of a free Humour , that he prefented the uvo Elder , 
each of them, with a handfome Fowling-piece , and the younger with a Cafe of Piftols. They 
took thofe Prefents fo kindly , that, to exprefs their gratitude , they rcfolv’d to make an En- 
tertainment for the Am’oaffidors , for which they appointed the 1 8 of September , and entreat- 
ed them to bring all their Retinue along with them. They fent us Horfes to bring us , and fome 
of the sArmetaan Merchants to accompany us. 

We brought along with us two Tortuguez. Monks, the Prior of the our ordi- 

nary Interpreter. Se/ew-fcej; receiv’d the Ambafl'adors at the entrance of the Church, in the 
Suburbs called tz.dfa , where he had the fervice faid by the Patriarch of the place , who had 
about him a Cope ofCloath of Silver, with flowers or Gold , befet with great Pearls, and ?. 
Mitre ofthe fame Stuff, cover’d all over with round Pearls. The Body of the Church was a- 
dorn’d withfeveral large Piftures , the floor was cover’d with the Tapiftry of the Country, and 
they had placed benches all along the walls for our more convenient fitting. They had aifo a 
kind of wretched Mufick. Having done our Devotions, we got on horfe- back again to goe to 
the place where the entertainment was prepared for us. Seferas-beg , having receiv’d the Am- 
baffadors with much refpcft, and done his civilities to the chiefeft ofthe Retinue, conduced 
them , through a fpacious arched Gallery , into a great Garden , at the end whereof we found 
an open hall, according to the fafhion or the Country , where we were intreated to fit down 
on the ground. TheCloath, which was of Gold and Silver Brocado, was cover’d with all 
forts of Fruits and Conferves , and we drank of a certain prepar’d water , much like Ros Solis , 
but incomparably more delicate , and more precious. Having taken away the Fruits , they laid 
an Cotton cloath, and the Meat was brought up , in filver Diflies. It was excellently 
well drefs’d according to the Perfum way of dtemhg, with this difference only., that at this 
entertainment there was brought in Pork , and fome other forts of flefli , for which the Perfmns 
have an averfion. We had hardly eaten fo much as allay’d our firft hunger, ere we were forc’d 
to rife from the Table, to be condufted through a very noble apartment, into another hall, 
which look’d into the Garden. It was arched all about, and there were on the Walls certain 
Piftures reprefenting the Women, of raoft Nations in the World , drefs’d according to the mode 
of their feveral Countries. The floor was cover’d with richTa^iftry, on which were laid 
Cufhions of flower’d Satin , the ground-work thereof Gold and Silver. In the midft of the 
hall there was a Fountain, the Bafin whereof was of white Marble j the water was cover’d 
with Flowers } and it was befet all about with Flagons, and Bottles of Wine. 

We were invited to fit down, and to eat of the Fruit and Conferves, which were brought 
in during which we had the Divertifement of Mufick and Dancing. And as a further honour 
to us , the Patriarch was fent for , who came in immediately, having about him a CafTock of 
water’d Chamlet of a Violet Colour , and attended by two Priefts clad in black , with Caps on 
their Heads. He was no ill Company : but the fecond of the two Brethren , whofe name was 
Elias-beg, made the beft {port of any in the company.

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Therp. -The Ambafladftrs had their fecond private audience, which the King gave them in 
another apartment , at the end of a Garden, and which lafted not above half an hour^ mregard 
jtcoiti the Council took time to conllder of the Memorials they receiv’d in writing from them. It is 
pn-vate ordinary to flay and Dine at the Court after the Conferences j therefore I lliall forbear repeat- 
Auhettce, joo the Circiimftances, unlefsfomething in particular oblige me thereto: as it happen’d this 
day, in that the King having beard that the AmbaCfadors had Muficians in their Retinue, he fent 
them word, that he would gladly hear their Mufick. It confifted of a bafe Viol, a Tenor, and 
a Violin, which play'd about half an hour, till the King fent us word, that that Mufick was not 
ill, but that he thought that of the Country as good as it. 
rhe Am- The aj. of Se^tembeTy the Snghjb made an entertainment for the Ambaifadors and all their 
baffaims Retinue, which, in Magnificence, furpafs’d all the reft. Their Houfe or Lodge, was in the 
tteateiby ihi Maidan. The Strufture was of great eKtent, divided into feveral appartments, 

t/«Hnglih. Garden. We were attfirft brought into a Gallery, where we found Fruits 

and Conferves laid upon the floor, which was cover’d with Tapiftry, according to the .cuftom 
ofthe Country ; and having done there, we pafs’d into a great Hah, where we found the Ta- 
ble fnrnifti’d and ferv’d after the Englij^ falhion. 

They forgot not to drink the healths of moft of the Kings and Princes of Europe, and we had 
the Divertiferoent of Mufick upon the Virginals. After Dinner, we were brought into 
an open Hall, which look’d into die Garden, where we found a Collation of Conierves, with 
the beft Wine the Countrey could afford, And whereas we had often feen the Dancing- womers 
Indian Country, they fent for forae Indian W omen of the fame profeflion. There were brought 

^natig- (jx young Women, whereof fome had their Husbands with them, who alfo either Danc’d or 
Play’d upon Violins ; fome came in alone. They were all fomewhat of an Olive-colour, bw 
SiW/ime had excellent good Features, a delicate fmoqth Skin, and very handfome Bodies. They had 
and well about their Necks much Gold and Pearls, and in their Ears Pendants of Gold or Silver, glic- 
Jhap'd. tcfing with Jewels and Spangles. 

Some of them had Bracelets of Pearl, others of Silver, but they had all Rings on their Fin- 
gers, and among the reft, they had upon the Thumb, upon which, in the place where the Stone 
uiould bcj there was a piece of Steel, about the bignefs of a Crown-piece of Silver, and fo well 
polilh’dj'thatitferv’dthemforaLooking-glafs. They were Cloath’d after a particular man- 
zfeir iafot net, having on a kind of Stuff", which was fo thin, that there was not any part of the Body but 
might be feen by the Company, fave only what was hidden by the Drawers which they wore 
under their Petticoats. Some wore Caps on their Heads, others had themdrefs’d in Tiffany, 
and fome had filk Skarfs, wrought with Gold and Silver, which croflrng their (boulders reach’d 
down to the ground. Some were bare-foot, others were (hod after a very ftrange manner. They 
had above the inftap of the foot a firing ty’d, with little Bells faftened thereto, vfrhereby they 
difeover’d theexaffnefs of their Cadence, and fometimes correded the Mufick ic felf . as they 
did alfo by the Tzarpanes, ,oi: CafUgnetts^ which they had in their hands, in the managing 
whereof they were very expert. Their Mufick confifted oi Timbrels, according to the Jridim 
way of Playing on them, Tabors, and Pipes. .... 

The Timbrels are two foot long-, but broader in the middle than at the extremitira, 
much after the fafliion of our Barrels. They hang them about their I^ecks, and play on them 
. with their fingers. Thepoftures of thefe Indian VVomcirin their Dancing are admirable. 
Their hands and feet are alwayes in aftion, as is alfo their whole Body: anffmany times, they 
addrefsthemfelves to fome particular perfon of the Company, cither by an inclination of the 
Body, or to get the little Prefent they expeEt, which they very handfomely beg, either by 
firetching out their hands, .yet fo as that it feems to be done withput any affedlation, but as a 
neceflary confequence of the Dance. They are much more pleafant in their Converfation than 
the Women ofthe Countrey. All thefe Dancing- women are- common proftitutes, and very 
free to (hew all their poftures for money, nay to do beyond what might be expefted from 
them. Ir-was far-night ere we got away," which oblig’d the Englijh to bring ns home to our - 
.Lodgings. ■ , ■ , - 

The Merchants made alfo an entertainment for the principal perfons of o*r Re- 
tinue, and treated them, with fome of the Englijh Merchants, at a Caravanfera, very hand- 
fomely. ' .r • ■ 

OCTOB. The firfi of-DSh&er, the AtnbalTadors made a great Feaft, wherSo were invited ^t Mafeo- 
"ih? Am- fws Ambaflador,' the Govemi^r of and his tWd Brothers, the chiefeft of thei/rg'- 

baffadoYs A^andFwchMcichahts; the S;<j»iJfe Mcmksoftheorder of St.c^«ga/w, and fome Itdhan 
They treated them after the way, with three feveral Courfes,; each "con- 
fifiing of forty Dilhes. TheMufick confifted ofVtolins, Trumpets, and Timbrels^ which ntade 
.a goodly Noife, as did alfo our Cannon, witett'% Prince’s health Was druhk.'; - ' ' 

The Prince of Armenia, was taken, aboyeall'rfiings.^ With certadp fervices of Palfe and Su- 
gar, according to the German falhion, which Weft btt^t td the TaW^"' father to divert tyr 
%e, than to (harpen, the Appetite .* and thought 'tfaenrib gtfedi ! that hdvihgfpoken of 

Court, 
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Com, the King would needs fee fome. Whence it came that the Ambaffadors ordered feme j 627, 
of them to be made by our Cook ; as alfo fome Florentines, and other pieces of Paftry of that ^ 

kind, which he took very kindly, and prefented them to fome Ladies about the Court, who 
thought them excellent good Meat. 

In the afternoon they had the Divertifement of feeing fome run at the Ring, at which M. 

got the prize, which was a great Silver Gobiet, and the Ambaflador did«»*^»»l' 

the beft nest him, and got a drinking Cup Vermilion gilt. Every time any one put into the 
Ring, one of the Brafs pieces was fired. 

The next day the Prior of the ^uguHines caffie to the Secrctaryof the Embafly, to complain 
to him of the debauch’d Lives of fome of our Retinue, nay one of the chiefeft among us, naming 
particularly the Ambaffadcar and difcover’d that there were fome among us, 

after the example of the jirmmam, had married Women of the Country. He told him, that 
they had conceived a great joy and comfort, atthefirftnewsofour Embalfy’s coming thither, 
out of a hope, that our Lives would be an example to the ChriSlims of the Country, who li- 
ving among Mfkumtans, were apt to fall into their vices and filthinefs j but that, to his great 
regret, he found the ccmtrary ; entreating the Secretary, to fpeak of it to thofe in whofe pow- 
er it was to take fome courfe therein, fo to prevent the fcandal which was given to others, the 
injury done to the name of and the infamy which muft fallen the Prince, from whom 

' the Embaffy was fern. The Secretary went, with a refolution to give the Ambaffador Brngnim 
an accompt of ihefe Remonftrances of the Priors, and to intreat him that fome courfe might be 
taken, that the Domefticks might reform their Lives j bat it was his misfortune, that coming 
into the AmlMflador’s Chamber, he found him in the company of an Armenian Woman, na- 
tSigiTHlU. But the Ambaffador imagining the .Secretary’s defign had been to fur- 

prize him, was fo incens’d thereat, chat having fwom he would refent that affront, the Secreta- 
iy,who had experience of his Revengefull and Irreconcilable difpofiiion, retir’d to the Monafte- 
ty c^tiicAfigHBines^ with an intention abfolutely to quit his Relation to the Embaffy, and to 
accept of the proffer which the Carmelites made him, to give him direftions how to go for Ba- 
bylon, and fo fay into Italy, and thence into Germany. But the AmbalSidor coming to 

hear of the courfe he intended to take, fenc him word, that if he did profecure it, he would have 
him kill’d where-ever he were met: which he might the more ealily have effefted, in that the 
having their appointed places for Lodging, he might have found out a Terfitn, who, 
for a fmall matter, would have murther’d him. This apprehenfion, and the advice of fome 
friends obhg’d the Secretary to intreat the Prior of the CluguBines, to intercede for him, and 
to make his peace with whereupon he return’d to the Ambaffadors quarter^ after 

he had ftaid thirteen dayes m the ^ 

AboiA this time, I went to the Suburbs of Tsutlfa^ with an intention to vifit fome Jrmtnim 
Merchants, with whom I had had occalion to make acquaintance at the entertainments which^j^"^" 
had been made us. Coming near ihear Church, I &w goi^ thither one that was to be Married. ,£ 
whom I had the curiofity to follow, purpofely to fee the Ceremonies of the Marriage. In the mans. 
front of the ProcefRon march’d their ordinary Mufkk, confifting of Timbrels, atid TabOrs, 
and after them went a X oath' of about twelve or fifteen years of age, who had a wax Candle in 
his hand. The Bride-groom, who immediately follow’d the youth, was on Hoffc-back,clad in 
flower’d Satin, of feveral colours, and had on both fides of him two Men, handfome Perfons, 
and very richly Cloath’d, as were alfo the other four who follow’d them, in two ranks. Ah*, 
ter them vvere carried two dilhes of Meat,, two pitchers of Win^ and fo many diflies of Apples. 

> The Bride-gi'Cfom being come to the Church, fate down with thofe who were come along wiA 
him, and call’d for the Meat and Fruit to be brought and fet before him 5 but did not ear 
ther. Thofe who had accorapany’d him fell to it, but eat not much, and the reft was fev’d for 
thePrieft, who was to blefs the Marriage, faveonly the Wine,_ which was all drunk off. The 
Bfide-gropm having taken notice of me, rofeup, and taking, onhisrighthand, a yotnig Lad, 
and, m the left, one of thofe Men, who had accompany 'd him thither, came ftraight to me, fa- 
inted me; pour’d out himfelf of the Wine into an earthehCup, andiotreatednieto drink, but 
he'ftitoftlfwouldnottafteofit. In the mean.time, flie Bride came into the Church, having, 
on the right hand a young Maid, and, on the left, a Married Woman • all three with thek fa- 
ces cover’d with a , thin Lawn. The Prieftj-haVit^ brought them neat the Altar, read feveral 
Prayers, and Marriage, by holdings wooden Crofs over the Married couple, who 

in the mean tiiiw^wkdHe smother thrir fends, and joyn’d their heads together, yet fo, as that • 
the hide’s head gride-groom's feeaft, to whom, by that aftion, (he acfe:nowfedg’d 

her feif bound to ftfelti nsutas^naroinifing Welity and loyalty one to the other, , under tfe 
Crofs, that is, in misforift^^^ amnions. That done, the Prieft gave them the 
delivering to each of theRi'af^eeeoftheCffayecme^ii&^s^fteepy in WineVr -- - 
Ifay, 'tffthe Hoiip, inafmoch as the bread of the Euchariftis hot here h^aed 
t/y, and other places, in the Greel^ Church, butismadeofajafte widioti -tesweilii^ tfe 
bignefs and thickneft^a Crown piece of Silver.

7he Amhaffadors Travels inU 

1^37, play'd on certain great Cymbals, which the zArmmms call Hmibarzjan. They 

, — never commonicate wifhout that kind of Mniick , which they believe to be fomuch the more 
neceflary , in that they fay our Saviour , when he was to feed four thoufand men with feven 
Loaves , went firft up into the Mountain , where he oflFcred his Prayers in Sacrifice to God 
and that while he pray’d , two Angels came down from Heaven j and play’d upon that kind of 
Cymbals. After the Communion, they call Rofe-water upon the new-Married couple , and all 
the company , and ty’d a Scarf about the Bride’s right hand , by which the Bridegroom draws 
her after him to the Church door , where all the company get on Horfe-back, to goe to the 
place where there is a Feaft prepared for them. For the three firft nights after the Marriage, the 
Married couple touch not one another. 

Coming out of this Church, I pafs’d by another , where hearing a great noife, I went into 
It. The noife was made by finking with a great ftick upon a deal board that was hung up, which 
^maa- zArmenims are forc’d to make ufe of inttead of Bells , the Terjtans^ it feems , not permit- 
a,js” ’ ~ ting them to make ufe of any. 1 found that this Ceremony ms pertorm’d in order to the Chrift- 
ning of a Child. There were in the Church , only the Prieft and his Clark , an aged Woman 
who had brought the Child thither: and ftood in a corner of the Church, and a young man, 
about eighteen years of age , who prefented the Child to be Baptiz’d. After the Prieft had faid 
certain Prayers, and made fcveral Q^eftions to the God- father, this latter carry ’d the Child 
to the Woman, whounfwath’dit, and then the Prieft, Clark and the God-father went into 
theSacrifty, wheretheFontftood within the Wail , being made like a little Trough , half an 
ell in length , and a quarter in breadth. The Prieft, having confecrated the Water , and put in- 
to it fome confecrated Oyl , put the Child, nakqfl, into the Font , and Baptiz’d him , in the 
JSfame of the Father y the Sony and the Holy Ghofi, pouring water three feveral times, upon jj^is 
Head. Then he poured water all over tne Body , and made the fign of the Crofs in his Fore- 
, head , with confecrated Oyl. The ^Armenians Chriften not their Children , till they are full 
eight days old , unlefs they be weak ; for in that cafe , they doit before , out of a belief, that 
the children, who dye without Baptifm, are damned 5 whence it alfo comes, that they bury 
them not in the Church- yard, no more than they do thofe aged perfon,s, who have not com- 
municated once within a year.

He 
of « ofock- aged about 38 years , and had Married the lifter of that ‘TuO.a . whom we fpoke of before. 

mmr. ytaxs in the King’s fervice , and growing weary or being fo long among Infi- 

dels, he was defirous to take the opportunity of our EmbalTy to return into his own Country. 
He had, to that end, defired his Majefties leave, to depart the Kingdom, and the King, who 
had an affeftionfor him , had promis’d him a Prefent of four hundred Crowns , to oblige ftim 
to ftay two years longer in Ferpa : but that was fo far from* prevailing with him , that , on the 
contrary , he continu’d his importunities for his departure, and, to that end, got the Ambaffa- 
dors to intercede for him. In the mean time , a Houfe- breaker coming one night into his houfe, 
out ofa hope to find there the four hundred Crowns, the Clock-maker, who perceiv’d him, 
fell upon him , got him down , and having hurt him. in feveral places, thruft him out of Doors. 
Afterwards, ilpon fecond thoughts , repenting himfelf , that he had fuffered him to efcape fo , 
he took a Piftol, run after him, and kill’d him. The friends of the Deceas’d went immediately 
10 the Ecclefiaftical Judge, and made complaints of the Murthef, commitfed by a Stranger 
and an Infidel , upon one of the Faithful , demanded Juftice of him , and defir’d , that the 
Murtherer might be put into their hands, in order to his Execution^ The Clogk-maker who 
little thought he Ihould be troubled for the death of a Robber , got on horfe-back the next day 
to go to the Court • but he was taken in the ftreet, and immediately put into the Taletdt^ which 
is a wooden Inftrument, which comes about the Arms and the Neck, akd very cruelly handled. 
The Arabaffadors us’d much foUcitation on his behalf , ‘but, the ahimofity of the Relations , and 
the authority of the Spiritual Judge , whom they call isJ^lufti , carried it againft him , fo 
that he was condemn’d to dye } with this Provifo neyathelefs, that if. he would be cir^ 
ci^isTd , and embrace the Religion of the zJMaffdnms y it Ihould be in the King’s power 
to pardon him. , 

Moft of the Lordsi who had a great refpeft for him upon the account of his Profeffion,where- 
inhe vvasExcelleiw, prefsjd him very much to change his Reli^on, atleaft in outward Ihew, 
and for a time>iffomifing him thofe advantages which he could not expedt in Germany- He 
Was two feveral limes conduced to the place of execution, in the tjffaidan , before the Palace- 
Gate, thathemight&eihehoaroar.of death before his eyes, out of an iipagjnation, that 
would oblige him to renounce : bttthe equally flighted bqth promifes and thtesws , h js conftan- 
cy could not be fiiaken , and he wav’d al^i^iey faid to him with fo refoluce a courage , that_ it 
is not to be doubted but it was rupematur^j^a®^ that |tis dpath wasa^kind jrf Mart^dom.; He 
told them, that the King’s favour Ihouldmever Chrif ha 4 ;d^ 

him i by redeeming him from eternal dwth, by 
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King’s fervice, his Majefly might difpofe of his body, but that he would render up his Soul tOr^^'T 
him by whom it was created, that he might be therein glorify’d both in this World and the ^ 
next. The Monks, and the Carmelites, endeavour’d all they could, to oblige him to 

make profeffion of the Roman Catholick. Religion ;• but he continu’d tirmto his former refoluti- 
on, and would die in the Religion, which he profefs’d, and wherein he was perfeftly 

well inftrufted'. 

Atlaft, the Perftans, finding it impoffible to overcome his courage, either by fair or foul is executed 
means, left him to the Relations of the deceas’d, who had the execution of him. He among 
them who went out to give him the firft blow with the Cimitar, raifs’d him, and wounded hi's 
next neighbour the Leg ; the fecond ftruck into the Talenk., which they had left about his 
neck^ the third ftruck him upon the neck, and fmote down that Martyr of Chrijl, who after- 
wards receiv’d three other blows, ere he expir’d • the firft in the head, and she other two, in 
the face. 

The Ambaflador 'Brtigman, who, as I faid before, had a great kindnefs for this German’s 
fifter-in-law, was fo enrag’d at this execution, that being at a lofs of ajl judgement, and not 
knowing what to do for madnefs, he would needs divert himfelfbyrunning at the Ring, in the 
prefence of two or three Gentlemen, and the Canonier, caufing, in the mean time, the great 
Guns to be fired above a hundred times. The body lay all that day expos’d to the fight of thofe 
thatpafs’dby, in the place where the execution had been done-, till that in the evening, the 
Ambaflador ‘Srngman, with the King’s permiffion,caus’d it to be brought to our Lodgings^ with 
an intention to have it buried the next day. But the King having appointed that day to go a-hun- 
ting, and invited the Ambafladors to that Divertifement j it was put off 5 fo that the Ceremo- 
i^es of the enterment could not be performed till the zz. The ^lufcoviatt Ambaflador, 

Govemour of urirmenia a.nd his brothers, moft of the Armenians, and thofe of the Se6l ' 

of which the Widdow of the deceas’d made profefli on ( and whereof wefliall dif- 
eourfe hereafter, m alfo of the other Suropaan Chriftians ) honour’d his Funeral with their 
prefence. ^ 

The Hunting, we fpokc of before, began the 17. The night before, the eiMehemandar:ae Kind 
came to acquaint the Ambaffadors, that his Majefty had, for their fakes, appointed a Hunting, Mkej 
that fhould iaft feveral dayes, and that it was his pleafure, they flmuld have notice of it, that 
they might be ready againft the next morning. It was imagin’d this was done out of defign, that 
the Ambafladors might not be inperfon at the interment of the Clock-maker, but chat 
dred not the AmbaffadorRr«g?»<«» from giving order that the body fiiould be kept till his re- 
turn.’ 

The 1 7. betimes in the morning, there were Horfes brought for the Perfons, and Camels for 
the Baggage. The Ambafladors got on Horfe-back, with Vnthttjefeph, and about thirty per- 
fons of their Retinue. The Mehemandaf condnGttd them into a fpacious Plain, whither the 
King came foon after, attended by above three hundred Lords, all excellently weU mounted, 
and fnmptuoufly cloath’d. The King himfelf was in a Veftment of Silver Brocado, with aTur- 
bant adorn’d with moft noble Heron’s Feathers, and having led after him four Horfes, whereof 
the Saddles, Harnefe, and covering Cloaths were befet with Gold and precious Stones. The 
K'ng at his coming up very civilly ialuted the Ambaffadors, and ordered them to march near 
him on his left hand. 

The ocher Chans and great Lords march’d after the King, with fo little obfcrvance of order, 
that many times the Servants were fliufHed in among their Matters. There was, among theto^w, 
reft, in the King’s Retinue, anAftrologer, who alwayes kept very clofe to him, and ever and 
anon obferv’d the pofition of the Heavens, jhat he might prognofticate what good or iO fornAie 
flwmld happen. Thefe are believ’d as Oracles. We rode up and down that day above three 
Leagues, the King taking occafion often to change his Horfe and upper Garments, which he did 
every day while the Hunting lafted. The morning was fpent in Hawking, the Hawks were let 
put at Herns, Cranes, Drakes, nay fometimes at Crows, ■ which they cither met with by 
chance, or were fet purpofely upon. About noon, we came to an ttArmemm ViHage, where 
we founda great number of Tents of divers colours, pitch'd after*an odd kind of way 5 which 
yet made a very pleafant Profpeft.,. After the King hkd been broi^ht by his Grandees into bis 
Tent, they came for the Ambafladors, who with fome of their Gentlemen and Officers Dined 
with him. TJicte Was nothing extraordinary } Fruits and Conferves were brought in firft, and 
jifterwards tH^jN^% uponakindof Bier, br Barrow, which was cover’d all over with plates ' 
PfTjold, andiEjsasferv’diftDiftresofthefame metal. ^ 

'‘ IuvIk after-uqc^, the M^ei^mniar carried the Ambafladors to be Lodg’d in another Villagi^' 
about ^ojaTter a League Jimm the place where the King had htsTehts. The J^abita^g£ » 
thofe TOiages are iind they are called Defa^, and Pferesde, from the 

where they, Kv’dbefee,^:near«/r««», whence they Were heretofore mr^iEd 
totteet^ .that, Vivs^s&it JifeAiatiy they might beepploy’d about; the, they ' 
anderftood they enterwia’d as snqch mflarkitidty, fevetal' 
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Ptefents of Fruits and Wine. Ssferas-beg, and fome other Lords gave the Ambafladors a Vifitj 
Z2h^ to be merry, and participate of a Collation with them. They brought along with them two of 
thofe fallow Deer, which the Pefians call sAhn's and forrte Herns, which we fent to 
The King coming to hear that the Mehemaadar had Lodg’d us in another Village, was very 
EtiHchdilpleas’datit, and commanded that we (hould be brought the fame night, to be Qjiar-, 
ter*d in the next houfe to that where he was Lodg’d himfelf . which was accordingly done, and 
our Supper was brought us out of the Kings Kitchm, in Difhes of Gold. 

_ The iS.bctimesin themwrning, the King fent the Ambafladors word, that he would go 
I’umiig. with very few perfons about him, a Crane- Hunting, intreating them that they would bring 
along with them only their Interpreter, oat of this refpedl, that the Cranes might not be fright- 
ned, by the great number of pe^le, and that the pleafur e of the Hunting might not be difturb’d 
by too much noife. The Ambafladors cook-only Father Js/epfo along with them : but the fporc 
was nofooner begun with the day, ere they fent for all the Retinue. They had made a great 
fecret way under-ground, at the end whereof there was a field, about which they had fcatrer’d 
fome Wheat. The Cranes came thither in great numbers, and there were above fourfeore ta- 
ken. The King took fome of their feathers, to put into his ^JUendil, or Turbofit^ and gave two 
to each of the AmbalTadors, who put them into their Hats. That done, they rode up and ' 
' down the fields, and fpent the time in Hawking, till that drawing towards noon, the King went 
to take his repaft in the fame houfe, where he nad Dined the day before, and was in a very good 
humour. They had fent for his Mufick thither. 

DutleyMi -At nighr, he fent to entreat the Ambafladors to come only with fix perfons along with them, 
wM-gcoje. to the hunting of the Drake and Wild-Goofe, at a place,' half a League from the Vulage. They 
humtjtg. all alighted within two hundred paces of the place where they expefted the fport, and went in- 
to a great Hut built of Earth, near which they had hiddaithe Nets upon the lide of a linaH 
-Brbokj where there is abundance offreih-water Fowl. The King caus’d us to fit down all 
about the walls of the Hut, and oblig’d us to help him off with fome Bottles of exi^llent Wine, 
which was all the Divertifement we had that day. For, not fo miKh as one Bird appearing, we 
return’d to our quarters, where the King fent us cold Mutton, boyl’d and roafted, fowr bheeps 
milk, which they account a great delicacy, Cheefe, and feveral Velfels full of Citrons, and 
other Fruits, raw and preferv'd. 

Leopmds. fport, the King having ordered to be brought to the 

* field, agreatnnmber of Hawks, and three Leopards taught to hunt t but very few Dogs. Ha- 
ving fpent fome time in beating the bulhes up and down, and found nothing, the King carriid 
ns into a great Park, which was above two Leagues about. The Fer(ians call it UaxArtxirihf 
that is, a place where a thoufand bufliels of Wheat may be fown. It was compafs’d with a ve- 
ry high Wail, and divided into three Partitions. In the firft were kept Harts, Wild-Goats, 
Deer, Hares, and Foxes. In the fecond were kept that kind of Deer, which they call Jhn'ii 
and in the third. Wild Aflb, which they cal The King firfl: commanded the Leo- 

pards to be let in among the ’S’, and they took each of them one. Thence we went to the 
wildAffes, and the King feeing one ofthem at a ftand, fpoke to the Ambafladoc ^rngnum to 
fire his Piftol at it, and perceiving that he roifs’d it, he took an Arrow, and though he Rid io 
full fpeed, fhot it direilly into the breaft of the Be^. Anpther he took juft in the Fote-head, 
and afterwards he wounded others in feveral places. He never fail’d, though he idwayes ftioc 
Riding in foil ipeed. Mewas as well skill’d at his Sword as at his Bow } Tor perceiving one of, 
the wild Afles could hardly go, he alights, andgoingdireftly totheBeaft, gave it a blow with 
his Sword over the Back, with which lingle blow he cleft itdown to the Belly. Heftruck ano- 
ther with his Cymitar over the Neck, with fo much ftrength and flight, that there wanted' not 
an inch of his having cut it clear off; One of the Ch^^|}s took the King’s oword, wip’d it clean, 
and put it into the Scabbard- Then we went to another fmall Partition, that was in the mid- 
dle of the Park. 

At the entrance of this enclofed place, the King commanded one of the two {hmtfmen who 
carried his Fowling-piece after him, tolliootaca wildAfs, which had ^fore been wounded— 
with an Arrow. The antienter man of the two thinking it a difparagement to him, that the 
command was directed to the younger, would needs prevoit him, ihot at the Beaft, and mifs’d. ' 
The company laugh’d at him, which put him into fuchmadnefs, thatfuflfering the King to gtj 
on, he returns to his Camer^e, drew his Sword upon him, and cut off the Thumb of his 
right hand- Thi^ wcamded party makes his complaints to the King, who immediately com- 
manded the others hei^ to be broughthim : but upon the Mediation of feveral of the Grandees, 
his punilhment was^^h^^ed, and he had only his Ears cut off. Ihe Executioner,' I know not 
^Perfian inducement’ cut offbut fome the Ear j which the Grand^i^sdl^, ItMertu- 

and tWnkH^ tVmaa had'foul play done him to haw 08S& of his Eats 
alighted, took owthis own knife, atttbutbffwh^ the Executioner to the great 

^njfliment of all. us, who were not appuftomedao ^ turn coou^ ' 

j^ecutioners. ' '* 
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Within the endofed place I fpokeot, there was a little building much aftecthe faihion of 3x^27, 
Theatre, into which the King brought us, to a Collation of Fruits and Conferves* That done, 
there were driven into the place thirty two wild Aifcs, at which the King difcharg'd fome (hots 
with the Fowling-pieces, and (hot fome Arrows, and afterwards permitted the Ambafladors, 
and the other Lords to (hoot at them. 

Itwaspretty fporttofeethofe Aflfesrnn, having fometimes tenor more Arrows (liot into 
their Bodies, wherewith they incommodated and wounded the others when they got in among 
them, fo that they fell a biting one another, and running one at another after a ftrange manner. 

Having knock'd down all thofe that were wounded, there vvere let in thirty wild AlTes 
which they alfo kill’d and laid them all in a row before the King, to be fent to I^ahan, to the pj, much 
Court Kitchin. The fo highly efteem the flelh ofthele wild Afles, that they havecilffjw’i 

brought it into a Proverb in their Kidufiban. Perfia. 

This kind of Hunting being over, Dinner was brought in at the fame place. Here it was, I'’®/'”" 
that the Ambaflfador was pleas’d, upon his own account, toprefentthc King of 

fut, withhisHighnefsthe Duke of /i/o^e/Vs Picture, in a Box all befet with Diamonds, as ^^^o'^lJjkdorT 
with a very fair Steel Looking-Glafs, polidi’d on both Tides, and embeUi(h’d with feveral Ft- t(,%e Ktmg 
gures, grav'd by that famous Artift, John JDrefdo^ and done after an Excellent way, whereof he 
himfelf had been the Inventor. 

After Dinner, we retir’d into fome houfes thereabouts, to take otjr Mid-dayesrepofe. The 
Kingfentusthitlierten and a very fair Stagg, the horns whereof had twelve brow- 

ancklers ; but erewe were well laid down, word was brought us, that the King was got on 
Horfe-back, in order to fome further fport. We immediately follow’d, and found him a 
Hawking. He foon gave over that fport, and taking along- with him nine perfons of his own 
B^tinue, and fix of ours, hewentinto afpaciouslow Walk, at the end whereof there was a 
place for the keeping of wild-Dacks : but inltead of hunting, he muft needs fall a Drinking, and 
was fo difpos’d to mirth, that the noife we made, kept the Ducks and Geefe from coming neaC 
the place. The King did MonfieurAfWe/jZo the favour, to permit him to prefent him with a 
GlafsofWine, and after he had drunk, a.nd thz.t Mandeljlo had kifs^d his knee, he prefeDtedj 
him with an Apple, which is an expreffioti offo particular a kjndnefs, that the whole Court be-^ 
gan to look on him, from that time, as a Perfon very much in the King’s favour. 

The Kerek^jera^^ or ordinary Steward of his Majefties Houihold, whofe name was Mahn- 
mede/ily-beg^ who had fill’d the King his drink during this Debauch, and had not forgot to 
take off his own, was grown fo drunk, that, fitting at the entrance of the Walk, *he madefiich 
a noife, that the King fent one to bid him get thence, and perceiving no intreaties would prevail 
with him, he commanded him to be dragg’d thence, pd fet on horfe-back. 

ey^iJ-h£ could not hinder their dragging of him thence, but they were not able t(> fet him 
on horfe-back, nay he abus’d and ftruck thofe that (hould have done it. Tfie King goes out of 
the Gallery, and would have perfwaded him to get on horfe-back, but he was no better treated 
than the reft, fo that laying his hand on his Sword, he made as ii he would have cut ofiF his 
head. The fright which that put the Steward into, made him cry out fo loud, that the whole 
company concern’d themfelves m the fear he was in. 

He was very much in his Prince’s favour, but knew him to be a perfon not to Be jeafted with-' 
all, and he had. fo many fad examples of it before his Eyes, that the terrors of Death did, in 
a moment, difperfc the Vapours, which had unfetlcd his Brain, and beftow’d wings on thofe 
Feet, which the Wine had made unable to go. He immediately got on hotfe-back, and rid a- 
way as faft as his horfe could carry him, and fo made a (hift to efcape that time. The king who 
was got into a pleafant humour , only Laugh’d at it ; he came very merrily in to us 5 but with- 
drew foon after, and we went and were lodg’d in our own quarters. 

The to. there was no hunting at all. We dined with the king, who was that day ferv’d by a 
hundred young Men, very handfome Perfons, and richly Clad, who alwayes ftood before him* 

Many of our Retinue would rather have kept thofe Gentlemen company, and waited, than have 
Jieen among the Guefts, by reafonof the trouble it was to them to (it according to the manner 
'"^f the Country. This entertainment was made in a pleafant Summer-houfe that ftood in the 
midftofaGarden, upon the wateje-fide. In the afternoon, we went to another Village, about 
aLeagaeandahalffromtheCity, and, inourway, tookawhite/ieron. ' 

The z I , the king fent betimes in the Morning to jnvitc us to go a Pidgeon-huntii^. W e were ^Hgeate- 
carried up to the top of a great Tower, within which there were above a thoufand Nefts. WeHunmg- 
were plac’d all without, having in our hands little flicks forked at the ends. The king com-, 
manded our Trumpets to found a charge, and immediately there were driven out of the Tower 
or Pidgeomhoufe, great numbers of Pidgeons, which were raoft of them kill’d by the king' and 
thofe of bis Company. This was the end of that kind of hunting, after which vve rook our* 
way towards the City : buterewegotintoit, the king carried us mto ohe-of his Giardens, 
led Tx.dj'Wfc, which is no doubt the faireft of any we have feen in ?«*/«, where we;had ato*' 
therManificenttreatmeat. As foon as we were got to our Lodgings, t^rc Were os, 

F f z ' , ' from 
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1627 twelve wild Drakes, and as many Pidgeons j but they were provided , it feems, 

^ f * only for the Ambaffador Btugun^ti and his Ladies- 

Somes days afterwards it was publilh’d by the 'Twto or publick Crier, all over the City, 
that all ftiould keep within their houfes , an'd that none fliould prefume to come into the ftreec 5 
the King being to goc that way abroad , to give the Court Ladies the Divertifemem of 
Hunting. 

The cuftom of the Country is , that the King’s Wives and Concubines fiiould not go abroad, 
nnlefs it be in certain Chefts or Cabinets , which are covered all over , and carried by Camels. 
All which notwithftanding, they permit not , that,whilethey arepaflingby , there (hould be 
any one in the Streets , or that any men fliould come within Musket-fliot of the field where 
they are , upon pain of prefent Death. The King goes before , and the Ladies follow about half 
an hour after , accompany ’d by their Women, and a great number of Eunuchs. TVhen they 
are come into the field , they get on Horfe-back, carry Hawks on their fifts, and ufe their Bows 
and Arrows as well as the men. 

Only the King and the Eunuchs flay among the Women ; all the refl of the men are about 
half a League from them , and when the fport is begun , no man is to come within two Leagues 
of them, unlefs the King fend for him by an Eunuch. The Lords of the Court in the mean 
time hunt fome other way. The King return’d from this Hunting, Nov. 2 ( 5 . fo Drunk, as were 
alfomofl: of his Lords, that they could hardly fit their horfes. They made a halt at the i'aid 
houfe called , and had engag’d themfelves into that Debauch, upon a great Biidge 

which is at the entrance of the Park, where the great Lords had danc’d in his Prefence, and 
found him fuch excellent fport , that thofc who did beft , had great Prefents bcftow’d on them. 

It was obferv’d to be his particular Humour, that he was very liberal in his Debauches, and many 
times gave away fo much , that the next day he repented him of it. * 

. ' SomecightdaysafterthisgreatHunting-match we had an example of his Liberality in that 

h&emlm ^^‘"8 defirous to drink in the after-noon , and raoft of the company having 

hsDe- left him , there being with him only the Eahtmad dowUt, and fome Eunuchs, he paus’d a 
bauches. great Cup to be fill’d , which he ordered to be prefented to the Chancellor , with a command , 
that he Ihould drink his health. The Chancellor , who was not given to thofe Excefl'es , would 
have excus’d hirafelf , but the King drew out his Sword, fet it by the Cup, and bid him take his 
choice, either Drink, or Dye. 

The Chancellor finding he had the Woolf by the Ears,and not knowing how to avoid drink- 
ing , takes the'Cup in his hand , and was going to drink . but perceiving the King a little turn’d 
about, he rifes and gets away. The King was extremely incens’d thereat, and fent for him, 
but upon anfwer brought , that he was not to be found , he gave the Cup to an ^Achtet or Eu- 
nuch. He would alfo have excus’d himfelf , pretending he had not Drunk any Wine for a good 
while before, and that ifhe took off that Cup, it would infallibly be the Death of him; but 
the King was not fatisfy’d with thofe excufes , and taking up his Sword would have kill’d him , 
ifat^/efcaster , or Gentleman belonging to his Chamber had not prevented him, yet did he 
not do itfo clearly , but that he himfelf was hurt in the Leg , and the Eunuch in the hand. The 
King, who would have his will , finding all had left him , addrefs’d himfelf to one of his Pages , 
the San oizAlymerdan-Ckanf GovemotaoiCandahar , whowasa very handfom young Lad, 
and ask’d him , whether he had the courage to venture at the drinking oft of that Cup. The 
young Lad made anfwer , that he knew not what he might be able to do , and that he would do 
his endeavour , whereupon kneeling down before the King , he took ieveral draughts of it. At 
laft, thinking k too great a task to go through , and finding himfelf animated by the Wine, and 
the King’s obliging expreffions , who ftill egg’d him on to Drink , he rifes, call his arms -about 
the King’s neck, kiffes him , and fays , ‘Eatfchahimfe alia , taala menam d’ JfchpchJafch 
Txerfun ; that is , / fray God grant the King a long andhappy Life : and the Prince was fo raudi 
taken with the aftion , that he fent to the Treafury for a Sword, whereof the //indie, ^cabard, 
and Belt , were faefet with precious flones , and prefented him with it ; and bellow’d on ano- 
ther Page, who had help’d off with fome of the Wine , another very rich Sword , and a great* 
Golden Cup. But the next day, he was fo call down, and fo Melancholy , rhat Rid ing abroad 
into the Country , he was not able to hold his Bridle. They put him into a better humour, 
by getting from the Pages the beft Swoid and the Golden cup, giving them fome Xamatns in 
ready Money. 

Meclm- t^- oiNiovsmher tht SahtmadDowUt , or Chancellor , made a great Feaft for the 
cdhr ■ Arabaffadors , in a naoft frtir //all , which as foon as a man came to the entrance of it , won- 

treats the derfully charm’d the Eye. For in the midft of the Vefiibalmn , there was a great Fountain , out 
jmhajja- which came feveral fpouts of >vatcr. The //all it felfhad on the upper-part of it, towards 
Roof, feveral Pouriraftutes of Women, cloath’d in feveral Modes , all done after fome 
all about Saropaan Copks- and under them the Walls were fet aU about with Lodpng-GlalTes , to the 
withuok- number of above wo hundred ,, of all fixes. So that when a man ftood in the midft of the //alV 
htg.Giaf h he might fee himfelf of all fides. ' . ' ' ■ 
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We were told, that in the King's Palace, in the apparttnent of his Wives, there U alfoa Hall, 
done all about with Lookirig- Glafles, but far greater and much fairer chan this. The entertain- _ ^'-1 

menc which the Chancellor made us was very Magnificent, ail the meat being ferv’d in filver 
Diihes, We had the Divertiferaent of the King’s Mulick and Dancing-women all the time we 
were at Dinner, during which they behav’d not themfelves with the fame refpefl: and referv’d- 
uefs as they had done in the King’s prefence, when we din’d at Court, but fliew’d tricks much 
beyond any thing they iiad done before, one whereof I obferv’d, which I think^ altnoft Miracu- 
lous. One of thefc Women having plac’d in the midft of the Ml a Veffel of Porcelane two 
foot high, and taken feveral turns about it, took it up between her Leggs, with fuch flight, that 
not any one of us perceiv’d it, and kept on the Dance with the fame eafe, and with the fame 
flight return’d it to the fame place, not making one wrong ftep all the time. 

Thefe Women are calllled Kachbehas^ and they are employ’d not only in this Divertifement, TSe Perfian 
butinany other that may be expefted from Women. Thofe who entertain their Friends, vihaxtnat mints 
■ quality foever they be will not have them want any Diverfion they can defire j and the Per- 
fanSy who are great Lovers of W omen, will not omit at their treatments that fport which they 
moft delight in. Whence it comes, that there is no great Feaft made in Ferjia, at which thefe 
Dancing- women are not brought in, as a neceflary part of it. The Matter of the Entertainment 
profftxs them to his Guefts, and he who hath a mind to any one of them, rifes from the Table, 
goes into a private room with her whom he moft fancies, and having done his work, comes to 
his place again, and the W oman goes to the Dance, without any (hame on the one fide, or no- 
tice taken of it on the other. Thofe who make fome difficulty to venture themfelves with fuch 
common Ware, refufe the Matter’s kindnefs with a Complement, and thank him for the ho- 
nour he does them. There is but one City in all to wit, that of Ardehil, where this 

cuftom is not fuffered ; which is done upon the accompc of the Sanftity of the place, which is fo 
great, that Schsah-zAbas thought himfelf oblig’d to baniffi thence all the publick Wo- 
men. ■ ' , 

Dinner being ended, the Mufick and the Dancers widi drew, and. the Ambafladors with the 
Chancellor, made fome Progrefs in their Negotiation, and in the mean time we were carried a 
walking into the Garden, where they treated us with Fruit and Conferves. 

As to this Sdttemad dmlet', his name was Taggey and he was about fixty years of age, ha- ihe cUn- 
ving one eye black, the other blew, a full face j but yeUowifli or inclining to an Olive, and ve- 
ry high colour’d j whence it came, that he was ordinarily called Sam Tagge. He wore 
beard, as being an Eunuch ; and upon that occaflon we fliall here give a fliorc account of him 
and his fortunes, which we think may deferve infertion in this place, though there are various 
relations thereof. 

Some affirm, ihdXSaru Tagge y being yet very youngs and his employment being to Copy 
out Writings in the City of Kemtz.ey he fell in love with a young Boy, and not prevailing with 
him to confent to his brutality, he forc’d him. The Boy’s Father made his complaints to 
Schach-Abas, then King of ’Terjky who commanded that Sara Tagge ftiould have his Sji^, ( fo 
they call the privy parts ) with all its dependences, cutoff. Others relate, that Schach-Ahas 
condemn’d him to die, and that coming to hear of it, cutoff, himfelf, thofe parts with a 
Rafour, fent them to the King, with this requeft, that having himfelf punifli’d the Members 
which had offended, his Majefty would be pleas’d to let his head alone, which had done no 
mor^harm, andraight,__onetimeor other, befcrviceabletohim; and that the King aftonilh’d 
at the ftrange refoluiion of the man, conceiv’d an affedfion for him, and finding him an under- 
ftanding perfon, made him Seaetary in his Court of Chancery. Schach-S^ having with his 
own hands kill’d Taleb-Chan, this man’s Predeceffor, fent Tagge the Golden Ink-horn, which 
is the Badge of the Dignity of Chancellor. 

The 21 . following, the Chancellor invited the Ambafladors to a feepnd entertainment, by 
exprefs order from the King, that they might make fome ftirther pregrefs in their Affairs. They conference 
had a long conference together, after which we were, treated at dinner, but not with the 

fame Magnificence as the time before. ^ s 

The 29. the two Brothers, Seferas, and Slm-hegy came to vifit the Ambafladors, who would 
needs have them ftay Dinner, endeavour’d all he could to be merry himfelf, and to 

make others fo, but we eafily found it was done with feme violence, and that his heart anfwer’d 
mot his outward demeanour. The reafon of it we underftood from his elder brother, who told 
us, that the King had a great kindnefs for them, and did them very great favours j but that.it, 
was a dangerous thing to jeaft with him, and that he had a very fad affurance of it in his bro- 
ther, who being much refpefted at the Courr, for the freedora of his humour^ andhisdivertive 
copverfiition, the King told him one dayj that he wanted not any thing, fave that he was not 
of the z^tufdman’i jieligion, add that he could'not do him a greater pleafnre, than io taWes 
Circuimiflon- Wh^ito Elias-heg, reply’d fmiling, that that might happen one time or 'Other, 
intreating his Majefty not to fpeak any further of lerious affairs, Vutto profecute his Di^tifc- 
ments, Therewas no more faid to him of it for a good while, but-upyn occafioaof the Clock; 

ma^rs 
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the king fent him wod, that he flioutd remember the protruTe he had made 
to be Ctrctimcis*d. He would have cKcus’d hirafelf, pretending what he had fpoken was in 
jeaft 4 but thofe whom the king had Cent to him, would not be Ihuffled off with that anfwer, 
took him, and Circumcis’d him by force. Eittu-beg confirm’d what his elder brother had told 
us 5 but with this proteftation, that he was ueverthelefs a Chnfitan m his Soul, and that he 
wou Id die in the profeflion he had ever made of that Religion. 


DECEM. ©ffewiier the fecond, jibafculiTeg, ont (iMehemandary came, and brought us the Prefents 
KjHg's from the king , to wit, to each of the Ambaffadors a Horfe, with the Saddles cover’d all over 
Piefentsto plates of Gold, and the Bridles having great buckles of the fame Metal : Two Garments, 
according to the wearing, togtihttmih.iht MendilsiniMtmbends^ that is, the Tur- 

bant and Girdle, ot Gold Brocado, according to the mode of the Countrey. Moreover, to be 
divided between them both, two hundred and five pieces of fifteen forts of filk fluffs. Satin, 
Damask, Taffata, Cotton, &c. and two hundred in money, which amont to 

juft three thoufand, three hundred and fevcnty Tiaftres, or a thoufand French Piflols, towards 
the expencesof their travel in their return. The five principal perfons of the Retinue had each of 
them a Satin Veftment, and another of Taffata, with Flowers of Gold and Silk. The other 
Gentlemen had each of them one of Taby, with Flowers of Gold; butthereflof the Retinue 
had not any thing fent them. The AmbaUador Brngman fciz’d the money, beftow’d fome of it 
among thofe of our Company, who flood in need thereof, to buy things neceffary for their jour- 
ney, and diftribuced the refl among fome of his nArmemm friends. 

TneAm- Thenextday, Decmh. 3. the King fent to invite the Ambaffadors to Dine with him once 

/'ajjadots which was to be the laft Treatment we were to have at Court. The ijlddtemandar tolif 

Lxfitieat- them, it was the cuftom, that they fhould have, upon their own deaths, the befl of thofe Gar- 
ment at ments, which the King had fent them. The Ambaffadors, at firfl, made fome difficulty to 
Comt. complyance • but when they were told it was a cuftom obferv’d by all Ambaffadors, 

and that no doubt the King would take it very ill at their hands, if they prefented themfelves be- 
fore him, without the marks of his Liberality, they at laft refolv’d to do it, and, after their ex- 
ample, all the reft of the Retinue. We Dined in the Hall of the Dtmn Chane, and ^ll things 
were performed with the fame Ceremonies as at the firft time. Only this happened more than 
ik chitu- ordinary, that, while the fruits were yet upon the Table, the Chancellor ordered to pafs before 
the King, thePrefent, which he is wont to make every year once, and fometimes twice, for 
jenttothe reafons wbereof we fhall give fome account hereafter. This Prefem confifted in twelve escel- 
lent Horfes, very richly cover’d, forty nine Camels loaden with Turkie Tapiftry, and other 
fine ffufiPs of Wool, fifteen Mules, a thoufand Tnindns, or fifty thoufand Livers in money, 
forty pieces of Gold and Silver Brocado, andfeveral other fluffs and Commodities, whereot 
, there was fuch abundance, that it took up an hour and a half ere all were pafs’d by, to be dif- 
pos’d into the Treafury : in as much as for every Tamtunj there was a feveral perion, who car- 
ried it in his hand, in a filken Purfe of feveral colours. 

Am- After Dinner, the Kmzjbacht, or Lord high Chamberlain, came and conduced the Am- 
bajjadors baffadors to the King, of whom they took their leave. The King delivered them himfelf the 
Mke Anfwer he made to the Letters they had brought him, with recommendations to his Highnefs 
of tkKing Qjjj, Mailer^ and promis’d that he would fend to Vifit him by an exprefs Embaffy. The Ambaffa- 
dors anfwer’d the Complement, and thank’d the King for the honour he had done them, and 
the noble Treatments they had received from him, during the flay they had made in his king- 
dom ^ and return’d to their lodgings, obferving the fame order in their going from the Court 
as had been done at their going thither. 

-^Mufeo- Decemb. 4. ihe PeJlofjick,^ or e^ji/rtt/irfwAtnbaffador, -Alexei Savinowits went to fee the 
vijinVoi- Chancellor, who difraifs’d him in the Kings name, that he might return in our Company. The 
vkhdif- dayes following, thofe Lords, who had receiv’d any Prefents from our Ambaffadors, fent theirs 
mJPd, to them. 


Decemb. y. Chofrn SHlthan fent the Ambaffadors two Horfes. 

Tie Fre- The next day, Tzjmichaft, the Kmubafehi, fent his Prefent to the Ambaffado,rs 5 but in 
jents /raw regard he had done it, by the Tfr/iw fugitive, who had fo bafely left the Ambaffa- 

Jome Ter- dors, to change his Religion, they would not accept of it, and fent him word, that they much 
wendred, that, it being, as they conceiv’d, his defign to do them an honour, and to oblige 
them by the Prefent he made them, he would fend it by a perfon, for whom they muft needs 
have an averfion, and one they could not endure to fee. Three dayes after, he fent them, by 
another Man, two Horfes, a Mule, and eighteen pieces of Stuff, which they accepted, and. gave 
the perfon who brought the Prefent, five Piftols. '

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The 10. the Chamberlain fent them two Horfes 5 the Chancellor , two Horfes , 

Mule, and forty Bve pieces of fluffs, among which there were feveral, whereof the ground- 
work was Gold.

The noife of the Trumpets and Tymbrels continu’d all the time , as did alfo that of our Ar- p . 
tillery, which the ArabanadorS5mj7J7/sa ordered to be difeharg’d at all the healths that were 
drunk, and that fo often, that Father our Interpreter, who knew that they might hear 
every (hot at the Kings Palace , fearing his Majefty Ihoiald take it ill , was forc’d to reprefent 
to him the Tyrannical humour of that Prince , and the danger, whereto he expos’d not only his 
own perfon , after the Ambaffadors were departed , but alfo all that belong’d to the Embafl'y. 
li? told to , that it was no extraordinary thing to fee that Prince exercife his cruelties upon all 
forts of perfons , without any regard of their C^ality or Charafter , and intreated him to com- 
mand that there fliouid be no more fliooring. But ail thefe Rcmonftrances prevail’d nothing 
with the Arabaffador , who ordered the Tiumpets to found , and the Guns to be fir’d as much 
as at any time before. We underflood fince, that the King was fo incens’d againft the faid Am- 
baCTador , as well for this aftion, as another , whereof I ihall prefently give amaccount, that he 
was upon the point of ordering him to be cut in pieces , and it may be all of us with him , if the 
prudence and moderation of the Chancellor had not prevail’d with him to forbear , by reprefen- 
ting to, him , that the Prince his Mafter , who, no doubt approv’d not the infolences of that Am- 
bamidor , would be fore topunifli them, as foon as he were advertifed thereof. 

But what raoft incens’d the King was this following adventure. Idon Serfteldi , who had the ^ 

Quality of a Gentleman , in the Retinue of the Ambaffadors , was put into Irons by order of 
the Ambaffador upon this account , that being bom at tAmwerp ^ whence he ti-tfthe reti- 

tir’d into HoSand j there were fomcjcabofies conceiv'd of him, upon die frequent Vifits henuetahs 
made to the I>«rcfe Agent , from whom he receiv’d many little kindneffes. However, that the 
Agent might not take ought amifs, and the more to fm other the jealoufie had of him, it was 
given out that he had rob’d the Ambaffadors. He found means to make his efcape, and caft him- 
felf into the San^uary of the Terjiam , which they call Cafi , which i$ part of the King’s 
Palace. The Ambaffadors fent to intreat the iTing to return their Domeftick into their hands ; 
but anfwer was brought , that if what he was charg’d to have ftolen were found about him it 
fliouldbereftor’d, but that as to his perfon , it was not in his power to force him out of the 
Sanftuary , though he had committed fomc Crime againft his Royal Dignity. The Ambaffador 
Brugman was fo tranfported with paffion at this anfwer , that he faid aloud, that he would have 
’him, and would kill him , though he took refuge and were found within the JTing^ s arms. Nay, 
not content to betray this fally of his paffion , he fuborn’d an Armenian , who was to F^fwade ' 

Btrnoldi^ to get out of the Sanftuary in the night , and to hide himfelffome where elfe, while 
be fent above twenty perfons a-foot and on horfe-back , Army with Fire-locks , and Muskets 
_ with match %hted, to the Palace-Gate, with exprefs Order to kill him, ifhe came out, or to 
get him thence by force. Hts CoUegue endeavour’d all he could to prevent' that violence , and 
the iSngs Guard oppos'd it j but the infolence of the|jatcy he had fent out upon this defign,who 
did more than they were commanded to do , was fo great, that, making head againft the Guard , 
who would have thruft them back , the iTing awak’d at the noife , and, defirous to prevent fur- 
ther diforder, cbmmanded that Gate, through which there was aff entrance into the 
ry, to belhut, wld^ was more than had been fecn in die memory of Man j it being the 
fignof the Foondatjon , that riiofe untounate perfons who are forc’d thither, fliould find 
their way in at any hour. , . ,

lugreat- If you take in all its Suburbs, it will be found that it is above ei^ht ^erm4» leagues in coqi- 
pafs, info much that it is as much as a man can do to go about it in one day. The City hath 
twelve Gates, whereof there are but nine open . above eighteen thoufand Houfes, and about 
five hundred thoufand Inhabitants. The Walls of it are of Earth, low and weak, being, below, 
two fathoms, and above, but a foot thick, and its Baftions are of Brick, but fo poorly flanked 
that they do not any way fortifie the City, no more than does the Dhch,whichis-fort®a’d, that 
both Summer and Winter, a man may pafs over it dry-foot. F. ‘Ftsarro, and Tome others 
affirm, ^that the walls are of Chalk • but I could find no fuch. thing, iiiilefs it were that in the 
Caftle, which hath its walls diftindl from thofe of the City, there are fbme places, which look 
as if they were whitened, or done over with Chalk or Lime. 
ihe River The River SeWerwt, which rifes out of the adjacent Mountain oiTleinamtid, runs by its 
Sendaut. walls on the South and South-weft fide, on which fidels the Suburbs of Tz-alfa. Before ir 
comes into the City, it is divided into two branthes, one whereof falls into the Park, called 
fiafmz.mb, where the King keeps all forts of Deer, and from the other, there is drawn a cur- 
rent of water, which paffes, by Chanels under ground, into the Garden of Tzarba^lj. This 
River fupplies the whole City with water, there being hardly a houfe into which it comes not 
by Pipes, or fo near, as that it is no great trouble to them to fill their Cifterns of it, which they 
all Hmsitii Burke % though befidcs this convenience of the River, they have Wollsj, the wa- 
ter whereof IS a&good as that of the River. Mlmerdi-Chm, fomettmeGovernouE df Schiras^ 
built, at his own charge, the fair Stone-Bridge, which is between the Garden of Ta.ar- 
hagh , and the City , upon this River, which is as .broad in that place as the Thames is at 
London. 

Schach-aAbas etCi^tohnnginto the Ei'^er-Q? Smderut that f>V%Abk^ren which rifes 
on the other fide of the lame Mountain of Lemmend • and whereas, fo bring thefe two Rivers 
into the fame Chanel, there was a neceffity of cutting' the Mountain, he employ'd, for the 
fpace, of fourteen years together, above a thoufand Pionef s at that work. And though diey met 
with extraordinary difficulties, not only in that they had to do with pure Rock, which in fome 
places Was above two hundred foot deep . but alfo. in regard, the Mountain being cover’d with 
* Snow for near nine Months of the year, thcy'had bat three to work in, yet had he the work 
conftantly carried on with fuch eaimeftnefs, that all the Chans and Gieat Lords fending their 
Work-men thereto, upon their own charges, there was in a manner no doubt made of the fuccelTe 
ofthatgreatenterprize,fince there remain'd to do but the fpace of two hundred paces, when 
Schach-Jhas leaving the Confurametion of that .imperfeft wotk to his Sucecffor, who 
hath as yet done nothing therein. ;

nilli this City for its Rebellion, commanded his Soldiers not -to come thence, unlefs they_ 
brought with them the Heads pf fome of the Inhabitants of Jrfdhan-, and that the Soldiers, 
'who met not every day with Men, cut off Womens heaifc, (hav'dthem, and fo' brought them 
iaCb&za, and that by this means the City was fo depopulated, that there were not people 
enoi^h left to fill the flxth part 'of it. 1 1 began to recover it felf under. Sehaeh^Jfmael 1 1 , bat in- 
deed, it was by tranllatingthefeatof his Empire from Cafynn to this City, 

brought it £0 the height it is now in, not only by adorning it with many fair, both publick 
and private Straanres, 'but alfo by peopling it with a great number of Families, which he 
brought altmgwithidm out of fevefal other Provinces of the kingdome. . ' , 

But what contributes tiioft to the greattiefs of this City is the Metfehids, or their 
qitUes^ the Market-places, the the publick Baths, and the Palaces of Great Lords that 
have fome relation to the Court - b^.efpecially the fair Gardens, whereof there is fo great 
a number, that there arem^y Houfes Havefwopr three, and hardly ^any, but hath at ieaft 
one. • ^ 

Its Gar- The expences the Terjims are at in their Gafdehs,i^.^lu|pi& .t&| make gfejiteft 
ration of their Wealth. Not that they much ofothem with 
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Blowers, aswedoin ; but thefe they flight as an exceflive Liberality of Nature , 
whom their common fields are ftrew’d with an infinite number of Tulips and other Blowers; but ‘ 

they are rather defirous to have their Gardens full of all forts ofFruit-Trees , and efpicially t>> 
difpofe them into pleafant Walks, of a kind of Plane or Poplar, a Tree not known in , 

which the call Thefe Trees grow up to the height of the Pine, and have ve- 

ry broad Leaves , not much unlike thole of the Vine. Their fruit hath fotne refemblance to the 
Cheftnut , while the outer coat is about it; but there is no Kernel within it , fo that it is not 
to be eaten. The wood thereof is very brown , and full of Veins , and the Terfmu ufe it in 
Doors, and fliutters for Windows, which, being rubb’d with Oyl , look incomparably better 
than any thing made of Wall-nut Tree, nay indeed than the Root, of it, which is nov/ lo much 

All things in their Gardens are very delightful , but, above all, their Fountains. The Bafins "'=•«'' 
or Receptacles of them are very large , and in oft of Marble, or Free-ftone. There are belong- 
ing to them many Chanels , of the fame ftone , which conveigh the water from one Bafin to a- 
nother , and ferve to water the Garden. Perfons of Quality , nay indeed many rich Merchants, 
build, in their Gardens , Summer-houfes , or a kind of Gallery or Hall, which is enclos’d 
with a row of Pillars , whereto they add , at the four corners of the main Stru£iure , fo many 
with-drawing-rooms, or Pavilions , where they take the air, according to the wind then reign- 
ing. And this they take fo much delight in , that, many times, thefe Summer-houfes, are hand- 
fomer built, and better furnifli’d , tiian thofe v/herein they ordinarily live. Tis true, their 
Great-mens Houfes and Palaces are very Magnificent within ; but there is not any thing fo 
ugly without , in regard moft of thefr rfoufes are built only of Fai th , or Brick , bak’d in the 

Their houfes are in a manner fquare , and moft have four ftories, accounting the gJoiind-room 
for one. They call the Cellar , and fuch places, belonging to a houfe , as are under ground , fa, 
Sirfemiriy the ground-rooms of the houfe, Chane,ths Kafchk,^ thefecond, Tzjiiife-, 

and the third, Kejfer-^ and they call the open Halls Brwan, Their W indows are commonly as 
big as their Doors ; and in regard their buildings are not very high ,* the frame'; ordinarily n ach 
up to the Roof. They have not yet the ufe of Glafs , but, in Winter, they cover the frames of 
their Windows, which are made like Lattices, with oyl’d Paper. 

There is alfo little Wood in TerjSii, I mean in moft of its Provinces , that, not being able 1077,,;, 
keep any great lire, they make ufe of Stoves, but they are otherwife made than thofe oi Ger-pove^] 
mmy. In the raidft of their low rooms, they make a hole in the ground of about the compafs of 
an ordinary Kettle , which they fill with burning Coals or Char-coal , and put over it a plank , 

Or little low Table , cover’d with a large Carpet. Sitting, according to their cuftom, upon the 
ground , they thruft their feet undep the Table , and draw the Carpet over their Body up to the 
breaft , fo as that the heat is thereby kept in. Some pafs away the nights alfo , thus accommo- 
dated, and fo they procure a very natural heat with little fire , and they imagine it to be the 
more wholfom , in that it troubles not the head , which in the mean time hath the benefit of a 
freih and healthy air. They call this kind of Stoves 5 and that the brain might not be 

offended by Vapours , which Char-coal commonly fends up into the head , they have certain 
Paffages and Conduits under ground, through which the air draws them away. Perfons of mean 
Quality, and fuch as are faving , drefs their meat with thefe Teams , and make ufe of them in- 
fiead of an Oven , and bake Bread and Cakes over them. There is not a houfe in Jfpdian , but 
hath its Court, which a man muft crofs ere he comes into the houfe. 

They fay, that heretofore, the ftreets of Jifdian were fo broad , that twenty horft might ’OnfinetS^ 
have rid a-breaft in any of them. But now, efpecially fince the City began to be re-peopled , in 
the tme o£ Schach-t^has j they husbanded their ground better, efpecially ill the heart of the 
City, near the tj^aidan and the Tafar ; infomuch that the ftreets are become fo narrow, that 
if a man meets a Mule-driver, whom they call Charbende , that is, a fervant to look to the Afles, 
who many times drives twenty Mules or more before him, he muft ftep into fome ftiop, and 
ftay there till they be all pafs’dby. All the ftreets abutting upon the ^PM'aidaa are very nar- 
row: bat'the«.? 5 S£i«i(^», or Market-place, though it hath Ihops all about it, is fo large, that I 
cannot imagine there is any in Baroye comes beat it. 

This Market-place is feven hundred foot long, and two hundred ahd fifty broad. All theJ2«M!ii%i 
houfes about-thctj^rfjfltaw are of equal heighih , and all built of Brick, having their {hops 
vaulted : where you have, on the fide towards the King’s Palace, Goldfroiths , Lapidaries, arid 
Dru^tfts ; and oppofitc to them , thofe Merchants who fell all forts of ftuflfe, of Silk , V^ol , 
and Cotton , and the Taverns where they Tiple, and fell all forts of Proviflons. All thefe Kol^ 
fes are two ftories high, and have all, their Smans , or open Halls. The Market-place '!» 
planted all about with a kind of Trees , called Semfemt which is fothewhat lik^Box, but 
they are much higher , and the branches being perpetually greei)^ they ate fo ttft, that the 
Shops are to be feen between the Trees , and make a very deaighrfal Profpeft. But fc is not one 
of the leaft Ornaitfents of their that die Rii/ulct which runs at tht foot of thefe . 

Gg a ’ " Jtees, 
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Trees , in aChanel of Frceftone , rais’d two foot from the ground all about the Market-place, 
J° 37 * falls into two great Bafons , at the two comers of it, and is thence carried by Chanels under 
!! ground to other places. 

Tradef-men do not work at all therafelves , but have their Slaves and Apprentices , who do 
all the main work at their houfe’s , while the Mafter’s bufinefs is only tafell his Commodities , 
in (hops appointed for that purpofe , at the , in a great Vaulted Gallery built with 

Arches, or in the ftreets abutting upon it, where every Trade hath its particular quarter af- 
fign’d it , or haply in a ftreet appointed for that particular Commodity , and where they per- 
mit not the felling of any other. The obfervance of which order , in regard the Per/iaas are very 
neat in all they do , makes fo delightful a fliew , that ] haye not fecn any thing like it. At the 
end of his Gallery , there are two Balconies , cover’d over head, oppofite one to the other, 
where their Mufick , which confifts in Tymbrels, Hawboyes , and other kind of Inftrumencs, 
which they call is to be heard every night at Sun- fet , asalfo, when the King, either 

going out of the City , or coming into it , pafles through the They have this kind 

ot Mufick in all the Cities oiPer/kj which are governed by the Chaa , and they fay 
Tamherlarte firft introduc’d that cuftom , which hath been obferved ever fince. 

TheKing’s Palace is upon thtMaidan^Th^ Perpam call it ‘Dovflet- Chant ^ofDer Chant Schachy 
and there he before the Gate feveral great Pieces, of all lizes , but moft fach as require 36 or 
p^ace. pound Bullet , very roughly caft , without Carriages , and lying upon Beams , fo as that no 
ufecan be madeofthemT Nicholas Hem , zHoUander y who traveled into Perfa in the years 
idi3. and 1614. fays that thefe Pieces were brought thither from , aoi that they fe- 
cure the Avenues of the place } but, as I faid before , it is impoflible they (hould be difcharg’d. 
Nay, the Palace it felf hath no Fortifications, and is compafs’d only by a high Wall. In tho 
day lime , there are but three or four upon the Guard , and in the night , there are fifteen, at 
the Gate, and about thirty within the King’s apartment. Thefe laftare all perfons of Quality , 
HisGmrl ^<>”5 of Chims , of whom, fome ftand Gentry , and the reft walk the Round , and .they ail 

' lye upon the ground , in the open air. This Guard hath its Kifehihtza , or particular Captain , 
who, every night, delivers the King a Lift of their names who are upon the Guard, that he may 
know whom he may confide in, and by what perfons he is ferved. 

Over the firft Gate, there is a great fquare ftruRure, which hath large Windows on all 
fides, and we were told , that, within, it was Carv’d all over and Gilt. The other principal 
apartments of this great Palace , are, the Chant , which is a fpacious Hall , where the King 
treats all the great Lords of his Court, and entertains them at Dinner, upon the day of their 
Naurm , which is their firft day of the year; JDivan-Chane y which is the ordinary place 

where, all Appeals are try’d, and where the King commonly gives Audience to the AmbaiTadors 
of Forein Princes, as we faid elfewhere j which is done, partly upon this account , that, this 
Edifice having a ^eat Court ad joyning to it , into which it looks , the King may have the con- 
venience of fliewing the Ambafladors fome of his beft Horfes , and his other^pieces pi Magnifi- 
cence, as he did at our firft audience. The i£»'<ow-CJb«»c , which is a Hall , wherein the CaJJe- 
ha, that is the King’s Concubines, who are alvvaysftiut up in fcveral apartments., have their 
meetings, to Dance before him, and to divert him with their Muficians, who.are all Eunuchs; 
The JDeka, ot the place of the King's ordinary refidence j where he lodges , and eats , with his 
lawful Wives. All thefe Halls have, belonging to them, feveral Chambers, Clofets, Galleries, 
and other necefiary apartments , fit for the lodging and divertifement of fo powerftil a Prince, 
and fo great a number of Ladies , who are all with him within the fame Palace j wherein 
there is not any confiderable apartment , but hath its particular Gardeh. 

At the entrance of the Kings Palace , and about forty paces ftora the outer-gate , on the right 
hand , there is another Gate , which opens into a fpacious Garden , in the midft whereof there 
j is a Chapel which gives a Piivilege to the whole place , and makes the Sanftuary we fpoke of 

ezUedby the “PerJianSy eHSa-Cdfiy that Is, God’s Gate. All thole who ftand in fear 
of imprifonment , whether upon a civil, or criminal account , find here an aflured Sanftuary and 
refuge , even againft the King’s difpleafure , , and may live there till they are reconcil’d to their 
Adverfaries , if (hey have to do with private men , or obtain’d their pardon of the King ^ pro- 
vided they have wherewithal! to fubfift. Murtherers and Aflafllns participate of the fame Privi- 
iege but the Ppjms havefo great an averfion for Theft , as accounting it a bale and infamous 
Crime, asit really i?, that they permit not Thievp, if they do come in , to flay theremany 
days. At the time of put Travels, wcfouad,inthisSan£hjary,aS»ftto, whohaving, either 
tlrnpughraisformn^pf his bwnillephduft, loft the Kings favour, and being in fear of lofing 
his life,, was gotinthithex withalll^Fanuly, and liv’d in Tents, which he had fet up in 
theGarden. . ’ ' " . ■

all things elfc the moft exa£t of any that have written themfor;!'^- ^ 
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ers. The King doe’s not live in it, but there is a Govemour, who hath the command of it, and j / o 
a firong Garrifon within it, which is kept there for the fecurity of the Treafure, the Arms and 
Ammunition of War, that are within it j though all the Artillery confifts only in fomc Field- 
pieces. 

On the other fide of the ^^faidan^ in a by-ftreet, there is another Sanftuary, which is cal- A»otljer 
lei’tfehthilSutm. upon occafion of the forty Beams, which under-prop the Roof of the 
Strufture, and which all reft upon one Pillar, which ftands in the middle of the Metfchid^ or 
Mofqney. Into this Sanftuary, there got a great number of the Inhabitants of Ispahan, when 
Tmberlme punifli’d the rebellion of this City. For chough he had no great fentimencs of pie- 
ty, yet did he difcover a certain refpcfl: tor the places he accounted facred ; and accordingly he 
fpar’d aUthofe who took refuge in the but ordered all the reft to be cut in pieces, and 

commanded the Walls of the Court belonging to it, to be pull’d down. But Schaeh-Jfmael had 
them built up again, and made the place a Sanftuary. 

Towards the South part of the ftands that rich and magnificent which 

Schach-^hof began, and was almoft finilh'd when he died , but Schach-Sefi}izd the work carried , 

on at the time of our being there, caufing the Walls to be done over with Marble. It is dedica- 
ted to z^ehedi, who is the twelfth Imoftj or Saint, of the pofterity of for whom Schach^ 
jibas had fo particular a Devotion, that he was pleas’d to build feveral other zJ^ofujiteys after 
the fame Models though much lefs, at.T««w, and other places, in honour of the lame Saint, 
wherein he made ufe of the Marble, which he had brought from Srmn, which is as white as 
Cbaulk, and fmoothcr than any Looking-glafs. But the Marble which was fpent in the build- 
ing of the great Metfchid, at Ifjxdaan^ is brought from the Mountain of Slmnd. The Perfiahs 
w^nld have it believ’d, that Aifheiiif is not dead, but lies hid in a Grot, nent Kufa^ and that he 
(hall-come out thence, fome titr? before the day of Judgement, and ride Duld»l^ Aalfi Horfe, 
upon whom he is to goal! over the World, to convert people to the Religion of MahmePt 
Whence this Mofqtcey is called Metz.td Mehede Sahebefemaa. 

To go from the Maidan to this Mofquey, a man muft pafs through a great Court, pav’d with , 
Free-ftone, at the end whereof, <^re is, under a Tree, afairCiftern, wherein thofe, who go 
to do their Devotions in the Mofquey, wafli and^urifie themfelves. . Behind this Tree, there is 
a pair of ftasrs^ by which you go up to the fquare place, which is much lefs than the fore-faid 
6 ourt, and thence it is but a little further to the ^jMofquey^John de Laep^ taking it from Nicho- 
las Hem, affirms, that there is a pair of ftairs of thirteen fteps to get up to the Mofqaeyfiad that 
thofe ftairs are cut out of one piece of Marble j but there is no (ueh thing. The Portal is of 
white Marble, and a.thi& Ashigh as xh&toi the eJiMefchaick.Cheabende, m-SalphauM, The door 
is cover’d all over with plates of Silver, which are Gilt in feveral places. 

As you pafs through the Door, you enter into a great Court, round about which there is 
a Vaulted GaUcry, and, in the middle of it, a great Ciftern of Free-ftone, but eight fquare, 
and foil of water. Above this Gallery there is another, not fo high as this, which upper Gal- 
lery haffi> towards or Court, a row of Marble Pillars, which in fome places are 

Gilt. A man muft crofs this Court to go into the Mofqmy, wherein are the Meherd and the 
Cathib, that is, the Altar and the Pulpit, according to their way. As you come in, you pafs 
under a Vault of extraordinary height, done over with glittering Stones, fome Blew, fome 
Gilt. It is a vaft Struffore, having many Neeches and Chapels, which arc all upheld by Mar- 
ble Pillars. But the moft, remarkable thing in all this £?ner<«-, is, that all the Walls, as well 
thofe of the Gallery, whichis intheCourt, asoftheJJdlj^«ejitfelf, are of Marble, about fif» 
teen or fixteen foot high, and that there is no piece of Marble, f which is moft of it white and 
extremely weH polifli’d ) but is five or fix foot in length and Ijteadth, and they are fo. neatly 
put one into another, that, the Jundfores being in a manner imperceptible, a man cannos but 
admire the Art of the Work-man, and acknowledge that thlPWorkmanfliip is not to be imita- 
ted. The Meherab, or the Altar, is all of one piece ofMarble, having on each fide, a Pillar of 
the fame ftonc, whichis alfo sU of one piece. Befides thi^ Jdefq/iey, Which is the chiefeft in all 
the City, and the moft fumptuous of any in the whole Ktngdome, there are in many 

others, out they are much lefs, and there is too great a number of them, for us to undertake to , 
give here a more particular Defeription thereof.

■ thereto j and they are great Lovers of it, in as much as from the word Schaeh, whence it hath 
its name, they would have it believ’d, it is of their Invention. Some years fince, there was 
piibliib’d in a great Volume, upon the Game of Chelfe, wherein the Author, too 

eafily crediting Olam M&gnm, would have it believ’d, that the antient ^oths and Smdgs, put 
thofe to play at Chefle who were Suters to their Daughters, that, by their management of that 
Game, which hath no dependence on Fortune, they might difeover the judgement and difpofiti- 
on of their pretended Sons in Law. But thefe are only Fables, as is alfo what is related of one 
Shnaradab, King o£ ‘Babylon- The Government of this Prince was fo Tyrannical, as the ftory 
at leaft would have it, that no Body thinking it fafe, toreprefenttohim the dangers, whereto 
his cruelties expos’d the State and his own Perfon, one of the Lords of his Council, named Phi- 
Ipmeter, invented the Game of Chefle, which, inftead of openly oppofing the fentiments of the 
Tyrant, difcover’d to him the duty ofa Prince towards his Family and Subjefts, by fliewing 
him the removals of the feveral pieces, by the reprefentation of two Kings, encamp’d one 
againft the other, with theic Queens, their Officers and Soldiers ; and that this wrought a 
greater iropreffion on the King, than all the other remonftrances that could have been made to 
him. 

Places for The are thofe places, where they take and drink of a certain black

This Market-place confifts of feveral Streets, cover’d over head , and is fa. full of Shops, and 
thofe (hops fo full of all forts of Merchandizes, that there is nothing, though ever fo rare in 
World , which is not to be had here, and at a very reafonablc rate. For indeed , there is no- 
thing dear at but Wood and Provifions, inafmuch as there is no Forreft near it, nor 
Meadows for the feeding of Cattel.

They will re- 
ceive from Foreiners no other money than RixdoBars or Spanifi Rpals , whfch they immediate- 
ly convert into Abas’ s , and gain a fourth part by the money. The King of Terpa farms out 
the Mint to private perfons , who gain raoft by it , and fliarc flakes with the money-changers, 
whom they call who have their Ihopsj or Offices, in the Matdan, and are oblig’d to 

bring all forefo money to the pubHck-Minr, which they call Serab-cham. 

There is this remaritabie as to the brafs money , that every City -hath its particular roone^ 
and mark , which is changed every year , and that fuch money goes only in the place where it 2fe> hajs 
was made.

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and, on the other, he, by this means, keeps the Kingdom from being too full of uncurrent and 

cry^^dow^monej^ of the City of BSan hath oblig’d the King to build there a great number of 
Cartevanferas. Thefe are fpacious Store-houfes, built four-fquare, and enclos’d of all Tides 
with a hiph WaD, for the fecurity^of forein Merchantsj who have their lodgings in them, as 
alfo for that ofthe Commodities they bring thither. They are two or three ftories high, and 
have within, many conveniences, Courts, Chambers, Halls, and Galleries. 

Among other publick Stru^lures, we may well take notice of the two Monafteries of Italian 
and Sfam^ Monks, which are in the moft Northerly quarter of the City, and about a thoufand 
paces diftant one from the other. One is the Convent of the z/^ugHfline Monks, whereof we 
have fpoken before 5 but the other is inhabited by certain Cjme/iw, who are Italians^ and 
though they were but ten in all, yet I may boldly affirm, that thofe of this Order have not a 
nobler Convent in any part of Europe. Their Prior’s name was F. Tinas, and he was, at our be- 
ing there very antient, a good man, and of a free difpofition, as were alfo the other Monks • 
who live among the Infidels much more orderly than they do elfewhere. We are oblig’d to ac- 
knowledge their civilities, efpecially thofe among us, who, having the advantage of the Latine 
tongue, could converfe with them. We never vilited them but they treated us with a Collati- 
on, and difmifs’d us extremely oblig’d to them for their kindnefs, as in other things, fo particu- 
larly jn the inftru£tionsthey gave us how we ought to behave our felves during our aboad in 
Perfia. They prefented M. Hterme Imhof, a Senator of Nweniberg, and one of the chief Gen- 
tlemen belonging to the Embalfy, ( whoi^novimgermany, in a Court much different from 
that of Schach-Sef) with a very fair Italian and Perftan Lexicon, which he promifes to publifli, 
with the Lame, fincc by him added to the other two Languages. They did me, in particular 
the favour, to afford me refuge in their Convent, to proteft me againft the perfecutions of 
the ArabalTador 'Brugman, and to get my Letters convey’d into gertnanj with much fafcty and 
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At the time of our beii^ there, they were alfo beginning to build a Convent for certain 
French Gapueins, who had bought a place, for that end, within a quarter of a League of the 
Monaftcry of the zAnguBines. They were but three in all, who feem’d to be very good people, 
and had attain’d fome learning. They had finjih’d the Chapel, and were then upon the Dor- 
mitory, whichhad adjoyningtoitaKitchin-Garden, and a Vineyard, with much likelyhood 
they would not give over building with that. . , « 

Between this laft Monaftery, and that of the are the King s ftables, near which 

there is a pretty high Tower, which is all built of Earth, and the Horns of Stags and zAhu’s. 
They fay, that Schaeh-Tamas L having kill’d two thoufand of thofe beafts at one Hunting, em- 
ploy’d their Horns in that building, in memory of fo remarkable a defeat, and that he therewith 

made that Tower which they call iCe/mw-sr. '' 

The parts adjacent to the City, are noninfuitable to the fumptuonfnefs of its Strudtares, and 
the greatnefe of fo famous a Metropolis. The Kii^g’s Garden, which they call Tzarbagh, is, 
no*tioubt one ofthe noblcft in all the Worldi. It is above half a’ League in a perfeafquare, and 
the River Senderat, which hath fpacious Walks on both-fides of it, divides it into a crofs, fo as 
that itfeems to make four Gardens of it. At one of its extremities, towards the South, there 
is a little Mountain, divided into feveral Alleys, which have on both fides fieep Precipices, in 
regard that the River, which they have brought up to the top of the Mountain, does thence 
continually fall down, by Chanels, into Bahiis, which are cut within the Rock. The Clwnels 
were about three foot broad j and were cut upon every fide, fo as that the waterialling direft- 
lydown,and, with a great noife into the Bafin, extremely delighted both the ear, and the eye. 
No Bafin but the water fell into it, and upon every Alley, there was a Bafin of white Marble, 
which forc’d the water into divers figures. All the water about the Garden feU at Uft into a 
Pond, which in the midft of it, caft up water forty foot high. This Pond, had, at the four 
corners of it fo many large Pavilions, whereof the appartments were gilt within, and done 
with fiieillag^. there being a paffage from one to another Walks, planted .with Tzinnar- 
Trees, whereof there being Millions, they made the place the moft pleafant and delightfull of 

any in thfe World. , - 

The Fruit-Trees are not to be numbred, and there are of all forts, which Schach-Jbas, who 
began this Garden, fiadfenc&r, notonly out of all the Prbvmces'of the Kingdom, but alfo out 
ofTwi^eand the Indies. Here you have all forts of Apples, Pears, Almonds, Apricocks, 
Peaches, Pomegranates, .Citrons.,, Orengesj Cheftnuts, VVallnuts, Filbeard's, Goosberries, 
Sec. befides a great many, not .known in Sarap. . VVe faw thcrea kind of Grape which they call 
Hallague, of the bignefe of a mans thumb, which had no ftqne, but thc/skin and meat firm, and 
of an admirable tafte. This Garden is kep|by ten Mafter-Gardeners, wbb have each of th^ 
ten men to work under them j and there fe this forth^iponvenicisice in it|,. that when, the Fruits 
arc fit to eat, they permit any that have a mind to iwi'th.este^what they pleafe o£;^

For the Terfims do not onely 
fuffer -them to inhabit any where , fince they have a particular Qiiarter affign’d them within the 
Cicifi oilh^ny behind the zJ^etzit Mehedty in a place which they call 2^era } but they have 
alfo an affeftionfor them, as well upon accompt of the advants^e they make by Trading with 
\hem and the Tribute they pay , as particularly upon the fcore of their Vines. The z^dmo- 
metane Law forbids thofe who are fubjefl: thereto, the drinking of Wine, and confequencly the 
cultivation of Vineyards. But the Perjians , who are fo given to Wine, that it were impoflible 
they Oiould forbear it, imagine they commit no great fm , in the drinking of Wine , though it 
be done even to cxccfs , provided their Vineyards are drefs’d by Chrijitans. The Armenians are 
expert enough at aU things requifite to the ordering of the Vines 5 but they nnderftand nothing 
of the making or preferving of Wine. They are no lovers of white Wine, in fo much that when 
it hath-not Hood long enough in the Vat , or is not high colour’d enough to their fancy , they 
put into it a little Brazil-wood , or Saffron , to heighten its colour. They do not keep it in 
Buts or Tuns, but cither in great earthen pots , or hll therewith the whole Cellar , without 

ufing any Veffel at all. „ r , . 

There is yet a noble part of the Suburbs towards the Weft-fide of the Citie , named Kebra- gjtrja 
}>ath y deriving its name from a certain people called Kehber , that is to fay , Infidels , from the bath, 
’Tarkifii word Kiaphiry which fignifies a I know not whether 1 may affirm they are 

Originally ^erfians, fince they have nothing common with them but the Language. They, are 
diftinguiOi’d from the other Pe^s by their beards, which they wear very big, as alfo by their 
habit, which is abfolutely different from that of the others. They wear, over their Wafeoats* 
a Gafaque , or Coat, which faUs down to half the leg, and is open onely at the neck and flioul- 
rfers , where they ty it together with Ribbons. Their Women cover not their faces, as thofe of 
the other do, and they are feen in the ftreets and elfewhere , contrary to the cuftom of 

thofe, who pretend to live civillyj yet have they a great reputation of being very chafte. 

I made it my bufincfs to enquire , what Religion thefe Kebbers are of, but all the accompt ItSuR/U- 
could have of them, was, that they are a fore of Pagans, who have neither Circumcifion, nor 
Bapeifm, nor Priefts, nor Churches, nor any books of Devotion or Morality among them. 

Some Authors affirm, that they have a certain Veneration for the fire, astheantientPw-yMwr 
hadj but there is no fuch thing. They believe indeed the immortality of the Soul, and fomewhati 
confonant to what the antient ’Pagans writ , of Hell, and the Elyfian fields. For when any one 
of them dies , they let a Cock out of the Houfe of the party deceas’d , and follow him into the 
fields without the Citie, and if a Fox take him by the way, they make no doubt but that his 
Soulisfav’d but if this experiment take not, they ufe another, which in their opinion is mors 
certaip and infrllible , which is this- They put about theJdeceas’d perfon his beft Cloaths, hang 
Teveral Gold Chains and Jewels about his neck, and Rings, and whatfoever elfe he had of moft 
value of that kind, upon his fingers and in his hands, and lo drefs’d, he is brought to the Church- 
yard , where .they fet him ftanding againft the Waft , and keep him up in that Poftnrc , by put- 
ting a Fork under his Chin. If it happen, that the Crows, or any other ravenous Birds , pick 
out his Right Eye , he is look’d upon as a Saint , there’s no doubt of his Salvation , the Corps 
is buried with Ceremonies , send is very gently and orderly let down into the Grave. But ff the 
faid Birds unfortunately make at the Left Eye , 't is an infallible argument of his Damiation, 
thty conceive a horrour at him as a Reprobate, and they call: him head-long into the Gravei

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1^27 The fields about the City lye very low , and it feems Nature was willing in that to (hew an 
effeftofher Providence, inafmuch as were it not for that convenience, the Country would not 
rh0jitiu ( be Habitable, by reafon of the exceffive heats which reign there. For the convenience they de- 
aioutit. rive from this fituation is this, that they can make the River Senderm over-flow, when the Sum- 
mer heats have melted the Snow on the neighbouring Mountains , and draw it all over the fields. 
Jokamss de *Perfia faies indeed , that the River , falling again into its Chanel , leaves a flime be- 
hind it , which corrupts the Air ; but he is miftaken. For it is certain , that , fotne Provinces 
only excepted , which lye upon the Cafpatt Sea , there is not any place in all Perfta , where the 
Air Is more healthy than at Ifyahan. 

True indeed it is, that the heats there are very great , efpecially in andja/fy, but the 
Inhabitants are not. much incommodated thereby. For as, in Winter they have ihekTenum 
or Stovesj againft the Cold , fo in Summer , they have their Vaulted apartments , and. their 
Halls and Galleries, withWindowsofalirides,thatthe Wind and Air may find their paffage 
in , to moderate their great heats. And though it freezes there fo little , that in a Night’s time 
it docs not make an Ice as thick as a man’s finger , which thaws a» foon as the Sun appears, owr 
the Horizon , yet have they a way to make the Ice above two foot thick , and to keep it to 
be us’d to cool their Drinks in Summer. To do this , they make choice or a commodious place 
that is cool , and towards the North, pav’d with Free-ftone or Marble , but uneven , and^^with 
a little defeent , upon which they pour the water , and as foon as that is congeal’d , they pour 
on more, and by this means, in one night, they make an Ice a foot thick, which in the day 
lime they cover , that the Sun may not Ihine upon it : and fo continuing this exercife for two or 
three nights together, they provide Ice enough to ferve them all Summer. Having made as much 
astheydefire , they break it in pieces, and put it up into Snow-Houfes , whereof there are fo 
many at liiidsan , that, for two or three Kasbekis , a man may have as much as will fuIBce himT 
all Summer. 

jg, The extent we have affign’d Terfa , from the a 5 degree of the ^Equator , to the 37 North- 
Periia. ^ Ward from the iEquinoftiai line , difcovcrs , that it is feated in the temperate Zone. Mount 
divides it in the middle , almoft as the does Italj , thrufting forth its Bran- 

ches here and there into feveral Provinces , where they are called by other particular names. The 
Provinces, which have this Mountain between them and the North, are very hot 5 but the 0- 
thers, 'which have it between them and the South , have a milder and more temperate Air. The 
Kings of Perfia heretofore took this convenience , to change the places of their habitat! ons , ac- 
cording to the Seafons , paffing away the Summer at Schatane , which is now called ha-' 
ving the Mountain between it and the South .weft, and by that means not fo much expos’d to 
the great heats j and the Winter, at S«y^, in the Province, which, from that name, is now cal- 
led , where the Mountain not only keeps offthe North- wind from annoying the Inha- 
bitants, but alfo fends them heat, bytherefle^'onoftheSun-bearasat Noon, and makes the 
place fo delightful, that it hath thence the name that is, Lilly. In Spring and Autumn,' 

they liv’d at Per/ewfe, ex zt^ahjlsn. The Modern Kings do ftill ufe the fame convenience. 
Schacb;uihaf, liv’a,in the WimeXj Sit Fer^ath, in the Province of mdSchach- 

Se^j fometimesatWrw, andfomedmesat orC«/wi'«. The City eilipJsan is the 

moft commodious of any, as well for Winter as Summer, inafmuch as being feared in a great 
Plain , at, in a manner , an equal diftance of three Leagues from the Mountain , there is always 
fome little Wind ftirring , which cools the Air, and comes into all Rooms. 

We had but too much experience of this change, and the inconveniences enfaing thereupon ' 
and found, that the heats of the day , and the cold of the nights., of which jaedr made his com- 
plaint to Ldiitn his Father-in-law , are there equally infupportabie. For, being forc’d to Tra- 
vel in the night , and that during the hotteft feafon of the year , we felt there a cold, which de- 
priv’dusoftheufeofour Limbs, and made us many times unable to get off our Horfes, elpe.* 
cially when there was an Eaft or North- wind : whereas, on the contrary , the South- wind- fenr 
us fometimes fuch hot blafts as was ready to choak ns. ' 

From what we have now faid , it may be deduc’d , that all the Provinces of Terfia arc not 
Dijeafes: ^qvjally healthy , and that there arc fome , where Difeafes are much more common than in 0- 
thers, 'Thofe ofScbirw<*» and are very much fubjeft to Fcaversj but the Air ofth? City 
of Tmris is fo^od , that a man hears no talk of that Difeafe there. Nay , on the contrary , 
they fay ^atthofe who are troubled therewith, may find their remedy in that place, even 
without taking any Phyfick, Epidemical Difeafes, fuch as the Bloody- Flux, and the Pla^e, 
are not fo ordinary here as in (Swpe. The Pox, which is called Sehemet Kafchi, that is, the 
DifedeoSKafeboft, in reg^ it is more common there than clfewhere, or that there notice 
was firft taken of if, ( as it is called in Fra&ce ^ the Difeafe , and in Sngbmd, and a- 

ther places, the Frewb, in as much as, inftead of going Jto T^ksiat it, where the Frtfjcb 
were infea^edm the name of Cfefsrfcf VIII. they my now have it as conwnkntly j is- 
very common at that place. ’Tis true is a ^eellaatlywdl feated, but the Air 
. muft befomewhatunwholfome, whenthey want that tc is hfer ' 
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the TarmtuLu and the raofl: dangerous Scorpions of all Pajia are moil: rife. The Dropfie is i ^37, 
not very rare in the Province of JCilatJ ; but there are very tew troubled with the Stone in any 
part of the Ktngdome • and for the Gout, it is a Difeafe not yet known among them. The In- 
habitants are Long liv’d, it being an ordinary thing to fee petfons of a hundred years of age. I 
knew a Judge in the Province otiSer^, between and who was a hundred and 

thirty years of age ; and the Father of Hacmrdy, who went along with us into Holfiein, was 
above lix fcore. Their temperance and fobriety contributes much to the good conftitution of 
their Body, the continuance of their Health, and length of their Lives. 

As to the foil of the Province of excepted, which is very fertil, it is Tandy and Peif aw 

barren in the Plains, every where in a manner checquer’d with little red Stones, and no: bring-/*"-!/ 
ing forth ought but Thiilles and Reeds, which they ufe for firing in their Kitchin inftead 
■Wood, where there is not any. The Province of Mm only hath nothing of this drought. 

But in the uneven parts of the Country, where the Mountains make feveral Valleys, the ground 
is very good. Accordingly in thefe placesjt is, that moft of their Villages are feated, inafrauch 
as they are very Ingenious, in conveying the water, which rifes out of the Mountains, by Cha- 
nels of about four toot in breadth, which they ufe in their Gardens, and many times in till’d 
Lands, to thofe places where it feldome Rains. To give the earth that moifture which Heaven 
hath deny’d it, they raife up the ends of their Lands, which are about fifteen or twenty fethona 
fquare, afoot higher than any other part, into vyhich they let in the water out of their Chanels 
over Night, and the next Morning let it out again : fo that the earth, which hath been thus 
moiften^, receiving the Sun-beatns almoft perpendicular, brings forth all forts of fruits in gieat 
abundance. 

In the Cultivation of their grounds, they make ufe of Ploughs, which are fo big in thofe pla- 
ces, where the foil is firong and far, as it is in Irmn and Amema, that many times twenty or 
four and twenty Buffles, or wild Oxen, are hardly able to draw them, and they require fix 
men to drive them. The furrows are a foot deep, and two foot broad. They ordinarily fow 
onlyRke, Wheat, and Barley. They care not for Rye, and when there chances to be any 
Grains of it among the Wheat, as this often degenerates into the other, they weed it out, and 
caft it away. Oats is a kind 01 Grain not known among them. They fow alfo Millet, Lentills, 

Peafe and Bean^. They call the Ciches, and the common Peafe, KhM. 

They fow alfo whole fields of Ricifua, or Talma ChriJH^ which they call KuntZMU The^ 
beat the Grain thereof, to get an Oyl out of it, which they call Schtrhach^ and it is fweet and 
pleafant, and very good to eat. ThePeafanis cat alfo the Grain; and mixing it with Ciches, 
and Currens, they make their Peferts of it. 

There is in a manner ho Province of Ptrfia but brings forth Cotton, which they call Pambeh, cofm^ 
and there are whole fields cover’d therewith, efpecially iu Armenia, IniaH, Nachtzjutn, Kero- 
bath, neax <tArajhar, in AdirbeitxA», ai\A in Chorafan. It grows upon a Btifo, two or three 
foot high, having leaves like thofe ot the Vine, but much lefs, and (hoots forth at the extremi- 
ty of us Branches a bud of about thebignefs of a Nut, which, when fully ripe, opens m feveral 
places, and thrufts out the Cotton, through the clefts that arc in the fliell. Though there be 
abundance of it fpent in all forts of Stuffs made in the Countr;^ } yet do they drive a vaft Trade 
with that which is unwrought. The Province of Kalan brings forth alfo a kind of Flax, the 
thread whereof is very good, and fit for Cloath. 

The domeftick Creatures, as well fuch as are us’d in carriage, as others, are Sheep, Goats, Domejfie^ 
BufHes, Oxen and Cows, Camels, Horfes, Mules, and Afles. The ordinary Forrage for Her- cnatierex 
fes is Barley, mixt with Chaff, or Rice mixt with fhredded Straw. The Perjiam water not 
their Horfes till an hour and a half after they have eaten, contrary to the ordinary cufiom of 
the Turks, who water theirs immediately after they have given them their allowance. There is 
in a certain kind of Hert, which they call (JeKycfechf, which isfown much after the fame ' 
manner as we fow Saint-fain, once in feven years. It grows up three foot high, and brings 
forJh blew Flowers. It is cut twice a year, and they are only Perfons of quality who give it 
their Horfes. There is very little common Hay,*unlcfs it he in the Province of Iruan, and Ar- 
tntnia. In fome Pwvinces they do iftt make any at all, becanfc there is Grafs enough aH the 
yearlong. * 

Of ah Cartel, they have moft Sheep. Of thefe they have very gteat Flocks, and it *18 their 
moft ordinary Food, though it benoi of fo pleafant a taft to thofe who are not accuftomed 
thereto. TheyaremncWofthefamebulkwiththofeof jEnro/e, andfomeiimesa little bigger; 
.Dut^fhort and flat-Nos’d with the Ears hanging down,' as our Spaniels. They are but lean, in 
tegard the Tails, which weigh ten, liventy, nay fometimes thirty pounds, draw all the for 
out of them. .The Tails have the bones and Joynts, as our Sheep have* but the fat hangs to 
them in great gobbets like locks of Wool ; which much binders them from piming or leapii^ 

ntaxTHarbekir, ardinSirie, they have the Invention of putting the tails 

CreatUfM upon a kind of little Cart with two Wheels, which is feften*d by a little ffick w 
Necks 01 them. The Sheep we faw among the Tartars, upon the Cafim Sea, are fo idltnings

* curling ^r.the ends into little white and clofe Knots. likeP“sr]s, which makes a pretty fliow, 
whence it comes that their fleece is more cfteem’d than their flelli, in as much as this kind of furr 
is the moft precious of any us’d in Ter/ia^ next to Sables. They are very tenderly kept, and for 
the mofl: part in the fliade, and when they are oblig’d tc bjing them abroad, they cover them as 
they do Horfes. Thefe Sheep have as little tails as ours. 

Goatu The Perfmns have alfb great flocks of Goats, and they eat the flefli of them* Of the Suet they 
make Candles j and it is of their skins that they make the Leather which we call Manoq^itn or 
Sfamjh Leather , and is brought through <tMofcovy and PoUnd into the other Provinces of Eu- 


rope. t 

Suffei. They have abundance of BufHes , cfpecially towards the Cafptait-Sen , in Per<«^ , neer j^r^- 
bily in Ermn^ and Surdy where fome Peafants have five or fix hundred of them. They are 
kept in moift places , and they fay their milk is very cooling , as is alfo the butter m'ade thereof. 
They have alfo Oxen like thofe of Europe ; but , in the Province of KHan , they have a bunch 
of fat upon the neck , as thofe of the Indies have. I have been told , that the Cows will not 
fuffer themfelves to be milk’d , if their Calves be not brought before them : fo that if a Calf 
chance to die, (for they never kill any to eat) they fill the skin with Straw, call a little Salt 
upon it, and they let the Cow lick it, by which means (he Hands quiet to be milk’d. 

aSe/ fd>hor The ^erfans have an averfion for Swine ; whence it comes that the eyirmtnians themfelves, 

Svtw. vvho live among them , feldom breed any , unlefs it be in thofe places where they live apart, as 
in the Suburbs of Tz.ulfa , where they have fome few. They conceive they have very good rea- 
fon to have an averfion for this Creature , following the example of the Jews , and tell, to that 
purpofe , a ridiculous and obfcene flory , which they take out of the tyihhoran , and relate j 
That, one day, the Apoftles intreated our Saviour, to tell them, after what manner iSTcifh 
liv’d in the Ark , during the Deluge. But our Saviour , without faying a word to them , having 
taken a handfiill of dirt , made the figure ofa man with it, cafl: it upon the ground , andfaidto 
it, rife up in the name of the Father. Immediately there flarted up an oldman, all white, whom 
our Saviour asked , Who art thou ? He made anfwer , I am Japhet , the fon of Nodh. Our Sa- 
viour ask’d him , whether he were fo white when he died j whereto he anfwered , that he was 
not, but that he baame fo juft that moment, out of the fear he was in to appear |)efbre God, as 
believing he had been rais’d up to come to the laft judgement. Upon that , Jefus ChriB com- 
manded him to acquaint the Apoftles with aU that had been done in the Ark. Japhet obey’d, and 
told them, among other things, that, oneday, the Ark being fo full of durt at that place where 
the houfe of eafe flood , that i{^dh , fearing it might take in water there , thought fit to con- 
fult God in that extremity. The Divine anfwer was , that he Ihould fend an Elephant to the 
faid common houfe , and that of the Dung of that Creature and mans mixt together , there was 
immediately engendred a Swine , which lo turn’d up that heap of Ordure with his fnowt , that 
the Ark went very even. This nafty Creature having fill’d its Noftrils with filth, fneez’dvery 
violently, by means of which fneezing, there came out a* Rat, which put Noah into greater 
perplexity than before; infomudh, that, to be deliver’d out of thefe troubles ,* he addrefs’d 
himfelf once more to God , and ask’d him what he fliould do in that unhappy conjunfture. The 
anfwer was , that God commanded him , to ftrike the Lion upon the head with a Wand , and 
that he, being thereby put into a fury, &lla-roaring foloud, that, out of his Noftrils there 
came out a Cat , which immediately purfued the Rat. The Terfitn Paraphraft of the jilcheran^ 
going on with his ftory , fayes , that , knowing he was to continue forty years in the 
Ark , feparated the Males from the Females, out of a fear, that the feveral fpecies multiplying, 
the Ark would not be able to contain them , and that thpy might want meat. Of all Creatures, 
onely the Dog had the freedom allow’d him to ftay with the Bitch , at the bottom of the Ark, 
One day the Cat having obferv’d that thofe Creatures had the libci^ to do what all the reft were 
deny’d , went , and made her complaints to , who reproching them with what they had 
done, the Deg would not acknowledge the faft. But word was fo often brought to 7^ah of the 
Dog’s tranfgrcffion , that he defired God to make known the truth of it by an infallible proof, 
and that afterwards the Dogdefirous to line the Bitch became faften’d to her j wherewith the 
Cat having acquainted Nom , they were taken in the faft , and found guilty of having lied be- 
fore. Tjjence it comes , that , ever fince that time , Dogs have been fo faften’d in the afl; of ge- 
neration, and^have an inveterate fewd againft Cats. 

cmtlf. TTiey have feveral forts of Camels. Thofe which have two bunches* they call ISu^hur , and 
thofe, which have but one, Of thefe laft there are four kinds; that is, thofe, which, 

by way of excellence , they call , that is to fay, the Male, which is engendred of a Drome- 

dary , or Camel , with nwo bunches , and a Female that hath but one , which is called t^aje , 
and thefe are not to be cover’d by any of another kind. Thefe are the beft and moll efteem’d of 
aU the Camels, in fo much that fonae of them are fold at a hundred Crowns a-piece. They carry 
nine hundred, or a thou&nd weight, andaremamannerindefat^ble. When they hre hot, 
they eat little, foam at the mouth, are angry, and bite; fo that^toprevtfitdieir doing any in- 

* ’ jury 
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jury to thofe who govern them , they have a kind of Muzzle put over their moiiths, which the t ^27 
JPerfians ca^ji^rab. The Camels, which come of thefe, degenerate very much, and are heavy 
and flow , whence the Turki call them Jnrda Kddem , and they are not worth above thirty or 
fofty Crowns. 

The third kind is that which they call but thefe are not fo good as the Bftghurs , nor 

do they foam at the mouth as the S'lJerj , when they are hot: but when they go to rut , they 
put out under the Throat a red bladder, which they draw in with their breath , lift up their 
he'adsj and fnort often. Thefe are worth about lixty Crowns apiece. They are not necrfoflrong 
as the others , whence it is, that when the Perjims would fpeak of a flout and daring man, they 
fay he is a , and when they would exprels a poor-fpirited and cowardly perfon , they call 
him a Lohki 

The fourth kind is, by theTer/iiwr, called Schmuri hood, and by theT«ri^, Jeldoveft^ 
that is , Wind-Camels. They are much lefs in bulk , but more aftive and fprightly than the 
others: for whereas the ordinary Camels go but a footpace, thefe^trot and gallop as well as* 

Horfes. . . 

The King and the Chans have many Teams of them , and every Team confifts in feven Camels 
coupled together. They ufc them at Magnificent Ceremonies , either to meet Ambafladors, co- 
vered with covering-cloaths of red Velvet , or Pack-faddles made of the fame fluff, embroider’d 
with Gold and Silver , with filvcr-bells about their necks , or to ride pofte , nay , fometimes 
in the Wars , in which they are thus much the more ferviccable , that, in a defeat, they contri- 
bute much to the faving of the Bagpge. They trot fo hard, that the Boy who guides them, and 
to that end gets up firft, is glad to pe ty’d to the Pannel or Saddle by the wafte. When they run^ 
they put out their heads , and open their Noflrils , and run with fuch violence, that it is impof- 
iJble to flay them. At onr entrance into Scamachie and nyirdeki^ we faw a great number of 
them, galloping fometimes before , fometimes behind us. 

This IS one of the greaceft conveniences that Travellers meet with in Ptrfia^ as well for the 
carrying of their own perlbns , as the conveyance of their Baggage and Commodities, wj^ich 
they may, by this means, tran^iort from one place to another , at a very eafie rate , and with 
little trouble. One man guides a Team, or as many as are fatten’d together;* and if a man 
thinks it not fafe to travel alone , he may joyn with the Caravans^ which go pe.rpetually up and 
down the Countrey^ and with thefe is the fafeft way of travelling. 

The travelling of the Camels is at a certain rate , and therefore their Stages being fet , they CaravaiTS| 
find it no ^eat trouble to make them reach their ordinary lodgings, which are either in Villages 
upon the High-way, or at Caravsmferas ^ expreflely built for the entertainment of the Gw-a- 
vans. Some of thefe Caravanferas have pcrfons in them , who are as it were Hofts, and fell Pro- 
vender, ‘but in others, you have onely the bare Walls. It is^o great charge to keep the Ca- 
mels. Their fuftenance is Thiftles and Nettles and fometimes they thruft down their throats a 
hard Pafte, made of the chaff of Barley, about three pound in weight , much after the falbion of 
the Loaves which t'.c French Soldiers , who ferve in the Low-Counireys , corruptly call Brin- 
dejiocq. Sometimes , they put into this Pafte , Cotton-feed , which,is very fweet , and as big 
as a great Pea ft. They can endure thirft for two or three dayes ti^ether ; wherein nature feems 
to have made lome Provifion agamll the extremity men are put to tor want of water, when they 
travel over the Defarts and Heaths of thofe hot and dry Countreys. They onely touch the kne?s 
of their fore-legs to make them bow to receive their burthens , and being fo laid with their bel- 
lies on the ground , they fuffer a man to order them as he pleafes. The harmonious found of a 
man’s vovee , or an inftrument , enlivens them j whence it»comes that the Terjians tie little 
bells about their knees, and a pretty big one about their necks, not onely by reafon of the Iona 
trains of them that go together, it being ncceffary they Ihould be heard at a great diftance, 
givefhole notice who might unadvifedly cprac between them , but alfo to divqirt thefe Creatur^ 
in their travel. The sy^rahims ^ to the fame purpofe , make ufe of Timbrels , when they tra- 
vel through the Defarts of their Countrey , in as much as whipping or beating does not make 
them advance ; but Mufiick, efpeciallya man's voyce, animates, andinfpires them with* 
certain courage. What moft troubles the Camels , is a kind of Snail, called tJf/cfoerif, which 
fometimes lies within the Thiftles j if thefe fling them in the Noflrils, it proves mortal. 

The Camels afc very revengefttll, and remember a loi^ time any injury they have receiv’d: 
info much, that, inP^Jia, a Gmw/* is come into a Proverb, when they would fpeak of 
an irrecondlablc enmity. As to this particular, -there is a very memorable example of a Camel, 
which, being hot, and having not the Muzzle on, bit a fervant who went aloqg by him, in the 
Arm. The fervant gave him a many blows about the neck with a Cudgel, which part is t|| 
tendreft about thefe Creatures. But the Qimcl had a cruel reiCenge oi him, ere they cai):H||fl 
their jojumey’s end. For fomo time after, teing got loofein the nigh% he went among eh^H 
vants, who by reafon of the cold lay near the Camels, that they might tbruft theft. 
their bellies, aSd having pitch’d upon the perfon that had beaten him, he trod on mat 

all his bones were eralh’d and broken.' The fervant’s Father demanded fittisfaflddijf had the! 
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Camel adjudg’d him, to be difpos’d of as he pleasid. If anger proceed from Choler as its prin- 
^ciple, a man may jultly wonder whence it comes, that P/«»p)fayes, that Camels, Eiorfes, and 
" Afles have no Gall. Nor could I ev.er find any reafon why the fame Pliny fliotld affirm, after 
Xenofhen, that Camels have an averfion for Horfes. When I told the Perjkns of it, they 
laugh’d at me, and faid, that it was not without reafon Camels hated Horfes 5 when many 
times the Horfes may get into th? ftables, and have a houfe over their heads, whereas the Ca- 
mels, which cannot get-in by reafon of the lownefs of the Doors,are forc’d to lie abroad, and to 
fuffcr the Horfes to take up their quarters. And indeed there hardly goes afiy Caravan } 3 \a. a man 
may fee Camels, Horfes, and Affes put up together in the fame liable, yet exprefs not any’aver- 
fion or animofity one againft another. 

True indeed it is, that the Females go twelve moneths, but thofe are extremely mis-inform’d, 
who believe that the Male, when he covers her, turns his hinder part to her. This miftake 
took its rife hence, that the Camels, when they make water, put their yards backwards be- 
• tween their hinder legs 5 but iq the work of Generation they ufe them otherwife. The Fe- 
male lies down upon her belly, and the Male covers her, after the fame manner as Horfes do. 
And though this Creature be ofa great bulk, yet is not its generative member, which is at 
leaft three foot in length, any thicker than a man’s little finger. This animal is feldome eaten, 
as being more ferviceable in point of work j but when they fell under their Burthens, or in 
cafe they be flung by one of the they kill them, with two thrufts into the Throat, 

one at the place where it joyns to the Head, the other, towards the Breaft, and then they ear 
them. 

There are abundance of Horfes in moll of thepi well made. They are very hand- 

feme about the Head, Neck, Ears, Crupper, andLeggs. bred heretofore fuch excel- 

lent Horfes, that they were all kept for the King. The Horfes of thofe parts are at this tinfe 
very good ones, and there are of an excellent breed in the Province of Srjcheck, near is/Prdebil j 
but it is withall certain, that the jirdhian Horfes arc incomparably better, and accordingly 
raqre efteem’d by the King, who makes them the chiefeft Ornament of his Stables. Next thofe, 
they mofl value thofe oiTurk^, though the King hath good breeding places in feveral Provin- 
ces of his Kingdome, efpecially in 8 rjchec\^ Sihirwan, Kartd^a^^ and t^Hokan^ where is the 
bell Meadow-Bounds in Ter/E*. They make ufe of them for the raoft part for men's Riding, 
very feldomeror the carriage of Commodities, and never almoft in the Cart, which, all over 
hath but two Wheels. And whereas the main forces of the Kingdome confift in their 
Cavallry, it thence comes, that they are great lovers of Horfes, and very tender in the keeping 
of them. Tet with all this care, do they not make ufe of llraw for Litter, but of Horfe-Dung, 
which they dry in the Sun, and make beds of it a foot deep, for the Horfes, which could not 
lye more at their eafe upon quilte. This Litter ferves them a loi^ time, and when it is moiften’d 
withftale, they put it into the Sun, dry it again, and fo continue to make ufe of it. With 
their foft bc'ds, they alfo cover them with a Hair-cloath, lined with a kind of ibft coarfc cloath. 
They alfo feften them by the hinder feet, to a flake, that, in cafe they Ihould break or flip their 
Haltars, they may not get away, or hurt the other horfes. All the manage they beftow on 
them, conMs only in accuftoming them to ftart away, as Dghtning, at the beginning of a 
Race, and they call thofe Horfes which exceed in fwiftnefs that is, Windy-hcel’d. if 

their Horfes White or Grey, they colour the Main, and the Tail, and fometiraes alfo the 
Le^s, with Red or Orenge j wherein the Tolanders and Tartars arc wont to imitate them. 
They do not in any thing make fo great oflentation of their expence, as in what is employ’d 
about the harnefs of their Horfes, which they fomeiimes cover with Plates of Gold or Silver, 
and adorn the Reins, Saddles, and covering-Cloaths, with GoldfmithsWprk and Embroide- 
yy. Yet is not this cuftom of fo late a beginning, but that there may fomewhat of this kind be 
‘ obferv’d out of tlie mofl antient Authors of the G«e^Hifl:ory. * 

They have alfo a great number of Mules, which for the mofl part are ufedonly for RiSing. 
The King himfelf, and the Chans, ordinarily Ride upon thefe, and they flood us in good fleed, 
when another kind of Riding had been very troublrfome to us, in our ficknefs. They yield as 
good a rate as Horfes, fo that a Mule, though none of the beft, nor very handfome, is fold at 
le^ for a hundred Crowns. I was told there were feme white ones, but they are very rare, 
and highly Valu’d 5 and I muft confefs, I never faw any. • 

Affes are very common all over the Eaft, but in more than any where, and efpecially 
at J^ahan, where there is an infinite number of them, in regard they allow not Carting within 
the City. Thofe who drive them, have at the end of their Whip a great Bodkin, fatten’d with 
a chain, wherewith they make a noife, and are perpetually pricing of this Creatftre, which 
feems to be more cold and heavySn this Country, than any where elfc. 

The heats are fo great iii Per^, and the weather fo coimantly fair and clear in the Summer, 
that it is not to be much wondred they (houlc^hayefiich good and excellent Fruits. As for thofe 
which are fpent in the Kitchin, they are therc»at-BC!Cter abundance, but ificofllparably better 
and more favonry than in £«rvjfir. ttie^Gmoos id Mg, in the Province d£ 
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Tarinti, vsnChdcdt that one ofthem will weigh three pound. The Cabbages are there cur- 
led, very tender, and of an excellent taft. ^ 

Their moft precious Fruits are Melons j and as their care in the ordering of them is extra- 
ordinary, fo they have every year great quantities of them. They fow them all only in good 
mold, yet are there not any but what are very excellent. There are two forts of them, to wit, 
thofe which they call Kemek,, from the work Kerm, which fignifics hot, in regard they are 
eaten in Summer, and they come betimes, and are fully ripe in Ju»c. Thefe are as yellow as 
Gold, and the fweeteft of any. The other fort they call and they come not to 

perfeft maturity tif Thefe are very big, and weigh thirty, forty, or fifty pound 

we^ht. They are kept, not only all the Winter, but even till there are new ones to be hads 
and this is done with fuch induftry, that, to diftinguilh them from the new ones, 
a man muft put his finger to them and fee whether the Rind gives way . and by this means they 
are never without Melons. They have a way alfo to keep Grapes, by wrapping them up in 
green Reeds, and hanging them up to the roof of their Chambas. There is yet a third fort of 
Melons, which they call Seammame^ and are no bigger than Orcnges 5 but thefe are wrought 
or embroider’d, having amidft the embroidery red, yellow, and green fpots. They are not ve- 
ry good to eat, but the feent is very pleafant, and for that reafon the Perjians carry them in 
their hands. There Is yet another fort of water-Melons, which they call Hwdnatie, in regard 
the firft of them were brought out of the IndteSy as we faid elfewhere, iu the defeription of the 
Qixy olAftraohm, where we had feme occafion to fpeak of this kind of Fruit. It is very big, 
and yet the ftalks of it are fo fmall, that the Terftan Poets ufe them in their Inventions, to make 
acomparifon between them and the Wall-nut Tree, which being a great and lofty Tree, yet 
brings forch but a Small Fruit: tofliew, that, many times, a perfon of Mean Birth may do 
very noble aftions, and that, on the contrary, a Great Prince may do things that are poor and 
wnfuitable to his extraftion. 

Theyhavealfofeveral forts of Citmlls, or Citrul-Cowcumbers, and among the reft, one,c;ft«jrf] 
which they call Kdtach, and may ^ found among the Herbarifts, under the name of Cttcttrhu 
L^emria* They are about the bignefs of a man's Head, and fometimes bigger, and have 3 
long Neck. They are eaten green, and before they are come to their full Maturity : for when 
they are ripe, the Rind dries, and grows as hard as the Bark of a Tree, or boy led Leather, and 
the meat within is fo confum’d, that there being nothing left but the Seed, the Perjians ufe them 
inftead of Flagons, and make Drinking Cups of them. 

They have yet another kind of fruit, not known in Emofe, which they call Padintz^n. They Padintza^ 
ate like little Melons,or rather Gowcumbers. The fruit is green, fave that at the end to wardsjthe 
Jlalk^ it is fomewhat of a Violet Colour. The Seed is round and long, and of a pretty bignefs. 

This is not eaten raw, becaufe it is a little bitter j butj being boyl’d, orfry’din Butter, it is 
a delkate Dilh. 

The Climate of Terfia is excellently good for the Vine. There is no Province in the whole the vwbI 
Kingdome which doth not bring forth excellent Grapes; but in regard the iJMakumtm Law 
forbids them the ufe of Wine, they accordingly ne^eft the cultivation of the Vine. They fay, 
that the Prohibidmi made in the t^lchorAn againft their drinking of Wine is grounded on a rea- M^ime- 
fon, which they think very good, and feems to us pleafant enough to deferve a fmall DigrelEomans iudk 
in this Relation. They fay then, that God, defirous to comfort Mankind, efpecially the poor,**® 
for the injuries and affronts, which Great Lords and Wealthy Men are apt to do thofe who 
have any dependence on them, fentinto the World two Angels, named Haroth^ and Mdroth, 
and forbad them particularly three things, to put any perfon to Death, to do any wrong, and 
to drink Wine. Now it happened, that a young and very handfome W oman liv’d in fome dif- 
content with her Husband, would needs have thefe Angels to undertake the arbitration of' the 
difference that was between them , and to gain their favour, Ihe invited them to IXnner , and 
preft ’4 them to drink of hec Wine , which was the beft the Countiy could afford. The An- 
gels, at firft, would have excus’d themfelves, alleging the Prohibitions which Sod had made 
them to that purpofe ; but at laft Ihc prevail’d with them , and they drunk fo liberally of her 
Wine , that they began to be very famihar with their fair Hoftefs , and to defire of her the grea- 
teft kindneffe it is in a W Oman’s power to do a Man. The Woman was content they Ihould have 
their defires, but made this condition befrue hand, that one of them Ihould fliew her the 
way by which people come down from Heaven , and the other that by which they go up into it : 
but as foon as the Angels had ftqwn her the way ,ithe Woman flunk away from them , and 
went Aright to Heaven. Sod fin^g her Cloak’d as (he was, ask’d her how fee could get up 
Kfeaven without Dying, She made aniwer, that it was by the information of the Angels, 
and for the jarefervation Of her Honour. Which ob%’d God to Crown her Chaftity with aa 
mraoedinary Slory ? and whereas fee was one of the moft Beautifull Women in the World, 
it ^ accordingly his Pleafure, that fee feould have more li^t than any of the other Sftuia,' 
and fo he made her that Star or Planet which is called ArWwards having called the An- 
gels before blim, he told them, that inrequiial^q^j^gebd'^hey ht^dune, h^wastsontent 
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I ^2 T flioald condemn therafelves to fomc punifliment which they thought proportionable to their 
*”2/* gin , vifhcreupon they went into the Cave of between ‘Sdyloa wad Setreh , where thy 

were hung up by the Feet , to a great Iron Cham , in which pofture they were to continue till 
the day of Judgment. 

The Terftms^ in obedience to command , make no Wine; but in regard they 

are great lovers of it, they do not only permit the to make thereof , but indeed the 

chief real'on why they permit the Armenians to live among them^ is, that they may buy thereof 
of them. They do not make it fo well as it is done iii Surope^ and have not the Ingenuity to put 
it into Buts, but keep it in great Earthen Pitchars , each of which contains near half a Barrel, as 
we laid clfewhere. The Seder ^ that is , the chief of the Religion of the *Perftans , to expreffe 
his zeal , did fometimes order the Pitchars of the tyirmeniam to be broken. The Perjians are 
permitted to make a firrup of fweet Wine, which they boyl , till it be reduc’d to a fixth part, 
Dufehab. and be grown as thick as Oyl. They call this Dru^‘2)«/eW, and when they would take of 
it, they diflblve it with water , and add thereto a little Vineger , all which together make a very 
pleafant Drink. The UMinatzim , or Aftrologer of Scamachie , gave me of it at a treafmenf 
he made for me at his own Houfe. In the more Northerly Provinces of Terfta^ where the Wine 
is not very good , the Inhabitants diflblve the DufehA in the Country Wine , whereto they by 
' that means give both the Colour and Taft of Sack. 

Sometimes they boyl the Dufehab folong, chat they feduce it into a Pafle , for the conve- 
nience of Travellers , who cut it with a Knife, and diflolve it in water. AtTakris ^ they make 
Helwa. a certain Conferve of it , which they call Helm , mixing therewith beaten Almonds, Flower, 
and peel’d Filbeards or fmall Nucs. They put this mixture into a long and narrow Bag , and ha- 
ving fee it undfr the prefs, they make of it a Paftc, which grows fo hard, that a roan muft have 
a Hatchet to cut it. They make alfo a kind of Conferve of it , much like a Padding , w^ich 
Zutzuch. they call ZutzMch , thrufting through the middle of u a fmall Cotton thread to keep the Paftc 
together. 

There are fome Chymifts, who maintain that by the fame reafon , to prevent the tliaraes 
arifing upon the oranfportation of Wine , it were polfible to reduce five Tuns to one, by caullt^ 
fweet Wine to be boyl’d away to the fifth part. For, as they fay , there is no likelyhood the 
Wine fliould lofe ought of its Spirits , before it hath wrought , and is difpos’d into Veffels, and 
that afterwards adding thereto as much fiiir water , out ofwhich the fuperfluoiis humour hath, 
been evaporated, it might be reftor’d to the fame quantity , and reduc’d to the fame degree 
goodneis it had been of before. But I am of opinion , that if this were feafible, theexperi.; 
nient had been long fince try’d , efpeciallyjn Fr/mce , inftead of turning Wine into Aquavitae. 

There are two forts of Grapes in Perfut , but the beft and fwceteft arc at Sehiras , and T abri/i 
whence they bellow on the moft delicate of them the name of TAerfeh. This Grape is long, and 
hath no ftonc , and it may be kept all Winter. Thofe which they call Kefeki , are yellowilft 
and fweet, andgrowinTbram, ixTdris, ^niwiOrMath: butoftheleamanmuftcatfpa- 
ringly, for fear of a Bloody- Flux. 

The fnQall Grapes, which we call Cufrens, are thereycBowilh, and bigger than thdTc whiefi' 
grow inthtl&toiZamke. They call them , andthc befl:ofthemg?:owat5«Wi«ir4tV 

max Herat. 

Befides thefe , there are yet fcveral other forts of Grapes , not known in Eunpe } among the 
reft , thofe which they call HaMa^ue . . The Grape it felt is above an inch and a half thick , but 
the meat of it is hard , juyce-lefs , aud without ftones , and they arc kept all the year long : as 
alfo the Snkjfn zAltdereJi, the bunch whereof is above a foot long , and the Grapes are about 
the bignefs of a Damafin , of a dark red Colour , full of juyee and very fweet j bufrthey will not 
keep. There does not grow any of thefe favc at one place, in the Province of between 
Ordabath and Cheddaferm They derive their name from their great Prophet who being, 
one day, in Winter, at that place, defired aVinedrefler, whom he met, to gwc-him fome 
Grapes ; whereto the other making aniwer, that it were impolfible to fatisfie his defire, in that 
' feafon , Aj bid him go into the next Vineyard , and he fliould find fome. He went , and ac- 
cording as ne had faid , fouiid the faireft Grapes he had ever feen j upon which occafion , they 
are called JEnkuri Ay derejiy that is, the Grapes of die little Valley oinAly. 

Ruit- There is nO Fruit-Tree in Europe, but is to be found in 7erjta } but, bclides thofe, they have 
2rw. many , not known to us j as a lort of Pears , which they call MeBetz.e , which grow near the 
City of Or^tbath , about the bignefs , and much ofthe colour of Citrons. THefcentof them 
is very fweet and pleafant, and they are very juky, but not delighfoU to the taft. 

Pomegranate-Trees, Almond-Trees, and Fig-Trees grow there without any ordering ot 
cultivation , efpecially in the Province of KUtm , Where you have whole Forefts of them. The 
wild Pomegranates, wbichyoufindaimoft every where, efpecially wtXarrdfag, arelha^or 
fowrifli. They take oat of them the Se^ V wtuA they call ‘H.ardafs , wherewidi they drive a 
great Trade, and the Per/Jiwr make ufe of itiii ifiekfawces;, wl^ctoit&vesacolour,.a^ a 
picquantmft, having been fteep’d in water, aiMifl«ii’dJh»a^%iWthvSometimes^^ 

the 
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the juyee of thefe Pomegranates , and keep it to give a colour co the Rice , which they ferve t 
ap at their entertainments , and it gives it withall a taft which is not unpleafant. TheP«*^»j*°^7* 
nfe fliarp fawces with moftof their meat, and thence it comes , that among them, you very ^ 

feldome find any perfon troubled with the Scurvy , which is a Difeafc , too well known , and 
mortal in feveral Provinces of Surofe. 

I (hall fay nothing of thofe other Fruits, which we have alfo in Europe, as of their ^{armx, 
or Orei^cs, Umec, Citrons, tJHefchmfchi, Apricocks, Scafralu, Peaches, &c. only thus much* 
that they are not equally good every where- The beft Pomegranates grow in je/c/jt , and at 
Cafvem, but the biggeft , in Kar^ag. Jjpahm is famous for its good Melons; C^fwin, for 
its Peachesj Tabris, ioi its Apricocks; and the Provinces of Ktla» and Lahetxjtn for Silks. ’ 

The Trees out of which they get this rich Commodity , may , no doubt , be very well num- 
bred among the Fruit-Trees, not only in regard that it is true they bear Fruit , but alfo upon 
this fcore, that the Eerjms every whete fill their Gardens with thefe plants. They are white 
and black Mulbery-Trees , which they plant fo clofe one by another , that a man can hardly 
pafs between the Trees , but they order them as Buflics , and fuffer them not to grow above five 
foot and a half high , that they may eafily reach to all the Branches. In the Spring , as foon as 
thefe Trees begm to (hoot forth their leaves, the ‘Perjms begin to hatch their Silk- worms . To 
do this , they arry the Seed in a little bag under the arm pit , where the heat of feven or eight 
daks hatches them- Then they put them into a wooden dilh, upon the Mulbery-lcaves, which 
they change at Icaft once a day , having a great care that they be not wet. At the end of five 
dayes , they deep three , and then , they dilpofe them into Rooms , or Barns; kept very clean 
and prepar'd for that purpofe , and in the Province of Kila», they have particular Buildings for 
that end. Along the beams of thefe Buildings they nail laths , or cleft pieces , fuch as Hoops 
ale made of, upon which they lay the Mulbery-branches with the leaves on , and put the 
(Worms upon them, every day changing thefe branches, and at laft, when they are grown 
pretty big , twice or thrice a day ; and they fo fliut all ouvertures of the Barns , which are co-| 
ver’d with Nets, that the very Birds cannot get in to eat them. In the mean time, and before 
they begin to fpin , they lleep eight dayes more ; but there nflift be a great care taken , that 
Women troubled with their Monethly infirmity , come not near them ; inafmuch as it would 
kill them , and as it were fmothcr them in their own nroifture- After feven weeks life , they 
begin Co fpin , which is known as well by their fatiety , in regard they then give over eating, as 
by the Silk which comes out at their Mouths. They fuffer them to work twelve dayes at their 
{@od, and in the mean time they very carefully watch the place where they fpin. That time 
expir’d, they find as many Cods, as there had been Worms, and they make choice of the 
bi^ft for the Seed. All the reft is caft into a Kettle of boyling water, into which they ever 
and anon put a Befom , made for that purpofe, whereto the Silk fticks, and they immediately 
wind it up , and what remains they caft away. That which is kept for Seed they fet upon a Ta-I 
ble, out of which, about 'fifteen dayes after there are hatched Butter-fiies, and thefe produce 
the Seed , which is kept in a temperate place till the year following. In this Commodity of Silk 
konfifts the greateft Trade of all Terjia , nay in a manndr af all the Eaft , as it is , in effeft, the 
Eicheft and moft Noble of any that is driven in Europe. 

We may put , into the number of th^c Fruits of this Country , the Ni^e, which is gotten out Nefe^ 
of feveral fources, near Sal^fi as alfo the Salt, which is drawn out of the Salt- pits of Salt^ 

but this is fairer , and as clear as C^ftal in Kulb, Vrwn, JKmre, Hemdan, ‘Bifethm, SulMs, 
and There are no other Pits or Mines where they work. There are indeed certain Fdr» 

ges, at e.MaJida, and Keintzje\ but the beft Jfton comes from , whereitisfofoft/rgig 

andtraftable, that it is mafieabk, and yields to the Hammer without heating. There are Gold 
and Silver Mines ^tween Sertb and Mume, but they cannotbe wrought for want of Wood, 
which is fo ftatce thereabouts , that the advantage might be made of them would not defray the: 
charges. Between and Scfe;^wfclch«, we faw a Mountain of Specularis, which,) 

jwhen dhe Sun ftione upon it, look’d like a heap of Diamonds. 

The ‘Perjtftns arc of mean ftature. Xennhon faie^ that they were moft of them bulky and fat : 
’’sia&tMmeUims y on the contrary , aflSrms, that, in his time, they were fpare-bodied, andj{^^®' 
dry. They are fo now, butftrong, and have great limbs, their faces inclining to an Olive- 
coloujt^ Blgrit-hak'd, and Hawk-nos’d. The men are fliav’d once in eight dayes, contrary to 
the cuftom of the antient Ferfims , vvbo fuffered their Hair to grow , as do at prrfent the Seid, 

^tis, the kinred of Mdxmet, whoj as they fay, wentfo. They alfo (have their Beards, 

Ici^g only Mu^hoes., They are only a fort of Religious men , called Pyfer, who fuflfar 
thek Beards to grow upon their Chins , and about their Cheeks . Thefe people are in great Ve?* 
ijcratiqn among them , upon th? accompt of their apparent fanftity, which principally coiifi^ 
ms^nence. There are alfo thi^e, who never cut their Muftachdes, which by that mea^^coto’ 
thdr Mouths* and this they do in remembrance of their Prophet , whowtfl^iWi^ 

The^- laft are called ; and they fay Hdy viote hU MuftacImes'fiK'^ the 
foUowh^ «dd^$:Tliit whira Mahmet took^that Voyage ecyPatsiiifCf 
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1^27 fpeaks of, tAzjoara, 27. Hdy follow’d him. At firft they made fome difficulty at the Gate toj 
/'* W him till fuch time as he told the Porter, that he was ScWr GbflflWrf, that is, God’s Lion.: 
Being got in, hefawthat the Angels made tJMahomet drink of a certain excellent Wine,' 
whereof he was fo happy as to have one Goblet prefe'nted to him, which he took off 5 but fome 
drops ofthe Divine draught flicking on his Muftachoes, he would never afterwards fuffer them 
to be cut. 

-The £erjiam have a great fancy to black hair, and they bear with the flaxen-hair’d, but not 
without fome trouble 5 but for red-hair’d people, they have a ftrong averfion. They have fo 
great an efteem for black hair, that when it is not fully blac.<, they colour it fo. To do that, 
they make ufe of the herb and feed oiWefme, which is brought from fBagdat^ and is fome what 
like that which the Herbarifis call Secundaca, which they beat very fmall with the rinds of 
Pomegranates, and mix therewith Soap and Arfenick . they boyl this compofiiion in .Spring- 
water, and rub their Hair therewith, which they afterwards walh with a ftrong lye, made with 
unflak’d Lime. They make ufe alfo of the water, which iffues out ofthe Vines, in the Spring- 
time : the Men rub their Muftachoes therewith, and Maids their Hair, which fall down over 
their (houlders ty'd up in fcveral treffes j, out of an opinion they all are of, that this makes them

iPatM their They havc alfo a cuftom of Painting their Hands,, and, above all, their Nails, with a Red Co 5 
Ondsasdloar, incliningto Yellowifh orOrenge, much near the colour that our Tanners nails are ofi 
There are thofe who alfo Paint their Feet. This is fo neceflaryan ornament in their Married 
Women, that-this kind ofPaint is brought up, and diftributed among thofe that are invited to 
their Wedding Dinners. They therewith Paint alfo the Bodies of fuch as dye Maids, that when 
they appear before the Angels Examinants, they may be found more neat and handfome. This 
Colour is made of the herb, which they call Chinne, which hath leaves like thofe of Liquoricl,^ 
or rather thofe of Myrtle. It grows in the Province of Srak^^ and it is dry’d, and beaten, finall as 
Flower, and there is put thereto a little of the juyee of fowf Pomegranate, or Citron, or fome-; 
limes only fair Water j and therewith they Colour their hands. And if they would have them 
to be of a darker Colour, th^y rub them afterwards with Wall-nut leaves. This colour will 
not be got off in fifteen dayes, though they wafli their hands feveral times a day. 

Their m- Their Cloaths have no proportion to thcif Limbs. Their Coats and upper Garments' iire 
large and hang loofe, not unlike the Garments of W omen. They exprefs a certain Effeminacy 
in their gate. They go as it were Jetting and Wadling, and with very little Gravity. I am of 
opinion, that this feurvy Habit is deriv’d from their manner of fitting, which is, as our Taylors 
do } whereto being accuftomed from their infancy, they are not fo ftrong in the Harams.as they, 
Would otherwife be. Diodertu Siculus aferibes the invention of this kind of Garments to Sm*-; 
ramis, and tells the occafion of it, as do alfo moft of the other antient Authors. The Coefurt 
of the men, which they call and the Tu&ems oxTurbms, is made of Cotton 

cloath, or fome Silk ftuff, that is very fine, and of feveral Colonrs, and being about eight or 
nine Ells in length, comes many times about their Heads, , having the folds fl-ghcly fow’d, on 
drawn with a Gold thread. Thofe of their Priefts, and particularly, of the is white, as 
are alfo all their Garments. There are fome put to their Mendils a taffel of Silk, which hangs 
down their backs, or over their (houlders, a quarter of an Ell or better in length. The Seid^ 
that is, thofe who pretend to be of the Pofterity of Mahomet^ and alTurae the title of his Suc- 
ceffors, have their Mendtls of green filk. Some Perjians^ even of the greateft of the Kingdome,' 
wear furr’d Caps, the in(ide and outfide being oiBuchar Sheep skin, fo as that the Wool hangs 
down from the edges the length of a man’s finger, and is as foft as Silk. 'Xhefe Caps are efteem’d 
in Berfia as the Caftors are in Suroft^ and are fold at ten or twelve Crowns a piect. They wear 
.thereabout their Heads, inSummeraswelias Winter, though a man might think, that, by 
teafbn ofthe extreme fultrinefsrof the weather, theylhouldbe very troublefome and incom-’ 
modious. This cuftom ofkeeping their Heads alwayesve^ hot, brings them to that tender* 
neis, that they dare not expofe them to the Cold, no not in calm weather. To this purpofe I 
conceive I may allege what Herodotus fayes ; to wit, that, after a fight between the Berjmn^ 
"" " andthe where there fell a great number of men on both udes,- cate was taken that 

the Bodies of both parties were difpos'd into feveral places, and it was found, fome time aftcr^ 
that the Sfculs of the Berjwts^ were fo thin and deliate, that a man might thruft his finger intoj 
them, and ffiat, Oh the contrary, thofe of the were fo hard, that they could not be 

broken with ftmies. Thefcafonhegivesforit, is, that he (ayes, t\it Egyftiuns^ who were ac-’ 
cuftomed from their infancy to go bare-headed in the Sun, were by that means grown hard,' 
whereas the having their Heads alwayes wrapp’d about, were very tender in their, 

Skuls. And indeed they never uncover them, neither at their Devotions, nor when they Salute, 
other men, no, not when they fpeak to tfeir King j bat when they falutc any, they do it by as

Kifi&al<*s Many of the Bfhrfims wear Red Caps, whente the Tmki take oaafton,. noi call them, by WaV 
ofderifiton, Kiphefehs^ thtit is to B-y ‘ 2 i^d~Heads. ivhutccat of the ajims^ 
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SPey^ , write this word CnfeS>as, jQHefelbach, or ^jurfelhach ; but the right njane is Sifihafchi t&'Vf* 
as being compounded of the word JCsyi/, which hath two different iignifications , to wit, that__^Z_ 
o£3(e<i,and of ^xiABafchy which fignifies a Paulmjovim ^ in the 13 . Book iof his 
. Hifiorits , and, after him,, F. Btzjirro^ in the i o. Book of his Hijlory of ‘Perfia , affirm j that 
'Trfellts^ Difciple oiHea-dmUis , otherwife named Eider , who, as they fay , liv’d about the be- 
ginning of the fixtecnth age , was the firft who brought the Perfims to wear Red Caps j to di- 
ftinguiffi them from the Turks , at their feparation from them in the bufmefs of Religion. But 
they are both miftaken : for the truth is, that the Ferftans^ when they broke Communion with 
the Turkj , and made a particular Seft of the tJ^ilahumetane Religion , by the advice of Schich- 
Sefi , the Author of their new Opinions, immediately held , that the firft Succeffors of 
homety Omary OfmaUy and eAbaheksTy had ufurp’d the Succeffion , to the prejudice of oAalfi 
right , and would have this laft to be accounted the Prophet , and that his twelve Succeffors , 
whom we (hall name hereafter , when we come to fpeak of the Religion of the Ferftans , were 
Canoniz’d, and put into the number of their or Saints ; that they were look’d upon as 
having that quality, and that their Ecclefiafticks or Religious men wore Red Caps , made with 
.twelve foldings, in form much like the Bottles ufed in Languedoc and Provence , which have great 
and flat Bellies, and very long and narrow Necks. 

This difference in matter of Religion, occafion’d a great War between the two Nations J 
wherein the Turks , making advantage of their Arms, were very cruel towards the Perfms , 
hut efpecially the Ecclefiafticks, by reafon of the averfion which they had for that new Religi- 
on. And in regard their Coiffure, or what they wore about their Heads, diftinguilh theta 
from the others, they left off their Caps in feveral places of the Kingdom, and oblig’d the reft to 
follow their example. This perfecucion lafted, till Schach-Ifmael 1. finding himfelf forc’d by 
the Turks to retreat into the Province oiYdlan , and having fome reafon to fear , that , within a 
(hort time , he might fee the whole Kingdom in the hands of the profefs’d enemies of his Reli- 
gion, refolv’d' to meet them, and to put all to the hazard of a Battel. To this end, hefent 
Perfons to reprefent to the Provinces and the chief Cities of the Kingdom , the danger, whereto 
the State , their Liberties, and Religion were expos’d , if they refolv’d not to make what oppo- 
fitiontheycouldinthatextremity againft the fending them word , that he would grant 
thofe whoffiouldfervchim inPerfon, in that Conjunfture of affairs , a general and perpetual 
Exemption , for them and their Poftcrity. By this means, he got together an Army of three 
hundred thoufand fighting men , wherewith he march’d direSlly to c/ir debit , as defirous to bc-| 
gin his Exploits by a pious Enterprize, in recovering the Sepulchre of Schich-Sef out of the 
hands of the Turks , who were forc’d out of that City. He was no fooner become Mafter of 
it , but he confirm’d all he had promis’d touching the Exemption , and to the end thofe roighc 
be known who were to enjoy the benefit of it , he ordered the making of thefe Red Caps,which 
were done with Twelve foldings , in remembrance of their Twelve Imans. But in regard the 
City Was not able to find Scarlet enough , for fo great a number of Caps, a Shooe-roaker of 
\Ar^bil would needs make twelve of them , of ^J^iParoqum , or Goats Leather , of the fame 
Colour, which Schaeh-JfmM'gtcknicA to the chief Commanders of his Army. He ordered 
them to be Red , to make a certain reprefentation of the Crown oizyfalj , whom the Perfms 
give the quality of King, as well as of Prophet , as they do thefe Caps the name of Tatfch, that 
is to fay, a Crown. Whence it comes , that the Ferfims are fo far from taking it ill , that they 
vxtcsWtiKifilbaskSy tfaatthey think it an honour done them, though, ineffeft, only thofe of 
thePofterity of..41«^, and thefe exempted Perfons, wear red Caps; the former having theta 
cover’d with Linnen Cloath , or fome other kind of Stuff , and the others without any thing at 
all about them. The Pofterity of thefe exempted Perfons do ftill enjoy thefe Privileges, and 
out of them is chofen the Guard for the King’s Perfon , as being look’d upon , as the SwixAett, 
are in ffie Courts of diverfe Princes of £« rope. 

Their ordinary Habit are a kind of flecvelefs Coats of Cotton , or Silk of feveral Colours J 
which come down to the calves of their Legs. Thofe of Cotton have flowers printed upon the 
Cloath , and are quilted, as Mattreffes. T hey draw the Hides of them together , under the left 
' arm, and gird themfelves with a Skarf about two Ells in length, called Tx^kijiy which comes 
feveral times about the Body. The richer fort have, upon this , another rich Skarf, which ffiey 
call Schd , made of a very fine ftuff, brought by the Indians into Perjta : tor their Silk beii^ 
much fairer, and their Colours more lively arid finer, than thofe of Perfa , their Stuffe are ac- 
cordingly more highly efteem’d. 

When the eJ^eUas , or Priefts come before the ^JHehere , they take off that rich Skarf ^ to 
exprefs their Humility. • Thebther wear in it a Ponyard , their Knives, their Handke^, 

cm|fs , and their Money • arid thofci Whofc profeffion it is to write for others , carrj§ii& 
tali' Ink-homs , a Pen-knife,' and a little Wjfiet-ftone, Letters and' afl that the oJ0i^^^fe9 
are wont to thruft into their Boots or Buskins , which fcrve them inftead of Eoek«Sfr.''i^ffon 9 
of quality, amd the King himfelf, wear, over thisGoat , a kind of Rocket, Reeves, 

which reaches bat to the Waftc, border’d with Sables. Whai dtey gol^^oad ,-, a-foo*. 
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or on horfe-back , they caft over thefe , a filkGarrtient of diverfe Colours, or wrought with 
^^ 7 * Gold flowers , which they call Cahni , from a King , of that name , who was the firli 
that ever wore them in Perfa. Their Breeches are of Cotton , ■ made after the falhion of Dra- 
wers 5 accordingly they wear them under their fliircs, and they reach down to their feet. Their 
Shirts are of Cotton Cloath, and for the moft ftreak’d with Red. Their Stockings are of Wool- 
len Cioath, unhandfomely cut out , without any Ihape , or any proportion to the i,cgg. They 
wear them very wide , and commonly , they are made of green Cloath : a colour which is ab- 
horr’d by the Tur\s j and this is indeed one of the chiefelf differences of their Religion : upon 
this accompt , that having worn a green Cap , the the more to diflionour 

that Colour , put their Feet into that which their great Prophet wore about his Head. Their 
Shooes j which they call Ktfs , are very picked at the toe , and very low quarter’d , fo as that 
they put them off and on, with as much eafe as we do our Slippers. Which convenience they 
the more ftand in need of , in regard they put them offin the Antichamber , as well at their own 
Houfes , as when they vifit their Friends , either upon bufinefs or oiherwife. To this purpofe^ 
I remember, that one day, gomgtoihe Chau’s oiScamchie ^ about the time that he gives au- 
dience , for the Adminiftration ot Juftice , we found , in the Antichamber , more fiiooes than 
the richeft Shooe-maker thereabouts had in his (hop , andftanding by them , one I may call the 
who with a forked flick gave thofe their Ihoocs who went out. 

If* Habit women wear much finer fluffs than the men do , and have not any thing to tye about the 
of the m- wafte : but their Drawers and Smocks are made after the fame fafliion as the Drawers and Shirts 
men. of men. Their Stockings are ordinarily of red or green Velvet , and they have little or no Or- 

nament about the Head, but fuffer their Hair to hang down negligently, in feveral treffes, down 
the back, and aboi\t the flioulders. All the Ornament they have about their Heads confifts in 
two or three rows of Pearls , which they do not wear about their Necks , as Women do elfe- 
where, but about the Head , being fet over the Fore-head, and falling down along the Cheeks 
to be faften’d under the Chin , fo as that their Faces feem’d to be fet in Pearls. Which mw give 
a little light to that expremonin the Canticles ^ Thy Cheeks are comely with ntf^s of fewels. 
f 3 ap. i. Young maids fometimes,wear Rings , withpretious Stones in them , in the right Noftril, as thi: 
Tartarian Women do. They alfo wear of them on their Fingers, and about their Arms, and 
they have bracelets of Silver-plates. But the tJIfabimetan Law allows nor the men to wear 
Gold Rings. Whence it came , that when our AmbaffadorsprefeatedS/»'»T<?j;g?, Chancellor 
of Terfia , with a very fair Diamond Ring , he had the ftonc taken off the Collet , and put into 
Silver, and fo prefenred it to the King. The Women do not uncover their faces as they go about 
the City, but have over them a white Veil, which reaches down below their knees , which 
they open a little to fee their way. The'Pfr/Zawfmakeanerablcrae'oi it, tofignifie, that, ma- 
ny times , in a handfome Body , a wicked Soul may be log’d, and that, under a fair appearance 
of good Life , a great nund>er of enormous Vices may find (belter 5 as that Veil does often 
times, under very rich Cloaths, hide a very Ugly Woman. 
iSePer- The am vety neat , as weUin their Rooms and Furniture of them, as in their Habit,' 

fians art wherein they would not have fo much as a fpot to be feen : infomuch that thofe who are .of abi- 
veryneat, i«y to do it, change them as foon as they arc ever fo little ftaio’d , and others , who are not 
muchibefore hand with the World , have ihetp walk’d once a week. VVhidi is very much con- 
trary to' the humour of the Mafeovstes, among whom a roan feldome fees any Cloaths but what 
are full of Naftinefs , and Ihine with Greafe. Nay it is certain , that the Stables and other fuch 
Houfes of tht terpanf^ are kept much neater , chan the Stoves and Lodging Chambers of the 
iJMufeovites. 

fngmhrn: '^htPerftans are of a ready Wit and found Judgement. They apply themfelves to Studies, 
■ . - * and are very excellent in. Poefy. Their Inven’tions are rich , and their Fancies fubtil and ftrong. 

They are fo far from being any way Vain-glorious , that they flight no man , bat, on the con- 
trary, they arc complaifant, and of a Taking Gonverfation, very civil and obliging among 
ttemfelves , but cfpecialJy to Strangers. The Submiffions , wherewith they e3q>refs themfelves 
is their Complements , exceed any thing they do in that kind in Frame. A Ferfm , to invite 
fife Fpietnd'to come im:o his Houfe , and prefer him his fervice , delivers himfeif in thefe terms : 
jbetma mreatyoa to maks wy Houfe noble by your prefence ; I facrifzje my felf to your Commands^ 
/ tye predate a your Feet 5 to ferve you , / wtjh the apple of my Fye might help to pave your 
•eeay^ict.. bat &E thetooft part , thefe are indeed but Complements. This puts me in mind of 
iTerfim , who coming fo our Phyfician to acquaint him with a pain he had in his fide , told 
him, that if he could Cure Kim, hewouldgive him his Head - whereupon it, being reprefented 
to him , that he fliould be fo much troubled at the want of Health , \vho was fo prodi^ 
of his Life, he made aofwer, that he awaii6;ofti«rwifc, but that it was their manner fpeaking.

espreiEiMij thot^h Herodoms fayes it was a Vice the antient Terfmjs hated moft of any, and 
that they made it their main bufinefs to bring up their young men, to Ride and Shoot well, and 
to fpeak the Truth. 

Theyareveryfaithfollinobfcrvingthe particular, friendfhips they contrail: together, andymia 
they entetinto Fraternities among themfelves, which laft as long as they live, nay they are fo 
exa£l in the improving of thefe, that they preferr them before all Obligations of either Blood/^*""^-^'-?^ 
or Birth. In Qemanyy there is no reckoning paid, but thofe Drunken perfons who clubb to it, 
tpakf fome fraternity 5 yet is not the friendihip contrafted thereby, ever the greater, in regard 
there cannot really be any between fiich as are incapable of it ; but in^Perfia, it is far otherwife. 

It is their cuftom to make every year a great Feaft, whereat all the men between whom there is 
any thing of Kinred, and fome other friends, meet together, and if, at thataflembly there be 
any perfons, who, out of a reciprocal and particular affeftion, are dcfirous to enter into a 
more clofe andconftantfriendflifp, they addrefs themfelves to fome one of the Company, whom 
they take by the border of his Garment, and having told him that they make choice of him for 
Father or God-father, which the other cannot deny, they go all three together, 
tothatCSfy f there being no Family but hath its own j kifs his Hand, and crave his Bcne- 
diftion. ito receive which, they lye down upon their Bellies, firft the God-father, 
andafterwa^theBrtahren, attheCdj/'’sfeet, who gives each of them three ftrokes with a 
wand upon the Back, pronouncing at the firft ftroke, the word t/dHay at the fecond, that of 
tMdimsty and at the third that oiHdy. That done, they kifs the wand, and with this Ce- 
remony the Fraternify is eftablilh’d. And this kind of alliance is fo facred, according to their 
opinion oht, that they “affirm, there is no other fin but may be pardoned • that Sacrilege and 
idolatry arc not irremiffible, and that a man may hope for pardon, if he bath dnink Wine, nay 
in afe he hath abus’d an but thatthe privileges of this kind of Fraternity cannot be 

iVioIatcd, and the offence not be Punifh’d. And if it happen that two of thefe Brethren fall 
out, they are to be reconcil’d at the next afferably j which is done thus. He who bath been in- 
jur’d comes to his Door who did him the injury, bowing down his Had, and, with his Arms 
carelefsly hanging down, continues in that pofturc, till the other hathlntreated him thrice to 
come into his Houfe, and thence they go together to the aflembly, where the reconciliation is 
perfefted. The Perjwffx are of a good nature, and very fenfible of any kindnefs done them ; 
but where ffiey bate, they are irreconcilable. They are Couragious, and good Soldiers, going 
thcarfofly upon any defign or engagement, though never fo dangerous. 

They are alfomodeft, and very referv’d j whence it comes, they never make wata ftand-', 
ing, tmt fquat down as Women do, and when they have done, wafli themfelves- It ® upon' 
tbTsaccompt, that, at Weddings, and other ^eataffemblies, they have in fome by-places, fc- 
veral earthen pots full of water. If they be near a Brook, or River, they will be fore to make

Ma, in regard Affes never go through water but they pifs ; on the contrary, the JPerfms call 
the Turks Stkfmni, becaufe they pifs , like Dogs, againft a Wall. Certain it is that Perfons of 
Qsalityi'nT«rfejobferve, inthisparticular, the cuftom of the and both Nations take 

a great care, when they either make water, or cafe Nature otherwift, not to turn their Faces 
or their Backs towards the South, in regard that when they fay their Prayers they look that 

'^^But it is alfo true, that this modefty is only as to the external part, ^d that otherwife they 
are more Luxurious than any other Nation in the W orld. For, not thinking it enough to rnar- 
ryfeveral Wives, andbefides, them, to have a great number of Concubines, they have a kind- 
nefs left for common Whores. Accordingly, there is no City, Ardebil only excepted, where 
there are not pi^ick places appointed for that fport, under the pfoteflion of the Magiftrate. 
Dating our aWd at Scamachie, one of our Souldiers faavinghad his pleafure of a Woman, got 
away without paying her. She made her complaints to iheClw, who fent to the Ambaffa- 
dors, to entreat them to.take frme.courfe that (he might be ratisty’d, fending them word, that , 
it wasbutreafonable, that the .Kdbi>e, who pay the King a great Tribute, ftiould be alfo paid 
the Sabry due to them.

. The King hirafcif maintains a great,oo®ber of tkefe Women at his own charge, 
it his Divertifement at Meals to fee them Dancing and (hewing all maimer 
him : fo that thofe who are defirous to take up that Profeffion, muftaot only 
alfo pleafaht and' afl:i ve. The King takes them along with h'® 

^my, afe ffie exaa^le of the antient Kings 
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as affirms, had, in his Retinue, three hundred and fixty Concubines, all very 

fumptuoufly Cloath’d. ■ • . 


Sodomy Sodmnj is no extraordinary fin among them, rior is it punifh'd as a Crime. ^ Taggi^ who 
*i 6 t p«^ was Chancellor of Perfta at the time of our Travels, was not p.ani(h’d for his Sodomy, but for 
the Violence he had done in the Coramiffion of it. The King himfelf was given to this Vice, 
and fo far from punifliing it in another, that, as we were told, in the year 1634. Schach-Sefi 
being at the liege of Srmny one of the Colonels, who was got drunk at the King’s quarters, 
would, at h;s return to his own, in the heat of his Wine, having forc’d a young Lad that ferv’d 
him, and had often before refus’d to hearken to his lewd addrefles. The Boy, to prevent the 
violence, which he now faw was unavoidable, layeshold on the Ponyard, which his Mailer 
wore at his Girdle, and therewith run him into the Heai t. The next day, the King miffing tfie 
Colonel, ask’d what was become of him. Some body told him, he had been kill’d by one of 
his Domellicks, and gave him an account how it had been done. The Boy was brought before 
him, who very ingenuoufly confefs’d what had pals’d between his Mailer and him, and avow’d, 
that the horror he conceiv’d at that fin had made him take that rcfolution. The King was fo in- 
cens’d, that he Commanded him to be call to the Dogs, to be torn to pieces by them. The two 
firft that were brought would not meddle with him, but afterwards they got two Sngh^ 
Maflives, which upon the firft fetting on tore him to pieces. 

Polygamy The Mahmnetm Law allows them to be Luxurious, not only by permitting Polygamy, but 
Mowed i»alfo thofe other carnal enjoyments, wherein the chiefell part of their Beatitude conlills, even 
Perlia. ^ which the ^^ujfdmans of that Religion expeft after this Life ; it being their petfwafion, 
that, in their celellial Paradife, they lhall not only have the fame lawfull Wives they had in 
this W orld, but that they lhall alfo have as many Concubines and Servants, as they pleafe, a^d 
enjoy all other W omen, as often as they have a mind to it. 

T hey ufe all imaginable inventions to llir themfelves up to lull, and to this end (lave they, at 
all meetings, whether at common Tipling Houfes, or elfcwhere, men and women Dances, who 
provoke them to brutality by their obicene pollures. They ufe alfo the feed and leaves of Hemp, 
to revive languilliing Nature, though our ■Naturalills affign it a cold quality, which weakens 
and corrupts Nature. I Cannot imagine how this can add any fewel to their luflfull inclinationsj 
unlef. it be that the windy humour of it be alfo expulfivc, or that in thefe hot Countries, it hath 
ether qualities, than it hath in Snrope- To prepare this Drugg, they gather the leaves belore 
they come to Seed, dry them in-the (hade, beat them to powder, which they mix with Honey, 
and make pills thereof, about the bignefs of a Pidgeons Egg. They take two or three of them 
at a time, to fortifie Nature. As to the Seed, they fry it, put a little Salt thereto, and eat it 
by way of Defert. ImancHU, whowasfentAmbafladorfromtheKingofTeiyMto the Duke oi 
Holflein, took of it at every meal, after he had married a young Woman at jifirachm, he him- 
felt being feventy. years of age. Perfons of good repute, in Perfta, will not eat oi it, for they 
fay, that he who makes ufe of this remedy commits a greater iin, than he that had ravifli’d his 
own Mother upon Mdiomet’s Sepulchre. They caU thofe who ufe it, ’Bengi kidi bengi. But 
when ail is done, the ^Perfians think they have fufficiently expiated the'lin of Fornication, when, 
immediately after they have had their pleafure of a Woman, they either bath themfelves, or 
vyalh their Bodies all over with cold water. 


•£hs ffoule^ charges the Terjtans are at in Houfe- keeping , as to the Kitchin and the Cellar, amounts 

very little, iinlefs it be in thofe Famalies where there are many Women, who inflame the 
fk Peril. Bill very much. The Cotton-Cloaih, which makes moll of their Cloathing, is very cheap there, 
ans. Their Houfes are but poorly furnilli’d, and they think they have to fpare, when the floor of their 
Lodging Room is cover’d with Tapiftry j and all the provifion they make tor the whole year, 
is only Rice. Flelh is not dear , fave only at thofe places , where the great number of Inhabi- 
tants makes all Provilions fcarce , in regard they are for the moft parr brought out of remote 
Provinces. The Garden fupplies them with a Defert, and the next Brook ferves them frr a Cel- 
lar*. They are very neat about their Rooms, and they fuffer not Dogs, which out of fome 0- 
therrefpefts , they hold to be unclean Creatures , or any other Animals to come into them. 
And whereas they have this inconvenience at meals that they ufe no Trenchers , they ufe a fort 
of l^ts which they call , about the bignefs of our Chamber-pots, fetting one of them 

between every two Perfons j and into thefe they fpet , and call the bones, and parings of Fruits. 
Wehavefaidelfewhere , that fficy have their Te»»rf, or Stoves to keep them warm, and to 
fpare Wood as raudt as may be, nay fome makes a fliift to roafl and boyl their meat with 
them. 


ilieiyHouf Kitchin, they have Kettles and Pots of Brafs , or of Copper tinn’d over , which arc

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their meat , they do not care for much, as being fatisfy’d with very little. Which is contrary j ^.,'7 
to what relates of them, to wit, that Butchers meat is dear in ‘Pcr^, byreafonoi 

the Gluttony of the Inhabitants, which , as he affirms, is fo great, that aged perfons there make 
four jneals a day, and confequently , with much morereafon, the younger fort of people. 

Nor*oes this agree neither with the account the antients give of them , who generally affirm 
that the Terftans were very temperate, and contented themfelves with little Meat, but they 
lov’d Fruits. Accordingly, during the aboad we made in Ter/»a, lobferv’dthatoneoftheir 
chiefeft Venues was Temperance and that the Perfms feldome eat EJelh above once a day, and 
that if they make another meal befides , it confitts , for the moft part , of Butter^ Cheefe, and 
Fruits, though I rauft confefs there are ibme who make two fet meals- 

There is not any thing more ordinary in Terfia tham Rice foak’d in water. They call it Plan, ord>^ 
and eat of it at all their Meals, and ferve it up in all their Diflies, efpecially under build Mutton, war; feod 
They feme times put thereto a little of the juyee of Pomegranates or Cherries , and Saffron,” 5.>«- 
inforauch that commonly you have Rice of feveral Colours in the fameDilh. They ferve it op 
alfo under Capons , and broild Fifii. They alfo eat Sorrel , Spinage, and Cabbages, white and 
green, butthey do not much care for the red. They do not wan: fraall Birds, and they have all 
forts of Fowl in abundance , Turkeys only excepted , which are fu fcarce in this Country, that 
a Geor£imU.mha,u , having, brought thither fome of them from rmce , in the time of Schach- 
t/ibiu , he fold them at a Tnmaiu, that is, near five pound fieri, a piece. Patridges and Fcafants 
arc common, and, at thofe places where they are to be had, they may bebought cheap enough. 

Though Rice ferves them inftead of Bread , yet do they make fome, of feveral forts , of 
Wheat alfo. The Kmatfch are three fingers thick , and afoot and a half in length. The La- fuvs them 
mfch are round, and about the thicknefsofa man’s finger. ThtTeafeksffehe , are half an Ell, 
aiJd they are bak’d in their Houfes *, over the Temrs , on which they are fet , and with the five 
fingers of the hand, they make them as many Horns, whence they have their name. The3««^f^ 
are made upon the pebbles , wherewith fome of their Ovens are covered , fo that this kind of 
Bread or Cakes is uneyen , and full of pits. The Jaucha is like Wafers, and as thinn as Parch- 
ment , but in length and breadth they are half an Ell or better. The Perjians ufe them inftead of 
Napkins , to wipe their fingers , wherewith they take up the Rice , and pull their Meat to pie* 
ces, for you (hall feldome fee them ufe any Knives. When they have put the to this 

nfe, they tear them into bits, put a little Rice or a Morfel of flefliinto one of them , andfo 
fwallow it down, or haply eat them without any thing with them. All their Spoons, even 
the King’s , are bi Wood , made Oval-wife , at the end of a very fmall handle , but afoot and 
a half in length. . ' , 

Their ordinary Drink J efpecially that of the meanefi fort of people, is water, into which a^f,> 
they fometimes put a little Dujfchah,9.nd fome Vinegar, For though Wine be cheap enough there, 
efpecially in the Provinces of <t/4derbeitzm , aud Schirmn, where the meafure, 

which they call LuMn , and which contains near an SngUfin pottle , cofts but fix pence. Yet 
are there many who make a difficulty to Drink thereof, becaufe the ufe ofit is forbidden by 
their Law , efpecially the Hatzd , who are fuch as have gone on Pilgrimage to Meca , to Ma- 
hmet’s Sepulchre , and are to forbear it all their Lives after, out of a perfwafion they are of, 
that all their merits would be effac’d , by fo enormous a fin. But fuch as are lovers of Wine, 
and the common proftitufes , who have tor the moft part contrafted a neceffary habit of finning, 

Drink ofit without any fcruple, out of a prefumption, that that fin will be pardoned them with . 
the reft , provided they do not make the Wine themfelves. Whence it comes they make no great 
entertainment , but they drink very fteely of it. After meal , there is warm water brought in 
for the waOiing-of their ^ands. 

Opium , vvhich they call Offouhn , and Terit^ is commonly iifed among the 'Terfieujf. They ihe^ wkl 
make pills ofit of the faignefs of a Pea, and take two or three of them at a time. Thof®whoareOpiu“** . 
accultomed thereto will take about an Ounce at a time. There are fome who take of it only once 
In two or three daies , which makes them fleepy , and a little difturbs their brains, fo as that 
they arc as if they were a little entred in Drink. There is abundance of it made in Perfia , efpe- 
“ially at Iffahart , and it' is thus ordered. The Poppy being yet green , they cleave the Head of 
wc , _ont,or which there comes a white Liquor , which being expos’d to the Air grows black, and . 
their Apothecaries and Druggifts trade very much in iti All over the Eaft they ufe this 
the Turki arid Indians, as well as theT erjians , infomuch , that Sellon faies , in his Obferva- 
tions, that if a Turk hath but a peny, he will fpend a forthing of it in Optmn • chat he faw above 
fi% Gamels loaden with it , going firom N’atolia into Turquey, Perfta, and the Indtes, and that 
.a Janizary, who had tak«i a whole Ounce of it one day, took the next day two ^ and Was 
never the worfe for it , fave that it wrought the fame.effcft in him as W ine does id ftch asmke 
too much of it , and that he ftagget’d a little. It hath alfo this quality common with, . 

it does infufe Courage into thofe who have ijot mqch - whence it comes , that theTail^^fof 
it before they go upon any defign. The Women do not oirdinarily takc.any ^ but tfirfe-iw are 
not able to bear with their untoward and imperious Husbs^ds , anS^^effjr Ej^i&’ilforc the 




1627* in, do fometimes make nfe of Opiwm , whereofthey take a good quantity, 

. and, drinking cold water upon it, they, by a gentle and infenfible Death, depart this World. 

There is hardly any Perftan , what condition or quality focver he be of, but takes Tohacco. 
Tobacco. This they do in any place whatfoever , even in their tJ^ofquejet. There grows abundance of it 
near ^a£(lat , and in Kardefthm , but they have not the art to Cure it as it ought to be , thin- 
king it enough to let it dry, as they do other leaves and Medicinal herbs. There are whole (hops 
full, of it at Jffohan , being put up in Baggs , where it is reduc’d in a manner to powder , and is 
at leaft as fmall as Sem> They highly cfteem that which is brought them out of Europe , and call 
it Inglts T^n^akji , becaufe the SngUjh are they who bnng moft of it thither.. They are fo great 
lover, of It, that, when I gave a piece thereof to a Matter, who taught me the e/irahm Language 
at Uamachie ^ he took it for an extraordinary kindnefs. To cake it with any delight , they 
makeuieof a Glafs Flaggon , an Earthen Pitcher , tl Cocos ^ or /wdi/®* Nut-fliefl , ornKaback^ 
which is the rind ofa certain fort ofCitralls, or Cucumbers, which they fill half full of wa- 
ter , cr little more , and fometimes put a little perfum’d Waters into it. Into this water they 
put a little hollow Reed , having at the end of it a Bole wherein they put the Tobacco with a 
little Coal , and with another Pipe , about an Ell long , which they have in their Mouths, they 
draw, through the water, the fmoke of the Tobacco, which leaving in the water ail its foot 
and biacknels , is incomparably more pleafant this way , than as we take it. Thofe who have 
not all thefe conveniences are glad to take it our way 5 but their Pipes , which have Boles or 
Heads of Earth or Stone , are of Wood , and much longer than ours. 

Cahwa^or They Drink , with their Tobacco , a certain black water , which they call Cahm, made o^ 
Coftee, a Fruit brought out of Egypt , and which is in colour like ordinary Wheat , and in taft like 
Wheat, and is of the bignefs of a little Bean. They fry, or rather burn it in an Iron 
pan without any Liquor , beat it to powder , and boyling it with fair water , they make^his? 
Drink thereof, which hath as it were she taft ofa burnt Cruft, and is not pleafant to the Palate. 
It hath a Cooling quality , and the Perjkns think it allays the Natural heat. Whence it comes,^ 
that they often dnnk of it , inafmuch as they would avoid the charge of having many Children, 
nay they are fo far from diffemhlmg the fear they have thereof , that feme of them have come to 
our Phyfician for remedies of that kind. But he being a merry difpos’d Perfon , raadeanfwer, 
that he would rather help them to get Children , than give them ought to prevent the getting 
of them. I fay the Perfians are perfwaded this water is able abfolutely to froother all Natural 
heat , and to take away the power of engendring j and to this purpofe they tell a ftory of one 
of their Kings , named Sdthm i/l'iahomet Cafmn , who Reign’d in Terjia before Tamerlane’s 
time , that he was fo accuftom’d to the Drinking of Ctdovea , that he had an inconceivable aver-j 
fion for W onjen • and that the Q^een ftanding one day at her Chamber Window , and percei- 
ving they had got down a Horfe upon the ground , in order to the Gelding of him , ask’d fomc 
that flood by , why they treated fo handfome a Creature in that manner ; whereupon anfwer 
being made her , that he was too Fiery and Metalfome , and that the bufinefs of thofe that were 
about him, was, with thetaking away of the excefs of Metal , whidi Stone- Horfes are guilty 
of, to deprive him of all generative Vertue 5 the Queeii reply ’d , that that trouble might have 
been fpar’d , fince the yvould have wrought the fame tSeiki and that if they would 
keep the Stone- Horfe with chat Drink , he would , in a lliort time , oe as cold as the King her 
Husband. 

They affirm further, that the Son of tliatKiug, whom they alfo , after his Father, call 
ejddahomety being come to the Crown , Commanded that great Poetj Hakim Fardmfiy to give 
him a piece of his Writing, and promis’d by way ofreward to give him a Ducat for every 
Verfe. The Poet in a fliort time made fixty thoufand , which are at this day accounted the beft 
that ever were made in Perfta ; but the King who expelled not he ihoulcfhave made fuch hafte, 
fent him to thofe who had the over-fight of his Revenue , who judging this to be too great a 
fumm for a Poet, told him he mufl content himfclf with a lefsrecdmpence. Accordingly they 
brought it foloWj that made other Verfes, wherein he reproach’d the King with his 

. avarice , and told him , the prefent he had made him , might be rather thoag^hc to come from a 
Porter than a Prince. Whereto he added , that Shooe-makers and Bakers were wont to do fo, 
and that be could not be perfwaded that the King was of Royal Extra^lion , but mutt rather be 
ddfcended from feme Shooe-maker or Baker. 

The King was fo nettled at ihcfe reproaches , that he made his Complaints thereof to his Mo-' 
ther , who prefently imagining , that thePoet had made fome Difeoveries of her , ingenuoufly 
acknowledg’d to her, Son , >that the King , her Husband , being become impotent through his 
exceiEve Drinking of Cahea , Ihe fancied a Baker belonging to the Court , and that this Baker 
was his Father } TTiat fhe chofe rather to take that courfe , than leave the Kingdom deftitute of 
Heirs j That he was now to confider,.' that had it not been for that Baker, he had not been at 
all, and that he would do Well to recqmiieiicc'iltt Poet, fo as that thefaufinefs might take no 
further wind, left the people fhould deprive himof a Crown .v^lsheloiig’d not tobim. The 
Son made hisadvantageofth,e advice aiwremooftrap;es^«tf .his.hil^«rj and ordered 
fliodld have what he had promifedhin;i. i We 
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We faid before, that the are great frequenters of the Taverns or Tipling-Houfes, 

which they call T2.1® Ctoe, in regard there they may have T/jc, or Ch^, which the O/^ 
VsbeqmTartars bring thither from Chattat. It is an Herb which hath long and narrow leaves, ^ mjeif 
about an inch in length, and half an inch in breadth. In order to the keeping and tranfportati- The, or 
on of It, they dry It, fo as that it turns to a dark grey Colour, inclining to black, and fo fliri-^®“* 
veil’d up, that it feems not to be what it really is : but as foon as it is put into warm water, it 
fpreads and reaffumes its former green Colour. The Ferfims boyl it, till the water hath got a 
bitterilli tafte, and a blackilh colour, and add thereto Fennel, Annifeed, or Cloves, and Sugar. 

But the only put it into feething water, and have for that purpofe either Brafs, or 
Earthen pots very handforaely made, which are put to no other ufe. They drink it fo hot, that 
they are not able to hold their Difhes, which are of Porcelane or Silver, in their hands whence 
it comes, thacthey have found out a way of making them of Wood or Canes, done over with 
a plate of Copper or vSilver Gilt, and fometimesot Gold, fo as that the heat not being able to 
penetrate them, they may hold them in their hands, even though the water were boylmg. The 
PerftanSy Indians, Ghinefes znd Japonnefis aflign thereto fuch extraordinary qualities, that, 
imagining it alone able to keep a man in conflant health, they are fure to treat fuch as come to 
vifu them, with this Drink, at all hours. The quality it is, by experience, found to have, is, 
that it is aftringenc, and that it confumes fuperfluous Humours, which incommodate the Brain, 
and provoke Drowlinefs. They who have Written of the affairs of the Indies, as tiPH^ens, 
Idnjchooten, Trigauk, and others, tell Miracles of it : but this herb is now fo well known in 
moil parts of Swrope, where many perfons of quality ufe it with good fuccefs, that it muft needs 
be known, what are both its good and bad qualities •• which Dr. Tdp, a Phy fician of Jmfler^, 
iJath very ftriftly examined, in the laftChapter of the fourth Book,of ^liMedkinal Objtrvatms . 

The Perfians live either on the Fruits which their Gardens bring forth, or by the advantage 
they make by Tilling the ground. Some live by Traffick, others by their Trades j fome to the 
Warrs, and there are thofe who get their lively hood by Writing. For fince Printing is not yet 
ufed amongft them, and that they Hand in need of many Copies of their e/^/ccr^, they have 
them done by a fort of people, who do not only get a livelyhood thereby, but grow very rich, 
inafmuch as a Copy of it well written: will yield eighteen or twenty Crowns. W hence it 
comes, that there is no man that hath Children, but he teaches them to write, and yet there are 
an infinite number of men in Perfia who live only by writing. 

It is a pleafant light, as a man paffes over the Maidm, or through the ‘Ba^xr, to fee the 
Tradcfmen of all Erofeffions in their Shopsj where they fell what they had made at their Hon- 
fesj for it is very feldorae feen, that a Tradefman works in his Shop, which for the moft part 
is at fome diftance from the place where he lives, and confin’d to certain parts of the Market- 
place, where every Trade hath its diftinft quarter, only for the felling of Commodities. The 
moft common Profeflious are Weavers, Dyers, and Painters, who paint Flowers upon the 
Staffs ofSilk and Cotton, and foroetimes even upon Brecadoe. The ordinary length of their 
pieces of fluffs is not above five or fix Ells, it being as much as needs for a Garment according to 
their faihion. The faireft Scuffs, as well for Painting, as Workmanfhip, are made at Jefchu 
aniKafchan, where they reprefentupoaSilk and Cotton, the figures of Perfons, and particu- 
larly VVriting, and the CharaOers of their Language, fo exactly done, that no Painter can do 
things with fuch Life and Art. Uiing only what they fpend themfelves in Cloaths, they Trade 
with the reft into other parts, with great profit, as they do alfo with unwrought Cotton and raw '*'^*** ** 
Silk, whereof there are great quantities brought into Swope, through the Indies. As for the 
Silk, it is worth in PerCia n -t above zs. < 5 d. or is. 8d. the pound. Their ordinary weight is the 
which is not the fame in all places j in as much as, at TahrU, it weighs but fix pound- 
in Ktlan, where they make ufe of the Schach badman, it is twelve j and at Seamachie and Ka- 
it is fixteen pounds. It is conceived that PerjL* produces every year, one with another, 
tenthoufand Somms, or twenty thoufand Balls of Silk, every Ball weighing two hundred 
fixteen pounds. The Province of Kilan it felf, in good years, yields eight thoufand Balls 
Schtruan, three thoufand • Chorajan, as many j ejklefanderan, two thoufand ; Karabath, two silk. 
thoufand. In which accompt we do not comprehend what (jeovgia, which is richer in Silk than 
any other Province, produces within it felf. They fay, that all Terjta does not fpend above* 
thoufand Balk of Silk, and that the reft is fold into Tarl^, Indies, Italy, and to the 

Dutch, who Trade at and who bring thither Tinn, Copper, Engli^ and Dutch 

Cloath, nay fome Cloaths made at Berry ( in France ) and Smx, which the Persians, who 
are not good at the ordering of Woollen fluffs, do fo highly efleem, that ordin^y Cloath is 
foldthereacio. or 14.

The a.4me»w» Merchants, ythosteC^iJlians, are the richeft of any, by realbtt’ of the 
pains they take in miking Voyages themfelves, which is more than the other 'Terpm do ; 
though both have an abfolute freedome to T raffick where they pleafe themfelves, asi Eoreiners f ^ 
have the liberty to come into Terfia, and pot off their- Gomm^tjes there, ^yjuigcuflora 5 con- 
trary to what is obferv^ in iM»[covy^ where the ^ f^^om,. 
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_ y without the Cx^r’s exprefs permiffion. There is alfo this particular advantage in ^erjia, as 
10^7* vveH as , that the Wars do not obftruft their Commerce , the and other jf 4 er- 

chantshaving the fame freedome to go to and fro, in the time of war, as they have in Peace, in-' 
mted afmuch as both thofe Princes are equally concern’d to improve the advantages they make thereby. 
firuSetif xhe commerce of the.^P^V^iw^^^on!d be incomparably greater than it is, if they could make 
*h$ Wars. ^ jjgjf benefit of that which the Sea affords them , and if Navigation were as •well fctled there , as 


it isin£«ro/>e. 

The Wars, which the King of PerjM is oblig’d to carry on fometimes againfl: the Turks, fome- 
times againfl: the Mtrgul and the Vsbeques Tartars , make him Hand in need of a great number of 
Souldiers. Thofe who are entertain’d into/his Service have a fetled pay at all times ,, as we fliall 

have occafion to fpeak more fully to anon. 

• Having fpoken of the Shops, the Cellars and the Kitchins of the Terfam , I muff not forget 
their Chambers, and what belongs to them , nor yet their Marriages . A Terfm , who thinks 
himfelf able to maintain feveral Wives , will feldome be content with one. Polygamy is an old 
evil deeply rooted in them; St f^o is of opinion, that they took feveral Wives, becaufe 
they would have many Children , and to get the reward which their Kings gave thofe who had 
many Males. They are Hill willing enough to take the Wives , but not upon the fame Motives, 
fince they ufe all the means they can to hinder their getting of Children. What they do now is 
purely upon the accompt of pleafure, that their enjoyments may be heightned by the variety. 
Tothispurpofe, they have a Provirb , which fays, that, to have a perpetual Spring, a mart 
muft often change W ivcs , and ufe them as Almanacks, which ferve but for a year. The 
coran permits the Mahtmutam to marry as many Wives as they are able to maintain. Whence 
it comes that rich Merchants, who are oblig’d to Travel up and down the Country, marry 
“Wives, and keep Houfes in feveral places , that where ever they come they may be at home.- 
Yet do^I not advife any man to believe thofe , who fay^ theire is a Law in ^J^eSa , whereby 
men are enjoyn’d to Marry at leaft feven Wives nor yet what Niger fays in-his Geography , 
that the Children kill their Father and Mother, when they are come to feventy years of age. 
Thefe arc idle ftories, which have no ground m the antient Hiftory , and whereto we found no-^ 
thing confonant in our time. 

It is not our defign to dilate much upon the inconveniences of Polygamy, but certain it fejj 
’shiueon- jjj there is but little friendlhip among the Women. Some love there may be be- 

^ which comes near brutality. It is impoflible alfo 

gamy,' that a Family, wheretherearefomany women, can be free from jealoufie, which isinevita- 
ble among thofe, who would all be lov’d , and abfolutely depend on him, who fliould, b«t 
cannot, love them all equally. The Perftans themfelves , to ekpreis the inconveniences of 
lygamy, fay in their Proverbs, that, as two Affes arc more troubleforae to be driven ;.* than a 
Whole Caravan ; fo a Judge finds not fo much difficulty iii deciding the differences of a^ovince, 
asamandillrafted by two Women, who cannot live together without fome j^rilig.' We 
were told feveral examples of the great mifehiefs happening in Families through Polygamy,' and 
and among the reft one , concerning Silfaher,. Chan of Scamachie. He was a Perton of, very 
great Authority in the Country, and well look’d upon at the Court, where he had Married ffie ' 
^HRjet oiSchach-Chedahende , who was Father to Schach-eydbas. This Woman conceiving ® 
|ealoufie at the affe^lion her Husband exprefs’d towards another young Lady whom he had 
Married , and imagining her quality would take away all Comparifon between her and 'her Ri- 
val, was fo highly incens'd againft-him , that file refolv’d to be reveng’d } and to that phrpofe 
writ to the King her Nephew, to bid him beware of her Husband , as having foiw deT^ up- 
on his Perfon. Schach-eyihas, who took the l^ftfufpidons for certalin proofs, immediately 
Qomvaz.ni.e 6 . Kartfchichai~Chan , ChanoiMefihed, who was then about him at MrdibU^to 
go and bring him bilfahar’s Head. Xartfchiehaibeingcome to the foot of the Mountain 'Of Ek-,

Mule to his own Houfe, to unload it, and to turn him out again to look for his Maftet, who-z^- 
Coming immediarely into the City , met with his Mule in the llreets, but difchaig’d of his bur- '^37* ’ 
then. He went and made his complaints to the Governour , who bid him name the perfon that ' 
had robb’d him, and he would do him Juftice. But the Merchant, not fatisfy’d with this anfwer, 
made his Cafe known to the King , whoprefently recommended him to Jltcdi-Cheny with 
exprefs order to fee the Merchants lofs made good to him , to the full value he fliould fet upon 
his Commodities , inafmuch as the had not been careful to fecure the High- way, and 
neglected to make an exafl: enquiry after the Thief j which order the Chm was forc’d to obey. 
Sctiritd, on the other fide, finding his Fortune much better’d by this unexpefted Wind-fall , 
and not thinking one Wife enough , Marries a fecond , which he took up out of the Brothel- 
houfe , but had no Children by her. By the former, he had a Son, who, one day coming from 
School, and finding in the Chamber a Melon, whereof fome part had been cut, prefum’d to 
take a piece of it , and by that means gave the young Woman nccalion to flrike him. The 
Child’s Mother came into the Room , and reveng’d him , not only by fighting with her Rival , 
but alfo by the complaints Ihe made thereof to her Husband , reprefenting to him the infolence 
of that young Woman , with fo much bitternefs , that being no longer able to endure her Lan- 
guage, he gave her a good Cudgelling. The Woman exafperated at that , went to the Chan 
and acquainted him with the Adventure of the Mule. The Cto immediately fent for the T^ 
verner, and having found him guilty of the Faft, order’d him to be hang’d. And whereas the 
two Women had difeover’d the Robbery , out of pure animofity and private refencraents, rather 
than out of any afieftion they had for the Governour, or regard of pablickjufl:'ce,he caus’d them 
to be publickly ravilh’d , and banilh’d them out of the City. The Taverners Son was fold, 
and aU his Fathers Eftatc confifeated to the ufe of the Governour , who loft nothing by the bar- 
gain. 

The are not fofcrupulous in their Contrafts of Marriage, bn” that many times ir 
happens a Man Marries his Brother’s Widdow 5 yet could I not learn, that Incefls were fo com- 
mon there as fome Authors would have it believ’d , nor that the Son meddles with his Mother 
or the Brother with his Sifter. Nay it cannot be found , that , before the Reign of 
Cmhyfes , who fell in love with his own Sifter , there was any talk of thefe intefts 
in Ter fia^ no more than there was in Mgypt , before Ttolmmy'i time. Their Marriages are 
celebrated asfoUoweth. 

When a young Man hath a mind to Marry , and hath heard of fome perfon he can fancy, he 
employs others to make enquiry into the qualities and difpofition of the young Maid , inafmuch '*/ 
as neither he nor any of his Relations are permitted to fee her , and if upon the account he 
ceives of her by them, he finds his affeftions inclin’d to her, he makes a demand of her by two of 
his Friends , who had been his God-fathers at his Circumcifion, or, for want of thofe , by two 
others of his Kinred. Thisfirft EmbjdTy ordinarily finds no very kind reception, left they 
fliould imagine the Father to be over-forward to be rid of his Daughter. But if on the other 
fide , the young mans Friends find that his addreffes are not taken araifs , they continue them , 
and proceed to Articles, and agree upon the Dower, which, in thefe Countries, the Friends 
of the Bridegroom, and not thofe of the Bride are to give. The Dower is to be-either in Money, 
which the young man fends to his Miftrifs, fome few dayes before the Marriage, as a recora- 
pence to the Father and Mother for their Care in the Education of their Daughter ; or he pro- 
mifes her by the contraft of Marriage, a certain fum of Money, orfucha quantity of Silk, or 
Stuffs, to be paid in Cafe of Divorce. Thefe contrails are pafs’d inthe preience of the or 

the who figns them. That done, they name on both fides certain perions to be as it 

were Agents, who in the name of the betroathed parties, go to the Kaft^ or Ecclefiaftical 
'Judge, if it be in the City, or, if in a Village, to the MoUa^ who is empower’d by the Kaft to 
that puapofe, and who, being fatisfy’d that all is done with the confents of the Kinred on both 
fides, as alfo of the parties contrafted. Marries them by the faid Agents, in the name of God^ 
of Mdhfftnetj and of Jlly, delivering them a Certificate of 'the Marriage. This Ceremony is 
for the moft part, performed in private, the or taking along with him the two A- 
gentsijnto a private room, or haply into the fields, to fome place where no people come, outof 
a fear that fome trick might be put upon the new Married couple, or fome Witch-craft ufed up- , 
on the Bridegroom. Whence it comes, that, when the Marriage is celebated in publick, before 
thhKaJt, as it often happens, ( iJacTerftimf, itfeems, having the ftiperftition to do aftionsof 
this confequence according to their Obfervance of certain Conftellations, which they think for- 
tunate or unfortunate to them ) that the Judge may not be fruftrated in the execution of his 
Duty, th^ oblige all that are preftnt, to ftretch out their hands, that they may not be abletp 
do any thing of Witchcraft under their Garments. The T erf tan, whom we brought idoM witn 
us to Bolftem, told US, that when he was Married, one of his Wife’s Kinred cut a littlfc of 
blew Galoom-lace off his Garment, wherewith he made his enchaptments, Whicl%'*madc him 
impotent for above two years and a half, till fuch time as having hfard of a Sat^ef that liv'd 
at Serdf^ who had the fecret to dilfolve thofe Charins, he went bo Mm afeodl^^ jThis pretended

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1627 Sorcerer, or Magician, who was lame in both hands and feet, feeing him coming towards him, 
* told him he knew what was the occafion of his difcontenr, and that he flionld be eas’d of it, as 
foon as he had taken a Nail out of a hole of a certain W all, which he told him of j which when 
he had done, he could perform the duty of a Married man as well as any other. 

Strd;o affirms, that, heretofore, the Fer/tans obferved the Vernal Equinox as the fitteft time 
for their Marriages j but now they are abfolutcly indifferent as to the Seafon, and a man may 
be Married on any day, faveonly intheMonethof^^wejlw, which is their Lent, and during 
the ten dayes of the Afchnr, when the Ceremonies performed in remembrance of the interrment 
of Herein employ their Devotions • inafmuch as during that time, they allow not of any Di ver- 
tifement at all. 


The Wedding day being appointed, the young man fends, the day before, to his intended 
Wife, Pendants, Bracelets and other Ornaments , fuiiably to their qualities, as alfo feme 
Diftes of Meat, to entertain the Relations and Friends, who are to bring the young Woman to 
him: but neither of them both are prefent at the Dinner- In the Evening, towards Night, the 
Bride is condwfted, on Horfe-back, or upon a Mule or Camel, cover’d with a Veil of Crimfon 
Taffata, which falls down below her Knees, accompany'd by her Kinred, and Mufick, to the 
Bridegroom’s Houfe. As foon as they are come to the Houfe, they carry the Bride with her 
Maids into one Chamber, and the Bridegroom with his Friends into another, and Supper is 
brought up. Which ended, the is led to the Chamber where Ihe is to lye, where the Bride- 
sroom comes to her, and then is it that he hath the firft fight of her. The Bridegroom, who 
finds his Bride broken up to his hands, may lawfully cut off her Nofe and Ears, and turn her 
away ; butPerfons of quality, for the moll part, think it affront enough to the Bride who is 
no Maid, to fend her and her friends immediately packing away. But if he really finds her «3 
Maid, he fends the tokens of it, by an antient Woman, to her Friends, and then they continue 
their entertainments for three dayes together. After the firfl engageraentj the Bridegroom gets 
up from his Wife, and goes to his Friends, among whom he fpends feme hours in Merriment. 
Perfonsofany Learning who come to thefe Entertainments, inftead of Drinking, divertlthem- 
feives with their Books, which, to that end, they brii^along with them, and fpend the time in 
difcoorfes of Morality, or fpecularive Philcdbphy, which they do alfo at thofe other affemblies 
which they many times appoint for that purpofe. Their Poets are never wanting at thefe Feafts, 
and contribute very much to the Divertifements thereof, efpecially the next day after the Wed- 
ding, and the day after. Among other things, there is brought in, aj^eat wooden Difli full of 
Fruit, in the midft whereof there is a Tree, having on every branch Fruit and dri’d Conferves, 
and if any one of the Company can take ought thence, fo as that the Brid^room perceives him 
not, his flight isrecompens’d with a Prefent, which the Bridegroom is oblig’d to make him: 
but ifhe be furpriz’d therein, he muff make good what he fliould have taken, a hundred fold; 
They have alfo this cuttom, that ifany one of the Company is not there the next day i^recifcly 
at the hour appointed for Dinner, he is laid upon a Ladder fetagainft the Wall, with his Head 
downwards, and Whipp’d on the foies of his Feet with a Handkercher roll’d about, till he rc-. 


deems himfeli. 


' They have alfo Dancing *, bat the Men Dance by themfelves , in one rotjm , and the 
Women by themfelves in another room, into which the Mufick comes not, but ftand at the 
Door. 


The next'day after the Wedding, theBrid^room waflics himfelf, in the Winter time, in 
Baths, which are very ordinary in tliofe pans, and in the Summer, in the River, or next &oykj 
but the Bride baths her fclf in the Houfe. In the Evening they fet before every one of the Per- 
fons invited, upon a Handkercher of Flower’d Cotton-Cloath, two fpoonftiUs of which 
istheDrugg, wherewith they Colour their Nails and Hands. That done, the Guefts make 
their Prefencs. If they have taken a little more Wine than they can well bear, as it often hap- 
pens, they take up their Lodging at the Houfe where they Supp’d } in regard the Watch which 
is kept veryfiriaiy there in the Night, fuffernotanytogoin the Streets without a Lantern. 
Thofe who find themfelves well enough to go, give the Guard fomewhat to Drink, and arc 
broi^t home to their Houfes. 

muh I mail here take occafion to fay foraething of the excellent order obferv’d in all Cities of Per- 

i»tit for the Guard. At there are forty men, who inceffantly walk about the Streets, 

to prevent Mifchiefs and Robberies, with fuch Vigilance and Exadtoefs, that they are oblig’d 
to Indemnify thofe that are Robb’d. Whence it came, that, at Ispahan, we came naany times 
after Midnight, from the Monaftery of tb? which was above half a League from 

our quarters, yet never met with any raifehief by the way : nay if at any dme, as it might well 
happen in that great City, we chanc’d to lofe our way, the Guard would brii^ us with Torches 
home to our very Doors. It is reported of that, defirons, one day, to make 

tryal of the Vigilance of thofe people, fuffer’dhimfidfto be^priz’d by **em, and had been 
carried to Prifon, had he not been known by one of theCpmpaqij who^lfroveringhim to the 
reft, they all caff themfelves at his Feet, tab^hispardf®. ,BMhe exprefs’d himfelf weflj^ 
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tisfy’d with their care, and told them they had done bat their duty j that he ivas King in the t 
day tone, bvit that the keeping of the Pablick peace in the night depended on them. ' * 

if it happen, that, after the Marriage, the Bride be oblig’d to live at her Husband’s Father’s " 
Houie, it is not lawfull for her to appear before him with her Face uncover’d, much more to 
fpeaktohim, tillfuch time as the Father-in-Law hath hir’d her to do it, and given her a new 
Garment, or a piece of Stuff to make one, to oblige her thereto. But after all this, (he muft 
not uncover her Face in his prefence, nor yet her Mouth when Ihc eats : for (he hath a piece of 
Cloach, which they call ty’d to her cars, fo as that it hangs over her Mouth, to 

binder her from being feen eating. 

TheT«^»f keep their Wives more in reftraint than the <fo, and fnlfer them not 
to go to Ghurcl^ or to any great Feaft, unlefs their Husbands go along with them. If a Wo- 
man permit her Face to be feen, all the Apologies Ihe can make for her &lf Ihall not clear her 
from thefufpicion conceiv’d of her Diflionefly, even though Ihe granted that favour to one of 
her Husband’s neareft Relations. This referv’dnefs they alfo obferve in their Houfes, where 
they are kepi up as clofe Prifoners. When any bufinefs obliges them to go abroad, if it be a 
foot, they cover th^felves with a white Veil, like a VVinding*lheet, which reaches down to 
half the andifitbeonHorfe-back, they are difpos’d into a kind of Chefts, or at leaft 

muffle up their Faces, fo as that itis impoflible to fee them. 

The Ceremonies we mention’d before are only for ordinary Marriages; but befides thefe,^"”.?* 
there are two other kinds of Matrimony among the which are celebrated quite afterP”^'*''’^" 

another manner. For thofe who arc oblig’d to fojourn at other places befides thofe where their 
ordinary Habitations are, yet are unwilling to take up their quarters in publick places, take 
Wives for a certain time, allowing them a certain Salary, dtherfora Mqneth, or fuch term 
!($ they agree u^on. They call this kind of Marriage and to diflblve it, there is no 

need of Bills qi Divorce, but the time of the contraft being expir’d, it is diffolv’d of icfelf, un- 
lefe both parties are mutually content to prolong it. The third kind of Marrying is, when a 
man makes ufe of a Slave, that he hath bought, and thefe Slaves are for the moft part 
Maids, of Georgi^j whom the Tan«trs of ^Dagefihm fteal, to be afterwards fold in Perfia. Th? 
Children which they bear, as alfo thofe Born in the Marriage called iJMittthe, (hare in the Fa- 
thers Eftate as well as the others, who have no other advantaged them therein, than what was 
granted the Mother by her contra^): of Marriage ; but they are all accounted lawfully begotten, 
inafmuch as, after the example of the antient Sgyptunf, they look upon the Father as the prin- 
ciple of Generation, and fay, the Mother does only foment and feed the Child when it is once 
conceiv’d} and upon the fame accompt itis, that they affirm, that the Trees which bare fruit 
are the Males, and that thofe which do not are the Females. 

When the Women arc in Labour, and that they find feme difficulty in the delivery, the the fiper'^ 
Kinred and Nighbours run to the Schools, and make a prefent to the to obli ge him to fimoa of 

give his Scholars leave to play, or at leaft to pardon fome one of them that hathdeferv’d to be**'^®" 
feverelypunifli’d } imagining that by the liberty they procure for thofe Scholars, the Woman 
in Labour is eas’d, and will be the fooner deliver’d of her burthen. It is alfo out of the fame 
perfwafion, that, infuchEmeigencies, they let go their Birds, and many times purpofely buy 
fome, that they may give them their liberty upon fuch an occafion. They do the like for per- 
fons in the agony of Death, who feem unwilling to dye. The tJHufcovites let go Birds when 
they go to Conjeffton^ believing, that as they permit the Birds to fly away, fo will Godre- 
move their fins far from them. 

The men take an abfolutc liberty to fee the Women when they pleafe, but they allow tvx^eyimi 
their Wives the freedom of feeing fo much as one man, 'fo far are they from permitting them 
fee any in private, fo exceffive is their jealoufie. The offences W omen commit contrary to their 
faith plighted to their Husbands.are unpardonable, nor indeed can they be guilty of any which 
they will punifli with greater feverity, nay indeed cruelty. We were told an example of it, 

.that had happened in the Province of in thetiirie oi- Schetch-tyfbaty who coming to 

vndeilla&d, that one of his Menial fervants, who was Called JacHp:j»nbegy KunzA Tirksnaa, 
that is to fay, hewhofeOfficcit was to carry the Wng's Bows and Arrows, had fomewhat a 
light Wife, fent him notice of it, with this meffage^ that if he expcRied to continue at Court, 
and to keep in his employment, it was expected he ftiould cleanfe his Houfe. This meflage, and 
the affliftion he conceiv’d at the bafenefsofbis Wife, and his refleftionthat it was known all 
about the Court, as alfo that of the hazard he was intolofehis place, put him into fuch afury,.^*®*'? 
that, goii^ immediately to his Houfe, he cut in pieces, not only his Wife, but alfo her 
Sons, four Paughters, and five ChamW-maids, and fo cleans’d his Houfe by the bloo d ® 
twelve perfons, moft of them innocent, that he might not be turn’d out of hisempfefrtl^ 

The law of the Conil^allows them to kill the Adulterer with the Woman, if they Jbp 
in the fafifc, Thefe accidents are not very extraordinary among them, sind the Jui^c Mcampen- 
ces with a new Garment the perfon who does an Exccntiim of this : Which J^c$4«cive is 

jpftead of the which he is oblig’d to pay the commoti £ifeeci}ti4i|pr. 
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1 6:??. Divorce is lawful! among them, and the diflblution of the Marriage is made before the Judge, 
_ ^ upon hearing of what both parties have to allege for themfelves : for it is Lawful , not only for 
Dk'ont the Men, but alfo for the Women to give Bills of Divorce, fliewinggood caufes, not only for 
lawful. Adultery, but alfo in feveral other Cafes. Impotence, or Frigidity, rather declares the Marri- 
age null, than tji/Tolves it ; and Adultery is pumlh’d among them , as we.mentioned before. We 
were told a ftory ofa Woman, who, defir ous to part from her Hushgnd, charg’d him with 
impotence. The Husband delir’d the Judge to command the Woqln to fcratch his Back - 
whereto ftie reply’d , I have fcratch’d theefo often, that lam wearj oftt , and thou wouldji never 
fcreach me where it moji itch’d. Another complain’d of her Husband , that he would have done 
his work in the wrong place , whereupon the Judge ordered her to be feparated from him , and 
the Husband to be Gelt. They Marry again alter Divorce , as well Men as Women , with 
this difference neverthelefs , that the VVomen aie oblig’d to continue in Widdow-hood three 
moncths and ten days , not only that it may be known , whether they are with Child but al- 
fo that they may have time to work their accommodation with. their Husbands, if they have 
any fuch defire. TheT«r^foIlowingtheDoflxineof/i 3 ffryi, have, in this particular , a very 
brutilh cuftom , in regard that, in T»r^«ey, there may be a reconciliation made after the Di- 
vorce, but when a man hath put away his Wife three feveral times, or, at her puting away 
fays only the word VtzJk^ala , that is to fay, I renounce thee thrice , he cannot take her again * 
vHilefs he permit the to name fomepcrfon, who is to lye with her before hand la her 

Husbands prefence , %ip as that he may be affur’d he hath done his work with her. I Ihuuld not 
fet down a thing fd extravagant , had I not inform’d my felf of the truth thereof from Perfons 
of quality, either born , or fuch as have liv’d feveral years at Cenjianmofle ^ who have 
all affur’d me , that, oflixty two Sefts , whereof the Turl^(h Religion confifts , many ha 9 e 
this Cuftom , nay what is more , that they give Money to thofe who do them that good office* 
There are fome indeed who think it fufficicnt to put a- Bed with their Wives a young Lad , that 
is not able to perform the work of Matrimony , which they do only for form fake , thereby to 
reconfirm the Marriage. 

Jpkafant purpofe , there is a Story , that during the time there was no other Religion allow’d 

jlcryf in Sukhama , but the Turkifs , though there was a great number of perfons who profcfs’d the 
Ferfian Religionjthe Sulthan, being one day incens’d againft his Wife, faid to her the word 
VtzJe^ak, io that being oblig'dby the LawtogiveheraBillofX)ivorce, he immediately re- 
pented of it , and not willing that another flio'uld make ufe of her , in order to his having of her 
again, he ask’d his Eccleliafticks whether there were not any , who could difpence with 
the fevcrity of that Law. Whereto the tJ’kfufii , and the other Turkjh Priefts having return’d 
their anfwer, that that Law was indifpenfable, he would needs hear vyhat a certain Moda mmed. 
Hajfan Kafchi could fay in the bufinefs. This man was a Perftan Born , and had the rcpucatioa 
ofa Jeafter, and one that made fport with things moflferious, infomuch that there had been 
no great notice taken of his affirndhg, tbathcknewan/w»^, who would certainly diipenfe 
with the Sulthan , fead it not been for chepaffionate defire this latter had to take his Wife again, 
wherein he was fo Oarii^ft, that he hearkned to any advice was given him to that purpofe. 
came to fee him , but inftead of leaving his fhooes behind him itj the Ancichamber, according ca 
the cuftom of the Ferfms , he brought them in under his arm. The Sulthan perceivir^lmn 
coming in thatpofture, ask’dhimthereafonofit, and whether he were afraid his llioos might 
be ftollen. Haffan made anfwer, that he was not afraid of any Inch thing , but unly that he was 
unwilling any other fliouid put on his Ihoos , expreffing thereby , that the Sukhan Ihould not 
permit another to lye with his ife. Whereto he added , that in the time of tJMdhemet, fome 
body had done the Hmtfe'tht afront to take away his Ihoos. TheTurhJhPnefis, who were 
prefent at this dilcourfe , laugh’d at him , and faid , that^he had no better reafons to allege , to 
iatisfie the Sulthan , that he might take his Wife again , he might go his wayes , in as much as 
Hanife had not liv’d in the time of tyhlahomet, but long after. Haffan Kafchi , making his ad- 
vantage of this anfwer , reply’d 5 if it be fo , faid he , that Hamfe liv’d not in the time of Ma-^ 
hmet^ nor you neither, and that in the whole there is not a word to be found of tliiV 
itt&mous Law, how can you tell whether had any fuch intention? And how can 

you iffipofe this burthen upon the people ? He thereupon cited the expofition oiSaduk^ Hanife’s 
Mafter, upon the Alcoran, and made it appear , that a Husband hath the power , not only 
to give his Wife ill words , and to threaten her , but alfo to beat her , yet it lhaU not be in her 
power CO forfake him, for his fo doing. Thisreafon, which fuited with the defign, 

pleas’d him fo well , that he not only took his Wife again , but he alfo profefs’d the Ferjtatt Re- 
ligion , and either put to Death or Bamlh’d all the Turkff Priefts, 

Mother They ^;elate another pleafont Story to rfic fame purpofe 5 to wit , that Solyman , Emperour 
fiarp of the Turki , being one day angry with bis Wife, did, in the heat ^his paffion , pronounce 
the KtMla againft her. He foon repented him of it*, io reggutd hk Wife, being one of the hand- 
fomeft Women in the World, it went to his veryXoul to part with her and it being not in 
his power to take her again , till fuch time as (he had pafs’d through another man’s hjmds V 
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bethought him , the only way were to have bcr Bedded byz 7 )ervis, of theSeftofihofe whom 
they call ‘Dsrvu RaJ}k£h,viho were in fo great reputefor their faraity andaufieritv of I ife rh^t * 
he had not the leaft fear he wouldmedd e with her. It is to be ofaferv’d by the way that he’who ' 

thus lies with the Wife , is before folemnly Married to her , and when he hath done his wVk 
is Divorc’d from her , otherwife it were adultery. Solma/nhea ^ having concluded the Mari* 
age between his Wife and the Dervis, ordered them to go to Bed together: but they save one 
the other fuch mutual fati^faftion , and ere they came out of the Bed, were fo well agreed that 
the next day , they declar’d , that they had an afleaion one for the other and that they would 
not be feparated , fo that , it being not in the power of the Law to force them to a Divorce 
Sulymm was forc’d to let him enjoy his Wife , who went along with her Husband into I'erfia 
Where he fetled himfelf very well, by the means of his Wife, who had great Wealth ^ ’ 

It muft ncedsbe, that, of fo many Women, there ^e Born a great number okhi!dren.77.£i«,«. 
Accordingly there are feme Fathers have z y. or 30. But the modern Education of them differs LtT 
much frona that of the antients ; in as much as now they are not brought up by Women and 
the Fathers put them not out till they come to fuch an age , as they did anticntly when thev 
admitted them not to their prefence till they were four years of age, according to Strah or 
accordingto£feM<i>t«f , orfeaven, According to Tderius <iJ^axmus. Nor do they now as 
heretofore, exercife them in Shooting and Riding j but they are put, very young either to 
Work , or to School s to learn to Write and Read j there being very few Terh.'ws who can- 
not do both. 

Their A/erziflf, or ^J^fofqtteies ^ where they fay their Prayers , ferve them alfo for Schools 
No City but hath as many Metzsds as Streets, every firect being oblig’d to maintain a MetzjJ 
wkh the eJkfeUfi belonging to it , who is as it were the Principal of the College and the Cdtfe 
who is the Regent.

To this end they have their Colleges, or Univerlities, which they 
call i^ledreffa, and the Profeflbrs who teach in them, Mederis. Their moll eminent Colleges 
are thofe of JJpahan, Schiras, jdrdebd, Mefched, Tidnris, Cafwin, Kmn, Jefcht, and Serna- 
die, which are all under the fuperintendency of the Sedder, or chief of their Religion, who is 
oblig’d to take care for their allowances and maintenance. This is done out of the Revenue oi 
thofe Provinces which pay no Taxes to the King, as Kochtzeh, near Erum, ytmthz,ul^, near 
Karabath, Tabakinele^^, between ^eer£ia 9 x\d Kardrath, Agda[eh,ziaA Kermeru. 

They have a particular inclination tor Arithmetick, Geometry, Eloquence, Poetry, Natu- 
ral and Moral Philofophy, Aftronomy, Aftrology, Law, and Medicine, in regard they make 
feme advantage of the Proieflion of thefe Sciences. They have all Ariflotles Philofophy in the 
Language, znAa&it Dm^afiaU, that is to fay, tht^dilet of the World., with this 
remark upon it, that as a man Drinking out of a great Bowl moderately, finds himfelf the bet- 
ter for it, and taking fo much ofit that he is Drunk therewith, he both injures bis Body and 
dillurbs the Mind ; fo is a man to make a temperate ufe of the Philofophy of Ariftotk, and", 
not deboyfting himfelf, obferve a Mediocrity in the Study thereof. Children are taught Arith- 
metick in the Schools with their VVriting and Reading. In their acconipts, they commonly 
make ufe of the Indian figures ., but the more Learned ufe the ArAaim Charafters- 
They joyn Eloquence and Poefy together, and comprehend thefe two Sciences under a very 
few precepts: which bring a man in a fliort time to the praftick part thereof. And indeed moll 
of their Eloquent pieces, which they embellilh with abundance of Hillories, and Moral Senten-^ 
ces, are in Verfe. 

‘iharheR For the excellency of their Language, Pregnancy of conceit, and Elegance of expreflions,’ 
dathns. they read the Kuhifthan of Schich Saadi, whom they prefer before all their other Authors. It 
is a very Eloquent piece, though in Verfe, full of figures and enrich’d with Hiftory, and Max- 
ims of Policy and Morality. Accordingly, there is not any one almoft, but hath this Book- 
nay fome have perus’d and ftudied it fo much, that they have it by Heart, and apply thePafla- 
ges, Sentences, and Cbmparifons thereof, in their ordinary Difeourie, fo pertinently, that it is no 
fmall pleafure to hear them talk.They are alfo greatLovers of Hillory, and delight much in read- 
, ing the Lives and .Deatbs-of their Prophet tAly and his Son Hojfein, who was kill'd in the* War 
SigdafIJefed-,vihkh pieces are written in a llyle truly Hiftorical,and of a noble height,Thcyhave 
alfo feveral other Hillories, and Chron'cles, Ecclefiaflical and Prophane, of the Lives and 
Wars of their Kings; andlome, wf the affairs of other forein Nations : the bell whereof are 
thofe of Envperi, Zami, Wdchi, ‘Liaffegri, ancTothers. The bell of all their Hr- 

ftorians is Mirchond, who hath written the Hiftory of Ferfut, in excellent good Language, in 
feveral great Volumes, and it is a piece fo highly elleem’d, that it is worth in the Country 
above two hundred Crowns; and therefore I cannot think it can be had perf^dl in Surofe, though 
I know, that Golitts, Profeffor of the Oriental Langui^es and the Mathematicks in the Univer- 
fity of Leyden, hath moll of it, with feveral other excellent Books of that Nature. But there 
is not any man, I know of, that hath fo much ofit, and makes fo great advantages thereof, a& 
the incomparable Monfieur Counfellor of State, and the Senior of the Mailers of 

Requefts, who though he hath the bell Library in Snrofe, for Boqks of- this Nature, yet muft it 
fee acknowledg’d, that he is fo perfect a Mailer of all the Oriental Languages, that he needs not 
fee oblig’d for ought he can learn out of any of thefe Authors. .

education of Alexander was committed to cAriftotle^ who knew fo well how to ingratiate him- 
felf with his Difciple, that being extreme unwilling to be without him, he oblig'd him to ' go 
along with him in his firft Wars, wherein he made great advantages of his advice. For s^iex- 
mder being as yet but fifteen years of age, bethought him one day to ask Arijletk, to whom all 
Greece belong’d, whereto being anfwer’d by him, that his Grand- father by the Mother-fide 
had heretofore oeenMaftcr of It, he, extremely troubled tofindhimfelf depriv’d of fo great a 
Kingdom, refolv’d upon the Redudtion and Conqueft of it, and afterwards to wage a War 
againft all the World. To that end, he went, with his Tutor, to Stampttl, or Cenfianti- 
mple, and made proffer of his fervice to the King there. ey^riBotUy who was one of the moft 
Eloquent men of his time,, knew fo well how to recommend the excellent endowments of Alex- 
ander, that the King trufted him with the condufl: of an Afmy, wherewith he Conquer’d Sgypt 
and all the neighbouring Provinces. Afterwards, he conducted that Army againft thofe of the- 
Hebbes, who ftill made oppofition, and making their advantage of their Elephants, rendredall 
Mexander^s attempts fruitlefs, till Ariflotle advis’d him to rub over with Nefte a heap of Reeds, 
to fet them a-fire, and to caft them among the Elephants, which were fo ftartled at, the fire, 
that they were put into diforder, whereupon the Hebbes were defeated, and forc’d to fubmit. 
Thence he went to Sengebat, the Inhabitants whereof have great Lips , and very long Teeth. 
Their K'Vig, with fome of his people, got into a Tower, where Alexander would have befieg’d 
ftim; Bur ArtBotk told him, that being Matter of the City, he had cut off the Root of that 
Tree, 3.aci cRac ic would not be long ere he faw him fall without any further trouble. He took 
his advice, and went thence to jemen, and Conquer’d all Arabia. He went afterwards to 
Alefp, Erferum, Eiarbek., going on ftill along the River Tigris, as far as Mofel, and thence 
fell down into Georgia, reduc’d all to his Subjection, and came at laft to Berde, in t.he Province 
of Iran. In this City, there lived at that time the Widdow of a certain King, named Mell^ha- 
tm, who hearing daily of the great wonders done by Alexander, employ’d feveral Painters, to 
take his Picture, as alfo thofe of all the great Men of her time j infomucb, that Alexander go- 
ing difguiz’d, and in the quality of an Ambaifador from Alexander, to give her a Vifit, Ihe 
madeafliifttodifcover him, and invited him to Dine with- her. But inftead of Meat, there 
■were brought up only great Bafms full of Goldj Silver, and Precious Stones, which Ihe defir’d 
him to fell to and to make the beft Cheer he could ; whereupon Alexander tcUing her, that 
there was not any thing could fatisfie his hunger, flie reprefented to him, that it was for thofe 
ufelefs trifles that he ruin’d fo many Provinces and fruitfull Countries, fuch as were able to 
produce what could maintain many Millions of People, and fiiew’d lum, how that- when he 
had Conquer’d all the World, he rauft at laft dye for want of Bread, if he ^11 continu’d 
the courfes he then took, and intreated him not to deprive her of her Kin^ffim. Akxan- 
did as Ihe defiredi and they talk to this day of the great Wifdora of that Qgeen, of- 
whom they relate among other things , that , being very Rich , Ihe did not impofe 
pecuniar y MulCfs upon oftenders, but oblig’d them to make Graves for the Burial of the Dead,' 
and they fay th ere are yet many of thofe made by her Command to be feen near l^echtz.Hm> 
That thence itAhxmder went to Schiraan, and built the City of Derhend, caufing it to be for- 
tify ’d on the fide towards Perjia, Rnd drawing a wall all along the Mountain as far as the black 
Sea, and building Towers at a League diftance one from another, for Guards againft the Inva- 
fionoitht Tartars.

Battels, but was defeated in the fourth, Alexander having drawn the Enemie’s Army to a place 
, wherehc had caus’d feveral pits to be made, which he had covered with ftraw, and that Darm 
wwsttdtenindneofthem. Afterwards, he w^t into Cborafan, and thence into the Indies^ 
wh^e, Aipon the increaty of the Indians,, he Caus’d to Ix made i Palizado of Iron againft the 
Pigmees, whrch is to ftand till the day of Jui^eritJf Afterwards, he defeated the Vsbeqttes, 
and after that, he turn’d his Arms againft the NMes, who febell’d againft him. That having fo 
many Kings in his power, he would-needs be advis’d by Ariflotle, whether it were hot the fafeft 
way to put them to Death. Bttt <sArifi>tle having reprefented to him, that fome of Aeir ^il-, 
dren might come to revenge that cruelty, he'fet them all at Liberty, except Darisee, whom W 
poyfon’d. After thisi coming to" underftand, that, in the Mountain of

Seofmaabhy where our Pfa;pcian was intreated to vifit a Man, who, having drunk 
quavitae , lay a-dying , I faw a Moor-Phyfician, who had the fick mri^in hatld V '^Me|f#lrcat 
piece of Im to be laid on his Storaack , maintaining his proceedur^tagtoniy^te^, that 
, a Difeafe is to be'Cttr’d by what is contrary thereto. Of troubled ' 

with any Difeaiie or Indtipofition, they do not fond for k whence 
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1627 MiJwives have feme skill in Medicine. The Books which treat thereof, 

have this extraordinaiy , that , the remedies they pteferibe , are as fit for Hories as 
Men. 

Our Phyfician, who had joyned to Galen’s method tertain Maxims of Paracelfiu, and us’d 
Ghymicai remedies with very good fuce'efs, grew fo famous in Perjta, that the King hirafelf 
proffer’d him very confiderable allowances, to engage him to continue in that Court. Nay, 
he grew into fueh repute, after he had recover’d fome perfons who had been given over by 
others, that the people began to look upon him as an extraordinary man, infomuch that they 
brought to him foroe that were lame and blind from the Birth, to recover their limbs and fight 
who never had had them. 

j/h-mmy. Iti3notoflatethatthejPfr/i<«»rhaveapply’dthetnfelvestothefludy of Aftronomy. Here- 
_ tofore they who made profeflion thereof were called and now they call them eJHinat- 

%im, and they do not bufie themfelves fo much in obferving the motions df the Heavens ^nd 
Stars, and the pure contemplation of that Science, as in Prognofticating the effects which their 
influences may produce, and to fore-tell thofe things, the contingency whereof they imagine to 
themfelves may be read in the courfe of the Heavens. So that it is rather Judiciary Aflrology, 
than Aflronomy that they now Study, in regard the one would bring them no advantage at aft 
whereas the other is the more beneficial to them in this rrfpeft, ihatmoftof the Perftans have 
th IS fuperftition, that they never undertake any thing of confequence, but they firft confult the 
Minatum. To that end, the King and Great Lords have alwayes one of thefe about them, 
who perpetually obferves the Heavens, and fore-tells whether the time be fortunate or iinfor- 
tanate forihe bufinefs they would undertake. And out of that refleftion it is, that they fay 
themfelves, that Aflrology, who is dependent on Aflronomy, is a rich Daughter, but comes 
from fo poor a Mother, that (he is forc’d to preferve her Life, from whom Ihe receiv’d her 
own. Thefe Aftrologers are never without their Aftrolabe^ which they carry in their Bolbms, 
that they may ereft a Scheme at any time; but their skill is not great about Natmii», Speci- 
ally thofe of perfons of mean condition; which proceeds hence, that, having no Clodts, they 
cannot get the precife hour, much lefs the minute of the Birth, which great perfons have exa^^ 
ly obferv’d, by means of the Aftrolabe; 

For the teacfe'ng of Aftronomy they haVe neither S^ear nor Globe, infomuch that they 
were not a little aftoni&'d to fee in my hands a thing which is fo common in Sarope. I ask’d 
them whether they had ever feen any fuch before. They told me, they had not,but faid,that there 
was heretofore in ‘Perfia, a very fair Globe, which they call FeUk., but that it was loft during 
the Warrs bet ween them and the T«r^. They haply meant that which 5 <spcir, King of ‘Perjta^ 
had caus’d to be made of Glafs, fo large, that he could fit in the Centre of it, and obferve, the 
motions of the Stars, and muft no donut be like that oiz/frehimedcs, whereof ClauSmt fpeak^ 
in the Epigram, which begins thus,’

Ant'quity might haply admire thefe works ; but what miracle would it be thot^ht, if they 
faw the Globe which his Highnefs the Duke of hath ordered to be made in his City of 
^merp. It is a double Globe, made of Copper, ten foot and a half Diameter, fo that within 
it, tcnporfotismay fitataTable, which', with- the feats about it, han^ at one of its poles- 
There a man may fee, by means of an Horizontal Circle within the Globe, how the Stars and 
theSun itfelf, coming out of its Centre, moves of it felf through its Icliptick degrees, and 
rifes and fets regularly. The motion of this Globe exactly follows that of the Heavens, and 
derives that motion frbm certain Wheels, driven by the water, which is brought out of a 
Mountain hard by, and let in, as it requires m(»e or lefs, according to the fwifisiefs of the;

de SmsndniMne Tempormn, and in the Ephemerides of Onganm ; but they are not ufed now ■ 
no more than the Epoche of ot a Smkgcr him, Jdegird^ y/ho vias the Son 

of Schdierjar, and Grand Son of Chofrees, who was kill’d by (kmm, the Son of Opha», a Sa~ 
rafm, on the id, of thed3z. They had no other till the year 107^. at which time 
Arfdart^ King of Chat'afafi, and Perf .si, a Sarafeft, having brought together 

eight Aftronoraers, very Learned Men, reform’d the year of and conftituted another 

Epoche, wliichtheyhegan onthei4. day ofthe year, and which is called Tz.eldee, or Sul- 
tbanee, or, in the Arabian, Tarkh, altz-eldit, that is, the Bra, or Spoche^ of AugaBas, from 
the word which fignifies Maiefty, orHighnds. Now, they have the Kalen-

‘Tz.smaM Bml, Ta^emadi <tXcbir, Rgtz.cb, Scdahn, Scbawal, Dftlkade, and Dfilhapfe. It is 
alfotobe obferv’d, thafthe Per/wsi have a way of accompcing by four yCars, much after the 
fame manner as the Greeks accompted by their Olympiads, and the Romans, by Lujlra, which 
confifted of five years, and then theygive the firlt year of their accompc, the name of thefirft 
Moneth of the year, to the four enfuing years, that of the fecond Moneth, and fo of the reft ; 
fothattoknowthauheyfpeakofaMoneth, and not of years, they add, to the names of the 
Mom^ the word which fignifies a Moneth. Abrdzam Ecehtlenfts gives the Etymology 
ofit, ashe does alfo that of the dayes of the week, in his Htfiory <ty4rediia, pag. 204 . & g . 

They begin the week with Saturday, that the feventh day, which is the day of reft, may fell 
upon Friday, which to them is as the Sunday is to Cbriflians, and Saturday to the Jms. The. 
names of the feven dayes of the week are thefe, to wit, Saturday, Sunday, 

Monday ABlnfchemhe, Tnikdiy^Sefchembe, ‘WtdneidAy,Tfchajchemhe, Thurfday, 
be, and Friday, Adine, .otTzjimeh, that is, the day of Afiembly, in regard that on that day^ 
they meet at tfieir AflembUes to do their Devotions.

ttiey are extremely addicted to Aftrplogy, and in imitation of the ‘Chddaansi of whomj 
doubtlefs," they learnt that Science, they are fo ftiperftitipus, that they do not only credit all 
the Aftrologers tell them, but alfo, perfons of quality do no bnfinefs of any confequence, un-, 
dertake noJourney, nay would be loath to put on a new Garment, get on Horfe-back to Ride 
abroad, or Bath themfelves, but they firft confult the Minatziim, whois fo much the more cre- 
dited by them, in that many times they heighten the Vanity of their Art by a Profelfion, no 
lefs deceitful than tbe other, which is Medicine. This perfwafion of theirs is grounded on the 
opinien they have, aswellasihe^r<*tj4»i, that the Stars are governed by Intelligences, who 
have an abfolute power over fublunary things j fo that it is no hard matter to make them ac- 
quiefee in ?he prediftion of the Aftrologers. Thefe are either Mountebanks, or Magicians^ 
who, by their equivocal etpreflions circumvent thofe who confult them, purpofely to difturb 
their Brains, and to put tricks upon them, is Stephen Alexander did xipon Heraclim, when he 
fore-told Eim, that he/houldperilh in the water, obliging him thereby to fill up all the Lakes , 
and Ponds all overthc Empire. After the fame manner was alfo deceived John aJ^emrdt a 
Phyfician of Ferrara, who was told he ^ould perifli in a Ditch. He avoided them aU, but that 
of a young Woman*, whom he Married in his old age* and who viftbly fliortned his dayes»,

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Yec for ali this prejudice they have for the influences of the Stars, they attribute much to 
Chance , and endeavour to difcover the fecrets of things by thofe means , eipeciall y fuch as are 
not yet come to pafs, the knowledge whereof is not fo eafie. 

Tis true , they are for the moft part Women , who addrefs themfelves to thefe people, who 
have their Shops or Stalls in the , near the Dew/er Chme , and fore-tell things by Lot, 

two manner of wayes. Some of them , whom they call have feven or eight Dice fining 

together upon two little pieces of Wire, andtheypredift according to the falling of the Dice. 
The Others, whom they call , dotheir work with much more Ceremony. For they have 
before them, upon a Table, thirty or forty little pieces of board , about an inch fquare , veiy 
thinn and very fmooth , which are mark’d with certain Gharafters on that fide which Iks down- 
- wards. Upon one of thefe little pieces of board , he who defires to know what is to befall him, 
is to lay down his Money, which the immediately puts up , and no doubt ^his is that 

which is moll certain in the whole Myflery. That done , he turns over a Book that lies before 
him, about three fingers thick, the leaves whereof are Painted with all forts of Figures , as 
Angels, Devils, Satyrs, Dragons and other Monfters, and he opens the Book feveral times, till 
he finds one that bath feme rapport to the Charadlers upon the little board. Neither is that done 
without h/Iuttering between his teeth certain inarticulate and not intelligible words j and this is 
the moll infallible prediftion they have among them.

Violence, wherewith the greateft Lords of the Kingdom are pat to Death , without an^ind of 
proceedings ag^infl them. 

They call their Kings Schach , Pafchuch , and Tadifchach , words which have in a manner all 
the fame fignificaticn , to wit, that of King, or Lord. Yet does not the Emperbur of the 
Turks, when he writes to the King of give him the quality of Scb^cb, but that of Scfckb 
OgU , that is to fay , Ecclefiaftick , or Son , or Kinfman , of the Prophet. Thofe who fay, 
the Kings of Terjia afl’urae the quality of Choda , that is God , are miftaken. For Choddende is 
the proper name of a man , as Theodojius, Thfodore,Scc. and fignifies, oblig’d to §ed, ora 
Servant ^ God t, though it mull be confefs’d , that thefe Princes are Vain-Glonous enough to 
affume extravagant Titles which make them equal to the Sun and Moon , and Companions of 
the Stars 5 as AmmiariHS oJblarceUmHs faies of Sagor , King of ‘Perfia. Tis true on the other 
fide, that they are as flee to give the fame Titles to thofe Princes with whom they 

live in good correfpondence : for in the Letters which Schach Sefi writ tothe Duke o£ Holjlein^' 
he gave him the fame qualities he affum’d himfelf. They would not haVe inferiptions of Letters 
fill’d with the Titles of the Kingdoms and Provinces under their Jurifdiftion .* nay Schach- Jibas 
would have nb other title at the head ofa Petition than that of Seb^b, and one day faitfto a 
roan that had fef feveral titles at the head of his Petition , Go thy wayes , friend, thy titles 
will make roe neither more powerfull'nor more poor 5 Give me that of Sib<*eb , finfe lamfo, 
and think that enough. ' 

The qua, Moft Authors ^ive the Kings of Tcrfta of the laft Race the quality of Sofhi ; and the Kings 
IhyejSo- themfelves, efpecially thofe who have any zeal for their Religion , are touch pleas’d with the 
addition of that quality to their titles , out of the affedlion they bear Sehich Sofi , or Sefi , the 
firft Inftitutor of their Sefl: 5 as the Kings of France take the quality c£mofi Chripm ; thofe of 
Spain, that of moft Cafbabcb,, and thole of thztoiT)efenders of the Faith. Whence 

they fay , Jfmael-Soji , Eider-Sofi : and of this a man muft take notice in the reading of their 
JHiftory, inafmuch as if he do not, he may confound the Names of the Kings, aud attribute that 
to one, which is to be underftood of another. 

aSe King. . The Kingdom of is Hereditary, and may be enjoy’d, not only by the Children lawfully 
^ begotten, butalfo, for want of fuch , by natural Children, andtheSonsbfConcuNnes, who* 
Crown as well as the others , nay they are preferr’d before the neareft of the Col- 
lateral Kinrcd , and the Nephews ; fince the Sons ofConcubines and Slaves are not accounted 
illegitimate in ‘Perjia, as we have laid elfewhere. For want of Sons , the Crown falls to the 
next of Kin by the Father’s fide ,defcendcd from Sefi, who are as it were Princes of the Blood- 
Royal , and are called Schich Ekend. They enjoy many great Privileges and Immunities , but 
many times, they are very poor; and have much ado to live. The Children of the Kings of Perfia 
make the Houfes where they -are Born,Free, and they are converted into Sanauariesj infomuch 
that if the Q^een be delivered in any other place befides the Metropolis , the'Houfe is cotopafs’d 
withanoble Wall, to be diftir^lh’d from others. ' '

The Ceremonies performed at the Coronation of the Kings of Ttrfa , are not done at B^y- ik a. 
Ion, as feme Authors would have it believ’d, nor yet at Kufa, as ^linadous iS&xmi ,^emtton 
but in the City of Jfpahan. They are not fo great as thofe done at the Inaugutarion of 
Kings in Furope. They fet upon a Table , about half an Ell high , as many pieces of Tapiftry 
of Gold an Silver, or Embroider’d as there have been Kings of the fame Family, before him 
who is then to be Crowned - fo that at the Coronation of Schach Sef, there were eight- 
inafmuchas he was the eighth KingofTerywof that Houfe, accompting from the farft! 

That done, thechiefeft of the Chans prelent him with a Crown, which he kilTes thrice , in 
the Name of God , of ^lahomet , and of Aaly , and having put it to his Fore- head , he delivers 
it to the Grand Matter of the Kingdom , whom they callAe/e, who puts it on his Head j and 
then all prefent make Acclamatiors , of Long live the King, god grant, that, during hie 
Keign, one year may be mHltiplfdtoathoufand: they kifs his Feet, make him great Preients, 
and fpendthe remainder of the day inFeaftingand Merriment. There is no (uch thing among 
them as the taking of any Oath of Allegiance , or obliging the King to fwear to the Conttrva- 
tion of the Privileges , or Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, in regard their hibjeftion is 
pure Slavery ; whereas among Chripans , the condition of Kings is quite otherwife , for the 
obligation is reciprocal , and the Kings are not abfolute Lords , but are , or ought to be .Fathers 
of ^eir people. 

The Kingdom is of great extent. Thofe Provinces which lie moft remote from the chief 
Citie , and the ordinary refidence of the Kings , cannot be governed otherwife than by Gover- 
nours or Lieutenants , who , in Perjia ,'are called Chans ; the word not fignifying the imployment 
they have in the faid Governments , but a quality which all great Lords afliime to themlelves. 

Of this vve flull fpeak more at large clfewhere , and here give a Ihort accompt of the Kings of 
Ferfa who have reign’d within thcle hundred years ; with f ome afiurance , that the Reader will 
think Ill's digreflion the lefs tedious , when he finds me pofitively affirming , that there is hardly 
any Author who hath written the Hiftory of them. We faid before that the Emperour of the 
Turks , when he writes to the King of Perjta , gives him not the quality of Schach , but of 
Schich-OgU, in as much as he is not defeended from the antient Familyior the KingioiTerJia ^ 
but from a later , as we lhall now make it appear. rfmatim 

, HaJJan Paafchach , who was firnamed Vffum Cs^an , that is to fay Grand Signor , by reafon 
cf tne great Wars he managed , and where in he was alwayes viftorious , was of the Family 
ofthc Afmbels , and liv’d about the end of the fifteenth age. He was Governourof Armenia 
tAdapr , and having gain’d fevcral viflories over the Turki , he reduc’d fcveral Poovinces by 
force of Arms , and among others , Terfta , whereof he made himfelf King. Vffum Caffan 
bid three ions , VngenAdahomed, Cdul, andjacup. The firft was ftranglcd by the Father’s 
order, againft whom he had taken up Arms ; and the fecond was poyfon’d by the third • fo9ecupl 
that vffum Caffan dying, onthe January jvicwp fucceeded him : but he enjoy’d 

not long the Kingdom he had got with the price of his Brother’s bloud ; for his own Wife poy- 
foned him within a fliort lime after his coming to the Crown. After liis death , SchichEtder, 
fon-in-law to Vfum Caffan , firnamed HardmUk , from the place of his birth , pretended to 
the fucceffion ; but it was difputed againft him, btOthy Julaver , a Lord, ^ and after- 

wards by Saylinger , and Rufan. 

TheTurki, who flighted Eider, by reafon ofthemeannefs of his birth, Cnotwith- 
ftanding which Vffum Caffanhad beftow’d on him his Daughter t^AIartha, whom he had bad 
hyDeJpna , the Daughter of Gs/iyesw, King o{ Trebtfond) and. hated him, particularly upon 
this accompt , that he had quitted their Religion , prefuming that a man , who pretended 
Jtouch to Devotion and Sanftity, would be unexpert, if not unfortunate in theouGnefsof 
Arms , declar’d a war againft him , entred Perffa with a power&ll Army , gave him battel , and 
defeated him , in fo much that falling alive into their hands , they fiead his head and pull’d down 
htsskin over his ears. ’Tistrue, there is fo great difcrepancy among the Terjum Authors, 
concerning this ftory , that we have been forc’d herein to follow the common opinion ; though 
there are lorac who affirm , that was not King, but that , King of PerjS* fearing 
he might come to be King , treated him as we faid betore. Nay , forae affirm , that this happen-

Lord of the Province of Kilan, a Kinfmanand Friend of bis Father’s, natned ^yrChdim', 
who brought hicoT up , and inftrufted him in the fame Sefl: his Father had been of. Ifmak 
being come to years of difcretion, difcover’d himfelf to be a perfonofan excellent under- 
ftanding and great courage, and there were the greater hopes conceiv’d of him , oOtof this 
refpcft , that his Father , who was well skill’d in Aftrology , had Predicted that his fon Ihould 
do wonders , as being the perfon defigned for the reftauration of t&tfia , by the reduftion of 
many Provinces , and the propagation he fliould make of his newReligon. Accordingly, he 
made fuch advantage of the opportunity he then had , while the Emperour of the T arks was at 
little thfinking what might happen towards Pej^w, that having, by the advice 
of i^r, fent Deputies into the neighbouring Provinces and Cities, he fo far fatisty’d them of 
the right he had to the Grown , and prevail’d with them to reflcfl: on the intereft of the State,' 
and the prefervation of Religion, that haying got together an Army of twenty thoufand men, 
with which he left LatretzAn , in the Province of Ktlan , the Inhabitants of the other Provinces 
came in fo faft ,' that it was , of a fudden fwell’d to. three hundred thoufand. With this Army, 
hc .roarchedftreighttoc/^rikW/, whence he forc’d away all the T«rfo, fomefew onely ex- 
cepted , who were got into a ftrect behind Schich Seji’s Sepulchre , where they Petition’d for 
their lives, and promifed to Embrace the Religion : and thence it comes, that the faid 

ftreetis, to this day , called Vrmie tJPfd>ele. It was upon this exploit that many Terfians 
came to be firnamed Kiftlbafeht , as we have flieWn before. 

Ardebil being thus reduc’d, went to Td>rU Scmachie y and Jrmity and recover’d all 
the Cities and Provinces which the "turki had taken from his Father, and had been polTefs’d of 
ever fince his death. He afterwards entred intoT^r^, gave the Emperour battel, and de- 
feated him. The particulars of that War raaybefeenm the Letter which who 
• wastheninTer/Jrf, writ to Cardinal } and they agree with what the Per/MW# themfelves 
write thereof. After this Viftory he took “Baudot , Befre , Kurdefim yJOiarh^y Wan , Ejfernmy 
Sr^n^an. Bit Ik, Adiltjcheuas , Alchat , BerMgk^ Kars, Asfoonashehadfecur’d 

the Frontiers againft the attempts of the Tarki , he turn’d his Armies Eaftward , and took , 
from the King of the Jndtes , the Province of Cmddiar , and the next adjoyning Province , the 
fame goodfuccefs, which he bad had againft theTwl^, ftill attending him. ’Twas after this 
laft Conqueft that he went to Cafwin , to be Crown’d. He ftay’d there but juft the time requi- 
lite for that Ceremony , and to refrelb his Forces , with which he afterwards went into ^eorJ 
, gia. Defeated the King of that Qiuntrey, whom the Hiftories call Simon ‘Badfchach, and 
forc’d him to pay him, yearly, three hundred Bdls of Silk, by way of Tribute. The 
difficulties which Schach Ifmael met, with in all thefe Wars, were not fofmall but the 
Ferjtans grew weary of them , though the zeal of their Religion induc’d them to fuffer the 
utmoft extremities i even death it felf, with refolution enough. But the confequence of thefe 
Viftories , and the good fnccefs which JfmaelhsA in all his defigns, was, that they raifed him to 
fo high an efteem , that all the other Princes of Afia , nay , feveral Monarchs of Europe 
courted his friendlhip , byfolemn Embiffies*, which gave our Writers the firft acquaintance 
they had with the affairs of f erjia. And whereas he made a ftrift Profeffion of the Perjsm 
Religion, and had a great Devotion for , fo faras to aflume the quality of thenceit 

comes , that our-Hiftorians fpeak of him as the principal Propagator , nay , indeed , .as rhe firft 
Inftitutor ofthafSeft. He died ztC/^win, in the forty fifth year of his age , arid was buried 
atiArdehil, He had the reputation of being a great, obferver of Juftice, but it is affirm’d of 
him , that fie made no great difficulty to drink Wine , and eat Swines flcfli 5 nay , that , in 
derilion of the "Turk^ Religion , he had a Hog kept in his Court , which he named Bajazeth. 

Schach Ifmael S^ileft four Sons , v^ercof theeldeft, Mtaed Tamos , fucceeded his Father 
J sdaef; in £he Kingdom of Perfia , bht not in the venues and great endowments , which had made him 
Samax. cbnfiderable all over the W orld. The three others , to wit , Hekafi , Beiram , and Sor-Myna, ' 

■ hjwl certain Territories affign’d them. This change was perceiv’d at the very beginning of his 
Government., Pot SubhanSolyman , Emperour oftheT»r%, taking notice of the weaknefs 
b( Schach Tantas in matter of Government, raifed a powerfull Army, enters the Kingdom ol^ 
^erftO y under the Condufliof Sulthan (Jifurat Bafcha, and recover'd from the Perfidus aH 
that Schach Ifmaelhad taken from theT«r^r , Bagdan and Wan onely excepted. Two years after 
Solymm earae in perfon into Perfia, where he tookTauris , andbefieg'd Subhania, Schach 
Tomas , whd was in the mean time at Cafwin , having not fo much courage as to raife the Siege; 
But as good fortune would have it , it happened , that during the time of the Siege ,« in the 
moneth of Come few dayesf before their there fellfo great a Rain, accom- 

pany 'd by fuch a violent Tempeft , that the Snow of the adjacent Mountains diffolving, and 
the water over-flowing a&the Valleys. SoUman-viho was incommodated thewby j andfround 
the water of a reddrili colour , ..cohira^M hriply from the ground , through which it had pafs’d, 
was frightned thereat, raifed the Si^e ^ aial departed, the Kingdom, fa his retreat, hede- 
ftroy’d all beiore hmi , but was engag’d ncef Bit^^ Where fefeWasabfolntely defeated. Sch^h 
Tams dying the 11. of cPhlajifyS. .fa the yKir rffas^age, and the *4atfa'<^Ai| 
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reign, left a very ill repute ofhitnfelf among xht^Ptrfians^ whofpeak of him with fome preju- * ^^’7 
dice, as well in relation to his Conduft, as his Courage. They charge him, among other 
things, that he was very carelefs of doing Juftice to his Subjefts, and had committed the admi- "" 
niftracion of the affairs of his kingdom to hisMinifters, as they are ordinarily wont to do, who 
cannot love a people that hath no affe^lion for them. They blame him for protedfing Ha.ma~ 
j«7n, theSonofifi/im, king of the to whom he gave Refuge and Proteii/oh, againft 
thePerfecutions ofTk-eWe^w his Uncle, a younger Brother ot Se/m’s, whohaduiurp’d 
the Crown, and demanded him of Schach-Tamas, that he might be put to death. But that was 
a generous and juft aftton, and is not to be produc’d among the examples that are alleged of his 
violence and iujuftice, efpecially with any parallel to the enfuing ftory. 

Lnvajfap, Prmce of i/^rntenia, had two Sons, Simn and I>avU, and left the former, as be- 
ing the £lder, the Government of the Country. ‘Davids who had too much courage to befa- 
tisfied with a fmall Territory, found means to raife an Army, fuch as might frighten his Elder 
Brother, who, beingreally afraid of an infurreftion, defir’d the afliftance of Schach Tamos ^ 
who lent him four thoufand Horfe, ordering him who had the Conduct of them, if poflible, to 
take alive, and fend him to him, nay, to Crown him, in cafe he fliould comply fo far 
astobeCircumcifed, but with this Provifo, that he Ihould prefer if he would take the 
Crpvvft upon the fame terras. being taken in the hrft Engagement, foon hearkened to 
the king of Propoiition, and promis’d to change his Religion, and do homage for his 
Province, if the King would eftablilh him in his Brothe’r place, bimon esprefs’d a greater con- 
ftancy, and would not change his Religion ; whereupon he was imprifon’d, in the Fortrefs of 
zni. David, who alter his Circumcifion was called i5i«»t-Ch4», was forc’d to content 
liimfelf with the Government oiTtflis. Stmoa remain’d fome time a prifoner ; but the Reputa- 
tion he had of being a good Soldier, and a knowing perfon, brought him, firft, acquainted, and 
afterwards very intimate with Schacb Iftmel the fecond, the Son of Sihach Tantias, who pro- 
mis’d'to deliver him out of the Captivity, which he was to exped fliould have lafted as long as 
he liv’d, and to reftore him to his Territories, ifhe would change his Religion. He did fo, at 
left in outward ihew, but //wrff/ dying foon after,- he was little the better for his PromifeStf 
He was indeed let at liberty fome time after his death . but Chodabende, coming to the Crown, 
minded not much the performance of his Brother’s promifes, and forc’d S»7 Ko« to content him- 
feifwith the employment he beftow’d on him in the Wars he was then engag’d in againft the 
Turks- 


Schrfc&Trfjw/w had by feveral Wives eleven Sons, and three Daughters, and among the feft,' 
'Mdhvmei, on whom upon his having (haken hands with all bufinefsj by reafon of the weaknefs 
of his fight, and embracing a devout kind of life, they beftow’d the Sirnarae of Chodabende, that' 
is (^fervantof Cod') Jfmasl, 3 .n& Etder^ Tomas had a particular kindnefs for Eider, his third 
Son, and it was his delign to prefer him before the two Elder in the Government of the King- 
dom, and to make the more fure work, he permitted him, even in his life time, to aCfume fome 
part thereof. But after his deatli, the Lords of the Countrey fent to yI</kho?wf, to defire him to 
accept of the Crown, which was his right by birth ; and upon his reflifal, they fent to Ifmael, 
who was, by his Father’s order a Pnfoner in the Caftlc of Cahak, for having, upon his own ac- 
compt, made incurfions into the Turks Dominions, though, in his Soul, he had an averfionfoc 
the ‘P«r^»Religion, and in effeiftmadeprofeffionoftheTwr^*^. Eider, who was but feventeen 
years of age, was fo impatient to get into the Throne, that he had the infolence to put the 
Crown on his head, and prefent himfeif, in thatpofture, before his Father, who was then near 
liis death} and defir ous to make his advantage of Jfmael’s abfcnce, and ^lakomet’s refufalj 
made ufe of the intereft which Eeriaconcona, his Sifter," had with the Grandees, to mount the 
’Throne. The Princefs, who had declar’d for the intereft of the elder Brethren, confidering 
with her felf, that in their abfence, Eider might commit fuch violences'as m^ht prevent ' her fe- . 
curing of the Crown for J^hwe/, thought it not fafe openly ta oppofe the pretenfions of the 
younger Brother, but fufter’d him to affume the title of King, and he Was acknowledg’d as fuch 
all over the Pakce.. But fhe had all the Avenues ,fo well Guarded, that it was impoflible for 
Eiders friends to carry any tidipgs of it to the City. So that the yc«ng Prince coming to diftruft 
his Sifter’s carriage, and apprehending it might be their defign to kefitice him to his Brother’s 
ambition, conceal’d himfeif among the Women, till fuch time as a Georgian, his Un-^ 

cle by the Mother-fide, found him out, and cut off his head. 

Ifmial 1 1 , coming to the Crown, inthe 43. year of his age, and reflefl-ing on his long im* 
prifonment, confirm’d, by his procedure, the antienc Proverb, which fayes, that the reign of 
aPrince who returns from Exile, is ever cruel and bloudy. This man b^an his, with tki^ ex^ 
cutiotjs of all the Kinred and Frinds oi Sider, and all thofe who had advis’d his Fathered 
fon him, pjrfuing thqfe whoin he could not get apprehended, .even as fer as ihe Froi^i6^s,of 
Turkij, and at hb firft entrance,^ difeover’d the inclination he hid td theTaf^-Rel^feal^l^^b 
he openly profefs’d. To find out how the Grandees of the j^ngdo® t^f*6'«ftediied him,

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1627 To imprudent as to difcover their averfion to his Government. For he brought to execution al! 

. ^''.’fuch as he conceiv’d any jealouGe of, and exercis’d fo great cruelty, that, his ow'n Sifter think- 
ing not her felf fecure,' thought it her beft courfe to prevent her own deftruiftion by attenopting 
the King’s. Certain it is, he dy’d a violent death, on the 14. of November i y//. and that Pe- 
rimoncoM wsls the Contriver and Inftrutnent of it : but this was done fo fecretly, that it is yet 
not known, how Tjrjw came to be rid of this Tyrant. 

Mahomet ffriiiel 1 1 , being thus remov’d out of die way, they made a fliift fo far to fatisfie <J^ahemeF 
Choda- Chodabende^ his ejder Brother, of the danger, whereto he expos’d his Peribn and the Country, 
bende, jf he fuffered the Crown to come to a ftrange Family, that, at laft, he refolv’d, to accept of it, 
but upon condition, that, before he were oblig’d to make his entrance into Ca/ma, they fhould 
bring him the head of Verimncmay who had imbru’d her hands in the blond of two of his Bre- 
thren, andinwhofepoweritwasinforaerefpeftstodifpofeof the Kingdom. She proftituted 
her fe’lfto feveral of the Grandees about the Court, but particularly to Emeer Chm^ whom flie 
had raifed into fome hopes of enjoying the Crown. As foon as Choddsende came to the Govern- 
ment, which was jn the year r y/S. he feem’d not to mind any thing fo much as to imitate thofe 
among his Predece^rs, who had contributed moft to the prefcrvation and glory of the King- 
dom oiPerfm. This is the Teftiraony given of him by jF. ‘SizArrus •, but the ‘Perftan Authors 
affirm, on the contrary, that never anyPrince manag’d a Scepter with greater negligence and 
pufillanimity, in fo much that finding hirafelf not fit for the carrying on of any Military defign, 
he fpenc ail his time within the Palace, in Gaming, and diverting himfelf with the Ladies. That 
he was unfortunate m his Wars, and that thecommon Enemy taking advantage of his poornefs 
of fpirit and effeminacy, made incurfions into ‘Perfiay to wit, the Turki on one fide, and the 
Vibecpies 'fanarSy on the other : That both thefe Nations poftefs’d themfelves of feveral Pro- 
vinces belonging to that Crown, and were not difpoiTefs’d of them, i&longzs Cbo- 

ddendeWd. Mmadous ohievtts, among other paflages, that the T«ri^ kill’d, in one battel, 
five thonland Terftans, and took three thoufand prifoners, whom the Turki^j General ordered 
to have their heads cut off, and having heap’d them up together , he fate down upon 
the heap, and gave audience to a young Prince of who. was come to ^ve him a,

Emir v^dxnnid Chet^ende dy’d in the year 1 yS j. leaving three Sons , Smir Hemfe, Ifinael, and 

Hemfc. fyibas- The former, as being the eldeft of the three Brerhren , was Crowned King of 

but Jfmael , troubled to fee the Crown on his Brother’s head , manag’d his affairs fo well , and 
infinuated himfelf fo much into the affeftions of the chiefeft' Lords of the Kingdom , that they 
Ifmaeinjconfpir’d the death of Emir Hemfe. Jfimel gothimkiU’d, in the eighth romieth of his reign, 
by a fort of people di%uiz’d in Womens Cloaths , who being cover’d with Veils , according to 
the cuftom of the Countrey, came to the Schoich’s Chamber door, and told the Guards, that 
they were the Wives of fome of the Ch^s , whom the King had fflit for , and that they waited 
there in obedience to his commands. The Murtherers were no foouer got into the Chamber, 
but they .fell upon the King and kill’d him. But this death was foon after reveng’d upon the Con- 
triver ofit, as we fliall relate. .- • ?

The year following Myrft being advanc’d as far as 
Cafmn , while the King was at Kard/iah , there happened fuch frequent differences between the 
people ^longing to the two Brothers, that they heightned the reciprocal diftruft they had one 
of Mother. eAb/ns had about him a Lord of great quality , named ^Murfehidetdi- 

Chm , who had acquir’d fo great reputation by his prudence and courage , that Cboddbende had 
entrufted him with the conduft and education of that young Prince, This Murfckidcnli, know- 
ing that Ifmaely who had exprefs’d but too much animoiuy againft his Brother , would never 
pardon him, and that his life aDfolutely depended on that of his Mafter j and confidering wichall, ’ 
that if he prov’d the occafion of raifing that Prince , whom he had Gofvem’d from his youth, te 
the Throne , he would have a great (hare in the Government , refolv’d to prevent the King, 
who was already come into the Province of Kard^ach , purpofely to march in perfon againft hfe 
Brother, To e&ft this , fome of the great Lords of the Court , who hoped to get into favour 
with Mas%Myrf*y corrupted one Barbers , named CWi , who, comii^totrim 
^ Throat. The Lords , who were prefent at the execution , and th<^ht it concern’d 
them to juftifie themfelves , kiff’d the Barber, cuthis body into little bits,- andreduc’d k to 
allies.

Schach- eAbas vJ^iyrf* had already fo for gdtn’d die affeOions of the j, ly hk vivM:ity of 

Abas fuc- fpirit, and the moderation they had otrfesv’d thren^ the wholfi.courfe of hk life, that he aft^w- 
ited the Throne with the general fatisfaiftion of BmektiimmtfdMttrfeh^i^ 

who bad moil: contribiited to his advancement^ foraffomlngto l^ 
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felf the fame authority over the King , which he had had before , while he was onely iJMwfai 
or Prince, he became troublefome and infnpportable, and that in lb high a degree, that, one__£i_l. 
day, the King, deiirous to give his opinion upon an affair of great impotrance, which had been 
propos’d, i^Hrfchidculi-Chanhii ihkMoWnct to tell him, before a full Council, that he 
was not fit to fpeak ol affairs of that nature, they being fuch as were above the reach of his age 
and underftanding. The King dilferabled, for the prefent, his Refentment thereof, but confi- 
dering, thatthatAuthonty of would eclipfe his own, and expofe hinj to 

tbe contempt of hss Subjedls, he relolv’d to rid his Governour out of the way. He complain’d 
of his Favorite’s infolence to three Lords of his Council, named tJ^eheActtlt~(han, Mdiomed 
VfiadfeaSoi^ ini Miedi-Chm, of whom he thought he might be moft confident; but finding 
they demurr’d upon the bulinefs, and, being not too well affur’d what refolution the King 
would take, in a bnfinefs, which to them was of the greateft confequence of any in the World 
that they endeavour’d to diflvvade him from it, he told them, it was his will, that Murfchid^ 
ftiould die by their hands, andthitiftheymadeanyfcruplctodo it, he fliould find 
means to be obey’d , as , on the contrary ^ he (hould not be backwardin requiting their fervices, 
who upon that occafion Ihould implicitly execute his commands. This, extremity forc’d them to 
follow the King into his Favourite’s Chamber, into which he got ere <tJfturJchidcdi-Chim 
was awake; To that the King, having found him lying on his back, with his mouth open, gave 
him thefirft blow over- thwart the mouth. The reft gave him each of them a ftab 5 but Mur- 
fcbidculi-Charty being a very ftout man, had the courage to get off his bed, and put himfelf in- 
to fuch a pofture, as Ihould have given them more fear, than he had receiv’d hurt from them, 
and no doubt he had difpatch’d fome of his raurtherers, had it not been for one of his Grooms, 
who coming in at the noife, with a batle-axe in his hand, the King faid to him. / muld have 
t^e life e/Murfchidculi-Chan, -who ts beceme my Snemy • (yo, ehfpatch him, and / vfill make thee 
a Chan. The Groom did his work as the king commanded, went ftreight to his Matter and 
difpatch’d him. 

The next day, the king put to death all the relations and friends of Mnrfchidedi-Chany that 
fo he might be aolblutely eas’d of all the difturbances, which their difeontents might have gi- 
ven him } and conferr’d on the Groom the Dignity of Chan^ with the Government of Herae. 

This Execution happened in the year i which was the firft of the reign of Schach Jbas. 

The firft aftions oiSekteh-zykbas made a fufficient difeovery of his abililities in order to Go- 
vernment, and that there was no neceffity of his being any longer under the Eye and Gonduft of 
another. All his thoughts were bent upon recovering the great Provinces, which the Turki and 
had ufurp’dfirora the Grown of and he made an abfolute refolution to declare a 
jWar againft both thofe Nations, upon that fcore. Being one day at Cafmn, he took a walk 
out of the Citie, and ask’d the Lords who follow’d him, whether there could be a nobler Coun- 
trey than that where they then were. There were fome took the freedofii to tell him, that it

Schach eAbas continu’d three years in Cherajan , Abdulla being not in a condition to difturb him 
in his new Conqueft, and when he attempted it , he was fo unfortunate, that his Army was 
not onely defeated, but alfo he himfelf , wAthTUem-Chan y his Brother, and his three ^ons, 
who were in the Army , fell into the hands of Schach- Abas , who order’d them all to have their 
heads cut off. Afterwards Schach- Abas went to JfpahaWy and found it fo excellently well fituated, 
and the Countrey about it fo pleafant , that he rcfolv’d to make it the Metropolis of the King- 
dom , beautifying it , to that end , with many Magnificent Struftares , and among others, the 
AUacf^y or Sanftoary, and the Sumptuous , of which we have given an 

accompt already. In which Magnificence the Lords of the Court were defirous to imitate him, 
by building many rich and noble Palaces. 

After thefe victories, he march’d againft the "turkSy and having underftood by his Spies, that ^ 

the Garrjfon oiTabris thought of nothing lefs than a War, he got together , with as little 
noife as might be, a little mmy, with which he went in lefs than fix dayes from Iff dean to TistiSi 
though it be ordinarily eighteen dayesjourney for the Camels.

rj?f* Knr while the Secretary was telling it , he order’d one to dirpatch him , made the Soldiers who 
kept the Poll to lubmit , and pafs'd over his Army. Aly ^afcha, Governour of Talris, having 
intelligence hereof, got fome Troops togaher , at left’ as many as the diftraftion of his ai&irs 
would permit him to do , and went to meet Al>as , but there being a great inequality between 
the Forces on both fides , he was overcome, and fell into the hands of the Terfims. In the midft - 
of the Citie ', there was^ a Citadel , hwlt hy Hajfan Padfchach, othctviikcaikdVffittn Cajfof/, 
which the Tiaritr kept a moneth after, but, atlaft, it was taken, by intelligence, and afterwards 
.demolifh’d. Thence he went to ‘JS^Mhtz.mn . but the Turkfjh Garrifon quitted the place , upon 
the firft news they receiv’d of the Ter/ww Army's coming towards it, and retreated to 
Schach-Ahas ordered alfo the demolilhing of the Citadel of Nachtzjtait , called Kifchdi^ah^ariy 
and went and lay before Irmn , which he took after a fiege of nine moneths. This Conqueft 
facilitated his reduction of all the other Cities and Neighbouring Provinces , all which were re- 
duc’d, fave onely the Fortrefs of the ftrong and advantageous fituation whereof, being 

on the point of a Rock , putting him out of all hope of taking it by ftorm. He befieg’d it eight 
moneths together, but itnding that the Kitrdes did him more mifehief chan the Tttrks themfelves, 
though they were a free people, and had no dependence on the (7r/!WS«^«or, he gain’d the 
affeftions of the chiefeft among them by Prefents and Promifes , putcii^ them in hope of all ad- 
vantages on his fide , if they would help him to take in that place , and promis’d them all the 
booty they fliould find there. The Kurdes , who live onely by Rapine , were willing to ferve 
him upon tnofe terms. Bot Schach-tu^bas having receiv’d that fervice from them , and taken the 
Fort by their means, fent to invite the chiefeft among them to come and Dine with him. He 
bad his Tent made with fo many turnings and windings, and had thofe fo done over with Cloatljs, 
that they who came in faw not fuch as were but lix paces before them. He had planted two 
Executioners in the way, who difparch’d his Guefts as they came into the Teht ; and this conrfe 
he took with them , out of an apprehenlion they might do the?«r^f the fame fervices he had 
receiv’d from them. He made KabafiChaw, Governour of Omni and the neighbouring Pro- 
vince , and marching ftill on , he became Matter of all between the Rivers of Cyrus and Mraxis^ 
and reduc’d into his power the Citie of Scajmehie , after a fiege of feven weeks , together with 
the whole Province of Schirms , which he left under the Command of Dfulfek^-Chm his 
Brother-in-law , The Inhabitants of ‘Berhent , hearing what fuccefs Schach-cAbiss had had 
againft the Tnrks ^ kill'd their Garrifon , andfubmiitedtotheKingofTer/;^. Then 

he entred the Province of Ktlan^ and reduc’d to obedience thofe people who fell off from the 
King’s of QPfijyZ* , in the time of Scfc/icb-Tnwi^*/. He ordered to be made neer Laakiran^ where 
a great Fen in a manner cover’d that whole Province , and made the entrance into it very diffi- 
cult, awaybr BankofSand, and fetledCb^iw in feveral places of the Province; to wit, 3««-' 
dmc-Qhmy at Aiwtufa Kitli-Chm Kefkir ^ Heider-Chm ^ axTurk^tbun^ aP’*- 

/r, at Adam Snlrhan, in Mefandcran, and Hejjetn-Chan, at t/fft^robad. 

It was Schacb-itAbas his intention to fit ttill with thefe Conquefts , but the quiet he had after 
them was fo little , that he had hardly the time to have his Soveraigaty acknowledg’d. For, 
being at Iff dim , about a year after this War , intelligence was brought him that the Tw:i^ was 
coming into Perpa , with an Arm’jr of five hundred ehoufand men ; v^ereupon he got «%ethcr 
all the Forces he could, and appointed them their Rendezvous at Tahris , and ordered Si the 
Inhabitants of the Frontiers, to retire, with their Gattel , inro Cities and 'Wall’d Towns, to 
deftroy all in the Fields , that the Enemy might make no advantage thereof in order to his flifa- 
fiftence. The T«ri^having advanc'd , and encamp’d neer Tabrts , the King of Perfia caus’d it 
to be publifli’d through his Army , that fuch as were willing to ferve as Volunteers , Ihould lift 
themfelves apart , ana that for every Tarly head they broi%ht him, hewould pay fifty Crowns. 
About five thoufand Eerfians lifted themfelves upon thataccompt ; fo that not aday pafs’d , but 
fome heads were brought in , and at his rifing every morning, a good number wsis prefented to 
him. Nay, one Soldier , named ‘Bdram Te^l brought him onemorning five together , and by 
that means gain’d the favour of Schach-Abar, who rais’d him to the Dignity of Chan. 

At the end of three moneths who commanded the Army , fent a kind 

of Challengc-to Schacb-Ahas , telling him , that if he had as much confidence in God andthe 
Juftice of h^is caufe , as he would have the World believe , he fhouid not be afraid of accepting 
a general Engagement , which he thereby profer’d him. Abas was content , and having divided 
the grouhd j the Sun and the Wind with his Enemy , gave him battel. It lafted all that day j 
and the night following, the Turks , who had loft many of their men, retreated. The next 
day word was brought tothe Camp , that thoTurks wereretreated ; but eAias , who fear’d 
it might be a ftratageme of theirs , flood on his Guard for three dayes , keeping the Army upob 
continual duty, and ‘ nor fo much as going Wmfdf into bis Tent durii^ that time; tillthatthe 
Scouts having at iaft brought him word , ffiat the Enemy was effe^uafty retreated 
the Frontiers, he advanc’d to the Mountain ofSefeesi^, where he and therefewi^’

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cut to pieces, for having given 
no hurt thereby. 

Two years after this War, the T«ri made another invafion into Peryw, with an Army of 
three hundred thoufand men, and belieged the Forcrefs of Irmn^ in the Province of the fame 
name ; but he was forc’d to raife the ficge and to retreat. About two years after that Murat 
Tafcha, General of the Array,, befieg’d and took Tahrit, and kept it four moneths 

wuhin which time there happen’d five fet battels between thofe two Nations, with little advan-' 
tage to the And yet at laft defeated'the Tar%, and recover’d the Citic 

out of their harids- Being, after this expedition, return’d to Ardebil^ he there caus’d to be 
MVi‘I>fulf^r, Chan of Scmachie in the manner we have related before, and put into his Go- 
vemmtatJuJuf-Chan^ an.^^e»r<i»by birth, and fay condition a Slave, who had a long time 
ferv’d him as an ordinary Foot-man. ' “ 

After this, Per^ enjoy’d a Peace of twenty years together, at the end whereof the Turkt 
entred it again with a powerfull Army, under the Command of Chakl Baffi-ha, with whom 
joyned alfo feveral parties of the Tartars of Crim and Precep. Schach-Jbas fent againft them 
JCartz,fchuickai-Qhany the moft Valiant and moft Fortunate of all his Captains, who wearied 
them out, and forc’d them to retreat, after feveral Engagements, or Skirmiflies rather, wherein 
he took Prifoneb two Ikrw-Princes, Omerfbeg^ z.nAhchMn^rd‘Ghan, and the Balhaws of 
Jkpfa, Erferum, and Wan ^ The'' mg, inftead of treating them ill, prefented each of 
them with a Garmcnt and an excellent Horle, and fent them back without paying any JRan- 
fom. ' _ . 

Afterwards, Schach-aAhas went into Georgia^ where he ftaid nine moneths. During his a- 
boad there, T<«wffr/eif-Ci)4», the Son of Straws had the confidence to enter with an Army into 
tlie Province of Se^es, inthemidftof^ear^j^, and to givthaatl to Schacb’Jbas • but he was 
forc’d to retreat with great lofs. While he was in thofe parts, he pay’d his Army twelve 
Mufters together, and hearing that his Soldiers fpent moft ot their money in Tobacco, he forbad 
theufc of It, with fuch feverity, that he caus’d their Nofes and Lips to be cut off^ who were 
found ' to have taken of it , contrary- to the Prohibitions ; and having underftood ,J» txcef. 
that a Merchant , who knew not that the king had forbidden the ufe of Tobacco 3/*" 
and brought feveral Bags of it into the Array, in hopes to make a greater advantage thereof 
among the Soldiers, he order’d him to be fet on a h^p of Fagots, with all his Tobacco a- 
feout him, which being fer on fire, he, and his Commodity were reduc’d to fmoke and 
alhes. 

After this was it that Sehaeh-eMbas went info Kilm^ where he put to death his eldcft Son, as 
we lhall relate anon. had thfee lawftill Wives, and four or five hundred Con- 

cubines. By his three W ives he had fo many Sons, to wit, Sefi Myrfa , Choddende Myrjk, 
and Imancuk Myrfa, He ordered the two younger to have their eyes put out with fire, and 
confin’d them in the Fortrefs of tAlammh, under a very ftrift Guard. The eldeft Son was born 
of a ChnBian Slave, of Georgia. This Prince having caft his Eye on a very handfom young 
Maid of Circafia, whom a Merchant of Scamachie had prefented to Schoch-Jbas, .fell in Love 
with her, and intreated his Father to permit he (hould marry her. The king who dearly lov’d 
that Prince, byreafonofthegreatcomplyancehehadforhim,confented thereto, and ordered 
ber to be brought up in the Seraglio, near the Mother of Sefi Myrfa, who had by her Sain Myr- 
fa, fince king or Per^, under the name olSchach-Sefi. 

The Over-fevere, or rather, Cruel, and Tyrannical reign of Schaeh-Jhas, began to grow SefiadtJ 
fo odious and infupportable to the Grandees of the kingdom, that feme had the confidence to^hasfat} 
caft a Note into SeJ?ft>j0ir/4’s Chamber, whereby they difeover’d to hinwthat if he’ would 
notftandinhisownway, he might immediately lucceed the king his Famer, |nd that if he^^'^ 
would confent to the Execution of the. Defign they were engag’d in to that en^ they would 
fooii ftiow him how the bufinefswas to be clefted. Sef conceiv’d a horrour at ^ij|iPropolition, 
whereby he was to be a complice in his Father’s death, and thereupon carried the Note to the 
accompanying his free and innocent proceeding with fo many proteftarioiis of the finceri- 
tyoihisintentions, and an abfolute dependence on Ms Father’s will, as might well fatisfie any 
other mind lefs diftruftfrill than that of Sehaido-j^af. He could not forbear expreffing outward- 
ly, that he was very well fatisfy’d with his Son, and commended his affeff ion and piety.- but 
he afrerwaids felHnto fuch frights, as deprive him of all reft, and oblig’d him to change his ^ 
Lodgingtwke or thrice in a night, .witli fuch difturbahees, as he conceiv’d he could not be deli-* 
ver’d of otherwife than by the death ofhis Son. • According to thefe apprehenfions, being one 
disy it Eefcht in the Province of JKilan, With the whole Court about him, a Flatterer fo 
he^hren’d ihe diftraflfions of hk Blind,’- by the falfe Alarm he gave him of a new ConfpiiaH^ 
o£Si^ Myrfa’ s, with feyrifal of the great Lords of the kingdom againfthim, that he rejfo&'4fe«i 
'fliouWdye. ' - , , ‘

the king poyfon, who immediately taking an Antidote, receiv’d 
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I 7 This Lord, was Originaiiy defcended from an Armenim Family, born by Father and Mother- 
fide of ChrisfMns, and had been ftollen away in his youth by the Tartars, who had Circumcis'd 
and fold him to Schach-eA'has. The freedom and fincerity of his difpofition and demeanour, 
bad gain’d him the friendfliip of the whole Court, and his courage had fo well fctled him in the 
king^ favour, that having, by his means, had feveral great viftories over his Enemies, he had 
conferr’d on him the Command of his Arrays and look’d upon him with fuch refpeft, that he 
never call’d him by any other name than that of that is, the Captain. 

The king would needs put him upon this important fervice^ as confidering him to be the per- 
fon, who of any in his kingdom was the moft oblig’d to him for his Fortune. But the gra^e old 
Man, having laid down his Sword at the kings feet, and call: himfelf by it, told him, that he 
was fo infinitely oblig’d to his Majefty, that he would rather lofe a thoufand lives, than that 
he fiiould be ever reproach’d to have imbru’d his hands in the blood of any of the royal Progeny, 
ibfar was it againft his Soul to commit a Crime of that nature, and by putting to death the 
Heir of the Crown, execute a command which the king could not impofe upon him without re- 
gret, and which were no fooiier put in Execution, but he would repent him of it. Schach-A>as 
wasfatisfy’dwith'thisexcufe, from him, and made the fame Propofition to a Gentleman, xtA- 
mt&Sebut-‘Be£, whom he found not fo fcriipulous as Kartzjchuekai-Chan. This man having 
undertaken that Commi/Hon went immediately to Seji<JHjrfa and having met him coming 
out of a Bath, riding on a Mule, andaccompany’d only by a fingle Page, layes hold on the 
Bridle, ftayes the Mule, and fayes. Alight, StfiMyrfa, it is the pleafurcofthe king thy Father 
that thou Ihould’ft die, and thereupon throws him down. The unfortunate Prince, joyning his 
hands together, and lifting lap his eyes to Heaven, cries out. O my Cod .* vthat have J done to 
deferve this difgrace ? Cttrfed be theTraytor who is the occafm thereof, ‘Sttt pme it is the plea- 
fare of God thus to dtfpofe of me, ^ods xvtll and the Kind's he done- * 

He had hardly the time to fpeak out thofe words, ere Bebut gave him two ftabs with a 
ChentM, whichisakindofPonyard, ordinarily worn by the Tfr/jwf in their Girdles, where- 
with he laid him dead upon the place. The body was dragg’d into a Fen not fer thence, where 
it continu’d above four hours. In the mean time, the news of this Murther being brought intO’ ' 
the City, , the people ran in multitudes to the Palace, threatned to force the Gates, and would 
have the Authors thereof deliver’d up to them, info much that the Chans, who were afraid, 
that in the htn of their firft infurreaiolJ, the people would wreak their malice indifferently on 
all they met, forfook the king, and got away. The Queen, Sef Myrfa's Mother, underftand- 
ing that her Son had been kill’d by the king’s exprefs order, was fo overcome with grief, that 
nor minding the humour of the Prince Ihe had then to do withall, who could not endure the left 
oppofition, ihe ran into the king’s Apartment, and not thinking it enough- to reproach him 
with his inhumanity, and the barbarous death of an innocent Prince, and one whom he had 
tenderly lov’d, (he flew in his face, and beat him with her fifts. But the king, inftead of being 
angry with her, wasatanabfolutelofs, and at laft made her anfwer with tears in his eyes^; 
TVhat ■would you have had me to do ? Tlews was brought me that he had a deftgn upon my life. There 
is now no remedy, what’s done cannot be rMl’d, 

, On the other fide, Scb^cb-e/fte had no fooner heard of this execution, but it repented him 
ofhaving commanded it, and exprefs’d no fmall regret, that he had proceeded with fo much 
precipitation in a bufinefs of that importance. He thought it not enough ta acknowledge it 
done by his order, but would needs continue ten dayes (hut up in a place where he would not fee 
the light of the Sun, ashavingallthattimea Handkercher over his eyes. He liv'd a whole 
moneth, and eat no morethan what was purely neceffary to keep him from ftarving. He went 
in mourning a whole year, and all his life after he wore not any thing about him, that might, 
as to matter of Cloaths, diftinguifli him from the meaneft of his Subjefts. And in fome fort, to^ 
eternize the memory of the Prince, he caus’d the place where he was kill’d, to be cncompafs’d 
with a high Wall, madcaSan£luary of it, and allow’d it a certain Revenue, for the entertain- 
ment of a great number of poor people. The firft ten dayes of his greateft mourning being o- 
vcfj he went from Refcht to Cajwin, where he would needs entertain the Chans, whom he apy 
way fufpefted, and the Flatterer, who had made him jealous of the Prince, at a Dinner, but he 
caus’d poyfon to be mixt in their Wine, and kept them fo long at Table till he faw them all 
’ deaid in the place. 

The aftion of Bdsut-beg was indeed recompens’d with the chaise of Baruga, of Cafwin, and 
fome time after wiith that of C^an of Keshir j but he could not avoid the punifhment which fo 
^fe a complyance too well drferV’d. For the firft journey the king made to Cafwin, after that 
we fpoke of before, he commanded ‘Sehm, to go and cut off, with his own hands, his Son’s 
head, and to bring it him. He was forc’d to ooey, and Schach-Abas feeing him comii^ into 
the Room with his Son’s head, ask’d him how he did. Bebut made anfwer, Alafs ray Li^c, 1 
think I need not tell yon 5 I have been forc’d With ray own hands to kill my only Son, whonj 
I lov’d above any thing in the World} the gltiefl’fljitli conceive tj^eittwill bring me to tnw 
Grave. The k;ng reply’d, Gothywayes, Bebut, ^am mtt 
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jli^ion , v;>hen thou brought jl the neves of my Son’s death , whom I had commanded thee to put to ■, 
death. ‘Sut comfort thy felf, my So/tand thine are no more, and refleSi, that thou art in this- equal ^ ^37* 
tothe Kingthymafer. _ - 

Not long after this unhappy Paricide, "Sebut ended his life after an extraordinary mannfr. 

For, foon after he had taken poflcffion of the Government of Kesker, one of hisfervants,/’*’*?^’'^*. 
giving him water to wafli after Dinner , according to the T erf an cuftom , pour’d it on fo hot 
that it fcalded his hands , which incens’d him fo that he threatned to have him cut to pieces } hut 
the Slave prevented him , and confidering that he who had been fo barbarous as to murther his 
Prince and his own Son , would make no great difficulty to rid the World ofa.fervant, he 
confpir’d with feme of his Gamerades , who expefted no better treatment from their Mailer 
and kill’d him the night following in his drink. Schach-Jbas was not much troubled , that that 
hatefuil objedtwas remov’d out of his fight, and would not have profecuted the Murtherers , 
bad not the other Chans reprefented to him , thtft , if they were not made examples , no Lord 
could think himfelf feairc among his fervants , after he had given them feme theatning 
language. ■ _ 

But Schach-<!y4bas’s afHiftion , and the regret he exprefs’d for his Son’s death , how great 
foever they might be, took not off the juft apprehenfions the Widdow conceiv’d , that he had 
adefignto put to death his G'!Axi&.-Q\\MSaine^lyrJa. Whence it came, thatflie kept him a 
long time conceal’d, and would not fuffer him to be brought to Court, though the King , who 
fawhistwo younger Sons, whofeeyes he had caus’d to be put out, were excluded the Go- 
vernment, by the-Lawsofthc Kingdom, defign’d that little Prince to fucceed him. Tis repor- 
ted he had a great tendernefs fo* him , and yet left he ftiould appear to foon , and the vivacity 
i^hisfpirit revive the affeftion which the people had exprefs’d towards his Father, he endea- 
vour’d to have his fenfes dull’d, and commanded there fliould be given him every day about the 
blgnefs of a Pea of Opium , th? ufe whereof is very common in^Perfa, as we have faid elfewhcrcj 
but that the Mother , inftead of giving him that Drug , made him often take Treacle , and fe- 
veral other prefervatives agaihft the poyfon , which Ihe conceiv’d (he had fome caufe to fufpe^j! 
might be given him. 

While Schach-o^aswis in Kilan, Tamaras-Chan , taking advantage of his abfence, entred 
again with an Army into and recover’d all thofc places, out of which he had been 
forc’d.’ The King fent thither eAliculi-Chan\ eJiidiumed-Cban , Kafackj, md Mortufaeuli, 

Chan o£ Tsdifch , andfeveral other Cb/i»5, who could do no good there, but brought word 
Wk , that they had found the Enemy fo advantageoufly pofted , that they durft not fet upon 
him. The King punifli’d their feeming prudence with death , and vVent the next year in perfon 
into ^eergia, prbtefting at his departure, that if he return’d viftorious from that War, he 
would fell the Georgians, at an z/4[has , or fifteen pence a head. Upon which occafion they fay 
it hapned , that the King being Matter of the Field , and having taken a great number of Prifo- 
ners, a Souldiercame tohim , with two, in his hand, and defir’d him to fell him two 
handfom young Maids, who were among the Prifoners, and that the King remembring his 
'Chth , permitted him to take his choice. It was about this time , that molt of the (^ewgim 
Chnfiians, who liv’d at at the time ofour being there, came out of thdr Country to 
|fettfe themfelves in the Metropolis of the Kingdom. 

L Much alfo about the fame time, was it, that Schaeh-Jbas receiv’d Letters from 3ekirk£ha,vi({i0j 
hnder the Gradd-Seignor, cochmanded the Garrifon of 3agdit or Sidsylon. This man, 
r diffatisfy’d with the Court , upon h is being deny ’d the Government of that place , at thb Sind’s 
death, under whom he had had the Lieutenancy, ptoffet’d Scbach-uibas to deliver up the City 
j:o him. The King hearfened to that Propofition , and immediately took his mardh with a good 
Army towards thofe parts j but ere he got thither , Sik^ha’s difeontent was , fo frr that 

. lie fent Schach-Jbas word , that he had only Powder and Bullets at his feiyice. , tie was fo net- 
led at the affront , that he protefted not to return thence till he had taken the City, thon^ it 
feould cofthim his life. Accordingly, having pafs’d over the Ditch, after a fiege of fix months^ 
and having fet fire to a Mine , which work the Ferfms are very excellent at , he caus’d an af- 



tion plac’d near the High- way , where the King order'd him to be fed , till fuch time as the heat 
©fthe Sun having made ffie Hide Ihrink together, he died a very painful death.' His Son caft’ 
hiisakl£9.tSchach-z/^bas^6&et, and fatisfy’d him fo far of his being wholly uneoncem’d in his 
Fathesc’s proceeding , thathavisgfee^dllfe Pardon, he by that fubmiffion obtain’d the,f^4 
vemmeht of S<rW<« , viidth SehMb-’.^di made no difficulty to beftow on him j in r^aid iSSS?- 
lying at 4 great diftance from the Frontiers of Tarkgy, he fear’d not his proving uftfaithfot M' 
him. 

The year fidtowing', the Emperouf of the caus’d to be befi^’d, ^ 

Jmieet'i forc’d him to raifr the fi^e , and contfatflij m. 

%ht of the Anny , rill fuch time a? ftcteefe 
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I ✓ 7 u.rk ^ , who were not fo well able to endure the great heats, as the Terjms, Hajis was obi ig’d 
to retreat to Conlianmople. At his return from this expedition , Schach-zAh'as begm to bmid 
the Citie of , in the Province of , upon occalion of a Village, named Tk- 

hom, fitiiated upon a pleafant River, which, not far thence, falls into the Cafpm Sea. 

ThisViftory procur’d him but two years reft. For the T«r^ Emperotir , deftrous to re- 
cover ‘Bagdat , lent ChalilBaJfa , with an Army of five hundred thoufand men , to reduce it. 
Schach-jihas commanded Cmz.fchHgd-Chan to march to the reliefof the Citie , with a fmall 
Brigade , but confiding of choice men , and he follow’d him in perfon , with the whole Army. 
Hehimfelfgotintothe Cicie, andfentiC*rtx.ycb«^«i-Ch^«tomeettheT»r^, whom he wearied 
out with perpetual skirmiflies for fix moneths together. At laft he gave him battel , diforder’d, 
and defeated him, forcing hird to fly as far as Netz^d. Upon thefirftinews oftheViftory ^ 
hchach-JbAs left the Citie, to go and meet KartzfihHgai-Chm , and being come necr him 
alighted, and faid to him ; My deareft jdga, I have by thy means and condudl obtain’d fo 
“ noble a Viftory , that I would not have deiir’d a greater of God, come, get up on ray Horfe, 
“’tis fit I fiiould be thy Lackey. wasfofurpriz’datthisdilcourfe, thathecaft 

himfelf at his feet , intreated his Majefty to look on him as his flave , and not to expofe him to 
the derifion of all the World , by doing him an honour fo extraordinary , as that it wasimpof- 
fible he could any v ay deferve it. But notwithftanding all his intreaties , he was forc’d to get 
up , the King and the Chans following on foot , oneiy feven paces. Schach-^has had many 
other Wars againft the Turks i but the moft fignal Viftory he ever got over his Enemies , was 
at the redudlion of the Citie of Ormtu , which he recover’d from the Pmugmz . , fix years be- 
fore his death. Of that an account ftiall be given in the 'ubfequent Travels of tjllandeljle. 

About the end of the year idap. he took a journey to Ferabath , in the Province 
fonder an , which was the place he moft delighted in of any in his Kingdom j but he there fell fb 
ill , that , perceiving he Ihould not efcape , he fent for four Lords of the fchicfeft of his Councel, 
to wit, Ifa-Cbaity KurtzJbafchi ^ Seiul-Chan, Tufehmd, or CouficellotbfState, Ttmerbej^ 
Otiwogljy or Lord High-Steward, and JtifuftAga^ chiefGentleman of his Chamber, who 
being come to his Bed-lide , he told them. That , firmly believing the ficknefs he was then in 
would be his laft, it was his pleafure , that his Grand-Child , SdneJlfyrfa, (hould fucceed' 
him , and affume his Father’s name , obliging them all folemnly to proroife him , that , after 
his death, they would religioufly execute his Laft Will. The Aftrologers had told Schach- 
^as , that Stun fhould reign but eight moneths at moft ; but when thefe Lords would have 
ipoke to him of that Predidfion , the King made anfwer , Let him reign as long as he can^ though 
it were but three dayes • it will be fame fatisfafiion to me , tobeajfur’dj that he jhall one day have 
on his head the Crown whtch was due to the Trince his Father. 

’Twas conceived , he had had fome poyfon given him , upon which prefumption the 
Jnftf, his Phyfiaan ,' order’d -him hot bathing for eight dayes together , and fos four dayes 
afterward another kind of Bath , of Cows milk : ' but all thefe remedies being either ineffeftual, 
or too weak , he ferioufly prepar’d himfelf for death, even to the appointing of the place where 
lie would be interr’d. But t^t the people might not certainly know it , he commanded the Ce- 
remonies of his Funeral (hoiild be Celebrated in three feveral places, at the fame time , to wit, 
at uirdebtl, tJ^efehedy and Bdsylon ; but the more general report is -, that the body Was carried ■ 
to Bdsyltnt , and thence to the H^etzafj of Kifa, neer the Sepulchre upon this accompty^ 

that Schach-uibas', going to Kufa^ foon after the redndlion ofB'abjlon, and looking on tl^

Child were afllir’d of the Succeflion ; commanding that they Ihould expofe his body every day 
ift the fame Hail , where he was wont to adminifter Juftice , fet in a Chair of State , with his 
eyes open , his back turn’d to the Hangings, behind which ftood JufufJga, who ever and anon 
• made him lift up his Arm , by means of a filk firing, and anfwer’d thofe things which were pro.!- 
pofed by Temir-beg , on the behalf of fuch-as were at the other end of the Hall , and who were 
thereby perfwaded t]xit Schoehruibas was ftill alive. This was fb well perfonated, that his death 
Was foheeal’d, for the fpace of fix weeks.

Beiiig 
one day at Ardtbil , he ordered to be put into a red hot Oven , a certain rich Baker , who re- 
fus’d to fell Bread to the Poor , under pretence that he was oblig’d to keep it for zAbas and 
tits Soldiers , who, r., he faid , could never be fatisfy’d ; and he caus’d to be {alien’d , by the 
back, to the hooks yrvhkh the Meat had hung, a Butcher, whofe weights had been found 
too light. He loik a pleafure in bellowing , in Alms , the money he got trom publick pUccs 
as being perfivudect they could not be acceptable to God , if that facrifice were made of that 
money which is taken from the people. He could not endure thofe Judges who receiv’d money 
on either lide , and feverely punilli’d-fuch as were guilty of Concuffions , and raanifcfi injuflice. 

For , coming to midcrftand that a Kaf^ or Judge of , after he had taken Prefents from 
both Tides, to wit, foine7o. I fieri, from each, would have perfwaded them to come to ac-

The Mother , who ftili had before her eyes the violent 
death of her Husband , believing it was fome fifliion, and that they had order from Schach-Ahs 
to Murther the Prince , lock’d her felf up in her Chamber, and made all paiffages fo fall , that 
thefe two Lords being out of all hopes to perfwade her , and being afraid to let flip the opportu- 
nity of executing the deceas’d Kings laft Will , after they had lain three dayes at the Princefle’s 
Chamber door , fent her vvord , rfiat if llie would not open , they Ihould be forc’d to break it. 

Upon this mefla^p (he at iaft opened the door , and prefented to them the Prince her Son 5 bur 
conceiving it was in order to his prefent execution, with thefe words j Go chtU to the fume place 
ythere thy Father is, here are the' mmherers ready to e^fpatch thtt* But when (he faw thofe Lords 
proftrace ihcmfelves , ami Killing the Prince’s feet, her fright was turn’d into perfeft joy. The 
Lords condiiiled the Prince to die Palace- Royal > where they fet him in the Divan-Chane , up- 
on a Table of ftone , on which were as many Carpets , (which they call Kalitfe Ahddet , or 
Carpets of JufticeJ as there had been Kings of of his Family, (in as much as every King, 
at his 6rft coming to the Crown, caufesone tooemade for himj and having fent for all the 
Chans and Lords who were about tfpahati , they Crown’d him , kifs’d his feet, and wifiiing him 
a long and happy Reign , fetled him in the Throne of his Ancellors. 

Immediately after the Ceremonies of his Coronation, he cook the name of Se^, according 
'to theddire oiSchach-zAbas, and bfllhw’d on the Chofron tAdyrfa the Dipity of Chan, with 
^he name of Rnfiam , as defirous , by tfcat means , to revive , in Ws perfon , the merayry of the

The bodies of thefe executed perfons remain'd three dayes in the Maidan in the open air , till 
that the King , feoring the iatnentarions , which the Mother of Imanmli made there day and 
mght , would hove rais’d the people into an infurreftion , tonimanded them to be taken away. 

The Pir/iittis do Hill bemoan the death of this JmaricHlt- Chatty out of a remembrance othis 
Itbe' ality. I k was the Son i.ii JUa-Werdi-Chim , who , upon his own charge , built the Bridge 
oiJfpduri , and who was as mudi look'd on as any Lord in ‘F<r/w , for the noble afttons he had 
done jn the Wars. 



The King’s cruelty was as great towards the Ladies , as his inhumanity towards the men. For, 
about that time he kill'd one with his own hands , and committed ieveral other murthers. When 
he intended any Execution , he was ordinarily clad in Skarlet , or feme red fluff, fo that ail 
trembled when he pnt on any thing of that colour. Thefe unKtard of cruelties frighined all that 
came neer him, and put fome upoi|a reidlution to fltoicen his dayes by poyfon : but that which 
they gave him prov’d not ftrong enough, foihat heefcap’d thecff.fts ofitwitha ikkntfs of 
two moneths. Asfoonas he was recover'd , he caus'd andexaft enquiry to be made, where- 
by it was difeover’d , by means of a W oman belorging to the Seraglio, who had been ill- 
treated by her Miftrds , that the poyfon had been prepar’d in the appartment of the Women , 
and that his Aunt , iji-Cfeas’s Wife, (lul caus'd it to be given him. He reveng’d himfelf fiiffi- 
ctently the nigitt following : |ar the Seraglio ^was full of tireadfull cries and lamentations , and 
it was found the next day , ihatbe had caus'd a great Pit to be made in theGardcn , wherein he 
•had buried forty Women alive, whereof fome were Ladies of the Seraglio, others their fer- 
vants , and futh as attended on them. It was alfn much about the fame time , that a rumour 
was fpread altut'd , that hi' Mother dy’d of the Plagucj but it is more likely ihe accompany’d 
the f .riy I adits , who had been buried alive , as we laid before.

He foic’d the 7«>ly toraifc the liige of 'Magdut , and 
by aflaulc the Fortiufs of ilriMir ; though , to fpeak tnipartially , the glory ot thefe g )od fuc- 
cefle'S. be due to the Valour and Coududtufhis (ienerals , and to fortune rather than his prtvrsnia|( /» 
llocei for he dilcover’d not much in any of htsafiions , which were for the mofl part teme-ftoamw. 
mrious , and without any dependence one of another. To prove tins , we need oncly inflance 
the reiludion of Lrim, 

The King , fiiKimg that , after a fiegc of four moneths , his affairs were little advanc’d , fell 
into that impatiente and defpair , that he would go in j^rfon upon the afliiult of the place , 
faying , he would railicr dye in the in the attempt , than with infamy rife from a place , which 
the Turks had herciofore taken in three dayes. He had already put on the Cloaths of one of his 
Foot-mcn , that he might not be diftinguilh’d from others , and had given order for the ftorming 
of the Place , when the Lor^ , who durfl not contradifl: him , mtreaied the Princefs , his 
Mother, to reprefeni to him , how impoffible it was to take a place before there was a breach 
made , and that the danger whereto he would expofe himfelf , would have no other tftldi: , than 
his own death and ignominy, with the deftruftion of the whole Army. All ihe anfwcr ihe 
cuuld get to thefe reprefentations , was, a good box o’lh’ear , the King being ftill bent i^ion 
his former refldution of alTaulting the Place , and to that purpofe he had taken a Pole-Ax ih his 
hand to lead them on. But the principal Lords call ihcralclves at his feet, and intreatftJ bi« » 
grant them but one day marc , wherein they promis’d to da all that lay in the pmet c£mn 
againft the Place.

Thtj^eniats^ to prevent the fearches which are often madeamongft them for Maids of 
twelve years of age, difpofeof them in Marriage, if they «e handfoio, before they come to 
that age. Byreafen of this great number of Concubines, it happens, that the King lies with 
fome of them but once , and then beftows them on thofe Lords of the Court who arcraoft m 
his favour. 

Schach Sefi dy’din the year MDCXLII, in the twelfth year of his reign, or, to fpeafc 
morctruely, his Tyranny. 'Tis conceiv’d his life was fliortned bypoyfon, as the onely re- 
medy they could makeufe ofagainfthis cruelties, which they mull needs be afraid of, who 
had fo many examples thereof perpetually before their eyes , wherein they found that neither 
Age nor Sex could fecure any perfon from his inhumanities. As to his perfon , there was no- 
thing of this cruelty to be read in his countenance , but on the contrary it was amiab'c of a 
mild afpeft , and his complexion fo good as gave but little grounds to infer he had fo barbarous 
a heart. He was of a mean ftature , and very well foap’d as to his perfon , and at the time of 
our Embafly , he had but one Son , named jihas , who fucceeded him in ipktay the fame year 
I <542. being then but 1 3. years of age : and he it is who now reigns.

fctvices, from which they are infeparable. The King never makes anyC»4», but with the 
title, he gives him wherewithal! to maintain it, and that during his life, which many of them 
lofemceriy riiac ttt^ paight be depriv’d of their quality.

Mafquets} but the Horfe are Arm’d onely with Darts and Javelins. They have us’d Maskets^^^ 
and great Guns but fince the tti|^ of Scbach-Jhas , nor do they ufe the latter fo much in 
aeffamt as defence of places j in a* much as their Armies making ordinarily great dayes marches , 

«ad with little or no Carriages , it would be troublefom to them to take great Guns along with 
them , as fuch as would much retard their Expeditions. No flight or ftratagem in War but they 
are apt enough to make their advantage of. At the fiegeof/raas, in the year 1633. they had 
the invention of calling into the place , with their Arrows , fmall Glaffes foil of poyfon , which 
fo infeftedtheair, that the Garrifon was extremely incommodated thereby , and made inca- 
pable of handling their Arms , for the defence of the place.

duR and Courage, thztSchMh-Jbas beftow'donhimthat Covemmeot, which is one of the 
moft confiderable in the Kingdom. 

f^g»- 0 }iot was the Son of a Shepheard neer Mmagt. This man ordered his bufinefe fo 
well, at the fiege of Wa», that his fcrvices were recompens'd with the Government of his 
Countrey. 

KdrtzfchHcai-Chan , was theSonofa CbnJlMs , niArmnUy and had been fold to 
t/ibas, who made him a , and afterwards General of his Army. He acquir’d fo great re- 
putation in that employment , that the Schrfsbbimfelf would needs be his Lacquey , as we faid 
dfewhere. 


SahM-ChatSf a Kurds by birth , had fome time been an ordinary Groom. 

Snur-Kune-Chan was the Son of one of that kind of Sbepheards , who live in Tetjts or Hots 
Upon the Mountains , & grew fo famous at the (lege of Erum , that the King entrufied bin with 
the Government ofthe whole Province. Wbataparucularkindnefs ^chKh-e^haurhad for this, 
perfon , may be guefs’d by the enfuing ftory. 

ThtTurkSy who lay before the Citieof£riMp^ hai^ rais’d the £ 1^1 Sehudf-j^4s get 
mtotbeplace, where he fpent the beftjm of the rikhtm linking with wogrew 

fo fiimiliar with him , that taking the King by the Moftathoes , he JkHs'd his very month , yes 
did not ^ King take it any way unkindly. Endr-Kum who xvmeofored not What he had 
done in 1^ Wine , was much aftonilb'd whoi fouw ^ve him an accompt of what had pafs’d the 
next day, and foftigbtned thereat, that hangl^ his Cytimar about his Neck ^ hewentintbat 
pofture CO dM?

3*tfPeirt- The hate and contemn Cowards, and the QfEcers who negleft their duty in the 

Wars are moil feverely punifh’d. An inftance hereofwasftcnin Governour of 
Citmtds. who having let flip the opportunity of engaging Prince of ^tergia, though 

he might have fought him with advantage, caus’d him to be drefs'd in Woman's 

Cloatlis, and fo fent him to the Army, where he was walk’d up and down all day among the isol- 
diers. The allowance of a Horf-raan is three hundred Crowns fer am. towards the keeping of 
himfcJf and his Horfe j and that of a Mtiskectier two hundred. They have the reputation not to 
be over-fcrapulous in the keeping of their word, aswasfeenin the Capitulation they granted 
the Garrifon of which was very ill obferv’d. 

Thofc who fpeak of the W ealth of the King of Perjta^ think they fpeak of a vaft and incredi- 
when they aflign him a yearly Revenue of eight Millions of Gold, and imagine they 
ewffue._ Reader into admiration, when they affirm that the Province of Canddiar alone brings 

in ye arly near a Million of Gold ; that the Cities of Bagdat and Irumi^ with the Country there- 
abouts, pay in a manner as much, and that it hath been found by the Regifter’s Office of the 
Chancery, that theKing gets out of the Suburbs of and the Villages within the Bay-j 
ly wick thereof, near forty thoufand Crowns. But thofc who know, that the Province of iVer- 
it felfpayes yearly fuch a fam as amounts to almoft as much as all the King of Ter(ta\ 
Revenue, will grant there is no hyperbole in what we have affirm’d. This Revenue was very 
much diminilh’d in the time of King T<»WArj when the Turks and other neighbouring Princes 
over-run Terfia, fo as that they were poffefs’d of fcveral Provinces belonging to that Crown. 
Befides, there is hardly any Bridge or Paffage, not only upon the Fiontiers, but alfo all over 
the Kingdom, nay, in all Cities almoft, but there is fomewhat to be omd, without any di- 
flindlion of perfonr, Forciners or Natives. All Merchandifes pay, King takes, upon 

every Bail of Silk, ten Crovvns. There is no Horfe fold, but pays it. li to the King j an O* 
as much, and an Afs one half, and a Sheep, which are as thick as Ants all over the Country, 
iij. d. a piece. The King lets out the Gw/ru4»J<r>i», which are m Cities, and are appointed foe 
Lodgings for Foremers and Ware-houfes for Merchants , efpecially at ISfdian , where 
there are twenty five of them, of which not any payes lefs then five thoufand Crowns,

• He Farms out alfo the Fifbing of the lUvcrs, the Baths, and Stoves, the places of pnblkk 
Profticution, and the Springs ot;^/fe. He fells alfo the water which comes into the. Foun- 
tains, and raifes only from the River of itJSfahan, the yearly fum of fixteen thoa-| 

fand Crowns. All the zyirnieHian Chriftians, whereof there is a very great number in 
pay yearly a Poll- money, of two Crowns for every head. Nay, what is more, there is not a 
perfon, thofe only excepted, who are maintain’d by, or have fome relation to the King, btat 
payes a Tax proportionably to what begets, even to the very Midwife, I fay nothing here of 
the Prefents broi^hc the king from all parts, and which fall by fcveral Chanels into the Prince’s 
Treafury. The great Lords, though they make good the king’s Revenue, yet abate nought of 
their owrt advantages, and find wayes to Scece the Countrey, fo as that it is not to be admir'd 
there is fo little wealth to be found among the people. For there is nothing fo true as what s 
certain Emperour fometime faid, that it is impoflible the fpleea Ihould be fwollen in any 
body , and that the other Members of the fame body fliould not be wafted and become 
Hciftick. 


’Twas alfo Schach-^bas, who ordefed the melting down of feven thoufand and two hun- 
dred Marks of Gold for the making of the Plate we have mentioned elfewhere, which hisS uc- 
c^ors ftilJ produce at the entertainments they make Forciners, and confifts for the moft pait in 
Difiies, Pots, Flaegons, and other Drinking-Cups. 

Ojfittrs rf • What we faid before of the Military Officers, to wit, that they were moft of them but*mean- 
the amt. iy ckd, is as true in thofe Officers who belong to the Court. For there was hardly any one, 
who Could make oftenration of but ordinary Parentage. 
iSfamUar. The StiOMad J^Ut^ or Chancellor, who was the Prefident of the king’s Council, the Soul 
of affairs, ikte principal Minifter of State, and as it were Viceroy of ‘Ptrjk, was the Son of one 
who got his li^elyho^ by writing at c^efanderan, as we have faid elfewhere. Thefe Scrivoa- 
ers, as I mayicaB tf»ai,p,are empiOT’d only in the Copying and Tranfcribing of Books, in re- 
gard they have not as yet,_ hltftkCoontrey, the ufe or Printing, as we have in Europe. He is 
czW^EmtfikadBmUp^ fo^^ttdhchaffitte overfight of the kings Revenues and Treafury, 
This was the moft ftlf-coricern'd>ferfOnoft^ that ever had the management of piihliclc afkfts, 
as a Minifter of State. For there was oomi&ttft done at Court, wfaerpof be *iot fome 
advantage ; and there was no Charge or be gocten„bgi||M1^ petitioning 

foritmufthavemade his agikement with ^ Oiili 0 ^||h|| in this par- 

tJiilaf, esceffive, not only upon the accompfc by him t v^ 
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every i^ear to the Court, rendred the king him felf in a manner a complice of his concuffions, t/o* 
but allb upon this conlideration, that being an Eunuch, all the Wealth he got was at his death 
to fall to the king. 

The Kmzi-bsfchi, who had the command of ten thoufand Horfe, whom Schach-JfinaelsL^’^mtzi- 
^ointed as a {landing Array, to be conftantly maintain’d, nimedT&iini-Chm, was a Peafant’s^hi. 
oon of Schamlu, who, in the time of Schach-eAbas, had been a Menial fervant to a Lord of 
the Court. Thefe Horfe, in time of Peace, retire to their own Habitation, yet are paid as duely 
as if they were in aflual fervice, and meet not again till there be an Army on foot, enjoying in 
the mean time divers Privileges and Exemptions, which the other later kings of lerfia have 
granted them. 

The«^eforr<i*, that is the Lord Chamberlain, or chief Gentleman of the Chamber, named Mcheter; 
Schanefer, was a Gmgian born, of Father and Mother CkniHnpts. He had been carried away 
in his infancy, and fold to the Court of Pe?^4, where they had made him an Eunuch, fo that 
he needed not be Circumcis’d to receive the Chara£lerofthePer]w« Religion. He had been a 
Page, attending in his Chamber, to Schaih-cAbM, and was much in favour with Scbach-Sefi, 
upon this account, that being alwayes near the king’s perfon, in all both Publick and Private 
Ailmblies, nay, even within the he had the king’s Ear, and knew how to comply 

with his humour, and make his advantage of the opportunities he had to fpeak to him, by which 
means he obtain’d thofe favours of him, which another could not have ask’d.

pafs away their time in that Exercile. 

jiiltcHb’Chaa, who had the charge of 2)(iv4w-i>el^, that is, Prefident of the Councel for theDupjj 
adminiftratiun of Juftice, was the Son ot a Cunfitan, of Ctorgia. He had been taken during theheki.

I find thefe 
jEifcbikggaft were a kind of .Stewards, of whom there are at all times four or five at the Court, 
whoflandatthedoor of the king’s Appartment, and ferve by half-years, under their ‘Befcbiy 
or Chief, who carries the ftaff they call and ftands before the kins when he eats in 

publick, on dayes of Ceremonies. He is alfo one of the two who take ADawfladors under the 
Arms, when they are brought to audience.

It is forbidden by their Law to put out money toufe. Yet they ftick not to do it •, but if the®r«,^A,a 
Ufurers ^ difeoVered , they ate look’d on as infamous perfons, and not admitted into the com- hihn.^ 
pany of fuch as are of any quality , nay , they are alfo very feverely punilh’d. Of this we faw 
an CAample as we pafs’d through Jrdehtl , where they had an odd way to take out a Man’s Teeth, 
who , by way ot intereft , had taken one and a half in the hundred for a raoneih’s time- ^They 
lay’d him all along on the ground , and knock’d out his Teeth one after another with a little 
Mallet. They call this kind of Ufurers 5»<slfb«r, that is, eatersofintereftof Ufury, TheT^r- 
are permitted to lay out mony upon Lands , Gardens, and Houfes, which they enjoy 
while they are out of their money, and if they be not redeem’d within the time agreed upon 
» between Ac parries , they are forfeited to the Mortgagee. 

Their puniffiments are cruel , and proportionable to the irreclaimable obftinacy of that peoples*^ 
who are violently bent to Vice, and laugh at gentle chaftifements , and moderate pains. TheiH/SwiM/j 
leaft Crimes are punilh’d with mutilation of Members. They cut off the Nofe, Ears, andfome- 
times the Feet and Hands of Malefaftors, nay, they are put to death, by cutting offthier 
Heads. That defiling, which the X«r»«McalI Vtoktio, is not punilh’d With death, but they 
think it enough to cut off the part which hath offended , to prove which , there needs onely the 
Woman’s Oath , if (lie hath the confidence to reiterate it thrice. Thetwolaft Kings, SchacU 
jihas and StWfe-Sejl , have been rather cruel than fevere in their punifhments , as may be in- 
fesr’dfrom the examples we have already produc’d thereof, nay, they have been fo far fuch 
towards (ome Criminals , that they have caus'd them to be ty’d between two boards and fawen 
afunder. SchMh-^ash&d lent into Sfoin onttamtdTeinksbeg , who returning from his Em- 
baffy , and having not brought home cdl his Retinue , and the King underftanding by the Inter- 
preter , that his iu ufage of them had caus'd many of his people to run away , he took the pains 
tiuafelf to cut oft his Nofe , his Ears , and a gooa piece of ficfti out of his Arm , and forc’a htei 
immediately to eat them, bloody and raw as they were. ImattcuU-Chdaf who was lent Am- 
baffiidor to the Dukeof/i/o(/Ie*#, out Matter, treated his Domefticks no better, ^ora veiy 
triviaji/ault , he caus’d a Spit red hot to be apply’d to the back of one of his Retinue ; and he 
order’d another’s fingers to be knock’d with the back of an Hatchet , till all the bones were 
Rais'd : which oblig’d five or fix of his Train to leave his fervice , and murri into “^erfm by the 
way of hdyt for which cruelties he had no doubt been puniih’d at histciam, had not the 
Oiancetlor made his peace with the King.

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z j- and MaUk- The nXIceran^ in many places, is not to be underftood . not 

. only in that iWi*fcMwethinifeiffeems to have affeftedobfcuriiy, as not knowing himfclf what 
he would fay 5 but alfo in this r^ard , that, many times , he alludes to ftorics which peradven- 
ture never happened, and whereof the Commentators 'certainly having no knowledge , have 
fupply’d the defeft with their own fidtions , fables , and impoftutes , which have no likelyhood 
of truth in them. But not to digrefs from the Perjtans , whom it is our particular defign here to 
give an accompt of, it is a thing much to be admir’d , that thefe people , who arc fo mgeniou- ^ 
and fo wife in their Generation, and fo excellently well vers'd in the affairs of the VV or li, 
could be brought to believe things fo ridiculous , and the many fables, their Books of Devo- 
tion are fiH’d with. As for inftance , among others , that ^hIM , (fo they call Horfe ) 

was got of a Rock. That it was the Angel Gabrtelwhi} brought him the Sword, called ‘£>z.hI- 
wherewith he dtd fo many great exploits : That with the faid Sword , he kill'd a Dra- 

f on that had feven heads j and cur a Devil to pieces. And that Sulthan Mtkmtt C^aotddtfide^ 
eing one day a-hunting neer difeover’d thereabouts a S.‘pulchre with this infeription, 
Vnder this fkce ly Adam, Noe, and Aly , and that thereupon the SuUhtm had ordered the buil- 
ding of the Ocie of Netz.eft wherehchadcrc£l:edaTomb in memory of syiTji. But there is 
not any thing fo ndiculoufly riat as the ftory they relate of jSly's drinking with the Angels in Pa- 

Stacks And that there may be no fcruple made of the fipimatural , and as it were Divine power, at- 
tributed by them to the Author of their Seft , they relate a great number of Miracles wrought 
by him, which Miracles indeed are chargeable with fomcirapofture among thofe of other per- 
fwafions, but in the Religion of the Terjtiwi, they arc the more impertinent, in that they make 
their Saints do them, without any necelGty. As for inftance , when they affirm, thatSV/web 
Soft, being yet very young, and going to fee S(rfcjcfcS 4 fe.*stf, who was a gmt Saint, and a very 
wife man , and “Rv’d in the Village ot SpHaedan , in the Provinee MMilm, He there took parti- 
cular notice of the pains the Inhabitants were at in weeding their Grounds, and moved to com- 
paffion thereat , he commanded the Weeds not to pefter the Earth any lon^. He was imme- 
diately obey'd. But Schich Sthadi obferving it , faid to him j I fee , Son , what thou art able 
to do ; but thouart to cohfider , that if thou eafe thefe Pefants of the employment wherein they 
fend their time , they will be loft through idlenefs. Schich- Sefi thought this fo excellent a con- 
fideration , that he prefemly refolv’d to ferve that holy man , with whom he continu’d fevcn 
years, and learnt ofS/*h*fi many noble things. It is upon this accompt , as they affirm , that 
the faid Village, to this day, enjoyes an abfoiute and perpetual privilege and exemption. 

They relate alfo that Tamberlme, whom they call TemiirUng, defirous to fee Schich-Sef, and 
to be affur’d whether his Sanftity was anfwerable to the great reputation he had acquir'd all over 
the Eaft, icfolv’d to give him a Vilit, and to have an evident Demonftration of the truth of hid 
Doftrine, he bethought himfelf to make a tryal of it, with a refolution to reft ftlis^'d as to 
hisSanftity, if he behav’d himfelf in three things as he expected he ftiouldi to wit, i. If he 
came not out to meet him ; Ifhe entertain’d him with Rice, boy I’d, not in Sheep’s Milk, 
^t that oPv^ld Goats : and 3 . If the poyfon he would order to be given him, Ihould not kill 
him. Hereupon TamhtrUtne being come to Schamasbu, where Sofi then liv’d, went ftreijght to 
his Chamber. Sofi faw him well enough coming, but would not go to meet him, tiU,T<on«ri<iw 
had fet foot within his Chamber: then SoJ? rofe up, and faid to him, I know well enough what 
refpeft is due to the King, but it was your pleafure I fliould not meet you. 1 humbly crave your 
pardon. “Tis a tryal you were pleas’d to make of me. This Complement pafs'd, he made 
T amber lane Cit down, oppofite tothe Door, and caus’d to come of the neighbouring Forreft a 
great many wild Goats, which were milked in Tamberlands prefence. At laft Sofi perceiving 
they were going to give him poyfon 5 call’d for a clean fliirt, which he put on, and having drunk 
the poyfon, he fell a dancing round the Room, according to the manner of the Schich, and 
continu’d that exercife fo long, till fuch time as having put himfelf into a fweat all over the fao- 
he took off the fliirr, out of which he wrung the fweat, which the poyfon had made of a 
Green colour, and having put it into a Glafs, prefented it to Tainberlme„ to fatisfie him that it 
had donfc him no harm. That thereupon Tamberkne made no further doubt of the truth of So- 
^sDoftwhCj that he beftow’d on him feverai Villages near and made him a Prefent 

of a great aumber of Turi^f, whom he was to inftruft in his Religion. 

The Tttrks bdieve not a word of ail thefe Mitacles j but however, they have a great Vene- 
ration for the memory of JUy. They acknowledge he was a near Kinfman of Methmut'i, that 
he is truly an Imm, or Same, and that he led a very exemplary life ; and particulariy that he 
was valiant, and a very good Horfman; and thence it comes, that, when they get on Horf-back, 
they fay Jfa uily, in the name of e/iZjr,

when the Ter/Msj intend to do their Devotions, efpecially their Prayers, they prepare them- 
fclvcs by eiwrnai ablution as the Turks do, but after an abfolutely different manner. They 
turn up their fieeves above the Elbow, wafli their hands, which they afterwards put, two feve- 
ral times upon the Arras, ilroaking them firom the Elbow doivn to the Wrift. Then they ftroak 
their faces only with the right hand. The THrki, on the contrary, take up fo much water as 
they can hold between their hands, and therewteh pb their faces, ftroaking them three feveral 
times, from the Forehead down to the Chin, and afterwards from the Chin up to the Forehead. 

They walh alfo their Nofes and Mouths, by drawing in with their breath the water, which, to 
that end, they take up between their hands. The "Perfms liroak their Heads with a moift 
hand, from the Nape of the Neck to the Forehead, and afterwards the Feet up to the Ancles. 

But the T firki pour water on their Heads, and fo apply their moift Hand to the Feet, which they 
are oWig’d to wafli, before they b^in thefe Ceremomes : but this the ferftms do not. The ' 

Tarki put the forfrffingcr into th6 Ear, which they afterwards rub ail about with the Thumb, 
and Chen with the fame fore-finger ftroke their Heads from the Nape of the Neck, to the 
Throat. Thefe Geremonies are perform’d in their Houfes , before they go out in order to the 
doingof their Devotions^ in the Mofquey whither the Women come not at all, out of a fear 
they might diftraft the Devotions of the men. The PtrJ tans have a flone, wherewith they often 
touch their forehead, while they arc ar their Prayers j or haply they lay the ffone upon the 
ground, and touch it with their foreheads. It is made of a greyah Earth, which is to be had 
about MtwtfznA Kafa, where Hofftin was kill’d, and mterr’d, near Aly^ and thence it is that 
the faid ftone derives all its veriue. The Figure of it is Odk gonal, and it is fomewhat above 
three inches Diameter, and contains, with the names of their twelve Saints, that of Fattima, 
th*lr commoJi Mother. They arc made by the who bring them into '■'FerCu to be

The ‘Perjivts being come to the begin their Prayers with tA^lla Ekker. W’hen they rwirajl 

Pray,' tiieir Arms lung down negligently, and tney have their eyes fallen 'd on the ground. On 
the contrary, the T«?-^ have b *th iheir hands upon their brcalts. The Per(ians, afterwards, 
put their bands upon their Ears, and turn their f,tces to the Souen, out of this regard, that Me- 
ea and ^jMedina are towards that Quarter, in relpcif ot the Cicie of Ardebtl^ where their 
had its firlUnftitution and Original. There is Ibme probability, that, m this paiticular, they 
would imitate the primitive who, in their Pray e- s, turn’d their faces towards the 

to exp«ft, that Chrtji, their Sun of Rigliteoulncl's, wa» nicn. Whence it came that the 
Cbnftumt being charg'd m the time of Severn the Emperour, as if they ador’d the Sun, T irtnl- 
i» 4 » vindicates them in his Apology, and gives an accompi of the true caufe of that Cere-, 
mony. 

The Terpans having thus turn’d their faces towards the South, begin their Prayers with that 
of lui&hmdo Ulla. Having faid that, they fee their Hands on their Knees, and in that Hooping 
pofturc they fay the Prayer Subhanmt Reboi^ and repeat tht Alla Sk^tr. T hen they k eel down, 
touch their foreheads with the grey Hone, and repeat the forefaid Prayer of Rebbi^ 

ftrciching out their Arms. After all this, they make the laH Prayer upon their KneesJ^ihctwrife 
wp, and turning to the left and 1 ignt hand, they pronounce with a low voice, Sdem aiksntf 
Salem althim, laluting the Angels who have alliited them, and kept the Devil Horn diHurwng 
them in their Devotions, The Turks faluce the Angels before they have quite made an end of 
their Prayers. The Religion of the Fer/mns obliges them to fay their Prayers five times a day^ 
to wic, in the morning at Sun-riling, at noon, in the afternoon, in the evening, and as they go 
to bed. I'heir thief Prayer is the and next to that, the AUhetnde M<i, which Trsnflaced 
is to this efteft. Glory he to the Lord of all Creatures, to the Ktng of the It^jue^emut. We bo- 
mur thee j m invoke thte-, ajjijijts in our ntci fines'. Lead us in thy 'Kayes • bring ut info the yath 
efthofi to tifbom thou hujluone good, attdhot imO theKay of tboje, ufonv/homtheubt^ foured out 
thy wrath, nor mo that of Juch as thou Jufrejl to go ajiraj. Amen. 

And whereas all the Chapters of the Akoran begin with thefe words, bifmiilurdmtht rdiim, Theym 
in the name of God, &c. the PrryKiwa accordingly never undertake any thing, but they pro*®"!"^*' 
nomteihthifntfUa, and fomccimes fay, benahmehnki namefch heres neainehaft, that is, in his 
name, who is the refuge and proteftion of Souls, they exprefs a great attention and devotion in 
their Prayers *, infomuch that going fometimes into the great Metfchid fjtiehed*, at Iff dtan, 
af the time when they were at Prayers, i could never oblerve, that they fo much as took no- 
tice of me; but they had their eyes cither faHened on the ground, or lifted them up to Heaven, 
according to the fubjeft of their Prayers. Thercare forae among Lhem, who pray with fach.yi^' 
lencc at their own houfes, that they put themfeives out of breatii, and many times f»ll^4o<f|)i# 
a fwound, 1 remember to this effe£f a Hory of one of my Neighbours at Seamaehiet wlw -im 
fo carneH in his Devotion, that having faid his Prayer very loud, and j^onounc'd VR^ dR* 
mi.ht, above fifty times the word Jiaklf^, which lignifies, God, he at 
nounce it without a great deal of difficulty, and at laH his voice qidte j&iid ‘fbwFt are 
fome, who, at their Prayers ufe a certain kind of Beads, conlifti 

ine of three dozen, diHinguilh'd by fo many great Beads. ~ Upoit 
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Upon Friday^ which is their ordinary Feftival, theit Ch^tib y or Preacher, gets up into 
* the Pulpit , and reads certain Chapters of the Alcortm , with the eiplication thereof. They 
make no account at all of our Bible , and fay it hath be® fallify’d by the Jews and Greel^t , ani 
that for that reafon God lent the eyklcorojty as a ClScttredled Bible , or the true word of God- 
While I was at Scamachie , I iliew’d the C^inatzkn Cha^, Pentateuch in ArMcki He 
knew the book well enough , but faid of it , Ghrddnr , that is, it is a book that’s corrupt and 
abolifli’d; the zAlcerm is much the better. 

Oieir tff. They have very ftrange and extravagant opinions concerning the Creation of the World, 
tuoncm- the iSrft man, theftorics of the Bible, the laft judgement and eternal life. They affirm, a- 
enning other things , that , at the b^inning , God made levcn Hells , & as many Paradifes, but 

forefaid number there was an eighth Paradife added , upon the following occalion, 
^ jith , King oiTerfu * , and Grand-father of Nimmh , one of the moft powcr&U Princes of his 
time , grew fo vain-glorious and proud , that he w. uld be refpefted as a God .• atkl to the end 
there fliould not any thing of Magnificence be wanting, he lay’d out fevcral Millions of Gold, 
in building the nobkftand moft bumptuous Palace, that the it and Arc of man could imagine, 
which was to ferve him for a Paradife. But the King king upon his way to go and fee it , and 
take pofleffion theieof , there rofe up fuch a thick Mift , which fo cover’d the Houfe and Gar- 
dens that were about it, that it feemed to have quite vanilh’d , fo that it could never yet be 
found : and that this is tk efghtli Paradife, which God hath joyned to the other feven. 
s7 di' PerfiMJS have alfo the cufiom of dedicating or devoting their Children to fome Saint , as 

eatet^tr' fooR as they come out of the Mother’s Womb , to which Saint they are to be as it were vSlaves 
chBei/ teas long as they live. As a badge of this llavery , hey make a hole in their Ears , as foon as 
S/tmts. they are born, and thence it is they have the name of tMtdimnedcitU , ImattcuUy Aalictdiy 
that is, the Slaves bfeAdahomety Imarty axiAAdy. This they ordinarily do , when they are 
fome years married before they have Children, or whenthtCWjjidlWTOiveB^ There 
are alfo fome who devote them to a Monaftical life, and promite td’ make them And 

yet if the Children that have been fo defign’d exprefs no inclination to a Monaftical life, they 
may go to fome holy place, and for a fura of money be difpens’d of their Father’s vow. 
aSwieur. They have alfo a Lent or Faft, which lafts a moncth every year. They call it jKij/cb, w* 

‘ with the Titrki Omx. , and they begin and end it, according to the prefeription of the lAkermy 
with the Moonjof the moncth They obferve it with fomewhat more aufterity than 

the ordinary Fafts , in as much as they neither eat nor drink between Sun-riling and Sun-fet : 
but they have aH the night t6 do what they picafe in , and they commonly fpend it fo well , that 
they never faft lefs than they do at that time. For having fufficiently furnilli’d themfelves with 
Meat and Wine in the night, they ly down in the morning, and lleep away part of the day. 
Such as are unwilling to faft, may, for money, get a difpenfation. 

&■«- There is in Per Jut a fort of people whom they call Sf«f , and they are of the Poftcrity of 
redaftfia.-htnnet and Aly^arA enjoy feveral particular Privileges and Exemptions. They do not ihave 
hornet, their hea^jjjKhe other Terfuins do , but onely cut their hair about the breadth of two fingers, 
antNet tfiereftgrow, whifeh they tie up together in a trefs. They are not permitted to marry 
out of their own Family, in regard the Alliances they might make elfewhere would much di- 
minilh the King’s Revenue. They are clad in white , and their (hooes are low and flat-foal’d. 
They are forbidden not onely the drinking of Wine, but alfo being in the place where any is 
Drunk ; fo that if they are invited to any entertainment , the other Guefts rouft be content with 
DufthA , or onely water. The touching of a Dog renders them unclean. One untruth would ' 
foifeit all their Privileges ; and whereas all the other Terfmns fwear by the name of God , Aly^ 
Sehich-Sefiy axAhy the BeyecrAer ha mnhUy that is, by the Pofterity of -/ii/y , thefeSet^ have 
no other Oath than that of Etdademea , that is , by my birth. Thofe of them who live in Ci- 
ties are commonly rich , in regard they are poffefs’d of Lands and Villages , for which they pay 
not the King any thing , whence it comes they afe fufficiently proud and infupportable. "rhere 
are fome who affume the quality of Seid y though they go from Citte to Citie , and live by 
Alms. They fliew their Teftimonials where they come , but they are for the moft part Coun- 
terfeit , and fuch as make ufe of them are accounted Impoftors ; and thence it is they call them 
Chtr-Seid , that is. Saints- Afles. Some of thefe laft mentioned carry , about them , f ime hair, 
in round boxes of lilver , which they fay was taken off iAlahomt's head , and have the flei^t 
to make the feveral hairs come ftreight out at a little hole , perfwadingihe limple, that that is 
done by fome fupernatural and miraculous vertue. This hair they fell at a very dear rate , and 
the ‘Ferfutns make ufe of it in their Devotions , putting it upon their books , when they fay 
their Prayers. 

At KimaSy in the Province of IGlm, there was one of thefe Mountebanks , who having 
found out the trick of fetting Cotton on fire by means of a Chryftal cut half round , and held in 
the Sun like a burning- glafs, would have people perfwaded by iha: Operation, which he 
firm'll to be Supernatural , that he was of the Kindred of MSmm, After our return to 110 
SieiUy 1 ffiew’d thePtrJmSy whomSthach-SejiietwtUthit'i it wis the calicft thing ^j||r 
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World to get fire from the Sun , and I lighted paper in the very depth of 'i?0’inter , by means 
of a Chryftall full of cold Water , or a piece of Ice , which I had made half round in a Pewter 
Dilh, They were aftonifli’d at it , and faid , that if 1 had done as much in Ter^a , I fliould have ' 
pafs’d there for either a great Saint, or a Sorcerer. 

There is yet another fort of Ecclefiafticks in‘FerJut , whq are thought to be defended from jfworfir 
, inftead whereof the Turki have the Dervis , of whom the Knkjihan makes many pleafanti"* 
ftories. Thcfe are called JbddU'i , and are a kind of Monks or Friers. They are very meanly *■?'*“* 
cla4, with a kind of fleeve-lefs Coat, of fevcral pieces, quilted like Mattreflfes. Some of*”'** 
them wearonely a hairy skin, having at the wafte , inftead of a Girdle, a Serpent ofbrafs, 
given them by their Dodlors , when the^ make their profeffion , as a mark of their Learning. It 
IS the Su^afehi , or chief of the S«J^ who Confecrates them in the Saffcane , at Jrdehtl, If^a- 
han , and Mefchet. Thcfe zAbddlas trudge up and down the Markets and other publick pla- 
ces, toaftemble-the people, and Preach to them the Miracles of their Saints , and tocurfe 
jibuheker ^ Onutr^ tni Hanife , as alfothe Saints of the Tlwtiarf , of whom 

they relate ridiculous and obfeene ftones , to make them abominable and derpicabic. This Con- 
tributes fomewhat to the eftablilhmenc of their Religion , ana heightens in the Children the 
hatred they have againft the , forthofeate thechkf Auditors of ihefe Market-Lefturesj 
and thence it comes, that thefec.^^<i</fAr are never feenneer the Frontiers of Tari^. There 
are fome of them , who take whatever their Auditors give them , and thence it comes they ate 
alfo termed Kdattderan j for after they have fpent about half an hour in talking and telling Of 
llories , much after the manner of our Mountebanks , they luve fome fmal! money given them, 
whereupon they difmifs the affembly , to go and Preach in fome other place. They have in 
thstirhand a Hatchet or Scepter of wood , wherewith they make their Geftures, and handle 
them, as thofeinour parts, who fiiew tricks of Legerdemain, do their fticks. Fhcy fetout 
their Difeourfe with all forts of Fables , and foroetimes bring in fuch palpable lies , that fome 
make no difficulty to interrupt them , and reproach them with their impudence. They are t 
lewd fort of people., addi£ied to all manner of vices. Tipling-houfes and places of publick pro- 
ftitution arc their ordinary retreats , and they arc for the moft part Buggerers and High-way- 
raen. Thar they may commit their Robberies with greater fafety, they go in the night time into 
Caves, and, Coumeifciiing the neighing of Horfes, they make ’a difeovery of what number 
paffes by* Hence it comes, that there are few that will gtvethem^o much as Lodging, info 
0 Ki 9 k thiit they are forc’d to take up their quarters in Chapels , built for that putpofc neer the 

I mail here relate , to this purpoftf , what happen’d , at the time of on e Emfaaffy , in the Vil- 
lage of Zieksre , within three leagues of <:Arddnl , to one of thefe ^ddl4s , who addrefs’d him- 
feu to a young Woman , de’finng her to give him a night’s Lodging.

Tinging all aloM, toiheChmch-yard, where they ftriptfd him, and caft hina 
into a Ceaern built about with Free-ftone, about iixtecn toot fquare. The Grave-maker ha- 
ving waflTd the body all over, they put a clean foirt about him, wrapp’d him in a fiirowd of 
Gmton Cloath, and lay’d him on a Bier, to be carry 'd to the Grave, which was not far thence. 
Perfons of quality have this further Ceremony done them, that at their coming out of the Bath, 
the body is iet upright, and they pour Garophir watcr^ which they call K^ur, upon the head, 
whence it runs down all over th<?body, all the Overtures whereof are ftopped with Cotton. 
Then they lay it near the Grave, and the Prieft having read fome paffages of the jikoran, jraifes 
op his head a little, which he prefently lets down jAai»,Rnd then he is put into the Grave 
without any Coffin. The Gtaves arc made very hollow, and Tome are vaulted, and others co- 
ver’d with boards. the body is laiddown on the right- tide, with the face towards the Wclf, 
upon this acconwt, that the among other things, are of aperfwafion, that at the lall 

Judgement, the Sun and Moon lhall be very fad, and that the Sun comiij to ihe Weft fliall 
. ftand ftill, and that buth thofe Planets fliali become as black as Coal. That then the Angel 
qjfritl (hall come and beat the Sun and Moon, and force them to i*tom from the Weft to the 
iaft, and that the lall judgement (hall b^n at the Weft. T|ii&^ P)|d);, having taken up a 
little earth in his hand, read another pafSge of the wofficven paces foom the Grave, 

then return’d to it again, and having read another paflage, retir’d with aU the company. After 
thefe Ceremonies, perfons ofquality are wont to mak^ a Feaft, the third day after the intcriw 
nwM but without any Wine, and if the deceas’d hath left much Wealth behind him, they 
make*anotherFeaftonthcfeventh, and another on the fortieth day, asaifo at the2\^rw, at 
the Kurban, and at the Kamepm, being fure to diftribute fome Aimes among the Poor. 

The reafon why they make the Graves fo hollow, and flop up all the Overtures of the bo- 
dy, is, the belief they are of, that when the Prieft goes feven paces from the Grave, twd An- 
gels, nmsdNe^r and Mnnkir, come into it, and, if the Overtures were not flopped^ might 
be incommodated by Tome undeanneft. ITiey believe, that, during that time, the Soul re- 
turns into the body, that (lie raifes it into a fitting pofture, that if may give the Angels an ao- 
count of all its Members had done in this World. Then he makes thefc aueftions to the de- 
ceas'd; InvrbnmhoFitbmbeUev'df whereto it anfwcrs, InonconclyGod, my Heavenly Fa- 
ther. Whejf^ Frofhet ? Mahomctu WhoisthyJtnam'i Aaly. If he anfwcrs pertinently to 
andcangiveany account of the life of his Members, there is no doubt made buc 
hewfev’d, and chat the Angels thereupotffetee the foul, and abfolutely feparate it from the bo- 
dy. There are wUy pqfons of hge who are' fubjcift to this examination ; Children being not 
oblig’d to give any account of their Faith, * , 

The T^ms, to (hew chat tAbathalib, i^j’s Father, is infallibly fav’d, affirm that he was, 
before, named and chat he dy’d before Being buried, and the Angels ha- ' 

ving ask’d him who Was Ids Prophet, hemadeanlwer, kms M^met ^ butwhetfrfiey ask’d 
(dm who was his Saint, he was at a iofs, and knew not what to fay, for he knew not then that 
his Son Aly (hould become fo great an Imam. Whereupon the Angel G^iel gdng to Maho- 
met, bid him fend to eXb^tUib'sSepxilcbxe, and to fay to him. Father 1 am rjiy /ni«n> 
and (hall draw thee to me at the day of Judgement : and that thence it comes, they gave £wm- 
ram tb^ nam& of ^athiUib, that is, the feeking Father, in as much as the Father had foughi^

The interrmeatsofgreat Lords and perfons ofquality are performed with mat Pomp, aifd» 
the body is aecompany 'd by a great proceftion. W e made mention, jn the fift book of this Re- 
lation, «fa(^tkma&ofS(ii»M4cbiewhohaddmnkfomuchAqaaYitx, tbachedy’d of it the 
next day. The CetenuHiics of his interrment were as followeth- 
In the firft place, in the head of the Proceflion, there marched fix men carrying Banners, and 
great and long Pol^ much like thofo we had feen at our entrance into that p\ace, with this 
difference only, that thofe at this Funeral were wreath’d. Next marched four the firft 

whereof carried the Bow and Arrows qf the deceas’d, and the other three fo«ae part of his 
Cloaths. After chefe, one of hts Menial f«vawt;% mounted on an excellent Mule, cacry’d bis 
or THrbam. This man was follow'd % two meb, carrying oi> their beads, «en9i| 
Towers, which they call 2{aehal, adorn’d wfAi PiwRtt of Fea$)er% who daac'iyni 
leap'd to the found of the Mufick, Which ame afres 4>qga,sktdUfG^«4 of Tabours, attd pw 
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per baGfls, which they ftruck one againft another. Between this Mufick and the Dancers, there 
were carried eight Dimes of Preferves, having each of them a Sugar-Qike in the mid^ cover’d 
with blue paper, which !S the colour of their Mourning, and about every Gjike three Wax-Can- 
dles l^hced. Next Biaiched divers of the S»|J, who were djftinguilh’d from others by their 
whittfurbanfs. Then follow’d two bands of Mnficians, who with all their iti^t fung the 
laHlAilld>a, inith.tAk£\ber^ accompanying their cries with fuch diftorted Cbnntcaanccs 
and Pollures, as SmmuzxA himfelf would be much troubled to imitate. Then follow’d three 
young Boyes, having their right Ihoulder and arm naked, and their foreheads and arms fo 
fcratch’d, that the blood trickled down to the ground. Laflly, there follow’d three men, car- 
rying each of them a Trec,whemo they bad falten’d certain red Appl^^ and the Treffcs of hair, 
which the faid Gentlemans three Wives had either pluck’d ot cut off their heads, as atlfo cenain 
, pieces of red and ^een paper. Thefc went immdiately before the body,- which was tarried by 
eight men upon ftioulders j and upon the Bier there was a very fair Garment, lined with 
the precious skinsM the Bachar-f^ieep. Behind the Corps there follow’d four men, carrying, in 
a very high Cataifr, a.youcg Lad, who read tertain paffages t)f ik and the Proceffion

o r AH things being fet in order for our departure, there hapned a difficulty which occafioned 
no fmali dillraftion. The King of iVjw had commanded JhafcHli- Chan^ our thenumer^ to 
««e wk» condudl us, in our return, through the Province of KILAN, out of this conlideration, that 
SHnSHury, tfig faid Province being one of the beft and moft fertile of all the Kii^dome, it was his pieafiire 
we (hould pafs through it 5 as well that we might be eye-witnefles of the riches of it, and give 
an account thereof in (jermimy, as that we might find there thofe conveniences, which we had 
not met withall in our coming thither, and which we fliould hardly light upon elfcwhere. But 
jn H»gard the Inhabitants of Kila/f axe cruel and barbarous, whereas all the other Per/kns are 
civil and obliging, it rais'd an apprehenfion in fome, that the King had given thofe orders pur- 
pofelyjoruineus, and it was reported, that his Majefty, being incens’d againll the Ambafla- 
dotVSntgmm^ who in feveral Occurrences had demean’d himfelf infolently and imprudently, 
intended to make Aofe Pte<^lc the inftruments of his revenge upon him, and all of us.

came thither alfo , to take their leave of us , and afterwards, njltonfunr Malon, the moft 
conildcrable perfon among the French Merchants , came alfo to make us his Complements. 
Monlieur M^delfle came alfo to ihe faid place , as well to take his final leave of us , as to ac* 
quaint us , that the King ofPer/irfhad appointed imancuU SnUhan , Eifehick^gafi , or one of 
his Ste wauls , for the Embafify he intended to fend to his Highnefs the Duke ot Holficm , out 
Matter • that he carried along with him a Prefenq amounting to five and twenty thoufaiid 
Crowns , and that he was taking his leave , in order to his depaiture from the Court , within 
a few dayes i&pc. 

The 13. after we had taken leave of our friends , not without th^ fttedding of fome rears , we 
got onhorf-back, and reach’d that day to the CttravnnferaoS Dmhi y five leagues* from our 
former lodging. 

The next day , we got five leagues further , and took up our lodging at night in a Caravanfiray 
caHed Serdebe. 

The ay. being Chnfimas- day , we faw , neer the Village of A'ask^^th , within two leagues 
how the King was encamped there udder fcveral Tents, which being of divers 
colours, madeavery delightfull Ihow. The Ambafladors feni thither the Sieur Frmtts Mttr- 
rher , who underftood the furktp language. He made the King fo handfom and refpcafull a 
Ownplement , that his Majclty openly exprefs'd how much he was fatisfy’d therewith. In 
mean time we pafs’d on , and went and lodg’ in the Ijttle Citie of Natens. Nateni. 

The ad. vve travell’d on, and took up our Quarters at night in a Caravanfer«y named 

The »7. we came to the Citie of KafihM , where the difference which happen’d between Kafihanj 
the Ambaffador Brngtnm and our Adeb, mundtr , put us to much trouble. For the Mehema/idcTy 
tfainkfiwita difparagefflenttohimtobed.'inineer’d over by the Ambafl'ador , would have re- 
M the Court , to make his complaints of the ill treatment he receiv’d from us } and had 
dene it , had it not been for the Ambaffador Cruftns , who reconcil’d them , but itwas his bu- 
finefs for four dayes, which weipent tono otherpurpofeat Ktfihntt. We found the weather 
there very fair , and hot enough , though it were in the very depth of Winter. 
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JA^VA%T the firft , we Celebrated the beginning of our New UoarbSi h^ firinuLo fyAvrimi 
our great Guns , w.nch were difeharg’d three times, and atterwards by a Sermon anS^wor- 
dinary Prayers. In the aficr>noon , wegot on horf-back , and reach’d that day five leagues , 
to the Village of Senfen. 

The z. we got five U agues further , and took up our Quarters at night , at Kaj maboth. 

The third, we came m the Citie of A’im, where we wereafllgn’d lodgings, in very fairKonr^ 
houfes neer the Snfar , upon the complaints we made of the Ioffes we had receiv'd in our fotniet 
pottage that way, when wc were quarter'd in certain old ruin'd houfes, whcre;wrc had many 
things ttollen from us. 

We continu’d there all the 4 tk and the Mebmmder , to'fliow he had forgotten all former 
differences, treated us foweli that day, that we had all the reafoo in the World tobeaffur’d 
thereof. Tht Ainfevoian Ambaffador, who Teem’d williig to have it little debauche, oblig’d 
us topfs away the night wieh him. 

35 **. y. we oravcU’d tive leagues , to a Camomfern , named SehnferjAmk But ere we were alt 
got out of the Citie of iGm , we found the Sim eclips’d foon after his riling. It was not quite 
three degrees above the Horizon, when the Moon depriv'd us almoftofalllightofit, andfo 
overihadow’d it , that, to my judgement , in the gttateft obfeurity , the eclipfe was three parts

As foon as we were lodg’d in this Canvanfera , the order for the 

feizing of certain 5ea*men who had committed leveral in{wd| j(|^ pBt8nt, put they put theiiN 
felves in a pofture of defence , and endeavour’d to make an iHKMf^ion in the RetinufiL in fo 
much that wc were oblig'd to difarm them by force , and to puciVra into Irons , wheran they 
continu’d till our coming to Sc/onachie. In all this quarter , and till we came to the Mountain 
of Jjite , the weather was cold enough , and the Snow upon the ground was above half a foot 
deep. 

Men with Jan. p.having travell’d about three leagues , necr an old uncover’d Carava/ifcra , named Htt- 
an Jmhaf- xJb , we met with a Lord whom the King of Poland fent Ambaffador to the King of "Per/ia. I lis 
/**^®*»name was Theophilus de Schonberg^ aperfon, though well advanc’d in years , ofa very good 
e/Pohid countenance. He was a german by extraftion , and yet in the difeourfe that pais’d between him 
■ and the Amhaffadors , which lalied above an hour , he fpoke altogether in iatinc .* but takit^ 
Icpe of us , he difeover’d himfelf to be a German. He told us , among other things , that the 
King his Mailer had given him a Retinue of too. perfons , but that the great Duke of Mnfeavy 
would not penpjf him to pafs with fo many : which had occafion’d him to flay lix muneths at 
Sjigo/m^^iraem giie hadTicen forc’d to fend back raoft of his people , and reduce them to the 
nMn^raTrfien had about him, which was, z T perfons. 

He alfo deliver’d us fome Letters from the Armenian Archbifhop, whom we had met at Afir*- 
€han_^ and told us , there were arriv’d in that Citie fome Provilions which had been fent ut irom 
2^enovogorod. 

■ VV'e faw that day, on our right hand , a very fair Countrey-houfe , which the King had built 
upon the Hill call'd Knltebe, for the convenience of hunting. We intended to lodge the next 
flight at the Village of oArafeng , and to travel that day but fix leagues , but the Inhabitants 
told the Harbinger whom the Mehetnandar had fent thither , to take up Quarters , that they 
would not receive us , and that if we attempted to lodge there by force , they were able to pre- 
vent it, and make us repent our ralhnefs, not diffembling the defign they had , to cut all our 
Throats , if we came within the Village, They had not forgotten the affront which the Kamha^ 
or Judge of the Village , had receiv’d , at our firft paffage that way , from the Ambaflador 
Bragman , who having defir’d water to vvafli his hands, and the poor man having brought him 
troubled water foch as the Brook did afford , call it in his face , and the pot at his Head ; fo ihaJC 
we were forc’d to travel on. The Villages of Dovoletj eA bath ^ and KetxJ fan, taking example fay 
that o?Arafeng, in like manner deny’d us entertainment, and forc’d us to travel on three leagues 
further, to the Vills^e of KaUtu^r, through fuch a bad and llippery way , that molt of 
our Hurfes were feveral rimes on their Noles , nay > it was day ere fome got to the Quar- 
ters- ■ ^ 

I was lodg’d at the Parfon's of thePariflj , and fent feveral rimes to defire him to come in and 


blip with me. But he would by no means come , and walk’d all night without Doors , grum- 
bling that his houfe was profan’d , fay drinking Wine in it , and eating foch Meats as are forbid- 
den by the Law of ^ , 

Jan. I o. we had another ill day's journey , in regard the grosmd frozen ; the beafb m 
rode on were fo tir’d , that ra.oft of our people were forc’d to amteh afoot. ‘ Nay fooje 
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able to perform the journey , whom we were afterwards oblig’d to fend for. We lodg’d that- £ n d 
ni^ at the .Village of 

The 1 1 . we came to the Ciiic oiCaf/iin , where we were forc’d to continue nine dayes , till ciiw* to ' 
frcfli Horfes and Mules could be got for the profecution of our journey. Necr the Acabaffadors 
lodging tRerc was a great Tree , full of Nails and Pcbble-ftones , which are fo many marks 
the Miracles, that one of their or -Beati , who lies interr’d under that Tree, is wont tOtX 7 >"|. 
do at that place, in healing the Tooih-ach, Agues, and feveral other Difeafes. Such as arc rrou-ans. 
bled with the Tooih-ach touch the aking Tooth with a Nail or Pebble, which they fallen to 
the Tree as high as they can reach with their mouths, and hope by that means ro get cafe. They, 
whofe imagination is fo ftrong as to be ever the better by this kind of Cure , exprefs their 
icknowledgement thereof by tying certain Ribbands to the boughs of the Tteej though in other 
refpedls thefe Miracles are not done^4fif , but arc very benefacial to a certain Religious man, 
who hath the kciming of the Tree, and makes his advanugeofthc Offerings and Alms made 
there. This prom, which is enough to maintain one man ^ hath encourag’d feveral Mounte- 
banks and lofpotim, to expofe their Cheats, in dreffing up Trees with thefe trifles , and fin- 
ding Sepulduestrf^^t where there never were any. 

• The The P^kK.y or ijidufccvi/ot Ambaflkdor, nidde a great entertainment for our 
Ambaiftdors, and the chiefeft of their Retinue , and treated us very Magnificently. It was in 
ConuBcmtH'ation of the birth-day of JR 5 »ea, Jmi 'Bafihmtt , one of the chief Minitters of M»f~ 
whofe favour he courted.' 

%». ao. we left Cafwin , and leaving on owr left hand , towards the Northweft , the way of teazx CaP 
StiMnam and ArdthU , virfikh. we hadiaken at 4)ur coming into Ptrft * , we took that of KtUn wm. 
duelling our cuurfe Northwaurf. We travell’d that day tour leagues , for the moll part over 
Hills, manur’d and fowen, and lodg'd, at night, in the Village of Athibda^ at the foot of 
a Mountain, on our right hand . 

We were told , that Village was fo wil’d from an antient man of that name , who liv’d in the

The a z- we travell’d feven leagues, all over Mountains and Rocks, interwoven with a Brook; 
which cheteabouts ran winding up and down*, fo as that we were forc'd to crofs it above thtn|' 
times , ere we got to the Village rf KurtxJbafcbi , where we lodg'd that nigfit. 'Fjienen tdmt 
ning, we travell’d all along Mountains , which were not very high , hut dei^iteirtiie eye by « 
divenity of colours , Red , Yellow , Green, and Blue, which anorded a very plerfknt pro^fieft. 

Skit about noon, we could fee nothing but Rocks, dreadtull for thenr height and fieepit^fis Md, 
in the evening, we came to the River Bendfrnth, which we ctofs’d by a Bridge, that- joyns the 
two Mountains through which it inns. We difeover’d from the t<^ or the Monntain, feme pleti- 
iiiiic and fimiifaU Vdleys , at lead if I may fo caB the other lower Mountains , which are titl’d 
and cultivated , and appew’d tons from the tw of the Mestmain as little Hillocks.

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&/«», and paffing under a ftone bridge, inor^r to.u$ falling into the Province of it 

* • there again divides ii felf, and by two feveral Chanels, falls into the CaSfum fiea. . 

This is a very feir Bridge, built on fix Arches, eaiii whereof hath a fpadous Roohn, a Kitchin, 
and feveral other conveniences, lying even with the V^r. Jljw^oing down into it is fcy a ftone 
pair of flairs ; fo that this Bridge is able to find entmainmefft fear a whole C»mnm»e, 

At the end of the Bridge, the road divides it felf. One way IcWs through a delightful and 
evenCoimtrey, into the Province oiChakd, and (o to t/frmil, the other goes fttcight into 
the Province of KilaUj and this laft is the moft dangerous and moft dreadful! way of any, I 
think, in the World. It is cut out of a Mountain which is pure Rock, and fo Iteepy, that 
they found it a hard matter to make way enough for the paflage of one Horfe <«r Catnei loaden, 
nay, in fomc places they have been forc’d to fupply it with Mafon’s work, wherithe Rock fell 
lliori:. 

On the left hand, the Rock reach’d up into the Clouds, fo as that the top of it could not be 
feent and on the right, there was a dreadfull Abyls, wherein the River made its palTage, with 
anoyfe, which no lefsitunn'd the car, than the Precipices dazzled the eye, and made the head 
turn: Not one among us, nor indeed of the Perfuns .themfclves, durft ride it up, but were 
forc’d to lead their Horles by the Bridle, and that at a diftan<.e loofely, left the bcaft, falling, 
might draghisMafter after him. TheHorfes came very f^ngerly, but the Camels ftumbied 
not at all, and were fure to f« their feet in the fteps,, which had been purpofely cut for them in 
the Rock. At the top of the Mountain, we came to ahoufe, where certain duties are paid. 
The Receiver thcreofmade us a Prefent of feveral fruits, and we wondred much, conftdering 
the time of the year, to fee the Hedges all over the Valleys, fiouriftiing, and full of bloffoms. 

But this very Mountain, which was to fleepy, tead . us, and dreadiull on the one fide, hud^ 
fopleafant and delightful! a defeent on the other, that it was nohard for us loforgetihe 
fright and trouble we had been in, in coming it up. It was aU . ni|K||Wd >Wfals- refpiendent ven- 
duie, and fo planted with Citron-Trees, Orenge- Trees, lN^;pypref|>Ti$es, 

and Box, that there is not any Garden in Smpe could more del^ht the eye, nioriii^ 'ferprife 
and divert the fmelK The ground was in a manner cover'd with Citrons and Orengei^ infomudi 
that feme of our people, who had never fcenfuch abundance of them, made ie their 
fling them at one another’s heads. But what we were moft aftontfli'd at, was, in one and*^ 
We day, .to fee Winicr chang’d to Summer, and the cold, which we had been fufficicntly fen-, 
hble of in the morning, turn’d to a heat, which in a manner accompany ’d us into Europe. 

We lodg’d that night, at the foot of a Mountain, upon the River Uperuth^ at the Village 
oiPyle-ri^. ’Tis true the houfes were little and incommodious, and tcatcer'd up and down 
without any order • but there was not any but had its Garden, and Vineyard, its Citron-treei^ 
Orenge-crees, and Pomegranate-trees, that in fuch abundance, iliat the yilUge being co-, 
ver'd therewith, we could hardly fee any, of the houfes. It was encompafs'd of all fides witH* 
a very high Mountain, favc only, that on the South-weft fide of the Valley, fliere was a little 

It as indeed of aB the Province of JSiw, that it is a kind of ter- 

rlSjiiH*amdic€. Tjuhe fifth Bopk of thefe Travels, we gave an account of its extent, of the 
other Provinces whereof it confifted, and of its principal Cities j whereto we think fit to in 
this place, that the Province of Kilan extends it felf like a Crefeent, all along the Cafpian Sea, 
apd that it is encompafs’d like a Theatre, with a high Mountain, out ot which arife feveral^ 
vers, which refrelh the plain Country, and make it very fruitful!, but in fome places, efpecial* 
Jy towards the Sea, fo fenny, that the whole Province becomes by that means inacccffible. But 
S'chach-jibai hath’ remedied that inconvenience, by a bank or cauley, ‘which runs quite through 
the Country, from ABurdath to fo that now people may travel without any incon- 

venience, and that with any kind of Carriage, Horfe, Camels, Wagons, &c. 

. There is no Province of iWPtrfia fo fertile and fo abundant w5r Silk, Oyl, Wine, Rice, 
Tobacco, Lemons, Orenges, Pomegranates, and other Fruits. The Vines there are excellent, 
H^as big as a man at the Walk : but in regard they are commonly planted at the foot of fomc 
wfe^j^,branchc5fpreadthemfelvesupthetree, even to the extremities of the boughf, fo that 
fl^i*l^ifie:becoipesfomuchthemoii:difficnlt. For he who is tog;athet the Grapes, istAligSd 
toiam^’iottec^pfthetreearop^hiivingatihe other end a ftfck asif it wereto fwii^with- 
all, upoii'wl^ll^jMBgfeatedhimfelf, is drawn and fwings as it were from one tree to ano- 
ther, and fe^ipl^OMhiiisanpther, to.gather the bunches.

We know by experience 
that there is no Province in all Per/Za, where the air is better and more temperate than in tjlle- 
fmderan, and that it produces the beft and faireft Fruits of any place in the Kingdom. Whence 
It came, that Sefe^efc who knew it very well, preferr’d this Province before all the reft 
of the Kingdom, and had fucH a kindnefs for it, that, willing to make it his ordinary relidence 
he there built the City of Teral^ 4 tb, v^hcre he died. ’ 

Theinhabitantsofthis Province* cfpecially the AWfL who live between Xesk^r and ^#-2SeK?!e!c. 
fiiiderMi, arc felf-conceited, hardy and apt to attempt any thing. They had heretofore their 
particular King, nay even to this day, the King of ‘PerJij is not fo ablblute there, as in the 
other Provinces of his Kingdom j as wcH in regard they need not much care for any Trading 
with their Neighbours, lince they have at home whatever is neceffary, as that the Countrey 
being in a manner inaccedible, they may eafily avoid entertahiin > the Forces which might be 
quarter’d upon them. There are but four wayes to come into the Province, and all very nar- 
row: the arfkiOHOtX Scan by the vny of Jljiarai^h-, thefecond, from^J/fp?;- 

fkruta , by the ybgp dl JPerJ^Mh } the third , by 'Pyle-rnbdr, and the fourth , by Lwj^cr 
JOtn/m. 

All thefitwaies are fo narrow, that they hardly afford paflage for a Camel. Such as are 
afoot* asa)roborre>men, fometimes venture to get into it by the way of the Mountain j bur 
the Vay rfieit alfois fo intricate, that the pallages being maintainable by a few people, and the 
CdhMw Sea not being able to bear great ftiips the Inhabit mts have no enemies to fear but the 
who fometimes fall into the Country in the night, to furpriie and riHe certain Villa- 
ges op(M the Sea-Ode. 

were then told, that it was nor above eight and thirty years, Cmce Schucb-eyflus had re- RfWr; 
united that Province to his Grown; but that alVoon as his boveraignty was acknowkiig’d there, 
theAiM., finding that Sclwch-Sf^’, his SuccelTor, fignaliz’d the initials of his Keign by the exe-

Hisfirftadlionwasthe taking oftheCity of Af/th;, wheic he fch'd on 
Kitw's inoikei]|f,il« fw alfo did in all the other Cities of the Province, whereof !,c lud pofl'-fs’d him- 

aB the avenues. The Kin^ of Per/k, who was then at Ca/vpin^ coming to hear of this rc- 
vrtdtby the other Governours of the Country, Commanded Ch*a 0? t/fjidrd, tjtddio- 
$m^‘Chd» of XechtumiTid Seberahath^ Htidkr., Sulthan of XetnMitpir and Tmch/Ann, and 
Sidtatt of Mtfundtran^ to fei upon X^ib-Sebaeh of all fides. To that end they divi- 
ded their forces into three Bodies, and went with two of them ftreight towards him, intendit g 
toniakeufeofthethird,incafeofnecefruy,asarefarve } but they found him fo well polled, 
that they were forc'd to retreat with lofs. ^ 

Xmlf^Sdtdch^ inftead of Improving this firft advantage, which might given reputation 
to his Arms, grew fo infolent thereupon, and withall fo negligent, that he|fcrffiitted 
pk to enlaige their quarters to the adjacent Villages, where they fell to merriment and makirg 
good cheer, while he continued with fomc few about him at A'i/hw and The Vkvts 

who obferv'd all his aftions, had no fooncr notice of it, but they got together again their thiec 
Bodies, which made an Army of above4cooo, men, with which they fet upon the forces of 
■ XmlhSebdcb in their quarters, and gave them sm abfblute defeat. 

As to Karib himfelf, he had the time to get into a Garden, where he hid Himfelf, behind out 
of thofe trees which produce Hik, and which thofe of the Countrey call Titr ; but he was rherd 
difeover'd by one of the Domcfticks of Emir-Chafi, who knew him by his Qoaths. Be inireat- 
ed that Them, or Servant, to fave his lifc^ by furnilhing him with his Cloatbs, and promis’d 
him, in requital, a good fum of mony, beiides the Prefenc he made him in hand of a great ma- 
ny Jewels. Ibe Servant made as if he confented, bataifixmashegoton iGn^’s Garment and 
Sword, be faid to him, It is 1 who am now Kii^ and thou arc bur a Traycor, and thereupon 
calling to fome of his Camerades, he ieiz’d tpon him, and put him into the Palenk. bchach-Stfi 
would needs (be him, and had him brought to Cdfwm, where he then was, making his entrance 
into it , accompany’d by five or fix hundred Ourtezans , who incelTaRtly jeer’d him in his 
Royalty^ and dud him a thoufand indignities and affronts. 

They began his execQtion by a very extraordinary puniHimenc. For SehachSefi caus’d him to 
beihod, hands and feet, likeaHorf^ and told him he did k for his cafe, in regard that beiffil*^^- 
sccullom’d tog) upon the fat and fon ground of Xilan, he would otherwife hardly 
ftony and rugged wayes of P*rfit» Having fuffer’d him to ianguilh in that condirii^liBM|a|H ' 
they bron^^im to the tMmdm, where they fee him on the cop of a Pole, and id 3 Ka|^Hp 
Arrows. The King having (hoe the firft, oblig’d all the Lords of the Codn to ' 

ample, biddii^ thofe that lov’d him do as he had done. Upmi diil Bd .'Wif Hm^btely 
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,iok fo cover'd with Airows, that there was no lhape of a roan to be fecn. The bidy wa* left 
in that poftare three dayes, expos’d to the fight of all, and then it was uUii ilui.ceand m- 
terry* 

SarifChan, Governour of , had exprefs'fmoft zeal , courage , and condift inifut 

War, whereby he got fo rnuch mto favour with » that the lav’d the eilaie and hlc 

of a rich Merchant J who was unfortunately engag’d in i<l|||olc. He hv’’d at the Village 

ofLf/ckf»p, and if he did not openly declare for jRairiifr, ««t»inms, he knew ot h.>.derigii, 
andncglefted to give norice ofittothe Court; fo that they were going to extirpate himai.d 
his famtly , and to confifeate his Ellate , which amounted to above a hundred thoufaiul pounds 
to the King’s nfe, had not S<ir«-CWs intcreeflion procur’d his pardon. 
y7? Kilek Aflbon as this revolt was appeas’d , the Kilekyvetc dil-arm’d , and they were forbidden to 
itfmm'd. ^(ns , upon fo gfcat penalties , that ever lince that time they have not dat’d to have any, 
not fo much as a SeHr , or Ring , wherewith the PtrfiuKs bend their Bows , fo far were they 
from being allow’d Fire-arms , bwords , Bows or Arrows. Tliey are only permitted the ulc 
of aceiuinInftrumentlikeaHedg-bill, which they call ^ having a handle of wood four 
foot long, wherewith they jcut wood, drefs their Vines, and do ieveral other thingc. Thepeii-

The Mek^vicit a rtio^tcr Garment tbas the other TeryMfff, byreafonof the nun fl tire .md 
moonlhiivis of the Country. They are not of fp-yeltowiflj a complexion as thcrcilot tUe'i'tr- 
jfhins , luit of a much clearer , in regard the air there is much more temperate , than in other parts 
Tie TaliC:h<>l' 'be Kingdom. The Women oi the arc the handlbmcft of any in 'Ptifia , and coyer 

not their taccs as much as the others dot Maids have their hairty’d up in *4. or a 5. trclllufa 
which hang down over their backs and fhoulders, but macrkd.Wotnen have but ten or twelve. 
Their Garments are fo fliort before , that they hide not .MkI inftead of flioc®, 

they werebandals of wood, which they fallen with a firing iWthehw, mi, Vfithtiwnoii 
or latchet of wood , between the great toe and the next to it ; but in regiM the gtoond is very 
fat there upon any rain , they commonly go barc-fooi as well as the men. The Caps wwn by 
the KtUck. are of a coarfe Cloath , but thole of the Ttdtfth are of black Lambskin. Thaflt two 
people have each of them their particular Language , which differs from the PerfiM, onlyac 
tolDialcft ; though there be fo little rapport between that of KiUn and that of the TaUjeh , that 
they have much ado to underftand one the other. For example , to fignify a Dog , a Ptrjum will 
faySei^, :iKtkk.Seggi ^ mAiTdifih Speck. There is no Province in all Fer/w, where the Wo- 
men take more pains than they do in that oiKtlan. They arc commonly employ'd in fpirinii^, 
and making vStufe of Cotton, Flax, and Silk, as alfo in making Dw/cbiii , andSyrropot 
W ine , which they fell by jarrs , and tilling the ground foi the fowing of Rice , about which 
the men and women have their feveral employments. For the men hold the Plow , and make 
the trenches to keep in tlie water , for the watering of the ground : The women carry the Com 
to field. The men&fiv the ground , going backwards as they caft the feed into it : The women 
weed it^ The mwtuc it, and the women bind it. The men faring it into the torn, but 
ine^??0!nen thralls and fell it- They all profefs the T/*rki}b Religion , and areoftheSeifi of 
Hxnife. 

They receiv’d us fo kindly , that it was generally wifli’d by us we might have made fome flay 
there : ^ but we were .forc’d to depart thence the *4. of JunH«ry. We went , at firfi , along the 
River lide , having on our left hand a foreft of Olive-trees , which gave us a plcafant fhade , a- 
gainft the heat of the Sun, which prov’d very great that day. Within a league of Pyii-rulirfr, 
we faw , in the midft of the River , upon a great Rock , the ruins of a Gaftle , and the remain- 
ders of a Bridge, both which they faid had been pull’d down by the Great. Wc 

afterwards pafs’d over another Mountain , or rather a very high and craggy Rock , at the foot 
whereof we came into a very fmooth way , enamell’d with green , and fpread over with new 
fpringing grafs , checquer’d with Violets , which extremely delighted not only the fmell but alfo 
the eye. We came at night to a Village, where we faw the Sepulchre of Iman S/de , in a little 
Chapel built at the foot of a hill , which lay on our right hand. All the houfes of the Village 
were cover’d with flats and tiles , as they are in Surape , by reafon of the rains , which , it 
feems, are more frequent in thofe parts than any where elfe. 

Comt to The a j. we got five leagues , and came at night to The way at firfi , was fomewhat 

Refrht. uneven and wooddy ; but after a while, we found it planted with thofe trees which bear lilk, 
and at laftweeameto a plain and fmooth way, having on both fides Coih-grounds, imer- 
\\ oven with feveral deep trenches , fuch as thofe which in Flanders they call Westtr-^ang^s , into 
which they let in the water by Sluces , and there keep it, for the watering of their grounds, 
w hen the heat hath dry’d up the fources of the fUvcis , nay indeed for the overflowing of them, 
when need requires. They had indeed beenattiie|>ains to make Bridges over thofe moats or 
trenches , but they were fo ill kept in repair , th« sMsy of dw p«»lc fell into the Water. TM 
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lnh»Wttn»oftlie ^try mind only the husbandry of Rice, and they have each 
houfe at the end of his piece of ground , about two or three hundred paces diftanc one from the * 


other. 


the Metropolis of alU'iW, and of a confidcrablebignefs, but open 
ofaUlJdes like aVillage, and the houfesofit arc fo hid within the trees, that a man at his en-*"*!^*** 
trance into « may think , he « rjthergoingintoa Foreft chanaQty, fince there is no feeing^KC 
of It, till a man be within it.

fM. 50. we left JRefeht , the weather rainy. We faw nothing at all that day but a Plain, 
which brought us not only to our lod^ ng that night , but alfo to the Frontiers of the Province®-^tt 
of Ktbw , which is very even on that fide. AH the way was planted on both fidcs with Box, 
and tlurfc trees which bear iilk, and crols’d by many fnull Rivers, whcreoffuchaswcrecon* 
fiden^k etMM^ to have a name, are, the'Prji-ch4ff, Haifa league from the City of 3?c/dbf, 
then l^t of Chemiwi , and fomewhat lefs than a league thence , ihofe oiPifeherH and 
«U which have Bridges, rais’d very high, byreafonof the frequent inundations of the Rivets, 
and fo untoward to pafsover, that they put a man into a fright: andnotwirftftandingailour 
catt , yet could we not prevent the Horfe , which carried the Phyfidans ba^age , from fallii^ 
into the River, whence we had much ado to get him out, byreafon of the tens on fidcs 
it. The lafi Riv«ar we crois’d that day is called Temm . and ihey are all well fror’d with fifh , 
in fo much that the King farms out the fifliing of them , which bni^s hiii in yearly verycon- 
ikkrable fums. Having traveli'd four leagues shat day , we came at night to klfm ,

him a Mule , loadcn with Wine , Conferves, and other refrelhments , wherewith he treated 
the Ambaifadurs , and oblig’d them to make a CoHation in the field. 

TheChAi*, who was comirm after hi n, accompany’d by a hnndred peiffoiist^ ortcoiwti 
liorf-back, receiv’d the AmbafTadors with great civtlity, and condnAednsto the little CiticKurab. 
tbiKarsky where he invited us to btsownhoafe, and treated oswith Frok and Conferves, 
mahimicbiscxoire, that their Faft permitted turn not to keep os com^ny, and entertain us 
wich&fli. The Collation ended, he had us aOconduaed to the Lo^ngshehadtakenupfor 
us oidered Gcmiii Gentlemen to wait on the Ambaflitdofs , and fern them a Prefent offour 
wiU Boars.

FEBRUA February thefirft, we left Kuridf^ about ten in the morning, having very fair weather, 
TUt/brh fave that the heat was greater than we could havewinrd. Emir-Gjan condudlcd us a league 
haffaiort or better out of thc Cine, where he took leave, intreating us to be carefullofhis Culttittr y 
kwt iKu-^Jjq jjjjj jQ accompany os through his Government. This Cakmtr was a young man , of 
an excellent good nature , and diverted us in our way , by fliooting with the Bow , and (hewing 
tricks with a half-pike , at which exercife he had an admirable Height. 

Having tiavell’d two leagues, we were got to the Cuffust Sea-lide, whence we faw the 
Conntrey, which is all cover’d with Trees and For^ towards the North and South, fprea- 
ding it felf like a Crefeent a great way into the Sea , ostherighe hand , irom about ^Jllefande- 
ran , and FirJjath , and on the Icfit , ficota ahoot W e nravcll’d about a league along the 

the Caff tan Sea*lide , and lodg’d at nicht , upon *he Torrent Naj/era , in a houfe called ‘Aaaf- 
feru-kuta, which had but two'Chamwrs in all , fo that being ftreightned for room , moft of* 
our people were forc’d to ly abroad , at thc lign of the Saven-Htars, 

The a. we travefi’d fix leagues or better , along the Sea coaft , going North-weftward. Wa* 
crofs’d over that day fourteen little Rivers , or rather fo numy fnmjkooks , and among others, 
thole of Sefo»^ey», ^inatfar, Cbakjfera, andg y i w w »^^ Wverof Diuatfar y 

which is about the mid- way , ferves for a common Frontier tdfxlm (^wtmetts of Kusksr and 
^ftaruy which oblig’d the Cdenter of Kesksr, vvho had aaompany’d uafo far , to take leave , 
and recommend us to theconduftofthe CalenterolcAj^a, who waited for »s on the River 
Ilde. The Canton is called Kargaru* The Odfflrer carried us out of the highway , andewadur; 
fled us through Com-gtound to a Village named , where we lodg’d that night, 

and found, brought thither , before us, Eve wild boars which they had hunted , mireiy upon 
our accompt , and for our entertainment. All the ForeAs of thole parts are well ftor’d with 
them , in regard the Perjms , not daring to eat them , are not much inclin’d to the hunting o£ 
them. 


The 3. we departed betimes in the morning , in fnowy and rainy vieather , and continu’di 
our way along the CaffutaSeXy drawii^ towards Eaft-north-eatt. Our way lay I’o iKcrthe 
Sea, that the Horfes many times went into die water up to the Guns, nay fomeofoar people 
feH , horfe and mm , into the water •• fo that this prov’d one of the worft dayes journey wd had, 
efpecially for this, ^c, after we had travell'd feven iai^e leagues, we were forc’d ao< ledge 
tla LB^ in a wretched ViUi^e , named Hroe-Uamr , where alrw&couid get was only ft hoous 
«^?S^heads. 

Thc 4. we were upon our way again very betimes in the morning , having receiv’d freih hor- 
fes. We iravell’d four leagues along the Sea-coaft , goii^ towards die North. Then we paft’d 
through a Poreftlof two leagues, and, in ihatfpaee of ground, met with two and wienty 
Rivers} whereof chechiefeft are called Lorn y%onmy,xit& 'Beikslchm. The Bridges we were 
to pafs over , were fo bad , that many of our company fell into the water , nay there were three 
Peafancs and four horfes drown’d , and fix more died by the way« 

The Cbm of t/ifara , with a troop of zoo. horfe, met us within half a league of the Village, 
where we were to take up our quarters , and accompany’d the AmbftiTadors to their iodg-r 
rings, which he had taken up for them in houfes fcatter’d up and down 'among the trees. The 
name of the Village, as alfo of the River, which runs through it, is Ckeskeikbetie. The word 
Ckud^deheite fienifies, dry-mouth, and they have given k that name, forthisreafofl, that, 
the ^jafofliulow there, that the Fifii cannot get into thc River. TbeCbwr lives at AfktrUy 
which faaih its name from the Province , and is an open place withoik any walls , as "iisfebe 
is, wiwftiaqiaip1|a«fft league of the 0i^4»bea. Hisnamewas$iinikCb4ii,aperfonfurnilli’(i 
with all the qualities requifite in a Governour of a Province.

.(Ofgreenbatin with Gold-flowers, wi 3 $lftid|U:iHkj|n^ Thfthd«rviee, with other he 

^done upon feveral other qemlions, hhd ridft’dli^{in#ai^ thulMl 
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ha<l appointed him for the Embafly into the Indies , whither he was to go the following Spring o 
to which end he had already received his difpatches. He confirm’d to us what we had &en told ^ 
before j of the danger we might fear from the adding thereto, that it was not two ^ 

years linceihey hadplnnder'dthe Cityoffo/ek, and that jt were not amifs weftood on our 
guard , and had our Arms fixt. 

The Vines in thefe parts ace fohi^j that they exceed a man’s bulk. I have faid as much be- 
fore , though I believe Ibme will mirdly believe it : but belides that all who travell'd with us , 
are eye- witnefies of this truth, I may allege, to make good what I affirm, the Authority of 
Strafo, who faies the fame thing of the Vines of which is part of the Province of 

Chorsij'tttt , and adds thereto , that no fiock almtdf but yields an ordinary pail-full of Wine • 

Which is very certain , and yet I have fome reafon to doubt of what he further affirms , that the • 
bunches there are above four foot long. 

We faw neer at the foot of the mountain of Schindan , the Village of Sehieb-Sabadan 

which enjoyw an abfolute exemption , granted it, upon the accompeofthe Sepulchre ot’

Febr.^» we got feven leagues further, along the Sea-fide j tad came, by a very Height^'”"'** 
paiTage , into me Province of UngerbunM. The only way to ctMtte into it is by a Bank , raw’d 
between the mountains and the fenns , belides whkh there is no other palTage. At the end of the 
faid bank , we came to the River Serdane , and afterwards to the Town of Lenksrm j upon the kmuii. 
BimWstrfMpinttb. This Town, asalfoallthe adjacent Country, derives its name from the 
«afy anchorage of ffiipping thereabouts , though , to fpeak rigoroufly , there is no haven in 
tkofe parts, out only a kind Bay, between two Gapes, or Promontories, which reach a 
j»MC way into the Bea , 9ne on LaAsrae-Me , which is cover’d with trees , on the other on 
HR^/Zl(g4f f-lide , on which Acre is nothing hut canes. But the Sea thereabout is fo Ihallow , that 
little Vcflels can hardly get in there 5 a^ when they arc in , they ly expofs’d to the violence 
of the Eaft-wind. 

Gmt * Diiiander faies , in the Relation of his Traveb , that , in the year 1 60^. there came to 
that place fay %Scaan Ambafl'ador from Kadelphll. Emperourof (jerittany^ and that he di^ 
there with rooft of his retinue ; but the Inhabitants thereabouts , from whom I would have in- 


forat'dray felfof that particular, knew nothing of it. The Kmubafeh hath the revenue of 
Countrey allow'd fom as part of his pay though our Mehenundser and the 'Perfms , for 
what tiafoaiil know tMK, would have perfwaded us, that it belong’d to the Cbss otVSrdet;/, 
•nddaptiidcdoRhM Govemnent. We were receiv’d there by a or Secretary, who had 
dw «ver>fight of the Demefii in thofe parts. 

We continu’d there the 8. p.and 10. as well to refrefo the Camels, which the ill and flip*' 
pery waies had almoft wearied off their legs , at in expeftation of the reft of our retinue, who 
were not yet coroe up with the bai^age, and with them frefh horfes, for the better profecution 
of our Journey. 

The 1 1 . wc left Ltnksrnn, and travell’d five leagues on to KiftLtgats^ crofting that day four irf/twIeK^ 
mreat Rivers, to wit, thofe oiKafiende, Nodbint, 'Tz.tU, and ‘Bdttdiy the three former 
Bru^, andthclaft, which was very broad, in little Boats, fwimming over the hdifes. At 
oar coming out of tlw River, we were forc’d to travel with much inconvenience, for half a 
lei^ue or better, through the water, which the adjacent Sea had forc’d up there, and to fend the 
Elaigage by Sea, in fix great Fiftier-boats. The Sea 4 kle, in thofe parts, is cover’d all over with 
Cmes, asazealfothe iilandsaloi^theCoaft, where the Cv/ii^iter fome times lye in ambalb, 
c» fiirprize and fet upon the ftiips which pafs that way, as alfo in expedation of an oppoctumty 
to croft over to the Concinenr. . 


At our coming out of the faid water, we found the Lord of that place, vdto was awe to 
meet us, accompany'd by a hundred perfons on horf-back.

iitamef lives they led. They had their meetings m the nighsMtafittforac private houfes, where, after 
a Village they had made good cheer, they blew out the Candkii^ put off their Cloaths, and went pro- 
to the work of Generation, without any ref]^ of age or kindred, the Father ma- 
ny time liaving to do with his own Daughter, the hon, with the Mother, and the Brother, with 
the hifler. bebaeh Jbas coming to hear of tt, ordered all the Inhabitants of the Village, to Be 
cut to pieces, without any regard or dillinftion of ageorfex, and peopled it with others. I 
conceive, it is of the Inhabitants of thefe parts, that we are to anderlbnd what Hmdotus af- 
firms, of their going together, without any fiiame, andpublickly, after the manner of Bcafts. 
0 veragainftJ^;/(i^ 4 M, and about three leagues from the Continent, there are wo Jllandsna- 
ifglfeMi’-rntAKelechols.nAjidyyditch The latter, which is three leagues, otFerfimp in length, hath 
Ucit of its name upon this accompt, that jMy being there one day, extremely put to u for frefli water 
Aly. to quench his thirft, God immediately caus’d to break forth out of the ground a Spring of ftefli 

water, which is to be feen there to this day, 

Ffir. la.wetraveli’don, through a plain Country, but crofs’d by feveral fmall Rivers, the 
chiefeft w hereof were the andihc3*ww, and we lodg’d at night, at £//«/«?«, a Vil- 
lage feared at the entrance of the Heath of at the foot of a hill, which is very fruitful, 

as IS alio the rell of the Country, on the mountain-fidc. It belong’d to a Military (jffitcr, na- 
medBcnr hulthan, who had his ordinary refidence at a place fix leagues thence. The houl'es of 
this Village were very wretched ones, as being built only with laths nail’d acrofs, and plaifier’d 
over with day. They were inhabited by oouldiers, on whom the King bellows the revenue 
of his Demem in thefe pans, with certain Lands whid thw arc oblig’d to cultivate. 
ihi&a- In this Village, the Ambaffador 'Brugirum caus’d a Ftrftm to be with cudgelling. His 
MW aSton Groom would have gone into the firlt houfe he came to, with oafc «f tW led-hwies : the Ki/»f- 
ftbeJm-bach, or Soldier, who was the Mailer of it, told him, that his houfe was free fiomquarterfeg, 
iifffader and that bduics, he had no convenience for the enteruinment of horfes, whereupon, having a 
Bn^iian. jj, his hand, he therewith llruck the horfc over the head, but very flightly. • The Am- 
faafl’ador Brugman, who faw this conteftation, was fo enrag’d at the refinance of the 
that he immediately alighted, and ran in to him. 

Tht KtfUbMh^ who laid afterwards that he knew him not, and was far from iraaginii^, that 
an Amballador would engage himfclf in fuch a bulinefs, and, as a Soldier could not brook an 
affront in his own houfe, Hood up'on the defenfive, and gave the Ambal&dor fuch a blow ovei; 
the arm with his Hick, that he was forc’d to cry out for help. 

His Domcfticks came in upon the noife, and gave the Ki^liwch fuch a beating, that he wu 
mortally wounded, and had much ado to crawl into the next houfe, to avoid their further fury. 
Tte AmbalTador, notwithllandmg all this, would needs make his complaint to the MAmrn^ 
of the infolcncc of the Kijilbach ; whereto the other reply’d, that he knew not what to do 
icdie bttfinefs } that he had no power over the Fj^nchs ; that the Superiour OfSicer was not 
ihSe, "ti give him facisfaflion, and, withallthis, that he who had injur'd him, had receiv'd 
fuch a chailifement, as he thoughc he could hardly ever recover, and that if he were not fatis- 
fy,d, he might do himfelf what farther fatisfaftionhe.thought fit. Brngyntatf prefuming upon 
this permimon, immediately fent to plunder the KifiBach's houfe, and order'd his horfe and 
arms to be brought away. The next day, he got together all the retinue, and caus’d it .to be 
publilh’d by found of Dmm, rhatalilhonldgeconhorfe-back, in order to their departure one 
of the Village, and that all who fliouid Hay there, after the Ambaffadors were gone, might do 
it at their own peril. 

Not one of the Company knew his defign, no, not his Collqgue | but it was foon difeover’d, 
when he hinifelf, being got on faorfe-back, and making a halt before the Atnbaffador’s Lodg- 
im, tolAthe Mehemimd^^ that he fiiould faring forth the man, who had llruck him the day 
before. The told him, he was lodangeroufly wounded, that he was not able 

prifrt bjit the Ambaffador not fotisfy'd with that anfwer, order'd him to be brought thither 
inaCovericr, aod, notwithllanding the mediation of the other who with great Tub* 

mifiions fail’d the pardon, he coiqmanded an jirmnim, who was an Interpreter

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metsmt^ they wanted neither will nor courage to exprefs their refentment of the injury lA-iR 
done them, and cot all our throats, and I know not whether it were the prefence of the Mthe- ‘ ® 3 ®' 
ftmdar^ that prevented them frotn doing it ; but certain it is, that it would have been no hard 
matter for them to do it, and that it was the cifiA of a miraculous providence, that we efcap’d 
that misiouune. 

We travell’d that day, which was the 13. oiFebritary, two leagues over the Heath of Me^ 
kart, and lodg’d, thatmght, atVba, in Shepherds hutts. The who had ftaid Ik- 

hind jiuhe Village, overtook us at night, and brought us word that the Kiftlhach was dead, 
anddemandedottheAiubaflador ! 2 ?r/<^m 4 », theHorfe, Arras, and other things, which he had 
from the deceas’d perfon, to be fent to his Widdow and Children, whom he had left in a very 
fad condition. 

1 obierv’d that morning, thatthe Sun rofe towards Eaft-fouth-eaft, and confeqnently, that 
rhe Load-ftone declin’d Z4. degrees from the North towards the Weft, and at Ohn, I found the 
Sun, at noon, at the height of forty degrees, forty eight ’ minutes, and confequently, that 
the elevation of the Pole, under that Meridian, was thirty nine degrees, twenty eight mi- 
nutes. 

The Sesucoaft lay fr<«n South- weft to North-caft, and we had a fight of the mountain of 
Seanutchu^ towards the North. 

As concerning the Heath of Mek^ny it is held to be fixty Farfangs in length, and twenty in 
breadth. The Furki call it tmittrtlHck^ that is, a ihonfand vfayesj or thottfand holes, at vfhich 
the out, and the ‘Perfiatts, %Alogan, or nJMok^, It is inhabited by feveral peo- 

ples and families, whole Predecelfors, having born Arms under the command of againft 
were banilh’d into this Defert, and they are nut permitted to live cither m Cities or 
tillages. In Summer, they encamp at the foot of the Mountain ; and in Winter, they lodge 
in Tents upon the Heath. 

They fublift by their Cattcl, but fo poorly, that it is as much as they can do. Whence it 
comes, that they arc called either for that, to w»e, that is, from Fa- 

ther to Son, they are fubjeft lu inc King no otherwife than as the moft milerable Slaves are, or 
that they have hardly left them wherewith to cover their bones. They are a kind of Savages, 
and their chief /arailies are called ChotM ffehmham, Tel^e, Slmettki, Hittz.ikitfibi, bnlthart 
hfeheky Cmmy t^rdembtfchttiljt, Chdttx., &c. 1 fpeak m another pauicuiar Treatile of the 
Or^ne of ihefe families^ and the manner of life of thefe people. 

14. we travell’d three leagues, drawing towards the North, and lodg’d at night among AKobhn 
thtHatgjcaftiH. We faw, in a Chapel by the way, the Sepuldire of Bdram Td^e (drafi. Central tf 
He was ihc tainous Robber, who liv’d in the time of SrJb4cF.i^lt4tf, who coming to be head of a 
ftrong party of Tor yes, did abundance of mifehief ro the B/^a IzakdOgU, who was emred 
ferjut with a Tttrkilb Array, infomuch that there hardly pals'd a day, bur he fent feme Turl^ 
heads to the King. 

Thefe little advantages, and the booty be got, improv’d his retinue to the number of twelve 
thoufandmen, who did the T«rl;,a more mikhief than the Royal Army could. Sehach-eydfkat 
requited his fervices, by honouring him with the quality of Cha/i, and beftowing on nim the 
revenue of certain Villages, and feme Lands, to maintain the new Dignity. 

W e lodg'd that night in Hutts, and were hardly laid down, ere we heard the noife of a great 
volley of final} Ihot • which gave us a hot alarm, and oblig’d us to put our felves into a poliure 
. of defence, in expe^tion of iorae engagement. We thought at firft, that the Ktfdheahs had x 
delign to revenge the cruelty, which the Ambaflador £r»gnm had exercis’d the day before on 
one of their Camerades 5 but we underftood foon after, that what had been done, was by or- 
der from the Mufceviast Pefianitk, purpofely to frighten the Ambaffador 'Brugmsm, though he 
would make us believe, it was to honour him, oatofanittmginationhe feem'dtobave, that it 
was the faid AmbalTadur’s birth-day. 

The 1 y. we traveli’d eight leagues along the Heath, and lodg'd within a quarter of a league 
of the River t/iras. 

We intended to take up our quarters that night atTamiw ; but underftanding that Jrehy Chart 
oiScanmbk, was lodg'd there with his whoie-Court, and chat he would ftay there ail the nexc 
day, we alfo ttfolv’d to continue the 1 5 , at the place where we were. 

We had fome reafon to be diftruftfuU of Jkreb-Chatiy by rcafon of what had happen’d between 
ns at our firft pai&ge : but he made it appear that the Perfims have this alfo common with aft 
Generous minds, nitc they can forget injuries. For he did us no.unkindnefs ^ nay, onthecoB- 
tranr, as long as we were in his Government, he let flip no occafion of obliging us, laying 4 li|f 
auie of our mifunderftandidgone the ocher, on the Inie^reter %j^emy whohad forfaiteil ^ 
and, as he laid, had made him feverai bad reports of os, not doubting but he 
to us of hire, and protefting that if he had hi m, his head fliould eo on for it.

But if it were fo , we muft put thefe two Rivers , not above , but below the- 
City , ■towards the South , in as much as we found their Conflux or meeting together , which 
the Ferjians call Katsfehan , at thirty nine degrees , fifty four minutes , and Scanuuhu , at forty 
degrees, fifly minutes, that is, thirteen leagues thence, and under another Meridian. And 
indeed wc found fuch a diftance between them, when we travell’d thofe parts. Nor is there any 
other River , eminent enough or big enough , within nineteen dayes journey of Scmnaihie , on 
cither fide of it , to deferve that name. 


The 17. we took up our Quarters at Ti.(Ut«t , where we were receiv’d, and magnificently 
treated by the , whom the had fent to us. This Viiltge derives its name 

from the JrahitiHViQxd Tomaty which figmfies upajfage, in regard that , at the crofling of 
this River , people are oblig’d to fhew their pafs- port , which is done , to“ prevent the entrance 
of the Turks into the Kingdom. 

The 1 p. we travell’d eight leagues , for the moft parr , over barren Lands , and a defert 
Country , cover’d with Reeds , and lodg’d , that night , at the foot of the mountain of Semta- 
chie , in three MtaxMths , or round Hurts , which had been puroofely fet up there for us. That 
daydy’d our Painter, whofe name was Thierry Nienuin ^ after he had oeen fliaken feveral 
months together by a quartaiie ague , whereto a flux joyning carried him away in four dayes. 
He died by the way in a Wagon, and in ill weather. We had him buried the 2 z. before the 
City of Seamaebie , in the Chui^yard belonging to the Armenians , with the ordinary Cere- 
monies of onr own Country. 

The 20. we were upon our way betimes ia the morning , that we might , in eond time , pafs 
over the mountain of Scmnachie , which extend it felf in thofe parts like a Crmenc , toward 
the Eaft , from the Sea , along the River Cjr, and it is called there , LmgAm tachi , by reaftm 
Village, tmKd Lengebui ^ which is upon the opof the mQontato. 

^ xam , which was then fo cold , that we thimght Whkec,4»i«iii^<xi again , had fo bcolui 
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the high-wjiyes , that this was one of the Ciddeft dayes journey we had everfince ourfirft fet- 
ctngforrh. 

The Amhafiadofs , and fuch others as were well mounted , got to the City ere day-light was 
ihutin, but it\^as very late ere the reft reach'd it j nay fomegot not thither till after mid- 
, fome , not tiO the next rownii^* 

The Camels , which being fo heavily loadcn , where not able to ^t up fo narrow and Hippery 
a way as is that of the Mountain , came not till eight dayes after, f he Chm had aflign’d us the 
fame Q^rters we had had , at our former paflage that way • fo that we were all lodg’d at the 
houfes of the fame .< 4 me»wwa , ourantient Landlords. They receiv’d us very kindly , and as 
to the Ambaffadors , the Oim fent them a Sapper from his own Kuchin. 

For my own particular, lhadfeverai Prefentsfent me from my friends, and Tutors, as 
, the tMoUttf hrumcuh, andCWi/, who fent me fevcral dilhesof Apples, 

•'txii Grapes , and came to fee me the next day , to examine how I had improv’d my felf in their 
langm^. 

Ftb.xi. TheCfciOiand Cdfcnfer came in perfon to fee the Ambaffadors, and invited them TXf chan 
and their retinue to a Supper. In the evening, the fent horfes , to bring them to the Pa- *>•«»»/'» 
lace. He treated us ms^ificencly j and entertain’d us with very civil difeourfes, and 
we« the more obliging, in that we afterwards found the effefts of them, during our aboad'^*”^' 
acScMnMribie, where we continu’d five weeks; during which , we had the divertifement of 
feverai hunting matches , and were created a ^eat Fealis , which the Chan made from time to 
rimepnrpofelyfor us.

^T[Tie3.6. and lo.the Chan treated us at his own Palace, to celebrsftc their Naur ns ^ or 
Newycar. Qkalif, iht <iMtnatzam , or Aftrologcr, belonging ro the Ch*», fent me, lor 
my new-years-gift , a fat Lamb. •• 

March 1 4- Jrtb-Chan receiv’d an affurance of the continuance of the King’s favour towards 
Imn, according to the cuftome, by the Prefentof anew Garment: in as much as when the ico/ Pet- 
’OEraw/ and Govemours have made their ordinary Prefents , the King fends an exprefs to them , fia ajfmes 
to arfforetbem , either of his fevour or difplcafurc ; whereof the Ceremony is this. The King’s <-h»ns 
^woy or BiCpieft , beir^come within three or four leagues of the City , lends a Meffenger , to *’■' J'" 

1^ ijhe Govemoor iwjtice of it , and to let him know he brings him good news. The Cover- 
xtoor, who many times is noefure to return again, takes his leave of the City, as if he were 
aioc to come thither any more , and goes a league out of the City , to meet the Envoy , accom- 
INtny’d by all his friends- 

Asfoonasthe Envoy fees the Govemour coming, he makes a halt, and the Governour 
dl%hts, and puts off his Sword, Garment, andTurbant, and in thatpofture approchesthe 
Envoy, who hath in a Box cover’d with fome rich Tapiftry, a Letter of grace, with anew 
Garment , or elfe an order to bring the Governour’s head. If the Kii^s favour be confirm’d to 
him, he receives from the Envoy, the new Garment, which he kifCraat the collar, touches 
vririi his fore head , and then jaits it on. 

If the Envoy hath an order to bring away the Govemour's head , he prefently hath it cut oif, 

{Nits it into the Box, and immediatwy returns. There arc diverfe examples of thefc executions 
in the time of Schach^uSbas j as alfo in that of SchaehSefi^ The former caus’d to be executeif 
after this manner, tAhnud, Chaaoi HmesUn, Kdsaa^ Chan of Ormi, and Baifnt^ 

Stdthan , Govemour of Magashm ; and the later put to death , by an Envoy , Jarah , SidthOt 
iAMshit , and Moral , SiUthan oilBajeJid. But this laft caus’d them to faeftrai^led , andafrer- 
watds to be Head , and order’d their skins , fill'd with Hay , to be fet in the high- way , becaufe 
they had over-eafily deliver’d up thofc places wherewith he had entcufted them. 

tAr^Chan intreated the Ambafiadors to be prelent at an afHon , winch he knew could not 
be otherwife than advantageous to him , in fo much diat he had got a ht^e dofe of drink , ere 
he went hut of the City. He was mounted on an excellent' Roan hoefe, without any Arms, 
eaufing to be led before him feverai other gallant hotfes with rich trainings , and having about 
his penOn fifteen of his Guard , with their Carabins , and a retinue of about four hundred men 
befides tte Aitdiafiadocs , and the Calmer^ who accompany’d him with their Domeftteks. He 
march’d inthifnider, as far as the King’s Garden, without the City, halting feverai times, 
to make the Compai^ drink , and canting feverai young Lads to dance in the mean time. His 
two Sons , whereof tlie ehftr was but to. years of age , and the younger i S. both very band- 
'fmne wclllhap’d petfons, fdlow'd him with moft of the Inhabitants of the City* andr — ^ 
menonhorfo-back, who Were covet’d with Lynxes-skins , andtheftirres <£ ‘Bmhar-* 
and carried on the tops of long Poles, certain Tio-ly Heads fill’d with Hay , anddier 
which tArdi had taken from them.

made a Prayer for the King’s health , which ended , the Chew’s Steward , ci^'d out , heboiia 
domtine, JKaJtler^HWtline ^ Ch/mf*glit^»e , dUditltm-, that is, “ Vi c pray for the profpenty 

of the King , the fuccefs olhis Soldiers , and the health of the Chan , whereto ail the people 
anfwer’d, AlLi, JMa^ Ada. 

Thefe Ceremonies ended , the Trumpets founded , and the Tymbrels were play’d on , and 
and the return’d to the City, cauiingto be carried, bcfoiehim, the heads and 
Colours, which, at his coming thence, had march’d after him.

Which they did only to pieafe the PrrjMWJ, in as much as, when the 
covim AmbalTador, who was troubled to fee thofe poor people ftand there fu long in that 
flure , feni them word , that they might be gone with their Images , they made anfwer , that 
they ought not to ffirr thence , without exprefs order from the Chan. The tArmtman Women 
gave us the divtrtifemcnt of their dancing , in three Companies , which fuccef&vely reliev'd one 
another. The Chan gave us another kind of fport , by letting loofe among the People , two 
Wolves, ty’d to long Ropes, to be drawn back when they pleas’d. Hecaus'dalfo the head 
of one of thofe wild Beaffs which they call Aha’$ to be cut off at one blow with a Cymitar. That 
wals done by this Height , iitff they gave the Beaff a blow over the back , which made it lift np 
the head , fo that they could hardly mifs it. TTiat night ! was flung by a Scorpion. 
iheAm.- ' The 2d. came to Scamachie , ImancnUj whmn the King of Ter^a feni Ambaffador to the 
iiif.in- thhtofHelfein, our Mafttr. The Ci!w; invited him to Dinner without Ambaffadors. The 
tidnded next day, they had a long conference together , for the regulation of our journey , f(»"wdiich 
tolitein ^ we fet all things in order.

The third , we got two leagues , and lodg’d at night at SchJ/rm , having pafs’d oVer three 
little Rivers. 


There lives in the mountains of thefe parts a certain people , call’d Tadar. They live only by 1?^” ** 
rapine, and courfe upanddownthehigh-wayesfortwenty leagues about, to robTravcflcrs.'/^**.^'f’*®' 
We were cold, that, the day before, they came to the Village , to inquire how ftrong we^** 
were, how we march’d, and what Guard we kept in our quarters. 

The tJ^ehenumdaf and the Inhabitants advis’d us to keep a firong Guard , and to keep clofe 
ttgcther , as well in our march , as at our quarters. Whence it came, that ever after, we kept 
ftill in light of the Baggage. The Inhabitants of Schdmn are , in their Language , called Kurs^ 
which occafiony the mifiake of diverfe of our people in their Journals , who thought they were 
the people caned ¥jirdes. But it was a great overfight , in as much as the Kurdes live in K«r- 
defiiuoi, which is the antient ChaleUa, a Province far dtftant from that we now fpeak of, 

4 .wetravell’d four leagues through a hilly, yet very delightful. Country. We o- 
vertook by the way a of and Merchants , who were very glad 

of onr Company, to fecure them againft the incurlions of tnofe Robbers. 

There appear’d one of them , who would have taken notice of our march , and firengtbj but 
lie t^ehemandar immediately commanded out ten or twelve PerpAns , who purfu’d him into 
the Wood , where they loft him. He had ftoln an Ox , and being forc’d to leave him behind, 

■^e tJf'teheifuadar made a Prefcnt of him to the Ambaffadors. 

In the afternoon, wecameto^i/fb^j', a Village lying in a fenny place, within two leagues 
, where our Ihip was wrack’d. The inhabitants of the Village , who took us for 
enemies , had left all , and were got into the Woods : but nnderftanding afterwards upon what 
accompt we came , they had the confidence to return to their houfes. We found in the houfc 
of one of thek Priefls, many fair Manuferipts. 

The fifth we travcU’d eight Icaguw , through woody roads, anddeferts, to the Village of 
Xofttft* We law by the way the Sepulchre of one of their Saints , named Pjr Schich tjuioiu 
Md met with a party of five and twenty Horfemcn , well mounted and well arm’d. They 
{sM were Country people of the adjacent Villages, and that they were forc’d to go in 
ftroogfartief, and to travel fo arm’d , to fecure thenifelves againft the Robbers thereabouts ; 
but th^ look’d more like fuch themfelves. For we underftood afterwards , that the inhabitants 
of the Village, where we lodg’d that day, viCctPadurs. Their houfes were built upon the 
afeent of certain little hills, half within the Earth, being encoropafs'd about with a knot of 
trees, which made a delightful profpeft from one houfe to another. 

The 6. INC travell’d three leagues , all through a continu'd Foreft , and we crofs’d the three 
Rivers of KojjSar, Sambur, and K«r^««e. That of Satnbur is the moft confiderabie , and rifes out 
of the mountain of Eihtutrs , dividing it felf at this place into five branches , the chanels where- 
of were fo broad , that our horfes, as we pafs’d through, had not water up to half the . 
legs. 

The 7 . having gone three leagues , we came to the moft antient City of Derbent- There caice cm* tit 
to meet us only a certain number of KiJtSfachs , in rmrd the Governour , Sedtewerdi S/i/jb<w,Derbent. 
Utween whom and his horfe-men there was feme difference , durft not come out of the Caftfe, 
left the KipStachs fliould poiTcfs themfelves of it. 

The Ferfutts put this City at Sy, degrees longitude , and I found it at forty onfc degrees, fifty Derfaent 
minutes, latitude. It is in length, reaching from Eaft to Weft, about a league j and in breadth, 
four hundred and fifty ordinary paces. 

It fenres for a Gate to the Kingdom of Perfit on that fide , for , on one fide it reaches to the 
foot of the mountain, and on the other, to the Sea, which is foneer, that fometimes the 
waves beat over the walls. 

The Authors , as alfo the Inhabitants of the City, affirm, that it was built by 7/cvi«- 
der , that is , the Great 5 not fuch as it is now (for that honour is due to their King 

NmfcbirHtm) but only the Caftle , and the Wall , which encompaffes the City on the Souch- 
fide.^Thefc walk arp very high , and at leaft five or fix foot thick , and viewing them at a di- 
ftance , a man wotild tinnk them built of the beft and faireft kind of tree-ftone ; but coming neer 
them , he finds that the Stones are made ofMufcle-fliels, and pieces of free- ftone beaten,^ 
molded like Brick, which time bath reduc’d to a hardnefs beyond that of Marble. * J' ‘

in compais ; but it lies deferc , having no houfes , bnt converted into Gardens and Corn-faelds. 

It was heretofow inhabited by Greeks , whence the Perjmt call it , to this day , Scaher 
that is, the ^retk^City. 

All this coaft is pwe Rock 5 upon which fcore it is very dangerous for Veffels. It fervea for a 
foundation to the walls of the whole City , which are fo broad, thata Wagonmayeaiilybe 
driven on them. "The mountain above the City, is cover'd with wood , where there may be 
yet feen the ruins of a wall, above fifty leagues in length, which, as wc were toM , hadfome* 
lime ferv’d for a communication between the and BuxmeScas, In fome places it was 
feme five or fix foot high , in others , but two , in others , there was no track of any. There 
might be feen alfo on other hills , the ruins of feverai old Cattles , whereby it might he judg’d, 
that they were built four fquarc. There were two undemoiilli’d, and had gjflfrifiSiitln them. 
There are alfo feverai redoubts of wood, upon all the avenaes. 

The moft remarkable thing about this City is the Sepulchre otTzMintxMme , of whom the 
^erjians relate this after their Poe* Piefm^ who hath left in writing. 

ifd Talk They affirm, that T/JJI (fo theycaH ourSawout Jr/«f Chnffji coming one day into thofe 
af Tzumt- parts , found in his way a dead nwB’^s slull, and diffirous to know whofc it had been, pray’d to

We took notice, on this fide of the City, of about five or fixthoufand'Tambs, cover’d 
with ttones , much larger than the ordinary ftature of men , all half round, Cylinder-wife, and 
hollow within. They had aH of them Armkk. Infcriptions , and it is reportea , that anciently, 
yet fince the time of Mahnnet , there had been , in eJHedsa , a Kiw named Keffaty by birtn, 
an OkjfSy (a people living in behind the mountain of who beu^ ingag’d 

in a war againft ilitTm/trsoi Dagejiheaty whom they call was defirous to give them 

battel in that place ; but that he was there defeated, and that he causid the Officers then kill’d 
to be buried in the Tombs whkh are yet to be feen there. Towards the Sea-fidc , there were 
forty others compafs’d by a wall , but modi bigger than any of the fore- mentioned. Thefe , as 
the Inhabitants affirmed , were the Sepulchres of fo many great Lords , and holy Perfons , who 
had been kill’d in the fame battel. Every Sepulchre had its Banner. 

The jPerjEwj name thefe Sepulchres Tictlfen^ai, 3nd the Turks ioiTartm y Kerchler- The 
Ttrfms and Tartars do their devotions at them , in fo much that this place was heretofore very 
famous , both for the many foundations , and charities given thereto : but now it is kept by an 
ancient man, who makes a poor fiiifc to live upon the Alms that are given him. 

King KaffaXy who liv’d many years after this Battel, isintcrr’aneerT^iivif, neer a River, 
named that is j bitter waters. The Tomb of Queen hiswife,.istobefecnnecr 

the Fortrefs of Vrunti , and they fay it is forty foot long. 

tAfr. 13. we faw feverai Tartars y as well men as women , coming to do their devotions 
fficre, which confitted in going , one after another , to kifs the Sepulchres of thefe forty Saints, 
upon which they fettheir hands while they pray’d. It was the tenth day of their Si/harsw , on 
which they na|ce a commemoration of the facrifice of Abraham. 

There asm iKjf any Quriftians at Uerlvw , but the Inhabitants are unlefsit 

be fome few Jem , who pretend to be of the Tribe of ‘Benjamin. It is accordingly a plait

Dage^hmy was very dangerous, definng us to make ufe of the Convoy he proffer’d us, 

AmhalTadors, confidenng that thofe proffers were made by a Tartar of D^tfihan, and that ^3!,- 
there were no more fafety in his Company, than among the Robbers themfclves, return’d him ' 

their thanks, and fent him word, that they would not pat him to that trouble. However we 
thought it prudence, to make our advantage ofthe notice given us of the danger we might fall 
kto among thofe and we order’d a view to be made of our Arms, and found, there 

were among us, two and fi% Muskets and Firelocks, nineteen cafes of Piftols, two brafs 
Guo^ and tour HWEthering-peccs, all well fiixt, and fit for fiwice. 

Having ftaid fotne titac for ImancHh, who had promis’d to follow us within a few dayes, and 2% 
finding our fclTC$ in a place, where the Governour, inftead of fupplyii^ u$ with provihons,®''^'’’/'"' 
forc’d as to buy alt at a dear rate, the Ambaffadors refolv’d the 1 z. to give order for their de- 
parture, commanded the Ba^age to be made ready, and deliver’d every man his allowance 
OKad tor four dayes, in as much as there was no great likelyhood welhouldfind much at the 
{daces we were to travel through. 

Thei3. we weregot ooh<mc-b3ck, and ready to march, when word was brought, thatjf,,(5^„.. 
ijhe Governour had (hut the City-gate. This news fomewhatftartled us, and oblig’d the Am-murha- 
oaffadors to fend the Mehemanaar to hilg to know the reafon of his fo doing. His anfvver 
that, having receiv'd intelligence, that Ojki«, a T^rr^r- Prince, not far from ‘Utrhenty inten- 
ded to fet upon us by the way, and putustoanexceffiveranfome, or take away all we had, 
and that being refponfable to the King for what might happen to us, he rfiought it not fit we 
ihoald go thence without a Convoy, which being not to be had that day, he defir'd ns to flay 
till the next. 

We knew dw Cwmroy be intended us, would ferve us in no ftcad, and that the care he took 
pcocedbd ndC fimn any Idndnefs he had for us ; but it was fit, we put on the beft face we could 
upOdk. and adtnowlw^d our fehres obl^'d to him. Only we fent todcfire him,in regard we 
wewaMaMKRKed, to pemmit os to encamp without the City, and there eaqicid; the Convoy. 

He was content we fliouW do fo j whereupon we went and encamp'd a qpiarter of a league with- 
out die City, near a Vineyard, upon the tide of a fraall River, which ferves for a common 
Frontier, b^ceji the Tartars of Dagt^m and the ‘Ftrfitas. 

We frmnd near that place the Sepulchres of two other tJliahitmtaa Saints, one, that of Pyr other 
ildnclwr, in thi^lain, at the foot of the mountain ; the other, that of Imam Karchudy within Sams St^ 
the mountain. They fay the later was of kin to Mdirmety and that he alwayes fate at his 
tobeinfttuaedbyhim. They add, that he liv’d three hundred years after Mdiemt's death, 
and that he retir’d to King Ks^my whom he diverted by his playing on the Lute, and inceffant- 
ly animated to make a war againfl the Ltfgiy by the fongs he fung to that inftmment 3 but that 
atls^ prefuming to preach to thofe who were in hopes to convert them 

to the MAmutan Religion, they kill'd him. 

His Sepulchre is in a Cave cut within the Rock. There is alfo another hollow place in the 
iune Rock, where there is a Coffin, made of four boards nail'd together, and rais’d about four 
foot from the ground. I faw it over-night, and found at it, an old woman, who bad the 
keeping of the Sepulchre . but the next day, I found it fet forth with a Carpet of ‘MrocadiSy 
and the Boor cover’d with Mac, for their convenience who came thither to do their JDevo- 
thms. 

Hiere reforted thither many Women and Maids from the City, and other places, who went 
all bare-foot into the Cave, kifs’d the Coffin, and, havmgfiud their prayers, made their offer- 
ings tq the old Woman, to whom they gave fome Butter, Oicefc, Milk, others. Bread, Mo- 
ny. Wax, and the like The ni^c foliovni% we heanl h^e a cinffus’d and dreadful noife, much 
liketbarofoerfoBofinging, dancing, and weeping, all at the fame time. 1 never heard any 
thtrg fo baiWoos. 

e^- 14- we expeded otur Convoy till three hours after Sun-riflng ; but feeing none cam^ jCmw 
we fet forward, obfervit^ the foOowing order. Dwiifflit, 

The three I ieutcnancs, witji their Souldiers, havipg their matches lighted made the 
guard. I'. 

Next them, follow’d a Udd-pkce, of two pound and a half Bullet, upon « 
four wheels, and then the four Murthering- pieces, with all cfiings In a 

Wagon. '^’1 

Then manrlied the Camels, loaden with the ba^i^haviiM^4flb!ac|lid!^£^oiw reti- 
sm^conimandedt^theAmbaffadorCrajiar, aodwtlwlig^y ^ 
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Next the Bjggigc, cjme the other Field-piece, and after that, the Ambaflidor Brttpnan^ 
who brought up the Rear, conlifting of all the reft of the Company. 

. In this order we left the Frontiers of ^Berfea, to goioto thole of the Tartars of Da£ejlhan. 

Ttolomy, and his followers, affirm, that this CoiJntry is pan of that out of which 
.^.CKmw would have to coma Tba/f/frts, Q^n of the who came to Alexander 
theOtcai in Hyreama^ to get of him that kindnefs, which Women will not often beg, though 
they ever fo much delire it. The Ptrftans call thefe people Lejgi^ and they name themfelves 
Dagejiha/iTartar, that is from the word T<ig, ot'Da£, which in their Lan- 

guage, iignifies a t.S'/oAiMWiw ; becaufc they live between the mountains, and in the plain, at 
the toot of the mountains, which are twenty or thirty leagues diftant from the Csipim Sea, to- 
ward the Weft. 


They inhabit all along the Sea- coaft. Northward, as far as Ter/;/, about forty leagues, ta-^ 
king the way we came. The mountain it felf, in fome places, comes within half a lea'gue of 
the Sea, and in fome it is two or three leagues from it, there being in the plains very fruitful 
and pleafani fields, unlefs it be towards the Sca-lide, where it is all heathy and barren. 

The Inhabitants are of a yeilowifli and dark complexion, inclining to black; they arc wcl! 
fet and have ftrong limbs, dreadfully ugly in their faces, and wear their hair, which is black and 
greafy, fniing down over their ftioulders. They are all barbarous and favages. 

’jhmbdtt. Their cloaching is a long clofe Coat, of a grey or black colour, of a wretched coarfc cloath, 
over w hich they wear a Cloak as coarfe, or haply of Sheep-skin. On their head they wear a 
ftjuare Cap, made of feveral pieces ^Filoath, and their Ihooes are of Sheep- skin, or Horfe-hide, 
all of one piece, and fow’d to their feet over the inftcp| and at the lides. 

They are circumcis’d, and have all thither CereiijoBicsbffheJjpsri^a, profeffingthe 
hmnetan Religion ; but are fo llcnderly inttrufted therein, wondred, they 

have fo little devotion. They live by the Cattel they breed, 'V^.ometj take care, 

while the men go up and down a-robbing, making no confcicnce to ueal away.' tilt children of 
their neareft relations, to fell them to the Per/tans and others. Whence it comes, that, even 
among themfelves, they live in perpetual diftruft one of another. 

VmtJms. Their defenlive Arms, which they put on and^ ofij with their Cloaths, are, a ClOaf of 
Mail, a Head-piece, and a Buckler ; and the ofFenlivc are the Cymitar, Bows and Arrows, 
and the Javelin, there being not any fo poor among them but is furnifii’d with thefe Arms. 
They put allMerchants to a ranfome, and foraetimesrobthemof all; fo that the Caravmms 
which pafs chat wav, are either fo ftrong as to make their party good againft thefe Tones, or 
go by Sea to avoid them. 

They fear neither Pei/ww nor in regard no Army is able to follow them into 

the mountains, into which they retreat when they are purfu’d. 

•£ht PriHtt All this Country is not fubjeft to one Prince ; on the contrary, every City, almoft hath its 
^ f/.f Tar- particular Lord. They call him who is the chiefefi among them the He fucceeds his 

Predecelfor by an odd way of elelftion. For, upon the death of the Scbejwi^/, the other Lords 

-^yrfas meet, and lit down in a ring, into which the Prieft of the place cafts a golden Ap- 
pie, and the perfon who is firft touch’d thereby is made Schmk^l Yet is nor his power fo ablo- 
lute, but that the other Lords participate thereof, they having only for him a certain refped and 
compliance, and that not very great. '' 

fhe Coan- W't came into this Country, as we faid before on the 14. of Afril, We travell’d that day 

07^' 01- five leagues, pafling through feveral Villages, and pleafant fields, and lodg’d at night in the 
Country of Ofntn^ whom fome call //nw, at a Village named which was alfo the 

name of the Lord of it. He lent to meet us his fon, attended by fifteen perfons on horf back, 
well 4fm’d, who after the firft Complement, fell off on the left hand, and went into a Wood, 
and we took the right. We quarter’d in the Helds near a Village, fortifying our felves with the 
Baggage, and fecunng our felves againft the furprifes of thofe Robbers, by a good number of 
Sentinels, plac’d at all the avenues. 

Th^oung Prince return’d to our Quarters in the evening, but vifited only the tjlditfcovim 
Ambaii^or, only to learn of him who we were, and what there was to be gotten of us. We 
intended him a Prefent of ii. Duckats, and three pieces of ‘PeryM-Satin, had he honoured the 
Ambaffadors with a vifit ; but he thought it enough to do it by two of his Officers, whereupon 
we only fainted him vtfith the firiiig of two great Guns, charg’d with bullets, juft at his depar- 
ture from the tJMuftwian Ambafiador’s to tdke horfe. 

The ij. weprofccutedourjoumfey, throng a hilly Country, and had in our way good 
Hunting. There ftarted fo many Hates, that, in a Ihort time, we took nine. 

Tht Lori- Having travell’d iix leagues that day, cam, at night, into the Seigneury of 'Beiaack^ 
fiip of and lodg’d near a Village of the fame name. Upon the afeent of a hill, which was fo fteepy 
Bomack, wards the Sea, that we were fecurc as to that G<fc, and we fonii^’d Camp with the 
gage, which we drew up like a half- moon well flank'd. The txard of bath not 

.Subjt.fl:?, but in recompence, abundance of Cattel, wherein all bis Wealth conlifts. ■ 
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The Amba<fador£r*jg«j<*ff was incens’d at the people's looking on us, as a thing they had 

never feen before, and wovild have had fome Muskets diicharg’d among them, but without ^I- 

kts, only to frighten them, and was enrag’d that thofe he fpoke to would not execute fo im- Bnigmanv 
pertinent a command, which no doubt had cofl, us all our lives. For thofe Barbarians, who'’”^*»^ot 
were wicked and daring, and difeover’d that they wanted only a pretence to upon us, grura- 
bled that anyfliould think it much they flood there, and were confident enough ro tell ns, that 
the ground, they were then upon, was rather tbeiis, than ours, and that they had as much 
right to be there as we hid : That we might have forborn threatning them j that they acknow- 
ledg’d we were too ftrong for them 5 but that upon the leaft fign the Schmkgl fliould give them, 
they would come with futh a force as were able to difpatch us all, though we were twice as 
many. That they car’d for neither the King of Ferjia nor Duke of ^infeovy^thit thw were i)<#- 
gaiihtmSj and acknowledg’d no Superiour but God. They would not, atfirft, fuffo us to go 
tor water, without paying for it j but finding that the Well where it was to be had, was with- 
in the reach of our great Guns, and that we fet things in order to force our way to it, they re- 
treated and left us. 

The Scfcfwiltirf font us word late over-night, that we (houtd not offer to go away the next 
morning, till ^ had fearch’d our baggage, to fee whether we carried any Merchants goods. 

The Ambafik^ors return’d him anfwer, that they were not Merchants, but Ambafladors, and 
that confetjuently they might pafs all places without paying ; That they would ftand upon their 
privil^e, at^d that if the offer’d them any violence, they fliould do what were con- 

fonant to the law of Nature and Nations to prevent it. But we heard no more of him. 

Ihieardfince, that the Tohjh Ambaflador, whomwemetinour journey out of Terfia^ and'^^®**^ 
of whom I gpc fome account before, coming to lodge, in his return, at the fame place, had^”^^" 
•Hjoattefl’d with the Inhabitants of Indwaskill’d with all his retinue, only three Scr- 

vants excepted, who got back to Derbem, ^whence the Mehettumdiiry who had conduced him 
thither, carried them to the Court. During their flay there, the King allow’d each of them 
three cAb/u’s a day, til! he found a convenience to fend them home, which he did afterwards, 
upon an Erabaffy which the Great Duke of Mitfewy had fent to him. 

The 1 6. we departed betimes in the morning, and came, long before night, into the Terri- 
tories of the Prince of TVjfejjf, where I narrowly efcap’d falling into the hands of thofe f^arba-^^f^* 
rians. For, hearing that we were not above a quarter of a league from the Sea- fide, 1 Jefc the ^Tartar* 
Company, lakit^ along with me the IMaftcr’s Mate, Cornekfu Ntthohfm, to go and obferve 
the(i|i»ao^ thoreofibut we were hardly got thither,ere we difeover’d at a di^^e motmarst 
foflowd, within two or three hundred paces, by eight more, who, aflibon ne they perceiv’d 
vS, made ail the hafle they could towards us 3 butwefoon recover'd the Road. The two firfl 
ieeing us retreat, porfu’d us in hill fpeed, with their Javelins in their hands j till the other 
eight, doubting it Teems, that we might not be alone in thofe parts, got up to a hill, to «take 
a view of the Country, and feeing all our Company, from which we could not be above a 
Musket-ihot diflant, theycall’d to the other two, to give them notice it was in vain to purfue 
ns. Whereupon, they rode on gently , and came all together to the Company, falutcd it, 
admir’d our Cloaths , and woum needs fee our Piflols, but were not permitted to handle 
them. 



W e met that day with feveral parties of Tartar fome appearing before us, fome behind us. 

Some only pafs’d by, others accompany’d us a quarter of a league or better. Some try'd whe- 
ther we would fuifer them to crofs us in our march ; but we would not permit it. 

]y?ving travelM feven leagues that day, we came at night before the Giro of Tarkiff and ejn- 
TOffiped without the City, near a Fountain, within a quarter of a league of the Sea. 

The next day, jifr. 17. the Lord of the place fent his Brother, accompany 'd by three per- 
fons ot quality, to complement us, and make proffers of his frirndlhip and ferviccs. 

HieGb^whimfelf, being fick, could not come in perfon, which^theAmbafladitfsomfarftand- 
iiig, they fent their Phyfician to him, as well to return their thanks for his civilities, as to o&t 
fiis afiSflance, for the recovery of his health. He raadeufe^lf hiip» apd found Toot cafe, that 
fome daye$ after, he fent to complement the Ambafladors, and thank them for the care they 
had had b|fedm. 

Hewasa|^,p^ of about 38. years of age, named SitrehoftChan, and pretended himfelf de- 
feended foom of Perfit^ with whom he held fo good correfpondence, that when the 

arein^l^jinawaramongftthemfclvcs, he implores the afliflance of the Schaeh^ 
who fails not 10 His authority is very confiderable among them, yet notfo abfo* 

Jute, but that feveral AfjrJflar, ofbiskiMred, participate of the Government Nay he had r 
Nej^w, a younger Broth^s Vsho waf Lord of fome part of the City. 

The City of T«rk£i, tjlii^hl^pb^ of all BageSihaa^ lies within the iO0Upi;i|j]L 
fteepy ro^s, which arc fo’fuiof ineHs, that they feem to confift of nothing 
not the fpace of a hands breadth, but a man meets with five or fix yf ^ 

fieis of a WaU-ntu-foeU. The Rock is as hard as fitni> yet is 

^mountain. Out 
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^ p Out of ihefe Rocks there rife ftiveral pleafant fprings, which fall into the City fcveral waies. 
[{>30* City is not wall’d. It may contain a thoofand houfes , built according to the way, 
but not fo well. Thefe Tartar j , as alfuthufe and the others who live more Nort- 

herly , are called KMtackjt but thofe who live behind Tarkit , in the mountain , towards the 
Well, arc named Kattink,. or Ka/u^KmHSj who have* BiOft of them, their particular Lords. 

The Inhabitants of are as barbarous & milchicvous as thofe oi^Boindi , but the women 
and maids were more civil. They go with their faces uncover'd , and are not kept in fuch re- 
fhraint, asthofeof theTerJfcWi. The maids have their hair ty’d up in forty trefles, which hang 
down about their heads , and they were not fliy of being feen, nor of having their hair felt. 

Q We met here with and old man, named ^tatthias z^lagmarj born at Ottingtn in the 
Datchy of Wittenberg , who having left off his trade of weaving , to go into the wars of Hhs- 
mi^ thegttry , fell into the hands of the , who had fold him 1 0 tliel'c Tarttrs, He was circumcis’d, 
rartats. and had almoft foreot the german tongue 5 yet he told us he was a Chriflinn , and believ’d one 
God and three perfons. He al fo faid the Lords Prayer , but with much ado. 

The proffers of friendlhip and fcrvice which Surchou C/w«raade us, had rais’d us into feme 
confidence , that we were lafe under his protciftion .■ bur we found lince , that we were in grea- 
ter danger there, than we had been any where before. For, during the five weeks we were among 
ihtTmars, all their difeourfe was of robbing , rifling, killing, and cutting of throats. Wc 
defir’d the t^fehemandar to go along with usto Tiri^’ , upon the frontiers of Jklofcovj , or, at 
leaft , to leave us the Camels and other cooveuiences for carriage , coniidering the little likely- 
hood wc had to get any of the Tmm-s , and we Ihould requite his kindnefe with a confidcrafale 
fum of raony. But he told us , that he had exprefs order to bring us only to Tt^ku , and that’ 
if he went any farther, it might endanger his life : That we might treat with the Camel-dri- 
vers , and that he would affift us what he coulddo in it : but inftead of obliging us in that , 
took them all along with him that night , unknown to us. This fiidAa departure of his ftartled 
us the more , in that , the next day , two women , who fold ; u^rtd pretended to be 

Mnfeoviteshom, aM Chrijiiass ^ and that they had been ftoinaWay in ihelfjfoiwbj ^ noarkd 
iu that Country , came to tell us , that the Tmmrs intended to kill us all, out of M imagination, 
that wc carried along with us a vaft ireafere 5 That the Inhabitants of Ofmm and Boind(iaA 
feni word to Smklft Chm^ that we had pafs’d through their Country , and that, ttifriMiilof 
payingthe duties for our Merchandifes and &iggage, we had been fo infolent as to threaten them, 
and gm them;^ words ; That they had rcl'olv’d to fee upon us , to kill all the aged perfons, 
and make the reft Slaves, and, to that end, had fent Mefiengers to SttrkpH Chan, and that there 
was one gone from him to the SchemkgL 

We put the beft face outward before thofe women, and made as if we were not troubled at 
any thing the T mars could do , in regard we knew not how far we fliould aedit their relation. 
However we thought good to make our advantage of it , upon this refleftion that we found 
no order taken for our departure thence, and that there came thither a party of forty 
of Btindk , & that Meffengers pafs’d to and fro , as if it were in order to the execution of fomc 
great defig^i. 

The AmbalTadors having call’d ttgether the chief of the retinue, & reprefented the danger 
we were in, put it to the queftion what were beft to be done. It was urg’d, that it had been 
more prudence to treat thofe Barbarians kindly , than to have exafperued them , as had been 
done , but fince there was no recalling of what was paft , that the only way was to take cou- 
rage, and fell our lives at the deareft me we could 1 That, having, on both fides of us, inac- 
cdlible Rocks , the .Sea behind , and the Tartars before us , it would be mdJrc honooraole for 
us to dy nobly, than fall alive into the hands of the Tartars. 

Our greateft misfortune was , that there were differences among our fcives. The AmbalTa- 
dor Brffgman carried on his private deligns, and found fault with whatever others advis’d, cfpe- 
cially thofe among us who any way pretended to Learning. Certain it is, that, inftead of con- 
tributing his endeavours to our prefervation , he vvonid have contriv’d our ruin , could he have 
done it, without danger to himfelf. 

Wc underftood fince , that it was really the defign of the Tartars , to fet upon us , and that 
they had done it , if the Schemksl, out of hopes to have the whole booty himfelf, and trapann’d 
us an other way , had not prevented them. He fent an Expreft to tell us , that we Ihould take 
our way over the ork^ of Boats , abov/: the City of his ordinary refidence, & that if we took 
any other , even iliat of the 5 a-fide, where we mig^t have crofs’d the River by Boat, he ihouM 
treatusasEnemi^^ 

The Meffengerhefentus, tariff .concluded his difeourfe, rofe up, and would have been 
gone ., but the Mafetroim him by the arm , faid to him j "Eriend , go and 

tell thy Sehemkfii , that he is nei 'toa^int’hs our way $ wc lhalltaie that we thiidt &s 
‘‘’tistrue, itweUbenohardnlmsfef?ll‘lll^ toqatoffa handW<ffpe»id«r but let him fcnow*' 
"that the Czaar, who is moft coflcertfd%^^ Erabaiify, wittxefeiwit, andreW^ 
"deaths, with the greateft cruelty iffla^blr. 
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quit the dcfign they had tofetuponus, as they intended , and oblig’d them to change their j go g . 
manner of proceeding ; So that , ^pr. zq. we were vilited by four T^rwr-Princes , who din’d ^ 
with the Ambaffadors in their Tent, and were not ill treated, conlidering the place we were 
then at. All their difeourfe was only of robbing and Healing, and felling men : nay one of them 
faid that, all the week before, hehadftolnbut one poor Girl. After they were gone , the 
Prince of Ofinin‘s Brother came tovilitus. Heexprefs'd fomewhat of civility , and made us 
great proffers of his fervices. After him, came the ot the Cityofr<w%. We ask'd 

him why we were not furnifii’d with conveniences of carriadge for our Baggage. He inge- 
nuoi^y told us , that we were not to expeft any , till we had made a Prefent to SHrku Chm^ aptFm' 
The next day , there was one fent him , to wit , a pair of gold Bracelcrs, a pound of Tabacco, 
aPiftol, a Firelock, a barel of Powder, two pieces of P<r/ 4 -Satin, and fevcral forts of SpiceSj&tkou- 
with this raeffagewithall, thatabarelof Aquavitaelhouldbefenthim, as foon as we came to Chon. , 
•ferki. This Prclcnt took him fo , as that he prefently promis’d we fliould have all conveniences, 
for mony , and invited the Ambaffadors to come and dine with him. It was taken into confide- 
ration whether they fcould go, or not j butatlaft, itwasrefolv’d theylhould, taking along »«« tkm 
withtliftmfQW other jKrfons. 

The dottK wa$ laid upon the ground , according to the ‘Perjm way , and the whole enter- parucu- 
tainment coofifted in four dilhes, wherein there were little fliccs of Mutton, drawn upon fticks, e/ tie 
fojOM WlMtings, and Curds, and in four other leffer dilhes , Rice, with pieces of Mutton in *»*"'**'“* 
it and raifins of the Sun. The Carver fate in the middl e of the dilhes , and having broke a long 
tlln Cake , he caft a piece of it to every one of the Cuefts. He aUo tore the pieces of Meat 
and the Eifti , but all was done only by his hands , which were as black as his face ; fo that the 

rwining between his fingers, and mingling with the dirt from which it took another colour, 
almoft turn'd oor ftoroacks. 

But there was a neceffuy we fliould comply. Our drink was only water, in great glaffes, and. 
afterwards Aquavitx , in filver Cups. After dinner, they would needs hear our Mnlick, which 
we fent for j and after a divertifement of three hours , there was meat brought in i^ain. J ob- 
ferv’d , among other things , the Liver and Rump of a Sheep , which was all and weigh’d 
at leall five or fix pound. 

One <tf riN Carvers,, (for at this fecond treatmnit there were three y minc'd the meat very finally 
faltcd itwefi. atidferva every man by handfuls. The meat look’d as if it Itod been chew’d 
yat was it not fo bad , as againfl; our ftomacks. After the treacii||||tfUFwe return’d to 
oufvigartcrsa 4^* 

* The next day ^ jipr. a i . one of the otha: mmAWfm tJifjrpt , invited the Am- dmihet 

baffadors to dinner. He was very young , as bffJ^ Roe ^«i|jjleen years of age , and bom be- Taiatiaii 
twoen a Brother of S«r^«»Cfoi*»’s, and a woman, His Servant told us, 

that Swrkgi* Chm ufurp’d the Principality from him , and that his life was in forac danger , by 
xeafon of his Uncle. 

The cloath was laid in a great Hall , where we fate down , with Imam tMyrfa , and fome 
'other Lords of the Country , in Chairs , at a low Table. We were better treated , than we 
Jiad been the day before , and the Meat was better dreft. Among other dilhes there was brought 
in a whole Lamb roafted , vvhereof every one carv’d himfelf what he pleas’d. They ufed no 
knives ^t tore the Meat in pieces , and I obferv'd that when one had left any Meat about the 
bone , his next neighbour took it up , and pick’d it, and many times it went to a third and 
hand , till at lafl:, he who could find nothii^ about it would try what there was within, 

^^t out the marrow. 

Thrir drinking Veffels ate of Gows-homs, and their drink a fort of liquor called 
vchich they make of Millet, and , in colour and confiftcnce , looks like thelees of beet. Iwy 
T hink it very delicious , and drink freely of it , as they do alfo of Aquavitae , and grow of a 
fodden (0 drunk , that notwiihftanding the prefence of their Piince , they made fneh a noife , as 
would have drown’d Thunder it felf. 

The Tartars having thus treated us, we took leave of tlwm, wcU fatisfy’d with the cheer 
they made us. 

Some dides after, the Ambaffadors were treated by another Prince, named £n»V-C»rf», 
who alfo gave a vifit. But all thefe Barbarwis did m this kind , was only to get Prefents 
from us- , . , 

The 13. the Donga got us fome Waggons for the Baggage. We immediately loaded ihcn^ 
intending to be gone the ne:iit' 4 ay : bqt in the evening , hnnhoit-Ch/m fent us word, that he hw ^ 
certain intelligence , thaiSabaoJfili^miied ffo was the Scfcemfe£d call’d) had poffefs’d hkn^&P;

l 6 '^B Prince oiOfmin had fent them to the Scbemkid, to teli hum that certain forein Ambaffador^ 

^ * friends Af the King nf Ferfta. and Ccaar of Mm/covj/^ beingcome into his Territories, he had 
fufFered them to pofs without paying any toll or duties, and to intreat him, to do him the fame 
fevour; which the had promis'd to do, provided they carried no Merchants goods. 

We gave not fo much credit to this intelligence, as to fteglefi; keeping a ftrong Guard, and ha- 
ving our Arms in readinefs. 

The 24. thefc Tartar/ departed before day, and prefently after, there came to us, two 
Meffengers from Sttkhan etJUdanud, who asked the Ambafladors why they did not profccutc 
their journey, |«omil[ing all the favour and affiftance lay in his power, tor their paffage, provi- 
ded they took the way he appointed them- Thefe iMelfengers were hardly gone, ere Sttrl^a- 
Cb«fcamcto vifitus. TheArabaflkdors asked him, why he hindred their departure, he told 
them, that the Horfe and Oxen, we had hired, were ready, andthat we might be gone when 
we pleas’d, giving it him under our hands, how that we would needs depart, notwithftaoding 
the notice he had given us of the defigns of the Schewk^ in as much as otherwife he ihouid be 
refponfible to the King oiTPtrfit, and Great Duke of t^Iafcovy, for the misfortunes might 
happen to us; That he knew the vSVlwmfed better than we did : That he cor’d for neither God, 
nor Devil, nor any forcin Prince at all .* That he never obferv’d his we’d ; That it was his on- 
ly fport, to rob, and filed blood, and that it were better llayei^tdtyes longer, within which 
time he promis’d us a fuffictentCwfWoy, without which we could not pafs through the Prince’s 
Country, if we refolv’d not to hawni our lives, andiofe our Baggage; That ere that time 
were expir’d, the terfm* Arabaflador would tome thither, with Letters of Coaimendatioa 
&om the King, without which he durft not undertake to convoy us, leftheihould thereby dif- 
all the other Tartar/. ■ , 

TOs difeourfe put us into a great perplexity, confidering that th(^|anival of the Ferfim Am- 
lU Gom-l>afiador was uncertain, and that in the mean time, we might £Mir from Sarchu- 

mttr of Chaty which he would have us apprehend from the Sehem^ WtiM m Itpc^ to- tke »'«- 
Teirki«- WffofTl^s, todefire him to lend usa Convoy of SmiiM, fuchasmi|^feasii|iiiagajnftthc 
« attempts of the Tartars j but he would do nothing. Sarehoa-dian fent an Expreft to JDaim, 
Coavyt. jQ Amfaaffador, how long it would be ere he came to Tark » : but he fent m woid, 

fomedayesaw^ that the man he had aifpacch’d for 2)«r^e»r was return’d, but had been fo in- 
difixeet as to Stiii» Letter, deliver'd him by into his Quiver, and going to 
fiioot at a bealllw llte way, had dropp’d it, fo that he bad been forc’d to fend him back again. 
All thefe proceeSmgs added more and more to our jealouiieg but what mofi ftartled us, was, 
the fudden departure of certain Jrmniaa Merchants, who having j»)yn’d with us, out of hopes 
of travelling with greater fafety in our Company, went into the City, upon notice given rfictn, 
that two hundred Tartar/ intended to fet upon us. Beiides, the ioconveRtences we endur’d by 
reafon of lU weather heightned our affti^ion : for the continual rams had not only funk through 
our Tents and Cloaths, but alfo hindred us from making any fire, to warm us, and drefs our 
Meat- Nocoadidon, formifery, could be compar’d to that we were tlKn in, forfakenby all, 
d^tute of all thills, even advice and tefokition, infomneh that we durft not go into the Tar- 
tars baas, Sarl^KCHuushimfelfhavii^ given us notice, that we might run the hsaiard of being 
caixi^ away and fold. Nay, jipr. 27. one of our Soldiers, a Scotchman, naiiiad WiSiam Hry/y 
being got a little too far from the Qa,arters, was carried away by the Tlov/ir#, fo clearly, that 
wccouldneverlearnany news ofhim, though we made great inquiry. We heard fiace;, that 
he was carried to the Forwefs of Sachur, within five or fix leagues of Tnrl^ti. 

The fame day, there hapned to us another misfortune ,in that,fome of our people being flioot- 
it^ with Bows and Arrows, our Canonier, going fomewhaX near the Mark, to take up an Ar- 
row, was Ihot into the Belly, whereof he died the next day. 

Tht Mafeovitiy whofe roifliap it was to hurt him, had to f6ifible a rcroorfc of what had 
happened, that he defired to be put to death, but the buGnefs being taken into confideration, k 
was found done by chance without any delign 5 whereupon he was fet at liberty. Weinterr’d 
fbedeceas’d, by the advice of certain Ti^rr^o-'Women who vvcrcCiin^Miio, in the place where 
opr horfes flood, and made a Grave without the Qiiarters, into which was put an empty Coffin, 
it bd^cmasR that the Tiwtisri would, after our departure thence, d% up tne Carcafs, to give 
it their Dogs- There died alfo a rich Mufe/vian Merchant, jHis body was inbalm’d, and 
brought to TerUy whoe it was buried,’ in the Church-yard, belonging to thofe of his liLeiigson. 
Amidft all thefe afflaSliomand odsftM'cunes, the Tartars came every day to get our Muiick plaid 
upon } which was fomewhat like riiar of the IfracUteSy at the waters of Br^fla/.

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US thtee of the principal Lords of the Country as hoftages, whom we lliould cither take along 
with us, or leave wtch Snrchaii-Chm, till we were out of his Jurifdifliion. 

Thcfe unexpefted proffers put us to fome difficulty what we lliould dot but hearing, that 
Snlthatt M^mnd liv’d otherwife than his Father had done, who, having diflionour’d his Coun- 
try by continual robberies, had reform’d his life, and, to expiate his fins, went on pilgrimage 
tojl'/eca, and to Sepulchre, vve accepted of his proffers ; and that the morewil- 

lingly, m that the 6. following, we receiv’d Letters from Dabcnt^ wherein the Perfian Am- 
bafiior lent us word , that being oblig’d to continue there till he had receiv’d his difpatches and 
the Interpreterhcexpedled from the Court, and chinking it would be a moncth longer ere he 
rarae to he left it to our choice, whether we would expeii; him, or profecute our jour- 
ney. Upon this, we prefs’d Surchou-Chan, to give order for our departure} which he did, after 
the receipt of another Prefent, which he had the boldnefs to beg himfelf, and fecurity given, for 
the return of the Horfcs and Oxen, which carried our Baggage, by two of the Scbmkjl’s hofta- 
ges, whom we left with him, taking the third along with us. 

M*y > Jt. we left Tarkif, upon the dangerous word of Sulthun Mdmnd. We had agreed i y. 
dayes before with the Waggoners oHarkfi : but when the Baggage came to be loadcn, they fell 
from the fornser agreement, and made us pay much more than vve had promis’d them. They 
would have done the fame for the 6’addle-Na^s ; but the Ainhaffadors would not condefeend .* 
vridch Qccafion’d fomc of our people, nay of the chiefeft, to foot it, the two firft dayes, not 
without abufes and jeers from their enemies. 

We travell’d that day two leagues, through a plain and even Country, but defert, to a Ri- 
vulel which ferves for a common Frontier^ between Sdtbm AUlmud^ and the Prince of 
»Wc met by the way certain Tartar Lords, who imreated the Ambafladors to lend them our 
Phytician, to vklit one of their friends, who was fick not far thence. The Phyfician feeming 
unwilling to go, out of a fear he Ihould never return, they left two of their Company, as ho- 
ftages, with us, and brought him bacx after mid- night. Ail our Supper that night was, only 
Bread and troubled Water. 



t^Iay j 3, being Whitfunday, we travell’d four leagues, through a very woody Country. 

We thought that day, we fiiould have been left by the way? for the Mujeovim Ambaffador 
having cudgeird one of the Waggoners, all the reft would untearo, and return homewards: 
but with much intrtaty and fair words wc got them to ttay. Wepafs’d over the night in the 
Wood, and thofe who were defirous to firep, lay down fupperlcfs. 

Hie 1 4. we got but one league, to the River Ket/n, which, in my opinion muft be that which xh sjvtr 
Ttelenty calls jilbanus. It rifes out of mount Cauca/Hs, Its Water is thick and troubled, and its Albanus. 
courfe very fwift.ic is at ieaft as broad as the SlhejSc in that place, it was above twenty foot deep. 

The Town or Village of Andre^ where Subbrn Mahmud liv’d, ftands upon a hiil, on this 
fide of the River. Near the Village, there is a Spring of Teething Water, which falls into a 
Pool, and makes the water thereof /ery fit for bathing.The Inhabitants of it are for the moft part 
Elher-men, and we faw them in great numbers upon the River-fide, about their employment. 

They thruft a fharp hook baited, which is faften’dto a long pole, to the bottom of the Ri- 
ver, and by that means take abundance of Sturgeons, and fuch like fifli. 

1 heard they had an odd cullom at their Weddings, which is, that all the men bidden thereto 
fcoot each onhein an Arrow into the floor, and leave them there, till they either rot, or fall 
of thcmfelves, whereof 1 could never Icam any reafon. 

^ As foon as they perceiv’d us, they came to the River-fide, and proffer’d €0 help us over, and 
to facilitate the getting over of the Baggage, they joyn’d two Boats together, over whidt ffiey 
laid a hurdle, Itrong enough to bear a Wagon. They demanded two Crowns for the psfli^e 
every Wagon, and vve had about feventy ■ and perceiving we made fome difficulty to mve it 
them, and that we chofe rather to make a bargain with them for all together, th^ pafs’d over 
to the other fide, where they fell a jeering and laughing at us. We law there all® th* Schem- 
kgly Handing at the entrance of the Wood, accorapany’d byagrcai namWtofpcrfonsonhorf- 
back ! fo that we knew not what cafe we were in. 


Wc jUade hutts of boughs of Trees, upon the River fidcj and had fevefal private Affembliesj 
in regard dterc was not any publick, in relation to the holy time’of Whitfnntide. Such as pro* 
fefs’d Letters met at the Ambaffador Cfji/Zw’s, wh«e we dined, having no other drink than 
Oxkrat, that h^a bcvcridgc of Vinegar and Water, which was increas’d by the tears we (bed, 
refleding on the dHffitRmce there was, between our prefent condition, and that we ihould in 
at our return into our dear Country. , jja 

The I y . we intreated the Muffavtan Aiiabaffador to crofs the River, whicH-he did, ’dliASlII^ 
to the Sdumkdj according ev iue i^ftruRions we had given him, and prevajU’d 
Tartars were content to taxe two Tumdns, which amount not to above faritv <£*ow ^m| |P» 8 
j^ffage of all the Company and the Baggage. , . > /* I 

VVercro&’dtbe River the fame day, and rhr i^njibiffadntTi 
be pitch'd, atKhfccttfy’d the Quarter with the 
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r / O Soon after the Scbemktd^ accompany ’d by two of his Brethren, wd a retinue of y o. pcrfotis 
^ * on horie-Lck. gave them the firft vitit. He was about 3<5. yejirs of age, ftrong, bulky, am? of 
a good countenance. I le had on a Oaritient of green Satin, over a Coat of mail, and over chat 
a Cloak, of extreme coarfc death. His Arms, asalibihofeoUhereft ofthe Company, were 
rite Cymitar, Bows, and Arrows. Bclities a Prefent of certain Sheep and Lambs, he caus’d 
fome of his people, to bring thither a greatChauldron,fuU of Sturgeon, cut into little pieces, and 
boil’d in water and Salt, whereto there was a fawce of frelb Butter and Sorrel. I may uuly 
fay, I never made a better meal, and that all the delicates of ^erjid were not comparable to 
thatdilh. The Ambafladors treated him with Aquavitx and Mufick, during which our brafs 
Guns were feveral times difcharg’d. He diverted himlclf in that manner for the fpace of two 
hours, till that being got half drunk, he withdrew j but return’d again within a while after. 

We prefented him with a pair of gold Braedets, a fiiver Goblet, a Scarlet Cloak, lin'd with 
Furr, a cafe ot Piftols, a Sword, a barrel of Powder, certain Perjk lilk fluffs, and fome Goats- 
skins drefs’d into leather. He immediately put on the Cloak, and gave his own to the Ambalfa- 
who had the prudence to humour him, and aflure hirafclfof his kmdnefs and 
friendihip, by putting him in hopes of extraordinary advantages, likely to accrue to him by 
fettlement of the Commerce, for which he had travell’d fo far. He told him, that the Terfim 
Ambaflador was to follow them, to conclude with the Duke of Holfiem, what they had but 
begun in Terfia 5 that the faid Ambaffador would give him further fatisfadlion as to that par- 
ticular, and that they Ihould be oblig’d to pafs through his Countiy once a year, with Com- 
modities of great value; That that Country was not known at all in O'ermaity, and that their 
Prince knew not they were, in thofe parts, to meet withfo great a Lord, otherwife, he had 
fent him very confidcrabic Prefen ts } but that it Ihould not be omitted hereafter, and that it* 
was their intention to make a perpetual friendffiip with him. This ^ttorfe fo pleas'd the 
Sekmk^l, that he wt.uld have haften’d our departure thence, Iboner return 

that way. So that we had horfes for the fadle and for carriage at a very eafic flttej, w> «nry us 
as far as Terki. 

leave ^‘‘3 * we departed. He himfclf, accompany’d by fifty horfe, convoy’d ns througji a 
(indie. thickWooi, halfalesigaefifom.dh«ire, where he took leave of us, with much civility. Wetn^ 
veil’d that day two leagues, over a great Plain, to the River It runs very flowiy in 

thofe parts, and is not above fifty paces broad. The Tmnn told us, that it is an 'arm of the 
River Kotfu^ into which it falls, near the’Sea. There we were forc'd to flay for the Boats, and 
the Hurdles, whichthelnhabitantsofj^Wre brought in Wagons, and in the mean time, we 
cut Reeds and Canes, to lay over the mudd which hindred our coming dry to the River fide. 
We crofs’d it by Moon- light, and paid there alfo two Tumains for our paflage. 

Such as were not in favour with the Ambaflador we« forc’d to lye down fupper- 

lefs. 

The 1 7 - we travell’d feven leagues, over a great Heath, where we began to be out of fight 
of mount CoKcafia. 

We came at night to the River #nd pitch’d our Tents in the adjoyning Foreft. This 
River is very muddy, and near as big, but not fo fwift as that of Kotfu. Runniiffl Northward, 
about five Ic^es from the Sea, it is divided into two brant,hcs, whereorooe, hemo- 

fore named T«r^, and now Timenki, hath derived its name to the City of by which it 
pafles, and is about fifty foot broad. 

The other branch*of the faid River is called JSj/i/lw, by reafon of certain Grains, like Gold, 
which come down with its gravel, and the Chanel of it is as broad as that of the other, but hath 
fo little water, that many times, in the Summer, a man may crofs it dry-foot. The mouth of 
this arm is eight leagues above the City of Teri^. 

It is to be obferv’d here, that all thefe Rivers come from the Weft-lwwth-weft; and that be- 
tween Ktfilar and the River Wolga, which are fixty five leagues diftant one from the other, 
there is no other River.

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The ij). we travell’d five leagues, through a plain Country, full of Reeds, having alfo 
fome few trees, which were, for the inoft part, planted round about a great Plain. 

’ At night we encamped upon the Heath , neer a W ell , or rather a Sink , in regard the water 
of it was fo corrupt , that the very Beafts would not drink of it. The ground thereabouts was 
all fall of holes , which the Serpents and Snakes had made there j and yet , though we were 
forc’d to lodge on the ground, not one of us receiv’d any harm. 

The so. we got four leagues further , over heathy and barren Lands, to the City of TVi^. 

We faw that day a great many Serpents, many whereof where as big as a man’s arm , anda- 
bove fis foot in length. They lay round, and fported thcmfelves in the heat of the Sun which 
gave adeiightful luftre to the livelinefs of the colours, wherewith their skins were fpotted ali^ia*-'' 
over. We faw alfo, neerTer^t, akindoff^W-raice, which, in the Language, 
called JerbiMh. They are about the bignefs of a Squirrel , and fomewhat like the Creature of ^""i*"** 
that kind which is fo common in Mnrope , fave that their hair is blacker , their heads like ihofe * 
of Rats , they have long cars , the fore-feet fliort, and the hinder feet long j whence it comes, 
that fhey cannot run , but when they get up fome place , and , in the plain , they only creep, 
unlcfs it be , when thy leap , for then they fpring hve or fix foot ^igh from the ground , having 
their tails layd over their backs. And whereas their tails are long , and without any hair , like 
thofe of ordinary Mice , but not fo big , they are fomewhat like the Lions Rampant , in Coats 
of Arras : and they made a pretty kind of Iporc , efpecially when many of them leap’d at the 
fame time , as we faid before. They fay , there are abundance of them about BfAylon , and in 
where the Inhabitantf eat them. Some will leave the field, and go into peoples houfes; 
which if they do, themafter ofthehoufe had need have a care of his money, left they light 
...^on it. 

The Ttrfm , whom I brought out of the Country , and who ftill waits on me , named j^ch- 
vvrdi, told me a ftory, how that his Father having obferv’d that his mony was, from time 
time, taken out of his Chamber, at firftfufpeacd his Wife and Children, till^ onedayfinding 
there one of chefe Jerhuah, he prefently imagin’d who ^layd the Jhief .• but to be aflur’d of it, 
he fet an ty^bfu upon the Table, and, going out of the room, lock’d the door , fo that no 
other could get in , and coming thither a while after , the <tAbas was gone, whereupon fearch- 
ing the Mft of chat Creature , he found in it more mony than he had loft. 

Within a qawter of a l«a^ of the City ofTeri ^ , came up to us a Brother of Prince 

ofwhoatviehave fpoken heretofore, accompany'd by a Colonel , whom the Weymde 
feat to meet and complement us. He receiv’d as in Tents, pitch’d without rfie City, where 
we had a Collation of Ginger-bread , Beer , Hydromcl , and Aquavit*. During our my there, 
there were Lodgings taken up for us in the City, 

The next day , the Weywode fent the AmbalTadors four difiies of Meat , for their wellcom 
thither. The Amfttlfadors fent to vifit the Princefs , Mnffd’s Mother , and , fome dayes 

after, went to her in perfon. They din’d with her. Now was our joy compleat , to find our 
{elves out of the power of xhcTanarf ^ andamo^the sJJfofcoviPes ^ who wete 

our friends and acquaintance , which made us fend for our Muu« to divert our fdves at Prince 


tJ^uJpd’s- 

We promis’d , in the precedent part of this Relation , to give a further account of the C»V- 
cajfumTmdrs, in our return, in as much as, travelling by Sea , as we went, we could not 
learn much of them There is no Hiftorian , cither ancient or modem, that I know of, who 
fecaks of them. ScaUger makes mention of them , in his Exercitatitms , againft Cardan, Bxfr^, 
167.(^303. /ffiJ. 3. but in very few words , and, mih.Sttdbo , calk them placieg 
them beyond the Cancans, upon the Sea, aad toviaxds the Faint , opontte 

Frontiers of a/djia and Furefe • whereas they , whom we faw , ar? Seytbiaaf . or Cafpm Sar- 
matitms and poffefs’d of part of the ancient jSlbaaia, which hath for his Fconti^s , on the Baft 
and Weft fide, the Sea , and mount Otneafits-, andoniheS^t6.andNo)ah, the Ri- 
ver and the dreadful Deferts o^T»tary and C^firaeban^ 

Thdc MetropoHs isTidSi; but ^er fince ihc redudionoftfiofe parts hy die Great Duke,TerKtfc 
he hath p«t Garrifons into all the Cities , leaving tiis^Circi^ait Tartars , for their habitations, 
but only open Towns and Villages , chough nhd^ the Govemmeftt of the Lords of the Conn- ^ 
try, who^fBiyfeato the Cjcao-, anil oblig’d to uke an Oath df Allegiance to him. Thc^ 
adminiftrarioti tjO^e, whereof thofe of their Nation have the management, paftes un- MnoMm., 
dcr the Cxaktr’% IbwI and in the prefenee of the Weymde , efpeciaUy if the affairs be of im* ^ 
portance. Their hdnfefarebac poor ones, bailc, for themoft part, of earth and boughs of 0 **^ 
trees, and within, plaiftw^^ijverwith Clay. _ 

The men, for the flaoftndtt J.jureftroflg , and of yeflowifli complexion, 
fac’d as ftiofe of Nagda, Thor nair is black and long , fave that they ihajre titei 
heads , from there tore-head to the neck , about the breadth of an hvh .

former barbanliii. 

rhtitUH- They have their Language common with all the other Tmm ^ and befidesthat , mofl of 
Htf- them ipeak allb the tJ^Hjeovian, The men are cloath’d as the other fave that their 

Caps arc a little larger , and much like thofe of our Priefts. Their Cloaks are of a very coaric 
death , or bhcep-skin , faften’d at the neck with a point or firing j but both Odes do not come 
together , fo that , it being able to cover only foiiie part of the body , they turn it , before 
or behind , according to the Wind and Rain. 

Their Women arc well fhap’d , and have good faces , a clear and fmooth complexion , and 
their cheeks well colour’d. Their hair, which is black, hangs down in two trefles , ouboth 
fides of their faces , which are never cover’d. They wear about their heads a black Coif , co- 
ver’d with a piece of very fine Cotton, or feme other wrought iinnencloath, which they ty 
under they chin. 

Wernn TheWiddows have hanging behind in their necks an Ox bladder, fully blown , cover’d 
with a piece of Cotton , Lawn, or fome other fluff ot fevcral colours, ib that atadirtance, 
they feem to have two heads. The Women , in Summer wear only a fmock , which is red , 
green , yellow , or blc# , cut fo deep before , that a man may fee all down to their Navels. 

They were very familiar, ami of a very good humour. The firfi day after out arrival, four 
of them came to us, inafiately gate, and with fuch a confidence , as the Poets attnbnte to 
the Amaxons , whom they place m or necr thefe parts. They ftai'd us , and would not let us 
go , till they had taken particular notice of all things about us. Nor were they on the other lidC* 
lofty , as to take it ill, thaifome of ours, who pretended to handle beads of amber and 

fliells, or necklaces of Tinn or Copper, which they wear aboWfheilfnBCilljj flipp'd their hands 
down into their bofoms. Some invited us to their houfes , and we were toM/h;wfui the c^om 
of the Country , that the husband , feeing any one going to his Iioufe , to fpejtfc with his wife 
ftould , to avoid being troublcfomc , go out of doors , and leave them to«ther. Though the 
men are feidome at home , as being all day buffed in the fields , about their Cattcl , yet doihey 
relate miracles of the chaftity of thefe women. 

Chafie', One I have to ibis purpofe from a Miliiiry Officer of ours , who being got into one of their 
houfes, and finding the woman handfome, grew familiar with her , and found her very willing 
to do him any little kindnefs that lay in her power , even to make him Handkerchers , & walh 
his head-* fothat, thinking the fort as good as taken , he would try how much longer ftc could 
ftand out. But llie told him there was no fuch thing done among them*; that the confidence 
their husbands had of their honefty, requir’d they ftould be as faithful on their pans j nay that 
though their husbands might connive at fuch a mifeamadge, yet would not the reff of the people 
pafsbyan inconftancy of that nature. They made no difficulty to endure any thit^ clfe , and 
would be paid for it, taking and begging Prefents , nay under pretence of vifiting our cloaths 
all about , they fometimes put their hands into our pockets , and took out what they could 
light on. 

Though it be lawful among them , for men to marry feveral wives , yet moil Content them- 
felves with one. When a man dies without iflue , his Brother is oblig’d to marry the widdow, 
to raife up feed to him; and according' to this cuflorn, xke Muffalh^d married his Brothers 
widdow. 

iffjttr Kelt- Their Rel igion is in a manner Pagan; for though they are circumcis’d, yet have they neither 

i«K. Bible, nor Alchoran, nor Priefts, norChuidies. They are themfelves the Prieft? , and offer 
the Sacrifices, efpeciaHy on the day of fit. Elks. 

rhtk So- When a perfon of quality dies the relations and friends meet in the fields , both men and wo-‘ 

ffjSfw. fijjn ^ jQ facrifize a he-Goat j and to find whether it be fit to ftcrifizc , they cut off the privy 
BMmbers , which they caff againft the wall ; if they do not Hick thereto , they are oblig’d to 
kiU another , but if they do, they proceed with the Ceremonies, fleatngit, and ftretching the 
skin upofithe top of a long pole , before which they offer their facrifice , and boil, and roaff the 
Fleft, which they afterwards eat. The Feafl: ended, the men rife, and go and adore the s<<in, and 
die praytisjcoBcfcided, the women withdraw. The m^n ftay, and grow fo bcftially drunk, with 
their Br^4, they feldom part without ^hrfng. This skin is left open the 

pole , tiff anochm^iAiifrilit^ quality dies , and then the former is taken away , and another fet up

fesdver thofe cfperfons of quality. Weiaw one ovaillae^St«felhV^’s 
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boards Witeftof were of diverfe colours, plac’d checquerwifc , having, upon the roof 
, wooden Smues, poorly done, which reprefcnted the hunting of fome wild Beaft. 

To exprefe their forrow for the departure of their friends > they tear their forehead , arms, 
and brcafts, with their nails , after a barbarous manner , fo that the blood comes out in abun- 
dance. Their mourning continues till the wounds are healed, and if they would have it laft lon- 
ger, they renew, them, by opening the fcratchcs in the fame manner. 

21. we began to let things in order, for the profecution of our journey. We had a 
Deiert of fevcnty leagues to travel over, and, to find horfes for all the Company to ride, would 
Iiave been too great an expence. Wherefore we agreed with the Waggoners of Ttrki , at nine 
Crowns a Wagon, drawn by two horfes, which might carry each of them three or four per- 
fbns, to t/ifirach/tit. 

There joyned with us a Carttotm of Merchants , of fevcral Nations , as Ttrjms , Twi^, 

Creeks y eXrmewMs , and tJU»feevites fo that then we had above two hundred Wagons, 
in our Gompany*, But the Provilions allow’d us were but fmall for fo great a journey : to wit, 
to every man , with the Suchari , and a loaf of mouldy brown bread j half a dry’d Salmon that 
flunk, without any drink. For the Tartars , pretending they had bargain’d only for theca- 
riadgeofnnen, would not receive any barrels or other vefiels into the Wagons, andtheAra- 
bafiadoe would not be at the charge of a Wagon , purpofely to carry beer or water 

for ‘ liioogh he made good jarovifion of all for himlelf and his Favourites. And indeed we 
flood imt mui^ upon it , out of an imagination , it was impoffiblc , we fliould want water ; but 
we had ’lime enough to repent us of that prefansj^ion. 

We fefc Teri^, the fourth of J/wte, in the afternoon , and foort entred into that dreadful June? 
ftcatb, tal^gour way on the left hand, and turning from the C«/p»*» Sea. 'Tis athingftrange,2fe 
yet vSy certain , that, in eleven daies journey, we faw neither City , nor Village, nor tree, 
nor hill , nor any River but that of Ktfilar , contrary to what ail Maps reprefent thereof. Nay, 
durmg all that time, wefaw not fo much as one Bird , but only a vaft Plain . defert, fandy,9jAftfj_ 
and cover’d in fome places with a little grafs , and pits , or ftanding pooles , of fait , or corrupt chan, 
and flinking water. We got the firfl day but two leagues , and lodg’d at nighty neerone of 
thofc flanging pools.

Heat and thirft troubled us extremely , bat not f# much as tWilFlics , Wafps , Gnats , and o-. 
thcr infeas , which both raerrand horfes fmafi^lihiliy to keep oif. The Camels, 

whiih have no tails , to keep away thofe infers , as the hosipiiiave , were all bloody , and full

offwellings. 

The 8. we were going before day 5 and, havii^ travelrd 4. leagues, we gave our horfes a 
little reft and provender, at the entrance ofa very fandy road. In the afternoon , we got four 
leagues further, and lodg’d at night, neer a ftanding pool. The perceiving that one of 

their horfes was like to mifearry by the way , prevented him , cut his throat, andlhar'dhim 
amor^ themfclves. At night th^ roafted him, making a fire of little faufces of thorns and reeds, 
and were wy merry. * 

The 9. wc travell d feven leagues , and lodg’d , neer a pool which the overflowing of the Sea 
thereabouts. The water was fo bad , as was alfo that of all the reft , thjit wc were forc’d 
to flop our noies while we drunk it. . j . 

The i o. we got feven leagues further, to a place cover’d with Reeds, where we fouqd a little 
fiefe Water, deriv’d thither from the / 

The It . wc got feven leagues forther , to a ftanding pool , made there by tfafe inuniktion of 
The water is not fait, but fo dead and flinking, thatdiefe was drinking of it. 

That day , twelve great wild Boars crofs’d out way. Some Tasrtms <mi horfodiack came riding 
after theta , wjd as ill fortune would have it , there came two of ttem clofe by our W a^on. 
The hcM^ were frightned , and fell a-ronoing , fo thauhe Pfayfician and Steward fell out of 
the Waggon with jJie Ba^age. The Sieuc Vemerits anirmy fcif , who fate in the fore-part of 
the Waggon ^.-coni^ering there was no getting out without danger , kept our places , till the 
fcorfes, being go any further, fti^’d at the entrance of a Fenn. 

The 12. we tttareA’d e^ leagues, and found, in our way, upon the ground, aNeafl,' 
Wherein there were two l^s not ^ikc fledg’d Some were of opinion they were yoaita Fades. 
We pafs’d by two fait marfoes, thefeent whereofwasfomewfaat like that of aViSwet^jnll^ 
very del^tful. - • 

The 1 3, we traveli’d eight leagues further , lodg’d at night in a place, wh€iii«qta^:455pPtaco-.

8 knees in the River , to drink with greater cafe. AiTooo as they had notice at j^rachm of 
° our arrival, they prefcntly cameto vilitus, andhe whohadthckeepii^oftheFrovifionsient 
fthkheribrus , brought us a fack full of bread, Neats-tongucs , hung-Bcef, a tun of Beer, and 
a barrel of Aquavit®. We continu'd that day on the Rivcr«lidc , to give the IKejwdle time to 
allign us Lodgings. 

cama ta The next day , June 1 4 - we crofs’d the River Wol^a , and were lodg’d in a great or 

AftrachaiuStore-houfe, built there not long before, upon the River dlde, without the City , where we 
were much troubled with Flies. We found there alfo another Store-houfc, full of Pro- 
vifions, which ‘2>avid Km , his Highnefs’s Faftor at ^Ufeou^ had fent thither fix months 
before. 

The Ambaffador Srugman would have had all the Baggage difpos’d into an appartment by it 
felf , intending to have it fearch’d , and to that puipofe , had open’d foine Chefb : but thofe of 
the retinue who had not put off either cloaths or Imncn , lince their departure from Tetla, were 
fo incens’d at this procedure , that they broke into the Rottm , and carried away their Chefts, 
notwithftanding the order lie had given the bcminci , plac’d at the door , to keep any front 


getting m. 

jH»e the laft , the Ambaffadors fine their Prefents to the Wpvtode , who return’d them ano-' 
ther Prefent, of four Sheep, an Ox, ten wild Ducks, ten Pullets, fix Gecfe, atunnofBcer,

JULY. ’Tis true , the Ambaffadors dined and flipp’d together, during our aboad at } but 

• there was not a word fpoken at Table, unlcfs it were when the Ambaffador BrngTaan waspleas’d 
to fall on any with his ordinary Language which was picquant and fatyricaltiiuugh. One day 
he gave fudi bitter expreffions, to the Secretary of theEmbaffy, that he could not forbear m#^ 
king him fome anfwer , whereat the other was fo enrag’d , tjjpithedffimyiiskiu&at him, and 
made him rife from the Table, with fuch injurious words , > at his return 

into Hdfieifty was oblig’d to make his complaints thereof , 

'Brugtnm to make publick fatisfaftion. This ill correlpondcncc , and ahcnaaoei ^ pro- 

ceeded chiefly from 3r»i|nM»’s being confebu* to himiclf, of the many imprudent a^ons h* 
had done incvxTtfvels, and the fear he was in to be ponifli’d, for thofe diforders , atliban- 
tum into Hem^ , upon the j^ofecution <ff thofe, who had taken particular notice , and the 
freedom raanyHme^’to mind lum thereof. 

This averlicii or his reach’d even to the Minifler, who being oblig’d , by the duty of his 
Profeflion , feveprfy to reprove the fins committed in the Company , had meurr’d ‘Brngntmti 
difpleafure in fo high a manner , that he could not get of him to buy a fuit of cloaths , in lb 
much, that, being, on fume great Fell ival, to preach and adminifter the Sacrament acSV«»i«- 
chie , it vvas found he had only a pir of Drawers under his Callbck , to the great fcandal of all, 
bat particularly the MHfeevian Ambaffad or , who liked our Liturgy, and woul d have given the 
Minifter a fuit of cloaths, had he not flood in fear of the indignation and violence of the Am- 
baflkdor Brugnum, 

j pernio We underflood alfo, that he had adefigntoleave.(^r4eb«{;r, and to go by land , acemn- 

ttoHs de. panv’d by fome of his own Creatures , and to forfake the refl of the Com pany . The Mnfeevim 
Ambaffador , to whom he had communicated it , dilcovered it to us , and gave « notice , that 
baffaian '^^ Ihould obfcrve Ws aftions, in as much as his intention was no better than that of 

' [d , who had betray’d the Marquefs of Exidueil, and caus’d him to befent prifoner Into S»- 
bena. 


Soon after he had given us this notice , the ^^ufeovian Ambaffador took leave of ns , to go 
for Mufeavy by land : but We have heard fince , that , at his coming to Nife , finding Letters 
from fome friends , giving him to underftand that he would not be well receiv'd by the Great 
Duke, he went no further, but there took a dofc of poifon, whereof he died. 

July i y. came to cy^Braebau , a Mufiovim Carswan , and , with it , a german , named vSfe- 
dnw Keu/ntr , who had Letters of recommendation from his Highnefs ot /*/#?«» to the King 
of *Perfii. The Ambaflador Brugumn had a great deal of private difcoorle with him , which 
begat feh an intimacy between them, that inilcad of profccuting his journey into jPer/<*,, he 
oblig’d him to return back thence ,• 4nd to undertake the follicitation of his affairs at the Duke 
of hoifiein’s Court. 

eAuguJl i . the tJ^Huftemes celebrated , with great folemnities , the redufrion of the City of 
uiftrachany taken frotailME TmurSyOn the fame day, in the year i y y4. 
liUGiiS, The fame day came to feens two Cefst^uts , with Letters tor the Ambaffadors , from jiUxti 
SiwinouitSy whom they fiad met upon the jRiver Wolga.

1 1 • dy’d one of our Interpreters , named Kcnry Krebs , and was buried the thir- 
jteenth, in the Churchyard of the jirmernms, with the ordinary Ceremonies, 
vSeptew&er the y. there went away a Smot;c 4, or Caravan, of about zoo. perfons, togoftoml^TEM^ 
'J^acheai to Mofem , by land. Andrevo l^ner , made his advantage of that opportunity , and 
departed, taking fome of our people with him. 

The Ambariadors alfo took that covenienceto fend away fome of their retinue with their i 

borfes. We began to fet things in order to follow them by water , and to that purpofe, bought iaff/tderf ’ 
two great Boats, fixty footin length, and fifteen in breadth, which coftusdoo.Growns,<*<w<^»»*»/t 
and to every Sea-man , whereof there were thirty , we gave i z. Crowns , to bring us to 
fm. 

Not long before our departure, fome 5^/«yeow<i» Musketteers brought, to be fold, ta

Her 
Birents had made in her cheeks two blew marks , of the bignefs of a Lentil , that (he might be 
known again, in cafe (he were ftoln. 

The AmbafiadorBr/«^JH<»», confidering, that, in purchafing them, hefliould bring two 
foft Sheep to the Fold of ye/wCfer»/?, bought them both, oneatzy. iheotheratid.Crowns.cjfeirV ' 
'At his return he prefented them to the DutchelTe of Holfiein , who had them fo well inftrufted, 
that in the year i d4** they were both baptized , having before given a publick accoropt of their 
Faith. 

Out IntefpWter for the Tar^ Language was alfo a T^rwr-born, and had been ftoln in his 
Infancy and carried to cAfofew, where he had been baptiz'd. His relations knew him again, 
and tivottld have rifedccm’d him j but he would not confent thereto , proteftinghc would dy iii

5 ? ® y- the night , into the River Ci/aw : in very good time for us , in regard the next morning, the 
aCaCir. was frozen over. 

The Weytfode of the City , JohoWafiimts tJ^ferofia, who, at the rime of our former be« 
ine at nJHefcoa , was Counfelbr of State 10 ilic Great Oukc , receiv’d us but very indifferently, 
as well in regard the Arobaffadors had not made their acquaintance with him by Prefents , as by 
reafon of hiswing with the Mufioviaa Mu chants , who oppofed our negotiation , and wouiu’ 
have prevented the effabliftment of our Commerce. The 4 ®b^ador$fcnt their Steward to 
him with the Great Duke’s pafs , intrearing him iliey in iheCiiyj 

but he fent him back with this anfwer , thathemightretusrtfsodMDoi^iiadthereiheAm- 
bafladors fliould hear further from him. 

The next day , he fent to the Arabaffador Bri^^natt'% Boai^ a Shi^ar^ who addidSng h&a- 
felf to the Aaibaffador, ask’d him, which of thetwowasthe Amb^or, whichthe Mer- 
chant. Jeraimm, thinkii^ himfclf attronted by that difeourfe , took him by the arm , and fiid 
to him. Go ten thy Mailer, that if he cannot read, let him get one that can , and wiihafl 
may fhew him, what quality the Great Duke gives us. But notwithffanding all this, we were 
forc’d to continue feveral dates on the River, though the weather were very cold. ThctFiry- 
woiie indeed fent us word , that we might lodge in the City for qur money j but he iffli’d out 
orders, that none ffiould entertain us, and commanded the Sentinel, who had permitted the 
Steward to pa(s , and a Boy , who had been bis guide through the marih, feom the River-Hde 
lotbeCity, tobeciKlgeli’d.

and mow, wliich hindred me very much.^ 

The 22.1 wasi forc’d to travel 1 2. Farfingt^ot ftrftan Leagues i for, from lurgij^bjn there 
Suraia. is neither Village nor Car<ita/^rrj, whcrt*a man may be lodg’d s fo that it was uighf ere I 
gut to Sums, By that great dayes journey, I overtook the Mules of certain Ftrjun Mer- 
chants, who came from a day before me. 

Qiifli. The 23. I was in like manner forc’d to travel 12. Leagues, to the Village where 

we were very ill accommodated, our Horfes having not fomuch asahoufo over their 
heads, though it were very bad weather, and fnow’d all night. The 24. we had a dayes 
journejm as great as the two precedent, but a much worfo way > for as foonas we were out 
of we came into mountains covered with fnow , and had that day very cruel wea- 
ther, though the Couatrey thereabouts a man may think ihould aflbtd a very plcafant pro- 
Maderre jjj Spring and Summer. We lodg’d at nightin a great Village, called Mtpid MsdeffC 

Suiiraan. jjy fcaftrn of a fumpiuous Sepulchre, which is within halt a league of it. The 

Sepulchre is ilia little Chappel builtof white Marble, upon a highfijuareot ffec*ilo«c- 
work,fo as that the going up to it is by fteps of all tides. The air and rain have eaten mto 
the wall,m fevcral places, but time hath in a manner confumed fcvcral great pillars of Mar- 
ble, whereof what remains may be Iceri all about the Strui^utc ; upon the wall of the 
Chappcl there arc yet to be feen in Arabian Charaflers thefe words, Mudtr Sultiman. fne 
Inhabitants fay, thn Soinmn's Mother was mterr’d there j but the Carmitfite Fathers of 
Scbn'jf,with morehkciiliood of truth, told me, that it was tlic Sepulchre of the Mother of 
Scii<.b StiUman, the 14. Cihf, or King, of the potferity of AAj/. Elmacin^ in his Hihory 
of Ara^iay 1. 1. c. 14. fayes, her name was WaUda^ the daughter of Abkat Abbajeum^ 
and that this Soitmj>t liv’d in theyearyij. and relates,, ammig other things one very re- 
markable, to Wit, that the King, who was a very haudlbmc gracclul pcrlbii, viewing mm- 
folf onedayin aLoj..ii>g-gtafs, faid, that he might julliy alfume the quality of King of 
Youth, as well as of hisK,ingdom» wherctoooeof theScraglio-Ladicsanfwered, tharhe 
might indeed juilly do it, if his beauty would continue ftill the {amc, and were not fubje^ 
to chat change which is natural and common ro all things > but that he mull coniidcr with 
himreif that it was pcrilhab!e,and that happily he ihould not enjoy it long i and that thefo 
words made fnch an imprefliun in him, that, falling into a deep melancholy, he withina few 
dayes died of it. In this Village I met with the Carmtlitt Father, whocame from ij/a- 
bsn before me, with an Armenian Caravan.

Ibmc would have it done by Doiriar, the latt King ol Feefia. The iMigious men of 5 cbi- 
ras told me, that the learned were clearly of opinion, that the anctem Ftrfefelkt had liood 
tircrcabouts, and that thefe were the mines of Cyrud& Palace. Whatever they were, they 
are at this day fuchas would ravilh thofo who van ever fo meanly judge of the excellency 
of ancient Monuments. The Ground-work of it is twenty two Geometrical feet in 
having at each of the four corners a pair of ttairsof white Marble, confining of 
95. fteps, which are very flat, and fo broad,that twelve horfo may go up together a-brtall. 
Upon the f^re of it, before you come within the Aru< 3 ;ure, may be foen the ruines of 
a wall, at alfb what is left of two great Gates, which have catv’d upon them each a botl^ 
with harntfeand (addles ve’ry antick > and in the two other pieces, two creatures, whereof' 
the hinder part hath (bine reCembismee to the body of ahorfc, but the head, which is 
crowncd,relemble 5 thatof a t.ion,aitd both have wings of each fide. On the one fide, there 
are nineteen pillars of black and white Marble, whereof the kali were eight, thebiggcll 
t.n els high, without the bafes. They told us, that not long before there were forty pil- 
lars ftandmg but it cannot be well juic’d, whether they had been defign’d for the uiwa- 
ment of foroe great Hall » or (ct |herc in the air purely for (how. A little further are the 
ruines of two chambers, which, as fiur as may be jfudg'd by the doors and windows, unue 
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i:oc vcfjr iMfgfr. Ail i$ of Mjtblc, fb fmooth and poli(h’d,fhat it might ftm for a Looking- j ^ a 8. 
Ijiaft, as wtU ai that oi the palace Royal at If^uhsn. On both lidts of the doois, there are — ^ 
k*tral figuuii vf men, carved, wlttrcof (bmc ate fitting, others Hand, but much exceeding 
(hcuifural piopcttiun.l'he-y have all their hairfo lung, tliat it falls down over their fiioul- 
deis, great beards, and lubits tailing down to tluir heels, with very wide flee'vcs,3nd a gir- 
dle about their gariuints. They bayeall round caps upon their heads i which, being much 
ditTcreiU Iruiri the ordinary habit of the Perfia>u a'c preilnt, arg«e*s a great antiquity. At 
afimll ditlaucc, there are two ocher Ciumbe'ts, built after the fame manner, and of the 
fame bigntfs, whcrcot thcic is nothiug left but the doors, and the crofs-bars of the 
windows. 

The ilrudurc feems to have had m-my doors , which the Ptrfimt obferve to this day in 
their butlding-*, fo to tnahe way for the winds they tland an need of to cjol thcmfdvcs. 

Near thtfe ciiainbers there may beften, engraven upon a fquarc pillar, certaia unknown 
chara^trs, which have nothing common with either the Crm/j,, Hthrm^m Arabim^ nor 
indeed with auy other language. There arc twelve linesof thefecharaders, which, as to 
thcir iigure,are triangular, I’tramidal, orlikeobcliiques, but fo well graven and & propor- 
tionate, that thofe who did them cannot be thought Barbarians: Some believe they are 
'ii/t/wrr, and that they contain ibmc fccrets which Time will difeover. Befidesrhefe, 
there isairo a great Court, upon the fame giound- work, which is ninety paces (quare, 
having on each Hijc two gates, whereof ibmc arc fix, others but three paces wide, all built 
of a very well polilh'd marble, whereof the ievcral pieces arc eight toot in length and 
three in breadth. In anothet Court tiiete are ceptefented in carv’d-work, in matbk, bat- 
tels, t(iucnphs,and Olympick games, very well done, and with an exadf obfervance of pto- 

E ortion. Upon every gate ii repreiented a man, with a graceful countenance, litcing, and 
oidnig in one hand a Globe, in the other a Scepter, though the Kings of Perfia never late 
tn that potiure. 1 had the curiofity to get up on high, where I found the figure of a King 
at ids devotions, adoring the Sun, Fire, and a Serpent. It is not eafic to amrtn, whether 
the Architeduteof this Palace be of theJoxic^, Daric^, or Cori»rbi«(» order, the build- 
ing is lb luni'd , though there be yet as much left as would find Work for a good able 
Painter for fix months. ’Tisa thoufand pities, that no body hath yet had the curiofity to 
Iiave it graven, had it been only out of this motive, that the barbarous people thereabouts 
xuine it daily more and more, and convey away the liooes to carry ou private buildings. 

Mlian fayes , that the Grand Cyru was grown famous for the Palace he had built in the U^.r.r.;p« 
City of frr/ipti/M, whereof lie had himfeif laid the fiouiidation » Dariw, fer that built by 
himat jyiwpi and Cym the younger, for the pleafant Gardens which he had himfeif 
planted and cultivated in Lydii*. If this he the lame place which Diodorm Siculm makes 
mention of, it ts certain, that both as to greatnels and magnificence it exceeded all thofe of 
that time. He fayes it was cncompafs'd with three walls of Marble, whereof thefirft 
WAS id. the fecond 3a. and the third 60. cils high, with the gates and balconies uf brafs. 

The work of fo rawiy years, and all that wealth were dettroy'd in a few hours, by AkxaA- 
dir the great, who, upon the perfwafionof a common Profiitute, caufed it to be fired, as 
Cunim gives an account of it in his Hifiory. Having view’d thde Antiquities, 
wtiich with thofe id’ Dirbeitty were all we met within our Travels, I profccutcd iwy jour- 
ney the a8. of Jintury^ and got that day ten Leagues, to the City of Schirat, 

In this City 1 met with four Italian C0rmlitts, who have a very handfbine well built 
Monaftery there, and enjoy anabfolute liberty of confcicnce, under the jmifdiAion of 
the King of Ptifu* There had alfb been heretofore a Monaftery of Friers i hut 
they were forc’d thence, with the other , when the City of was taKcn 

firomthem. 5 c/«rar is the chief City of the Province of F«'r,aC*p.degrecs,3d.mi :u‘es,^ 
feared in a very pleafant plact> at Ac foot of certain Mountains upon the River Smekmer; 
berctolose called adwxfr, which dilenftiQgues it folf into the Ptrfia» GuU. We were told, 
the City had been much bifficr then it is now , though there be in it at preftut above ten 
thoufand houfes^ which Tthe morccafily credited, in that wc found all about it, and 
half A league beyond, the tuincs of the gates and walls of a great City. W hatever Na- 
ture fupplies mankind withall, not only for utetffity, but alfo for pleafure, is here to be had 
in great abandonee v as Wheat, Wine, Oranges, Lemmons, pomcgrinats,Almonds, Dates, 
PilTaclioes. &e, and the lovely Cyprefs- frees afford a pleafant fbade againft tbcexcewve 
heats. Thcbtft Wuicof all ffr/ia grows hereabouts, and in fuch abundance, thatitjs 
tranfporced all over the Kingdom, ci^cciany to the Court,wherc the King and grttt Lordf 
drink not any orner. ’Tis more fprightiy, and more pleafant then Canary i butinregard. 
uo peribii ok quality but drinks of it, and is willing totreat his friends with Sehum 
rgbi itii dear enough at where it is iom at half a Crown apwile. The foil 

® here- 
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I (5 3 8. hereabouts is very fertile, and produces abundance of Wheat and Fruit. The Sheep which 
are of an Aih-grey colour, with an eye of white, have their wooll curled or frizled,and their 
tails are (b big, and fo fat that they weigh iS.orao. pound. The adjacent Forrellsaf* 
ford abundance of Maftick, which the Country people gather in dilbes faftned to the Trees. 
It is at firft green, but the Air in time corrupting it gives it the brown colour it is of, when 
brought into Eufo^e. I flayed eight dayes at Sebiras^ as well to reft my Horif s as to for- 
tifie my felf againfl the hardftiip I was to cxpeiSt in my future travel, it being a huudicd 
Leagues to Ormus, through a Country where I fliould not find what I left behind me at 
Schiras^vihich is doubtlefs the principal City of ?erfia,iot Wine and Women i and aftbrds 
fo great enjoyments to thofe who can ufe thefe two things with moderation, that the Per- 
jftafis are wont to fay, that if Mahomet had tafted the pleafures of Sthiras, he would have 
God to make him immortal there; I left it the fifth of Febmarj^ andpafiedby 
two Caravanferat, and took up my lodging at the third, having travell’d that day ten 
Leagues, through a fair even way. 

The fixth, 1 got (even Leagues, having a very bad way, but in (ight of many Villages, 
whereof the prolpeA was the more pleaCant , by rea(on of the Date-trees all about 
them. 

The (eventh I paffed by one of the(e Caravanferat, md got that day ten Leagues, taking 
up my quarters in the little City of Seharim, in the middle of a Forrefl of Date-trees. The 
five dayes following were the mofttroublelbrne of all my life. For the eighth of 
we got but five Leagues, through themoft horrid way m the woild. 1 cannot imagine 
how people made a (hlft to travel that way, beiotc Imanculi Chau ( of whom (umewhat 
hath been faid ellewhere, who was (b cruelly put to death with all his children, hy Schacb 
Sefi ) caus’d it to be repaired, with incredible expence, when at thisday a man cannot pafs, 
but in great danger of his life, by reafon of the uneven and narrow wayes, between fleepy 
mountains on the one fide, and dreadful precipices on the other , where I very narrowly 
avoided a mif-fortune, which happens there very often. For my Horfe’s hoof, which i 
was leading by the bridle, being till’d withfnow, he (tumbled upon me, forc’d me out of 
the way, lb as that had I not caught hold of a wild Almond tree, which happened to be 
there, as it. were by miracle, I had there ended both my travel and life, in the precipices. 
I lodg’d at night in a Catavanfera, where I had a houfc over my head j but that was all, 
for there was neither provender for my hotles, nor any thing for my (elf and toy (ervaiits 
to eat. 

The ninth, having travell’d three Leagues,! came to a CaravaHftra,v9hetc I found hor(e- 
mcat. After dinner,! got five Leagues farther, to another Caravanfera ■, but meeting there 
with the Armenian Caravan,and the Carmelite Father, whom I (poke of before, I rode on, 
B«ty. and traveli’d two Leagues farther to a Village called and lodg’d not far from it, in 
onepf the be& Car avanfer at thitl met vrithimll my journey. 

The tenth I had very ill way along the mountain : I preferred this before another fairer 
way, which I might have taken by the Plains, but more about by four Leagues: Lateac 
' night I came to the City of Laar. 

, The City is (eated at the foot of a Mountain, in a (pacious Plain, its houfes are built of 
brick bak’d in the Sun i but the Citadelis very advantagioully (bated on the mountain, and 
well fortified with a Rampire of free-ftone. There is no Wilie, but abundance of Dates 
in thefe parts. The Inhabitants drink only water, which being thick and troubled, muft 
needs be vety un whoKbme, as is al(b the Air thereabouts j whence it cgmes, that no Inha- 
bitant almofl but is troubled with a kind of worm, which breeds between the flefh and the 
skin,about an ell long, and which is with much difficulty got out after the manner we (hall 
' have occafion fo fpeak of hereafter j hitherto we had been more fenfible of cold then heat » 
but in this place we began to think the heat of the Sun troublelbm. 

I flayed one whole day at Laar ■, but when ! would have gone thence the twelfth, they 
would not (qlfer me to go out of the Caravanfera, fill I hid paid half a Twmaht , which 
amounts to between forty and fifty (hillings. I flood out, and alledged, that being no- 
Merchant , they could not exaft that duty from me : but the receiver of it very much 
prcffiugthe payment, ,, I fent my Palport, and the Letters of recommendation which the 
King had written bn my behalf to the Sultan ©f Gamren,to the Governour pf the Citadel, 
who iniinediatcly (eat an O^ctx of the Garrilbn, with order for my departure, without 
any further trouble. ‘ ^ . 

They lay the City of Laar wasi^ralllby Z^aet, the (bn of Siroei, who had to his Succef- 
Laaf . (or Gerghn Mdech, firft King of whom the two and thirtieth SucceiTor was 

/crises. Ehrahiai Chau, yho was ejeded by the year i6oi. It hath 

Inbuilt four t!ion(and huu(e.s, but neithcr.gaft«)5oir bnt only a jCafth built there by 
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the PerfiJHS lincc thcir conquctt, upon a fteepy tock, which commands the City, there be- j 6 a g. 
ing but one way to go up to it, and that fo narrow, that two horfes can hardty go abreaft 
in It. The walls ot' it are cut out of the rock, and the Garrifon confillsot a hundred 
men,afuffi.icnt number to make good that place, though there be in the Maga7iiic Arms 
foi thice thoufaud men. The water they have within it is brackiih , fo that thofe ot the 
Oai rift'll arc oblig’d to fave that which falls from the Sky , whereof they have abundanve 
at ci-rtiin leafons ot the year. I travcil d that day 14. leagues to a Cjrav.tnJcca near a 
little Village, 

Tins great dayes journey did me no finall prejudice, though I had felt fome alteration in trieAuthr; 
my health at my departure from Sebiras. But the great journeys, efpecially the lall 1 had 
nude lince , the water, which was troubled and corrupted, and the infupportabk heats 
brought me to fuch gripings in the belly, which were accompanied by an oppreflion ot the 
Itomack, and a very great looienefi, that I began fo be out of all heart. I caufed enquiry 
to be made for a Utter, but there being none to be found, I was forc’d to get on the Horfe 
whieli carried the famptcr, which Ihad fo ordered, as that I had the conveniimce of reftmg 
my back. In that fwfture I went away the 19. and got that day to a greawillage withiu 
1 2. Leagues of the City of Qamron^ and took up my lodging at thtCih»t»r’s of the place. 

In the evening came to the fame lodging an Enghjh man , who was to fucceed him who 
was the chict of the Merchants at Iffahan , accompanied by another Merchant of tlie 
fame Nation, with whom I had fome acquaintance during my abode at the King of P<r- 
fias Court. They wcre'wcU provided with- that kiad of Spni^ Wine, which is called 
thoilgh the true name of it be Xeque^i from the Province whence it comes-, which, 
together with two good meals whereto they had invited me, a little comforted my fto- 
mack, and recruited my fpirits, at Icaft as far as thepoftureof my health would permit. 

They gave me Letters of recommendation to an Merchant of Bn^dar GamrsHy 

whom they intreuted to lodge me in thel«dw« Company Houft there, and to affirt me all 
that lay in his power, in my Voyage to Sumta. They took horfe afteafupper, but my 
indifpolition kept me there till the aa. of Febrmry. That day I travelled lix leagues to Umet 
a Carjvanfera, where I refted my felf till the heat of the day was over, and then got three Laar. 
leagues further to another Caravanfera. I grew worfc and worfo, infomuch that my for- 
mer indifpofition being hdghtncd into a burning Feaver, I was reduc'd to the greateft ex- 
tremity. But there was no flaying in a place where I could not be reliev’d , lb that I re- Cbasr t® 
folv’d to get to Bandar y whatever it coft me, out of the confidence I had that there, among GaDiron. 
fo many Merchants of fovcral Nations who trade thither, I fliould find fome eafo. Ac- 
cordingly, as (bon as I was got thither, the 23. of February, the EngAjby freneb andDutek 
came to give me a vifit, and having had an account of my quality and defign, as alfo of 
the nature of my indifpofition, which was come to abloudy Flux, with a burning Feaver, 
they took me fo much into their care , that within four dayes the Feaver left me, anal 
made a fhift to vifit the Suhban or Govetnour of the City. 

I had before font him the Lettersof recommendation which Sebacb Sefijneid given me, D/mx 
direiftcd to hins,fo that he no fooner heard of my recovery, but he font to invite me to din- 
ncr, whither I went the a8. As foon as I was come into the room, he made me fit down 
by him, and to further my diverfiofl and entertainment , he had intreated the Puteh Mer- 
eWnts to bear roe company, by which means I had the oppor tunity to be acquainted with 
them. I fhall fay nothing of the partieulaririesof this Entertainment, becaufo there was 
nothing in it extraordinary, or mote then we had foen at l^aban and elfcwhere. lu^ncrs

Untl^md. the 9 afi I«diej, where he had been twice* To alleviate this affiidion, 1 went one 
day abroad a walking with one of thsEttgli^ Merchants, along the River tide, where I faw 
one'of thofe Trees which ^Curtm makes mention of in the ninth Book of his Hiftory, 
in theft term's, Alexander having crojfed the River with Porus, went a good way tnto the In- 
dies, where be faw Fonejisof avery vaji extent full of trees-, which were very thick^witb 
boughs, and of an extraordinary height. Mojl of the Branches being as bigas the boal of ordi- 
nary Frees bow'd down to the ground, and having tak^n earth, grew up Jiraigin again, fb that 
a man would thinX, they were mt branches that jiarttd up, but other trees growing upon their 
own roots. 

And indeed (b it was, that the branches which came out i^f the bOal of the tree, getting 
to the earth did there take root, and made another new tree, which at. the Height ot tifreen 
or twenty foot Qft forth other branches, and fo became aForreft, rather thep a Tree, lince 
that which I faw there was two hundred and fourteen paces about, and might well afford 
Arbol de ffiade- to two thoufand petfons. The Bortuguez call it Arbol de Rays, and thofe who have 
^fl^odian w*'!**^^*^ natural Hiftory of thofe parts, Fhe Indian Fig-treee , by rcafon of its 
Fig 'tree. vyhich is about the bignefs of a mans thumb, and full of grains within, as the com- 

mon Fig, butitstaftemoreunpleafentlylufliious, and its colour red, and the leaves of the 
tree are much like thofe of the ^ince-tree. 

ihe Sepul- At the foot of that tree, from which all the reft fprung, there is a little Chappel, built in 
<hteyf a honour of an Indian^amt, or Benjan, that lies buried there. The Guardian ot the Sepul- 
Samf ** chre, who fete at the door, received us very kindly, and treated uS with a collation of AI- 
■ ‘ inonds, Nuts, Dates, and very good fair Water. He fulFered us to come into the Chap- 
pel, where we found the Saints Tomb all ftrew’d with Beans of feveral colours, and above 
it, under a Canopy of Satin, feveral Lam^ which the Religious man is obliged to 
keep in night^nd day.

Icrvation wlych the HoBaaders have made of it, and which we heje follow, very julf and the 
exa(l i it being certain, that tnoft of the Maps that have been yet made, and particularly 
that ofFerfia, arc very defeAive. Their errour proceeds hence, that they put the Cajpitta 
Sea too high, and confequently allow Perfia a greater breadth from North to South,then i t 
really hath. For they put the City of Kefit at 41 . degrees, whereas it is at 37. ahd fb the SweM*" 
breadth of all Ferfia can be but 10. degrees, taking it from Gamron to Kefcht,ot 12. at tnoft, flm. * 
if we fliould grant Ormuf to be at 25. degrees: fo that Boterut is extreamly tnittaken,when 
he allows Prr/w the extent of i8. degrees. 

It is not long lince that this place was but a little Village, confifting of (b'me few Huts, 
which the Filhermen had let up for their convenieiicics, and it is lince the redudiou of 
Ormuf that the goodnels of the Port hath rais’d it to a City of great Trade. The D»teh 
and Englifif Ships, and the Moor Bottoms which come there daily, by realbn of the conve* 
nicnce of the Road, and the Merchants of Ij^Aban^ Schirasy and Laar^ who bring their 
ftuftes thither, as Velvet, Talfata,raw-Silk,^c. and exchange them for others, will in time 
make this City one of the moft conliderable of all the Eaft. It is leafed upon the Perfia^ < 

Gulf, between two good Cattles, which defend it againft the defeent of Pirates, and keep thu rf' 
the entrance of the Haven, where there is a fquare Redoubt, with four pieces of Canon Gamron, 
upon it. The Fortifications of the Cattle ate aiitick, with round Battions, but very well 
fBjrnilhed with great Guns. The Haven is lb commodious, that Ships may anchor very 
fafcly at five or fix fathom water. The houlesat Gamronaxc built of a certain ftone, 
which they make of ftiff Clay, Sand, Ihredded-Straw and Horfe-dung mixt together, 
whereof having let a Layer, they cover it with a Layer of Straw or Fagots, and then ano- 
ther Layer of Clay and Straw, and lb alternately, till they have brought it fixorfeven 
foot high : then they let fire to it, and fo bake the Stone i and to fatten and cetnent them 
together, they makea compolitionof the lame Patte with Salt-water, and fome Lime, 
and by that means make 'a Und of Mottar, which is almoft as hard as the Stone it folf. 

The beft Houles are thofe qf the SulthsHy or Governour of the City, and the Lodgings, 
orWaie boufesof the P«re;& and which lie lb near the Sea, that at High-water 

the Tide comes up to the walls of them, which is a great convenience for the loading and 
imloading of their Merchandizes. The lower rooms lerve for Ritchins and Ware-houler, 
and the upper for Lodgings, which are the more commodious in t^s relpcdf, that being 
high, th^ are the more hr to receive the wind of all fides, lb in Ibme meafure to moderate 
theexceffive heat of the Sun. The meaner Ibrt of people have no ocher covering over 
them, then what they make with the branches and leaves of Date-trees, which they call 
Adafy and ate the only trees that find them fruit, and timber for building. The Streets are a, stfeia, 
narrow, irregular, and not kept clean. The Air is very unwhollbm thereabouts, by tea- l%4iUr. 
ioo^ the exccifive hear, asufoof the continual change of the Winds which riign there, 
and which in the Ipace of twenty four hours go through alt the points of the^mpafi. 

For in the morning they* have an -Eatt-wind, which is extreamly cold } about noon a 
South-wind, which brings infupportabic heats along with it* in the evening a Wett-Wind, 
which cotmng firoinWards ArabU , brings Efficient heafs with it \ and at midnight a 
North-wind, which ctWs out of the Mountains of the Country, ahd i$ ^old eUongh. Ic 
rains £b leldom, that it was oblerved in the year 1 63a . that with the riling of the Wind, 
there falling a greafelhowcr, after a continual drought of three years, the Ifthabitantskept 
a dvjf of pubKck thank%iving for it. Whence it comes that in the Counttyvall about this droi^bt. 
City, there is not lb much as a Graft to be fcen, unleft it be in Ibmc Gardens, Where they 
fre Ibr^^ twice or thrice every day, to water the |>ot-herbs and Pulfc whidi they Ibw in 
them,atnl'among the reft, particularly, (Sudick, Onions, Chibol 4 Radilhesand Cucumbers, 
fiat the Ifle of Kifmifehywhich is but three Le^ues diftant from Gamrofty and which is 
Leagues in'Ienglh, and three in brcadth,fupplies the City with all forts of Fruits. For in sWliir. 
themoneth^ 7^ and during the greateft heats of Summer, they have Grapes, Dam- 
fens, Peaches, MapgfS, <^inces, Oranges, Lemons, and Pomegtarlaf es red and white. In 
OOebtr they hive Mfclcms, Citruls, Cucumbers, Radilhes, Onions, Turneps, Almonds, Pi- 
Jftachoes, Apples, Peats, aind %ve!ral other Fruits, which are very ciicellent, and in fueha-* 

Imndance, that they arc cheaper there then in any other place of Ferfia. The Innab'ton^ 
live'for the moft pait upon Fruits, and Pulfc, and the Filh which they take in the 
bouringSea, and find mote whoJfotti and delicious then FJelb , which pe^tift^ 
little good luftenancCjby reafon of the extraordinary heats, mull therckbourf^ dfl^ #!'^ 
tittunent, and ii>a manner without any tafte. Among other forts (if F^*l!|t^j! 5 Afe'taejr)r 
' abundance of Pilchards and Smelts, as alfo Oyfters aftd Cfabs^ Tl*hey 44 <te*|j^kinwfe of 
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1638. Cattle, as Oxen, Cows, Sheep, Goats, and fcvcral other Creatures ^ but they have llich 

abundance of Goats, that they are fold for fix or eight pence a piece. There arc alio a 

fort of Rams that have four horns, but no wild Fowl at all. Their ordinary drink isemly 
Water, unlelsit be that fomehavc a YittXtAquavitx^ made of Dates or Rice. Sebirat 
Wine, which is brought thither only in Bottles, is very fcarce and very dear there i nay 
the fair Waterjwhich they get two Leagues from the City, is fold at fuch a rate, that what 
I and my fervants fpent, colt me about two pence every day. 

Perfons of q^uality, and Merchants, are clad after the Perjtan mode, but all the reft go 
naked, and cover only the privy parts. The Women wear about their arms and legs a 
great many Rings,or Plates of SiIver,Bra(s,or Iron, according to their conditions and abi' 
lities. They fallen to their hair a Bodkin,or a long fiat piece of Silver gilt, or Brafs, which 
hangs down over the middle of their foreheads to the end of the noie, and they thruft 
through the left noftril a Gold Ring, having in the middle a Turqucfe,a Granat, or haply a 
little Gold Knob or Button cnaracird, orlimp!e» and the Pendants they wear in their 
cars are fo heavy,that if thofe were not well faftned to their heads, they would go near to 
force them thence. 

The great heat^ begin to abate in OSober^ and fb from that time fill the beginning of 
May is the iealbn of gteateft trad ing. Then it is that all Nations come thither with their 
Commodities, as Ferfians, Arabians, Indians, ’Banians, Armenians, Tml^s, Tartars, Eng- 
lijh and VntcL Thefc laft come thither by. Sea, but all the others by Land, with the Cara- 
vans, vihich they call Caffilas,znd which go at a certain day from Aleppo, Bagitt, Ifpahan, 
Sciras, Labor, Herat and Bajfara •, coming all tc^ethet in Troops, and having a Convoy 
of cama Janiitaries, for the Security of their travel, agahoA the incutfions of the Ara- 
bians. 


tbeitaf- T\\& Hollanders zad the bring thither ready money, andfome certain Common 
ditics, which they either take up in Eia-ope, or go to the Indies for, and fell thtm there to 
and Dutch 8°°^^ piofit. The D«ich arc the better fettled there of the two, and do furnilh in a 
there. manner all Ferfia, with Pepper, Kutinegs, Cloves, and other Spiccry, though they al£b t3t« 
pend very much ready money in their trading, as we faid before, and efpccially Spanijh 
B.yalsznd'B.ixdoUars, which the Pefjtans pxcfet before all other money, becaulc they melt 
them, and make them into their own Coins with great advantage. 

The Englijh do either fell or truck their Englijb Cloaths, Tin, Steel, Indico, Silk Stuffes, 
and Cottons out of the Indies i Ibr though there are excellent good ones made in Ptrfia, 
yet are thofe of the InSes mote efteemed, becauie they ate finer and elder woven. They 
buy of the Ftrfians Satins purfled with Gold or Silver,SHk‘Stui]fes, and tlie Cottons of the 
Country, Par^^wTapiftiy, which thofe of the Country call KaMty, and the Portliest,, 
Aleatifer, raw Silk, Cotton, Ehubarb, SaAicon, and Roft*water. This Water is made at 
Sehitas, and in the Province of tientum, either by in&fion, and then they ealHtGtU-ut, 
whence no doubt the word comes, orbyextradion in a Still, and then they call it 
Arek^gttl, that is to fay, the fweat of Rotes. They dteem the former inoomparabty be- 
yond the other, and it is one o f the beft Commodities that a man can carry to the 
where they Qninkle it about their Chambers , and uie it in the preparations of perfumes. 
There isinadealfom thofe parts great ijuantities of Limien-cloath j but the Weavers, 
inftead of domg their work in Looms at their houfes as they do elfewhere, faften the woof 
of the death to fome Tree, without thfc City, and having made apit in the gwaiid, they 
put their feet into it,r{b that when they cottie home at night, it is no gisat trouble for them 
to bring their work and things belonging thereto sdong 'With them, in as touch as they con- 
fift only of certain Canes faftned to the woof.

The King 6f Per/ia hath there alfo a or Receiver, who does not only receive 1638.. 
the duties at the coming in, and going out of Commodities, but fets fuch an Impofition 
upon them as he thinks fit, andftri< 3 :ly fearches the Ships, to fee what MerchMidifes are 
brought in. The UoUandert pay no duties, according to a priviledge they obtain.dof 
Scach-Ab 4 S, and whereof they endeavour all they can to preferve the enjoyment* by 
the Prefents they ever .and anon make to the Officers of the Court of Perfijt : 

But the Englip are fo far from paying any thing , that on the contrary they enjoy many o- thsprivL 
ther priviledges and exemptions, and fliould by right receive one half of the Cuftqms, up- of 
on what account we ihall declare anon, but they have hardly the tenth part allowed them, ilH 
nay, are obliged to take that little which they have in Commodities. And this the Perfiant 
do with fo much confidence, and Co openly, that they ftick not to affirm, when they are 
furprii’d in their frauds, -that it is not ill done of them to endeavour the advantage of theif- 
own Prince, though ever fo much to the prejudice of Strangers, eipecially if they be Chri- 
Rians. Among others, the Englip have this fijrther priviledge, to fend away yearly out of 
Per/?i* twelve Hprfes, without paying any thing, whereas the Pmcfi arc obliged to pay for 
the Licence of Tranfportation fifty Crowns at lead for every Horfe , .as the E/igiip are 
alfojif they fend away above twelve. The Perfunsy who have a great advantage over the Perfiari 
Jndimfm this'refped, that they are better hors’d then the others, are very unwilling that 
Horfes fhould be fcnt over to the Indians^ who are their enemies, among whom they are fb 
highly efteem’d, that an .ordinary Horfe there will bring four hundred Crowns. 

The Inhabitants of Ganiron are for the molt part P irfiansy ArahianSy or Indians, but ail 
in a manner fpeak the Portugttez Language, which they learnt by the Commerce they have 
had with that Nation, who were a long time polTcft of the City of Ormm. But now, th'..t 
is the only Natibn-whlch is hot jpermitted to come to Gamreny though all others aie fuffer- 
ed fo kade there. Chrifitani and Jem are welcome thither, as alfb Mdbumetans and Pa- 
gans y butever fince thereduAionof Omar, the Pmagaez, and the King of xyp^VsSufa- 
je<3a, are not admitted thither j yet thefe laft are fuffered to come to a little Illand within 
three Leagues of it, and there to traffick, where the King of Perfia hath aSultbany who 
commands the Caftlc, receives the Duties at coming in and going out, and hinder.? the Por- 
tngnfz from approaching with their great VelTels ; fo that thefe Nations being, as it were, 
in open Hoftility,the Portuguez come fometimes with their Frigots, and take Prizes even in 
fight of Gamron, and often Land parties in the neighbouring lilands. 

The City of Omiis is feated in an Ifland , which is diftant from the Continent two Ciy of 
Leagues, and is thought to be about fix about. It is as barren as the Country about Gam- 
ro«,tor it is a continued Rock, which produces nothing but Salts infbmuch that it 
not yield even frefh Water. And yet its Haven is fo good, and its feituation fb advan- 
tageous, that the City became fo eminent for Commerce, that not only it had its particular 
Kings, but the Arabians Caid of it by way of Proverb y that if theUniverfe were but a 
Ring, the City of Ormm was the Diamond that fhould be fet in it. Teixera fayes, that 
Scaeb Mahemety thefbnof an Arabian Kin^y who liv’d in the tenth Age, having reduc’d 
under his Jurifdi^ion the Provinces that are feated upon the Perptn Culfi as fay' as fefray 
pafs’d over into the Illand, where he laid the firft foundations of the City of Ormm. Scha- 
bedin Mahomet, eleventh King of Ormus, of the pofterity of Mabemet, dyed in the year 
1 2a8. And he who liv’d when the Portuguez became Matters of it, was called Sejfadin, 
and paid Tribute to the King of P^a. D. Alfonjo d Albuquerque made a Conquell of it 
inthe year 1^05. Emanuel King oi Portugal i of which attempt,tfae manner and fitc- 
cefs of it, take the following Account, 

Tri^an deCngna, who had taken the Illand of Zocotsra, whereof we (hall have occafion Ta^sntf 
to fpeak hereafter, left certain Veflels under the command of Albuquerque, with Orders to the Portd- 
vifit the Coatts of Arabia, while he attempted Tome new Conqueft in the;/«^iM s he being 
a perfbn of great refolution, thought his only courfe, to/ettle himfclf there, was to fet 
upon the Kingdom of Ormm, which he did with 470. Smildiers, whom he had aboard his 
Fleet. Emanuel Oforh, Bilhop of Selvurs in Portugal, fayes, that Albuquerque made his 
advantage of the Mahumetan Kings weaknefs, who then reigned. For underliandmg that 
the principal Miaitter of State, whofe name was CojeaUr, a Forreigner, a Native of 
^ngdUyand an Eunuch, had exafperated the people againtt him, by converting the publick 
Revenueof the Kingdom to his own profit and ad vantage, having left his Soveraign only 
the bare Title of King, be thought , fit foftrike in at that conjiinaure of Affairs, and to’ . 
that end left Zamora upon the 20. of Attgup, and having in a very few dayes taken in the 
Cities of Cunate, Majcate, Soar, and Orfajfam, he took hiS march ditc^ly td 

the principal City, to which he came the 25. of September. The firlt thing he^d^, was 
to defeau very ftrongFfeet, which the Moors had within the Haven, amij ^ that mean!

King of Ormw promifed to take 
thc.Oathof Allegiance and Fidelity to the King of lertugalh to pay him every year tit- 
teen thoufand Ducats as a Tribute, in Gold, Silver or Pearls, and five thoufand towards the 
charges of the prefentWarj and to pertr'-t Albuquerque to build a Cittadcl where he 
ihould think moll convenient for the prefervation or the City. 

The Fortuguez began the faid Cittadel on the 2 5. of Olieber following, and gave it the 
iiameof Our BleJfedLady of ViUory. Itistrue, this cftablilhntent wasnot fbabfolute at 
the beginning , but that the Moors made fbme attempts to rid therafelves of theft new 
Guefts: but the Pcrtwgwea made a fiiift to maintain what they had gotten, and to make 
the place they were in a Magazine of Armes for the Indies i taking occafioij fay that means 
to engrofiall the Commerce to themfclves, and obliging all the ferfians and Arabians to 
buy of them all thoft Commodities which they flood in need of from the InMans, Nay, 
this was To rigorouily obferved, that the Governour of Ormus prohibited the Inhabitants 
to fell any of their Commodities, till fuch rime as he had fold his own. They permitted 
Seyfadin to live in the Ifland, but at a certain place far enough from the Cittadcl, fo not to 
give the Fortugaez any occafion of jealoufie. Scacb Abas^Kiag of Perfa^ facing no longer 
able to endure the infolence of tht FortugutZy and very much incens’d at their receiving 
into Protedion the Gentlemen of the Houfe of the Gabtieliy whom we have fpoken of 
elftwhere, bethought himfelf of fomecourfttoget theft Forreigners out of thoft parts. 
Toeffedthis, he addreft’dhimftlf to the who traded at j and by the ad- 

vantageous proffers that he made, oblig’d them to promifc him all the alfiflance they could 
to carry on the fiege of that City, which was aflaulted and taken fay the E»g/^,in the year 
1622. They put both the City and Cittadel into the hands of the King of Ferfia , who 
found in it fix hundred great Guns, fome Iron, fome Bra&, whkli'^ff^^ Abets cauftd to be 
tranlported to Laar and IJpaban, all but fourfcore Pieces, which he left in the Cittadel > 
He caufed the walls of the City to be demolifh’d, and the Materials thereof to be tranfla* 
ted to GamrottyVfhich. began even at that time to raife it felf upon the ruines of its Neigh- 
bours. The King of Perjfi«, defirous to reward the ftrvices #hich the EngHp had done 
him upon that occafion, did not only grant them an abfolute exemption from all Impofiti- 
ons, but he alfo beftow’d'on them one moyety of thoft Duties which other Merchants 
were to pay there > but, as we laid before, the EugHJh come very far fliortof receiving what 
is due to them. 

I found in the Port of Gamron an Eaglijh Ship called the Swan, of 30o.Tun, carrying 
24. Guns. MiFiex Honysipoedy Agent for the Affairs of England, recommended me to the 
Captain of it, and commanded him to carry me over to the InditSy and to defray all my 
charges till I came to Suratta. I had brought eight Horfts with me, making account to 
ftll them with very grea't advantage In the Indies , but the Ship was fo full of Goods, that 
it was with much ado that I could get in only two of them : So that I was forc’d to 
put off the other fix, to very great lofe, asbeing able to get but thirty pound for thoft 
which had coft me fixty pound at Iffaban^ and which I fliould have fold at above one hun- 
dred and fifty pound at Suratta. 

I embark’d the fixth of AfrilyWith Mr. Manley and Mr. HaVyEnAifi Merchants, whom 
the Prefidept of the Englijh at Suratta had ordered to come firom Ijfahany about fome bu- 
finefs concerning the Company, and went aboard accompanied by moft of the Strangers 
that were at Gamrony as alfo many Indian Merchants, with whom I had upon fome 
occafions made acquaintance. The Captun ordered four Pieces to bj^fired at our coming 
aboard, and received us with much civility, inviting us, it.bcingthen about noon, to dine 
with him. 

' We went from Gamron to Suratta in nineteen dayes, during which the Captain treated 
foe very magnificently ,and did me the honour to relign his own bM to me, and to give me 
precedence upon ail occafions. He was well furniflied with FowI,Matton,and other frefti 
Mcatj but above all things, with excellent good Sack, Englijh Beer, French Wines, Arak^y 
and other tiffr^fluncuts j which prov’d fo well for me, that by the help of theft good Cor- 
dids, and the beneilt I had by the drinking of Ftizanne, vyhich I caufed to be made with 
Cinnamon and rinds of Pomegranats, at my ariivabat Suratta, I found my health 
perfedly recover’d, though I muff aMb acknowledge, as much contributing thereto, my 
ufingof Tbgy to which lhadfo accuflomed my fcif, that I ordinarily took it twice or 
thrice a day. - - , , . 

The contrary wjnd prevented oar departure the day that we came aboatd,fothat we lay 
■at Anchor all thenight following j ajid.^next day, being the ftventh,we ftt fail, taking 
-buif courfc towards the Me of Orns^t : but toi!^ 4 td,^night thete rofefo great a tempeft, to- 
Weft-wind,that to avoid runnbg upon the SK)re,we were forced to caft Ah' 
- Suff- 
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Sunday, being the eighth, we laveer’d it with a Weft-wmd, endeavouring to pafsbe- 1638. 
tween the Hies ot Ormw and Kifmich, which are four Leagues diftant one troin the other. — " ' 

About two in the afternoon, we caft over-board the body of a young Sea-man, who died 
of the Bioudy-flux two dayes befoie. Thi. .Ilercmony, which I had not feen before, put 
me into fo much the greater fright, in that being ftill troubled with the fame difoafe, I ima- 
gined they would fhortly do as much by me. 

The night following we pafs’d in fight of the two Iflands we fpoke of lafl:,to wit, Omar 
and Kijmich i and the next day, being the ninth, we difeovered the Contin;nt Arabia^ 
taking our courfc along the Coaft, which is thereabouts, without any danger. 

Tuefday 1 0 • A calm ftaid us at the fame place, and the 1 1 . we put off from the Coafts 
of Arabia., to make towards thofo of Ferfiay which wcftillkept in fight of tillThurfday 
night, 13 . Then a good Weft-north- welt wind rifing, we took out courfe towards 
the Eaft-fouth-eaft, at 25.degrees, 50. minutes elevation. 

Friday morning, we could perceive no Land,but had fight of a Piratejwho by his making 
ever and anon more or left fail, difeover’d he had fomewhat to fay to us. One while he 
came fomewhat near usi another, he kept at a great diftaace j but at laft , perceiving we 
made it our bufineft to get the wind of him, he made towards the Hie of Zocotora. 

Thisllland is feated at 21. degfoes 40. minutes, at the entrance of the Red-fea, having . . 
towards the South- weft, and North-eaft, the Country oi Melinda ox Mthiofia^nad towards nanmlde' 
the South Arabia, from which it is diftant about fixteen Leagues. It is about 25 . Leagues faiptitn of 
in length, but not abhve ten in breadth, having on all fides very good riding for Ships, and theiJbnH 
fofe Harbours. It is indifferently well peopled, and is fubjed to the King of Arabia, un- ‘’/Z-jcoto- 
dtr whom it is governed by ^Sulthan. 

The Inhabitants arc of low ftature, and rather lean then fat, of a duskifli complexion, 
and very laborious. Their only fuftenance is Fifh and Fruits, living very temperately. * '* 
They treat their W ives, whom they buy in Arabia, with much civility, and have a certain 
refped for them i but will not permit Strangers to foe them. They are very crafty in their 
trading, and delight much in it, though they have but few things to foil. And whereas 
they adulterate almoft all their Commodities, they are accordingly diftruftful of thofe 
which are brought to them. 

They reduce Dates into a pafte,and it forves them inftead of Bread. The Ifland affords 
very few Oranges,and thofe not very good, Tobacco, and Citruls. There are alfo fbmc Co- 
cos-trccs,but not many, the fruit not coming to tipeneft there, by rcafon the ground is very 
foil of fiones. 

Their main wealth confifls in Aloes, the juyee whereof they gather in bladders, or Goats- 
skinsiand dry it in the Sun. They have alfo the gummy juyee called Dragons-bloud, Zocotoca. 
Civet, which may be bought there at about three ©r four Crowns an Ounce : but thofo 
who are not very well skill’d in that Drug are many times cheated i for the Inhabitants of 
the Ifland put Greafo and other nafty fluff into it. . They keep abundance of Civet-cats 
about their houfes, but they have very little tame Fowl i wild none at all. They have 
Camels, Affes, Oxen, Cows, Sheep and Goats, whofo hair about the thighs is curl’d much 
after the manner that Satyrs are painted. The Town where the Sulthan hath his refidence 
is called ‘lamary, and hath in it a Fort, which is diftant from the Sea about a Canon- foot, 
with four Guns. 

Their Arms are a kind of broad Swords,whcteof the hilt is very large, but vtithout any 
guard. In their Gkdles they wear alfo Poniards, the blades whereof are above three fin- 
gers broad towards the handle, but very foarp towards the point. They are fo curious, as 
to have fomething of Silver or Copper about the handles, but their Fire-arn*» arc not well 
kept, and yet they are very expert at the handling of them, as they are alfo in manna^ng 
thofe little Bucklers, wherewith they defend themfolves in fight. 

Ships may fake in frefo water there without any trouble, for the waters which come 
from the Mountains fall into the Sea like a River. They have no other Boats then fuch 
as are abfolutely flat-bottom’d , which they make ufo of in their fifoing, which is very 
good thereabouts. They have this common with tht Arabians z&d other Mabumtansg 
that they eat no Swines flcfoi but even mTamary itfelf there is no Mofqtiey, nor any 
other place for them to meet at to do their Devotions. Thefo they do morning and e-* 
vening, at the rifing and fttting of the Sun, to which they make very low reverences, and 
mutter certain words between their teeth s this they do alfo threeor four times » day 
befidcs.

The 2 5. of April., we came before the City of Surati and caft Anchor two 
Leagues from Land, by reafon it being the Captains intention not toftay there above three 
or fdur dayes, he would be furc of the convenience of parting thence when he pleas’d . Be- 
fidcs, there is no Road along that Coaft where Ships can lye with any fafety, from May to 
September, by reafon of the continual Tempefts and furious winds which reign there du- 
ring that time s whereas on the Eaftern Coaft of the Indict, in the Gulf of Bengala, it is 
fair and calm at that time. 

The year is divided into three very different fcafons i forinthemonethsof February, 
March, April &nd May, it is cxtreamly hot weather i in June, July, Augu^zniSeptem.. 
her, there is nothing but continual Rains, with Thunder and Lightning i and thcmoucths 
oSOSaber, November, December ind January, arc cold, atleaftas&rasisconfiftcnt with 
the Climate. 

April 26. The Captain lent one to the Ptefident of the Engli^ it Surat, to give him 
notice of his Arrival. The Prefident fcnt him back the 28. accompanied by two young 
Merchants of the fame Nation, who brought Orders to the Captain, and in the Pieiidents 
name intreated me to come with the foouett to Surat, where he Ihould make good in clFcia 
thofe proffers which they were then come to make to me of his fcivice. Having acknow- 
ledged the Captain’s civility by a fmall Prefent, and leaving him very fick:and much trou- 
bled at out feparation, after the ftiendfiiip we had contrafted together, 1 left the Ship the 
2p.of April. 

Within a League of the Road we entred into the River upon which isCated, 
and which hath on both fidesa vciy fertile foil, and many fair Gardens, withpicaiant 
Country-houfes, which being all white, a colour it ftems the Indians are much in love 
with, afford a noble proQiedamidft thegreenneft whereby they are cncom^nfll-d. But 
this River, which is theTapte, called by others is fo (hallow at the mouth of it, 
that Barks of 70. or 80. Tun can hardly come into it. We camealhore near the Sul- 
tbans Palace, and went immediately to the Cuftom-houfo to have our things fearch’d fay 
the Officers there : which is done with foch exadnefs in this place, that they r hiim it not 
enough to open Chefts and Portmantles , but examine peoples clothes aud poekt t.s. The 
Sihthan or Governour, nay the Cuftomers themfelves, oblige Merchants and i^aiLngetS 
to part with, at the price they lhall think fit to put upon them, thole Goods and Co.- n . t> 
dities which they had brought for their own private ufo. Accordingly the Sulth in 
folf, who came to the Cuftom-houfe as foon as we were got thither, having found a- ri ■'.ig 
nay things a bracelet of yellow Amber, and a Diamond, would needs buy them 1 of 
me .* whereto when 1 made him anfwer, that I was no Merchant, and that 1 valued 
thofe thin^, only for their fakes who had beftow’d them on me, he was pleas'd to return 
me the Diamond, but detain’d the Bracelet, telling me I fiiould have it again when I ho- 
nour’d him with a Vi fit. 

While we were in this conteftation, came to the place an Indian CokH, drawn by two 
white Oxen, which the Englijh Prfefident had fent to bring me to their Houfe ■, fo thdt 
leaving the with the Bncelet, I went into it. At the entrance of the Houfe I 

met the Prefident, with his (ccond, that is to fay, he-who commands under him, and in 
hisablence, whofe name was Mr. who received me with extraordinary kind- 

nefs,and very civilly anfwer’d the Complement I made them, upon the fretdom J took to 
make my advantage thereof. The Prefident, who fpoke Dutch very well, told me I was 
very welcome i that in the Country where wc then were, all Chriftians were oblig’d to 
ailifi one another, and that he was the more particularly \4jig’d thereto as to what con- 
cern’d me, in teipeifl (ff the affeiftion I would have cxpreG’d towards foinc of his Nation 
sxl§ahan. He thereupon brought me to his Chamber, where there was a Collation rea- 
dy. It confifted of Fruits and Preferves, according to the cuftora o^he Country. As 
fbon as we were fet, he asked me what my defign was, and under ftandffl&that I intended 
to return for Cermaty within twelve moneths, he told me I was come to get a- 

way that year, by reafon no more Ships would come that way, but that if ftay 

With him five or fix moneths , till' there were a convenience of paffage, he would takcic 
^dly: that during that time, he would contribute all he could to my divertifement :

accommodations I could not other wife hope for. This obliginpdilcourlefoon prevail’d 
with me to accept of tiiefe proffers, lb that he ihew'd me all the fioule, that 1 might make 
choice of a convenient Lodging, which I took near his Seconds Chamber. In the even- 
ing, fome Merchants and others, belonging to the Piclident, came and brought me from 
my Chamber to fupper into a great Hall, where was the Minifter with about a dozen Mer- 
chants, who kept me company, but the Prefident and his Second fupp’d not, as being 
accuftom’d to that manner of life, out of a fear of overcharging their Stomachs, digeftion 
being flowly performed, byreafbnof the great heats whicK are as troublefome (here in 
the night time as in the day. After Supper the Minitter carried me into a great ®pcn Gal- 
lery, where I found the Prefident and his Second taking the coolnefs of the Sea- Air. This 
was the place of our ordirfary rendezvous, where we met every night j to wit, the Prefi- 
dent, his Second, the principal Merchant, the Minifter and my felf 5 but the other Mer- 
chants came not but when they were invited by the Prefident. At dinner he kept a great 
Table, of about fifteen or fixteen diflies of Meat, befides the Defert. 

The re/ped and deference which the other Merchants have for the Prefident was very l&enfpa, 
remark'Sfale, as alfo the order which was there obferved in all things, elpecially at Divine 
Service, which was faid twice a day, in the morning at fix, and at eight at night, andon ® 
Sundayes thrice. No perfon in thchouft but had his particular Fundtion, apd their cet- 
tain hours aflign’d them as well fot work as recreation. Our divertifement was thus order- 
cd. OuFridayes after Prayers, there was a particular Aflembly, at which met with us lAw 1 
three other Merchants, who were of kin to the Prefident, and had left as well as he their vmifiaent 
Wives in Englaud, which day being that of their departure (iota England^ they had ap- 
pointed it for to make a commemoration thereof, and drink their Wives healths. Some 
made their advantage of this meeting to get more then they could well carry away,though 
every man was at liberty to drink what he pleas’d, knd to mix the Sack as he thought fat, 
or to drink PalepHutZj which is a kind of drink confiftingof Jqua Rofe-watcr, juice 

of Citrons and Sugar. 

At Oirt Ordinary meetings everyijday, we took only V[he\ which is commonly uted all 
over the ladies^ not only among thorn of the Country, but alfo among the Dutch and 
who take it as a Drug that cleanfos the Stomkeh, and digefts the foperiluous hu- 
mours, by a temperate heat particular thereto. The FerfiaHs inftead of ThJ drink their 
Kabjvuy which cools and abates the natural heat which JbJ prefoirves. 

The English have a fair Garden without the City, whither we conftantly went on Sun- 
dayes after Sermon, and fometinacs alfo on other ^yes of the week, where our Exercile 
was (hooting at Butts, at which I made a fhift to get a hundred Mamoudit ( or five 
pound ftetling ^ every week. After thefc divcrtifcmcnts, we had a Collation of Fruit 
and Preferves, and bath’d our ftlvcs in a Tanke or Ciftetn which had five foot water, 
where fome D*teh Centlcwtauen ftrv’d and entertain'd us with much civility. What 
troubled me moft was, that my little acquaintance with the Evgtijh Tongue made me iu- 
capableof Cotrver&tibn, anleflit were With the Prefident, whofpoke Dutch, 

But befbte I relate what happened tothe in this Voyage,and what I faw during my ftay 
a,t Sitrat^ it win not be amifo, to give here a general, but fiiort defcription, of the Mug^Fs 
Cowitry, and the Provinces whercofitSbnlifti>> fo to make the readier way for what we

It touches fome (art of the Pro- 
vince of KiAul, and is cold enough by reafon of its Mountains, though it may be affirm’d, 
that in comparifon of the Kingdom of Tliebet, which is as it were its F^rontiCK on the Eaft- 
iide, it is very tempetatc. About eight Cw f which make four Leagues > ftom the chief 
City,in the midft of a Lake which is three miles about, there is ahttl^ Ifle, viriwre theftfo- 
gul hath built a very fair Hbuft, for the convenience of hunting the wild Goede.

The Province of Cbitor was heretofore a very confiderable Kingdom, but the Metro- *8.Chitor, 
polistrom which it derives its name , and whereof the walk were heretofore fix Leagues 
about, IS now fo ruin’d^ that there is to be feeu but the Relicks of what it hath been, with 
tlie fad remainders of its fiimptuous Mofquics, and magnificent Palaces. The great Mo^ 
gul^Acbabar^ great Grand-father of Schacb Cbiram^rcdac'i it to that condition, and con- 
quer’d It from one ot the Succeflburs of Rafiay who forc’d to make his elcape catnc to a 
capitulation with him, and acknowledg’d the Soveraig'nty of the Mogul; in the year 
1614. This Province hath on the Eall-fide that of Candijehy and on the South, that of 
Gujuratta. 

ThcPiovinceof Gufuratta, which the call the Kingdom of Camhayay upon iy.Gufu-' 

the account of its c^iief City, where they have their main trading,' is without all queftion ”***• 
the iiqblefiand moli^, powerful of all the Country. Its Metropolis leated in the

The Province of Satnb’elyOt ^'anhtly fb called from its_ Metropolis, is divided from that of z4.SainI)S4‘ 
Naivar by the River Grwiai, which falls into Ganges near the’ Cj^pf Halebajjey where ' 
thefc two Rivers meefingmake a kind of anitle: Whence* fome*KaLve taken occafion to 
call this Province Doabt that is to fay, between two waters j asif ©nefcouldlay, Me/S^c-

The province of Nagracut yOi Nak^rk^ty is one of the moft Northerly Provinces of the aj-Nagta- 
ib$oguB% Country. In the chief City thereof from which it hath the name, there is to be “*• 
fren, in a fumptuous Chappel, the floor whereof is covered with plates of Gold,' the Rf 5 - 
giesof an Animal, fit rather a Monfter, called Mattay which brkigs thithelevely,ycara 
great number of Indiansyvrho go to do their devotions there, and ofler unto it a little fnip 
which they cut out of their own tongues. In this fame Province is the City of^lf«/iS- 
tnakay famous for its Pilgrimages, which ate the more frequent there, byrealbnof the 
flames caft forth by the cold Springs as they come out of the Rock, which flames thelnha- 
bitants adore. , . . . , . 

The Pfovinafof Siba, whereof the Metropolis is gives its rife to the River aVSiba? 
Ganges. The Inhabitants of the Country imagine, that the Rock out of which it iffucs 
hath a Cows head, for which Bcaft they have a certain veneration,’ and that there is fome- 


what divine in that produtSion. Whence it comes that they bathe themfelves every day 
in the River. This Province is no lefs mountainous then that of NakfrJ^t, though it be 
not fo much towards the North.

Its principal Cities are Kaymehel^ Kal^^ or Dacca, Pbilipataa 
and Satigam. It is fubdivided into many other lelTer Provinces, the moft conliderable 
whereof are f »««,and Palmfiom which feveral Kings have not thoughtit much to alTume 
their Titles.

The atent The extent of the Mogul’s Country, from Eaft to Weft, is about fix hundred Leagues, 
of the Mo- and from North to South , about ieven hundred French Leagues, fiuce its utterm^ 
gtti'f Coun- Frontiers towards the South are at twenty, and the fartherraoft towards the North at'forty 
three degrees. 

A defi-ritti. ^ concerning the Province of Gufttratta, which the Portuguez, improperly, call Cam- 

on of the " it lies all along the Sca-fidc, extending it felf much like a Peninfula into the Sea, and 
Kingdom of having on both fides a Gulf or Bay, one whereof is eight Leagues broad at the entrance, 
Gufiiratta. and grows narrower and narrower for forty Leagues thence. The Land extends it felf 
Weftward along the Sea-coaft,and Northward it hath the Provinces of Soret,^iJmer and 
Bando i Eaftward, thofe of Cbitor and Kandijh, and Southward the Kingdom of Deetn. 
Heretofore its Fwmtiers reach’d along the Sea-coaft, as far as Gmlor, eight dayes journey 
beyond Amadahat, 9 xyiL Southwani as far as Daman. 

Its Bat though its extent be not fo vaft at prdent as it hath been, yet it is now a very great 

Province, it being certain that it reaches above fixfcore Leagues along the Sea-coaft, and 
comiwchends above twenty thoafiind Cities, Towns, and inhabited Villages i befidcsthe 
places which were laid defolate fomc years fince by War or Famine. Its principal Cities, 
Ittpindpl jnoft whereof are Maritime, arc Surat, Broitfebia, Gandeer, Goga, Gambia, Diu,Patep- 
iane, Mangalor, Gendore, Najfary, Gandivi, Batfara, or Eelfera. The City of Hamd-Emd, 

, or Amadahat, which is the Metropolis of the Province, is at a great diftance from the 
Sea. 

The principal Rivers of this Province are the Nadabat, which piffcs by Broitfehia, 
thcTafta, and the Wajftt \ befides theft conveniences, it hath two of the beft Ports in

ht Fenilit!* Th«e is no Province in all the Indies more fertile then Gufuratta , nor any that affords 
more Fruits and Provifions, which grow in fuch abundance there, that all the neighbour- 
^ ing Provinces are thence fopph’d ; 'Tis true indeed, that in the year 1640. the great 
* drought, and the yea* following, the continual rains reduced it to' fo deplorable a conditi- 
on, that the particular account might be given thereof would deprive the Reader of the 
diverfion, which it is our defign to find him in this Relation. But the Province hath fince 
that time well recover’d it felf of that defolation, yet not fo as but the marks of it may 
be ften every where. But to proftcutc our Relation, as to what happened to me during 
my fuy at Surat. 

TheReh- While I was at having fixtmy relblution to travel into theindies, Itookin- 

ttancmi. fervice a Perfian,' mho wastoftrve me as an Interpreter for the 2»r^ and Po*- 

med. fun. Languages, which 1 then began a little to imderftand. He was born of ChriftkaPa^'

traniUted from Georgia to Ij^ahan , where his brethren then lived ni good rank. Which 
confiderations oblig’d me to treat him with the greater civility, and to promile him by 
way of wages four Crowns a moneth. HeJradmademe believe that his engaging him- 
felt into my fcrvice was partly out of this ttfpeifi, that he might thereby have the coYive- 
nienceof re-imbracing the Chrifiian KeUgion : but he had no fooner made his firft ac- 
quaintances at Surat^ ere he underllood, that an Uncle of hi* by the Klother-lide could 
raife him to great fortunes at the Moguh Court, where he was Mafter of the Horfe. Up- 
on this intelligence, he foon took a refolution to leave me, and to defire the protedlion of 
the SHlthan^ who kept him a while at his own houle, and afterwards fent him to Jgra. t 
was the more Ihrtled at this departure of the young fellow , the more it run in my ‘ 
thoughts, that knowing all the particulars of our engagement with the Indian Embaffa^ 
dour at Iffaban^ his defign might be to betray me into the hands of my enemies. And cer- 
tainly, had 1 knows of his going to ^gray 1 Ihould not have had the confidence to take 
that place in my way ; though it might appear, by what happened afterwards, that God 
fent him to that place cxprelly to favc my life, fince,had it not been for him, I fright have 
loll it there. 


In Majiy there came news to Suraty that the Chany who commanded at Candahar fof the 
King of per/741, had revolted, and had rendted the place to thtMoguly upon this account, IbeOmef- 
that the Scacb had threatned to put him to death. The Mogul fent immediately ^ooooO. »/ 
Crowns to the place, as a requital for the Governours fervice, and to puy the Garrilbn, ^“dahat 
which had revolted along with him. Alymerdan^Chany Governourof the fame place, kii^^aren 
had done fuch another trick at the beginning of Schach-Sefi s Reign, who would needs tbomogal, 
oblige him to bring his head to Court, which if he had done, he had never carried it away 
again upon his Ihouldets. Soon after Scach recover’d Candahar again i and it Was partly 
upon this account, that the Mogul had ftnt to him the Embafladour I ^oke of before, 
though among his other Inftrudions, he had ordir to demand the Mjrfa Folagiy his 


Nephew. 

June 16. I went out a hunting with a young Duieb Merchant, and another Englifi JVHi, 
Merchant, with whom having crofs’d the River, they brought me to an old ruin'd City, 
called Reniely where the J>utch have a Ware-houfe, The Inhabitants of this City are cal- 
led NaiteSy and are for the mdft part either Mariners or Tradef-men,and of the Mahume- 
f»»Religioii. The fireets of it are narrow, and the houles fo rais’ d from the foundation', 
that there is not any but hath one Hep to get up to it. There we fiaid all night, and Were 
’ nobly treated by the Merchants, who had the management of the Trade there. 

The next day we went to a Village called Boitek^y and in our way let fly at a wild Duck 
and a Heron there we faw about twenty Deers. Their skins which were fomewhat 
greyilb, were checkquer’d all oyer with white fpots,and they had fair Horns, with foveral 
Brow-anckicrs. There was among them a fort of creatures about the bignefs of our Ro'- 
Bucks, the Skins whereof were inclining to a dark brown, checkquer'd alfo with white 
Ipots, having very graceful Homs. Some are of opinion, that thefe are the fatiie that Al- 
drovandiK cillsCervi-cayraSy and that it is from this kind of Bead that we have Bezoar. 

We went thence to another Viliage,ealled where we law abundance of wild Ducks 
in the Rice, whereof there grows great ftore in thofe parts. AI} the fields have a little 
alccnt raifed about them to keep in the water, the Rice requiring much moifiurC. In thiif 
Village we found fome Teriy, which is a Liquor drawn out of the Palm trceS,and drurik of 
it inCups nude of the leaves of the fame Tree.To get out the Juycc,they go up to the fop df 
the “Jree, where they make an incifiou in the bark, and fallen under if an earthen pot, which 
they leave there all night, in which time it is fill’d with a certain Cvfect Liquor vefy plea- 
fant to the taile. They get out fome alfo in the day time, but that coktupts immediately, 
and is good only for Vinegar, which is all the ufe they make of iu 

Thc'City of Snraty or Surattay lies at 21. degrees 42. minutes upon the River 
which rile® near Bar ammeter y and falls into the Sea four Leagues below the City. It lies all * 

along the Rivet fide, and is builtiour-lquarc. If hath no vtall to the River fide, but on the 
Land fide it hath a good Rampier df^tone, and a Caftleall of Free- Hone. 

The City luththice Gates,whcreot'one'goes towards the Village of Briouy where thoife 
who go to Camhaya and Amadabat crofr the Rivet i another goes to BaramfeUr j and 
the third to Najfary. All the Houfes are flat, as thofe of Perfiay and moll have very ikfr ^ 
Gardens. ' 

The Caftk, which they fay was bmlt by the upon an Invafion wtuen fhey rfi^de %■» 
into tins Country, hath but one Gate, which looks into a fpacious Flain which' tex^esffbt a 
Meidan to the City.- Not far thence, and at the cfitrafice of the City, Ififeds ffiie OnVer- 
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Palace and the Cuftom-houfe, and near them the Brfzjr, as well for torreign Mcr- 
Sants as thofe of the City. The Governour of the Caftle hath no dependance on him of 
the Citv whofc bufinefs it is to look after the adrainiftration ot Juftice, and the payment 
nf the Cuftoms at the Exportation and Importation of all Merchandifes, which pay three 
and a half in the hundred, except it be Gold and Silver, whether coined, or in wedges, or 
made into bars, which pay but two in the hundred. 

\ The Vttich and Tinglijh have their Houfes there which they call and are fpacious. 

and well built, confifting of many fair Appartmeuts, Lodgings, Chambers, fair Halls, Galle« 

**^The Havfnof Suratta is two Leagues from the City, at the Village of Suhdly, whence 
IfisPom fj,ePBfc/,andE«g/i>caHittheJS:ffwof Suhaly. There Ships are unladen of their Coni' 
modifies, whichare brought thence to Surattu by Land. This Road lies at 21. degrees, 
^Sutiay. jjjjjjutes, upon the courfeof North-eaft and South-weft. The entrance into it is not 
very broad , fince that at high-water there is but fe ven fathom water, and at low but hvc. 
The Haven it fe!f is not above 500. paces broad before the Village, .fandy at the bottutn, 
and mort of the banks are bare and dry at low-water, and fo iharp and ikepy, that found- 
ine there is to no purpofe at all. ’Tis very fafe riding, there being no danger of any wind 
but that of the South-weft. But ftomM^y to Stftmbtr there is nottaying on thofe 
Coafts, byreafonofthewindsandtempefts, accompany’d by extraordinary thunder and 
lightning, which reign there during all that time. A ,, 

The Inhabitants of Surat are either Benjans, Bramaas, ot Magttls. Thefe laft arc Ma-^ 
humetaas^ and much better look’d on then the others, as well upon the account of their 
Religion, which they have common with the Great and tiie chicteft Lordsof the 

Country’ as upon that of the profcdion they make to bear Arms. They have an averlion 
for Trades and Merchandife, and had rather ferve, then engage thcnrfyvcs in any honoura- 
ble employ menf : for if they can but once get to be Mailers of a Hc8rfe,they court fortune 
no further, and immediately lift thcmfelvcs in the ftrvice of their Prince. The 
on the contrary, are a referv’d people and laborious, and apply themfclves to Trades^ 
Merchandife, and have an extraordinary devotion for the things that concern Religion % as 
wc ftiali have occafion to infift on more at large hereafter. 

There are alfo in the City fomea<MiM«J, Ferfiatis^ Armeniam, JwJ, who 

either have their habitations there, or trade thither 5 but there are no Forreignersfo conli- 
derable for their fottleraent there as the Dutch and E/fgLJh. They have there their Lodges, 
their Storc-houfes, their Prcfidcnts, their Merchants, and their Secretaries, and indeed luve 
made it one of the moft eminent Cities for Traffick oi all the Eaft. The Englijh par ticifr 
larly have made it the main place of til their Trading into the ladier, and have cftablilhed 
EngUft there a Prefident, to whom the Secretaries of all the other Fadories are oblig’d to give on 
trait. account. He manages Affairs with theaffiftance of 20. or 24. Merchants and Officers, 
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Other Merchants-, that of Me/#%taa,with fifteens that of with tout j that of 

Amdabat.with fixi that of Brodra and Braitfchda, with four j and that-of Dahul, with 
two perfons : who arc all oblig’d to come once a year to Suratta, there to give anaccotliftt 
of their Adminiftratbil to the Prefident. « t ' 

The E»2/i#havcalfo aFaftory atB««t-*«*, ‘n Aelfteof Java ; but that hath itspar- 
ticular Prcfident,Who hath nodcpcndance on that of ^uratta, which hinders not bi|C that 
he hath a certain deference for him, as have indeed all the Euglijh Shi^ whichiperfc<a not 

Their Voyage without calling Anchor at - - 

The places about this City arc the moft delightful of any in the wodd. For, befides, 
the fair Gardens, where they have all forts of Fruit-tiees, all the Champion fecn^ to want 
nothing that might recreate the eye. Among other things, I obferv’d there one of thofo 
Trees,' whereof I have given a defeription when I had occalioiuo fpeak of the City ot 
as alfo very many fumptuous Sepulchres built of Marble* and a Tanh^ or Ciftem 
made cighf-fquate of Free-ftohe, having at every angle a pair ot flairs to go do wn into it, 
and in the midft, the Sepulchre of the Founds of that raagrtiheent Strutfturc, which nfu 
fpacieu5,tiia't It contains water enough tofupply the whole City, even in thegreatett heats 

'TiiitcitiptfftShf Rain heglnr to’i^eafc with the moneth of September. About that time, 
vim. the 14. of that moneth, news was brought that two Enghjh Ships were arrivd at the 
Pori oi kubalj. The Preffdent would have gone thither in perfon, but fome faufinds he 
had wifh the Golrcrnbat hindreft hkn % lo that he was forc’d to fend two of the chiekft 
who tO(A nfc'atong with them. - W# eawie to Sed/dy about noon, and havi^ 
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Icft^ur Horfes in the Village, went aboard one of the Ships, called the Vifcovery ’Twas a i d 5 

Vcffcl of doo. Tun, having 28. Guns, and 190. Men, Captain Menard, who commanded 

her, and the three Merchants who came to tne Prefident for Orders, receiv’d us kindly > 
and being come diredly from E»g/aa^,they told us all they knew of the Affairs of Ewrope j 
which difeourfe made us pafs away the beft part of the night pleafantly enough. The next 
day we went to the other Veffel, called the M<irj/,which was 1200. Tun burthen, and car- 
ried 48. Guns. ‘ She had paft by Aden on the Ked-Sea, where ihe had loft her Captain,who 
dy’d of ficknefs. The Merchant, who commanded her inftcad of the Captain, made us a 
reception equal to what we had in the other Ship i ahd both of them oblig’d us to come 
every day to fee them, till the Prefident were come, which was not till eight dayes after. 

Which hmdred not but that we went fometimes a walking, and a hunting, but fo as that 
we lay every night in one of the Ships. 

As foon as the Contenanders heard that the Prefident was come to Suhaly, they went a 
fhorc, and meeting him on the River fide, he made a fhort difeourfe to them, exhorting 
them to fhew their fidelity aud complyance to their Superiours, during the time they fliould 
flay in the la£et. Which done, he wenjt into the Boat, to go aboard of thefirft Ship, 
where they fir’d twelve Guns at his arrival. After fupper, he went along with the whole 
company,to the other, where they fir’d fixteen Guns, befides thofe that were difeharg’d at 
the drinking of the King of England's health, and thofe of fome other perfons of Honour 
in that Country. The two d^yes following were fpent in feafting, at which the Comman-i 
detsof the two Ships treated the Prefident, who afterwards return’d to Sttratta-, but 
night overtaking us by the way, we were forc’d to take up our Lodging in the little City 
of KenkL 

The 24. ofthe fame moncth arrived two othet Ships, whereof one was called Bo/dac, a BoHuca 
HgSander, of 1400. Tun. She came from the City of Batavia iti thtlAc of Java, and Dutch 
was returning for loaden with Pepper and other Spices ; The other wasanE'^g-/^* 0/140® 

Veffel, call’d the S' and had been fent by the Secretary of Mefnii^atan intoPerjia 
for Silks •, but the contrary winds having kept her four moneths together at Sea, had ob- 
lig’d her to pait in at Suratta, vhercas the Hollander had in lefs time made the whole Voy- 
age from the Texe/ to the Indies, 1 again accompany’d the Merchants, who went to the 
*Port to fee their Ships. We went firft aboard the Hollander, who receiv’d us very nobly, 
and we were (hewn all the conveniences of the Veffel, which no doubt was the beft con- 
trived, and the biggeft that ever came out of the Ports of HoSand, It was twenty foot 
tongcr then the Mary, but not altogether fb broad. . 

During my abode at Suratta, X wanted for no divertifement i for either I walk’d down 
to the Haven, or found company in the City, efpecially at the Vuteb Prefidents, who had 
his Family there, and with whom it wasthe eafier for me to make acquaintance, in as much 
as I could converfe with them in my own Language. But underftanding that the E"glijb 
Ships, with which I intended to return into Europe, would not be ready for their depar- 
ture under three or four moneths, I rciblv’d to takea journey into the Country, to the 
Great Mogul’s Qoxtxt, taking my advantage of i Ca 0 a, ot Caravan, of thirty Wagons 
loaden with Quick-filver, Bmhos, which is a root that dies red, Spices, and a confiderable 
fum of Money, which the Engli^ were fending to Atiadabat. The Prefident had ap- 
pointed four Merchants, cetiain Benjans, twelve Englifij Souldiers, and as many Indians, to 
condudi and convoy this finall Caveman i fb that confident I might undertake this journey 
without any danger, (which it had not been fafe for me to attempt without thisconveni- 
enoe^by reafon of th# B.asboutes,zrtd their robberies upcxi the high- way j ) I took the Pre- 
fidents advice, and put my lelf into their company. 

Thefe Kashoutes are a fort of High- Way men, or Tories, who keep in the Mouritains be- 
tween Bradra and Brait/cfiEw, which are called where they have their fottifi’d 

places and retreats, wherein they fometimes ixfake their party good againft the Mogul him-^^ 
lelf. Not long before, he had taken in one of their ftroiigcft places, 4 nd b'y that means kept 
them a long-time in fubjediion *, bat tfeej revolted again, and cxercifcd their tobberies with 
greater cruelty then ever. 

We left Suratta the laft of September , being accotllipany’d by fhe Prefident atid fome Lea«>sf oo- 
Englip Merchants, who having brought us a League out of the City; thefe took leave of tattafopa 
us. We took our way towards Broitjehia, and came to the Village of Brian, 01 Briauid, » /um®- 
where we ctofs’d the River. Then, at fouf Leagues diftance from Btiou, we pafs’d by ^ 
Cattadera, which is a ruin’d place, feated upon a River of the fame narfic, and then by 
Ei^ifer, where we foon ma*de a fhiftto take above thirty wild Ducks, add nfefify'Oriidf 
Water-fowl, wherewith v^efeafted-our people, alfb kill'd a Soebdek, ai^d mef 
fo many Deer auci wild Boars, that it Was no hard mattef fc^ us to get i$ 

. . * mce 
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1658. fin«theP»«/^ and Ea|/i^ never travel without thdr Cooks, whodreft the Fowl and 
^ what elft their Mafters kill, which they never fail to do in abundance. The next day wc 
Cams to crofs’d a River which is more broad then deep, before wc catnc to the City of Broitjehia, 
Broitlichia. into which we were no fooncr entred , but the Englijh Secretary lent to nS* to dine with 
him, which we did. 

Broitfehia The City of Broitfebia is at 21. degrees, 56. minutes, 12. Leagues from Ssfratta^ and 8. 
defaibed, from the Sea, upon a Rivet falling out of the Mountains, which divide the Kingdom of 
Pfcdr from that of Balagatta. It lies upon a pretty high Mountain, having us Walls of 
Free-ftone, and fb well built, that it may be numbred among the ftrongeft places of all the 
Indies. On the Land fide, it hath two great Gates, and twofmall Gates towards the 
River, by whic^ is brought abundance of Timber for building, which none dare unload 
without the Governoursexptefs permiiCon. There is a Guard kept in it, as well upon ac- 
count of the place it felf, which is very confiderable,as upon this, that they exaft there two 
in the hundred upon all Merchandifos that pafs through it. The City is fufficiently well 
peopled, as alfo its Suburbs, which are divided into two quarters, which they call -P«r«, 
though very few perfons of Quality live thereiq,moft of the Inhabitants being only Wea- 
vers, who make of thofe kinds of Cottons called Bn/tas, which are finer then any made in 
theProvinceof Gufsratta. All the fields about this City lie fiat and even, anlcisitte 
that about five or fix Leagues from it, towards the South- weft, may be feen the Mountains 
called which reach as fer ^Barampour and beyond it, and are very fertile, as 

is alfo all the reft of the Country, which brings forth Rice, Wheat, Barly, and Cotton in 
abundance. It is out of thefc Mountains that the Agat is gotten, whereof arc made fiich 
noble drinking Cups, Seals, Handles of Knives and Daggers, and fcvcral other rarities, 
which are commonly to be bought at Can^nya. 

The jurifdiiftion of the City of Sroitfebia extends it felf over 84. Villages, the Dc- 
mcfiie whereof belongs to it , but heretofore its territory comprehended three other Ci- 
ties, who have now their particular Governours. Four Leagues below the City, the River 
divides it felf into two branches, whic^ there make an Ille near half a League about, be- 
low which it falls into the Sea, by two fevcral channels. It hath no Port, but only a Road, 
which is foiDuch the more dangerous, in that the Ships, which may indeed anchor thereat, 
feven fathom water, lie open to the mercy of all Winds. 

Indico. Eight Leagues from Broitfebia^ upon the way of Catnhaya, there is a great Village called 

Janbajfar^ox J ambeufer ^vhexe abundance of IneUeo is made : and upon the Road to Am**- 
dabaty there is to be feen the Sepulchre a MahunMan Saint, named FoUtmtdory^ whither 
. . . the hhorsy or Moguls^o in pilgrimage with ib great devotion, that fomc of them put Pad- 

mouths to keep them from fpeaking, and never take than off, but only when 
they are to cat. Others faften Iron chains to their arms i and it is repotted, that the Pad- 
locks are opened, and the Chains loofed, by fome fupematural power, as loon as they have 
accomplilh'd their Vows at the Sepulchre. 

Ltawt We left Broitfebia in the Evening, acemnpany’d by the Secretary, who would needs 
btoHb&Sa. btbg us half a League out of the City. He return’d thither, but it was to the endlw 
might overtake us five Leagues thence i for, being entrufted with the mannagement of the 
Commerce tff Brodfo^ as well as of that of Braitfebia, he thought fit to go alcmg with tiie 
Caravm. We trayell’d all night, and the next day, till the extraordinary heat forc'd us to 
encamp near a Fifli-pond, whore Wejpafe* d away the reft of that day, and fome part of the 
night following , our xecreatfon being to fet a dancing the Women that were among the 
Benjans intht^Caravatu Wc went ^ence after midnight, lintrcftted the Secretary to 
come into my ^acb, where I learnt of him fevetal particulars of the Country, which by 
reafon of my froall ftay in thofe parts, it was impdGlble I could haveobferved. We pafs’d 
through the Villages of Karaataaet zaA Kaboly where they rnade us pay a certain pal&ge- 
ToU. 

Comes to Being come within fome Leagues of the City of Brodrty the EngUft Secretary went tm. 

Btodra. btforc to t^e Order for our lodging and entertainment. We met him with his Second, 
XJcnrOBiA about half a League from the City, whither we came the feventh of OSobtr. The Ka$la 
pafs’d ,thr<w^ me City, to be lodg’d on the other fide of itj and the Engl fit Merdiants 
carried me into a pleafentCountry-houfe without the City, purpofcly built fora Msttfo- 
a ^rfon of Quality <ff the Country, whofe detire it had been to be there buried 
with alibis Family. Havhijg ta^ two or three turns in the Garden, we went to tfac 
Lodge belonging to Ihc Englifoy, jnfoqie they made the greateft eiitcrtainnwnt ima^nabk 
wid to come to the height of that l 5 wjatries„cndearmenrs, they fent for firmc Benjan wo- 
men, who werevcrydcfiroustofeemy<^0s^%which I flillwote after iheGermmn fiifoion, 
(though tr.cEngliJb and 1 >mhi who are jgs ordinarily according tf ■ 

the 
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themodeof the Country) and would have oblig’d me tq put them ofFi but perceiving f rdsBr" 
was unwilling to do it, and withall that I made fome difficulty to accept of the proffers ‘ 

•hey made me to ftrip therafclves naked, and to do any thing I would expedi fromperfons 
of their lex an^ profeflion, they feem’d to be very much troubled, and fo went away. 

The City of ^rodm lies in a fandy Plain upon the little River fFiiffet, 30. Coj, or 15. l^todrafe 
Leagues from Broitfehia. This City is of no long ftanding, as having been built by Kafia 
Ghk, (on of Sulihan Mxhomet BegeraHy lafl King of Gtizuratta, out of the mines of the 
ancient Brodr,a, which was heretofore called Ri^iapora, from which it is dlftant about half 
a League. It is fortili’d with good Walls and Baftions, accor 4 ing to the ancient manner 
of Fortification, and hath five Gates, one whereof is damm’d up, becaufe there is no high- 
way abuts upon it. The Inhabitants of it, efpccially thofe of that part of the Suburbs 
which is towards the Weft-fide of the City, are for the moft part Beiyawr and KmerU by 
proftlGon, Weavers, ©yets, and other workers in Cotton, as being the place where, of all 
the Province, the bell Clothes are made, which are morg cloft,but a fmall matter narrower 
and fhorter then thofe of "Broitfehia •, and it is by that they are diftinguifhed from the 
others. There are fevetal forts thereof » to wit, Bafiatf N quamas, MadafonsfictHmqainf^ 
black Chtl^s^ blew Berams, and tircandiitT, We thought fit to name thefe ft- 

veral fpecies, that, we may the better underftand t he relations which come daily from thofe 
parts.' 

The juriCdidiion of the Governourpf Brodra extends it felf over two hundred and ten 
Villages, fixty five whereof atciielign’d for the maintenance of the Garrifon, ap'd theMa- 
f »i difpofes of the 135. for the advantage and entertainment of certain Officers of the 
Court, who have their penfions charg’d upon thofe Villages. Ampng which there is one 
called Si»dicl{era, eight Leagues from the City, which yields yearly above 25006. pounds 
of Laefa. This Lacque is a C^um taken out of a certain kind d T ree, which is not much Lacque.' 
unlike our Plum-trees ■, and there is abundance of it gotten all over Gxzt^ratta. Its co- 
lour is of a red brown j but v^hen it is well dry’d, and beaten to powder, the Indiamgiye 
it what colour they pleafe, black, red, green, yellow, tlfc. and make k into fticks to feal Let- 
ters withall, or ufe it to adorn and beautifie. their houihold-ftuffe, as Shefts,Boxes, Cabinets, 

Tables, Bcdfteads,t 5 “<!. whereby they give them fuch a luKre, as none yet could ever imitate 
in Ettre^e, cfpecially upon black. This. Country does alfb produce much Inddeo, 

BeficKS the Sepulchre wefpoke bf before , there are many others to be feen withouttbe the 
City, moft of them 4 .efy magnificently built, having fpacious Gardciisaboui them, which «/ ' 
are open for any that would go in. . n&huB^. 

Thfe fame day I took leave of the Secretary, and went along with two Mer- **“ 

chants to the Caravan., which we found encamped at the corner of ^ Grove of the Ralmsy 
which bear Cocos, and out of which they get ^trry, which is the ordinary drink of thofe 
parts. In the evening came the Secretary or Deputy of Brodra^ whopfefented us 
with feme bottles of Sack, and kept lis company till after midnight. 

One of the EngKjh Merchants came along with the Caravan as fer as JTafety .which is 
an old Caftle partly ruin’dj&uilt Upon a high Mouritain, where t-herie'is kept a Garrifon, con- 
fiftingof a hundred Horfe , who there received a certain Impcrfl of aXtffiaand a hal^ 
which amounts to fomewhstt nnder four fhilfings, for every Wagon : but vve had a Pafs- 
port from the Msgal, by vertue whereof We were to pafs without paying, upon which ac« 
count it was that one bf their Merchants came aloi^ 'i^ith the Caravan to that place. Ae- 
ccwdingly the Souldiersof the Garrifon ftaid fbftie ef our Wagons, and would hajve fore’d 
HS to pay the ordinaiy dhtiesj but we oppos’d it, and drew up our Cohvoy, whpniade theiir ■ 
paftage by force; We crofs’d the River, and lodg’d in a Village, fortifying ottf felvcs wi^ • 
out' Wagons againft the attempts which might have been made ag^ft us. We fciwd af- 
terwards that tbif circumfpedion Was no more then ncededi nl^brfcrc'vte had ^itefupped," 
came the Ileceiver with- f&me- thirty SonHkrss well-arlfi’d |lalf-^fces, Swords, Buck- 

leteandrGtrte?, and defiringa cOnfetcnce'Wttfi foflferednite'tp cntcr with three of 

his SauJ^cts ; but he demanding the duf ies of .we told him,* that we were not to pay 
any,and that rfrtrAPgn/'s Pafs freed ftsj yet to avoid ftirthcr trouble, and out of our good 
will to theSool&to'of the Garrifon, vfc fiiould make them a prefent of five or fix Rofiasl 
They would not fear’of any fuch pfopofitioa, and ftiU flood upon the payment of the^ 
witoleduty. And fe they went away, but with a deffgn to return the next morning,, as 
indeed they did. At the feme time came a "Dutch Merchant, who conduced a Caravtsm^- 
i/p'. Wagons, guarded.fey SouldicrS, all Indojihans. Retold us that the SpUifdi^sbf , 
the Garrifon had fell’d dbwTi a great Tree, and laid it crofe our way, 
out paffage. We immediafcl’y commanded ouf four of out Soultfe^'tO 
Ways Which oblig’d thofe of theCaftlg tVfcntf fonae 
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regarti they could not go by, without coming within reach of our Muskets, we put our 
I'clves into a poiiureofdifputing their paffage, and they attempted to forex us out oi our 
retrenchment, which occalion’d the coming back of thofewhom we’ had lent to clear the 
way. The're was fonic firing on both tides j but we had fo much the advantage of them, 
that tlw)fe of the Caftle came to a compoGtion , and reprefented to us by the £>uic/i Mer- 
chants, that having no other pay then what they receiv'd irom the Mv.rclundifes p.dhng 
that way, they were forc’d to make palTengers pay the duties, that they might have where- 
withal to fubGll, and that they would be content with one half of what was ordinal ily 
received, nay, to avoid further inconvenience, with what wc had proiier’d'them the day 
before •, (b that they had at laft tixRojfias, which amount to about three Crowns. I'iieir 
number,durifcg this conteft,encreas‘d to a hundred; and the /Ww» Souldiers, who convey’d 
us, refufed to take up Arms againft them, allcdging it was not lawful for them to fight a- 
gainft the Souldiers of their Soveraign, and that it was their buGiiefs to defend us agamJl 
the Robbers, who might fet upon us m the High-way. T wo Leagues and a lulf t litnex- is 
the Village of and at three and a half further, that of Sej/mt a^ whence wa 

came to the little City of Nariadf which fome call Niriaad-^mn: Leagues from Brodeu. Its 
heufes arc handfome enough, and there are made in it Cottons and Indico, butnotfuch 
abundance thereof as there- is in the places before maitioned. 

October 11. wc cimc to Mamadebatb. This little City is within five Leagues of 
m^upon a pretty large River which is very full of Filh. It is a handfome pleafant place, 
and was built by «wo Brothers, who have made a very confidcrabic Caftic on the North- 
lide of the City. The Inhabitants of it arc Bcnjantt and they mike there great quantities 
of Cotton-thread, wherewith they drive a great Trade. 

October 12. We trayell dtivc Leagues, and having pafs’d by Canu^Batova, and Ifemponr, 
where ti^ere is a very fair Ciirsvanjira^ or, as they call it in India^ a Sarj for the lodging of 
the ot Caraajans^ we got the fame day very fiftly to Amadabatb. 

The two Merchants and my felf went before, and we took along with us the Wagon 
that carried the proviGons. Within half a League of the City, wc entred into one of 
thofe Gardens, in which petfons of Quality arc wont to have their Sepulchres, and flaying 
there for the coming up of the Caravau^we lent to the principal Merchant, who maunaged 
the Commerce in thofe parts, to acquaint him with our arrival. His name was Dcftjjm'm 
Kobtrtt^ apd he had no fooner heard the news, but he took Ids Coach and came to receive 
me. His Coach made after the Indian fafiiion, was gilt all over, covered with ft veral pie- 
ces of rich Ferfian Tapiflry,and drawn by two white Oxen, which exprefs’d as much metal 
as we could have expelled from the beil Horfesin Germany. There was alfo led by the 
Coach a very AatcIyPerd?a«Horfe, the harnefs whereof wascovered with plates of Silver. 
He tooka Collation with us of the little Sack and Englijh Beer wehid left, after which he 
took me into the Coach with him, and brought me to the City, ordering the Merchants to 
ftay in the Garden till the Caravan were come up. 

The Englip Houfe or Lodge is in the middle of the City, well built, and hath many 
fair and convenient Apartments, with fpacious Courts for the difpofal of Mcrchandifis, 
Matter Roberts brought me firft into his own Chamber, which look’d into a little Flower- 
garden, in which there was a Fountain.’ The floor was cover’d with Tapittry, and the 
pillars which fuftain'd the ftrufture were fet out with Silk-ftufFcs of feveral aiburs , and 
above, a great white taffcl according to the cuftom of the great Ones of the Countrj?, We 
had a Collation ; after which he fhew’d me the whole houfe, and brought me into a very 
fair Chamber,with a large Clofct in it,which he had defigji’d for my Lodging. Wc fupp’d 
in a great Hall, whither the Dntch Deputy came after lupper to fe^hs, with fome of his 
Merchants, with wiiom I had occaGon to be acquain ted at Suratta. After he was gone, 
the whole company conduced me to my Chamber, where my Hoft kept me company till 
after midnight. And that there might not be ought wanting in my entertainment (which 
in anfwer to the recommendatory Letters I had brought from the Prelidenf, he would 
needs have in all things •extraordinary ) hefent for Gx Womcn-dancers, the handforaeft 
could be found in the City, and told me, that if I liked any thing in them beGdes their pag- 
ing and aiftivity,! needed only to exprefs my dcGres, and be confident, that they would give 
me all the fatisfedionand divertifement which thoft of their fex arc able cither to give or 
take. I thanked him for his civility , but faeiides that, I had had fome touchesof my dif- 
eafe by the way, I made fome fcruple to meddle in that kind with a Pagan. 

They admir’d my deaths, but above all that Lock of my hair that hung down over my 
fhoulders : and could hardly be induced to believe I was what I really am. 

Having ftaid two dayes at Amadabathy my noble entertainer took me along with him in 
a Coach, followed by two others, and fhevredme fome part af the City. 

' He 
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- He firft brought me to the great Market-place, called Mtydan'Schachy or the Kings 1^38.” 
Market, which js atleaft i 5 oo. foot long, and half as many broad, and befct all about with TheWey 
tows of Palm-trees, and Date-trees, intermi:!^d with Citron-trees and Orange-trees, 
whereof there are very many inthefcveral Stercts; which is not only very plcafant to 
the fight, by the delightful profpetS it affords, but alfo makes the walking among them 
more convenient, by reafbn of the coolnefs. Bcfides this Mtyda»y there are ip the City . 
four BaftrSy or publick places, where are fold all kinds of Merchandifes. 

The fame day, I faw alfb the Cattle, which is very large, and built of Frec-fiohe, info- ijbsCadls. 
much that it is one of the moft confiderable in the Kingdom. Not far ffom the Meydariy 
we went into a Houfc butt t of Brick, which they call the Kings Palace. Over the Gate, 
there was a kind of Curtain or Stage, for the Mufick, conlifting of Violins, Haw-bsys and 
Bag-pipes, which play there in the morning, at noon, in the evening, and at midnight^ as 
they do in ferfuy and aU ocher places, where the Prince profefles the MahumttanKtli^ion^ 

All the Appartments of the Houfe were fumptuous, gilt and adorn’d with painting,accor- 
ding to the mode of the Country : but more to their fatisfaiftion, who are pleas’d with 
divcrlity of Colours, then theirs, who look for invention, and ftand upon the exa^nefs of 
proportions. 

Then we wait out of the City,to fee the Walls of it, which are very fair, having twelve 
Gates, and many great Towers, with a Ditch fixteen fathom broad, but in many places it is 
ruin’d, and without water. 

We return’d into the Qty, to fee the principal Mofquey of the Benjanr, which without 
difpute is one of the noblett firuAurcs that can be feen. It was then new, for the Foun- 
dei,who was a rich Benjan Merchant, named Santidesy was livingin my time. The Mofqu^ ^ 

Hands in the middle of a great Court, which is enclos’d with a high Wall of Free-ttone, 
all about which there is a Gallery, much after the manner of our Cloytters in Monatteries, 
having all its Seats or Cells, and in every Cell a Matble Statue, i^hite or black,repre(enting 
a Woman naked, fitting, and having her legs lying cto& under her, according fo the mode 
of the Countrey. There were fome had three Statues, to wit, a great one between two' 
little ones. 

At the entrance into the Mofquey there arc two Elephants of black Marble done to thp 
lifc,and upon one of them the E^ies'of the Founder. The whole Mofqu^ is vaulted, and 
the Walls adorn'd with feveral Figures of men and other living Creatures. There was’ 
not any thing within the Mofquey y fare that at the further end ok the Strudure there were 
three Chappels, or cbfeure places, divided one Horn the other by wooden Eail^ whereTa 
might be feen Statues of Marble, liketlmfe we had feen in the Cells, with this diiErende 
only, that there was a lighted Lamp before that which flood in the middle. We faw there 
alfo one of their Prietts, who was then bufie in receiving from the hands of fuchas came 
thither to do their Devotions, Flowers, wherewith he adorn'd his Images > as alfb Oyl fu^ 
the Lamps which, hung before the Rails, and ^Vheat and Sale for the Sacrifice. While he 
fet the Flowers about the Statues, his mouth and nole were covered with a Linnen-oloath, 
left the impurity of his breath fhould prophane theMyftery, and coming ever and anoU 
near the Lamp, he mutter’d over certain Prayers, and rub’d his hands up and down in the 
flame thereof as if he had wafh’d them in the fmoak, and fbmetimes ftroak’d his face with 
them. This was a kind of Purification, done out of aperfwafion which thf ft people 
have, that Fire having a far greater power of purifying then Water, they may after tWV 
Ceremony lift up clean and pure handsto God. But he continued this foolery ft longjth^J 
we had not the patience to fee the end of it *, fb that wc left him iri the midtt thereof, t6' 
go and fee the Sepulchres, which are the moft remarkable Rarijties pf the City,whe#e6f vv? 
lhall heregive a fhort defcription.

'The Streets of it are ilery broad, and both publick afid private buildings veif 
magnificent, .ef^eially the Mofqu^ty and the (^ovemours Houfe of the Province. TheiSe 
is a Guard kapt there day and night, and the Gartiftm is vefy confidtrablcjby reafbn of the 
BadunSy^iottof people diftant thence but25. Leagues, who acknowledge nofth'cMo^f 
foflr thtir Soveraign, and ma^e perpetual incurfions u(»n his Subjetfts, There fs not in af 
manner any Nation, ndv any Mercbandifts in aft .d/ia, which may not be h^d at Amgffybatibi, 
wherepatticularly there are made abundance of Silks and Cotfbn-ftufls. *Tift^ iiitf 
fcldom uft any Silk in that CoiUitf^ , muchlefsafiyou#?of becapftft ik foH&tWialf 

too com^aod too dear » but Aey ordinarily makeuft of tfiajfof 
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i 6 ^S. line, mingling it 'H?ith that of Btfigala, which is not quite Co line, but much beyond that ol 

and much cheaper. They allb make there great quantities of Gold and Silva hV, 7- 

caihes, but they put too much thin Lace into them, fo that in goodnefs and fubllaiice they 
come not near thole of Ferfia , though fomc of them amount tn the Country to eighttai 
Crowns the Piece. 

* At the time of my being there,they had begun to make a new kind of Stuff of Silk and 
Cotton with flowers of Gold, which was very much elteem’d, and fold at live Crowns the 
EUj but the Inhabitants were forbidden the wearing of it, upon this account, that the 
King reftrv’d it for his own, yet not fo Itridly, but that he permitted forraigners to buy of 
it, to be tranfported out of the Kingdom. 

the pad- They make there alfo all forts of Sattins and Velvets of all forts of colours > Taffata, 
pal Cm- Sattins for linings, of both Thread and Silk, Alcatifs or Carpets, the ground Gold, Silk 
maiities or Yarn, but notfo good as thofo of Ferfia^ and all forts of Cottons. The other Com- 

thtre. modities tobecommonly had there, are Sugar, Candy’d or in Powder, Cummin, Honey, 
Lacque, Opium, Borax, Ginger, dry and preforv’d Myrohdans or IndinH Plums, and all 
other forts of Preftrves, Salt-Peter, Sd armaniad^., and Indico, which the Inhabitants 
call Jnil, and which grows there in great abundance. There are alfo Diamonds to be 
fold there, but in regard they are brought from they may be had cheaper elfo- 

wfaere. 
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There is alfo to be had fomc Ambcr-grecce,and Musk, though the Count rey affords not 
any j for the bcft Amber-fftcecc comes trom Peg«,and Bengala, from Mofambique and Cafo 
®erte,and is fold at Amadabatby at /^o.Mamoudif, or 8. Crowns the ounce. Some arc of 
opiraon, that Amber is the feed of the Whale, hardned or congeal’d fay cold in i;he Sea : 
Wif this were fo, there would be plenty of it found inthc North, where men lookaftcr 
thisFiihmeerly togetoujof ita certain liquor, which is as ftinSfltigand infe< 3 riousasthc 
fmell of the Amber is fweet and plea&nt. Nor can I approve of their topmion, wfaobc-

Feter 
deUBrmck^, zBoUaader, who made a Voyage to Gttimy, and th& Iiadies, in the 

years 1605. and i 6 o 6 . foyes in his Relation, that in his time, there wasfound at Cabo.vtrde, 
at the mouth of the River Gambi^a piece of Amber-gtcece, which weigh’d eighty pounds, 
whereof he bought fome part.

The City of Amjtdshit cotxi'^zektvt^s within its territory twenty five grert Towns, and x 6 3 8. 
two thoufaiid nine hundred ninety and eight VilUges,fo as tliat the revenue thereof aiwounts f« jariMZ” 
to above lixmillbasof Crowns, whereof the Govertlour hath the difpofal, and thcrcw.ith Shnani 
maintains the Souldiers, whom he is oblig’d to keep for the Kings fervice, eipccially againit 
Robbers upon the high-wayes •, though many times he proteds them, and divide^ the 
booty with them. The Couteval, who is as it were the Kings Lieutenant, commands under 
the Sulthjn^ and mannages the political Government , nay meddles allb with the admini* 
firation of Jufticc joyucly with the or ordinary Judge. The Mvga*/ hath there aifo 
leveral other Officers , who arc as it were Controllers and Supcrvifors of thole wc lalfc 
named. 


The dayes following I fpent in fteing the Sepulchres which arie about the City, and a- 
mong ociiers, particukrly that which is in the Village of Zirk^es, about a League and a 
half trora Amadabatt. 'Tis the work of a King of Gazuratta^ built by him to the memo- 
ry of a Kaji' who had been his' Frteceptor^ and is grown very famous upon the account of ^ ‘ 
many pyetended Miracles done by him after his death. The whole Strudure, wherein 
there are four hundred and forty great pillars, thirty foot high, is of Marble, as alfb the 
floor of 1C, and ferves for a Sepulchre to three other Kihgs , . who would needs be buried 
there with their Families, At the entrance of this fumptuous Monumenti^here is a large 
Ciilern, full of water, and enclos’d with a wall, which hath feveral windows aU 
about it. The Mahumttaus of thofe parts go 011 Pilgrimage thither •, and in this Village 
of Zirkses is made the beft Indicoin all the Country, About a League thefice,- there is 
a fpacious Garden, with a fair Hotife within it, which the Moguls Chon Chimauw^ built, id 
memory of a Vidtjry gained by him in that place over Sulthan Mahomed Begeran^ latt 
King of Ctizuraita, upon which he united that .Kingdom to his Crown, as we fhall ex- 
prtfs hereafter. 

About a League and a half frejm the City, we were Qievfrn d Sepulchre , which they call 
Betti-Chuit^ that is to fay, thy daughters jhame dijeovered. There lies ihterr'd in it a rich iS*tf{iuI- 
Mcrchant, a Moor, named Havant Majorn, who falling in love with his own Daughter, and 
defirous to ihew fbme pretence for his inceft, went to an Ecclcfiaftical Judge, and told him’ 
in general terms, That he had in his youth, taken the pleafure to plant a Garden, and to 
drefs and order it with great care, fo that novv it brought fotth fuch excellent fruits, that 
his neighbours were extrCaroly defirous thereof, that he .Was every <^y importuned to com- 
municate unto them, but that he could not yet be perfwaded to part therewith, and tha't 
it was his delign to make ufe of them himfelt^ if the Judge would grant hioi in wrkinga 
Licence to do it. TlicKaJiy whow^ not able to dive into the wicked intentions of thid 
unfortunate man, made anfwet. That there was no difficulty in all this; ahd ffi immediately 
declar’d as much in writing; Hajom fhewed it his Daughter, and finding nevetthelefs, that 
neither his own authority, nor the general penhiffion of the Judge, would make her con-> 
lent to iris brutal et^yments, he raviftied her. She complain’d to her Mother, who made 
fb itinch noiffi abontit^ that the King Mahmtt Bhgeran coming to hear thereof, ordered: 
him to lofe his head. ' “ •

they maKe life of certain Engines, wherewith many Oxen put together draw up the 
water out ot Wells, winch aic fo deep, that they are never dry. A man can feldoni go to 
rhis Garden, but he fhall iind, Tome young Women bathing themlelves > they will not per- 
init thidndUns ihould fee them, but fuffered us to come in and fpeak to them. 

There are {© many other Gardens about Amadabat , and the whole City is (b full of 
Trees, that a man may fay, it makes all but one Garden •, tor as ht comes to the City, he fees 
fuch abundance of them, that he may well think he is going into a Forredt. Among other 
things I took particular notice of the High- way, which they c 3 .ll'BjJcaban,ind leads to a Vil- 
lage lix Leagues dittant from the City.lt isfb {traight,that it (hould (eein they cook a great 
pleafure in planting the Trees about it, whereof there is a double row on both iides upon a 
llraight line. They are Cflciij-Trces,which at all times refreflr Travellers with their (hade ; 
AaAUf 150 but this road comes nothing near that which goes from Agra to Barjtmpour^ which nuke 5 
Uagnesto. but one continued Ally for a hundred and hfty Germans Leagues together. All clielc 
gether. Teees lodge and feed an incredible number of Apes, among which there are forac as big as 
Greyhounds, and ftrong enough to fetupona Mans but they nenrdo it imlefs they be 
angred. Theyaremoftof them of a greenilh brown colour, and their beards and eye- 
brows long and white. They multiply cxtreamly, by rcafon the Benjatis^ who are n.u li 
more numerous in thofe parts then the Mabumetans^ believe the Metempfycfjofis, or tranf- 
migration of fouls, and permit not the killing of beads, and thefe much Icfs then any other, 
becaufe they have fome refemblance of Man, and arc perfwaded, that the merrieil and belt 
hulnour’d fouls, after their departure out of the body,retire into thtle Creatures 5 whence 
it cotnes that the City is full of them. They come into people houfes at any time with all 
the freedom imaginable, and in fb great numbers, that thole who fell Fruits and Prelcrves 
have much ado t© keep them from their houfes, and to fecure their Ware. I remember 
one day I counted above fifty at the Englijh houfe at the fame time, which fell a playing 
and putting themlelves into Icvetal pofiures, as it they had been fent thither purpofcly to 
make me fport. X one day chanc’d to call Ibrne Dates and Aloaonds among two or three 
.^pes that came in, which they liked lb weU,that they waited every morning at my Cham- 
ber door for their Brcakfaft, and became at laft fo familiar, that they would take Fruit, or 
Bread, or #any thing die out of my hand. I would Ibmetimes catch one of them by the 
Foot, fo to oblige the others to fnarle at me, and as it were to demand their Companion, 
which I did till fuch time as I faw theiti make jeady to fet upon me, fo to force him out of 
my hands. 

Ptfwoti, The lame Trees maintain all forts of wild Fowl, but cfpecially to infinite number of 
Parrots, whereof there are fcvcral kinds. The biggeft are called IttAhn Crows. Some 
ate all white, or of a Pearl colour, haying qn their Crovf n? a tuft of Feathers of a Catna- 
tion red, and th^ are called Kabatsuy from that wfhif h in their chattering they pa«/- 
nounce vay diftinAly. Thefe Birds arc common all pv.cr the I»dier, where iheytwkWf 
thdr FJefis in Cities, und^irthe Eaves of Houfes, al'Swallows do in E^roftn Theloffor 
fort of thcni,whichare the more valued for the beauty and diverfity of their coloun^^ir 
Feathers bong' chccquer d between a lively Darhatioti and a bright 6reen,huild their Nefts 
•in the Woods, andi^cti them to the tops of the branches, fo as mat they hang in the 
Air, by which means they preferye their young ones from the Ser^nts that would devour 
them. "Phey build their Nells with Hay or Stubble, and many times they fallen two to- 
gether, with a covering above, and another beneath. Thefe Birds an* a great annoyance 
. to the Fruits, and do much mifchief in ’the Rice, becaufe hone kill them i iiay,the Benjans 
arc fo liipertitious as not, to hinder them from eating j which freedom they alfo give the 
Siyiaaraaif wild Ducks, Herons and Cormorants, whereof there afe abuiid'ancc abut the River, la 
thctofccdettt Travels of the EmbafTadoufs into Mujidvy and Per/Zs, there k fome mention 
of mcfofeiiids, upon occafion of thofe which we few up‘6n the Rivet f We (hall only 
^ddhetfe, fbatit is the fame kind of Fowl, that th'e Natural HifiOrleS call Onocrata/uf^froai 
thenoifeit makes 14 the Water, when it puts its Beak into it, imitating in fome Ibrt the 
brayingo^if ilfs.’ It hath the fubtilty to fwallow doi^n Mufcles, and keep them in the 
Stomach till the healithtosbf hath opened the ihell , and then call them up again to take

But as the Kingdom of Guzufana is furnifii’d with Creatures beneficial to man ■, as tb Cartful 
carriage or otlicrwife, fo are there alfo fomc which he muit have a care of. There is no 
River but is pelter’d with abundance of Crocodiles, called by the Inhabitants Caymm^ CntodilsT, 
which do much mifchief, as well in the Water, astipbn the Land among the Cattle, nay, 
rometimes among Men, whom they furprift when they go a fwimming, or when they go 
in Boats neat the fhote this Gtcatoe facing fo nimble, that a Man hath much ado to e- 
fcape by tunning, though it ttefe fio hard matter for him, by frequent turnings and wind- 
ings to avoid his piitfhit ;* for thfe Gtucodile having no V'ertek^ or joynts either in his 
neck or backj be e^afiof turn hirhfclf, and thence it ajmes that moft commonly he rather 
ftirprifcs tltcn purfaes them. He commonly lurks in the high Grafs on the River 
lide, to catch at thofe who cpme for Water, andtheBe?i;i*«x, who believe that the Souls 
of thOfe ivbo are thus devour’d by thefe Creatures, are immediately admitted into Para- 
dUe, take no courfS td deftroytherii. It is very certain, that in the Ditches of the City of 
there v^cre Crbcodilcs above thirty foot in length, and fed fo much upon Mans fiefli, 
that rid day pals’d biit thfe]p devour’d fothe or other, and yet the BeMiuur took no courfc in 
the world to preVelit it them. But the King having caufed one to be more 
jparticularly obferrifed, mofeiriilchief alone then all the reft, had it taken and

If was not long before, tlut his Daugh- 
tcijoncof thcgrcacft Beauties in the Country, had been married to theA/'g«.'’s ftcoud 
Son,and the CAjw, when fhe went to the Court, had fciit her attended by twenty Ele- 
phants, a thoufand Horfe, and fix thoufaiid Waggons, loaden witli the ricliefi StutlSjand 
whatever cite was rare in the Country. His Court confided of above 500. pctlbas, 400. 
whereof Were his Haves, who Icrv’d him in his affairs, and were all dkte-d m the houfe. 1 
have It from good hands, that his expence in houfe-keeping amounted to above five thou- 
land Crowns a moneth, not comprehending in that account that of his Stables, where he 
kept five hundred Horfe' and fifty Elephants. The mod eminent Peilbhs of his retinue 
were very magnificently clad, though as to liis own perfon, he was nothing curious, and 
was content comtnonly with a Garment of Cotton, as arc the other. /ndoftbjHs, unlcfs it 
were when he went abroad into the City, or took a journey into the Country j for then 
he went in great ftatc, fitting ordinarily in a rich Chair, fet upon an Elephant, cover’d with 
the riched;Tapidry,ot Alcatifsof Pfr/ij,being attended by the Guard of 200. men, haV" 
ing many excellent Perfiaa HoiCcs led^ and cauiing feveral Standards and Banners robe 
carried before him. 

OdoberiS. I went along with the E»g/# Merchant to vifit the Governour, whom we 
found litting in a Pavilion or Tent which look’d into his Garden. Having caufed us to fir 
down by him, he asked the Merchant who I was : He told him in the Indojiban Language, 
that I was a Gentleman of Germany^ whom a defitc to fee forreign Countries, and to im- 
prove himfelf by Travel, had oblig’d to leave his own. That coming into Perjia, upon 
occafion of an Embaffie fent thither by the Prince my Mafter,! took a refolutiou to fee the 
Indiis^ as being the noblcft Country in the world > an 3 being come to that City, that I 
hoped he would not take it ill if I afpir’d to the honour of waiting upon him. The Go- 
vernour made anfwer,! was very welcO 0 ie,that my tefolution^S ndale and generous, and 
that he pray’d God to bkft and profpet it. He thereupon asked me, whether during my 
aboad in Perjia, I had learnt ought of the Language. I reply’d, that I had a greater in- 
clination to the iCttrkifij Language,’ and that I undcrliood it fo far as to make a lliift to cx- 
prefsmy fclf in it. The Governour, who was a Perfittit born, made anfwer, that it was 
true indeed, the Language was much more commonly fpoken in the Scach‘s*Co\xvt 

then that of the Country, and thereupon asked me my age, and how long it was fioce I left 
Gtrmnvy. i told liiin 1 was 24. years of age, and that I had travelled three years. He 
reply’d, that he wondred very much my friends would fuffer me to travel fb young, and 
and asked me whether I had not chang’d my habit by the way j whereto having made an- 
fwer that I had not, he told me, that it was an extraordinary good fortune, that 1 had tra- 
vell’d in that eijuipage through fo many Countries , without meeting with fomc unhappy 
accident, and that thuVutcb and Englip, to prevent any fuch misfortune, clad themfeives 
accorduig t^ the feftion of the Country. 

After about an hours difcourfc, we would have rifen and taken our leaves of him, but the 
Governour intreated us to fiay and dine witH him. He caufed fome Fruit to be brou^^ 
whili li^^ople were laying the cloath, which was of Cotton, laid upon a large Carpet of 
red Imiys^cather. The dinner was very noble, and ferv’d up and dteftaccordi^ so the 
Perfian way,thciMeat being Ijid in difhes,all Porcelane,upon Rice d, ftvcral colool^in the 
fame manner as . we had ften at the Court at If^ahan, Prefcntly after dinner we came a- 
way, but as I was taking my leave of the Governour, he told me in the toguage, 

Semidahe ^«ri»,that is to fay,we ffaall fee yon again, giving me thereby to undc*ftaud,that 
he would be glad of fbme further difeourfe with me. ; 

Accordingly we went thither again the 20. but I had clad my &lf ^wording to the. 
mode of the ^untry, upon the defign I had to travel into Csmhaya, whic^ I could hardly 
do without changing habit. We found hjm in the fame appartment where we had feen 
him the time before. He was clad hi a White Veftment, according to the Indian mods, 
over which he had another that was longer, of Brocadoe, the ground ^rnation lined wirh 
white Satin, and above, a Collar of Sables, whereof the Skins were fewed together, fb as 
that the T^ls hung down over the back. As foonas he fawns comeiu, he made us Ik 
down by the Lords tbs,t were with him. He was about feme bufinefs, which hiudred him 
for a while from diftour ling with us, yel could 1 not but obfef vc that he was pleafed at my 
change of habit. He difpaich’d. ^eyml Orders, and fomctimes writ himfcU'i ytt did not 
his bufinefs take him up, fo as.^fetedcr hina from taking Tobacco, which he ^jk after the 
fame manucrasisclfewherfdssfcrilidin tiic.^rkcdcnt Travels of the Enabafiai^Urs, there 
handing near him a tkte.^nd held the Pipe to bis mouth, and fit fire 

^ loir with the that d^c^fe.^o^and take a vjew.of certain Troops ojf 

Borfe antf-Cof^ies m f ock'i. ' He would fee 
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Armcs himfelf, and caus’d them to {hoot at a Mark, thereby to judge of their abilities, and i6^ 8' 

to augment the pay ol fuchasdid well at the coft of the others, out of whofe pay there 

was lb much abated. So that feeing huti thus employ’d, we would have taken our leaves, 
but he lent us word that we ihould dme with him, caufing in the mean time fome Fruit to 
be fent us, whereof by his order we fent the bell part to our Lodging. 

Soon after he call’d for a little golden Cabinet,eurich’d with precious Stones, and having 
taken out two Drawers, out of one he took Offion, oi Opiam^ and out of the other Bengiy ■ 
u certain Drug, or Powder, made of the leaves and feed of Hemp, which they ufe to excite 
luxury. Having taken a fmall fpoonful of each, he fcnt the Cabinet to me, and told me, 
that it could not otherwife be, but that, during my aboad at Iffahan, I mull needs have 
learnt the ufe of that Drug, and that I fhould hnd that as good as any I had feen in Terfia, 

1 told him, that I was no competent Judge of it, in regard I had not ufed it often ; how- 
ever I would then take of it for the Honours fake of receiving it from his hands. I took 
of it, and the Englifi Merchant did the like, though naither of us had ever taken any be- 
tore, nor did much like it then. 

The Governour ask’d me, where 1 had learnt thefHrkjJh Language, and whether I had 
ever been at CmfiaHtimpk, I told him, I never had been there, but had employ’d the lit- 
tle time of my aboad in the Provinces of Schirwan^ zni Jjpabitny in learning that Lan- 
guage, which is as common thcreasthatof theCountry. Hetoldmethat.Sc^irw'aMwasibsGow- 
his Country, and undcrllanding that I had been particularly known to Scbacb Sefi, had 
dined at his Table, and been a hunting with him, he ask’d my judgment of the Eing of ^ 
Berfiat and what I thought worthsj#omBnc3idation or cenfure m that Prince ? I made an- ioni. 
fwer,that he was a Prince of a graceful AlpecS and Pcrfon,and one that had undcrllanding 
and courage enough to be obey’d m his Kingdom. He ask’d me, whether he Hill reign’d But lovet 
as-a Tyrant, and continu’d his former cruelties ? lanfwered, that Age having moderated 
his youthful extravagancies, his government began to be alfomore moderate. ■ 

Kut the Chan reply’d, that Scbacb Sefi had all’um’d the Scepter with bloudy hands, and 
that the beginning ®f his reign had colt the lives of an infinite number of perlbns, of all 
conditions and qualities ; That Cruelty was hereditary to his Family ; That it defeended 
to him from S^caob^jihafy hisGrand-fether, and that there was little h^e he could rid him- 
feif 4 quahty that was bdcomc in a manner natural to him , though he nught happily 

diffemble *t for a time ; That that was the only retfoa fiir which AlymerdaM~ChaJty Gover- 
nour -of- OmdabaTy had 'been forc’d to call himlHf into the prote<ftion of the Maguly and to 
deliver up his place to him j as knowing bis life was in danger, though he had never done 
ought againll the fervice of his Prince, and that he was Icntfot to-Goart, to augment the 
number of thole Lords whom that Tyrant had put to death : That he wascontent to be- 
lieve, that,5cb«cj5> S’ifi was au undcrllanding perfon, but that even as to that, there was no 
motecomparilbn between him and the Moguly then there was between the poverty of the 
one and the-vaft wealth of the other, the Prince his Mailer being able to maintain a War 
againlLtlwee Kings of PstJ?*; I .was loth to enter into any contdlation upon Co tickliCh 
a fubje<3:,and therefore oifly told him, that it was indecd*true, there was not any compari-

The Governour of Amadubat was a judicious underfVanding man, but hafty, and lb 
rigorous, that his Government inclin’d Ibme what to cruelty. It happened one day, thac 
the two principal Direiftors of the ’Engli^ and Dutch trade there, being invited by iiim to 
dinner i a young Gentleman that waited u|>onthefoimer, comes into the Hall to attend 
upon his Mafter > He had on a llaQi’d doublet, much after the falhion which was worn a- 
bout 30. years fince, which the Goverirout thought fo ridiculous, that he could not tbibear 
laughing at ft, and askt the Prefident, m what quality thatllafli’d Gallant Icrv’d 

him, fince, that according to his habit, he conceiv’d he kept him for his Fool. The Prefi- 
dentmade anfwcr, not without Ibme confufion,that he waited on him in his Chamber,and 
that he had opened hisDoublctin that manner to make way for the Air,thc better to avoid 
the cxccflive heats of the Country, which the Euro^^ans could not well endure. Whereto 
the Governour reply’d, that that leafon gave fome fatisfa<!lion, but what he moft wondred 
at was, that the Chnfiiansy who are a wile and underftanding pcople,had not yet found out 
the way to make their Doublets of feveral flireds, rather then cut and mangle whole piecM 
of Stuffes to put themlelvcs into that mode. This, jelling with the Merchant put 

him into fo good an humour, that he w4uld needs devote the remainder of the day to fport 
and divertilement, and thereupon fint for twjcnty Women-dancers, who as Ibon as they 
werecomeinto the room&ll aliogiagand dancing, but with an Adivity and exad obler- 
vation of the cadence, much beyond that of our Dancers upon the Ropes. They had little 
Hoops or Circles, through which they leap’ d as nimbly as if they had been fo many Apes, 
and made thoulmds of Pofturcs,according to the fevclilfoundings of their Mufick, which 
confided of zJmtbeek^t or Timbrel, a Haw-boy, and ftmalTabours. Havit^ danc’d 
near two hours, the Governour would needs fond into the City for another band of Dan- 
cers , fa ut the Servants brought word, that they weredick and could not come. This cx- 
cule being not takcn,he fent out the fame Servants, with exprcls ordertobrmgtlwfe.Pro- 
ffitutes away by force i but they returning the (econd time with the fame excufe, he or- 
der’d they fliottld be pudgell’d. Upon that, they caft themfclvcs at the Governours foct, 
and acknowledged diat it nnis indeed true, they were not fick, but were at a certain place,- 
where they got Mracy at a more delightful and eafier fport then dancing, and that they 
abfolutely deny’d to come, fiiying, they knew well enough the Governour would not pay 
them. Helaughtatit, but immediately commanded out a party of his Guard to bring 
them to him, and t hey were no fboner entred into the Hall ere he ordered their heads to be 
liruck off. They beg’d their lives with horrid cries and lamentations i but he would be 
obey’d, and caus’d the execution to be done in the room before all the Company, not one 
,of the Lords then ptcfeiic daring to make theleafi intercefiion fox thofo Wretches, 
were eight in number. The Strangers were fiartled at thbhorrourof the Spei^acle 
inhumanity of tbeAdioni which theGovernonx toeing notice of, foil a laughii^, 
ask’d them what they Were fo much ffartled at ? Alfotrc your folves Gentlemen, Jf^i^ 
that if 1 fhould not take this courfo, I foould not be long Governour of Amdab^f^ ^ Fox 
ihoald 1 connive once at their difobedknee, thtSc^e-Stieth^ ox Sons of Whon^yvould 
play theMaftexs, and drive me out of the City. 'Tis but prudence in me to pr(^^t theix 
contempt of my Authority, by (uch. examples of feverity as thefoare. , '

that is to lay, one of thofe Benjans, whom the Engliffs and Dutch make ufe of as Inter-

-learnt by means of the great Commerce tftat Nation hath had all over the Indies. He 
immediately came in a Coach, and having brought me into the City, lodg’d me at aMj- 
humetan Merchants, where I was very well accommodated •, which courfe I took, bccaala 
the Englijh FatUor being from home, I made forae difficulty to lodge at ths,EHglip Honfe. 

As foon as I was got into the City, I dcllr’d the Brocj^r to fhew me what was mdft worth 
the feeing^there. 

The City of C(f>»haya lies Leagues from BroUfebia, in a fandy place upon the Biyer Camteya 
Ude, which makes there a great Bay, into which the River Afcy, having paft by the Wall? ieferitei, 
thereof, difcmbogues it ielti The Haven is incommodious, though at High-water there 
be above (even fathom water > bur at Low- water, the Ships lye dry in the Sand and Mud 
that is at the bottom. The City is cncompaft’d by« very fair Wall of Free-ftonc, and 
hath twelve Gates, very large houfes, and ttrajjf arid broad Rrcets,moft whereof have Gate? 
which are Ifaut p'pin the night time. It Bmuch greater then Surat^ as being at leaft ten 
Leagues ainHtt. It hath three Bajdrs or Market-places, and four no^le Tat^ or Cifterns, 
able to find the Inhabitants water ill the year lop^. • . , 

The Inhabitants are for the moft part otKcuboutts, whereof Ibme apply 

rhcmfclves to Commerce, others to a military life. T h?ir greatefl traffick is at dchimi D 'tn^ 
Coa,Meca, and into whither titey carryall forts of StuiFes of Silk and Cotton, and 
faing back ready Money, tothG^ and Silvitr,'tid wit, Dueats^ Chtqttins undBydf \ alfo ' 

KuyitaSi Dates, and other ComtiwBities of thofe parts. After .a walk of two hours, my 
Condu^or carried meoutof the City, andlhewedmei5.or x6. publick Gardens, but 
among the reft, one, into which 1 went on that ride that was toward the Sea, by a pair of 
ftaiis of Free-ftone of many fteps. It was enclos’d with a high Wall, and had in it two or 
three fair Stiu^ures, one whereof * being over the Gate, had many noble Appartments. In 
<he midft of the .Garden there is a very high place, within vyhich was the Se^lchre of the ■ 
Mahttmtait who had founded it, and was there buried with all his Family. The Tomb 
was covered with Marble, and had fevexal Arabian Inferiptions : There is not any place 
in all thofe pasts that hath io noble a profpcift as this, not only towards the Sea- fide, but 
alfo towards the Land, where aman bath thefeghtof the nobleft Champion Country in 
the World This is fb plcafaut a place, that the Mogul being one day at Cambay a, would 
needs take up his Lodgiug in the Garden, and caufed tlw Ston^ of the Sq)ulchre to be tar 
ken away, that his Tent might be pitch’d there. 

While' I was taking a particular view of that Strudurc,came up to us two Engll^ Mctr 
chants, who obli^ngly teptoach’d me with the flurre I put upon their Nation, in preferring 
' the Houfe of a Mammetan beforetheir Lodge, as if I had been but poorly entertain’d at 
Suratta^ii other places, where 1 had lodg’d among them. They proffered ,me their com^ 
pany to wa,lk, and ptomifed to carry me the neittmoxmng to a place,whexc an Indian, Wir 
dow was to be burnt, wiffi her own confent. 

I went at night to my Lodg^, whither the Broci^er brought fcveral Aleatifsfit pieces of 
Tapiftry, quilted Coverlets, l^k-]ftuftb>Cottons,yeffels,Handlesfor Knives, Seals, Bracelets, 

Kings and Buttons of Agat, Comelkn and Jafper, &c, of all forts of colours, which 
pleafed me very well i but not being in a cemmtion to fpateany money, 1 only bo^h^ 
tome few trifles, to fceep in favour with my Merchaiyj. 

The next d^yythc^nglijh Merchants came to my Lodging, whence we wait fit^th^o . 
the Rivet fide, without the City, where this voluntary execution wasfo be d«ic. she

Myrjaheg having taken a little of it, took leave of me, and I got into my Coach,in tending 
to call on the Kings Lieutenant at his own houfe, as I pafs’d by, in regard I was to go by 
his door: but 1 met him in the Street in his Coach, there being carried before him three. 
Banners of Taffat3,Rcd and Green, charg’d with flames of Silver j as loon as he perceived 
me, he turn’d his Coach, and oblig’d me to go along with him to his Houft. His Houfe 
was feated in themoft delightful quarter of the City, having two Gates to enter in at, one 
whereof led into a fpacious Court, the other into a fflir Garden, about the Walls whereot 
there was one continued fttu^ure. He treated me withjBe»c/e and ‘Palm* wine* but 


having time little enough to perform the journey I intended that day, I ftaid not with him 
above half an hour. He fentoneof his Menial fervants after me to give order to the 
Officer of the Cuflom-houfe, and the Guards at the Gate, that I nught pafs without pay- - 
ing ought. 

^ma to I came in the Evening to Strg^ma , but it was fb late, that the BtnjaKS, who bum no 

aaguntta. Candles fox feat that Flies and fuch other Infisds might be dcftioycd thereby , would not 
open their Shops to (ell any fewrage for my Beafts. It is much different from what is 
Wha thyi 'i commonly ufed in Ewwjf« i For the Country bringingforth no Oats, and very little Graft, 
t^accohom their Beafts to another kind of fuftenance , and keep them with a certain 
PaftCjWhich they make up of Sugar and MeaI,into which they fometimes put a little But- 
ter. Wc were going to break open one of their Shops,bttt ere we ^d done any harm, one 
of the l^ught us fome forrage. 

The next day before noon, we travcU’d five Leagues to a great ViHage, wl^ie we batted 
our Beafts, giving to each of the Oxefa a pound and a hal^ and tothcHorfIstwopounds 
Tzktba^ of Sugar, nuxt with Meal. Thence w? to the Garden of Jtkthgkt where we bak- 

'This Garden, which;,lio doubt, ^ the moft delightful of any in the Indiesyis alfe the moft 
confiderableof any in thcwlwle Country, not only in regard of the Vitftory which the 
Moptl gain’d in that place, over the laftKing of Gu&uratta, as we have mentioned before, 
and which gave it the name of J&ietbaghi that is to fty, the Garden of ViSory ■> but alfo in 
xefped of its magnificent Strudures, and the noble Fruits which grow . there in great a- 
bundance. It is feated in one of the moft pleafant places in the world , upon the 
iide of a great Pool, havingon the fide toward the water fevenl PaVillions, and on that 
towards Amadabat, a very hi^Wail. The fiimptuoufoeft of the buildings Ipealks 
the great Spirited' thePnnee that founded it, as dockalfo the Cttravanfera adjoyning 
thereto. • 


Uliefoareinthe^dffi saany AIl^ of Fmit-trees *, as Orange and Citron-trees of 


allftkts, Pomegranate-ttecs, Date-trees, Almoad-trees, Mulberry-trees, the Trees which 
bear Mangas^ and Coeor, befides many other not known to us \ and there 

was fuch abtmdMce of them , and they were planted fo cloft,that we could walk about tlfo 
Garden in ths fliadfe,wluch was a great refreil^g to us: The btairches of all thefoXiesi were 
infinitely ftor'd vnth Ape^ wht» added not a little to the divertifment and Katy^ion 
of outwalk. Weftatdnbtoi^ecmit then while our Horfes werekaiting, invegardwe 
were refolv’d to get that day to Amadabaty whither we came at ni^t.^ I was rfjst day on 
horfe-back, and by way of (port, would needs finghten the Ai|^, .^which plaid a thouiand 
tricks about us, in fo muck that we began to think themtcdiiblefinne. I il»t* two of them 
withmyPiftol, whereat the reft were foincenfed, that they feem'd to ci^z^ire tether, 
asifkhey had a defign to fot uponus. Their cries and diftorted looks difoovex’d how much 
they vvexe inclin’d to do us fome mifohief, in fo much that about twenty, of the biggeft of 
th^l^ftoyfed ps for above half a League j but perceiving us tmdy to turn towards thea^ 
they gotamoag ttw Trees, and at laft gave over their purfiat of us, 

1 met with a Caf^lafix Caravastyoi about aoo. Merchan*s,Esg- 
and whidh Was-gc^g to.adgrrf,the chief City of all the Mogul’s country. The

recommendations j fo that thefo/ Mf rchwsts K«ived.me into tfleir coinpMiiy, and I went 
along with th^ thence mi*|he,aSi* of 

The weathcrand the way werc.veiyiijki bwtlnqet with fo, few, Villages, that the firfe 
;I haycany account, to give of, was.thatiC^(iiigiki».0^tki diU|.a&r out departmee^ 
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IfOtn Amsdahath^ we came to the City of Henbstb, which is fifty Leagues diftant from it. i 6 3 P' 
This City IS not very big, and hath neither Gates nor Walls, as having been razed by Te- HaibHar 
murkng^ or Tamberlaney as had beenalfo the Caftle, whereof the ruiuesare yet to be fecn 
upon a high Mountain, not far from the City. Between this City and that of Darniiget^ DamtUei: 
which is dilfant from that of Heribath other fifty Leagues, we met a Caffila of Benjan Mer- 
chants, who told us, they had been fet upon by 200. High-way-men, of the Kasboutet^who 
had forc’d them to ranfom themfelvcs at a hundred Ko^ias^ and that we fhould do well to 
frand upon our guard, inafmuch as the day before they had feen a hundred more of them, 
who having undetftood from them what they had paid their Camrades,had faid no more to 
them, and only took away one of their Oxen , but that they Were gone to )oyn with the 
former, and that they would not fail to let upon us. We made our advantage of this In- 
telligence, and raufed our Waggons to befaftned together, and the Souldiers that guarded 
them were fo difpofrd, as that they might relieve one another, without the leatt fear of 
any diforder. Ncara certain Village we met with fifty of thofc rafcally Companions, but 
they thought us fo well arm’d, and fo rcfolv’d to Hand upon our advantage to defend oUr 
fclvcs, that they pafied by without faying ought to us, yet difeovering withall by theii 
inarch, that they were come only to take a view of us. We underliood afterwards, how 
that returning by the fame Village, they had faid, that if we had been aca little further di- 
fiaacefrom it, they would have difputed the way with us. 

Fifty Leagues thence, we came near a Village called Sjre<ie^ , which had in itaver^ 
firong CaiUe. And whereas mofi of our Bedfis wereextreamly wearied, by teafon of the 
great dayes journeys we had nfiadC,‘iye ordered that fomeof the Oxen and Waggons 
fhould go befote. But they Were hardly got into a little bottom that was in the way, not 
above fix hundred paces from us, ere they were fet upon by ten KasbomeSf who had lain 
in ambuih behind a little Hill,and at the firfi onfet wounded two driving 

away the Waggons, which they had before turrfd dut of thd Road, when we difeoverea 
them afar off, and fent to them Come of our Souldiers, who forced the Robbers to forfake 
what they had taken. After this we met with no misfortune, and came fafely to Agra^ cma U 
where I toftk up my quarters among the whole Civilities to me here were confo- 

nant to What I had received from them mother places. 


The of great Ring of Indo&baHt docs often change the place of his abode, info- 
ttiuch that there is no City in all his kingdom, of any conCderable account* where he hath 
not bis Palaces t but he delights not fo much in anyas^lgr^* Which, to do it right, frin- . 
deed the nobleft City in all his Dominions. It lies 28. degrees on this fide the Line, in the 2 ^^' » 

Ptovince of I«dc/f;&<z»,upon the River <?«>»»«*, which falls into the above the King- ‘ “ * 

dom of Bmgtla. It is at leaf! twice as bi^ as and it is as much as a Man can do to 

fide about it on horle-back in a day. It is fortified with a good Wall, of a kind of red 
Free-ftonc, and a Ditch, which is above thirty fathom broad. Its Streets are feir and Ipa- 
cious,and there are fome of them vaulted,which axe above a'quartcr of a League in length, 

•where the Merchants and Tradefinen have their Shops, diftinguiflied by their Trades and 
the Mcrchandiles which are there fold i every Trade, and evciy Meichant having a parti- .. 
cular Street and Quarter affigned Him. Tberd arc in it fifieen Mtidans and Bafars, whereof ' 
the moft Ipacious is that which is before the Caffle* where may be feen fixty great Guns of * 
all fizes, but not kept in any order (6 as to be made ufe of. There is alfo in that place a’ ' 

high Pole, as at the HJkidan of If^aban^ where the Court Lords, and fometinlesthe Meg^l 
himiclf divert themlelvcs with fhootii^ at the Parrot fa^cd at the top of if. Thwcrare ht • . , 

the City fourlcorc dravanferas^ for the accommodation and convenience of Foireign Mcr- 
chalifs, moft of them three Stories high,with very noMe LodgingiStoie-iioafcs, Vaults and 
StaKlfs belonging to them, together with Galleries aimflirivatc Paflages for the ootrefpon- 
denbe and communication of the Chamber^ Ev^ one of tbcm Hath a certain perlbn, 
whofe charge it is to lock them up, and to take care that the Mcrchandifes be fafely kept. 

He doesalfoXupply the place ofaSutler,andfelsaU%tSQfProvifion,Forragc,and Wood, 
to thofe that lodge in them. 

And whereas the Mag*/, andtooftof thegreafeft Lords about’his Court, profeS the Ma- 
bumeutt Religion, there is alfo in Agr* a vefy great number of Metjebid, or Mojqmp^ and Mol^ueyi 
among the reft feveujy great ones, of Which the fix principal they call Met/cbid’aSitt, be- ’ 
canfe that it is in them th^ do their pevotions on Holy-dayes.

that the Devotions of the Pilgrims do, by the OlTcrings they nuke, very much augincnt 
the wealth of that the Revenue whereof is very great without thole advantages. 

There are daily maintain’d in it a great number of poor people, fo that it may be truly laid, 
that the Devotions done there are not iiiferiour to thofe done at the Sepulchre of Schich 
Seji at Ardebil. Thcfc Metzids, and the Courts vyhich depend oil them, lerve alfo for lb 
ffanSiiarfer g^n^Juaties to perfbns guilty of any capital Crimes, as alfo to fuch as fearimprilbn> 

ment for their Debt. Thefc are the AHaca^i of the terfians^ and are called by the Indians ^ 
Ahdtr^axid the priviledges of them in the Indies, arc equal to thofe jhe AUaca^i are eudued 
with in Per/ia, infomuch that the himfelf, though his power be abfolute, cannot 
force a man out of thefe SaniSuarieSjbe his crime of ever fo heynous a nature, by rcafon of 
the-Veneration which thefe people have for their Saints. 

8oo.Baff. There are numbred in the City of Agra above eight hundred Baths, or Hot- houles, from 
which there comes in yearly to the Magnl a very conlidcrabic fumof money, occalioncd 
hence, that this kind of Puriheation making one of the principal parts of their Religi- 
on, iherepalTcsnotaday, but that theft places ate frequented by an infinite number of 
perlbns. 

The great Lords about the Court; who afoedlled Rafgi, or Rajas, have their Houfts and 
Palaces in the City, befidcs their Country-houfts, all magnificent, both as to firui9cure and 
houlhold-flulFe. The King hath feveral Gardciis and Houfes without the City, whither he 
often retires himfelf with his Womcn-dancers,who dance before him Hark naked.But there 
is not any thing gives a greater demonftration of thegrcatnefs of this Monarch, then his 
Palace, which ftands upon the River Gemim, apd ,is near four Leagues about. It is excel- 
ife lently well fortified, aewrding to the fortification of that .Country, wi||^ |i ■yVjill of Frc?- 
ftone, and a great Ditch, having at every Gate a Draw bridge, the A.yeja^ffMteof’ ate 
isi. ^ ' alfo very well fortified , elpcpially at the North-gate. The Gate which fwds'.to the Ba» 
Jar is on the’Weft-Gdc, and is called Cijiery, Under this Gate is the Diwan, or the place 
of publick Judicature > and there is adjoyning to it a fpacious Hall, where the principal 
U’ijtes dilpatches and ftals all Orders for the ordinary and extraordinary Levies of men, 
whereof the Originals are kept at the laid place. As loon as a man is come within this 
Gate, he finds himftif in a fpacious Street, having Shops on both lides, which leads direiSIy 
to the Mogul’s Palace, which is called Derbar. The Gate by which a man enters into it is 
cihed. Aehobarks'Der^age-, that is to lay, King Achobar’s Gate, and there is ftich a refpeft. 
obferved at it, as that, the Kings Sons only excepted, all other Lords, what quality foever 
they are of, are obliged to alight from their Horfes, and to go in a foot. 1 1 is in this quarter 
that the Women are lodged, who divert the King and his Family with their lingingand 
the Moeul fourth Gate, which is called Der/iiwe, leads to the River, and thither it is 

that tne Mogul conacs every ‘morning to worfiiip the Sun at his riling. It is on that fide 
.tfo Sm alfo, that the Grandees of the J^ingdon^ who are about the Court, come every day to do 
tHdr fubmiiiions to the King, going up to a little eminent place, whence the King may 
take the mote particular notice of them. TktHadys, or Commanders of ^orfe, do alfo 
give their attendance there, but they Hand at a greater diltance, and make not their ap- 
proaches, but Upon the Kings expjrels Order, who comes alfo to this place to fee the fight- 
ing of the Lyons, Elephants,' Bulls and other wild Bealls, it being nis ordinary divectift- 
ment every day, Friday only cxccptcd^ which he Ipchds in his Devotions. Befides all this, 
there is yet another Gate, which leads into the Guard-Hall, which they call Attefanna, 
where the Officers keep a Guard, and relieve One the other fay weeks. There is a paffage 
through this Hall into a paved Court, at the further end ii^ereof there is, under a Portal, 
a row of filver Pillars, where there ftands a particular Guard, which keeps the people from 
gettingwithin if, and permits only the Great Lords that belong to the Court to enter 
thde; ' " • . 

Thcrt it w&s I met With the Perjian Servant who run awSy from me at Suratta, and 
whoproffeKdiaetodom^any Icrvice lay in his power, during my- aboad at j nay, 
would havefotot^t me within the Pillars before mentioned , but the Guards would not 
permit it. _ A man maft go within theft Pillars to get to the Mogul's Chamber, where may 
the Mo- j^eften, within another row Of leSTer Pillars, all of GoId,the Throne of that great Prince, 
made of malSc’Gold, and enrich'd with Diamonds, Pearls, and other precious -Stones'. 

, Above the Throne thereisa-Galletyi where the King thews himfelf every day, and re- 
ceives thei r Complaints who have anyj^Wnce or injury done them. Thofe who bavc any 
Complaint? to make, ringonc ofjtheiS^Bells which are Imag^paibove thc^e Pillars i 
hut unlelsa man bav^^xcelfept good Evidence to pmvc whatlre^fiiiedges, it will be d^-

gerous to offer at It, for he will hazard his own life. The Kings Sons only, whogivie

This Wealth is more and more augmented every 
day, not (b much out of the ordinary Revenue coming in from the great Ringdoms he 
hath, (in regard that as his ordinary Expence abates not any thing ot htsTreafure, Co 
is it ftidom ften that he increafes it, by ought remaining at the years end of his Revenue ) 
asby the Preftnts which arc made him, ^the ETcheats foiling to him at the death of 
, great Lords and Favourites , who make the Mogul Heir to what they Rad gotten by hip 

Favour , inlbmuch that the Children have no hope to enjoy ought of their Fathers Eliates, 
either Real or Perfonal. For the M<%uCs Authority is fuch, and hii Power foAbfolutc, 
that the Eftates of all hisS^>jeds ate at hisdiQ>ofol *, and thence it coim, that only h» 
will decides all differences ai^ng aOMmg theni,they having no other LaW> then implicitely 
' to fubnut to what he ordains. He hath the ablolute djQjofol of their Lives and For- 
tunes, and thence it is, that upon his meet Order and Command, the greatcli Lords 
are dragg’d to Execution, and their Eliates, Charges and Governments taken away from 
them. 

Nahereii- There is no hereditary Dignity in all his Country. That of or which he 
tcary thtige bellows rather upon the account of Merit then Birth, is Pcrfoml, as that of Chan in terftAy 
andisuot detiv’ff .toPofierity, but by the recommendation of Vertue.

The Kajas, or Kadias, are never advanced to that Dignify, bpt upon the (core of 
Merit. The Mogul beftows it alGi on the Chancellour, or principal who is the Pre- ^ 
fident of his Privy Councel, and as it were Vice-Roy of all his Dominions , inaCpiiph as ]^, 
he ic is who fends Orders into all the Provinces of the Ringdejm v and it is to him that all 
are to make their AddrelTes in all Affairs of importance. The King permits him not to 
-receive any Prefents •, yet does he not forbear faking them underhand^ apd his Secretaries 
and other Officers under him take them ib openly, that there is nO,ever fo fecret, tranfa< 3 :fr 
on, but a man may have the particulars thereof,, jf he hath money to beftow among thofe 
who have the tranfcjiiption and difpatch of them. Thcfc Ra/gi have fo great a Venera- 
tion for their King, thatjt were iropoffibic for a man to approach things ,motl facred with 
more fubmiffiori, then fhey exprefe when they (peak to him. Jhe dilcourfes they enter- 
tain him with ate inteimingled and interrupted with continual Reverences s and when 
they take their leave of hini, they bow down their heads, put their handsover their eyes, 
thence afterwards upon their breads, and at laft touch the ground there?vith, to fhew they 
are but dufl: and aihes ip compatifon of hini, wilhing him all profperity,. and owning qnt of 
kis prefeticc backwards. 

vyhen the Mogwf marches inPetlbnin the head of jhis .Army, or when he comes out ot iJaMogu^ 
the jCity to go a hunting, or to take the Air, he is attended by above ten thoufand men. In 
the head of this little Army, therl march above a hundred Elephants, with their covering 
Clothes of Scarlet, Velvet, or Brocadoc. Every Elephant carries two Men, one whereof 
governs and guides the Creature, by touching his forehead with an Iron- hook, the other 
carries a large 'iSanner*'df Silk, embroidered with Gold and Silver > excepting qnly the fo- 
vefl or eight forepioft, which carry eaph of .them one .that playes on the Tim,brel. Jhc 
King himfelf is mounted on an excellent ferfi^n Horfe, or goes in a Coach, drawn by two 
white Oxen, the Horns whereof, which are very large, are adorn’d with Gold > or fomc 
times he is carried by feveral men in a Palanquin^ or kind of Sedan. The K^fgi apcji the 
Officers of the Court march after him, and have coming behind them five or fix hiihdred

Towards the end of the Feftival, the King in his turn makes his Prefents to the Lords, 
which coniifis in Charges, Employments, and new Honours, which he difiributes among 
thofe that have given hjmmott. 

The MtgwPs hirth-day is celebrated with the Ceremonies following. He begins the 
SSfl day with allmanner of divertiferaentsi whichever, he goes to the Palace of tl# Queen 
R(ioau,’s his Mother, if flie be living, and caufes many Prefents to be made her by the Grandees of 
ii'irtMiy. fiis Kingdom. After dinner he puts on the richeft clothes he hath, and covers himfelf all 
over with Gold and precious Stones, and being thus rather loaden then adorn’d with inefti- 
mable wealth, he goes into a Tent, where he is expeded by the Lords of the Court, in 
which finding a pair of Scales, he weighs himfclfi Thefc Scales are of mafly Gold, as are 
alfo the Chains by which they hang, and are all b'efet With precious Stones. He puts him- 
felf into one of the Scales, and into the other there are put feveral bags of Silver, one bag 
of Gold, fbme precious Stones, fomepiiiccs of Silk-ftufFs, Linnencloath,,Pcpper, Cloves, 
Nutmeg and Cinnamon, Wheat, PuWe and flerbs, and Acre is an eXad aecount kept of 
the difference of weight there may be between one year and Another. The King gives a- 
way with his own hands, all the money among the poor, and the reft are beftowed on the 
Benjxns. That done, the King feats himfelf in his Throne, and Caufes to be caft among 
the Grandees, Nuts, Piftachoes, Almonds, and feveral other Fruits of Gold, but fb finely 
wrought, that a thoufand of them weighed not thirty Crowns. This feme would boggle 
much to admit for a Truth i yet certain it is that it hath teen feen, that the value of ten 
Crowns beftowed in theft trifles, filled a great Bafin of thetfii i' lb' thisft alt the libexality-of 
this powerful Monarch could not amount to a hundred Crowns. The FBflival'is concln* 
ded with a great Feaft, at which the Mogul entertains the Lords of his whom 

he pa^es away the night in drinking. .

Yhe ItfifferWJ'obferve this Feftival in honour of two Brethren, named Ja»ze^ zni JuxfZey 
femnfs to f£*^, who being gone in Pilgrimage to a particular place of Devotion, upon 
the Coaft of Coromandel ^the Bramaas, a:^d other Pagans of thofe parts fet upon them, and 
forc’d them to retreat into a Caftle, where they befieg’d them ; Thefe holy Perfons main- 
tain’d the Siege along times but being refoly’d nOtto drink of the Water which the 
Pagans had prophan’d by calling a Lizard into it, a Creature for which the MahumetaHt 
have'anaverfion, bccaufeof its uncleannefe, they took arelblution to make a fally upc^ 
the befiegers, and kilfed many of them, but at laid they were overcome by the great num- 
ber of their enemies, who left them d«d upon the place. There are carried about the 
Qty, Coffins covered with Bows and Arrows, Turbants, Cymitars, and Garments of.Silkj 
which the people accompany with IbbbingsandlamentatioiK, in commemoration of the 
death of thole holy Perfons. Some among them, dance at the Ceremony, others ftrike 
their Swords one agdnft another j ray, there arc thofe who cut and flalh themftlves, fo 
as that the blond comes put in feveral places, wherewith they rub their clothes, and by 
that means reprefent a very llrangi procelfion. Towards night they fet up feveral Figures 
of men, made of Straw, to Mrfonatc the Murtherersof thofe Saintsj and haring mot a 
great many Arrows at Aem,tney fee them m fire, and reduce thetw to aftes. And'this they 
do with lb much fury and animofity, that ftionU there be any of the ^agansin the Streets 
at that time, they would run the hazard of thehrSves^ whence it comes, that during thefe 
Ceremonies, they ftir not out of their houfes. 

The Mahxmetans of thofe parts celebrate alfo another Feaft in the mbnefh of Junt^ in 
memory ofthefacrifice of Abraham^ at which they kill He- Goats,' Which they eat at the 
Entertainments they make among thcmfdves that day. . r. - -

The Englijh told me a Story, which I think fo pleafant, that I (hall not think it much to 
digrefs Se> far as to infert it here. This King had a particulai aflPedlion for a certain a 

who upon the account of his courage, and the plealantnefs of his converfation, was grown Mogul/ 
lb conliderable about the Court, that there liardly palTed a day, bnt the King fent for him, 

One day the King asking fome that were about him, why that Lord was not come to the 
Court •, and anfwer being made him, that he had taken Phyfick, he fent to him a company 
of thofe Women- dancers, and commanded them to ftrip themfelves ftark naked, and to 
eaE their Natures before him. The Kafgi having notice brought him of their arrival, 
ordered them to beconduilied to his Chamber, imagining the Megul had fent them pur- 
pofely to give hitfi fome divertifcment but undcrftanding what they were ordered to do, 
and perceiving thereby that the King was in a good humour, and defirous to make himlllf 
Ipottjhe tefolved to put a trick upon him, and fo to laugh at thole who would have laugh- 
cd at him. 

Hat’ing ask’d the Women- dancers what commands the King had laid upon them, and 
heard their anfwer, he afterwards asked them whether they were ordered to do any thing 
die, and being inform’d they had order to do nothing but what they had told him before, 
he bid them put the Kidgs Command in execution with all the cxadnels they could, but 
that they Ihould have a fpecial care not to exceed it by doing any thing more, telling 
them, that if they pifs’d the Icaft drop while they did their other bufinefi, he w6uld have 
them whipp’d till the bloud came. Not one of them would expole her lelf to that dan- 
ger i fo that they thereupon returned to the Court , where they gave the King an ac- 
count how they had been entertain’d by the Bjtfgi. The Mogul was fo taken with the 
pleafant tfkk which the had put upon him, that it put him into the beft humour in 
the wtwtd. / 

His Ordinary divertlfomcnt every day was to foe the combats of Lyons, Bulls, Elephants, 
Ti^erSjLeopardSjSnd other wild Bedfts, an argument of his cruel Nature, and bloudy Dif- IlwWoguIt 
poficion, which his perpetual feeing of this kind of combats did touch heighten, He allb Hvsnija- 
took a delight in foeing Men ingag’d with Beafts, but this was not but with their own 
confcnti and fuchas would venture their lives, out of a hope to gain that reputation of 
Courage as Ihould prove the raifing of their Fortunes, were to make ufo of no Arms but 
Sword and Buckler, This puts me in mind of a Combat which Scach Chorm ordered to 
be had, at the concluSon of a great Entertainment which he had made on the Birth-day 
of hkSon, who wasKingof in a without the City, at which place 

Were kept to this putrpole all forts of wild Beafts. This Caravanfera had adjoyning to it a 
fpacious Garden cncompatflcd with a Vvall,upon which the people were comcjto foe that di- 
verfifoment. The -fitll engagement was that of a wild Bull and a Lyon j'and the' next, 
that of a Lyon and a Tiger. 

As foonas the Tiger perceiv’d ‘the Lyon, he went ftraight towards him, and doling ' 

With him with all his fttength, got him down. ’Twas generally believed, it would be no ' 

Jhatd matterfor the Tiger to make an end of the Lyons but the Lyon immediately re- 
cover’d himfdf, and took the Tiger lb fall by the throat that he was thought dead : yet he twf 
made a Ifeift to difingage himfelf, and the combat was renewed with greater fury then be- 
fore, till at laft weariueli made both give over.* They were both very mijch hurt, but the 
wounds Were not mortal on either fide. Upon this, jStMerdi-Cbufif Governour of Chi- 
femar^ who flood near the King, catnfe forth and laid, that Schach Cborant was delirous to 
fee, whether there were among his SubjeiSs, any one that had fo much courage, as to en- 
gage with any of thofe Beads, and that only with a Sword and Buckler, and that he who 
dmft attempt it Ihould appear, that the Moguls having been an ocular witnels of his worth, 
might accordingly r^i^e it, amd honour him, not only with his favoutj but alfo with the 
quality of lipon which Eiopofition, thKC ladijihans proffering to undertake the 

engagement , AUterntn^Chm told them further, that the Kings meaning was, that who-, 
ever flieuld undertake t^tombat, Ihould do it only with Sword and Buckler j and thai 
it was his pleafure, that tfiofo who had any Coats of Mail about them,lhould put fheroolF,’ 
that the Combat might be without any advantage. , ^ \ 

Tlponthcfe terms a furious Lyon was let forth, vvho perceiving his* AUveffarjr iSomm^ 
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T 638 ,~U>co the place, made immediately towards him/ The Indofiban made his party good very 
T- lioutly, tillatlaft, no longer able to bear the weight of the Beaft, which lay very he^vy 
upon him on the left hand,he began to let fall his Buckler, which the Lyon endeavour’d all 
he could to force from him, while with his left paw, he would have faftned on his enemies 
tight arm, and fo have feiv-’d him by the throat, when the Man, putting his hand to his 
Girdle, pull’d out a Dagger, and thruft it fo far into the Lyons javrs, that he was forced to 
■ let go his hold, and get away. The Man followed him, and giving him a blow over the 
mouth laid him all along, and afterwards kill’d him. The people made acclamations for his 
happy vuftory over' the Lyon j but as foon as the noife was over, the Mogul call’^ the la- 
dojtban to him, and with an angry fmile Laid to him, Jt mufi needs be coafefs’d thou art a 
valiant man, andthjtt thou bafi fought very gallantly. But bad I net forbidden thee to engage 
agaii^ this ieaji with any advantage? And had I not af pointed wbai Arms tbou Jhouldjt 
maki ufe of > And yet tbou bafi done contrary to my Order, and haft not overcome my Lyon as a 
ter fan of Honour, but haft furyrisdd him with forbidden Arms, and fo haft lulled him as a 
murtherer, and net as a declar’d enemy. Whereuppn he commanded two men to go down 
into the Garden, and to rip up his belly i which was immediately put in execution, and 
the Corps was fet upon an Elephant to be carried through the City, to iprye for an exam- 
ple to others. 

A Combat He who, upon this Tragedy, came next into play, went with an undaunted courage to- 
heimen a ^^rds a Tiger, which he was to engage with, in fo much that his deportment was fuch as 
Man mi a minds o£ the Spcftatotst certain confidence of his obtaining the Vidory.

the Beaft, and having by that means got him,,dpwn, he foon difpatch’d him.

I had the company of two 
J)meh Merchants, and our travelling was fo muph the more plealant, in that our way wis 
but one continued Alley, drawn in a ftreight line, and planted on both tides with jQate- 
trees, Pdm-trees, Gocoz-trees, and other kind of fruit-trees, which gave iisa continual r?- 
frelhingmade againft the heat of the ^un. The f»mp|uous Hpules which were to be feen 
up and down the Country, the Apes,jPeacocks, Parratsand othitr pifds found us very much 
ipott. One day with a, FiUol-lhot I kill’d a gfeat Serpent, which I niet with in the way, 
and 'afterwards a Leopard and a Ro^e-huck} but the mitjatis, of tyhom there were many 
in our conjpany, took it very iljl’at lUy hapds, and reproach’d me with my cruelty, in that 
I deprived ihofi Cte^l^rek ttf a life which it was not in piy powtr to give them, and which 
God had not be,fiow’ji on them , but that he inight be ihi^eby glori^ed : in lo much that 
wheo ever I fc^ldlcd jWiy Piftolj they either cxptels’d their trOUbk itd fee me take a pkar 
furein vidatingj in their prefehce, the Laws of their Religion i or theyintreeiedme, for 
their fakes, not to kill them, atid When I had ^hem underhand, that I would in any

The Country abputXi*<&af is yeryfextik, ap,d brings ^rfh all forts of Fruits, as alfo

Asfoon as the Caffila of Agra was come to Antadabatbi I took leave of my fr)y:nds, and 

went along with a of a hundred Waggons. 

The firlt day we travell’d twelve Cos fit fix Leagues, to the City of Mamadabath. The 
next day I went before with the Direftor.of the Commerce at Amadabath, who, with his. 
.Second, was defirous to be prefent at the Refigaation which the Prefident was to make of 
his place. We were four in company, and we tookafo^ with us four Waggons, two 
Horfes, and twenty foot Souldiers for our Guard, leaving Order that the Caffila thould foi^ 

low us with all expedition. • j 

The foot Souldiers, who carried our Arms and Banners, midea Ihift nevcrthelefs td 
keeppacc with us. What I fay concerning the Banners, relates to* the culfom of the I«- 

— where there are n© perfons of any .quality but have a.Banner, or a kind of Colours, 

mscarriei <• -t.’ , Cornets ufe, carried before them. That day we ctofs'd the River Fb/e/, and took 
ft "up r)ur Quarters at night in die Fort of Safdpur. Ther^ we met, wjjh the 4 pa«Sbr of 
/rodra^ whofe name was Mr. Pansfieldy who treated us very magnificently tfitfc'ncxt day at 
the place of his rdidence. We went thence in the evening, and lodg'd the night folfovy- 
ing in a great Garden, and the next day wc'lprofecuted qur journey. In the evening we 
encamped hard by a tanque^ ^MeiSambord » and in regard we had not met with anyfair 
• Water all that day, we endeavour’d to get fome out of the Tanqut. But the Country people 
fearing we might confume all the Water, there coming in at the fame time a Vatch Caffila 
^aJ^age- of two hundred Waggons, would not fufferus to come near it. Whereupon we com- 
mntwith njanded out fifteen ot our foot Souldiers, with exprefs order to bringlome Water, if not 
by fair,me?ns,by force. But coming to the Tanque^ they found it guarded by thirty armed 
^ ^ * Jvlen,and fuck as were rcCblv’d to maintain it,and to hinder any from taking of the Water.

gteat hazard of our lives. For I was let upon on all fides, and was thtuft twice with a 1 15 3 .8* 
Pike into my Buff-collar, which certainly fav’d ray life that day. There came two of the ^ 
Kasboutes io near as to lay hold on my bridle, after they had kill’d two of my foot Soul- 
diers , and. were going to carry me away prifoner. But I difpatch’d one of them with a 
Piftol-fliot, which I gave him in the flioulder, and the Englijh Merchant came in to my re- 
lief, and behav’d himfclf with as much gallantry as it was poffiblc man could do. The ten 
foot Souldiers belonging to the Dutch Caffih being come in, and the Caffila it felf not 
much behind thcta^thtKasboutes got into the Wood,lcaviog fix ttien kill’d upon the place, 
and carrying along with them many hurt. On our fide we had twd foot Souldiers kill’d, 
and eight wounded, befides whom, the Englijh Merchant had alfo received a flight wound. 

From that time we kept along with the Ca^ila^ marching in very good order, out of an 
imagination we had that the would be fure to fot on us a fecond time : but we 

heard no more of them, and came about noon to Breitfcbia^ where tire flayed till the even- 
ingk We departed thence about four of the clock that lame day, in order to our crolGng 
the River, am'that we might get five Co/ further to the Village of where we 

lodg’d that night', and the next day, being the a6. of DECEMBER, we got to 
Sttrah , ' 

At my return to Surat, I found in the Englijh Lodge above fifty Merchants, whom the Conwitd 
Prefident had fiimmon’d out of all thcnther Fa(!iorics, to give an account of their Admi- 
niflration, and to be prelent at the change of Government. This Affembly confifted of 
the perfons following, wiz.MnMetwoW, the then Prefident, Mt. Frmling, who was to 
lucceed him in that charge, five Confuls from feveral places of the Indiet, three Minifters, 
two Phyfitians,and twenty five Merchants. 

Being all met together, the Prefident made an excellent Speech, togiire the Affembly iS< Eng^ 
then prefent his hearty thahks , for the many expreffions he had received of their fidelity k* fr#- 
and affe« 3 :ion during his Government, as alfo for the honour and refpefts they had readied 
the Eafi‘InSa Company in his perfon , and to intreat them to continue the fame towards 
Mr. F remling, to whom he had received Order to refign up his Charge, exhorting them in 
all thi»^ to do that which conduced moft to the reputation and advantage of the Com- 
pany. Havingended hi's Speech, he delivered Mr. Fremling the Letters Patents, by vertue 
wherepf he was to affume that new Chaise, and made him a Coajplemcnt upon that 
occafion. . 


This Ceremony ended, they went to their Garden without the City, where Mr. Metmld 
had prepar’d a magnificent entertainment, confifting of whatever the Country afforded 
that was excellent and rare, as alfo a let of Englijh Mulick, Violins , another of Mabttme- 
tan, and a third of which for out furthir divertifcment, was accompanied by the 

Women-dattcers of the Country. All which being over. Order was immediately given, 
that thofe Ships whith were fully loaden, Ihould make all necelTary Provifions for their , 
return, and we began to make all things ready for our Voyage. 

December 28. There came to Surat a Sultan, lent thither by the Mogul, to fucceed him the Sul- 
whom I had found thereat my Arrival. The new Prefident went half a League out of tlaa’* atf- 
the City to meet him, accompanied hy five of the chiefeft Merchants, who intreated me to 
go along with them. TheS'«/t<*» had marching before him levetal foot Souldiers, anid|t°“'®*’ 
certain number- ©f Falanquins, and after them an Elephant, upon which a Man carried a 
Banner of red Taffata. After the Elephant came above a hundred foot’Soaddiers:, arid 
afterthemtwenty other Souldiers, atrying every one a little Bamier, mrich like thole of 
oar Comets, of feveral Colours. T hele march’d immediately before the Sultan, who was 
mounted upon a gallant Per/ww Horfe, and attended by ieyml Perfomiof quality, anda 
great number ©f Men on hotfoback. one foifo of him wmt a Page with a gteat Plume 

of Feathers, which ferv’d for a Fan tokeep^ff the beat of the Sun, and he had carried be- 
hind him his Valanquin, which was aff gilt. His name was M^rfa Mabmuda', one with 
whom the new prefident had been acquainted long before. Having accompanied him to 
his Palace,araidfl the, Acclamations of the peppk, which throng’d in the Streets to congra- 
tulate his Arrivaljffq^tutn’dto his own houle.

The Swunhzi Orders to fct fail ten dayes before* us, audtollayfor us at the Cape of 
Surat^ it will not be atnlfs to give that account of the King- 
dom of Gtizurattay wherein that famous City of Trade lies, which we promifed elfe- 
wherc. 

Howthe ' We call it the Kingdom of Guzurma^ in regard it is not above lao. years fince the 
Mogul Megitl united it to his Crown, upon occaiion of the King of Guzuratta's minority, who 
Z^itL then reigned. For then who died about the year 154$. leftonlyoiie 

Kingdom 0/ Son, named Madofher^ who being but about eleven or twelve years of age, . was put under 
Guzuratta the Guardianftiip of Ebamet-Chajt, his Fathers Favourite. This Guardian perceiving, that 
his young Matter was not in a condition to proteft him from the envy of thole Grandees, 
who had highly exprels’d their diflatisfedion with his Adminiftration of the Government, 
and confidering with himfclf, that he flood in need of a more powerful Piotedion, made 
his Applications to Jehehar the Mopil^ or King of tndofhan^ and intreated him to come 
in to the relief of his Ward, promiting to deliver up Anudabathy the chief City of the 
Kingdom, into his hands. Achobar thought it no prudence to uegleft lb favourable an 
occaiion, and fo immediately entred Guzufatt* wifh a powerful Army i but inflead of con- 
tenting himfllf with the City of Amadabath » he became ablblute Matter of the whole 
Kingdom, and carried away Madrfher and his Guardian Prifoners to Agra. Madofher be- 
ing come to thirty years of age, and beginning to refleA on the misfortune of his Captivi- 
ty, which he faw muft be perpetual, combin'd with one of the molt confiderable Lords of 
Guzmattay who put him into pofleffion of certain Cities of his Kingdom, fach as lay at 
the greateft diftance from the Frontiersof the Mogul i but they gave him not the time 
to fettle himfelf therein. For Achobar immediately fcnt an Army thither, under the 
command of Chan-Channay who recovered the whole Kingdom in left then a year, pre- 
vented Madofher from making his efcape, and took him prilbncr. This unfortunate 
Priflee, refleifling on the Afironts which would be put upon him ^t his coming to Agra^ 
and fearing that Achobar would put him to death, chofe rather to prevent him, and being 
got to a certain place alone, under pretence of doing fome nccclfities of Nature, cut his 
own throat. 

iho Govgt- The Mogul governs the Kingdom of Guzuratta by a Viceroy, or Governour General, 
t>em if A- who hath his ordinary Relidcnce at Amadabatby in fuch manner, as that all the other Go- 
ra^abath vcniours arc oblig’d to give him an account of their Adminiftration, and to rcceiye Orders 
him. His power is in a manner abfolufe ; For, though in the judgment of Civil 
tatte. Caufts, as allb when hcconfults about affairs of Importance, hcadvifes withlbmeof 
the principal Lords of the Country, and of his Court » yet can it not be £«d,that he hath 
any fettled Council, but takes their Propofals, rather to dUcover their Sentiments, then to 
follow them ; Infomuck, that if his imployment were fettled for a certain number 
years, he would havenocaufe to cnvythegreatnefsof the Mogw/ himfclf. But this Go- 
vernment depends meetly on the Kings plcafure, who takes occaGon often to change the 
Govcniours i as on the other Gdc, they knowing that the leaft Order from the Court may 
difpolTefs them, let flip no occaflon of making their advantages , and receiving flotn all 
hands, efpecially near the time they expeft to be recall’d. For then they make it their 
bulinefs to get exceffive fums of money out of the richeft Merchants in the Country i efpe- 
cially thofe of the City of Amadabathy who are forc’d to clear themfelves of falfe Accufati- 
ons, which they had not been charged withall, but to fqueeze them of fome part of their 
EftateSjinafmuch as the Governour being fupteme Judge of all Cattfey,as well Civil as Cri- 
minal, they muft either expeft certain deftrudien, or fatisfie the Governouts avarice.

Belides thefe, theie areal lb certain companies of Robbers, or 
Terttfy who fometimes makes up a body of three or four hundred Men, to rob upon the 
High-way, inlbmuch that travelling cannot be without danger, unlefs lb many travel 
together as can in Ibme meafure make their party good againll the attempts of thole 
Villains, who are fo much the more ealily defeated, by reafon of their having no hre- 
Armes.

on of Jullice amongft them is very pleafant,in as much as he who complains lirll moft com- 
iBonly gets the better of it, lb that it may be truly laid among them, according to the Pro- 
verb, that mho bears the blom^ fyes for the blottd-rpbi^.

by the Govemours of the fevcral Cities, who caufe their Sentences to be put in execution 
by theCouteval, There is in a manner no crime, whereof a Man may not avoid the pu- 
nifliraent by Money, lb that it may be faid of thofe parts with greater realbn then of any 
other, that Gibbets are let up only for the unfortunate. The Crimes punilhed with great- 
eft fcverity arc, Murther and Adultery, efpecially when it happens to have been committed 
with a Gentlewoman of anyQjwlity. Upon which account it is that they permit Bro- 
thel-houfes, all which pay a certain Tribute to the Cottteval^ who in requital pro- 
tetfts them fo well, that it is not only fafe, but allb honourable for any man to trequent 
them. •

fufficiently well peopled, and moft of the Inhabitants are Btnjansy and live either by their 
Relation to the Sea,or by Weaving. It hath neither Gates nor Bulwarks, but only a Free- 
ftonc Wall towards the Sea-fidc, where the Ftigats have their Rendezvous, in 

order to the conveying of their Mcrchanr-meu to Goa.

The City of where the fortugftez have three ttrong Caftles, is foated upon the Mangcrol. 
Frontiers ot the Kingdom, on the South-fide. They call it Di»f, pronouncing the e fo 
gently, that a man can hardly hear it. The word T)ini ligniiiesan lllaiid, and thence comes 
the word) Agrediue, five Iftes, and that of Nalediuey four lilts, which the iortngHtz cor- 
ruptly call Maldiua j and Noulal{ay the lile of fourfeore and ten thoufand, which 
hath that name given it, upon this account, that the Daughter of a certain Lord of the 
faid place, having begg’d of her Father the Revenue of it tor one day, it brought her m 
fourfeore and ten thouund pieces of Silver. 

The City of Bifantagan ls one of thegreateftof all the Kingdom of Guzuratta^ as con- 
tainingnear twenty thoufand Houfes. It lies almoft in the midft of the Kingdom, andgan. 
tillol late was but a fimple Village. The fertility of the adjacent Country naih raifod 
jt to the greatnefs wherein it now is j for thereabouts they keep abundance of Cattle, and 
theregrow alfo grea| quantitiesof Rice, Wheat and Cotton, which is niKleinto Yarn anff 
Clothes. 

The City of Tettan was heretofore fix Leagues about, and cncompaffoil with a ftrong petfaiit 
Wall of Free-ftone, which is now broken down in fevcral places,finecifs Commerce began 
to diminilb. The Inhabitants are for the moft part and cheir Profiiiioa, making 

of Stuffs of Silk fox the wearing of the Country, asalfo Ibme Cotcon-cloaths, but they arc 
very courfe, and are of thole kinds which are commonly called Sgarderberal^

f It is not our defign in this place to run into any difcuurfc of theMj:i»iOfl«a« Kcligioii i 

but, having premifed a fliort account of tne Inhabitants of the Country, wc ihaW attci- 
wards treat more at large of their Religion, and the Stds whereof it cunlaM They ar& 
all of an Olive or DusHift colour, but more or Icfs fuch,accotding to the Climate in. whicii 
they live. Thofe who arc more towards the South, are without compariibn of a much 
higher colour, then thofe who live more towards the North. The Men are llruiig, and 
well proportioned, having large Faces and black Eyes, and caufe their Heads and Beards to 
be (haven clear off, excepting only the M«/fdiCi&eex, as the P«r^<*»x do alfo. The MahHnte* 
tans death themfelves much after the Perjjaw Mode, only they fold their Turbanti after 
another way. There is alfo this difference obferv’d between them, that the Ind-Jihant 
have the opening of their Garments under the left Arm, whereas the Perfians have it under 
tf/Mtfif. the right Arm i and that the former tye their Girdles before, and kt the ends hang down, 
whereas the Perjians do only fold icfeveral timeaabout the body, and hide the ends withia 
the Girdle it felf. It is within thefe Girdles that they carry their Poxiyards, which they

There is no Province in the where there are not Tome Bettjans v but in Cttzttranx 
they are more numerous then in any other placc,and they arc diihngaitV. d from the MjLm- 
metans hy their habit. They do not {have their Heads, yet do they not wear their Hair 
very long. They have every day a yellow Mark made in their Foreheads, of about a hu*- 
gers breadth, which is made with Water and Sandal- wood, in which they beat four or live 
grains of Rice. They are their Bramans who give them that Mark after the-y have done 
their Devotions before thePagodes^ The Women do not cover their Faces, as thole of 
the Mahumetans do i yet do they not make any difficulty to adorn themfclves with Pen- 
dants and Ncck-laccs, cfpccially their Ears, which they in a manner cover with Pearls. 

The blacker their Teeth are, the greater beauty they think it. During my flay at 

dabath^ feme o^the Women there told me, that it was an ugly thing to have white Teeth, Teeth beau. 

as Dogs and Monkeys have j and thence it came that they called us Bondxa, that is, Apes. 

They wearno Breeches, but only a piece of thin Silk-ltulF, which they call and 

reaches down to their Hams, and upon that they put their Smocks, and on them their upper 
Garment, which they tye with a String at the Wafte. Some among them wear a kind of 
narrow Waftcoats, the Sleeves whereot reach hut to the Elbow, being naked down from 
the Breads to the Navil, In Summer they wear wooden Shooes,which they fallen ro their 
Feet with Straps » but in Winter, their Shooes are of Velvet of fevetal colours, or of Bro- 
cadoe, cover’d with gilt Leather. The quarters of their Shooes are very low, for this 
teafon, that as well Men as Women put them off, when they go into any Room, the Floor 
thereof being covered with'Tapillry. Children go naked, till they come to about four or 
live years of Age, the Girles as well as the Boyes. The Men are very civilly apparcU’d, 
and live without any fcandal among the Mahttmetamy who being imperious and iiifolent, 
treat the Benjans, as if they were their flavts, with great contempt, much alter the manner 
the Jen’S are treated in E«ro^e,m thofe places where they are permitted to live. Whic/i yet 
hinders not but that the Benjans are as ingenious as the Mahttmet zhs, and, without com- The Bpn- 
parilbn, mote fubtlc, and more civil, then any of the other Indians. There are not any of jans are 
them can write and call account better then they, nor any whofe converfation is more dc- 
lightful then theirs : but they come Ihorf of that finccrity which the others have, fo ttut 
a Man mull be very cauftous how he hath to do with them, in as much as there is no Com- 
modity which they do not adulterate j and they never drive any bargain,, but they en- 
deavour to furprize and circumvent thofo they are to deal with. The 'Dutch and Englijh . 
know this by ejqpctience i whence it comes, that they make ufo of thefe people, as their 
Brokers and Interpreters, that they may difeover the Impollures and cheats of others. 

There is no Trade which they apply not themfelves to j and there is no Commodity but 
they, fell it, unlefs it be Flefli, Fifh, or any other thing that hath had life. Their children 
arc oblig’d to match among thofe of the fame Trade or Profeffion as the Father had 
been dP j and they fuffer not thofe who do otherwife, to be of the lame Caftty or Fa- 
mily; but theynaay be the beginners of anew Trade, and yet continuein the fame 
Religion. 

They marry their Children at fcven, eight, nine, or ten years of Age, and it very fel- 
.dome happens that they ftay till twelve, efpecially if they be Daughters : for, if they 
.flity till that time, they are look’d on as Hale Maids, it being their perpvation, fhfit 
,i^e?e muft be fame imperfeftion, either in the Maids perfon, or thofe of her Parents, 
if there be not fonft Addreffes made to her before that time i in wh^h partkoiar they 
think themfelves Ib much concern’d , that they make it a punftilio of.

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The Law peimits men, not only to marry a fccond or third time, in cafe of death, 
but alfoto wed a fecond or third Wife , if thefiiii and fecond proves barren j the hrll re- 
taininancverthelefs a certain preheminence,as being Mother of the family. 1 he Sous are 
Lrr>i»;te Heirs of all their Fathers Ehatc, but with this provilion, that they arc to maintain the Mo- 
erthiee. (her, and marry the Sifters, ^ . . „ -r t -m. 

The Benjans ate Saga»s,i$ having among them neither Buptfmi nor Ctreumnfiott. They 
are indeed of a belief,Tbat there is but one God, Cieatot and Preftrver ot the Univctlc \ 
SkM vet does not this pcrfwafion hinder, but that they worfliip the Devil, and give for their 
rhiwh- reafon, that God created him to govern the World, and to do mifchiet to Mankind, 
whence it comes, that all their Mojquejs Ate till’d with reprefentations of him, in Statues 
of Gold, Silver, Ivory, Ebony, Marble, Wood, and ordinary Stone. The Figure under 
which they reprefent him is dreadful to look on. The Head, out of vvhich grows four 
Horns, is adorn’d with a triple Crown, after the faflnon of a "Tiara. The countenance is 
horridly deformed, having coming out of the Mouth two great Teeth, like the Tusks of a 
Boar, and the Chin fet out with a great ugly Beard. The Breafts bear agamlt the Belly, 
at which the Hands arc not abfolutely joyned together, but feem negligently to bang 
down. Under the Navil, between the two Thight, therecomes out oi the Belly anotlier 
Head, much more ghaftly then the former, havmg two Horns upon it, and thtufting out of 
the Mouth a filthy Tongue of extraordinary bignefs. Inftcad of Feet it hath Paws, and 
behind, a Cows-tail : This Figure is placed on a Tabic of Stone, which ferves for an Al- 
tar, and tedeivesthe Offerings which arc made to the Fagedt. On the right fide of the 
Altar there ftands a Trough, in which tiiofc wno intend to do their Devotions wafh 
and parifie themfelves i and on the other fide, there is a Box, or Cheft, for reception ot the 
Offerings, which are made in Money > and near the Trough these-is placed, within the 
ivall of a Veffel, out of which the Bmw^w take they. How ftuffe, wherewith they oiark 
the foreheads of thofe who have faid their Prayers. The Braman^ or Priia^-belonging 
to the place, fits at the foot of the Altar, whence he tiles at certain times to fay his Pray- 
ersjand when he goes away, he concludes his Devotions with that kind of pur ifying, which 
is performed by tubbing his hands in the flame of the Lamps, whicli ftand before and above 
the Altar, as we have dcfcribcd it elfcwhcrc. 

Nor is it only in great Cities that the Be«j-»»J have their many Mfqu^s, but they have 
themalfoupand down the Country, upon the High-wayes, and in the Mountains and 
Woods. They have no other light then what they have from the Lamps, which arc kt pC 
perpetually burning in them > having no other Omanicnt, then thattnc Wails are be- 
daubed with the Figures of Beafts and Devils, and look more like Caves, and the Kcccfles 
of unclean Spirits, which they arc in effed, then places dcftgn’d for the cxcrcifc of Religi- 
on.

The four 
principal Sefts, which comprehend all the reft, are thofe of Gmtmath, S amarafb^ Bifnm^ 
and Ga^gby. Thofe of Cmrai»»th are lb pundual in the preftrvation of living Creatures 
and Infcfts, that their Branumt have their mouths cover'd with a piece of linnen-cloath, 
for fear any Fly fhould get into it, and in their Houfesthey harcalwayes a little Broom in 
their hands, to fweep the Room, leaft they fhould negligently trea:d Upon any Infe^ j and 
they will not fit, till they have firft made clean the feat or place where they are to fit down. 
They go bare-headed and bare-foot, with a white Staffe in their hands, by^iSter they arc 
di Wnguifh’d from the others. They keep no fire in their Houfes, nor light any Candles in 
them. They never drink any cold water, for fear. of meeting with any Infe^ in it, but 
T^eif they have it boil’d at fbme ones houfe of their Sed. They have no other cloathing then 
Clodthing, apiece of courfe Lmnen-cloath,which hangs down from the Navel to the Knees,and covet 
not the reft of their body, but with a fmall piece of Woollen-cloath, asmudhas could be 
made of one Fleece of Wooll.

theif The Opinions they have of God arc infiime things different from thofe of the other 
Benjans, inafinuch as they do not attribute to him an infinite being, which dilpofcth of the 
events of things, but they would have them.to depend abfblutely on good and ill fortune. 
They have a Saint named Tie! Ttnekgr ^and acknowledge no other good works then Faffing 
and Alms deeds : They believe that the Sun, the Moon, and other Stars, the Earth, living 
Creatures, iTreeSjMetals, and in a word, all tWngs vifible, have in themfelves the firft caufts 
of their produdion and motion. They told, that there are two Suns, and as many Moons, 
fT which relieve one the other alternately every day. They believe nothing of Heaven or 
Paradife, and yet acknowledge the immortality of the Soul, but after a very extraordinary 
' manner. For they affirm, that the Soul, at its departure out of the body it had firft ani- 
mated, enters into another, either of Man or Beaft, according to the good or ill life of the 
deceafed : but that it ev» makes choice of the Female, that it may return again into the 
world, to live there in another body.

among them for the poor. They burn the bodies of aged petfbns, but bury thofe of Chil- 
dren who dye under three years of age. Their Widows are not obliged to burnthem- 
fclves with their departed Husbands, but they promife perpetual Widowhood. All that 
make profeffion of this SeA may be admitted to Friefihood. Nay, Women are receiv’d 
into that Funftion, provided they be above twenty y^rs of age» but the Men are admit- 
ted into it, at feven, eight and nine years of age. To become Priefts, all they have to do, 
is to put on the habit, to accuftom thtmfelves to the aulierity of that kind of life, and to 
make a vow of Chaflity. Any one of the married couple hath the priviledge to become 
a Prieft, and by that means, to oblige the other to celibate, for the remainder of his or her 
life. There are fbme make a Vow of Chaflity in the flate of marriage shut this is feldom 
feen, and when it i^ thofe who make fuchVows, arc not oyerilrid in the obfervaned of 
them. 


All the other orSe&sof the Be»jrf«er, have anaverfion and contempt for this* 
and condemn it fo much,thac their Dolors continually exhort their Auditours to fhun the 
Converfation of thofe people » fo that they will not only not eat or drink with them, but 
they would not fo much as fet a foof in their Houfes, though it were to avoid an imminent 
and inevitable danger i and filch a^are fi> unhappy as to touch them, ate obliged to do a 
publick and fivere pennance. ’ * ' 

The fecond Se<S of the Betganf^ called Samaratht hath this common with the former, the Seti of 
that it permits not the killing of any Creature or Infed that hath life, nor the eating of Samaraih.

|crs, Taylors, Shooe- makers, Furbifliers, and all other Tradcffnen, admitting among them, 
even Souldiers, Clerks, and other Officers. Their Reli^onis difierent from that of the "their he* 
former, in that they believe,that this World was created by a firft caufe, which governs and 
prefervesall, with a fbveraign and unchangeable power. 

Tl^ call him in their Language Pemi/eer, andaflign him three Subftitutes, who hzve Their God 
thciri^etal Fundions under his Srfpetintwndcacy. The firft, who is ailed Brama., hath 
the dilpofal of all Souls, which he fendkdntofuch Bodies as Perwi/eerarajoints, dther of * 
Men or Beafts. The fecond, whom they’call Buffima, teaches the Wotldf to live according 
to Gods Commandments , , which they have diipofed inlb four Books. He hath alto the 
overfight of ProviGons,and advances the growth of Wheat, Herbs and Pulfe, after Brams 
hath endued them with Souls. The third, named Mak, exetcifes his power over the dead. 

He is alfo Secretary to lermifeer^ and takes the good and bad works of the deceafed into 
ciumjnation, that he may make a report thereof to his Maftcr, who having examin’d both 
the one and the other, fends the Soul into a Body, where fhe doth more or lefs pcnnance, 
proportionably to the gobd or ill flit hath done in the former. Thole that are fent into 
the body of a Cow, areaochunted the moft happy, in regard that thatBcaft having fome- 
thing Divine in it, according to their opinion, they hopeina Ihort time to be purified of 
the fins which they had corannfted durink their continuance kithe former body. But 
thofe which are fiMc’d to take up thefr fecond^iabitations in the bodies of Elephants, Ca- 
«Kls,wild Oxen, Goats, Affes, Leopards, Swine, Serpents, or any other unclan Beaft, are on 
contrary thought moft unhappy, inafmuch as at their departure out pf themj they 
paf® into the bodiejof other Beafts, cither tame, or Icfs wild, where they, complot the 
expiatiem of the Crimes for which they were condemned to thofe puniffiments. The fame 
happens aUb to thofe fouls which arc in the bodies of fboui Craturcs that dye 
before' jthey have compleated their Purification ‘feeing abfolutely confummated,

They rcprelent their Kam-ramy with his 
Wife, in ft veral manners, and adorn both theij Statues on Holy-dayes, with many Gold 
Chams,Coilarsof Pearl, and all forts of precious StoneSj^andfet up many Lamps, and Wax- 
candles before them. This God hath m Subfiitntes, as that of the Sea of Samamhi but 
doth all himftlf' , 

The ordinary fuftcnance of the 'Bifao» is only Herbs and Pulft, frefh Butter, Milk and

Gate they' would go out at* Wherein they are fo fcrupulous, that they will not ask for 
anything, though they were ready to ftarve. They will indeed receive what is given 
them, but if there be nought given them they live on Herbs and Roots, which they find 
in the fields. There are fome among them that have three or four fervants, who put 
themfclves voluntarily into their fetvicc, that they may participate of their finAity; but 
all the fervice they do them is what they lift themfelves. For the Mafters never command 
them to do any thing, nay not what is moft neceffary to life. All the other have 

a certain veneration for thtGo^gbys^ except it be thofeof the or Setft of Ceuraa>aih, 
who have a horrour for them, and fliun their converlation. 


There ajre fome among them have a greater reputation of knowledge and fandity theii 
others, but they make no advantage thereof, in as much as their condition is equal. They 
never marry , but live in fo great obfervance of Chaftity, that they would not fuffci a 
Woman to touch them. The common people hath a great devotion for thefe Gogghyr, 
falu ting them with muchrefped, and receiving thdr Benedidiou with great fubmif- 
iion. 


TheGseghys believe, that their God Bruin hath created all things, and that he continues thek belief. 
them in being, by his infinite power, by which he is able to deftroy and reduce them to no- 
thing. . , 

They affirm, that he is not to be reprefented by any Figure of cither Man or Beaft, but 
that^e is a light, which cannot be the 0'b|ed of our fight, inafinuch as,having created that 
of the Sun, itis not to be admired, that we cannot contemplate the principle of fottanf- 
cendentabrightnefs. ' , 

They believe not the Tranfmigration of Souls,as the other Benjam do s but affirm, that 
the Souls at their departure out of thebody, are immediately transferred to their God *■ 

BtuiUt to live with him eternally, and to be united to that infinite Light. 

Certain it is, that Charcoal-men and Chimney-rweepets among us are not fo befoiutted ^ 
as thefo people, who take a pleafure in disfiguring their bodies and countenances, not only 
by the ^es wherewith they continually tub them, but alfo by their abftinences, which as 
they are greater, fo are they withall much more frequent then thole of the Beujant of the 
Seftof Ceuratestb. There are fome Women-becomc Gekhys^ but in regard that Sex is 
too tender and delicate, to accuftom themlelves tofo greafaufterity, their number is not 


very great. 

The oblige their Profelytes, that is, the »/, who embrace their Reli- 

gion, to a very extravagant manner of life. For, to renew their whole body, which, ac- ^ 
cording to their Opinion, is defiled by the flcfhthcy had eaten, they oblige them for the 
Ipace of fix moncths together,to mix amongft what they arc to eat, a pound of Cow-dung } 
out of this reafon, that that Creature having, as they hold, fome thing divine in it, here is 
nothing can purifie the body fo well as that kind of nourifhment, which their Profelytes 
arc permitted to diminifh by degrees, after the three fitft moneths of their converfion. They 
alfo condemn to that kind of Diet, thofeof their own Seft, who having been prifoners 
among the Mabumetauf, or Cbrijiiaat^ or converfing ordinarily among them, have been 
perfwaded to eat fie{h,or drink wine i and receive them not into their communication, till 
filch time as they have been purified in that manner. 

All the Be»j««/areextrcamly fuperftitious. For they never go out of their houles, till ne 
they .have faid theij Prayers ; and if at their going out they meet with any ill prelage, 
they return into their houfes, and do not any butinels of importance that day. They take 
to ptefage ill Fortune, the meeting of an empty Cart, a wild Oxe, an AG, a Dog, if he be * 
not eating foraewhat, a Goat, an Ape, a Deer, a Goldfmith, a Carpenter, a Lock-finith, a 
Barber, aTaylor,a beater of Cotton, a Widow,^ a company of People going to the enter- 
ment of a dead Body, or a Man returning from the fame Ceremony as alfo, that of a 
Man or Woman carrying Butter, Oyl, Milk, brown-Sugar, Citrons, or an'y other (harp 
things, Apples, Iron, or any thing relating to War. They arc on the contrary, well plea- 
fed with the meeting of an Elephant, or CameU whether they be loaden or not, as alfo of a 
Horfe, a Cow, an Oxe, a wild Oxe loaden with water, aHe-Goat, a Dog eating, a Cat 
coming on the right hand of them, and Perfons loaden with ProviGons, Curds and white- 
Sugar i but above all, that of a Cock, or a Hare, and then they cheerfully go about what 
they have to do, as being prepofielsd with the opinion they have, that the fucceG of theii 
Affairs will be anfwcrable to their expc( 3 :ations. 

There arc fome who put the Kashoutes into the number of the BenjaHs^ andaffirn^ 
they arc a branch of SamaTatb^ with which they believe the their hiikk 

lii a . '' bf 
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7^28 o£ Souls, andfeweral other things. But they believe this in particular, that the Souls^of 
Men go into Birds, who afterwards give their Friends notice of the good and evil which 
is to befall them: upon which account it is, that they To fiiperaitiouflyobferve the flight- 
and ringing of thofe Creatures. Their Widows burn thetnfelves with the bodies of their 
deceafed Husbands, unlefs it be, that, at the contra^ of Marriage, there was fome proraift 
made that they Ihonld not be forc’d thereto. But whereas all the other Benjms arc of a 
mild and referv’ddifpofition, abhorring the cffufion of bloud, even that of Beaftss thefe 
on the contrary, arc a fort of violent and daring people, who eat flelh,and live only by mur- 
ther and rapine, and never mind any other profefllon then that of Arms. The Mogul 
makes ufc of thefe Men, as do alfo moft of the other Princes of the JniUs^ becaufe they 
are undaunted, and entertain not the leaft fear of death. To this purpofe, there is a Story 
of of five who forc’d by wearinefs to reft thcmfelvesin a Country manshoufc, 

fivB Ras. there happened to be a Fire in the Village, which byreafonof the wrctchednefs of the 
boutri. houfts, foon came to that where they were. They had notice of it, but one of them faid 
to the reft, that having never turn’d their backs from danger, it would be thegreateft 
fhame in the world to them, to fliun death, which they had never fear d ; That it were 
bafenefs in them to ftir thence, but that they were to make the Fire as much afraid of 
them, as others were of it, and force it to flop its pyogrefs when it came near them i and 
they were fo earneftly engag’d in thefe temerarious and extravagant difeourfes, that the 
Fire getting into the Room where they were, one only had the time to get out, and to 
drag along with him one of his Camerades, who could never afterwards be recover’d out 
of the melancbolly regret he had conceiv’d, at his not having follow’d the example of the

They have no compaflion but what they have towards irrational Creatures, efpccially 
liieit' c&i' Birds, which they take the pains to keep and feed, out of a perfwafion, thatone day, when 
their Souls ftiall be lodg’d in Creatures of that kind, feme orother will have the feme cha- 
lity towards them. And this is their employment particularly on Holy-dayes, as allb for 
ten or twelve dayes after the dcceafrof their neaiett Kindred, and upon the anniverfary 
dayesof their death. 

They have this common with the other that they marry their Children very 

young, which is the left to be wondred at, inafmuch as it is very certain, that the Indiimk 
of both Sexes arc capable of engendring much fboner then any other Nation: lo ^at 
dfon very there arc not any but arc fit for the work of generation at ten ox twejvc years of.agc^ . To ^ 
founs, this purpofe I -have a Story, which may leem febulous, but I have it from fuch grave pcr- 
fons, that I ftiall make no iflSculty to communicate it upon their credit. 

Armarig. ' Not many years fince, even in the reign of Scach Choram^ who is yet living, a certain 
HeStor^ Kashutes Wife, who liv'd at Agra^ was brought to bed of a Daughter, which at two years 
of age had Breafts as big as thofe of any Nurfe. 4 Xock-finith, neighbour to the R<r/- 
houie^ advifed the Father and Mother -to permit, that the hot Ironmigjit be apply’d there- 
to, which is the ordinary remedy they make ufc of againft fupetfluous humours. They con- 
fented thereto but as loon as they had applied the forefeid Reme(iy,the.Dock-fmith died, 
and loon after, the Father and Mother, and all thofe that had been prefent at the feid cure. 
The child had at three years of age, what thofe of her Sex are not wont to have till 
fwelvbor thirte^i. . The year after Ihe had nothing of that kind, but her Belly wa&fe 
fw 0 lfe*i-a®if file had been with child. That fwelling was little abated the year followingi* 
and stt lhsc" 5 ^sa*S 6 f Ibe was brought to bed of a Boy. , ,But this was thought a tl^umg 
. lb etitraordinasyriKoVer the Country, though they mat 0 very young, as I feid beftarc, that 
Sehuh Choram lent for both Mother and Child, and ordered them to be brought up at the 
Court.

Befides the there is yet another fort of FagafiJ in the Kingdom^ 

whona they call the J!ii^^-,4^jiefe'are the Forfims of Fars and Cf/or^Jhity > -who fled into 
thofe parts, to aw^ ^e;p«r^cntion of the Mahumetans in the fevendi ' fqtAkuks- 

jPer^by,&rce of Arms, the 
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iind men at Ormus^ and landed in Indojihan, The King of Cambay who was a Hindou^ i c5 3 $* 
or Jitdian^thzt is, a Tagan^zs himielf, received him to dwell in his Country, into which that “ ' " 

liberty drew Icveral other Ferfians^ who, with their Religion, have preferv’d and continued 
their ancient manner of life. Their habitations are for the moft part along the Sea-coaft, ^ , 
and they live very peaceably, fuftaining thetnfelves by the advantage they make out of the 
"Tobacco they plant, and the Terry they get out of the Palms of thofe parts, and whereof ■' * 

they make Ara\^ in regard they are permitted to drink Wine. They intermeddle alio 
with Meicltandift, and the exchange of Money, and keep Shops, and are of all Trades, 
except thofe of Farriers, Black-fmiths, and'Lock-fmithss in regard it is an unpardonable 
fin among them to put out the fire. 

The Farfis believe that there is but one God, Prefervet of the tlniverfe : That headls 
alonc,and immediately, in 4ill things s and that the feven Servants of God,*for whom they 
have alfb a great Veneration, have only an inferiour adminilfration, whereof they ate ob- 
lig’d to give an account. 

The hrft of tbefe Servants is called and hath the Government of Men, aadtlte feven 

his charge is, to induce them to the cxercife of good Works. of 

The fccond, whom they call Bahman^ hath the overfight of Cattel, and prefides over all ‘ 
the Itviog Creatures that are upon Earth. 

Thethird, named Ardybtjh, preferves Fire, and hinders it from being put out. 

Thefourth is called Safyvpar^axiA isentrufted with the charge of Metals, about which 
they are very curious v and accufes thofe who neglei^ the making of them clean > which 
, negligence is a mortal fin among them. - 

The fifth, whom they call i^Wer, hatha care of the Earth, and keeps it from being 
polluted, and lunders it from being otherwife ufed then it ought. 

Attwaerdath, who is the fixth, hath the fame charge over the Water, as Ej?«»der hath 
over the Earth, and keeps it from being defiled with filth. 

Thefeventh, whom they call Ammadatb-, looks to the prefervation of Fruits, Trees, 

Herbs and Pulfe, but without any power either to advance or retard their ptoduftion. 

For thefe feven fubalternate Spirits are appointed by God, only to take cogniMnee of the 
abufes^oMnaattedia this World, and to make their report thereof to him. 

Befidestbefefewn Servants, whofe dignity is very great, God hath twenty fix other ra>«ntri«s 
Servants, who have all their particulaf Fohdions. odter Jw. 

The firft, whom they call Saroeb^ takes poffeffion of the Soul immediately upon its dc- 
parture out ot the Body, and condufts it before two Judges, whom they call Meer Kefus^ * 
and Saras^ to be ixamined, and to receive according to their Sentence, cither its condem- 
nation or abfolution from its fins. Their manner ©t proceeding in* judgment, is, to put the 
good and evil Works into two Scales, that they may judge of them according to their 
weight. The good and evil Angels ftand about the Scales, and carry away the Souls ad- 
judged to themicithet into Paradife, where they enjoy eternal bills, or into Hell, there to be 
tormented to the end of the World, which they believe will be renewed at the expiration 
of a thoufend years i and then, they fiiall enter into other Bodies, to lead a better me then 
they had done in the former. • 

The foiath of thefe Servants is called SeratHy and hath the overfight of all Military af- 
fiurs j upon which account it is that they'addrels themftlves to him, that they may obtain 
of God Viftory,byhisInterceffion. 

The fifth is Carrafeday that is to fay, the Sun. 

The fixth Amay t^iat is, the Water. 

The feventh is called Adety and governstheFire, under Ardy 

The-eighth is Maho, or the Moon. 

The aifich is Tier ay that is, Rain. 

The tenth, ©ailed Gosy hath the ovetf^t of Cattel. 

The elewBtb, who is called Fattvan^y hatfiithectiftodyof the Souls which are in Pa- 


radife. * - 

The twelfth, named Aramy is he that ^ves Joy or Sadnefs to Mankind. 

The thirteenth , nwned Goada , governs the Winds , and makes them blow as he 
pleafeth. 

Pie«,who is the fourteenth, teaches Men the Law of God, and inlpites them with gOai 
motions to obfernt it. • 

Afpirfanichy who is the fifteenth, is he who beftows Wealth on Men. 

Afiaety who is the fixteenth, is he that gives Men Underftanding and Memo:^, , 

The fcventeenth, whom they call AJfamaity is Superintendent over Comttiente. ' , 

The eighteenth, called hath thc’Governmeut of thtfBafrth/'* ^ . 
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1^38. MarifpaH, who is the nineteenth, is Goodnefsit felf, who is communicated to thofe that 
■ invocate him. 

They call the twentieth Jmiera, and his Prefidentlhip is over Money, whereof he hath 
the difpofal. 

The one and twen tieth is called Hoiat, and is he, without whofc concurrence there hap- 
pens no Generation of Men, or Bcafts, or Produ<aion of Fruits. 

and Berfe^zxe indifferently delign’d to attend all Men ; and the three remaining, 
whom they call Dt^hdder^ J>efbemtr^ and Ve^hdin^ are engag’d upon the particular Service 
of God, who itnploycs them about all Affairs indifferently. 

ThcFarfijf who call theft twenty fix Servants by one general name, Geflrio^ that is to 
fay. Lords, believe, that they have an abfblutc power over the things whereof God hath 
cntrulted them with the Adminiftration. Whence it comes, that they make no difficulty 
to worftiip them, and to invocate them in their extremities, out of a perfwafion, that God. 
Will not deny them any thing they defire upon their interceffion. 

They have a very great refpedf for their Dodors and Teachers, and allow them a very 
plentiful fubfifiance, with their Wives and Children, though fbme among them intermed- 
dle alfo with Merchandife, which they are permitted to do according to their Law , but 
theft are not fbJiighly effeemed, as thofe others who fpend all their time in teaching Chil- 
They have dren to read and write, and explicating their Law to the people. They have no 
n» Mot- nor Other publick places, fotthc Exercift of their Religion : but they makeufe, to that 
queys. pmpofe, of feme room in their houfes, where they do their devotions fitting, and without 
any inclination of the body. 

Not have they any particular day in the week defign’d for that end, but they obfttve 
the firft, and twentieth day of the Moon. Though their Moneths confill of thirty dayes 
a piece, yet does theirYear confift of 365. dayes, for they add five dayes to the laft Moneth. 
Their Prieffs are not known by their habit, in regard it is common to^hem, not only with 
the ka^a all the reft of the Tarfis , but alfb with all the other Inhabitants of the ^untry * from 
^ whom they are diftinguifli’d by a String or Wreath of Wooller Camels Hair, wherewith 
Re tgm, j ^ Girdle, Which comes twice about the body, and is ty’d with two knots 
behind, which is the only diftindive mark of their Religion, and fo infcparable from their 
Frofeffion, that if it happen to be loft, he who is €0 unfortunate as to have loft it, may nei- 
ther cat,nor drink, nor ^eak,nay not ffir ftom the place where he is till another be brought 
him from the Ptieft who fells them. The Women wes^r of them as well as the Men, after 
they arc come to twelve years of age, at which time they are thought capable of compre- 
hending the Myfteries of Religion. 

fhe» Hou- Their houfts are little and dark, very poorly furnilh’d, and they have a great afTcdation 
fet. to live in the fame quarter. They have no particular Ma^ftrate among them, yet do they 
not think much to accept of the employments which the Mabuntetans give them , and 
create among themfelves two of the moft confiderable of the Nation , who decide 
iffich differences as may arift , and for which they never plead before any other 
Judges. 

ftteieii. There is nothing fb precious among them as Fire, which they keep in very carefully, 

counted fa. upon this account, as they affirm, that there is not any thing affords fo lively a repreftnta- 
crei amaig tion of the Divinity as Fire does. Whence it conies, that they never put out a Candle, or 
them, g Lamp, and never make uft of Water to quench the Fire, though the HouTe were in dan- 
ger of being burnt » but they endeavour to finothcr it with Earth. For it is the greateft 
misfortune can happen to them, to find the Fire fofareut in their Houles, as that they muft 
be forc’d to go out among their Neighbours to get fbme. 

They alfo marry their Children while they arc very young, but they fuffer the Parents 
to bring them Up at their own Houfes, till they are come to fifteen or fixteen years of age, 
and then they confummate the maniage. Their Widows are permitted to marry the ft- 
cond time > whence it comes that there are not fb many difbrdcrs committed among theas, 
as there are among the other Nations. Bfit Adultery and Fornication are the greateft fins 
verely pu- they can commit, and which,no doubt, they would punifh with death, if they had the ad- 
mjb jiiul- miniftration of Juftice in their own hands. 

When any one is fo fick, as that there Is little hopes of his recovery, he is taken out of 
Their mn. his bed, to be laid on a little bed of green Turfs upon the ground, where he lies till he give 
up the ghoft, and immediately after, five or fix Men, whoft imployracit it is fo make the 
Graves, take him from the laid Pallat of T urfs,put a Shroud about him, and lay him upon 
an Iron-grate, made after the form of a Blcre, upon which they carry the body to the place 
of burial, wBcH is above a League fronj^the City. Theft places, or, if we may call them 
{b,Church“tardi, are divided into three parts, aft incloftd Jvith a Wall of twelve or fifteen 

foot 
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foot highjone whereof is for the Men, another for the Womenjand the third for Children, i iSjS. 
Over the Graves there arc Bars laid crofs like a GratCj upon, which they lay the b»dy, there 
to lemain till the Crows and other devouring Birds have confumed them, fo as that the 
Bones fall into the Grave. The Kindred and Friends accompany the Corps with honid 
cries and lamentations, and make a halt when they are come within 500. paces of the 
Grave, till fuch time as the Grave-makers have laid it upon the Grate, and made certain 
Prayers for the Sonl. About a moneth or fix weeks after, they carry the Turfe upon which 
the deceafed party died, to the Church-yard, as a thing polluted, which they would not fo 
much as touch i and every moneth they makeaFeaftfor theneareftof the Kindred, in 
memory of the dqiarted. If it happens that they touch a dead Carkals, or the Bones of 
a dead Beaft,they arc obBg’d to caft on their cloaths, to cleanfe their bodies, and to do pen- 
nance for nine dayes together, during which, neither Women nor Childien dare come near 
them. They are of this particular perfwafion, that they whole Bones chance to fall into 
the Water, arc irrecoverably damned. 

Their Law forbids the eating of ought that hath had life » yet ate not thefe prohibiti- 
ons fo rigorous, but that in cafe of neceffity, nay even in the time of war, they kill Sheep, 

Goats, tame Fowl and Filb, and eat thereof : But they teligioully abiiain foom the Oxe and 
Cow, nor do they kill Elephants, Camels, Horfes or Hares •, but as to the Oxe and Cow , 
they forbear them fo fitiftly,that they commonly lay, they had rather feed on their Fathers 
and Mothers then eat of an Oxe or Cow. 

They are permitted, to drink Wine and -Terry, but are forbidden the drinkhig of Jqitu jOrunluHi 
vitiff and above all things, being overcome with drunkennefs ; This is a fin among them, o«Ji. 
which cannot be expiated without undergoing a very fevere pennance, which a man mail 
cither fobmit to, or be content to quit cheic communion. 

Their ftature is none of the greateft, but they are of a clearer Complexion then any of 
the other lndojib»ns,zaA. their Women are beyond comparilbn whiter and fiiirer then thofo 
of the Country, otthofeof the Mahumtant. The Men wear great bulhy Beards, cut 
round or Ibmewhat Spade-wifo. Some cut olF their Hair, others let it grow to the full 
length. Thofo who cut their Hair, leave growing on their Crowns a Lock or Tuft about 
an inch, ieuxunpafo. 

They are the moft folf-ended and covetous fort of people in the World, uling all polfible 
indufiry to over-reach and circumvent chofo they trade witball, though otherwife they 
have an avetfion for theft. They are of a better Nature thea the MahumtaHT, atleaflhf 
it may be faid there is any good Nature confiftent with a folf-foeking mind, when it is once 
polTclTed with the bafoft and moft infamous of all Vices, Avari^ , 

There ate in the Kingdom of Gft&watt* two other forts of Pagans, one whereof arc y. - . 
tht Indtusy who come outpf the Province of Mxhbatti and the parts about 4/»»e8r«, and dons,.' * 
are not Be>iqa«SyVta€xmdi as they kill all forts o( Bealls, and eat thereof, excepting only the 
Oxe and Cow. They eat their Meals within a Ring or Circle, within which they permit 
not the Bmjaas to enter.s> They arc for the moll part Souldiers , and the Mogul makes ufo 
a£ them for the keeping of the mod confiderable places of his Kingdom. The other fort 
comesout of the Kingdom of Bugbrnul^ which is commonly called the Kingdom of Gol- 
eaud»i ^iid they are called the femivft. \ Jenfives,' 

Thefo area fort of very ignorant pet^le, who xt&x themlelves,as to matter of Religion, 
to their Bramauf. They believe, that in the beginning there was but one God, 
took others into a participation of his power, according as Men came to deforve 
honour by their he^jick Aftions, and it is to this kind of Saints that they build

They believe the Immortality and Tranfinigration of Soti^ pfwn which perlwafion 
they ifohor the effulion of bloud. Accordingly <39/ befonnd any Robbers or

Befides all thefe, they have yet among them anothdr fort of people, whom they call 
theert, who are neither iagaas not Mabumuns^ for they have no Religion at all. They Them; 
areakogethcr imployed'al^f the foouijng Wells, Sinks,Comnion'Shorcs, and Prjyies^ . 

asalfe the fleaing ol dead Beads, whole fleflli they eat. 

They allb conduA condatisn’d pcrfona to punifoment, and are fometimes the 
nersof them. Whence it cemesthat they are an abomination to all thjp 
who are oblig’d topurifiethemlelves from head to foot, if any of thefo 
on that oecafion, they <:all AhbonSf fiiould touch themt 
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1 6a8 fuffcr them not to live within Cities, but affign them Habitations in the extremities of the 
■ Suburbs, that they may be as far as may be conveniently from the converfation of other 


we fhallnot make it out bufinefs here tofpcakof fhe Religion of the Mahmetant^ 
wherewith the Kingdom is peopled, in regard that, ibme few points only ex- 

cepted, it is common to them with theTwrly zndlerfiant^ whereof there hath been an 
account given in the precedent Travels of the Embafladors. But we (hall continue a 
little further the digrclEon wherein we are ingag’d, and treat of the manner of life 
of the M»himet»usoi the which is much different from that of thelwr^ and 

. We will begin with their Ceremonies of Marriage. The Friends on both fldes being 
agreed, and the Wedding-day appointed, there is brought to the Bridegrooms door a Hoife, 
^101 whofc Mane and Crupper are befet with all forts of Flowers, as is al(o the piece of Net- 
ribfi Indian work, wherewith they cover the Bridegrooms face, who gets on horleback, accompanied 
Mahurae. Kindred and Friends, having on each fide two Pages carrying Umbrelloes of painted 

Paper, and before him Mufick, and certain Men, who caft into the Air,Squibs,Crackers, and 
other Fire-works. In this Equipage he paffes through the principal Streets of the City, 
andatlaft comes to the Brides door, where he entertains her with his Mufick and Fire- 
works, for the fpace of half an hour. Then he goes into the houfc, where he fits down on 
pieces of Tapiftry, purpolely fot therefor that Ceremony i and whither the Bride comes 
to him accompanied by her Kindred, and the Moll* and Kaft^ or Judgeof theplace. The 
MoUa reads certain pafTages of the Aleberau i and after he hath taken the Bridegrooms 
Oath, that in cafe of Divorce, he will provide for the fiibfifience of his Wife, he blefles the 
marriage, and goes his way. ' The reft of the company ftay in the room to eat Betteldy and 
feme other Drugs, but they drink no Wine, inft«d whereof, they take Pills of An^on or 
Tfij tffs 5 t opiuMy which works the (ame ef&d, and intoxicates them as Wine does. The i^dred 
afOpium. Friends continue their Aftemblies, five or fix, fometimes eight or ten dSJftes bgether, 
efpecially when the marks of the Confummation of marriage are apparent upon the fhcets 
of the new married couple. But if the Bridegroom find it more beaten and common then 
heexpefted, heufesitasahigh-way, and without any more ado abandons it to the pub- 
lick* as on the contrary, if he be notable to force himtelf a paflage, and that in the three 
orjfout firft dayes of lus marriage, he gives not vifibleaCurances oi his abilities in the work 
henath undertaken, one of the Brides neareft fidnfwomen (ends him a Diftafte, with this 
meffage* That fince he is incapable of doing mans work, ’tis but fit he (houldbeput to 


womans. 

09 Thdr marriages are not indiilbluble,as they are among Chri^aftty nay indeed among the 

be divor. ^ther Mabumetanty among whom there is no Divorce n^e, tilj^the grievances of the^r- 
ties ^ firft examined, and after that, not without the authority of the J udge. But here the 
men make it an exptefo Atticle in their CoNtraifts of inairiage,that they may be divorced, 
notonlyincaleof Adultery or fterility, butalfoincaCeof ever fo little aveifiontheymay 
conceive againft their Wivp^. j^ovided fomc conrle be taken by them for their fobfiftence, 
during their lives. ’ * 

Not a word of any reftitution of Dower, in regard the Women there do not bring thek 
Husbands. VQy thing blfides their Clothes and Jewels : Nor indeed is there any but have 
thdr Pes^rils, Rings and Bracelets, of each good fiorc* 

The Women go fcldom abroad, and thofc that are of any quality go in clofc Coaches, or 
are carried mlglaHqmHSy or Litters, according to the Indtan mode. Thmare indeed 
thole who tide on horleback, but they have mdrkces covet’d withaSkatfj fo that they 
arc only the meaner fort, or the common ones, that go a foot, or are feen with their faces 
uncovered. They arc deliver’d without any pain almoft, in fo much that it is feldom (ecu 
there that Women are above two or three hours in labour. 

Tfcy M^bitmetans bring up their Children with much care and tendetne(s,(cnd them to 

^ tbtk' J^ool as foon as they are capable of learning any thing i and there they are taught to 
riband write. Thofc who are not of ability to maintain thdr Children at School, be- 
^ ^ f!k^f;(em onfome perfon of quality-o* (end them to the Wars, as foon as they are able to 

boM^Arms., who pu^ thcnafeWirt into the ferviceof others, enter into a very un- 

happy conditican i inafinuph as they are aJQ^si^d but three or four Ro^ias a monethjtowards 
meat, drink and clo«m^ - *

kfidren of the Mahnnutaits have a particular tendernels of 
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There is hirdly any perfbn of quality, but makes him a handibin Gaidcn, within wliich 
' he builds a fair houfe, having a great number oHittle windows of all lides, which is to 
ferve for a place of Sepulture for them, and all their Family alter them s in theft kinds of 
Structures they lay out vail fums of money. . 

1 he Ceremonies of their Interments are thefe. Immediately upon the Departure, fhc 
Kindred bewail the deccafed, and ask him, why he would dye ? and whether he wanted 
thofe conveniences which he Ihould have had ? 6'‘i. Then they dine, andthere isaFeaft 
made, in memory of the deceafed. In the mean time, the Body is well wafted, there is a 
clean perfum’d Sheet wrapped about it, and it is put into an open Coffin, from which three 
or tour MeUas never ilir, but continue near the Body, reading and praying for the Soul of 
the deceafed, till it be carried to the ground. The Coffin is cover'd with Cotton, Velvet, 
or fome other more precious Stuffe, according to the abilities of the deceas’d, and the 
Kindred and Friends accompany the Body, which is carried by ten or twelve Men to the 
place of burial, the Mdas fmging in the mean time certain Hymnes, of thankfgiving 
Songs, to the glory of God. The Body is laid down upon the right fide, with the Face 
turned towards the Weft, the Feet towards the South, and the Head towards the North i 
and the Coffin is covered with a board, to keep the Earth from touching the Body, and 
defihngit. While the Body is let down into the Grave, the Kindred mutter certainPray- 
ers between their teeth i and that done, all the company returns tothehouftof thede- 
ccaftd, where the MaH/as continue their Prayers for his Soul, for the {pace of two or three . 
dayes: and during all tfiis time, there is ao fire made within the houfe, but the meat is 
drclTed ellewhere. 

Theyaffume the quality of and believe that there is nofalvation out of their gfg 

Communion, treating as Hercticks and Infidels, not only the Cbrifliifm, but alfb all fuch as Ml/dlltfan- 
profefs any other Religion then theirs. Nay,they would not cat of whata Chriftiaij or fulnans of 
Pagan had drefs’d, anlei's it be Bread, Butter, Cheeft, Pxeftrves, or any thing of that kind. 

They have a far greater averlion for the EowtfM Catholicks then they have for the Prutf. 
fiants,upon this account, that they cannot endure the worftipping of Images,nor the Ado- 
ration ot‘ things vifibic. 

They arc for the moft part of a good ftature, and there are few hunch-back’d or lame — . * 
among them. They among them who ate called MogolUs^ are of a clearer Complexion tmoand 
then the others, but they have all their Hair black, and without curling. ttmplaim 

They love not flaxen or fair hair’d people, and have an arerCoiI for fuch as are.red hair’d, 
out of an opinion they have, that they arc Leprous. For that Diftafe is very common in 
thofe parts *, nay the more in this regard, that the Pox, which is no left common, is nevet 
fo well "cured, but that it leaves fbtne corruption in the bload, which by inftnfible de- 
grees infci^s the whole body, and, in time, degenerates into Leprofic. The Mollcts 
fufter their Beards to grow, but all the reft ftave, not only their Beards, butallb their 
Heads, e^tcepting only a little tuff, or lock, which they leave upon the Crown j upon 
this pctfwdlion, that by the laid lock , Mahumtt is to take them and lift them up to 
Heaven. 

Both Men and Women are cloath’d much after the fame manner. Their Garments^ Their fU- 
which are of Cotton, Silk, or Brocadoe, according to the ftveral qualities of the perfons, 
arc cloft above, like our clofe Coats, but from the wafte downwards they grow wider and 
wider, till they come to the fmall of the leg, Where their breeches, which come dov^n to 
the feet, are gathered into many folds. Their Shooes are of Sp»wjh Leather, or fbmC 
Silk-ftuffe, or Brocadoe, the quarters very low, in regard they put them off ever and 
anon, when they go into their Chambers, theFloors whereof arc covered WithTapiftry. 

As to what they wear about their Heads, it is rather like that of thel^r^ then that of 
the ferfioHs, and is made of a very thin Stuff of Cotton or Silk, ahd wrought with 
Gold or Sliver Thread. They call it Shees, and never put it off, but when they go to 
bed. Upon their ordinary Garment, they wear a kind of Cloak, which they call Pe- 
mereii, againft-thc Cold and Rain, They tye their Garment about with a Girdle, which 
theyczllComraerbaKt. which is made of aSilk,-ftuffe, wrought with Gold Thread, upon 
which they have another, which js a larger, of a very fine Cotton. Perfons of (^ality 
wear in their Girdles a kind of Armes or Ponyards, ftort and broad, which they call 
Ginda, oxCaiatve, the handle and fteath whereof are of Gold, and many tinges ftt with 
precious Stones, - - , y 

The Houfts of Perfons of Quality are fpacious enovTgh, and confift of ftvml Ap- , 
partments, Halls, Chambers and Cloftts. The Roofs of their Houfts are flat, ibasthaC 
a Man may go upon them, to take the freft Air, and lye there in the night. There 
is no Hoafe almoft, but hath its Garden and ‘Xanqtit i btrt tbeit ate ptfof, 
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1658. for their Walls are but of Earth, plaiftered over with a Compolition, nade ot Fiec- 
— ftonc beaten fmall , Lime, Gum and Sugar, which nukes a darling white, and is 
as finooth as Glafs. Their Houfes are but poorly furnifh’d , even the Kitclnn 
it fclf, where you lee only a few Difties and Stoves ; but the WoniLU in 
their own Lodgings take no fmall pride in fetting out their Gold and Silver 


The Men receive their Vifits in a Hall, where they Gt on feveral pieces of Tapifiry : At 
the Ctw> gntjj^uce into the Room they mutually falutc one another with their Salum^ which 
they accompany with a low inclination > and if the Perfon whom they falutc be of Qua- 
lity, they put the right hand to their heads, tofhewthe power they are willing he ihould 
have over them. When there is nofubmiffion due on either fide, the Vilitants think it 
enough to filute one the other only with an inclination of the body, and fometimes they 
take one another by the Jock, laying. Grab anemeas^ that is, beit to you according to the 
payers of the par. He who receives vifits keeps his place, and caufos thole who come to 
fee him, to fit on both fides of him. They are very civiland very referved in their con- 
verlation,in{bmuch that they arc never fecn contefting or loud in their difeourfe, and never 
ule any geftures of either the hand or the head. When they would whilper to any one, 
they cover their mouth with a Skatf or Napkin, lefi'their breath fliould omnd the perfon 
whom they fpeak to. They who make Vifits about bufinefs, fake leave as foon as they 
have done \ but intimate Friends continue their Vifits, till the Mailer of the houfe be cal- 


led to dinner. 

^ . They are very expenfive in Cloaths, Feafting and Wpmen i for their Law allow ing 

pleafures imaginable, provided they do 'not injure their Neighbours, they 
^ ‘ are willing enough to make their advantage of that petmiflion, ami fo pmfue all the de- 

light their hearts can wilh. When they eat, they fit upon Tapifiry, and M(;J^tjrcd by a 
Carver. They have no Napkin, nor need any, for they never touch the Meat "with their 
hands. 


th>ir Do- Servants as they can maintain , aIGgning every perfon his particular 

Employment, wherein the others ate £0 cxaft,that they who are appointed to do one thing, 
will not do the leaft feivice for another. For a Selvidar, whole place it is to look to the 
Horfts, will not meddle with an Oxe, or do any thing about the Cart, becaufc that is the 
duty of the Bellutpan. The Serrupaan hath the ovcrlight of the Camels, and the Mahout 
that of the Elephants. 

The fra^y looks to the Tents and Tapifiry* and thtSantehs are Lacqueys, Thefo 
have a great Plume of Feathers on their Heads, and two little Bells upon their Breafts, and 
will ealily travel tifteenor fixteen Leagues a day. They are not kept in the Houfe, but 
have their Wages, on which they live, though it amounts not to above three or four Ko- 
fias aMoneth, But they have withall certain Vails, called lefiuryi yet with all the 
Advantages they can make of their fexvices , it is as much as they can do to fub- 
fift. 


Their greateft expence is that which they arc at about their Wives. For being pernfit- 
ted to have three or four, if they plcafe, they are oblig’d to maintain them, with their Eu- 
nuchs and Slaves,acoording to their quality, by allowing them a certain fum monethly , as 
alfo by finding them Cloaths, Peatls,aBd Houihold-ftuffe. Their Polygamy hath this con- 
venience in it, that there is no Woman,but ufts all Induftry and Artifice imaginab le to gain 
her Husbands afiedion, and defeat her Rivals. All the careffes, all the kiiSncffes Ihc can 
think of, fhe makes ufe of to ingratiate her folf. 

There is no Drug eminent for its venereal Vertues , but fhe will find out fomc means or 
other to give him, to excite him to Voluptuoufnefsi and (he thinks no complyance too 
great, to purchafe bis mote frequent enjoyments. They have alfo a great kindnefs for the 
Eunuchs, in whofe cuftody they are, to engage them to afford them more liberty?- in their 
tdlraint, which they brook fo ill, that in thole parts a man would think Polygamy fhould 
rather be permitted the Women then the Men . v 

Theconii. Tiadefmen are in the faddeft condition, in as much as the Children cannot 

non of be put to any other T radcs then what their Fathers axe of, and there is this inconvenience 
Tradejmen. withall, that a piece of work muft pafs through three or four hands before it be fitufhed i 
fo that all they can do is to get five or fix pence a day. They muft accordingly fare very 
poorly, their ordinary Diet being only Kixyei^, which they make of Beans pounded, and 
Rice, which they boyl together in water till the water be confirmed. Then they put there- 
to a Uttle Butter melted, and this is iheir Supper, for all day they eat only Rice and Wheat 
in the grain. 

neir Bdh .Tbwr ^ufes are low, the Walls ®f Earth, and covered with green Turfs. Ttiey 


tnto 
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niike no fire in their Houfes > for having nothing that is combuflible but Cow-dung,- the idgS. 
fiink of that would be iufupportable j whence it comes that they burn it before their 
Doors. They alfo rub the walls with the fame dang, out of an imagination, that it keeps 
away Fleas and other Infedis. 

Merchants are infinitely more happy then Tradeftnen v but they allb have thisinconve- nkuhnt^ 
nience, that as toon as they have gotten any wealth together, they ate expofed to the envy 
of the Grandees, who find out wayes to fleece them, as foon as they make any fiiew of it. 

And whereas they cannot doit with Juftiec, they many' times make ufe of fiich pretences 
as coft thofe their lives who have acquired .exceffive riches. 

All the Mahtemetans o{ theft parts msfy be ftidtoprofefsthe fame Religion j but they 
have among them certain Superftitions, and particular manners of life, whereby they arc 
difiinguiftied into ftvefal Sefts, though it may be alfo alledged, that they are to be account- 
ed rather fb manyNations,then different Sedls.For when they are diliinguifhed into 
Moguk^at AfagoKex,and hidojtbans^^hio ate fubdivided into many other more confiderable 
Fra^ions,as Saytt^aghfiaA Lew, it muft be confeft'djthat if there be any difference in their 
humours, and manner of life, they brought it out of the Connfreys whence they came, 
and that it is not to be attributed to their Religion. For it is certain that the V»tans patanf 
are thofe, who in the precedeni Travels of jEheEmbaffadours, are called a fort 
of ftlf- conceited, infoleiit, ctu^, ’|nd barbarous people. They Height others, for no other 
rcafon, then that npt thewifelves in hazarding their lives without any 

neceffity. ' 

•' The Mflgwix, on contrary, ^whocainc out of great Turtary, are good natur’d, mild, njogi^fe 
difereet, civil, obliging, and full of complyanccj whence it comes, that they are more re- ® ^ 
fpei^ed then the others. 

'"Thclndojihanti or Hindufibans, are the ancient Inhabitants of the Country, and diftin- indoflhaijf 
guifli’d from the reft by their colour, which is much blacker then that of the two former. 

Theft are a Ruftical fort of people, and Covetous, and not €o ingenious and crafty as the 
Tatans and Megttls. 

In the Province of there lives a certain people, whom they call Blotious^who • 

arclbf aftrongconftitution, and courageous, as the fatant. They are for the moft part ‘ 

employed about the carriage of Merejundifts, they let out Camels, and undertake the 
Coiiduft of the Caffilas,. znd this they do with fo much fidelity, thatth^ would ra- 
ther loft their lives, then endure the reproach of having loft any thing committed to their . 
charge. 

There arc no common Inns in all the Kingdom of Guzuntia, not indeed in all the Mo- , 

g«/’s Countrey i but inftcad thereof, , in Cities, as alfo infome Villages, there are certain GuzurattSf 
publick buildings, called 5«roi,built by fome perfons out of Charity, for the convenience 
of Stran^rs and T ravellers, who, were it. not for thofe, would be fore’ d to lie in the open 
Air. Theft are theCaravanferaSy which have only the four walls, and a^overingoves 
head i Co that to be acconnnodated therein, a Man muft bring along with him what is not 
to be had there. 

In travelling through the Counttey,they make ufe of Camels, Muks, Ilotfts and Oxen. 

They have alfo a kind of Coaches,, for two or three perfons, which are drawn by Oxen, 
whereto they are fo accuftomed, that they eafily go ten or twelve leagues a day. The up- 
per part or covering of theft Coaches is of Cloath or Velvet > but thofe which carry Wo- 
men are clofe of all lides. , 

Perfons of all q&hty make ufe alfo of Elephants, and are fomet^ies ca.rried in ?<*/<*»« 
quiHet,. which arc a kind of Litters or Sedans, carried by two men upon tfadr Shoulders 
with a bar. They bring up their Elephants with, npch care, and areatt great charge a- 
boutthemi They delight mu<^ in IIa^h^and.Huaiting.' Their Greyhounds arc fome- 
what left then ours, but they tame TigerS;and Leopards, whereof they make ufe in hunt- 
ing, and tht& fiirprift their prey .at a fodden leap, but they.never purfoeif. 

They are particularly induftrious at the catching of River*fowl, by means of the Skin 
of a tame DiiGk,whjeh being fill’d with Hay, they fwim eyep with the Water, and drawing 
Che Decoy-duck after th«n,. they inftnfibly get among the others, and take them by^the ' 


feet, without ever frighting them. 

They arc very expert at the Bow, which they make of a wild Oxes horn, and the Ar- ihsk dH- 
rows of a very light kihdof Cstne i nay, they are fo excellent at it, that fometimcs£hej.#^«ir a# 
will take a Bird Hying. ^ ^ _ 

. 'they delight much in Chefs , and have alfo a kind • of Gatw Ci^- 
arc lovers of Mufick , though there be nogre;at Harmony in 
ijill .things. thk? are faefotted with

and ^ yi. produdions are not void of Eloquence. They keep a Rcgifter of all the 

remarkable Adions that are done among them, and have fuch an exad account thereof, as 
might ftrve to write a Hiftory of the Countrey. 

Thm Un- Of their Language there are many Dialcds> but it is eaiie enough to be learnt, and 
they write as we do, from the left hand to the right. Moft of any quality about the Mo- 
gttl's- Court fpeak theFerJiaa tongue > nay fome, but very few, fpeak alfo the Arabian, 
the Oipia. The rnoft common Difeafes of thoft parts are the bloudy Flux, and burning Feavers « 
fes of <h3 and the Remedy they ordinarily make ufe of againft them is Abftinence. They liave good 
Cemry. ftoreof Phyfitians, but no Surgeons. Barbers, of which Profeffion there is a great num- 
ber, are they who let bloud, and apply Leeches. 

In the Kingdom ofGuzurattay Winter begins towards the end of jK«e, and lafts till 
Wtrtet he- September : but there are not fitch continual Rains there as at Goa^ for it rains only in cer- 
junr Intervals, and particularly at ne<v and full Moon. The North-wind blows conllaut- 

^ ’ Jy for fix moneths together, and the South-wind formas many. The hotteft moneths in the 

year ate April j May, and the beginning of jF»»e» during which the fultrinefs of the wea- 
ther is fuch, that it were infupportable, were it not that fome Winds rife ever and anon, 
which moderate the excelfive heats i but with that convenience they bring along with 
them anincenvcnicnce, which is, their raifing fitch an extraordinary Duft, that it deprives 
a Man of the fight of the Sun. 

the Com- There is a vaft Trade driven in many Commodities all over the Kmgdbrn of Guzetratta, 
merce of but particularly in Cotton and Linnen Cloaths, which are in fairnefs and finenefs equal to 
Guzutatta, thofeof Hollands as alfb in feveral Silk-ftuifes, zsCoutoms, which are of feriaal-eolours, 
Satins, Taffatas, ?etolas,CommerbaHds,Ornif, of Gold and Silk, which Women commonly 
make uic of to cover their Faces withall, Brocadoes, Tapiftry, or Alcatifs, Chitrtngts, or 
ftreaked Carpets, to lay over Chefts and Cabinets, quilted Coverlets of Silk or Cotton, 
which they call Geodm, or ^alis. Tents, Ferimos, or Neuhar, which they make ufe of 
inftead of Couches, Cadtls, or Bed-fteads, Cabinets of Lacqne, Chefs-boards of Tor- 
toife-flicll, Seals, Beads, Chains, Buttons, and Rings of Ivory, Amber, Rock-Cryftal, and 
Agat, 

The beft/«di« in the world comes from about Amadabath, from a Village call’d Cbir*. 
Jhemmna Ostes, whence it derives the name. The Herb of which they make it is like that of yellow 
ef , Parfilip, but fhorter, and more bitter, fprouting forth into branches like a Rced,and gro w- 
indieo. jng^ in kind years, fixorfeven foot high : the Flower is like that of a Thiftle, and the 
Seed like that of Fcim-greek. It is fo^n in Jmt, and cut in November, and December, 
It is fown but once in three years, andthefirft year the leaves are cut off within a foot of 
the ground. The ftalks arc taken away, and the leaves arc fet a drying in the Sun, and 
that done, they are fet a leaking, for four orfivedayes, in aSt®ne-trough,containing about 
fix or ft ven foot water, which is ever and anon ftirred, till Inch time as the Water hath 
fuckt out the colour and vertue of the Herb. That done, they let out the Water into ano- 
ther Trough, where they fuffer it to fettle for one night. The next day, all tlic Water is 
taken away, and what is left in the bottom of the Trough is llrain’d through a courfe 
Cloath, and is fet a drying in the Sun. And this is the beft Indico ; but the Countrey peo- 
ple adulterate it, by mixing therewith a certain Earth of the fame colour. And whereas 
thcgoodnels of this Drug isdilcovcrcd by its lightnels, they have thecunnmg to put a 
little Oyl into it, to make it fwim upon the water. 

The fccond year, the ftalk which was left the year before Ihoots forth other leaves, but 
they are not fo good as thofe of the firfi, Y et is this preftrr’d before Cyngey, that is, wild 
Indico. It is alfb the lecond year that they fuller Ibme part of it to grow up to feed. That 
of thethtrd year is not good, and conftqucihly not fought after byforraign Merchants, but 
is imploy’d by the Inhabitants of the Countrey in the dying of their Cloaths. The beft 
Indico is almoft of a violet colour, and hath fomewhat of its fmell, when it’s burned. The 
Indofthans ciW’it Anil ■, zni after it hath hten in the ground three years, they fuffer the 
Land to lye fallow for one year ere they fow it again. 

j Saltpe^ which is fold in Guzuratta comes from Afmer, fixty Leagues from 
Agra, and tljey get it out of Land that hath lain long fallow. Theblackeft andfatfieft 
ground yields moft of it, though other Landsafford fome, and it is made thus. They make 
certain TrencMS they'fill with -their Saltpetrous Earth, and let into thcmfinall Ri- 
vulets, a% ihiTch iVatcf as will foeve fot its Ibakhig, which ro^ be the more eftci^ually done^ 

they 
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they make ufe_ of^their feet, treading it til! it become a Broath. When the Water hath i 5 3 8' 

drawn out all the Saltpeter which was in the Earth, they take the clearcft part of it and 

difpofe it into another Trench, where it grows thick, and then tiicy boil it like Sa,c, conti- 
nually feumming it, and then they put it into earthen pots, wherein the remainder of the 
Dregs goes to the bottom-, and when the Water begins to thicken, they take it out of 
thefe pots, to fet it a drying in the Sun, where it grows hard, and is reduc’d into that form 
wherein it is brought into Europ, 

Boraxy or the green Earth which the Goldfmiths nuke ule of in the refining of Gold Bora’s, 
and Silver', is foijnd in a Mountain, in the Province of ixrhtty under the jurildnaion of the 
Kajay Biheront'y towards great i whence there is brought allb good ftorc of Spike- 
nard, Quiokfilver, Musk, and Copper, as alfo a certain colour, which dyes a very beautiful 
brown. The Borax grows in the River Janksttch^fy which at his coming out of the Moun- 
tain falls into tire River Mafmor , which croffes the whole Province, and produces that 
Drug, which grows in thiC bottom of the River,as Coral doth : The Inhabitants of Guz,u- 
ratta call it janksvek^ar yznd, keep it in Pouches of Sheep-skin, which, for its better prefet- 
vation, they fill with Oyl. 

The which our Drugftersand Apothecaries call fistida, comesfor the moft Ma foe- 
part from Ftrfia , but that which the Province of Vtrai produces in the ladies is the faefi, dda, 
and there is agteat Traffick driven in it all over Indofihan, The Plant which produces it 
is of two kinds j one grows like a BuCh, and hath fmall leaves, like Rice, and the otiitr re- 
lembles a Turnip-leaf, and its greennefe is like that of Fig-tree leaves. It thrives heft in 
ftony and dry places, and its Gum begins to come forth towards the latter end of Summer, 
lb that it muft be gathered in Autumn. The traffick of it is lb much the greater in thofe 
parts, upon this account, that the Benjans of Cxzuratta nuke ufe of it in all their Sawces, 
and rub their Pots and drinking Veffels therewithsby which means they infenfibly accufiom 
themfelves to that ftrong Scent, which we in Europe ate hardly able to endure. 

The AmphioUyOffionyOX Opiuniy which is (pent in £«ro^e, comes from AdenyOt Cayro y but dpiuni. 
that which is fold in the Indies comes out of the Province of Gudor, in Indojihaay and is 
nothing but the juyee which is got out of Poppy, by an incilion made therein, when it be- 
gins to grew ripe. All the Eafiern Nations are great Lovers of it, in lb much that the 
young people, who are not permitted the ufe of it, and the meaner fort, who are not able 
to buy It, will boyi the Poppy it felf, and eat of the broath which is made thereof. And. 
whereas the Poppy among them is called Fuft, they thaace call thole P«/fy, who make ule 
of that broath, inftcad of Opium. T he Ferjians aJfErin, that they were the firft who made 
ufe of it, and that all other Nations did it in imitation of their Grandees, who took it, at 
firft, to provoke fieeping. They t^ke every day a fmall pill of it, about the bignefs of a 
Pea i not fo much in order to fleeping, as that it Ihould work the lame effed as Wine does, 
which infufes courage and great hopes into thole,who other wife would not difcover much 
of either. The Caffeesy or Melfengers, who travel into the Country, take of it to hearten 
themfelves j but the Indians make ufe of it for the moft part, that they may be the better 
fitted for the enjoyments of Women. No doubt but it is a poyfon, which kills, if a Man 
do not accuftom himfelf thereto by little and little i and when he hath fo accuftomed him- 
felf, he muft continue the frequent ufe of it, or he dies, on the other fide. It fo weakens 
their Brains who take it continually, that they tun the hazard of lofing the ufe of their 
Keafen,and the principal funi^ionsof their llnderftanding,and become in a manner ftupid, 
if they recover not t hemftl ves by the fame Remedy. 

We have ^oken 'already of Lacquey and ftiall have occafion to fey Ibmcwhat of itelfe* 
where. 

jWe fliall therefore here only add, that in Guzuratta there grows abundance of Cumminy the 'Dnigi t 
Ginger yand Mirabalansy which they traffick much in,both dry'd and pteferv'd with blown of Gaza. 
Sugar. There are alfo feveral other Drugs, which have their ufe in Phyfick. .y ^ 

T here axe found in the fame Kingdom Diamonds, but not many, Pearls, Emeralds, Qra- tlmr precis 
nats, or Garnets, Agats, &c. Alablafter, red Marble, Jafper-ftone, which the Inhabitants ous Staaes. 
have the Art to polilh above all others.

When they give them of that kind of Peafe called Cic/aer, whereof we 
fpoke before, called by them Poaaa, they canfe them beaten and boil’d. Befides 
which, they give thpi, twice a day, tnotmogand .cve^|, two pounds of Barly-tneal, 
which they make up info a Pafte witlrlralf i pound of Butter, and a pound of Sugar. 

^ The Oxen of this Cowififey.afr*of the fame making with ours, fave that they have a Rf/cBje/ 
great bunch or rifingbeiifeen thcShbtddcrs. The Mabumetans are the only people that mi nim- 
eat of them, as th^.da alfoof Mutton > but they arc only the poorer fort that do fo. Pec- 
fonsof quality fedS on Sid, which they either roaft whole, making a, Padding of Rice, 

Almonds, and Rsifms of the Sun, in the belly, or they flew them with Butter and Pepper, 
which they call BrenghU^ and is very good meat. They cat alfo of thofe Perfiaa Sheep 
that have fuch fat tails > but this is a very fcarce difh, and cqnfequently rcfcrv’d for great 
Mens Tables, and extraordinary Entertainments. ' , 

They have alfo Fowl, as Capans,Peacocks,Geefe, wild Ducks, Teal, Partridges, Pigeons, fhsif 
Herons, Sparrows* as alfo all forts o^-' Birds of prey, asFaulcons, TalTcls, Hawks, Ea- 
gles, ‘ 

They want no River fifh,' as Carps, Breams, Eels, &c. and Salt- fifh is extraordinary Fj/j; 
good, and very dieap, proceeding hence, that the Pagans eat not of it at all, and the 
■weftfwj love Flefh better thenFifh. They have alfo all forts of Shell-fifh, asOyfterSaud 
Crabs, and particularly a certain Fifh ( which in the Maritime Towns of Picardy is called 
ChcHrette^znd is a kind of great Prai^n ) fo big, that a dozen of them makes a good difh. 

It is very remarkable, that whereas, upon all theCoaftsof Earo^e, this Fifh is belt at the 
Full-moon, in thofe parts it is fo at the New, and at the Full, Shell-fifh are in a manner 
empty. The Fifh called Tubaronf, which devour Men, arc often feen in thofe parts, and 
that is one reafon why all perfbns ordinarily bathe and wafh themfelyes in ‘lan^s. 

Their Ships are but poorly built, in fo much tharthey have no other way to difpofo of 
their Artillery but upon the deck, and confequentlyfin the open Air. The greatett Voya- ' ^ 

ges they make are thofe of Java and Sumatra^ Eaftward j and to Aden and Mtca upon the , 
Rcd-fca. They fomethnes carry above a thoufand perfons together, who for the mofl 
part go upon Pilgrimage to Meca, that at their jreturn they may be put into the number of 
their Heggoi^ or Saints. They fit fail at the beginning of the Marcb-Meon-, and return in 
September ^ for the tempefts, which reign from Jam till that time upon thofe Coafts, makes 
them fpend fix moneths in a Voyage which might be performed in two. 

The Commodities they tranfport to the Coafts of Adm^ are Cotten, Linnen-cloath, In- 
dico, Camphite, Tobacco, AlIum,Sulphur,Ben)amin, Pepper, and other Spices, Mirobalans, 
and fiveral other forts of Prefcrves, and they bring back very little in Commodities, to Red-jej, 
wit, Coral, Amber, Mijfeit, wherewith they dye red, Kabwa or Coj^ee-berries, and Opiam, 
which is accounted the beft of all the Eaft j -but their beft returns confift in Gold and 
"Sliver coined. 

The other Veffels, which are lefs, and go (totxiSarat^ Camhaia and'Er«r^cW<*,upon the TetfeVet- 
Cbaftsof ferfia, bryig home Brocadoes, Silk-ftufFes, Velvets, Chamlets, Pearls, dry Fruits, fian G«l/. 
as Almonds, Raifinsof the Sun, Nuts, and Dates, and above all Rofi-Witer, wherewith 
they drive a great T radc. Thefi go away m the moneths of fanuaty and febraary, and , . 
return in Aprils or the beginning of May. Thenfarc OtherShips Of a hundred, two hun- 
dred, and three hundred tuns burthen, which ifafry to Aeim, in the Ifland of Samatra,^]\ , 
forts of the Commodities of the Country, and bring home Sulphur, Benjamin, Camphire^ TdAtlmil, 
Percelaiu, Tin and Pepper. Thefi laftfet fail in M^y, for this reafon, that the loriuguez, 
who forbid thO:®ingof Pepper any where but in the Cities where they have eftabUfhed 
their Commerce, Upon pain of death and confifeation of Goods, and guard the Coaft agimft 
the Pirats of the Mitiabaree^ draw not into their Havens till that time j and therefore they 
muftfo order their Affairs, that they may be at home again in OUober, before thoPmagain

You leaiveitonthelcft hand, yet go through one Gate of it,topafs through 
the Villages of Gdefeji and Oi»g«r, which arc but about five hundred paces thence i and 
about half a League iurther,you come to the great Rivet Cerfiena, which runs through the 
whole Kingdom of Veeam, as far as Mafulyfatan, About a League and a half from the 
River, you go through the Village of Kjaatowr, and not far thence, through that of Ka- 
urna, and thence to thofe of langlymi. Erary, znd Co to the River .^ery, which is diftant 
thence about a League and a half. About three Leagues farther you come to the City of 
Atteny, which is fo confiderable as to be a common Market to all the adjacent Country, 
whence are daily brought to it abundance of all forts of provifions. About four Leagues 
thence, you come to the Village of Bardgie, and at three and a half further, pals through 
the Village of A^er, which is within three Leagues of the City of lalfengbe, which is di- 
ftant from that ol Homoraare three other Leagues, and thence there arc as many to the Ci- 
ty of licota, which is within fix Leagues of Vifxapour, 

Btforeyou come to the chief City,* you pals through the Villages of Noitrajptur and 
Sii'raptiir, which arein a manner its Suburbs, jsnd whereof the former was heretofore the 
ordinary rtiidence of thcKia^ Ibrabim Scbacb, who retgii’d at the beginning of thislaft 
Age: but now it is wholly ruin’d, and the Materials of its Palace and great Houfes arc 
convi.y d thence for the carrying on of thofe which are building at Vijiaj^oier. 

The City of Fifiapour is of fuch largenefs, that it is above five Leagues in compafs. The 
Walls, which are veiy high, are of Frce-ftone,cncompals’d with a great Ditch,and feveral 
Fortifications, mounted with above a thoulaiid great Pieces, of alllbrts, Iron and Brafs. 

The 
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The Kings Palace in the midft of the City, from which it is divided by a double Wall, 
and two Ditches, being above 3500. paces in compafs. He who commanded there in the 
time of Sulthxn Mamedh Ideljhach, the Son of Ibnhim^ was called Nimmoutb-chan, By 
Countrey ^wltdinn, bom at Kume. His comitrand extended alfo over the City, and the 
5000. men who kept Garrifon therein, belides the 2000. who were the conftant Garrilbu , 
of theCaftle. The City hath five diftin( 5 t Suburbs, where the principal Merchants have 
their habitations,- and particularly in that of Sebanpur^ where live moti of the Jewellers.

15* atyof The City of Dahid is feated upon the River Kaletvacks-, at kventeen degrees, forty five 

Dabui dtf- minutes, on this fide the Line, though Linfcbma puts it at eighteen degrees. It is with- 
fmW. out doubt one of the moft ancient Cities of the whole Kingdom » but now it hath neither 
Gates nor Walls, and all its Fortifications confifts in two Batteries, on the Rive-fide, upon 
' which there are four Iron Guns. The Wood, which lies on the left hand as you go into 
■'the River, teprefents a great Caftle » and at the foot of the fame Wood may bedifeover’d 
a white Tower, which ferves for a Sagode or Mefquey, and is an infallible dirc(3:ion to Pi- 
lots. The entrance into the River is fomewhalt difficult, there being at the mouth of it a 
Sand-bank, which at low-water is dry i fo that as you go in, you muft alwayes keep to- 
wards the South, in regard that, even at low-water,you have on that fide between five and 
fix fathom water, unlefs it be at the very mouth of the River, where you have not above 
twelve or fourteen foot water at nooft. The Road is good within a League of the River, 
but it is incomparably better four Leagues thaice, in the Bay of Zmqttizara. Twelve 
Leagues thence lyes the Haven or Road of Ceiti^our^ which is within twenty Leagues of 
Goa, at leventeen degrees, ten ininutcs,and is no doubt the b^on all the Coaft } for calling 
Anchor behind the Ifland, which Ibelters it, you seed not fear being expos’d to any wind. 
AaHipour, Three Leagues thence lyes the City of Raf^ur^ which is one of the chiefeft maritime 
Cities of the Kingdom of Cmam. The Bay of WingmUi nineteen Leagues from Kafa* 
p5«r,and three from Jflx qaentadat, is a convenient Haven, but we ihall forbear any further 
defeription thereof, in regard it is not our defign at prei^ to afford tmterials Sx a Mari- 
time Map of thofe parts. , ' - 

The Inhabitants of are cither PdignuM or whc^pb^ipal tradingis 

in Salt, which is brought thither from Orambammara, as alfo in Pepper. there 

were fet forth thence feveial Vefiels for the Gulf of Ferfia^ and the Red-i^ i but now 
their Commerce that way is £b inconfidetabtei, that they hardly fend out three cvfetw 
•wretched b«tomsfoi Gaturan. The Cu^m paid there is three and a half upon the hun* 
dred^ but the pay ofily a tnoyety thereof. 

The Inhabitants of the Kingdom of or Vecam^ though they arc forthemoR 

part BetijaHTi eat any kind of fiefh, unlefs it be that of an Oxe, Cow, Buffle, or wild Oxe^ 
and a Swine. They have a certain veneration for the Oxe and tfie Cow, but Swines- 
iiefh is an abomination to them. As to their manner of life, their Marriages, Entertain- 
ments, Purifications and othe| Ceremonies, they imitate therein the Betgans of Gnsutratu* 
Their Houles are of Straw, and the Doors lb low, that a Man cannot get in without 
ing, All thaf s to be feen within them is only a Mat, on which they lie in the night, and 
a pit in the ground, wherein th^ beat iheir l^ce. Thdr habit is the fiune with that of 
the other BeigaHr, fiive that their Shuoes, whMithey ci3lAlf areas, are of wood, ty’dt^ 
over the Infiep with ftraps of Leather. Their Children go naked till they come to &vea 
or eight years of age, and they are for the moft part by profeffion Gold-finiths : Thote 
are allb among them Ibme who work in Brals ; they have Phyfitians, Barbers, Chknrgc- 
ons. Carpenters and Mafons, who work for the Mabumtans^ the other BenjanSf Wthe 
Farfis^ whereof there is a greater number in thofe parte, then there is of and 

Camriuf. They make ule of the fome Armes as the Inde^ham do , and tlwy have 
this common with them , that they are not lb good as either thofe of Twri^ or 
Enroft.- * . ^ 

Their principal Comlnerce confifts in PSfpperi Whidfiis tranljported by StaintoFerfiay 
to Surat, and into Emop j as allb in provifions, wherewith all the neighbouring Provin- 
ces are thence Itippfy’d. There are made allb in thofe parts great qmntities oi Linnen- 
c^idl, which is tranlported by Sea out of the Kingdom and they traffick much by land 
withthe Inhabitants of Iadofi:han,Golcanda,zxi^th&Ood&scS Cmmaudel, whither they 
carry -Cot{6n.-c}othes, and Silk-ftulfes. There are abundaOce'Of Jewellers at Fifiapur, 
and the^^foMad th’^abouts great quantity of Pearls i but it is not there they arc to be- 
had cJfeajkft, fiacC t^^re brought thither from other places. There is allb abun- 
dance of Laeque mad^ hr the^hwntains of Balagatta but it is not fb good as that of G«- 
ZMratta, ' - • - ' . ' 

The Fortagxez drivc^^eat trade there, efp'ecially with the Merchants of Viteauly and 
‘Banda, which ^e hut thf« Of four Ldigaes from Gw, buying Pepperat-fevenRyalsthe 
Quintal, or hOiidred weight, and at eij^, ifhen they pay for it in Stt^s, or Ibme Bight

with CaffilaSy or Caravuns-fii five or fix, and fotnetitnes nine hundred or a thoufand Bealis 
loaden •, with which they cany their Families, elpecially their ^ives, who arc as expert at 
their Bows and Arrows as the Men, and by that means becomes dreadful to the Kasbomesy 
whenever durftfet upon them, nor yet the Couliers, who excrcife their robberies on all 
without any diftin<^ion, upon this encouragement, that the Rajar^wbo (hould punifh them, 
protc<3: and connive at them. 

There are two forts of money in thcKingd^t^ to Wit, the Larims, ot Larky 

which come from Perja, and the Pa^Jhf. Eight PerjianLark make a Pttgode, which is pi Dccmj 
worth ten Lark of They have alfb a certain fmall brafs Com, which they call Brf- 

faruiqms, nine wher^ aiakfc xPtife, and eighteen Pej/fes a Lark. But in regard there is 
no City, nay indectfnfJ Village, which hath not fome Coin or other peculiar thereto, it is 
impoffible to joft value thereof. Befides, there isfnch Sundance ©f counterfeit 

money, that tliere be no payment made, but in the preface of the Xaraf, or Mo'S 

ney-changer% yet it is a very difficult matter toftiun it, for the Changers themlelvcS. 
thruftin what is not current among that which is, notwithftanding the penalties appoint- 
ed by the Laws to.be infijdcd on thofi, who either make or put off counterfeit money, 
which are very rigoroufly put in execution. 

"They make ule of the weights ^ do in the Kingdom of Gaza ratta, fiive that Tha 

Maom o( afeghiiif^s'twaty ievenof CuHcam-y and the ordinary ALroM, 
aivhihh confifts of forty Ctetggi^^ fixtecnP^}e/, makes twenty ft ven pounds *, each pound 
irakihg ftwo maths. They have a particular weight for the Pepper, which they call Goemjty 
and weighs twelve Istadnsy four Maons make a Quintal <«f hundred weight, and twenty 
.'rfetke a Candy. 

The King of or Fifistjiotfr, is a Tributary of the great Mogwfs, eQieciallyever 

fince the difordets, which happened under the King IdaUfeach : which were occafion’d 
as you foall find in the enfuing relation. 

ls.th&tiixteo£ Skltbanlbrahm S<thachytkeP 2 Xheto{ Id*!- there was belonging ^ J 
totheferviccof theMafterof theChappcl, or the Kings Mufick, a certain Slave, *iamed 
Cbauaty a pcrfon<ff undexfbmding and courage, eff apleafant humour, , and io taking a chan; ' 
<Converfiition, that the King, who had particular notice of him, begg’d him of his Matter, 
and prefert’dhim, after ftveral other employments, to the overfight of thatapartmwt, 
where his Wives and Concubines were lodg’d, But it pray'd his misfortune one day, that 
the King calling to him for drink, they gave him of a bottle that fineltof Oylj upon 
which the King commanded him to leave his preftnee. Yet was not his dilgrace fo great, 
but that the Kii^ had yetfomewhatof the ancient kindneft for him , for he made him 
Captain of the Cattlc-^te, and beftow’ d on him the Government of the City » which he 
manag’d with fonwchcoadud, that the Ring being upon his death-bed, ^dMitfiapba^ 

Chatty his Favourite, refufing to undertake the Regency during the Princes Minority, who 
was thenbut ten yeaxsof age, that great and important charge was confert’d on Cbimsy 
who had the Dignity of Ckaalot^iiefore. H» Regency, ifor the fpace of ten years, had 
the appiobatimi tff ;dl the poipk, bvAidal-fcacby b#ii% cwne to the twentieth year of his tfisRify- 
age, began to think it. irkfome to be vmder the tuition of a revolted Slave, and openly to 
' lepodesm the fiimiliaiity bf his converfation with the Qgeen his Mother. HefiadaUb 
osgag’d the State into a veiy unjuft and extreamly deftruftive War_i upmi this-accoant, 
that he paid yearly to the Mogul’s Deputies, the tribute of thirw Millions of Pagodety 
which the King ow’d him, yet afteiwards he caus’d them to be at fticir return, by , ^ 

perfons ftt on purpofe to do it, who brought hi® »badk s^aail theiUOn'ey,. The Mogul ' 

£caeb ^ubani who wastheBiivii^,made|^ys^^^^5i©f6of 3 tfi^,astff a diforder, j ' 
which idaPf^ach was oblig’d in jwice fto take fome contft to ptetent : but finding him- ’ 

ftlf abus!3 and laugh’d at, heentred with an Army of two hundred thoufand 

fightingrocB^ wsherehc laid fiege to the Cattle of Period*, which certain HoUanderSy whd 
bad been ftnt pjafoners thither, helpt to maintain for tbp^aee of two years, till fuch time 
as a peace was cedtdudld with the Moguly aftet the death of Chauas-cba»y vrhO waskfil’d 
asfolloweth. 

Idal-fchaeby ndt abkan^ longer to Cuffer.the cxtraordiha^yatid un)uftpo^eir £ 

Guardian to be excrciftdsovdt him, aswc faid before, made hk-aomplaints ajUintt hkntff 
the Governours of PKivinccstmdphkesof 'truft, intreating tfftm to adyd feput^a l^ 
againft the ufurpationof Cbauttfr-cban.. They met together, and y 

Regent » that their King having attain’d an age fit to govern 

time hetetmai’d intohis hands the adminifttetion^tf fit 
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1 6 he came out of the Caftle,and liv’d in the City as the other Grandees of the Kingdom did i 

withallto underhand, that if he flighted theft Remonftratices ot theirs, tiiey 

fliould be forc'd to employ fome payt of the Kingdoms Forces to oblige him thereto. Bu t 
Chitms-chan being very unwilling to deveft himftlf ®f an Authority which he had been 
pofleft of for fo many years, and over-confident of the affection of his Creatures, as alfo 
of that of the people,' which he had made it his rnain bufinefsto acquire, during the Re- 
gency, by a liberality truly Royal,madc norefleifiionon theft Remonftrances, till he found 
ftme of the great Ones, with an Army of thirty thouftnd men at the City Gates. Rcing 
reduc’d to this extremity, he took a refolution which proved his mine. 

For,imagining that the people had fo great an alFeftion for him, as to proclaim him King, 
in cafe there were no other, he lefolv’d to make away the Prince, and to kill him with his 
hu Prince, own hands. To that end, and full of this defign, he goes out of his Chamber one night, 
while the Army was not yet come within five Leagues of the City > and being come to 
the door of the Kings Lodgings, the Guards having made no difficulty to let him pafs, and 
finding it lock’d, contrary to the cuftom, he would have forc’d it : but the King awaken’d 
at the noife, asked who was there. He made anfwer that it was he, and that he had fome 
Letters of great confiquence to communicate to him, which he had- juft then received 
from fome of the chief Commanders, of his Army. < Tlte King made anfwer, that it was 
aiiunftafonabletimeof the night for the reading of Letters, and bid him come again the 
next morning, and thereupon immediately getting up, he went to the Mabael^ or Queens 
Lodgings, to whom he gave an account of the prefomptuous demeanour of Chams-chan^ 
in coming to his Chamber door ar foch an hour. The Queen, who was a 'Woman of a 
folid judgment, made.fuch refledlions on his procedure, that it was prefently rcfolv’d,that 
they flioiild, with thefooneft, make away that pernicious MiniftswiiaH^Si^ey employ'd to cf-

-felt « PM- for fighting. Asfoonasitwasday, the King prefented himftlf upon his Throne, accom- 
ventei. pany’4 by thoft two perfonswho were to be employ’d in theforefaid execution and 
having fent for Cbctuas'ChaH, he delivered him a foal’d Letter, and faid to him j There 
Ctuiias-Chan, loo^ into that Letter, which I have juji now receiv'd from the Generals of my 
Army, give me an account of the Contents of it. Bift while Chauas was opening it, in or- 
der to the heading of it, the Meldar run him into the Breaft with a Ponyard, but with fo 
much precipitation, that, not flaying to fie what efted the Wound he had given him would 
have, he went prefontly along with the King into the Womens Lodgings. Another Gen- 
tleman, who was prefent at the blow, perceiving the Wound was not mortal, and pretend- 
ing a kindneft to Chauas, run immediately to him, embrac’d him, ask’d him what might be 
the occafion of his difgracc, and making as if he would have taken the Ponyard out of the 
Wound, wherein it ftill flqck, thruft it fo much the further in, that he fell to the ground. 
The Eunuch, who was with him, got him convey’d to hisownhoufe. But the Queen 
haying notice of what had paft, as alfo of the diforder, wherein the King and the IMdar 
had drawn off, commanded Cbiier«i» Co go and make an end of him. Chauas-Chankeiag 
Chidgfam coming into his Chamber,' and imagining he came out of civility to give him a

dna^lld. not fuffermghUi},to fell into further difoourfo, made anfwer, Traytot, 'tkly with 
which word he run upon him and cut off his head. .There were preftnt at this daring acti- 
on Chauas'chaiis Brother, who. was Captain of the Caftle-gate, three Chirurgeons, two 
Captains, friends of Chauas, and fome other of his Kindred uffio wefe pitftnc j yet they 
not only made not the leaft oppofition, butfiifferedthemfelves to be all tat^y kill’d, not 
one ptoffening to avoid that fetal deftiny. 

, . had among his Domefticks a certain C«j^ye, who leoming to hear of his 

death, run immediately to the Caftlc, with an intention to diQ>atch the King i but 
hejTip^bythc way with about thirty Souldiers, who ftop’dhkn. iHemadeafhifttokiU 
tenof with his own hands, and had difpatch’d the reft, had he not been over-power’d 
by number, which increas’d as the iipife of the attempt jpread more and more into the 
City.

way to the City,^whithet he catne about eight at night. He fenta MclTage to.the King, j 6 3 p 
propoting, that if hi? Majefty would pardon him, and bellow on him the Government of — 
the BMw/HCKe/, he would pay him yearly twenty thoufand Pagodes-, bur thofe Propoii- 
tions wererejedted, and the King ordered him to have his hands cut off, and his tongue 
cutout,' and that in that poftuie he fhould be led all about the City , but he died by the 
way. 

The only Adfcion that had eclips’d the Miniftry of Chmas-chan., was the difgrace of Chauas's 
Mafiafa-chaa, This Mujiafa was he, who of ;||| the Lo^ about the Court, was molt in 
credit with Ibrahim Sebaeh ^ as being the ujwn whom he had caft his eye for the 
Guardianfhip of the Prince his Son. But he, unwilling to accept of it, esfcus’d himfelf^ " ^ *' 

and recommended the merit of Cham^-ebatty who requited him with the greateft ingrati- 
tude that ever was hear,d of. Chams would needs have that Lord to countenance by his 
Authority whatevethad been done during the time of the Regency, and finding it impof- 
lible to corrupt h^, he refclved todifpatch him out of the way, by perfwading the King, 
that the honeft old Man had fome defign upon his life. The young Prince implicitely 
crediting what was told him by his Favourite, tefolved to fccurc his perfoa, which oblig’d 
Mttfiafa-chanywho had notice thcreof,to hand upon his guard, and to fortifie himfelf in his 
houft, having about him 700. Horfe, andaooo.Foot. The place was regularly befieg’d 
with ten Guns > and after he had held out fix dayes, he was forc’d to render it and himfelf 
up at mercy •, for moftof his people, mf Ms very menial feivants fell off from him. Idal^ 

Sebaeb hearing that Chauaf’chaftixitendtd. either to put Mu^afa-ehan to death, or at leaft 
to. have his eyes out, prevented both, by reprefenting to him, that the Mogul, to whom he 
wasally’d, would concern himfelf in the Fortunes oPMKfiafa^cbany and upon thefe con- 
,fi^rations,he was Cent pnfoner to the Caftle of 'BeUagam'Cbapour, being allow’d of a*ll his 
vaft Revenues, but five Pagodes to live upon. ‘ « ‘ 1 

Accordingly the Mogw/, Schacb-Jaban hadnofooner intelligence brought him of the 
difgrace of Mujiafa-cban, but he Cent an Envoy toIdal-Schacb, to require^ that he might ym/dfin 
be let at liberty, and put into pofTeflton of all his eftate, or that he fliould be oblig’d tode- Mvfl^’4 
dare a War againft him. Idal-Schach promis’d to do both, hut Ghaurs-chaK eluded the Fwtwiw* 
peirfprmanceof thatpromife, fb thatMi^^tf got not out of prifon, till after Cbattas his 
death ; upon which, he wasreftored to his former dignity, enjoying near ten millions of 
Pagodes of yearly revenue. He kept ordmatily a. thoufand Domefticks, and three thou- 
fand Horfe at his own charge abroad, befidb thofe he .maintained at his own Palac^. Chi- 
dtrant’chaHy who had been very inftrumental inthedeath .of 'was next in 

credit to Mufiafa i and next to him, ^gu-rafa, who was Governour General of the Caftles 
of Ponds, -Perinday Salpoter uud. BellegatH~ebapo»r, He was one of Chattas-chansCxQu- 
tures : whence it came, that upon the death of his Patron, he vsfas not fo much in favour 
as he had been, but was continu’d in his employments, though he defil’d to be disburthen’d 
of the care of publick Affairs by reafon of his age. 

They fay ^ the King of CaiJMfw is able in afborttime toraifetwo hundred thoufand 
Mens yet, as we faid before, he is a Tributary to the Mogul, jddelham-Sehaob, great 
Grand-father of Idal-Schachy intbfeyear i^Sd. took the City of Go# twice from the For- 
tugmz : but cpnfidering at laft, that War deftroyed his Countfey, he treated with them, raea, 
and by the Treaty concluded between them, he left them the Countrey of Sdfotto, with 
57. Villages, that oIBaritSy with 12. and that ol’tifuary with 30.Vinagcs, povidedthat 
Inhabitan.£s of Cmeam fhould enjoy freedom of Commerce all over the Jndhs 5 yet 
with this further provifo, that they fhould be oblig’d to fell all their Pepper to the Mer- 
chants of Goa, who had made a general Trcatyito that purpofe,upon pain of Copfifeation. 

But this Treaty hath not been fo wcUtbferyed, but that thete were, on bothfides, from 
time to rime great diffatisfa^ions, whi^1>y Sn unhappy accident broke forth into forae- 
thingof Hoftdity in the year For, upqn intelligence brought to the PertugueZi 

that four of the Kings Ships, bound for Meca, and fome partsof P'erpa,weK partly loaden 
with Pepper, 'they fent four Frigots to Sea after them, which fet upon the Kings Ships, 
and after a vigorous .refifiance, wherein a Portugmz Captain was kill’d, took them, and 
having brought them kill'd in cold bloud all the hidians that tvere aboard i fo that 

• it was notqUeftioned, but that the King of Cmeam would declare War againft the Cjty 
of Goa. , ' 

There is not any , Prince in all thole parts fo well ftor’d with Artillery as the jaa dtta-

He 
brought us, as a Pftfent from the Governour, three Oxen, fome Sheep, Bread, feveral Bas- 
kets of Citrons and Oranges, and divers other refrefhments, wherewith we merrily purfu'd 
our Voyage. 

Wednefday, fax. 9. with a good North- w'lnd, wc pafs’dby the Wes of Bandera 
and which reach all along the Coaft, from as far ssRafiapour. That 

of Bambayls of a confidcrable bignefi, and hatha very good Haven towards the Con-* 
tinent. 

RaSapoar. ■ Jan.i 0. We pafs’d in fight of Kajij^eur, which is but 2 1 . Leagues from Goa. In the 
afterpoon we pafs’d by the City of Finger hyWithm four Leagues of Goa^ where the Ha/- 
landers have a Fadory i and in the evening we difeover’d tl« and after- 

wards the two Caftles which (ccure the entrance of that noble City. ' 

Came to 1 1 > We caft Anchor under the Caftlc Vegnard, about a quarter bf’fl!(!8|ue from 

Goa. the City. Wc found in the Haven fix Gallions and a Catrack, whom we fainted with Our 
great Guns. The Mfiy fir’d twenty five, the other fiinc, and the third five. The General 
of the Gallions gave us a volley of his greateft pieces. The Caftle fir’d three j we, inan- 
fwer thereto, five i the other two, eight between them. Immediately after, came aboard 
us a, Tortaguez Captain to complement the Prefident from the Viceroy. Not long after, 
came the General of the Gallions aboard us in perfon, in a Gondole gilt and cover’d with 
Scarlet. At his coming into the Ship there were twenty Guns fired. After the firft Com- 
plements, he intreated the Prefident to go along with him in his Gondole to the Gallion, to 
refrefli himfelf for fome hours : But the Prefident excus’d himfelf, in regard he was then 
going to the City, and promis'd, at his return, to give him a vifit aboard. The Gallions 
were there only to keep the Haven againft the twelve Dntcb Ships , which pretended to 
block up the City of Goa towards the Sea. At out coming thither, they were got off at 
fome diftance, to recover themfelves after an Engagement, wherein they had loft two of 
their Ships, fome few dayes before, which were burnt by the Fire-ftiips : but the next day 
ihey came up again, and caft Anchor in the Road, to hinder the Carrackfrom getting our, 
while theFrigofs and little Veflels, which could go along the Coaft, brought thither all 
forts of Provifions and Commodities, fo freely, that, one day, I faw coming in a Caravan of 
above three hundred Bd^ts, loaden with Pepper, Ginger, Sugar, Rice, Fruits, 
and Conferves. 

The Prefident, who as he went up the River had his Trumpets founding before him, 
went ftrait to the houfe of the Fiador de la fafmde^ who is as it were the Ove^feer of the 
Exchequer, it being with him chiefly, that he was to negotiate the bufinefs, which had oc- 
calion’d his calling at Goa. The Fiador was fick in bed, yet did he receive the Prefident 
with all civility, and promis'd to do him all the good offices he could exped, from the 
friendfiiip they had long before contraded together. Thence the Prefident was carried in 
The Eng. * ^ alanquin to the Lodgings which were afiign’d him : whither as foon as he was conic, he 
lifli f*c^- demand audience of the Viceroy, which was immediately granted him. The Vice-' 

dentvifits roy’s Palace lies upon the River , fo that we went thither by boat. We found upon the 
tbeVueroy River-fide, rcati'^ Hidalgos^ or Gentlemen, of the Viceroy’s retinue, who conduded us into 
the Hall, where he was to give the Prefident audience. The Guards, who were all clad in 
the lame livery,had taken their Armes, and ftood in two files in the Anti- chamber, through 
which there waS an entrance into the Hall, which was richly fiirnilh’d, an^ full of the Pi- 
dures of feveral Princes of Enrofe.^ The Viceroy, who w,as all m black, as were alfo all 
his Courtiers, rofe out of his Chair at the Prefidents coming in, and fate not down again 
till the other was fet. All the reft of the Company flood before the Viceroy, fome only 
of the Gentlemen excepted, who carried us into one o€ the , erfifr Rooms to entertain uS. . 

the . 
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The Prefident,hiymg difpitched his baliaefs, took leive of toe Viceroy, who brought him 1630, 
to the Hall door, where he flood bare, till we were ali got oat. The fame Genrlemm, who 
had receiv’d us at our coming out of the Boat, broughtus back to the River, (hewing us, 
as we came along, twelve excellent Horfes, fumptuoully cover’d and harnefs’d, which had 
been purpofely brought thither, that we might take notice of the Viceroy’s magnificence. 

Wefaw therealfoa Bzggei, whichisaCrcatureaboutthebigncfs, and much of the fame 
colour as a Re»«e, but is headed like a Horfes. ^igafe’d li^ an Afs, having black and cloven 
feet, and upon his head two black horns. 

We had hardly dinddynat our re^nr to our Lodging, ere we were tir’d with Vifitants. 

Moft of the Portagwra Lor^scatne to falute the Prelldent j and there wa^ no Monaftcry 
but fent its Deputies^^'complcthent him. The ten daycs we flay’d at Got were fpenc 
in reciprocal Vtfijaraid Continual feafting. One of the nobleft Entertainments we had, 
was that whichi^^s made us the 15. of January^ ,fay a fortugmz Lord, who had been Go- ' 
vernourof and was-tben^newly come to the government of Mozambique. Every 

courfe confiflcd only of four difhes qf Meat, but they were fo often chang’d, and the Meat 
& excellently well drcfs'd, that I hiay truly fay, I never was at the like. For with the 
Meat there was broughtfuch variety of excellent Fruits, that by the continual change and 
'intermixture of both, the appetite was fharpened and renew’d. But what was moft re.- 
markable, was, that though tM Fortugmz Ladies are as feldom feen as thofe of the Mufee- 
vites and Ferfianr^ yet this Lord, knowing he could not any way more oblige the ’E.ngliffr^ 
then by allowing them the fight of Women, we wereferv’dat Table by fourhandfom 
young Maids of Malacca,v/hi\e he himfelf was attended by two Page's and an Eunuch.Thefe 
'Maids brought in the Meat, and hll’d our Wine-, and though he himfelf drunk not any, 
yet woxxIdTie have the English treated after their own way, and drink to what height 
they pleas’d. Being rifen from Table, he brought us into a Ipacious Chamber, where he 
again prefs’d us to drink j and when the Prefident was to take leave of him, he prefented 
him with a noble Coverlet of W tue^-x quilted Covering for a Horfe, a fait Table, and a rich 
Cabinet o( Lac que. , , , 

The next day, being the 1^. we dined at jheProfefe’d Houfe of the fefmtSy JlbsTefuit* 

invited us to a fumptUous’Feaft^ There were in this Hpufea .hundred and fifty Fathers, gfe^treat 
and at leaft ak many Scholars or Students, yet did not that great nhmbet near fill thatnq- 
ble Structure, ivhich was four ftories high, and had the pleaianteftprolped in the World, 
as well towards the Sea, as on the Land fide^ They firfl (hew’d us all the convehiences of 



the Houfe, their Wealth, and the order they qbferv’d in their Occonomy. Then they 
brought us into a fair arched Hall, as big as an ordinary. Church, which was befet with Ta« 

, bleyplaced all along the Walls; The Cloath was laid, .with the Trenchers, the drinking 
Cups, and Earthen pqtsj and they had brought in Bread and Fruit. Inthe midft of the 
Hall, there was another' little fquare Table, cover'd and furnifli’d as the reft, for thofe who 
were to do pennance for their having done any thing contrary to the difeipline of the Or- 
der. Ill the midft of the Entry, to this Hall, there was a Pillar, out of which iffued a Spout 
of water for the wiafliing of, their hands. Then they carried us up to the third ftory, to 
another Hall, which was not as large as that beIow,but Ib richly furnifli’d, as might become 
the Appartm'ent of a very noble Houft, as well in point of T apiftry as other things. 

Table prepared for us was very large, and plac’d in the midft of the Hall, covered wifb a 
noble Cloath, befetwvith Fruit, and Bread, and China diflves, which Pcrfealictf^ Qbahty in 
thofe parts do prefer before thofe of Silver. . • 

The Father Provincial, having given the Prefident the pre«dence, fete down by him, ^ 
and afterward ordered all t^tjl^twccn every twp, there thg pnfif. 

were two to entertain and difeo^^^tn usy tbc xOT-flan^ng behind to wait on ei haapitf' 

us. The Meat was brought in little Porcelain, to every man his own difli j and the Jcfiiitw. 

this for fcverarcouffts, both of Fleffa and Tifti, all excellently well drefs’d. The defert was 
fuitable to the reft cf-.thc entertainment, and confiflcd in Tarts, Florentines, Eggsdreft af- 
ter the Fortuguez W y -'i ^mir ably well perfum’d, Marchpains, and Conferves, both dry and 
hquid. ' . 

'At our rifing from Tabjc, . they conduced us into feveral Chambers, where tl^ey icft,i*^ - 
to take- the ordinary rep(;^y . during thegreatett heat of the day.

a Crown of flowers. The noblelt entrance, and that which difcover’d the fub)ect of 
the Ball, was that of fifteen perfons who canae in, bringing along with them, fume pieces 
of a broken Pillar, fome Garlands of divers flowers, wherewith they adorn’d the l-illar 
after they had, after feveral turnings, abfolutely fet it together, all performed with obfer- 
vance of the Mufick. At the upper end of this Pillar came out a Flower, made like a 
Tulip, which opened of it felf, whilc tliey danc’d, till at lali there came out of it an Image 
‘of the bleffed Virgin, with her Child in her arras, and the Pillar it fd.f opened in feveial 
places,to caft oat perfum’d ‘Waters like a Fountain. After they had danc’d a while, they took . 
the Pillar afunder, after the fame manner as they had put it together, and went out of the 
Room in very good order. The told us, that by that invention they rcprelentcd 
the pains they had taken, in planting among the Tagans &nd Maimmetans of thole parts, the ■ 
Church of God, whereof our Saviour is the only Pillar or Corncr-llone. After tliis theie 
was an entrance of twelve Youths, who fung and play'd every one upon a didlrent Inliru- 
ment,all done in exad meafure. Thete came in allb fome Umit-daneers^who danc’d to the 
Cafiagnets^ztii kept meafure with the Mufick fo cxa(3:ly, that I never fa w any thing hke it. 
There came in allb one Man alone, who was covered with Birds-nelts, and cloath'd and 
mask'd according to the Spanifit mode, who began the farce of this Comedy, by ridiculous 
and fantaftick pofturcs, and the Ball was concluded with the coming in of twelve Boys, 
dre&’d like Apes , ‘which they imitated in their cries and^poliures.-. The Bali being over, 
we tiaid there a while to hear their Mafick,which was altbget|\^,^S(|H%F»^‘t»g«*« way.

But they forbore giving us the Expli- 
cation thereof} only they entertain’d us with a long relation of the cruelties, exercis’d 
fome years before, upon thofe of their Society in Ja^an, where the Emperour had made ufe 
of the niod cxquilite torments could be invented, upon the Chriftians^ as well the Forreig- 
ners,who had fpent their endeavours in planting R^^on in thofe parts, as upon thtjafon- 
«e_fe^ who had made profdSion thereof. 

^'Having fliew’d us whatever was worth the feeing in their Colledge, they brought us 
unte iiS!; Church, which is no quedion one of the mod fiimptuousthe Je/wiwhaveinaU 
Afia.^ Stmdure is vad and magnificent, and the Ornaments are fo futable to the 
greatnefe iheteof, that if were not eafie to imagine any thing more noble.

They related to us a great many Miracles wrought by that Saint , i 
but I remember only two or three of the moii confiderablc > to wit, that lie had caused t;-ie 
Sun to come back an hour aftet.it was fet i that he commanded the S^a and the Winds 
with the fame power, as our Saviour had fbmetimes done •> and that he had rais’d up two 
Men, one whereof had been buried a whole day before. 

Out of the Church they brought us into their Refei^ory, where the Tables wetq 
placed all along the walls, as we had feen them in the Profeffed Houfe, and in fo great a 
number, that there was room enough for two^hundred perfons. T et vvere there only four 
of the chiefeft among them that diped withus, while all the reft ftood and waited on us; 

We were as well treated by theft as we had been by the others ; but I.muft confefs theft 
gave us the beft Capary tl^at ever 1 drunk. Of all the Moral Vertucs, there is not any the 
'fejmts endeavour ipprc' to pradiift then Sobriety , in fo much that Drunkenneft is a Vice 
they can the leaft’^Jf any he charged withall i and yetat this time they often call'd to 
drink, I conceive, purpofely to engage us, to make it appear that it was not out of pme 
Complement wc commended their Wine. After dinner, they carried us up into the Stee- 
ps whence yfc coujd take a view of all the City, the Sea, the River, and all the adjacent 
Champion, as fat as the Mountain, much better then we could have done from the fourth 
Story of theProfefled Houfe. 

5t^5.we took leave of them, they promiftd to fend two of their Fathers to our todgings m m. * 
iW next morning, who Ibould (hew us the great Hofpital, whereof the jejaitx have tfe 
overfight. It is a very hoble Stru^ure, confifting of Chambers, Halls and Galleries, able 
to lodge above a thoufand fick perfons, who are very carefully fupplyed with all things. 

Every Bed is mark’d with a certain Figure •, and thoft which are not taken up, are known 
by thcirjmrk,which is ftanding upright i whereas thoft which arc, have the mark in fome - 
other pofture. The nobleft Appartments of the Hofpital were the Kitchin and the Apo- 
thecaries Ihop belonging to it, both well furnifhed with all things neceffary for the accom- 
modation of the fick, whereof there were a very great numbers but moft of the Pox, or 
Bloudy? flux. Thoft who are to look after them have this forefight, that they would not 
have the fick to be difheartened . by %ing others dye •, for as foon as they perceive the fick 
party fofarfpenf as that there is ho way but death for him, he is carried to a private room, 
whither a Ptieft is ftnt to him, who ftirs not thence till he be dead. >/ 

Having view’d the Hofpital, we went to fee the Monaflery of the AnpftmtSy whiclr *i 
they call the Convent of our hniy of Grace. It is ftated upon a little eminency, Jb that, ^ f'u 
feeing it at a certain diftance, a man would take it for one of the nobleft Palaces in the AMuanM 
World. TheFriers carried us all about it, and ihewed us particularly the rich Copes and 
other Priefts Veftments, which they faid were given them by Perfons of Quality, who had 
fpent fome time among them. I deliver’d them the Letters of recommendation, 'which 
the Augufims alt J^ahan had given me, direifted to them ; whence it came that their civi- 
lities towards me were extraordinary. They proffer’d to fhew me what was moft remarka- 


ble about the City » but in regard I had already feen as much as I defir’d, I thank’d them, 
and came away with the reft of the company. 

As foon as thePrefident had difpatch'd hisbufinefs with the Viceroy, who paid hiifi 
nine thoufand pounds fterling,in ready Money, and promis’d him the reft fhould be paid, 
either in Money, or Comrac)dities, to thoft ^nglijh Merchants, whom, to that purpoft^ he 
had brought from Sufat, he return’d their civilities, of whom he had received any, and 
took leave of all. *rhc Viceroy, the General of the Gallions, and all the principal Lords . 
about the Court, ftnt him very confiderablc Prefents. The jfcwmer prefented him with.ro/f 
ftvcral Skins of Cinnamon, fome Bu«so^ack,;S%^p, and certain Baskets of fonts to

The General and Prefident were in private difcourle, for about half an hour, after which 
the Prefident took his leave, and the General conduced him to a door which was in the 
Stern of the Ship, at which it was more commodious getting out, then it is in other Ships 
by Ladders of Ropes. As foon as the Prefident was got into the Boat, all the Portttgaejs, 
Fleet fir’d their Guns. The Governour of the Caftle deGnarde^ having faluted tlit Frc- 
fident, who was his intimate Friend , with all the Guns he had , prefenttd himfelf 
upon \he Battery, put off Iiis Hat, and took leave of us. The Prefident being come 
aboard, ordered twenty Guns to be fired, which the General anfwcred with twenty 
others I whereupon wc went into the Road, and lay between the Pmwguez. and TDittch

/ nbed. ' we found moft remarkable i n that City, which no doubt is one of the noblett and greatelt 
of thofe the tortugue&axc Matters of in any part of the ladies. It lies in the Kingdom 
of C«MC 3 »», or Pec3»», fifteen Degrees on this fide the Line, in an liland, which the River 
divides from the Continent. Alfonfo Alhuijatrque took it by Cofnpofition, on the i 6 . of 
February^ 1510. ftomZabamDslcam^'Btinceof Goa, who fccooWreditagain from him 
on the 30 th of Aiiy; following j but on the 21. of November ia the fafate S|||{|| ^/%'? **^*‘* 
qae receiving frcfli Forces irom a Fleet, which Diega Mendez P 3 /ea«ce/or Ei!a*lh6nmewly 
brought fiom Portugal, fet upon the City and took it by ftotm. The City of Goa was, 
even at that time, very confiderable for its Ttaffick, but much left then it is now, as may be 
feeuby the Walls of the old City, which are yet ftanding, thougfi the Gates be down, in 
fo much that there is nothing betweenit and the new City, built by the Parr/ig.'tes, fince 
they cttabliflied their main Trade there. It hath on the South-fide the Illaud of Saljette, 
which is divided from the Continent only by a finall Rivulet, as is alfo the Illand ol Bar- 
de/, which lies on the North-fide, and under which Ships may caft Anchor with all ftfety, 
without fear of any Winds. The Cattle de Guards lies at the foot of a Rock, on whic h 
they have built a Tower, in form of a Redoubt, wherein, in the night time they makea 
Fire, for a diredion to Ships, and it hath foverai Braft pieces placed even with the Water. 
From the mouth of the River to the Haven are about two Leagues, but it is equally 
broad all along, even at the place where it runs between the Ifland and the Continent, 
though in fomc places jt be fo ftiallow , that in Summer time there is not above two foot 
water. 

The Ifland of Gm does not produce any thing, and is fo barren, that fome few Lambs 
and Goats excepted, it is not able to luftain any thing} and yet the have fome 

Gardens there, and in them fomc Fruit, but it is to be attributed rather to their induttry, 
then to Nature. Palm-wine is there in abundance, and all other provifions arc brought 
thither from the two fotetnentioned Iflands, or from the Continent, fo plentifully, that 
they are fo cheap there, that notwithftanding the Block-houfo of the Hollanders, a Hog 
might be had for a Crown,fix fuckmg Pigs, ten PulletSjOr eight wild bucks, for as much } 
but there are very few Oxui there, then which Sheep ate yet more fcarcc. They permit 
not the Indians to go over into the Continent, without leave obtain’d from thofe who 
keep the paffages, who make a mark in their Armes, which they are oblig’d tofhew as th£y 
come back : for the Tortuguez would not have the Decanines and Canarines come into 
the City without aPaft-port. All the frefh- water they have Within the City comes 
from a Fountain, which reprefents a Luereee, out of whofe Wound there comes Wa- 
ter enough to fupply' the whole City: but the Ships take in frefh- water near the Cattle, 
above which there comes out of the Rock a Rivulet , which there falls into the 
River. 

GoaJaift 1 he City hath now neither Gates nor Walls, but the River, which makes the Illand, 
ttoboA. fecurcs it againft the attempts, which an open place might be expofedto. Thepublick 
Buildings are very fair, and the Palaces of great Peifons very magnificent, cfpecialiy in 
their Hou (hold- ftuffe.

mong them. The formgmz are either ‘litulados^ as thofe who are employed in the prin- 
cipal charges j Fidalgos da cafa del Key, that is, Gentlemen in ordinary of the Kings 
Houft j Mocos Fidalgos^ young Gentlemen, that is, the Sons of Htttlados^ or CavaUeros^ or 
newly admitted to Gentility by the King, CavaUms fidalgos, Ejcuderes fidalgos, or 
fimply Gentlemen. There are alfo fuch as have the iguali^ lof Moeos da camra,ot Grooms 
of the Kings Chamber, who pafs alfb for Genfftmifei]. AlVthc^ricft are Honthres, Honradtu, 
and Soldados. The former are Merchants or Tradefmen, and appear publickly with the 
fame gravity, and aknpft'^ivith-. the feme retinue as Gentlemens inasmuch as, fbmeonly 
excepted,who cut Leatlj^ifor Shocks, and Stuflfes for Clothes,all the reft have their bufinefs 
done by Slaves.' 

No Perfon of C^ality goes abroad afoot > for fbme are carried by their Slaves in a fa- 
lanquin,- and others ride on Horfeback, or go in painted and gilfy Gondola j but not any 
without a Sbve to carry an Umbicllo, or Fan. 

The foTtugnez have the reputation of being very highly conceited of themfelves s but theVotta- 
thofe of Goa are fuch in fo high a degree, as well in their gate, as all their other aiSions, 

|iist they treat, asonacquaintcd with-the World, fuch as are newly come from 
^^4 are not accuftom’d to their ina»«es of going and life. They are exceflively civil one anj ethtti 
iosai^fhcr > nay, they ate, in this, fb cerefiSoaioasand cxadF, that he who fhoald omit to 
ifcfader a perfon, that gives hirifa vifit, the honour he conceives due to himfelf, whether it 
Ifo in making him fit down otherwifc then he would, or not bringing him to the ftreet- 
4o0r, muft expeift the cIFecis ef a deep refentmcnt, whereof the leaft arC cudgelling or ca- 
ning, whkh-thfy liberally beftow on perfbnsof mean condition, who being below them, 
have omitted giving them the rcfpeti they look for from’ thofe that are not their Equals, 
though indeed they owe them not any. 

Winter begins there towards the end of June, with a South- weft Wind, which comes Winter ig- 
fiQpi tbfiiSea, and reigns for the {pace of fourmoneths, all along that Coaft, fromDia, as g«ni«n 
far as the of Com^ 5 and dwria^aU that time,- the Sea is not only innavigable, but 
theieare few Havens, where Ships can ridein fefety, and nnexpos’d to Storms, mixt with 
terrible Thunder and Lightning, which difturb the Air there in that feafon. Wliich is 
yctfbmuch themoretobewondredat, inafmuchaSi at the fame time, theCoaftof Coro^ 
mandeli vfhich is in the Came Peninjuld, and at the fame degree trf" elevation, and mfome 
places is but twenty Leagues diftant from that of Malahtsr, enjoyes a pleafant Spring, and 
the moft divertive feafbn of the year. Accordingly, thofe who go from Coebim to Saint 
Tbme, by land, as they pafs over the Mountain of faUgatta, which divides the whole 
f eniHfula,as the AfeHninedoesItaly, difcover,fromthctopof the Mountain, on the one 
fide, a clear and temperate- Air, and on the other, a'Counfry cover’d with aperpetual mift, 
and drown’divith thS Rains that continually fall. The fame obfervation may be alfo 
made in thofe Ships, which ^ofvimOrmus to the Cape of RsfalgaU, Where, as they pafs 
the Cape, they fuddenly pafs out of -f*k Weather, into dreadful Storms and Tempefts. 

Whence it comfcs that;in thofe parts, there arebut two Seafons, as there arc alfo principally 
but two Winds that reign there in the Summer time, to wit j thofe of theEaft, whichth# 
Ior$Hguezcal\l!heirentos'i which come from the Land-fidc, and blow from mid-nighf till 
'mid-iday , . but they %re notfclt above ten Leagues within the Seai and thofe of the Weft, 
which they call VirapHs, which come from the Sea, immediately after'i^iCBJcr, and blow all 
th^reft of-fhe day. 


which kills immediately, burning Feaverl,i!Sp^ blOady ISuxes, agamift which they have'in a ^prts, 
manner nO rem^y but bleeding. The Plague is a'Dlfeafe not known in the Indies ■, but, 
to make amendsy- they have the Pox, which’deftroyes every year a great number of P srta- 
guez. For, Country produces prefent and topical Remedies againft the Dif- 

cafe, yet fo violentsll^iirinclinations to Women, who, on the other fide, are as mad for 
Men, that they will not-^ke'^e time to be cur’d of a Difeafe, which is not got off by RiS 
medics, if they be not acoOfSpany’d with a very regular diet. The Women of thofe part® 
have.an cxceffive afFei 3 :idh fbt White Men, and, being kept very much in teftramtjtheyar®' 
put to all imaginable inventions , folet them knoyv how paffiouatcly 
to get them into their Lodgings : -where they many, times profecuteib^^^H^tvMit# 

, the Husbii^sS prefence, by means of a Drug, which fo fifeW 

' ’ 'ser to f^e loft them, or to fleep with his eyes open,

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Gahias ab borto^ and Cbrifio^ber d’ Acofia^ alSrm, that it is a kind of Stramonea i that the 
Herb grows abundantly all ovdr the lWiej,mthe (hade, and that it is (omewhat like Bears- 
foot. They cxtrad the juycc of it, while it is green, or they beat the Seed to povVder, and 
inixitin Conferves, or put it into his drink, whom they would reduce to that condition 
for twenty four hours ; during which time he is depriv’d the ufe of all his Senfes, fo that 
he does not fee what is done before him, though his eyes be open, unlefs fome body moiften 
the foies of his feet with fair water, wliich revives and recovers him, much after the fame 
manner as if he awoke out of a found' lleep. 

There are few Tortugutz Women, or Mefiizes^ focn going about the City j and when 
they go abroad, either to Church, or upon necelfary Vifits, they are carried in clofc ?<*/««- 
owiK/jOr are attended and watch’d by fo many Slaves, that it is impoffiblc to fpeak to them. 
When they appear in publick, they are all very richly attir’d, in Velvtt,FIower’d-Sattin,or 
Brocado, and adorn’d with abundance of Pearls and precious Stones i but at home, they 
go in their Hair, and have about them only a Smock, which teaches to theNaviU and 
thence downwards, they have Petticoats of painted Clothes falling down to the Feet, 
which arc bare. They eat no Bread, as liking the Rice better, ndw that they arc accuftora- 
ed to it > nor do they la»c over-deliciouOy as to other things, their ordinary fuftenance be- •. 
ing Salt-filh, Maugasy or only Rice, foak’d in a little Flefli or Fifh-broath. They make ufej 
of certain Bottles, made of a kind of black Earth, which they call GorgoUtas^ and havca|^ 
Pipe coming up to the brims, fo as that they may fuck up the Water without lifting up the” 
Bottles to their mouths. ^ ’ 

The Men there are fo jealous of their Wives, that not their ncarefi: Rela- 
tions to foe them : for Chaflity is fo fttange a Vertue in th^>^<l5IS§^’^iaJLtherc is no Wo- 
man but contrives all the wayes imaginable to purfuc her enjoyraenfsi^llgimLmmfo^ 
breach of thofe Laws which God and Nature hath impofed upon them, rBIwg^i Uic fre- 
quent misfortunes which happen upon that occafion fhould engage them to be more cau- 
tious and reforv’d. d The perf«tual idle Ufe they lead makes them fo high in their diifires, 
for they do not any thing of bufinefe in the world, but (pend the day in chewing of Bet- 
, *efo,which adds fuel to the flames of their lewd inclinations, as do alfo the Cloves and Nut- 
megs, which they eat, out of an imagination that they prevent the corruptions of the Teeth 
and Stomack, which commonly make the Breath ftink. '' 

The Indian Women, who conceive by an Ettropean, have fo great an affeftion for their 
Children, that they would rather dye then part with them. Children are not cloath’d till 
they are of age to wear Breeches ; and tiU that time they are brought up by Slaves, or 
other Women. 

The Seuldiers live after another rate among them. For thofe who go in that quality 
from Sortugal^ do not lift themfclves under any particular Captain, nor will be engaged to 
continue in any one certain place to keep Garrifon there : but when they come to the In- 
dies^ they do what they pleafe themfelvcs. Accordingly they have no pay, but when 
they are in aifiaal fervice upon the Engagements they are forc’d to at Sea, againft the Mi(- 
lahars, or the 'Dutch. But the Captains, who have occafion for thefe people, treat them 
with much civility, and give them' now and then fomewhat towards their fuhfifieflcc, 
that they may be affofcd of their perfons and ferviccs, when they have any work for 
them : fo that they Have what to live upon, yet {pend not much. For comihonly they 
live ten or twelve in the famehoufo, where they diet together, haying but two or three 
Servants among them, and as many Suits ©f Clothes,, for' th'ofoivbo go ^road, either, 
to beg, or upon fomc defigw, while the reft ftay at home, till their turns come to march 
out. 

The Marriages and Chriftenings of the Tortugmz are celebrated with very great n^- 
nificence. The Friends and Relations come on horfoback to the Bridegrooms door, and 
thence march before him to Church, into which he enters, accompanied by two of his 
Friends, who arc inftead of God-fathers to him > and the Bride follows him in a Palanquin, 
accompanied alfix by hertwo God-fethers. After the bcnedi^iion of the marriage, they 
reconduifi the new married couple to their houfo, into which only the God-fathers enter 
with the young couple. Who go into a Balcony, or ftand at a Window, to give the company 
thanks, which in the toftm time (hew a thoufand tricks in the Street. Their Chiftenings 
are performed, in a immier, with the feme Ceremonies, feve that, at thefo there is carried 
an Ewer with a clean Napkin, a Salt-foliar, and in the midft a Silver Bafin, in a heap of Ro- , 
fosjbr other Flowers, a Wax-candle, into which they put a piece of Gold or Silver, for an 
Offering to the Prieft. The God-father, andbriic Mid-wife, are carried with the Child ih 
Palanquins. ■■ ' , _ ' 

, M'^pf thsPortuguez have many Slaves of both Sexes, whom they employ not .only.

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about their perfons, but alfb upon any other buliaefs they are capable of j for what they 
get comes in to the Mailer. Whence it comes that handfome Wenches are fought after, 
to be imploy’d in the felling of Fruits, and fuch Commodities as thc’Portugttez fend to 
market ) to the end their beauty might draw in Cuftomers, and fo they by a double way 
of trading, bring in double profit to their Mailers. Their keeping, as to diet, Hands them 
in very little i and all the cloathing they give them is only asmuch Limien-cloathas will 
cover the privy pajts. The Children bonibe««««n Sft^4»eiong to the Mailer, unlcfi 
the Father will redeem them, within eight or fen'dlycs afi^^ii^areborn ; which sf they 
let flip, they are not afterwards admitltwi'' to do k, and the Matter difpofes of themi and 
when they arc able to do any th«g,tilakes ufe of them himfelf,or fells them in the Market, 
as we do Cattle. 

The Inhabitaats^fHhe Country are Pagans, and for the tnofl part Benjans. Their Hou- 
les are all of Str^ aiid very little, having no light but what comes in at a little low door. 
All their Houis^-fttilfe confifts principally in certain Mats made of Ruflies, which ferve 
them both for their lodging at night, and to lye down upon St meals. Their Dilhes, 
D^inking'cups, and Napkins, are made of Fig-leaves, of which they alfo make Pitchers 
tfd Ojrl-pots, and their ordinary fullenance is Rice, which they boyl in Earthen pots, 
daub over their Houfes with Cow-dung, out of an imagination that it drives away 

l^^^ey are fofupcrflitiour, th«l-ftey rievergjo abroad till' they have faid their prayersi and 
pldte'y chance to meet* Grow,* where-ever they be, they immediately return home, and 
iftdettakc no bitfinefs of any confequcnce that day. When they travel, they do their de- 
before thdtBagodeS', and the Vortuguez tollerate their Idolatryj, Upon this atecount, 
that the' fffqulfition hath no power, but only over fuch as either sire Cbriftians, or have'' 
been fuch.

of the Porters about Goa are Chrilliaris, as are alfo their Money-changers, whom they call 
XaiAfos^ whotnabean external profeffion of Chriftianity, but, in their dealing, are 
apt to over-tcach aild’deceive all that have to do with them'. Thereare in Goammy Pe- 
M«iKrand.C»«<»rr»r, Shops there,- and buy of the Porragn^e#, f^raefetie, Velvet 

Pamask,^ and other Stuffes of Skk and Cotton, as alfo fomoC/iiwaComttiodities, all by 
Vyholc falc, dnd aftcrwards-fcll dbtiil again by'retail. • Thefe alfo bring F rovifions from the 
Continent, and ttade therein, having to'fet end thek Brt^rSfand Fadors, whominnage 
their bufinefs, whifethey gotoC«»*w<jyr, and along the Coall to improve their TralScfo 
^ereareamon^ fheih'G 0 ldfmiths,]ewellers,GiEtvBrs,and other Artiians,who 
inc^parably better then any of oUts. Theft aifo farm the Kings Demefneik the^Kfetf^, 
of J^tdes and 5'^r//e«eiupon which account, having fometimes occafiem to go «J‘4jaw,tbey 
are fo Well vers’d ‘in the Laws and Cuftomsof Bortugal^ that tli^fitecttkoAdifoestesto

Thtjem, who live at Goii, have there their Temples and Synagogues, and in, cyan 
abfolute liberty of Confcience. They are either Indians born of, Father and Mother, 
Jen'S ^ or they come out oifalajtinei thefelaft, for the moft part, fpeak the^/<j«7;& 
tongue. 

The Mahumetans^ who live there, trade for the moll part to Mec«, and other places upon 
theRed-fea, whither they carry Spices. The Portugteez and the Mefiizes have their 
greateft Trade in Bengala, Fega, Malacca fihiua,znd in Guzuratta, at the City of Cambaya. 
No Perfon of QH.ality at Goa, but goes once a day to the Market, whither the Merchants, 
nay, moll Gentlemen come, as well to hear what news there is, as to fee what there is to be 
fold i for,from feven in the morning to nine, ("after which the heat is fuch, as that a Man 
is not able to ftay there ) the publick Criers, whom they call fell there by outcry, 

all forts of Commodities, but cfpccially Slaves of both Sexes, and Jewels. There you 
fhill fee the Crier loaden with Chains, Gold Rings, and precious Stones, and followed by a 
great number of Slaves, all to be fold. There are alfo to be fold there, lerfian and Arabi- 
an Horfes, Spices, all forts of Aromatick Gums, Alcatijs, Porcelane, 'VelTcls of Agat,feve-^ 
ral things made of Lacqtte, and whatever is thought precious or rare in any other part o|i 
the Indies. Merchants and Tradefmen are diftinguifoed by Streets j fo that Silk- men ai® 
not fhufBedin among Linnen- Drapers j nor the Druggifls among thofe^who fell PorcM 
lane. The greateft profit they make is in the exchange of Money. F or when the Sfanifi^ 
Fleet comesin, they buy Ryals at ten or twelve in the hiisdtedlofs j sxidinA^ril, when 
the Ships go away for the Molucca s and China, where the RyfiliSl^^iRuch cftcern’d, they 
fell them again at twenty five or thirty in the hundred profit, notwit!i^|||lji|^tJj^ Order 
there is to fell them at four hundred Reis. They make the fame advanta^H^ the change 
of the Laris, which they alfo fell at ten or twelve in the hundred profit. 

They have feveral forts of money. Theleaft is that which hey call Bafarueques, which 
on the one fide have a Globe, on the other two Arrows crofs’d. They arc made of Tin 
and Lattin mixt together, and eight of theCe Bajarucques make a Fewtiw, whereof five make 
A^taaghe. five Jaughes aake n Serafn o( Silver, which, according to the Kings Com- 
mand, is ftt at three hundred Reis, and fix Hanghes make a Fardai. The Serafin hath on 
theoneiideSiititSebafiian, on the otheraflieaf of Arrows. There arc alfoiS’eraj^arof 
Gold, coined heretofore at Orwaf, of a more refin’d metal then any other Moneys of the 
Indies > whence it comes, that the Gold-fmithsmclt down all that fall into their hands of 
them. They have alfo Santemes of i 6 . Tanghss , and Ragodes of 14, 15. and i 6 . 
Tanghes. 

Forreign Merchants pay at their coming in eight in the hundred for all Merchandifos, 
and as much at their going out but the Faruiers of the Cuftoms arc fo rcafonable in their 
r^n'Coa- Valuing of them, that the Merchants have no caufe to complain. They have alfo this 
mdities, favour, that.if a Merchant hath paid the Cuftoms at his coming in, and hath not put 
off his Commodities, he may carry them to fome other place, without paying ought 
at the Exportation. In like manner , a forreign Merchant that hath bought of a 
' fortttguez, or other Citizen of Goa, Spices, or any other Commodities of Malacca or 
China, may enter them under the Sellers name, and fo avoid paying the Cuftomes due at 
exportation. ^ 

TheVUerey Viceroy at the time of our being there, was D,Redro de Silva. 'His perfon was 

o/Goa. t’Ot anfwerable to his quality, but he had about him above fifty Gentlemen, (Who gave him 

the fame reipeift as they could have done the King himfclf. This charge is continu ed jli^ 
the fame perfon, but for three years, as well in regard it were dangerous, a Subjei^ Ihould 
longer be poffeft’d of a Dignity, which differs from the Soveraign only in time ■, as that 
foe Kingof Spain hath many Lords to gratific with an Employment, which enriches theni 
iulficiently in that time. For, befides that his whole Court lies at the Kings charge, he 
hath thedilpoial of all his Revenue, and every year makes a Vifit for fixty or eighty Leagues 
about, which is worth to him very much. But the Prefonts which the neighbouring Prin- 
ts, and the Governoufs aind under Ojfficcrs make him, are not to be valued. He htith his 
Council of State, and his Courts of Law and Equity. He is ablblute Judge in all civil 
Caiifes, the moll important only excepted, wherein there may appeal be made to the King. 
Criminal Sentences are executed there, notwithftanding the AppeaU but it is not in the 
Viccioy spower toindidl a Gentleman, but he is oblig’d to fend him, with the Informati- 
ons brought in againft him, toTertugal, the 'King Order fome other courfeto be 
taken with him. Th% Viceroy at his arrival irito the J»fi(zer, lands in thelllandolF Bat- 
des, or tome other Haven on that fide, whence he immediately fends his Agents to Goa, 
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to take pofllffion of his charge, and what ever depends on it. His PredecelTour makes 1^59. 
way for him, upon the firft news he receives of his Arrival, unfurnifiles the Palace, and ' — 
leaves him only the Guards and the bare walls. Thus much we thought fit to fay of tlie 
City of Goa. 

January 22. about noon, the Prefident fent away the two Ships which came along Mandelfio 
with us from Surat., and were to carry thither the tnoney which had been received at Goa j ««*««“« 
and after he had difmifs’d certain Jefuttt^ and feveral other perfons of quality of Goa^ ^ 
who were come to vifit him aboard, we hoys’d fail, yet expelling to come aboard our Ship 
the General of the Z)«tefc Fleet, whofe name was Ke»/e«, who had intreatedhim to 
convey fome Letters to his Superiours. But he came not. In the Evening we faw all 
the Dutch Fleet under fail,, whence we imagin’d that the General intended to give us a vi- 
Ct, but with the night wc loft fight of them, and having a reafonable good wind, kept on 
our courfe. 

Jan. 2^. Atbteakof day, we had a fight of the Z)»tcb Fleet again j and then we con- 
ceiv’d they were going to relieve the King of C^lon^ who had intreated the General to 
affift him againft the Portuguez^ who had declar’d war againft him. About noon, we were 
at thirteen degrees latitude, and out of fight of land. Butin regard we intended to go 
towards the Coaft of Malabar y upon intelligence brought us, that an Engbjh Ship, coming 
from Bantanty richly loaden with Spices, had been fet upon and l^oil’d By the Malabar 
Fyrates, the next day we chang’d oui courfe, and took it more Eaft ward, fo to get toi^ards 
the land. The MalabarshAi taken their advaritageof the condition that Ship was in, 
which was fb over-burt.hen’d,that Ihe could make U(e of but fix Guns i they found indeed 
no great difficulty to enter her * but they were no foonerin, ere the fint above 

iix hundred of them, with the upper Deck into the Sea. They dilpatch’d as many with 
thelecondi but afterwards being themlelves forc’d to go to the Stem, to avoid the fire, 
they yielded to the Malabar Sy who, with the Ship, took the Captain, the Matters Mate, the 
Clark, and fourteen others, whom we intended to redeem. 

About noon we pafs’d in fight of Montekone^ high Mountaih, from which the Malabari W A a tf: 
difeover, at a diftance, the Veflels they conceive they may fet upon with advantage , and leone, 
at night we came to the Haven of Catiknory where we found three Englijh VclTels, the Dra^ 
goHy theCatbarineyiiid the S^moufy commanded by Captain WeddtUy one of the moft expe- 
rienced Sea-Captains of his time, one that had been at the taking of Ormuty and was then 
entertain’d into the fervice of a new Company, eredled not long before in hsr the 

trade of the htdtts. Having fired (bme Guns to falute the Caftle,we feilt to Captain Wed~ 
deUy to know what condition the£f^/ij& prifbners were ini and heating they were moft 
of them let at liberty, we would flay no longer on that Coaft. 

The Portugmz have a Garrilbn in the Caftlc of Canamry but the City is inhabited b/ th jjala. 
Malabars. They call by that name all thofe people who live upon that Coaft from the ha*. ‘ 
City of Goay as as the Cape of Comoryy or Comorin. The Country is very fertile, and 
brings forth abundance of Spices, but particularly the befi Pepper m the which is 

moft efteem’d, becaufe the grain of it is bigger then it is any where elle, even then that 
which grows in Sumatra and Java. The Inhabitants go ftark naked, covering only 
thole parts, which Nature would not have feen even in Beafts. They make holes in the 
tips of their Ears, and are black, but have not fiich great Lips as the Moors of Afeiei^ 

They tye up their Hair together upon the Crown of the Head, and let their Beards grow 
to theiull length, without any ordering or trimming, iu lb much that they are not un-^ 
like thole figures, under which we would reprelent the Devil. Nor is their difpofitiori 
unfuitablc to this plealant external lhape, for they underftand ndthingof civility, notate 
Qpa ble rf any Commerce or Converlationv They, arc for the moft part Pyratesand 
oouldiets, who may be faid to have raflinefe FatTrer then courage, and are expert enough 
in the handling of their Armes, which arc Sword and Buckler, Bows and Arrows, "they 
make alfo a kind of Muskets themfclves, and ufe them with advantage. They obey nei- 
ther the King of Cmcamy nor the Viceroy of Goay but they have their particular Kmgor 
Prince, who alfo performs the fundions of High-Prieft, and is of the Sedof the Bw- 
mans. Thefe were the moft confiderable enemies the Portuguez met with, at the Begin- 
ning of their eftablilhmcnt in the Indies: but cvet fince they made a Treaty with thenf, 
they have liv’d in very good correfpondence. Their Prince, whom they call Zamorin, is Matfoon 
alfo King of Calicuthy upon thelame Coaft. In the year 1 604. the Dutch made a Treaty 
with him, for the freedom of Trade j but the Portuguez coming to be mote powcrfol in 
thole parts, and the Dutch finding it eafier to lettle thcmfelves in other pladcW^berfe they n o r. ^ 
eontinuctheir Trade With greater advantage, they have liealci^cd thefekll®fflpof theft 
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Batbarians. "Tobferv’d at Cananor^ that there were fome inen among them, who never 
— ' par’d their Nails i and that there were others, who wore Bracelets and Rings about their 

- Armes. Thefc are the Gentry of the Country, whom they call Nayru^ that they may be 
difting'uifii’d from Perfons of meaner condition, whom they call folyx. The Nayns are 
very proud, and conceited of themfelve|, and permit i>ot the ?olj»s f© much as to touch 
themf They alwayes go with their Sword and Buckler, wherewith they make a noife in 
the Streets asthey go, and perpetually cry out P/7,Po, that people fliould make way for them. 
As foon as they perceive them coming, they dole on both fides, look down to the ground, 
and do them reverence. Some affirm, that this pundilio of Honour, whereby they pre- 
tend to a refpeddueto them from all that are not of their race, was one of the things 
that moftobftrufted the Treaty which the P»rt»guez wets ready to conclude with the 
Kingof Cffcfo'jB, at their firft cftablifliment, in regard they would have the Pa«Kgwe« do 
them the fame fubmiffions as the Fclyas did. The PmugueZy on the other fide, who are 
as highly conceited of ,themfelves as any Nation in the World, refufed to do it j fo that to 
decide the difference, it was agreed, tkit^Ponugaez and a Nayrv fliould fight for the ho* 
-nour of the two Nations i upon condition, that the Conquerour fliould give the Law to 
the conquered. The Permgmz Champion had the advantage, and by that means obtain’d 
the precedence for his Nation » and ever fincetbat time, t\APMttgHez have the fame ho- 
tUpivl- nour done them by the N^rer, as they have done them by the Polyas. Many of thefo 
Isiget of Nayres never marry, in regard they have a certain priviledge to fee the W ives and Daughf- 
ihe Nayrei QuDjejjdes, and to that end, to go into thek Houfos at any time of the day. -

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The King of Cochim is one of themoft powerful Princes of thofe parts, it being c^r- 
tain, that he is able to raife above a hundred thoufand men, the molt part Nayecs, who are Theioiref 
obliged to ferve at their own charge, cither with Horfc or Elephants. As to th^-ir manner Ki«^ 
of lite, it i? not fully £b brutifti as that of the Mjlabars^ but they oblervc the fame Cuftom, Cochuu 

for the fuccelfion of their Kings, and the Coniummation of their Marriages, which work 
is performed by their Bramaits. 

This fort of people is fo highly refpeded amopgft them, that the Matter of thcHoufc mans, 
feeing a Braman coming intoit, makes him way, retires, and leaves him alone to do what 
he pleafewith hisWite. They make, holes in their Ears, and hang little weights of 
Lead at them, which ftretch them fo much, that in time they reach down to their Shoul - 
ders. The principal Commerce of this place confifts in Pepper, Ginger , and Cin- 
namon. 


It is not long fince all the had but one King j bat Sarama Perymal, Monarch 

of all that Coaft, from Goa, as far as the Cape of Comeri, having irabrac’d the Mahumetan 
Religion, and defirous to end his life in fblitude, near the Sepulchre of his great Prophet, 
diftributed his Territories amongft his Friends, upon condition that the Kings of Canamr, Empmvr 
Cochim and Ci&«»/e,fliouId acknowledge the Soveraignty of the King of Calicnth, on whom °ffbB Ma. 
he beftowed the Dignity of 2amouri», or Emperour , but fince the eftablifiiment of the 
Portugaez in thofe parts, the power of Zafn^arin is grown fo low, that at the prefent, the 
Ki^ of Ce chim is more powerful then he. 

the ad. WeleftCanamr, and Aw going thence Captain Weddell, who would 
gladly have come along with us into England, had he not been obliged to go and difpatch 
lome bufinefshe had to do at Coebiw andCa/ic«t&, CaptaiaWeddeU call Anchor there, 
but we only fired fome Guns, and putlued our Voyage. 

The next day we difeover'd, at a great diftance, eighteen Sail of Ships, which coming 
direftly towards us, eafily dilcover’ d what their defign was. We had much ado fo clear mm vmh 
our Guns, for the Ship was fo loaden that every hole was full. However we had the time the Mala» 
to put our felve? into a pofture of receiving thofe Pyrats, who had not the confidence to *®***'''‘*^*^ 
come within Cannon-fliot of us, while day- light might difeover them •, but prefently after 
midnight, as foon as the Moon waseqp^they fet upon us on all fides, though with little ad- 
vantage, for they were fo well receiv’d, that at the firft firing of our Guns we funk two of 
their Frigots, and made three or four others incapable of further ingaging. Our finall Shot 
in the mean time playing upon thofe which came neareft our Ship, that they thought it 
their bett coutfe to let us alone. 


The Arne night wepaA'd by the Cattle of Cboehm, and the next day, the twenty Baft in 
eighth, we could difeern no more then fourteen of tbs Malabar ftigats, which follow’d us 
a Ar off, whereupon we conceiv’d the other four were funk. Mean while, we continued 
on out Voyage with a Avourable Wind, difeovering towards the Eaft, alow Country 
planted with Coeoer, andfbmcthingArther, towards South-eaft, the Cape of Comory, the jj,, 
moft Southerly quarter of this part of the Indies, by the Ancients call’d India on this fide eoraory. 
Ganges, 

The night following, the Malahars made as if they would again attaque us, and two of 
their Frigots eamc within our Cannon, we only gave them two Volleys without Bullets to 
draw them nearer, but they retreated. 

On the morrow, the twenty ninth, wcAwthelfleof Cej'/oa, atthehead whereof we 
were fix’d as immovgable by a Calm, which lafted three weeks compleat. This Wand lies Ceylon, 
ten Leagues from the Continent, extending from South-fouth-eaft to the North-eaft, be- 
twixt the Capes of Comory and Niga^atat*, which lies at degrees, towards the Coaft 

of Coromandel. ’Tisin lengthfixty Leaguesun breadth idi'tf, and about two hundred and 
fifty in compafs. They fay, it was herefoiB^ mtich larger then now at prefent, and that 
the flowings of the Sea, which inf ho A quarters arc exceeding violent, carried part of it 
away, on the fide towards Comory. This, without dilpute, is the f icheft and mott fertile of 
all the Eaftern Iflands, if we may credit Maffeus, the moft learned and grave Author that 
hath written of the Affairs of the Indies, ot particularly the experienc’d and famous S. Bor-’ 
hart in his Phalm this is without doubt the Ancients la^rohane, (hough Mercator , Jbf. jPe ndoHiaui 
t Efcale, Em, Olorins, and others, take the Ifle ®f Sumatra to be it,of which we fhall fpeak Tapro. 
hereafter. . _ , 

Howfoever, it is moft certain, Ceylon, ot Zeihn, is the moft confiderable of all the Indian its depiji- 
Iflands, for it produces not only all luch things as the other Iflands afford, but mdreovef , non. 
there fhall you fee whole Forrefts of Orange and Lemmon-tites, asalfoitif Ckinfaftibrl, 
which femits its odour very Ar upon the Sea, and great quantity of precious^tOnes, info 
much as, except the Diamonds, there is no Stone which is nbt there febhd. They Mt

The HoHandtrs began not their Commerce here till the year ido2. in the time of 
la Verma furi /id<*,King of Candy, vfho is the moft puilTant, and in a manner the foveraign 
of the Wand, whofucceeded fothe Crown by wayes fo extraordinary, that I perfwadc my 
fclf ’twill not be tedious to the Reader, to hear the particulars. 
the riif lom Mara Kagu,King of Settavacca,h&.d three Sons legitimate, and one natural, called Derma, 
of Fimala Some will have this Derm fo be the Son of a Chyrufgion » but they are miliaktn, it being 
Derma certain, he was the Son of Mara Piagn, begotten on one of thefe BaUadeiraes, or Dancers, 
35 ainaoft all the Indian Princes keep for their divertifement. Mara Kagte had an af- 
fe<aion for this Child, and caus’d him to be brought up a Souldier, that one day he might 
command his Forces > wherein Derma improv’d fo well, and acquir’d fuch reputation, that 
the Army, who conceiv’d it would be a happinefs to be under a Martial Prince, eftablifiied 
him in the Throne, this unnatural Child having firft taken away the lives of his father 
and his three legitimate Sons. The Citrates, who in this ifland of Ctylon are as the N^es 
htSr araongft the Malabares, had fome regret to adirut this changed hlSii Ife&ibjcds to a Ba- 
flna thee ftard : but he began his reign with fuch feverity, and ordered fo many 
Mothers, they who murmur’d moft were compcH'd to entertain what they could noFTHfraer, till 
fuch time as they found means to make him away by p®yfon. 

The death of Derma, and that of the King of Catit^, which happened much about a 
time, very much advanced the cftablifhment of the Portuguez in this Wand, for, allow- 
ing to the Cinga/er their ancient Liberties and Priviledges, and without fcrupicof Reli- 
gion, intermarrying with them, they ftood fair to become Mafters of the Ifland, had it not 
been for the oppofition of one Lord of the Nation, of whom they had goodreafon to be 
confident. His name was Fimala Derma Sari Ada, and was grand Modeliar , that is, 
Conflable of the Kingdom of Candy, when the King dyed. He was Son to one of ch6 
cheif Princes of the Kingdom, and in his youth had his breeding amongft the Pomtgmz, 
who brought him to Colombo, where he was baptized, and named Den john of Aujiria, in 
remembrance of the natural Brother of Philip the fecond King of Spain. AitcxwsLrd 
they educated him at Goa, whither they brought him at fuch time as D. Emanuel deSouJa 
Continm was Viceroy i and he was there likewife while Matheo Albuquerque fucceeded D.

The firft thing he did, was to potto death all the Portuguez in the^own ©f Candy, and 
to declare war againft the reft. There was yet aPtifteefs, Heir to the CroKvw, whom the 
Portuguez had brought to Mamar, where they baptized her, and named lier D. Katbarina, 
with defign to make ufi; of her when occafion Ihould require, as in the prefent Conjpix-^ 
^lute it did. For Pedro Lopes deSoufa, Captain General of Malacca, conceiving he could 
raife the Inhabitants of Candy in favour of this Princefs, enters the Kingdom with a 
powerful Army, and with him brings along D. Katbarina with intention to marry her, by 
which means he would make himfelf King, having firft caufod her t# be acknowledged 
Heir. He became Mafter of the capital Town without much difficulty, but that prov’d 
lusruinc. lorD. jolw?, who, with his Cii«ga/ex, was retir’d to the Woods, did not only 
annoy him in cutting off all the Portuguez, who came out of the Town for forrageor 
other neceflaries of livelihood i but he fo cut off all Provifions,that Lopes, to maintain his 
Army, was conftrain’d to betake himfelf to the Field, and leave the Town, to give P. John 
Gims battel. It was fought in the y^ '159^; upon a Sundays and notwithftanding the ad- 
vantage the Portuguez had of their Fire-^kifcRSj'and above fourty Elephants arm’d for war s

Four years after this Vidory,P. Jeronimo d' Azenedo^ General of the Conquefls of ZeU

ry Gates of Colombo i they we;«e Hotwithftanding fo weakned , that from that time the 
Portuguez durft never attempt the Kingdom of Candyhy (otet. Neverthelefs they ceafe 
not to miuntain a warhy &rpriics«nd incurfions one upon another. 

For not long bfforc the BoSanders arrived in the Ifle of the Portuguez were moft t6s wm- 

bafcly trappan’d by the double intelligence, which one Jerotumo hw kept with them. He tbffj of a 
was by birth a Portugutz^ but as the reft of his Nation, who fettle amongft the Indians, Pottuguea 
making, no difficulty to plant themfelvesin places where there is no puUickexercife of^"^* 
Religion, cafily lofe that whereof they had only a Height and fuperficial knowledge* fo 
idiis man having renounc’d his Religion* undertook to betray his Country-men, as 1 am 
^bout to tell you. This Jerenim, hang ptifbner to the King, remain’d at Candy till he 
had contrived the means to betray the Pmugimt. Afterwards he efcaped^ and returning 
«dD. Jerenimo £ Azeued$, told him, that if he thought fit, he would undertake to kill the 
King of Candy, ^ztuedo fuppofing after the Kings death, ’t would not be hard for him to 
piTefs himfelf of the- Kingdom, hearkens to the Fiopofition, raifes to himfelf an alTutance 
in a Man, who undertakes in cold bloud to murther a Soveraign Prince > allows him three 
Captains, Cbrififvaljaeemo, Albert Primero, and Jean Perei»^i, with two Souldiers,to affift 
him in this <* terpri/c, which he made appear very feafible .* promifing to make him King 
of Candy immediately upon the Kings expiration, and furnifhing him with a good fiim of 
money for the purpofe, without which, he faid, there was nothing to be done. J>ias would 
go alone, as well that he might feenrte have efeaped from the Portuguez, as to difpofe the 
King to put thefc five F^r t8g»r2,hisC<»nplloes, into the Fort of BaUene ', for that he wp to 
perfwade the King, that they came likewife to render themfelves to hfin#to fetve againft 
the other Portuguez s but being come to the King, he difeover’d the donhle dealfog he 
had contriv'd, fo as the night following, the King re-infotc’d.the Garrifon of BaUone Fort, 
and went in perfon thither, on defign to forprhe the Portugutz,‘who wereambufeado’d in 
the Woods, to aflault the Fort upon notice of the Kings death. 

Thefe five Portuguez, Confederates in Bias's treafon, being arrived at the Fort, were re- 
ceived in j but as they entied were conveyed into private rooms, where they were dif- 
arm’dand put into iremsj which could not be carried with fo much fccrecy, butfome of 
thofe Cingales the Portuguoi brought along with them difoovered it, fo as returning with 
ipeed they gave notice to the Tortugnezm the Ambufeade, who otherwife had run the 
hazard to be cut in pieces through the ill foccels of the enterprize. Jeronimo Bias for his 
forvice was rewarded with the dignity of Grand Mode/wr, which he enjoy’d at the time

The King<if Candy h the moft puilfantand moftabfolute of all the Rings of Zeilon. fgggy,g. 
He delights in the Partsgaes manner of building, and fortifies his Holds after the modern ^ga oj 
Way. This Kingdom extends it felf along that River, on which the City of Vintane is Onriy. 
foituate, where the Kings Galleys and other Veffcls have their retreat. It contains many 
feir and well-built Towns. The Inhabitants are like the Malabars, but not fobkok'UjjiaiK,. 
They go naked as low as the Navel, but fome uft Coats or Dublets after the Fertil^uez Pi-' ham, 
fhion. IntheirEarsthey hang Pendants, and the greateft part have a Osf Of by 

their fides. Women have likewife their Breafts bare, and go very ind in 

their converfetion with Men difeover much of modefty. Theydnife tbSImeadsfiWch bma, 
like the European Women, laying their Hair very eloft khd 
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Treffes behind. They wear Collars of Gold or Silver, and Rings upon thtir Hands and 
Feet, and their Arms and Legs befet with abundance of precious Stones, Their houfes 
arc conveniently enough built, and the Women very skilful in Cookery. The Cwgaks 
addidi themftlves to nothing at all, nor are they fit for war, by rcalbn they are accLifioincd 
to Co idle a life they can indure no hardihip. 

Throughout the Indies there is no part fo abounds in all forts of Vidluals, asthisifle 
Zeilon. Fowl, Fi£h, Venifon, Poultry, Butter, Milk and Honey, are at extraordinary low 
rates, as well as Ananas^ BamanaSi Cocos, Jacques, Mangas, Oranges, Lemmons, Citrons, 
and all other forts of fruits. They eat of all things in general, even of Pork, and all fort 
of Cattle, except the Oxe, <^w, or Buflle i Wine they drink not, no more then the Mabu^ 
metans, who dwell amongft them, and enjoy a foil liberty of Religion. Thefe Wanders 
arc of the fame Religion as other Pagans in thefe parts. They bear great reverence to 
their Bramans, who obfirve a more auftere way of living, and eat not of any thing hath 
had life, by rcafon that for the whole day they adore the firft Beaft they meet with at their 
coming out of doors in a morning. Maids are here married at the age of ten or twelve 
years: And they burn their dead Corps. 

fimala "Derma SHfiAdahaA gftten fome tinware of Chrifiian Religion, if at lead it be 
to be found amongft thePtfrSK^Hieaii it wasfoon raz’d out by the compliance he had for 
the Cingalts and after his deceafe his Sncceflors foil bach to Paganifm, There are fome 
amongft them, who adore the head of an Elephant, wrought in wood or ftone, and fay^ 
their mtention is to obtdn wifdom -, for they are of opinion, the Elephants of Cetloa atJ 
not otdy more knowing then other Elephants, but further, that they out-go men in judg^ 
ment. In their houfes they have a Basket, wherein they put fuch things as they delign for, 
an offering to their Bagedes, to whom they have a parti(mlar jjevorion^in their fickneffes, 
becaule it is from them alone they look for remedy.

The Calm ftaid our Ship hard by this Ifle,for near upon three weeks, which I impley’d 
in inquiring of our Prefidcnt and certain Who were aboard out Veffels, into this 

pleafant part of the Indies^ which I had never ften, and merits to be known by the Dc- 
icription Ifliall make from the report of tl^ieperibns, amongft whom there were (bme 
who had fpent there the beft part of their lives. I will then begin with the place where 
we were, and faithfully deliver you all I could learn of thofe Kingdoms and Provinces', ' 
which without que%n are the wealthieft of any in the World. 

Towards the Cape of Comoryy or Comoriny where we then were, are likewife thofe themSr 
Iflands the formguea callMaldivasy or Maldhar. They extend along the Coaft of Ma. fives. ^ 
labary having the Cape upon the North, and taking up about fevenfcore Leagues by Sea, 
which divides them into fuch (mail parcels, that they are efteem’d near upon a thoufand. 

Some are inhabited, others not, by teafon they lye fo low the Sea often drowns them, as it 
(.doth likewife the Skirts of the Continent, near Cochim, and Crangonar, The Malabares 
^y, that heretofore they were jQyn’d to th&Continent, and were feparated by the Sea, 
prhich in feme places hath left ftich narrow divifions, that an aftive man might leap from 
h^c fide to the other, The Capital City, which cmififts of foutlllands, and gives them 
nhc appellation of, Maldives yOi Naldivty is a place famous for trading, and the Refidence for 
the King of all the "Iflands. Except Cocoes, which arc there in great abundance, 
they produce little, notwithftanding the Inhabitants by induftry make very neat Gar- 
ments both of Silk and Thread brought from other places j in lb much that fet afide , 
the Moguls, there are not amongft the Indians any that go more neatly apparrell’d then 
they. 

As concerning the Eaftern part of the on tins fide Gaagex is fo called, ft. r, a 

a Coaft divided irontthe Mahbares by the Mountain Balagatta, extending from South to rf cow- 
Northjfrom the Cape of Comorin, or rather the point of Negapatam, to the River Nagund, man^toi. 
andtheTownof Mafulepatam, containing all along the Coaft, aboufa hundred Leagues. 

’Tis the more comniodious, for that itferves fora retreat to allVeftels which are con- 
ftrain’d to quit the Coaft of Gufuratta during the Winter feafon, and it hath many good 
Havens, and the beft Roads of any in.all the In^es. • 

The fortuguez there poffefs the Town of Saint Thomas, at thirteen degrees, thirty t wo iJs lufiaW. 
mmutes on this fide the Line j and they fay, that at the time when Vafeo deGama difeo- tarns m the 
vered the Indies, and lefa’d on Coebim and Cranganor, the Inhabitants on this Coaft, who ef 
called themfelves Chilians, crav’d protedion of the King of Formgal •, and that arriving 
at Saint Jbomas they found CbriJHans who made profeffion of the Greej^ Religion. For nhriiranfj 
this purpoie they tell a Story gxdqpded on a Tradition , which neverthelefsis not to be 
proved out of the Ecclefiaftical Htftery. Thus then they fiiy, that Saint Thomas, one of 
our Saviours twelve Apoftles, having long preach’d the Goljwlin the Kingdom of Har- Smtatiei- 
fing^ia, notwithftanding,the oppofition of the Sratnans, rcfolv’d to petition the King that 
he toght build, a Chappel for the doing of his Devotions, and that the Bramans engag’d 
the King to dray h^ the favour. But it happened that a huge piece of Timber was fo 
lodg’d in the mouth of the Haven, belonging to the Town of Meliapmr, then the Metro- 
polis of the Kingdom, that not only great Veffels, but the finaller Barks, being not able to 
^et in, thd Trade of the Town was in a ihorf timejquimJoflr There was a trial made with 
a-companyof Elephants to remove the Treet but in vainj then the Magicians of thofe 
parts were imploy’d to try if their Art could do what ftrength could not effeilt , but to as 
little purpofei wherefore the King proclaim’d a conlidcrable reward to him that could 
clear the Haven, which invited the Saint to offer his fcrvice, and this for no other reward, 
then the mere Timbfer-it fclf. His proffer to draw it out himfelf made him at firft appear 
ridiculous, and fpecially when they faw him tye his Girdle to it, to draw out a weight 
that many^Elephanfs had not the ftrength toftir •, but he pulling, the Beam followed, as 
eafily as if it had been a little Boat, which when he had laid upon the Land, the Kfaig wdS 
amaz’d with admiration, and in honour of the Miracle, permitted him to build the ChapA 
pel, as fic had requefted. Thft Bramans feeing their Doiftrine difparag’d fayffiisAfirae*^

For ttfc greateft part, thedwelling- 
houfcs are b«^of JEShes,bat they are joyn’d to Ware-Houfes that are vaulted to prevent 
fire. Th^l^ Town is four-fquare, and the Flankers of it fb ftircight;that from any Gate 
theteof«$^e may difcovet both comers of the Wall. There are Baftibns of Timber, and- ^,* 
|t4ar^Moat,fall of water, where they keep Crocodiles to fecure the Town from furpriial. ^ 
llfte figttans hold this Creature to have fomething Divine about it, whence it comes they mat, 
^^fedeiirousto drink the water,’^lchot^jEhey fetch it hot without danger of being de- 
bit’d by the Crocodiles, as felbftdl ha^einS^-=-Notwithftanding, they water their Ele- 
Kmts there i butthisis-aBeaft that fir ikes terrour in the Crocodiles, and would be too 
Krd for them. ' ’ 

wThe Palace Royal ftan.ds in the middle of the City, and hath its peculiar Fortifications, •ike Palwd 
Walls and Moats, whereby it is divided from the Town. The Caftle iS laid to be much Rtyal, 
more Ipacipus tim the City of Fe«ice j and that there isno entrance but on theTown- 
fide, by two Ports, and as many Draw-bridges. Within the firft Port are the Houics of 
the Grandees, who enter not into the body of the Caftle, without exptels Order from the 
King’ His Guard confifting of a great number of Souldiers, with them called 
is kept at the fecond Fort, v^cre tbeydtt, -having their Arms hanging before them on the 
Wall. . In this place arc the Stables for Elephants, as well fuch as are kept for the Princes 
fervice, as thole defign’d for War, being about eight hundred in nunfoer. ■ The Kings Ap- 
partment is exceeding rich, painted Azure, with Flowers of Gold j and when the King 
gives Audience,he appears in great magnificence; In his hand he holds a F^n,to Fan him- 
felf, and on his head he hath a quadruple Crown of Gold,enameird white. Near his pet- 
ibn ftand feur Youths, whom he makes ufeofinhit brutalities, and before him all the 


Grandees of the Court, who whenlbevet they (peak to him lift their hands above their 
headland bow down to the ground. Being fatc,thcy bring before him his faitefi Elephants, 
and amongft the reft his white one., which is laid to be the only one in all the ladies, nor 
ever is there more then one tobefeen at Court, which was brought thither after tl^eVido- 
xy he gsdn’d againft the King of Siaia, with whom he had not made War but to gain that 
Beaft, as we (hall tell you anon. Thefe Beafts make ^their reverence to him, and teftifie 
a Worlhip to his Ferfon. If we may give credit to the fore-mentioned BaHti , this, 
npetthe King of is the moft Potent Pjtinceon Earth. Hefayes, this Prince

That done, the Xing of ^eg^t appeared in the head of his Army, mounted on an Ele- 
phant, covered with trappings of Tjflue, having by his fide a Sword, that was prefinted 
him by P. Lewis of Juyda, Viceroy of Goa, refolving to march in few dayes agamtt his 
Uncle, but he was hindred by the fmall Pox, which he had in extremity. As ioon as he 
. ^ . was recovered, he caufes the Army to advance to the very Frontiers of Auva, where he 
tmbat hi- accepts a Challenge fent him by his Uncle, that they two might decide the difference 
trmttm by a finglc Combat •» and wasfo fortunate, as to kill his Adverfary, in view of both 
Armies. This fingle Vidory was of greater advantage, then a defeat of the Enemies 
whole Army could have brought him : for the whole Xingdom of Juva delivered it 
felf up, at mercy : The Queen, who was his Sifter, fell likewife into his hands, and was 
ptifoncr during life, though kept in a Princely Palace, and honoured and attended as a 
Qiicen. 

The Xing of Fegss, in acknowledgment of the ftrvice his Elephant had done him in the 
Combatc, where he fell dead under his Maftcr, caufed certain Tagodes to be made of his 
Tooth, and had them placed amongft the other Idols kept in a VanUa^ or Mofquee, which 
37 m lioh. is within the Caftle. Amongft thefe Idols there is thepigure of a Man, done to the life, 
in maffy Gold, having on the Head a Crown enchas'd with precious Stones of divers kinds, 
on the Forehead a Ruby as big as a Plum, and on each fide the Head Pendants as rich as' 
can be imagined, about the Wafte a Scarfi and over the right Shoulder, and under the left ^ 
Arm, a Chain of Diamonds and other Stones ineftimable. In the fame Chappel are like- 
'wife three Statues of Silver, higher by two foot theft the fitftj with Crowns fet with 
Gems, and a fourth more maflive and rich then all the reft, and IheCe a Figure made 

of Ganza, which isamixt metal of Copper and Brafs, valued at 
other four. The Xings Father, who lived in the year 1578. caufed tlieieTWiK^s to be 
made in memory of that famous Vidory he obtain'd over the Xing of Sidm, in the War 
he made againft him, for the white Elephant we fpoke of. ' 

. The Pegu- The Forrefts of Peg« have greater ftore of Elephants then all the ladies befides, and 
ans.ifmr. they arc tam’d with very little trouble, in tenor twelve dayes after they arc taken by the 
means of Females, whointice them out of the Woods, and make them follow into the very 
Stables, where there arc Dens that hold but one of theft Beafts only, where they fliut them 
clofe in as foon as they arcentred. 

The Fegums have Fire-arms, but ordinarily they ufe half Pikes made of Canes, ftiort 
and broad Swords, and long and narrow Bucklers made of boyl’d Leather doubled, and 
laid over with a certain black Gum call’d Acbiran , their Salades or Helmets are made of 
the, fame ftuff, and like ours in falhion. 


thif an They are generally Fagans^ except fome who contrading alliance with the Fsrmgtsez^ 
Pagans, have embrac’d their Religion. Thefe Fagans believe that God, who hath under him many 
other Gods,, is the Author of all good which arrives to Mankind j but the difpoling of all 
Aiarethe evil he leaves to the Devil , to whom theft wretches bear more veneration then they do 
Detnl. to God i becauft the one will do them no hurt i and they muft pleaft the other, that he 
may not. 


TAdtK They do their Devotions ordinarily on the Munday, and have befides, five principal 
Mfs. Fcafts which they call Sa^aa. The firft, which they call Sajian Ciacebi, is chiefly cele- 
brated by a Pilgrimage, made by the Kingaud Qi^en, twelve Leagues gut of Town, where 
they appear in triumphal Chariots, fo'fet with ptecious.Stoncs, that, without Hyperbole, 
it may be faid they carry the worth of a Kingdom about them. They call the fecond, 
Sapan C arena, obftrv’d in honour of the Statue kept in the grand FareSe of the Caftle, jn 
honour of which the Noblemen of the Court eredt Pyramides of Canijs, which they co* 
4 erwith ftvcral Stuffs artificially wrought of divers fafhions, then have them put into 
Chariots drawn by above three hundred perfbns to the Kings view, that he may judge of 
mcir inventions. ^ All the people come likewift, and bring their Ofterings to him. The 
Ciai»fo Segtenon, they celebrate aWb in honour of fome of theft Statues, where the 
Xing and Qjiecn are both prefent in perfbn j and the fourth Feaft, which they caMSapan 
Vaicbe, is particularly celebrated in the old Town; at which the Xing and Queen call 
Roft-waKr at one another, the Grandees have likewift a pot of Rofc- water in their 
hands, wherewith they Co water thcmftlves, that their bodies arc as ’twere bath’d all over, 
noi can any one pals the Streets that day, without hazard of being waffl’d with water 
t rown from the windows. At the fifth Feaft, called SapanDonon, the Xing and Queen 
go by water to the Town of Meccao, attended by above a hundred Boats, all which row 
tor thefaftett, to gam a Prize allow’d by the Xing.

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The King dying, they prepare two Boats, which they cover with one gilt Covering, and i <5 5 p* 
in the middle of thefe Boats they place a Table, whereon they lay the dead Corps 5 and nomhf~ 
underneath the Table they make a fire of the Wood of Sandale^ BenioHtKf Storax^ znd Kings corps 
other fweet-feented Woods and Drugs, then turn the Barks down the Stream, certain 
lalapoi or Priefts meanwhile fingingand rejoycing till theflefh be intirely confum’d. 

Thefe Alhes they temper with Milk, fo making aPafte, which they carry to the mouth 
of the River, where they call it into the Sea. ‘But the Bones they bear to another 
place, and bury them near a ChappcI, where they build another in honour of the de* 
ecafed. ' ^ 

Their Jalapoi carry a Bottle made of an empty Gourd at their girdle, and live by Alms, 
as our Mendicant Friars. They arc in great efteem amongft them, and they very well pre- mm. 
ferve their credit by their exemplary life. On Munday morning they go about with their 
Timbafins, to awak* the people and invite them to a Sermon. They treat not at all of 
points of Doftriiie, but chiefly infill upon Morality^ exhorting the Congregation to afa- 
liain from Muttheu, Theft, Fornication and Adultery, and to do to others as they would be 
done by. For this reaibn they are of opinion, that Men. are fooner ftved by good Works 
and innocency of Life, then by Faith. They have no Averfion for thofe that forfake 
their Religion to become Gbrtjians^ fo their Life be correfpondent to the Profellion they 
4Dakc* 

They exclaim lowdly agdnft the OflR:tings the Pegttans make to the Devil, particularly 
.‘when they perform any Vow they made in their ficknefs, or in any other unfortunate Acci- 
dent,and endeavour to aboliflr this wicked cuftom, which is grown fo inveterate, that hi- 
therto they have loft their labour. Thefe people ordinarily live inWoods, and to prevent the 
danger of wild Bcafts, whereof theft parts are full, they have their Couches hanging in the 
Ait betwixt boughs of Trees. They eat but once a day, and are habited in red Veftnres 
that reach tt> their heels, bare-footed, and over th?ir Shoulders a fliort Coat or Mantle that 
comes to thr- ' tins. Theyfliave their heads, nay cannot endure hair upon any part of 
their body i and to guard them from the Sun-beams they wear a Hat. Great honours 
are done to them after their death, and after their Corps hath been attended certain dayes, 
they are burnt with Sandale-woodjthcy caft the Alhes into the River, and iuterr the Bones 
near the place .they liv'd in. • 

fegu yields no Corn at all, but in recompence, they have more Rice then they can l^nd > a 
in lb much that they can afford fome to their Neighbours. They have a cuftom to make . 

a Drug of certain little Fifties, which they pound in a Mortar, and being (b-brought to a 
Pafte, they lay it in the Sun to putrifie, till it be quite corrupted, and grows moift,and then 
they uft it in their Sauces, inftead of Oyl ox Butter,making a dainty of that, which it were 
not poffible fer us to endure the finell of. 

/Sodon^ was heretofore fo common in thoft parts, that to extirpate this Vice, which had Othtspeewi 
near deftroy’d the whole Species, one of the <^eens of Peg« ordain’d by Edid i that eve- bw Ga- 
ry Man fiiould carry in his Y ard a little Bell, which would make it fwell in fuch fort, that 
he ftiould not be able to do Nature any violence. And to the end the Women ihould not 
be fruftrated of their due, their Virginity was to be taken away, while they were yet very 
youBg, by means of a Compofition, of contrary operation to that ufed by common Wo- 
men to heighten thepleafures of their Gallants, Theft little Bells are put in betwixt 
the skin and the flelh ; and to effc<3: the operation, they caft them intoafleep, with a cer- 
tain Drink, tomaj^e them inftnfible of the pain they are put to by the Incifion, whereof 
notwithftanding they are cur’d in few dayes. For their greater averfion fromSoda^, they 
paint the Boyes at fcven or eight years ol age with a cettain*blew, which extending with 
the skm asit grows, changes into another cdoms^aaid ^u^kes them look moft horribly. The 
Women, on the contrary, do all they can to appear lovely, and attrad the Men, covering 
their privy parts only with a thin piece of Linnen, which fits not fo cloft, but the leait 
wind Ihews all they have, \ 

All of them in general make their Teeth black, and Men, when they ride on horfeback, 
fill their Mouths with fomething that puffs out their Cheeks. They who marry buy their 
\Vivesof their Parents j and when they are cloy'd ftnd them home again, but the money 
belongs to the Wife, who on her fide is obliged to reftitution, il flic part with her Hus* 
ba^ without cauft. ‘ < . Ihi thifi 

The King is Heir to all that dye without Children, and they who have Children caa part $ 
leave them but two thirds of their Eftate, the reft belongs to the King. < mjI BjiMt

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then Ginger. At Pegu they take in no other Merchandizes then Silver and Rice, which 
they tranfport to Malacca. In bargaining they make no words at all, they do no more 
but give their Hand cover’d with a Handkerchief, and in grafping or moving their Fingers 
they make their meaning known. For borrowing of money they ftick not to pawn tUcir 
Wives and Children > but if the Creditour enjoyes them carnally during that time. Lets 
then paid, and the Debtour acquitted. 

Siam, one of the moft confiderable Kingdoms of tht Indies, lying at eighteen degree? 
on this fide the Line, hathon the North, the Kingdoms of Peg« and j on the Weft, 
the Gulf of Pmgala, from the Haven of Martauan to the Town of Javaga i towards the 
Eaft, whence theCoaft runs firft Northwards to thirteen degreesand a half,comprc- 
hending in this fpace, the Gulf of Siam: And laflly, Southwatd,to twelve degrees, lying 
more at a diftance from the Sea» it joyns Eaftward on the Defarts of Cambodia, and the 
Kingdoms of Jangoma, iangou and Lanfiangb, to eighteen degrees towards the foremen- 
tioaed Kingdoms of T^u and Auva, making as it were a femi-circlc, containing near upon 
four hundred and fifty Leagues. The Country in fome parts is rough and mountainous, 
in other parts covered with Woods, and to the Seawards 'tis low and mar(3iy,and generally 
.fiatjgood and fertile, yielding in abundance all neceffaries for livelihood i and having on 
the Gulfes divers Ifles, Rivers, Bayes, Harbours and Roads, commodious for the tranfpor- 
tation of fuch things as they themfelves can fpare. 

The River called Menm,x\ax is, Mother of the waters, is one of the greateft India hath. ’ 
The breadth of it is not great, but its length fuch, that hitherto no man hath difeovered 
the head of it. It fends its Current from North to South, palling through the Kingdoms 
of P«£«and Ama i and at laft, running through Siam, 4^ th^e Streams it falls into the 
Gulf of Siam. One quality it hath common with the IWalW it yearly 

overilows the adjacent Country, for the fpace of five moneths fogetlw^j^b^ngin that 
time ail Worms and Inieds, and leaving, when it retires, a llimdTor moOTlRiu^SSr for 
the increafe of Rice. That Channel <£ this River which is moft commodipus for Barks 
or Veffels, is that, which lies moft Eaftwards, at thirteen degrees and a half elevation, 
but what makes it almoft ufeleR, is, that there lies a Shelf a League in length, or bet- 
ter, dt the mouth of the River, which at low-water holds not above five or fix foot 
water. * 

At high-water it holds fifteen or Cxteen foot, zixdxa September, OSobersind November, 
feventeen or eighteen foot. Veffels of greater burthen ordinarily fiay.in the Road two 
Leagues from the Shelf, where having at no time left then five or fix fothom water they 
ride fecure. They who venture to come over the Shelf with the Tide* may go up along 
the River to the City of Batte\ocl^, fix Leagues from the Sea, and thence may pafs by 
boat in five or fix dayes, as high as the City of fndia, twenty four Leagues within the 
Land, except in the moneths before mentioned, duting which foafon the River ^s inna- 
vigable. 1 

The .Provinces of tiiis vaft Kingdom are all very populous, though not equally > for 
fuch as have the Commodity of Rivers and Havens, far exceed thofe that lye more re- 
mote. It would be very difficult to reckon all the Towns of this great T5ominion : 
wherefore we will here give only an account of the principal and moft confiderable, either 
for greatnefs, or ts tlte moft confiderable of the feveral Provinces. The chief pf the 
Kingdom is It^a, byfime called then Camhyia, Cam^aa, SinoaVura, pieelouc}^, 
Surk,elouch^, Cafheng, Sonceths^ , Kepbinpet , ConfytPan, Pytfyay, Pitfedi, Iddure, Te- 
mu, Mormlon, Martenoy , Lygat, -^rikloMg, iamfferm, where the Portefguez drive a 
good Trade, Banck^ck^, Pipry, Mergy , &c. Befides which, there are many more, 
which rather deferve a place in a Map , then in the Relation of a particular Mans 
Travels. 

The City of India, the ordinary Refidence of the Court, is feated on the River Menam, 
wmch makes an Illand entirely taken up by that City, Imvmgon the Rivet- fide a ftrong 
fufficient waH,for about two Leagues in compafs, and the Subuxhs on both fides the River, 
as well built and adorn'd with Temples and Palaces as the Town it felf. Here are divers 
very fair Streets, with Channels regularly cut i but withall there are fomc which are nei- 
ther large nor fair,' though the River croffesthe Town info many places, that there is 
Ica rce a boufebut may be gone to by boat. 

i he Houfes here, asgcnerally all over the are but of ordinary building, and for 
th^e moft part covered with Tiles. There arc’ within the Town above three hundred fair 
MoJque^,Qt Chappels,with gilt Steeples, osPytamides, which at a diftance yield a glorious 
profpew, with abundance ot Pagodes qf all forts Qf Metals, The Palace, which is as it 
were a City of it feJf within the other, hath its Towftsand Pysamidcs gilt, fb as the Citf 
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of India may be faid to be as beautiful, as large, and as populous as any City in India j ne- 
vcrthelefs, I will not affirm y/hiLt Fernando Mendez Pinto writes, that it contains within its ' — 


Circuit four hundred thoufand Families, whereof three quarters zteSiamezes ; but thus 
much I can add> that the City hath this advantage, that it is impregnable j for being of 
itfelf ftrong enough toindureany Siege for manymoneths, it hath an in&llible relief, 
which never fails at fix moneths end, by leafon that the River cvertiovving, no Line can 
withftand it, nor no Camp can be fo ftrong but muft dillodgc. 

The Ring oiSiam that now reigns, and who amongft hisother Titles, takes that of Pre- The Ring 
eatf SalcUy that is, Sacred Member of God, bolds the Crown from his Anceftors, who have efshmofi 
polTefted it for many Ages s and next to the Mogiely this Prince can reckon more Kings of , 

his Family, then any Prince of tfje Indies. Bmtlfi 


He is abfolute Montreh in his Dominions, folely difpofing, with an Independant Au- f, afoliae> 
thority, of all Affaits of his Kingdom. He makes War and Peace, impofes Taxes on 
his Subjeifrs, ciwfttes hfegiftrates, fets value on Money, and m?kes Laws and Statutes, 
without thccjwfrptor advice either of States or Lords; He allows them to confiderof 


fuch Affairs as come to their knowledge , and to offer him their Advice by way of Re- 
monftraacc » but he rcfrrves to hirafelf the Power to approve , or reject , what he 


pleafes. 

. Thefe Noblemen arc called Maniorins \ and are there as the Privy Council, a quality 
p; Kingbeftows onwhom heplcafes, as he doth of all other Honours in the Kingdom, 

Irithout regard either to birth oc merit • becaufe his Subjeds are his Slaves, and the King 
fs Mailer of all they poaSlhrs, eren their very lives, whereof he hath power to difpofe to his 
fervice and advantage, - !Tis true that in this, as in depofing the Mandarins from their 
Dignitk5,and eeducing them to the rank of their fellow SubjeSs,he obfrrves fome appear- 
mcc of Equity, by fcllowjng in feme mcafure the Laws of the Kingdom, but being above 
the Law, he cxpli«RttS dhd &ecutes it as he pleafrs. 

The Prince is exceeding magnificent in his Apparel and Train, but his State appears in m rnnSB 
nothing more then his manner of living. For the people, who feldom fee him, have a pe- 
:uliar Venetatioofor his Ferfon, nor do the Grandees and Officers frarce ever come into his 
prefenec. When he ^ves Audience, he fits moft glorioufly habited on a T hrone of Gold, 
with a Crown on his head, and at his fret the P^rs and Gentlemen of theHouiholdon 


their knees i and not far from him a Guard of three hundred Souldkrs. iNo one fpeaks to 
him but on the knee, and they who come for audience prefrnt themfelves in this fort, their 
hands being lifted above their head, and making to him ever and anon moft low reverences^ 

The continual inclinations that are made him, and the Titles given him, muft likewifr be 
accompanied with oblkging leeches, and attributions beyond what either greatnefsor 
goodnefs can defrtve. 

His Anfwers are receiv’d as Oracles, and hb Orders executed without delay ordifpute. 

He hath in every Province of his Kingdom his Palaces and Gardens : when he removes his 
Houfhold,he hath with him a number of Elephants loaden with Tents, to be pitched when 
he comes to places fit to reft int 

‘ He hath but one Wife, to whom they give the Title, of Qgeen i but he hath an infinite ^ ^ 
number of Concubines, which arc choftnfot him out pf the fiiireft Virgins of the King- ane BS/#, 
dom. He feeds very high, but drinks only Water, becaufe the Laws both Civil and Ecefi- 
fiaftical prohibit the ufe of Wine to Perfons of Quality ♦ when he pleafes to recreate hiniT 
frlf upon the River,hc goes in a ^lendid gilt Bai^e under a Canopy of gtoeadoc, attended 
by {biBfi of his Domefticks, and a Guard of three or four hundred, in ftWen or eight other 


Barges, which have each <ff them fourfeore or a hundredSiiVca to row. The Noblemen 
who fiollow, and arc iomstimes to the numbepcff./aUdjipa6wd,gt twelve huntked, have each 
their feveral Barge. 

The like is done when the Kinggaes from his Palace iutoithe City » Then he fits in a 
Chair of Gold, born on the flioulders of ten or twelve Waiters, having marching before 
him many Elephants and Horfes richly faarneffed, in,thisfort marching with a ftatcly apd 
grave pace., while the people proftrate themfelves to him, and render him the fame honours 
they might do to Ciodhimfrlii 

He appears particularly in 1:^ greateft Magnificence on a certain day in OUoier, defigned . . ^ 

for tills Ceremony. On this liy, he appears both in the City, and upon the River, tpraalM! 
a procefiion to one of his chiefcft Mofqneet, whither he goes to iacrifice, and to do his Dc- " 

votions for the prolperity of the State. In the head of this procclfion march about two , 
hundred Elephants, each of them carrying three arm’d Men : then coaittithe Mufick, 
confining of Hoboycs,Tabours,and Cimbals; next come aboutathoufeodttilh]t<Pg>Sdeit-i' 
ly arm’d, divided into feveral Companies that have their Gokjitesuitd Ne*- ^ 
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ie%9> thcfe follow many Noblemen onhorfeback, and amongft ehcmfbme with Crowns of 
- Gold upon their Heads, with a Train of fourfeere or a hundred perfons on foot. Betwixt 

thefe Noble men and the Life-guard, march two hundred Souldiers,7«pff«f/«, all very well 
cloath’d,and go immediately before the Horfesand Elephants, which are for the Kings par- 
ticular ufe, their hamefs made with Buckles and Studs of Gold, fet with Diamonds and 
other precious Stones. The Servants, who bear the Fruits and other things for the Sacri- 
fice, march before certain Grandees of the Kingdom, whereof one bears the Kings Standard, 
the other the Scepter of Juftice. Thefe walk on foot immediately before the King, who 
fits, mounted on an Elephant, in a Chair of Gold. The Prince his Son, or feme other 
Prince of the Bloud,follows next after hira,and then comes the Queen and the Kings other 
Women on Elephants, but not to befeen,as being in certain wooden Clofcts gilt. The 
reft of the Houlhold,and fix hundred of the Guard, come in the Rear, which by this means 
confifts of fifteen or fixteenthoufandperfons. 

froruSn As to their Proceffion upon the River, they obferve the order following. Firft, in the , 
iijKm liha f^cad of this Fleet march about two hundred Noble men, each in his fevctal Barge, where 
they fit in a gilt Cabin, and each Barge mw'd by three or fourlcore Slaves. Then follow 
- four Barges a<%n’d for the Mttfick,and next follow about fifty Barks of State,each having, 
fourfeore, or fourlcore and ten Rowers j and after theft come ten other gilt Barges, in ont^ 
of which the King is ftated in a Throne of Gold, attended bjr divers Noble men, ail upotd 
their knees before him, and amongft them, oneof thechiefeft Mandcrim^ who bears hlil 
Standard. The Prince follows after him in another Barge^ and after him comes th^ 
Qgeen, and the Concubines i And laftly, in a great number of other Barges, the houlholdl 
Servants and the Guards, fo as that this Proceffion cohi^^3|^WMi^five or thirty thou-i 
fand perfons, who come either to fte the magnificence of adore thei^ 

The Reve- Since the thirds of all real Eftates fell to the King, we may weTl^m^o!p|0p®5venue 
Bw. fobe very great, but disadvantage comes not near the profits accibvving tonim by the 
Commerce, which by Fadours he holds with Strangers for his Rice, Copper, Lead, and 
Salt-jpctcr. ]& hath in his ^untry good ftore of Gold j and the Cuftoms he hath of all 
Mcrchandiies,Bpth coming in and going out,bring confiderable fums, befides the Preftnts 
which Governoiirs of Provinces are obliged to make him every year. A great profit like- 
wift heraiftsby Commerce with ready Money into China, and along the Coaft of Coro- 
mandel, which yields him yearly two thoufand Gattys of Silver advantage. He hath 
throughout his Kingdom' abundance of Officers for managing of his Revenue, and re- 
ceiving his Moneys, which as Mtnd^ Binto ftyes, amounts annually to twelve Milli- 
ons- of Duccats ', but principally in the City of In^a, whither they repair from all 0- 
ther parts, once a year, tom^ke their accounts. ' The greateft charge the King is at, 

, next his Houlhold, is in building places and Mofyms, rewarding Services, and maintain- 
ing his Guards, the reft comes into the Ttenfury, which by tnismearrsiwellsalmoft to 
iafiwty. , .. 

Mali Cities have their particular Juriffiidions, and Judges for Adoniniftration of Ju- 
fticc,totaike an account whereof there isa Council appointed in theCityof Inita, confin- 
ing of a Prefid^jfahd twelve Counccllors, who give a definitive Sentence, and decide all 
difierences brOu|^tbefore tfiemby way of appeal; ’tisnevertheleft allowed them ftme- 
times to prevent theft’Seiitences by a Review before the Privy Conneel s but tfiis happens 
not frequently, byreafon, the Chaiges are fo great, very ftw will undertake it. They

In want of fufheient Teftimony, they make ufe of certain extraordinary wayes for Mmns <f 
Conviftion, or Juftificationof the Criminal, which they do by confent of all patties, with 
the Judges pertniffiou, who allows them to maintain what they fay, by Water, by Fire, or <>”• 
by boylnig Oyl. When they fubmit to the Tryal of Water, the Accuftr, and the accu« 
fed party are both let down along a great Pole, which is planted in the River, and he that 
Hayes longeft under water gains the day » as he that patiently holds his Hand longeft in 
boyling Oyl. Others, who chuft the tryal of Fire,are to go five or fix Heps, very flowly, 
in a great Fire, and that betwixt two Men, who lean as hard as the£ can upon their 
ftioulders. But the way they hold moft infallible fijt their juftification, is, to fwallow a 
Pill of Rice, over which their Priefts have pronounced fome words of maledidion, which 
he that fwallows without fpitting is £b clearly juftified,' that his friends attend him in tri- 
umph to his habitation. 

The Kings Armies confift chiefly of his Subjeifis-, for though beCdcs five or fix hun- -the mm 
dred Japenefis^ who bear the reputation of Valour throughout thcIadUs j he hires Ibme- if Siaro. 

hothKasboumiind Mdayesh the number is notwithllanding fo fmall, that'tisin- 
AflOfifiderable. The King now reigning had taken fo great an averfion for the Japenefesy 
Mn fufpition they had a defign upon his perfon, that he put fonae to death, and expell’d the 
feft. Yet fince that he hath given way fot their return to their aiKient truft > but, as I 
pid, they exceed not tbe*nuhiber of five or fix hundred. His Subiedts are obliged to go 
MO the Wars at theii own charges , fo that according as occafion requires, he calls out the 
hundredth, thefitricth, the twentieth, the tenth, andfometimes the fifth man j befides 
thofe, the Noble men, at their own charges, faring along with them a fufficient Guard of 
their pt oaj; By this means he raifesat a fmall charge a moftpuilTant Army, wherein 
there fb hd ' nietimes three or four thoufand Elephants, though he feldom raife an Ar- 
my of abo .4 fitly or thteefcore thoufand men. 

His Infantry arc well enough difeiplined, but very ill armed •, only Bows and Arrows, 

Swords, Pikes and Budjtlers, without Fire-armes. Nor are their Horfc better appointed, Jimeh 
as being but poorly mounted » fo as his chiefinft firength confifts in his Elephants, which 
are train’d to the work , and carry each three arm’d men j but many which are brought 
out with the Army are employed about the Baggage, Great Artillery they have, but 
manage them ignorantly. Their Naval Forces ate in as ill condition as their Land i con- 
fining in a multitude of Frigots and Gallics, well furniftied with Artillery, but their Soul- 
diers and Sea*mcn arc inexpert. There is an infinite number of Barks for fervice againft 
the Enemy upon the River, as advantagious to them as at Sea, by reafon his Neighbours 
are rather worfe provided then hei but all his Forces joyned together were not fufficient 
to oppofe a Spanifiy Ettglip,lox Holland Fleet i yet this Princes Predeceflbrs have often had 
great Vidories over their Enemies, while Martial Princes have had the CondiidJ: of their 
Armies. 

The Kings of Tegtt and Siam have*at aU times pretended to a foie Monarchy over all Both the 
the Kingdoms in thefc parts, and without difpute fegu had fomething the better, but the 
continual War they have held, as well for this as other differences, hath fo wafted the 
Frontiers of both thefe Kingdoms, that the Armies are not able to fubfift there any longer, 
and fo neceffity forced them to conclude a Peace ; which fince they break not, but by in- vaaignoi. 
curlions of fbme flying Army of twenty or thirty thoufand, during the Summer Scafbn. 

The iaft War the King of Swjwmade upon the Kings of Jangomaznd Langfgaugh mte 
purely oUt of ambition for the Soveraignty they pfctcntled’fO over thofe Kingdoms. Tis 
not long likewifc fince the King of Cambtodla, a Tributary to the King of Siam, revolt- 
ed i whereupon Siam enters his Territories with a potent Army, but was oppofed fo vi- 
goioufly, that he was forced to retire. The Kingdom after this enjoyed a long peace, till 
the deccafed'King having caufed his Brother to be murthered to eftablifh his Son upon 
the Throne, one of the Princes of the Bloud took occafion to ufurp the Crown, as I fiiall 


immediately tell you. _ . a . 

This Ufiirper made (hew as if he would cfpoufo the intcrefts of the State againft the 
Kings oi FegmndAuva, aftd efpecially againft tlie King of Cambodia, though he wrauld 
not cuter into-open Hoftility with them, becaufe he might have enough to do toftand 

arm’d againft the defigns the right Heirs might have upon his perfon. J , , tL 

He continued likewife the fame friendfhip for the Hollanders his Predeccflw|nad ten** o/Sian*^ 
fied to them, fince he ^ook their part againft Fernando ^ Siha^^Oovetnont of

fix Ships, to chaftife the Rebels of Patany. 

F®r certain, the King of Siam keeps more Elephants then any other Prince of India., 
and herein confifts his chiefeft Forces. For though the Indians zSeOi this Beaft, of \vhat 
part fb ever he is, yet have they a particular eftcem for thofe of S iam, for their make, their 
mephtnt ftrength, and, as they call it, for their apprehenfion. They take them here as they do in 
hmuag. fegu bringing into the Forrefi fifteen or twenty tame Females, which being, as it were, 
Decoyes, loffer themfelves to be led up and down, till Ibme of the wild Elephants herd 
with them, and fo are by little and little betrai’d into a large Court well wall’d about, to 
which you enter by a double walk of Trees, which as well as the Court is (hut up with 
ftrong Rails : As foon as the Elephants are in, then are the Females let out one by one at 
another Gate, leaving the wild by themfelves. Within this Court are two four-fijuare 
Partitions, divided with Pallizadocs like Cages, the one in the middle, the other at the fide 
of the wall. The polls whereof they are made, areietatfiich difiance, that men may 
with cale pals in and out to vex and provoke the Beafts \ but they muft make a fwift re- 
treat within their Appartment, when this formidable Foe purfucs them. This is the moft 
acceptable divertifement can beprefented to the King, who with the Nobility of his 
Court is ever prefent at this hunting. After the Elephants are by this kind of hunting 
fufficicntly tired, they drive them into another clofe Pen no bigger then their bodies, made 
of ftrong beams, where they tye them fay the legs to three tame Elephants where- 

upon hunger and acquaintance with the others, in three or fG^ 3 ftW^|Mdng them to live 
as they do. Sometimes they hunt them in the Forreft, and open GharQPj||||jL w ithj amfc 
Elephants, till at laft they fallen them by the legs together, and fo them 

away, but this not without conflid and danger. _ - • 

A vihae Sometimes in the Kingdom of Siam they meet with white Elephants. India 

Elepbinti they have a veneration for tins Creature : but the Siamefes, and the people of thofe parts, 
fay,they are the Kings of the Elephants j in fo much as the King of Siam, when he meets 
with one, caufes him to be ftrved in Veflels of Gold, to walk under a Canopy, and allows 
him a Princely train. 

In the year 15^8. the King of Pegu, underllanding that the King of had twO' 
the oKofi- white Elephants, fent a fblemn EmbaSy to requeft he might buy one of them, and that 
mrhol he would feta price upon himi which the King of B'idfnrefufing, the King of Pegttxe- 
mm the folves to fetch him with a powerful Army. He found fuch flender reiiftance in Siam, that 
Kings 4 . the Kingfoeing his Kingdom and chief City in the hands of his Enemies, tookpoyfba, 
whereof he dyed, though that Conquell coft the King of •Pegu the lives of five hundred 
thoufandmen. 

, , Raja King of Siam, who lived about the yeaxi^id. acknowledged at that time 

Raja Hapi the Soveraignty of the King of Pegu, but this was only till he could find opportunity to 
free himfelf ftom this fubjedion, as he did fome few years after. For entering the King- 
dom of Pfg« with a powerful Army, he laid fiege to the City of Aracam i refolved not to 
move thence till he had taken it. In efled he rais’d not the Siege, but not being able to 
force the City, and unwilling to break his Oath, he built a Houfc near it, where he dyed. 
This Prince was fo famous for his cruelty, that ’tis reported of him,^that being fick, and 
hearing two of bis Concubines laugh in an anti-charter, he commanded they fhould be 
immediately cut to pieces. He had a Favouritci cafled Oefai Cfaro«»i, whole ambition 
fwell’d to that height, that he brought four or five hundred Ja^oneJesSato the Kingdom, 
eloath’d like Merchants, to be imployed to murthcr the King, and fettle him upon the 
Throne. This defign took no effed during the Kings life, but he being dead, Ocht Che- 
«0B>i feiz’d on the Crown, and caufed himftlf to be proclaimed King. The Son of Kaja 
Haft had friends fufliclent to call out this llfurper,but he Was not fortunate enough to keep 
theCrown in his pofieffion,for he was likcwife flain, and left it to his younger Brother alive 
at this day. Tis not long fince the King of Siam had the fatisfadion to have two young 
white Elephants together, but they both dyed in a Iborttimc. 

The Indmns do belifcve that a white Elephant hath fomethiag in it of divine, and fay, 
they rclpect it not only for the colour, but they obferve in him that he looks tp be treated 
as a Prince, and that he is troubled, when other Elephants render not him the honour due 
to him. 

the King a The King of Siam is a Pagan, nor do his Solfieds know any other Religion. They 
Pagan, have divers Mof juees, Monafieries and Chappcls, where their Ecclifiallicks retire and^-i' 

' fetEiS^ 
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femble to do their Devotions. They are difcerned from other buildings by the gilt Tow- 
ers and Pyramides, There are infinite of Gold, Silver, Stone, Timber, and o'hcr 

materials,of all fizes > fome of twenty, fome thirty, fourty,fifty foot, and amongll the reit 
one which fits, which if it ftood, would be fixlcorc foot in height. 

Their ccclefiafticks are very exemplary in their life, having amongft them a kind of Hte- A Hierat. 
rarchjft under the dirediion of the High-Ptieftof the Grand Mofquey of the City or India'^ 'by. 
to whom all the reft yield obedience. In mattersof Religion his Authority is great, but 
in Temporals he acknowledges the King, and fields him the fame refpet^ as his other Sub- 
jeifts do. In the City of ladia^ there are a&ove thirty thoafand of thefe Ecclefiafticks, 
who are eafily known by their habit,fbt tjiey all wear Garments of a yellow Linnen-cloath, 
and have their Crowns fliav’d. Amongft thena they chufc the moft learn’d and accom- 
plifli’d for Priefts, and to take charge of the Mofqueys. Theft are as Paifbns amongft them, 
who on Feftival dayes preach to the people, and ftcrifice tb their Idols. They ate prohi- raiuc/jj- 
bited the company of Women on pain of being burnt alive : but their Vows are not ft 
indifpenfible, but fiich as have not the gift of Continency are allowed to change their pto- 
feffion j every Mofquey hath a Convent belonging to if, for entertainment of Priefts defign'd hood. ' 
for the ftrvice, which is regularly faid, morning and evening. They live partly on the 
Revenue of the Mofqueys^ and partly on Gratuities given them by the King and Nobility, 
ill the way of Aimes, but they hafe their chiefeft livelihood at the peoples Charge, fay beg- 
^ging every day through the Qty, like our Friars Mendicants. They have likewift Reli- 
Igious Women and Beguins^ who are aged, devout Women, who inhabit neat the Mofqueys^ Beguini. 
(that they may i^e prefeit at all the Church* Services j but theft make no Vow, nor are ob- 
liged to any particular rule of Difeipline. 

They believe there is one God, who created the Univerft, and hath under him divers 
other Gods, by whom he governs the World. They believe the .Soul is immortal, and 
that at its depattufe out of the Body, it goes either to injoy beatitude, or into eternal tor-, 
ments, having firft paffed through other Bodies. This is the ground of their Religion, 
which, they fay, they have received from time immemorable by Tradition of Saints, wnom 
they have exalted to Deities, and now do part of their Devotions to them. They hold 
likewift, that good works willftve them, and in particular their Charity, which they di- 
re(^ not to men alone, but to Beafts likewift. And hence it is, that on Feftival dayes, the 
people bring Birds and Fifh hard by the Mofqu^t^ which they buy on purpoft to ftt them 
at liberty, becauft with the Benjans they believe a Metetaf^hofis^ or tranfinigraejon of 
Souls. $ 

In their Ceremonies they ufe abundance of lights, which they ftt up before their Pagodes, Ugitihi 
in time of Service. They likewift Incenftthem, and adorn them with Flowers and pre- 
dous Stones. They have no certain day in the week defign’d for their Devotions, but 9“*=y** 
they have fome in particular every quarter of the Moon, and obftrve moreover a fort of 
Lent for three moneths, during which they abftainfrom ftveral forts of Meat. 

They pray for the dcad,and bury th?m with many Ceremonies. They wafli, (have, and 
perfume the Corps in the prdence of the Ecclefiafticks -, then they are brought near the tbeiead, 
Mofquey where the Corps is bufnt, andfbCAlhes buried in the lame place, under a rich 
Tomb or ftately Pyramide, according to the d^ree and abilities of the deceaftd. The 
n^reft Relations fliavethemfclves,give Alms, procure the Priefts to fay Prayers, and attead 
the body with Mufick, Theatrical Repreftntations, and Fire-works, fo as thefe Ofiftqt^cs 
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put them to great chvges. 

They never difputcwith any of a contrary Religion, but believe/ that by Bv^ieg well 
they may be faved iu any Religion ; though they are fo 6x.t tia«!beii' Own, that there is no 
hope of ever introducing another. The to catcchift fome, but with

The inferiour people here invoke the Devil, contrary to the dqdrine of their Ecclefi- TjP« gji- 
afticks, who jBceflantly preach againft this abomination j but hitherto they cannot pluck medesfl*. 
up this rooted wickednefs, which they fucked in with their firft Milk* ' 

The Siamfesztt comely, and well proportioned, but ill Souldiers, though cruel and in- 
(blent enough after Vidfoiry. They ate rather black then brown, ingenious in Commerce, 
but they are cautious, diffident, diflcmblers, unqonftant, felft, and lyars. • 

The Men are lazy,and canDfbi no employment which requires labour, fuch theyJfeflwil^^j jW 
their Women and Slaves, Itaving affairs and husbandring of land to the'uc char^^‘,j*^^ Itiies. 
they walk'the Streets, or make their'addreftes at Court. They cover thctttfSlvey'^th f 
painted Cloath from the Navel to the Knees. Men wear Qiort Shirts ^ 

ing to their Elbows, and Women hide their Breads with a Ihu^ ^ 

about their Necffii .AH obftrveone fafoionin Clothe^

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to be diftiuguilbed from otherSjbut by their Train, which confhls of about five and twenty 
or thirty Slaves. 

Their Houfes are made of Timber or Canes, of a fafbion peculiar to the Country, and 
covered with Coco leaves, they are raifed three or four foot trom the ground, and in every 
partition have fcveral windows, which is very commodious. They have no other movea' 
bles then what are neceffaty for the Chamber and Eitchin, and their diet is Rice, Fifli and 
Pulfe-, and they drink nothing but Water, but.atFeaftstheymake better cheer, and are 
williag tobeinvited to be drunk with Arac or Strong-water. 

Ecclefiafticks meddle not in the marriages of 'Perfons of Quality, by reafon the parties 
are content to confide in each other for the conditions agreed upon, and obtaining the 
confent of their Parents they conCimmate the marriage. But they ever reierve liberty of 
ftparation, with an equal divifioa of Getods and Children, without Licenfe of any Magi- 
ftrate, and to marry again, with whom, and as oft as they will. Their contra<3: with their 
Concubines is of a different kind, for they are confidered but as Slaves, and under the au- 
thority of the Wife, who on her part is iatisfkd with this precedency, knowing her Chil- 
dren, who are only efieemed legitimate, ftiall divide aU, leaving to the natural but a very 
fmalliharc. ^ ' ■ 

The Eftates of Perfons of Q^lity are ordinarily divided' into three parts \ one falls t»‘ 
the King > one to the Ecclefiafticks, they defraying the Funeral Charges, which there are, 
great v and the third to the Children, People of middle condition buy their Wives, and ;

They en)oy’d all thefe priviledges, till 
fuch time as the King of Siam began to favour the HoVatiders, whom he found lefs infblent 
and more fincere then the Fortugues, who jealous of the affcftion of the King fkewed to 
the HoUanderf, prc{ently.obfttu<fted the Commerce the Siamefef held at Saint 'Ihomas and 
Hegapatam^ and proceeded fo far, as at lafl, in the year i ^24. they £et upon a Dutch Frigot 
upon the River Meaaiw, as we told you before ; vsthcreat the King was fo offended, that 
the Bifhop of Malacca^ having a Vicar Refident at India, he forbad him to come to Court. 

The PortHguez inffead of rnah^ amends for this firft fault, in a conjundturc when the 
Hollanders, their promis’d enemies, might have joyn’d with the King of Siam, continued 
ifill to obftru^ the (Semmerceof the Siamefes i m fo much that the King perceiving their 
defign was abfolutcly to defiroy it, was out of all patience* and in the year idji. flayed 
one of their Ships with all the Men but they finding means to make an eicape, contrary 
to their parole, he put an Imbargo upon all the Portugtfez Ships, which were found in the 
Ports of Lygoar and Tanajfary, and put all the Men m prifon, out of which they were not 
(t;,t at liberty till two years after. 

The Hollanders made their firfl eflablilhment there, at the beginning of his age, though ^ 
it is only Once the year thaf they trade there with any profit;: they have made great mm of the 
dvautages of thefriend^pof (hat King, <in order to the Commerce they have at ^ava HoOander* 
nd Sumatra. ^ «Siain. 

On the North- weft fide of the Kingdom of Siam, lies that of Cambodia, which on the 
Jpther fide hath nothing but the Sea. The Metropolis, from which it derives its name, 
lies fixty Leagues from, the Sea, upon a pleaGint River, which tiles out of a great Lake, as 
do alfo all the othejr Rivers of the Kingdom. But in that of Cambodia, it is particularly 
obfctvable, that it overflows every year as the Nile doth j and as doth alfo the Rivet Me- 
nam, in the Kingdom of Siam. It begins to rife at the beginning of June, and fo rifes 
by degrees to ten ox twelveibot i but in July and Augufi ’tis not nav igable, for that it 
drowns the whole Coqptry. The City of Cambodia, to prevent thefe Deluges, is built 
uponan aSivantagiousrifing, having but onely one ftreet, and is inhabited hy^afonefes, 
Portuguez, by Cochiuebinez and Malayes. The Portttguez carry Malacea‘Sta& thi- 
ther, and there load with Betgamin, Lacque, Wax, Rice,' Bra&, Velfels and Bars of China- 
Iron. 

The King, who is but a ValTal of the King of Siam’s, refidesin the City of Cambodia, the Pd- j 
in a Palace fortified with a good Pallifado inftead of a Wall, where are Ibme Pieces of kee R^d% 
China Artillery, and about twenty four or twenty five pieces of Cannon, which he reco- 
vered out of two HoU^^ Ships wrack’d on that Coaft, ail mounted on four- wheel’d-Car- 
xiages, only painted blcYT, except four ijvhich are mounted on ordinary Carriages, vamifli’d.

gave out, that the Air was unwholfotne,that it was not inhabitable, efpecially for Forraign- 
ers, while they notwithftanding continued there, and followed their buiinefs. 

They are peflclTed of no more then the City and Suburbs, and five Leagues odT, upbh the 
fame River, the Town of Nofira Smbora de Guadafitpe i for about halt a League thence 
live the Manancambos^ Subjetas to the King of Jahor : but that would not have hindred 
the Tortugutz from making it one of the moft confiderable places of the Indies^ if the 
Hollanders did not difturb their Commerce, Sad find work for the King of Spain's ArmieS 
in that part of theUnivetfe. At the requeft of the King of fahor, in the year 1606. 
they came down iiatoMalaecitf .and befieg'd the chief City, upon promile they Ihould be 
pofleftofitj but the aid that King brought them was fo inconfiderablc, that they were 
conftrain’d to ralfo iffc Siege 5 yet not till they had, fo ruin’d the place, that it could never 
fince be repaired, fix tboufand lives being loft in that Siege* On the other fide, fince the 
Hollanders gotluchftrong hold in Cey/ffM and the formg^tztszit withChinazaA 
the Mold^ttes U quite loft, by reafbn they are no more Matters of that Sea. But what more 
and more ruines the City , is the avarice of the Governours, who will not accept 
of that Government, but on condition to inrich themftlves two hundred thoufand 
(Crowns in three years: to raife which fumthey arc forc’d to opprefsthc Inhabitanft as 
well as Strangers j which t^rcffionswiil in time fo rumc the Commerce of this place, 
fhat for the future the jikuft make no great account of it. 

The Kingdom of not fo great as that of Jabor, but without comparifon more patang. 

fopulous : for fomc that have dealt there for the Hollanders, and have ftaid there a fulEci« 
eat time, afiSrm, they have feen Records, that affert the King of Patam can raife an Army 
of an hundred and fourfoore thoufand men. True it is, the Patanans are bad Souldiers, 
and very improper for war » but we (peak of the number, not the quality, and fay, that 
the City of P at anan, the Metropolis of the Kingdom, can alone fet forth at Icaft ten 
thoufand %' that is, the Malayans four thoufand, the Chinefes three, and the Skmefes as 
msmy. • • - ' 

The City o£ Patame-Gmis upon the Sea-fide, but the Haven is two thoufand yaces Deferipdon 
thence. The Houfes ateof Tiitibdt ot Qtaek, mod well and handfbmly built. The Kings ®/ Patanao 
Palace isfurrounded with a Fallifiido, and the Mtfquey is made Of Brick. 

' As to the Inhabitants, they may be feid rather brown then 01 ive>coIoured t of .body btinhetl. 
well proportioned, but they are ^|;hcy and proud } yet tbis rather in their Comport* tmt*. 
ment then Converfatten, wherein they ire very affable : for the Qjaeen her felf admitted 
the Hollanders to come into her £a#k with her Noble men, and excufed it, that the 
feverity their Sex obferve, neither permitted her to fee them more often, nor to admit them 
to her Retirement, towiffch fhe was oblieged fince her Widowhood. 

The Chinefes and Siuebtftt, who have lived any time there, are ii:^enioHS,and underftand 
Navigation, but the meddle only with Husbandry and Fifbing, living mifera* 

bly, and drinking nothing hire Wifiev, .^They have no liking to Wine, and for and 
'AqM vit£ they have avetfiOn ; 'but Women they love, prefer that pleafure before 
■«li Others, whtrefort there is not a Mfti, Who,befides four or five lawful Wivfis,hath not it 
many Concubines. 

Simple Fornication they allow of, and hold it no fins but Adultery they puniifltfoyetel'jr. 

This is a Crime unpardonable, and for which the Father, or Son, or one of the oetetkeft Rc- 
latioK%is obliged to be Executioner, the manner of death being left to thepM^ guilty $ 
y%tfillj|*js Crime fo common, that they would difpeopktiieCewntry, fhCnjld cheypunifli all 
thatiaib^iltyofit. '*>' ' 

Their wealth confiftsin Lted'iild Slaves; Whefih they feed with nothing but Rice, and a 
little Fifh, yet make great profit out of ciftit IsfedUr. 'Only the Chinefes' and the MejHzes 
betake theiril^tes to any Trade, or apply themfelvesto TrafHclt, which they chiefly have 
in Siam, Bttrdelen,Lago/‘, Cambodia, Cochinebina, MacaJJer, Greet, Pahan,jambi,johori 
Bantam, Bandar, Malfin, Snehidanar, and other places upon the feme Coatt or Countrey,- 
vHiere they carry all forts of China Commodities, Purcelane, Skins, Pott, Kettles, and 
other Iron Uteniils *, as liktwife Flefh powder’d and fmoak’d, Fifh dry and felted, Cloath 
which they have from th» HoUatiders zni Chinefes. From their Neighb'OUts tb^fetoh 
Timber to build withall, Roitang, that is, Corda^of Cocoe, Oyle of the fati<e,FrHi«te^'d 
tfttd preftrv’d, Skins of Neat,Bctffies,Qoats,Pepper, and particularly a Drug they dWl Sahy- ^ .

with a North-weft wind. They Till the Earth with Oxen and Buffles, and fow nothing 
but Rice, of which they get great abundance. They have for every moneth fevcral 
Fruits, and Hens that lay twice a day, by reafon whereof the Country abounds in all forts 
of provifionsfot the belly, as Rice, Oxen, Goats, Geefe, Ducks, Hens, Capons, Peacocks, 
Deer, Hares, Coneys, Fowl and Venifon, and Ipecially in Fruits, whereof they have above 
a hundred ftveral forts » ziDurians^Mangojlhans, Annas, Lanciats,Rambo»tatnmas, Pif- 
fans. Oranges and Lemmons, and above all Lemmons gibol, called in France China Oranges, 
bought there five or fix hundred for a Campan > Mamplans, Fatians, and Centals, &c. 
whereof more hereafter. 

Mahurac- The Inhabitants breed no Swine, b\*t the Forrcfts arc fo full of wild ones, that they are 
tans. ' forc’d to hunt them to prevent the deftrudiiop of their Rice j which being taken, they 
bury them in the ground, as being and eat none themfelves, nor fuftet 

othirs. 

In the Forreft likewift there are abundasce of Tygers and Apes, which arc no left per- 
nicious to the Fields then the wild Swine are » but the wild Elephants, of which there are 
likcwifc great numbers, are very harmleft. They ate taken /by hunting, turning a tame 
Elephant amongft them, with whom they prcfently fight, while they are in the fury 
they tye their hinder feet together V fb as being notable to W»d P 5 ^i i*ii 4 iny longer, they 
yield to be driven away, and are tam’d by hunger in a fhort time. ... ^ 

The Part«g«e 2 i heretofore bought there fifteen er fixteen horned Be"n^Rni||3Bfr3nd 
carried them to Malacca, paying a Campan a head for the export. But thieMimmers pay 
nothing neither for thofe they flav^hter in the Country, not for thofe they fbip for Suma- 
tra or Java : for doubtlcfe they win mote on their afteiftions then the Portuguez, or any 
other Strangers. 

The King of Patana is Subjed,or rather Vaflal to the King of Siam, but payes him an- 
nually a very inconfiderable Tribute. Not many years fince there reign’d a Queen, that 
font him no more then once a year a Flowerof Gold, and fomc Silk-Stuifes and Scarlet i 
Ihe was about that time fifty years of age, whereof foe had been a Widow fifteen when 
foe appear’d abroad, which .was foldom, to take the Air, foe was attended by four thoufond 
Ferfonsof Qiality, with the ArmeskndEquipageef her deceafod Husband horn before 
her. 

Johor. The King of Johor polTefles all the utmoft parts of the Peminfnla, the Ancients called 
AurtaChtrJonefm, to the Stieight of Sincapera, the chief Townsare Linga, Pintam., Cary- 
miti,ScG, but the chief City of all the Country is Batufabar, foituatelix Leagues fixim 
the Seif, upon the River Johor, divided into two Towns, one keeping the name of Batufa- 
har,tb.e other nlled Cottafabrat^, one being thirteen hundred paces about, the other about 
five hundi^ed. ‘ They are both built with Free-ftone, and all theHoufes ftand along the 
River-fide, xafodon {ales eight or ten foot from the ground, which lies fo low, that at 
high-water ’tis covered twice a day. In it arc near four thoufend Inhabitants able to 
bear Armes ■, and could they bring themfolves to take pains in Fortification, with little 
labour might this River be brought the Town, wluch nugKt thus be made one 
of the ftrong^ft places in the Indies, The HoUanders have ufcd all their Endeavour to 
bring them to it, and tofocure themfolves from the Portuguez, their irr^concileable 
Enemy :jbut their Houfes in Cotta Zabrang, and thereabouts, being nothing bi^t 
Straw, they care not much for burning, fo they have but time to fave themfelves in Ba- 
tufabar, nwhere the building is of Timber, and they can defend thcnafolvcs againft Ey- 
ing parties, 

Country belongs intirely to the King, who gives Land to manure to any that defire 
iti bufthc M<t/< 9 <i«i'arc foClothful, that the Ground is all, as it were, overgrown with 
Mofs, though by the Herbage and Trees it produces, it is cafie to perceive, great profit 
might be raifod, if the Soyl were cultivated. For further teftimony of this, the Uottan- 
Mrs, in their Relations, amongft other things obferve , that at a time the King of 
Johor prefeoted their Admiral with Sugar Canes eighteen foot Jong, and foven inches 
about. ,

, of Achim. fliallow, that the leaft Boats get in with difficulty. It hath neither Gates nor Walls, the 
Houles all built on piles,, and covered with Ctfca-leaves. The Caflle, or Palace Royal, Hands 
in the middle of the Town, which on two fides hath moft excellent pleafant ForreHs, well 

ftored with Apes, Herns, and all manner of Birds. 

Theinbiii- xhc Natives arcflat-fac’d, and of an Olive colour,they cover their body with a Cotton 
or Silk Shirt, and their head with a light Turbant of the lame li,uffe ; Children go Hark 
naked, only Girls have their fecrct parts hidden with a Silver-plate. The Inhabitants of 
Guzuratta^ Malahar^Negnpatam^ ^engalaay andPega, and all Strangers that live among 
them, cloath themlclves after the lame manner. 

The Caftle is fortified with a good' Wall and Pallifado, and well flanked , Co as the Ar- 
tillery commands all the Avenues and ftreetsof the Town. The Houfes in the Caftle'are 
built of the fame matter and fame form of thofe of the Town, by reafon the River, which 
often overflows, drowns them fometimes to the firft ftory. The piles that fupport then^ 
are gayly wrought, and the Houfes covered with Canes. They enter into the Caftle bj 
leven Gates, one within another, which are neither curious nor ftrong. Without thi 
Kings fpecial Licence, none but the Life-guard and Women enter the Pallilado, allothett 
mull fue for Audience, or expedi till the King fends for them;. Such as prclent themlclvej 
to him, do him reverence, with their hands joyn’d and lifted above their head, cryingj 
Vatela tmancon^ that is. Long live the King. He never rea^tes bimlelf but with Wome^ 
or appears in publick, but cither to fee Cock-fighting, to batfifei|[lJ»5^iRjver, or hunt th« 
Elephant. He is ferv’d only by Women or Eunuchs. He ufes hisSubifla;|y[s flaves.

Rdigioih TheELingof Aehim^ asalmoftall that inhabit the Coaliof Sumatra^ is z Mahumetam 
for which reafon I lhall not need to fiiy any more of their Religion } only, that they begin 
their Lent with the new Moon in the twelfth moncth, and end it, at the new of the next 
meneth, obferving abftinence all day, during that time,till night. Whence it comes, that 
their impatience to fee the end of their Lent, makes them ftill gaze in the Weft, fixing their 
eyes up to the Heavens, to find the new Moon > which is no iboner feen, but they fall to 
feaftingand jollity fot the remainder of that night, 
liair tti. In Sumatra they get no Corn,but Rice fufficient, of which the Inhabitants make good 
iduak. varieties, particularly Cakes with Oyl > they have plenty likcwife of Beef and Buffles, 

. .Goat and Mutton, though none but the King hath priviledge to breed Sheep. Oranges, 
Lemmons, Banana, lamavwdes, Batalas, Reddiffi,Spinage,and Lettice in great abundance* 
they drink Water, or Arac made of Rice ot Cocoes. 

Thev^ vimSitmatra a Tree, in the Malayan Language ailed Singadi > in Arabiafiurae •, 
The murn- • the CaHmant,0il it Varis^tieco ; the Berftans and 7ter^,Git 1% the "Decamns, Pul i and the 
fdd9-tree. Portuguiz, Ariprjri^e dedia. It puts forth an infinite number of branches veryfmall 
and full of knots, from every knot comes two leaves like a Plumb-leaf, fave that they are 
as fweet as Sage, and are covered with a beautiful white. Every leaf hath its bud, which 
opening thrufts forth fmall heads, wheteof each hath four round Imvcs, anti from each 
head comes five flowers, compofing asit were aNtdegay, in fuch manner as the fifth is 
feen in the middle of the reft. The flowers are white as Snow, and a little bigger then 
the Orange-flower j blows immediately as the Sun is let, fb luddenly, that they are pro- 
duced as ’twere in the call of an eye. This fecundity lafts all night, till the return of the 
Sun makK both the flowers and leaves drop off, and fo ftrips the tree that the leaft green- 
neft is not tq be found upon it, nor any thing of that admirable odour which perfum'd the 
Air, and comiMbended all that Afia affords of fweemefs. The tree keeps in this conditi- 
on,till the Siin hath left the Horizon > and then it be^ns to open its womb again,and deck

Willows in UellaMd i and though the wood be f3ppy,yct it ferves for fuch variety of things, 
that there is no Tree of fbgencral afluf^*‘Tn tbc Maldives IRes^ they make Ships that Ships mads 
crofs the Sea, without any thing bat what the Cocoe affords. Of the outer riiKT they make of it, as aijb 
a kind of Hemp, which they cau whereof they make Cordage and Cables fdr their 
Ships. Of the leaves they make Sails, and cover Houfes with them i they make of them 
likewife Umbrelloe^Fans, Tents, Mats and Hats, which for their lightnefs are very com- 
modious in Summer. * ^ 

Thcfe Trees are planted either for the Fruit, or theTerrji which is got out of them. 

The Fruit is of the bignefs of an Eitridge egg > and the Husk, that ts gteen, as of our 
ordinary Nuts, being dried, is converted into the Thread called Cayro, which I (poke of 
before. Sometimes they gather the Fruit before it comes to perfcA maturity, and then 
i«is called Lanho^ whence may be drawn two pints of refrefhing Liquor pleafant to 
d^ink. This juyee by degrees turns to a little Nut, in tafte not much unlike out Hafel- 
|i«f, but fomcthingfwectcr. The fliell of this Nut, while ’tis green, is good to cat, but 
being dry, they make Cups, Spoons, and other Urenfilsof it, or make Coal for Gold* 
finiths. The peel this Nut, andextradaMilkoutof it, as uftful to all putpofes, 

as our Cows milk. None bat the pooi eat the Fruit, becaufe ordinarily they dry it, to ex- 
tra^ the Oyl, which is good to cat, ufeful in medicine, and to bUm in Lamps. The fruit 
being kept m the fliell, by degrees turns to a kind of Apple, which in tune grows yellow, 
and is excellent to eat. 


They extraifb Wine out of it, thus i pulling off the Flower, theyfiiften to it a pot ofHomth/y ' 
Earth they call CoUaOy well hop’d and luted with Potters earth, that it may not dye nor 
fbarpen. They know in what tihpfrthe pot -will be filled with a certain Liquor, which 
they call 5 km, that hath the tafte and quality of Whey. Thi* linger boy I’d makes ‘lerry^ 
which ferves them for Wine, and being fet in the Sun, makes cxeeudit Vinieg3r,and ffftling 
it in a Limbeck makes good Strong-water. They make likewifc Sugar of it, Which fhe^ 
call Jagra^ but efteem it not, for that ’tis brown, having fiich plenty of white. The Pertsf- 
guezj ftceping Raiiinsof the Sun and fbme other Ingredients in Sura, make a Drink that 
hath the tafte and quality of Sack. 

The Indians 'cftecm moft the infide of this Tree, for the Pith is white, and as fine as ^ 
any Paper we have, will hold in fifty or fixty folds, or as many leaves. They term it Otfa, xha trail 
and ufe it in fteadof Paper, fo as Petfons of Quality feck much after it, only for this uie i 
of the Bark they make courfet paper, td make up Merchandizes in.

Bifftanat is not anywhere fb common as in Stsmatra 'tis z kindiof BngSed^fig-treei Baoanaii 
whiohgrowstoamans height, and produces Leaves fixiodt lolhfc kbd a aild half 
bioacb t We call it, with the Portuguez^ the Fig-tree^ iii-wgitff tfraf though the Fruit be 
not ahi^ether like other Figs, yet hith it thcf^W!jfcf#til!oftr. ‘ It may be called rather a 
Bufh then a Tree, becailfc it hath nd body. ' Twl.ca'vcs begin td hi'eak forth when the 
Sprout is but four foot high, and as fome coineforih, others withef’and fall, till the Plant 
be at full growth, and the fruit come to iftaturityi The bole of it is flot above ten or twelve 
inches think, and fo (oft that it may with eafe be cut with a Kiiife. In the middle of thfe 


Leaf there comes ouit a Flower as big as an Eftridgc Egg, inclining to a violet colour, out of 
which comes a brafK^Vt^hjeh is not wood, but tender as a Cabbage- ftalk, loadcn w’th Figsi 
sflsfcfirft theyarenofnggerehenaBean, but in time they grow (even or cigitt inchwjfea&t 
and as big as a CowcunSber 5 not a fprig but (hall have near a hundred figs,v<rhiSl|Hfe|kS 4 
gether like a bunch of Grapes. They gather them before they ate full rjyM|j||i|||H 
koOwby their colour, wln^hhoEra^ellowifh green , then they 
they ripen, w hich will be in four or five dayes. No ftalk hath taoti 
cut i(-«1o(e td the ground,whcnce it fprings again with’fiKm 
CQvers its former condition, and at that rate 
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Manna to this Country, where a little fufficeth i and thus they live in a manner for nothing. 
Tilt Cods or Husks, wherein the Figs areinclofed, are nolefs delicious and ufcful then tlie 
Fruit it felf, and asnourilhingas ourtincft Bread, and in taftc much like a Cake, ib as this 
Tree alone is fufficient to feed the whole Country. 

The Pepper of is without doubt the bell in the ladrex, except that of Coehim. 

Commonly they plant it at the root of another Tree, underfet it with Canes or Poles, as 
Hop or French-hsans. The Leaves refcmble Orange-leaves, only they are a little Jels and 
more fharp , it grows in little branches as red Goosberries, or Juniper. While it hangs on 
the tree it isgtcen,and turns not black till it be gathered and dry,which they do in Decem- 
ber and. January, The places which produce moll of it are, Malabar,, Onar,Barfelor,Man- 
galor^ Calicut, Cranganor, Coehim, Conhon, §uida,Dam^n,Dedir, CamFir zad Andragir, 
the I lies of Sumatra and Bantam,axid certain places in the Ifle of Java. They bring forth 
likewife white Pepper, but not in fo great abundance. The Malt^ans call Pepper Lauda , 
the Inhabitants of Java, Sabargh > and the Malabar s, Molanga. Loa^ Pepper is not got- 
tenhat iaBengala, which is another fort of Fruit like the tag of a point, butfomething 
thicker and gray, containing a fmall white grain of the fame tafte and ufc as common Pep- 
per. In Malabar and Goa there grows another fort of Pepper, which they call Canatins^ 
bat ufed only by poor people. 

Tis fomething ftrange, but very certain, that they fpend more Pepper in the Indies then 
is braught into Furore i though in the Haven of Bantam only, ’tis known they have laded' 
fourty eight thoufand Bags in a year : for the Indians drefi not any meat without hand-; 
fuls of it, but they never beat it, nor grind it. 

Java, an Ifland commonly called Java Major, to diftinguifo jt frpm another Icfs of the 
fame name, which lies hard by it, is Sonth-Eaft from the lueof which it is 

dif-joyned, only by a narrow Streight, called theStreight of S »«dl!f ICTOS, fev eh Degr^js^ 
beyond the Line, and is about fifty Leagues long ; but hitherto no 
difcoveied the breadth of it, which makes fome conceive that it is not an JHaiftir but part 
of th^Coirtjncnt, known by dtmaAupalis, near the Stxt\ght o( Magellan, 

Julisd^^ealtgfrpi. ^gxercitatiqns^inft Cardan, calls it the Comfendium of the World i 
becaufo "t&re is not* Animal, Plant, Fruit, Metal, nor Drug, which is not here in greater 
abundance, then in any part of the Univerfo. 

The Natives fay, that originally they came from China, and that their Anceftors, weary 
of the yoak that Kingkept them under, removed to the Ifle of Java -, certainly they are 
in face like the Chinejes, their forehead and brows large, and eyes narrow j for which rea- 
fon divtssCbinefes fettle in this Ifland. 

TheteisfoarceaToWn in Java but hath a particular King, who not above forty or 
fifty years fince obeyed all one Eraperour, but of late they have fhaken off that Sovcraign- 
ty, and are all independent. The King of, Bantam is the moil puiffant, and next him the 
K]^.,of Falambuam^ firms whom is denominated the Streight that divides the lik$ 
jdmi^'Bali.

City is divided into fcveral Pofts, 
each of which isaffign'd tofbme Perfonof Quality, who commands in time of War, 
and hath the dire^oh in civil ,Ai&its. They have a Drum as big as thofe Gemane ^ 

Casks, call’d Thunder-ifolts, ufe^ inftead of a Bell, which they beat with a wooden fort aiui^ 
Bat as big as a Weavers-beahi, momitjg and evening, as alfb on Alarms. Likewifo 
they have Bra&bafins, which heat muficallyand chinoe npon, as they do on

At every corner of the Streets there ftandsa Guard, and at Sun-fet they draw up and theSaari 
mdtc faftall Paflage-boafs, foasin the night there is no ftirting in the Street^ ' At .fhd 
Prifongate, near the Palace, Hands a Guard of fifty Men i nor is there a Perfiir^ Q^- 
lity, who hath not oijp of tenor twelve at his Houfe.

They marry at the age of eight, nine, or ten years, not only to prevent the difot- 
derswlflehin thisl^CltinacKewm me^yMe, but faecaufc the King is Heir to all, who 
d]^, leave their Ch^hex Under ageTW^he ma^fais ^ves, as he doth the Widow 
and Family of the deccafed.

The Women appear with great decenftyat the marriage of their Relations, though 
they ufe no great ceremonies. One may know the day by certain Poles which are finch in 
the Houfesof the fitidc and Bridegroom, with Tattclsof red and white Cotton. 

Dinner ended, they keing a Hotfe to the Bridegroom, whereon he rides about, the Town 
till evening, expeAing the flaves he is to have in marriage, who come commonly loaden 
with Prefents. None bnt the nearett Kindred fup with them, and fee the new married cou- 
ple abed. 

Women dT Quality are kept in fudi reftraint, that they fatter not their own Sonstet 
come within their Chambers * and when they go abroad, which is veryfeldom, ali^ve 
place and tefped to them, even the King tundelf would do it: nor dares atij^ipanfp^ 
to a married Woman without the leave of her Husband.

Kif^s The Kings Council meets upon Affairs of State, under, a broad fpread Tree, by Moon- 
Comcal. jjgfif ^ ^jicrc fometimes there come near five hunSred perfons, who' part not till the Moon 
go down. When the Council is icifen they goto bed, and there lye till dinner time ; 
afterwards the Councellburs of State give audience to all who have ought topropofe to 
thcCouncel. When the King comes there inperfbn-, he fits in thcmidll of themi or 
elft with the four principal Miniftersof State, and propounds the poiM wherein he re- 
quireth their advice, or caufes the Govcrnour of the Town to propound it. To a Coun- 
celof Wat they call the three hundred Captains, Commanders of the Troops the Ar- 
mies confiftof, which is raffed in the Town itfelf. They have a particular courfe for 
quenching fire, which happens but too often among them i for the Women have this Of- 
fice impoM upon them, while the Men ftahd in Arms to defend them in the m^ time

Javim*. murfher,. th^kill rdl in their powerji^fiw 'feueflying death to be their inevitable rtvr^ 
they diPcharge ftxdlifeff inidififefefiitly on all th^encounter, without coufidcration of fex 
or age * fo as fometimes they are conftrained npkill them iii the place, inftead of takii^ 
them to be delivered up into the hands ©f Juftice. , , . 

They generally wear long hair, arc of a ChefnutComple;won, having great Jaw-bones, 
fiat Faces,great Eyebrows, little £yes,thin Beards s and being of a middle ftatuTe,well fet, 
andftiongly limb'd. They areaddided naturally to theft, and fo vindicative, that to be 
revetted of an Enemy, they fticknot to run upon his Weapor», and hazard an affured 
death, to takeaway anothers life. 

(hoi Sad. hl®udy diij^fition fhews they have coumge^ and would make good Sonidiets, were 
disrs. *** dextrous at fire-arms as they axe at.theicufual Weapons » which axe the Pike, 

f^^if£tlc-axc,and the broad Swoxdjbut above all the Da^er, or Poyniard. Their Buck- 
lej^'afc of Wood,, or boyled Leather ftretcht upon a Hoop » and for their bodies they have 
Cuitaffo!^ the pieces being faftned together with mails of Iron. Souldiers in time of peace 
havenopayv'tothitimeof war they have Arms and Clothes, and Riceand Fiflj for provi- 
fion.

Others are not maintain’d by rheir 
Mailers, but ferve them fix dayes, and the fix dayes following work for themlelves, and fo 
get their livelyhood. The Woman lla'cs keep market, where they fell their Mailers 
Pepper, and other Commodities i orelfeimploy thcmfelvesiulewing, or making Cloath, 
that they may not live unprofitably. When they have a mind to be eafed of them, they „ 
lead them from Port to Port, and fell them to him will give moll. The ordinary price 
for one of an able body is five Furdv, that i$ about 9 PiUol a-piece. The Children of a SUves. 
Slave belong to the Mailer, who <^i^fijs them as he thinks bell j but he hath not 
power over the life of his Slave, without the exprefs confeiit of the King or Gover- 
nour. 

The Pepper whigh the jmans fell to Strangers is ufually mixt with Ordure, black 
Sand, or Grave), or they adiilterate.it Ibme other way, either i« guality or weight, as they 
do all their other Commodities. They keep a trade With all the neighbouring Illinds, 
with notable advantage. At the Towns of Mitcajftr and Sumhytt they fetch Rice, which 
•there they buy for one Sat a de Caxa theG«»t<j», and fell it for double the price. At Ba~ 
^mh»am they buy Cocoes, a thoufand Caxes the hundred, and venting them by retail at 
they foil eight Cocoes for two hundred Caxes. There they likewile buy the Oyl 
|Fti|ie; fame Fruit. M Gtrruifjtti, s^xidjmma, they letch Salt at a hundred 

Ki^fty thnuland Caxaes the eight hundred Gant^nsi wditBautamythtccGantansirc 
worth a thoufand Caxatf., They carry Salt to Stttitatra, where they truck for Lacque, 
fcpper, Benjamin, Cotton, Tor toife-lhell, and divers others Commodities. From Jacatra, 
Waffarafirattaon, ^imor and Fahmbaon, they fetch Honey, Wax,Sugar,«5f'c. Salt-filii from 
TrauaoH wd Eeitde'rmaJJfHgi Itox^ UomCrimata, iathclfleof Borneo i Copper and Lead 
imm Pepa and Crtjkl^n, upon the Coall of Malacca > from Balimd Camhaja, Cotton and 
Cptton-cloath, 

Rich Merchants make no Voyages themfelves’, but venture the greateft part of their 
mO|iij?y,fer mow or Jefs prpfo, as the Voyages are longer dangerous, and near upon the Use 
condilfons we do here in Qhhgations, as all other Inlltuments, are written upon 

thel^ikof a Tree, the Letters ingrav^dwftb a Bodkin, and they make it up in a Roll, or 
fold.it four-fquare betwixt two boards, which they tye together urith a Pacx- thread very 
neatly. Sometimes they ufc Cfew Paper* whichis very fine, and of all colours. A^yet 
they know not the Art of Printing, hut they paint their own Charadeys cxadly well, 
which are rather Figures then Letters. The ufiial Language is peculiar to the Country i 
but the Malayan i$ mote general j the Mabmetan Religion hath likewile brought in the 
Arabian Language. 

The Pcrlianx, by the Javians called Cor aeons, trafSck here for precious Stones, and all Scri>-g?rs 
forts of Gums and DfUgs,and arc a people to be confided in,becaufe they are open-hearted 
and civil. The Arahianf and Bfg^fians eojne thithcf for Cbi»»- ware, and bring with them 
the Commodities of tbencighbouting Iflsmds. TheM<?/«>wand^»hi»r let their mo- 
ney out at Intereftj or upon change, Th? G»sii(r<tttaif( arc poor, and commonly Sea-men ; 

All thefo Forreigners are attired all of one lalhion, in a Cotton Garment, and a Turbant of 
the fame ftuffe. At tbcip coming to Bantam, they buy a Woman that is for all ufes j and 
at their departure thence, they fell her again > but if they have Children by her, they a^e 
tied to provide for them. 

The Chinefes are they that bring the greateft trade hither, the mo^l induftrkms to get trade if 
wealth, *aud live the bell. They are a felf-ended people, that jjive by , and have theic 
the ’Cuwe repute as the Jwrin Europe, They gojnjtia^ihe Country, with a weight in 
hand, to bnj all the Pepper they can .meet wltfe-j and having weighed one parcel, fo as they 
may have anearguels at the reft, pay them prefoot money, or according as they have 
occafion for it, and by this means engtofs fo great a quantity, that they havefiiffici- 
ent to lade the €Hna Fleet when it arrives, foiling for fifty thoufand Caxaej the 
§ack, what coft them but twelve thoufand. This Fleet arrives at Bantam m tlie moneth 
of January , to the nuinbct of eight or ten , and are Veffels of lourty or fifty 
Tun. . » **

But 
Sey havehad leifure enough to fee their error , for in a ftort time, the Ifland was fo hlkd 
withthis ftuffe, that they were compelled abfolutely to prohibitall trading, which fo dif- 
paraged this money, that at prefent two Sacks of Pepper will fcarce come tor one hundred 

they bring Purcelane, which they fell here at cheap rates i for at 
thehrft arrival of the Fleet, fix pieces of Purcelane may be bought tor a thoufand 
Caxaes. They bring their Country Silks, Sums and Damask, and take away Pepper 
and Lacque brought to Bantam from the City of ‘XahanbaoHy Ami or Indico brought thi- 
ther from the Town of Sandal-wood, Nutmegs, Cloves, Toxtoife-foell, whereof 

they make Chefts and Cabinets, Ivory, whereof they make Chairs for the Mandorinsy who| 

prefer^this ftuffdjrfore^e^l Town, in the fame Quarter with the Ci 

eu« 'com- nefei They drive here a great trade in Pepper, Nutmegs, Cloves, Mace, Sandal- woi^ 
lerce. C«^e&r,dona Pepper, and other Drugs', and fell here Coiton, Cloath,and other Stuffs, fe: 

them from Mfl/flcctf.- for the greater part oi them are Factors, and Commiffioners of t 
Govemour of Malacca, and the Arch-bifhop of Goa. At Bantam they have neither Priel 
norChappeh but at Pn»<»rwM» they have both. 

In the Ifle of java are all forts of Beafts, both wild and tame ^"TtieForrefls are fu l^^, 
Elephants and Rhinocerots, Leopards and Tigers, whicnarc more. cr 3 ?WlliJ|jjP 0 l then 
thole of any other place, and dofo much mifchief, that people go not without danger to 
•rather Frankincenfc, Maffick, MyrrhC' oM Benjamin, which is there in its greateft perfedi- 
on and whereof there were great quantity to be gotten, if the Forreffs were not almoff 
inacc^blc, by rcj^n of the mid Beafts, asalfo for Serpents, Lizards, and Salamanders, 
exceedin'’ dangerous, and of fo extraordinary a growth, that there are Serpents have 
fwallow^ Children and Sheep incire. The Tigers and Leopards often come out of 
the Woods, and make great fpoil amongft the Cattle, which for this rcafon are reared 
wi th great difficulty. Their S wine have no briftles, and are fo fet their bellies trail on the 

The Rivers breed Fifo in abundance j and Oyftcrs have there been foen that have weigh- 
tBeehm- ed three hundred pounds a thing would feem incredible,if Olearm in his Notes upon 
dMdrosigl* ManMJlo's Relation did not obferve, that being in BoUand in the year 1652. he bought at 
E«e/»j/eM,of the Wife of a certain Sea-Captain, who had made a Voyage to the ludiesyivto 
#yftet-fhclls, that weighed four hundred tixty feven pounds, yet to be fecn in the Duke of 
Pfo/jieiK’s Cabinet at Gffftoip » and he adds, That the woman affirm’d there was fo much 
meat within them, that it fufficed all that were in the Ship, being an hundred and twenty 
perfoHS. 

’Tis very hard t» htint Deer, Goats, Boars, and other game, fallow or black, Which 
abound there, by veafon the Woods ate fo thick, that ’tis impoffible to mabfr any way 
through them j and the Javians are fo unskilful at their Fire-arms, that it hath been ob- 
ferv’d, That a J avian, having fttotiA a wild Buffier, made a fhift to kill the bcaff but the 
Musket recoy ling, hefelldoyii, with fas cHbekW 4 »H(tifed, and the lofsof two of his 
teeth i in fo much that thtfo creatures may be feenrin whole herds, feeding up and down 
the fields. There are likewife abundance of Apes, Foins, Squirrels, wild Peacocks and 
Parrots, and mfinite other birds, exceeding beautiful to the eye. 

In the Rivers there is abundance of Crocodiles, which feize not only on men bathing, 
but attempt the Cannows, as they pals along, fnatching men out of them, and dragging 
them to the bottom. The Chinejes tame this Creature, and faftten it, to be after wards eaten 
as a great d^hty. .Their Civet yields as much perfume as that of Gai/y/ j but it is neither 
fo white, nor fo gc%d. 

They have twodorts of Potlltry, onelike ours, the other betwixt ours and the JnSan 
kind, and thefelaft,- which arc in a manner monfters, are fo furious, they will fight till 
death decides the battel. Amongft the common fort there are fonto whofo flefb is black, 
yet are they veiy good meat. # * ^ ' 

Rhmocemt. The Rhinocerot, by the Indiahs eallet Ahad»y\& jJOf Ibioijdinary'to the iJle of Jaia^ hs 
in BtngalaylatamyiXidi other places, though there i^d me. javians 
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account of this Bcaft, that there is nothing about him which they ufe not in medicine, not i djp. 
only theElcfli, the Bloud,the Horn, the Teeth, buteven his very Dnng ; They hold therri 
is no better Antidote againft Poyfbn, and attribute the fame qualities to this, that ancient 
Authors do to the Unicorn. 

The Ants are exceeding troublefbm inmoft of the£e places, but chiefly in the Iflc of aik, 
"java: They are much bigger then in our parts, and fo roifehievous, that there is no Stuff 
they fpeil not, nor Viiftuals they confume not, if they can get to it •, wherefore they ordi- 
narily fet thefcet of Tables and Cupboards in Tubs half filled with Water, to hinder the 
Ants from creeping up j and ’twer5,iti®oflihlc prefetveany Birds, did they not fet them 
on Poles planted in a Dilh of jmould they put them in a Cage, the Ants would 

get up and kill them. There is another (brt of Ants, about the length of a Mans 
finger, and red i buttl^^ aafC'on^in the fields, where they live on the barks of Trees 
and Herbs. . , , ^ 

/hs concerning i:ne TreSsand Fruits.i;ithB Ifleof J*vi^ amongft others there is the 
Areca^ whereof we Ipoke a word by the way in the precedent Book. The Partuguez call 
the Tree that bears it Arre queroy the Anbisns^ FaufeSy and Malayans, Pynang. It is a kind 
of Cocffe,but not fo great, nor the leaves fo big and broad. The fruit is like a Date 5 Na- 
ture incloies it in a husk, which opens not till it flower, and when it iipens,the fhell fiills ofl^i 
lll^iftalt remaining at the branch. It hath fcarce any tafte, but it moiflens the mouth, dyes 
■|b lips red, and the teeth black. The I^d^ns lap it up in a Bttte/e-leaf, mix a little Chalk 
K^ime with it, and chew it rathet outot <^om then for any pleafure, though they hold 
Enat it ftrengthens the Stomach and Gums, and is a topical Medicine againft the Scurvy , 

Imd in effe<!l; there Jis Icarce an Indian that is lubje^ to this Dileale, or troubled with the 
iTooth-ach. This*Drug will make fome people to be drunk, that all things leem to turn 
round ■, but that dizxineft is prefently over. - 

I. The Mat%*s grow on Trees not much unlike our Nut-trees, but they have not €0 ma- ManW, 
^y leaves. •nThey are of the bignels of a Peach, but longer, and Ibmething bending like a “ 
Crelcent, of a light green, drawing a little towards the red. It hath a great fhell, that 
cnclqfcs an Almond w greater length then breadth, and eaten raw very diftaftcful, but 
roafted on the Coal| not unplea%it. ’Tis ufeful in Phyfick, againft the Worms, and 
the Viarrbxa. y/tt ripens in OSohety November, and December, and being perfcdlly ripe, ’tis 
full as good as a Peach. They get them while they are green, and put them up in Salt, 
Vinegar, and Garlich » and then they call them Mangas d‘ Achar, and they (erve in ftcad 
of Olives. There are hkewife wild ones, which they call Mangas branas, of a pale green 
too, but brighter then the other, and lull of juyee, which is immediate death without a 
preibit Antidote. 

The Ananas is one of the lovelicft, pleaGinteftand wholfomeft fruits of the Indies. It Ananaw 
grows on a bufh, and hath leaves like Sem(er~viv»m. The fruit at firft is green, but being 
ripe turns Orange, or Aurora coloured, drawing a little to a Rcd,{hap’d like a Pine-apple 
for which reafbn the Portuguez, 4vho met with this fruit firft in Brafil, called it Pinas : but 
’tis tender and eafic to cut. They ate yellow within, of a delicate feent, they are eaten in 
Wine, but the excels is dangerous for Feavers. The juyee is lb fliarp, that if one wipe not 
the Knife they ate cut with, next morning it will be found eaten. The Tree is lb apt to 
grow, that a fprig will take root in the earth, though it have not paft two or three leaves, 
be half withered,and have been cut fifteen dayes before. The Canarins call this fruit Ana- 
nafa •, the Brafilians, Nava, and in Hifpaniola, and the other Weftern Iflands, they call it 
Jajamai ’tisasbigasthe larger Ibrt of Lemmons, or the middle Melons, excellent both 
in feent and tafte. At diftance they look like Hartichoaks, only they are not lb picked as 
the leaves of that Plant. The ftalk is like that of a ‘Thiftle, and every ftalk bears but one, 
and that at the top of it •, for though many times ifputs forth at the fide ofher ftems, yet 
the fruit that comes of them is very finall, and leldom comes to maturity. They have of 
them in Marchy ^nd then they are very plcafant, for the juyee hath the tafte of fweet or 
new Wine-, and is exceeding eafieof digeftion, but ^ heats, and often brings a Fca- 
ver. 

In Java there is another fruit called B'afBiJc,*, ’tis as big as a Citron, the colour greeq,^^^ ' 
Ibmcthing drawing to a red *, full of )ayce, that is tart and toothibm, and within hatli ^ 
divers black kernels ; the leaves are like thole of Lemmon-ttees, but not lb long. T^y 
put them up in Salt or Sugar, and ule them as Hamarmdes,zgiinll burning Feaveics,Inflamf- 
mafions of the Breaft, and paiqs i» tfic Stomach, and Fluxes. . 

iamarinds grow on> great Trees, full of branches, whereof the kav 0 ate nOt b!^| tjumn'ifJ / 
then,CDr unlike to the leaves of Pvit^ernel, only fomefhing longer. Vheltower at firftis 
like the Peaches, but at laft turns white,aud puts iorth its fruit at the eridofaertattt ftnpgss 
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as foon as the San is fet, the leaves clefe up the fruit, to preferve it from the Dew, and open 
as icon as that Planet appears again. The fruit at iirft is green, but ripening it becomes of 
a dark grey, drawing towards a red, inclofcd in husks, brown or tawny, of fade a little 
bitter, like our Prunelloes. Every husk contains three or four little Beans in a certain 
skin, which is that the Portwgweas call Tamarinbo. The fruit is viicous, and flicks to the 
fingers, but of fb good a taftc, that the Indians ufc it almoft mail Sawces, as we do Ver- 
iuyee » but ’twould turn a mans ftomack to fee them cook Meat with this Drug i for 
iqueezing it between their hands, the juyee that runs through their fingers looks more 
l^e a Medicine then a Sawce. Thefo Trees bear twice in the year, and grow every where 
without being planted, or otherwifo looked after. Phyfitians ufo this Drug againft bum^ 
ing Feavets, heat of the Liver, and Difeafes in the Spleen, and infuftd a night m cold Wa- 
ter, it purges gently. The tamarinds brought to our parts, are either falted or preforved 
in Sugar. The Inhabitants of the Ifle of Madagafcar^ where there grows plenty of it, 
call it ^iSe, and the Jamatu^Smda ajfu. The Sonngutse, gave it the name of lamarin^ 
ihes, for the refomblance the firuit holds with the Date in Arabia^ called ^amar^m if they 
would foy, Dates of hidba. The UaUbars call it P»/J, and the reft of the Indians, Am^ 
tuli. /iTheTree is as big as a Walnut-tree, full of leaves, bearing its fruit atthebranJj 
%hes, like the Sheath of a Knife, but not fo rather bent like a Bow. The i»m 

Sans, when they would’ tranfport thm^afnarinds, take them out of the husks, axM 
make them up in Balls as big as a Mans fifl, unhandfome to look on, and wod^^H 
handle. ^ 

We told you before, that 'tis common to plant Pepper near to a fort of Canes, by tf» 
Javians called Mambn, in which the T^ahaidr is found. Tis true, in the Me of Java therS 
was never any of them found j but again *tis certain, thatonfht^Qoiftof Malabar, 
romandel, Bifmgar, and neax to Malacca, this fort of CaneprodaJftfsajDmg^called^ag^ 
Mambm, that is, Sugar of Mambn. The Arabians, the Ttrfians, and 
baxir, which in their Language figrifies a white frozen Hquor. Thefe C^<C2te as bigas 
the body of a Poplar, having ftraight branches, and leaves fomething longer then thd 
Olive-tree. They are divided into divers knots, wherein there is a certain white matter 
like Statchj for which thcPer)i««xand Arabians give the weight in Silver, for theuft they 
make of it in Phyfick, againft burning Feavers, and bloudy Fluxes, but elpecially updn the 
fiift approaches of anyDifoafo. 

Thefe Canes are fo big, that the cleave them to make Boats, leaving a knot at 

each end, whereon they fit to guide it ^ one before, another behind, and ufe this^tof 
Boat the rather, for that they are perfwaded. Crocodiles bear a refpe A to the Mambn, and 
never hurt the Boats made of this Cane. 


DuriaoM, In the Ifle of ^i*Pi»,thetc is another fniit, called, amongft the Malayans, ‘Duria<m,not to 
be ften any where but in this place and the Malaccats, The Tree that bears them, by the 
Malayans call’d Baton, is as big as our Apple-tree, the bark thick, plentiful of bougus, and 
wealthy in ftnit : the blofibm, whichrfhey call 'Bnaa^ is white, inclining to yellow . ami the 
leaves half a foot in length, and two or three fingers broad, on the outfidc, of 4 pale green, 
drawing towards a greyj but on the infide ^c_green is very delicate and lively j the 
fruit is as big as a Melon, covered with a thick roi^ rind, green, and hath ribs, as the Me- 
lon j •mthin'lis divided into fimr ^[uarters, which are again divided into two or three little 
cells, that contain the fruit, which is as big and white as a Pullets-cgg, and of title fo de- 
licious, that the Bianco Makgiatts, which the Forta^nez compound of Kice,*^ Brawns of 
Capon, Cream, Sugar, and Rolc-Wdttri iStjOt more dainty s each jfnSt hath a Stone as big 
and rough as that of the Peach; It will aot'kee^’i”for when the white begins to turn, it 
muft be thrown away, and muft be eaten as foon as the husk begins to open. Such as are 
not ufed to this fruit will not like it at fiift, for that it hath the imell of a roafted Onyon i 
butthetafteis fopleafing, that it may be reckoned amongft the prime and'moft excellent 
fruits of the Indies : One thing it is very remarkable for, that tbcfels fogreat an antipa- 
thy between it and the Eette/e, thit the Icaft number of Ee«e/e leaves laid near a Room full 
of Dnriaons, they corrupt and rot immediately. Accordingly, when a man hath eaten 
too much of this fruit, let him but lay two or three B^tHe leaves upon his breaft, and 
he (hall be eafedi dud the eating of but one of thefe leaves after the Dwrmxx caufes 
Ipeedy digeftion i fbas thus one may eat as much as he will, without the Icaft inconve- 
nience. » 


Lantor. The Lantor-ttee, which is another fort of Cocoe-ttce, as we laid before, is fireOTCftt in 
the Ithofjava, The leaves are five or fix foot long, and £bfino 6 th, that the javians 
write upon it yvith a Bodkin, and ufo it iifltead of Paper.

Tb^ Carea^uli is a Fruit about the hignc£iQf a.Cheri:y, and much of the fame tafie, Carcapuli 
and the Trees which bear it are like our Cherry- tt&es. Of tbsfh there are feveral 
kinds> whereof fome are white, feme of a dark ted, and fome of a lively carnation 
colour. 

The Co^m iHdieus, by the Haitians called Fmha *, by the Arahians, Cojl or C#, is the coflus in 
wood and root of a Tree that refembles the Elder-tree, as well in height as in flower and dicUs, 
feent : The TwrJj/, ferpam^ and Arabiansy make an extraordinary Traffickof it, as they 
likewUb do of Calamus AromaticiUyVfhkh alfo grows on the Coaft of the Streight of 
da. That yeUow and fpungy matter, which Women ufe againft pains in the Matrix,is pro- 
perly in the Stalk of it* The Javians give it to their Horfes, confounding it with Gar- 
lick, Cummiurfeed, Salt,$ugaE,an)l Butter s naakingit into a Pafte, which they call Arata % 
and they hold it very fbveraign for thefe beafts, to whom notwithftanding they never give 
i|,tillthe extremity of the heats be over. 

The Zimmht , which the Javiatts and Malayans call Cantor , likewife grows in Zetumhet 
thfife parts, and is like to Ginger, only the Leaves fomething more long and broad. 

They ufc to dry it , or prefnve in Sugar, as they do Ginger, but efieem it above 
Ginger. • » 

Thereate two kinds of Galaagay by the Arabians ca\l&i Gaimegian. The lefler comes Oalangai 
from Ckinay and is much better then that which i$ broughto^ of the Ifle of /rfvj, where 
they call it l,anquus. This Herb is ntatber fcwcd nor fet, but grows naturally, and is 
about two foot high above thegtound, the flower is white, and the leaves pointed, and as 
hard as the point of a Knife. The Jawiaujufe it foraSalUd, asalfoinPhyfickv as they 
do the root,wluch is thick and long,and full of knots like a Cane, as biting in tafte as Gin- 
ger, and of a very fweet feent. 

Benjamin isa Gum diftilUng from Trees not unlike Lemmon-trees.While they are young ggjjSjj^ 
the Benjamin is black, which is the beft ; but as they grow old the Benjamin grows white, ^ 
andlgfcsftrength, fb asm pm it off, they mingle it with black; Ths Moors call it Jjrvan 
Javy, that is, Incenfe of J’ova. 

La theForreftof there grow Trees of red Sandakh but the white and yeflidi# 

Sandaki which is without comparifon the better, comes from the Ifksof Tiiwurand.?** 
tor. This Tree is of the bigneis of a Walnut-tree, and bears a fruit net unlike our 
Cherries, but is black andinfipid.

At Bantam Ukewifo they fell ftore of Lacqne , whereof they make Spanijh waa^ 
and the Varnifh they lay over fo many excellent works in Cbinay fapan, and other places.

Tio«ca, a Fruit they beat 
and take in water as loon as they find themlelves ill. Mamiany Maya and Conffaniy are 
intoxicating Drugs they mix in their drinks. Spodium is the alhesof aTree growing 
ncAsSmda, wherewith they tub their bodies, as they do witlViS*r;^ which is a Flower.

ebimfes call Geiduaty as big as an Acorn j of high price, by reafon ’tisnbt ordinary, and 
isafovereignRemedy againfl Poylbn, and the biting of Venomous beafls. lalaveisVike 
Sambajay and of the fame ufe in Medicine. Faravat is a very codlii^ Hearb, but very 
lcarce,and very dear. TomonpHte is a Root like Galigan, ufid againfl Inflammations of the 
Spleen. The Co»d»ri, which the csllSagay are red Perries, (potted with black, 

wherewith they wdgh Gold and Silver, but are not to be eaten, they are lb bitter, and, as 
fomc (ay, poyfon ous . Tlte reis like'wile Azebaty the Sycontotey the Hux Indicay and divers 
other TreeSjPlants and Diu^ to Europeans feme known, (bme unknown, but ’twould re- 
quire a peculiar Treatife to name them all, and would fill a large Volunin to deferibe their 
good and bad qualities, y J 

The Javians making their benefit of the Fortuguez ingratitude to the Princes, 
who entertain’d them, docoiittan(^|y)ppOfje the eftablifliment of any Strangers in the Ifld ; 
But the ptofit rheKiijgs of Bantabrzm received , by ventii^ their Spices to the 

Englijh and Duch was fo confiderable, that at lafl t^iey confeniedjfhat the people of thilR 
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two Nations fliould build a Houfe for fuch Fadors as they fhould have occalion to leave 1639. 
there, and for (lowing up the Commodities they tralfick’d iii. The Dutch, by treaty with 
tho(e Kings, regulated the Cuflonss of Importation and Exportation j butthofe Articles 
werelb ill kept by the /»«(*<*« Kings, who railed their rates according as they difcovercd 
the Strangers necelEty of Commerce, that the Dutch, to avoid thisinjuftice, andfecure 
thcmlelves from the violences of the 'Barb*riant, by degrees fccretly fortified their Quar- Rtf iDotcfe 
tersat Jucatra, and ina (hort^timemadeitdefenfible.

In this Illc 
there is no Commerce at all, as well becaufe the foil is batten of all Spices, as for that 'tis 
inacccfllble. by realbn of the Shelves of Sand that on all Tides environ it. The Iflanders, 


for the moft part, live by Pyracy, and run up to the very Coafts of Pegu, which their 
Neighbours ate forced to connive at, lead they (hould hinder the exportation of Rice, 
which is there in great abundance. The Uoianders, who had been hardly ufed by the 
Javians,neox Tuham and Cideyo, Towns three Leagues from Joartam in the Ille of Java, 
copiinginfightof ihel^eoi Madura, in the beginning of Pecej»l>€r, 1596* andappte- 
heivding fome danger to be taken by certain Pratts, or Ships equipped for War, where the 
Prince and Cherif, at High Prieft of the Ifland, were in petfon ; to prevent the Javiansy 
whofe intent was to furprife them, fir’d fome Guns at the great -where the King, and 
Cherif, with divers others, loft their lives ; for that Ship being three Tires high, and filled 
with Souldiers, there was not a Guq fect| hotli great number ; (b as the

The heft 
Camphirc in the Indies is gotten in the Me of Borneo : Here is alfo Gold and BPioar, 
Whis Stone breeds in the Maw of a Sheep or Goat, about a knot of Grafs that ftayes in 
the Maw, andis often found within the Stone. The Perft^s call thefe Beafts Bazans, and 
the Stone BtfZtfr,. which is, a Market, as by excellence proper fur a Market or Fair : and 
from the fame word comes the B/tzartteqaes, theleaft Money that is font to the Market. 
The Stone is finooth'and grecniOi, and themore fubftantial and weighty itis, the better it 
is, and of the greater vertue. In the Country of Ptf«, tieox Malacca^ they find a Stone in 
the Gall of a certain Swine, mote highly efteem’d then the Bazar. Itis of a reddifti. co- 
lour, as fmootli and ftippery in the leejingas Soap, and exceeding bittc/ i fo that wheat ifii

Moloequtt^ under the Equinot^ial Line, lies the lile of 
iSfUbts , and if credit may be given to Mercator ^ this is one of the three Iftands ttalaa^ yjg, 

^11$ Sindtt. The chief City here is called Macaffar^ and lies in the moft Southerly part 
of the ftve degrees, feventeen nunutes, beyond the Line. It abounds in all forts of 
Ptov)6o06, paftiicularly Rice, wherewith in the moneths of Marcbt Apil vndMay^ the 
Territory ^ fo entirely covefed,^ ^hat ‘tisnot to be imagined there is an inch untill'd : and 
in befides what they sonvext to pafture for their Cattle, and what they affign for 
thdlr Cocoesy there is not the leaft parcel lyes unfo wed. lo the face they are like the people 
of and ’twas but in the beginning of the prefknt Age they deiertedP 4 |s- 

ttif and imbraced the Mabtemetan Religion. 'Tis Paid, that in the time of Paganijme 
they were Antbrofopbagi., and that the Kings of the Molucques font their Malefoc^ots to 
them to be devoured. But it may be avert’d for truth, that at this day the Indies have 


not a people (b traceable as they : yet they are coutagious and irteconcileable where they 
^ce declare enmity. Their chief Armes is Bow and Arrow, whereof they impoyfon the 
head to render the Wound mortal. The Men ate of a comely make, carrying in their 
Prepuce a Ball or two of Ivory, pr a Fi(h-bone, tnafiie,and ngt hollow, like thsSiamfss and 
Pegitant s but this cufiom by degrees wears out, as that amongft the Women, to cut their 
Hair off*, forat prefent they let it grow, and coif themftivcs''as the Malayans do. Wo- 
men, when they walk the Streets, and Slaves, have their Bteafts open, and wear Breeches' 
that reach from the Navil to the Knee *> but when they bathe in their Citterns or Wells in 
the Street, they are fiazk naked. The Houfes of Maeajfar are built upon Piles, and rais’d 
nine or ten foot above the gAnind, by xeafon of the Rains which fall with the Weft and 
North- weft Winds firom November till March, during which ftafon the Road is exceeding 
dangerous, and ali^fi ufolefo, becaufe’tisimpolQble Veffels foould get near the Shore, to 
lade their Rice. . 


Upon the fome Ifland there is % King of TeUe, and another of Battergoa, who are the 
mott powerful next to that of Macajfcr, TheDu^cb Relations tell wonders eff the pru- 
dence of the former, and atteft they met there with Barks and Frigots fo arriticially built, 
their moft experienced Carpenters acknowledged, that they could not poffibly have im- 
prov’d their Art to thgt perfeillion. He had fettled Granaries throughout his Dominions, 
to ftore up Rice, wKich> was not to be ftirred till a new recruit had furnifht him with fiifS- 
d^ent to repleniftiit * at^ did all he could to cn^rofo the Commerce to himfelf i for which 
purpofe he had his Fa^kp^rSAt to vbid his Cotton- clothes, and lade, in exchange,'

maatra, is much larger then Celebes t it yields good ftore of Rice, ^ Wbweof 
feveoccafion to Ipeak preftntly,MHhe deforiptioi^f the Mol«eii»es, wlfd Sfeiis, anTcCToil- 
toiCib of extraordinary fize. The Natives-ateweK pioybrtKMMd,^ ind tfot lor^ 

Ullpce Anthropophagi, as the Celeb, ans were. Ambyntf 
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Amhyna is an Ifland fo near ad joyning to the Molucquesy that feme have reckon’dtic in 
‘ the number of them, as well for the feituatiou, as for the produdtion of Cloves, which are 
faid to be kindly no where but in the Molucques. ’Tis feituate four degrees beyond the 
r .inp, two Leagues from the Ifle of Ceiram, and is in circuit about twenty four. On the 
Weft-fid c of the Capital Town there is a Bay of fix Leagues, cotnpofing a good Road, 
where Ships arc well Iheltcred from all Winds. By reafon of this Bay the Sea wants not 
much of cutting thoiow the Ifland j for on the other fide the Sea advances fo far within 
the Land, that it kaves but a fmall Ifthmus of about fixfcore fathom over. The Ifland 
fifing thus, as ’twere, divided into two parts, the Icfler, wherein is the Caftle of Amhaymty 
contains twenty finall Towns, or rather lb many Villages .which can fend forth about two 
thoufand men, able to bear Arms. The greater part hath four Towns, which have each 
fcven Villages fubftitute, and can arm about fifteen hundred men. The Natives were here- 
tofore brutifh, and,like their Neighbours, Ambrofofbaff, or Canibals,in fo much that ^ey 
would devour their Parents, when age made them decrepit, or when they were vifited with 
any defperate Difeafe. The Land it felf lay wild, and overgrown with Forrefts j but at 
prefent ’tis exceeding fertile, and, befides Cloves,bears all other forts of Fruits, as Lemmons^ 
Oranges, Cocoes^ Bananas^ Sugar-canes, &e. Oranges particularly are fo plentiful, t;h^ 
one may buy fourfoore for a Button. The Inhabitants are a fort of fimple people, habj^ 
like the Bandayxnt^vvag meanly enough on what they get by tfie Clove-husbandry. Th«p 
ufe nO other Arms then the Dart, (which they caft fo dexteroufly, that they will ijffi 
mifs the breadth of a Crown piece threefoore paces diftant) the Cimeter, and BuckllH 
They make a fort of Cakes of Rice, Almonds Md Sugar, which they fell to their Neigffl 
bouts of the adjacent Iflands, where they take them againft Fluxes. They make likewiffl 
Rice-bread, in the form of Sugar-loaves. Their Galleys, which tl^cy call Caraeoraf^ aim 
well built i and they know how to manage them wkh fuch addreft, that ©urs come nj 
near them for fwiftnefs. ' t 

The Ifland was firft difoorcred by the Fortuguez, in the year 1515. under conduit 
of Antonio Abreo^ who there ere^ed a Column, as well to record the pofTclfion he took of 
it for the King of Portugal^ as to fotve for a Trophy of his Adventures, in advancing far- 
ther into the Jndits then any of his PredecclTors had done. Theft fortngttez'i^ obftrving 
the HoUanders obftruded the advantageous Commerce they carried on here, in the year 
I do I. ftt forth a Fleet of thirty Ships, with a refolution not only to deftroythe Hollanders 
TralEckjbut wichall,fo to chaftize the Inhabitants of Amboyna^ who bore more affei^ion to 
the Hollanders then to them, that they Ihould change their opinion. D. Andres Furtado de 
Miadozat Admiral of this Fleet, having intelligence of five HoUand Vcflels that were in the 
Pott of Ban^t refblv'd to fight them,lbut was worfled, and forced to retreat into the Port 
of Ifo», the chief City of AmboyHa. 

The Hollander Sy though yidorious, were not in condition to purfuc their good fortune, 
and much left to hinder the Fortugnez from difoharging their revenge upon the Inhabi- 
tants, who were moft rigoroufly uftd by theft enraged people i nay, foch was their fpight, 
that they pull’d up their Clove-trees, mcerly that the Ho^anders miglK not make their pro- 
fit of them. Hereupon Stephen 'ViThagen^ the Holland Admiral, arriving hebruary 2i, 
id©3. in the Road of Ambeyna, landed a party of Souldicts, with defign to ftoriUjChc 
Caftle. The Fortitgttez Govemour, perceiving hisintention, fint forth two of the Gar- 
tiCon OlScers, to demand of him, how he durft approach a place committed to lys charge 
by the High and mighty King of Spains to whom the HeUamd Admiral made anfwer. 
He was come in the Name of the States of the United Provinces; and the Prince of 
Orange, with Order to take in the Caftle, and expell the Enemy j fo as he was to 
come to prefent Articles, or fuftain the Aflault he Ihould make as foon as his Artil- 
lery came on fliore. This Bravado fo daunted the Fortuguez , that he rendred the 
place without fo much as a Cannon (hot. There march’d out fix hundred Fortuguez 
with their Arms. Such as were married, taking the Oath of Fidelity, were permitted 
toftay in Town. 

The Inhabkants of all thoft Iflands, Java, Aptboyna, and the Moluequez, were all ?<*- 
gans,ti\\ their Commerce with the Ferfians and Arabian/ htoaght in Mahumetifm, which, 
notwithttanding, hath not fo extirpated their former Religion, but fuch as embrace Cir- 
cumcifion continue their Pags^n Superflifions : Some make open, profefEon thereof, and 
adore the Devil, there being neither Town nor Village that hath not one peculiar thereto. 
Not that they undeiftand in any fort what the Devil is, or that they have any knowledge 
of wbat the Scripture fayes of him > but they affirm. That what they adore comes out of 
the mr, whence fome of them call one ©f thdir principal Demons Lamthet that is, Aiiu 
who notwithflanding depends on another greater then he, cnWqd Lantbihi nay, isnot^ 
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coiiliderable as theit lauUy^ who in power is next to Lanthila. The general name 1639* 
for them is Niro, which fignities evil Spirits, or Tuan^ that is, Lord or Matter. 

They fay their Nito appears often to them in the flwpe of an ordinary peribn, which the Con^tUt 
Spirit takes on him for this purpoft, and by which he pronounces his Oracles, that his in- 'ie 
tendons "ipay be known. To have conference with him, they alfemble, to the number of 
twenty or thirty, and call upon him with the beat of a little Drum, confecrated exprefly 
to this ufe, called by them a 2 )/j, lighting mean while divers Wax-candlcs, and pronoun- 
cing certdn words of conjuration, which they think very effedual. Before they propound 
their Affairs, cither private, or publick, to him, they preftnt him both meat and drink, and 
after he that perfonates the Dsenioirhath done eating, the Congregation make an end of the 
remainder. 

They take in hand no bufineis, 'be it never fb mean, nay, notfb much as piercing of a 
Tree to draw Terry, rill they have done their devotions to the Devil, and engrav’d certain mt. 
charai^ers upon it, which in their opinion will preftrve the Tree, and bleft their labour. In 
their houfes they have one place where they light a wax Candle, and where they wait on 
the Devil with meat and drink, who not coming, as it often happens, they eat that them- 
>ielvc$ which 'they had confecrated to him -, but leaving fome part of it, that, if he fhould 
^^le, he might find fbmething to ftay his ftpmacki There is not a Matter of a Family that 
iPwt provided of a Vcfture extraordinary, and a Ring, which he carefully prefeeves, and 
Hibicb is conftantly kept in the beufe, for a perpetual tcttisnony of his alliance made with 
pfefe Devil. They are prepoffefled with this qpinion, that there comes no ill but from the 
Kevil, for which reafon they adore him, to avert mifchkfs, or appeafe him, when they fall 
fcpon them. ‘ 

I They have their Citcumcifion, but much different from that of the and Mahume~ ciremcijl- 
sans i for they circumcife not Children till twelve or thirteen, years of. age, and in Ilcad of on. 
feutring off the Prepuce, as the Jewf do, they only flit it with a hitle Cane made exprefly 
fiir this purpofe. 

At their Marriages theyufe no Ceremonies} fot the parties being agreed, the Bride* nkwingt. 
grooms Father carries a ptefent of fbme toyes to the Bride, and the Bndcs Father makes a 
Featt, at which they have their Mofick of Tabours and Logologo, or Dances in the Honour 
of NitOf and fb confummatc the Marriage, Which they break with the fiune facility they 
confraded if. For the Wives leave their Husbands upon the leatt difconteiit happens be- 
tween them, and provided they are able to teftore thePrefent given them by their Father 
in Law, pouring water on theit Husbands feet, to (hew that they cleanfe thcmfelvcs from all 
the impurity they may have contra^id together, they take their leave, and the next day 
may joyn again in marriage with fome other, if they are foagreed. 

Their Oaths for decifion of differences, or other matters of importance, they make in 
the manner following. They put Water into a Difh, info wiiich they caft in Gold, Earth, 
and a Bullet of Lead, then dip in it the end of a Musket barrel, the point of a Halbert, 

Sword, Knife, or fbme other Weapon ; and they give of the Water to him who is to fweat } 
thedefign of all thefe Ceremonies being to raife in him a fear, that all that is calf or dipt 
into the Water will confpite his rttine, if be make a falfe Oath. 

There arc amongft them certain people they call Zw<*«gi,whom they take for Sorcerers ) sorcerers: 
though for the mott part they bane themfelves in doing mifehief rather by poyfbn then 
enchantments } but it they can prove the leatt againft them, To as there be but grounds for 
ptefomption only, t;jiey are undone s and commonly the whole Family fuflers with then^ 
Thehorrour they have of rhefc people, is one caufe they watch dead bodies, with Sword 
and Buckler, for fear the Zi»angi fhould come and eat them. 

The Amboynianf are naturally rimeiotu,gtof^aziilittd{fid,unfaithful,and (b diffident, that thtirgua^ 
they will not truft a man fix pence without a good pawn. Taey bury their Goods and 
Money for fear of Rapine, for being themfelves naturally, inclined to theft, they think 
others would do to them as they would do to others* 

They are not to be taught any thing, nor have they any Trades, in fb much that the Stufi^ tniMlbbt 
made by them arc like Sacks, open at both ends, wherewith the Women clo«h themfdvesi 
They can neither write nor read, nor have Chara< 3 :ers amongft them, fb as they have na in- 
triligenceof former'Ages, nor any light of Religion. Their bufinefs istiftlmg, or theit 
Gardens, where they gjif fame Fruits, to live Dn,but Co flenderly, that 'tis a miracle they can 
fttbfift with fo little •, nevert^elcfs, for the greateft part, they are of good propeitkal, and 
«o^!y perfonage. .1 r, 

From the account we have given you of their Marriages, the ftnaiJlaflnfW^ bettrixp 
Msttaod Wife may eafily be guefled at } as indeed thcie is little or .nonfijrtpB^ yct'they ' 
jfctew their Children mott cxcdGvely, but fo imprudently, fihat there is iKk a Father takes 
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*559. care t6corted them » and to this reafon we may attribute the dilbrders that often hap- 
pen, the Children out-raging Nature in the perfons of thofe that brought them into the 
world. 

Frofanetieft The little knowledge they have of Religion caufes a moft remarkable humour of pro- 
fenation amongft them, and fo great a contempt of facred things, that they would dende 
their were they uotreftraihd byafottifti fear of fomemifchiei he would do them. 
The PortHgttez tranfported thither heretofore fome families of free perfons, call’d Mddte^^ 
whom they bad taken near Maiaeeay and whoferving the Por#«g»ei^had gotten thdr lan- 
guage, and in fome meafiire their Religion > but thefc Familiesaxc left by degrees, and the 
little inftrudion had been ^ven them wearing out with time by converfing with Pagans i 
one may foy, that except fome Profcly tes made by the HoUmdersy who tor the greatett part 
are ChineftSy there is not a in the Ifland. 

The Hollanders have three Forts in the Me of Jmhynay the Post CatnbelJay otheiwifo 
landeri ' called ViHoria, (the Baftions whereof are built of ftone J thofe of Hiten and Louw. The 
firft hath in it fixty Pieces of Cannon,and a (jarrifon of ftx hundred men j fb as that with* 
iittirety. queftion, this, next 3itttavi»y is the heft eftabbibment they have in the Indies. 

Banda lies twenty four Le^ues from AmbeyMy and is about three Leagues in length, andj 
one in breadth, reaching from North to South in form of a Horfo- ftiooe. It contains fomlig 
fmaH Towns, whereof the chief is Neray but Orfattan and Labkttaeea are inconfiderablw 
The inhabitants are all Mabumetansy and to zealous in their Religion, and lb devout, tht|l^ 
will not meddle in any buiineft till they have (aid their Prayers. They enter not into theiii 
Mefqmtts tftlthey have wafti'd their feet i and being there, they pray with fuch vehemencyJ 
that they may be heard two hundred paces thence. Thofe Prayers ended, they rub thein 
faces with both hands, lay a Matt on the ground wd ftand upon ifi, lift; their eyes twio: oa 
thrice to Heaven, foil on their knees, and bow their head two or three tiqBgjiothe gjfoun ^ 
pronouncing certain Prayers with a low voyce, only moving the lips. 
they have many meetings, where they cat together of what is brought thithfli! by every 
one. They luve Ukewile fome fuch A&mbUes upon a Motimtain, which is in a Wood ixt 
ihemiddle of thel^d, where the Inhabitants of Tnldrimy Puhwayy and Lantory their 
Allies , meet them to conftder of publick matters. After they have treated of publick 
AlfoirSjthey fit down on theground,and they ftrvc to every one upon a "Banana leaf, which 
fetves them inftead of a Trencher, a Motfel of SagUyWiuch is their Bread, and a httle Rice 
fieep’d in bioath, which they eat by handfuls. During the Feaft,the Gentlemen, to enter- 
tain the Guefts. have a kind of Skirmilh. They are aIffloft*in continual war withtheit 


Neighbours, and keep cmiftant Guards upon the Coaft, as wdl to lurprize others, as to 
prevent their being lurprized thcmlelves. Their Arms are the Cmetaty with thimi called 
zPbahangyia.iilBvtchkxof wood above four foot long. They handle their Weapons with 
much addtefo, being train’d, toit ftrom their infoncy. They have likewife Fire-arms, butin 
war they chiefly uie a fort td* Lance, of eight or ten foot long, made of an exceeding hard 
wood, which they caft with (uch force, that they will run a Man quite through with it. 
Having caft their Lances, for commonly they carry two, they foil to their Sivord, which 
hangs at their left fide under their Buckler, or to another fort of W eapon, whith they dart 
and puli back with a ft(ing,whereco they tye a Iboic Truncheon, baling at the end a ctook- 
ed iron that is excedofopgftvatp and dangerous. Some uie Corilets, but thete are Perfons of 
Quality} others contenting dicmlelves with Casks gf Steel, and made like Cocks-combs. 
Their Gallies are very light, bavii^otihottitides, in a manner even with the water, two 
Scaffolds like wings, where the Slaves arefot to tow. They are three to every feat, and 
every one hath an Oar, which is properly but a deep wooden Shove], which they thiuft 4s 
for as they can into the Sea, and when they draw it back, they bring it about thai heads to 
caff out the water , which they do fo faft,and with fuch fleight,that a Ship muft be a good 
Sailor, that ihall with a good wind take one of thefo Gallics. 

I&sr liva In the Ifleot Banda *tis no rarity to meet with people of fixfoorc years of age, and above. 

lanff. They believe,that who foils to pray for the dead fliall have no refuxrcdion, whereas oi litr- 
i^^iie, with the Mahnmetansy they believe the refurredion of the dead. Women that are 
preioit at the death of a ftiehd, cry out with all violence, as if by this means they would 
fetch the Soul hack agaia, but feeing i( comes not, they interr the Corps, which is born by 
ten or twelve perfons on their Shoulders, in a Bicre or Coffin covered with white Liiincn, 
the Men going before, the Women behind. The Corps being laid in the ground, they re- 
turn to the houfo of thedeceafod, where they dine together j then they burn Incenfo over 
the Grave for four and twenty hours, and at night fet a burning Lamp'over it, in a Hut 
made for that puxpofe. ‘ ' ’

the work to be done by their Wives, whofe chiefell bufincfs is to break the Nutmeg (hell, — ' 
and dry the Nut and Mace, wherein confifts thetr greateft revenue.

It is a thing to be admired, that thefc fix little Illands Ihould furnifh the whole World 
with Nutmegs, if it were not cettaila,thafr exetpt a few Vuriaonsy Nancan, Bananas, Oran- 
ges and Cocoes that grow there^ 'thc^ produce not any thing elfe j and the Iftands are fo 
covered with Nutmeg-trees, th^ eStbluding only the fiery Mountain in the Ifle of Gunap, 
there is not a foot of Land but is employed, and the Trees at all times loaden with fruit 
and flowers green qr ripe. They chiefly gather them thrice a year •, that is, in alpil, 

Jugujl and Decendttr, but that which ripens in Apil is the beft. The Tree is not unlike a 
' Peach- tree, only the leaves arc more fhort and round. The Fruit is covered with a husk, Ntttaegh 
as thick as that of our Wallnuts, which being opened, there appears a very thin leaf upop 
Ujhard (hell i yet does it not fo cover it, but that the fhell is to be (een in feveral places, 
this is that they call the Nutmeg flower or Mace, and the fhell muff be broken to 
■M^at the fruit, a The flower i$of a lively carnation, while the Nut is green i but after- 
it changes, and draws towardsan Orange colour, efpecially when it parts from the 
UPpO. The Inhabitants ptefnve it in tbe> fhell,* with Salt or Sugar, and make a very exccL 
|fet Preferve. The Natives call the Nutmeg PaBa, and Mace BunayaUa. This Spice itjocet, 
Homforts the Brain, helpsthe Memory, expels Wind, cleanies the Reins, and ftayes Loofe- 
ftefs. Mace hath almoff the fame vertues, but ‘tis much more proper for Sauces. OyhlBeOylof 
*f Nutmegs ftrengthens the Sinews, procures Sleep, flayes Defiuxions, and cures jNiwnig. 
fjlhe pains in the Stotnack* and of powder of Nutmeg or Macc mixt with the Oyl' 
of Rofes, they make an Unguent foveraign againft fuch Griefs as proceed ftomlndi- 
geftion. i 

The Bofitf have built here two Forts, which they caW Naffan axiABelgica, where 
the Rosid is fo good, that Veffels come up within Musket-fhot, and ride fafely at nine or ten landers 
fathom water. Jhe Ifland is inhabited with about ten or eleven thouftod perfbns } yet forts in 
would it be hard to draw out five hundred Men fit to bear Arms. Here they drive a good S^nda. » 
round trade in Garments brought from Coromandel, Rice, Purcclanc, Velvet, Damask, 

Taffaty, Scarlet, Provifions and Ammunition for the Forts. The Inhabitants ate obffinate 
and mutinous, fo as the HoVanders^^^ot affure the pofleffion of this Ifle, but by force 
alone. 

In their Relations of the Ifle of Neta, the^eport, there are Serpents fb great, that ohfc ^etshd 
day, the Author of the twentieth Relation obferving his Poultry dayly to decrea&,and be<> Setfom* 
ing told by the Natives there were Serpents that devoured them, he had then watch'd fo 
carefully, that they took one, which about midnight was crept into the Hen-rooft,and had 
made a flronge havock. The Servants who kill’d it, found in the belly five Hens, one 
Duck, and a fucking Pig, which they made no difficulty to eat of, no mote then they did of 
the Serpent it felt 

Though fbme comprehend in the number of theMolucqmt, many of the Iflaads that MotpO. 
fillup this Oriental Afehiplago, yet properly there are called by the name of the Maine- quesi 
eaes,hut the five following Iflands, ‘lernate, Jidar, Motiel, Machiam and S^chiam, by thd ' 
ancient Pagans called’ Cup, Douco, Moutil, Mara, and Seque, This laftis by ievera! Arms 
of the Sea divided into divers'Iiles,which notwithftandiogarSittOit known but by the com- 
mon name of Bachaiam, becaufe they are futijeift Ot^>isM«<itrinde. They are all fcituate un- 
der the fame Meridun, as’twetc within view of one another, and take not up above -the 
fpace of twenty five Leagues, fbas the utmoft North hath but one degree of Latitude to* 

Wards the North, and the fartheft South, but one degree toward the South. The Soyl is fb' 
dry and fpungy,thatit not only drinks immediately the Water that falls from Heaven, but 
diycs up the Torrents at their vety riling out of the Mountains , and fuffersthemnot to 
pa^ their tribute to the Ocean i and yet the Sun not being able cither to penetrate the Fo'r- 
refts, or confumethe Exhalations arifing out of the Earth, there remains f'ufficient moifiuitf 
to furnifh both Trees and Herbs with confiauc verdure. 

Thefe Iflands, where no Fruit is wanting, and Which yield, in great abundanc^S**»*xrf 
Cocoes, Lemons, Oranges, Sandal, and Calambd, and all forts of Spices, prodifce neither 
Com, nor Rice V but Nature makes fufficient tecompence fo,r this defedi, iu<ai^of nou* j5gf 
tifhment, which might be accounted miraculous, were it not coxntwt^ V^ aititbtyita, znddflt^. , 
ithcr places.

The Tree is a mans fathom about, neverthclefs with a Knife it may becur doyn, bccauie 

’tis only Bark and Pith: The* Bark is about an inch thick, and the reft all Pith, which 
ferves for Bread. It is foniewhat like worm-eaten wood, fave that it is white, and may 
be eaten as it comes from the Tree, taking away the firings of the wood which arc mixed 
Bmihey with it i but to make Bread they order it as follows. Having felled the Tree, they cut 
make bread it Cylinder- wife, and beat the Pith to powder, which looks like Meal i tlien they put it in 
a Scarce they make of the Bark of the fame Tree, over a Tub made of the Leaves, and 
according as the Scarce fills they pour in Water, which dividing the Meal from the Strings 
of wood that are mixt therewith, falls into the Tub, as white and thick as Milk, and Icav- 
inga certain fettling or confificncy at the bottom, falls out at a little Spout at the top of 
the Tubs this fettled confiftency is that which they call andferves theminfiead of 

Mca1,and in effed is fuch, when it is dry. It is baked in certain Moulds of Earth, which 
they make red hot in the fire, fbaS putting in this fubfiance, it becomes Pafte, and bakes 
in a moment, fo fpeedily, that oneMan,in a morning, may bake Bread to fufficea hundred 
IVmefiom M en a whole day : From the fame Tree they entxsi^i Thuack^y which they drink, and is 
the fame as pleafant as Wine. While the Leaves are young they are covered with a Cotton, wherc- 
of they make Stuffs •> and being at full growth, they cover Houfes with them j and the 
bigger Veins are firong enough to make Rafters for their Houfes j and of thelclTer tbra 
makegood Cordage. '*>1 

They have fiote of Cattle i but they rather affcA Tifli, though Linfehotten fayes tbejl 
have neither. Mines of Silver or Gold they have not , and hitherto there arc nwwj 
difcoveicd of any other Metals i but the Ifle of Lambata furnifhes them with Iron an^ 
Steel, whereof they make their CamftUns and their Ctity that is» their Swords anc^ 
Daggers, 

The Inha- Their Men are rather black then tawny, but the Women not fo muchl''^^81^|r^J|ii«r 
Utam. black and finoqth, either naturally, or for that they continaaUy rub it with fweet Oyls » 
• 'their Eyes great,theit Eyebrows large,their Bodies firong and robufious, but fitter for was 
then work.' They ate dextrous and aiaivc, and live long, though they grow gray betimes. 
In converfation with Strangers they are civil and obliging i but a little too familiar and 
importunate in their demands, fclf-ended in Commerce, diffident, deceitful, and lyars, 
needy, and by confequence infolent. Men wear Turbants, after the Turkifh fafhion, of 
feveral colours, deckt with Plumes ; The King only wears a Crown like a Miter, but in all 
things elfe is clad like his other Subje^s, in a JvfOy and Drawers of China. Sattin, blew, 
red, crimfon, green, and yellow. Some there are wear clofe Coats, tied on the Shoulders, 
and cut below, like the ancient Komans military<]oats. Women drefs thcmfelves in their 
Hair, which they lay fmoothover their Heads, and tye it behind, and deck it with Plumes 
and Flowers, which well beromes them. They have Bracelets, Rings, Neck-laces of 
Pearl, Diamonds, Rabies, and Emralds, &c, apparelling themfelves almofi all in Silk, 
ufingthc Stuffes they have from Ferfiay Cbinay and the reft of the Eaft, in truck for their 
Cloves. 

Partly JWa- Cbinejfer Jby poffefling a great part of the Eaft, became likewife Matters of this Iflc, 

humetans. and, after their example, the Serfians and Arabians, who brou^t in the Mahemetau fij- 
perfiitions, admit the adoiation of their Gods, from whom divers of their Families pretend 
to be delcended. They know no written Law, and their Cuftoms are barbarous enough » 
folygamy is allowed amongft them, and Adultery pafles unpunifiicd > but Theft is fcverely 
punilhed, as a mortal and unpardoliaMe Crime among them. They have Officers, who at 
Apaniadar break of day go about the Town, and with die beat of a Drum awake the people, and cx- 
pelicy. hort the Matters of Families to remember their Matrimonial Duties, by reafbn it concerns 
the publick, that the Inhabitants fiiould multiply. Both Men and Women exprefs their 
arrogancy in their carriage and gate. Every Ifland hath a peculiar Language, whence we 
may conjedture they are originally derived from feveral Nations, and that 'tis nectffity for' 
ces them to ufe the MalayaM, for general Communication. ^ 

TheOlovs "Tht Jayiam were they that tirft brought Clo> es to thefe places, whence thtferfians 
trade. and ArA>uns might convey them to the Greeks and Komani. The Kings of E-gyp fettled 

this Commerce, together with that of other Spices, in the Ports of the Red Sea i where 
the having reefbe^d that Kingdom to a Province, continued it till the diffolutiuii 

of the Empire. The Gtnuefes ■«verc long time Matters of it, by transferring it to T’hcodaJij, 
now czlVdCaffa, whither at leijgA^the Venetians (cntthcit Confulsand Fadlois, taking 
the benefit of the Cafpian Sea. The Iturkj fpoil'd this Commerce by means of their (pj- 
ravansythzt brought Spices to divers places on the Mediterranean Sea, where the Europeans

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aty^teWrwandCjyjOjby the wayof the Wz/c,and doubtkis had keptitftill,hadnot the 163^.

ijioft parts of the Eaft. Their Conquefts in the Indus, and the f lect they maintain upon 
thtferfiamvii. AraHa,nCoi^s,to'NzxdsCii^e Guardafun, intirely bereaved the 
their Commerce » and the Portpiguez continued Malkrs of it, vsrhilc they kept that Sea : 
but after the HoUanders appeared there, they were conftraintd to give place, and to loft an 
advantage, which no other durft have difputed with them. 

In the year 1 5 1 1 . the Fortuguez diftQvered the Molacques. Frandfeo Serano, who flrft 
fet foot on (hore, found fo much that Mokjfe, King of Ternate, and Alman~ 

for,Kmg of lidar, made it theif eax;$c^ ircqueft to have the advantage of the Fort the 
Portuguez were about to buil^^tpj fkuiiie the poflllGon of theft Ifles. ’Tis true, theft two 
Princes were declared enemies, and thought to make uft of theft Strangers Forces in their 
particular quajtrels ; but 'tis to be believed their jealoulie was grounded on other princi- 
ples i for that C^chil Li*wi««,King of Baeki*m,v^dc the like requeft to 7riftan deMeneJis, 
who went to iclievc Serrano. 

’Twas now fbme time lince Pope Alexander the fixth had divided the two Indies be- ddijerem 
^yvixt the Kings of CajiiltzndFortugal v info much that of the three hundred fixty de- lemeenibt 
which compoft the Globe, the Spaniards were to polTefs what they conquered with- 
Hpfee hundred and eighty degrees, counting from the thirty fixth degree of Litbone, Weft- ^rtuguca 
‘^ ^ d , and the PoMwgaess the other hupd*ed and eighty degrees Eaft ward by vertue of/ortfeW- 
nnlbh divifion the Emperoutt, Ch^eksi the hfth, pretended the Molucqnes belonged to the luccacs. 
B^wn of Cajlile, by reafbn Ferdinand MageUanm, who had done very advantageous Ser- 
vice in the Indies^ under Alphonfo Albuquerque, and had with little fatisfti^ion deferted <3wH»d«d 
fce Partw^ea, to ftrvc under CWftj, computed by authority (upon a falfefup- 

9ofal, that between Indus and Ganges there were thirty degrees, whereas there arc fcarce ■'“P*"’-'''"’”' 
j»;n ) that the Molucqms being diftant fix hundred Leagues, which make about thirty 
fix degrees from Malacca Weftwatd, they belonged'to the Crown of Cajlile. He was 
commilfioned by the Emperout to go take polTeffion of them, and upon this defign parted 
from Saint the 21. of 5epte»»^er 1519. and having wrought to 5 3. degrees, and „ ^ 

paffed the Sereight, called to the d^Jf'by his name, the Str eight of MagtUan,he came almoft nm 

to the height of the Malttequesi but by cootrai^ Winds and the Sea-qurtents, he wzt'paj/age. 
forc’d down to the ManeJles, where he was {lain, with thirty five of hiscoasMny j Gonza- 
lo,Goimz £ Ef^inofayZndSebt^iandelCanay made afterwards (bme eftablimmcnts for the 
Emperour, taking an Oath of Fidelity of Sutrau Car ala. King of ’ternate, Prcdecellbur of 
Sultan Bonpfe, ot Sultan AlmanzoryKingof Tidor, zad Sultan Jufuff, King of Gift/a. 

But the poffeflion of theft Ifles was of fuch importance to the Portugmz, for continuati- 
on of their Spice trade, that they did what was polEble to keep them, wherein they found 
the left trouble, bccauftthe Emperour had his hands full in Europe, and wasbutiraper- 
feiSly informed of the AiEurs in Afiay. as well by teafon the Portuguez hindted the Cajiili- 
an Ships palQng by the Cape of good hope, as that the paflage by the Weft Was ft danger- 
ous, that' hitherto it isnotuftd. Notwithftandiug all Ai^s of Hoftility palling between 
theft two Nations in the/«^4’ex, ’twas thought convenient that Cotnmilfioners for both 
Kings fliould meet at Segovia, in the year 1525. but not agreeing, the meeting was re- 
moved the year following to (yevi/, whcfie likewift they came tonorcfult; foasthcbui 
finefs continued in this ftate, till the Treaty at in the year 1529. at which the 

Emperour engag’d thefe Iflands to the King of Portugal, for three hundred and fifty 
thoufand Duates. 'Ever fincethe Portuguez have injoyed them, till by the union of die 
Kingdom of Cafiile, and Portugal, they were confounded ip Philip the Second. After this 
the HoUanders ^ ut in there, and the revolution that l^|ogfflied in Portugal in the year 1640. 
hath ft changed the face of Affairs that tfje Spa»hfm^m 3 & firft conquer that Kingdom, 
before they think of the Appendages belonging thereto. 

lernate is the firft and largcft Ifleof the Molucquts, feituate twenty eight Leagues from Tefnate,* 
tbelfleof Banda, and forty degrees on this fide the Line. It is about eight Leagues in 
eompafs,and no bad Country, yet yields but little Proviliuns belidcs Poultry and Goats. It 
produces hkcwift Almonds, excellent good, and bigger then ordinary, though there be 
three or four m every ftiell, which is fo hard, ’tis not eaiily to be broken with a Hammer? 
bur they make fo ftrong a fire, that Smiths and Forgemeu uft it inftead of Coal. The In- 
habitants likewift plant Tobacco, but ’tis far ihorf of that comes ifrom the JFcJi- 
Indies. 

The chief* Town, czlhd Gamma lamma, ftandsonthe Sei-flde, and is but one Street, . 

about 2500. paces long. Their Houfesare built of Caucsor Timhef, as alfb the 

Mojquites and ^*aftce Royal. The' Road is of no uft, fo.j that the jjptjrcttii nothing 
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but Stone and Rock, an Anchor cannot fix. The Holland Ve&\s ride before a Village 
called lelingammay between the Iflands of ‘lernate and Tidor, within half a League of 
Malay. 

The ttioft precious thing in thefc Iflands is the Clove, I know not if it be the fame 
calls GaryofhyUay though the Ferfians call it Calafur^ and thele two words feem to 
have the fame Etymology. The 5/»<»»Mrdjfometimes called it Ciroft^ but at prefent they 
call it Clifvos , by reafon of its likenefs to an ordinary Nail. The Molueques call the Tree 
that bears them 5iger, the Leaf Varaqua^ and the Fruit Cbamqut. The Tree is much like 
the Laurel, only the Leaves fomething left and narrower, like the Almond-tree, and (hoots 
fisrth its branchesat the top as Myrtle doe. When ’tis in flower it perfumes the Airround 
about it •> and the Fruit is at fitft white, in time grows green, and to brown, but not black 
till it be gathered. 

Some beat them down with Poles, but commonly they fallen a Rope to the branch a 
little above the boal, and drawing it to them force away the Fruit and leaves with much 
violence, and (bit is when the Inhabitants fell it, and fo the Cbm/ir and I»dw»r tranf* 
port it. 

The Trees grow of themfelves, as the Chefnut* trees do, without planting, or any cuU 
tivation. In the eighth year they bear, and fall a hundred years, bringing forth every tw^ 
years : for befides the injury done the branches, in getting off the fruit, as we (aid befori 
the Inhabitants break off the young buds, which (hoot forth the firft year, that they nn 
be furc of a better crop the next. It is at its full xipenels from till January •, am 

when it is gathered, it is laid in the Sun, and in two or three dayes it is fufficientl 
dried. 

Aviconnaz&tOiSi that the Gum of this Tm is like Turpentine he is miflaken iL 

being certain, that it does not produce any at all. For it is fo hot; Aat it does not onltt 
drink up all the Water Heaven is pleafed to (end it, but it alfo attrads M 

the Earth lying about it i nay, its Fruit is fo hot, that if a Pitcher of Water befot in a 
Chamber, within ten foot of a bag of Cloves, they will fo fuck up the Water, that witQn 
two or three dayes there (hall not be a drop left: which that they have done (hall not be 
perceivable any way, but by the weight. The Inhabitants know this well enough, and 
make their advantages thereof. ThcCbinefes have the fame experiment in tLir tvn Silks 
which do attra(% moyflure in the fame manner. * 

It is commonly affirmed, that the Cloves grow only in th^Moluccaest but thisis faid 
either in regard (bme comprehend under that name many other Iflands near them, or that 
the five wc have named yield more then all the reft. It is generally granted, that they 
yield every year neat fix thou(and barrels of Cloves, allowing five hundred weight and a 
half to every barrel , and it is certain withall, that the Iflands of Ire/, Meytarana^ Cavaly 
Sabugo, Marigaran, Gamoeoima^ and Jmboyna, yield alfo very confiderable quantities 
*hat oiVer»n»la\ though they arc notfo fair asthefc of the neighbouring 

Intheimddeftof thelflandof 7ermte^ there is one of the higheft Mountains inthofe 
parts, covered all ovtr with Palms and other Trees, having at the top a hole fo deep, that 
It feems to reach the Center of the Earth. Some have had the curiofity to make trial of 
the depth of tt, and I»ve found that a Rope of five hundred fathom touched not the bot- 
tom, but teach d a fait Spring, the water whereof was very clear v yet hath there not yet 
been any that d^til venture to tafte of it. Out of this Mountain there ifllies a fiilpbu- 
Kousfmcll, and by certain intervals athackfinoak, andfometimes, t(peciallyat the two 
Equinoxes, it cads up flames, and red Stones, with inch violence, that (bme are carried not 
only as far zs the City, but even into the Iflands of Meaoj and Cafures. twenty Leagues di- 
ftant from Ternate, "l^e (moak infers all the circum-ambient Air, and the excrements 
which the Mountun «fts forth, do fo corrupt the Springs and waters of thole parts, that 
noufe can be made thereof. The Mountain is green two third parts of its height, but 
from thence upward it is infupportably cold, and there is on the top of it a Spring of fait 
water jbut- fo cold, that a man can drink but very little of it without taking breath. From 
metopof itnwy be leentheSca, and all the upon it, a man hath a clear and 

fetrae Air, which is never troubled with Mills or Clouds i and there is a Lake of fweet 
water, let about with Trees, in which there is a great number of blew and yellow Li- 

Sem ’ 

There is no diftemnee of Seafons in thele Iflands, nor any certain time for Rain, though 
It rams oftner with the North-weft wind, then it docs with the South. There are sS. 
pents there thirty foot long, and of a proportionable bignefsi Ifut t^y are neither d«a»- 

gcrous > 
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gcrous nor vencmous, no more then are thofc of Bsnda. Some affirm, that theft Creatures, 1 639 • 
not finding any thing to feed upon, eat Grafs, and going to (hv 'Sea iide vomit up what they ~~ ~~ 
had eaten, and by that means draw together a great uuny fuh, which being mtoxica»^pJ 
with the-chew’d Grafs, flote upon the Water, and fb become tlic prey and food of tuefc 
Serpents. 

There is in this Ifland a kind of Beads they call CiifaSy that keeps conflantly in Trees, Cufor, 
living on nothing but Fruit. They reftmble out Rabbets, and have a thiCK, curluig, and 
finooth hair, between gray and red, eyes roaud and fiery, little feet,and fuch Itreiigth in tiie 
tail, that they will hang by it, the better {qtreach the fruits. The foiretts are mil of wild 
Birds, and, except the Parrot, theware few domeftick, at lead of thofe known to us. 

.There arc Crevilfes that comcadKlfuc; and creep under certain Trees, the very Oiadow 
whereof is fo virulent, that no Graft grows neat them. 1 know not whether it be from 
that Tree they contrad that venomous quality, which lies in one part of them, which is 
fo dangerous, tl^t it kills in four and tweatyhours thofc that cat it. Others there are 
j,tbatref€mble Giafboppers, and lycin Rocks, where they .take them by night vfithfirt- 
bight : near the tail, in a bag, they have a lump that is exceeding delicate, for which they 

the Maluceaes there is a certain Wood, which, laid in the fire, burns, fparkles, and A Woodm 
mP^, yfet confumes not » and yeta man may rub it to powder betwixt his fingers. emhjltbie, 
hMttMrthe Fort of Terftate growMiPlfM, by the Inhabitants ca.lVd Cato^a, from which 
jHPfclls a finall Leaf, the StaJie m the Head of a Worm, or Butterfly, the turn'd to 

Kings to the body »ad feet, and the wings are made outof thefinerpartof the Leaf, Co Buttecffjret. 
If at lad there is a compleat Butterfly. 

■ Tidor is an Ifland as fruitful as that of 1ern*U^ but larger. In a Signet of the Kings of 
TOUklflaBd, in PerfiaH or Ar4Hck^ Chata(feers,it appears, this Ifland was called ICudura^ not 
and they fcy the word fignifies Beauty and Fertility. Thefc people have thein- 
dudiyto prune and water the Clove-tree, which by this means bears a fruit much fairer 
and ftronget then that which owes its ptodudion only to nature. The white Sandal- 
wood* that grows here* is doubtlefs the bed of all the Indits. Here they have Birds, by Bads oJPi. 
the Inhabiwnts called Mastm vodittmy fay .the Spaniards^ Paxaros de P Cielo i thofe we call 
Pirit cf Parsdife. Many take them to have no firet > but they are deceived i for they that 
catch them cutoff their feet ft> neat'thebody, thattheflefkix^nniiig Co dry, thes^and 
feathers joyn together, ib that there ftatce remains any ftar* 

The Vuteb in Temste poflefc the Town of ddala/d,regulaxly fortified, and not far off the 
Fort of talueo. In ‘lider they have the Fort Markeo. In Moth again they haye a Fort 
with Badions of Stone. In Maebiam they have made three Forts * At Taffi^Of tabiUols, 
and Guoffiquiaf and in BacfaiuM, the Fort B^rtmiddt. 

The Kinged Bacbiam owns neither the King of ^erHutessot^idorCoxSapenont i but 
is himfclf Soveraign, and independent as to any Forrei^ Power. His Territory is great, Balaaiutt 
where there grows great doreof Sagou^ Co as the Inhabitants fubfiftwith little labour, 
which makes them ft) idle and lazy, that the Kingdom, which heretofore was one of the 
mod coniideiable of the Molucqu^s^ isfo funk fnxn thiat grandeur, that at prefent it can 
hardly raifc five hundred fighting men. 

The Me of Maebiam was brought under the jurifdidion of the "Dutch by Admital Machiam. 
Paul van Carden^ in the year 1 6 oi. The chiefeft of the three Forts they are pofleflnd of is 
that of Guo^quia^ which is built upon an Eminency, with four Bafbons of dune , yet is it 
but a fmall one, and i^r^ulardn regard that, for want of place, they could not make all the 
Badions of the fame bigneft, nor extend the Curtain as £uc as irJbould have been. The 
Fort of Taffafo is alfb upon an afeent, and ha|htfi|i|r Badions i but it is bigger then the 
other, and didant from the .Sea about a hundred aim fcccy paces. Thefc two Forts have 
neither Wells nor Ciderns, five that near the topof theaftenton which Trfjfdyodands, 
there is a w'ell within a Half-moon, which fcrves tor afifth Badion to the place. labiUo-^ 
la hath but two Badions, fo far one feom theother,that they cannot command all the Cur- 
tain, fbthat there is no great account to be made thereof. This Ifland is about ftven 
Leagues in compaft , andfubjedtothe Kingof Zemare*: It is very populous , able to 
taift twothoufcnd and two hundred fighting Men-, and it hnthSagu ,and other pro- 
vifions fufficient for the liihabitants , and yields as much Cloves as any of tfacothef 
Iflands. < 

Belides the five Iflands properly called the Malucques^ there are others, to the 
^.^emy two, fubjeife to the King of Jernate, feituate in the lame feom 

Mikdanae^ on the Notth-llde, and Biua and Cerca-, which are on the Soitfa, aifd between 
jhe Continent of New Guiny towards the Ead. The chiefeft are AftSfe, M^dbiam, 
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"1620. Barro, Na, Noloa, Meao, Tttfure, Z>oe, Saquite, tjtule^ Baol^ Guadu^a^ GoroKtano^Jh- 

' ' bjto^ ‘Sample, Manado, Voudo, Labague, 'Jaqua, Gabe, Sobuqna, Buto, Sanguien, See. 
amongft which fome lye feventy Leagues trom Sernate. The Ktngsof all thefe IlLuds 
are Tributaries to the King of Sernate, and tycd to find him fuch a number of Souldiers, 
which the Author of the Hiftory of the Malitcquez, whom we mentioned beforcj raifes to 
lixfcore,thoufand. 

. North of the Maiwcqaff lye the Ifles now call’d the difcoirered by Ferdinand 

Phiippin*. ^ when he compar’d the World in the year 1520. and haddoubtlcfs given 

them his own name, had he lived till this new difeovery : SebajiiaH del Cam, his Camerade 
in this ftupendious Navigation, not daring to hazard an cftabliihnaent after the death of 
Magellanut, who wasllain in thefe Iflands, as we faid before, return’d (otSfain. After this 
' there was no mention of thefelflands, till that in the year 1555. P. Luis de Valafeo, Vice- 
roy of New Cent the Adelantado, MieheldeLaguj/^e, into this Sea., where he put 

into haven in thefe Iflands, which in honour of King Philip the Second, who then 
reigned in Spain , he called by the name of Philippines. His firft Conqueft was the 
Ifle of Zebtte, where he remain’d fix years* after that he went to Lttfon, now cal-j 
Manille. led iSaniU, from its chief City, whereof Velafco, after a fleight oppoCtion, becai^ 
Mailer. 

This City lies in a Canton of Land, iticompafled all about with the Sea, fourteen JjB 
greesonthis fide the Line, in the moft Southerly part of the Ifle, which is in compH 
thee hundred and fifty Leagues. On the North, it hathChina, from which it is diftaS 
feventy Leagues j on the Notth-Eaft, the Ifle of Japan, which is two hundred and fevefl 
ty Leagues diflant from it i Eaflward, the Ocean, and towards the South the great Arcl^ 
pelago, which is as it were divided into five Seas, filled «iany Iflands, Kin^ 

doms and Provinces, that it may be faid, they ate in a manner inhumMable. The 
nejes, who were heretofore poffefled thereof, have now deferred thempStesftilf Ttradif 
thither. 


The Inhabitants in their labour anfwer the fertility of the Toy 1 , which produces Cdm^ 
Rice, all forts of Fruits, and Drugs 5 and it breeds Neat, BulHer, Deer, Goats and Swine j 
ft) as they want nothing neceflaty to livelihood i and the Chinejts take care they lhall want 
nothing that is fuperfluous, as Silk, Purcelane, and Zi*cy«e. They have alfb Date- wine, 
but they make it of a di&tent manner to other places : for they draw it from their C0- 
coes, by cutting off one of the boughs, whence there diftils a Liquor which they fuffer to 
work till it grows as ilrong as Spanifi wine. They have the beft Lemmons and Oranges 
in the World, and the molt excellent Figs and Pears, all forts of Birds of prey, and dome- 
ftick. Falcons, TerceR, Parrots, Eagles, &e. but principally fuch abundance of Croco- 
diles, that they ate conftrain’d to kill them, to extirpate the breed : for you have here Men 
of fufficient courage to encounter a Crocodile Angle, though as big as an Oxe. For the

It 
layes abundance of Eggs, which are (b hard, that they will not break with throwing a- 
gainft a Stone; and to hatch them they thruft them into the Sand,on^ River fide, that heat 
andmoifture, the principles of Generation, may hatch them. Thefe Iflands breed more 
Tigers, Lions, Bears, and other wild Beafts, then ^/riej^does, but e'fpccially the 
Algalias , which are the Creatures from which they get the Musks , and Civet-

s * ds given over that Trade , in regard they make far greater advantages by their other 

in*^Phi. ^Sfchandizes, the returns whereof many tiroes come toa thoufand for a hundred, by the 
lippin*. fxaffick they have there with the Chinefes, who bring all forts of Cottons and Silk-Stuffcs, ‘ 
Purcelane, Gun-powder, Sulphur, Iron, Steel, Quickfilvet, Copper, Meal,Nuts of feveral 
kinds, Bisket, Dates, Linnen-cloath,Cabinets, Ink- horns, and things made of Lacque: which 
the Spaniards come and (hatch up to be carried into the Wepi-Indies, where they have mo- 
ney for nothing.

The SpMiards have in the Cityot M-tmllazn Aich-bilhop, who hath fpiritualjmif- i6ap. 
didion over ail ths Philifpifte Iflands, which he cxercifes by three Suffragan Bifhops, and T^Arch'~ 
foine Priclls. Thefe are lb highly rcipedcd by the Inhabitants, who have not fliaken off*'/S»l> of 
their Original fimplicity, that they govern the Country, and keep it in fiibjediop to the a 

Spaniards. They are indeed fuch abfolute Matters of thefe Illands, that th nngh in (>. 
veral of them there is not £b much as one Spaniard^ yetis there not one of the Inha- 
bitants refufts to pay the Tax inipofedupon him, which is fay the Poll, attenRyalsa 
Head. The fame Arch-bifliop hath alfo the Q^lity of Viceroy, and exetciles all the 
Fundions thereof, joyntly with the Kings Counccl, which is eftabliflied in the lame Ci- 
ty, as well for Affairs of general concewjnicnt, as for the Appeals of fiich differences as may 
ariTe in the other Cities. 

The City and Houfes of ManiSa are of Stone, and built after the modern way i and i55a ciu at 
the City it ielf isfo great, that the Spmiardt have been forc’d to divide fome part of it ' 

irom the reft, to ferve them for a Cittadel,in cafe of necelSty } by which means they avoid 
the charge of keeping fo great a number of Souldiers as might be requifite for the defence 
jjOf the place. The Haven, which is called Cavite^ lies two leagues from the City,and is dc- 
fegded by two wooden Forts. There live within the City of MamUa^ and afaoat it, above 
"*|?n thouiand Chinefes, befides thofe who come thither every year, from December to 
i, and trade with above five hundred Ships. .The JapeneJes come thither alfo, but 
’ > fo great a number, and yet the ‘Sptmdtds are much more jealous of them, then they 
the Chinefes, ^ 
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J apan is a colleAion of feveral Mands made there by the Sea, from the one and 
thirtieth degree of elevation to the thirty ninth, being in fome places but ten leagues 
in breadth, xn oth^rSi reaching to thirty. This Country, which was anciently called 
Chryfes, or, if we may credit Mar^ faulo Vemto^ Zipaxgry^ hath on the Eall Nen> Sfain^ 
on the North Tartary, on the Weft Cbii/*, and on the South the Sea, and that part of the 
.World, which is called “lerra AuftralU. lUs divided into fixty fix little Kingdoms, fifty 
three whereof depend on that part <4 tWs great Empire, which is properly call^ 
Japan, or Japan, and coniifis of two* very .pwerful Kingdoms, called Meaeo, gj 
Amaganee , under which all the reft are comprehended. The other part is csqH 
Xima, and’ comprehends nine Kwgdomes or Provinces', the chiefeft whereqfiS 
Bmgo and Fige« i and the third part called Xiemm , comprehends the other t 9 
Kingdoms. S

Territory, as far as the extremities of the Province of Tzungaa, it andi^we^ 

dayes journey towards Eaft and North'Eaft. Thenyoucrolsan Armof the aboht 
eleven leagues' over, to get into the Province of Je]fo,ox Sejfa, which is fo covered with 
Woods, and checker’d up and down with Mountains, that the Emperonr Japan hzth 
not yet bean able to fearch what may be had out of them. All they could ever learn, is, 
that there were feen in thole parts a Ibrt of people , who were hairy all over their bodies, 
and luftered the hair of their heads and beards to grow, lb as that they Iccm'd rather beafts 
then men. Whereto they add, that they makeufe of that pafiage by Sea, to go into Seja^ 
whence they bring Furs, not out of this relpcdr, that the Sea divides that Province trom 
Japan, but that it were a great way about to go over thole inacccffible Mountains which 
joyn thofe two Provinces. 

Thelfland which we call Japan, and the Inhabitants tame Nippon, is divided into fix 
great ProvinccSjwhich are called yayecflcl;,, Chiel^el^, Jamayfoirt, JetJtngen, ^antoand 
Oehio, which are fubdivided into feveral other leffcr ones, which are governed and poflefi' 
fed by Lords and Princes, whole names we lhall here give, together with their Reve- 
nues , that the Reader may thereby judge of the greatnels ot this En.pire , whereof 
we have hitherto had no great knowledge, fetting down the mms according to their 
way of asgwntmg, by Coe^tns, which are worth about four Crowns French money a- 
IptCCC* '?!

For thefe Secte« 
taries keep an exad Journal of whatever theyoblerve in the hfe and adions of thePrin* 
ces whom they ate fent to, who undertake nothing without their advice, not do any bufi> 
nels wherein they are not conlulted, which gives them great authority m the Provinces, 
and makes the Princes themlelves look on them as fuch, whole favour they Hand in need of 
to keep a fair correlpondence with the Court. On r he other fide, thele Princes are glad to 
Jiave able and underftandingperlbns about them, fuch as may oblervethe milcarnages of

^icli pats them upon this relblution •, in as much as theft are of that kind of Slaves,

^«eto they addrefs their Prayers,and beftow on them, by way or Aln^ a certain number 
WlCuxias, which the Prieftsmake their advantage of. 

But their Caftles are much better built. His Majefty hath belonging to him many Th^citlei 
^acious and fair ones, but the moft confiderable are thoft of Ofacca and Jedo'. The ®/J®p3a 
Princes and great Lords have allb very handfome Caftlesj but thoft which are fottifi’d 
are oblig’d to receive a Garrifon from the Soveraignt The Cities have not any Fortifi- 
cations at all ; for, Ibme few only excepted, which lie between Firando and Jedo, and 
have only Ginple walls i the reft have-not any at all, but the Streets are ftreight, and of 
the lame breadth and length, that is, fixey /ei^'ea^i^which make about foorftore and ten h- 
thorn. Every Street hath two Oates, which arc ftiut up in the night, and a Watch kept 
at them : as alfo twoPlEcers, who are accountable for the diforders committed in their 
Qu,arter, and fpeak tb the Judge, about any thing wherein the Inhabitants of the StreetSj 
whereof they have theoverfighr, are any waV concern’d i there being, it ftems, fuch order 
taken, thatalfperibns are not permitted to preftnt themfelves indifferently before the Ma- 
giftrate, but fhey would have it done by fuch as know what relpeit they owe to tfieir Su- 


penours. 

The Cities or Towns have no particular Revenue, nor any films of Money in bank, Nolmpofi- 
whereof they have the difpolal » for all the Demelne belongs to the Soveraign, who be- 
flows the Revenue thereof on the P,rinces and great Lords before mentioned, and permits 
not the raifingof any Impofitions or Taxes, of any nature whatibever. Nor is it to be 
fear’d that the mildnelsof the Air of thatCountrey fliould breed any of thoft Graftlop- 
persj which confiime, where-ever they come, all the Fruit which the Hail bath left on'th'c 
Trees, in fo ihuch that they leave not any verdure on them. They only pay a ftnall chjef 
Rm for their HouftS*, which the great Lords receive yearly,' but it amourits'not loaboVc 
thirty ftiillingsfor the greateft, thoft of the middle fort ten, and, the ordinary ones twenty* 
pence. The Inhabitants are, befidcs theft, obUg’-d_tj> i^rtatndayes works, and to find a man 
for their Lo:rd, to do what bufinefs he bathtopU^Thitti Upon i hut this happens not above 
twice or thrice a moncth, and is^but for. an hour or two, or at moft but for half a day. Bf 
this means the Lord lives upon his Demefhe, theSouldier fay his Pay, the Merchant by his 
TrafiSck, th^Tradefman by his T^;ade,and the Husbandman by his Labour. 

One of the moft confiderable parts of thj^e Lords Revenues confiftsin Fifhing, efpecial- 
ly that of the Whaie,which the Emperoufgives them. There are taken every year about 
two or three Hundred upon the Coafts of Japan, but they are not fo big as thoft taken to- 
wards the Norths and have, at moft, not above fcven or eight inches of fat, but much Itcfti, 
or meat, which the feed upon. 

There is no Lord, not indeed any Citizen, or Merchant, but may put his Vaffals and pss j^g 
Wfifoks to death, and that by way of Jufticc, he himftlf being, the Judge tJ%t tOH)rhers of/ytiffert 
isadminiftred, allovcr theCountry, in the Empetours name: Gentlmen and . 

^^di^rs have the priviledgeto be their own Extcutioners, and to ftp up theif Bellies 
but others are forc’d to receive their death fjorothe hands of the common 

' V V T Executioner.- 
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Executioner. They alledge, as a rcafon for this proceeding of theirs, that Merchants are, 
in fotnc refpeiS, infamous, in as much as they are,tbr the mott part, Lyars,and deceive thofe 
that.truft them. Tradefraen they Height, as being only but publick llrvants, and the Pca- 
fantry is contemptible, by reafonof the wretched condition they live in, which is little 
better then that of Slaves. Only .the Gentlemen and Souldiers aie belt refpe<3:ed, and live 
at the charge, and upon the labour of others. ' ' 

No offence, though never fb fmall,but is punilh’d with death, but efpecially Theft, though 
it were but for a Penny. Gaming, whether that which depends upon chance, or requires 
skill, is capital among them, if it be for money i and he who kills another, though inno- 
cently, and in his own defence ,is to die without mercy s with this only difference, that fuch 
as kill in. their own defence, as alfo they who commit fuch Faults or Offences, as would not • 
here be punilhed with death, die only therafelves, but other Offenders involve all their 
Kindred in their misfortune j fb that for the Crime of one fingle perfon, the Father, Bre- 
thren and Children are put to death, the Wives and Daughters are made Slaves, and the 
Eftate of the whole Family is confifeated. And, this happens fb frequently, that there are 
CommilEoncrs exprefly appointed for the adminifiratian of what is fb confifeated j 
d®es not the money raifed thereby go to the but is implbyed in the building of 
godes, and the repairing of High-wayes and Bridges, 

The torture Thieves are put to,for want of evidence, makes rather the unfortunate 
the g,uilty to be condemned. They take a piece of Iron, about a finger thick, and a 
fquare, and make it red hot, and as loon as the redneft is gone, ahd the Iron return’d td^M 
own colour, they .put it to the hands of the party accufed, upon two fhects of Papt* 
which immediately flarw, and if the acewfed perfon cancaft ^ off Iron upon a$M 
tie Hurdle ftandhig near him, without burning himfelf, heis’difthiffedf'-butif his han® 
are ever fo little touched by the Fire, heis fentenc’d to die.

The Lords haye fljeh an abfolutc power over f heir menial Servants, that there needs but 


a pretence to put fbeip to death. An example of this happened not long fince i a Servant 
had the infblenec to addrefe hiipfeli; (a? Gentleman, tp proffer his fervicc to him, butask’d 
greater Wages then he knew the other was able to give,purpofeIy to abufe him. The Gen- 
perceiving the impudence of thc Raskal, was a little troubled at it, but fmothefd 
hismdigttation, and only told him, that his demands were very great, but that he had fo 
goodap opinion pf him, that he muft needs be a good Servant. Accordingly he kept him 
a while i but onf.ffay charginghim withdbme^egled,and reproaching him, that, when he 
fhould have befn fboi^t his bufine|[s,he had beep idling about the City, he put him, to AHh.

It happened iti the year 1638. That a Gentleman, on whom the King had beftowed the A honii 
Government of a little ProTince, ncarje^^fl, Iboppreffed the Country people, that they «»»£««)«. 
were forc’d to make their complaints thereof lo the Court, where it was ordered, that the 
laid Gentleman, and all his Relations, fhould all have their bellies ripp’d up on the fame 
day, and as near as might be at the fame hour. He had a Brother, who lived two hun« 
dred fouity and feven Leagues from in the ftrvice of the King of Finge *, an Un- 
cle, who lived in Satfitma^ tvyenty Leagues further i a Son, who ferv’d the King of Ki- 
minni •, a Grand-fon, who l^v’d the King of Majjfamm, a hundred and ten Leagues 
from Jtdoi and at thrceii»;Mjd*ld and eighty Leagues from another Son, who 

fetv d the Governour o£.the Caftlcof ^anto j two Brothers, who were of the Regiment 
if the Emperours Guard i and another bon, who had married the only Daughter of a rich 
Merchant near Jtdo i yet were all thefe petfbns to be executed precifeJy at the fame hour. 

To do that, they caft up what time were requifite to fend the Order to the fartheft 
^lace, and having appointed the day for the execution there, Orders were ftnt to the 
■mnees of all the forementioned places, that they Ihould put to death all thoft perfbns 
Kto the fame day, juft at noon, which was punctually done. The Merchant, who had 
B^wed his Daughter on that GentlijNm? Son* died of grief, and the Widow ftarv’d her 

■PPng is alfb punifhed among thern with death, cfpecially that which is Lid in the pre- P#-' . 
■^of the Judge. - ^ 

^BThe fotementioned punifhments jireouly for Gentlemen, Souldiffs,Meichants,and fbme ^ 
perfbns of mean quality : but Kings, Princes and great Lords are ordinarily pimifh- 
^omore cruelly then if they were put to death. For they are banifhed into a little Hland 
named Faitfenfma^ Which lies fourteen Leagues from the Province of Jedo^ and is but a 
League about. It hath neither Road nor Haven, and it is fb ftecpyall about, thatnei 
doubt it was with the greateft danger imaginable, that the firft who got up to it made a 
fhift to do^it. Thofe who firftatteoipted to climb ft up, found means to feften great Poles 
in certaimplaees, whereto they have tyed ropes, with which they draw up thofe that are 
fent thith< r, and make &ft the boats, which otherwife would fplit^g^tqifl the Rocks vrith 
thefirft Wind. There growsnothing in all the Wand, but a few Mulberry-trees, fb that 
they are obliged to fend in provifions for the fubfiftagcoipf the Prifouers. They are re- 
lieved every moneth, as is alfb the Gartifbn kept tfi^, but they are dieted very fparingly, 
as being allow’d only a little Rice, fome roots, ancf ofKShvretched fate. They hardly af- 
ford them a lodging over their heads, and with all thefe miferies, they oblige them tc? keep 
a certain number of Silk-worms, and to make a certain quantity of Stuffs every year. 

The cxpence which the Empetour of is at every year in his Courr,„and what re- 
lates thereto, to wit, the fallariesand allowances of thepf&cers and Counfellours, am 5 (jnts raur; ea- 
yearly to four milhons of Koekjefts » and the fallaries of Goyemours ,of places and 
Military perfons , together with Fenfions he gives'*' ^ount to five millions of 
Kiekiens. 

They whofpcakof theSoveraign Prince of all jFijpii*, give him the quality of

At your coming out of the Palace, you go into that quarter, where the Princes of the 
ihefal^si Bloud, and Counfellers of State live,and thence into another quarter, where are the Pala- 
nftheKitigs. ces oi the Kings and glreat Lords of Jafan^ which are all gilt both within and without j 
and the more fiimptuoufly built out ot this refpeifl > that there is a certain emulation a- 
mongft them, who (hall be at greateft expence to pleaft the Emperour. In the next quar- 
ter to this, there live other Princes and Lords, who are not fo powerful as the former, yet 
have their Palaces gilt, and fo richly furnifli’d, that a Man would think, at his hrft com- 
ing in, he met with Mountains of Gold. In this quarter there live fbme of the Wives 
and eldeft Sons of thofe Princes, whom the Emperour hath brought up in the fight of the 
Ctourt, as fo many Hoftages of their Fathers fidelity ; Co that this Calile, though as big as 
a confiderable City, yet is Co full of people, that the Streets can hardly contain them. 

Ihs Empe- When the Emperour goes out of ins Palace, he either rides on horfe-back,or is earned in 
tows Ren- a Tala^qKi»i open af all fides, and he is accompany’d by a great number of Lords, whom 
me. they call the Emperours Camarades, Thefe Lords arc of great quality, and very rich, yet 
do they not think it any diflionour, to apply themfelves to fuch things as are either necef- 
fary or delightful. Some are skill’din Mufick,fomein Phyfick, fome are excellent at Wri- 
ting, or Painting, others ftudy eloquence and the raannagement of Affairs. Next thc^ 
there goes a part of the Guard, which confifts altogether of perfons cull’d out among 
Children of younger Brothers, Coufins, or Kinfinen of great Lords, among whom th^ 
are alfo fome natural Children of fuch as cither a^ually are in employments, or may, up« 
prefumption of their Birth, pretend thereto. Then follow the ordinary Guard, cbn 
‘manded by their Colo^ls and other Officers, who fo difpofe thereot, that two or th» 
thoufand march ''before the Emperour, and as many after him. Among fb many SouIot 
ers, there is not one but there hath been fbme trial made of his courage, nor any that ham 
not gone through all the neceffary exetcifes,ia order to fuch a kind of iifti!li«|^jw hofe ooufllf 
tenance and demeanour is not anfwerable to the employment they are put inti^ Thfcy 
leave a fpace between them and the Emperour fora great number of other great Lords, 
whoarcabout hisMa)efiicsperfbn,who muft needs make a ftrange fhew, among five or fix 
hundred Men,all clad inblack,foDaeon horfe-back, fome afbot,all marching with fuch gra- 
vity, and fb orderly, that there is not only any one man to be feen out of his rank, but a 
man hears not fo much as a word fpoken. The Streets are fwept, and ftrew’d with Sand 
or Gravel, and the doors of allthehoufes ffanding open : yet is there not a perfontobe 
feen, either in the fhops, or at the windows j or if it happen there be, the Guard makes 
them kneel till fuch time as the Emperour is paffed by. 
the Dayro Once every five year, the Emperour goes to Meace^ to do reverence to the Vayro^ who is 

the truePrinceof and ftillhath thequality, butwithout any fundion. Thcreisa 

whole year fpent in making all things ready for that journey, whereof wcfhall hereafter 
give a particular defeription, and Orders are iffued out to the Lords vyho are to follow, 
and who accordingly come at the day appointed to the places where they arc to meet the 
King » dividing themfelves fb, as that feme go before, to relieve fech as come frosi the 
Court, fo to prevent thedifbrdcr and confufion, which were unavoidable among fb great a 
number of Princes, who are all oblig’d to make their appearance upon this occafion, with 
all the bravery ^nd magnificence they can .

This Cattle 
is fe far within the Countrey,that the Emperour lodges there but once a year, when he goes 
todohisDevotionsat his Father’s Sepulchre, which is thereabouts, upon which occalion 
he ftays there two nights. 

His Trcafiires are fo great, that it is impolfiblc to give any thing near an exad account ^ 
fi£ it, inafinuch as the Gold and Silver is lock’d up m Chefts, and difpos’d into the Towers /arei. 
of the Caftlc, befides what is in fcveral places, up and down the Countrey, where it increa- 
fts almoft to infinity, Gnce the Revenue of two months, will defray the chargesof a whole 
years expence. The lafe Emperour, Father to him who now reigns, lying on his death- 
bed, call’d for his Son, andtddhim, That the Kingdom, and all the Treafures would 
becre long at his dilfiofid) but he recommended to his particular care certain Chefis and 
Cabinets, where he ftioald find the ancient Chronicles of the Kingdom, and ftveral excel- 
lent Books of Morahty, as alfo the Crown- jewels, exhorting him highly toellecra them, 
as himfelf and his Predeceflburs had done,* The pieces he had Co much recommended to

ied Darmay which was to be look’d on only of the one fide, and a Cymitar, called 
To his ftcond Brother, the King of Kimeamy, a Cymitar, called JeJfa MjJJam- 
e, and a Piifture, wherein were reprelcntedagreatnumberof Frogs, and to the third 
irothcr, King of Micoy a Cymitar, called Saudamey and a ManuTcnptj mmeiSiitehe. And 
^ough his fix Pieces are not to be compar’d to thole he bequeath’d 'his Son, yet not any 
^eofthem but was valued at above a thouland of Gold, which amount to forty 

ftven thoufand Tbayls, or crowns. The Legacies he gave Icveral Princes and Princefles of 
the Blood, and other Lords and Ladies, as alfij to fome of the Soldiery, and his Servants, 
amounted to thirty fix millions. 

The Eroj^eteur who noijyfpigHS, was not married when he came to the Crown upon the ^ 
death of his Father, which^rqceedcd from his detcftable addiiSion to Sodomy i info- japan » a 
much that the Vayro, perceiving the averfion he had conceiv’d for WjCjmen was fuch, that fue rc^- 
the State would in all likelihood come to be without a Governour, made choice, among 
his neareft kindred, and the beft qualifi’d Princefles of the Kingdom, of two young La- 
dies, of extraordinary beauty, whom he fenc to the Emperour, iatreating him to take one 
of them, and honour her with the quality, of Miday, which is that they give the Empe- 
rours lawful wife. He was fo compliant as to marry one of themj but his brutality had 
fo debauch’d him, that he treated her with fUch indiifcrence, that it brought her into a 
melancholy which had almoft coft her her life. Her Nurfe troubled to fee her in that con- 
dition, took one day the freedom to tell the King, that £he could not comprehend, how 
he could flight one of the gieatcft beauties in the world, to purfue thofe irregular enjoy- 
ments, which cannot be had without violence to nature. The Emperour, who before was hi 
merry and in a good humour, was fo troubled at this difeoutfe, that'going immediately 
into another room, he lent for fevcral Atchiteiftsand Undertakers of Buildings, and com-'' ** 
tpanded them to build a paftle fortifi’d with ftveral Moats and Draw-bridges, and very 
b|gh Walls, in which he confin’d his Wife, with her Nurfe, and all the Women^wn Maids ' 
bdpnging to them. The Emperout’s own Nurfe, who had a greater injjiiencVqpon him, 
then his Mother, perceiving that there would be a want of to inherit the Crown, 
bethought her of acourfe to remedy that inconveniencc,wfc»cli*was,ro get tojCourt all the 
handfomeft young maids in the Ktngdorcte|S^(^ often as the Emperour’s 

good humour gave her occafion or ^comgement mdo it. Of all ihe brought, only the 
Daughter of an Armourer infinuj^nd her fejf intc^ his aflei^inq, ahd was got with child 
by him *, but the other Ladies trouMed co f^ a m%id of fo mean quality preferf d before 
t^m, found means to corrupt the mid®<^ifej andtokiUtbe child, folecretly, that the 
Emperour never bad the leatt knowled^ thereof

He hath twelve Wives, 
which are beftowed on him with extraordinary Ceremonies and Magnificence. When ever 
he goes abroad, his twelve Wives follow him in fo many Coaches, which are gilt and en- 
riched with their Arms and devifes. They are lodg’d in twelve great Pallaces, built in the 
ftreet which goes to the King’s Palace,and having adjoyning to them feveral other fair hou- 
fcs for his Concubines. Not one of thefe Women, but hath a great Supper made every 
night at her Palace, at which there is Mufick, and the Women-dancers j but aflbonas the 
King is gone into that Palace where he intends to pafs a way the night, they all fend in 
their (uppers, and have their divertifements at that Ladies Lodgings, whom the King is 
pleas’d to honour with hisprelcnec. 

One of the greateft Ceremonies and Magnificences to be feen in is that perfor- 

athSc at tits of a Prince, who is to inherit the dignity of a Dayro. For, to chufc a 
of a mfe Nur(efortheChild,they get together fburfeore of the handfbmeft young Women in the 
for the Day. Kingdom, whom they piefent to the Twelve Wives of the I>aj/ro,and to nine of the great- 
w/ f»th Lords of the Countrey, and of ncareftkin to the Pajira, who, for want of Ifiue male, 
might fucceed him. Thefe Princes and Ladies receive thoftdefigned for this employment, 
give thena extraordinary Titles, and treat them a whole day together. The next day thi> 
forefaid number is reduc’d to the moyety, and one half is difmiis' d, with very great Pro* 
(ents. The next day, they add to the Titles of thofe who flay, with great Ceremonies, andi 
their number is reduc’d to ten, and afterwards to three, the reft being ftill difinifs’d with 
Prefents, and at the cad of three days, they make choyce of one of theft three, on whom 
they beftow, faelides ftveral other Titles, the quality of the Prince’s Nurft, In order to 
her feftablifhmcnt in that Fundiion, fhc is brought mto the Prince’s Cfiamfaer, whom Ihe 
finds in the arms of one of the chiefeft Ladies of the Countrey, by whom he h«i^ieen 
from the time of his birth i andaftertheNurft hath (putted a little of her milk info the 
Childes mouth, he is delivered up te her. All theft Ceremonies, as aUb tho(e performed 
at the ordinary Feafis, are very great, and they arc at this day performed with the J>jtyro, 
who ftill eajjoys a very confidctable Revenue, lufficient to defray all the charge, and conti- 
nues the fame grandeur his Predcceffours have been pofleft’d of, though the force of the 
Empire hath been devolv’d into other hands, as we (hall now relate.

lowerfui Ferfon Protedor, during his Minority, fent to C*g#fciv,one of the greateft * * 
|/)rds of the Country, defiring him to undcf^ake the tuition ot that young Prince. Oa- 
gojfchio accepted it, and to give the greateft alTurance he could exped, that he 

would be faithful to him, proniifed him, by an ad figned with his blood, that he would 
deliver up rhe Crown to Fiierjr, (fowas the young Prince called ) aflbon as he were 
pome to the fifteenth year of his age, and.that he ftiould be Crown’d Emperour, by the 
Payro. The difotders of the ^aJeCivjl Warrs were yet frcfli in every mans memory, fo 
that there was a geyicral joy conceiv’d, to fee thy Regency in the hands of a perfou, excel- 
lently qualified for the execution thereof. .Ongoffcbf.9 was indeyd a pjerfon of very great en- 
dovrmcHtSjbuthe had withal too much fpiritapd ambition to be reduced to a private life, 
after he had been poflefled of the Soveraign Power for fo many year?. He had obliged Fi- 
dery tp marry his Daughter, yet could not fp near an alliance fmother fo that predomi- 
nant paflioHinhim. Whence jt capie that he immediately gave out, thatPidery was 
grown fo diftruftfisl of him, that he was forc’d to ftand upon his guard, and ro raifo an 
Army tooppofo that which Piderjiwa? going to get together againft him. He gave out 
alfo that would needs be treated as Emperour,anddifcharge the Fundions there- 
of, before the Payn had acknowledged him to be luch, or Crown’d, him ia that quality. 
Accordingly hctookWsmatchytifhapowerful Army, railed in the Kingdom of Suruga^

had done before him. died the year following, and left the Empire in quiet, 

to his Son Combo, or Combojamme, the Father of Chiongon, who now Reigns. 

It IS no hard matter for the Emperour of to raifo and keep an Army on foot, in 
regard all his Subjeds are obliged to bring in and maintain a certain number of Soldiers,' 15,1,, |ss 
propartionably to their Re'tenue. For he who hath a thoufand KBckiens,ni font tjg^jtfand pan raifdl 
Crowns annum is obliged to maintain twenty foot and two horfo-men 5 and jiBCQtding diwre/ 
to this accompt, the Lord of FrV(*«d 3 ,( where the D«rci made their firfteftpnjiflimentj"^" 
who hath Cxty thoufand of yearly Revenue, was tax’d at twelve huNSdred foot, 

and one hundred and twenty horfo, btfidcs the forvants, flaves,a«d#*'Jwtclfeis cpirf^uent 
thereto. So that by this means, according to the Revenues ®f ^hci.prds dfe mentioned be- 
fore, which amottut to eighteen millions, and the Etn’ 
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ptiour of Japan may taife an Army of three hundred Cxty eight thoufand foot.and thirty 
eight thoufand eight hundred horfe, not accounting the hundred thoufand toot and twen- 
ty thouland horfe, which he is able to maintain out of his own Revenue, and which he 
keeps as a Handing Afmy,for the defence of his Caftles an d ftrotig places, and for his Guards. 

Moft of thefe Lords lind it no great trouble to make their Levies, for there are few of 
them but ordinarily maintain twice as many Soldiers, out of an humour, they have to make 
great (howes, cfpecially upon thofe occa'fions wherein they exped to give feme affuranccs 
of their courage or zeal they have for thefervice of their Prince. 

Their Cavalry is armed with Corfelets, but the Foot have only Head-picces.The offen- 
five Arms of the Horfe are a fort of fire-locks, not much longer then our Piftols, half- 
pikes, Bowes, Arrows, and Cimitars. The foot wear every man two Cimitars, and have 
Muskets, Pikes, and Nanganets, or half-pikes,and every man hath about him a very broad 
Knife. Their Companies confift bat of fifty .Soldiers, who are commanded by a Captain, 
a Lieutenant, and ten Corporals, to wit, a Corporal for every five Soldiers. Five Compa- 
nies make a Body, which is commanded by another Officerjand every fifty Companies have 
their Colonel. The Emperour of Japan hath the fame courft taken, to know every year 
how many perlbns there is in his Kingdom. Eor every quarter of a City or Village is dW 
vided into Cantons, confiftiag of five honfes, which a’re commanded by a certain Offic^ 
who keeps a Regiftcr or Catalogue of all thofe who die or are born within the five hoidw 
under his jurifdi< 9 :ion, and reports the fame to his fuperiours, who give an account therc^ 
to the Prince or Lord of the Province » and thefe laft to two Counfellors of State, wh^ 
ate appointed for that purpofe. ■ ■ i w 

The Council of State confifis of fevcral Lords, who have each of .them his particula|| 
fundion, excepting only the four chiefeft, who are every day pundually at Court to giv^ 
the Emperour an account of alfairs. All the reft are fo powerful and rich,tha!r fbme ambn# 
them have above two millions of yearly Revenue, otners three or four hundred thoufand 
CrownSjOthers but forty or fifty theufiind. They are very referv’d in the advice they give 
the Emperour, to whom they fpeak not, even* of affairs, if they find him not in a good 
humour to hear them: but none will'prefiime to fpeak to him twice of the fame thing, 
or renew his in treaties, after a refufal. This Council confifis of fuch Lords as the Empe- 
rour may be the more confident of, in regard they have commonly their education at the 
Court. Thefe have the management of all publickai&irs, but with fuch dependance 011 
the Soveraign’s plcafure, that they do not only never refolve on any things ef themfelvcs, 
but indeed they never fpeak to the Prince, till he gives them fome occafion to do it, and 
that they have firft confultcd his eyes, and ftudied his countenance, to find what his fen- 
timents are. They ever approve what he fays, though never fo prejudicial to himfelf, 
even to the lofs ©f a whole Province j for the Icaft conteftatien would colt them their for- 


tunes, if not their lives. 

thee^- From what we faid before, it is evident, that the Revenues of thefe Lords are very 

wqr great Expences are as great.' For, firft, not one of them but is obliged to 

live one halfe of the year at Court, and, during that time, to keep houfe in the chict City of 
jteb^ where he who lives at the higheft rate is moft in favour with the Emperour. The 
firft fix months in the year, thofe Lords who have their Principalities and Lordlhips 
in the fofterly and Northerly Provinces of the Kingdom, continue at the Court, and the 
other fix months, thofe that live in the Weftern and Southern Provinces. At theircom- 
ing to the Court, and their departure thence, they make-very confideraSle Prefents to the 
Emperour, and great Entertainments among themfelvcs. Their Journeys and their 
Expences at Court, whither feme Lords bring a Retinue of five or fix thoufand per* 
foHs, lie very heavy on the richcft,and ruine the reft. The Lord ofFifando, who, as we 
faid, was one of the meaneft, had in his Family, above three hundred men, and maiiitiia’d 
in the two houfes he had at Jeda^ above a thoufand perfons, comprehending in that 
number the Women and Concubines he kept, as did alio the other Lords, in one of 
his two houfes. 

^ovijtons Provifions arc dear enough all over Japan, but at an exctfSve rate about the Court, 
by rcafon of the abundance confumed by fo great a number of perfons of quality. Ano* 
ther way to exhauft their Eftates is, their magnificence in Building, there being ftftl fome- 
what wanting in theirappartmems, either as to Painting or Gilding, or the like. Moft of 
their Domeftieks go in Silk, efpecially their Women, and thofe of their own fcx that 
wait on theni: fbrhat there is hardly any Lord but fpends more then his Revenue amounts 
to. But what helps to ruine them, is the Order they receive from the Emperour, to fup* 
ply him, ever and anon, with men and niony, to carry on the publick Buildings, which be 
does rather to drain the Purfes of thefe Lords, then cut of any neceffity obliging him there* 
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The grcatett Lords, when they build aPallace, do ordinarily make two Gates thereto, 
one for their own ufe, and the other for the Emperours paflige into it. The latter is much 
larger then the other, and made all of Joyners work, excellently Vatnilh d, carv d into 
branch- work, and gilt. Aflbon as it is hiiifti’ d it is cover d with boards, againft the injury 
of the weather, and is not uncover’d, till neat the time of the Empetour intends to honour 
the houfe with his prefence, to dine there ; and affoort as he is depar^d thence,it is fhut up, 
and fo kept ever after, out of this refpea,that having ferv d for a paffage to the Eroperour s 
Sacred Maicfty,it were a profanation, if any private perfon fhould pafs through it after hra. 
It is alfo to be obferv’d that the Emperour never dines above once in any houfe belonging 
to another man, and that they are three whole Jc^ts m making all thihgs ready for his En- 
tertainment. Accordingly he hath notice of it, three years before, and in the ^ean time 

all the furnitureof the hoiifeis made and marked, as IS alfo Plate, with the Arms 

and Charadersof the Emperour i and after that time they arc never more ufed, but kept 
veryfafe,as things not.tobe employed inany thing, after they have once ftrved the 
Soveraigris perfon. So that this Expence, and that which they arc at in the Entertain-, 
ment. Arch (ific Matter of that Houfe is obliged to make for the whole Court, fol: three 

months together, were enough to beggar an ordinary King. , . , , _ i,** 

Another thing lies heavy on thefe Lords, is, the Prefonts which the Emperour mate 
4iem. For upon his return from his ordinary Hunting, which is that of the Crane, a bird 
&e very highly efteemed, he is won^to fend fome of thofe he hath taken, to fuch as he 
ffi mort kindnefs for. But that Prefent coftS him at leaft half a years Revenue, in Feaftsi 
ISfents, and other pubUck Entertainments, which he is oWiged to make in acknowlcdg- 
ientof theiavour^done him by his Majetty, in fending hiiti aBitd taken by a Hawk 
lit off fromhis Sacred Hands. It isnot longfince, that the Lord of treated 

Emperour at a Dinner, in a Palace which was then but newly finifiled, ^“t he got 
well by the cxpence he had been at. For the Emperour made him a Prefent for his Horfes* 
ffb they call the Gratifications he makes his Favourites) by an addition to his fbmler 

Revenue, of two hundred and fifty thoufand Crowns per 

The Grandees never take any Wife, bat what they have from the Emperours hands i 

aaditisofhcralonewhoisgivcaby him,that the Children we to be bom, who are to 

inherit their Eftates. Accordingly, fhey look on her and as ‘he perfon from 

whom they expeS Heirs for the propagation of their tamily, and «i»n that account, re- 
commended to them by the Empetour. He who expedsto have this honour done him 
builds a Palace purpofely for her reception, farnifhes it very richly, and allows her a Re- 
tinuffconlifting of a great number of Women andMaids,to accompany her.and waiton her. 

Women go lot abroad but once a year, to give their Relations a Vifit, and then they 
are feeninthe ftrects, with a Retinue of thirty, forty, or iffty clofc wherein 

arecarriedfonuny Maids of Honour, accompanied each of them by their Waiting Gen- 

tlcwomcn, and other Women, marching in a File on both hdcs of the PaUnqitxHs, which 
are vamiflied over and gilt. All the remainder of the year, the women for not out of them 
heufes, into which there are not any men permitted to entcr.favc only fome of the Wives 
near eft Relations, who fometimeshave the freedom to fee t hem, but very feldom,and that 
in their Husbands prefence. It is his bufineft on the other lide td make the reftramt as lit- 
tle burthenfom as may be to them,by allowing them all the divertifcments and recreations, 
which honeft women can take-, finding them Gardens and Parks for walking, Ponds f^ 
filhing, keeping aIl*forts of living Creatures for their plcafurc, and entcttami^ them 
every day with MuOck and Plays. But they mutt exped to end their days in this reftramt, 
and renounce the converfation of men, inaftnuch as the leaft fufpition is here as uiipardo- 
nably punifted with death, as any other manifeft crime i not only in the perfon of the 
Lady, but alfo in all about her. Her Attendants arc commonly fome of the hf 
yoilg Gentlewomen in the Ptoviacc, who always ftand before the Mafter and Miftrefe 
with filch refped, that they ftudy to anfwer, launch, and hold their peace, upon ‘he ^eaft 
fign made them, they are ordinarily diftinguifiied Into Bands or Companies, confiftjng 
of fixteen Gentlewomen, who have each a Governefs over them. They are dad in Silkj 
flower’d, painted, or embroidered, of different colours or liveries. For one Band is m a 
red livery, with girdles and hcad-cloathes of a green colour ; another, wbte, with girdle 
and head cloathes red i another, yellow, with girdles and head-cloathsofa sky-colou^^ 
fo of the reft. The Gentlcvromen, who arc received into the fe*v»ce of thele Ptidccffes 
at fifteen or twenty years of age, oblige themfelves, ^ 
their lives i butfuchasarctakcpintoiti^hilcthey are yet children, 
wards married to Gentlemen, Soldiers, or others of the menial Scwaats,vyhoi have fome 
Ofice about the Houfe, and whpfe Allowapcesare upon that AecOnnt augmentedf but fucH

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being advanced to fome more honourable E.npluymeiits among the v.vi’ii.p.

to their Husbands. Theft, on the othcilidc, make it their brag, that they are enabled 


with fuch a Ikength of parts and underltanding, as to leave all ftrious thoughts behind 
them, at their own Lodgings, when they leave thoft to go into the appartinent of their 
Wives, where their difeourft is altogether of mirth and divertiftnicnf. If a Wuinan 
feould troublehet Husband with the leaildifccuift about bufinefs, (lie would imuiediate- 
]y put him out ®f humour, make him change his countenance, and oblige him to retire, 
without fo much as fpeaking to her. But this flic will be fure to avoid, though out of 
no other motive then this, that another might not have thoft enjoyments of him, which 
(he by her imprudence would deprive her ftlf of. For they affirm, that a woman is be- 
llow d on man mearly to ftrve, and divert him, and to mind the education of his Children, 
and that herein confiflsall her duty, and that there are but too many Examples of the mif- 
chiefs happening through the cxceffive freedom heretofore allowed to women. 

The Wives of Japan have the reputation effacing extreamly faithful to their Husbands, 
andfo modeft and reftrv’d, that none any where elfc come neat them. Of this manyimv 
liances might be produced .* but confining out felves to the relation of a particular nianli| 
Travels, wherein theft digrclfions muft needs be thought tedious, we ftiall here produtd 
only two or three, of many others, that happened much about the time we fpcak of. j| 
Ue gene- The King or Prince of the Province of Fiugo, hearing that a Gentleman of the Counf 
tojiy ej a try had a very handfom woman to his Wife, got him difpatch’d out of the way, and having 
Uponnefe Lm for the Widdow, fome days after her Husband’s death, acquainted her with his dc*- 
lires. She told him, that though (he had much reafontobeglad, and think her felf ha j3|!| 
py, in being honour’d with the fticndfliipof fo great a Prince, yet was Ihe' refolved to bitf^ 
offher Tongue, and murder her ftlf, if he proffer’d her any violence •, but’ifhc would 
grant her but one favour, which was to fpend one month in bewailing her Husband,and[ 
then give her the liberty to make an Entertainment for the relations of the dcceafed,to take 
her leave of them, he fliould find how much fliewashis Servant, and how far {he would 
comply with his affedion. The Prince, who thought iiimftlf fure enough ot her, made 
no difficulty to do what the Gentlewoman defired of himjand having provided a very great 
dinner, at the place where {he defired it might be, all the kindred of the deceaftd came thi- 
ther, but it was only to be witneffes of the fidelity which {he txptcffed to her husband 
after his death : For the Gentlewoman perceiving the King began to be warm in his wine, 
out of the hope he was itf to enjoy what had been promiftd him, defired the liberly to 
withdraw into an adjoyningGallery to take the Air •, but alToon as {he was come into it, 
(he caft her ftlf headlong down^in the preftnee of the King,aii5 all her husbands Relations. 
Anesmple Much about the fame time, it hapned thata young gentlewoman, being on her knees at 
®/ the end of a Table, waiting on her Matter, in the appartment of the Womens and over- 
m amd, jejching her ftlf to take a flaggon that flood a little too far from her, flic chanced to let 
wind backwards, which {he was fo much afliam’d of, that putting her Garment over- her 
head, flie would by no means ftiew her face after, but with an enrag’d violence taking one 
of her nibbles into her mouth, fhe bit it off with fuch fury, that flie died in the place., 
Another Lord, having had an exaft ftarch made for all the handftme young Damoftls 
Province, to be difpos’d into his Ladies fervicc,* there was among the reft brought 
iepj ' ^‘”1 whom he was fo much taken with, that he made her his'Coii«ibine. She was the 

Daughterof a poor Soldiers widdow, who hoping to make fome advantage of her daugh- 
ters good fortune, took occafion one day, to write hef a large letter, wherein flic expreis d 
what a neceflitous condition flic was in, and how flie was forc’d to fue to her for relief, 
■yyhile the Daughter was reading her Mother’s Letter,her Lord comes into the room j but 
being aftiam’d tO difeover her Mothers .poverty, {he ead^vours to hide the Letter from 
him, yet could flie not convey it away fo, as that the other did not perceive it. The dif- 
order he obferv'd m the Gentlewoman’s countenance, made himfiifpcifi there might be 
Ibmedefignin It, iniomuch, that he preffed her to {hew him the Letter j but the more 
importunate he was,thc more unwilling {he was to Ltisfic him > fb perceiving there was no 
way to avoid it, fhe thruft it into her mouth, with fo mucli precipitation that thinking to 
{wallow it down, it choaked her. Thisfo mcenfed the Lord j that he immediately com- 
manded her throat to be cut, whereby they diftovered only the Mothers Poverty, ind the 
Daughters innocence. He was fb moved thereat, that he could not forbear exprtlling itdiy * 
tear-, j and it being not in his power to make any other Dcraonttrations of his affedijon to 
the deceaftd i he {hit for the Mother, who was main timed among his other Ladies, atf 
the time we fpeak of, with all imaginable refpcdlr. ' -M

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They are generally fo referv’il m their convcrfation , that their difcourfes arc not only 16^9- 
far from bung guilty of any obfccneor impertinent expreffion, but alfothey will not fo Tfie refit-, 
much as talk ot marriage, or ought relating thereto, even in honourable terms, in the pre- vednefi cf 
(Lace of young people, who, when there is any fuch thing fpoken of, immediately rife and 
go out ot the Room. The Children have a great tendernels and refped for their Parents, 
a> being pe’rfv»aided there is no lin more fevcrcly punilhed by the Gods, then the difbfaedi- 
ence ot Children. They have alfb a certain veneration tor their memory after their de- 
ceafe , fur they rcligionhy ubferve tjiofc faliiiTg.dayes they impolc upon themtcives of 
their own accord, abltaining from whatever hath had life, upon thofe dayes of the moneth, 
on which then Parents departcd'^his.World. 

As they are very feverp^tQ j(p%aining their Wives and Concubines of even the leaft li- 1 % or* 
bercy, lb arc they eacosjl^ydf cruel m punilhing thofe which are not careful to preferve/^dow. 
their honours, or leaft fufpirion of their inclinations to be difhoneft, Jc is not 

long Cuce that the of Ftrando caufed three Ladies to be put into fo many Chefts, 
thiough which there were Nails ftruck in of all fides , one, for having proftituted her felt* 
to a Gentleman, who ripp'd up his own belly as fbon as their familiarity was difcovered j 
,a,nd the other two, bccaufe they had been privy to their Loves, and had not acquainted 
wm therewith. He who finds a Man lock'd up in the fame Room with his Wife, may 
UMU,them bothi and in the Husbands abfeiice, the Father, Brother, or any other ELind 
nay, any one of the menial S^yaifts may do as much : and by this means, they Ca 
thofe fcandals, which arc but too &e^ttent elfewhere, that a man fcldomheats of 
fcttltery among them , m fo much that I do not remember I ever heard of any more then 
He Example, whith being a remarkable pne , I fhall npt think rt much to mfert it 

certain Merchant, who had fame reafbn to liifpeift: his Wife, pretended to go into the ^/Idultaf 
CJountry, but returning foon after, furpriz’d her in the very adl. The Adulterer he kil- 
l$.d,and having ty’d his Wife to a Ladder, he left her in that half-hanging pofture all night. 

"The next day he invited all their Relations on both fides, as well Men as Women, to dine 
with him at hts own hpp{e,fcnding them word,that the importance of the bufinefshe had 
toioxnqjuwicatc to them,, excuied^hi^ not-obfervsmce of the cuftom they have, to make 
Entertainments for the Women, diftihiSt from thofe of the Men. They all came, and 
wondred not much that the hf^iftrefs of the houfe wasiutf to be i^en, in regard her Hus- 
band told them tha^ ihe was bufie in the Ki'tchin : but dinner being well-nigh paft, and 
the Guefts perceiving the w’omafi ^^af d not, they intreated him Cq fend for her, which 
he pfomifed to do. Whereupon fifing ftom the Table, and going into the Room, where 
file was ty*d to the Ladder, neiui^und her, put a Shrowd about her, and put into her 
hands a Box of wherein were the Privy-members of her Gallant, cover’d with 

Flowers, charging her not to open the Box, and faying to her , 0 o and ^refent tbit Bex; to 
ettr common KelatiPtVy And fee whether I may, upn their mediation, grant you your life. 

She came in that equipage into the Hall where they fare at dinner, and felling on her knees 
prefinted the Box, with the precious j^eliques within it, to the Kindred; but as foon as 
they had opened it, ftie fwounded. Her Husband perceiving it, went to her, and to pre- . 
vent her returning again, now that ftie was going, cut off her Head i which railed fuch 
an horror in the Friends, that they immediately left the Room, and went to their feveraj 
homes. 

To prevent thefe di'forders, -they have in their common Inns upon the Road, as dlb in BmUeatM 
certain places in Cities, the convenience of furnifhing Travellers with a kind of Women, peteuttfjf 
who are tor the moft part Slaves, but very well clad in Silk, and make no difl 5 culty to prof- 
fer themfelves to keep men company aU night. Jhefe have the Cuftom of Matters of Ships 
and common Sea- men that are ForreignttS i but iT they will bid at a little higher Game, 
andbemorefureof their enjoyments, they may buy a Concubine, with whom they con- 
m<afor the time they are to flay in the Country i allowing them five or fix pence a day 
towards their diet,a Garment or two,certain pair of Shooes oi Cordcvant,and about cighf 
or ten Crowns, for the Rather, or Mafter, who lets her out. 

We arc fb fer from charging this Nation with being over-fupcrftitious, that on the other 
fide, we affirm, that them is no mark of Devotion to be obferved among them. Thofe who 
are conceived to have very much, go once a moneth to their Fagodet, and pronounce fevc- 
ral times the word Nammanda, which is the name of one of their Gods, but they are 
never fecn praying to Godiiieithcr morning nor evening, nor at any tunc of the day. tWc 
is a certain Sed among them, which hath Priefts, who preach thrice a year, to which Ser- 
mons all thofe of the lame pcrCwafion refort. There are alia fome who make ofe of ano- 
ther kind of Ecclcfiafticks, efpccully in their long difeafcs, they have prayers 
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made, which laft twenty four hours, with fiich a noife, that they ftunne fuch as cooic neat 
■“ them, who yet cannot underftand one word they fay % not only in regard they pronounce 
ill and confufedly » burhcnce, that whatever they compofe, as well in matter of Religion 
as Medicine, and the other Sciences, is couched in fuch high and oblcuie terms, that many 
times they underftand them not themfelves. 

iJwir Pa- Notwithftanding this itxeligion, there arc in Jajfun an incredible number of tagodes ot 
godci d»d which have fifteen or twenty Priefts belonging to them. They arc 

triep. dittinguiihed from the Laicj^ in that their Heads arc lhaved, as alfo by. their cloathing, in 
asmudr-s^they go in a kind of CalTock, made like the Frocks worn by fbme Country 
people ; but upon Holidayes they go in a (brt of long Garments, which they fold up un- 
der the left Arm, like a Cloak, Their principal employment is to pray before their Gods, 
and to bury the dead, or at Icaft the alhes of liich bodies as have been burnt. They are 
divided in to ft veral Se&s, and conftquendy have fo many different wayes of doing their 
Devotions, fifpccially on the Anniverfarydayes of thedeccaftd, which they call Fow, on 
which the Priefts are employed in praying and fingirig Letanies, in making Proctflions a- 
bout a Chappel ftt about with Wax- lights, much after the fame manner as is done in feme t 
parts of tmapf. Their Sepulchres are near their Pigsdejpjcovercd with great Stones, twg 
or three foot nigh, on which fuch as go to do their Dcvoftbns there caft Flowers, or 
ches of Trees, and put into a little Pit, made in thegrbudd, ibmefatr Wattr andal^H 
Rice, which is taken away thence by the por, Perfbnsof C^alitycre(a a little 
near their Sepulchres, and grave thereon their names, with a certain £logy,which fttvesfS 
an Efit/tfb, ■ ^ 

- Their Ecclefiafticks are divided into twelve principal Se^s, .of which eleven eatgB 
of any thing that hath had life, and make a Vow of Chaftity, witb^^sjiSk an Obligati^ 
xetalstSH. iheobfcrvance thereof, that if they break it, though in never fo fma&iaii^t, fbgy ^tp p# 

’ put to the moft cruel death that ever was heard of. For the Prieft who 
'f ** ground up to the Waftc,near the High- way » and all that pafs by, wlid* 

Viih nobly defeended, are obliged tb ^ivc a. little ftrwe upon bis Neck with a woodtSU 

Saw, which being very blunt makes the Wretch languifli three or four dayes together. 
Tills codxft is taken with them, upon this account, that being pxmitted to uft Sodah^^ 
they may forbear Women. 

The Priefts of the twelfth Seft live after another rate. For it is lawful for them to feed 
on any thing that Earth or Water affords, as alfo to marry : apd yet this Sed, which they 
call Ickpt whence the Priefts, whereof it confifts, arc named accounted the holieft,- 

and moft perftd of them alL He who is Head of this Se^, is alfo Supreani Head ofali 
the Clergy of the Country, and is in fo great veneration among bis followers, that they 
donotonlyixrty him in a Salaaqum^ but indeed do hipn fuch honours as are almoft Di- 
vine. All the ^efts depend on the who ftill hath the ftme pwet over the Ec- 
clefiafticks, as he had heretofore, joyntly, with tfaeftcular power. Only fuch Pagodetisi 
bdongto theft laft have a fettled Revenue, and enjoy many Priviledges and Immunities 
^R«iid''-them by the Emperours. All the other Pagodfs are maintain’d by what is given 
them;*vift«a by way of Alms, or the Gratifications that they get from thoft who implqy 
. them about Prayers for die dead, wheran the main part of the cxcrcift of their Rel^n 

their oj{- -Sonic among tkth'bdie^e, thatthe Soul himmortal, that the Body is reduced to its 
aht m. fiift Principle, and becomes Di«iaid Afoes, but that the Spiritis eiriier raifed to eternal 
du joy, or condemn'd to an cndleft at ife, fetatftinfothis World, - it foall find 

saw. good or evil, according to what it had done during this life. Others ma^no diftin<aion 
between the Souls of Mcn and thoft of Beafts, and as they have no knowledge of the 
worlds Creation, fo are they ignorant that there is a time appointed ^ itsdiffolution. The 
moft tcafous among them make no ftiuple to convert their Fagaief futo'Drinking-houfes \ 
for, as they make choice of the moft delightful places of the Cbontryi for the Pagodtr, fo 
they walkin them, and, divert themfclycs,m the ptefen^ Of their Gods, and have the com* 
pany of tl^ Priefts, drinking and debauching thcmftlycs.fo height, that it proves thd 

,, ■ occafiooof manytxjofeqqent diforders,’ ’ 

He iifmu A man fiiall never, in this Country, meet with any Controverfies about Religion, nor 
ever find that a Conceives himftlf any way oblige^ to inftruG: his Neighbour, oy 

fhew him his Erroifi ; buton the contrary, thejr indifference for thqft ooa<:e«»nents is 
generally fo great, that Ww among fJiemu^l not ftick to change their li^Oa for a ha«s» 
dred'Crowns. ' ■ . . ^ . -.rd 

ftsd* They have fo irreconcilable an avcitfibn for fheOr^wxr, that, pei^iving they' 
fifiiilHaBs. ehcarfolly to their deaths, when they only ciitc^lliejr ^ erucifie^t thenyS^^ 
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their death, they have fince found out fuch exquifite torments, to ptocurc their more pain- i 5 3 jt" 
fol departure, that, though they hadrefolution and conttaney enough to endure thena, yet — 
could they not exprefo that infolence and infenfibility, as to receive fo greivous at death, 
with the fame alacrity they had difoover’d at the ordinary Executions. There were in-

/With a gentle Fire, upon Gridirons, or fulFcr’d to lahguifo for feveral dayes together. Yet 
did not all thefe courfos much ditninifli the number of thofe Wretches $ in ib much that 
thefe Monfters of barbarifme, jickeiving that Death little frighten’d thofo who look’d on 
it but as a palTage to a bettet & ’pethought themfelves of other courfes to be taken with p.^.. t 
them. Y oung Maids;, of ajif^Quality, they caulied to be ftripp’d ftark naked, to be pub- 
lickly violated, mkdf tfiitm goon all four through the Streets, and dragg’d them through to put 
tugged and uneven places, till their hands and knees were cut, and their bodies torn in le- Ctuiflmm 
veral places, and after all put them into Vats full of Serpents, which enter’d into their bo* 
dies at all the open places , and fo put them to a very painful death : yet was this done 
with left hottour, then when they fail’d the privy parts of a Mother or a Daughter with 
Match done over with Gun-powder, and bound about thofe of a Son ora Father with the 
and forced the Son to let hte to that of the Mother, and the Father to that of his 
^^ghter. ’Twas a kind of favour fhewn them, when they cover’d their bodies all ove^ 
wvh Turfs, and incellantly pour'd fcethiiig Water into their privy parts, till they expir'd 
ijmidft thofe torments, whicn commonly dilpatch'd them not inlefs then three or four 
^yes. They drove great companies of them up and down the Country, and into Forrefts j 
Higmatiz’d in the foreheads, with prohibitions, upon pain of death, that any (hould give 
Hum any fudenance or entertainment. Some weic put into Cages upon the Sea-fidc, that 
xne Tide might come up to their chins, and at the return of the water they might recover 
t^ir fpirits a little, to endure the greater torment at the next Fluud. They bound the Fa<- 
thers and Mothers to a Poll, and hood- winked them, while they put the Children to inconf 
ceivable torments, which they being notable to endure, tutreated their Parents with the 
moil importunate expreffions they could imagine at that age, to deliver them out of their 
pains, by tenoun^ii^. This was one of the mod infupportable puniibments of any they 
invented, and which brought many to death and abjuratmn. Another torment they 
lud for thofo poor Children was, to pluck ofif their Nails, and to prick them with Bod* 

Itins in the tendered parts of their bodies. To make a diCcovery of they or- 

dered, that all the Inhabitants (hould once a year ptoted before their P^tgeder, andfigna 
certain Indmment, whereby they renounced Cbrifthn Religion and by this means there 
paffed not a year, but a great ndimber was dilcover’d. Such as were hung up by the feet, 
and were contmued in that podure for ten ux twelve dayes, endured the gxeated torment 
of any, in regard the anguifo of this punilbment dill increaiing, there is no pain, not evcQ 
that of fire it fclf, comes near it. 

The(e perlecutions mud ne^ds have much diminilb’d the number of Chrijiiant in 
fatti but what mod contributes to the dedrudion of Religion, isacourfethey 

have taken, to put the Chri^iant to death, even though they proifer to renounce i ib that 
there is no way for any to avoid death, but by diicoveiing another who may 

endure it in their dead , and by that dilcovery they efcape. However , there is kn 
cxaA Rcgidcr kept of thefe Rmg^ar, out of a defign, as it is conceiv'd, one time 
or other, to rid thp Country of them, when the Executions muddle for vyant of 
ebriftiaus. 

About the fame time there was a (eaich made BjtCbrtjHam in all the Hofpitals font Le- 
pers, where they found three hundred and eighty CbrifAims^ whom they (nitaway m two 
Ships, to the thilipfiHe Idands, as a Prefont to the Fortttgtuz. The Leprofie is fo common 
a Diieafe in that a man (hall meet clrcte with many, tyhole foigets ai^d toes are (b 

totted, that they foil olf. 

The Cbirijiiaiu-, who aie condudl;ed to punilhmcnt, are tied j but thePrieds, whether 
CafiUianf,' PartHgMt&y or JapumftSy are otherwife treated. They (have off one half of 
their Heads and Beards, which they paint ever with a red colour, put a Gag into their 
Mouths, and a Halter about their Necks, which is tied to the Hor£e-taii,on vfhich they arj> 
brought to the place appointed for their execution. 

Mod of their Houfes are built of Wood, (leightly enough, in regard the QEkmitry fe tbab 

much fobjei^ to Earthquakes. They are all raifed three or four foot from 'ffo; ^eijbnd,i^- 
boarded and matfed,and very handfom within, elpecialty thofe RoooW thP} rfebeive 
their Vifits. They are,for the mod part, but one dory high, ifiwlitoi tl^ey liv(v*and the 
litd fom for Corq-lofts, They have placey dldktd fourn hff e they keep 

" their 
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16^9. their Merchatidifes, and what elfc they moft elkem , in regard their Houfes art Co apt tp 
• — ^ — take fire, that they are forc’d to have Fats full of Water alwayes ready againfl fuch Acci- 
dents, which ate very frequent among them. 

The Houfes of Gentlemen and Soulditrs are divided into two partitions, whereof one 
is taken up by the Wife, who is never feen, and the other by the Husband, who hath his 
Chambers and Halls for the reception of his friends and his bufinefs. The Wives ot Ci- 
tizens and Merchants appear in the Shops, and have a care of the Houfe > but they are treat- 
ed w.th fo mneh tefpei^, that none durft let fall a free or equivocal ^Kprtffion in their pre- 
fence, nay, a licentious one were criminal. Inftead of Tapillry , they have a kind of Scenes 
or Shutters, which ferve them alfo for Pidures, whereof they cover the clolurcs with Pa- 
per painted and gilt, and fo neatly pafted on,that the wk le piece Icems to confift but of one 
fheet. Thefe Shutters are made of very thin boards, and fall one into another, fb as that 
of twp or three fnull Chambers, they can of a fudden make a very fair Hall. All thefe 
lutle Rooms make a kind of Gallery, which ferves equally for both the Appartments of 
the Husband and Wife, and leads to a common Door to go into the Garden, which Door is 
ordinarily oppofite to the Hall- windows. In themidliol the Room there commonly 
Hands a Cabinet, on which they fet a Pot of Flowers, which arc there to be had all the 
year long* They are very curious about their Gardens, and make them as pleafant as may 
be, with Groves, Fountains, Orchards, and efpecially one kind of T ree, which is as green uu 
Winter asm Summer. f 

Thete is not much Houftiold-Stuff to be feen in their Houfes, in regard they bellow 0^ 
their Wives, the Trunks and Cabinets of Lacque, their rich Tapillry, and the like, or thc^ 
difpofe them into fome private Rooms, into which they admit only their moll in tjnaatS 
Friends. They are very expenfive in their Pots for Cha, or T/ia, as alfo in Pidurcs,Piecefi 
excellent for the writing, and in Arms. 

Thiy are entertain fuch as vifit them with great Complements. Perfons tjf

It the of tke houfe" hath a particular efteem for the Friend who vifits him, he will 
t<pat l^ip^withTIVinCa^whichis brought in a varnilh’d Cup » and it were an incivility in 
him, to whom this honour is done, to refufe it.They are not foreferv’d, but that fometimes 
they will take a little more then they arc well able to carry away i but foldom to that 
height," as to do ought whereof they may repent the next day, or quarrel in their Drink i 
for the perpetual apprehenfion they have of the unavoidable Death that would follow, 
keeps them in, and lends them to bed with whole Skins. 

In Cities, and upon the High- wayes, there are Inns, for the entertainment of Travellers 
and PalTengers, but otherwile there is not a Tipling- houfe, 01 Cooks-fliop, in all Japan, 
in^awn though there arc great lovers of good chear, and company keeping, yet have they not 
* ^ ' any publick places for that pnrpofc, but they meet at one anothers houfes, and there Ipend 
the time in good fcllowlhip and drinking, and havfea kind of Mufick, which is nctvCry 
, . nr hainiDHOus. They have but few Muficai Inftruments, and that moft ufed among them,

• is fb rich and abundant in all things, that, feme few Merchants excepted, 
trade into the Indies^ there is hardly any Japomtfi^ who meddles with the venting qf 
any forreign Commodities. The greateft Commerce which is carried on there is that ^ 
th& ebinejes^ who have continued theirs in this Country ever fined the Ifland was 
peopled .

The 
Chinefes never cut their Hair, but tie it up togeth' r upon the Crown of the Head i the Jai 
pmefes^ on the contrary, Ihave the fore-part of tlieHead down to the Lars, and tie up the 
reft of their Hair in their Neck behind, with a String made of Paper. The latter doalfO 
{have their Beards, whereas the Chinefes fuffer theirs to grow to their full length : whence 
it may be imagined, that they were rather Tartars, who firft got into this Ifland, .then 
Chinejes.

any Arms tranfported out of the Country, as the experience he hath that the Ja^onnefef 
arc a {lout and daring People out of their own Country, and being extrcamly conceited of 
himfelf, he would not have any affront done them, which it {hould not be in his power to 
*^ent,or that any other then himfelf fhould challife their infolence,as it happened to them, 
not long fince in the Kingdom of Siam, upon their Attempt againft the Kings perfon 
and at Nt^ouan, upon their aflaulting the Governour of the place.

The King of Siar^, the Pope, 
and the King of Spain, fent very confidetablc Embaflies to him, which were all veryj ^^^ ^* , 
kindly receiyed by him » but the Emperour of Japan never fent to vifit or complement theEapa:

There is, met Japan, but one Languagfi» which is To different from thtt of 
Corea,zixdLTunhit^, that the Inhabitants of thefe four Countrep, underflandone another ^ 
no mote then we do the Arahickg There is alfo the fame difference between their CJhara- 
<%ers, and yet they have all four albrtof Chara<%ers, by which they underhand one thf 
other, fo that thofe among them, who have fludied, underltand and exprefs in their parti- 
cular Language, what the others would have expre^d in theirs, by means of thefe com- 
mon Cbaraifcrs. They write with Pencils, and that fb fall, that they fpend very little 
time m writing the Notes, by which they do moft of their Mcllages, rather then by word 
of mouth. They endeavour to exprefs themfelvcs in few words, cfpecially when they 
either fpeak or write to Perfonsof great Qgality j fb that the Letters apd Petitions they 
addtefs to their Superioursarc couched in few words, that it is no great trouble to afford 
them the reading. 

They have not the way of keeping Acconntsas the jMetchants in our parts havci.jj^,..i. 
but they can count with certain little Bowls, which they thread upon little Sticks on a 
fquare Board, as fafl as out ableh Accouutans by all the Rules of Arithm?tick , even 
that of Three. 

They Have many«Books, and lome great Libraries, but of thefe not fb great a nmpbet as 
we have in Europe. 

The J>i^r0 is the perfon who keeps Memorial of whatever paffes, and writes the Chro- the Dsyi 
jiiclj^ of the Country. It is alfb only he, and t^e Lords and Gentlemen of his Houfe, to writes 
whp are in number above eight hundred, as alfo the Lords and Ladies defeended from 
him, who have the priviledge to write any Books. Thefe only have all the Learning among ' 

themfclves,^nd arc fb proud of it, that the advantages they make thereof are equal to thofe 
they derive ftom tiheir Birth, which is no doubt more noble then that of the Emperour.

The Silver Coin, which ts made m the form of a Lin- 
gfltjis of no certain weight-, but it is fu ordered, that as much of it as amounts to fifty 
"Layls is to be of a juft weight, which they dilpofe into Rolls of Paper, in each as much as- 
comes to twenty Crowns, and fo they difpatch their Payments with little trouble. They 
have befides this a lefler Coin of Silver, made much like Frenc h Beans, which alfo is nbt of 
any certain weight, fiive only in grofs, or when it amounts to fuch a'fum,from t;^e value of 
feven pence to fix (hillings, or better. There is alf© a great difference in the value of the 
Caxias i for of fome of them, a thoufand are worth but a Crown, whereas of others th« 
fam^umber may amount to three Crowns and a half. Much absut the time of out Tra- 
vels the Emperout had ordered them to be cried down , intending to have a new Money 
niadeof Brafs, and that the poorer fort might not be ruined thereby, he caufed the bad 
Money to be called in, and made good the value of it to fuch as brought it in. 

Japan well xhis Country wants not any kind of Cattel, but is fo much the more abundant therein, 
of refped, that they do not geld any Creature. Thence it comes they arc well 
ftwl. ** ftof d with Horfes, Bulls, Kine, Swine, Deer, wild Boars, Bears, Dogs, &c. as alfo with 
all forts of Fowl» as Swans, Geefe, Ducks, Herns, Cranes, Eagles, falcons, Pheafints, 
Pidgeons, Woodcoocks,Qgails, and all the other forts of fmall Birds, that we have in thefo 
parts. * ^ / 

There are alfo in this Country (everal forts of Mineral Waters, very good againft divers 
Difeafes. Some have the tafte and qualities of Copper, others that of Saltpeter, Ixonj^ 
Tin, Salt i and there is, among others, a Source of hot water which hath the tafte of Tinl 
and iffuesoutof aCaye, which is about ten foot diameter at the mouth, and hath botl^ 
above and below (everal picked Stones, like Elephants teeth, fo that it fomewhat rtftm*^ 
bles that figure, by which fome would reprefent the Jaws of Hell. TheWatet, 
comes out of it in great bubbles day and night conftautly, is not fo hot, but that itmay Iw ' 
endured as foonas it is out of the Source, fothat there is no need of mixing any otbhf 
water therewith. 

There is in this Country, in a fpacious Plain,at the foot of a Mountain, not fat from the 
Sea-fide, another Source, which gives Water but twice in four and twenty hours, and that 
during the (pace of an hour at each time, unlefs it be when the Eaft-wind blows, for then 
it gives water four times a day. This water comes out of a hole, which Nature hath 
made in the ground, and which they have covet’d with fovcral great Stones j but when 
the time of its (loud, as I may call it, is come, the water is forced out with fuch violence 
amidft the StoneSithatit (hakes them all, and makes a caft twefity or twenty four foot high» 
with fuch noifeas would drown that of a great Gun. It isfo hot, that it is impolfible (ire 
(houid raj(e ordinary water to fo high a degree of heat, as the earth gives this i for it im- 
mediately burns the ftuffes on which it foils, and keeps its heat much longer, then the wa» 
ter that hath been boil’d over the fire. The Well is inclofed with a high Wall, having at 
the botbm thereof feveral holes,through which the water runs into certain Channels, and 
fo is bxonght into the houles, where they bath themfelves, reducing it to fuch a degree of 
warmth as may be endured.

The Mineral Waters we fjroke of before, are a fufficient demonftration, that there arc in 
0/ Japan. Jy/'rfn Mines of all forts of Metals. Accordingly, there is found OoMj Silver, Copper, 
Tin,lron and Lead. The Country brings forth alfo Cotton, Flax and Hemp, wherewvth 
they make i?try line Cloaths. It produces alfo Silk, and affords abundance of Goat and 
Deerskins, the richeft Works of Wood and of any iu the World,' all (brtsofPro- 
vifions and medicinal Drags. They have, among others, a particular Invention for the 
Aperiitu’ar melting of Iron, withorit tnfc uflng of any fire, cafting it into a Tun done about on the in- 
fide with about half a (pot of Earth, where they keep it with continual blowing, and take 
if out by Ladles fuW, to give it what form they plea(c, much better, and nwife artificialljr , 
then the Inhabitants of Liege are able tp dt». So that it may be faid,Jrf/4« ii% five vrith- 
out its Neighbours, as being Well fottflflrd with all things requifite to life. •

^They have neither Butter nor Oyl, and have an averfion againft Milk, out of an imagi- ^ 
nation, that the Souls of Beafts tefidein it, and that ir is bloud in «fFc<ft, though of a difFe- 
acent colour. They do not eat the flefh of either Bulls or Kine, nor that of any tame beaft, 
but love wild Fowl and Venifon,, and are much addi« 3 :ed to the hunting thereof. They 
have Cedar*trees, which ajre fo big, that they make Pillars of them for their gteateft Edi- 
fices, and Mafts for tfieir Sfiips, , 

Poverty is not fo criminal eritifemous in as itisinleveralpIacesofE»roj(i«, where 
the rich are only accounted veituous. They hate Calumniators, Swearers and Gamefters > ^ 
buttheyhavealfotheir Vices, which much cclipfe their other good parts'. ttet. 

They are rather of a brownifh Complexion then white, ftrong and well let, enduring 
pdns taking, and the inconveniences of the Seafons, with incredible patience. They en- 
dure hunger and thirft, heat and cold, without any trouble, and arc no otherwife clad in 
Winter then tliey are in Summer. 

Th&Japonnefes are diftinguifhed into five Orders. The firft, is that of Kings and Princes, ^a. 
and fuch as have civil or military Charges and Employments, who arc all called by a com- guiJhJd ^ 
mon name Tones, The fecond is that of Ecdefiafticks, whom they call by a general name » fivt 
Bowzes. The third is that of Gentlemen and Merchants* The.fourth thatof Tradef- 
men, and fuch as relate to the Sea. And the fifth that of Labourers, and fuch as work by 
the day. 

The general adminiftration of Affairs is in the hands of three principal l^iinifters bf 
State j the firft whereofi whofe fuperintendency is over Ecclefiaftica! affairs^iath thequaf pti rsmC 
lity of ZazQ ; he who hath the diipofal of Charges and Offices is called and he who Jen of Jj* 
hath the overfight ofi things relating to the War is called Cabacama^ pan. 

There could not be hitherto had any true account of the Emperour of Japa^sKeve~ 
nue : but it is certain that he nuikes above two Millions of Gold of the Rice, which his 
own DemeCie affords him every year. It is alfo certain, thatthe Emperourof Japan is Co 
powerful, that Tahkst Whom we fpoke of before, finding himfelf well fettled upon the 
Throne, had a defign to pafs over into China,with a Fleet of two thoufand Veflels, for the 
building whereof he had already cut down Timber, which he might have done with the 
more eafo, upon this account, that the Japomefes are incomparably a more warlike Nation 
then the Cf»iKe/«»

long and narrow Btenhesof Satin, of ftveital colours, embroidered with Gold and Silver, 
with- Buskins vatoifiied with bkek, and ^It at (he extremities. By their Sides they had 
Cimitars,the Hilts whaeof were gilt, and Bows and Arrows at their Walle,and over their 
Shoulders Scarfs richly embroidered, the ends whereof hung down on the Cruf^rs of 
their Horfts. No doubt, they had cull’d out the goodlicft perfons in thc-Country for this 
Ceremony » for they were all the handfomeftperlbns, both as to Body ,and Countenance, 
that could be ften. Their Saddles were varnilfa’d over and gilt, the Seats embroidered 
and covered with Tigers and Lynxes Skinsi their Tnppings were of Crimlbn Silk twined, 
and the Horfts had their Mains tied up with Gold and Silver Thread, and they had on the 
Bread and Crupper a kind of Net-work of twined crimlbn Silk, and inftead of Shoocs 
their Hoofs were done about with plain crimlbn Silk, Every Horfe was led by two Lac- 
■ Lacquics carried two great llmbrcllocs, covered with a very fine and. 

fl^^arent cloth, and upon that a covering of Scarlet fring’d with Gold. Another Lacquie 
ckri^d-vi Nmgantt^ or Pike, the top whereof was allb covered with a piece of red and 
black clolh. Every Horfman had eight Pages clad in white,and arm’d with two Cymitars, 
according to the mode of the Country.

Two 
great blaqk Bufflers, covered with a Net- work of Crimfon Silk, drew each of them, and 
they werclp^d by-'feur Halbert cers clad in white. ’ Every Coach was valued at ftventy 
thoufand which atpount tbtwenty thouland pounds . . .

&gniticcntly'covet'd,and with .very rich Trappings, accompanied each of them by eight 
^en, arm’d (With Bows and Arrows, and two great Pikes.

Then followed fixty eight Gentlemen on Horfo-baek, attended by a great number of 
Laeqaeys and Slaves. 

The D^ro’s Secretary, accompanied by thirty (even Gentlemen on Horfe-back, fol- 
low'd next in a Coach, and immediately preceded forty lix Lords of the Vayro’s Houle, 
who were carried in I^ormomef, whereof fifteen were of Ebony, beautified with Ivo- 
ry, thirteen varniflied with black and “gilt, and the other eighteen were only varnilhed 
with black. There were carried after them fourty fix Umbrelloes ftutable to their iVo- 
rimonms, 

■fhen followed the Payro’s Mufick, which confided of fifty four Gentlemen, very tfdly, 
but very richly clad, who plaid on their Inftruments, which were only TaboufSjTimbrelf ,

iSflP^io lowed it. He was fate in a httle wooden Stru^ure made like a Sedan, but much larger, 
as being about ievenor eight foot high, and as many Diameter, having windows on all 
iides, with embroidered Curtains. The Roof of that little Strudure was arch’d, and 
had in the midft, upon a great Button, a Cock of maffie Gold, with his Wings fpread in a 
Field Azure, with kveral Stats of beaten Gold about the Sun and Moon, which appeared 
there with a luilre coming near the natural. This Machine was carried by htty Gentlemen 
of the Dtf^ro’s retinae, all clad in white, with Bonnets on their Heads. Fourty other Gen- 
tlemen went before it, and repreftnted the Guard for the D^jjira’sperlbn. Thefc were clad 
after a particular fafhion, much like that of the ancient Komans^ carrying each of them a 
gilt Nengamt. The Captain of the Guard marched alone on Horfe-back, behind the Day^ 
ro's Chair, armed with a Target, ftuck through with fevtrai Arrows, and had carried after 
him fourty Umbrclloes for the Guards. 

Next were carried thirteen varnilh’d Chefts, and in theclofeof thcProceflion came 
four hundred Souldiersclad in white, who marched fix a breaft, and by that means hinder 
the crowds of people to interrupt that Order. This Ceremony took up the whole day, 
ib that night coming on upon us at the place where we were, we thought it not fafeto 
venture home at fb unfeafbnable a time, by reafon of the many Robberies, Murthers, and 
other Violences committed in the Streets during the difbrdcr, which proved fo great, that ! 
the next morning thete were found a great number of dead perfbns, fbrae whereof hajly

It is about a hundred and thirty Leagues in coolprfS) and cofttainsipany Villages, and jininarchf 
an infinite number of men, who acknowkdgno King nor Soveraign, and haweno other 
Supetiours over them, thenfoch as they create ammig themftlvcs, after the manner wa 
fhall give an account of hereafter. Its. Rivets arc excellently well ttor d wifh Fifh v Its 
Fonefts well futnifhed with aiil forts of wild-Fowl and Venifoni and its Fields, which 
are for the moft part Meddows, in a manner coveted with Cattel. They have Peere, 
Wild-Goates, Hares, Conics, Pheafants, Partridges, Pidgeons, &c. and befides ihefc a kind 
of homed Horfc, by the Inhabitants called OUvs?^, whofc hotasare like thofe of Deere, 
and the flefh very delicate. They have alfo Tygt-rs, and another kind of Animal, which 
they call Timey, made l»kc a Be3t,bwt much fttonger. The shm-of this Beaft,tKcy account 
one of the molt precious thkig|S that the Ifland produces. 

Thegroundfecreis fat and fraiifnl, but fo poorly cultivated, that there are very few 
Fruit-trees, and the little Fruit thatiis, fobad, thallhough the Iflanderseat itinfome 
delight, yet cannot other Nations fb much as tadfo of it. There grows fome Qngei a^ 
Ctnnainon in this Ifland, which they fay hath Gold and Silver Mines, wh^iiwf thfi Qht' 
have ftnnctime^ made trial, but it is more then the Dmcbccjuldevet mfonver*

fiance of the Fort fo that they may b«AligP«e io a» f wo days, fav« only the untetu 

Village of T^'urang, whichUes in the Mountains, at a day and a halte jpurney at the leatt, 
from the habitation of the Patch. The reft Iks as it were upon the Sea-fide, and have 
all the fame mannerof life, the fame Religion, and almoftthe feme Language. 

A man would take the Inhabitants at the firft fight, to be Bsrbsrisns, and Savages, yfo 
For the men arefirosigaud hardy, much higgerthenany of the Eatapeant, and coming of 
fbmwhat near thefitaure of the Gyants. Their bodies are hairy ail over, and they ate 
of ahrown complexion, incUning to black, as moft of the Indians are* The women ate 
fomewhat lefs, but fat enough, and, for the moft part, well fliaped. Theymake agr«ter 
difo^very of fliamefaccdnefs then the men, in that they have fome whit of clothing about 
them: but both men and women.ftrip thtmfclvcs, when they bath, which they do twice 
aday, in warm water, for then, the latter are not aihamed 10 be feen by men, nor carA 
'much wither they iiave ought about them. ' Thk 
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'jgap XhisPeopieTwhich in appearance feems to be fo barbarous, isincfFcdt, good iiatur’d, 
i/t civil faithful and obliging, entertaining ftrangers with much kmdncfs and civiUity, and coin- 
and good mimicating to them fuch good chear as nature affords them. Jt hath never bten found' 

notured. that they were defirous to get what belongs to any other by indired ways, but oa the 

contrary,thcy have often returned to the owners what they found mif-latd or loft i though 
the Inhabitants of the Village of ioulang have a very ill report, as to this particular. 
They arc conftant and faithtul in their friendlhip, and religioully obferw, as well the 
Treatifes they make among themfelves, as thofe made with Forreigners. Treachery is a 
Aft iitgoHi- thingthey arc fb unacquainted withal, that there is no misfortune which they would 
not fuffer rather then any reproach fhouldbe made them of unfaithfulnels. They want 
neither ingenuity nor memory, but eafily apprehend and retain what is laid uiito them. 
'Tis true, they have an humour of impudently begging any thing they fee » but they are 
denied with the fame freedom, and arc fatisfied with a fmall matter. 

They live altogether by the little Husbandry they carry on, and the Rice they get out 
of the ground. Not but that their Lands are very fruitful, and that the Cmtons we 
named before might produce, what were able to fuftain above ten thoufand Families ; 
but in regard they have no Ploughs, nor Creatures fit for Tillage, they have no other way 
of digging the ground, then that of the Spade, and that by the hands of Women j in- 
afinuch as the men mind only War and Hunting, and fo their increafc cannot be fo great^ 
as that of thoft places where they have better conveniences. Another employment of th^ 
women is, to tranfplant the Rice, when it grows thicker in one plaqf then another 5 whidh 'i 
work takes up much of their time, as does alfo their cutting of it when it is ripe. For i|^ 
Read of reaping it by handfulls with a Hook, they cut it Corn by Corn, fbme four or iwi 
fingers below the Ear, lb put it up iathehoufe, and never beat it but when therej^ 
occafion, in order to their fubfifiance, that is, every day. The woman of the houCe f^||| 
over-night two or three little bundles of it a-drying in the Chimney-corner, andrifiog cHffl 
next morning two hours before day, (he beats it in a Morte»jand makes as much clean R^tP 
as is requifite for the Family that day, and no more. And thus they live all the year 
long. 

Ruffx. They fow alfo two or three forts of Fruit, which they call Ptfogi, ^acb^ and tarmuy 
which are fomewhat like Millet, as alfo a kind of Pulfo much like the i 1 ench Bean. They 
have alfo fovcral forts of Roots, which they may ufe inliead of Bread, and which in effed 
were able to fuftain them, though they had no Rice not any other kind of Fruit or Cotn. 
They have Ginger, Cinamon, Sugar-canes, BamAmn's, Lemmons, abundance of Anca^ 
and fovetal other forts of Fruits, Simples, and Pulfo, not known in fuch as it 

would be no eaiie matter to deforibe. « 


Iteir R!m. Though they have no C*cm- wine, nor any other natural dtink,yet have they found out 
‘ a way to make a kind of Beverage, which is as ftroHg,and intoxicates a mans brains aftbon 
as thebeft Sack. Theirwayof otdetiogit is thus. Theyfot afoaking in warm water 
a certain quantity of Rice, which they afterwards beat in a Morter till it be reduced to a 
' Paile. Then they chew fome Rice-meal in their mouths, which they fpet into a Pot, till 
fuch time as they have got a Quart of Liquor, which they put to the Pafte inftead ofLea- 
ven, and after they have kneaded all well together, till they have brought it to Dough, 
fochasthatof the Bakers, they put it into a great Earthen Pot, which they fill up with 
water, and fo let it remain there for two months j and by this means they make one of 
the heft and moftpleafant Liquors that a man need drink. This is their Wine, which is 
ftrongex or weaker according to the time it remains in the Petv im4 theol<krit is, the 
betterandfweeteritisj inlbmuch (hat fometiaies they keep it fire and twenty or thirty 
, years. What is towards the mouth ef the Pot is as clear as Rock- wafer, but at the bot- 
tom there are only dregs, Inch as were able to turn a weak ftoniack ; and yet the Iftandeis 
make it one of their delicacies, and eat it with Spoons,having firft.ftirr’d it about, with 
a little water put to it. When they go into the Countrey, they carry along with them a 
Pot of this fluff, and a Gourd-bottle full of water, and fo they are furnifh’d as to meat 
and driiftc. They make ufo of the upper part of this ifeercrage, as of Aqua-viu, to com- 
fort the hearty and they cat what’s in the bottom, ordered as We faid before j whence it 
comes that they Q>endmoft part of their Rice in this compofition. 
rhdt m* When the women haveno work to do about their Grounds, they go a fifhing, and 
go * particularly to gelt Oyfters, which the lilandets prefer before all meat whatfbever. 
They have a way of falting the Fifh ilightly aftbon as it Is taken, with the ihell, and 
whatfoever is within it, and they eat them with all the filth, nay with the worms. Which 
fometimes are bred within them for want of Salt. - « 

^ The men, efpccially the younger fort, totjw'agc pf twfntyfour or twenty five 
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do nothing at all : but when they are come to forty, they help to do fotncwhat about the i da 7^ 
grounds, where they continue night and day with their Wives, in little Huts, and return ' 
not to the Village till fome neceffity or divertiftment calls them thither. 

They have fevcral kinds of Hunting, and ufc, in their fport. Snares, llendcr Pikes, or Theii bun*. 
Bows and Arrows. They Ipread theirSnares or Nets in the Woods, crols thole Paths, •'S’, 
which the Deers and wild Boars are wont to make, and force thole Creatures into them: 
or haply, theylpread them in the open fields, with the convenience of a great Cane, one 
end whereof they plant in the ground, and the other is bowed down, and fattened to cer- 
tain little fiicks, upon which they lay a Snare cover’d with a little earth, which alToon as 
the wild Beifl: touches, the Cane is foddcnly as it were unbent, and hath him by one of 
the feet. ^The Hunting wi^-fhat kind of Pikes is thus. There met together, at a cet-. 
tain place appointed ' dStflnhabittelts of two or three Villages, arm’d every one with two* 
or three Pikes, and'’n&»ittgdiTid!edthemlelves into feveral parties, they fend their Dogs'i 
into the Woods, andf tlifcf force out the Game into the Fields, where they meet, and make | 
a great Ring, a^lbiague ot.more in compals, Within which when they have once gotten the ' 

D^et and wUd^ Boats, it leldom happens that any of them clcape without being kill’d or 
hurt. The Pikeit lelfis ®f Cane, fix or feven foot in length, having an Iron at the tqp 
with fcvetal Hooks, lb as that being entred into the beaft, it is beyond any mans ftrength 
to get it out : but the Iron is not made fo fall: to the Wood but that it comes off at the 
firft bulk the beaft runs into i and to the end it may ftill annoy the Deer, there is a Cord 
/aftened thereto, which holds bothj and at the top of the Iron there is a little Bell,whcre- 
^ the Beaft is difeover’d where-everit goes.’ They deftroy fo great a number of Deer 
j||y theft kinds of Hunting, that being not ‘able to Ipcndall they take thcmftlvcs, they 
pill the flcfliof them to the Chine/e/, for little Garments, Sweet Wood, and other Com- 
Inoditics, eating themfelvcs only the Umblcs and Paunch, which they fait with the filth 
n them, and indeed care not much for them, till when they are thus corrupted. Some- 
times while they are hunting, they cut off a piece, and eat it immediately, lb as that the 
bloudruns about their mouths j anS if they find any young ones in the belly of the Fe- 
male, whether come into any form or not, they eat them with the skin and hair, as a 
thing very delicate, 

Their Military engag^athdnts^ are as fblloweth. They begin not any War till they have The mnnet 
firft declared itagainft the Village by which they conceive themfelves injured, and' then 
they go by (mall parties of five and twenty or thirty men, and hide themftlvcs near the 
place they are to affault, till it be night, and then they run about the Fields, and if they 
find any in the Huts, where aged perfonsare wont to keep, as we laid before, they kill 
them, cut off their heads, and, if they have time enough, the hands and feet, and fome- 
times they cut the whole body to pieces, that every one may carry away his Ihare, and 
Ihew the marks of his courage at fais'rctum. If the Country take the Alarm, fo as they 
cannot quite cut off the Head, they think it enough to cut off the hair, which they car- 
ry away as a noble Demonfttationof their Viiftory; which is accounted among them a 
very confidetable one, though that in an exploit of this nature there happens to be but 
one man kill’d. Sometimes they venture fo fer as to enter into the Village, and break 
open fome houft , but in regard that cannot be done without noift, they go ujwn fuch a 
Defignwith fo much precipitation, that left they foouldbeinteiccpted in their return, 
they kill all they meet, and.tly for it. They allb ufc ftratagems, and make Ambulhes ac- 
cording to their way, and fometimes they engage in the open field, where they fight with 
great animofity ; but the death of one man paffes among them for an ablblafe Defeat, and 
obliges thofe who hsvt had that loft, to an immediate Retreat, . 

The Pikes they ufc in the Wars are made of a different manner from .thofe they hunt 
withall ; for the Iron at the top hath no Branches nor Hooks, and is made feft enough to 
the body of the Pike. Their Bucklers are fo large, that they almibft cover all the whole 
body, and their Swords on the contrary, are Ihort, but broad. They ufc alfo Knives 
made like thofc of the Ji^omtfes, Bows and Arrows, 

When fcveral Villages make an Affociation among themfelves to carry on a War jointly 
againft fome other Villages, the Command o£ their Forces is not bellow'd on one Chief, who 
bath Authority fuffident to force himfelf to be obey’d : but fuch among them as have been 
fo fortunate as to cutoff divers heads upon fcveral occalions, find Volunteers enough to 
follow them in their military Exploits, out of no other Confideration, then that pf , 
pating of the Glory of their Commander, Sometimes they engage in^a ^ w 
a pure frolick, againft the Inhabitants of the lllandof lugifti 
the I Hand of the Golden Lyon, upon this account, that the 

# Ship, of that name, were thei? killed by the Iflaadcfl. ^ 
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I 6 sp. this place per^oit not any ftrangers to come within their Ifland » nay they fujffer not the 
■“ ^ ChintftSt whoebene thither every year upon the account of thcit Commerce, to fetfoot on 
Land V, but they force them to ftay in the Road, whither the Iflanders bring the Commo- 
dities they would truck with them > with fo much diftruft on their fide, that they never 
let go any thing out of one hand, till they have faft hold of what they would have in the 
other. The Inhabitants of FeriBayi, efpecially thqfe of the Village of Smtangy having a 
Defign to furprize them, embarqu’d themfelves not long fince, to the number of fixty, dif- 
guiz’d like China Merchants, and being come near the Illand of fent to fome of the 

fllandcrs to come and meet them with the Commodities of the Countrey; butinftead of 
receiving them from his hands, who prefonted them therewith, they laid hold of his arm, 
and drew him aboard their Vefel, where they cut him t® pieces. This wa§ a great VijSo- 
ry to themv for they think it enough to bring away the Hair, or haply a Pike of tllfe Enemies, 
to make a folemn Triumph, and appoint a day of publick Thankfgiwng, They carry the 
Heads in Proceffion all about the Village, finging Hymns to their ^ds, and, in their way, 
vifit their Friends, who make them drink ot thebeft ^r<ie,and accompany them to the 
Vagodsy where they boil the Head, till there be nothing left but the Bones, on which they 
iprinkle fome Wine, Sacrifice ftvcral Swine to their Gods, and fcaft it for fifteen days to- 
gether. They do the like when they have brought home only the Hair, or a Pike, which, 
as alfo the Bones of their Enemies, they kcepas carefully a; we do Gold, Silver, or Jewels, 
inafmuch as when a Houfc is a* fire, they abandon all, to jfave their Rclicks. They tender 
fo great refped to thofe who have had the good fortune to bring home an Enemies Head, 3 
that no perfon comes near him, but with a certain veneration,for above fifteen days after** 
his doing fuch an exploit, nor {peak to him but withfuchextraordinay fiibrniffions, al^ 
tlut aSoveraign Prince could not expeiS; greater. 

Thsir Ith- There is no Lord in all that Ifland, that hath a Superiority or advantage over the refi 

xheir condition is equal, fave that in every Village there is a kind of Senate, confifting 
twelve perfons, which are changed every two years. The two years being e?^ir’d, 
who arc to quit their places pull off theit Hair off their Eyebrows, and on both ^d^( 
their Heads, to (hew that they , have been Magiftrates, The Senators are chc^n out < 
perfons mu(^ about the fame age, which is that of forty years ; forthough they have no 
Almanack, and cannot count their years, yet do they remember well enough the courfe of 
the Moon, and take particular notice of fuch as are born within the iamc Month, and 
about the ^e Year. 

bi pfot that this Magiftratc hath any Authority to force himfelf to be obey'd, or to put his 

Commands in execution i for all the power they have, is only to give order for an A:^m- 
bly to be held, concerning fuch Aifitits as they think of importance, to confer among them- 
folves thereof, and to invite all the Heads of Families, to meet in one of their Fagodexy 
where they propofe to them how things Hand, difeovet what they think fit to be done, 
and endeavour to bring the reft to be of the fame judgment with them. All the Senatours 
{peak one after another, andufe all the Eloquence they have to ptefs their Reafoos the 
more home: I {ay, Eloquenety for they really have of it. For they will fpeak half ib 
hour together in fiich high exprcfiions, with fo much ea{e, and with fuch apt gcftures,that 
what we are tatight by Art comes not near what Nature hath beftow’d on the{ePeople,who 
can neither write nor read. While one {peaks, all the reft are fo exa<ftly fiient, that you {hall 
not hear {b much as a Cough, though their Aflemblies many times confift of a thou^d 
perfons. When all the Senators have done fpeaking, the reft puf the bufinefs to deliberation, 
with an abfolutc ffeeddtn of either complying with the judgment of the Senate, <fifoppo-> 
fing it, aftet they have confidcredthe good or evil which may accrew tp them thereby. 

All the power they have confifts in caufifig what t^irPricfteires command to be put in cx- 
ecatiqn,in preventing ought to be done which may bftendtheGods,and inpunifoing fiich as 
dq^^nd them. They alfo give reparations to private pcrlbns who have blen'in jut’d by o- 
thets^fiot by caufing the offenders to be hnprifon’dnr punifli'd with death, or other coiporal 
puiufl^nr>but in condemning them to pay a piece of cloth, aDeerskin,a certain quantity of 
lUttaOt apt^ of thcit Ataeqmyh^ Way of fatisfa(aion,according to the quality ot the crime. 
There m a ccri^ foafon of the year, wherein they go ftark naked,and fay they do it out of 
this conlidb^i^^^t were it not for that, the Gods would not Caufe it to rain, and the 
Rice would inforouch^ that if during the fiid time, the Senators meet .with 

any one that hath ought about his waftCjthe cloth mr whatfoever it be, is confifeated, and 
he’is adjudged to % penalty, which at moft, is but two Deer-skins, or a certain quantity of 
Rice amounting tp the*Gnne vafde. Whence it comes, that it is one of the principal Futwfti- 
ons of the Senatours, to 'be, during that time, morning and evening; about the 
avenues of the Village, and to ptthtfh, as they find Delinquent. Thei^., 
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are other feafons wherein p^hre permitted to cover that part of the body, (which is nc- i 
vcr uncovered in other, places J but with this reftridJioni that the garment, or rather 
skarf, wherewith jt is Covered, muft not be of Silk i whence it alfb con^Sjdhat the fame Se-i 
nat©ursarcto|t^,k4,particuUrnoticcof it, confifeate thofe Silk GarmmtSitf^ adjudge 
the offendours.^fp pay a penalty > as theydoalfo the women, who to ma^^greateli 
oftentatioii,a|pn days of publick Ceremonies, go otherwife then they arc pfcrmltfed to dm 
ThcS.toatours on the etfaerfidc, are obliged to obfetve a certain manner of life, about the 
time that the Rice grows ripe i for during that time, they are forbidden drinking to ex-

^ any ebnfiderafion of a more eminent dignity, or upon the aecoiiipt of wealth, but only' 
upon that of Age which is fo eonfidered among them, that a young man is obliged to go 
afide, to make way for an old man, and turn his back to him, by way of refpeiil, till he 
be pafledjby contiauing in that poflure,even though the old man fliould fland ftill tofpeak 
to him. Noyoia^mi^ di^^ .deny the doing of what the other commands him, though 
he ^ould&udh^ tbr^o|foo£ Usi^lp$upptt£bmebufinefoof his. They are the an- 
cient mat who have the chiefeft places, and are the firft i forved at Feafts. , 

As to their Marriages*, themen are not permitted to matfy till pey be twenty or t wen- 
ty one years of age, which they call Saat Ca^» wang. 'Till they are fixteen bt feventeen * 
they axe forbidden to wear long hair, fo that they cut it even with the tip of the Ear j mmiagei 
In regard they have neither Cifois nor Rafors, to do that work, they makcufe of a 
r^riwg, which is a kind of little chopping- knlfc,lay down the hair upon a piece of wood, 
and cut it as exadly as the mofl expert Barbers among us. They draw forth the hair of 
their faces with little Pincers of frafo or lion, or with the firing of a great CaUe which 
they double, and getting the hair fafi between it, they tuiat^ firing till the hair be 
taken out. Being come to the foventeenth year @f their age^ they let their hair grow, 
and when it is come to its ordinary length, they begin to think of marriage. Maids ne- 
ver cut their bait, and they are married aflbon as they are marriageable. 

Their marriages are contraSei and continued after a pleafant manner. The young 
gallant who hath an inclination to a Maid, lends his Mother, Sifier, or fc^ " 

man to the relations of the Maid, to Chew them what he intends to beftowgn Imllrels. 

If they receive his addrefles kindly, and arefatisfied as to his efiate^theouirriage is im- 
mediately concluded, infomuch that the young man may coofu^mateit the night follow- 
ing. The wealth which the mofi able among tbcm.fepfljbt Jfieit Brides,, confifts in fcven 
or eight of thefe skatfspf Silk or Cotton, women cover themfolves about

Of this carriage the reafon is, that it were a ftamc for her 
toleaveher Relations, to go to he* Husband, Their bed-heads are made o£ Bamkut or 
Canes j a baven fetyes them for a bolher, and a Dear-skin for bed and all belcmgingthrcc-

, The women living thus with their Fathers, till the ground belonging to the Family, 
while the Husband lives at his own houfc, and provides only for himfelf. They never fee 
one another in the daytime, unlefithcy appoint it to be in fome remote place, where 
they may not be fecn fpcaking together i or uniels the young man goes to the h6ufe,when 
he knows thercis none but his Wife at home j yet will he not enter, till he hath font one 
to l^ow, whether it may be done without any inconvenience to her. If foe think Ht he 
fooald fee her, foe comes to the door, and makes him a fign to enter * but if foe defircs' 
not his company, foe fends him away. The children they have remain with the Mother 
till they are thirteen years of age, and then the Father takes them home. The Womed 
^ bear no children till they arc thirty-five or thirty fix years bat deftroyin the 

3 f tmtff womb fuch as they conceive before that time, 'To procure abortion, they have one of their 
^ Priefteffes comes to them, who kneeling upon their bellies caufes noifcarriage, infomuch 
that the Fruit of the Womb, is forc’d out before they leave kneeding of themin that man-, 
ner, with greater pain to the Woman, then if foe were naturally delivered. Not that 
they are wanting in point of kindnefs to their Children, but prepolfefied and befotted wit|i 
the lewd impreffionthey receive from their Priefiefies, .that it were aj^eatfinand foanmb 
for. them tobiSr Children before that Age./ -♦ . 

: ■/The men live not with their Wives till they are forty years of Age. Then thcyri^M 
I their leave of thePagoderof their quarter, fotlakf their own houfes, and go and live in 
the Wives} but being come to that A^, they fpend moft of their time in the Fields, 
jtetireinginthe night time into Huts, that they may be near their work. 
bivorct NotwitMahdin^' this liberty, which the men have to fee their wives when they pleafo 
•(hafut a~ themfelves, and to divert themfelves clfe where all day long, yet would they havealfo the 
m^Ma, conveniency of Divorce. Afibonas a man is weary of his wife, he leaves her, and mat- 
lies another*} but with this difference, that if heputs her away without caufo, the pre- 
^fents he font her foall,remain hers} but if (he be convicted of Adultery, er chance to be 
fo tranfported with paffion, as to revile her husband in words, or affront him otherwift, 
foe is bound to make rcftitution. Divorce is reciprocally firee to both parties, fo that 
Wedlock no mosl obliges the woman then it does the men } and it often happens that 
both of them change their conditions. They condemn Polygamy, though fome of them 
marry two or three wives. But in regard there is neither Law nor l^giftrate topunifo any; 
Crime wherein there is no Civil coBcemment, this remains unpunilhed, as well as Adu& 
texyv for, provided they conceal it foom their own Wives, and her Husband whom they 
abufe, they may confidently, and without any foandal foek their fortunes elfowhere. A 
man never finds any inceff uous marriages among them, nor that a man takes a wife with- 
in the fourth degree of Conlanguity or Affinity. Nor do they care a man thould askenfo 
ter their Wives, as how they do, whether they^ be handibme or not, of what i&ieads,jthcy 
come, &c. -i , ' ^ ' , 

Boyes, from four years of Age arid npwiffd^ nay married men, when they da riot lodge 
with their Wives, lye not at their own houfos, butin a Pagodeor Mu/jwifs, where the 
Msdesof fourteen ox fifteen Families meet in the Evening, and lye there, upon little Cou- 
cbe^^edfteds of Canes, made as we deferibed before. '■

Rijc is their ordinary fuftcnancei and if they put thereto either fi£h, or fic(h, they eat riot 163 9* 
of It, till it be corrupted and full of worms. Their drink is not ill, cfpecially to fuch as r « 
have not over-weak ftomacks, or know not how it is made > bttt on tlifr contrary it is iwuw. ** 
wholfoine and very pleafant. 

They have no fet day for either reft or devotion, and celebrate no Fefiivals, yet they HwjwFff# 
meet on certain days to b& merry, and make good cheat i every quarter meeting, to that ' 

purpofe, in its own whither the women alfocome, drefe’d in the richell things 

they have, and clad after .fuch a manner as we cannot well deferibe, our Language not 
having ,terms to exprefs the odnefe of their habit. Their richeft cloathing is made of 
D^s-hair. For as we (hear Sjpef) to’ make woollen liufls of i fo they have Dogs, whole ^‘©^<***'* 
hair they cut once a yearjUil'^l^ingitrcd, make fluffs thereof, which they efteem, as we 
hear do Velvet, b^,&atlet. 

The Ccremoj^polwemed here upon the death of any one are haply as remarkable as 
any the Reader wwroild in this relation. Immediately after the departure of any one, ra/i, 
ifecy beat a Drumnefoic his door to acquaint the Village therewith. This Drum is 
made of the Trunk of a great tree, lb that it may be heard at a great diflance, and upon 
that noife all the people come to the door of thedecealed. The women bring each of 
them a pot of their 4 rae, and havmg fufficiently drunk to the memory of the Decealed, 
jlliey fell a dancing upon a great empty round Gfaeft, lb that their motion, which is not ve- 
Hy violent, makes a dull and doleful noife, fuitable tuthelbnow they would exprels. 

■^ere. get upon the Cheft,- eight or ten women at a time, in two ranks, who turn their 
Heks one to another, and gently flitting their armesaqjl feet, they go feveral times about 
Be Chefl, ull fuch 'time as being weary, they think fit to make way for others, and 

exercile kfls about two hours. The next day, or two days after, they begin to think nel- 

B the body, not in order to burial, as we do, nor yet to burn it, as Ibme of the fore-men- ther btap 
Bmcd Nations are wont to doi but to dry it. To do thatjthey make in Ibme part of the 
!houfe, a Scaffold of Canes, taifed five or fix foot from the ground, whereto thdy fallen the 
body, by the hands and feet, and they make a great fire about it to dry it, killing in the 
mean time a great many Swine, and fcafting it for nine days together. During which 
time they walh^the body every day, yet does not that hinder, but that it inftds the 
whole houfe, nay indeed the Neighbonrhood. Afternine days, it is taken thence, to be 
wrapt up in a Mat, being in which, they place it on 'another Scaffold, higher then the 
former, and compalfcd with ftveral garments like a Pavilion, and then they reiterate their 
dancing and feafling. The body remains in the poflure till the third year, and then they 
take the bones outot it, and bury them in fome part of the houfe, with' the lameCcre- 


m^llivs of feafling an.d dancing. 

V At the Village of Jheofang, they have a cuftom, which would hardly be obfcrv'd clle- ^ mi «• 
where. They fatten a Rope about their necks who fuffer much pain in their licknefs,raile «• 
them up by force to a great height, and let them fall down with as much violence, as 
they intended to give them the ftxapado .* by which means they are indeed put out of all ' 
further pain. 

As to Religion, it may be faid they have not any at all. Of all the Inhabitants, not*^rR<W- 
one can write or read, and yet they have certain Traditions, upon which they have fiamed 
a certain fliadow of Religion. For they believe the World hath been from all Rtemity, 
and (hall lafl Eternally. They believe the immortaUity of the Soul, and thence it comes, 
that 'when any one dies, they build before his door a little Hut of bows of trees, ftt 
Banners at the four ctyrners, and within the Hut a wooden Veffel full of w^a, with a 
Cane-(poon , out of a perfwafion, that the fouls of the deceafed return every day to the 
Hutjtopurifiethemfelves. ’Tis true, moft of them do it purely out of compliance with 
cuflome, and know not the reafon thereof : but aged petfons are not ignorant ofit. They 
believe alfo, that Souls (hall find good or evil in the other life, according to what they 
have done in this, and affirm, that to go out of this World into the other, they pals over a 
very narrow Bridge of Canes, under which runs a Channel full of all kind of filth and 
naftinc(s,into which the wicked being fallen do there languilb eternally » but that the good 
Souls pafs into a plea(ant and delightful Countrey, of which they fpeak, much after the 
lame r»te the Poets fpeak of the Elyfian fields. But there arc very few 'comprehend thele , 
jUiyfleries. or think of any other life then the prefent. t , 

Their fins are much different from ours. Murther, Theft, Adultery, and other Crimes, 
arc not fo much as flight offences among them, and they make fo little acfotfnf of fimple 
Fornication, that they only laugh at it, reprove it not in their Children* They arc foi- 
f bidden marrying before Twenty, or twenty one years of age, yet it is laju^ftil for them 
So ca|ol and debauch a neighbours Wife, fo he know iPtbing of it. B»t iPisagreatSifi 
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f ^ a 9. among thrai', to have cover'd the privy parts at a certain feafon of the year j toweatfeve- 
— *alGMments,oroneonlyofSilk,atatitnc when they fliould have worn them of Cot- 
ton » mt to have deflroyed Children in the Mothers wombj and to have born any before 
thirty live or thirty &s years of Age. Thefe ate the fins, which in their judgment deferve 
eternal pains i alltherettisonlytoolery. 

^ They adore fcveral pretended Divinities, hut among others two, one whereof is called 

Tb0pfGeit. f^fgapfanhach^ and the other SarUbfingb, The foi^cr hath his abode in the South, and 
eontributes to the generation of man, who receives from this God, only what is exccllcht 
and acceptahlei cither in his body or mind. They affirm, that his Wife, whom they call 
Tax^nk^andoi^ lives in the Eaft, whence ffie is heard, when it thunders towards that quarter, 
fpeaking to her JHusband, TamafgiffHhachy and chiding him, for fuffering the, Earth to be 
too long without Rain, and that thereupon her Husband caufes it immediately to Rain. 
The other God hath his retreat in the North, and deftroys all the excellency which Tamam 
gijtnhacb hath bellowed on man, by disfiguring his face with the Small Pox, and fending 
him fevcral other Inconvcniencies. Whence it comes they invoke them both, one, that 
they may not be injured by him, and the other that he may prevent Sariafingh from do- 
ing them any mifehief. Befidcs thefe, they have two other Gods, who have the overt 
fight of War, named and but they are iftvocated only hymen. 

m>aeamJji xhere is not any Nation, that fells within my knowledge at leaft, hut makes ufcc^ 
r*t tljff Af«»iH the Religious Service of their Divinity, only this we now Ipeak of employs obm 
T hey call them and all their Worfliipconfifts of Prayers and SacrificS 
The Sacrifices and Offerings which they make their Gods, are Swine, Rice, foa^ 

of their kind of Drink, and Deer, and wild Boars heads. Having fed heartily upon thetg 
the Prielleffes rife, and make a long Prayer, during which, a. man ihall Ice their Eyes tmnj 
ingin their Heads, they fell to the ground, and make dreadful .cii^ and fiuieks. aIM 
thefe effiirts, they lie down all along upon the ground, immoveable as Smtues, 
come fo heavy, that five or fix perlbns can hardly raifc them. ’Tis while they ai®t 
pollute, as they affirm, that their Gods communicate thendfelves to them, fiir an hour or 
better. Tbcn they getup on the top of thie P<g*df, go from one end of it to the other,aa<l 
tbeife fey thefr Pnyers again s which being ended, they ftrip themfrlves Hark naked, 
Aew their privy parts to thdt Gods, finiting them with their hands, and call for water .to 
wafii themftlves, in the ptelencc of a great number of perfons. 'Tis trucithe men aicnot 
guilty of {bmuch devotion as to come often to thefe Affembliesi and the women, who 
meft frequent them, make a Ihift to get fi> drunk, that they hardly perceive what is done 
before their feces. 


Tfob houfc hath a particular place appointed for the devotions of the Family, where 

vt^M(pwg ^hey invocate the Gods, and where the women tnakc their offerings of what is fpenteve- 
ry day in the houfe : but in cafe of ficknefs and feme other misfortune,they call the IttH/t 
todothatServke, which is performed with many extravigant Ceremonies, They 
foretel good and iU fortune, rain and feir weather, and they have the power to drive a^ay 
tte Devil, after a very ridiculous manner. They purfue him with a great noife, hafing 
a Knife in their hand, and affirm, that by that means they drive him away fo fer, 

as that heis forc’d to caff bimfelf into the Sea, or at Icafr into feme River, where he is 
drown’d. Thcte are to be ficn alfo at Ctofr-ways, and upongreat Roads,a kind of Alfars, 
loaden with Offerings for their Gods, and many other impertinent Devotions ma^eob- 
fetved among chemi which the Patch endeavour toaboUfli by degrees, by it^radficing 
Chrififenity into the Connttey, wherein they have had hitherto gpQdhiicce%

T He great and vaft Kingdom, which we call Chhiay takes up the Hioft Eafterly part The Kb^. 
of all Afia. Mare fauho calls it M<«gx j the Tartars term it Cathay , and there are <’/ 

(bme who name it alfo.j^Mga^, or TamSi The Cbwefes thcmfclvcs give it the 
name of Chttnghoay or Cbi00tey whereof the former hgnifies the Middle KingdoiWy in as 
much as they belike they mbabitthe midftof theUniverfej and the other, t\it Middle 
Flowety or Gardimi aoidknow not the names given it by Forteigners, lave only that they 
know the XartarsilsSl them Maugitty that is, Barbarians, 

We affirm it to be the utinoll Province of all Afia Eaftward i for beyond it there is on- Jtt Ifrnt- 
ly the Sla, which theChinefis call Tmgy that is, of the Eaft* It hath towards the North 
great Tartary^iom which it is divided by a Mountain of many Leagues extent, and where 
that fails, the defe A is fupplied by that admirable Wall, which reaches from the extremi- 
ties of the Province ©f Leaotmgy to the River Croeeusy upon the Frontiers of the Kingdom 
^f Tihety being in length three hundred German Leagues. Towards the Weft, it hath the 
j^ngdoms of Kiangy Vufncangi and Bengala i and towards the South and South- weft, the 
monehinehinty and the Sea. 

k The Kingdom extends itfelf from the Tropicl{,o( Canetrto theiifty third Degree of fti 
fMtitude,ahd comprehends in its length all the Southern parts, which lie between the hun- 
jpred and thirtieth, and the hundred and ftxtieth Degrees. But that we may (peak more 
pertinently of it,we {hall, with them, affirm, that China is fixty nine thoufondiive hundred 
and (ixteeu Piez, which make three thoufand Spanijh Leagues, incompals, and eighteen 
hundred in length. This account is made according to their Geometry and their Mea- 
fures, which they diftinguilh into L^, P», and Cham, They call Ly fucha fpace of ground 
as is of the extent of a man^ voice. Ten of thefe Ly's make a , that is, about 
two Leagues > and* ten Pn’s make a Chanty that is, a good dayes journey > and accord- 
ing to this Calculation, they find the number of the Pies, which we laid down be- 
fore. 

I It is divided into fifteen great Provinces, fix whneof, to wityPekingyXantnngy Kiaugnany ThePrs: 
ctNankingyChekiany FokfeHy and §mMgimg, are maritime, and the other nine are medi- 
tecranean. Of the nine laft, thofe ot Kiangy HuqnangyHenany and Xanfi, are the 

more Northerly j and tho(^ of Xenfiy Suchtten, ^eicbe», and the more Wcfterly* 

It hath, befides thefe, towards the Eaft, thofe ot Leaetang and Corea i but thefe do not 
properly belong to China. There are accounted in it a burred forty and five great prm- 
cipal Cities, and twelve hundred fixty three of f middle fort, fuch as might pafi elfewhere 
for great Cities » in as much as the difference of the Chintfe names of and ChtUy which 
they give their places, proceeds only from their qualities, who have the command of 
them. For they call Em, fuch places as have a Governouc in chief i andCb£», os HieUy 
thole, where there is only a fimple Mandstin \ though the places are many times of equal 
bignels. 

The Cities are all built after the fiune manner, Iquare, with good Brick-walls, placer’ d 
Over with the fame Earth as they make the Poicelane of, which in proce0 of time grows 
fo hard, that it will not be broken with a Hammer : which makes them laft fo long, that 
it hath been oblerv’djlbmc of them have ftood above two thouland years i yet is there not 
the Icaft appearance any change to' be fienin them. The Walls are very broad, and 
Bank’d with Towers, built after the ancient way of Archite^ure, much rcfembltag the 
Foitificationsof the Xomans, 


Two fpacious Streets commonly divide their Cities into a perfe<% Crofs, and they are lb thoStsm 
ftraight, that though they reach the whole length of the City, how great foever it be, yet 
may a man fee, from the middle, the four Gates of it. Several other Streets abut upon 
thefe in divers places of the City, where they are difpofed into Market-places, and other 
publick conveniences. The Houles are fair aud well built, elpecially thole of Pcrlbns of 


Quality,, which have their Gardens, Orchards, Groves, Fountains, Conduits, 
ponds. Aviaries and Warrens v and they are painted or whiten’d dh the 
have moft of them three Doors all on the fame fide , whereof that whic^ah^te Ine 
middle isbi^cr then the other two, and they arc for the moll part fo 
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I ^ 3 9 . it muft be confeffcd, all we know of Archite(3:ure comes not neat their excellency in it ; 
^ and they do all things the more magnificently, in that they want neither excellent Work' 
men, nor Materials to erabcllifli their Stru(!lures. 

' There is no Kingdom or Commonwealth in the World, where they are fo careful, not 
only of repairing the High'Waycs, but alfo in ordering all things fo, as that Traveller^ 
may not want any convenience, in lb much that a man {hall find Mountains levell’d, and 
wayes cut through Rocks , yet more even and incomparably better paved then out 
Streets, nay then even thofe of the City of 3GK«#je», the Metropslit of this Monarchy, 
whereof jwe Iball give a (hart account anon, when we come to the deCcription of its Pro-

which lies beyond the Delerts of Xante j towards the Weft, the Province of Xanfi, from

Xuntien As to the City of Xuntien, it is iituated at the extremity of the Kingdom, towards the 
i^ttibtd. North, about thirty Leagues firom the great Wall, It owes its grcatnels, though in that 
particular it comes ftiort of Nanking, to Taicnng, who lived at the beginning of the fif- 
teenth Age, and tranflated the Seat of the Empire from Nanking to this Qt/. It is more. 
fX^lou? then that of Nanking^and muft needs be more (umptuous,by realbn of the Coiir^ 
aM the great number of Souliers which the King maintains there, as well for the laftty 
of the <^y, as that of his own perfon. On the South-lide it is encompalTed with a dou- 
ble Ditcki ano a double Wall } on the North-fide it hath but one. This Wall is much 
higher then thereof any Cities in £»»/>(, audio thick, that twelve Hotle might rBbs>a- 
breaft upon it without ,touehinn one another. There is a Guard kept upon it in the aigbt- 
time,with as much violence as if there were an open War } but in the day-time, tie Gates 
are kept only by Eunuchs, who ftind there rather to receive the Duties of Entrance, then 
foranyfifetyof the City. T bis is the&me City which Marc Panto caMs Gmi^lity and 
the 2ar#<*rr were poffcffed at that tlrnc. 

Jhefalm The Streets rf it are nQt paved i fo that in Winter a njan goes up to the ankles in dirt } 
andin the Summer, he iscover’d all over with duft : but tins inconvefiience hath forced 
them to make ufe of an invention, whence they derive much greater conveniences. .For 
they all cover themlclves with a thin Lawn, from the head to the wafte, and by that 
means, iidt being l^wn, they ate not obliged toialuteany they meet} andfbdrdSfed 
they may ride uudifoovef d on horfe-back aU about the ^ Cfty which yet is not very ho** 
nourable in PeribnS iii' jQgality, who, by this converuence, favc the charge it would be to 
them to be carried in Chairs, whereas they may have Horifes and Mules fo hire at the cor- 
ner of every Street, at a^vety fafic rate, three or four pence a day.

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1639* The Country is (b populous, that to maintain fo ftrange a number of people, it is but 
lhe<M- nectff^ry, that all the Ground it takes up fhould produce iomewhat or other. They have 
nefa hntt a natural averfion for idlenefs i but if they h^id no^ the Laws have made fuch provifion, in 
idltmfs, this particular, that there is- not any Crime punifned with greater infamy then this Vice. 

Another humour of theirs is, that they are lovers of good Cheat, and pride it much in- 
wearing good Clothes, and having their Houles well furnilhed ,(b that, to live handfomly, 
they are obliged to take pains. Hence comes it, that a man lhallnot fee a Mountain but 
is planted » not a Hill but is cultivated > no Plain, but is fown » no Fen, but Ibme 
advantage is made thereof i nay, toufethe common exprelGon, not an inch of Ground, 
but brings forth fomewhat or other, to requite their labour, who beftow their pains 
I on it. 

This Country breeds all fort of living Creatures, and brings forth all the Fruits and 
Simples we have in E«r«pe, but all much better in their feveral Mpds then any we haves 
as may be feen by thofc Oranges, the Plant whereof was brought thence into 
and the Fruit whereof isfo highly efteem'd every where. The like may be faid of Me- 
lons, and other Fruits, elpecially Plums, which aremott excellcat there, and fo wholfome, 
that they never burden the Stomack, though a man cat never Co many of them. There is 
llich abundance of Honey and Wax, that whole Fleets come thence loaden therewith i and 
Sugar is fo cheap that when it is deareft,the that is, a hundred twenty four pound, 

may be bought between twenty four and thirty (hillings fierlittg. A man may judge of 
the quantities of Silk it produces, by the Stufl 6 which the Provinces pay in yearly to the 
King, befides the Stuffs and raw Silk which arc carried into all other parts of the World. 
The high Ground^ bring Forth Wheat, Early, Oatsj and the low Grounds, Rice, 
but in fuch abundance, that, whenmoft dear, it is fold at a CrowivtheCoom, or fou^ 
IViwheflers. 

tkjhvgff Fowl ate fold there b^ the pound, and when the Feathers are off, thcordiparyffSIteJs 
three half pence a pound, and all other Flelh prqportionably i for there is fo much Cattel, 
that a&t Cow is not worth above ten (hillings i a Euffiera Crown v a Hog, the flc(h 
whereof is very delicate, twenty pence. Najr, even Spices are fo cheap there, that under 
aCmwna man may-buy. fewr-hug^ted Nutmegs, and for half a Crown two pound of 
Ooves i which proceeds hencejthat Provifions yielding in a manner nothing in the Coun- 
try, the Chinefes truck' them with fo much profit to the Moluccas and the other neighbour- 
ing Iflands, that they can alibrd the(e Drugs cheaper then they may be had at the places 
where they grew. The Sea, which encompaffes a great part of this vaft Territory, and the 
Rivers which arc as it were fo many Veins and Arteries to-rhis vaft Eody, fupply it with 
iuch abundance of Fifli, that it is to be. had in a manner for nothing. 

‘ For there is hardly any Qty that hath the convenience of a River, but the Inhabitants 

/»*• keep a great number of Cormorants, which they make ule of in order to fifliing. They 
are kept fading one day, and the next they carry them to the water- fide, neat feveral Boa« 
half full of water, whereto they arc faftened with a Cord tied under their Wings, and 
inwing bound them about their Necks a little above the Stomack, they let them go iflta 
the Rivet,where they fill, with Fi(b, that Skin which ftretches like a bag under the Throat, 
and conieand did)urdcn thcmfelves, of what they had taken, in the Boat whereto they 
-are faftened. Thii they do feveral times, atleafttill fuch time as the Mafter thinks they 
have taken enough *, and then he unties the String which ties up their Necks, and per- 
mits them to go a filhing for themfelves, and to teaft themfelvesfor two dayes ; and by

heed for.fhe breeding of them, not known in other f«rts. They are kept in great f^ages, made 

thieif. .Oines,aud (et at the Sterns of great Boats, the Cages being fo large, as they are able to 
, eCHatsdh three or four thoufand of them, and they hatch the Eggs, in the Summer time, in 

DoW'dpi^ior hap|y in the Dung of the Ducks them(elves,which is very hot, leaving them 
tlu‘rein,'rill the ^neration be complcated, and then they break the Shells one againli ano-

,which is requifitefor yhe hatc^j^gqf them. Asfoonas they are hatched, theydifpofe.

atnd breed them up. when thc^ afe gtbwn’l>ig cj|ou^ to (hift fOr themfelves , they giv^ ' 
them in the morning a little Rice, butqnTyfo^^ asjat|i5:rfliarpensthcnfatfe%j^ 
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Appetite, and then they open the Cages, to let them go over a kind of Hurdle of Canes to i 6 39. 

the fhore, where they fuffer them to feed among the Rice , out of which they pick the ■' 

Weeds with fo much eafe and advantage to the Owner , that he who bfeeds the Ducks is 
fufficiently recompenced for his pains. In the evening, he gets all his Ducks together, and 
makes them return into the Boat, with the noife of a Whittle or little Bell, which^hey ob- 
(erve fo eaatily, that, though there arc many times twenty 01 five and twenty thoafand of 
them together, yet will they all get very orderly into their Cages ; and by this jkipd of 
breeding, they are fo cheap, that a man may have two or three for a penny. 

As to the Inhabitants, they are well fliaped, and for the moft part of a good ftatare. 

The Men have large Faces,j||iiplliPm Ey'd,and fiat Nofed, wearing little or no Beard. They 
never cut their Hair, nokpast tite Nails of the left Hand, out of a perfwafion, that their 
Nails may be fer«i<ii$aMe to tHbm in^limbing, when they fhall be taken up into Heaven by 
the Hair. 

They are all ckd after the fame fafliion,favc thaf in the more Northerly Provinces, they 
ufc Furs, and in the more Southerly, they go for the moft parr in Silk. Ptrfons of great chathingt 
quality have their CalTocks embioidered up to the Wafte,but others have only a little Gold 
or Siiwr about the extremities : and there is this diftin< 9 :ion between manicdMcn and. 
Batchelors, that the latter part their Hair upon the Forehead, and wear higher Caps then 
the others. 


The Women arc very fumptuoufly clad, having about them a great many Pearls and fW- 
^ecious Stones. They alfo pamt, -and drels their Heads with as much curiofity and ad- 
vantage as in any other place of the World. They have a particular affedtion of having 
little feet i whence it comes, that the Mothers make it their buliaefs, fo to ftraiten their 
Daughters Feet, from their Infancy, that they are hardly able to go. Some are of opinion, 
that this Cuftom was introduced by thofe who were defitous to accuftom Women to a fe- 
dentary life, whereto they areas it were condemned even from their birth. They are never 
ieen in the Houfo i and it is very feldom they go abroad, which when they do, it is to 
vifit fome of their neareft Relations i and then, they are fo attended, and fhut up in Falan- 
quins f that they canqot be feep. 

The Men are ingenious enoc^h, and difoover, by their Wotks, that they ate not inferi* iifgeia* 
our to the "Ettr oceans. It is noeafie matter fork Man to avoid the circumventions of 
their Merchants, who make ufe of all im!i|,inable Advantages in their Dealings. At enrery 
Door there hangs a Table, containing a Catalogue of all the Commodities that are in 
the Shop : and in regard alf the Merchants of the fame Body have their habitations in 
the fame quarter,a man finds, as foonas he conies into it, what is to be fold in all the Street. 


They ufe Brals-money in no Province but that of Cbthiang--, in all other parts of the 
Kingdom, only Gold and Silver is cunent, which yet is received only by weight, without 
any regard of the markt Whence it comes, that no China Merchant but hath his Weights 
about him, and fuch pieces of Money as arc full weight, by which that which he reedves 
is to be weighed.

fiftance of the Poor* was derived from China, Beggary, which is infamous in thofe who<^^*^ 
are reduced thereto, and a fhame to fuch as fuffer it, in as much as it is a reproach of *heir'^^'j^^^ 
want of Charity, whofe cate it fhould he to remedy that inconvenience, is there very fe- ^ 
vcrely forbidden > and there is in all Cities a particular Judge appointed for ’the Poaifjwho, 
in order to their relief, takes the following courft. 

The very day he comes into that Employment, he publifhes an Order, wheteby he edm- 
mands all thofe who have any Children, either born weak enrimpetfe^, par become focb< 
through ficknefs or any other accident, to conae aisj make there cafes known, that he may 
examine whether they arc capable ©f lieamiogkfiy-.Trade or not and in cafe they are not, 
whether the Parents arc able to maintain them.’ If they ate Orphans, and have no other 
Friends able to keep them, they are difpsfed into Hofpitals, where they arc brought up at 
the Rings charge. The fame coutfe is taken with maimed or- decrepit Souldiers. They 
are all lock’d up, and not permitted to go any more abroad. The Houfes, where they put 
up the Poor, have Gardens and Courts belonging to them, where they are permitted to 
keep Poultry and Swine, as well for their divertifement as advantage, and th^Ringa^ 

■^mts a certain Overfecr, who,joyntly with the ordinary Judge, makes a Vifitatiottaf toe*^ 
Hofpitals twice a year, v/ h* 

They do not put the blind inta the number of thofe Poor who ate accfeKUrWtftiU^bU rtf'* 
works but they arc employed palling the Bellows at Smiths Forf^,‘UBj|p^CTlthin§j 
which do not much require the help of the fight. Maids tbaf^a^bl^wrfolwcd to ir 
Tnde, which may be as gainful, but not fo hooeft as fome othtn*

ef reprcfent the Letters j but alfo upon this, that, in their Writing they obferve 

^ an order wholly dif&rent from that of all other Nations. For thefc write either from the 
left hand to the tight, as all the Europeans do, or from the right to the left, as the Hebrea/Sy 
ArahianSy and moil of the other Nations of Afia do j but the Cbinefet write from the top 
downwards, and in their Writing obferve fuch equal diftances, that there cannot be any 
thing more exaft. And to fhew, that thefc Figures Hand not for any word that hath any 
particular fignification in their Language, but that they exprefs the fame things, it is to be 
noted, that the Chinefesy who, when they fpeak, cannot underftand one the other, by reafon 
of the diyerfity of the Idioms and Dialcfts that is among the Inhabitants of feveral Pro- 
vinces, make ufe of thefc Chara^ers, not only to render themfclves intelligible one to ano- 
their, all over the Kingdom,but alfo in their Commerce with the Japnwfesy and the Inha- 
bitantsof Cerea and CoHchiuehm, between whsfe Languages there is no more rapport,then 
the Englijh hath to the Gred\^ or Arabian, ' 

Their Pa- They make their Paper of the Bark of BamhuSy or Canes, but fb thin, that it will bear 

writing but on one fide, though they do nofufe Pens, but Pencils, as the Japmejes do, 
which only Hide along the Paper, fb that they write as fall, and cut their Characters fo 
neatly, that the bell Pen-men in Europzte not to be preferred before them. 

The King is at a vaft charge, as well in the maintenance of the Schools, where they are 
taught to read and write, as alfb the other Elements and Sciences, as in that of the Univer* 
fitics, where are taught Philofophy, natural and moral, Adrology, and the other Sciences. 
There pafTes not a ycar,but there is a Vifitation made, at which the Profeflbrs and Scholars 
are eiramined > and they who exprefs an inclination to iludy are recompenced > fuch as ap- 
ply not themfelves thereto as they ought, arepunifhed. 

Theiigi^tf The Vfl^tor having ended the general Examaty thakes another particular one for thole 
^ toytja. who alfdre to the quality of LeytUy a Dignity there like that of our Dodors. True 
it is, that they give this Title to all nobly defeended > but in matter of Learning, it is a 
Degree, conferr'd, by giving the Graduate a permiffion to wear a Girdle, by which he 
is diflinguifhed from others. For the King beftows this quality, as the Princes of our 
parts confer Honours on thofe who have deferved them by their ferviccs, or are fb much 
in favour, either with them or fuch as are about them, as to get them by Letters Patents. 
This promotion of Dodorsis done with as great Ceremonies, as in zay Europan Uai- 
verfity. 

the Cld. But indeed this Nation is fb pundual in point of Ceremony, that it goes beyond any 
ndfc* other, even to importunity. The firfl Ledurcs they make to Youth arc thofe of Comple- 
ments, whereof there are whole Books, that they may be fure to have them upon all occa- 
fions. If a man hath but once feen a petfbn, he is obliged to falute him, and this is not 
done with the Hat, but clofing the left hand, they put it into the right, and fb both to the 
brcafljWith a low inclination of the head, accempdnied with pioteflations to confirm what 
they would exprefs by their geflutes. 

Perfons of Qgriity meeting in the Street, make a fiand, joyn their hands by putting the 
fingers one within another, and firetching out the arras bowtwife, they do their reverences 
with low inclinations, and continne a good while in that poAure, ptoffeting one another 
the way. When there is no equality Ktweenthe perfons who meet, the infewour gives 
way to the other, does him reverence, and lets him pafi by. He who goes to fpeak about 
any bufinefsto zLoytia at his own Lodgings, kneels down asfoon as he comes into the 
Boom, and advances, and continues in that poAuie rill he hath done fpeaking, or delivered 
his Petition,and having done his bufinefs,hejretires dill kneeling, without turning his back 
on the Loym.

Once in three years he feuds Vifitors into all the Provinces, who particularly inquire in- i ^ o 
to the lives and aAions of the Govcrnours, and the Hate of the Provinces, whereof — ' — ~ 
they make him a faithful report , and by this means he perftiSly knoifrs what is done all 
ever the Kingdom, though he never Hus out of his place. 

Thcmcmbers of that Councel of State which they call Colao^ or CaiJiaHgyihit is, Auxi- 
liary Governours, or Minifters of State, are all Philofophers, and moft of them wdl skil'd »« 
in Afttology, inafinuch as it is expededthey (hould fore- fee the Events of things, 
only by the help of civil Prudence, butalfoby the courfe of the Stars, which they think*’ 
more infellible, then thofc of rea^ grounded on experience. The Prefidctit of thio 
Councel, and in his abfeHKjjfch&nroft ancient Counceliour, reports to the King the de- 
bates of the Councel, him on his knees, and looking down to the ground, 

never lifting upj^^^lfes, tftoughthe audience IbouldlaH two hours. 

All the Pr0Vi4lil|(?| Cfci»a have a Viceroy, whom they call Comosy only Pehjag and 
Nank}% except®^ which are Royal Provinces, and have only Governours, whom they 
ciW Inf mmv' jfy and arc as King’s Lieutenants, inafinuch asi they have the chief Authority 
in the Province next the Viceroy, ||ct each within his own )unfdi(iioii, which extends 
only over the great Gties, where they refide, and the lelTer ones whicft depend on them. 

Thclclaft havealfo their Governours, whom they calll»t«tf«i, and the 
doritut, . ’ 

They call him who is receiver ofi the King’s Revenue in a Province, Fonehaji i him who 
coftimands the Soldiery thereof, Tokt , The Prefident for the Adminiflration of Jufticc, vTwa.. 
Amhafiy and the chief ef a Councel of Wit Aytao, All thefe Officers have their fcvcral 
Counfils, who all meet in the Vicc-roys PaUce, who takes Cognizance of all Affairs 
pafled therein i and if they be of importance, he feuds an Exprtfs to give notice there- 
of to the Prefident of the Councel of State. 


The moH eminent perfons next the Prefident, whom they call Calao, are the Camacy 
that is, the chief Standard-bearer} the Ftchitty or receiver of the Kings Revenue } the^cnmm, 
Foebittjyy or Lord -keeper of the Great- Seal} and thi Antzaty who is the chief Judge 
of the City. ^ 

Undef this lai^ thqe arc threj Lieutenants, whereof one is called another, TzD, 

and the thiri Tfl»i(y',<who pnceji week at their ownhoufes, and ap-®’'** 

point Commiiuoners, who have their fitled quarters, confining each of a thoufindhou- 
fes. This is particularly obfiivable, that the Conlmiffioucr hath no Authority in 
the ftrcct where he lives, left he (hould be byalTed in his Judgment by any confidcratl- 
on ofBeighbour-hood,whence it alfo comes, that no man is made Vicc-rOy, Governoiir oir 
Judge ill his own Country, but he is fiat to remote Provinces, where he hath no relations* 

The Officers are changed every three years, and from the day of their departure from 
Court, or the placeof their ordinary Habitation, the King defrayes all their Charges, 
leaving it to their choice, whether they will take their allowance in pro vifion or mony. 

While they continue m their employment, they are lodg’d and treated at the Kings 
charge, and there ate lodg’d necr the Judges in the fame houfe,thc Clerks, Door-keepers, 
and all the other Officers belongi^ig to their charge, whoarcaHb maintain’d and paid 
by the King, that they may take no bribes ©r gratifications from the parties. , 

They are (b circumfpcft in all their proceedings, that there is no Judge but lb ftridlyD«lki»rwi. 
examines all particulars, as not to fear any reproach of negled. Debtours ar? t^t^dlytreatei* 
with fo great rigour, that fuchas are not able to fatisfie their Creditor^ hUA be 
fold to them then endure the auel fuftigations, in the middeft wher?c^ fordf, viffi© ate of 
a mote delicate Conflitution, many times expire. ' - ‘ ^ ^ , 

The ceutfi taken for tiicdifcovcry of Crimes, and to picvfcnt fiveral other diforders, is ' 

admirable. The Judges coming to the place of their rc«ddi(»> caufi a Lift to be taken of 
aU the houfes within their jutiflidion, and tavingdiftributcd them into Decads, they 
fet a billon every tenth houfi,injoyning the Inhal?itants to difiover fuch of their Dccad as 
they know hathfommitted any enmes^ upqn pani^of being refponfible for the fame them- 
filves i as alfo to give notice of fuch oi thtix Dccad, as remove itom their houfes, or intend 
any great j<wney,tl(ii^they may be oblig'd to pay their debts, before they leave the quarter. 

They have nomei%toa Criminals, yeti, there not any perfon Executed, nil the crimes; 
bf made fo appajjent, that -the criminal caiji alledge nothing for himfelf. They endesjf^

frifm. Every great City hath levcral Prifons, which are very ftriiily kept, but have belonging 

to them Courts, Gardens, Ponds, and Walks for the divertifemcnt of fuch as arc detained 
there for flight offences. They have aUb drinking-houfes, fortheconvenience''ofthePri- 
foners, and Shops, wherein arc fold fuch things as the Prifoners make, in order to their 
better fubliftance. 

The Sentence of death is not executed till the King hath confirmed it i nay, even that 
had, it is done with fb many Ceremonies,that unlcls the heynoufncfs of the Crime cry for 
Vengeance very loud, there are more Condemn’d perfons languifh in the Prifons, then die 
by the hand of the Executioner. For there is no Execution, but in prcfcncc of the chief 
Judge of the Province, or Vifitor, who being come to the place, calls for the Indictments 
of fuch as ftand condemned to die, and examine them, and thcreapon either confirms or 
repeals the fentence of the ordinary Judge. Of thofe whofe Sentence is confirm’d, he 
fifty of the greateft oflenders, and orders the Goalcr to prepare them for their execu- 
tion. Yet arc they not brought out of the Prifcn, till they arc once more examined 3, 
and if they can allcdge any receivable excufe, they arc fhut up again, and then they difi 
charge the great Guns, to fhew that they arc going to Execution. But before they are 
brought to the place of puniflKnent, they are examined once more, and the Judge preffes 
them to think of thcmfelves, and to find out fome pretence that might oblige him to de- 
fer it. If they have nothing to allcdge, he orders fb many Guns to be fired, as there are 
perfons to be executed. Being come to the place of execution, they arc fet upon heaps of 
Afoes, where they have fomtwhat given them to cat, and then begins the laft examination: 
bat if, that over, they have no excufe, the Guns are difeharged the third time, and the 
execution is compleated.

that cf 'Fhey have a particular puq^flunent fox 'Thieves. Texas they detefi Theft above all 
Cximes, fo is its punifhment attended with moxe infamy then the others. They lay the 
h|(Qefiidox.Bpon his belly, with his hands ti'd behind him, and in that poflure, two ex* 
ccutioners beat him with all their might upon the calf of the Leg, with great Canes 
moyfined in water, which is fo painful a chaftifement, that moft of the wretches die under 
their hands. The Judges are prefent at thefe executions 3 but that they may not be 
moved to compaffion, which the Condemned would never be the better for, they fpend 
their time in gaming and drinking, and flop their earsagainft their cries. 

TheVi/hat But that Governours and Judges may not abufe their power, they are obliged not on- 
ly to give an account of their adions, at the expiration of theic Commiifions, before 
Judges appointed for thatpurpofe, whom fhey call butalfo the King finds into 

the Provinces a Vifitor, whom they call Leacher, He goes into the F tovincQ incognito^ 
takes an exad and ficret information of the AiSionsofthe Officers, and having gone 
round the Province, comes up near the Metropolis of it, towards the time that all the 
Officers of the Province meet there, which is once a month } he finds to the Viceroy and 
the Affembly to open the Gate to him, that he may come and acquaint them with the 
King’s pleaiWe. This meffage difiovers his quality, and yet when he goes intO'.the

They alfo canonize fbme, whole hvts have been eminent 
for Sandity, orptherwife, and call them that is, Saints i but they do not ren- 

der them the fame Honours they do the Gods before mentioned, or yet the three follow- 
ing SainfS, who arc alfo in great veneration among them. 

The firft they call who came intoCbiiiii outof theSungdomof 7ii»vgi^tii^,and 

is Founder of all the Religious Orders of both Sexes, which are at prefent in the King- 
djam, and whereof there are very great numbers, living in perpetual celebate, and inha* 
ifeing m Monifteties. 

^ The fecond is called ^sniaa, a Female Saint, and, as they affirm, was the third Daugh- The MU 
ter of King Tsseltisn, who having married his two elder Daughters, would alfo have this o/Qjiaaiiit 
embrace the fame kind of life. But this Princefs having made a Vow of CbaAity, would 
not hear of Marriage, and upon that account loft her Fathers fiivour, who fttutfaerupin 
a place, where her employment was, to carry Wood and Water, and to weed a great 
Garden whereof fhe had the keeping. They have great Legends of the Life eft" this Saint* 
and relate foveral ftories of her i among others, that the Apes of the neighbouring ForrefI 
came thither, and carried Water fox hex* that the Birds weeded the Garden fox hers 
andtWt wood fhe was obliged to fetch. The Fa-

voured by them, if theDaughtrf, upon notice given her of it by a voice from Heaven, 
had not relieved him. The mifeiy he endured had raifed in him a great temorfeof Con- 
fciencev fo that findifig himfelf recovered by his Daughter’s interctffion, he fell down 
on his knees before her, begg’d her pardon for what was paft, and would have adored 
her, but foe refilled thofehcfHOuis; yet fb as that, it not being in her power to avoid 
them, foe let an Idol before her, and returned to the Defert, whence fhe came only to 
cure her Father. She dyed there, and, by an extraordinary aufterity of life, acquit^ ^ 
great a reputation of fandity, that they ftill honour her with a Religious worlw^, 
cate her, and beg her interctffion for the remiflionof fins,

But 
when their indignation is a little over, they change rheir reproaches into flattery and 
kindnets, ask them pardon, promife them what they leaft intend to perform, and then 
return to their Incantations again. If they are otherwife anfwered then before, they flat- 
ter and praife their Gods , but if they ate ftill threatned with misfortune, they give them 
both ill words and blows, throw them down, tread upon them, beat them, drag them 
into the dirt, burn them virith a candle, or whip them, till the Spell fevours them, and 
then they offer to them Ducks, Geeft, Poultry, boild Rice, &c. Their great Sacrifices 
eonfifl of offering to their Gods the head of a boil’d Hog, adorn’d with flowers and leaves,

io Their way of Incantation is performed by two pieces of Wood, about the bigneG of a 

Wall-But, whereof one fide is flat, the other round, like a half bowl, Thefe they cafl up- 
on the ground, and if it happen that both, or one fall fb as that the round fide be down- 
wards, they take it for a very ill owe* i but they call them fo often, that they mull at 
laft fall as they would have them. Another way they luve, and that is, by cafting into

The King of Nyuebe’s fon, defuous to revenge his fathers Death, 
raifed an Army, patfedover me great wall, entred China in the year 1616. and took 
theXity of Gayven, whence he writ, in very refpe^ui terms, to VanlU, who was then 
Imh'gy ’and r^reftnted to him the injury had been'done him by the Goventours of the 
FftAitiers, proffering to deliver up the City, and go out of the Kingdom . upon coiidi-

For Zunebiniy perceiving that the Army which he had lent into Corea had been defeat- 
ed, though the Tartars had lofi on their fide above fifty thoufand mefi, and that he had nefei he. 
ibrne ground to fear a Civil War, beftowed the command of an Army on one named Xue», »g> their 
empowring him withall to make a peace with the Tartars. This Traytor having received j 

money from the Enemy, took off Maovenlttng by poy(bn,and concluded fo difadvantagious . ' 
a Treaty with.chep, rtwt the Emperour tefufed to ratifie it. This pretended affront pro- 
ved the defim^ibn otTueky' w|to. ftill continue^ his intelligence with the X attars y but 
Zmgehiniy having difeoveted his Treachery, ordered him to be cut iu pieces, which was 
done in the year i630.< ' , 

Ever after that time,the Trfrwrxonly made iheurfions into the neighbouring Provinces; Thien- 
but Tf»e«s*«g, King ol-'Tar#!*^ dying in the year 163d. 2 ««gte, his Son, (who had been 
brought up in his infimey mCbinay where the manner of living of that Country had been 
infiilrd into him ) fucceeded him, and by his liberality corrupted moft of the Govemoi^ 
and Cbiuefe Commanders, who thereupon fided with him i efpecially when they faw tpat 
the difttadions which then (hook the State, wherein there were eight Armies of Xor'usy 
or common Rogues, at the fame time, were abfolutely contrary to the prefervation of the 
Kingdom. 

ThefeArmies were difpofed, in the year 1^41, under two Generals, whereof one was 
called LiettngzOy the other Cbanebhmhungy who divided the Provinces between them^ fb 
as that the former had the couimand in Xenft and Butpath and the other, in Sttebuea and 
Haquang. Lkmgzo having taken in the chief Cities of the fc two Provinces, aflunwd 
the quality of King, and would be called that is, the fortunate Kii^ j a'iiSf ho- 

ping to become Mafterof the whole Empire, would needs have the Title of Emperour, 
and that his Family fhould have the name of XhhnxuHy that is, obedient to Heaven.* 

And indeed Heaven ftem'd to comply with his perfidioufiieli , fay the intrigues which in 
the mean time were carried 011 at Court, where ail the Grande(;s were divided into Fafti- 
ons, through the means of a Favourltife, of whom” we fhall here take occafion to fay fomp- 
what. 

Under the Reign of th'mki, there was, at Court, an Eunuch, named G»ei, who was fo 
much'in favour with the Emperour, that the latter call’d the other Father. This man, 
who W been raifodto that greatnef?, in a manner from the Dunghill,' abufed his Autho- 
rity; and made hisISBaiftry odious, by the ill treatment they received from him, who bad 
too much courage to becqme his Courtiers and Adorers. He was fo impudent, as to^** 
j:larc himfclf againffthe Ptinee, who was looked upon as Heir apparent to the 
as much-as Xbieitki had.no Children, and to oppofe his eftablifliment after tife 
death. This Prince was Zui^chiniy whom wc fpokeof before, and of 
wCafitm to fpcak hereafter. He prov’d fo fortunate as to elude the Alices the Eu- 

and got the Crown on his Head, without much conteflat»ob^%be hilliKSf fo 
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t 6 S ?• '"“ch power as to ftnothet the Fadions, into which the Court was divided by thcliiui- 

gues of the Favourite. As icon as he came to the Crown, he gave the Eunuch a Com- 

miffion, very honourable in appearance, but in effed very fatal to him i for He commanded 
him to go and vifit the Sepulchres of his Anceftors, and to give order there fliould be no- 
thing amift about them: but as foon as he was gone from Zitnehini font after him 

a MeiTenger, whoprefonted him with a gilt Box, wherein there was a Silken Halter, and' 
told him, that the Empetoitr h&tf commanded him to bring an account of his death. But 
this Execution feconcilednot thofe who had engaged yftker for or a^ainfthim, during his 
life, and the averfion which the Emperour openly expreffed towards hts Abettors, only 
augmented the number of difeontented and treacherous perfons, which were cm both fides •, 
in fo much that moft of the Grandees, minding only their private Affair^, theycither neg- 
leded fending the relief which the Governours of the Provinces required againft the fiir- 
rarj, or malicioufly diflcmbled the need they flood in thereof ; and by that means, the Re- 
bels had time to make fure work on their fide. 


Lizungzo fo well knew how-to make his Advantages of thefe DiftrailJions, that, hav- 
tiznngzft jug fettled all things relating to the Province of he without any obftrudion crojGTed 
men the Rivet Hoaxgh, or Croceus^ and entred the Province of Xanfi^ where he took the great 
Jtanfi!” and rich City ot Kiangcheu. The other CitieS of the fame Province afterwards came in, - 
fove only that of Zhaiyuen^ which' was taken by ftofm, and plunder'd; The Emperour, 
hearing that the Rebels had pafled the River Hoangh^ and fearing they might befet him in 
the City of XttntieM, would have retreated to Nanking y but he was perfwaded to the 
contrary by his Council, it being the intention of feme by that means to keep up the 
reputation of hisArmes, of others, to deliver him up to Lizmgzoi fo that hefeijta- 
gainft the Rebels a powerful Army, under the Command of the Colao^ or Prefident of 
the Council , who prov’d fo unfortunate in his bufinelV, that, out of defpair, he hung him- 
felf. ' "

The fame day that thefe Ceremonies were performed at Ffkpigi they lent away fome Ufanguei 
Tartarian Regiments, with Orders to efiablilh Vfanguti King, to give him the quality of vuitKit^, 
f ingfiy that is, Pacifies of the Weft, and that he Ihouldiefide in the Province of X&nf, 

He was the more inclinable to accept what wasproifetd him, fince there was no other 
choice to make * for as to Lizungzo, it could ncTCt be foioiyp, what. became of that 
Villain. 

Vfangttei'i declaring himielf fatisfied with what had been- proffer'd him by the Tartar s^ 
facilitated their Conqueft of t he Provinces of Xanf, Xenfi, aniXantung, which 

they poflelfed themlelves of inlefi then a years tuDe,and fettled themlelves therein, allow- 
ing the Inhabitants theit Laws,Magifttates,and manner of life, and relerving only to them- 
lelvcs military employments, and the defence of places. 

In the interim, the Southerly Provinces had railed a powerful Army, whi^ they lent to 
the Empetouts relief: but upon the fiiftnews brought them of the xedu^ion of 
an^ the death of Zmgebini, they zemandedtheii Army, with all the Boats, which carried , 
the yearly Provifions and Contributions to the Courts and hearing of thejnvafion 
thcTartars,' they proceeded to the eledion of another Emperour, ot the Houle of Tai- 
tmng, whom they called Hut^quang, Nephew to Vanlit, and Coufin to Zungebini, This dmfe ano- 
naan began his Reign with a folemn Embaffie which he fent to the Tartars, to ikmand a *bar 
Peace, and to proffer them the Northerly Provinces of the Kingdom. Amsdtm,’ 
the Cbine/es call Amauang, made anfwer, that the Tartars never received Rom any one 
what they were already poffelTed of ^ that if the Cbimfes had made choice of an Empe- 
rour, it was their bullnefi to piotcd him i and that, for their parts,thcy woi^d hare a^l 0$

During the time of this Negotiation, there came into play a Prince, who gave himfelfj^^^^.

^ ^ Afia. 

We' continued at the Altitude of till the 20. Fehrttary^ at which time the 

North-weft«wind oblig’d us to take our courie towards South*eaR> Taking the Latitude 
mbs about noon, we found we were two minutes beyond the MqmmSial Line. 1 asked the 

Matter of the Ship, what he thought of their opinion, who affirm, that being under the 
l^e,a man may dilcover both the Poles : but he made it appear to me, that it was an er< 
t(Kiiband.Riewed me clearly, that the Artick^ Pole is not to be Icen within fix Degrees of 
thel^e^aad that the Arurtiek,camot be perceiv’d, till a man comes to the eighth degree. 
HeRiew'dthd farther, that at eight or ten degrees of the Line, the wind Teems to be as 
changeable, aoitis in out Seas on this fide of it, inafinuch as that of the North-weR reigns 
there fix month!* tqgediet i and that of theSouth-eatt blows there asconttantlyfbr the 
other fix moneths. So that (iich as go into the IndUs^ or come thence, may regidate their 
Voyages accordingly. 

In thefe parts we Taw Tevcral forts dt Birds, whereof fbme were white, and not unlike 
our Pidgeons, favc that their Tails are longer and narrower. Others were of fundry co- 
unts, and Tomewhat like wild Ducks. But among others, we law abundance of thofe 
filr^ whicli the Portuguez call GamyoSy or Kabos fore ados, which are black and whit^ as 
Mago{»es,bat Tomewhat biggcr,and have their Tails divided like a Taylors pair of Shears. 
All theft Birds live'tmly by the Sea, and feed on a certain flying Filb, which to avoid the 
purfuit of ikcAlboeores, S»mtos,t and Dorados, that continually prey upon them, fly into 
the Air, wficte they can abide no longer then while their win^ are moiR, and where they 
are caught by thefe Birds i or ifjfor want of moifture, they fall back into the Sea, theya.rc'" 
devour’d by thofe iRflies. "iThe ^^boeores are white all over, and ha ve no Scales, no moj^ 
then the Bomtos. The forhoer are much bigger then the latter, and have but one bone in 
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winch the confound with the Dolphin, is much like a Salmon, butincomparablv i 5 2 o* 
mor dthcate, and hath imafler Scales. ^ o d ? 

We alfo took a certain tifli, which had a mouth like thf fnout of 3 Hog ; the Portugutz Marfouin. 
call It tomna,ind the French Marjouin^ a name, which no doubt is deriv'd from the German 
word, which fignifics a Sea-hog. ThcHaUanders^ in the Relation of their firft Voyage, 
affirm, that out of curiofity they opened one of them, and that they found Witibinitoot 
only 6efh and fat,and the intrails after the fame manner as thofe of a Hog, but alfb iyoung 
Pig in the belly of it, which they caftinto the Sea. They are fcen alwayes many of them 
together, and when the Sea is rougfanhaM^aear the VclTcljand grunt,as if they defired 
fhcltcragainft the Storm thevjMMjjijlflwfefn and whereof the Sea-men look upon them 
as an infollible fign. 

The Sea hath iro|djMwieebl!g«potW Filh then thofe which the PartHguez call Tuhertmet^ Tubetone^ 
the Duteby Sitglijhy ISharhj It is a great Fifh, and hath much ado to fwim i 

whence it times. When the Sea is calm, it is feen floating above water. 

It is never fiew^hhl thertf are faftened to the head of it feven or eight other Irifh, about the 
bignefsof ^Httring, cxpeftingtp participate of what he takes. Above all things, they 
love turns fiefh, and there are many fad examples of it, m Sea-men, who have either lott 
arms or other limbs, or have been devoure'4 by them > for their teeth are as fharp and fclofe 
as of a Saw. T<hcir mouth is below the head,fb that to take their prey, they lie up- 
on riicir backs, and fo catcht^ upwards. That we took had the heart in the head, and 
lived a good while after it W|is taken out. They arc not eaten, and are hunted only fot 
recreation, or to cleanfe the Sea of them. 

The Fifh wludh thoPorrugoea call PtfceptercoyZnd whereof there is abundance in thefe 
Seas, is no bigger then a Bream, and is fo called, only becaufe* it grunts like a Fig. There 
are alfb about thofe parts great fiore of Tottoi^, which lie on their backs, and commonly 
fleep upon the water, when the weather is calm. The Sea-men, when they foe them in that 
poftute,get near them, call out a hook, which foftning in thefhells, they draw them into the 
Boat. Their meat is as delicate as Veal, and it is one of the greateft xeftefhments the Sea- ' 
men meet with m thefe great and dangerous Voyages. 

Febrnatyzi. We were at one degree and twenty minutes of the Line, the weather be- 
ing rainy and tempefluoos, and coBtitraing fb much longer then we expeded it fhould at 
that place j for it is fbunconftant there, and changes fo<^ afUdden, that many times they 
have hardly leifure to take in their Sails, to avoid the violence of the Winds, which the 
Tortuguez call Iravador, that is, Whitlcwinds. 

The ^3. died one of out Seamen, who having got the Pox at S»r«»,negleded the taking 
of timely Remedies for the cure of it. 

The 24. being Sundt^y the Prefident treated all the Officers of the Ship , and among 
other difhts, had the Btggel dreffed, andfome of the Country Fowl, which the Viceroy of 
Goa had prefenced tO him. 

The 25 were futprized by a Calm, which kept us in the fame place all that day *, 
but the night following there rofeaTempeft, that put us out of ourcourfe, which wc 
could not well have kept, had that not happened; in regard that having the Sun in the 
2cnith, ever fince the S2. wc could not take the altitude, but onlyin the night, by the 


Stars. 

This inconvenience continued till the fifth of Matehy havmg had the twenty and jumaH. 

twenty eighth oi February y the wind at South- weft, which put us in hope, ^t/fBouIfffoon 
have the Manjen-wmi whereof we flood in need to bring us to the Cape of Good Hope, 

But the continual changes of the Wind, and Tempefts, which obliged the Sea-men to be 
alwayes about the Mafts, lell they fhould be futpn^ed by the ‘travadofy retarded our pro- 
grefs very much. 

March 5. We began to make out Obfervations by the Sun, and found we were at eight 
degrees, fix minutes Latitude. Our Ship was encompaffed by a great number of all forts 
ot'Fifli, whichfeem’d tobcour ptoteftion againfi the Whales, by whom they, were pur- 


Adareb io.-‘We wereat ten degrees, fourteen minutes, the Wind at Weft, which turned 
to a Storm that Jafted ten hours. 

March 12. and 13. We Hkd a great Storm, accompanied with Lightning and Thunder. ^ ^ 
Tmt what we thought moft fttange, was that,though We were not come to the 13, degree, 
yet wc found nothing of the ordinary Wind of the foafon, which is couimonlj^erCflved 
about the eight or ninth. For the South-wind, which blew conftantly, not only retarded 
tfic prefecution of our Voyage, but alfb forced us fo much back Eaft ward, that We were in 
^ fome fear, we might be conftrain’d to return upon the Coaft of the 
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idjp 15, The Wind changed, and came to the South, and at Night, we had it South' 

caft » fo that not doubting but it was the Manjen, we put out all tne Sail we could, and 
made two Leagues an hour, taking our courfe South- well. During the time the W ind was 
thus fair for us, we law a great number ol Dolphins, which followed our Sliip,and we took 
as many of them as found us three good Meals. 

M*tcbto. We were furpriz’d by a Calm, which took off much of out courage, in re- 
gard our Aore of frclh Water being ibmewhat low, at a time when we knew not what to 
hope of out Voyage, we were forced to aflign every Man bis allowance *, and to make it 
laA the longer, it was rcfolved, that for fomc dayes there fliould be no fait Meat eaten, but 
that the Swine, and fome other Creatures, whereof, having good AOte, Ibme had died that 
day upon the eating of MuAard-feed, (hould be kill’d and conlum'd. 

Being about this time at fixteen Degrees, wc found that the Compals declined thirty 
Minutes to the WeA, and it continued fo to the four and twentieth Degree. But when the 
Cape of Good Hof e is once doubled, cheLoadAone draws towards the Earth. 

The 21. While we floated up and down, without lb much as a breath of wind, our 
Ship took tire, which might have proved to the ruine of us all. 

The Butler, going to remove a Vat which he had filled with Aqus vit*^ let it on fire i 
whereat he was fo Aartled, that he turned it out about the Cellar, where the fire took in 
one of the great Veflels, and was going to fet thirty more intoa flame, had it not been time- 
ly prevented with Coverlets. The Sh^ was lb loaden with all forts of Gums, and other fat 
Drugs, that it would have been impoffible to quench it, had there not been a care taken to 
fmother it, at the beginning. 

After thatday,we began to make ufeof the invention of drawing frelh Water out of the 
Seai but it was fit only to drefs Meat withalldn regard it had lb untoward a taAe, that the 
Sea-men would not take it for their ordinary drink. 

Msrcb22> We made a good dayes fail by the help of theMattfou^ getting above two 
Leagues an hour. The fame Wind continued the 23. 24. and 2$. 

This laft day, a Sea*tnan was whipt at the Main-mw, lor dfleriug to debauch two young 
Boyes. 

March 26. The Wind continued Aill fiiit j but in regard we had fome realbn to fear 
that in cafe the wind Ihould &il us,as it was likely to do, we Ihould be put to great incon- 
veinences for want of frelh water, a Councel was call’d, at which it was lefolv d, that we 
Ihould indeavour to make for Maurice llland, and there take in frelh water. This refolu- 
tioii very much xejoyced the company. The lame night, we difeovered the llland called 
Diego RoiZf or Diego Kodnguez^ at twenty degrees , forty five minutes, in fo much 
that we were in hopes the next day to teach Maurice llland, as being but fixty Leagues An- 
ther. 

This llland, which the fortuguez call Ilha do Cernoy and the Dutch have named Maurice 
llland, from the Prince of Orange, who was Admiral of the VnitedProvinees at the time 
of their firfl Voyage into the I»«b>/,liesat 20. degrees,27. minutes, and is ab^ur 15. leagues 
in compals. 

The Haven of it is very good, as well in regard, that at the entrance of it there is a hun- 
dred fiithom water, as that it is able to contain above fifty great Veflels, Iheltred from all 
winds. It hath lomc Mountains, which reaching up to the Clouds arc feen at a great di- 
Aance,and axe extreamly delightful to the eye, in as much as Nature maintains them in a 
conAant verdure, though Ibme CffcM-trccs, and Date-trees, only excepted, all the other 
Treesarewild. 

In the Vallics there are Ibme Fnut-txees,but fuch as bear no Fruit arc not the Icls eAcem- 
cd for that, for thcle are they which yield the foircA Ebony in all the EaA. Sdme of it is 
as black as any Jet, andaslinooth as Marble; but the yellow and red is of greater value 
then the other, as being more tare. 

There is, as well in the Rivers of it, as the Sea about it, fuch abundance of Filh, 
that at one caAing of the Net, as many may be taken, as will fill two or three Tun 
falted. 

dprod^i- The BaUan^rtva their Relations affirm, that, they took a Thoriiback*. which found 
^ Tn«w» all ill the Ship two good Meals, and that they Ikw there Tortoyfts fo big, that fout^

The Ifland is not inhabited ♦ * whence it comes, that the Birds are (b tame, that a man 
take them with his hand; and they are commonly killed with Cudgels, efpecially 
/keethe Turtles, whereof there is fuch abundance, that the Dutch in lels then twohours, took 
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above a hundred and fifty, and might have taken more, if they, qould have cairiedthein. 16^9. 
There is alfo great ftore of Herons, and a kind of Birds, of the bignefS of a Swan, which — 
liave neither WU^s nor Tail, but fo hardaflefh, that no heat can cither boylot roaft it. 

There is no four-footed Creature in all the Ifland ; but for other refiefliij^ents, and 
particularly, for the taking in of frefli water, there is not a fitter place any way jiear gf f.

That being E/*yJer day, thcPre- 
fident made a great Entertainment, whereof all in the Ship participated. 

The 1 5. The Notth-weft-wind grew to a great T cmpell,and our Sea-men affirm’d, that 
they {melt Land, being confirm’d in their perfwafion, by thofe Birds which the fonugutsi 
call Fintadoff and which alwayes keep within the difiance of fourty Leagues oi the 
Land. 

The Tempeft ceafed with the morning the idth, and our Sea* men perfifted in affirm* 
ing we were near the Coaft, in regard many Birds were feen about the Ship. 

The 17. Towards night, there blew a frclh Gale of wind : bat the next day, and the 
night following, we had no wind at all, yet was the Sea as rough ask proved to be after- 
wards in the Tempeft, which rurpm’4 us the ip. at night, with the South-weft wind, at 
25. degrees Latitude. We took in all out Sails, and let down the Yards, preparing out 
felves by that means agairuft the Tempefts, which are very frequent, and in a manner una- 
voidable,abont the Cape of Coed bo$e^ and we hover’d up and down in that pofturc all the 
next day. 

Afril ao. We perceiv'd that the Water was (bmewhat more whitilh then it is in the 
main Sea, and ffiw abundance of thofe Birds, which the Fottufftez call Mangas devakttdo^ 
and are a hind of Sea Mews, being white all over the bodies,and having black wings. They 
have alfo this in particular, that in their flight they beat their wings one againft the other, 
whereas the common Sea- Mews &ldom do it, but glide through the Air in an uninterrupt- 
ed and even flight. It is obferved, that where thefc Birds are feen, there is ground with- 
in a hundred, or hundred and fifty fathom at mofi. Accordingly upon trial, we found it 
at eighty fathom. We law alfo the fame day, a fort of Black-birds, that had only a little 
white npon the breaft. The Englijh affirm, they arc Birds prefagfng misfortune, as being 
the infal hble fore-runners of a great T empeft. 

The fame day, we had one, with the Weft-north- weft wind, which on the 24. turn’d to 
a North- weft. During that time we weie forc’d to go bctoie the W ind, the Water coming 
mto the Ship with fuch violence, that it took off our Carpenter but he was fo fortunate, 
as to lay hold on a Rope was caft hin^by which he was got aboard again. We found 
gtoiufetd a^eighty.&fh^t andintej^th*^ £a>^th which tiuck to the Plummet was black, 
we inferred thence, that we were not far tiom the Cap d’ AgulhaSi which is fixty Leagues 
from that of Good hope. 

The 15. The Tempeft increaled fo,tbat wc began to defpairof elcaping, in regard the 
current of the Sea forced us towards the Coafts, where we had inevitably been wrack'd, if 
it had continued. .We were at thirty fix degrees, ivyeilty minutes bcycind the Line » and 
this day we had like to have been deftxpyesLby fire, occaiioned by a Lamp in the Ptefidents 
Chamber t but it was Ibon put out. 

The Storm continued all the next day. Out Seai- jnini filing abo ut tln» of 

thfife Fifli called P^ce PKercur, would thence perfwade us, that it would not be long ere the 
*We3tthet changed, and that the Wind wo^d Wow&om the fame quarter that thofe f ilhes 
‘ came. Accordingly, about two in the afternoon, the Wind came to the North- weft, and 
the 'tempeft ceafed, fo that we could fpread out Sails. 

The 27. Wc had no Wind at all, but in the afternoon, it came to the North-weft, whfch 
obliged us our Comfe to the North-north-weft, ffiiling two Leagues an hour, Wc 
faw ihat day a gtadJ»U3ciber nf ttovbas^ from which wc inferred wc were not fat feom the 
Cape of Good hope. Tbefe IFrofnbat are a kind of y^eat Canes, about the bignefe iffa mans 
atm, and three or four foot lcmg,.wh|ch fiote upon the water with their roots, as if the Sea 
had forced them away from the ncighboufing, Qnaftk yctcan knot be faid whence they 
come, nor that they are feen any where but about that Cape, 

Apil 28. We difeovered the Coaft, which before us reach’d from North to Weft. Some 
thought at fiift it was Cabo~FaIfi^ or the Cape oi.Qoed hope ^ but fiodiog ground at forty 
Fath^ and at thirty four degrees, fol^ minutes, they were foon cuovinced, that it was 
the ^ AgulbaSiVih^tice it came that wc went all that day lavcering with a Noi th - weft 
wind. 

The 29. The Wind came to the Sbuth-eaft, fo that we ♦continued our courft to the 
North-weft, keeping ftUl in fight of the Land. That day we took as many F lih as found 
the whole company two or three good meals. The night following the Wind changed^ 
and came to the North-weft, obliging us to laveer j but being in a manner dirtily cemtra* 
ry,we advanced but little. Taking the Altitude of the Sun that day, we found our felvcs 
at 34. degrees,27 . minutes, and coi^quently, that wc wanted 24, Leagues oS being at the 
Altitude of Cap d' Agulhas. 

April 30. We continued lavcering along the Coaft, the Wind being ftill contrary, 
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May i. The wind coming to the North-eaft by Eaft, we kept along the Coalt/apd i d 39. 
perceived a very high fliorc, which was at laft known to be Fflfo, which is 
within feven Leagues of that of Good hope. It is called Caho Falfo, feeca-^e it is feen at Cabo f dfo 
a great diftance, extending it felf into, the Sea much after the lame maimkrTas the other, 
though it be not to high. i

^Thc5. AtSun^^^)^, we w'lli'out of fight. of Land', whereupon w« changed our 
Mirfc, takingirNdttlelafr, and tQmjag the prow of the Ship towards the Coaft,which 
we difeoyered ^^ttjiioon. About two in the afternoon, we paffed in fight of the 
liland calkwilm^dbetb^ which is inhabited, and at night we got into the Bay, and caft 
anchor at feVen fathom water. 

This Promontory of the Continent of which extends it (elf into the Sea ft)- Jheamof 
wards the South, at 3d. Degrees beyond the Liae« was named Cabo de hn’ Sptrati&a, by Gopdtep* 
JobM 11. King of fortugal^ under whom it was difeovered, by Battbokmixf Dias^ 
about the year 1493. That Prince would needs call it to, out of hopes he conceiv- 
ed to dUcuven^lHwateb the wealth of the Eaft-Indies i and other Nations have ebn- 
tinfted. that 'ttwiei that having once doubled the Cape, there is 

tome afliirance of cbmpleatihg the Voyage, wherem the Cape makes one hali^ as lying 
in a manner at the equal diftance of two thoufand five hundred ^^^s l^weeivKo- 
repty and the moft Eafterly Coaft of the lu^es. ' ' . 

Moft Ships take inrefrefiimentsat this place, and the Vuteb are wont to leave there . 
under a Stone at the entrance of the Haven, tome Letters, wherein they acquaint the 
iShips that areconung after them, with whatever had hapnedto them in their Pbyage, 
and the eourto they take at their departure thence. The water there is excellent good, 
and to eafie to comeat, that the taking of it in, is without any trouble. Cattle are ve- 
ry cheap i their Oxen are large, and have bunches on their back, as thoto of the Indies i 
and there are tome Sheep, whoto fieto is extreamly delicate i they have long ears, and 
their tails are as big and weighty, as a good hind quarter of Mutton. 

They haveaUb all torts of wild Fowl, and thoto Creatures that are hunted; Deer, wild Pmquinta 
BoarSjPartridges, Quails,d'e.and among the reft, a kind of Gceto, which they call linpAns^ , 

which have no wings, but ftumps,and conftquently cannot raito themfelves off thegiftSuiji. 

It is an amphibious Anioul, and with thoto flumps makes a Ihift to fwinw'.^A IffiSHlIflfty 
take them up with his hands, but thefteihof them is not edible, it and in- 

fipid. There are alfo Dogs, or rather Sea-bears, Camels, Tygt^Lybkw and Lynxes. 

The Inhabitants are of low Stature, ugly and Ul-ft^!4, hwng more like BeaSs, then 
,men. Their faces are wrinkled, their hair fall of gitato and naftineft, and theyftink to, 
that they are fmclt zSb&n as they arc fcea« which proceed , not^Wyhericc^ that they Goodhow, 
rub their bodies with train Oyl, but alfo ftonoj^ir conftant eating of rawlleih. They 
never kill al^aft inoiderto the eating of it||H|b toed on them only when they die of 
any ditoaft. A dead Whale caft up by the Sea^^jw thefliore, is an excellent dilh of meat 
with them 5 as is alfo the hot entrails of tome bcaiij, which they eat with all the filth about . 
them, having only taken out the excrements, wha|||ph tome rub their faces. ^ 

They go naked, &ve that both men and womeTOver their privy parts with a triang 
lyr piece of skin, which^ th^y faften with leathern girdle about the wafteiS^Hp ^ 

,^6; men cover their buttocks and thighs with a Lyons skin, or Oxe hide, dtau^ifehe 
itlfi^betwecn their legs,to that it covets not what they intend fiiould not be _ 

^^j^'|^ne,who wear a skia,which comes down from the flioulders to.the ' 

arms and thighs, in which they make divers firangcincifioasand irftsi^eK^ wh^ 
though they wete ugly enough before, adds fomewhatto f^i* defonniil^. Tgi wonaen 
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I 6 29. about their Arms andLeggs, tings of Iron or Brafs, which they receive iiroui Grangers 
for their Cattle. 

Jheirfooi, They who lire near the Sea-coaft feed only upon Oyfters,Fi(h,fuch Herbs as Nature 
produces thereabouts, and the Whales caft up by -the Sea : but' fuch as inhabit furtner 
within the Counttey, and are called Soltanimanti live a little better, thoii^ they are 
no lets barbarous and favage then the others . 

They do notcaltivate the Ground, though it be excellent good and very fertile, ^nor 
do they uaderffand any thing of improving and ordering the frujt’Whioh Nature behows 
on them. They all live in little Huts, or in the fame place with their Catcelj without 
Beds, Stools, or any fuch fuperfiuous pieces ofhoufeold ftuHi Tfeefe^way of refting 
thcndelvesis to Ot upon their heels. They ate never feen near the Sea, but only when 
they think to drive fomc Trade, in trucking Aeir Cattle, Ox-hides, Lions, Leopards, 
Tigers-skins, and Oftritch Feathers, for Knives, Looking-glaffes, Nailes, Hamawis, 
Hatchets, and other pieces of old Iron, to their great advantage who come thi- 
ther. 

Kim nei. They have no knowledg at all of Godsnofnever heard any talk of the Devi! i but 
^ mifehief they fear, is, what rfiay be ‘ done them by the Lyons, againft whom they 

w forc'd to fortifie themfelvcs in the night tioteby gieaS foccs-, which they make alt 

about their cuarters. 

Mh enema I®- Having fill'd' all our Vcffels wkh frcfli water, and bought ewo Oxen of' the 

SolUHimanSy who were unwilling to fell any more, we teimbaikcd, intending to get out 
of the Bay that day, but the contrary wind would not permit us. The next day, we ftnv 
our Boat to bring aboard us fittecn perfons, to svit, foiK men, eight wuuacn, and three 
children, to be tranlported into the Ifland of Tinffth which is at theentwiiMie of thcBay, 
where thofe poor people were hx hopes to live more at their cafe upon the Catcaidfes of 
Whales, which the Sea is wont to caft aftiore there, and to be freefrom the pwfecutioas 
of the Sohanimans. The Boat returned in the Evening, loaden with aUfoets. of Birds, 
eQiecially tinguins, which had been all kiff d with 

May 12. Being Sahday, we weighed Anchor before day, and got out of the Ray 
with i NortlP-ifalVWifitf, taking ou* courfe Weftward. The next day it came to North- 
north-caft, and afterwards to the North, and in the afternoon, we had not any at all ; Si»' 
that we continued all the remainder of the day in fight of the coaft. At night it catut; ro 
the South, but in left then two hours, it returned again to the North, and about mni. 
night we had fuch aTempeft, that we were forc’d to take in all oux Sails. 

The 17. The Teilopeft which had continued ever fince the 12. grew fo high, that had 
not our Ship been very found, and of great burthen* it could not poffibly haverdifted 
the violence of the winds and waves, ^ich fo covered it foniKtiines, that all upon the 
Deck were wet to the skin. 

The next day the Skie cleared np, and the wind was fomething allayed, but ftill 
coftftaiy. We took the deVation,and found our fcWes, at 34. Degrees, 40. Minutes i 
whence we concluded, that we were between Cato Falj 'o, and the Cape of Good bop, and 
confequently, that the Wind had forc’d us back 25.0130. Leagues, yet in the evening 
we had in amanner recover’d what we had loft, but the night following, the wind was 
fo violent, as if the Elements had been near their refolution into their firft Chaos. - • 

**“**"*• Thcfe extraordinsffy Winds arc ctHcd Hmrrieanty and they comt, not with fuch f«jy,but 
once infeven years, though the Sea in thofe parts be osdmatily tempeftuous. We loft 
in that tempeft two of our beft SetrMetijWholell from the Scnttlc into the &3, where 
on$ was immediately fwallowed up j the other bad fo ntneh ftrength as to by hold on 
the tope was caft out to him, and got into the Ships but falling on the fides of the Ship, 
hdhaJdfobruifcdhimfclf, that he died within an hour after. The contrary wind forced

In the afternoon we had a North- weft wind, with a dreadtul Teropdt, 
which forced us te take in all our Sails, and go before the wind, in ibme danger of 
running upon the coaft. This was the faddeft night we had in all our Voyage, For the 
Miller of the Ship fearing the reproaches of his fuperiours, if he came not to 'England 
within the year, endeavoured all he could to profecutc the Voyage \ but finding at 
lift, all was to no purpofe, he acknowledged there was no other way to favc the Ship 
and the petfons in it, but to put in fomewhere. Whereupon it was immediately re- 
folv’d we ftiould go and winter in Madagafcar i and (b we prcfently changed out courfe. 

The weather was fair but about midnight the sky was fo overcaft, that it 
was not doubted but a Tempeft was conung,as indeed it did, and continued the three

the one fide hard to approach, it having once loft the Altitude, and on the other, dan- 
gerous to approach it in the night time, by reafonof the Rocks that are at thg point of 
Arive there the Ifland, and efpecially by rcafbn of the little Ifland, at the entrance of the Bay,* 
, The 2. We arrived at Madagafeary and got.intethc Bay, of Saint AngHjtinty find- 
ing no bottom, till within a quarter of >2 League of Land, where we call Anchor, at 
25. fathom water, glad we were got into a Harbour, after fp many dangers efcaped. 

Our joy was hightned by our finding in the Bay two Englifif fhips, belonging to the 
feme Company, one whereof was upon her return fer Er^landy the other bound fer 
thtiindks. It was but three months fince the latter came from England y <»mmanded 
by Captdn fiPifli/, being 1400. Tun burthen. Her name was the Imdeny and file was 
one of the nobleft VefTcls I ever faw. The Captain came immediately aboard us, ac- 
companied -by a young Merchant, and proffer’d the Pxcfidentto fupply hitn^vith all 
things neceflafy •% the profccution of his Fbyage. ' , , ^ 

Tne 3. The Officers of all the three fhips had a meeting aboard outs, to cpnfider 
what courfe they fhould .cake with the Inhabitants, that they might not hem their 
proviiions at too dear a rate ^ aadkwas rcfblved» that what ever were boughs fhoulji 
Ije bought upon a common account, atidto thaCQsdy every one fiiould b^#g out the 
commodities they were willing totruck, which feould be put offby the ^»r£Saiies of the 
three Ships.

The 6, The Prelident invited the two Captains and all the OiScers of both the othe/’^jv^s. Vg 
Ships to dinner > and fome dayes after Captain fFiUu treated the whole Company. In the — 
afternoon he entertain’d ns with a Comedy, which lafted above three hours. 

The 14. Captain HaU went on his Vopge towards the Me j, and the id. Qptain Wil~ 

Ik went away alfo, having fupplied ns with all things neceffary for the pr®fccation of onrs. 

He intended to touch at the Maldives^ and ftay there till the 20. of Augttjt^ that he might 
arrive at Surat in the ^ nter. We accompanied him tp the Ifland, at the entrance of the 
Bay, and having taken leave of Ifland, where wc found abundance of

hundred men, arm’d with a kind of Pikes. They brought along with them about three 
hundred Oxen, feme ShSep, Goats, Poultry, Citrons, and Oranges, to truck for our Com- 
modities, Bfcfog come near the Prefident, they made a little halt, to obferve what pofture 
we were in, and at lafl the eldeff of the three Brothers came up, and hetiowed on the Pre- 
adent twelve Goats, and his two iPives gave lum, each of them, afotCapon. The Prefi- 
dent prefented him with threeStiings of Glafs Coral, each of his Brothers with two, and 
each of the IPives with a Bracelet. This fignified but very little to us j but they highly 
valued them. They planted a great Pole in the ground, as a mark of the Alliance they 
made wifh.^ fevered puniftv fuch as foauld injure us, and defiring us to take 

fuck a fiourfo, as no diforder fide. They defired to hear our Mu- EngWh. 

fick, and {eem’dto be much pleafed'With it. 'j[li{y 4 eld 4i;U&a^fatOaen, fome Sheep, 

Goats and Poultry. They fold us a fat Sheep, the Tail whereof weighed twenty or 
twenty four pound for (even or ekht grains of Coral or Agat, and a Capon for three or 
four ^nksof counterfeit Coral. They would not meddle with out money, as being fo 
h^y as not to foiowthe value of a thing which occafioas themiforyof other parts of 
Ae iForld. 


During the fix weeks we fiuditi the liland, mofi of our diverfion was (booting at ButS, 
or fifoing with the Angle-rod. Wi todt good fiote of Filh, and fome Oyfiers, which the 
Inhabitants call Oting. Thcfe fiick to foe Trees and Buflies that are upon the Sea-fide, 
being at high-water colrofd with the Tide. They axe huge, andas delicate as any England 
afibtds. 


From the fifth to foe eighth of Auguft^ there were fuch abundance of Gra(hoppers, that ^svsii 
they deprived us of rhe^ht of the Si^ The Inhabitants eat them, but theylpokon 
idiem as i^-xaonecs of ramne and iportality pf Cattle.

Aloei. This Jfland affords alfb fbme Aloes Commodity we have before given an account of, in 
the deftription of the Ifland of Zocotara. That which ^ws in MadagafeaSy is not fo 
good as the other, in r^atd it is wild i yet it is ufed in Medicine, nay, many times inftead 
of the other. They have alfo Cotton and Indico, but they make it not into a pafte, as 
they do in IndofihaHy and elfewhere. 

the yM Their greateft wealth confifts in Cattel. For where they do till the ground, it is only 
rich in cat. to get a little Rice,which is excellent good there,as alfo for Bcans,Pomj>ions, and that kind 
of Melons, which the Perfians call Barbus. There are alfo fcveral forts of Citron-trees, 
and Orange- trees, which bring forth twice a year,Datc-trees,Cwtfr-trecs,and Bananas. No 
Houle but hath fomc Hives of Bees about it i but th^ have not yet the invention of ma- 
king 19^ax, nor ufing thejr Honey, othcrwifetheninmakingacertainDrinkof it with 
Rice, which lerves them inllead of IHne. The ground yields Salt, and Saltpeter, and upon 
the Sea-coafts there is found abundance of Ambergreecc. It is reported alfo, that there 
are mines of Gold and Silver > but the Inhabitants making no ufo of thefe Metals, and va- 
luing Tin above Silver, have not yet foarch’d into them. 
i« hhabi. is very populous, and the Inhabitants are for themoft part Negroes, of a 

tarns. good ftature,and well lhap’d. All the clothing they wear is only a piece of Cotton-cloth, 
of foveral colours, which they fo fatten about their »^attc, that one of the ends hangs 
down to the Knee before, and the other to the Ham behind, and in the night they take it 
off, and make it forve for a Coverlet. They lie upon Mats, and in regard their Huts arc 
made only of the branches of Trees, (‘thofeliitle wooden Houles Otoiy excepted which 
tht 7 make for their Princes ) they make a fire of aS fitUs of them, againft the Mill-dew, 
which it Irenas is there very dangetoU'S. * ’Swne wtUf libove their Navels a row of Glaft- 
beadsof fevetal cbI5dt^,*"*alid fevdtarBracelcts of them about their Necks, their Arms, ot 
above the 'Elbow, and about their Legs under the gartering place. Both Men and iSTo- 
men have their Ears bored through, and put into them Copper Rings, fomewhat like, but 
not fo large as thole they wear about' their JTrifts, and the fmall of the Leg. Their 
Hair is black, but not equally curled all over the Country, and they difpofe it into feve- 
tal treffes, but it grows not much, though they gteafo it perpetually, and do all'they 
can to get long Hair. There is little difference between the clothing of the Men,“and 
that of the »fomen, fave that the ^omen wear alfo a Wnd of fleevelels long Coat, slnd 
that the Cloth wherewim they cover themftlves is foiarge, that it hides all their Thighs 
almoft down to the Knee. In this Cloth they carry their Children upon their Backs, fo 
as that putting their Legs under the Mothers Arms, they feemto be in a manner- fattned 
together, and yet as Ike carries them, a Man would think, they (hould foil backwards^ and 
break thdr back-bones. * • ‘ 

The fideruxe^ Ifives towards their Husbands is here exemplary, and the Men thikkft 
no dilparagcmentlb t!^e their advice. No Man but hath at Icaft two JSTives, but dSi^’d 
into feveral Huts. For the more aged of fhetwo hehath moft compliance, though i^n- 
dertakes no bufinels, nor concludes any bargain, till he hath confulted both. Tlllfe'they 
buy of their Parents, or rather Rel&ffdns, for a oeftaih number of Oxen, other 

Arms. Adultery and Fornication is punilhed mih i liut they do not eAmy fiifpe^ 
one another. They are very free in their converfotion, and there is no faorilfofity fo great 
as to^fe any jealoufiein them. ' 

Some young ^omenmadc no difficulty to come into out Tent » nay, One of them made 
not any to take one of my Shirts from the Prefident, whointreatedner to wear it for my 
fake. She accordingly wore it two dayes, but afterwards tote it to pieces, to be ufed about

150A there came aboard their Ship as many Negto'ts as a boat could well carry. They gaci. 
were kindly receiv’d, and had fcvcral little Prefents made them i but they ill requited that

PortHffieZy ftat they Were forc’d to anfwet them mth Cannon and Musket-foot. The 
fonc year another Pertt^utz Captain, named, Redrigo PerHra, being caft by a tempefi up- 
on the Eaftem Coaft of this Ifland, he font word to the Inhabitants, by an African Maori 
who nnderftood fomewhatof thar Language, that the defign of his coming thither, was 


who nnderftood fomewhatof that Language, that the defign of his coming thither, was 
to eater into an alliance with them, and to fettle an advantagions Commerce for both.' 
The lilaadct^foem’dtoapproveof this Fropofol* and told the Moor, they would carry 
him to their King, thathetbi^t conclude with himthe Treaty defired by the Pflrtngaref, 
butb^g got off a little foom the others^ they fell upon, him, and, had kill’d hi^Md 
not difoharg’dfome Muskets at them, whcrefJy feme fell, and thf reft,^|^*rafe’<l 
to,|et go the Moar. The Pertif^;Men, Captain having got him again, , landed at aether 


Haven for their Ship. He brough^.the Captain to a Ba^, at the Mtranee where- 
of there was a very populoiis Maad*, tlw Inhabitants were frightned, and fled 

into foe great Ifland, lorMuig Wives and Children, nay eveti th'eir’Kiug.* fo that it 
proved no hard matter for the Partatgutz to poffcG thcmfcives of the Ifland-, whence 
font to foe Inhabitants, Inviting them to return,and to permit their planting among 
them, fince they dc&cd only their friendfoips. They returned, and prefented the Cap- 
tain with 50. Oxen, aa^d 20. Goats } but, to be rid of their Guefts, they repre^ted fo 
them, that these were gj^&ter advantages to be made in the Port of Matatana^ inafinufo 
^ there they would find Silver dndfoveral Drugs to truck for. The Captain woaldlw^ 
gope thither, but foe current of foe Sea having forc’d one of his. Ships upon, 
he xetiicd with foe other to the Ifland of Mozamhi^e. The fame Tempc^J^clfBad’ 
caft that Captain upon the Eaftem Coaft of the Ifland, forc’d anofoct Ship bfthp^ 
fijoe Fleet into the Port of MaUiana, whither there prcfootly canwoSte of 
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— ’ Inc had made upon the Coafts of 4 frie\^ and learnt the Language ot the Countrey. Tnc 
Ktgraes having him in their boat, made all the halic dtey could aOiore, which obliged the 
JP(wJ«g#«2 to put out their ftiallop, with foutfeore men in it, to overtake them j but the 
Ktgreet were too quick for them, and carried away the man. The Shallop coming near 
Land, the fmuguez, faw their Maftcr, who told them he had brought to their ILing, 
and civilly received by him, and that he was deiitous to fpeak with the Captaip,and 
enter into friendiKip witlHiim. The Captain made no difficulty to go afliore, where the 
King received hun kindly, and treated him magnihcently, according to the culiom of the 
Country : but thinking to return in the Evening, there roft fa great a tempeft, that it was 
impoffibie for him to get aboard. The tempeft continued four dayes, fb that thofe whp 
were in the Ship, believed that their Captain had been kill’d by the weigh- 

ed Ancho r, anA returned to Mozambique, The Captain finding the Ship gone, and that 
there was little likelihood of ever getting out of the Ifiand, grewfo difeontented that 
he died of it. Eight other Perfons of his retinue died alfo, and they whotemained em- 
barked in the Shallop, choofing rather to expofe themielvesto the uncertain event of a 
dangerous Navigation, then ftay in a place where they muft periih within a few days i 
and they were £b happy as to meet with a Veflcl commanded by the Captain Joba 
Fonfeea, who received them aboard^ and carried them into Afirkkt 
Jbft The firft landing of the J>utcb in this liland, was in at which they 

/met with as great difficulties as the Pm*(g«ea had done. Their defign was only to rc- 
M freih themfelves there, upon this account i that, in thofe firft Voyages, tb^ had fb lit-

Aftfoon as the Cape is paft, the Compafs ftill varies towards the Eaft, in regard the 
Needle draws to the Earth, where no doubt there is Iron, aud other Load-ftones that 
draw it : but the declination on that Coaft never exceeds eight degtees:

No Mountain but is planted with a great number of Fruit-trees, aw.(fe,v;fral othetSi 
which keep on their verdant Liveries all the year long : or if they are barren #)f]Kiut,they 
fail not of yielding fomewhat within, as Marble, Alablafter, Jafper, Porphyry, naf , fbme 
Hyacinths, and particularly that white kind of Marble, which was heretofore fb highly 
efteemed by the Remans, 

The Inhabitants of the Country arc Negrott^ but the Wome<i not fo black as the Men. 
Their Hair curls, but they haVe not fo great Lips, nor jfoch flat Nofos, as the other Moors. 
Jt is particularly afiirmed of thofo of that they are fo ftrong,they will at one blow 

ftrike off the head of an Oxe, or cut a Slave in the middle. 

Their Houfes arc low, narrow, and ill built,oot for want of Materials, but Work-men, 
in as much as there is neither Mafon nor Archited among them, unlefs a man may 
fay, there is net any place in the World hath more, fince every man builds his own 
Uoufo. 

Theyaieat The fame may be laid of Phyficiansj They all underftand Mtdkim and Setauiek/^ 
jnhfuSt at leaft as much as they think neceffary for the prefervation or recovery of their 
mdPhjfia- health. They cure f cavers with a little Sandall-wood beaten to powder, tirie Hcad- 
ach by bleeding , and the Purge they take is only the Powder made of the Bark of 
a certain Tree. 

Heir Gb» They go moft bare-headed, fave that fbme wear akind of Hats made of Nut-Ihells, or 

the Barks.pf Trees. Borne aUb wear Plumcs'ef'i’eaffiSf^* which they faften to their hair 
with a pece oTPaSKthftad v and as weTTMen as Womei^ put into their Ears very weighty 
Rings of Gold, with Stones in them, and wear Iron, Tin, or Brafs Rings or Plates, about 
the Arms or Legs, though moft of quality are cloathed after the P ertuguez faftnun. They 
ileep on Mats, and eat upon the Ground, iometimes Ihuffiing flefti, and hfti, and truits toge- 
ther all into the fame difh i but perfbnsof quality are ptherwife fetv‘d,and eat alone, hav- 
ing Mats laid under the meat. They never do their neceffitks, but they lay a ftick crofs a 
pit, upon which they fit for their greater eafe.

It is lb high, that it 
may beleenatthe difianceoT fixty Leagues, and from the top of it, a man may difeover, 
and eafily count all the other Ctmry Jfiands^ though fome of them be above fifty leagues 
diAant from this. 

F/eno ' The Ifland of Fierro is alTo one of the moft confidcrable of all the Camries^ and I con- 
yimi. ceivc that name to be given it upon this account, that its foil, not affording fo much as a 
drop of firefh water, feems to be of Ireu. • And indeed there is in this lAand, neither Ri- 
ver, nor Rivulet, nor Well, nor Spring, favethat towards the Sea- fide there are fome 
Wells, but they lie atfuchadiftanceftom the City, that the Inhabitants can make no 
ufe thereof. But the great Preferver, and Suftainerof all, remedies this inconvcmence 
by a way fo extraordinary , that a man will be forced to fit down and acknowfedge, 
that he gives, in this, an undeniable Demonfiration 6 f his Goodnefsand infinite Pro- 
vidence. 

miraai. For,in the middeil of the Ifland, there is a Tre^, which is the only one in its hind, in a^ 
ieus live, much as it hath no refomblance to thofo mentioned by us in this Relation, nor to any other 
known to us in Europe, The leaves of it are long and narrow, and continue in a conflant 
verdure. Winter and Summer, and its branches are covered with a Cloud, which is never 
difpclled, butrefolvedintoa moiflnre, which caules tofitUfrom its leaves, a very clear 
Water, and that in fuch abundance, that the Cifterns, which are placed at the foot of the 
Tree, to receive it , are never empty , but contain enough to fopply both men and 
beafts. 

Some affirm, that above a hundred leagues Weft of the Canariet^ there is fometimes foen 
an Ifland, called St. Borendont which, they foy, is very delightful and fertile, and inhabited 
by Cbrijiaus i yet can it not be laid, what Language they Ipeak, nor how the Ifland came 
to be peopled. The Spaniards oS the Canaries have often endeavoured to find out the

aboard, but forced us to Sca,»the waves fo filling our little VelTcl, that we were forced Mandelila 
to eaft out the water with our hats. hh it 

In the precedent part of this Relation, the Reader may have obfttved, that we had 
been in many, great dangers etc we got totheCoaftsof England i but certain it^s, that 
we were then in, was far gteatet then any we hadefoapedt fincewewcreiaallprobabi- 
^ty to perifliinrightof out dear Country, and to be wrackt in the Port, whereto we 
were already arriv’d. We were above four hours in theft extremities, and at lift we 
diftovered a little Vcficl, which had loft alt its Anchors but the Uft, which was not fo 
faftned, but that the wind forc’d it towardsthc Sea. We were iq water up to the waftsi 
but that hindted os not from fetdngour ftlvcs to the Oarcs, fo that with mu^^ajdiiiwbrB 
got to the faid Veffel. AiToon as we jveregot into it, we found that it 
**o there, as to continue in our own » in regard the Anchor being not abkA^d^yrit, we 
were in danger of being caft on a certain bank, which is one afjrfWwSft diugcrous of 
any about thatCbaft. And indeed, we ihould har dly hajE^ 'a<<lfvnted our felv-cs out of 
that fear, had we been in a condition to tefleaj,9#l«afl®ger we were in ; but the cold 
we had endured, the good we faad^ fivallowed down in 

our boat, and the viment and extraordinary motion of that little Veffel, put us fo out 
of order, that we were better then half dead, when we wepc brought the next day to our 
Ship, where we were received as perfous riftn from the dead, inaCnuch as all who had fecn 
onr boat carried away by the vblcnccof the winds> had given us over for irrecoverably 
lofti nay,fofardM they defpair of ever feeing us again, that they had already bewailed 
our death. . 

December 24 There soft fo dreadful a Tempeft, that in th« fame Road, whwMf^ 
fhunted one of the fafeft and beft m the World, 24. Ships, wtre forc'd to 
Mafts.

along with them the Preiident’s Lady, whom he bad not feen in ieven years before. He 
would needs have me falute her, according to the Englijh way, and obliged me to take up 
my lodging at his own houfe, and to participate of all the honours done him upon his 
arrival. ^ .. 

Veemhtf g 0. I went to fee the Eafi~Iudia Houfe, and thank’d the pverfeets there fby* 
all the civilities I had receiv’d from the Prefident. They invited me to the entertainment 
which they made that day for him. 

The next day, and the i . of J*nnary, we were at (ithcr treatments, and Jammy 2. the 
Lord Major fent to invite us. Hcwasfo plcafed with the PreCdents diicourfe, that he 
^prevail'd with him to come again the next day. The Lord Major was indeed hinifelf very 
excellent for difeourfe, and having heard what dangers he had efcaped in that great 
Voyage, he would flicw us that they were not to be compared with fuch as fome others 
had been in. He gave us the ftory of a ’Dutch Sea-man, who being condemned for a crime, 
his punifliment was changed, and he was ordered to be left in St. Helens’^ Ifland, a place 
we have fpoken of before. This unhappy perfonreprefenting to himfelf the horrour of 
that folitude much beyond what it really was, iince it came not near that we (ball have oc- 
cafioD tofpeak of anon, fell into a defpair> that made him attempt the ftrangeil Action 
that ever was heard of.

ritter, ' board, ventured himfelf to Sea in it. It hapned fortunately to him, to be fb great a
